DESCRIBING 


Divers parts of A FRICK and ASIA the Great: 


But principally the two famous Monarchies, 


The MOGUL and PERS 1a NO 


PON Good-Fricday, in the Year 1626. we took fhipping at Deal 
near Dover, having lix great and well manned ships in company, 
all which were bound for the Eaf?-Jnzdies. Widow hours coalting, 
clofe by thelfle of Wight (called fo from Girydr/ a Britifh word, 
fignifying cur off or feen at diflancey Veétis in Pliny, Meek: in E- 
tropiz£55 ) afudden borafque or guft allaulted us; which after an 


haure rage fpent it felt, and hlew us the third day «double fo- 
lemnized that yxor hy being the Fealt or wiste#ePand Son’ upon 


the Lezwrds point, the ntmolt promontory of Cora., as we 
paticd; from whence to the extremeft Cape of Arek, inthis 
Voyage we compute our Longitude, and not from the Azores, albeit the tirit Meri- 
A. wind blew fair, fo as the feven and twenticth day failing by Bilbo in Galleri “which 
if that called Terracozenfts was of old a Colony of the Per fias) we lanched into the Spa- 
nifh Ocean, which we no fooncr entred bur deicryed feven tall thips. whom reputing 
Enemies we bore upto fpeak with, howbcit they proved Friends, Hollanders out of the 
Lezy.wt, who drunk our healths and faluted us as they paft with a roaring Culverin, and 
we in return vomited out a like grateful eccho: Thus plowing the liquid Seas in mérrinefs 
till the nine and twentieth day made us the fport ot danger, ftrugling with ftch mightye 
waves and deep Scas as oft-times made us fcem to climb up Mountains of falt water, and 
were ftraightway precipitated headlong as it were 'twixt loven Seas, a good while Hea- 
wen and Sca feeming undivided. This put mein mind otf the third Ode in the firft Jib. of 
Horace, where "tis taid

Howl--cttiter thirty hours the quarrel ’twixt wind apd Sca ended, for then a ferene 
skye r@inimated us, fo as we finifht AZ:rch in the hafe of a Turkifh Pirate whom with 
tov-gallant top fuls and a Toft wind we purfucd fix hours, but being as well fitted tor 
fizht as fizht he outfailed us. So remruing to ourcourfec, the firitot Apri? we cut our -feaeti ? 
pallage tM ouai the 2z4dreiztzch Ocean, by Arabs called Atacgribans faith AZarmoliz* (from Oce., 
Atlas A Liures Yapbers Sou, and Brother to the Star-gazer Promethe:ss a Contemporary with 
Afofes; irom whom tiyo tanious Mountains, one in A Zeuritanir the other in Lriy.7, are 
denominate. Lona wc had not been in thefe Seas, but another Barbarian 8.7y Man of

phn ra A dw the third of oil at iens firft blufh -we got fight of Porto Santo, a 
holy Port in thirty three deg. (called Cerne in Proloo»sy) commanded by the Spaniard; 
and alfo of Madera (i.e. Ile of Wood) 12 leagues S. W. from Porto Sancto ; from the 
Canaries diftant 70 leagues; the firft of which Ifles was difcovered by Pereftrelins Ang 
14.19. and given him upon condition that he would people it, which he found difficulr, 
the Conies in fuch number refifted by undermining him. The other was found out the 
fame year by Gonzalvo Zarco from the encouragement of Henry Son to Fobn the Firft 
King of Portugal; taken and fackt An. 1596. by Sir Amias Prefton our Countryman, as, 
fome ’tis tebe pal yet living there have caufe to remember. The holy Port has five and 
twenty milescompafs, fruitfulit isin Wheat, Rye, Rice, Oxen, Sheep, Bores, Conies, 
Sancuis Draconun, Fruits, Flowers, and Grapes; at eight leagues diftance it thus re-

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The fixth of April by obfervation we had 27 degrees and a half latit. at that diftance 
defcrying the Canarie, Iles fo called a multitudine magnorum Canorum faith Phry L. 6. €. 32. 
by fome taken for the fortunate Iflands, and about which has been no fmall diff.ience 
amongít Writers. Some placing them at thc Azores, atthe £Z«fperide- others, fomein our 
Britain as Tzetzesin his Comment upon Licophrom, echis at Or near the Rhodes; but the 
Commentator upon Horace near the ufrzma 'I bule, where Tzetzes as truly finds the Elyzian 
Fields; but certain it is they were undifcovered, but more certain uninhabited, till the 
year 1328. accidentally by one Machan an Englifhman, from whofe relation Lewis de Cer- 
dezotwo years after failed thither, and by Commiflion from Pedro King of Arragon had. 
liberty of Conqueft and Command, but long enjoyed neither, for Seba 2. the Caftilian 
King Az. 1405. (which fome would have tobe the firft difcovery) difplacing him, Penta- 
curtius ínatcheth them from the Caftilian, but b Jobn de Betancour a well defícended Gen- 
tleman, Kiníman to Bracomonte the French Admiral, J'eztacowrt is likewife difpoileft, 
An. 1417. fhipping 10000 Volunteers, by whofe valour he fubdued five of the Iíles, 
namely La Palma, La Gomora, Lanzarota, Ferro, and Forteventura, an Atchievement very 
honourable; yet fuch vexation pofleft the ambitious Gaul that Canary maítered him, as 
made him entertain death with an ufelefs Complement; his Nephew Menaldus being left 
Heir to what Betancour had got, and (has added) his misfortunes; for Al nds a haugaty 
Bifhop incenfing the Caftilian King, through his power Aezaldss was foon forced thence, 
glad of a {mall compofition paid him by Don Barba the Bifhops Kinfinan. Barba repents 
the Purchafe, and for a little profit affigns his Property to Don Fernando Perazze, whofe 
brain taking like infection grows weary of Command, and for other Employment con- 
fers this upon the Prince of Caftile, from whom it was foon after torn by Doz Henrico In- 
fant of Spain, remaining this day fixt under Spanifh fervitude. 

Thefe Ifles (perhaps the fame Prolomy and Mela, miftakenly, call Deorum currus > by 
Plato, Ariftotle, and Plutarch, the -Atlantiades, by Pliny, the Hefperide) ar from the Mo- 
rocca Or Libyan continent 20 Leagues, from Spain 200. Seven commonlj they be num- 
bred (Cadamaftus imagines ten) by old Authors, as Ptolomy, Pliny, S*-^. 7, and others 
called Canaria, Capraria, Nivaria, Junonia, Ombrian, or Plavralia, Aprofita qwan frala lan- 
cea) and as Martianadds Ca[peria, or Fortunata. But atthis day Canaria, La Palm Tene- 
riffa, Lancerota, Hierro, La Gomera, and Forteventura. A svord of what they were.

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Tenerifa is about 13 leagues Weft from Grand Canaria, from La Palma 20. from Go. 
mera s. trom Afrique 75. from Madera 7o. In old times here, as in Grand Canaria, 
they ufcd to cmbalm the dead, and in Caves very deep and dark, placed them in feveral 
poítures; fome ftanding, fome lying upon Planks; in which Art they werc fingular : 
Dormitorics, fo vencrably reputed, as they were very rarely feen by any, and that but 
by permiflion. Hiero or Ferram,appcarcd very high Land as we paft by it, and bears S. 
S.W. from Grand Canaria. Gomera is 6 lcagucs from Tezeriff:, and above 8 Icagues 
long; Palma is about 12 leagues from Gomera, andin circuit towards 201cagues. Hiero 
is 10 leagues from La Palma, and not above 6 leagues in compaís. Famous is Aero in 
onc Tree ( for it has buc onc fuch ) which (like the miraculous Rockin the Defart) af- 
fords frcíl water to all the Inhabitants. The Natives call this Tree Garro, Santo the 
Spaniard. ` Some part of the Day "tis darkned with a cloudy Mift, which caftsa Dew up- 
on thc Leaves that diftills in clear fwcet drops, ftrcaming into two large Stone Cifterns, 
capable forthe neceflary ufe, not only of the People, but of all the Cattel in that Itland.

"And becaufe here we have wil nifi Pontus (which neverthelef Virgil, Homer, and Or- 
bens call the Father of Gods, Men, and all other things) and Aer to obferve upon, we 
ave the more liberty to theorize a little upon that fubject. The Inhabitants within this 

Zone <thetorrid we are now in) are called Ampbifciz, in refpect they caft their fhadows 
both ways, according as the Sun is in his declination, and Afezi or fhadowlefs, when 
. Sel is Zenith; from which point when it fleets either North or South thc fhadow ever 
darts contrarily, as falls out when ever the Gnomon or ceelated body is interpofed. But 

the Perzfci; have their fhadow circulating, their meridional fhadow having no exiftence 
from the vertice, but oblique and extended to the plain or theterreftrial Horizon, glo- 
merating the gnomon or body opacous ; thefe forts of people freeze within the polar 
circles (of like diftance fromthe Pole, the Tropicks are fromthe /Equinoctial) the Pole 
being their vertex, and the /Equator (being oo degrees diftance) their direct Horizon. 
The Heterofcit are fuch as live in the temperate Zone, whofe fhadows at noon day turn 
but one way. The Mathematicks alfo teach us that the ZZererofczz comprehend 4 1 paral- 
lels, the Amphifcii feven, the Perifciż (thofe in the frozen Zone) half the year. With 
thefe gqothers as they ftand comparatively, the Perzeci, Antaci, Anticbtbozes. The firft 
be fuch as dwell in two Oppufite points of adike circle, diltartt one from the other a fe- 
micircle or 180 degrees, fo they be numbred after Icer parallels. The reci are alfo 
oppofite, but vary neither in Meridian nor zquidiftance from the Horizon, refpecting 
either Hemifphere. The Z4ztzpodes are fuch as be feet to feet, a precite Ítraight line 
pafling thorow the Center from onc fide toanother : thefe differ from the Perieai by de- 
grees of a fmaller circle ; whence we obferve, that fuch as be to us Perzeci be _Avteci to 
our -Amtichthones; each being inverted to other in a perfect contrary. Nor doubt we © 
thatthere be Z4zrzpodes (the vail of ignorance being rent away) the Sphericity of the world, 
and that every place in the earth (though oppotite) is habitable, being now fo well 
known, as nothing feemsmore familiar. WNorwithftanding, it was not fo of old, when 
Boniface Bifhop of Mentz (a Clerk weil learned in that blockifh Age) was excommuni- 
cated by Pope Zachary Anno 745. for maintaining what was then a Paradox, yea fenten- 
ced to be burnt for an Herctick, except he had recanted his opinion: the Pope bring- 
ing in Saint Auguftime againft him in nis 16. Book de Civit. Dei, Qui Antipodas effe fabulan- 
Yur, Cc. nullo modo credendum eft: and Lactantius (another great Scholar) deriding it in 
his third Book of Inftitutions. Very itrange, fuch learned men fhould be fo ill read in 
Chorography: efpecially, fince fuch a tenet was acknowledged before them by many: as 
by Euclide in his Elements, by Cicero in his 4. lib. de Academ. quaftion. by Tyberianus who re- 
cords an old Letter beginning Superi inferis Salutem, by Strabo in his Geography, and of 
all others moft ingenioufly by Lucretivs in his firft Book.

To réturn: in changing fo many parallels, the weather increaft from temperate to 
raging hot, theSunflaming all the day 5 foas it would have been intolerable had it not 
been compentated by fome breezes we had, and by the nights being of equal length, ne- 
verthelefs Calentures begunto tex us. A-Sditler alío by accident falling from the ihrowds 
into the mercilefs waves was fome aggravation, increafed by a fudden and violent guft 
and {torm of wind and‘rain which in 6 degrees affrighted us; our fquiffe dime dee:

fo variable as was admirable; now blowing frefh and fair, and forthwith fton ting out- 
ragioufly, the wind in one hours fpace veering about every point of the Compafs, not 
unlike that mentioned by the Poet. 





Una Eurufq; Notufq; ruunt, Zephyrufg; maligno ‘The winds from Eaft,Weft, North, and South aqwance 
w's-=-—?ne, tum Boreas. Their force, and urge the frothy waves to dance. 





But in this confufion, that the wind at one and the fame time blew from different 
Rombs or Points of the Compafs, I may not fay, feeing Arifforle alerts that Ventos con-' 
trarios diamctro diftantes fimul fpirare non poffe: Albeit Theophraftus allows the fudden 
change of winds, Ventos iggontrarios poffe mutari, cum Nubes zn contrarium locum pulfe fue- 
rant. Which Vicomercatus Wives this realon for, Ventorum mutatio unius in alterum, a Solis 
moti ortum babet, ctc. adding, withall in Z. 2. Meteor. Arift. id falfum apparet, cum Auftrnm 
€ Aquilonem fimul interdum flare compertum eft. Now albeit thefe aiery contcits were not 
a little frightful to us Paflengers, who had never feen the like, yet the infectious rains 
that ufually accompany the Tornados were what moft damnificd the Sailers, who in thoie 
Ítorms are neccflitated to bc upon the decks to hand in their fails and to abide the brunt 
and (which is worfe) the ftorm being over they commonly get forthwith into their beds 
(or hamacks) refting their wearied bodies in wet nafby cloaths, thereby breeding man 
difeafes, as Fcavers, Calentures, Fluxes, Aches, Scurvy, and the likes wltich doubticfs 
did they modcratc their bibbing ftrong waters, and take more care to fhift their appa- 
rcl, might in great meafure be prevented. Other unlucky accidents oft-times happen in 
thcíe Scas, as when (efpecially in becalmings) men fwim in the bearing, Ocean, the 
grcedy Hayen called Tuberon or Shark, armed with a double row of vencmous teeth pur- 
fue them, directed by a little Rhombus or Mufculus, varioufly ftreakt and colourcd with 
blew and white, that fcuds to and fro to bring the Shark intclligence 5 which Pilot fifh 
as one dcfícribes 


Müufculus eft parvus vifu, fed corpore pulchi, Flis body is right f chough feeming fmat, 
Hunc piftem vero ductoren’ nomine dicunt, dod fitly þim by name of Guide men call. 


The Shark for his fervice fuffering him to fuck when he pleafeth. In the Hiftory of 7: obit 
"tis writ, that as he walht himfelf in the River Tygris a great fifh leaptat him with an 1n- 
tent to have devoured him; which (though it have no name) is like enough to have been 
a Shark; for fave that and the Crocodile, what other filh are fo bold as to dare living 
men, and to devour them ? but fonie imagine that fifh to be thc Scorpio Marinus OF Callio- 
zimus. Now that this filh was capable of fucha feat we have for witnefs 24. Gellius, whoa 
reports that the ZVzceazs took a Shark that weighed 400 pound, in which they found a 
whole man coffin'd3 and thence fome think Forzas was ina Sharks belly ; But this we.may 
allirm, that many have been devoured by this ravenous fifh, and more have fuffered 1n 
their members, whofe fhape (miftaken in the pofture by the Ingraver) take thus re- 
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Mauritania. 





By ilii undér 13 degrees North we were parallel with Sierra Leon, a Capesland up- 
on the Lwyan fhore, by old Geographers called Deorum currus, Frons Africe, Tagazzay 
and Zanguebai in d bevet and 7Marmolius : itrengthened by a Caftle built by the Spaniard, 
“mou fod for refreíhing our a La Neptune, Drake, at his return from circum-naviga- 
tiRg the Wody of the whole Earth: and that thence to Bab-mandal (the entrance into the 
Red-fea) Africk is no where broader. This Cape is from Cape de Verd diftant about 100 
leagues, from Rio de Gambria 25. 

The Inhabitants here along the Golden Coaft of Guivea and Biznin bounded with Tom- 
pulo, Gualata, and Mellis, and watered by the great River Niger, Cape Palmas, Lopez. 
Gonzalvo, &c. butefpecially in the Mediterranean parts know no God, nor are willing to 
be inftructed by Nature. Scire nihil jucuzdiffimum. | Howbeit, the Devil (who will not 
want his Ceremony) has infufed prodigious Idolatry intotheir hearts, enough to rellifh 
hisepallat and aggrandize their tortures when he gets power to fry their fouls, as the 
raging Sun has already {corcht their cole-black carcailes. 

A Snip of ours of-late years coafting along and landing for difcovery, was fo admired 
by the Salvages as if they never had feen white men nor fhip afore. "Two of ours adven- 
turing, tne fhore (fome Hoftages being kept in the boat till they returned) were wel- 

"7$ined by thoufands of thofe naked black skin'd erhiopianms, who were fo far from do- 
ing them any injury, that they prefented them with Flowers, Fruits, Toddy, and what 
elfe they judged acceptable : after extraordinary admirations returning them fafe aboard, 
all contented ; but fince then have been found more favage. 

April the 18. we had 15 degrees, and before the next morn were in height of Cape de 
Verd in 14 degrees, fo named by Florian, Hefperion cornu or Hefperi ceras by Pliny, Libya 
interioris Ce Africe extremum cornu €& promontorium by Strabo, of old called Surentium € 
Arfinarium, at this day by the e£thiopians Bifecar and Mandangar, and Hacdar by the Al- 
farabes , that which ftrictly is called Mauritania here being terminated to the South ad- 
joins to Gambra. Diícovered thefe were by Dio Fernandezo or Antonio di INolle a Genoan 
Anno 1445. at the charge of King Alphonfus s. famoufed efpecially in the Hefperian Gar- 
den which was enricht with Golden Apples, conquer^d by -4/-:7e; his Club in defpight 
of that hundred-headed Dragon that was engendred by Typhon on Eobydwee. A Greek 
Fable; thereby intending to fet forth Paradife, for the Moral was this: The Garden 
was a pleafant Field, the Golden Apples were fheep worth Gold (fuch fheep and fleece 
as Jafon had) the errour partly ariíing from the word uïaoy admitting a double con- 
ftruction, the Club was Philofophy, the Dragon concupifcence or a flux of the Sea in 
form of a Dragon invironing it, branching into soo fluces: which fheep Hercules (to 
enrich Spaiz) paífled over and exported.  Thefe, and not our Sor/;zes or Ifles of Silly as 
Dion. Alex. fuppofes, nor yet Berenice in egypt, nor Lixus a Roman Colony near 
Tangier in ZAfrick as fome imagine, were the ZZefpezide, fo named from Hefperus, whofe 
three Daughters fignifying Anger, Voluptuoufnefs, and Avarice, were egle, Arethufz, 
and 7Jefpertbafa5 now called Aayo, Sal, and Bonavifta: There be three other Iflands neigh- 
bouringthem, the Atlantiades, which we will but name, the magnifique Fabrick of An- 

izbeus calling us away to look upon, butalasfind nothing extant fave memory 5 a Palace 
"albeit once fo ftately and capacious as to entertain the Lord of it who by Poets is faid to 
be 7» Cubits high (a dozen ordinary mens proportion) andan excellent Log for ZZezcz- 
les to {mite at, yet (the Greeks perfwade us) his Club could not conquer: nor was he over- 
come, when by prodigious force Foves Son threw him thrice upon the ground, the Earth 
his Mother ftill reanimating him; till being perceiv’d, he ftrangled him in the helplefs 
Air. But pafling by the greekifh Fable, for as one fays well, Dicuntur Hefperide hortum, 
propter eximiam loci amenitatem: \t is more worthy our obfervation to confider, that the 
Omnipotency of God is moftapparent in extreams, fee Ing that by inanimate things, as 
heat, ftorms, an rain he is more formidable than all the puiflance of man put together 
can make; asthefe parts very notably make out unto us: For example, April 2 1. not one 
breath of air comffarted us, the Sun over-topping and darting out fuch fiery beams that 
the Air inflamed, the Seas feemed warm, our Ship became fulohureous, no decks, noawn- 
ings nor javention poffible being able to refefh us, fo that for 7 days (70 better endu- 
red in a Zone more temperate) we fwet and broiPd, unable to fleep, reft, eat or drink 
without much faintnefs; in which fpace our fhip made no way (no current being felt far 
in the Ocean) tillthe fifth day the billows began toroul and theairtroubled (for theair 
expiring from under the Sea, firft caufesthe wavestorife and the Sea tobubble, the wind 
not being perceived by fers nll there be an eruption of a great quantity, and from 
thence gets into a body) andthentravelling with an abortive cloud which fuddenly fell 
down in form of an inverted Pyramid it became equally wonderful and Meus mien 
clou

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cloud exhaled by the Sun (a powerful Magnet) not agitated by the wid. Lbu-.m; 
the retentive proptrty in the lower Region, diftills not in i at fe sad fe ner 
drops, but falls fo impetuouíly into the Ocean, that many fhips have been dafht and 
funk paft all recovery 5 Lacan in his 4. Lb. has this ingenious deicription of it. 


"Tbe fogs which india and Arabia make, 
Exhal’d under the Sun a place do take. 

But being fo buge, tbofe clouds can hardly be 
dnvolv’d in fuch ftrait room "twixt Earth and Skse. 
For being fo crufht together, not in vain 
Contraited in the air, they roul amain 


In fearful gufhing fhowers. 


And what’s little lefs formidable, the ftinking rain is no fooner in the Sea, but (as a chur- 
lifh farewell) a whirlewind ufually circles with fuch violence as helps the cloud to lafh 
the murmuring Seas fo outragioufly, that oft-times the waves rebound top-gallant hej ght, 
as if it meant to retaliate theair in another Region. Pliny lib.2.c. 49. treating of prodi- 
gious kinds of Tempefts thus deícribes it: Ex eodem genere €$- in longam veluti fiftulam Liew 
bes aquam trahit, aud Olympiodorus commenting upon Arift. meteors, thus, Ariftoteles Ty- 
phonem vocat Typonem, quod valide verberet frangatque folida corpora, Nante Syphonem vocant, 
nia in modum fiftule trahat aquam e mart, God be praifed, we miít the rage of rain, al- 
eit the guft fomewhat endangered us; but it contraried Sezece's Philofophy, Fings al- 

terius mali gradus eft futuri : a pleafant breeze Brit, increafing into a profperous gale, 
cooled the air and pofted us out of thofe exuberances of Nature: fothat on ZZzy-4zy we 
croft under the Equinoctial; a Circle, which pafling Eaft and Welt through the middle 
of the Earth, is imagined to divide the whole Globe into two equal parts or Hemifpheres, 
from either Pole (in cquidiftancy) oo degrees, where we loft light of the Sydus fulutare, 
the Pole-ftar, a ftar of a third magnitude fixt in the tip of the little Bears tail : the Sunat 
this time being in the. 10- degree of Taurus, in Artick declination 17 degrees 3 rminutes. 
And here wesuay obferve, that by realon of folouy a calm the heat became outrageous; 
nevcrthelefs experience affured us, that the heat is not fo unfufferable under the fEqua- 
tor as where more remote, and with good reafon too, feeing that the breezes be more 
conftant towards Sun-fet, and greater where the motion of the air has greateft circles. 
The nights alfo are equal there in length tothe day, and ordinarily dewy, which refri- 
gerates and compenfates the heat of the day. "Befides the heat is much abated by thetwo 
Winters there, and as a learned and noble Perfon conceives, the extreme heat within 
the Zodiaque attracts fuch ftreams of cold air or Atoms from each Pole into the torrid 
Zone, as exceedingly qualifies the burning heat, and may peradventure caufe the con- 
{tant breezes which at o and 4 feldom fail, asdothe rains which ordinarily fall at noon 
when the beams are hotteíft. i. , = 

May 6. We had fome thunder and lightning or corpo fazétos, fuch as feem good Omens 
to the fuperftitious; at night we pait by Sanéto-Croix the holy Crofs, every hour expcct- 
ing the Z4ozzooz, an anniverfary wind that from one Rhomb conftantly blows one way fix; 
Months, beginning exactly from the Suns entrance into a {fign of the Zodiack ; ducc us 
other half year the contrary way, or till the Sun enter into the oppofite degree, and (as 
commonly obíerved) from 27 to 37 degrees lat.’tis for the moft part Weftcrly, which if 
Sea-men neglect, they go near to lofe their paflage into India. 

Now how prepofterousthe year and wind proved elfewhere [know not; doubtlefs it is 
the Emblem of inconftancy, experience taught it us, but the weather fo long time proved 
our Antagonift that our patlagee to the Cape of good Hope became fix weeks longer than 
we looked for, fo as we were fo C't toran into much more longitude thax we defired. 

AVay 3. We had 8 degrees 10 minutes Antartick latitude, the /Vozomotapaz on the one 
fide, the Brafiliaz Coaft on the other, fiding us. The 4frick, (hore guns on in divers 
names, Cozgo in 6 degrees, much of which was taught Chrift by Gonfalvo de Sofa at the 
command of jyobz 2. Angola in o. Afaniconga, Loauga, Monomotapa, Bengmotapa, and Caf- 
faria, an Arabick word, tignifying men without Law and Religion, full of black-skinn’de 
wretches; rich in Earth, abounding withthe beít Minerals and with Elephants, but mi- 
ferable in demonomy: The difcovery.of thefe parts i$ attributed to fundry men (the 
firft not agreed upon) fome to Petrus Cavillanius, others to Jacobus Canus, Bartholomeo de 


Dyos, Vafco de Gama, fuch as Fohn 2. King of Portugal e&tpoyed about it, Anno ver 
ihe had with the -4zgolas 


or thereabouts, this being memorable, that Dyos in a Figh 


took fo many .ZVegro's Prifoners, as having cut off their Nofes he fill’d two Butts, and 
prefented 
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prefented them tothe King of Portugal, unlike Hannibals prefent after Varro’s overthrow 
at Cannas- Let one Character ferve for all: for colour they may well cry Chimney- 
{weep ; unlike them in this, they are of no profeffion, except rapine and villany make 
one. For here Demonis omnia plena.  Mokifles, feteflors, deformed Idols being indeared 
amongit them, the red Dragon ufurping worfhip inaMragons fhape, Goat, Owle, Bat, 
Snake, Cat, Dag, or what the Witches (acheronta movet¥int) urge them to, and to adore 
in an infernal pofture; gaping, whooping, groveling, foiling, and difcolouring their 
carkafles with juice of herbs, rice, roots, fruits, or wiat the old [mpoftor infatuates them 
with; and here the female Sex each new Moon defie yale Cyzrbia, imagining her the caufe 
of their diftempers, which to comply withthe weaker Sex, the men threaten with their 
fhafts, 2s if they could reach that Planet, albeit diftant from them no lefs than one hun- 
dred and twenty thoufand niiles, the fpace between the Earth and the Moon being fe- 
venteen times the Diameter of the Eatth, if we eredit Prolomy and other Aftronomers. 
A Dog was of that value here that 20 falvages have been exchanged for one of them: 


but of late years the exchangy for Negroes to tranfport into the Caribe Ifles and Conti- 
nent Of America is become atOnfiderable Trade. Which feeing the gain by their flavery 
is moreaim'd at than usccsüverfion of their fouls to Chrift, I fear the end proves rather

Their Cofn are a fort of 
Wampom or Shells, Glafs, Beads, Stones, or like trafh : they marry not: bury thus; the 
dead is wafht, painted, apparell’d, and laid to fleep in a fpacious do: mitte -Armo 
lets, Bracelets, and voluntary fhackles accompany him, they circle the Grave with mi- 
mick geftures and ejaculations, concluding with the Sacrifice of a lufty Goat. 

But in Loanga (which fome put to the North of Cozgo, but under the #quator) and 
the Avzigui (near which Nilas draws his origin, even from Zayre, a Lake ncar thc 
Mountains of the Moon in 12 degrees South) the people (if Gonfalvo Soza fay true) as 
in colour fo in condition are little other than Devils incarnate ; for not fatished with 
Natures Treafures, as Go'd, Precious Stones, flefh in variety, and the like; the deftru- 
étion of men and women neighbouring them better contents them, whofe dead carkaf- 
fes they devour with a Vultures appetite 5 whom if they miís, they ferve their friends 
(fo they mif-call them) fuch fcurvy iauce, butchering them, and thinking they excufe 
all in a Complement, that they knew no better way to expreís love, than in making 
C not two iouis) two bodies one by fuch an union: yea fome, as fome report, (worn by 
agc, or worm-eaten by the Pox) proffer themíelves to the fhambles, and accordingly- 
are dif-jointed and fet to fail upon the Stalls. Similis lactuca labris. And Juvenal it feems 


met with the relation of fuch Moníters 5 for fays he

And by which we fee that thefe fanguinary Barbarians by this leud and deteftable Cu- 
ftom (to the infamy rather than honour of Religion) make mans flefh a common facri- 
fice or offeiing, a dict fo injurious and loathfome to Nature, as requites the Laters with 
the Pox and Leprolie, which laft as Hippocrates libro de affztt. lays, eff turpitudo mages quam 
morbus. Nothing fo commendable in them astheir Archery, in which they excel 5 fhoot- 


-ing (if true tnat fome report) a dozen fhafts ere the firft touch ground; their Amazo- 


nian Neighbours forcing their care and diligence. Their other Armsbe Clubs and Darts 
long and imall, and barb’d with Iron, very fharp and bright, but envenomed fometimes 
with the juice of the t’sacumburez, a Tree of {mall growth, that bears few leaves, but 
thofe very broad; the wood being foft and cafily pierced: the juice of it is not unlike 
milk, but of a much different quality, for ’tis poifonous, and the Arrow heads they dip 
therein very dangerous, and no lefs perillous to fit or fleep under the fhadow of it, as 
feveral Europeans (not knowing the quality thereof) have fadly experienced. The 
Miconda is high and thick, 12 fathoms about, as fome have meaíured; yet fo porous 
as renders it unferviceable for Canoes, or fuch ufes as Timber to butid with, or the fike. 
The only ornament they have, is flafhing and pinking their skin and faces. The Sun 
and Moon are reputed man and wife, the Stars their Children, intheir Religion; the De- 
vil is their Oracle. Thofe parts have ftore of Gold, and yet ufe they fhells for Coin (as 
do the Americans they call them Simbo; the beft fort are ofa fhining black and gray coloux , 
and found neai the ille Loanda in 8 degrees South, a Shell of {mall value in other places, 
but withthefe ZVegros highly reputed. 

24: We had 19 degrees and a half, from whence to the thirtieth the wind was 
large and profpeious, noihing in that great diftance obfervable, fave that on the 26. 
day our Admiial tne Mary (in which Captain Hall commanded) early defcryed a Sail, 
which he made after with barge’ aad Long-boat man’d with 80 men; at two Leagues di- 
{tance they perceived her a Carracx of 1500 Tun, who not daring to advénture her hulk 
againft our fhot made all her Sails Weaw, fo as that night fhe cícaped ; to recover her 
our fleet divided all night, yet faw her not till the 27. day, and but fawher, her veloci- 
ty fo much excelled ours; till fhe 7+ oix Fume fhe again deluded us, after two hours chafe 
asa phann ma vanifhin a Aue fight, fteering towards Goa. 

Upon ZZzy-day we croft the Line, ane on the laft of May the Tropick of Y: i 
utmoft limit of Apollos progreís towards the Antartick ; To as $5 des deg imn cm 
the burning Zone, ere we paít under beth the Tropiques-. The firft of Fune our obfer- 
vation was 24 degrees 42 minutes South latitude, theSuntl€n being in 23 degrees 8 min. 
North, in the 2o. degree of Gemini. In which height we Sdh many fudden guíts and 
ftorms contrary to our defires, as unable thereby to direct our oes fhould have been 
being driven to Lee-ward 100 Leagues upon the Coaft of Brazeel to 2 s degrees latitude

oss found that his other adjunct is Inconftancy ; for atter a fhort calm we obferved the 
« . oan firit to ferment and heave, and then to wrinkle her fmooth face, and veering, in- 
eo a cont: ary romb at length to puff and blufter, yca next day to ftorm 10 outragioully, 
- r$? Sca-men themtelves ^to my apprehention, had fome fear, and not without realon, 
thi: ©. pe fand being thoughr (nor VCAL cnongh, and yct in this condition xtoo near: for 
four day and nights we were forced to hull, not having the lealt rag of fail out; but 
deivine whither wind and tide (being near the fhore) compelled, during which we were 
vo vroit asitwere intothe Air, and then thrown down into an Abyfs, dancing upon the 
rid re of dicadiul waves, others at a greater diftance threatning to {wallow us 3 the Air 
aad Ocean contending, wno iould make the greater noife, that it was not peflible to be- 
bold a fiercer coniiiét "twixt thote Elements. Neverthelefs hoping inthe Lord, and having, 
tite ihips, through good providence after fixtecn days longer fail (by this late ftorm ha- 
vine put forth farther to (ca: our Fleet which were all difperft met joyfully together foon 
after at the Cape, where I had better leifure to contemplate that ironique Satyr of Frveral, 
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(70 row, ana to the wisids thy life commit, I nunc & ventis animam ccinunittcC, dolofo 
Taft the fmootb wood four or fever fingers fct Confifus ligno; Digitis à morte 10motus 
From death, tbe broadeft heart of Pinc admit. Quatuor aut leptem 5 fi fic latifima taeda. 


Neverthelefs, albeit the waves were extrcam high inthis late ftorm, they were withal ex- 
trao ‘diary long 5 and expericnce taught us, that inthe narrow Seas as —twixt E: land ahd 
Feasce, or Wales and Jrelanad) where the Sca is fhallower, the waves are much fliorter and 
Desai snore, whereby they become much more dangerous ; for where the Occan is valt and 
deep. there it rouls in long waves, and has the flower motion. It may alfo be remembred, 
Coa duin. this late tufon, lightning was feen to fall and hang like fire, fometimes to skip 
to and fro about the Yards and Tackling of our Ships. An old times the Greeks call'd them 
Caler and Pollux, whom they feign'd to be Leda’s Tyyvas, which fome call ZZermes fire 5 
Sit Elmo others; the French Furole, but the Portu sal Corpo Sanés, withall believing, 
thar when two ate fecn, they forctcl Halcyon weather and fatety, if one, it imports dan- 
cors but three threaten ftorms and thipwrack. sed zon €go credulus illis, well-knowing- 
char these Meteors arc no other than natural Exhaatichs. 

Tu e > 4. We rais the Pole Antartique fix and murty degrees, at which time our longi- 
tude trom the Meridian of the/zard was 25 degrees wanting, three minutes; variation 
three degrees, courfe E.S.E.. Suis declination 22 deg. 26 min. and asmany,feconds North, 
in the i7. degree of Gemizize,, Nherce note, that at this fame time being, Mid-fummer in 
England, it was mid-winter x ith us in this South Climat, being near the Avtipedes. Tuly 
the 7. betimes in the morning by the Suirgaffo or Sea-weeds we law Joating upon the Sea 
^ 2 the 
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the Searhen knew they were near the Cape, and accordingly we defcryed land Etimes 
next morning, which though threefcore miles diftant being fo high it feen ed to ^é nigh 
us; howbeit the wind and tide not favouring we could not then reach tno Corltinent, 
but dropt our Anchor 14 Leagues fhort of Souldania-bay afore a fmall lile cd Cozey-Zfle 
through corruption of fpeech, the proper name of that Ifle being Cain-yne i^. We ch. The 
Ifle is three miles about, in which we faw abundance of Pez-gwizs, in Welch Whitg-heads, 
agreeabletotheir colour; a Bird that of all other goes moit erect in its motion, the wings 
or fins hanging down like fleeves, covered with down inftead of Feathers, their legs fer- 
ving, them better than their wings; they feeed on fifh at Sea and grafs afhore, and have 
holes to live inlike Conies ; a degenerate Duck, for ufing both feaand fhore, it feeds 
in the one, breeds in the other; is very fat and oily, and fome adventure to eat them; 
for curiofity indeed may invite, feeing Fejunus raro flomachus vulgaria temnit, butto make a 
meal I cannot adviie other than as the Diftich directs.

In this little Ifle we found alfoabundance of Conies, not unlike our Cats, but of a larger 
fize, and rammiíh, as they report that eat fuch dainties: indeed fuch food requires good 
ftomachs wita hot water to help digeftion ere it turn into a reafonable Chylus. Here 
were alfo great number of Seals or Sea-calves, which {fome call P:fezs Afarinus, as big as 
the greateft fort of Maftives, fomething like them in vifage, and in voice out-bark 
them, but the confor is rather like the bellowing of Bulls.

Thefe as alfo Crocodiles, Pen-gwins, Of.ers, and Mannatees are amphibious Animals, equal- 
ly ufing land and water; andalbeit cafily deftroyed if one interpofe ’twixt them and 
the Sea, yet being paft have fo good a faculty in ftrikinz the loofe ftones wath their 
hinder feet or fins, that the purfuer is thereby indan,ered bad food they are fo 
oily, but their skins being tann'd are converted into msny good ufes. Weighing An- 
chor we next came to Pen-gwin lfland, r$. named from n'at abundance of thofe Birds 
we found therc, this Ifle is about fix Leagues N. N. V- from Souldania; and albeit 
this ıs io near the mainland, yet well I remember that all tå wey we ‘ail’d ’twixt the laft 


Ifle and the Bay we Anchored at, we were difported by Whales, who in wantonnefs ee 
the

the brin Ocean out of thofe pipes or vents Nature has placed upon their fhoulders, like 
fo many" floatrag Iflands accompanied us, and after their guize thundred out our wel. 
come into ethiopia. "Yhefe Leviathans are indeed the largeft, not only of all Fifh in the 
Sea, but as I think, of all other bodied Creatures. Pliny, A@affarius and Nearchus report, 
that fome, Whales in the 7745742 Ocean have by meafure been found to be iome hundred 
Cubits long. Iam even afham’d to fay how many. Thofe we faw ( as we conjectured ) 
could not be lefs than threefcore foot from Head to Tail, the Head being well nigh a 
fourth, the Mouth little lefs than ten foot wide, the Tongue proportionable, but the 
Eyes no bigger than an Apple; the Body isthick and rourid, which the Savageseat, but 
Merchants covetthem rather for profit, one ufually giving twelve tun of Oyl; ingen- 
dring, Belly touches Belly, in bringing forth they have but one at a time, therein like 
that Behemoth the Elephant. | 

July the nrft we came to an Anchor in Souldania Bay, fo.call’d from Antonio Soldazia a 
Pertuguife, who being by King Eman fent with three Ships after Albuquegue through ftrefs 
of weather was forced into this Bay, which was after named Agqguatio Soldanie, Soldania’s 
watring place, Ofor./. 3. Itis 12 leagues fhort of that great Cape (which meritorioufly 
is now cald ef good 7T;pe the former name Tormenrozo impos’d by Gama being advifed- 
ly rejected by King Fohn 2. of. Portugal, trom this confidcration, that in profecuting 
thofe Indian Voyages having attained this place, the halt way and greateit danger is 
vanquiíhed. 

This Bay is of a femi-lunary form, both fafe andlarge, and affords good anchorage 5 
towards the thore the Land is low and fruitful, but $ miles from the Bay appears high 
and barren, for in a perpendicular as we obferved the Mountain which from its refem- 
blance is call’d the Table ig no leis high than eleven thoufand eight hundred and fixty feet 5 
near which isanother Pico or Hill, which from its fharpneis at the top Men ufually call 
the Sugar-loaf , on the other fide the Table is another Pyramidal Hill cald Herberts 
Mount, from the top of yd of which we could plainly fee this utmoit Promontory or 
Cape of good Hope. Cabo de buona Speranza the Portugal calls it, which is about 12. leagues 
S.S. W. thence, alio S and by E. ten leagues tience we havea fair view of Cape F alfo 
and Cape de Aguillas, which three Promontories are feparated from each other by large 
Bays, but the two laft found inconvenient to anchor in; diftant they be fiom one ano 
ther 10 miles Wand S. on all fides fave to the Sea invironed with Mouttains which 
fürge io high asthat they penetrate the middle Region. Tothe Table lately mentioned 
Scamen for their recreation ordinarily climb up, the alcent (thc height conlidercd ) not 
being uncafic, but the Profpecét (being onceup, fully compenfates the labour; for from 
thence into thar Country where highcr Hills do not anticipate, isa very noble view and 
pleafant , and into the Ocean we could fee 100 miles and upwards. Intro Souldania Bay, 
a imall but moít {weet ard wholiome water ftrcams from the Table Mountain which 
after fo long being at Sea was a great refreihing to our {corchtIntrails. Now albeit Galen 
and others hold that Water hath no Nutritive quality in it felf in regard of itscoldnefs; yet 
can it not be denyed thatit is fo necellary an Ingredient in order to nourifhment, that of 
all Liquors it is by Philofophers ftiled the moft precious. For from the Creation.to 
INoab?, Fiood it wasthe only Drink the God of Nature appointed for the refrefhment of 
Man and Beaft. Yea tie ancient Romans for full sco yearsafterthe building of Rome 
ufedit. And then the age and vigour oi Men were much more, than when Wine and 
other {trong Drinks brought with thenr inteniperance, which with. luxurious Dyet de- 
lighted, yet weakned, Nature. Tothe North of rio dulce ( "twixt which are two pretty 
riiag Hills, by Capt. Fitz-Herbert, called King Famcs and King Charles’s Mounts, and in 
whoíc behalf he laid claim unto that Country) fuch as land here for refrefhment ufually 
pitch their Tents: about half a league thence is a brogder ftream, but fo fhallow (near 
the Bay ) asis not Navigable: the Portuguife call it ricide Faqueliza, which whenItafted 
was brackifh, and infalubrious; but?twixt the two ot[-2r Capes isa larger ftream, which 
fprings, as fome fay, from thofe Mountains of the IV 5on, fuppofed under the South Tro- 
pique, but how truly I know not. Dl

And may*erve to prove that e^£;biopia exceeds the Tropicks. I am not ignorant that 
the three Arabias were alfo called «£thiopia Afie, to which we refer that in Genefis, and 
thole e£thiops mentioned 2 Chron. 21. 16. but being not under that dominion, I need 
not {peak further of it: yet fome there be that will not have it to exceed the Countries 
pofleft by Preffer-Yobz. To return, this famous Cape elevates the Antartick Pole four 
and thirty degrees and three minutes latitude, has longitude froni the meridian of the 
Lizard 28 deg. 48 from the Azores; albeit we found the variation Weiterly but 1deg. 
and 4o min. (but at Cape de Azuilla little or no variation at all is of the Needle, the 
best reafon being that the Ocean on both fides is alike, and the Land in equidiftancie. ) 
From. the Lands-end of Corzwall ’tis fix thoufand fix hundred miles Englifh, from the 
greater Fava five thoufand five hundred and fifty, from Sarat five thoufand four hundred, 
and from Sanita Helena (which is S. E. thence) one thoufand eight hundred, the fur- 
theft part South of the old known World, according to tnat of Homer lately mentioned, 
Extremos bominum, Cc. and agreeable to what is mentioned in this Diftich.

So that all that can well be objected is, feeing this Cape or more Southerly part of Aa 
frique further than 12 deg. was unknown to Pr.lomy and towards the Sea his furthefk 
extent was the Cape lazd,he cails Prafam,whichis near Morambiq,; How the other came 
by the difcovery ? which in this place is not credited, nor pertinemt for enquiry: Albeit 
this little I may fay for fatisfact on, thar Heredot. l. 4. by what I have cit d is pofitive 5 
fomewhat alfo may be gathered from tnat report he makes, how that Pharaoh Necho af- 
tcr the fefs of a milion of mcn,fuffered by his vain attempt in cutting that narrow neck 
^which interpoiecs betwixt tue R.d and M^d-land Seas, the Phenicians  atthat time the 
moit expert in Navigation  rcc.iving incouragement from that e£zyptias Prince to 
difcover Southward, are faid intüree years {pace from the Red-fea to iurround Afrique. 
Pomp Mela has the lixe tradition of two Carthaginians, who at their return reported 
that they failed from iome part of Jzdia into the Arlantique-fea. Sirabothe like of one 
Eudoxus Cizecenit, who inthe Reign o. Evergetes the e£ yptian King doubled this great 
Cape. Relation is alfo made of another Exdoxus, who upon fome offence committed, 
to avoid the puni hment detigned by Prol. Lathyr another —£yyptian Prince,imbarkt hım- 
{elf in the Arabian Gulph, and compafling South Afrique camı aihorc at Gibralter in Spain. 
Pliny xeports the like of Hanno the Carthagınian, who taking fhip at Cades iu Spai 2z paft 
through thc Atlantique, and thence brought his VefíIel into Arabia, the credit ot which I 
fhall not inforce, nor fay morc herein, fave that Melpomene fup pos'd to be writ 2000 years 
fince by Herodots makes Afrique on all fides to be compaft with the Sea, except where 
hat Zfibmaus divides the Red-fea from the Mediterranean. Albeit Ptol. after himgives no 
further extendure of land South, than 1: deg. affirming alfo that the two Oceans had 
no conjuncture. But leaving thisto better inquiry, more certain it is,that the Porruguife 
firít doubled this Cape intheíe laft Centuries divers years before Columbus made his ex- 
pedition into the Weft Indies. Lufitan: mare Atlanticum Navigantes cunttam Mauritanie có 
Ethiopie oram ufque ad magnum illnd c vaftum promontorium Bone Spei antiquis geocraphes 
ignoratam,&c. Plurim:s Anais antequam Chr Columbus Ligu occidentalem Oceanum perluftraffets 
ays a late good Author. The firit we can therefore honijur for the firft difcoverer of tnis 
Cape, is Vafco de Grma or Bartholomeo de Dyos, both o. them eminent Portugals, who in 
the year 1497. (fays Oforzus) by inftructions they r Xleived from King 7obz the fecond 
their Soveraign,‘’coafted round about this Cape-lai.d, and fo opened the firft way by 
Sea into the Orient. 

The Soil here ts exceeding good, the Earth beini: at all times covered with Grafs, and 
diapered with Flowers and Herbs in great variety, I well remember that by accident I 
digged up the root of onethat came uplike a big Parfnip, which for many days fweta 
gum or clammy juice that had $ very aromatiqueimell, and though few roots fave Or- 
ris are odoriferous, whichha ing a tender dainty heat, vanifhes in the Sunand Air, yet 
this when dry kept ‘ts perzair a month together; theleaf was broad and prickly, fome- 
thing refembling the nóyg^Ziuftle, and grew clofeto the ground. alfo obferved there 
{tore of Agrimony, Betony, Mint, Calamint, Sorrell, Scabious, Spinage, Thame, T 
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duus Benedictus, and Coloquintida 5 with which, and feveral other bene.gial Herbs and 
Flowers, which the skilful might have better diftinguifht, Nature all theesicar leng robes 
the fruitful Earth as with Tapiftry : The Hebr. have a Proverb, Thereus not an Herb 
upon the Earth but has his Mazall or Star anfwering it, and íaying, grow. Iknow 
not how true that is, but here they profper. All which is fummed up by-arrotrer as fel- 
loweth, Quamvis enim montoía appareat, €? collibus multis diflintla s interim tamem multis 
vallibus, fil'uis, pratifque decorataeft, gramina & flores fuaviffime olentes magna copia producit, 
Cervofque c& feras eż leones multo numero nutrit, que omnia vifa e& afpettu longe jucundiffim 
exiflumt: preterea, Iympidi[Jimis fontibus fcatet. quamplurimis, qui non fine gratsi[fimo Jufurro, de 
montibus altis prorumpentes, fluminibus fefe paffim infinuant, cf cum eis poftmodum in mare ex- 
onerantur. he Rivers yield no lefs variety, as Trout, Pike, Pickrell, Tench, Eel; 
and of Shell-filh, Crab, Lobfter, Rock-fifh, Crafifh, Cockle, Mufcle, Lympit, Tor- 
toife, which be very fmall and curioufly colour'd; and Oyfters (which though they haxe 
no difcriminate fex) are as good ascan be; we fee alío Thornback, Gudgeon, and 
other Sea-fifh, which fometime are taken inthe e-/isariw» of the frefh-water. The 
Mountains are not without Marquifate and Minerals, which but by fearch are not to be 
difcerned. The Country affords withal plenty of Beafts of fundry forts,as Buffolos and 
Cows, which are large but lean and bunch-backt ; Sheep with long Ears, like Hounds; 
much unlike thofe in Europe; Red-deer, Antilopes as large as Stags, and delightfully 
headed; Apes and Baboons of extraordinary fize and colour, Lions, Panthers, Pards, 
Jachalls, Wolves, Dogs, Cats, Hares, and Zebra or Pide-horfes; as alfo Elephants 
and Camels, which three laft we faw not; and Garcias ab Hort. Phyfitian to the Viceroy 
of Goa reports that hefaw Unicorns here headed like a Horfe, if the Zebrz deceive him 
not; and for Birds the change and ftore is no lefs, as Hens, Geeíe, Turkeys, Pengwins, 
Crows, Gulls, Thrufhes, Phefants, Storks, Pellican, Oftrich, Pintados, Altatraces, 
Vultures, Eagles, Cranes, and Cormorants which {ome call Sea-crows, which laft up- 
on the Sea, when without ken of land, we faw fo numerous, as if related, will fcarce be 
credited; this Bird having a ífmell equal to the Vulture, after battels have been noted to 
fly fome hundreds of miles by {cent to prey upon the Carcaíles; here alfo arecftore of 
thol beautiful Birds called Pafle-flemingos, and may be the fame which by the Ara- 
bians is ed Rachama, avis que rubras babet alas, ad aquile naturam accedens, as in 
Nebr. 50. Albeit thefe be mixt, for their feathers are crimíon and white, as pure as 
can be imagined, fo as above the reift, it inticed my Pento give you its Figure. 
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. The Natives being propagated fron Cham, bothintheir Vifages and Natures feem to 
inherit his malediction; their ftature fs but indifferent, their colour olevafter or that 
fort of black we fee the Americans that live under the Equator; their faces be very thin, 
their limbs well proportioned, but by way of orname} jinkt and cut in feveral 
fhapes as fancy guides them; their heads are commonly long, avout which they place 


their greateft bravery: for though their hair (after the 4frican mode) be woolly vM 
crifp>

crifp; Neverthelcfs by way of drefs fome fhave all their skull, {ome half, otherfome 
leave a tuft top, but fome inftead of fhaving have feveral other drefles for their head, 
as Spur-rowel& Brafs-buttons, pieces of Pewter, Beads of many forts, which the mirth- 
ful failer exthauges for Mutton, Beef, Herbs, Oftrich-egge-fhells, Tortoifes or the 
like; theas eusare extended by Links of Brafs, Stones, broken Ojyfter-fhells and like 
pondcrous Bables; their Armes and Legs loaden with voluntary fhackles of Copper, 
Brafs, Iron and Ivory; and about their Necks (either in imitation of the Dutch Cori- 
manders chains, or thofe worn by Cockfwains and Boatfwains) they wear the raw 
guts of beafts, which ferve as well for food as complement, ufually eating and fpeak- 
ing both together; the reft of their body is naked, fave that about the waiit they have 
athong of leather which like the back of a Glove fervesto cover their pudenda, which 
without doubt they imagine a drefs both rich and an ingenious fort of ornament. The 
natural and firft garment Adam ufed, was long before the Art of Weaving was invent- 
ed; according to which, the better fort here wear a Lyon or Panthersskin, or like 
that the Leopard and Baboon; alfo a Calf or Sheep-skin the hair inverted 5 elfcwhere 
their body being naked: only upon their feet they have a fole or picce of leather tied 
with a little ftrap, refembling the Roman Crepidula, which while thele Hatten-totes 
were in our company their hands held, their feet having thereby the greater liberty to 
fteal, which with their toes they can de exactly, all the while looking us inthe face the 
better to deccive: a vice how criminal foever it bein moft places, was neverthelcfs a- 
mongft the Lacedemonians a reputable practice at firft, Theft not being punifht, but ra- 
ther fuch as could notfilch neatly. What the generality of the Natives are, I cannot 
fay ; but fome we faw were Semi-eunuchs, and fome Women ufe excifion, through cuftome 
or imitation rather than religion: their habitations are ufually in Caves, fo as thefe 
are the proper Trozlodites. Democritus perfwades us, that knowledge concerning Na- 
ture lies hid in certain dcep Mines or Caverns of the Earth; thefe living conftantly in 
the intrals of the EarthHave good opportunity to gain that perfection, did not their 
bruitifh difpofition avoid it. Now concerning their diet, former time fpoke modeftly of 
them. „Solinzs calls them Agriophagi and Iéthyophagi (from their food), "Acridopbagi Y 
might add {ceing they have plenty of Locufts brought thither by Winds, which being 
{prinkled with falt they cat greedily; but more properly Anthropopbagi , for the truth 
is, they would commonly violate the graves of thofe dead men we buried, and feed up- 
on their Carcafles ; the greateft piece of barbarity within the compafs of expreflion one 
would think; for in humanity men naturally abhor it 5 and herein they are more favage 
than Lyons, Qui Cadavera mortuorum non guftant 5 enim-vero, quod vivit corripiunt, C ex 
eo comedunt; in that being more phyfical than thofe barbarians, who ıt feems are igno- 
rant that no creature that dies of it fclf is good to eat, nor confidering thatthere isa 
difparity ?twivt the nourifhment and the thing nourifhed. Albeit Ficinus is of Opini- 
on, that in deep confumptions no fuch cure as by fucking humane blood in its beft con- 
ftiration.. Ifüppoíc he means when the Phyfician gives order for the opening a vein. 
But among there ornts, albeit they have plenty of dead Whales, Seals, Pengwyns, , 
Greaíc, and Rawpuddings, which we faw them tear and eat as dainties, for they nei- 
ther roaft nor boil, yet do they no lefs covet to deftroy fuch asthrough old age or fick- 
efs are not able to provide for themfelves, leaving them upon fome mountain deftitute 
ofhelp; whcre if famine and cold deftroy them not, the Wild Beafts put a period to 
their languifhing condition. A barbarifm fcarce to be parallel'd, fave by the Ca/pz in 
AMergiana, who had the like bafe cuftom as we read in the 11. Jib. of Strabo, for being 
fuperannuated, Parentes decrepitos angufto loco includentes, fame enecare dicuntur.

Never- 
thelefs, in this and other ethnique Countries, it’is reported that the Women are deli- 
vered Without help and pain. And here the Women give fuck the Uberous Dugg bc- 
ing'ftretched ov.r their naked fhoulder: whofe portraicts, with a landskip of the 


sn M other neizhbourin mountains, I prefent the Reader fo well as I was able to 
1em. 
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Their language is rather apifhly than articulately founded, with whom ’tis thought 
they have unnatural mixture, foas what the commentator upon Prolomy obícrVed long 
fince, Humana voce fere carent, wt fIridere potsus quam logui videantur, havinga voice ?twi» 
humane and beait, makes that fuppofition to be of more credit, that they have a beaftly 
copulation or conjuncture. So as confidering the rcfemblance they bear with Baboons, 
which I could obferve kept frequent conipany with the Women, their fpeech, not un- 
like the Semi-cans neighbouring the Aaffaeers mentioned by Apollonius in his -drgo-naats, 
rathcr agreeing with beaits than men, their {avage lift, diet, exercife, and the Jike 
confidceiations, thefe may be faid o be the defcent of Satyrs, if any fuch ever were; and 
probably ?twas one ofthefe that a,»peared to Amrhory the Hermite, in hislife mentioned, 
Now what Philofophers alledge ccncerning the function of the Soul may be made ap- 
plicable to thefe Animals, that the Soul of Man is gradually rather thae fpecifically dif 
ferenced from the Souls of Beafts, no otherwife than the Sun is amongft Stars or Gold 
amongít Metals. Upon which account, the Spaniard of late years made it the Subject 
of their difpute, Whether the Weft-Indians were of defcent from Adam, or no? ‘or whe 
ther they were not rather a middle fpecics of Men and Apes? had it been a gaere con- 
cerning thefe Salvages, might have carried with it rene probability. Borerus alfo 
treating of monftrous births in Per» {ays that it proceeds f.om a Copulation of Women 
with Monkeys; which as repugnant to the duc courfe of myawe_e is not to be maintained, 
though thefe are a fubject for that difpute as much as any. Afraffotle, albeit a Heathen

€ c. and what Pliny in the Procme of his lib. s. Nut. ffift, iays, as that in his time their 
Namiesand Places were in-expreilable, Anonymi [nnt in Africa propriis Nominibits Carenutes, 
cre.) the wordsare as follow. One Zf/wce; Two Itum, Three Jfgwunny, Four Hacky, 
Five Croc, Six Ijigunny, Seven Chbowbaweb, Eight Kifhow, Nine Cufhbo, Ten Ghefly 5 aud 
further they could not number. Arijkotle, not without good reafon admir'd, that 
both Greeks and Barbarians ufed a like numeration unto ten 5 which feceing it was io 
univerial could not rationally be concluded accidental, but rather a number that liad irs 
foundation in Nature. They call a Knife Droaf, a Quil Guafaco, a Hat Twabba, a Nofe 
Tweam, a Sword Dxm[binzro, a Book Bucem, a Ship Chicunny, Water Chrammey, Brais 
ALaddercberecf, a Skit Gurssmmcy, a Bracelet Whohoop, Egg-fhells Sunn, Seals Lhirhafhb, a 
Woman Tragucofb, Bread Bara, Give me C noy, the Yard Cwammey, Stones W'ebraef, 
Womb IVchieep, Paps Semigwe, Genitor Z//coom, &c. 

To draw towards an end, left ALindus gates be opened, inexchange for trifles we got 
Cattle and Saiiats for refrethment. Ayxz0 1600. Sir Tames Lancaftcr landing here, had 
1522. Sheep and 50. Oxen for bables, and might have had morc plenty, had not our 
emulous Neighbour the Dutch, after fome diiguft given the Natives rode with otr 
Colours out,which made them the lefsamicabletous,who have at all times exprceít kindnefs 
to them, and not in vain, fccing Nomen amicitie barbaracorda movct < and is the more 
prudential, feeing Jcaloufie fo polleiles them. An example we have in Cozy a Savage 
brought thence into England in the year 1614. where being civilized he returned in few 
years after to his Country, and to exprefs how nobly he had been treated, entring the 
\Voods in a copper gilt armour 5 whether in revenge of his departure, or to be poileit 
o! io great a treafurc, is not known; but inftcad of a kind reception which he thought 
he thould have had, they butchered him. The Cattle they fold us, had they not been 
Íecured by tying their heads to fone {takes, would break atter the Savages upor one 
mans whiftle, which was io full of difcord, as if five men had whittled together, not by 
us to be counterfeited. They differ not now from what the Guramanrs their Anceitors 
were, Qui Matrimoniorum expertes paffim cum fueminis degut, cibis caro ferina, C> lanis pa- 
bulin uti pecoribus.

They have little Art in War, their weapon commonly is an Azaguay or Javelin head- 
cd with Iron, directed by fome feathers they take offand onat pleafure; fome quarrels 
happened (by inditt retiou)"cwixt usand them, and in the skirmilh we found that a dozen 
Miutfquets will chafe ts55. at every difcharge falling down as thunder-ft ruck. Y} ct let 
me advife our Men to avoid ncedlefs bravadoes, and not contemn them from their in- 
detentive nakedric{s. Exempl.t decent. Almcyidit, one ot thc bravcíft Captains the Por- 
tugals ever had, alter many gallant atchicvements in Afaand Africk returning 2-470 
151, Out Of zdar, He with cleven experienced Captains and other gallants upon a 
{mall affront putting, fome.of the Savages to death (who grew defperate in revenge) 
were unexpectedly fet upon by thefe naked Barbarians, who had the arm nunt qos i. c. 
mans, ungues, dentes, and flag) were every man of them. yz £ turh Cor dens £m" per 
medias flonmas, per pilas inmo crabiles, per telt, per gladios, five na orinielizs fign ficatrone

Having bid this Terrarum ultima farewel, upon the 19. of Fuly we weighed anchér, 
bending our courfe towards Aadagafcar ; the wind was favourable till fuch time 
doubling Cape Falfo, being off at Sea we perccived a ftorm intended us, happy in the 
fight of aimall black bird, long wing’d (unjuftly by Seamen called the Devils bird) an 
Antimilago, a kind of natural Aftrologer, by fenfe diicovering tnc lca: alteration of 
air, and 1eldom feen but againft ftormy weather; doubtleís a warning trom God, as be 
the Pantado birds (like Fayes in colours) who about thefe remote feas arc conicantly tiy- 
ing, whereby they give Sea-men an infallible knowledge that (when neither 1ounding nor 
obícrvation from Sun, Moon or Planets, for many days are had) they are upon this coaft; 
thefe Birds and Sargailes, or Rockweed and Trumbaes (eradicated by itorms) being ne- 
ver feen in tuch quantity in any other part of the univeri¢, upon tnete for so. leagues 
into the Sca feldome failing our intelligence. The three and twenticth of 7;4y the wind 
got up, inraging the Ocean; one furging wave (I well remember) itroxe us io pat upon 
our broad-lidc, as forced the Ship in defpight of her Heim (then clofe by tac Lee, to 
turn about above s. points of thc Compafs, with a noile little inferiour toa Cannon ; 
infomuch as our Captain cryed out we had ftruck upon a Rock, but his error quickly 
appeared (after fo great a thunder) the Wave flafhing upon our decks fo falt a thower, 
as ioundly wafht us all, the ftorm continued till the eight and twentieth day, when 
veering into a milder quarter (our courfe Eaft-North-Eaft) it grew calm and moderate. 
The ftorm was not greater than we expected; for itis a gencral obfervation, that very 
feldome any Ship doubles this great Cape without foul weather, from whence it was 
called Cape Tormenrofo at firft. Now thereafon of thofe utual biuftring of Winds and 
ruff Seas is obvious. For whereas many obferve that icldome any Slip doubles this 
great Cape without a {torm or extream high Seas, it’s tor tnat being the utmoít promon- 
tory of Afrijue towards the South the two great Seas running on cither fide the Afrique 
Continent here meet in their current, and the wind being commonly loud here 
makes them ftruggle the more violently againit each other to the hazard of tuch Ships as 
fail there. 

And now the Seas are peaceable, the Air calme, and the Skie ferene; let us look 
about for {ome Ifle or other, that we may difcover (if poflible) that which enets (pro- 
bably from an Optick Glafs upon a Tarrafe beyond Tartary) dcfcryed about this place; 
feeing he not only afluresus ofanIfle, but faw a bird there (if his multiplying glafs de- 
ceived him not) fo big as a Ship, and fo ftrongas in her Tallons could eafily gripe and trufs 
up an Elephant: which miftake of his is as lapprehend taken from what Aelian 3j. Bb. 
animal. writes concerning flying Dragons in c£rhbzopia which kil! Elephants. eEthiopia 
generat Dracones excrefcentes ad longitudinem quadraginta cubitorum, quos interfectores Ele- 
phantorum nominant. Strabo has the like tradition. Jia parte eEtiropie, cujus regni ca- 
put eft Meroe, Elepbantes nafci, quibufcum Dracones certant. Etenim, tante [unt «AQHIUMG = 
nis Dracones, ut [pira cande circumligatis elephanti cruribus, hoc grave animal preceps ad ter- 
ram ruens, Draconcm uno € eodem tempore, elidat. ïn that part of cErbiopia of which 
Aeroe is head, ;thechictf City of an itle in the Nilas of the fame name undex 15 degrees) 
are bred Elephants, with whom Dragons contend. Dragons fo large and itrong; as 
foulding the end of their Tayles about the Elephants Legs, they force that hcavy Beaft 
headlong tothe ground : who get in his fall crufhes the Serpent. Obferved by Sam- 
bicizs in his Emblems.

And inregard the Arabians mention a very large Bird, bigger than cither Eagle or Vul- 
tur, which they call Rucha, probably Marcus Paulusby an hyperbole may have made it 
the fubject of hisfiction. Take his Phantaima ia his owr! expanfion, (Nam falfa eft ve- 
risaflinia multa locutus.) Jz quadam infula verfies Ateridiém prope Miadagafcar, certo An- 
ur tempore apparet mirabilis fpecies Avis, que Ruc appellatur.

A Bird 
worthy of Gefprs knowledge, and may rangpat with that Bird Rabbi K:mk: calls Zez, 
which is fo monftrous great, as when hefpreadshis Wings he darkens the Sun: or with 
thofe Griffins that guard the Ophyrian Mounts of Gold againft the Arimafpi (who from 
waking, when they fhoot are faid to be Afozoculi) not feldome from their Scythic holes 
attempting the conqucft of Mammon inclofed in the Am hills, mountains in Pertz ora 
in Ruffia, as Toftatus ex Rabano, ~£{chilus, Dionyfius and FZerodotus would perfwade us 3 
Arifteus a Greci. Poct the firft that ever difcovered them, is fufficiently derided by 
Michovius, Thofe North parts neither having Gold nor Gryphin: Grypbes in glla Sep- 
tentr. nec in illis Orbis partibus inveniri affirmarim, cc. Let us reft a while upon Madagafcar 
the Emprefs foine think of all the Iflands in the LUniverfe. 

MADAGASCAR, ascalled bythe Natives; and Sazandib by the Arabs; is by 
Ptolomy named Menuthyas, by M. Paulus Venetus Magafter, by Thevetus Albagra; by 
Mercator Do Cerne, and infila Saniti Georgi? which he takes from Pliny lib. 6. cap.31. 
another bearing that name inthe Atlantique oppofite to Mount 24rZz and by fome reputed 
Madera, by others Gratiofa one of the Azores, and by Triflan d’ Acuna the Portuguife 
(who difcovered it Anzo Domini 1508.) Saint Laurence, being the Saints day he firft 
viewedit: orelfe in honour of Laurence Almeida Son of Francis Alm. who was Vice- 
roy of Goa 1526. and great is the difference in puo Writers about the firft that 
landed here. Emmanuel Telezo de Menezes anchored here fay fome two years before 


@ Acuna; Oforius in his 4-126. de vita Emanuelis reg. Port. fol. 140.fays, that Fernando Suario 
and Roderigo Frierio Mariners in two Ships, returning from India to Lisbone Anno 1506. 
calle fell upon this Ifle, and fuffered from the treachery of the favage Inhabitants. 
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Madagafcar (that name founds beft) is queftionlefs the greateft Ifland inthe world: for 
accounting its extent from Cape Romain the South South-weft, to the North North-Eaft 
point called St. Sebaffiaz, which ıs from fixteen to fix and twenty degrees Antartique lati- 
tude, it 1s not lefs than 1000. n'iles ; the North end parallels Cua in Quiloaa famous part 
of Africk, South the g-.aURiver of Aagzice ; from Mozambique ’tis 45. Leagues, and 
the Sea betwixt fits with a very ftrong current: the reputed breadth in fome part 230. 
Oforins {ays 400 but more certain itis 100. where "tis narroweft: Theair is temperate, 
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fave when the Sun is 1n or near the Zenith. The foil in molt places is loxuriant, in re- 
gard that the ( Jouds pour down Rain we which abates the hcat, together with the 
briezes that fail not in the fore-noon the Hills, and in the afternoon from the 
Ocean. So as the ground i> fitted both for feed and fruit; in the Mediterran parts 
ris thought Gold may be found ; but much Wood therc is, amongi{t which {tore of Ebg- 
ny; the rivers abound with filh, and it wants not rcafonable good Roads and Harbo' rs 
{òi Shipsto Ride in. Pity that fo noble a place and fo populous fhould continue fo long 
uncivilized and corrupted by Mahometifm and Gentiliim,; which as with an impure 
breath has infected the whole itland.

Howbeit, the Datch at this place two months foi merl; (through diit empers) 
loft 2co men by Agucs and Fluxes,which has made fome to repoit itan unhcalthy place: 
at Ausuftine Bay the variation is 16. degrees.

This Ifle is rich in minerals and marquifate, Gold, Silver, ( and as 
Edoard Lopez) ron and Copper : The beams or influences of the Heavens, chiefly of 
the Sun, operating fo, as not only the furface but the inward bowels of the Earth (as Sir 
Fran. Bacon obferves) when turned up x csi impregnate with a mafculine fpirit of the 
celeftial influences; for which caufe obferving the avarice of the Portugal they prohi- 
bit 4he ufe and digging up the earth, contenting themfelves rather with ufe herbs 
amı grain (of which they have ftore) than by the Magick of Gold and Pearl to allure 
the hearts of greedy men, to afford them difturbance, a quality the Portugal is as liable 
to as any other Nation.

But, if you would buy any thing the Ifle affords ( peradventure the Ifle it felf) you 
myít furnifh you with Agats, Helitropians, Jafper, and (which they value more than all 
the Diamonds and Pearls in 774/4) long red Cornelian-beads, of which they put fo high 
a value, that one {tring is enough to put them all into a combuftion: FHarangua the Na- 
tives call them; they hang them in their ears, and in Chains about their necks ; being then 
fo brave as all other Ornaments appear to them needlefs and defpicable: And of no {mall 
efteem are Bracelets, Copper-chains, or Manellios, Bells and babies, triangular Giaíles 
or Fools Paradife ; and for which (or one Cornelion) you havein exchange Sheep, big- 
tail’d like thofe in Syria, Buffoles big-bon'd fat and Camel-backt, Antilopes, Red-dear, 
Leopards, Pards, Goats, Milk, Hens, Eggs, Wheat, Barley, Rice, and Cufcus; with 
what Fruit you like, Orenges, Lemons, Lymes, Pomcitrons, Plantans, Sugar-canes, Gin- 

er, Toddy, Cocoes, ec. Here are alfo Lizards, and Camelions, which Jfidore derives 
hon a Camel and a Lion, butin the Greek isalittle Lion, which it refembles not fo 

uch in fhape (for it isa very lean deformed beaft) as condition. It is an old and vul- 
gar opinion, that it feeds upon the air, which cannot be, feeing the air feeds not, for 
what we be fed by muft be fubject to touch, which air is not. Camelions will lick up 
Flies, Beetles, and the like, and that very dexteroufly. Neverthelefs the Camelion (the 
Hierogly phic of a diffembler) take thus from Alciat. 


She always gapes, [be eats the [lender air, Semper hiat, femper tenuem qua vefcitur Auram; 
Coanging ber looks, fhe varies colours rare. Et mutat faciem, varios fumitque colores, 
Even fo the Flatterer ap — feeds, Sic & adulator populari vefcitur Aura, 
Clawing bis Princes a opprobrious deeds. Et folum mores imitatur principis atros. 


With which Seneca agrees, Contra morfum Sycopbants nullum eff remedium. Salamanders 
here be alfo, a fort of Lizard extreme cold by Nature, whence (like Ice) for fometime 
they endure the fire, yea (if little) extinguifh it as 4riffotle affirms; yet by tryal we find 


thet they will quickly be burnt if the fire be powerful. Howbeit Quintus Serenus reports 
otherwife. 


The Salamander endures fire without danger. Seu Salamandra potens nullifque obnoxia flammis, 


Commonly they obfcure themfelves in moift and umbragious places, fo as when they ap- 
pear they are fure prefages of a ftorm approaching, their teeth and tongues are vene- 
mous, but the other parts may be eaten without danger. The French have this Proverb, 


If ere the Salamander hap to bite thee, Si mordu t'a une Ariffade; 
T by Coffin and thy winding Sheet invite thee. Pren’s ton linceul e la flaffade, 


J'enenum "Salamandri tam graue, ut fi arborem tetigit, poma omnia veneno teterrimo vm $ 
C qul ex eis edant fubito emoriantur. Plin. 1.29. c. 4. So exceeding venemous, that if they 
do but touch an Apple-tree, it infects the fruit, and poyfons thofe that eat them. My 
vale-dittum fhall be this; The land feems to mourn to fee it felf trod upon by a people fo 
much eftranged from God aud Vertue: indifcontent, as it were, concealing ufeful Trea- 
fures, making unufeful fo many Ports, obfcured fo far beyond her merit; albeit feat- 
ed fo advantagioufly for Traffick with all the World, as both the Indies feem poflible 

to 
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to be awed by her; and to command thofe goldea Countrics of Mozambique, Quiloa, 
Sofala, Mombaffa, "Magadoxa, Zimba, Melinde, and other maritim Iflés’ and parts of 
c£gifimba that neighbour this INe, molt of them difcovered Anno 19po by Fafco de 
Gama, and fubjected tothe Crown of Portugal, proffering alfo many other petty IMands 
under her, as thofe of Cumrho, Primero, Ma[carenas, <Affada, Caftle Ifle, Moritius, Dy- 
garrois, and Englands Forreft, which as it weie environ, and in a fort defend her upon 
occafion, fo asthe fcemsto lit as Empreís amongft them. 

Nine leagues from Adadagafear (being upon a North Eaft courfe) wehad well i&;^ 
(for want of heed ) run upon the fholes of Judea, fands memorably dangerous fince 
Annius a French-man here perifhecd 5 our variation was 13 degrees, 18 minutes from 
the Cape: Hence we fteered North Eaft and by Eaft, aiming at Afobelis. By the way one 
of our Men took a Shark (a Man-cating Filh, who feldome mifs the Hook out of 
greedinefs ) 9 foot fhe was in length, and a half, by the Rule; | pex it in this refpect, 
we found in her paunch five and fifty young ones, every Fifh a foot long ( 100 in our 
fhip faw it.) This ravenous Fifh ('tis credibly reported ) Spawn not like other Fifhes, 
but Whelp like Bitches; and as Rich. Hawkins witnefles, in itorms, or dark Nights, re- 
ccive their young ones intotheir belly for fecurity: that Night we failed merrily by the 
Mafcarenas, a Charybdisin 21 degrees, var. 13 and 17 minutes; where fufpecting no 
danger, and the wind favouring, we wereaboutten at Nightthrown (by the {fecret force 
of an infenfible Current) upon the fhoalds of Afozambique, fo as founding ( where we 
thought we had a 1000 fathome)the Lead found bare eight: A wife Scaman chufes rather 
to yield unto a ftorm, or other accidents, than feek his ruine, and when he cannot 
ítcer his right courfe, willturn to any other point for prefervation: for here thc wind 
was high and the Sea rough, €$ cumulus immanis aquarum In montis fpeciem was here true ; 
the Moon was alfo clouded 5 then it ftood our Captain upon to give fpcedy notice 
( for that Night he bore the light in his Main-top ) which was accordingly done by the 
eccho of two roaring Culverings, which warned our Flect, and were guided by our Lan- 
tern to tack about;fo as all the Fleet lowring their Top-fails, hovered till day-light might 
help us by difcovery : at our fecond founding we had 14 fathoms, 12, 15, and_14, after 
that ; then we had 22, 24, 33» 35> and 40 fathoms upon further founding 5 ‘by which 
we faw the Lord in mercy had (as bya Thred ) directed our courfe from out of thofe 
dreadful flats of Death, where notwithftanding our Hydrographic cards ( if his provi- 
dence, which let us ever magnilic, had not prevented ) in half an hours fail turther 
we had doubtlefs been caft away moft miferably: for future caution accept this Diltich.

Capt. Saris found the current here much more to his difadvantage, for notwithftand- 
ing a fair gale fill’d all his fails, and that his courfe was afore the wind; the currert was 
fo ftrong, asin 24 hours forced the fhip 70 miles back, withal, being fo dreadful, that 
the Sca raged and feemed difturbed as it is under London-bridge, and the froth made 
him doubt it wasfhole water, but founding, he found 1oo fathom. Experience teaches 
that from that Cape de Bona Speranza the current {cts ftrongly Weftward : from Cape se 
Corientes to thc 7Equinoctial line the Afrique fhore is for the moft part called Melinde, a 
Country abounding in Fruits, Corn,and Minerals; by Pliny call'd Sinus Trogloditicus, Bar- 
baricus by others. Upon this Coaft arc ftore of Fruits, Flowers, Plants, and Herbs, 
Cattcl of all forts, and in plenty. Amongft the reft are ftore of wild Hogs which the 
Natives hunt and cat, unlefs Mahometans, for the Flcfh is exceeding dainty, but of 
molt requeft is a Stone oft-times found in thcir Maw. Pietra del Porco the Spaniard calls 
it, aStone very foveraign againft Poifon, and other Maladies. The Vertue (as fup- 
pofed ) is from thcir feeding upon the Herbs and Drugs which the Earth puts forth 
there plentifully, andin great variety. Aswe paft along, John de Move, Primero and 
other dangcrous Ifles invironed us: Under 17 deg. 37 min. lat. 20 deg. 2omin. long. 
cape var. 13 deg. 52min. the current fets South Welt. At day-break we were clofe by 
the Peninfule Mozambique, a part of the great Kingdom of Zanziber, in which alfo ts 
Mombaffa and Quiloa, not far diftant from that Cape or Promontory which Prol: calls 
Prafum, 'twixt which and the other Cape-land called Raptum the people in his time were 
Men-eaters, and at this the Negros are little better. Htrctofore, and as yet J think, it 
abounds with the beft of Merchandife, as Gold, Silver, Elephants-tceth and Amber: 
greece. A Fort of good ftrength washerc raifed by the Portugal Anno 1560. ioon af- 


ter the Conqucft thereof; who both all along this Sete African and the Eaff poss 
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coaít have Townsand fortified places, where they have feveral Colonies for their better 


Plantatkon.At 2 fmall diftanceA4o zambz4ue appeared inthis fhape unto us as wepafled by it. 
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Which we fcarce loft fight of, when an Armado of Dolphins compaffed us; a Fifth in- Dolphins 


credible for celerity and quicknefs of fight, butunlike the Porcpice, which fome ne- 
verthelefs take for the true Dolphin. 
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Such we falted as we could entice totafte our Hooks or Fifgigs: it is no bigger than a 
Salmon, it glitters in the Ocean with variety of beautiful colours, hasfewfcales: from 
its fwiftncís and fpirit metonymically firnam'd the Prince and Arrow of the Sea: cele- 
brated Sy many learned Pens in fundry Epithets; Philaathropoż for affecting Men, and 
Monozamot for their turtle conítancy; generated they be of fperme, nourifht like 
Men, imbrace, join, and go great 10 months In faciem verfi dulces celebrant hymeneos 
Delphines, fimiles hominis complexibus herent > a carcful Husband over his gravid atlociate, - 
detcíting inceit, abhorring bigamy, tenderly affecting Parents, whom when 300 years 
old they feed and defend againit hungry Fifhes; and whendead (to avoid the Shark and 
like marine Tyrants ) carry them afhore, and there (if Ariffotle, ~#lyan, and Pliny 
erre not) inhumc and bedew their Sepulchres: they were glad of our company, as it 


were affecting the light and fociety of Men, many hundred miles in an eager and un- 
wearied purfuit frisking about us, and as a Poet obferv'd, 


On every fide they leapt and dew their fin, 

Adv.ince from Sea and bath again therein s 

In fport, and meafured dances, nimbly fling 
Themfelves, whilft Seas do from their Noftrils [pring. 


Undique dant faltus, multaque afpergine ro; nts 
Emerguntq; iterum, redeuntq; fub xquora rurfifs. 
Inque chori ludunt fpeciem, lafcivaque jactant , 
Corpora 5 & acceptum patulis mare naribus efHant 


Six leagues North Eaft from the laft fand, we deftried another Ifle full of PalmetoTrees; 
the current here fet us 20 leagues forward in 2.4 hours, the latitude of this Ile was 16 
degreesand an half, longitude 21 deg. and 28 min. thus fhaped as we failed by it. 





The 7. of September ws: defcricd more land, which proved Z4eyottey, one of the Ifles 
of Chwmro, íÍícated to tic North of AZadgafcar. Towards the Eaft it rofe very high as we 


tailed by it, where it mounts into a pyramid, which doubtlefs has a large afpcét into the 
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Ocean. Its latitude is 12. degrees $6. minutesSouth, and longitude 23, degrees $9. mi- 
nutes; in this fhape profering it felf unto my Table bookas we palled byit. — , 
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Thefe Ifles are five in number, called the Ifles of Cumrho; either becaufe Chbwnro (or 
Cumr-yze the Welchmens ifle) is greater than the reft, or that it was firft difcovered : 
maii Cumro, Meottis, Joanna, Mobelia, and Gazidia: by others Fohn di Caffro, Spirito 
Santto,S antto Chriftofero, Anguz.ezia and Mayotto : each of them praife-worthy for refrefhing 
Paflengers, in that they abound with delicate fruit, and füch cattel as are commended 
and had at eafie prices: none of thefe Ifles be above a hundred miles about. Chumrois 
the higheft and_beft land, but branded with the moft perfidious people ; and good rea- 
fon I have to fay fo, for An. 1591.thirty of our men being amicably invited a fhore 
out of the Pezelepe for water and other refrefhment, weretreacheroufly flain by the In- 
habitants; fince which they are juftly fufpected, and feldome traffiqued with, but in 
cafe of neceflity. Jeazzaisinhabited by a better people, and to be confided. Here was 
buried Galvazoa Gent. difpatcht by Doz Alphonfo X. of Portugal for the difcovery of 
Preftor Fohns Country, as Fryer Fran. Alvarez writes, who but improperly makes this to 
bean Ifle belonging to the Red-fea. It si obeyed a Queen, but now fùbmits unto a 
King; who though tyrannical, yet better fo (as Tacitus iays) than where it is anarchi- 
cal: tothefe fles we fent our boats afhoar, which returned loaden with Buffolsy» Goats, 
and variety of Fruits, inthat exigent very heartily welcomed. And though our Ran- 
dezvous be now in fight, fuffer me ( whiles in memory ) to tell you of a fifh or two which 
inthefeScas were obvious. The Sea Tortoife is one, a fifh not much differing from thofe 
at land, her íhell only being fomething flatter, by overturning they are eafily taken; 
{ome we took, for paflime more than food, and upon trial found that they tafte water- 
ifhand difpofe to fluxes, they have neither tongue nor teeth, füperabound in eggs, in 
thofe we took fome having near 2000. pale and round, and not eatily made hard though 
extreamly boiled: they covertheir egzs with fand and are hatched by the heat ofthe Sun, 
asíome affirm; fuch as have {trong appetites eat them and the flefh (or fifh as you pleafe 
to call it) but by the Levitical-law it was forbidden; and though our Religion confifts 
not in ceremonies (ending in the prototype) yct except famine or noveltie invite, with 
fuch cates my pallatcraves notto be refrefhed. The Mannatee is the other fifh, being 
good meat, and from their ufing the fhoar have a flefhie tafte refembling Veal both in 
{hew and eating 5 the intrails differ little from thatofa Cow, from whom in refpect of 
phyfnomy fome fo name her: her faceis like afhriveled Buffolo or Cow, her eyes finall 
and round, gums hard inftead of teeth: but the ftone that is generated in her head is 
moit valuable, being Soveraign (as fome report) againft choler aduft, ftone-cholick and 
dyfentery ; fo it be beat fmall, infufed in Wine, and drunk fafting : the body of this fifh 
is three yardslong, and one yard broad, thick skin'd, without fcales, narrow towards 
thetail whichisnervous, flow in fwimming wanting fins; in place whereof fhe is aided 
with two paps, which are not only fuckles, but ferve for ftilts to creepa fhoar upon 
when fhe grazes, where fhe fleeps long delighted to fuck the cool air, unable contrary 
toother watery inhabitants) to be half an hour under water: adocible fih and apt to 
be made tame, famonfed like Lizards) for their love to man, whofe face they delight to 
look upon and in weaknefs have refreihed them, though molt unhappy to our Captain 
Andrew Evacs,who ftriking one atthe A4@@ritizs with his harping-iron, andeaping,jnto the 
Sca to make fhort work with his Steletto, was fo crufht by tHe Afannatee who circled him 
that he dyed thortly after, as in our defcription of Saint ZZc/eza where we iato nbed 
him, willin due place be remembred. 

The Carvel isa Sea fome, anes p ib me furface of the Occan, of a globous form, 
lıke fo many lines throwing abroad her ftrings, which fhe can {pread at pleafure, angling 
for finalFihes, which by that artifice fhe captivates: a Sca-fpider fhe may properly be 
called, for when fhe finds her Web too weak fhe blows an iníectious breath, and {ceme 
armed with fuch a fting, asif fhe had borrowed it fromthe Scorp on. Septem 


AMobelia. 


September v1. we rode in 25 fathoms, the enfuing morn wafting nearer fhore we 
dropt itegainin 17, and focametoan Anchor atthe Welt-fide of Mohelia, a Bow-fhot 
from a {mall *Village of Straw unworthy the notice, though by the Inhabitants called 
Meriangwy, governed bya Sha-bander, Alicufury by name, a black big-bon’d Man, a Ma- 
aie y profeifion, fly and crafty in bartring his Victuals and Fruit for Commodities. 
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MOHELIA clevates the Pole Antartick 12 degrees 15 minutes; has longitude from 
the Meridian of the Cape of good Hope 24deg. variation of the Compafs 16 deg. 20 min. 
and is about 60 miles in circuit: the Maritim parts of the Ifle rife gently, the inland 
parts mount high and appear woody. A little Village here and there we faw fcattered ; the 
Houfes are of Reeds and Straw, fuch as are made in Infant Plantations and fitted to 
fuch a torrid climate. Moella fome pronounce this Ifle, Molala others, and Mal-Ilba or 
Bad-Ifle,as a Countryman of ours fancied; an incongruity, that from a Spanifh refem- 
blance fo fweet a place fhould be difparaged. 

From A4adagafcar Mobelia is removed about so leagues towards the South Eaft, from 
Quiloa in the Africk continent under 10 degrees, 6o. from Cumro S. E. 14leagues, and 10 
E.and by S. from Tobaznza;, the Inhabitants are a mixture of Mahometans and Gentiles, 
to whon®tthe Sun isa principal Drity, the Sun (faith Solomon, Eccl.11.7.) is a pleafant 
thing to behoid,but not to worlhip. Howbeitthe Portugal has of late preacht Chrift here, 
but have few Proíclytes; fome fragments of their Language I took fo wellas I could from 
their own Idiom. A King is Sultan, Bracelets Arembo, a Hen Coguo, an Oxe Gumbey, 
Coco-nuts Sejavoye, Plantains Figo, a Goat Buze, an Orange 7 «dab, a Lemon Demon, 
Water Mage, Paper Cartaffa, a Nadle Sizzano,&c. a milh-malh of Arabickand Portuguife. 

Ihe People are perftét black, the Sun drawing the Blood to the outward parts, where- 
as we obferve the «xtream heat of Fire makes pale only by licking the Spirits up, not- 
withitanding the Negros may aptly be reneted fanguine and ruddy, if {0 be their jetty 
skins would but fufter the difcovery. To our Eyes we may, with the Spaniard, fay, Son 
todos mos Negros, como Cueros, they areall as black as Ravens. This extream blacknefs 
fome fay proceeds not fo much from thc foil or heat of the Sun, as it does from the Seed 
extracted from accurfed Cham, which fome fondly imaginto be black; others afcribe the 
caufeto external heat and internal cold,his concomitant; for by how much heat any re- 
ceives externally from the ardency of the Sun, his internal heat is proportionably abated, 
the Sun attracting that heat and moifture makes him inwardly cold and dry, both colour 
and complexion ufually proceeding out of the variety of heat and cold ; but whether any of 
thefc be the efficient caufe of their blacknefs,and how properly to be argued from the phi- 
fiognomy;accidents of the body,and different operations and temperature of feveral climes, 
is more fit for Naturalifts in their fpeculatioristo dete: mine,than a Traveller,who only rẹ- 
lates his obfervations. To return, Thefe Mohelians have big Lips, flat Nofes,fharp Chins, 
large Limbs, and in mode affı éting Adams garb, for a few Plantain-leaves circling their 
Waítes, vailstheir modeft parts 5 neverthelefs they are cut and pinkt in feveral works 
upon their duretto Skins, Face, Arms, and Thighs, ftriving to exceed each other in va- 
riety. Now thisdifference from us in colour and garb was to either, a deformity 5 our 
habit and white complexion being, as ftrange and unpleafgnt to thefe Negros, as their 
blacknef§ was ta us. In every colour, that being only fair, that pleafes. The Meccan 
zealif{ts have here a few poor Mofques, and of courfe materials, no better than 
Straw and Banibo’s without, but matted neatly within, admitting no entrance with Shoos 
on. SComedf the Natives are doubtlcfs magical, and this rcafon I give for it, Another 
Gentleman and my {lf one evening fitting under a Tree to avoid a ftorm (for at that 
time it thundred and rained exceffively ) a Negro ftood by us trembling, whom we could 
fee now and then lirt up his Handsani Fyes, muttering hisblack Art as we apprehended, 
to fome Hobgoblin, but (when we leaft fufpected, skipt out, and as inalymphatick 
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rapture unfheath'd a long skean or knife which he brandifht about his head feven or eight 
times, and after as many muttering fpells put it up again; then kifled the earth three times 5 
which done he rofe, and upon a fuddenthe Skie cleared and no more noife affrighted us. 

Two Kings of late commafded thefe People, Phancomal and Syz;al-beg by name; the 
onea Native, the other an Arabian; both made great by their wives, the daughters 
Of Sultan Sheriph Booboocharee and ZVazza-galla who were alive about 20. years fince. The 
two Kings(envious of one anothers greatnefs) live at defiance, the poor Savages pay- 
ing dearly for their ambition 5 and the fifters (whom Nature has united) burn neverthe- 
leís in envy againit each other and exafperate their husbands, fo as ’tis thought one of 
them will down the ítream ere long, feeing the proverb holds that 


Non bene cum fociis Love and Scepters ill agree, 
Kcgna Venufque manent, To admit Society. 


And albeit we had at Sea when we were becalm'd extream heats, yet herethe weather 
was pretty temperate. Now by the long lives the people havein the torrid Zone and 
excellency oftheir fruits which both for largenefs and ,oodnefs furpafs thofe we tafte in 
Spain or other warm parts of Exrope, that Opinion of the Ancient Philofophers, that 
to live within this Zone was notto be endurcd, is exploded. For tkey confidered not 
how much the heat is abated in regard that within the torrid Zone the days and nights 
arc for the greateft part of the year almoft equal, fo as the coolnefs of the night ailwa- 
ges the heat of the day; the Mountains in thofe parts alfo being very high are in many 
places covered with Snow, which refrigerates the earth, and the neighbouring Ocean 
(bring like other waters of a cold temper) qualifies the Air 5 the breezes dikewife and 
fit winds and rains which feldom fail at fome time every day (efpecially when the Sun is 
in or ncar its vcrtical point abates the hcat, as doth the rarity of the air, which in thc 
torrid Zone admits not of fo many degrees of heat, as where the air is thick and grofs, 
as we could perceive it is in thc temperate Zonc, fuch times efpecially as the Sun ap- 
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proaches either Tropiquce; all which put together may fuiliciently evince,- that it is not 
only habitable, but the lands within that torrid Zone be healthy and (by reafon of the 
exccllency of moft forts of Fruit) very delicious. 

Tabaco is here in plenty and good account, not ftroug nor rowl’d but weak and 
Ieafic ; fuckt out oi long Canes called hubbie-bubbles ; Sncezing-powder alfo is not more 
f2squent with the Jriih or Spaniard than Arce (by Arabs and Indians called T auffet and 
S parce) is withthefe Savages : Arecca (refembling the Nutmeg, the Trecthe Toddy) is 
not uled alone, forthey ultualy add to it Betcle a kind of baftard pepper, (which like 
Ivie involves the Arec, that hath neither flower nor juyce) and burnt Oyltcr.fhells, 
whereby it becoms a chalky fubitance 5 found good in the operative property, for it 
difcolours their white teeth toa purecrimíion; perfumes the breath, kills worms, in- 
roxicates the brain, driesrhcums, helps nature, and begets an appetite. I am no Phy- 
dician, therefore if 1 erre; blame the interpreter. The Hle accommodated us with many 
ulfetul things, as Buflols, Goats, Turtles, Hens, huge Batts, Camelions, Rice, Pealt, 
Culicus, Honey 5 and ihe Sea with Breams, Cavalloes, Oyfters, Mother of Pearl, and 
good Pearl too ’tis probable if dived for: we had alfo Toddy, Cocos, Plantains, Oren- 
ges, Lemons, Lymes, Pomcitrons, Ananas, Cowcumbers, Sugar-canes and Tamarind, 
a red Indian Date 5 an iile fo verdantall the year long, (for few days but a gentle breeze 
or fhower of rain bedew the Earth, and lenihe the flaming Sun) as it is attired in Flora’s 
Summer livery, yea conitantly roabed with Natures beft Arras; and filver purling 
ftrcams makes it fo pleafant as we may parallel it with that proud Paradife of Alcinoe 
Poets have 1o liberally commended, this having Campos ubi fol totumque per annum Durat 
aprica dies, &c. 

Of truits we will 1clect but three, yet fuch as may merit your acceptance. 

The Piantain (for tait and odour fecond to none) isa fruit fo good and vailed with fo 
broad a leat that Goropius periwades us 4dam offended in eating it, and with the leaves 
made his tranízreflion manifeit 5 being the fame fort were by the difcoverers brought 
Afofes out of Canaan days he, butthat they were Grapes we are aflured in Numb. 13. 23. 
by the Arabians it is called ALefa-mawm, and Pieaxby the Indians: they hang in clufters 
dike beansupon a branch or ftalk, their fhape is long and round, not unlike a faufage ; 
ifthey peel off the rind, the fruit appears of a gold yellow and is relifht like a tVindfor Pear, 
fo delicious that it melts in ones Mouth leaving a delightful guft, ’tis good for urine but 
bad for fluxes (meeting with crude ftomachs) and if too liberally eaten difpofes to 
dy fenteries. 

The Coco (another excellent fruit) is covered with a thick rind; equal in bignefs toa 
Cabbage; fome refemble the fhell to the skull of aman, or rathera Deaths Head ; like 
eyes, nole and mouth, being calily ditcerned 5 satus vita! within we find better than 
the out-fide promifeds; yiclding, a quart of Ambrotic, coloured like new white Wine, 
but far more aromatick tafted ; the meat or kernel like other nuts cleaves to the fhell and 
is not ealily parted ; the pith or meat is abovean Inch thick, and better relifht than our 
Philberts, enoush to fatiate the appetite oftwo rcafonable men. It has other excellen- 
cies: The Tree(which is ftraight and lofty, not branching faveat the very top, where 
it {preads in a beautirying plume or palm rather, the Nuts like pendants adorning them) 
is good fortimber, and of which they make Canooes, Mafts and Anchors ; the rind is 
dreit like flax, and ferves for Sails, Mattrefics, Cables and Linnen, the fhell for fur- 
niture 5 the meat for victual: the leaves for tents or thatching, rarebleflings! take 
trhem contracted in that excellent Poen ol my Colen Herbert late Cambridge Orator :

The Toddy T/*cis not unlikcthe Date or Palm, the Wincor Toddy is got by wound- 
ingor piercing the tree, and putting a Jar or Pitcher undcr, fo asthe liquor may diftil 
into it; atthe very top it has a pulpe which boil’d cats like a Colli-lower, but being 
croptthetree dies, the fouf or lite confilling init; thefe (as the Dares) thrive not ex- 
cept at fomecertaintime the flowring male and female be united, at leaft have growth 
near to cath other, uatural inftinét hath fu h a fympathy or force over both fenfitivc 
and vegetiveto effect their kind. Toddy for colour refembles Whey, bur tafts like 
Rhenifhis ar frit dvanabt icis untourh, but every draughr tafts betrer than other; a lit- 
tle makes men inerry, much inebiiates: in the morning it is found laxative, in the 
evening coftive ; at midnicsi7 dangerous. Of this, as of the Coco, Herodots and 
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Pliny give this Eulogy, Ex quibus, panem, mel, vinum, acetum € veftitum conficiunt. To 
conclude, thefe are bought with little charge, thirty Orenges or Lemons the Blacks ex- 
change for a fhect of Paper; for two fheets ten Coco-nuts; an Oxe ¥or a piece of 
eight; aGoat for fix-pence. Ships they have none, nor Boats, but Canoocs hewed out 
of one ftump; yet capable to receive three Men; and if they fink, their fwimming 
helps them; and though of little ufe with us, yet for rarity fake accept what by tl'.s 
draught may better be apprehended. 





found the Sea milk-white, which we did not. Andrews Corfali informs, that in fome 
part of thc Eaft Indian Ocean the water for ioo leagues is white. Peter Mariyr aflirms 
the like concerning, the Weft Indian Scas. Now Seas there are, I acknowledge, which 
have their names from divers colours, as A@are Rubrum the Red-tea, the name rather 
than colour givingthe denomination, Mare Nigrum or Black, fo the Evin, ALwe Al- 
bum or White-fea, fothe irchipelagoiscalled 5 the Ocean is Cerulemn or Blow, Yellow 
Eridanus, the colour isGreenin the narrow Seas, but Virgil tells us of a Afari Purpur- 
rem, For 1o he terms the driatizue, L4. Georg. which is rareit. But concerning this 
VVhite-fca, Capt. Saris givesa*pretty conjecture; Sailing between Atid.igafeur and Zey- 
loon (at or Near tliis place ) ina dark night fuddenly there happened a gleam ot lient 
fo bright that he couidcatily read by it. Amazed he wasacthis alteration; butat length 
perceived it was occa:on«d by a number of Filh, whofe glittering thell; made thau arti- 
ficial lisghtin the night, and gave the Sea a white rcpercuílion: this was accidental: now 
iccingthceíe watry Citizensare feldome retident long in anytone place, it may weil be 
prefumed that the difcolouring, of the water upon this occafion will hardly appear 1 
in that degree to other Paflenscers, unlefs they thould incounter the like accident: or 
why do not the like gleams happen clfewherc cont:derinetliei; motion? Eni Icin, “crs 
found that abont this very Latitude and place the Sea is conflat to this whitcnefs it 
annot be referred to that caufe , but as itisoecult, Ilave the further {retipy to iuh 
as are Cu 1ou5 1n Natures fecrcts. : 
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Having a fair gale ftill, next day we made the Sun our Zenith, in which latitude and 
pofition we coaíted along that rich and famous part of South -frigue, now called Sofala, 
part of e£gifymba of old, where the Portugal has a coniiderable Caftle and Fort that 
iufficiently awes the Negros; and with good reaton, feeing that Land has {torc of Gold: 
From whence VWertomannus, Volaterranus, and from them Ortelius labour to perfwade the 
Weld how that this was Ophir, yea, David'Kimchi a learned Rabbi, albeit he name 
noi^Soffala, neverthelefs he places Ophir in South Afrique., tooppofe whom, I bring Fo- 
Scphus, as well read ashimfelf, who is of opinion that Ophir was part of the Eaft-Indies, 
of which judgment are Saint ZZzerome, Phil. Jud. Azricola, and many more; and theirs 
is beft as I fuppofe, for if Sofala wcre the place, it being fo near a Neighbour to Ezi- 
onchebor the Port in Edom where Solomoz's Ophirian-fleet ufed to ride, we can fee no 
reafon , notwithftanding the ufe of the Compafs was not then known, why they fhould 
make it a three years Voyage, our Ships with afair wind ufually reaching it within one 
month, which if they fhould be bound to tide within ken of Land all the way, little 
longer time would compafísit. Nor are there Peacocks and fuch other rarities there as 
be mentioncd in the Paralip. Morcover, albcit there were two Havilaes in Scripture, 
the one Grandíon of Cham, the other a defcendant from Sem, yet was there but one 
Ophir, who with Havila ( Fottans Son) all Authors do agree planted themfclves in the 
Eaft-Indies foon after the confulionof Babel, which place from its diftance and greateit 
plenty of Gold there had, beft excufcs {o long a Voyage. Neighbouringthat is Mombaffa 
a {mall Ille under 3 deg. somin. South, fubducd alfo tothe Crown of Portugal by Almey- 
da in the year of our Lord 1505. to which joins Magadoxo, which has 3 deg. and to 
it Zanzibar, Pata, and Brava, places very hot fonictimes in regard the /ZEquinoctial cuts 
them; the {hore thence tends towards Barvagaffo, a Port once under the great Neguz, 
whotill of late held all that long tract of Land in fubjection which runs from Cape Guar- 
defi to Siacbem. : 

That all thofe Maritim Countries which verge upon the Ocean have been ( cfpeci- 
ally fince Vafco de Gamas time, which was Anno 1400.) diícovered and traded to, 
both aloig; the Welt and South fides of Afrique, is unqueftionable; but the Mediterra- 
nean parts are not under that capacity. Ptol. as accurate in Geography as any of the 
Ancients, was totally ignorant ot the utmolt extent of Afrique tothe South, beyond the 
GQaramautss loas he draws his Terra firma only to 12 degrees South from the Æquator ; 
unable to penetrate fo far Southward as his own Country River Nilw{prings: albeit, 
fuppotititiou:ly he derives it from the Luze moztes under 15 degreesSouth, which has paft 
for currant with fuccceding Ages. Butthat any have Valleysantwerable to thcir heighth, 
for the heighth of thefe Mountains of the Moon, Spherum Lune fere attingunt, iaith Olym- 
piodorzs; or thatthe depth of the Valleys fhould keep proportion is not eatily credited, 
yet are they laid to be tam immenfe profunditatis it illic Centrum Terre videatur or that 
any hjtherto ever iaw thofec Mountains of the Moon, or Zembre, or Zayre, fuppofed to 
be a Lake in circuit equal to Pulses ALcotis,i have rot yct met with: albeit, enough have 
taken it for granted, that fuch thercares but with the fame 5fferica fides, wc believe the 
imaginary lines and tigns in the Globe Ceeleftial. But to come nearer to our ftation ; 
under little more certainty do I reckon thofe formal dctcriptions of the Territories of 
this fuppofcd mighty potentate Preffer Jobn, concerning whom the Romiíh cmifífaries 
have fpoken liberally , and though i am as free as any to allow them their due reward 
tor the infinite toil aud hazard they have undergone fub fpecie fidei propaczazde (as in 
itory they give abundant teftimony, both in Zfrzj:e and "ifta the great) nevertheless, 
I dare nor tay ’tis piz fraude; but, both by what 1 have obierved and learnt, find that 
they have allunvd too great a liberty inblazoning the fuccefs of their labours, and with- 
al of invention: but leaving every one tohis own credulity, I fhall only. ( but with fub- 
million) give my prefent apprehenfion of this Abaflin Emperor, who like him{elf istoo 
much yeiledand obtcured; for, notwithftanding that he isexhibited tothe World un- 
der feveral appeliations, as Preffer Fobx (that being their ufual Name, fince they defert- 
ed the other of Philip) he is calPd fic" Abafi by the Afooxs, of his own Pcople Acecie 
and Necue; andfor power fuppos'd not inferior to the greateft Princes of the World, 
able Decies centum millia bominum ad bellum: inftruere, faith Afzeinus and of fuch wealth 
as appears by offering the Portugala million of Gold to aid him againft his Advcr/aries : 
and tor extent of Dominion, Northward ftrctching as far as Nubia, and the confines of 
c^ E 7ypt 5 Falbwardto the Ked-fea andthe B.arbarijuc Gulph, as far as Ajamanand Danewli, 
KRinzdoms Within the. AS:-vepie exterior 5 Southward to the Laze Mounts, and Weit as 
tar as Nilus Nicer ihe two greateft Rivers in Afrique) and A {xuicongo; 10 as his Èn- 
pire cont {ting of feventy Kingdoms tributary and fubordinate, ina fort extendstro cither 
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Tropique, divided by the /Equinoctial, under or near which is Amara his chief Fort, 
and comprchended totally within -the burning Zone: that vaft tract or {cope of land 
commonly comprizing thofe parts which Ptol. and other ancient Cofmographers term- 
cd e Ethiopiz Jub e Egypto, the Trozglodite and Cinzamomifers, regions now known by the 
Name of Ciuffuria, Goyame, Bagamidra, Tigremahon, Burnagaffo, &c. and himfelt frid 
todcícend fi om AZigueda the Sabean Queen that gave Solomonan affectionate vilit,waich 
made her People Jewilh Profelytes , atter converted unto Chrift by Candace’s Eun ‘ch, 
or by Saint Thomas the Apoltlc of the Orient, which profeffion they have ever fince con- 
tinucd: but in what Ave tranf{planted from Arabia to Africh, uncertainly ftoricd. I 
muft ncverthclefs adhere to my tormer fcruple, as to the defcription we have of thofe 
feveral Kingdoms and Provinces ufually attributed to him in his Titles: Not that I de- 
ny there is fucha Chriftian Prince in that part of Afrique (albeit the Epithcte we give, 
more probably belongs to another Neftorian Prince of Tevdue, part of Cuthai or Say- 
thia extra Imaum) but have fome doubt (€ gui dubitat uegan eft proximis) ol the con- 
fidcrablenets ot his powcr as well as of the defcription made by Frier Alvarez, who Amo 
r32c. having buricd his Comrade Gavazo at Cumrho, travelled to molt parts of this Em- 
pire, aitory fo well credited by Ramafius asinduced himto illuftrate his relation with 
Cuts in Brats: For, wereheaPrince of that foice and extent of Dominion as 1 have 
above mentioned, is it probable he would fuifer himlzl£ tobe {hut up and confin’d to the 
moit icorching and unpleafant parts of Afrigwe? where the greateft part is rowling 
fands, which permit no foundation of Towns nor long flations; howbceit his vagrant 
courfeot life, and inhabiting in Tents after the old Numidian manner will partly ex- 
cute that, but to be pen’d in without any intercourfe with the Red-fea or e2£ -i/nban 
Ocean, which would render him a more puillant Prince, give him the advantage of 
Trade and accefs to his Country,and better ailociate him with Chriftian Kings and States, 
make his fnppofed greatnefs very dubious; for if what we read be true, that of late 
years the naked unwarlique Savages whom the Portals make little account of ) have 
totaily forced him trom the Ports and Commands he had upon the ce ¢gifimban coatts 
|l ceEibmpiz inferior, irom the Kingdom oi Adell which ttretches to Cape QGz.mazfn 
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(Aromata in Ptol.)in which the City Zeyla {tands near unto that Bay called Szzzs Avalites,as 
we find exprefled in Prol. 4. Table of Afrique ; from Aaeadoxo, Mombazza, and places 
near Mozambique, which doubtlefs were of greateft value to him, both inreference to 
the Sea, and Gold thofe parts afford abundantly, but alfo Sultan Solymanthe Turkifh Em- 
peror Azno 1558. expelled him out of-Ercocco and Saachen, the only Ports he had upon 
thoRed-fea, and the King of Dalaqua, the like from what other Territories he had which 
saye him any pailage thither, we may well queftion his power and extent of Empire, 
and give it equal credit we do the Library the European Fricrs found in the Caftle of 
Amra, where among the reft were fome Manufcripts of Ezocb and Livy. ButIhave 
faid perhaps too much of this Abaffin, a Name cither given him in relation to his ponti- 
fical habit, for the Hcbr. and Vox Perffca fignifie Father, or owing from Aérech, with 
which Title and Ceremony 7ofepb was honoured amongit the e£ Lypttans, or otherwile 
taken from the principal River of the Country Abas, Affabus of old, Ípringing from 
the Lake Barezza albeit, fome derive it froma Coptique word, which fignifies a fcat- 
tercd Generation. Afluredly under no lefs (if not greater) ignorance are we of all 
that great {pace of ground which lies betwixt the fuppofed Southermoft part of Preftcr 
Johns Country and the Cape of good Hope, which is not at all difcovered, partly by reafon 
ofthe great and uninhabited Defarts thofe parts without doubt afford, cxceflive heat 
and other diftemperature of weather when the Sun approaches the /Equinoétial, penu- 
ry of the Soil, rowling Sands, noifome Serpents, and wild Beafts of all forts ; but prin- 
cipally the truculent and perfidious difpofition of the Inhabitants rendring the Enter- 
prize (any confiderable diftance fromthe fhore) fcarce poflible, fo that ?tis no wonder, 
if as to the true knowledge of thofe favage parts we relit {till under an invincible igno- 
rance , which would not be, had thofe Abaffiz Chriftians, who are reported to be an 
ingenious and civil People, that voicinage withthe Lune Montes, Zembre, &c. is com- 
monly credited. Nay more, I may fay the like concerning much of that part of the 
World which had Neighbourhood with the firft Seminary after that univerfal Deluge 
wherein Noah was preferved, we now call Scythia extra Imaum 5 for albeit ’tis truc that 
Vertomengus, Plancarpio, and his fellow Monk AZ. Paulus Venetis, and fome others, have 
prefum’d to give usa pleiary manifeftation of Serica regio, thc mighty City Cambalu, 
z. e. the great Chams place of relidencg, and other parts of Cathaja far beyond the defarts 
of Lop and Mount Belgian, of which ZZayrboz the Georgian an e hear-fay, and of thc 
extream parts of Tartaria, toward that which from Pliny we call Tabyz and the Strait of 
Anian, where near unto 4rfaret and Argon, fome pretend to find the tranfplanted Tribes 
of Dazand Neprbthali (the rather for that the name is found mentioned in the 1 EfZras 
13- 4O- albeit moft take Ararat tobe fignified by it) and thence deduce their Gog and 
Mazog, Unz and Mongul; I much fufpect the truth of thofe percgrinations and relati- 
ons; but rather as our Mandevile, thofc aforenamed had fame only for their authority, 
Que multoties dicendo mendacia fefe delet£tat. And concerning Effedon, a great City difco- 
veré by Piss 2. in 42 degrees Eaft from the Emodian and Auxatian, and abutting upon 
thc Afmerians ( Afmecr we find in Zzduffan) they arc but Ideas, and feeing Prol. (not- 
withitanding his utmoft fcrutiny) acknowledges that Scythia extra Imaum, both to the 
North and Eatt babet Terras incognitas, give me leave to fay that we remain {till under 
the fame ignorance; for albeit a great Cham we find mentioned in the Life of 7T ambe 
lain, and elfewhcre, without oppofing that there isa principal Zzoerd, of which Cingis 
Cham predeceflor to Tamberlang had the Title (albeit Cham, which we fhould pronounce 
Chan or Kawz inour Dialcét, is the fame that Count is with us, and prefixed ufually to 
Perfons of Honour in Perfia, Ivduftan and T. artary 5 as with us Count Mansfield, Count Flar- 
court, &c.) that he is fuch as AZ Paul. Venetus defcribes, amongft other Epithetes be- 
ing itiled the Shadow of Spirits, Monarch of the whole World, and Son ofthe immor- 
tal God, an Hiftorical Faith will not eafily imbrace fuch a Tradition. For, as parch- 
ing heat, cc. inthe onc, foin thc other the intolerable cold, continual fnows, barba- 
rity of a vagrant and fierce Pcople, as to the real difcovery of thofe parts gives equal 
difcouragement, yct as counterfeit as they be, we muft accept of them until we can 
make a better difcovery 5 but fearing I have made too great a digreffion, 1 proceed, 
All this while, having propos winds, upoathez23.daythc fecond time we croft the 
fEquinoctial, once more bidding farewel to the Antartique conftcllations, fome of 
whick we took fpecial notice of towards the Pole; the Crofers 4 Stars of the fecond 
magnitude in form of a Crofs, diftant fromthe South Pole 17 deg. 20 min. Noah's Dove, 
Polophylax, within 3 degrees of the Pole, and others, aniongft which Magellane’s Cloud, 
a conftellation off-veral {mall Stars,not fo lucid as thofe be of the fifth magnitudoesyet being 
a condenfe part of the acreal Region they Wigs uem the Skice, as the GalL:cz«a doth which 
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we call the Milky-way, and is the only vifible Circle inthe Heavens, Denfa ffel'arum 
turba Adanilius calls them, a Troop of invifible Stars, and yet the fplendor beaming from 
them is difcernable; and here under the 7Equinoctial thé two Bears which were depreft 
reappeared in our hemifphere; for there at one time We {aw both Poles, fo as I think 
Linfchoten errs, in faying he faw the Southern Pole Star whenhe was at Goa, which gle- 
vates the North Pole 15 degrees. i l 

Linder 8 degrecs the wind (weary it feems of itscohftancy) Veer’d intothe Eaft Nc rth 
Eaft,fo as the AMonzzoon became adverfeto us upon that Courfe,for we could come no near- 
er than South Eaft, at which time many of our Ships Company died of Calentures, Sea- 
feavers, Fluxes, Scurvy, Aches, and fuch other Diftempers as ufually attend Scamen in 
thofe fiery Climats. 

Neverthclefs this mortality was not more to be imputed to the extremity of the heat 
(albeit thereby our Bifquet, Meat, and Water became putrid ad foftinking, that fave 
neceflity inforced it would not have been tolerable, which as the Zone became more 
temperate, Beef, Pork and Water recovered thelir fweetnefs) than indeed might be 
totheir intemperate eating, and overcharging their {ftomachs with freh Meat got at Ato- 
belia, whichwascrude, little falted, and rudely dreit 5 as alfo by quafhng Toddy tooex- 
orbitantly, a liquor though wholefome enough if moderately drunk, yet exccis difpo- 
fes the Body to dangerousFluxes. Soas our Admiral out of his Ship threw five and thir- 
ty dead Men over-baard, the Hopewell eleven, the Srar ive; every Ship loft fome ; too 
many, if God had otherwife pleafed. This wasaggravated by the death of Harvey Key- 
well an expert and ingenious Seaman, Mafters-mate in the Star. Captain Goodall died 
then alfo, one whofe difpofition was fo civil and obliging, that indeed his name and 
nature were harmonious. Their Bodics being Committed to the Ocean (a fpacious 
Grave) aVolly of fmall fhot and twoand twenty great Guns from our Ship proclaim’d 
their fareweltothe watry Citizens, inviting them to fafe-guard fuch a Treafure; Hea- 
ven it felf alfo feeming to bear a part inthat threnody; atthat very inftant diftilling fo 
abundantly, that to the beft of my remembrance I never faw a fadder and fuddainer 
fhower of Rain than that was, or of lefs continuance, which indeed made me,take the 
greater notice of it. By this failer the Mafter of our Ship had a remove into the Vice- 
Admiral, and into the Rere-Admiral Captain Malim was tranflated from the Hopewell, 
who lived but few days to joy hisadvancement, a Perfon fo civilin his nature, fo carc- 
ful in his charge, fo expert in his vocation, and fo valiant in fight (as well witnefles 
that memorable conflict he maintained againft the Turk in the Levant, which honours 
him to pofterity) that in his behalf I may properly attribute that out of the Prince of 
Poets, 





"cta wucis vivunt, operofaque gloria rerum 
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The wind here added to our affliction, for growing high and contrary to our courfe, 
the waves broke boifteroufly too often upon our broad-fides, but being clofe hall’d, 
were patient in all thofe Checks, fo as though the Ships cutthcir way flowly they paf- 
[ed fecurely ; and at length DUAE by the Cape called Babmandell, brought us near the 
[fle Socotora into the Offium of the Red-fea; where let usrepofe a while, till the wind: be 
more favourable. Socotora is an Ifle well known to former Ages; to fome bythe name 
of Diofcorsda,.of Succabato others, and as otherfome conjecture that fame Ifle PZzy in 
his 6. lib. Nat. Hift. calls Topazo, deriving its name from the plenty of thofe precious 
[tones found there; like as the neighbouring Ifle Saphyriva, upon the like occafion: 
the Turks call it Caruchomor ; the Perfians, Cabar, by the Spaniard "tis called Accbar 5 
and by others ceur. It elevates the Artique Pole 13 degrees, is near 15 leagues long 
and 10 broad, and about an hundred of our miles about ; and though in its pofition fcems 
nearer neighbouring to Afrique than Afia,yct is challenged, and accordeangly reputed an 
Appendix to Ajaman or Arabia the happy. It affords fufficient for fupply of the Inhabi- 
tants, as Corn, Fruit, and Cattle, and for Olives, Cocos, Dates, Piftachocs, Oren- 
ges, Lemons, Pomgranates, Pomcitrons, Melons, Sugar-canes, and like Fruit? asalfo 
Alocs whichit hath with an emphafis, as calPd in S pain, Semper-vivum v [fanguis Draco- 
"im, a {mall Tree which being cut, fwcats out the red Gum it has to fpare for-itrangers 3 
Civet Cats alfo, which inrich the owners, though fold at catic prices. The Inhabitants 
are a mixture of Chriftians and Mahomctans, their complexions black, the Sun twice 
every year darting his fiery Rays perpendicularly amongft them, and then no place is 
hotter in the World; their natures be reafonably civil. 26co.'vcars ago the Grecks 
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planted this placc, if Geograph. Nub. fay true, for he reports (by what authority l know 
not) that Alexander the Great returning by Sea from Jzdus made this his way to Baby- 
loa, and being here met by Arżftotle, according to his Mafters advice planted a Colony 
of Grecks there ; who afterwards, fome fay by the preaching of Saint Thomas the 
Apoltle of the Orient, others fay Bartholomew, and fome the e£trhiopian Eunuch men- 
ti&ncd in the 8. and’ 27. of the Aéts of the -Apoftles, the third year atter our Saviours 
dezth, were converted unto the Chriítian Profeflion; and how dubious foever the Con- 
veitor be, that they were Chriftians is evident in Ecclefiaftick ftories, albeit infected 
-with the Errours of the ZVefforiazs and Facobites, which laft ufed both Circumcifion and 
Baptifm: Their Churches exprefs no lefs, being built inthe form of a Crofís ; a Patri- 
arch or Primas they had till of late there refident; and other Clergy whom they reve- 
rence, to whom they chearfully pay their Tythes, by whom they are inftructed in the 
Worfhip of God, and how to obferve both Fafts and Fceftivals; Elders they highly re- 
gard , humility is both commanded and commended. Second Marriages (except where 
Iflue is wanting) they approve not of; in Baptifm they ufe theSign of the Crofs, par- 
take of both Sacraments; the Dead they waíh, and being wound in clean Linen bury 
with their heads towards Ferufaem, Cufum-barrec cal’d here, but exprefs little mourn- 
ing. Of late years they were fubjected by Emir-ben faid King or rather Governour of 
Fartaqie, but expulit by D’ Cugea the Portugal, whofe Fire-locks made the Szakee (fo is 
the Prince ftil'd) flye to Caefhem, where at a fafe diftance he durft hifs at the Victor ; 
who in the firft place reftored the Chriftianstheir liberty both of body and confcience ; 
and then by their help built a Caftle for defence, and planted a Colony: but about 
five years after Albuquerque the Admiral fleighted it, pretending that the Merchandife 
of thc place proved not equivalent to the Charge incumbent, which reduced the 
poor indefenfive Natives to frefh thraldom. John de Caffro for many days found it 
high water here at the Moons rifing, and as the Moon aícended the tide decreaft; fo 
as it was low water when the Moon was higheft, contrary to what we obferve in moft 
other places. 

Aden, a Town upon the Arabian Continent (from whofe Cabobarra Socotora may be 
fecn) has 12 degrees 35 minutes North latitude, the variation is 19 degrees Weft; of 
oid known by the name of AZadeza, of Madoca to John de Caftro, called Adana by Ca- 
Hfius, Adedi and Achanis by Eupolemus : not unlike to be that Eden which is enumera- 
tcd with other Arabiaan Cities in Ezek, 27. 23. oppofite to Azana, firft forcibly taken 
by Lopez Suarius a Portuguife, and after fnatcht by the Turks out of the Arabian power 
Anno Domini 1458. commanded by Solyman Baffa and a Regiment of obfcure people, 
who like Locufts about that time {warmed thither out of Trepizond. This, though it be 
a much frequented Road, is none of the beft, for atthe change it flows not above 8. foot 
Water, where a South-Eaft and North-Weft Moon make a full Sea, from Babmandel 
(which Prol. lib. 4. cap. 1. and Arrian in Periplo call Diodori ` infula, though I rather take 
Socowrato be it) is diftant 18 leagues; from Mocho which fome call AZobz, othérs 
Aofcha,32. A Town low in its fcituation and fulphurcoufly fhaded by the high and bar- 
ren Mountain Cabobarra, whofe Brazen rront fo fcorches this miferable place, that it 
gives a lively character or reprefentation of Turkifh bafenefs; the Sea fo circles there 
that it becomes a Chcrfonefs, and asit were for breath thrufts its head a good way into 
the blufhing Sea; the circuit of the Town islarge enough, but fparingly built; thoíethat 
are, by their outlides difcovering an inward difcontent of outward flavery 5 fo as tis 
much changed fince thofe wcrethere who gave Oforius and AMuzfler occafion to blaze it 
for a City of great commerce and magnificence: Of moft note is tbe Caftle built near 
the Scato command the Road, which is ftrong in its fcituation, but More by thofe many 
pieces of Cannon planted upon the Bulwarks, having withala large Graft and Counter- 
ícarp, not to be entrcd fave by a long and narrow Path; fo as one would think it pre- 
parcd to fafeguard the whole Treafure of Arabia, whereas within are only ftore of Iron 
Bullets, Arms, and a Company of miferable raggamufhans who both fecure the Turkifh 
int. icft in that place, and extort Contribution from all that South part of Ajaman. Never 
co. dering that Gold exacted by tyranny, becomes lefs valuable than Iron; foras one 
Obíci ce, being, wet wiin the juft owners Tears it rufts and is accurfed. 

Bein» tow in the Red-ica, bythe colour it bears, the greater credit may be given to 
thofc v. ho fav che name was miftaken, for it is verbum aequivocum, and albeit “ris tis 
that as .t is call.d Mare Idumenm or the Sea of Edom, and Mare Erythrinum, the Septu i. 
migh  warrantably ^ranflate it Rubrum or Red; yet "tis likely the Sea rather tes. 
its dono: unation + om the Count! y of Edom upon which it verges, o: from Kin, 
tbreos, bou v"lichlignine Red: AKin , whofe Tomb», i'beit crected at theot! es. g 
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ofthe happy Arabia near Ormus in the Ifle 7 5rza, Strabo L. 16. 20co furlongs from Car- 
manis Son (as fay the fictitious Greeks) to Perfess and Andromeda, and from whofe 
name this (asthe egean and Icarsan) took its denomination, yet reigned and had his long- 
eft refidence here. And though with us it has but that one name (moft memorable 
through that miracle the Almighty by Mofes expreft in preferving the Jfrae/ztes when 
purfued by Pharaoh Cenchres who with his whole Army here perifhed) in Authors fwe 
find neverthelefs that it has many other 5 for the Hebrews call it Zupband Saph, the Ara- 
bians of old Mare Elaniticum from c£laza now Toro a Port at the end of this GA/pb 
diftant from Mount Sizai in Arabia 20.leag. or Melonis where David built fhips for tne 
gold of Urphe as Enfeb.1. 9.de preparat. eger & out. Of Expolemus xeportcth 5 the 7h: 
call it the Gulph of Meccba, near which at Medina, Mahomet was intombed ; the Gulph 
of Arabia, Strabo L. 6. Prol. and Arrian 1.8. vita Alex. Bohar Colzun or rather Kalzem tne 
cEthiop. and fome Zahara and Brachia from fome principal Port of old; others from 
the Sea-weeds or Sargaffo’s found floating there Mare Algofum and Carettofuwm. Yet the 
name Red is not without fome colour or fhew of reafon, íeeing that the fand efpecially 
when the Sun begins his vifit towards the Antipodes gives a ruddy reflection; beiides, it 
is obferved that from Suachen (a noted place upon the e€thiopick_ fide) to Alcozar which 
is 100. leagues, the water is fhoal, and by reaion of the plenty of Red-coral found there 
feems to have a reddifh tincture. But let the controverfie and uncertainty be what it 
will as tothe colour; this is certain, thatalbeit the length of this Sea be near a 1000. 
ifh Miles, for no lefs is accounted from Cape Guardefe (a promontory now fo called 
upon the —£¢rhiopian fhoar near Dice ia Prol. and to former ages known by thc name of 
_Aroemata) to Soez or the Sues at the very bottom of the Gaiph, by fome thought Arfinoe, 
HAicroum Civitas and Danao in Pliny, and 8o. miles broad from Cape Guardafx to Far- 
taque formerly Ziagr&m: nevertheleís?twixt Aden near Poffidium in Arabia, and Zeyla 
upon the Afrique Coaít where ’tis narroweit, the Fretum (which the Arabs call - lbatto 
and under 12- degr. 15. min.) is not above 18. Miles Englifh: where the ~£gyprian 
Monarchs of old chain'd the palage into the Gulph, as we are told by Strabo. but the 
Red-fea in a large acceptation as fome ftretch it extends to the Zzdzazíhoar; whence ’tis 
that WNearchus in his failing from the River-Indss to Balfora calls Exphrates afid Tigris 
(that fall into the Perfian Gulph) by the name of Red-fea, Livy l. 4$. Pliny lib. 6. and 
with equal Authority to that of Wicephorusl. o- Eccl. fiift. faying that ddiabena regio eff 
Indica ampla & celebris, -Adiabena beingthe North part of Affyria, and fo brings it into 
the Eaft-Indies : and with like Authority Virgil joyns Garamantes e Indos. But to return, a 
fhoal and dangerous water "tis found, except in the middle of the Channel where great- 
eft Vefílels in fair weather fail boldly. Now, thougn heretofore-upon the c-4rbzopick, 
or Trogloditick fhoar efpecially towards the North Weft end which properly we call 
cErbiopia fub e Egypto, there have been fundry Sca-towns and Ports of note and much 
frequented, as Zybit, Sabar in Ptol. Alcozar, Suachen, Alafuea, Dalla;42, old Phileteras 
int7.deg. Theram and Zeyla, which laft is within the Kingdom of Adell neat the Sinus 
Avalites which joyns tothe Territory of 4éex the originary feat of the baffizes, and 
on the oppofite or Arabian Coaít Toro Elana or Elotb, Petra, Ecsozgeber and others: 
Yet at this day Mocha upon the Arabian fide is moft traded to: which though.I think 
too much South, by fome is thought the relique of Ezzozgbebar, the Port from whence 
Solomons fleet ufually fet fail for Ophir. At Pibahiroth of old which is betwixt Toro and the 
Sxezis yet fhewn the place where Mofes firít entred the Red-fea 5 for Petra under 30. 
degrees which the Hebrews call Fach{but now Arach is the place where Ruth was born, 
branded for bafe ingratitude to their princefs Cleopatra, by fetting Fire upon thofe 
Veflels fhe had witu marvellous labour hailed to the Suez from the Nilss over that 
Ifthmus of land which divides Afia from Afrique about 300 furlongs, defigning her 
flight with M. Anthony through the Red-fea to fome remote part of India after that 
overthrow Auguftus Cefar gave them at the battle of _4étium or Naupattum near the Gulph 
Of Lepante. From Sez (which is in 29.deg. 40. min.) te the Wile is not more than 2¢. 
leagues, and from Grazd Cairo to Toroby land is about five days eafie travail ; but from 
Pelufium ox Damiata upon Wiles to Suez, which I fuppofe de Caffro miftakes Strabo L. 17. 
to make it ooo. furlongs (albeit without doubt the place where íeverai attempts have 
been made to cut fuch a Sluice or Channel as fhould give Shipsa navigable and free palage 
from the Mediterranean thither, which ’twas thought might have been effectcd) the 
Ifibmus exceeds not 8o. miles the Country being flat and fit for cutting , but where God 
fets the terminus (for "tis he that laid the Foundations of the Earth, gives the Sca its 
bounds, and weighs thc Earth as in a Ballance) we fce the power and wit of maa may not 
contradict or alter, fo as in vain Sefofirz firft, after him Darizs, and then fome of the 
FProlomies 
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Prolomies endeavoured to make thofe Seas communicable, albeit the laft in greateft part 
effected it by a fluice of 100. foot broad, and 30. deep ; but difcouraged when he per- 
ceived denos difeafes fweep moft of the Pioneers away, hideous noifes (if the report 
be true) affrighting others; but what moft diícouraged the profecution was the fear 
they had that level Countrey of egypt might (efpecially when Land-floods and Spring- 
f&ydes met) be overflown, and that the Salt-water of the Red-fea would alter the fweet 
tafte of the River Nile ; {o as upon mature deliberation it was found the moft prudential 
courfe to defift : And füch a vain attempt might have been prefidential to ZVero in that 
fuccefslefs enterprize of tranflecting the Zf?bm:s oríftreight in that narrow neck of land 
near Corinth which knits the Peninfula of Peloponnefus to she main of Greece, to Seleuchses 
alfo labouring to unite the Black-fea with the Cafpiaz 5; to Trajanthe like with Tygrs and 
Euphrates; and to the Great Turke of late endeavouring to force Volga into Tanais. 
Pliny (who like other Hifítorians took much upon truft) relates how that in Auguftus 
C*[/ars time (which was 20v. years before his) certain Spanifh-fhips fuffered fhipwrack 
in this Sea, but how they came there, he refolves not. We do not read that the Cape 
de bona Speranza was known in 1300. years after; thofe Voyages of Hanno Famblicus 
and fome others, being not to be credited, and yet Sir W. Ral. inclines to believe 
that the Phaniaians when Subjects tothe ~£gyptian Scepter and the moft expert in Navi- 
ation, endeavoured it about that time when Phar. Necho (by whofe hand good Fefiab 
ell) in vain attempted to cut a fluice 80. miles long and broad enough for two Gallies to 
row abreaft ’twixt the Red-fea and the Nile. Herod. l. 4. likewife reports that they com- 
paft Afrique, and after three years voyage returned -into ZV;/e through the Straits of 
Gibralter; which if it were fo, was quite forgot fuch time as Vafco de Gama made his 
Mage- When the Portuguife had íettfed his Plantations in Socorere and fuch othér 
aritim placesas beft pleafed him upon thofe Afrique and Arabian Coaíts, and foon 
after in Jvdéa and the Perfian fhore ; (for fo propitious was the time or fo little was the 
refiftance he found as he had the liberty to pick and choofe) that Ano 1520. Alb- 
querque having taken Aden then perfwaded himfelf the Empire of the Indies was perpe- 
tuated to the Crown of Portugal. Qua vitta (faith Oforius) putabat Indie Imperium fore 
fempiternum: But it proved otherwife; for not long after, many of his plantations 
were deftroyed partly through their own luxury; but moft through the treachery ofthe 
Negros , albeit fufficient remains yet under their obedience. 


This warm part of the Interior *e Erhiopia being the Northermoft of the Troglodites 
Céuntry by moft called e£thiopia Jub «Egypto and bounded to the Eaft by the Red-fea 
was (fay fome) firft planted by Chs the Son of Cham after his departure out of Arabia; 
or asothers, by Sheba the Son of Rhegma. The Calum and Solum fuch, as the firft be. 
comes extream in heat during thofe months the Sun is vertical, the Country extends 
equally on both fides the ZEquinoctial beginning from 20. degr. North and mecefIa:ily 
inftrméts the Inhabitants for the moft part to feck fhade, and other refrefhing in fubter- 
ranean habitations; and the rather, for that the Country is obferved to be full of hills 
for 6oo. miles from the Red-fea and more towards the Weft, but fteriltowards the Eaít, 
and the Mediterranean fo covered with- loofe fands as renders it impaflable. Lipon the 
Weftern Banks of the Mare Rubrum thefe have been Port Towns, Zeyley, Suachen, Maa 
fue, Theran, with fome others that of late J have been much reforted to not only 
by the e£gyptian but by other Merchants of feveral Countries ; howbeit fince the prin- 
cipal Marts were tranílated to Goa and Ormus, Mecha and Aden on the oppofite Coaft 
are moft frequented. Moreover, albeit the «<gyptian Princes of old have been of 
great power for many ages, yet fuch was the poverty or rather natural defence this 
Country was provided with againft the invafion of any ntimerous p > as it continued 
ever independent without being fubdued or harraíled by any of the four Monarchies, 
who unlcísin an auxiliary way (if they be the Sxkkiims that aflifted Shifhac mentioned 
in 2 Chron. 12. 3-) from hence never exacted tribute: all that Cambyfes the Son of the 
great Cyrus aimed at (afterchis fubjecting egypt to the Pgfian Empire about the year 
fromthe Creation of the World 3400. revolting under Dar. Nothus, and reduced by 
Ochus) bemg for their returning him by his Ambatladors fome.of their Earth and Water, 
the ufual fymbols, of fübjection as we alfo find ftoried of Nebuchadnezzar, Judith 2. 
Chap. ver. 7. which thefe Troglodites well knowing how little advantage that great Mo- 
narch would get by entring their faplefs Country, ícornfully refufed it. Now con- 
cerning the Commerce this Red-fea has afforded, the firft I find {tory takes no- 
tice of, isthe trade which King Solomon from hence ingroft for the Gold of Ophir, the 


Port whence his fleet ufually fet fail being Ezsonghabor, Berenice thinks Fofephusl. 8. a 
con- 
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convenient riding place for fhips near the City of Eloth which is alfo called Elazoz in the 
Land of Edom part of Arabia Petrea (named fo either from the Srozizefs thereof or t10m 
Petra now Rath halala the Capital City fcituate upon the brink of that Sea,-a Tow. ta- 
moufed by being the Birth-place of Ruth, and for the defence it made againit Severus and 
Trajanthe Roman Emperours ; but infamous as lately remembred for their ingratitude 
to Cleopatra their Princefsin her diftrefs;,) for, that the Kings of Judea extended thew 
Empire from Exphrates to the Red-fea or confines of e^£gypr, is evident by what is re- 
corded in the 1 Reg. 4. 2 1. where ’tis expreft that Solomon reigned over all the King- 
doms from the River (Exphrates,) unto the border of c£gypr; that they brought Solomon 
prefents and ferved him all the days of his life. This Port of E z:zezgbabor andthe reit 
of Edom were formerly conquered by David 2 Sam.8. x4. where’tis faid that he put a 
Garrifon in Edom, throughout all which Country put he Souldiers, fo as all they ot 
Edom became David's Subjects. Until Hadad one of the Princes of Edom flying for fuc- 
cour to Pharaoh King of ~£gypt fo infinuated himfelf into the favour of the egyptitm 
King, thathe not only gave the Edomite his Wifes Sifter in marriage, but hearing that 
David and Foab his General were dead, feemed little importunate for his ftay 5 Solomon 
by his grofsIdolatry having fo provok’d the Almighty, that he not only permitted the 
revolt of divers and amongfít others of Hadad, but albeit Solomon had made a nearer 
alliance with the e£¢yprian King, yet fo jealous was he of the Fews extended Empire, that 
probably he gave Hadad the readier leave to depart; and fo envious at his wealth, 
that the ten tribes no fooner revolted under Feroboam but the e^£egyptzaz King by that 
weakening, or rather as a further chaftifement from the Lord for the Apoftatie of the 
Lind oveirun Rehoboams Kingdome, and defpoiled Ferufalem of all the treafure it had, 
and carried thence all Solomons ihields of Gold. * Notwithftanding which it was reduced 
under Fehofaphat, in whofe reign there was no King in Edom a Deputy being King, 
x Reg. 22. 47. the Deputy or Prorex tis likely being fubítituted by the fudean King, whote 
Navy prepared to go for Ophir was broken in pieces for aflociating with Ahazia King 
of Zfrael. But in his Son Fehoram’s time Edom rebelled and appointed themfelvesa King; 
whom albeit he beat afterwards inthe field, and that Amaziah allo gave them a notable 
defeat inthe Valley of Salt, and that Uzziah (who is alfo called Azariah) fucceéding his 
Father Amaziah built E/orb and reftored it to 7Z»4dab 2 Reg. 14.22. It appears not in fto- 
ry either facred or prophane, that any of their fhips continued the Voyage to Ophir, or 
that any commerce was from this Sea in the fucceeding Ages. But it is evident that about 
309. years after Fehofaphat «Egypt was by Cambyfes fitbjected under the Perfian Scepter, 
and fo continued till the time of Darius Nothus, at which time the c £gyprzazs broke the Ptr- 
fian Yoak, but were fubdued $0 years after by Ochws the 8. Monarch of Perfia, durin 

which the Perfiavs intermitted that commerce, having neverthelefs befides the Earth an 

Water they required a yearly revenue of 6000. Talents which was accordingly paid 
Aiexander. | Ptol. firnamed Philadelphus (the fecond of the Lagi) about 270- years beore 
the Nativity of Chrift, wasthe firítthat revived the Ophirian trade after Febofaphatş his 
Navy fet fail ufually trom Alcozar (Nichofea in Ptol. under 26. degrees, well nigh pa- 
rallel to Coptos upon the Nile ; fo asit cannot be Berozice which exceeds not 24. degrees) 
and continued by the egyptian Kings till the time of Alexander: The flect was ufually 
120. Veflels great and imall, the fpace upwards of two years (coafting allthe way tis 
prefumed) andthe return very advantageous; forevery Crown increafed not lefs than 
100. as Plizy reports: fo that communibus annis, 1200000. Crowns came into his Exche- 
quer. In Prol._Auletes reign, the Cargo amounted to feven millions of Gold, and little 
lefs was paid Cleopatra his Daughter, which raifed the greater force againft his rival 
Auguftus, the Gold and other rich lading was from Chozyr or Berenice conveyed by the 
Sledge and Camels, fonietime from Chofar to Coptos the ufual Emporium, 2/zzy l. 6. 
c. 33. and otherwhile from the Soes to Pelufinm or Damiata, and thence after A- 
lexander’s time by Boat to Alexandria, which after Coptos for a long time was the 
common place for Trade; but when fulius Cefar, and after him ,duguftus reduced 
e"gyprtoa Province, the former tax was doubled ; the Oplærian, or at leaft the gold- 
en Trade thither or to Soffola being to that time probably continued: but when the 74- 
xabians and Gotbes from adyerfe quarters like inundations everflowed moft part of the, 
liniverfe, in which ftorm the Roman Majefty was eclipfed, the Indian Trade cealt 5 fo 
as the Red-fea Voyages were but little profecuted by the Coz/fIaztzzopolitan Emperours: 
from whom Omar the third Chal. of Bab. wrefted it, and from Sarracoz who pre- 
ceeded Saladine, the Indian commerce by Merchants was brought to Samarcand, and 
thence by Carravan with extrcam charge, toil and hazard r&mov'd to T7repezezd up- 


on the Ewxiz; whence being convey'd to Damafcuws and Aleppo, the Penctians 
mono 
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monopolized it for fometime, to the great enriching of their Seigniory 5 but after Vaf- 
co de Gama Anno 1497. difcovered.the way into the Eaf?-Izdies by compafling Afrique, 
the Venetians, though unwillingly, gave place to the Ezz/z(b, Durch, and others who now 
fhare withthe Portugal in that Navigation. But to return. 

a October the cightcehth the wind being fair, atSea our obfervation was 17 deg. North, 
and longitude 19 from Aobelia ; foon after we were becalm’d, and then had fuch hot 
weather as made us fry, and the fweat dropt from us no otherwife than if we'had been 
Ítew^d in Stoves or hot Baths, which put fome into Calentures; but all grew exceeding 
faint, notwithftanding, our beft provifiontoabate it. Indeed] think there are not hotter 
places in the World than the Red-fta and Perfian Gulp about Ormus when the Sun dif- 
plays his Beams, during the Summer Solftice; for then the Earthinflames equally with 
the Air: And Experience teaches us, that the heat not only under the /Equinox, but the 
T&opiques when the Sun comesto the Vertex, is much more intenfe and violent (notwith- 
ftandingthe long Nights) than it isabout the Polar Circles; albeit for near fix months 
together the Sun fets not, but conftantly keeps his circuit above that Horizon. In this 
diftemperature of heat Mahomet a Perfian Merchant returning for Perfia in our Ship, dy- 
ed of a Burning-feaver; his Father Hodge Suar having paid Nature her laft Tribute in 
London the year before 5 Nemo ante obitum beatus was verified in this Perfon; but a hap- 
py Man we hope this Mahomet dyed, if throwing away the Rags of Mawmetry, he cloath- 
ed his Soul with the Robes of true Faith in Chrift, whom we were told, a little before he 
left the World, he call’d upon asthe only efficacious means of his Salvation; again, I fay 
happy, if unfeignedly. At his putting into the Sea the Captain of our Ship honoured 
his Funeral with the rending clamour of four Culverins, his Carcafs atthat inftant being 
comaire to the mercy of the Sea, no leís fure a Treafury than the Earth, till the Re- 

urrection. 

The 26. of Octob. by obfervation we found that we were got North from the /Equator 
19 deg. 40min. longitude from A4obelia 20 deg. our fteerage at that time being South- 
Eaft, when againthe Wind abating the Sea calm’d, and wasas fmooth as Glafs, notthe 
leaft curkor wrinkle difcernable; this increaft our heat, and only refrefht our memory 
with the Zone we were in, properly called Torrid. The greatelt recreation we had, was 
a view of fuch large fholes of flying Fifhes as by their interpofing multitude for fome 
time darkned the body of the Sun; a Fifh beautiful in its Eye, the Body though no lar- 
ger than a fmall Herring yet big enough for thofe complemental Fins, which fo long as 
moift ferve as Wingsto fly 250 paces or more, and 4o foot high, helping them to avoid 
the purfuit which Sharks, ratte undae Bonetaes, Albicores, and other Sea-Tyrants. make, 
and caufes them for felf-prefervation to forfake their proper Element; where tfually 
Ofprays, the Sea Vulture, and other Birds of prey upon the Wing hover to queftion 
them for invading theirs; by this pitiful Evafion becoming the true Emblem of mife , 
no fqQoner having cfcaped one danger, but they incounter another equally deftructive. 
The Frezcb call it Aronder dumer, the Swallow of the Sea, others a Sea Bat, or Rere-moufe 
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of the Sea; and itis well worth our obfervation, that during the Night feafon here we 
faw a perfect Rainbow, which was extraordinary; for albeit Rainbows be formed of 
a dewy Cloud in the Air above and ufually appear in a beautiful Arch while the Sun is 
above the Horizon; the Moon we fcldom fee to have that operation: but when they do 
appear, the Moon is everat or near the full. Nam nifi plenilunio, arcus fieri non poteft, id- 
que Luna oriente vel occidente, faith Ariftotle in his Mctcors, who reports that in thc ipaée 
of 6o years he faw two lunar Rainbows,and Vicomercatus (who comments upon him) re- 
ports the like in Germany in his time; howbeit the colours were not fo frefh as the fo- 
lar Rainbows, Hos tamen colores Pittores non poffunt imitari ; quia in materia tantum terreftri 
pingunt colores, nonin aere, qualis arcus eft materia, Olympiodorus, yet more lively than in 
Oyl or Water colours can be painted. 

The 17. of November we deicryed (that terra ter cxoptata) the coaft of India, land in 
15 degrees latitude, and 32 of longitude (ill weather having formerly driven us to Lee- 
ward many leagues“) That very place where Gea ( Barigaca of old ) is fcated ; the 
braveft and beft defended City in the Orient; the Magazccn, Refuge, and Seat of Ju- 
{tice of the victorions Portugal. The City is not vifible to fuch as fail along the Coaft, 
being three hours journey within land 5 of old the Scat of the Cazgzizs, in an Iflo called 
Tilfoar 30 milesin circuit: a fweet place furrounded by a frefh River itreaming from 
the mighty Mountain Ze//a;4are ; encompaft with a {trong and beautiful Wall, which 
glories in her afpiring Turrcts, and is not a little dreadful in many forts of roaring Can- 
non. Her ftrength and beauty took rife from the Dccan Kings, Zabaym and Jdalean, 
from whom Anno 1509. Albu ucrque tne victorious Portugal conquer'd, and after that 
defended againft 70000 foot, and 3500 horfe which Jdul-caza brought to reduce it 
with 5 but it was aggrandiz’d and beautified by the Lufitanian, the great Buzzar,or Mar- 
ket, being in centur of the Town is gallantly and regularly built; many other Streets 
there are which, after the Jzdizz mode, are narrow, if not fufficiently nafty; the Buil- 
dings gencrally are fpacious, and notuncomly; thick and dark within, tarrailed above, 
and made futable to that hot Climate : watred it is with a delicious ftream, which (by 
benevolence of the Air) refrefhes the Fields, forcing Flora to difmantle; the Gardens 
are alio fill d with variety of fwcet and eyc-pleafing Flowers: the whole Ifle fo abounds 
ing with Grafs, Groves, Corn, Cattel, Fruits and fiuch fenfe-ravifhing delights as a 
reafonable Man can well require: above 20 little Towns (all planted with Portals) 
are feen in this 30 miles compaís; as alfo the ruins of 200 Idol Temples which thc Vice- 
Roy Antonio INorogza totally demolifht, that no memory might remain, or monuments Ton- 
tinue, of fuchgrois Idolatry. For notonly there, but at Sz/ferte allo were two Temples 
or places of prophane Worfhip; oneof them (by incredible toil cut out of the hard 
Rock) was divided into three 1les or Galleries, iu which were figured many of their 
“deformed Pagotha’s, and of which an 7zdiaz (if to be credited ) reports that there 
were in that Temple 300 of thofe narrow Galleries, and the Idols fo excecding ug- 
ly as would affright an European Spectator; neverthclefs this was a celebrated ‘place, 
and fo abundantly frequented by idolaters, as induced the Portugxzife in zeal with a con- 
fiderable force to maftcr the Town and to demolifh the Temples, breaking in picc:s all 
that monftrous brood of mifhapen Pagods. In Goa nothing is more o5fervable now * 
than the fortifications, the Vice-Roy and Arch-bifhops Palaces, and the Churches. 
The Palaces are very itrong, built of good Stonc, furnifht and adorned within with 
rich Arras and Painting: the Churches are large and neat, of beft rank are thofe dcdi 
cated tothe blefled Virgin Mother of God (in whichis keptthe Bones and Skull of Saint 
Thomas the Apoftle, whofe Reliques were brought ṣo ycars ago from Meliapore by Ena- 
nuclFrias at the command of, Doz Fohn fucceifourto Emaz::el Kings of Porruzal) Saint 
Paul, Saint Dominic, Saint Katherine, and Saint Saviour j in which laft arc laid the Bones 
of that great Albuquerque, Qui cum [fummis Imperatoribus ( quorum Nomer eft immortalitatz 
commendatum) mcrito comparavdns, Oforius lib. 12. Vita Emanucl. R. Portnz. which fa- 
mous Captain diced at Goa inthcyear 1516. and agreeable to his qua@iity and worth was 
here buried; whvre alto awe interied D Acuzma, Don Frazcifco, and that late Canoni- 
zed China Saint Franci Sbyvier the Navarrean Jefuit, who dicd 4. Decemb. 155-2. aged 
$5. and:ubricated by Pope Gregory the 15. the 12. Marck 1622. wheninanyr o.c vere 
Sainted. "TheCity is compaffed with a thick Stone Wall, flanker*d and moated about, 
having withal ac nterfcai p, and 320 picces of Piafs Cannon mounted ‘upon the Bul- 
warksand Ray lin., which rendocisit imprc2nab!e. 

Hence we ha'ted cowards Sir Hey Road judging the worft prt, the 7;g/37 fhore all the 
vayb ing inviewof us, andthe Sea every where 20 l.a7nes'icm laid anchorable: but 
upon afuddea tbe Scene was changed, for the Elements grew dicadiul, the Wind roar 
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ing made the Sea fo fublime and wrathful, and for three days fpace raging with fuch fury 
that we werily believed a ZZeroecaze was begun, a vait or unwonted tumor in the Air, called 
Enroclydon in the Acts ; a Tempeft fo terrible that Houfes and Trcesare but like duft be- 
foteit; many Ships by its violence having been blown afhore and fhattered. ` Olans Mag- 
mys lib. 1- cap. 4. and lib. 7. cap. 3. Sept. Hiftor. gives fome memorable examples of it ; 
once in nine years it ufes to thunder among them, and is prefaged by Birds and Beafts 
who three or four days before the ftorm, give notice by their noife and hidingthemfelves 
under ground as if an overture of the Worid were enfuing : and as in thefe, fo in moft 
other parts of the World, there are certain times for ftormy weather. In the Weft-In- 
dies every Sept. the North winds bring dreadful ftorms, Tzffozs they call them, _Arifforle 
l. 2. Meteor. fic ditum a Typhone gigante, ío as during that month none put. to Sea un- 
lefs neceflity inforce them: Butthis and other our Water {capes made that faying of Bias 
ceme to mind, Navigantes nec inter vivos nec inter mortuos effe numerandos- Agreeableto 
which is Azacharfis his Ironique queftion, Que naves effent tutiffime ? que in ficcum per- 
tratte funt. And Callimachus no leis n yucundiffimum effe Mare 5 fed fi quis de Terra 
illud contempletur. Praifed be God we mifta Tuffon, but nota fecond difadventure, this 
ftorm forcing a Mallabar Junk a Pirat in view of us3 whom our Ordnance could not. 
feach though the longeft Saker we had vomited Fire of defiance after him; fo as we 
were forced to chafe her with two Barges, each manned with fifty Mufquetiers: And 
Vela damus quamvis remige "avis eat. But it appeared that we made too much hafte, 
for in boarding her our Men were entertained with fuch {tore of BHire-works and Hand- 
granado's, with a volley of invenomed fhafts, and which was worfe, with fuch defpe- 
puer courage, that after fmall hurt done them we were conítrained to retreat with 
ofS, one half being flain or fcalded; our Ships all the while being an unwilling Theater 
of this Affront, the Wind forbidding us to retaliate. 
^X The 22. of November the Wind abated, ío as founding we found ground at forty fa- 
thoms, and faw many Snakes fwimming about our Ships, which (with the waters chan- 
ging colour) affüured us we were near the fhore, the laft ftorm having driven us out of 
fight ofsland, and fomewhat puzled us as to our way; and that there are Sea Serpents as 
well as Land, is agreed by Writers; yea that they ufe both Elements. - Serpeztes mari- 
nos in terra aliquando degere poffe, Ariftot. and that they are eaten by fome as we do Eels, 
Lampreys, and the like. Serpentem marinum cfai quidem effe aptum, quemadmodum ceteri ma- 
rini animantes, ut congri, anguille, muftele, Gc. Verum propter fimilitudinem cum ferpezte 
terreftri, tanquam ab angue €? non pifce, abhorrent, Bellonius lib. de pifcibus, butfrom a re- 
femblance they have with Land Snakesby moft Men (Chinaes excepted) they are ab- 
horred. Soon after we defcried land in 19 degrees 35 minutes latitude, and 29 in lon- 
gitude; which by its height we knew to be Dabul, called pe by Caftaldis; and foon 
after that we had fight of Saint John de vacas, a Town likewife fubject to the Portugal: the 
South end of which place mounts in a pyramid of Natures work, named Saint Valentes 
Peake, the land continuing high from thence to Gundavee, a Hill fix leagues fhort of 
Swalley Road. Thisis a round Hillock and Bay of importance unto Marriners.

"The 27. of November we haPd an Jndianm Pifcadoro aboard us: never was Antick 
better habited 5 he told us that many Enemies were at hand, but we fear’d them not: 
after long toil, tidingup with ftream anchors, every fix hours weighing and dropping; 
in fhort time we got to Choul , then we came to Daman a lovely Town inhabited by Por- 
tugals, and confpicuous to Paflengers: in this moft memorable; that as fome conjecture 
It was the We plus or furtheft place which the great Aacedogiaz Monarch with his Army 
marcht unto in Zzdiz: fome Authors neverthelefs fay that after the defeat he gave King 
Porus he pàft his Army as far as Ganges, miftaken for Indus, down which River he fent 
Vellels for difcovery. At the No end Daman has a Caftle which we could well per- 
ceive was larg2 and ftrong ; the material good white chalky ftone, flankt with Ord- 
nance and mounted to play atadvantage: Atthe South end we perceived a fair Church 
with white battlements a top, the Houfes were fome of likeftone, others unburnt poe 
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three other Temples there affording pleafure to the heart and eye. The 209. day we 
got near the Bar at Swalley where we caft Anchor, becaufe we perceived 13 faiLof great 
Ships riding there, and knew not whether they werefriendsor foes: Thelaít day of 7 No- 
vember we adventured over the Bar ’°twixt two Boas S four fathom water) a hundred 
paces afunder, fet there to direct the paflage, either fide without the marks being fhoal 
water and dangerous: the Ships at Anchor proved our friends, fix Ezglifh and feven 
Dutch, moft of which weré Ships of: 1000 Tun: Thofe of our Nation were the Pa/fgrave, 
the Exchange, the Wiliam, the Bleffing, &c. each of which entertained out Ambatiladors 
with hearty welcome: we rode in vs fathome (others in nine) ?twixt the fhoals and 
continent. 
The fame day we came toan Anchor in Swalley Road Nogdi-Ally-beg the Perfian Am- 
baflador (Sir Robert Sberly's Antagonift) dyed, having as we were credibly told poifon- 
ed himíelf; for four days eating only Opium: afad Exit not unlike his who in defpair 


cryed out, 





Spes c& fortuna Valete : 


The Mary (where he dyed) gave him eleven great Ordnance at his carrying afhore : 
his Son E?brabim-cbam conveighed him to Sarrat (10 miles thence) where they intombead 
him not a ftones caft from Tom Coryat?s Grave, known but by two poor ftones that fpeak 
his Name, there refting till the Refurrection. Now this tragique end of ZVogdibeg was 
not without caufe, for it feems defpairing of his Maíters favour and conícious to him- 
felf of his abufive carriage in-Exgland, both to Sir Robert Sherley, and fome other mifde- 
meanors of his which begot a complaint againft him to Shaw Abbas, and made known 
by the way of Aleppo after his departure out of England, he gave himfelf this defperate 
Exit; well knowing that his Mafter was at no time to be jeafted with in Money matters, 
or bufinefs relating to honour and reputation, fo as neither his paft fervice againft the 
Twrk, his alliance at Court, or what he elfe could think upon; could animate his de- 
fence: fodangerousa thing it is to exceed inftructions 5 for where an Ambaflador hath his 
charge without limitation he may warrantably act agreeable to difcretion asesccafion 
and circumftance is adminiftred ; but when circumícribed inexprefsterms, he is bound 
up, and hath no latitude or power of variation; it being capital to exceed his CommifIi- 
on and inftrvctions; and other Mens fufferings upon aímaller accompt making his feem 
lefs pardonable. For in the year 1612. a Perfian Ambaflador at Corftantinople (affent- 
ing to fuch Articles ?twixt his Mafter and the Grand Seignior, as feemed advantagious to 
him, but otherwife to the Perfraz, and excentrick to his Inftructions) was upon his re- 
turn beheaded at Cazbyz: The conditions were indeed difhonourable, as, That the 
Prince of Perfia fhould affüme to himfelf no other Title than Bafhaw of 7 zwrz : thatthe 
I rfian fhould pay as a yearly Tribute for Gheylan 400 Bails of Silk; that the Cadi of 
Tauris fhould be of the Turks Election, ec. Which demands Abbas fpurn'd baci to 
Achmat with indignation. Tamafcoolibeg alfo it may be came into his mind, who dyed 
miferably (though once fecond in Perfia) upon fpleen ill-grounded by the King: and of 
Turkifh barbarifru not afew Examples. "That Ambaflador probably was firft in memory 
whom Abbas beheaded at his return from Cozffaztizople for no other crime than for 
exprefling too humble and fubmifs a behaviour to the Grand Sezgzier, which the Perfian 
King thought was an abatement to his grandeur. "The like we have in the Athenians, 
who put Timagoras their Ambaflador to death only.for reverencing Dariw according to 
the cuftome of the Perfians. Ebrahim Baffa, Cycala, T Baff« and Naffzxf each of them 
in thcir times fitting at the Stern, guiding as they lifted the 7 »rkzfb greatnefs, came to 
miferable ends, fuch as made the remembrance of their paffled glory relifh the fowrer: 
and as for Nogdibeg (we after heard the King proteft) if he had not thus prevented it, 
at hiscoming to the Court his Body fhould firft have been hackt in pieces, and then in 
the open Market-place burnt with Dogs-turds; {fucha Ceremony as brands the Delin- 
quent with fhame to pofterity, and none more infamous than that méntioned 2 Aac- 
cab. 13. s. 

Swall Road is from the /Equator 20 deg. and $6 min. North: has vcfterk variati- 
on 16 degrees and an half« longitude from Z4obetia 28 deg. ata low ebbe it refem- 
bles an Ifle: beyond the fands Goga called Bibatta formerly, 1s eafily difcovered. The 
firit of December with fome Pe-dnes (or olive coloured Indian Foot-boys whd can very 
prettily prattle Exglifh) we rode to Sarat: our Chariot was drawn by two Buffolos, 
who by practife are nimble in their trot and well managed: we patit firft through Smalley, 
and then through Batty (famous for good Toddy) and Damkee, áll which are Villages, 


and after to Surat the chief Factory of the Eaft-India Merchants, whofe incall has 
there 
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there his ufual refidence. At that time one Mafter Wyld was in that Office, an ingeni- 
ous and c$vil Merchant, to whofe kind refpect I owe acknowledgment, and in whofe 
Houfe ('tiscalled the Exzglifh-houfe) we had tidings at that time of Sultan Curroon’s Coro- 
nation at Agera aslíhallipeak at large of, after we have viewed the Town which chal- 
lergesa defcription. 

SURR AT is thatold Muziris in Ptol. if my judgment deceive me not: nor am I 
ignorant that Choul and Onor are imagined it by Molelius and Ramufims: It is a City at this 
day no lefs great and rich, than populous and famous; albeit neither the air nor foil 
agree well with ftrangers: the one being inflamed through thc torridnefs of the Zone, 
the other being fandy and fulphureous. The Artick Pole is here elevated 2 1 deg. 3. min. 
fubject in Fune to become Nadir to the Sun, thence to September the Clowds fhower 
there continually an infalubrious moifture ; whether occafioned from the 24fe//; and Pra- 
fepe two Stars in Cancer, who have their influence here (as noted by Pliz. lib. 16.cap.35.) 
or from fome other occult caufe, others may inquire into. Yet obferved itis, that 
Wind and Thunder fo commix as no place in the World during thofe Months feems 
more unhealthy, the other eight Months either parching or freezing. Now this excefs 
of Rain is doubtlefs caufed by the extream heat of the Sun, which when vertical ufually 
raifes Vapors in abundance, and being attracted into the middle Region condenfes and 
diftills in fhowers; foasthis diftemperature by ftorms of Wind and Rain turns Summer 
into Winter,caufing inundations at fuch feafons efpecially as with us in the temperate Zone 
we have our weather ferene and feafonable.  Swrrar is accounted the third beft Town in 
the Gufurat Kingdom, Amadavad and Cambaya having the precedency ; from the firft, 
fhe is removed four; from the other, two days journey ; all now adding luftre to the 
Mozuls Diadem. Whether Gufurat take name from the Sure, whom PZizy places here, 
or that it comply with the Greek Idiom Trs- vec]; or be denominate from Gez rar, which 
in the Arabick fignifies an Ifle, I queftion not; but this without doubt, that a Province 
it is fo ufeful to the Mogul as that his annual Tribute here amounts (as Merchants fay ) 
to 150 Tun of Gold at this day. "Tisa Town of the greateft note and trade in India, 
which itas acquired but of late ; fortis {carce 100 years ago when Antonio Sylverio a 
Portuguife with 200 Men entred and burnt it, fince which the Town is fo increafed, both 
with Building and Inhabitants,that a far greater force would now find it a nard enter- 
prize. After that Azzo Dom. 1566. which is of the Hegira 946. by Valour of Chan 
Azem who dcfeated the confederacy of AGrza-chan, Huffan, Mirza Mahomet, Chan Go- 
ga and other confpirators, it was made fubject to Ecbar the great Mogul. Now "tis un- 
der a quiet government: watered with a {weet River named Tappee (or Tindy) (as broad 
asthe Thames at Windfor) which arifing out of the Decan Motntains glides through 
Brampore (220 miles diftant thence) and in Ad@eanders runs by the Walls of Surrat, and 
after 20 little miles circumgyring or playing to and fro, a league from Swa//ey Road dif- 
chaggesitíelf into the Ocean. Tis circled with a mud-wall, and hath a large Caftle f 
Stone built at the South-weft-fide, the River wafhingit; planted with great Ordnance, 
and awed by a Garrifon who make dainty to admit ftrangers to fec their fortifications : 
The Weft ofensintothe Bazzar through a fair Gate of Stone, where Toll-gathcrers are 
every day ready to fearch and exact a cuftomary Tribute for the Mogul their Matter : 
The Medon is of no great beauty, nor do the Shops give more than common fplendor 
the Bannyan defiring rather to be rich indeed, than fo accounted. The Houfes arc indif- 
ferent beautiful; fame (as tothe outfide) are of carved Wood, others of Bricks dryed 
intheSun: the Ezglifh and Dutch Houfcs at the North-end excell the other for fpace and 
furniture. The Suburbs have three Pofterns pointing out three feveral ways; one to 
Variaw and Cambaya, a fecond to Brampore, the third to Nanfary ten courfes thence 5 
whence is the Road to Gundavee, Balfac, and Damanuporthe Ocean. The Town affords 
no Monuments, no Mofques worth taking notice of. The Exglifh Garden without the 
Town has pretty Walks, and is adorned with varicty of {weet Flowers, but inferiour to 
another I fawthere, which befides the Trees and Flowers that beautified it, had a dclight- 
ful Profpect. Adjoining ZVzzcery-gate I faw a Tanck or Magazen of Water, a very {tate- 
ly work indeed, and worthy noting: It is of good Frec*ftone, circling in above 100 
fides and angles ; 28 Ells ?tyvixt every angle, in compafs very near 1000 ordinary paces. 
It diminifhes its largenefs gradatim by 16 degrees or iteps towards the bottome; capa- 
ble to receive a very great quantity of Rain-water, which many times Is of ufe to 
quench the flagrant thirft of thefe Sun-burnt Indians: the River by this feems fomewhat 
unwholfome : if good gpeither for Drink nor Navigation, what ferves it for fave to 
mundifie the idolatrous Bayxzyan, who we could obferve in great numbers to the Waft 
in Water, and with lifted up hands and es to attend the Sun-rifing. Plures aro 
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Solem orientem quam occidentem could Tiberias Íay to Macro. And truly many Sun-Idola- 
ters I have feen, all which worfhip his rife, but none hisfetting. | A form of worfhip long 
and much ufed in thefe Oriental parts 5 which alfo crept in amongft tne Jews: tor we 
find it reproved by the Prophet Ezek, cb. 8. ver. 16. Now (faith Lactantius; could but 
thefe Idolaters fix their mind upon Heaven, by following the guide of the celeftial Light, 
which is much more glorious thanthat of theSun, it would convince them of their fault, 
and without error direct them to the Port of everlafting happinefís. — Bozzes quidem eft Sol 
in minifferio, nonin imperio, The Sun (faith Ambrofe) is a good Servant, not a Matter. 
Linduftazas it isa fruitful foil foit abounds with People, and that of divers Nations and 
Languages; who alfo in Habit, Manners, and Religion differ much. For befides the 
Aboriginesof the Land, here we find Fews, Perfians, Arabians, Armenians, Chrifliass of 
Saint Thomas, Tartarians, (the now Lords) and others, of which the Bazzyazs are the 
greateft for number, but the Moors command. They have a peculiar Language of teir 
Own, butthe Perfian Tongue is underftood by thofe of beft rank, and is accepted as moft 
courtly. The Indian Mahometans are a People not lefs crafty than.valiant; thofe who 
are Sword-men by profeflion are either Rafhbootes or Perfians, and delight to go arm’d 
with Sword, Buckler, Bow, Arrows, and Dagger: their Habit is a quilted Coat of 
Calico tyed under the left Arm, a ímall Shafh, fmall in comparifon of that worn by Turk. 
and Perfiaz upon their Head, large Stockings, and {ome wear Sandals: in an ordinary 


and effeminate garb thus refembled. 











The other fort of People are Merchants, Bramins, Gentiles, and Perle, which laftare 
the originary Inhabitants. “With whom in order fuffer me to tempt your patience; this 
firft remembred, that when any Ships ride at Sw.clley (which is from September to Afarcb 
commonly) the Banzyanzs all along the Sca fide pitch their Booths and Tents and Huts of 
Straw in great numbers, refembling a Country-fair or Market; tor there they fell Calit- 
cocs, China-fatten, Purcellan-ware, Scrutores or Cabinets of Mother of Pearl, Ebony, 


ivory, Agats, Turquoifes, Heliotropes, Cornclians; as alfo Rice, Sugar, FR 
Arack; 
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Arack, cc. There arc withal many little Boys or Pe unes, who for four-pice a day 
.twvo-peonce of ours Moa.) are ready to ferve you either to interpret, run, go crrands, 
or the like: thcíc will not cat or drink with a Chriltian, no. out of the fame leaf they 
drink their Toddy: the Bazzye«z and other Zzdiaz Females after the Oriental mode are 
fL_ldom vifiblc 5 for their jealous Husbands mew them up. But here wc fee Elephants 
and Horíes, but 'twixt Siwalley and Sarrat Oxen co molt labour; for ’twixt.Towns Men 
ufually travcl in Chariots drawn by Oxen, but in Towns upon Palamkeens, and with Sam- 
breros de Sol over them. The currant Coyns here, arc Pice, Mammocdees, Roopees, and 
JDynmacs 5 Pice arc heavy round pieces of Brafs, 37 make our Shilling; the A4ammoody and 
Roopee are good Silver, round, thick, and (after the Suracenic foit who allow no Ima- 
ges) ftamped with Arabick, Lcttcrs, importing the King and Mahomet, a ALammoody is 
our Shilling, a Reopce two Shillingsand three-peace, a Pardow four Shillings; the Dina 
ish picce of Gold worth thirty Shillings; but Spzz/h Rials, Piflolets and Pezfzzz Lar- 
1ées, Abaflecs, and Exglifh Gold (cach Twenty-fhilling-picce in Perfia going for twenty- 
fix Shillings) are here currant. Again (as I have becn told by Merchants) a hundred 
thoufand Roopecs make one Zeck, a hundred Lee» make onc Cro, ten Crou (or Carrors) 
one 4rch: Again, in Silver, fourtecn Roopces make a Aalt, 1150 Mafe make a hundred 
Tolls; ten Tolls of Silver value one of Gold: In Braf., thirty Tacks or Pice make onc Roo- 
pee in weight; the Barman is eighty two Pounds Ezgbfb, but fifty five of their Pounds : 
the Mawnd asmuch 53 howbeit, as in Perfia, the A.avzd, Shaw and Tabriz differ, even as 
our Troy and Haverdupois, {o in all parts of the World where wealth and trafhck is, are 
fuch diitinguifhments: ina word, the Bazwyans (as cratty , thc Proverb goes,asthe De- 
vil) by amoderate outfide and excefs in fuperftition make many fimple Men lofe them- 
felvcs, when by a hecdlefs admiration of their plain dealing, or rather hypocrific, they in- 
tangle themfelvcs by crediting their fugred words in way of Trade or Complement, baits 
plegfingly fwallowed when one contemplates their moral temperance. They are gene- 
rally good Arithmeticians, till of late have little clfe than number of the Mathematicks 
fave in the Art of Dialling 5 concerning which, fome report that the 54zzyazs here had 
aClock that {truck 64 timesin 24hours. The Day and Night they divideintofour, and 
fub-dividethat into cight, and fome little skill they have in Navigation; great admirers 
they are of Nature, and faith Seneca, Quid aliud eft Naturaquam Deus ? Reafon to the na- 
a Man being the Face of God, like as was the Law untothe 7ews, and Gofpeltothe 
£[E tH 5 

The Bannyans (or Vanyans) are olevafter or of a tawny complexion, for the moft 
part fpare of body. They let their Hair grow long, and yet according to the Country 
mode their Head is wreathed with a {mall Shafh which ufually is white; their Habit is 
along Coat commonly of white quilted Calicoe of the Dalmatick fort; their Shoos va- 
rious in colour and fafhion; iome being checker'd and ingraled in elegant order, 
wrought according to each Mans ingenious fancy; without Latchets, fharp and turning 
upat thc Toe, thin Soal’d, high Heel’d, furiounded with Steel, faft and durable: The 
Women are of a whitcr colour than the Men, not expofing themfelves fo to the Sun, yet 
want the fanguine mixture to adorn them, which they neverthelefsfupply by Art, there 
being found the beft Vermilion: they likewife wear their Hair long and difheveled 5 al- 
beit pait be obfcured by a fine thin Lawn, through whofe tranfparency it feems more 
lovely; thcir Ears, Noícs, Arms, and Legs are loaden with many Manilhos or volunta 
Rings and Fetters of Brafs, Gold, and Ivory , their behaviour is filently modeft, but fu 
gorg’d (as fome fay) with libidinous fantafies. Marriage is here is honoured that 
moft times they contract at feven, and at ten years old are often Parents 5 which puts 
me in mind of that which Pizy in his 6. and 8. ib. eb. 17. and 14. writes concerning the 
Calinge whom he places hereabouts, and would have us believe that the Women are 
pregnant at five and feldome live above cight; but this is certain, that if an Infant dye 
ere he be married his Parents procure a Virgin (to whom they give fome Dyzaes of 
Gold) to be his Bed-fellow or Wife for one Night, to avoid the reproachful Proverb, 
Hle dyed uamarricd. 
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Polygamy herce is odious, in which refpect they ceafe not to vilifie the ALzhoyerans 
as people of an impure ioul. In thisthicy parallel the Antick Romans, who (as Tacitus, 
Marcellin, aud Tertullian tell us) fo hated Digamy (both in cnjoying two Wives at one 
time and being twice marricd) as no Holocauft was ever offered, no holy fire lookt 
unto by fuch, nor fuch as iflued from {uch Parents. Their Funerals are of the old 
{ftamp (recorded by Curtius) facring the Corps to Afhes in a holy fire, compounded 
of all forts of coftly woods and Aromatick fpices: The Wife alfo (in expectation to 
enjoy her Husband amongft incomparable pleafures) invelops her dainty body with the 
mercilefS flames, for which affection fhe obtains a living memory. Thcir Priefts called 
Bramyni or Brachmani arc fuch as in old times were named Cynno-fophi, faith Porphyrius 
the great Platonift in his 4.1). de abftinen. ab efit carnium, and Tertullian aducr fits Cormntes, 
Negue enim Brachmanne aut Indorum Cymnofophifte fumis filvicole, Cc. a name given them 
from thcir going naked, for zupves eff Nudus. Now if by defcent he continued conftant 
to his contemplation, he then attained to the degree or title of a Brachman: if he fought 
this degree by election, he was feven years (fays Bardefunes of Babylon) tiled Calanus 
and Samasweus, and after by that other attribute Bracman, who with the Sroicks held 
that God is Anima midi albeit PL:zto and Socrates could have taught ther: that Deus 
zon folium c[l mens mundi, but that Deus nniverfa complet, and Mirgil, that Denm irc per oni- 
aes Terrafzgie tracluf re maris calumgue profundum., Ol all fort of Philofophers they were 
held the moft learned and contemplative. Tertullian calls them lorie arim:zlia , Apol- 
lonins füppofes they were and were nor carthly ; their thoughts being fo trantfcen- 
dent, as if they were ravifht by the fivectnels of that harmony the rolling Orbs inan 
exact diapazan fend forth by their forced Motion. Their imagination flew beyond Nature, 
believing thatthis Fabrick of the inferior world was created of nothing, made “‘pherical, 
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yet fubjecét to diflolution; that it had an efficient caufe being unable to form it felf, and that 
that caufa is the commander of nature; and that number is the firft and moft eflential 
Element inthe conftitution of all Creatures. Our birth no other than a quick concep- 
tion perfected by death, which is the true Nativity of the Soul and entrance to im- 
mortality. A Tenet however oppofed by the Srozcks, yet by thefe Bramyns trom the 
Tradition of the Phenix, obfervation of Corn, and the like, fo refolutely maintained 
that from hence arofe that magnanimity of Calan: the Bramyn whoat Perfagard in Alex. 
fight voluntarily committed himfelf to the fire to become immortal , as Lucan lib. 3. re- 
ports of fome others of his perfwafion. 


Who whiles alive their funeral pyles ercct, Quique fuas ftruxcre pyras, vivique calentes 
And leap into the fire, helping death ro effect Confcendcre rogos. Proh ! quanta cft gloria genti 
The obit of life. Injeciffe manum fatis, vitaque icpletos, &c. 


Thefe Heliognofti from the adoration they gave amd obfervations they pretended to 
make, would with fixed and unwearicd eyes all day long gaze upon the Sun, during 
which they would with their naked fcet indurethe fcalding fands (the like of which be- 
held at Surrat) neither extream heat nor cold amating them. Alexander vifiting Calanus 
the late mentioned  Zrac»az who burnt himfelf in that Monarchs view,- (in token 
of hiscontempt of death, andcertainty of his tranfmigration or fhadowed immortality) 
and telling him and others of his opinion, That he would grant them whatíocvcr they 
would crave, They quickly anfwered, give us Immortality, for of all things "tis that we co- 
vetmoít. How can I(replyed Alexander) do that, who am a mortal? Seeing thou ac- 
knowlcdgeft thy felf (fay they) to be a man, why doft thou not then rather chufc to live 
contentedly at home, than by an unbounded Avarice thus to put the whole World into a 
combuition?  Buttoreturn, 

The Bannyan Religion at this day hath thefe Tenets: The whole frame or body of the 
world had a beginning, created by a God ofimmenfe power, eternaland provident: after 
he had made man, toaffociate him he created woman to fympathize in fimilitude of body 
and difpofition. Thefe he named Posyrousand Parcouty, a couple fo innocent that they re- 
puted it a crime to cut any thing that had aífeníitivc life, feeding only upon herbs and 
truits and the like vegetables, therein agreeing with thofc who imagine that Adam having 
the liberty to live upon herbs and fruit the killing of any creature for food was not ufed 
tillafter the flood. .ZVeab indeed was in exprefs terms not only licenfed herbs and fruit, 
but every thing that moveth and liveth was allowed him for food, Gez. 1. 29. and o. 3. 
From this abftemious couple fprung two couple of Boys (the Emblemes ofthe four com- 
plexions,) Brammon, Cuttery, Shuddery, and Wife. Of different conftitutions; for 
Brammon was Melancholy, Cattery Cholerick, Shuddery Flegmatick, and Wzfe fanguin -* 
Each af which affected a feveral calling. The firft being a Prieft, the fecond a Warriof, 
the third a Merchant, the laíft a Peafant. 

Brammo the Pricft (trom whom the Brahman have their title, and not from Abram 
(whotaught Aftronomy) and Keturah as Poftellas thinkcth) was directed (fays their Shafter 
or book of law) to travel Eait to find a Wife; it being revcaled to him that God had 
fornied four women for him and his brethren, on whom to propagate; (forthe reafon 
they had no fifters to generateupon, was, becaufe fo holy a race fhould not deícend from 
Inccft. ) After along pilgrimage and praycr he efpics his long lookt for Virgin, cloath- 
cd with naked innocence; her face was yellow like Gold, her hair and cyes black, of 
acomplcat ftature, and whom without much courting Brammez won and married : this 
Lady Savatree proved the mother of a holy gencration. Cyttery wasíent Welt to find his 
Mate, hisSwordin’s hand, habited after his nature, all the while fretting for want of 
reliftancc, and that his patience was fo longtrod upon ; at length he cípies a far off one 
coming towards him equally inflamed with impatience , without complement they forth- 
with allaile each otner, with fuch fury and fo much bravery, thatthe firit days fight the 
victory was not to be decided; next day they renew their courage, giving and receiv- 
ing wound infenfibly, till in conclution Cattery grapled and feiz?d Toddicafirce by the 
trefles of her hair; but inftead-of fubjecting her, is (bythe frefh outbreaking of her beau- 
ty) captivated: after fubmiffion and repentance for his rage againft fuch an earthly 
Angel, (he is reconcil'd 5 and from them the Welt {warmed with a generation of Ra- 
diaes or Souldiers. Shiuddery the third Son of Poureus and Parconty travels North, in 
equal hope to find his Miftrcis5 far he wentand many ftrange adventures pafled thorow 
and faw, witncísthat rock of Diamondshe light on, many of which (asany other Mer- 
chant would) he carried along with him enamoured of their ]uftre and fparkling excel- 
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lencies; till at iaft he met with Vifagundah, whom he foon won being of a tractable 
fweet nature and condition, and of her begat fo many Sons that the No-th quick- 
ly became pregnant and inhabited. Now Wyfe (the ftimpleft of Pouwrous Sons, aman of 
much plain honefty and comportment goes Southward, having inteiligence that his fe- 
male was thercabouts, whom (after he had pafled feven Seas) the breadth and way is 
concealed in the Shaffer) and built him a fair Manfion, hither Fejunogundah came to ad- 
mire forareaftructure, whom he foon faw, but not knowing how to court is O’recome 
with Loves pafflion ; long time he was rejected, tiil (by providence) the was moilificd 
and made to yield, upon condition nevcertnelefs that he fhould build many Pagothaesor 
Idol places for woríhip, adore Pictures under green Trees, which to tais day his pọ- 
Íterity obferve ceremonioufly- Thus, from thefe two, the South was filled with mc- 
chanick men, and fuch as practife Husbandry . . 

Wren thefe four youths had confumed fome years in thofe contrary quarters of,.the 
world whither Fate directed them; all four became equally mindful of tneir firit home, 
detirousto vilit their Parents; notonly to propagate there and furnifhthat Medituilium 
of the Earth, but to recount their memorable fortunes and adventures. After much 
toilthey arrived at the place from whence they came, cach of tnem attended by a troop 
of theic own off-fpring. "Tistoo great å labour to dcfcribe the joy and mutual .moraces 

ait "twixt them and their aged Parents, revived by this good hap from the benumming 
trolt of old age; as alfo the reciprocal kindneís and love that was amonylt tne four 
Travellers, a dull fenfe may eafily comprehend it was without the leaft mixture ot dif- 
content or maiady. Notwithf{tanding, to fhew no fummum bonum can be had in thislife, 
in proccís of time (the iflue of thefe four multiplying) the world began to lofc her vir; 
gin-purity, difcord, pride and rapine mingling amongít them, foas brothcrly love was 
laid aude 5 no appearance being now but of violence and voluptuouíncfs. For Bramon 
rows idle and careleis in his devotion. Curtery becomes infolent and afpiring, regard- 
ing Neither the venerable admonition of his Parents, hor the dignity of Bramo.« nis eider 
Brother. Shuddery alfo invents deceit, neither regarding juftice nor equity, but de- 
lightsin cheating his other Brethren.  Wyfe alfo grows unthrifty in a good sonfcience, 
banishing hisinnate honeity to entertain riot ; For which, his cruci Brother Cattery do- 
minecrs, impoling fuch burthens upon the Countrey-man that Wyfe is now tne Ovject 
of caihicr.d riot, and the abject of his Lordly Brother; who alfo picks a quarrci with 
Shuddery and admits not of any reconciliation till the Poor Merchant had tatished his 
Avarice with halt Ims itore, fo that fuch hate and fear grew amongft "em tnat all their 
Delizns wereinvoiv din dark confuhon. Now though deceit, riot and tyranny 1way a 
while, anall-fecing Maj ity its above, who in hisown time rctaliates inthe cxcremity 
and obliquity of juitice. oit hapncd: For upon a fudden, when they were moit ex- 
ercitcd in viilany and leaft dreamt of an account, God robes hini;cl£ with ciouds and 
Maihes terrour 5 whcrcat the Seas multiply their noife and {well fo formidabiy that they 
threaten an univcríal deluge: Inthe interim, the people are amazed with horrible 
cracks of thunder and fuch thick flafhes of lightning, that the entrails of the earth feem 
to gaip and quake with terrour: which done, in a moment the fea breaks O’rcher 
bounds, and in tilence {weeps away all creatures upon the earth, purging thereby the naity 
{mell oftheir poiution. 

But God, wno delights in Mercy his great attribute, repenting him of his feverity, 
refolves again to furnilh the earth with a new gencration repleat with more purity and 
perfection. To which end he defcends and uponthe high mountain called Ad@eropurbatee 
commaads Bremawto rife up, who (though till then uncreated) obeyed, and forthwith 
worthipped his Maker. In like fort, at two other calls came up Yiffvey and Ruddery, 
who pertormed their obeyfance. Bremaw had power given him to create other creatures 5 
V:fizey had order to preferve them; and Ruddery {trength to mailacreand be Gods exe- 
cutioner, by inflicting death, plague, famine, difeafes, war and the like mifchiefs. Accord- 
ing to this appointment, thefe three new created Lords manage their particular ini- 
ployment, to each of them a fct period of tinie being allotted tolive upon earth: For 
Bremaw at the end of the fecond Age in a fiery Chariot was tranflated : WiGsey conti- 
nues doubie his time and then dies, leaving the Wuce to Ruddery (at the end of three 
times {0 longcommorance) to d:ftroy the world, and to tranflate the fouls of good men 
intoa Garden of ravifhing delights, Elyfium. Butere this was accomplifhed, it is fit to 
acquaint you how Bremaw came to furnifh the earth with morce inhabitants. The Sher 
tells us that as Bremaw was ruminating how to act, fuddenly he fell into a deep !lcep 
or trance, and upon recovery felt his body troubled beyond meafure, purporting !ome 
immediate alteration: Nor did his apprehention deceive him; for lo, ctii be 
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body begun to dwell, yea, fo great anguiil to afflict him, that in all points it re- 
{cmbled a womans travei; and indeed it had Analogy, inthat his bowels began to ex- 
tend more and morc«and his dolour to incrcaíc, till (after great toil) the fecond {welling 
found vent, broke, and delivered their burthen, being two Twins, ofcach fex, whom 
he necded not give fuck unto, in that by like miracic they immediately grew up toa per- 
fect ftature, and were miraculoufly furniihed with language and education. Bremaw 
the Parent named them Manaw and Ceteroupa, whom after he had bletitd he fent Eaft to 
the great mountain Adounderpurvool, where itrainhtway Ceterozpa brought forth three 
more fons and as many daughters: the Boys fhe called Priauretta, Outa:apautha, and 
Soomcraut; tic Girlcs Cammah, Sounerettay, and Sumboo. Tne eldeft fon and daughter 
went Weit to a mountain callcd 5Segzz5 the two teconds North to Sipola, thetwo laft 
ofeach fex to Sapar, where they fo jencratcd that they quickly peopicd each their quar- 
ter. Which done, God perceiving the hearts of men enclined to alt forts of Sin, to 
give them directions how to live vertuoully and avoid temptation, he left Heaven a 
while, and alighting on tne high Mount AMeropurbatee, thither he call'd Bremaw, to 
whom he fpake many things out of a duskie dark cloud, now and then tla(hing glimpfes 
of his Majeity, acquainting him why he deftroyed the {firit world, their fins provoking 
him; and how he was rcíolved never to do lo again: to that end he delivercd Bremaw 
a Book (the Shafter by name, divided intothree Tracts, dedicated to the three great 
Caits; the firit containing Moral Precepts , the fecond the ceremonies of Worfhip; the 
third a divilion of them into three, with peculiar inftructions to each Caft-or Tribe. 

Their Moral Law (read and taught them by Bremaw out ofthe Shaffer) has cight Com- 
mandments 5 (molt of which agree withthe feven which Rabbi Solomon fays Noah taught 
the World in his time, called tne ZVoabcady.) 

i- Tnou {fhalt not deftroy any living creature, for thou and it are both my crea- 
tures. 

2. Thou fhalt not fin in any of thy five fenfcs: Thy Eyes not bcholding, vanity 5 thy 
Earsto be ftopp’d in hearing evil, thy Tongue not to utter any filthineis 5 thy Pallat 
hating Wine, Ficfíh, and all other vive things; thy hands abhorring things defiled, 

3. Thou ihait duly perform fet times of devotion, as praying, waíhing, elevating, 
proitrating, cc. 

-++ Thouihalt not lie nor dillemble: 

s. Thou thalt not be hard-hearted but helpful unto others. 

ó. ‘Thou flialt not opprefs nor tyrannizc. 

7- Thou fhait obíerve certain Feftivals and Fafting-days. 

$8. Thou thalt not iteal. | 

Thete cight Precepts are fub divided into four: cach of the four old Caíts retaining 
them. Bramonand shuddery, i. e. the Braminy and Bazzyaz are ticd to a molt fevere and 
Ítrict obfcrvance inthe decorum of their Worihip. — Cutrery and. Wyfe, i. e the Juftice and 
Labourer agree in theirs. From whence it comes to pats, that the Priefts and Mer- 
chants (appropriating, the firft and fecond to themfelves) are more fuperftitious than 
the Caits of Souldiers and Mcchanicks who allume a liberty of Meats and Wine in va- 
riety- Notwithitanding, allofthem believe the Metempfycholis of Pythagoras, whofe 
conccits we will parallel by and by with thefe Bannyans. In this place drawing your 
judgment to a remembrance of what is already rclated: wherein we may perceive the 
delution Satan charms them with, whofe cuftom it hath ever been to erect to himfelf 
Worthip and Idolatry in fome things (to make ?em more authentical) cohering withthe 
Story ot our Bible and in imitation of the Jews. Now that this Shaffer of the Barzzyazs 





isa depraved Story of the Bible, cither introduced by fome Jews fuch time as Solomon: 


traded to Ophir (near thefe parts;) or from the Father of Lies, who ufually dictates 
to his Servants, is plain. For, {peaking of the Creatión of the World out of a Chaos, 
and forming of Pourows and Parcoutee fucceflively, who fecs not the alluding to Adam 
and Eve inthis refemblance? Like that of Ovid and Plato, borrowed from the Firft 
Book of Mofes his Pentateuch, which facred Pen-man lived Ano mundi 2430. before 
the Zzcarzatiqg about 1490. years; and is found to be more ancient in time than the very 
firit of agy of the Heathen Deities : The other of the Creation (delivered by Mofes) Mha- 
dowed int: The Univerfat Deluge and deftruétion of mankind pointing out that of 
Noal: By Bremaw’s recciving the Law from God (in a dark cloud and lightning) upon 
the high Mount A4eropurbatee , Mofes his being on Mount Sizai in Arabia where the 
Decalogue wasgiven: And in Bremaw’s departure from Earth to Heaven, thetraníla- 
tion of Eli.ts. 
The Bay. are commanded (as in moft hot Countrics in all other Pagan Religions 
H is 
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is obferved) to wash often. Firft, dawbing their naked Bodies with dirt and mud 
(the Emblem of fin;) then diving three times in the water, their Faces turned’ to the 
Eaít, fhaking a few grains of Rice asa Thanksgiving tothat Element for purging them. 
Baniani è letto (urgentes ad oricntalen folem fe convertunt cd junttis manibis orat, is oblerved 
by Pope Piss fecundus. Athree-fold ducking and tripartite thread is hung at three holes 
in a itone about the Neck, the Rice fixcd cach morn in an ungucnt of red paint bef{imear- 
ing the Forehead with a little white or ycllow Sanders tempered with water, probably 
was an old practice amongit the Heathen, andis with them a Symbol of Baptifm, and fig- 
uifics fruitfulncfs : Their turning to the Eaft is in memory of the Judgment and Creation, 
and toadorc the Sun and Moon in that they take them to be Gods Eycs, Sol omnia videns, 
oculis delectabilis, full of purity, heat and nurture. But this their attending the blufhing 
Sunathisarifing, thc elevation of thcir hands, murmurs, plajhing the water in Magick 
order, diving, writhing, and acting other fopperies, albeit we can with Solomon fay, 
It is a pleafant thing to behold the Suz, yct in this their’ View, hear them condemned by a 
Neighbour of theirs, Fob that patient Edomite: If I bebeld tbe Sun when it (bined, or the 
Moon walking inbrightnc{s, and my heart hath been fecretly inticed, or my-mouth hath kiffed my 
hand, this alfo were an iniznity to be punifhed by the Fudge, for I [bould thereby have denied the 
God which is abcve. And by the Plalmift, If we have forgotten the Name of onr God, and bol- 
den up our bands to any ftrange God, (ball not God (who knows the fecrets of the hert) fearch it 
ont? And by Mofes inthe 4th. Of Deuteronomy {trictly cautioned, Take heed unto your felves, 
left ye corrupt your felves by making a Graven Imaze or the fimilitude of any Figure, Xc. and left 
thou lift up thine Eyes unto FTeaven, and when thoi feeft the Sun, Moon and Stars, vith all the Flo ft 
of Flcaven, thou fbouldefi be deceived and wor fhip them, and ferve thofe things which the Lora God 
hath made to ferve all Nations under Heaven, &c. And by Ezekiel, cbap.8. verfe 20. the 
Houle of 7zdab for this kind of Idolatry was reproved. 

Above all, their Idolatry to Pagods (or Images of deformed demons) is obfervable : 
Placed thefe Idols are in Chappels commonly built under the Bannyan Trees, (or that 
which Zzzfcbor cald Arbor de Rays, or Tree of Roots; Sir Walter Raletel Fics Indicus s 
like that which Cardax calls Ceiba, growing in the Weff-Indies, or that the Spaniards cal] 
Gorda) a Tree of fuch repute amongfít'em, that they hold itimpicty to abufe r£, either 
in breaking a branch.or otherwife defacing it, but contrarily they adorn it with Stream- 
ers of Silk,and Ribbons of all forts of colours. The Pagods arc of fundry refemblances, 
in {uch fhapeas Satan vilibly appears unto them. Sedulius, lib. 4. Carm. fays well,

Under thefe Trees they actuate their Idolatrous devotion: there they pay their Tythes 
and Offerings, receive the unction and fprinklings of fundry colour d Powders: there 
they perform Ceremonies, notice being given by the found of a little Bell: there they re- 
peat their Orifons, make Proccílions, iing and perform many Myfteries; yea, io nu- 
merous grew their Idol Temples, that (till the Muffulmen mixt among them) cach Vil- 
lagc had its teverak Pagod, many of which to this day are ftanding. One ofthe chief in 
Indujfan was that at Variaw near Surrat; anothcr at Nigracut, where the Dewry is feel’d 
and paved with Gold, ycarly vitited by many 1009 Bannyans, who in way of devotion 
have ufed tocut out part of their Tongues as a Sacrifice, and whereby to fpcak the Szb- 
boleth better ever after. In TZagazzat a. Town in Bezgala is another of their JOcwrys or 
idolatrous Temples; . where for fevcn daysa Feftival is annually obferved: during which 
the Pagod is by the Tokires expofed to publick view, and in triumph carried through 
the Streets; an idol of a monftrous fhape, placed upon a Chariot with cight whoecls, 
drawn by above 100 7zdiazs, who in great fwarms repair thither in devotion, and fome 
out of zeal cait themfclvesin the way and arc crufht to death, hercby exprefling a volun- 
tary Sacriice tothe Devil. At Tzzaffer? alfo fomctimes 105000 Zzdiazsego naked into 
€, RRES, and bowing their Bodies, with their hands they throw the water aloft as an 
Offering to the Sun, which they worfhip: others ofnote arcat Baynaras upon Gazges, at 
Ecberpore, Fallamexa, Elabas, Sibah and other places. Part of their Religion conftifls in 
invocating holy Men famoufcd for vertue. Howbcit the Cos is of moit cfteem with 
them: Toncy have the Cyrerian or eEgyptian Goddeis for an cexcmple, tic Image of a 
Cows, which fignified the Tillage that preferved them (by Screpis, i. c. Fofi pls pou- 
d. ucc) 
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dence) from that memorable Famine mentioned in Gemefis. In Wars the Catteries or 
Radieas only call upon Bemobem ; the rich upon Atycaffer, the poor upon Syer, the la- 
bourers upon Gwzzer; the married upon Aurmount, &c. Morcover,they affect Pilgri- 
mages to Rivers, efpecially Gozga as they call Ganges which is more venerable than any 
other, in that (as they fay) Bremaw frequented it, and that it has (at Siba, where it 
fprings out of a Rock) aHead in form of a Cow ( which they little lefs than worfhip, 
not only in refpect of her fruitfulnefs butin imitation (itmay be) of thc eLeyptian Apis 
a py'd Ox5) Idolatry fo notorious, that it fcems ftrange, what Exfebsus in his 6. lib. of 
Evang. prep.cap- o. afhrms, Thatthe Seres by their Laws prohibit Murder,.Adultery, and 
adoration of Idols; That the Brachmans cat not any thing animate, drink no ftrong li- 
quor, are free from paflion, imploy their time in the whole fervice of the great God, 
avoiding the adoration of Idols: Albeitthere are Indians in the fame Region, who de- 
file themfelves with Idolatry, and fuch vices as moft Nations punifh: Yea,the Perfians by 
a Law did allow of inceftuous Marriages; which was foloathfome to thc neighbour Na- 
tions asthey branded them with the Name of*AZZzeuffces, than which a more odious Name 
could not be given any. Buthow much thefe placesare now altered from thofe Cuftoms 
will appear by the obfervation we fhall make in travelling amongftthofe Nations. To 
return: Thefe Baynyans walh oft, and thereby fuppole themfelves purified from fin (and 
dirt;) in requital enriching her Womb with Gold and Jewels, hoping to thrive the 
better; efpccially, when they are fick, thirfting to have their mouths moiftned with a 
drop of that holy water; which is no lefs valuable than if it immediately flowed out of 
Paradife. 

Ih Baptifm the Priefts Children and Merchants (that isto fay Bramins and Bannyans) 
anoint with Oyl, and cleanfe with Water: The prophaner fort as they call Men of War 
and Manufactures have only Watcr with the point of a Pen oppofcd to their Forehead, 
as wifhing that God would write good things there; to which the company fay Amen: 
Their Marriages are fometimes at feven years old, but cohabit not till ten ; if any dye 
unmarried, they conclude him unhappy 5 fo that oft-times they marry them when dead, 
aforethey be buried. An opinion probably borrowed from the ZZebrews of old, whofe 
Rabbins, from that Precept to Adam mentioned in 1. Gen. 28. Crefcite c multiplicamini & 
replete terram, make this inference or comment upon the Text, Qui matrimonium non con- 
trahunt, partem nortbabent in feculo futuro, the unmarried have no part or portion in the 
World to come; adding withal, Homo, qui nom habet Uxorem, Fiomo non eff: a pofition 
the Bramin makes ule of, to juftifie their Marriage Cuftome. The Marriage-cercmonies 
are not many nor frivolous : the Boy rides about the Town attended with {uch little ones 
as can ride, robed with Jewels, Scarfs, ec. one day; the Bride the next with a like 
train of Virgins no lefs richly attired: The Bride and Bridegroom are known and di- 
ftinguifhed from the reft by their Coroncts, the Ceremonies are celebrated by Kettle4 
drums, Trumpets, Pageants and the like: The Bride has no Money Portion, for they 
hold it contemptible ; only fome Jewels and Dinaes of Gold, fuch as they that day are 
attired with; (I dare not ie, thole 'EZ,2; or Marriage-gifts mentioned by Homer- 9. 
iliad. Suidas and others.) The Wedding isthus: A Fire is interpofed, intimating the 
purity and heat of their affections; a filken ftring circles both their bodies as the Hiero- 
glyphick of Wedlock; then a Linen Cloath is put betwixt them, in token that till then 
thcy were unknown to one another in nakednefs. This done, the Bramin blefles them, 
prays that fhe may prove as gentle and fruitful as a Cow; the Cloth is torn away, the 
itring untied, and then they are one anothers ever after. Thefe never marry out of their 
own Cafts; Bramins marry the Daughters of Bramins ; Cuttery’s the Daughters of Cat- 
tery’s; Shuddery’s, Shuddery’s, and Wyfes not only fo, but alfo compere in their own 
Trades, as Taylors, the Daughters of a > Barbers, Barbers Daughters, cc. And, 
contrary to thc cuftome of AZabometazs, their Wives live not under much fubjection. 

In ficknefs they call upon Marrawz (an Epithete of God) exprefling mercy: If they 
perecive he is going the way of all flefh, then they open his hand and moiften it with 
holy water, water of Ganges. When dead, they walh the Carcafs and carry it filently 
to the water-fide, where they ‘utter two or three words to that Element, then burn his 
body in rwect Wood or Spices which as earth mixes with the Corps, and throwing the 
afhes into the River think they have given every Element his peculiar due, and {6 depart 
well fatisfied. The Pricft prefents his Son the Roll of his deceafed Fore-Fathers, and 
bids him fulfil the Ceremonial Law of deploring for ten days, neither ufing his Wife, 
laughing, cating Opium nor Berele, putting on no clean Cloaths nor Oyl on’s head, but 
that day Month yearly ever after make a Feaft, and pay a complemental vifit to that 
River which drunk his Fathers Afhes. Oft-times the Wife (to exprefsher Jove) incinc- 
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rates her felf at that time her Husbands body is burned. They affect no fecond Mar. 
riages, the Rajeaes and Wyfes excepted. Now the reafon why they burn their dcad, is 
either in imitation of thofe recorded by the Prophet Amos 6. 10. or in way of pity, left 
the Enemy fhould offer it fome villany; or if buried it would ftink, and fo putrifie the 
Grafs and make Kine unhealthy; bcíides, out of their Carcafes would illuc Worms, who 
(for ought they know) may ftarve when the dead body is confumed, and that fhould prove 
a fin inexpiable. | | 

The Bramins are of 82 Cafts or Tribes 5 the Vertaes are of a higher degree but fewer 
in number; their Habit isa Girdle of an Antclops skin tyed about their middle, a thong 
of the famc hide reaching from thc neck to the lettarm, being elfewhere nakcd; fome 
of them wear a three-fold thread, reaching from the right fhoulder to the left arm, 
others three {mall ftrings of Silk upon their ficfh as low as their wailt, which ferves asa 
badge of their Profeflion, and either in memory of the three Sons of the tecond Crca- 
tion, or of Para Bramma and his three Sons, by them adored ; upon thcir head tney 
wreath fome fine white Callico, in which their hair is neatly plaited ; in their Ears they 
wear Gold Rings, fometimes fct with Stones of price: they marry but once, faft itrictly, 
drink moderately, wath frequently, and by the other Sects are highly reverenced.. 

The Cutteries allumc a greater liberty; tor being menof War they fcruple not to fhed 
blood, eat flefh, and to appear libidinous ; they are for the moft part called Rujaes or 
great men; have fix and thirty Cafts, from fome of which none of them but is dc- 
fcended : Of thefe are the Tribes of Dodepuchaes, iome being Chawah, fome Solenkees, 
Tome Vagegclaes, Íomc Figlitters,and iome Paramors: Of long tinics they have been Owners 
of Dallas the lait ot which by Aladin a Potan King of Delly, had wrefted from him 
Guzzarat, fince when, moft of the remainder is taken away trom them by the luc of 
Tamerlane: At this day they call themíclvces Rafhpootcs (or Sons of Kings) and live law- 
fefs to the Moors; the chief of which, at this day, are Rana Radgee ZMardout, Rada 
Surmul-gee, Raia Berumfhaw, Mahobet-chan, Radia Barmulgee, Rad:;ea Ramuazar, Kadzgea 
Fooh’, Feffingh, I zerterfi»g, and Manfingh, Ge. And thcic being ror the greatcit part 
mountaineers are rude and of a more warlike difpolition than thofe civilized Indians 
that live in Cities, and inhabit the Champain Countries, and thence it is that they va. 
lue neither the Porazs nor the Bulloches, which be the fighting men among Adzhomerans. 

The Shudderyes or Bazzyazs are Merchants, and (contrary to their mame, which tizni- 
fies harmilefs) are the molt crafty people throughout ZzZi«. Full of phlcgmatick tear 
they be and fuperitirion: They are indced merciful, grieving to fee other people fo 
hard-hearted as to feed uponFifh, Ficfh, Raddifh, Onions, Garlick, and fuch things as 
either have life or refemblance of blood. They for their parts will not kill fo much as 
a Loufe, aFlea, aKakaroch, or the like, Noz uf erat carnium ante diluvinum, {faith Co- 
wneftor; but contrariwife buy their liberty of fuch Sailors, and others, as of neceflity 
muft crufh them: yea, they have Hofpitals for old, lame, tick or ftarved Creatures, 
Birds, Beafts, Cats, Rats, or the like; and have no worfe men to overfee them than the 
Pufhelans, the beft refpected forts of Bramins. Thefe are of Pythagoras his doctrina- 
ting, believing the Metempfychofis or tranfanimation or patlage of Souls into Bcafts: 
As for examples; the Souls of Drunkards or Epicurcs into Swine ; thc luftful and incc- 
ftuous into Goats and Dogs; the Diilemblers into Apes, Crocodiles, and Foxes: the 
lazy into Bears; the wrathful into Tygers; the proud into Lions; the blood-thirity in- 
to Wolves, Ounces, Snakes 5 the perjur’d into Toads, and the likc: but thc Souls of 
good men, abftemious, pitiful, and courteous, into Kinc, Buffalacs, Sheep, Storks, Doves 
Turtles, c*c. An opinion memoriz’d by Ovid, 15. Afctamorpb. ° 


Hcu quantum fcelus eft in vifcere vifcera condi, Fle(b fed with flefbs ob what impiety ! 
Congeltéq; ovidum pinguefcere corporc corpus, Thy greedy corps with corps to fat thereby ! 
Alteriufque animantem animantis vivere leto! Oze living thing to live by others death - 
Parcite (vaticinior) cognatas cxde nefanda Ob fpare ! I warn you, todifturb rh breath 
Exturbare Animas, nec fanguine. fanguis Of Kinfmen by foul flaughter 5 for your blood 
alatur, With others blood to fecd, zs no ways good. 


And in juftification of this opinion they have the beft learned amongít the Heathens, no 
lefs than Plato himfelf for their initruétor ; who to perfwade men that the Soul Was im- 
mortal, and that there was peva and premimn altcr this life, fcigns the Mctempt';cho is of 
the fouls of men into isecsaud Ants, if good; into Wolves and Dogs, if bad, ce. which. 
nevertheleiS he profefles he neither believes for truth himfelf, nor takes for anv other 
than a Fiction. 
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The laft Sect or Caft of Gentiles are the Wifes; a name, albeit derived from Wife the 
youngelt fon of Pousrons and Parcootee, yet in their tongue properly fignifies a labour- 
ing man: Thefe be of two forts, the Wzfe and the Coolee, the firit agrees with the Baz- 
zyan in abftinence, the other of late ycars not forbcaring to cat any manducable Crea- 
ture; the purer fort arc fubdivided into other 36 Cafts. 

The refult of allis, that thefe four Calfts in time grew fo impious that God required 
Ruddery to command a blait of wind to fwccpaway that Generation, which accordingly 
he did: That tempcít raged fo violently that the Mountains and Rocks werc hurled and 
tolled to and fro like duft or tennis-balls3 the Seas were turned out of their courfe, yea 
holy Gazges out of her Channel, whercin all (fave a very few honeft men and women 
which were fpared and left to replenifh» in that tempeft perifhed: this was the fecond 
confulion. Soon after, God gave them a King (propagated from thc fecd of the Bray- 
enysus) called Ducerat who begat Ram, fo famous for picty and high attempts, that to 
this day his name is honourcd 5 infomuch that when they fay Ram Rame, ?tis as if they 
fhould fay, Al good betide you. 

Now to fhew the imbecillity of mans nature, in procefs of timc the world again grew 
abominable; fothat Ruaddery commands the carth to open aud fwallow down quick thofc 
ungodly wretches, a few excepted, who the third time people the Earth with humane Inha- 
bitaunts: Then (as Bremaw had formerly) Vifinmey the Mediator of mercy afcended (like 
another Aftrea) into Heaven, leaying Ruddery to ovcr-rule this Age of Iron; at the 
end of which he alfo will be rapt into Paradifc. Thefe four Ages they call Curtain, Du- 
anper, Tctrajao, and Kolee, 

Touching the laft Judgment they hold it fhall be more dreadful than the other; the 
Moon will look red as blood, the Sun will fhed his light like purling Brimftone; after 
which will follow an univerfal flafhing of fire with loud thunders, thena flamy rednefs 
will orcfpread the Heavens, and the four Elements Cof which the world confifts) fhall 
maintain a dreadful fight, fo long and fo fiercely one againft another, that at lat ally 
will be revolved into a dark confufion. The fouls of fuch as were good men Ruddery is 
to tranfport into Heaven, the wicked muft perifh; but the bodies of both rife no more, 
as they teach, being too incredulous of thc Refurrection, | 

Now albeit thefe people, ina continued feriesof ignorance, believe that their S/»zffer 
was immediately from God 3 yet that it is grounded upon tradition, and patched out 
of Hiftories Jewifh and gentile, I have already fhewed; both what is in imitation of 
the holy Scripture, and fron: the rule and practife of other Nations : and we may add, 
that their burning the dead is borrowed from Amos 6. 10. their marriage after death 
from Cerinthus and Afarcyon old Hereticks who ufed to baptize after death in cafe they 
were not pre-baptiz'd: the thread tripartite hung about their neck, isa myitcrious 
denotation of the Trinity, Ricc and painting in their forchead not only a fymbol øi. 
Baptifm but in imitation of the Star Rempham fixed in the brow of the idol 722/zcb or of 
Julis Cafar as an embleme of immortality. See alfo in how many things they concur 
with Pyibagor.zs (to this day famous among them. ) Theíe Bramins in moft places affect 
filence; forfive ycars they are nor fuffered to fpcak.in the Schools, but underftand one a- 
nother very much by dumb fignes; they adore toward the Sun 5 honour Angels; ob- 
ferve a Munday Sabbath; abitain from fecond marriages, (fome fromthe firft) affect 
white garments, loath coughing, {pitting and the like; forbear fwearing and blafphemy, 
fhun pleature, drink water, believe the tranimigration of mens fouls into beafts, offer 
inanimate facrifices, deny the bodies refurrection, hate to touch a pot or cup with 
their mouth but rather pour the liquor in ata dilftance, reverence Elders, cat nor drink 
with men of other Religions, ufe wafhings much, touch no unclean thing 5 and many 
other, in little or nothing, differing, with the Pythagoreans as may be gathered out or 
Fofephits, Srid.ts- Philo, Laertizes and others. 

For variety fake, turn we now to another fort of Gentiles in Surrat and Guzanritts 
called Perfees, who are a p-ople deftendcd out of Perfiz, banifht hither (to avoid Ma- 
hometry and circumcitioi) upon the death ot valiant Fezdgird the Perfiam King who died 
Anno Doni. 635. Or thereabouts; whole life and doctrine (as it is gathered from the 
Droo Or Pricils oi this Seat, by Mr. Lord, a Minifter for iome years refident in the 
Factory of Serrat, with whati gathered there my telf) take brictly as folloveth. 

_ Into Zw thefe Perfees came cfuchtimcas Omer the fecond Chaliph after Mahomet fub- Religion of 
jected Perfie in five Jenks from Jafguexz, Luling to Surrat, where after treaty with the the Ren fees. 
Rajeces anil B.tnryns they got leave to plant, and living peaccably to cxercife their Rce- 
ligion. A Religion, iff] may fo call it deduced from thercign of Cuftafp who was King, 
Ol Perfor Ano Afsnli 3sco, belore our Saviours Incarnation goa years, written in their 
Lundir giw Or las book. toii, purpolt. Such 
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Such time as Guftafp (the 14 King of Perfia from Kuyomarraz, by fome thought Noah) 
{wayed the Imperial scepter, it chanced that Efpintaman and Dodoo two poor people, 
man and wife, Chizacs by extraction, lived long together in good repute, but withouc 
Fortunes bleflings, cither as to Eltate or Children: Howbcit, upon Dodoocs praycr a 
Son was given her; who in his conception promifcd (by fome rare and feartul dreams 
the mother hatched) great matters, not only to the altoniihment of his parents, but 
ainazement of the ChizaKing, who (out of jcaloufie and difpofition to credit any rcpo:t) 
fought to prevent ail danger by killing or poyfoning him: but (to jhew a fuperio: pow- 
cr iways, and never milles to accomplifh-its deligns though by man never io much op- 
puzned) nothing couid do him harm, yet fearing his parents ruinc, and to cate tnc 
Kingofhisfcar, they coutent to give Chiza a farewel, and {eek a fecurer abode ina re- 
gion more remote, where they might more freely live and meditate. . 

Far they travelled, many rare things they faw, pait over many great Riverson foot ; 
for Zertooff (1o was this young Prophet named) turned them into folid Ice, and after 
thawed tihem at his pleature, and many rare adventures found, (all which are here 
omitted, inthat Religion isthe mark we fhoot at) not ftaying long im any place till they 
arrived in Perfza, where chey reited and intended to fcttlc. Zertooft (as good men ufe) 
{pent molt of his time in meditation : but obferving the diforder of mens living, forrow 
overcame him 5 and finding the place he was in notfit for Revelations, away he gocs, 
Without reiting till nc cam. inmo adark Valley which was ob{cured by two lotty Moun- 
tains, afolitary and ftit place for meditation. There he in zeminates his murmurs, with 
dejected eyes, erected lands, and knees bended 5 when lo, an Angcl whole face was 
more COcuicant tian tic Sun, in this manner falutes hin. Hail Zertooff! man otf Gol, 
what wouldclit ious Who itraight replics, The prefence of God, and tiatl may receive 
his will and dircétious now toinitru«t my Nation. His prayer wasrcadily granted, his 
body purged, his cyes fca;-.land wraptup. ` Being paft the Element oi Fire aud the hian- 

per Orbs cas farn their Zuzdavajtaw , he was prefented before a Supreme who was arrayed 

with {fuch refulzcut glo., un:.t till he had Aagels cyes put into his acad) he could not 
gaze upon füch a daz' iius Miaywity. — Tacre ne received nis La.vscno piace but Heaven 
will ferve to iteh Philotophy icon, to converte with men Laertes wriccs to Socrates) 
uttered by the Almiginty, wooie words were encompalled with flames of Fire) fuch 
Laws, fuch Secrets, as lome of thum are not to bc promualgatcd. Z«rtooft bciore his 
return makes this requcit, caa. he might live fo long as the World cndured, in that 
protract of time tie cailor to make alltie people of the carci imbrace his doctrine: but 
his timplicity being piri.d, and in a Mirrour the reflex of time, Lucifers craft, mans 
mifery, and other m,ftericsreveal’d, ioon aicercd his vain deirc, fo that having wor- 
hipped, audtakentne Za :zd.zvaftaw in his left hand, with {oinc ccleftial Fire in his right, 
'^ Bahaman Unfhanfpin W» good Angcl, (wno clett the air with his golden wings) he 
was (asin atrice} ie down in cunat tame valley where thc fpirit formerly iouncd him- 

Zertooff having thus armed himielf againft temptations, bidding his Hermieage 
farcwcl travels homeward to publiih his Law: Satan (who all the while looked afquint 
upon Zertæjt , iaboursto f. duce him, and after a fhort excute for nis rude intrulion pro- 
fciles himtuif nis unfeigned friend, afluring him the other Angel had deluded him; that 
God in no wile delighted with Zertoofts detign tufliciently exprefled as much by fuflocring 
him to withdraw io quickly; the denying his requeit argued Gods negicct ot him; his 
travel to reclaim tne worid was vain, mens minds fo doted upon pleafure; his Book 
was {tuit wich lics, and that in pubiuhing it fhame would be his reward; his Fire was a 
mercilefs Element ufzlcf5 in thoic hot Regions: Concluding, that if Z.r.oof? would dc- 
pend upon him he would furnilh him with all deiights, honours and pleafures imagina- 
ble, give hint power to do miracles, fo as he might be worlhipped as a God; which 
if he refufed he was but timple and in no wife worthy his charity. 

Zertooff perceiving the tempter was no better than Luesfer, bad him avoid; and to 
his addition ot terrour call to mind how by hisimpicty hc lolt Heaven and how malice 
made him defirous to draw others into like damnation, the Book hc to fcott at fhould 
condemn him, that Fire torture him and all fuch black-moutiv’d detractors as himfell. 
Whereupon the Fiend vanifhed, and Zertooft at length arrived where he found his Pa- 
rents who rcccivedhim with un :xpr.ilible g!adnetis3 towhomhe imparted his patled for- 
tunes and intentions. Dodoo his Mother imagining it a crime unexpiable that fo excel- 
Jent a Prophet fhould longer be concealed, grew fo tranfported that without longer 
circumance the blazons abroad the ory of her dreams and his conception, enthuti- 
afms, vitions, the excellency of his isook, and the authority he had to publifh it. The 
people admire what they heard; to as Guftafp the Perfr.;ió King having notice thercof 
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and detiring to fee the man, and enquire into the tiuth, fends for him; and after fome 
diicourfe is 1o well fatisficd, that forthwith wavering in his former Religion he judges 
Zertoofis better. Which fudden perfwaiton fo dcjected the Arch-flamen, that he forth- 
with invents all ways poflible to reclaim the King. To cifccl it, firft lic bribes Zerroofts 
Scrvants to convey under his Bed the boncs of dead Carcates, things hatcful ro the 
Pcrfran 5 and then po:ictles the King that this ftranger was a banifhed man of an im- 
pure converfaiion, witncís thc ituifing the Bed he flept upon. The King hereupon 
being brought to view that nafty deceit, and findings the report true, firit abominates 
him and then fhuts him into a loathfome dungeon: but this mifery of his cndured not, 
for tiic King having a Horfe of great account deadly ill, propofes great rewards to 
any could recover him: none durft undertake it I aring the penalty, till Zerroof gi- 
ving him adrink rccovers him 5 an act fo acceptable to C rft af > that tne Prophet was 
received into grace asain, whereby he had the readicr way vo diícovcr the Flamens 
knavery 5 and having thus vindicated his own integrity, bad the opportunity to pub- 
mi his doctrine, which by {ome miracles intermixt, was cipecially by the vulgar tort 
credited. 

It chanced that the King (either ftimulatcd by his Church-men or judging Zcrtcoft 
able to do any thing) calls for him, protcfling his propentty to be or his Religion, 
conditionally he would grant hin: four things: firit, that he might never dye 5. Second- 
ly, thai he might afcend. Heaven and defcend as often as he liited ; Thirdly, that he 
might know what God had done and intended ; Fourthly, that his body might be in- 
vulnerable. 

Zertooft amazed at thefe unreafonable demands, and perceiving it otherwife impoffi- 
ble to have his Dozmata’s received, tells the King, That for one man to have all thofe 
properties was to be God morc than man ; that the King fhould have the liberty to 
chuí: any onc for himízlt, and the other three fhould be diftributed to any other three 
hc thould pleafe to nominate. Which being accepted, Gufltafp makes the fecond his 
choice, that he might alCend and defcend at pleafurc; to know the fecrets of Fleaven 

‘as granted to the Kings Chucch-mans; to live for ever was conferred upon Pifchiron, 
¢the Kinay eldii Son) wao ¢ they fay) lives yet upon Damoan’s high Mountain, guar- 
ded by tnirzy spirits to torbid othcrs the entrance, and let by fetting foot upon that 
holy ground they alto thould live forever: to be trec from hurt was granted Efpazdi «r the 
Kings youngcit Son: Atter which the Zanduvaffaw was opened, the new-broach’d 
Doctrine read, and univerfally accepted of. 

The Zundavaftaw then has a three-told divifion, the firft treats of Judicial Aftroiogy, 
called Affoodezer, and committed to the care of thofe they call Jefopps, 1. C. Sitges - 
The fecond of Natural Philofophy is ttudied by the ZZ«ckeams, i. c. Phyfitians: The laitis 
a compound of Religion named (from the Inventor) Zertoof?, kept by the Daroos, i. c. 
Predic.uits > Each of which three contain feven Chapters. 

Tho Zertooft allo confifts of three parts, pointing at three fevcral forts of Men, Lay- 
men, Clergy, and Arch-biíhop: to every of them it enjoins an increafe of Command- 
ments 5 to the firit fort five, tothe fecond eleven, to the third thirteen. 

The Zebedizs or Lay-mens Precepts are five, viz. 

1. To cherifh fhamefac’dnels, a vertue deterring all forts of ugly vices, as pride, 
revenge, theft, adultery, drunkeunefs, and perfidy. 2. Tocherifh fear. 3- To pre- 
meditate what they are to do, thatif bad,they may reject ; if good, obfervcit. 4. Each 
days firit objcét to be a zemento of Gods love to urge their gratitude. | $4. To pray daily 
to tle Sun, and nightly tothe Moon, as the two great Lamps and Witnefles which be 
molt oppolite tothe Devil who delights in darknefs. 

The cleven given to the ZZezrboods, Daroos or Pricfts to practife are thefe (the other 
alfo of the Bebediz they obferve;) 1. To beconftant tothat form of worfhip inthe Zz- 
dava[hav mentioned. 2. Not to covet what belongs to another. 3. To abhor liss. 
4- Notto be worldly minded. 5. To lcarathe Zandavaftaw by rote. 6. Tokeepthem- 
{elves free from poliution. ~- To torgive injuries. 8. To teach the Laity how to com- 
port themiclves in adoration. | o. To licenfe Matrimony. 10- To be frequent at 
Church. Y. Upon pain of Fire cternal to believe in no other law, which they are 
neither toadd unto, nor diminifh. 

3. The Diffocre or Pope (onc at once) has thirteen, and as he precedes the reft in 
diznity,io is his lite molt itriél; for he is obliged to obferve not only his own,hut alfo the 
two former Tables. 1. He muit not touch any prophance thing, no not the Lay-mzn or 
Daroos of his own bclict, without waíhing or purifying after. 2. He muft do «very 
thing having relation to humfclé with his own hands, as planting, fowing, cooking, cc. 
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3. He is duly to receive the Tenth of what the Laity poflefs. ~. Hc is to avoid vain- 
glory, and with his great in-come toexercife Acts of Charity. . s. His Houfe is to ad- 
join the Church fo ashe may be oft there and go and come without being taker fotice ot. 
6. His wafhings arc to be more frequent than others, bis food purcr, and ro retrain his 
Wives company during her pollution. 7. He is not only to bc perfect in the Zcricoft, 
but of grcateit knowledge in Judicial and Natural Philotophy. 8. That his dict be mo- 
dcrate. 9. That he frar none but God. io. That he teil every Man his o:icnces, 
11. That in Vifions he diftinguifh "twixt good and counterfeit, and juve right judgment. 
12. That whenfoever God communicates his goodnce(ís to him by nightly Vilion he is 
to admire his mercy and to keep them fecret. 13. Tnat the Pyree be ever kincdled till 
Fire deftroy the Ulniverfe, and that he pray over it. This is che fum and fubitance of 
the Zizdavaft which Zertoof? brought from Heaven. Awordot their Feaits, Faits, Wed- 
dings, and Burials. i 

They are tolerated moft forts of Meat; neverthelefs (in obedience to the Mahoe- 
tan and Bannyan, ?mongit whom they live) they refrain Beef and Hogs-icih s howbeit 
the Raíhboors catthelaft. They feldom teed tovether, leit they might participate one 
anothers impurity 5 Each has his own Cup, foas if any of his own Cait chance to ufc it, 
thc other walhes it thrce times and forbears it a whiicatter. Six 1olemn Fettivals thgy 
yearly obferve; the firft called AZedufezum is keptthe 15. Of Fere Or February; >. Petu- 
Jahan on the 26. of Sheruar or April, 3. Yatrum onthe 26. of Zabar or Alay; a. ALedc- 
arum on tic 16. OF Deb or Auguft, 5. Homefpctamadium on the 30. of Spindamud or Octo- 
ber, 6. Aledufun onthe 11.0f Adeblefe or December; all of them in memory of the Cre- 
ation and monthly benefits. After cach of thefe Feaits they cat but one finall incal a: 
day for iive days after, and whenfoever that Lay-men cat any Flesh, they bring part to 
their Eggaree or Temple to pacifie the Lord, in that for their fuitenance the lives of 
thole good Creatures arcannihilated. Nowcoaceining the Fite they adore, ?tis in me- 
mory of that which Zerroof? brought from Heaven, wherein they memorize the Veltals, 
or rather api(hly imitate the Fewżifh Law (the Devilas n.ar as may be deliring to counzer- 
fcit the bell) in Zevir.cb.ó6. v. 13. where 'tis commanded that the Fire (that came from 
Elcaven) fhould be ever burning upon the Altar, and never go out. And as td this Firc- 
worlhip, we find in Story that it hasbecn move anciently ufed in Perf tnan what is licre 
afcribed by the Zundavaft to Zertoofts tines, being probablé, thai as the Creczazs Dor- 
rowed that Idolatry from the Pezfrazs, io from the Greeks was it borrowed by the Vcltal 
Romans. In Perfiathey had many Pyrce, moitof which were defliroyed by Aferaclius tire 
Romian Empcror, during his Wars with Kozrhocs (at which time ALshomer ferved in his 
Army.) Sometothisday arce remaining, having (as they- report) the Idolatrous Fire 
from icc» ycars unextinguifhed. In Zzdia alio the banifht Perfce have their Eggarces 5 
onc of whichis at ZVazcery, whofe Fire has continucd this 250 years, if report fay true. 
Wire note, thatthis their Godfire is not compoicd ot common combuitibles, as Wood, 
Straw, Coals, Slatcs, ce. nor blown by any Bellows, Breath of Man, wafting or like 
prophane things, butcompounded of Sparks flying from a hot burning tcimper’d Steel, 
and kindled cither by Lightning from Heaven, or by Beams from a iburning-glafs, and the 
like; for, fuch only is propcer dor thattheir Aatisbeberaun or Idol-lire. 

But if it chance the Fire have need of cherifhing, the Diffoore and other Lay-moen (at 
twelve foot diftance) furround thcir Dcity, and after fome mimick gcílures the Pricits 
add fome fort of Fuel, and returning to the other people fall to their worihip, befeech- 
ing that they may not only give it due reverence, but honour folemnly all other things 
that refemble it; as Sun, Moon, Stars, yea, and common Fire, which alfo they fo di- 
vinely eftecem of, that they hold it an impious thing to fpit upon it, throw water into 
it, Or put it to any vile or unrcccfílary utc, but give a more than common re{pect to 
Wood, and fuch things as it receives life and vigour from.  Zezis perennis "is call'd by 
Strabo lib. iş. Ignis Deus aute omnes Perfis babetur, Fire was principally worfhipt by the 
Perfians. Nec lencm in ufus ordinarios deftinatum pollucre audebamt Perle immumditiis, not 
daring to pollute with any ynclcan thing the Fire appointed for common uites, faith thc 
Hiftorian.: Now albeit thefe people fay their Anccltors firit practifed this form of 
\Worihip, wefind inSiowy that the Fire was indivine citeem with the Culdeam fuch tinge 
as Abram dwelt at Ur, and then in equal veneration with the Pezfrzzs. ‘This holy Fire 
was Carried by thc Fiamens inthe Van of the Army when Daris tought at Arbela againit 
Alexander, and continued un-put out for many Generations, Epheflzems Funeral cx- 
cepted. 

The Baptifin of thefe Heathen Idolaters is of this nature: So foon as one is born, the 
Duroe is called upon; who delays noz, but being inftructed in the precife time of his 
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Nativity, calculates his Fortune: the Daroo gives the Name the Mother aflenting to it. 
This done, they togcthcr haíte to the Eggaree, where the Prieft puts a little wateriato the 
bark of #Tree, the name of which is Holme, the place it grows in Yezd,a City in Perfia 
not far from Spahawn,a Tree Zertooff blcfled(and in this very memorable,if wc may believe 
thefe people, that it never admits of any fhadow ; ) the water out of this hallowcd iind 
being poured upon the Infant, a Prayer is then made that it may be clcanfed from impu- 
rity. At feven years of age the Child is confirmed by the Dareo and taught to fay his 
Prayers over the Fire (but with a cloath faftned about his head which covers his mouth 
and noftrils left his finful breath might offend their Deity;) after which he drinksa lit- 
tle cold water, chaws a Pomgranat leaf, wafhes in a Tanck, cloaths his body with a 
fine Shuddero reaching to his wafte, ties a zone of Cufhee about his loins woven with 
Inkle of the Herboods making, (which he wears ever after;) and after a fhort Prayer 
that he may never prove an Apoftate, but continue a Fire-worfhipper ; that he may eat 
d meat, nor drink any mans drink but his own; he is ever after reputed a truc 
Believer. 

Their Marriages dre diftinguifhed into five orders. 1. Shaulam, which is a marrying 
of two young Children, agreed upon by the Parents unknown tothe Children ; the ver- 
tue being, that if eithcrdye they go to Heaven. 2. Cbockerfoz, which is a fecond mar- 
riage. 3. Codefherabafan, when the Woman is her own chufer. 4- Ecksaz, when a 
dead body (not bcing married before) is to one alive married. 5. Cerzerfoz, when ha- 
ving no Sons he adopts his Daughters Son, cc. The Ceremony is this: At midnight 
the Darso or Prieft enters the Houfe (for they wed not in Churches) and finds the Bride 
and Bridegroom placed upon a Bed together, oppofite to each, two Church-men ftand 
with Rice in their hands (the Emblem of fruitfulnefs;) when firft one lays his fore- 
finger on the Brides fore-head, and asks if fhe be willing to take that man to be her Hus- 
band; who faying yea, the like rite and queftion is by the other Pricft made to the man, 
who after the like anfwer makesa promife to enfeoff her ina certain number of Dyna’s 5 
to which ina grateful manner the Bride replies, fhe and all fhe has are his: the Priefts 
thereupon throw Rice upon their heads, praying that they may multiply as Rice: the 
Womans Parents give the dowry, and eight days are ufually {pent in jovial merriment. 

Their Funerals thefe: They neither burn nor bury their dead ; but having firft put the 
body into a winding-fhcet, all the way as they pafs towards the Grave his kindred beat 
their breaíts, but with little noife, till they come within 50, or 100 paces of the burial- 
place: where the ZZczbood meets them, ufually attired in a yellow Scarf, and on his hcad 
wearing a thin Turbant. The Neceflelars or Bearers carry the Corps upon an Iron Bier 
(for Wood is forbidden in that it is dedicated to the Fire) to a little Shed, where (fo 
foon asfome myftiques arcacted) they hoife it up to the top of a round Building, fome 
of which are twelve foot high, and eighty incircuit: theentrance is moft part at the ZV. 
E. fide, where through a fmall Grate they convey the Carcafs into a Monument; good 
Men into one, bad intoanother: ’tis flatabove, open tothe air, plaiftered with white 
loam, hard and finooth like that of Paris; in the midft thereof is a hole defcending to 
the bottom,made to let in the putrefaction ifluing from the melted bodies, which are there- 
upon laid naked in two rows orranks, expofed to the Suns rage, and appetite of raven- 
ing Birds, who fpare not to devour the fleíh of thefe Carcafles, tearing afunder and de- 
forming them in an ugly fort; fo that the abominable ftink of thofe unburied Bodies 
(infome places 300.) is foloathfome, that (did not a defire to fee ftrange fights allure 
a Traveller) they would prove much worfe feen than {poken of. The diflike the Pezfees 
exprvft at my taking a view of this Golgotha, made it appear they do not delight that it 
fhould be feen by ftrangers. A rare, yet no new way of burial; for 1 find the like men- 
tioned by Strabo inhis 15. /ib. faying of the Brachmans, The Brachmans, az inceftuows races 
being dead, defire to be expofed tothe Birds, ag to tbe nobleft fort of burial. Nor isit otherwife 
now than it was in ancienttimes, moft Nations uling a feveral fort of burial; for Lacit- 
an in his difcourfe de Luétu hath this obfervation; The Greeks burn; the Perfrazs bury 5 
the Indians befmear with Hogs-greafe; the Scythians eat, or hang them upon Trees; the 
eZ eyptians powder; the Romans embalm, the Gangetiques drown, the ZWarfrzgass im- 
mure; the Brachmans expofe to Birds ; the Battrians to Dogs, ce. But as to the place 
we now are at, this Figure I took may give the better refemblance. 
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ND íÍccing we are now by Providence brought into as Noble a Kingdom as at. 

this day is extant in the Univerle; give me leave todizreisa while, that I may 

the better prefent you (bur in a fununaiy way) the topoarapljc Dettription of this 

mighty Empire ot Jaduftuszt, with which Liball mix a Narrative ot fuch remarkab!e occur- 

tents as have hapned there within theft lait fifty years: Which thought may appcar too 
Great an iterpotition to our travel, will neverthelets I hope find acceptance. 

Idea then (which takes name fromthe River Z«dzs5 that bounds it to the Weft) is 
part but the greater part of the greater 24/2: and by fome reputed a third. part of the 
old World. So Sirabo, lib. $5. in whote age it was much more tlouri{hing tnan ac pre- 
lent, for he reports, that it had thcn not fewer than 7c co Towns, uone inlerior to Co 
(which was contiderable) in czEgypr. Gurvges divides it into two, Zetra c Extreme nce- 
vertheleis, there be that fubdivide it into three, viz- ALtjor, ALiier, CX Inter-media. The 
foil forthe moft part is very good, except where the Sun rages; yet there too by realon 
of the long nights,breezes and fhowers it has for three months every year, the Trees, pe- 
cially to the Southern parts, are cver verdant and abounding with Fruit, which twice 
yearly comes to maturity: and for Minerals of the beft fort, Gems of richcit luitre, 
Silks and Spicesof moft value and uft, no part of rhe World yields greater plenty. It 
abounds with Inhabitants and Cattcl of moit kinds. Arts alfo, efpecially in Zz4://2.2: and 
Chiza, are in perfection. It has excellent Horfe, and Elephants of greater lize and inore 
docibic than thofe of Africk. So numerous in lands as they arc ftarce numerable. 


And concerning the Empire ov Zzedrff.zz, can you lend your Eyesto any nobler part of the 
in- 


World? which for fpacioufneís, abundance ot fair Towns, numberlefs Inhabitants, 
finite Treafurc, Mines, and all forts of Merchandifes, equals, if nor exceeds any other 
Kingdom or Potentate in cither Afia: his vaft (C but well compacted) Mionarchy cx- 
tending from 2c to 3 degrees of North latitude, Eaft and Welt, from the Bezgalan 
Gulph unto the Zzdz:;; Ocean, South, to the Decan and A£Lib.:;z4 North-welt, to Cas- 
cafees and the AfTanrenahbar, Tartar and Pezfrter3 26:2 miles fome ways, scvo in cir 
cuit, in which are 38 large Provinces (petiy Kingdoms of old; ) the moit contidera- 
ble are C iiir eat (where we now ares AZ.dzv.t, Peong.i, Pi Aut, and part Ol JDccerccec ( AIF HCL 
in Prol. jtozether comprehcading 3olarse6Cuties, 4. oc walled Towi and Calflles for na- 
tural defence feeming impregnable. And well may be, feceing this Country (tis probable) 
was the firft Seminary or Station of Neh ( or Noacebes) after his defient from srira 


not far diflant hence. and afterwards the delight of Bacabius or Boacchbiss ( trom w hich 
52 iome 
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{ome tmagine him to be ZVoab:) the wonderful increate appearing by that huge Army 
Staurobates drew out in his defence againft Semiramis the Affyrian Empress, both Armies 
making three Millions. And fo anfwerably builded and planted wasthis part of 7zdiz, 
that when 4lexandcr by the overthrow of Porus near the River Hydafpes entred India, 
Curtius and. Herodotus report that Alexander fhould fay he found greater Citiesand more 
fumptuous buildings in King Porzs his Dominions than he had obferved in all the World 
befide. Butto return. His yearly Revenue is ordinarily accounted 5o crow of Roo- 
pees, cach crow is a hundred leck, a leck a hundred thoufand Ioopees,a Roopee 
twolhillingsthree pence, fomctimes two Shillings fix pence. And indeed, both what 
Wealth and Power this Emperour is of may be conjecturcd by that one Province cal- 
led Cambaya (wherein Surat ftands,) the annual Cuitoms and other Revenues of which 
as Merchants report is 20co2o /. Sterling: And for Power, appears by that Army 
which Badur (who only ruled over this Province) fought with againlt the Tartar Mamud 

hom the King of AZazdao invited to hisaffiftance, being no lefsthan 130000 Horfe and 
400900 Foot, 200 Elephants, 500 Waggons, and as many Chefts full oftreafure for pay 
of his Forces. Howbeit, out of this prodigious income iflue yearly many great and 
fuitable payments to his Lieutenants of Provinces and Umbraes of Towns and Forts 5 
having alfo in continual pay three hundred thoufand Horfe and two thoufand Elephants, 
fed with Donna or Pulfe boiled with Butter and unrefined Sugar; to thofe only his Fif- 
cal or Treafurer yearly giving out above forty Millions of Crowns; and his continual 
Wars with hisemulous Neighbours are no lefs chargeable. 

Tne defcent or pedegree of thefe Mogulis or AZagors (whether fo named from the Moegli 
whence they defcend or by poflcfling the Brachmans Countrey of old called Gens Magoram 
1 know not) we findftamped upon their Seals thus.  ;. Aben-Emyr-T emir-Saheb-Querar, 
(1. e. Tamerlane Prince of the four quarters of the world.) 2. _Aben-Afiram-Sha. 3. Aben 
Mirza Sultan Mobumed. 4.. Aben Sultan Abufaid. 5. Aben mirza-Emir- fha. 6. Aben 
Baber potfhauzh. 7. Aben Flomayon pot(baw. 8. Aben Ecbar called alfo Abdul fetta ghela- 
ladin Adabumed Achbar. o. Shaw Selim or bez "dimos apber. Nordin Iargheer petibaneh 
Gazz. iw. Sult Curzooz ar Shaw Teban now called Sultan pot(b-agb Bedin Mobumet. 

Their genealogy is by fome deduced from Cingis-Chan Or Ca» as tome pronounce it, 
a Prince of Tartary, Sonof Babur, Son of Portan, Of Philcan, of Phonama, of Bizanbeg, 
Of Shaw-dub-chan, of Tomincan, of Bubacan, ion of Buzamer, ali oiít^?m men of note as 
Stories {peak Romance-like in their generations. 

Cingis-chan (as Flaithon and other his contemporarics fay) was at firít by profcflion a 
Black-fmith; but the influence of Heaven new molding him, in littie timc inftead of his 
Hammer he took into his hands a Regal Scepter. His ambition toox rife from the c- 
couragements a man in white Armour (mounted upon a white phantaíima) gave himj 
promiting his help and ftimulating hiscourage; foas communicating thc Viiion to fome 
chief Hoords they give credit to his deftiny and make him their General. He qnickly 
fhews how his metal was refined ; for with a troop of Mogli (one of the feven Hoords) 
marching due South he fubdues the Countreys as far as Mount Belgian, part of Imams at 
this day called Nigrakort and Copizat by the Indians: there the Sca Ítopped his carriere ; but 
prottrating himtelf and nine times fumbling out his prayers, the effect followed, For (as 
their Chronicle rclates) the Hill clove afunder, the Sea parted intwoand yielded nine Foot 
broad a fafe paflage. And was no fooner upon the Continent but that he hammers out his 
way with ruity Iron, firft againft Us-cham or cawn King of T. enduck, and after that doing 
fuch marvellous feats of Arms as requires a {trong hiftorical faith to give crcdit to. 

Cingis-chan King of the South-caft Tartar, after other victories againft the Rufe and 4.91.5196 
Tartar dicd at Ketoa-kotan An. 1228. fome fay’ fixty yeass fooner, of the Hegira 608, 4.D.1228 
having divided amongft his four Sons what was his by conqucft. To Tufha-chazhe gave H*$.598. 
Dhaft, Kapecba, Rboz, and Abulgharr 5, to Chacatay-cawn Maurenabar, Aygor and Cho- 
razan, to Ogg part of Battria and Caucafis 5 to Tuli-chaz his Jewels and Treafure. Tufha 
Or Tuxichan dyed two years after his Father ; Kagathay ayed inthe year 1242. both of 
them without Iffuc , whereby thcirSeigniores defcended upon Ogg, Or Ogtaw-chawn, 
who athe-mcand abroad expreffed himfclf the Son of Cingis-chan;, compelling the Perfiaz 
Monarchy as far as Babylon tò acknowledge him Soveraign; but in the year 1252. con- 
qucred by death followed the fate of his predeceflors, having nominated for his Suc- 
ceffor his infant-fon Gayuc-cbaz under the tuition of ALinchonna his Wife: butin thethird 
year death called him alfo away and gave Manchn-chawn Son to. T uls-cbawz ( youngeft 
T etrarcb ) advantage to daim the Sovereignty by right of Survivorfhip. 

This young Prince thus mounted to the Imperial greatnefs perceives the Eyes of all 
about him inHamed with envy and threatning his expulfion, enraged by the villany of 
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fome that whifpcred out his guilt in thc laft Infants death : fo that albcit he was armed 
with integrity and a juft Title, he contracts for his defence with tome neighbouring 
Princes to whom he intrufted the command of feveral Provinces of his Empire, upon 
condition they would hold of him in chief and be ready upon all occafion to defend him: 
lo Kablay-cawz he gave Ketoacbotaz and the Royal City Cambaleck., (peradventure that 
which {ome call Cambalu upon Polifanga, a River ftreaming through Chiza into the 
Occan;) to Vlakuc-caywn his Brother, Perfia, Chufiftan and Cherman, and to Chun-cavwa, 
Gazneben: but cre hc had occafion to experiment the inconftancy of his men, death 
fummoned him away Anno 1260. but not before he had nominated lake cawz his Suc- 
ceflor. Who proved of another fpirit, his delight being to darice in Arinour to Bel- 
lona’s Trump, firft quieting his domcftick broils at home, and then adding to the luitre | 
of nis Diadem Babylon, a great part of Arabia, and in Syria, Aleppo aud Dumafcus 5 
which places during life he kept under fubjection and governed the pcople with great 
prudence to the year 1270. when (by the extremity of his difeafe finding death at hafe) 
he calls his three Sons afore him, exhorts them to unity, divides his lands among them, 
dies, and at Aferagah 1$ farfangs from Tauris was with all duc folumnity buried. Hab- 
kay-cawzthe eldeit had tor his fhare the Provinces of FHlyerac, Mozendrum and Kora an, 
(comprehending Media, Parthia, Hyrcania, Baétria, and Sogdiana.) Hiya-Shawmet had 
tro and Adorbayon (part of Armenia and Iberia comprizing Salnas, Coy, Na yap, Ma- 
raga and Aerezrz Cities of note.) "Vo Tawdon-cawa were bequeathed tne Scigniorics of 
Dyarbec and Rabaion (or Mefopotamia, part of Syria, and what was made fruitful by 
Euphrates and Tygris-) And to his Sons by another Venter ZVycador-Oglaz and Tarzabe- 
anisses CO? he gave Moncy-portions. — ZJabkay-czwz that year died at Hamadan in Perfraaud 
ADi 375. made Protector to his Son ZVycador-Oglaz, who by devilifh art would have icnt nim to 
-4,Heg.655 an untimely grave 5 but faving himfclt by flight Wycador re-cítablilhes himiclf.by name of 
| FZametb-cawnz: whoic Reign was fo purfued by divine vengeance that in the year 1275- 
he dies mad and was buried at Cafbaz. In his place Argon-cawn the right Hevir returus 
from banifhment, and by the pcople was joyfully welcomed, and at his Coronation ai 
fumes thc name of Tangador habkay zedda i, e. lon to Habkay-cawn. This man fwayed 
the Scepter five years tyrannically; not only maflacring ZVyceders Sons and Alliances 
but {pares not to bath his Sword in the Blood of Innocents; io that he became hatetul to 
his own, andítimulatcd the Parthian to revenge, by whom in a fct battel he was over- 
come, and by the name of Zdrgoz-cbaz upbraided with cruelty; yea, to compentate the 
like meafure, he was cruelly tormented, his belly ript open, and his guts given to tne 
dozs.. To Tazgeder (the implacable enemy of Chriltians) fuccceds his Brother Givia- 
toc-chaz, who in the fourth year of his Reign perifhed by Bulduc-chaz his Uncle, who 
Alfo after five years rule died illucle{s. Badu fon of Targabe youngeft ton to Vlakuc- 
chaz by allent of all the Nation mountsthe Throne 3 whole aitections heio wellaniwered, 
that never any before him was more beloved or honoured : Howbeit, 10. 100n as hc de- 
clared himfelt to his people that he wasa Chriftian, his Subjects love grew cold$ and 
many trcaíons (fomcented by Satan) werc hatched againft him, {fo that at lait he was 
flain (or rather martyr’d) by Gazzz-cbaz Coulin to T. angador, who had imail caute to 
brag ofthat his treachery 5 for, bythe permiflive hand of God, when he leait iui pect- 
cd trcafon he was wounded to death in Carbiz by his own Houjhold-tervants not any 
caufcaffigned in Hiftory for their fo doing. but fay, his body lay fora longtime un- 
buried. This hapned da. Dom, 130 9. Heg. 685. 

His Brother kaptu Abufayd (or Mahumet Ben Argon) by his valour purchaícd the 
Diadem : to whom tollowed ZZobaro-Mirza or Abufayd Bahador-chan An. 1337. who con- 
fumed his life in venercous exercifes : fo that for want of lIilue this Kingdom became a 
Theatre of much trouble, no tefs than thirty at one time contending tor the Soveraign- 
ty. The people thereby were compelled to look for help from home; and none more 
fafc to truft to than the Lord of Samerahand, Tamerlane, a Prince famoulted for his jultice 
and fuccefs againft thc Sarmatique Tartar, Precopenfe and Chynefe. Hint they invocate by 
many Pretents of their love and a Letter filled with hideous complaints, dcícribing their 
mifery through the divifion in their Kingdom and pride of thirty Cajnpete ors. The 
Scythick Prince promiics.them fpecdy aid 5 and accordingly with fifty thoufand Horfe 
cntcrs Perfis without doing any hurt lave againft the Tyrants; whom he 10 j: 01:2cuted 
and with iucn fpeed, that within three Months they were all taken and nfade to «quaft 
thcir farewell in the bitter Cup of death. Hereupon the people urged Tamerlaze to ac- 
cept the Crown, who after feven and twenty years honourable Government in tnat 
time Captivating the Great Turk, Bajazct whom he brought away in an Iron Cage; fub- 
duing all Afr, yea, in cight years conquering more Kingdoms and Provinces then the Ra-

mans did in eight hundred : and "tis note-wortiy, that as Alexazder from Thrace was ter- 
minated in the advance of his Conquelt by S.zzczcb.:zid ; fo from Samercbazd, Tamerlane, 
after his victorious march through borhthe Afas, was limited by Thrace; fuch were the 
contrary race of thofetwoCongucrors) this Monarch of the wdjratizuve world was never- 
thelefs fubjected by impcrious death, and intombcd 4z. 1405. 0r the Hee. 785. at _Anzar in 
Cathayo, leaving his Sons and Grand-childre..to inherit, viz. Foor-zwyr,Hameth cbezuc, My- 
ramfha, and Afyrza—f[harock by fome called 5o.:7ec57o and Letrochio, or wiiicin, Foo gi yr dyed 
(fome fay three years before, fome after his Father, in Pcffzze, lcaving, two sous ALamet 
Sulia, and Pyr-Adahomet, which Pyr-ALzhomer was by his Grandiire plac.d in Cazzebez 
and Jvdufiaw, where he ruled till Pex Aly ilow him ticacherouily. Aameth-ebee was 1lain 
in Laurefian, fome fay in his Fathers lait combat with Baja:ct. Afyramjl tue thiid Son, 
was flain in Battcl Azzo 1480. by Charu-Ljuff the.Turkoman in Aderb.yon, (but Ictt lie 
D C n Af.thumed Father of Sultan Abufayd, trom whom thc prefent great Mogul is line- 
caly defcended;) and A4;rza-Sbaroc the youngeft Of Temerlancs Sons (d1urviving, the 
other) held moft parts of the Empire, till dying in the year 1447: he left Aberbiiyon 
(or part of Afedia) to Mirza Foon{ha Son of K«ar.i-Jffuff the Turk (who was new entred 
Perfta) whiles At@iram{ha’s Ute to this day prcicive tic {plendoar of the Tartaria Em- 
perour. . Afyramfha (by tome called Allaw-chan) cit Ilue (as is faid) Afabumet caricd 
Aberz Afyrza Sultan Afabomet, who dyed Azzo 1453. leaving to his lon Barchan .( at his 
Koronation new named Afiraa Sultan Abufsyd) many ípacious Provinces, as Bud.fhon, 
Garneben, Cabul, Siftan, Kerman, Chorazan, and Khoemuz: all whici were not of torce 
to fecure him againit the Perfiam, who having endured much aiiliction for tryal of Cou- 
queít, at lait Fooxfhz with 24cez Ally his fon, Grand-fon to Kera Iffiff, were beaten 
down, by which Victory Ufuxn Caffaz (called alto Acembeg) Lord ot tne White Sheep 
took upon hin the Government. Under this Ufan Caffi (an Armenisn) the Perfians 
invade Sultan Abufayd, who in a pitcht field was vanquiihed and cighty tnoufand ;aen 
he himfclt alfo flain, three hundred Elephants taken, and all his Country narraikd by 
the Perfian Horfe: Yet by rcafon of difcords reviving among the Pezfiz-5, tacy tct Abn- 
fayds Son upon the Throne, by name of Aben-Ahirza-hameth-che,ne, wrote tour and 
‘twenty ycars were {pent in caic and peace. At’s death his Empire deicends 2427220 1493. 
upon his Brother’s Son Babur Mirza named upon his acceis to the Crown Aben-Babur- 
Padjhay y entituled Prince Of AZAzurez.bar, Balke, and Samercbazd: iut in tie teventh 
year ot his Reign he was expelled his Kingdom by conipiracy ot sha-Adthwmed (called 
alto Sha-beg-chan) who claimed the Crown, pretending nc was Son aud Heir to <ben- 
Mirza-hameth-cheque the latc Empcrour, being qas he iaid) by cratt itoln trom his Nurfe 
and conveyed amongit the Ozzbezz Tutrtars ; whence (tor toine offence he had made) he 
ted with his lawlefs Troops, enters Jvdia and attempts the Conqucit, where atter ke 
had tyrannized a long time he was in the year 4532. of the Mahometan account o 12. lore 
againit his will fent toan untimely grave, leaving no lilue : So that the Crown dcícen- 
ded by right of Inheritance upon the eldeit Son ot Aber Babur, Homayon by names; who 
was fadly protecuted through the power and malice of A@irza Kamcroz his younger Bro- 
ther that coniederated with Tzeerchan, and at length forced him into Perfia, where he 
was entertained, and after three Montlis returned back in the head of an Army. 

This alfo is remarkable (the Story whercof we fce painted in Lohor Palace) that King 
Babur thirfting atter the Conqucít of India difguited himíclt with thirty Noblemen in 
his company in the Habit of Kalenders or Fryars as if they were upon a Rummcery or 
Pilgrimage, the better by this craft to. efpy their advantage: but being in Delly «the 
greateft City of the Potan King) could not io conceal themíclves but that 7 -ec.zoder the 
King difcovercd them, and pardoned them upon condition they would fwcar never to 
attempt the Conqueit during, cither of their lives. But when both were dead, Homayon 
( Babur’s Sun) entred and diipoticiled Abram and Shee-Sha-Selym ( T accander’s Sons) of the 
Crown. Howbeit, 7 "zercb.z: a brave Bezgalaz Prince fights againft this new come Tar- 
tar aud defcats his Army near Gzzges, forcing him into Perfiz, where he marricd the 
Kings Siiter;, and with her and Zyram-cbaz, in the head of twenty thoufand Horie re- 
turns, ang being re-feated in Delly, is acknowledged King. 

Homayorn Son of Babur orent-zrand-fon of Teymir-Lan or T-amberl.in being re-invelted 
with the imperial Diadem of Induftan by the atliltance. of Tamas the Perfzas Wing, and 
returaed triumphant by the overthrow of 7zer-cbawz the intruding King ot Por.z;7 who 
Anno Dom. is g2>.and ot the Hegira or ALlahometan account goo. dycd ditconfoiate, Ho- 
mayor, 1Or tie petter cducation of his celdeft Son Abdul-Fettu-Gel.ilidis:-Afabomet, after- 
wards called*Ecbar, committed him to the care and trult of Byz.zzszo-ob.utz, a perion 
of grca parts and generous cndowmeims 5 foon after ic chanced that being in an upper 
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Room in his Palace at Delly, and chawing fo much Opium as intoxicated his brains, 
hearing the finging Loys give notice from a high Tower that it was the time of Prayer, 
the King making more hafte than good fpecd to the Chappel milt his itep, fo as he 
fell down forty ftairs, by which tall he was bruifcd very fore, and atter three days 
torment dyed; fuch was ZZemayoz's unhappy end: Neverthclefs he was with duc folem- 
nity put into his Grave, here called an cternal habitation ; leaving Achbar his Son in- 
heritor to his greatnels and mifcry. : 
4.44.4522. Ecbar by holp of Beyranguno-Kawn aud Chawn-Chanzahis fon, having firlt difappointed 
A. D.1552 [ome Plots detigned by Abdul chawn to ditturb the publick peace of that Kingdom, was 
4.Heg.992 with all due ‘Ceremony crowned King in Delly, after which, he bent his endeavour 
to enlarge his Territories, and make known that he was verily the great-grand-fon of 
victorious Teymirlan. In the'firft place he takes revenge of Hemow who had formerly 
chafed Turdichaz, whofe hcad three months after by mifchance of war coniing under 
command of Zader-cbawn was cut off, and fct up in Delly, which Province thereby was 
for fome time quieted. Then by Ally Coolichan he fubdues Doab (by iome called Sambal) 
a Province furrounded by Feminy and Ganges, the nobleit River in Zrzdia. At that time 
Beyramgano-chan- (otherwife called Byram-chan the Perfian) aging fait, and tyred with the 
fopperies of this World, having well difcharged the truft repofed in him by liis old Ma- 
itcr, and nota little to his comfort obferving in his Pupil a Spirit fitted tor the Govern- 
ment of that Monarchy, obtains leave to fpend tlic refidue of his time at ZAZabomers Se- 
pulchre, in contemplation: But (in his Roomery in the way to AZedi») at Puthang in 
Cambaya he was wounded to death by an obfcure ilave of his, whofe Father he had ior- 
merly llain 5 fo that by Abdal Radgee hisSon (then not fourteen years old) and a great 
and much atllicted company this great Captain was brought back to Agray aud there ho- 
nourably buried. Ecbar laments his death, though by fome (how truly I know not) 
thought an Agent; but nothing can recover him: And the better to torget his death 
he {pends fome time in building the Cattle at Agra which was formerly of mud, but by 
him pulled down and fo altered for the better that now it fCarce admits a comparifor 
through all Afra, ’tis of durable ftone, well polifhed; and fo fpacious, that it compre- 
hends three miles circuit of ground; built upon the pleafant banks of Femi»zy, compailec 
with aftone wall, moated, and to be entred by many Draw-bridges, having four {trong 
Gates, fome Bulwarks and Countcrícarps without to makc it more defenfivc. 

Ayray (Ealt from Surrar feven hundred and feventy miles EzeLfb) the Navel of thc 
Moguls territorics, and Emprefs of Cities in Induftan, has 28 deg. 38 min. North lati. 
tude, and is watered by Femizy (Fomanes in Pliny,- Hynamanes in Polyemzs his 8. lib. Sc- 
miramia:s) which from Delly glides hither, and commixing with Gazges flows iuto the 
Bengalan Sca. Agra was of old (fay fome, but without good Authority) called Nagra. 
4nd ere that Dzozyfía; whence they imagine twas founded by Bacchus, Dionyfia being z 
compound word taken from Dios Jupiter his fuppofed Father and Wyfz his Nurfe; others 
call him Fans, (which caufes fome to imagine he was Nosh, looking into the old and 
new World, and focalled by reafon of his Vine-planting, in Hebr. Faiz fignifying Wine; 
but when this Bacchies lived will be difficult to know, feeing Multos fuiffe Liberos, faid 
Diod. Sic. Howbcit, Ferrzopore till of late (no longer than fifty years ago) bore away 
the fame. But otherfome there be imagine it took its name from the conquering -gra- 
darius, as Cyrus was firft called, who from his own Name gave feveral places their deno- 
mination. Others derive it fromthe River Agranis, which from hence fl reams pleafant- 
ly into Ganges, as Arrian lib. de Indicis called it. Pliny mentions Agra founded by Agar 
the Mother of Zfmae! in Arabia, or India as others; and fome derive the name from 
Azramenes a puillant Prince who commandcd that part of Ivdia when Alexander fought 
with Pors, as we read in Q. Curt. and others. Neverthclefs, in refpect it’s built, o1 
rather increaft fince the Race of Tisnerlave came thither, it may probably take it: 
name from Agora which inthe Tartar Tongue fignifies a Town of Carts new built, oi 
Town of Wood, as ZZzcliyr, fol. 489. olferves concerning it; andagr cable to the Scy- 
thique Towns, who fecing the Tartars haye no fixt ftation want not 2 decorum in rank- 
mg their Carts fo as they refemble ftreets orderly difpofed. What ever the wame was. 
the fhape is femilunary like Lozdoz: theftrectsarc Many andelong and narrow,büt naífty : 
the City is feven miles in circuit, in part walled about, and the Ditch fences the re 
mainder, From Agrniy to Labore (molt of the way being, throughia fhadc of*Trecs? arc 
five hundred miles; to Br.anpore are reckoned one thoutand ; LO Ameer two hupcdiroed 
to Surat feven hundred and feventy, or thereabouts. 

Radzec Rana the molt potent and noble Prince of lis whoic proseniror was Parra 
ef tlic old race of the Indians, atthis time lof: his throng Caflle of Cuyrer, pen this occa. 
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fon: Having intrufted that important Garrifon with Zimer Padfhaw, a Captain of Ec- 
bars Army formerly, but fled tothc Radgee upon difcontenr ; Zimet makes many in-roads 
into Gupjfat, tolet Ecbar know how little he valucd his forccin thole quarters. Echar 
glad of the occafion, haftens with fifty thoufand Horie againft him. Some monthshe 
ipent in befieging this place 3 but fo fruitlefly, that he rather attempts the conquelft an 
unufual way, undcrmining the Fort, and to the terrour ofthe belicged, blows the trains 
up with Powder ; caufing fuch a breach, as himfelf and twenty thoufand men immedi- 
ately centred pel-mel, with fuch hafte that Zimer the Rebel perceiving treaty of no value 
gathering in one his Family confumed himfelf and them in flames, to prevent the tor- 
tures provided for him by Ecbar and ALardout his enraged Matter. In täis fort tnis ia- 
mous Fort was taken, which Aladin by twelve years licae could not do: A victory fo 
Breat, that Ecbar caufes it to be exprelt in fculpture at Agra. Lie had no timc to fuzfeir 
of this victory, receiving Letters trom Rajea Bagwandır Viceroy of Labore, that Ahirza 
Mamet FIagee his brother with thirty thoutand Fiorfe out of Kabel, had attempted to 
precy upon Lahore: Ecbar dclays no time, but with his Army preicnts himfzlt fo tudden- 
ly tothe Enemy, that without any retiftance ALsbomer ilies away leaving, his Camp to the 
mercy of Ecbars Army. 

This occation drew the King to view other piaces of defence, which he koih bettered 
by his eye, and gave in charge to tuch as hecouldtrutt. He alfo takes a furvey of Pazg- 
Ob; out of which he is {bon called by Letters from his mother thcn in Agra acquaint 
ing him with the Rebellion of Badur-kawn, Ally-Keoli-kawn and Zemaen who were fent 
that {pring againit the Patanians, whom in Doub they put to flight; atSambclalfO, and 
at Lachnoun got a greater victory 5 aad three weeks after, at J'-ozporc uttcrly defeated 
them, fubduing to the Mogul all fuch Provinces as lie Ingirt "Cwixt Ganges and Tfarfa ; 
conquefts of ío great note, that they grew ctHated beyond meaii::>, conceiting ail 
Induftan undcr like pollibility, and which they refolved to make triat^:. Butthe re- 
ward and deftiny due to Traytors overtakes them: for Echar by {wisi marches, long 
before the Rebels expected him pitches his Tents on the Eait of Jeminy (the River ac 
Agra:) which ftruck the adverfe part with fuch amazement, that as men ftruck with 
quilt, forfciting the memory of their pafled victories, they betook thenifelves to a 
ipeedy and fhameful flight; after whom Ecbar eagerly purfues, and after long purfuit, 
the headsarctaken: Allyculi-cawn alfo was trodden under foot by the tior, and Badur- 
cawn (by Ecbars command and in his fight) was itraugled. This donc, Q'a22a224 is fent 
to foonpore againít Mirza Sulyman, and the King retreats to -gra: where he fancies 
a pilgrimage to Z4fmeer albeit a hundred and thirty courie or two hundred Englifh miles 
diftant thence; fancying, that by invocation of Mandee a reverent odze: or Wifciple 
of Mahomet, he fhould obtain fome ilTuc mafculinc. Accordingly, after much foot-toil, 
(at every miles end a fair ftone being pitcht torcít upon, which as yct remain,) he gets 
thither ; where bare-foot very devoutly entreats dead Afandee for Children. This isa 
Prophet of great fame in thofe parts, and through the liberality of fome devoted Prin- 
ces there intombed in a ftatcly monument, graced with three fair Courts, each of 
which is paved with ftone, the outfide Fabrick (after the Perfias mode) being parget- 
ted or plaiftered, and polifhed in Mofaick order.  J4fmeer, is under 25 degr. 15 min. 
North Latitude, the Caftle feated upon a high Mount, the greater part of the City bc- 
tg below, much after the fimilitude of Dover, the houtcs well buiit but of fraall ftrcneth 
albeit moated with a dry graff, and walled about with {olid ftone. Not far from which 
place is Godah, once the feat of the valiant Rafhboor Princes: the Countrcy is chain- 
paigne and fruitful, inmany places affording the ruincs of antique magnificence, which 
by time and war are exceedingly obfcured : Thefe Ecbar coupled to the relt of his Em- 
pire; and by this having made an end of his oblations in his return hc vitts a holy 
Derwis, Siet Sclym by name, of great repute amongft the People; who took it for fo 
great a favour, that (by what skill I know not) hc forcto!d the Mogul, how that ere 
long he fhould bgFather of three Men-children ; which proved fo, and upon wiich ac- 
compt his firft-born was called Selym, (he who afterwards was Shaw Sclym the great 
Mogul, when Sir Thomas Roe had Audience atA:r-tinthe quality of Ambatlador ;) the 
other twd werehamed Chan Morad or Amurath, and D’haen-fha or Daniel: A Prophecy 
fo gratctulto Ecbar, that in gratitude there he erected a very Magnificent Motque, walled 
the o!d Town d xickeriu, Or Sycery as fome pronounce it, and from this occaLon new- 
names it Fettipore, which fiznifiesa place of pleafure ; yea, grew fo affected to It; tnat 
he adorned it with a Palace for himfelf, and a Buzzer for Trade fcarce out-vied by 
any other in the Orierftt; yea had made it the Metropolis and ufual rclidence ot the 
Court, had the River affected him, by whofe uunwholfomnetfs he foriook it F olopa 
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whence ruine and neglect have fo moth-eaten her, as at this day fhe lics proftrate 
and is become the object of contempt and pitty, from Azra being diftantcight=cn miles 
Eneolifh. à ; 
i lios things were in this fort digefting, news comes to King Ecbar (then in Fettzpore) 
that another Rebellion was begun in Gajurat by Ebrahim Hoffen, Adirza-cawi, AMabomet 
Hoffen, and Foon-cawn, who had torraged as far as Baroch, and were marchingto Ama- 
davad, hoping with their troops of Thicves and Coolies to make a prey of that wealthy 
Aty. | 
i aidan fccms to mcto be that City which is called Amacaftis in Ptol. Amaduvaftis 
in Arrian.  Xlowbceit, fome fay, it takes denomination from King Hamet who in the 
year of Mahomet 375- Made it large and beautiful: the Pole Artick is there elevated 
23 deg. 18 min. 'tis at this prefent the Megapolis of C:umbaya or Guzurat, watered by 
a lwect River, and circled by. a ftrong Wall of four miles compaís, well and orderly 
advanced with many pretty Towers and a dozen Pofterns; out of which, few pais er 
rc-pafs without a País, fearing trcafon from Prince Badur, who in our times with a 
hundred thoufand Horfe ranfackt Cambaya thirty feven courfes thence; acouríe is equal 
to a large Ezglifh mile or fomewhat more. Prol. calls it Cojamba and makes it part of Ge- 
drofia, and daily threatens this fair City. The ftrects in Amadavad are many, pretry 
large and comely ; molt {hops redundant with Aromatick gums, pertumesand 1)ices, 
hlks, cotten, calicocs, and choice of ZzZiaz and China raritics, owned and fold vy the 
ab{temious Bazzxyans, who here furpafs for number the other Inhabitants. Of inoit 
note isthe Buzzar, which is rich and uniform; the Caftle ftrong, large, moated, and 
the receiving place of the Cambayan Governour : the houfes in general are of Sun-burnt 
bricks, low, but large andtarrailed.. Adjoyning is icen the Monument ot a certain 
Pedagogue, io dearly beloved by Sha Reer the King, that by a ftately Afanfoleum he itrove 
to make hiin fcem immortal; the building (which is arcn'd) and pavement are of well 
polifhed marble: It hath three fair Courts, one of them faftidious in four hundred 
Porphyrian pillars framed in Corinthiack architecture ; joyning to it is a Tank of Water 
compailed with Cloiiters, adorned with fpacious Windows, moft of which give the 
obferver a delicate lorizon. At Sefjues or Sarkcffe alfo (onc hours riding tnencc) are, 
icen the Dormitorics of many Cambayax Potentates. Rafhboots, the ancient Nobility of 
this Country before the Tartars (froin whom the prefent Moguls dcícend ) were con- 
quercrs, lodged in a Princely Temple, much reforted to by the Zzzzizzus, who brauch 
trom thc fame root with the ARafbboors. Two miles nearer the City we behold the curi- 
ous Gardens and Palace of Chawz-Channa, who wasSonto the great Byranchanthe Perftan ; 
an Umbrae, by whofe valour of latc years the lait of thc Cambayaz Kings in that very 
C and dominion to Ecbar his Ma- 
iter, in memory whercof he built that ftately Houfe, and made thofe ipacious Gardens, 
the view whercof worthily attracts a Traveller. Return we to Ecbar, who no fooner 
received intelligence of Hoffens Rebellion, but with incredible haite he gcts thiLhcr, 
(each twenty four hours poitingfeventy, in feven days four hundred courfes) and gives 
thofe Rebels battcl atthe Suns firit up-riling 5 and with their noife and clamour fo terri- 
hes them, that atter {mall retiitance their whole Army broke into diforder: many were 
llainin the purfuit; and by a freih fupply of twelve thoufand Horfe led by Chan Gogaan 
expert Souldier after a {mall skirmifh they are further chafed, and in the flight Ebrahim 
Hoffen and Mirza-cawz were flain, and Mahomet Hoffen himfelt taken prifoner and forth- 
with beheaded. By this advantage not only Amadavar was recovered and better forti- 
fied, but Sarat alío was conquered, and molt of Guzurat made fubject to Ecbar. This 
done, Ecbar returns crown’d with Victory, and as the product of peace begins the 
Caitle in Agra, which is built f fuch good itone, and the building fo large, that it de- 
fervedly challenges the Title of Princefs of Afia. Twelve years {carce finifht ir, though 
twelve hundred Labourers at {ome time were employcd about it; there he expended 
iitcy thoufand crow of Tacks 5 acrow is a hundred leck, cachlcck a hundred thoufand ; 
thirty, fomctime twenty Tack make one Roopec, a Roopcee istwothillings three pence; 
io tuat accounting but twenty Tack toa Roopce, the total he disburfed amounts totwo 
millions and five hundred thoufand Roopees. At Jettzpore at that timc alfo ne {pent: 
avout the Wall and Palace a million and fice hundred thoufand Roopccs; in all, four 
unions. At Taekander or Sccranda as {ome pronounce it, three courfe (or five miles) 
from Acraas wc go to Labor, is the Afanfolenm or Burial-place of the Sreat Afogn!s, the 
foundation of which was begun by £ebazr, the fuperftructure continued by faxehecr 
hi» Son, and yet fcarcc finifhed, albeit they have already contumed 1.4 millions of Roo- 
pees inthat Wonder of Indi.. [t well meritsa little more inthe defcription: Je EOM IM 
VE TIA 
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Scarder i. c. Alexander, a place where the greatelt of Grecian Kings made his ze plus 
when he made his utmoft progrefs or march into Zzdzz5 which place Ecbar, the mott 
magnifique Prince of Tamerlanes Race, feleéted as the Nobleit Place or Burial: ’Tisa 
AMaxufoleiim of four large fquares, each fide being about three hundred paces 5 the material 
is free-ftone well polifhed ; at cach angle israifecd aimall Tower ot checquercd marble: 
Ten foot higher than that isanother Tower, on every fide bcautificd with three Towers ; 
the third Gallery has two on cach fide ; the fourth, one; the fifth, half; and a {mail 
{quare Gallery or Tarrafs about, mounting in the whole to a Royal Pyree reicmbling not 
a little that famous Septizonium Severi Imper. in ancient Rome you have reprefented in 
fculpture by Lauris, or (but in far lefs proportion) that famous Tower which Semiramis 
built in B.2/yloz dedicated to the memory of Fupiter Belws her Husbands great Anccftor. 
In this at the very top isthe mummy of Ecbar, bedded ina Cofin of Goid. The whole 
ftrudture built inthe midit of a fpacious Garden, is furrounded with a wall of rcd colour- 
ed:itone, and in thata Rail mounted by fix ftairs which difcovers a little Garden but ex- 
quiliteiy bcautitul 5 fo that of this noble Fabrick I may fay, 
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— Such a Monument, fides eft, qualis toto So! aureus Orbe 
The Sun through all the world fees none more gent. Vix vider. 





An Edifice fo ftately as enuoblesthefc parts, and gains admiration from Travellers, yea 
keeps in laiting, memory the founders grcatneís; near this isthe other, ercéted in mc- 
mory of Tagea-Mabal Fangheer’s beft beloved Wife, which monument fome preter 
before the other as more excellent, but both indced are the wonders of the E.z/drve 
World for ceicbratcd ftructures. 

While thefe vaft buildings were erecting, Gazgazza profccutes Mirza Silv; but 
(whether of grief or age is doubted) dicd fuddenly, leaving the profecution thereof to 
Skander his Son, who in fhort time was made away by confpirators: In his place Dowerr, 
Bazat-cauyis fon, a man both effeminate and hated, fucceeded him. So that now occa- 
fion preicnted it felf fcafonably for Echar to link Bezgala to his Crown Imperial: a de- 
{sn io worthy his enterprize, that with an Army of fifty thoufand Horfe, two hundred 
thouland Foor, and fix hundred Elephants he advanced azainft the Pathaz Prince, ənd 
pait over Ganges cre Sha-Dowet had notice of his coming 5 which when he was ailured 
of, hcdifpatched Rgdgee Bhan with twenty thoufand Horfeto encounter them: ’twixt 
Ziotfa and Moheb-Alli-poor they affronted one another, and for three hours fpace skir- 
mifht gallantly ; but £cbar over-powcring them with his numbers at length has the 
maftery, and couragioufly purfues them to Pathan, which King, Dower had fortified. 
Ecb.r by no means could provoke them to battcl, nor in threc months ticge enter the 
City 5 tor Patbaznisa Town both great and well fortified 5 yet in the fourth hc forces it, 
giving it asa preyto his mcn, who ufedall fort of hoftile violence: The unlucky King 
was buried in drink, all that timc fenfelefs of lofs, till too late to repent it ; fo that he 
was convcyed away in a boat, and at three days end made headlefs and fent to Ecbar, 
as a iyinbole of thcir fubmiffion and his vanity. The King having thus fortunately pro- 
ceeded in Bezgala, go2s back to Fettipere, where whiles he overices his buildings he is 
ncverthclefs mindful to increafe his Empire, which then was but in the Adolcfcency ; 
to that end by the valourand vigilancy of Rzf£zz-cawz and Zadoc-cawn the ftrong Caltle 
Rhantipore in Afalva was foon after taken from the Radgees, who of many hundred 
years had owned it. After which, the Caftle Rota or Roughtaz, Oreophanta of old, in Rota. 
Berar 10 Bengalu, was taken by a merry fleight: ThisCaftle for many Ages acknowlcdg- 
cd the Radgee her Governour, her building both from Art and Nature being impregna- 
blc; "iis {cated upon a perpendicular hill, the afcent cut oblique out of the Rock for 
three miles compafs, the reft of the Rock is round about and precipitous; thetop is 
a plain ofcight miles every way, the circuit twenty four; healthy and abounding with 
all 5ood things neceflary, as Water, Corn, Fruits, Wood, and fixteen Viilages includ- 
ed by the Caltle Wall, which gives the defence two-fold wonderful; ina word, not 
any Fort or Caftle in Afia (or it may be inthe Univerfe)is more delightful or of greater 
tbrcigth, as thofe that fce it lave imagined. 

This, the Mogul looks upon with a luftful cyc, immeafurably thirfting, but knows 
neither by bribe nor valour how to compaís it; and though he coniprchends no way, 
yet kno wing that the Foxes Tail is ufed {ometimesto picce the Lyons Skin, ccalcs noc to 
torture fits Inventions; the cuterprize was undertaken by Mfobebally -cawr awife and 
daring captain: Who ‘having leave, without acquainting Eebar or any other with lus 
defign, atienipts it with four hundred young men privately armed with Cryzes as a guard

to his Scraglio, which was in two hundred Doolacs or Cajuaes, asif he were. geing up- 
on a journcy into Bezgala. In this order pafling on, when he came within view ot the 
Cac, he(hewsa Rajea his Concubines, and bribes him to procure leave ofthe Lord 
above, that in regard of his hafte he might with fafety leave his Seraglio there till 
hisreturin : The meilage bcing delivered, the Radgee (who lovcd women well) entertains. 
the motion; and Ally-caw» imparting, the fecret to a prudent Eunuch, difrobes the 
women, and with their apparel cloaths himfelt and the tour hundred youths, command- 
ing the women to put on mafculine attire and tocontinuc the journey to Ozzxa 4 accord. 
ingly the Eunuchs twelvein number, with Bosws and. Arrows guard the Seraglio, and by 
the Radgecs command are received (like Syzezs horie into wretched Trey: ) For Aly- 
cawn giving the word, thc Doolacs were no fooner difmounted, but that thercout illucd 
the Amazones in the firft place they fecure the Porters of the Caftle Gate, then with 
incredible {peed affail the aftonifhed Inhabitants, whom without much retittance they 
took prifoners, and in the end the Radgce himiclf, whom (to prevent excute) they Ke- 
lkcaded. By this Stratagem the Caftle Rotas was won, which was not to be taken by all 
the hoftile force of Ivdiz. Ecbar entertains the news and manner of furprize with incredi- 
ble delight; and joys the morc in his bclicf, when he viewsthat mais of trcafurc which 
was fent him thence by Aly-cawz to confirm the truth of that conqucit. After which the 
invincible Caíftle Feloore was by Gidzey-cawz an Apoftate Z«Mabomctaz alto betraycd tothe 
Afogul, though to his own brothers confufion. The fame whereof afflicts many Princes of 
thc Rajeas, cach of them labouring to conferve their own againit this over-{preading 
Tartar: to which purpofe fome courayzioutly defie his greatnefs, of which rank was 
Roop Afathiz, a Lady both fair and valiant ; who albeit her Beauty was more forcible to 
fubduc than any Arms fhe could manage, neverthelefs fhe confides more in her Lance 
than B.auty: fo that animating her party, fhe vigoroufly falls into the A@ogsls Domini- 
ons; but in the midit of her carriere was encountred by 24dam-c.nvz;, anexpert Souldicr; 
wha with his body of Horfe fo furioutly oppofed her, that moft of her P.::.:s Cor Put- 
tens as fome call them) inthat skirmifh were cut off, no quarter being givenany buther 
felf; who rather than endure the fhame of her imprifonnient, the aflault of hær chaility, 
or thofc fcofts they probably would have entertained her with, put a period to her lift 
by poifon. MA4afoffer-cawn, in the mean time, this yor 1588. 0f the Hegir:z 068. being 
in GuzuPfat, hatches a conipiracy again{t Ecbar; and in the firft place ftrangles Cotobdus 
AJdamet-cayez the Kings viccroy in Amadabat and fome Ombraces, he then fcizcs upon 
all advantageous places for the ftrengthening of his Rebellion: But by Abdal Radrec 
( Beyrangano-cawns ion) is no fooner oppofed than vanquifhed 5 and fearing to obtain 
pardon, deitroyed himfelf in like fort as did the late nam'd 24»szzoz. ‘The report 
of whofe death was no fooner bruited but the tame alfo of Afirza ALahomer Fiackim 
(Brother to Ecbar) his death occafions Ecbar to allure himfelf of Cubs, which during 
FTackims life was impoflible to be compafled ; but uiing with all kind refpect his Wives 
and Children, he conferred upon C»abec-cawn FZ.onetbcz and Mamet Afaxuen-carwn large 
itipends and commands in Aéefulipatan, Orixa and other places, fuitable to their me- 
rit. At the fame time Zebber-cawz (late Prefident of Kabul) and famoufcd for his 
victory that year againi{t Afaxuen-cawn, Bama-cawez and other Rebels in Beryl) was 
made Viceroy of that Province, and Radzia Thormiel called to Fertipore, fuch timc as 
Radgee Ramgiend Lord of Bando (a Province adjoyning Agra, redundant only in fand 
and ftones) by perfwation of Radgee Bhyrmiel prefents himfelf to Ecbar at Fettipore, 
and inrolls his Countrey as a member or appendix of the AZeguls great Seigniory; by 
whofe example fundry other petty Gentile Kings fubmitted themfelves unto Ecbar, and 
vearly (as a 1ymbole of their fubjection) prefent him befides Earth and Water their 
Daughters to be his Concubines; tothe Mogul a grateful tribute: and for their better 
fatistaction to court them in, at Praije (an hundred and ten courfe from Agr, Chry- 
foberca in Pliny, by fome Nifea) raifes a triumphant Palace upon a Promontory where 
Feminy emptics her felf into Gauges, the material thercofis hard ftone artificially polih- 
cd, and calls it Elabaffey ia nothing more obfervable than a deep dark cave, in which 
are preferv’d (as reliques) divers deformed Pagotha’s, ridiculoufly bv them fuppofed 
to be Bubba Adam, Ma. nma Evah, Seth, Enofhand AMctbkfelab, whom they affirm lived 
herc, and to whom (from moft parts of India) refort innumerable Zzzyazs for bene 
diction: firft purifying themfelves in Ganges (reputed holy, and no doubt excellent 
for we find that a pint of Gamecs water weighs lels by an cance than any other water 
thereabouts) and fhaving off their hair asan uncleon excrement, fiyppofe thar thereby 
they have merited: the whole, is furrounded with a triple wall; the firit, being of 
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fitty cubitshigh, little lefs under ground as thcy fay tomake it firm and durable; proba- 
bly fixt therc for oftentation by Alexander or B.zcchits, Ovid. lib. 4. Afet. 











Wbofe conquefts through the Orient are renown d, Oriens tibi victus ad ufque 
Where tawny India zs by Ganges bound. Decolor extremo qua cingitur India Gange. 


In this (which many Poraz Kings formerly in vain attempted by reafan of the ovcrilowing, 
Rivers) the King fpent a myriad and two hundred thoufand Roopecs. Here alto they 
Mew a Tree which many Potaz Kings have fought to eradicate and deftroy 5, but as rce- 
port gocs could never cftect, foas ’tis little lefs than adored. Near Elubaffe alfo is worth 
our fecing the itatcly Tomb which Jazgheer built for his firft Wite (Raja ALmifenghs Sifter) 
who poifoned her telf fo foon as fhe received the report of her Son Sultan Gufbrecs re- 
bzflion. ! l 

= The Afoguls affairs fucceeding thus fortunatgly, no clouds appearing, Ecber broacli- 
cs new Chimeras, and fancies the entire conqucft of Purop, Patan, Chormandel, yca of all 
Bcngala to the South, and to ftretch his Empire North as far as 7. artary.- To furchcer 
which, he hears, that «bd:d-cawn, Son and Icir to Skander-chba King of Alaurcnahar 
(part ot Tuwrtiry) Was Coming to Fetripore to give hima friendly vitit: He prevents part 
of his journey and mects him at Lahore : where there wanted no ceremony to conzeur the 
Turtariaz Prince, who after afhort {tay returned home with fatistaction. _ News at this 
time being brought King Achbar that ALirza Sbaropb in Badaxaz had been injured by the 
Ou-beg Tartara thc King rcfolves to vindicate him: but firit, as niore cont«lcrcable, 
bends his march towards Orzzvz, that he might at once command entirely over Ganges. 
At Atteck he multers and orders his Army: to Rajea Byrmiel he difpofts one part, to 
Fehan-cavn another, tohimfelfthe third. Byrmiel Icads the Van, and out-ftripping the 
Army falls furioutly upon the Parazia255 who by their Lieutenant General Zell- +lly arc 
received with no lcfs bravery, but anfwer blow for blow, fo long, and with iùch fuc- 
cels, that Byrmzel was forced to retreat with lofs; fo as Ecbar by fuch as fled having 
quick notice of it, atfirftthe news put him intoarage; but Reafon having gor thc ma- 
itery of Paflion, rallies his men, and with frefh fupplies makes a quick return; and hav- 
ing received a fharp charge by Zel-Ally and his late victorious party, after fome hours 
clofe fight, Ecbar having far the greater Army, had the day; Zel- Ally firft, and then 
Turcoft the S.icutenant General were flain, and fifteen thoufand of the Army left dead 
upon the place: by this overthrow the rich and noble Province ot Bezgala was totaily 
fubjected, which to this day remains a member of the Moguls large Empire. This happi- 
ly cffected, thc conqueft ot Kandahor is next detigned : to which end, Ecbar hearing of a 
variance at that time hapning "twixt the two Princes Huffan and Ruftan Cons of Mirza 
Beyram the Kandahor Governour) and the Pezfíaz 5 he confederates with the two young 
men, and fends Cbabceec-c.avz with five thoufand Horfe thither, who at midnight were let 
into the Town by the two brethren, and the City made a Vallal of Ecbars Empire. But 
vib.ts the Perfraz King, uot liking his enlargement that way, foon recovered it from the 
Indis Iecburs Ambition ncverthclefs grows boundlefs; fo he can overcome,he cares 
not how; nor where he conquers: for, hearing ofthe old King of AZaurezabars dcath, not- 
withilancding his pretended friendfhip tohisSon, hecovetsto become his Succcflor. And 
firit, to difcover their ftrength, he fends Tzedder-caywa and FZackecem-cawz his Ambatla- 
dors, who under an amicable colour of condoling and comforting zbdul-czw for his 
Fatleersccath, atthe years end return well inftructed : but the great Mogul referves the 
practick partuntohimfíclt. For perceiving Caffimeer interpoling, and at that initant not 
under bis power, he fends +My Mirzain Ambaflie to Fuflof*cawn (a fearful King) with this 
Mellaae, That if he with his Son would come to Labore and do him homage, he fhould have 
his Seigniory cftablifhed, and by that Alliance his power at all times would be ready to 
defend hint: if otherwitc he would refer itto the chance of War, he muft expect a perpe- 
tual flavery. The Cafmizzaz Wing atlrighted at this threat, and doubting his power, haltes 
initantly to Ecbar, and becomes his Vallal: Howbeit Facob-cawz his Son being, of morc fpi- 
git, and not able longer to diillemble, withoutlcave returns home, followed by fiuchas 
loved him: {o that he quickly expels the Z»dzazs out of the City, and is acknowledged King : 
But his Halcyon days were of {mall continuance; for Ecbar orders Ally Mirza and Cajfem- 
cbawz with thirty thoufand Horft to haften after him; fo asthe young King not daring up- 
on cqual terms to advefiture battel flies to the high Mountains of Bimbecry, whither alio 
Caffem-c.nyz, directed by fic Natives, fo hotly purfues, that they became mafters of i holt 
fills, whence Facob tlics to Sirbenaker in Cuffimer, but thither alfo they follow him, where 
ncither flrensth in men nor walls were fuificienttorepel, but in defpight of both he ista- 
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Caffimer is part of that part of Afra which of old was called Segdiana, being part of Scythia 
intra Imaum. The North Pole isthere raifed pı degr. o min. This City is trom Asra 
three hundred, from Surat about a thoufand Ezglifh Miles diftant: the Province genc- 
rally is mountainous, barren, cold and windy. Her Metropolis Shyrenakar which tome 
call Syrezahar is three miles in compaís, watered by Sehat or Phat, a River fome think 
Acefines, which from Caucafies after many glomerating dances increafes 7z47255 in nothing 
more obfervable than a Lake (eight leagues hence) which is fifteen miles about, in cen- 
ter whereof is anlile in which is builta fair Palace, out of which is fcen variety of fports, 
as Fifhing, Hawking, Rowing, @ c. Now whether this was that Cyropolzs which the great 
Cyrus raifed to keep out the threatned invafions of the Tartar, asiomefüurmifc, I cannot 
day, fceing another of that namc was where Shyras now ftands. 

This done, rcítleís Ecbar (a while deferring the conqueft of Zaézrza) aims at Zt: and 
allthofe Territories that abutt upon the Eaft fide of Indus. A notable enterprize: Bit 
being a very prudent Prince, well underftood the itrength and condition of every Prin- 
cipality, and how the Rulers were reputed of. Knowing therefore how odious Mirza 
Fehban was by reafonof his Tyranny, and efpccially to his infcriours, he fends Gunganza, 
Ecbars Favourite with twelve thoufand mcn to furprize that place; who to make the 
quicker march and leís noile by Boat failing down Ravee into Iudis, arrived at Tatta, 
which neverthelefs having intelligence, fo provided, that for fix months it held out; but 
inthe feventh the Tyrant was neceflitated to yield it up, and upon conditions having 
furrendredthe place, was entertain'd friendly: but by this acquifition all Syzdee even 
to Loore Bander upon the Ocean came to acknowledge Bebe their Sovereign. 

d atta or Tatra (till of late commanded by the Rajhboor) Ealt fromthe City Fcfelmecr, 
and Welt from Buckor, is reputed onc of the moit celebrated Martsof 7zdz2z5 1o circled 
by a branch of Zzdzs that it is a peninfule. From “Lahore it is about thirty days journey, 
but by Jvdzs in lefstime attained. Llponthe O«ccan Ihe has Loure Binder, whichisthree 
eatie days travelthences obfervable inthis, that fuch thips as rideat anchor there, are 
not fo gnawed and fpoilcd with worms as ufually they be at Ssya//ey, Chaul, Dabul, Daman, 
Goa, and other adjacent places. 

About thistime WNezamfbawthe old King of Decaz paid Nature her laft Tribute, and 
Afelec Amber his Son was itated in his Throne: Ecbar (whofe difcafe was Ambition) is 
fick till he attempt the conqueft of that alfo; to do which he refolves neither colt nor 
toil fhoald hinder: The enterprize was more hopeful feeing that a woman was at that time 
Rectrixof the Marches. | Gazeazzabcing chofen General, having received his initructi- 
ons, with thirty thoufand Horfe marches from Lahore to Brampore, where R.dece Ally- 
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chan the Governour meets him with five thoufand more, and after fome months greater 


preparation fet forward towards Decan, thc Army being provided of all things ncccfla- 
ry both for fightand ficge. Decaz isthe name both of a City and Kingdom: the City is 
diftant about 10 miles from the Diamond-mine. The Kingdomis large, includtd be- 
twixtthe 722ogz4, Narfingan and Samoz.cez, comprehending Cazar.: or Cuaca in which are 
Ozor, Batticala, Afangalir, and other Towns of note upon the Indian Coait, and by frequent 
rciort of Merchants and others not a little celebrated. Tażend Bieby daughter to the 
laft King hearing of the Moguls approach, in the firit place fortifies Amdanazar a fron- 
tire Town; and having from thc Kings of Viffapore and Golcuzdz received an auxiliary 
Force of forty thoufand Horíc, the command of which fhe commits to her Ficld-Martial 
Eunuch Godgee Sbzubel, hc attends the Enemy upon the Confines, firft skirmithing with 
Ally Cbawz, Mirza-Gaffem, and half the Army 5 and foonafterthe Pagans enter pel-mel, 
guided only by courage and dctire of conqucít, fo as on both tides were many flain ; 
now one, then tbc other part‘feeming victorious: fo long, fo couragioufly, with fuch 
emulation and fury the battcl continuing, that when the Sun (weary of fo much blood- 
fhed) had hid his face in the Weft, they ceafed not, but by Moon-light continued the 
fight with equal refolution, fo as for many years a more memorabie battel hath not 
been with morc courage, ineighteen hours none knowing to whom the victory inclined ; 
till fuch time as the Sun fparkling his beams again in that Horizon, Gazganna who was 
their Referve fell in with his Brigade, and in fo good order, that after thfce hours 
further difpute the Decas very unwillingly gave back, leaving their heroick Captain 
C'odece honourably flain inthe field. The Moguls follow the chafe fiftcen milcs 5 but 
thc Princefs Buby gallantly interpofes them with freilh Horíc, forcing the Mogul to a 
retreat toward Brampore, which recovered the Decan fome reputation. Ecb» hav- 
ins notice of what had pait, intreats Sha Aforad his beloved Son to re-inforce his Army 
by a new levy of fifteen thoufand Horfe ; and from Brampore with the othg: Forces 


quartered thereabouts to make a fret invafion into thofe merkiional dii oey 
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Merrily the youthful Prince advances thither-ward, but during his ftay in Brampore 

gave fucH liberty to his vencreous and drunken difpofition, that his radical vigour foon 
became fpent, his lungs confumed, and death gave the period to his confumption. Sydden 
This fudden farewel ftruck the Army with fuch amazement, that many Umbraes (to death of 
avoid the fufpicion of his Father) fled, not caring to inhume the carcais. Ecbar Prince 
having quick intelligence of this fad accident , though he was pretty well acquaint- Morad. 
ed with his Sons debauchery, yet will not be perfiwaded but they had poifoned . 
him: and for better information, his Chancellor (the Princes School-mafter) Abdul 

Fazel is difpatched 5. who (finding the dead Prince his own confumer) prudently 
aflemblies Gunganna, Fuftoff-chan, T=adok-Atamet-chan, Mirza Tzarok, and fuch other 
iimbraes as were at hand: he calls back fuch as had fled for fear, and then fatisfics 

Exbar wherc the fault was; and being commiffioned by the King, undertakes the 
P:inces charge, having, firft fent the dead body to Delly to be buried. In finall time he 
fubdues the Provinces of Chandys or Sanda, Berar, and many other wealthy places ; 

and by Letters acquaints the King with his fuccefs, defiring him to forfake Laborea 

while, (having fpent twelve Winters and Summers there, ) and remove his Court 

to the City of Agray, which fo long languifhed by his abfence; further putting him 

in good hopes in finall time to fübject and add Deccan, Gulgunda (by the Perfians 

called ZZydrabaz,) Viftapore, and other parts of India to his Empire. Ecbar in the 
interim orders his Son Shaw Selym (afterwards called Fangheer) with fifteen thoufand 

Horfe to fall upon Rajea Rana Aardout y the only fucceflor to Porzs, and of all Radgees 

the moft powerful and eminent: Tzebber Chan follows the Prince with five thou- 4.D.t595; 
fand Horie , Sha Coolichan Afabarem with three thoufand 5 Radgee Shagenat (Favorite Heg.975- 
afterward to Fanzgheer) with three thoufand more; and many other Umbraes and Man- 
cebdars of note attended him with what Forces they could, which being brought 
into a body, the Mogul bids Lahore farewel for fome time, and according to Abdul Fazels 
advice, removes both Court and Lefcar unto Agray; into which he was received 
with all demonftration of joy could poffibly be exprefled , the Citizens fuppofing 
he came by his refidence to inrich the Town , when as indeed his aim was to gain 
there quicker intelligence from the Army , and that he might profecute his intended 
bod the better againft the King of Decan, Lahore in the mean time forrows for his 
cparture. 

Lahore (a City both great and famous) is competitor for the Title of Metropolis with Lahore. 
-Agray: The Pole Artick there advanced 32 degrees 15 minutes; the air for eight 
months is very pure and reftorative , the ftreets graceful and well paved 5 moft of them 
being cleanfed and ferved by the River Ravee, a branch of Indus, which from Perjab- 
and tne Caffmyrias mountains ftreams pleafantly near this City, and after a flux ofthree 
thouland Ezglifb miles, the Channel all the way being, deep enough for Junks of three- 

{core Tun, at Tatta in onc broad ftream near Dz at 23 degrees 15 minutes cmpties 
it {elf into the Ocean. In Labore are many things obfervable , asthe Caftle, Palaces, 
Miofques, Hummums, Tanks, Gardens, czc. The Caftle is large, uniform, and 
nobly fcated ; the material ftone, whiteand polifhed; entred by twelve Pofterns, three 
of which refpect the Town, the reft the Country : Within is a Palace entred by two 
Gates, giving paflage into two Courts ; the laft of which points out two ways 5 oncto 
the Kings Durbar and Farneo where according to cuftom he daily fhews himfelf unto 
his people, the other to the Devoz-Kzwz where every evening from cight to cleven he 
diffourfes with his Umbraes. Onthe wallarc pictured fundry ftories and paftimes, viz. 
J'angbeer (othcrwife call Sha Sclym) crofs-legg'd upon a Carpet under a State, his Son 
Perwees bcing on thc right hand with Curroon and Tymorét his brothers, Dhar Shaw and 
Sha Morad, about him are Emiria Sheriff, Can _Afoms elder Brother, of fuch wealth and 
pride, that having above an hundred Concubines, he new clad them every day, and every 
night tearing their apparcl off; buried them in the ground; ZA4ir-a Ruflam (once King of 
Cazndabor) Can Chana, Rajea Manifengb, Can Afam, Affaph Can and Radgee Fuconat bor 
Gaginet (the Craffiis of India, for at his death he left gangbeer asa Legacy t:ixty Mawnds of 
pure Gold, cach Mawnd being five and twenty pound weight, whichin ours amountsto 
near fixty thoufand pound Sterling, and three hundred Elephants richly covered, with 
other things; at whofe death his Wives, Sifter, Nephew, and feven other friends bu rnt 
themfclves (for complement) alive inhis funeral fire >) And onthe Icft hand are Rajea 
Boufine Fly-fcarev, Rajea Randas Sword-bcarer, Mocrib-Chan \elter, Rajea Rodorow, asalfo 
the Radyees Ranfinch , Afanfingb, Berfineh, and Bofiun, &c. In another Goorelchan 
‘near the tormei ) is painted the Mognl under a cloth of Srate crofs-legg'd upon Car- 
Pets; upon the Doois of which are the Images of the Crucifix and of ee 
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Virgin Mother. In another, thc Kings Progenitors ; amongfít whom is Z.ebur and thir- 
ty Noblesin thc habit of Pilgrim Kalenders, cc. This was a noted City in weres timc. 
Upon the banks of this where it mects ZZyd«fpes, the victorious Greek. built Avecphale in 
memory of his Horfe that died there.” Here it is thought the Patriarch v5 itated 
himfelf after his leaving the Ark; and hence Ophyr and Huviliab Sons ot Tocrz 22s romov- 
ed towards Gangesand Malacca. The Province wherein Lahore is {cated is Pte 742 Weft 
from Fenba, or rather fromthe Perfiaa word Paæ:ch-ob or five Waters or Rivers, wnich 
are now Called Ravee, Bcbat, Ob-Chan, VW'zby and Sizdaxr Cincrealed by Pedder and Dz 
msadee,) butby Prolomy and old Hydrographers, Acefines, Copbys, 4dyed.ipes, Zaradras, 
and Rhuadeb or Hifpalis. Ina word, no Province of Zzdia Oui-vies it for plcafure and 
trade, norany part of the Eaft fora continued fhadc of Am, Elm, and Mulberry trees, 
which reach from hence to Azra morc thanthree hundred miles, whote tpreading and vac 
dure lenific the Suns heat, and for whofe further accommodation cach cight miles there i.a 
convenient Saray built for Travellers to repofe in gratis. Labore is from  Sp.e.nv» four 
monthes travel by Carravan. Affa fetida abounds here. | But to return. : 

Ecb.ar, now at Agra, rcfolves in perfon to profccutc the Wars in Decas, [0 as Awo 
t597. ofthe Heg. 077. having made preparation for that expedition, he tets out towards 
Brampore mounted upon a Horfe, (where note, that the cuftome was, that when they Hlne 
out of thcir Palace on Horíe-back it fignifies Wars; if Peace, then wichin a Pallamkeen or 
Litter, or upon an Elephant:) but (contrary to expectation) fo loon as he had palled tie 
River ZVerebedc, hc had news that Zadrr [ba a couragious R.z4ece had tortilicd ALeJer a very 
ftrong Caftle againft him; the Mogul likes not to leave focontiderabic a Place and Enemy 
behind him, and therefore fits down there, and refolves to take it by force oi famine. 
Haffir is three Calftles in one, called Cio; ze; and Commezgh.z:, the ialt is mounted high 
and io well defended by Nature, as feems impregnable: therefore Ecó.r rctolves to ta- 
mifhit, and half a ycar to that end heblockt itups; which the A«Zzcee within fecing, and 
not knowing of any that would cither raifc thc tiege or relicve the Garriton with Provi- 
fions which they then itood in need of, he thought it his beft way to treat betimes, 
that he might cxpect the better conditions 5 accordingly he beat a Paricy, and upon 
treating with Ecbar, upon Articles had his life and goods granted, which upon rendition 
ofthe Caftle were performed, and fuch quarter kept as induced the A.;Zgee to accept 
ofa Command inthe Army, and fo hc followed the Lefcar which upon this tuccets marches 
morc cheerfully, till fuch time as news was brought how that Sh.-Sclym and 7 zebbaer- 
cawn with the rcfiduc afore named, going againft Radyce Raza ALirdout , in Afincer 
Tzebbaer departed this life, (of poyfon as tome thought) which for fome time alters 
the Princes progrefs, for forthwith fcizing upon T7zebbaezs treafure (amounting toa 
crow or ten leck of Roopes) therewith hc purchates the mercenary affection of io many 
ofhis Souldiers that to Azra he returns, unnaturally refolved to thrult his Father 
out of his Throne.  Ecbar was fo amatcd at it, and with this unexpected Rebchion, 
that what with fear of his Sons popularity, and what with grict to leave Dec» un- 
conquered, his heart droops, and a deep melancholy {cizes his fpirit, till Abdul Fazel 
rouzcs him, and by the fcatonaBle encouragement he gave, not only revives, but cxaf* 
perates. Whereupon turning his back of Z4m»zad.sgar with half his Army, (leaving his 
Son Sha D'haen, with Abdul Fazel, Chan-Channi, Baduer-Sbaw, and other llmbraes to 
profecute the War of Deca) he fpecds towards Azray, whither sh.av-Se/yom had got before 
him in hopeto fecure the Treafury; butmifling his aim, he marches back by Rebez and 
Annewar, and after twelve days march came to E/-Zabaffe having forced his patfaae 
through Berar or Bahacr, Syaupore, Chalpy, (not that which iome think Tharfis) Lackzo00, 
AMchpore, Chera, Gaftanpore,. Glanoots, Cherfam, Berage and other Towns and Provinces 
which fcemingly acknowledged him, and in which Garrifons he put Captains of his 
own choofing. The King now returned to 4grzy being fentible of his Sonsconftpiracy, 
wifhes all were well again; by kind Letters firft attempting it, difcovering the fhaine and 
danger he was in, the curfc ot AZabomer, and deprivation of his birth-cight, fo he periifled 5 
but promifing pardon if he weuld füubmitand comc in: Howbeit fuch perfivatious were ol 
(mall power with Shay-Selyn, who to aflurc his Father of higcanttancy inthat courfe firit 
derides the Meflenzer, and then o?re-runs the Empire as ffir as Benasi, hop ng mitin 

vain)the Viceroy there Radegce ALinfingh would tide with him. 5 
Ncverthcelets, what made iome amends, was the good fuccets his other Sen Prince 


Mhacn or Danicl had in his march towards Deca»: For he having, centred thet cunts, 
tn the firit place betieged 6az4derziz, one of the molt contideraole Callies tors} persia 


and {cLituation in the whole Kingdom.  licrein the diltreiled Lady with many of bo 
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all 


Sultan Shaw Selym rebe/s. Brampore defcribed. 


all fofts of warlike Inftruments. Notwithitanding all which (the Dice of War fo or- 
dering 4.) in the feventh month the Encmytook it by ftorm; many of the defendants 
Johing their lives; but ail, their wealth and liberty. Sebey only, rather than füffer im- 
prifonment made her {elf away by Poyfon, and fo put anendtohermifery. But her trea- 
iurc of Gold and Silver came to the Conquerors hands, who giving it in charge to Ab- 
dul Fazel and Chanchanna, the Caftle hetruftedi to Godgee Byckmirz, and without any fur- 
ther refiftance marched his whole Army through the Counties Berar and Gandes, recei- 
ving fome acknowledgment from the faint-hearted Kings of Ga/cuzda and Vifiapore; and fo 
loaden with triumph and treafure returns to Brampore victorious. 

BRAMPORE (or Z2arumpur) Baramatis in Ptolomy, or Brachman-pore as my notion 
prompts me, of old and at this day a Seminary of Bramans, Jogues, Culans or Gymnofopbs, 
-whole Academy (about this place) is recorded by Porphyrizs and Prolomy) is in Artick 
€. ‘vation twenty eight degrees, three minutes; from Surat Ealt two hundred and twen- 
ty miles; from Afmeer four hundred and twenty; and from 4gray not much lefs than 
one thoufand. The Province is called Chandifh or Sanda, where being watered by Tap- 
pee (the River at Surat) it becomes fruitful and pleafant, but elfewhere is barren and 
fandy. The City is built upon low ground, in an unhealthy but fpacious Vale, and by 
Bannyans moft inhabited: the Streets are many but narrow; the Houfes not high, and 
but meanly beautiful: At the North-Eaft end it has a Caftle (atthe River fide) which is 
large; and in the River we fee an artificial Elephant fo skilfully fhaped, that by the 
Bannyans"tis of ome veneration, and by others admired. In times paft here refided the 
Decan Kings, who by the'AZogsl are now beaten from it: and near this is Chan-Channa’s 
Houle and Gardens at Lo/l-baut,adorned with a delightful profpect of feveral Trees,which 
for fruit and fhade and for variety of Flowers and Herbs of all forts, exprefsthe inge- 
nuity as well as greatnefs of that Noble Perfon; as alfo the W/ater-works two couríes 
thence are well worthy the view. But to return. 

Ecbar no fooner underftood how fortunately his Son Daniel had procecdcd South- 
ward, (the news whereof ’tis likely came to Shaw-Selims ear) but Godgee Feban prefents 
him withe penitential Letter from Sbaw-Selym his rebellious Son in the contrary quarter. 
After alittle ftay, Jeba» returns with the Moguls promifed pardon, provided he would 
difmifs his Army and make fpeedy fubmiffion. His ungracious Son repeating his for- 
mer impiety, returns this for anfwer; “That having an Army of feventy thoufand Horfe, 
and many brave men, upon moft of which he had conferred fome Command, it was evi- 
dent he needed not tofubmit: neverthelefs he would fubmit, provided an Amnefty were 
forthwith given him and thofe that were in this confpiracy, their lives and well-being 
being equally valuable with his own; which if his Father would not grant, he was re- 
folved to defend himfelf; and to continue his Army in their former couríes. Echar ha- 
ving ruminated a while, returns him a tart anfwer, fuch as incenfed the Prince; who 
having advifed with his Council of War, forthwith dif-lodged, and in good order 
marched fpcedily to E/abaffe, where he commandsall forts of Coin, of Gold, Silver, and 
Brafs to be ftamped with his own Name and Motto; yea, to vex hisFather the more he 
difhoneftly courts -4varkala his Fathers Wife, (which name fignifies Pomegranad,) and 
withal fent him fome of his new-ftampt money; a crime of fo high a ftain, that the en- 
raged Father firft curfes him, and then acquaints his Chancellour Abdul Fazel with his 
condition: who having laboured all he could to moderate his Mafters paffion, with all 
convenient hafte (accompanied with three thoufand Horfe) follows the Poft to do his 
Malter fome Service. But Sha Selym, (having intelligence how all paffed) toanticipate 
fo fire an Enemy,writcs to Radgee Bertfingb (Lord of Seer) thorow whofe Country he muft 
go, toliein wait for Abduls aflage, iud promifing him 3 gratuity with command of five 
thoufand Horfc,fo he would fend him Abduls Head. The Radgee promifes his beftj3and with a 
thoufand Horfe and three thoufand Foot ambufhes near Gwaler; and fuch time as poor 
Abdul Fazel (füufpectlefs of any Enemy) pafled by, Radgee fell upon him; and notwith- 
itanding the advantage he had , for three hours the fight continued 5 but o’re-prefling 
them with men and troops, in the end Abduls company were moft part flain, and hini- 
felf (after twelve wounds which he received in fight) was at length taken and beheaded. 
Sclym reccives the prefent jeyfully ; but Ecbar (wholoved him dearly) becomes fo paffio- 
nate, thatfor three days he withdrew from all manner of company, and for fome timc 
rcfufed to be comforted. But (like waves) fec another horror afflicting him: news 
was brought him of his other Son Sha Daniel’s death, killed in the fame City and by the 
fame Difcafc Morad was formerly, by intemperance: hereat the old man afflicts his de- 
caying body unincafurably, cries and fighs and vows revenge upon Chanchanna for no 
better :cgarding him: who fo foon as the Prince was dead, made what baíte he could 
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to the Court to purge himfclf; but was not admitted Ecbars fight, till by mediation of 
others he was brought into his Majefties prefence, and gave fo good an account as the 
Mogul was pacified,and with new inftructions haften'd back tothe Army in Decaz. Ne. 
verthelefs, the vexation he endures by the continued Rebellion of his Son Selym takes 
from him all comfort; and fecing him hardned in his exorbitancics, is at his wits end 
how to reduce him. Therefore firft (as a King) he marches againft him with thirty 
thoufand Horíe, but by his Mothers fudden death was recalled 5 whofc Body when he 
had fumptuoufly interred in Delly in King ZZomayoz her Husbands Sepulchre, then (asa 
Father) he tries once more what fair perfwation could operate: To which end he di- 
étates a pathetique Letter mixt with loveand anger, reproving, perfwading, dillwa- 
ding, promifing, and putting himin mind, he was or fhould be at-leaft his joy and com- 
fort; and that he had no more Sons living. Myrad Zedda (once the Prince's Tutor) 
was thought the fitteft perfon to carry it, who fo forcibly penctrates the yielding ory 

ther convinced nature of Sha Selym, that forthwith taking Perwees his little Son along 
with him, he leaves ZZa/abafs, palles feminy, and after two days (the Wizard allowing 
the day fortunate) with all his Umbraes arrives at gray, and by Mortoza-kawn 
was brought to Ecbar then in the Guzel-chan; who blufhing to eye him, leads hin: into 
the Mahael, or private Lodging, where forgetting his promife remembring the dances 
Selym had led him, into fuch a rage that rapt him, that after he had flafht terror into his 
heart by the fury of his eyes, and thunder-ftruck him with a ftorm ot words, with his 
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The Prince fift ftruck him fo hard upon thc mouth, that Selym throwing him{clf down, rcqucíts his 


fabmits,

himfelf. 


Father at once to deftroy him, to which end he fhews lim Ris breait, the fword and 
hand ready to it. But Ecbar by this queas de choler intends no fuch facrifice, but 
commanding him to arife, diffembles his affection and terms him Aís and Fool, that 
commanding feventy thoufand men, would forfake them to truft the tugred promifes of 
any. That faid, he brings him forth again, and fends him back to Prifon, giving all 
the principal Umbraes his affociates like welcome, Radzgee Barfo excepted, who (wifer 
than the reít) cfcapcd. By this imprifonment, Sb Sclym contrary to his cuftome ab- 
itains four and twenty hours from Opium, which next day Ecbar (fearing that in a pafi- 
on he would make himfelf away) comes in Perfon and perfwades himtotakc: The third: 
day, by the interceflion of his Ladies and Concubines Selym was freed and fent to his 
own Houfe , where he behaved himfelf orderly, tina dutiful manner cach day viliting his 
Father; till upon fome old mens malicious furmifes or his Fathers new jcaloufie he was 
reftrain’d again, and the Mogul de zovo exafperated againft him. But this ill-grounded 
rancour had little effect; for Ecebar taking diftafte again{t Mirza Gafhaw (the Viceroy 
of Tutta’s Son, and one formerly high in his favour) for fpcaking one word with Ecbar 
ill interpreted, no fubmiffion will {ferve his turn, no lefs than his life mult pay for it: 
To which end the Kings Phyfician was directed to prepare two Pills of like fhape but con- 
trary operation; Gafhaw muít be trufted with them, and bring them to Ecbar; who 
(imagining by a private mark he knew the right) bids Gafhaw fwallow the other. Ga 

aw ignorant of the deceit, by chance light upon the beft, fo as Ecbar by miftake was 
poifoned. . Too foonthe miferable Mogul perceives his error, and too late rcpents his 
choler, but (for fhame concealing the cauíe) after fourtcen days torment and fuccefs- 
lefs trial to expell the poifon yields up the Ghoft, inthe fcventy third year of his Age, 
and fifty fecond of his Reign; and with all imaginable folemnity in Z7 zekazder, three 
courfe from Agra, in a Monumcent which he had prepared, that great Monarch was bu- 
ried: And Sha Selym (though a while rcfifted by Radzee A4anfingh aud Chan Afem, who in 


Sha Selym vain endeavoured to make his Son Czfbroo Mogul, fo nominated by Echar as they alledged)

with fuch ceremony as was requifite was Crowned at Agra, by name of Fangheer, King.

Give mc leave now to prefent you various Scenes, compofcd of a miícellany of fubjects, 
hapning in Zzdzs£azt during Fangheers Reign. 
Fangheer (fo now we call him) by the mediation of Morteza Chait, Cooly Aamctcbam, 


4.D.1604 and othersot his Council, receives his Son Sultan Cofbroe Cor Gis[brow) his late coinpeti-

tor into favour; and to lay the foundation of his grcatneís in the good will of his pco 
ple frecly receives Chin Afem and Radgee into grace again. But Cufhrooe, dtruck by his 
own guilt, fufpcctiug his pardon counterfeit, by Letter dcefires ZZz/fazbeg, Viceroy ol 
Cabul, his old Friend, to meet him near Ferrzpere with fome Horfe, that liz might fly 
away, being alfurcd that if he ftay'd long at Court he fhould be put to death. By his 
Zantelthe Letter isfpeedily delivered, who as readily obeysthe difconfolate Prince, and 
with three thoufand Horfe haftes to Achbar-pore, which is from Agra four and twenty 
courfes, whither the Prince (efcaping about twi-light from Court) comes, followed 
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by fives-hundred Gallants, who all together haften to Lahcre. Fangheer had immediate 
notice of his Sons flight, and refenting how dangcrous it might prove,charges Godgee Afe- 
lec Allybeg Captain of the Guard, with fuch force as hethen had to purfuc Cufhroo, and to 
bring him back again. The Crtwal with threc hundred Horfe, and Adeztazacbanz with 
fifteen hundred Horfe more, allnight poft after Godzee; yea after both, but more lea- 
furely, Fangheer himfelf (perfwaded to it by Mirza Umbrave) with fifty Elephants and 
eight thoufand Men: fo that the poor Prince (every way purfücd) feared to be made 
Prifoner again ; yet fuch was the hafte ZZzffezbeg made atore them, that none of the 
three came near him by fifteen courfes, (yea, though all the way they plundercd Villa- 
ges, and made havock of what they could) fo ason the ninth day the Prince attained La- 
bere : Butintcnding to enter the Caftle, they were (contrary to expectation) kept out 
by Ebrabim-cbaz the Governour, (prcmoniihed of the Princes fght5) and which was 
worle, by Sayet-chan (three courfe from the City, and in his way to Bange the place of 
his Government) makingas if he would join with him, uponthe River the poor Prince 
isimprifoned; but by vertue of a bribe efcaping, he returns to Fiuffan, where he was 
endangered by another bait. For Zalaladen Haffen prefents himfclt unto the Prince, 
alluring him that his Father out of his abundant love had paficd by his offences, and had 
affigned his true Friend Zzzffezbeg the additional Command of the Provinces of Cabul 
and Z.zz:foed: with which iceming not contented, he defires the addition of Zerbyzd, 
all this being but to dally, and allure his ftay till Za;gbecz came to catch him. The Prince 
nevcrthelcís was not fo timple, but that he eafily diicovers his Fathers drift; fo that af- 
tcr three weeks fruitlefs attempt to take the Caitle in Labore, he forfakes the City, and 
with twenty thoufand Horfein aquick march moves back again, with a full determina. 
tion to bid Tazgbeer battcl nearer home. It hapned, that he pitcht onc night where Mor- 
tof: Kawz with fix hundred Horfe (hearing of Gufhroo’s coming) was ambufhed: A4ozto- 
ja talls upon him; but fuch was the premeditated care Huffaz had of the place, that in 
two hours skirmilh their Enemies were beaten, and Sha-Chelyal the Captainilain; fo that 
had not Gedgee Melec with the Kings Standard entred, proclaiming with great out-cries 
that the Mogul was at hand, the Kings party had been wholly routed: But of fuch ter- 
ror wasthe Kings approach (then paít Surazpore) that Abdul Rajea who bore the Prin- 
ccs Colours nioft cowardly threw it away and ħed, and by hisdaitardly Example the reft 
of the Army did the like, moft of them by the ruftick time-ferving people being chafed 
and knockt down, and all the baggage fcized on by Country-people. The King was fo 
fenfible of this good hap, that in memory of the Deliverance he creéts at T xickerry, i.e. 
a place of Hunting a ftately Caftle, and new names the place Ferrzpere, which fignifies 
Paradiíz, or a place of Delight. ; 

Fettipore, if the water had been good, had by this time triumphed over all the Cities of Fettipore 
India; ‘tis walled about,and to the W. N.W. difcovers a Lake five miles over. The N.E. 
has a tair Buzzar,five hundred paces long, neatly paved,and well built on all fides: at one 
end isthe Moguls Houfc, and a Mohol curioufly built; on the other fide a Mofque afcended 
by thirty ftcps, barr'd with a Gate; inall fo obfervable,that it is fcarce equalled through- 
out Izdia; the top is full of little Pyramids, the Court within is fix times larger than the 
Royal Exchange in Londou,neatly paved with frec-ftone,the Ifles paved,and the Columns all 
ot one ftone very beautiful: Aitrontingthis Gate is a fumptuous Monument, the parget 
whercof is covered with Paint and Oyfter-pearl fhells, but proudeft in the Kalender who 
lies there buried. Toreturn. The miferable Prince after this defeat, accompanied with 
Haffenbeg, Abdul Radgee, and Chan Baderfhaw, {carce looks behind him till they had attain- 
ed Lahore, where Radin itays, but Szrazz Gufhroo with Bada[ba crofs the Ravee, and labour 
toarrive with fafety at Rawtas, a Caftle by fome reputed impregnable. Bad fortune it 
fecins followsthem every where; for, pafling thc River T zeztob,by the treacherous Water- 
men they are kept between Deck, and brought into the power of Caffem-chawns Sons (then 
beficging the Caitle) who without delay conveys them to gangbeer,by that time paft La- 
tir, a Hood fevcn days travelthence. The King overjoyed with this good hap, returns 
to Lahore, and by the way put to death many Umbraes who were the Princes followers 5 
and the Prince was committed to the cuftody of Zemanacheg, (called after AZabober-cbaz, 
7. €. beloved Lord; of which AZabobet-cayyz Y may fay as Livie fpeaks of Cato, In this man 
werc fuch abilities of mind, and fuch heroick vertues, that into what Climate foever his 
Nativity cal him hc fcemed able to command a fortunes) Hafferxbeg Bedafha, and 
Abdul Radgec,bcing firft publickly difgraced,were then made clofe Prifoncrs.Such wasthe 
conclulion of the Princes firft out-brcaking. 

Whether {ome Noble-men reputed Fanzgheer tyrannical, or that they thought Gaf- 
roo had better Title to the Empire,or that envy was the caníc, is uncertain; but fome of 
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thefe fo wrought, as onc night when but few men watched the Prince, fome male-con- 
tents conípircd to take away the Moguls life upon the high Mountains as he patlcd 
thence to Cabul, and to place Gufhroo in his room: the Traitors were of no mean rank, 
Adirza Chcerief (Brother to Affaph-charn,) Mirza Nouradyn his Coulin, Mirza Fetulla, Alir 
za Shaffenbeg, Lollabeg, and Afurdoph-chan. Fangheer having no notice thcrcot, and 
fufpecting no treachery pafles on ; but by good fortune was fo well attended, that they 
duríl not attempt their villanous intent. Howbcit,in thc interim, Erhaman Doulet the 
Treafurer was accufed by one of his Slaves, to have converted to his own ule and for 
the encouragement of Traitors sooooo Roopees out of the Moguls Trcafury: That, and 
the news of Cheer Affenchan (CEthaman Doulets Son in Law) his treacherous murder of 
Cotobdy Atamet-chan Goga (Licutenant of Bengala near Radgee Mahal, albeit Affenchaun 
the Turk upon that {core was alfo foonatter flain by Ceffzdize and Kiffiveer-chawn, Brother 
and Son to the Licutenant, and his Mother and Wife moft bafely abufed) were impupa- 
tions rcflecting fo much upon Doxler, that hc was not only ditfcharged of his Place, but 
his Eftate contifcated, and himíclf imprifoned in Diaver-chans Houte cluring his Maje- 
{tics pleafure, to his gricf, but the aftonifhment of all Zzd//.z;, whoever reputed him an 
oncít Officer and Counfcllor of State. 

Grcatcr was Faugheers fear, when by Godgee Vehes he was at length acquainted with 
the contpiracy intended againít him by men of powcr, fuch as he never provoked, fuch 
as were nearly related to him: But by Afirza Umbraves advice, throws off all abject fear; 
and having, apprehended the confpirators, without delay he commands them toexccuti- 
on, Ethamanz Donlet oniy excepted, who at the requcít of his Keeper was pardoned 
(upon payment of 200000 Roopecs to the King and him for his lifc,) but led back to 
Priionin difgracctul fort. Atter which the King returns (from Czbul) unto Lahore ; 
and by the way remembring tne danger he had eicaped, and dceply grounding his jea- 
loutic that Gafhroo his Son wa» partly caufer of it, hc commands his Sons Eycs by juice ot 
Acck to be made blind: burthe Poifon was imore merciful,leaving one Eyc a little fight. 
Chan fem alio «Gn[broo's Fatiicr in Lew) was clad in loathfome rags and brought into 
the Cucelchan, where cvery Limbrae_ was commandcd to {pit upon his Beard; after 
which he was manacled and icd to Prilon, where two full years he remained clofe; till 
by tiic prevalent inyportunity ot his Wives he was fctat liberty. 

This year Anno 1609. Currowz (another of Fangheer’s Sons) and other of his friends 
(to make his way the caficr to the Crown) prevailed with Faneheer that his Kinfinen 
Shaw Selym’s Brothers Sons might be Chriftn.d ; which accordingly was done in Agra: 
The Jefuits that baptizcd the young Princes named them Philippo, Carlo and Henrico ; 
that ycar alfo they baptized another Grandfon of Ecbars by the name of Dox Edoard. 
Soon after Mirza Ombrave being Apoplectique, thercby became incapable of the further 
cxccution of his Office. T’<alamchan allo in Cotepdy's place was made Viceroy of Ben- 
Zala, and commanded to fend up as Prifoners Affen-chan’s Family; which he did ac- 
cordingly. Inthe way, the young Widdow AZeber-metzia Ethaman Doulets Daughter, 
and Sifter to Affaph-chan, was mct by a Wizard or Fortunc-tcller, who told her many 
ftorics of her enfuing Greatnefs, which foon after hapncd. For they were no fooner ar- 
rived at Agra (whither Fangheer was by that time come) but were kindly welcomed by 
Rockia Sultanna the Mother Quecn. It hapned, that one day being led into the Mahal 
with her little Girl, Zazgbeez was therc accidentally, and in merriment lifting up her 
Vale, difcovers fo rare and forcible a beauty that thenceforward he became her Prifo- 
ner, and fhe the fum of all he contemplates: Heis now nolonger Ethamar: Donlets foc, 
but to ingratiate himíclt into the free affection of his Goddefs, rather ftudies how to 
advance .Doz/cr her dejected Father; in this paflionate dotage he forgets his ftate and 
the power he had to command, and privately each day pafles by Boat to Erthaman Don- 
lets Houfe, and all night confumes himfelf and his precious time in amorous dalliance: 
Beauty is a beam of Divine retulgency, no wonder then if an Enamorado ncglcct all 
other things to accompliih his delight, without whom there feems nothing but darknefs 
and difcontent. Toenjoy her thc more and bettcr, at length he commands Godzce Ab- 
dul Hoffen to ask Doulets good will tor his Daughter, which ZZoffez admires; aid lay- 
ing bctore him the indignity hc offers fo greata Majcfty;. Fanghecr (now Cupids ilave) 
being both deaf and blind, in cholcr bids him go, or {tay cternally. Hoffen replies no, 
niorc, but fpecds away, and utes fimall perfwafions: for Etbaman Douler (ly this Mira- 
cle wrapt from his difcontented Orb) after iome profeffion of his bafenefs,returns Fang- 
beer his humble and thankful condefcention: fo that Adeber AMctzz« is forthwith cfpou- 
fed with all folemnity to the King, and her name changed intő Nowurfha-begem, or Nor- 


m hal, i.e. Light or Glory of the Court; her Father upon this affinity advanced ode 
| a

all the other Umbraes 5 her Brother AffJaph-chan and molt of her kindred imiied upon, 
with the addition of Honours, Wealth, and Command. And in this Sun-fhine of con- 
tent Fanghcer {pends fome ycars with his lovely Qneen, without regarding ought fave 
Cupia’s Currantoes. 

Anno 1610. of the Hegira 900. and in the fixth year of his Reign, Sultan Sherryar the , M ««8 
Prince (under tutoríhip of Mortefa-chan) wasíent Viceroy to Gazurar: at whicn tim: 4p ad 
Chan-Feban was fent to Brampore; and Mahobet-chan appointed General, and oider.d A. Hey.950 
with an Army againft Rudgee Rana or Rabanna of Mandon, who at that inftant was broke 
out into Rebellion. The County alfo of Radjea Cottz (a branch of Bengala) was that 
year fubjected under the Imperial Crown of Induftan, by the valour and good conduct of 
J -alamcbaz. During which, AZabobet-cban (by that time in Ranaes Provinces) goes on 
wictorioufly, forcing many Holds and Cattles from thofe indomitable Z-dians: but (by 
envy of {fome at Court) in this his proíperous proceeding AZabobet was recalled back 
to Court and Abdul-chan made General in his place. This alteration did not much alter 
the eftate of the Army, as fome thought; for Abdul profccutes Raza with no lefs vi- 
gour and fucccls, urging him to a fet Battel at Szff-meer $ where Abdul got the better, 
chaling Radzgee to Oudepore and Pormandel, killing many of his men, enriching them{elves 
with abundance of Spoil and Captives, and after much toil and fome lots he fackt Sya- 
wend (Rana’s ftrongelt Caftle) till then judged impregnable , wherein they had ftore 
of warlike Provifion, and many Pagods, which for above 1050 years had ftood there 
fuperftitiouíly adored, thefe the Mahonietans burnt, and in place of then) reared a ftu- 
pendious Mofque for Mahometan Devotion. -Abdul-cawn ío fortunately managed this 
War again{t Rava, that Fangheer the great Mogul fends him thanks, and orders him to 
live a while in Gafurat, not only to curb but to extirpate that rafcal-race of Coclyes and 
Bielfgrates which fo thievifhly robb’d the Cafhlaes and lived upon the fpoil of peaceful 
paflengers. -Abdxi fails not in that: For with fitteen tnoufand Horfe fent out in 
feveral parties, he ferrets and purfues them in all places where he knew they lurked, 
and after many petty encounters took Eder their retreating place (feventy courfe from 
Amadavad ,» yea, happily fell upon them one time when tiiey were together, and hav- 
ing with eafe put them to flight, in the chafe flew half their rabble, together with 
Lael-Cooly their Ring-leader, whofe head he fent to Amadabat, and (as a memorial of 
his Victory and terrouf to all fuch Rebels) commanded that it fhould be fet upon a 
Pinacle. 

But Cawz-Fehan (during thefe broils) waiting all occafions of conqueft in Decan, 
through difcord and envy of tome Limbraes in the Army, finds his fuccefs grow worfe 
and worfe againft Melec Amber, and knows no remedy without acquainting the Mogul. 
therewith; and às an expedicnt he intreats that one of his Sons might come thither to 
command, by whofe greatnefs the Army might be better ordered. After confidcration, 
the King fends S»raz Perwees his Son, and with him Radjea Ramdas, who from Bram- 
pore fends Chanz geban and Atuifingh with an Army to Bellaguate, where they fend defiance 
to Melec - But Fangheer better knowing the prudcrice of Melec Amber and his power, 
fpeeds Chaz Afem after them with four thoufand men more to re-inforce his Army 5 
which done, he removes his Lefcar to Afmeer, a place convenient for hunting. Chan 
Afem was no fooner come to Brampore but he intreats Ganganna (Lieutenant of Khoor ) 
to join with him, and fo haftens towards Bellaguate with an Army of 100000 men, 600 
Elephants (of which huge Creature this Empire is thought to have 4ooco) and 12000 
Camels; yea, of fuch fame grew this Expedition, that ere they departed Cuncam they 
were of Horfe and Foot no lefs than 600000. With this great Body Abdul chan pene- 
trates into the very heart of Decan, no reliftance being made either in Field, Town, or 
Garrifon; fo that through all Beder, Aurdenagar, Gentfro, and as far as Kerchy ( the 
Seat Royal) they marched without refiftancc, burning and plundring as they lifted ; 
fparing neither Villages, Temples, nor Inhabitants not to be counted. The Decan King 
aftonifhed at their numbers, and unable to refift thistorrent, ilies to and fro, nor reft- 
ing any wherctill he came to Daultabar, ten miles from Kerkie, a Caftle of great ftrength : 
For having made fome fmall skirmiíhes and ambufcadocs, they appeared to fo little pur- 
pofe, that A4e/cc Amber (albeit Mamet Lary and Wackhyl Adel_chan were new come to his 
aid with above twenty thoufand Horfe, and fome infantry ) devifes rather to quit his 
Kingdom of them by ftratagem, than hazard it by chance of War. No actions are more 
fubject to fuddcn and unexpected Events than thofe of War. AZelec cunningly writes 
counterfeit Letters directed from fome Radgees about Fangheers Court, containing a 
private advertifement of the Moguls death and Currooms advancement to the Crown: 
Thefe he gives in charge to a crafty Bannyan ^ who circling about as if hc camc from 
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Agray, was taken as a fpyes; his counterfeit Letters being read, their lying Content: 
io aitonifhed the General, that without more confultation they preicntly divide the 
Army, quit fuch places as they had placed Garritons in, with confufed hafte march. 
ing back into their own Country, and cach Captain to his former Quarter. Sultan 
Perwees marches to Brampore, Abdul-chan to Surat, and Chaz Afem towards Agra, gi- 
ving Amber eatie re-admittance to his Towns and Caltles 5 which otherwife in all pro- 
bability would hardly, at leatt not fpeedily have been recovered. But fo foon as 
Faugheer had intelligence of that deceit, he becomes inraged at their fimple credulity, 
threatning their punifhment, and then intreating Adshobet-chan to go Governour to 
Brampore. Who having received his Commiflion repairs thither, where he was with 
joyful acclamations received: Such was ZZebober's difcretion that from thence he em: 
ploys what force he had, in fhort fpace fubduing Berar, after which he enters Deces 
without any confiderable lofs as far as Kerchy, where Abdul-chan’s Army had been she 
year before; by that izcond inroad making Deearx a molt miicrable Country ; and 
loaden with abundant fpoils returns to Brampore with Victory. Which good 1üccets, 
when it came to Fangheers cars, made amends for his laft years failings. And further, 
when (by Cwrroozs mediation, having firit by many battels and purfuits tired him) Rana 
Radjea prefents himiclf, his Son, and many gifts unto the King, amonzit which an Ele. 
phant valued at 109900 Roopces, íubmitting all he had to Fanghecr to be difpofed of; 
who heartily forgiving, cmoracces him with alicction, offers to ins Son his Daugiiter in 
marriage, and returns him th? Goverument of Pormandel (Porus his Country,) Oodcpore, 
and other places: But foon after (whether for prict he had fubmitted, for whicn he 
fuftered reproach fufficient, or fome other caufe) died, and with much ceremony and 
hymns in a dolcful manner fung to his memory, in a Sepulchre amongit his Noble Pro- 


gcnitors this great Prince was at Chytor buricd. 








Fanghecr the mean time having confumed eighteen months in pleafure at ALmdo (fixty 
courlfes from Brampore, and above twice as much from -dmadavad,) departs, and in 
progreís comes to -madavad; where he difcharged Abdul-echam trom thar Command, 
but ordains him Viceroy of Calpi aud Khoor: and atter twelve months paitime tiicre re- 
turns LO dAgruy, Anno 994.and of our account 1614- That year Chabeez Governour of 
Cand.bor was difplaced (by reafon of his age) and Badar-chan made Commander there. 
T ~ediat-chan alfo was fent to fucceed Tzalam-chayvn in Bezgala: But at that time O:man- 
chan a Putranian with a numerous Army befieging, Daec (the Metropolis) he and Erha- 
man chawa with fifteen thoulfand men gave Ozman battcl, which was bravely fought on 
both fides; but by rcaíon of a mad Elephant on which Ozman fate, Txediat-chan was 
unhorfed and maimed, yea the Moguls Forces difcomfited: but by ftrange chancea 
wounded man fecing Ocz»az país by transfixes him with his Lance, and by that mif- 
chance the Puttans retreat, and at length flye, the Moguls not only recovering Dacck, 
but piercing into the very heart of the’ Gentiles Country they captivate his Wife and 
Children, forraging at pleafure, and making all his Wealth (which was very great, and 
fent to gray) a teftimony of their Valour as well as Victory. That year the Mogul 
journied to Lahore with his Lefcar. 

Abdul-chawn after feven.weeks march arrives at Calpi, where, and of Koor he was 
to receive the Government. He ftraightway executed his Commiffion, in finall timc 
guicting and deftroying thofe fwarms of rebellious Rafhboors, which till then there 
abounded; he levelled alfo the molt defenlive places with the ground, and made fale 
of fo many of the Inhabitants as paid the Charges of the War, amounting to 200990 
Roopees and upwards. Chan Afem alio about this time went Ambaflador from Fanz- 
heer to Abbas the Perfian. Wot any Aniballador in mans memory went more richly 
difpatcht with Prefents or. more bravely attended. He prefented the King (then at 
Spabawz) with twelve Cheits: of choice Linen, two other Cheits filled with Shaíhes 
woven with Gold and Silk and Silver, many Daggers whof Hatts were fct with Stones 
of value, eftimated at 70545 Roopees; and for difctharge of his own port and tra- 
vel had an allowance out of the Moguls Exchequer of fixty thoufansl Roopecs, the 
better to reprefent the Majefty of fo great an Emperour Abbas entertains the Am- 
bailadour nobly, cloys him with invitations, fhows, fports, and other paftimes 5 and 
at his departure makes five hundred Cofelbafhes with Alieulicawy Ruflan-beg and other 
Noblemen attend him two days journey upon his way towards Cuucdar3 vcconmend- 
ing nis wcll-wifhes to the Mogul in a Princely return of five hundred Courfers, twen- 
ty Mules, five hundred Alles of great value, oic hundred aiid fifty Dromedaries (or 
Cootvibath Camels,) eighteen Cheits or Sidon hs of choice Carpetsand Bezarsy twenty 
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Camels load of Sbyras Wine, and eight of conferv’d Dates, Piftachoes, c^c. All which 
were acceptably received by Yazebeer ; who that ycar took his progrefs to participate 
the pleafures of Caffimere, having firft removed Mahobet-chan trom Brampore to the 
Command of Kabul and Bazges. 

KABUL (by Prolomy in his fixth Book and 18 Chapter called Chabura, by fome fup- Kabul. 
pofed that Alexandria Arachofie which the Macedonian built near the mountain Caucafus, 
on the North is confined by Caucafus, South with AZzlrbaz, Ealt with Caffmeer and Kakar,. 
Weit with Jzdus) isnow fubject tothe Mogul, but not many years fince tothe Tarrar and 
Perfian. The name from the Syriack, fignifies freril, and agrees with the nature of the 
Countrey, whichis cold and windie; being not fruitful, fave where the Nylob fattens 
her, a River (by Ptolomy called Coa, Coas and Cophis by others) which not far thence ariling 
Ítreams South into Zzdzs, and is one of thote five which empty themfíelves into that Prince- 
ty River, and then in onc itream near to Diz, difembogue themfelves into the Ocean. The 
City Cabul is North from Lahore eight days journey, the way hilly and dangerous, albeit 
the Inhabitants be moft part Bannyans; the houfes are low; nothing morc obfervable in 
the Townthanthe Serrays and two great and well built Forts or Caitles, inone of which 
King Babur was born, from whom in threc defcents Fangheer is defcended. 

Sultan Cufhroo upon his Fathers remove to Caffmeer was taken fromthe cuftody of Afaph- 
cawn and given to Cawz-Fehaa to iecure. Cheg?-Caffem was then alio made Licutenant of 
Bezzala in his Brother 7 zalam-cawzs Ítcad. Cherram-caw2 (1 zalam-cawzs Son) hearing 
of his Uncles coming that way, (and ever hating him,) from Dacck travels towards Agray 
with all his Fathers wealth to be difpofed ofby the Mogul: butin the way, near Radgee- 
Mahal Caffem-cawn met him and takes violently from him his beft Elepnants and fome 
other things of value ; which being by his Nephew to the full related at Court, Caffem 
was immediately difplaced, and Ebrahim-cawn (Quecn Normals Coutin) put into his 
place: Who mecting at Radgee-Com with Caffem-cawn (at that time with all his goods and 
people packing away) Ebrahim demands reítitution of the Elephants he took from Cher- 
ram-cawn. But Caffem was {fo cnraged at thefe fucceflive indignities, that aiter iome 
words they fall to blows; and inthe skirniiTh Caffe» finding his party weakceft rctires to 
his Haram, where moit inhumanly he murders his Concubines, then flics awav, and 
leaves Ebrabym Pofletflor of his treafure ; who by the alfent of iome l1mbraes, and moit 
of the vulgar fort, was admitted Governour. After which he falls upon Afoeckbam (cac 
Rcbel,) and defcats him and his Forces, killing iome, and felling others as tiav cs ; Yay 
enriches himfelf with fo much fpoilas puft him up with Pride, and made him io rcypi:ta- 
blc at Court, that Fangheer (in token of thanks) fends him a Horfe, a Battle-axe, and 
a Dagger, and asanaugmentation of Honour, from Ebrabym changes his name to Pies 
voox-Fehan-cawn. The fametime A4ortafa-cawz was fent by tuc King to befiegc Chan.ra, a 
Caitle fo fenced both by Artand Nature, as made many judge it invincible ; aud the ra- 
ther, for that it had contemned the beft and woríft the Kings of Delly could do againft 
it; notwithítanding which, Mortafa after fome danger of ambuíhments in that thick 
Wood being feventy miles broad, and no lefstroublein pafling his men over high rocks, 
and eight months fiegc, in defpight of their beft defence by fcalado entred and fubject- 
ed itto the Mogul; though Mortafa lived not three months after to ruminate his victo- 
ry. Which when Zazgbeer heard, with a mixture of joy and forrow he leaves Caffimeer 
and removes his Court to Lahore, where Sultan Cufbrooe (the true Idea of miícry) by 
perífwation of the Queenand  Affapb-cawz, was taken from Caewz-JTebazm, and put to Cur- 
rooz (his emulous brother) to be his kecper. Atthat time Fazgheer affected his Son 
Curroox beyond meafure, imagining no Honour too much, no Command too great for 
fo fprightful a Prince; fo that litele knowing what wquld follow) he gives him the 
Command of forty thoufand Horíc, and attended by Godjea-Abdul-Huffan and other 
limbraes, haftens him tothe conqucit of Decan, with order to fupduc or harrafs the 
Kingdoms of Gulcunda and Vifiapore for omitting their annual Tribute of three pound 
weight of Diamonds. 

This year 161y.0f Aduhomet 1029. Abdul-Aries-cawn faccecding, Bador-cawn the Ouzbeg 
in his command of Cuzdabor 5 Cawn-Fchan was conftituted Lieutenant of Ailraz and Buc- 
tbor, through which Jvdus vuns; Sultan Perwees of Pathan, and Radgee Bertfingh Bondela 
and Abdu]-cawnz Governors of Kalpi, were commanded to raife fome Forces, aud joynt- 
ly to march with Sultan Curroon into Decaz and to recruit his Army. 

Sutan Currewne (by this time having levied his forces and made all things ready for 4.D.16:9 
this new War upon Derax) firft commands all men to intitle him Sba-Tcbaz, i.e. King 4.Heg.999 
ofHcarts then with his whole Army in goodiy equipage travels to Brampore, which 
was the Kendcyous whither Abdil-cawu and Radzec Bertfizel, (according to command) 
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come and wait upon him, with Thedder-cawz his Coufin, and many other Rafhpoors of qua- 
lity. Cuarrooz (for by that namie we can belit remember him) now fwells beyond mea- 
fureto fee himfelf General, and inthe head of fo brave an Army; and loth to {pend thc 
leaft time in vain, with fpeed gives order to Abdul-cawn, Lala-Radgee Bertzizgb, Abdul- 
Hafen, and many other Umbraes to begin the War with Melec aper > and that he and 
the relidue would follow: Mirza Mackey and Shadour-cawz in the interim march to Gud- 
cunda againft Corobel Afelec, and Afalmet Tuckie to Vifiapore againft Adel cawn, either to 
receive by force or fair means the accuftomed Tribute of Diamonds duc to the Diadcm 
of Indaflant. Abdul-caw» in the firft place, puriuant to his Commiflion pafles without 
any oppofition to Bellagate (a faftidious Mountain "twixt Cunca and Decaz, and as fome 
think that which is called ZZippoeura in Prolomy, but more probably that Gates which is 
mentioncd in thofe old Writers who affirm that (asthe Appeznine in Italy) this runsin a 
continued ledge from Caucafusas far as Cape Comry the utmof{t Promontory of Mallab ax; 
penetrating from ZN.to S. through the heart of many Kingdoms, and in an equidiftan- 
Cy "twixt the Bexgalan Gulph and Indiaan Sca ; ) €urroon bringing up the other part of the 
Army at fifteen miles diftance, to fuccour the Van upon all occafions. The King of 
Dec.i at all advantagesinterpofes, and oppofesthem in many petty skirmifhes: But 4b- 
diul-cawn (formerly acquainted with lis rhodomontadoes) patícs on, burning and fpoil- 
ing what they met with 5 not refting till they came to Kerkz (the Kings beft Houfe) which 
they levelled with the ground, enriching, them{elves with ftore of booty and treafure 5 
reducing alfo Berar and Chandys, forcing, Compolition from all che Country as far as Am- 
nadazar, and Tribute from the Kings of C ulcunda and Fifiapore,whither Mackey and Sha- 
der-cbiaw were fentto quicken it. TE 
Fangheer over-joyed with fuch good fortune, to relifh it the better, folaces himfelf in 
his Son Perwees Gardens beyond the River. Ethaman Dowlet (Queen Normals Father) 
dyed at thattime, and his great Eltate was by the King divided ?twixt his Daughter and 
-Affapb-cawz* but his Office of Treafurer was conferr’d upon Godece Abdul Hoffen. Cur- 
rooz allo (who fate as Emperor in his own opinion) witha greedy cyc reipects the Di- 
adem: but perceiving his impriioned Brother interpoling, {fuch is the magick. of Am- 
bition that it runs on not caring how, though mafquced with never fo much deformity A 
fo that feigning himfelf fick, (his Difeafe was horrible) nothing can recover him but 
his eldcft Brothers death. Ganganna (one of his infernal Council) prefently acquaints 
fome Mancebdars with the remedy; of which rafcaltroop Reza Cor Rajea Bandor) amoft 
notorious Villain being quickeft of apprehenfion, makes no fcrupleto act. In the mean 
time Curroon (as if he knew nothing of the Plot) conveys himfelf out of Brampore upon 
pretence to better his health, whiles that incarnate Devil at an unfeafonable hour in 
the Night knocks at Gufhroo’s Chamber Door: who (awakened out of a fearful Dream) 
{tarts upand demands his Errant. The wretch replies, he came from the Mogul his Fa- 
ther about his delivery. The miferable Prince (affrighted, and fufpecting treafon) de- 
fires him to ftay till the morning: but that execrable Villain perceiving no entrance by 
intreaty, breaks in, grapples with the amazed Prince, and having got him down, ftran- 
gles him ; that done, lays him in his Bed, locks the Door, and ineaks away as if the 
Prince had died of fome Impofthume. By which wc fee, Nullo fata loco poffis excludere, 
cum mors venerit. This damnable villany being bruited, Cxrroon you may believe has 
quick news of his Brothers death, and albeit he outwardly expreiles forrow, inwardly 
rejoices. But ere Sun-rife, Gufhroo’s afflicted Wife (Cawan Afem’s Daughter) went to 
vifit him, whom finding fpecchlefs, and (by his contufed Face) perceiving that he was 
murdered, never did poor wretch pour out greater abundance of tears, or expref{s more 
paflion; firft tearing her Hair, fhe then deforms her-beautiful Face mixt with fuch loud 
cries and fymptoms of diftraction, that her Father and all his Family both hear and fee 
it to their grief and admiration. But when they fee the caufe alfo, they wonder not at 
her complaint, nonc of them forbearing to exprefs their forrow after fcvcral modes 
with modcration.. Notonly the Princes Houfe, but all Brampore rings with the horrid- 
nefs of this Treafon, they tu€pect the Author, and curfe him: But Carroon (cloathed 
with Hypocrifie) comes dejectcdly thither, falls upon thc murdered Corps, and exprefles 
fo much gricf as many were induced to believe that he was innocent. After two.days 
they bury the murdered Prince, and Cwrrooz writes his Father word of his Brothers fud- 
den death (concealing the caufe.) ‘famvheer who had a Fatherly affection, firft weeps; 
and afterwards grows mad with rage, fufpecting that he was treacheroufly made away ; 
but not knowing upon the fudden how to difcover it, feeds upon difcontent, writes back 
a Letter of reproof and threats to Curreon and his Umbraes; vowing a ftric*- quiilcion 


into the caufc of his death, and if any treafon appeared, that he would revenge st yen 
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they leaft fufpected it: He withal commands the body to be digged up, and brought with 

folemn ftate to E/abaffz; which was donc, and there he interrs himin his Mothers Monu- 

ment. ‘Yhenhe fends for Chaz Afem'and his afflicted Daughter, comforts them, and takes- 
them for his conftant Companions; from whom being truly informed of Curroons ac- 

ceflorinefs, he forthwith upon Sultan Bullochy or Blochy his Grandfon (Son to Prince 

Gufhrooe) intails the Imperial Crown, gives him the command of ten thoufand Horfe, 

and commits him to the tuition of Chaz Afem his Grandfire, (of the blood royal of Tar- 

tary) by him to be educated. 

Curroom perceiving that the murder was difcovercd, and that by the love which his Fa- 
ther expreiled to Sra opi he was difregarded, thenceforth (not caring to pleate) 
in a diicontented humour he forfake$the Court and defperatcly flics out into Rebellion. 
edbdul-cbar (having notice of his intent) without leave taking, forfakes the Army, and 
mittens towards Kalpito hisGovernment: butby the Mogul (who was ftill defirousto 
continue the Decaz Nar) isrebuked, and madceto return. Yetere long hc was revoked. 
thence; for at thattime Abbas King of Perfia with thirty thoufand men had laid clofe 
liege to Kandahor, pretending it was a member of his Empire. The City was dcfendcd 
by Acief-cham, a Captain of valour and honcfty, who for fixteen days kept it in dc- 
ipight of the Perfian: but perceiving his Garrifon too weak if they intended to itorm, 
he acquaints Fangheer with his condition, and the time he probably could maintain the 
place, by whichif hchad not relief, he fhould be forced to furrender. Fangheer hav- 
ing notice thereof, fends word back, That within that fpace he would not fail to fuccor 
him, cither by relieving the Garrifon, or raifingthefiege. So that poíting to Labore, 
and having advifed with his Council of War, firft he commands Chan ¥ehan (then Lieu- 
tenant Of Adulthan which adjoyns Kandahar) with fuch force as he had in readinefs to 
halte thither 5 whilesthe Enemy inthe interim attempt day and night the entrance, and 
JFangheer xuminatcs whom to appoint for General; at laft fixes upon Abdul-chan, who 
by that timc and by Curroons leave was again returned. This famous Captain readily ac- 
cepts the charge, fpecds to Lahore, and is imbraced with füch joy by the Mogul, that 
he prefently contracts his fair Grand-daughter ( D'baem Shaws Child) to Mirza-chawn, 
Abdul-chawns cldcft Son: And fo with a hundred Elephants and fifteen thoufand Horíe 
(five thoufand of which he brought along with him) he makes halte to give the Perfian 
battle. Butere he could attain thither, Fangheer (having notice that the Perfians were 
exeeding ftrong and no lefsrefolute) by Letters commands Azief-chan to furrender the 
place unto the Enemy: Butthe valiant Governour doubting they werc counterfcit, holds 
out, till bya Mine a great part of the Wall was blown up ; and as Abbas was entringthe 
breach, he founds a parley, and after a fhort Treaty agrees upon Articles for the yielding it 
up, upon condition they might depart fafely with their lives and baggage. Abbas (who 
only aimed at the conqucft of the City) condefcends, and has it given up; wherein he 
places Ally Kooli-cawz, and returns to Spakawn; whiles Affuph and Abdul-chan by eafie 
inarehes retire back to Lahore; where notwithftanding the lofs by Fangheer they are 
welcomed. 

CANDAHOR has Artick elevation four and thirty degrees, and longitude from 
the firft Meridian ninety cight. There be that repute it to be in Paropamifa which fome 
call Sab/ef?an ; to the Welt it hath Aria, -Arachofia tothe South, and adjoyns that part 
of Sagathai which of old was called acris to the North , or rather Margiana which 
fome of late call Fefelbafh. The Countrey efpecially towards the South is reafonable 
fruitful and redundant in moft neceflary things; yet by reafon of the many Carravans 
paffing and repafling from Lahore to Perfia, all fort of Provifion is dear, and the paflage 
(in regard of many rafcal troops of Puttans, Agwans and Coolyes, which like the inho{pi- 
table Arabs prey upon Caffilacs) found both chargeable and dangerous. The City is 
not fo fpacious as 'tisftrong;5 madedefenfive as well by help of naturc as induftry ; to 
the South and Eaft it is furrounded with a thick wall, to the Weft and North with 
hills. TheSuburbsalfo (though not well defended) arelarge, adding to the City bcau- 
ty and wealth 5 nothing wanting fave good water, which there and all the way to Spa- 
hawn is brackifh, through the diftemperature of the earth which is for the moft part 
barren and uncomfortable. 


| Fangheer infatuated by the crafty Teen of Affaph-chawn, fends him with a pe- 
remptory Order to the Treafürcr and Caftle-keeper of Agra, that without delay he 
fhould remove the publick Treafure thence to Lahore, where the Court then was aud for 
fome timc hc intended to fettle. This wasa meflage of fo much aftonifbmentto Erhamat 
otherwife called Erbaba; -cban, both from the confideration of the length and danger of 
the way, trouble of carriage, and his own integrity which that King had no on do 
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dittruft 5 as. alfo the extraordinary ftrength of the Exchequer where the Treafüe was 
then hoorded ; that at firft he could hardly credit his Maiters Letter: But at length he 
fell to diflwade Affaph-kawn, though in vain, had his arguments beentrebled So that 
onthe one fide, haite and the Moguls command is urged, onthe other, delay and di- 
verting J'«zgbeers meaning to another fence, on cither part with that eagernefs, that 
from words, blows became their uncivil moderators: But in that excrciíc Affaph-chan 
(for all his greatnefs) found himfelf too weak, the Eunuchs Guard was fo ftrong, and 
Ethabar-chan Provoft of Agra fo near at hand to fccond him. Neverthelefs, the Eunuch 
abates of his pertinacy, and ZA4ffzpb-cban at length prevails for the remove of the Trea- 
fure. But whiles the Eunuchs were preparing forthe journey, this deceitful man pofts 


Curroon away a fwift Zantelto his Sonin Law Carroon (then mpon the confines of Decan) adver. 
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tiling him what had pait, adviling his fpeed to ambufh betwixt Agray and Delly, ifhe 
had any defirc to intercept his Fathers Treafurc. The Prince receives the Letter wim 
joy, and without any check of Confcience or refpect of Loyalty, immediately commanas 
all his Officers out of fuch Provinces as his Father had afligned him from Bramporeto Surrat 
and all Ca:inbaya to Amadabar, the Governors of Baroch, Faunbaffer, Adedapore, and of the 
maritime coalt, Goga, Diul, Nagfary, Mangerelpore, and Ozzepore ; as alfo out of Afan- 
do, Ganderfee, Oudepore, Baracr, Amnadagar, &c. in an interprize fo full of peril defi- 
rous to engage and bring them under like hazard, the better to oblige their tuture de- 
pendance upon his Fortunes: and fo with no lefs than fcventy thoutand Horfehe marches 

towards Mazdo, asif he intended a contrary progrel{s. 
MANDO cthreefcore courfes from Brampore) is feated onthe fide of a declining 
hill; in which, both for ornament and defence is a Caftle very ftrong by being en- 
compatfied with a dcfeníive wall of near five miles (the whole heretofore had fifteen miles 
circuit,) but the City later built is of lefs fize, yet frefher beauty, whether you bchold 
the Temples, in one of which arc intombed four Kings, Palaces, Fortrefles , efpecially 
that Tower whichis elevated one hundred and feventy fteps, fupported by mafie pillars, 
and adorned with Gates and Windows very obfervable; built by Cvaxz-Fehan, who there 
lies buried 5 and lately owncd by the Kings of Delly, till fuch time as ZZezayoz the Mo- 
gul ravifhed it from Sheck, Sha Selym King of Delly at his return from ezfzz; whither 
Selym forced him. From Sarock/tis diftant an hundred and fifty Exglifh miles. — Cwrroon 
after two days reft in Taxapore advances with fuch hafte, that his Army (ignorant of 
his intent) thought he had been half frantick, every day marching above forty miles; 
fo that in thirteen days he attained Fettipore, which is from Brampore near five hundred 
miles; yea, ere Ethabar-chan knew of his being in that Country. But as it fell out, 
he made more hatte than good fpced 5 forlong he could not lurk with fuch a numerous 
‘company, without the knowledg of Erbaber-cawzthe careful Treafurer; who (as if all the 
Enemiesinthe world were approaching) unloadsthe Camels oftheir precious burthens, 
conveys itin again, fortifies the Caftle, and fends quick notice to Zazebcez of his Sons trai- 
terous intention: who at this report wasaftonifhed above meafure, {o that prefensly he 
{fends every way for Afliftance; for Sultan Perwees out Of Pathan, Chan Feban out of 
MMalthan, and for AZabobet-cbaz out Of Kabul: NVhiles Currooz (perceiving he was dif- 
covered) with his whole Army divided amongfít feveral great Officers, -by name Gan- 
ganna, Ruftan-chan, Radgee Bickermanfe, Atirza-Darab, Sayet-cbas, AMabomet Tuckjeck, 
Tfoffally and others, appear and fhew themfelvcs in the very face of _4gray, making a 
bravado as if the conqueft were eafic and no way to be doubted of. But thc two Eunuchs 
keep clofe to their charge inthe Caftle; while Radzee Bickermanfe at Curroons appoint- 
ment begins thc churlifh play, followed by Byrambeg, Ruftan-chan, Wazir-chan, and 
Darab , whofeaflault though it was full of bravery, yet Ethabar-chan delirous to facrifice 
his bcft endeavours to exprefs his loyalty to the King, affords him fuch an entertain- 
ment, that after three hours difpute having loft five hundred men, and being without 
hopes of attaching the placethcy were forced to retreat, well beaten and no lcfs afhamed: 
Sothat Curroon now forgetting that the belt Armour of proof for a Prince arc his Ver- 
tues, letting looíc the reins of Difcipline, falls upon a more plcafing but lefs honoura- 
ble defign, for after a retreatthcy fall to plundering the houfes of fuch Umbracs as were 
likely to have booty in them. Byrambeg begins with the houfe of Mirza Abdul Chaa 
Afems Son, which was ofiome ftrength, but where contrary to expectation hc finds 
hot welcome: Howbeit Radgee Bickermanfe centred with bcttcr fortune Affaph-chans 
(which in this confufion found no exception) out of which they drew twenty leck of Roo- 
pees; Ruftan-chan out of Lafcar-cbanstixtcen leck, and Darab from Nouradyn-Cooly’s ten, 
inall, above threcfcore leck ofRoopees : After which(asif they had effected wonders) 
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they returned triumphantly to Fettipore. ^ 
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Curroom, alter three weeks itay at Fettipore, remembring that ne who attem pts any 
great bulinefs with {mall means, at lcait fancies to him{elf the advantage of opportunity 
that he may not dcípair; fo found it above his reach either by force or fubtilty to ob- 
tain that Treaiure, reitolvcsneverthelefsto march back and give hisFather battel, whom 
by intelligence from AffJaph-cawn he hearg was advancing towards him. To this end, 
after double allowance given each Souldier with protcítations of fome extraordina.,y 
reward, he retreats towards Delly, in iive days attaining, Pherryband ten courfe from 
Delly, fuch time as Fangheer (having made all poflible fpeed) with his Army pitched 
three courfe from the Town, and not above feven from Cwrroozs quarters. 

Early the next morn, Cmrrooz fecing it was now no time to dally, commands R.tdzee 
Bickerman[e with eight thoufand Horfe to engage. Avain{t whom, Faugheer ( thoŭgh 
in perfonthere) conititutes ZZabobet-cbaz his Lieutenant General, and under liim 2^. i- 
can, Erbabar-chan, Affaph-cawn , Godgec Abdil Huffan, Zadoc-chan, Af». CE, 
Raagce Bertfingh, Txeer-chan, Seber-deeft-chan, and orner Principal Uzi0raes. nad comi 
mand: by ZMabober-cbazs advice the whole was divided into tnrec Brigades; onc part 
himfelf and Radgee Bertfingh command, the fecond Sultaz Sheryer his youngelt Son, and 
Afabobet-cbam , thethird Z4bdul-cbaz and Z adoc-cbawz: ot whole loyalty and experience 
he io little doubted, that he needed not to ufe more argument than Curzoozs lace cruelty 
to his elder Brother, and that his further aim wasthrougn his Fathers blood to itep into 
the Empire: Neverthele{s, to each Commander (as they were centring the Ficid) he 
fent iome token of his refpcct to wear that day for their better incouragement. But 
Zaber-dceeft-chan in the firit place. (carrying Abdul-chan his Malters Pretent) for want of 
good Scouts falls into a forlorn of five hundred Horfe of Curroons and perifhes. Bickermanfe 
puriuant to Currooms orders, witha fmart body of Horte charges Bertfingh and the Moguis 
Wing turioully, fothatmany parted with their Lives to exprcfS thcir Loyalty : Whiles 
Gan.anna and Curroon with the main body enter pel-mel upon that part of the Moguls 
which was commanded by A4ahobet-chan, Ruftai-cawn with T Jfeffally doing the like upon 
tAbdul-cawn : ío that for three hours the battel was continued with cqual hopes, each 
part hphting fo refolutely, that no advantage could for fom: hours bc dif. overed, till 
Victory at lait inclines to Curroon. For Rajea Bickermanfe after a terrible flangicrer of that 
party the Mogul commanded, in defpight of his guard entring ft?rnly (dy din blood) 
Jangbeers royal Tent, arrcited him ashis Prifoner 5 which he had fcarccly done, when 
the battel-axe of a Mancebdar then in prefence gave him fuch a blow that down the 
Radgee tell, witha curfe breathing out his unwilling Soul, and füch terrour into the 
hearts of his followers, that without confidering how much they had the better of the fight, 


Radjea 
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they fled, and gave the Mogul the opportunity to rally his fCattercd men, and after a manfe 


littlc more difpute to have the chafe of the Encmy. 

Curro?; in fome amazement at this unexpected change, yet like a couragious Captain 
docs all he can to imbody his Army; he perfwades, threats, oppoftes, and cries aloud, 
that albcit Béckermanfe was flain yet Hc was living ; yca' that many as good Officersas 
Bickermanfe were in the Army: But in vain; for fuch was their diforder and pannick 
fear, that impoflible it was to revoke them: So (vollying out a thoufand imprecations, 
cxprefling all fymptonis of frenzic) he rides to and fro, not knowing whether he had 
better here put a period (by hisdeath)to future misfortune, orto tlie and hope for better 
aftcrwards. At lait, by Gazgazzz's advice fecretly fent, he haltes away, leaving his 
trcafure and baggage to the will of His Encmics: and with fome few of his Friends at- 
tains the defolate Mountains of Mewat, in whofe folitary rocks he ruminates his mifery and 
the juitice of God upon his unnatural praétice and rebellion. 

Sultan Perwees with a glad heart meets his victorious Father at Balzol, after which, 
the Scraglios arc freed, and. the Caftle gates opened, fearlefs of any further oppofal. 
Now the old Mogul again begins to cheer up his drooping fpirits, and to folace himfelf 
with Normal, the light of his Eyes, if not the beit object of his devotion. His delights 
and careiles gave g fair occafion to Afpeiph-cawi to mediate a reconciliation for Cvrrooz, 
whichthe old man (defirous of cafe) inclined to: fo that front Afmeer Letters of love 
and forgivenefs are once moredifpatched to the Prince; who reads them with no finall 
Íceming joy, and prepares for fubmiffion. With Gavganna, Abdul-cawn, Darab-cawn, 
Beyram-beg and other Umbraes he defcends the Mountains of Mewat, and through Baffz- 
wer,fJambyce,and Lael-fod (unable to forbear pilfering by the way) he came to Afineer ; 
wherc he throws himfelf at’s Fathers Feet, and upon his repentance and vows never morc 
to fly out, is pardoned. But his fubmiflion appeared counterfeit; for, 

So loon as Rajea Bickermanfe was flain, Curroon in his place conttituted Abdul cawn 
Govcriioyt ot Cufurat, Amadavad, Soret, and Cambaya, I mean the City, for the Pro- 
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vince of Cambaya including Gufurar, reaches from Bate a River near Choul South to Ci- 
ream, under the Perfian 300 of our miles, and fo well peopled, as "tis thought there 
be no lefs than threeicore thoufand Villages in this Province, the-moft being inkabited by 
Bannyans, Bulloches, Rajhboors, and others the old Indians ; albeit of late brought un- 
der the Moguls fubjeétion. Abdul-cawz, theugh glad of fo confiderable a command, 
delays his repair thither, bothin regard of his defire to fee Curroon freed from trouble, 
and to enjoy the gdin he every day got by Curroovs depredations: fo that obtaining leave 
to {tay a while, he fends his Eunuch Baffadur-cawz as his deputy to prepare bulinefs the 
better againft his coming. The Eunuch in good equipage travels thitherward, and by 
the Inhabitants of Amadabat was received withdue ceremony: but not ableto bear with 
modefty the greatneís of that Command, was fo puffed up with fimple apprehentions 
of his high ftation, that he lookg upon all others within the circle of his Governmen 
as abject perfons ; which Pride in the end rendred him ridiculous, and made him the 
contempt ofdivers. Amongit which was Nadab Tfafficham, an eminent Officer, being 
no lefs than Chancellour to the Mogul in thofe Provinces; whoinan amicable way hav- 
ing in vain laboured to make him underítand himfelf, in plain expretlions told him, The 
people were fo diffatished with his behaviour they would no longer endure his command 
over them. Which fober advice the Eunuch took in fuch ill part, that inftead of thanks 
he threatned punifhment - Not content with which, he fodiiguits the Chancellor, that 
unable to bear more he flies away forfafety. He therefore with what force he had takes 
his way to ZVazor-cawz Viceroy of Patan, and Baban-cawn of Chapperbennitz whom by 
his complaint (andthe affront otfered) he fo inflames, that hearing the Eunuch had not 
above five hundred Horie under command, they prefently advance to Amadavad with 
athoufand Horfe and five Elephants, enter the City, and forcing the Caítle, imprifon 
Baffador-cawn the Eunuch with his alfociates Mirza Madary, Aotzab-cawn, and Mamet- 
Hafen the Cambayan Podeftate ; whom after they had difgraced, they left the City fatis- 
fied, but the Countrey full of aftonifhment. Curroon having quick notice of this paflage, 
(feeing it a plot meerly to difhonour him) after he had given vent to his paflion, {traight- 
way breaks out into frefh Rebellion; albeit 4bdxzl-cawn made {port with it, asunwor- 
thy Currooms impatience, their Antagonifts being but three, one of thêm a Law 
yer, and the other two were Merchants; none of them of any influence in the Army. 
Neverthelefs, knowing fatisfaction would not be had without blows, and that Saffi- 
cawn might not infult longer, Abdul convocates his Umbraes 24met-cawz (Governour of 
Brodera,) Tzalibeg, Ruftan Bador, Mamet Hoffen, Mfercon-beg, Zerdzie-cawn, Matzael- 
caynand others; to whom he relates the Princes difhonour and his own vexation ; not 
that he either feared or valued fuch Enemies, but that he faw the fire of difcord a kind- 
ling, which by the conftancy of his Friends he doubted not to extinguifh. They hcar him, 
and unanimoufly with feven thoufand Horfe hafte to chaftife Saffi-chan and his Aflociates. 
Fourteen hundred thoufand Roopecs were disburfed by Abdul-cawz uponthis preparati- 
on, and to increafe his Army with ten thoufand Infantry: fo that now he makes fure 
topuniíh, yea, to extirpate the memory of his Enemies. Indeed many fwell themífelves 
with empty fancies, and by a foolifh admiration of their own power, think meanly of 
other mens abilities: We fce itfo in Abdul-cawn, aman of great power and experience: 
yetatthis time fo effllated with pride and fcorn, that (bytoo much contempt ofthofe he 
was to grapple with) he prepares his ownruine. For from Mando with his Army he mar- 
ches to Brodera, and thence to Waffet, judging all Gujurut affrighted at his coming: But 
Saffi-cawn and his were nothing troubled at it; no, although Saltan Bullochy and Cawa 
Azem their fupplies were then at 7feroy a good way diftant, nor that he wanted "(the 
nerves of War ) ‘money, and that the people were (though his wasthe Moguls caufe) 
indifferent ; but rather throws off all apparition of fear: and (to add fomething to 
his Treafury ) forrages fuch Towns as refufed to contribute, forces the Exche- 
quer, and {poils that rich Fhrone of State which Saltan Currooz had lately fct up in 
Amadavad as a Monument of his Glory. With this and other he!ps he makes fhift 
to pay an Army of twenty thoufand Horfe, five hundred Mufquettiers, and thirty Ele- 
phants for War; and (by Proclamation acquainting the Country with the occafion 
ofhis making that preparation, being to defend the Kings rightagainlt Rebets) above, 
twenty Umbraes of quality, Mirza Caffem, Immirza Mockym, Radgee Calli-cawn, Rad- 
gee Doola, Commel-cawn, Gokeldas, Phercez-cawn, Tzedchan, Txed Facob-and others, 
repair unto him at Kazckry where he was encampt, and marched with him to _Afem- 
pore; where hearing of .4bdul-cawzs coming, he arofe and came to Bonbentalow, 
tix courfe from Amadavad, where very couragioufly he atténded the coming of his 
Enemies. i 
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Abdul cawns Forces beaten. Baroch defcribed. 


Abdul-cawn at Anamogery received intelligence of their encamping, and in fcornful man- 
ner acquaints them with his coming 5 atthatinftant looking upon his own company fo 
merrily that the wifer fort could not chufe but condemn him of too much confidence : 
Yct. (loth he fhould perceiveany want of will inthem) they equal his hafte, and march 
through ZVyrzaed to Afomodabad, which was but fix courfe trom the Enemy. There 4b- 
dul-cawn (by fober advice of his Umbraes) commands Aarzab-cawz to Prifon, and 
fhackles him, having received fome intelligence that he had correfpondence with the 
Enemy ; and the next day fends him with his Son Godgee Sultan upon an Elephant to 
Mando to receive their tryal. The enfuing day his Army moves towards Kavife, and 
there hearing how {trong the Enemy was, (which a little itartled him) he wheels about 
to Baroch, thinking to allail Saffix-cban in the rear; but in vain, for they difcovered 
him. Nextday he refolved tofight, and accordingly divides his Army into three 5; one 
part he afligns to Amet-cawn and Tzalibeg ; another to Tzardi-cawn , AMaxatbeg, and 
Mamet-Cooly, and the laft unto himfelf: in which equipage the whole Camp removed 
to Zietelpore and Pbertibee; where ZVabar-cawz, his five Sons, and two Sons in Law, 
Karamamet-cawn and Kamamet-cawn with three thoufand Horfe begin the fight, and 
charge fo hotly upon Abdul-cawn, that they forced him to retire; befides, the Infantry 
plaid fo fiercely upomthem with their Mufguets, that they difordered Abdul-cawns Ca- 
valry, and by wounding their beit Elephant conftrained him to turn and execute his 
wrath upon his owncompany. | | 

Curroons chief Captain feesthe peril but knows no way for prevention, fave by chal- 
lenging toa fingle combat ZVabar-cawz that was fo valiant. The old man was fo full of 
youthful heat that he accepts it, and with his Lance wounded Abdul-cawn in the Arm 5 
but the old man being hurt in the head had perifhed, had not his Sons then made proof 
oftheir valour: Howbeit, in the refcue three of them were fore wounded, Kamamet 
flain, and the refidue difcouraged, that but for Delawer-cawn (whoanimated them) they 
had ted, and left Abdul-chan victorious. 

While thefe were thus bandying in the field of Mars, Tzed-cawn and T’zed-Facup gave 
a charge upon 7 za/;beg and Amet cawn, where after mutual giving and receiving blows, 
Tzazibeg was firit unhorfed by his Adverfaries Elephant, and then by Tzed-cawz flain. 
Amet-cawz allo (adventuring further than difcretion warranted) was taken Prifoner by 
Radjea Doola and beheaded, (which two had the command of one third part of Abdul- 
chans Army :) fo was 7 zalibeg, and both fent to Saffiz-cbaz as a trophy of their loyalty. 
The death of thefe great men itruck fuch terrour into Abduls Army, that each man fled 
which way his fancy directed him, Tzaitfi-chan Governour of Brodera only excepted; 
whothought it too great a blemifh for him to turn tail, having five hundred Horfe and 
three Elephants as yet lufty and couragious. But what could his- óppofition do when 
Saffia-cawz in perfon came to charge him? To contend were madneís; and therefore 
upon good terms yields, and has fair.quarter afforded him. But his example could 
work little with. ZVz'»et Cooly his Son; for he (imagining his Father had done difho- 
nourab:y) with forty Horfe and one Elephant flies to Abdul_-cawn, who (though welcome) 
received little joy in fuch an inconfiderable addition: {o as obferving that Saffin-chan 
the Chancellour was Matter of the Field, he advifes Mahomet Cooly to fhift for himfelf ; 
and fo did he, with what force he could fecure from the purfuit ofthe Enemy. Inthe 
flight, A4otfaib-cawz wastaken and brought back to Saffiz-cawz, and Abdul-cawn (by un- 
expected on-fets of the Coolyes and high-way Rogues, as alfo by intolerable tempefts, 
amazed, beaten, and difcouraged) haftensto Baroch, next day to Surrat; and after 
eight days refrefhment and {ome recruits, to Brampore; where he attends Cxrrooms com- 
mand, and makes provifion to repair his honour, which till then was never fo notori- 
oufly blemifhed. | 

BAROCH (where the Pole Septentrional is elevated twenty one degr. fifty five mi- 
nutes) isa Town of notcin the Gufurat Province: diftant from Sarrat (by Coffumbay and 
Periaw) four and thirty Ezglifh miles; from Cambaya fifty four; from Amadavad à hun- 
dred twenty four, from Brampore two hundred and eleven, or thereabouts. It is feat- 
ed in a beneficial foil, watered by Narvar (or ZVardabab) a delightful River which 
from the Decan mountainsmixing with the Tappee flows through Brampore hither; and 
at Hanfor (a Village eight Courfe lower) making a pretty Ifle, a fmall hours travel thence, 
intwo ftreams four miles afunder incorporates with the Ocean. Baroch is vifible by 
reafon of her high ftanding a good way diftant; built upon the beft advantages of Na- 
tureand Art 5 both fo excellently contending, as makes it atfirft view feem impregnable: 
She is well peopled, and with fuch induftrfous Inhabitants as extract wealth both by 
land and water; the buildings are generally low, fpecially thofe below the mountain. 
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In quondam times her Royalties werefpacious, as fovereignizing ovcr many Towns aad 
Provinces of note a great way diftant 5 as Medapore feventy miles thence, Radzec-pore 
or Brodera cighty 5 Fownbaffer thirty; and Fanagar in Soret, cach of which now «njoy 
peculiar Podcitates: Howbcit, the Mogul has received hereout as an annual Tax or 
Tribute no lefs than one million two hundred and threcfcore thoufand Mammood:cs : or 
ihillings in our Moncy;) which Revenue from one Province, thews what a vaft Exche- 
quer all his Empire yearly contributeth. — "Twixt Baroch and Amadavad is intombed 
Polly- Medina a Mahonjetan Saint, highly reputed by the People; who in a way of me- 
ritorious Pilgrimage repair thither, loaden with Chains or Stones, and locking up their 
Mouths from fpeaking vanity, by fuch penance expecting to obtain children, health, 
wealth, or what elfe they may luft after. Put toour Story. 
A4.D.1612 Fangheer during thefe laft broils was refident at Fettipore, where he heard of “‘bdul 
A, H.1022 cawns pranksand Cwrroozs frcíh Rebellion, which makes nim fleep unquictly, till both 7f 
them receive due punifhment: To which end, he calls Sultan Perwees his Son, and ac- 
quainting him with his delign, gives him order to levy new Forces wherewith to profecute 
his brother and thofe out-lawed Umbraesthat accompanied him. ` 
Curroon Perwees (prevailing with Mahobet-chan to aílociate him) with fifty thoufand Horfe 
rebels, moves againit Curroon, by the way iniprifoning Mirza-chan Abdul charns Son, Cwl:o but 
and zs lnatcly was married to Jaz.;beers Grandchild) and by his order he is fent mauacl.d to 
beater. — Etbabar-cbaz, in Agra :.altle to be confined, whiles Abdul Axie/-chan (who by Abdul- 
chans per{walions was brought to Curroons party) efcapes and upon fubmiilion to the 
Mogul is pardoned.  Cwrrooz has carly notice both ofthe levies that were made to 
reduce him and of the approach of his Enemies, fo as from Azmeer he haits to Mando 
to recruit his Army, with a fulldeterminatipn to bid them battle. — Pcrwees follows his 
motion, and after a long and tpeedy march pitches ten Englifh Miles trom his Brothers 
Camp witha refolucionto engage him fpeedily : accordingly the next morning drawing 
out hismenheatlails him; who at thefirftithock (by mif-hap of Ruftan-chaz and Berker- 
dafchan) gave ground andletthe Enemy poflefs his trenches. Ina word, atter aihort 
diipute Perivees hastiic day, and Curroon ilies to Brampore his old receptacle. , Ganganna 
inthe imterim noting, Curroons fadnefs, takes advantage of it, and perfwadcs the Prince” 
to fend himtotreat with Perwees for an accommodation, intending indeed to bctray 
and deliver him into Perwees his hands ( having precontracted with Beyrambeg and 
Darab-chawntofecure him, who to that end had ambufhed near the River ZVardebab 
twenty thoufand Horfe :) But Abdul-chan diffwades Curroon, diftrufting Ganganna’s vil- 
lany, which could not be fo iecretly apprehended, but that by fome means or other 
_Ganganna had notice given him, which gave him a ieafonable opportunity to cicape the 
Princes fury: So that fo foon as his intended treachery was made publick, Bcyrumbeg 
with bis aflociate were loaden with Irons and placed on an Elephant, and witii tome fe- 
lcét troops Curroon leaves Brampore and flies into Decan, where by Melec Amber (glad 
of fuch confufion) he was welcomed, and feated in ZVaffier-I brom, wnere he dictates 
patience: his Elephants and men in the mean time are tent to Daulrabar, to be there 
quartered till he had further ufe of them. 

Sultan Perwees and Mahobet-chan after this rout, enter Brampore, where they had in- 
telligence whither Currooz was retreated. They prefently give Fanzheer notice of their 
good fuccefs, which he entertains with no lefs joy than as if he had triumphed over a 
dangerous Enemy. But behold, this fair Sun-fhine of content was inveloped with an 
unexpected cloud of danger : For f’hen Thouz an Ouzbeg Tartar (of long time watching 
a fit occafion to forrage the Moguls Territories, and taking the opportunity of Curroons 
out-breaking) with thirty thoufand Horfcovcr-runs Cabul, ( Arachofia of old) plunder- 
ing the Country and doing alf the fpoil and mifchief he was able. Which known to 
gangbeer, fo foon as he had given vent to his paflion, he fends poft to Zaed-c:w7 (Son to 
Mahobet-cawn) at thattime Viceroy of Bazze to advance with what force he could againft 
thatinvading Tartar. This young Gallant delays not, but with twenty thoufand Horfe 
haftensto find the Enemy 5 and fooner than the Tartar expected entred his quarters and 
gave him fo furiousa charge, that P'hen Thouz after fhort trial found his men better at 
plundering than fighting: For after a fhort engagement they betook themielves fo lights 
which by reafon of the fpoil they were loaden and loth to part with, gavc the Indians 
the better opportunity of overtaking them; by which mif-hap, the Tartar ioft half his 
men, befidcs fuch rich bagg and booty as gave Zard-cawz the occafion of encouraging 
his men beyond their expectation. And to requite the Turtar, they dclaycd not to pro- 
fecute their Victory by following the difmayed 7.zrar into his own Country, and as far 


as Gaffany burn, fpoil and make havock of what they could mect with, marcINng back 
with 
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with great wealth and many Elephants to Kabul, where with acclamations of joy they 
are welcomed ; and Fangheer ío much plcatcd,that Zaed-cawn had thanks,and an addition 
of five rhoufand Horfíe to his former number and command. 

_ This Cloud over-blown the Horizon appears ferene, and Fangheer afrcfh contemplates 
in what place he may moít folace himfclt and enjoy his beloved Normal with moft plea- 
fure and leatt interruption, whofe equal care it was to captivate him with charnis of 
love. Caffimeer at length is the place he pitches upon: it avounds with variety of choice 
Íports; but (what was molt in objection) the progrefs was long, and CafJimeer remote 
from moit places whence in thofe active times he was to expect intelligence. Howneit, 
delight twayed him againft rcafon; giving Curroon (by that diftancc) fo fair an advan- 
tage, thatwith{peed (fending his Umbraes word to follow him) he forfakes Decaiz,and 
through Guleunda and Orixa advances into Bezgala, yca,with four thoujand Hoiite and 
tiree hundred Eiephants paíles through the folitary Defarts, and fo fudden!v prefents 
his Force before Debabe, that Abrabim-cawn governing, that Province (in tiis tus prize) 
flies away firft to Bannaras a'noted Town on the banks of Ganges, full of nuf-íhapoen Pa- 
gods, much reforted to by Idolatrous Pilgrims, then to Parezzw, and thence to Afe fulin 
patan, not knowing indeed where to reit íccurcly: Whiles Curi-con {miles at his fear, and 
without fcruple or let feizes upon his treafure; which, with his fair wo:ds to bewitch 
moft ot the Umbracs of that truitful Country that they immediately came to ierve him 
with unexpected recruits of Horfe, Money and Arms. 

Overjoyed with wnich good hap this daring Prince forthwith breaks into Purop, flafh- 
ing (asto the other) fuchterror into thc eyesand heart of Makọolidifchan the Governor, 
that witnout any fhew of manhood hc pofts to Elabafs to acquaint Ruffam the Captain 
with hisdanger; by whom ,inftcad ot thanks) he wasiirit fouadly rated, and then for 
his cowardiic impriioned. 

Curroon hears of that paflage alfo; but fo long as he continues profperous regards no 
mans mifery: but rather pafling his Army over Gazges aims at Kerry, not doubtin,: of 
the conqu.ft. Howbeit, by the way, at Radgee Mahal he was witn tuci fury ailauited by 
Evrabim-owan (by this time re-encouraged, and here ambufcado’d with fix thoufand 
Horie) toat little wanted of putting him to the rout, had not Abdul-chan (who brought 
up with him the beft part of the Army) interpofed, and after three hours fharp skir- 
niifh recovered him. In this {mart conflict three thoufand were flain oi Curroon’s partys 
and four thoufand of Ebrabim's; who alfo loft his life bytoo great avarice amonzit his 
men, but chicHy out of too eager an appetite to regain that honour which was fo lately 
blemifhed. Cwrroomrubricates this inthe Kalendar of his greatcit deliverances: itteach- 
es him how to travel with more vigilancy, butdifIwades not from the profecuting his un- 
juft defign; fpoiling and robbing all that wealthy Province, palling over Guenzga Crabe- 
ris Of old,) and entring as Conqueror Tanda, Gouro, Banaras, Chatighan, Serraporc, S.«ti:az, 
Bacola, and fjuch Towns upon Ganges or in Orzxa and Bezgala as refifted him; preying 
upon their Goid and Jewels, acting unchaltities, and forcing Oaths and Hoí*azes f om 
the Inhabitants to become his Subjccts. Thence he marched to Pathavz, whither Rad 

gee Ufiem with five thoufand Horfe and twenty thoufand Foot came to offer him tneir 
iervice. 

Perwees hears of his Brother Currooms extravagancy and fupplies, and intends to find 
him out: He therefore commits Brampore to Ruftan-chan and Lashkar-cawzs charge, and 
with fifty thoufand Horfe comes with long toil to Elabafs, and entring Lala Berfinghs 

‘territories, Lala meets him with an addition of feven thoufand Horic, aud offers 
him a Prefcnt of three leck of Roopces. : 

Fangheer (left he fhould furfcit of delight) at Caffi»meeer entertains the news of his 
Son Curroons frefh out-brcakings as alfo of Ebrabims death and difconifiture : And fcar- 
ing his vagrant Son might grow too popular and potent, roufes himícif, and airer ad- 
vice with his Council, forthwith commands Chan Frhan out of Multhan and Buc.arr 
(Countries adjoining to Chabul) to raife a confiderable force to haften into Gufurar, with 
the Tribute of thofe Provinces to advance a new Army, and join with Perwees, that he 
might be the better able to march againft the Rebels. Chan Jehan being come to Fertz- 
pore, there loyters, andas long, at Asra wraps himfelf in idlenefs, forgetful of the Mo- 
guls command, the Princes need, and his own honour. But Raffan (Captain of Ela- 
bafs) thews himfclf more confidcrate; for having imprifoned A@acolidafelan for inus 

fear and flight, he then fortifies his Caftlc, and ftores it with nien, mony, and provifi- 
on: Which when Cyrreon heard, he alters his intent of beleaguering, that placc, and 
draws hisorce againft Ravtas (a itrong Caftle,) which neverthelefs by Syet Monbark, 
wasyielced upon Treaty. Atter that he aflaults d z:zzer, which though a wniic wee"

ed by Haftibeg, was in the end alfo delivered up. After which, Abdul-chan forces Fanz- 
beer Coolizhan Captain Of Bozarce into Elabafs, and Wazer-chan into Foonpore and other 
Towns, out of whole quarters they drew abundance of treafure. And hearing of his 
Brothers approach with ZZaboeber-cbaz, he appoints Albdul-chan, Radgee Rhyhem, and By- 
ram-chin to try their fortune againit Elabafs, which by Ruftan-chan was fo refolutely de- 
fended: They obey, and with all haftc befiegc that place, next day aflaulting it with ut- 
molít tury; but by Rzffaz were beat off, and forced to a retreat with lofs: In which acti- 
onthe feed of fo much emulation kindled ’twixt Abdul aud Rudzee Rhiem as was not 
quenched (asfoonappeared) without either of their deftructions. Sultan Perwees and 
Mahobet-chan haften (if poflible) tobe at Elzbafs to relicve the Garrifon cre the Rebels 
role from before it, to which purpofe they pats Backery and Adunicpore : but Abdul-chan 
hearing of their advance, and difhcartned by the laft ftorm, arifes and hies thence over 
Ganges, andat Bonarce Cor Banaras) joins with Curroon’s Army. 

Ganganna (bankrupt in credit with Curroor and Abdul-chan) had not been long in Per- 
wee’s Army, but by Aabober-cbaz's command (for fome unworthy prank) there alfo was 
imprifoned. A Servant of his (fhia Febiem by name) took this indignity fo impati- 
ently, that with five hundred men he ambufhes ?twixt their paflage to K alpin and Lala’s 
Country, and by force attempts his Lords delivery: His good will was much, but the 
fuccefs unanfwerable 5 for Adahobet-chan (than whom none was more vigilant) fearlefs 
of fuch a fcarc-crow, difcoveredthe plot, and in finall fpace flew him, and cut in pie- 
ces moft of his rafh focicty. — Gazgazza was thenceforth more ftrictly looked to, and his 
Eftate fcized upon, his Wile, his Son, and Family alfo upon Elephants were fent flaves 
to Agra , while Perwees, Mahobct aud the Army (after a long and fwift march) arrive 
at Elabafs, where by valiant and faithful Ruffaz-chan they were welcomed and lodged in 
the Caltle, with entertainment fuitable to {uch high Gucits. 

Muhobet-chawn impatient of ftay till he could engage Sultan Curroon’s Army, (who by 
that time had recruited and drawn into the ficld a great force of Horfe, allured by the 
magick of his Goid and Language) preparestor fight: Near Thome (fiftcen miles from 
Banaras) the two Armies pitch their Camps in view of one another, eithcr fide rcfol- 
ved with the utmoit valour to purchafe victory. Ganges (that great and dcificd 
River) awhile forbad them, reftraining cithers fury, fave what volieycd from the Har- 
quebuzzes: Howbcit, Beyrambeg began the play with four thoufand Horfe, and forra- 
ged the Country towards Elabafs ; but by Mamet Sbawma was met upon Shawezi’s banks, 
where his men were difcomfited, Beyrambeg flain, and his head fevered. — AMabobet-cbaz 
interpreting this as a good Omen, draws out his Forlorn; but knows not how (with- 
out peril) to pafs his men over Ganges, till by a Native he is direéted to a Ford, where 
with a party of Horíe he got over luckily: and then having fecured the país, he quickly 
marches his Army through the River. Having now nothing to interpofe, AdZzhober- 
chawn faces Curroons Army. | Curroon being of too higha fpirit to be thus brav’d, (efpe- 
cially by AZabober , whom though for his gallantry he needs muft honour, yet contemned 
as being his adverfary,) ítraightway prepares for fight: And having difpofed his bat- 
tel into the beft pofture he could, firft orders Radeee Rhiem with his Elephants to charge 
AMabobet. Thiscouragious Officer very gladly uüderrakes it; and gives Aabober fo hot 
acharge, yea, with his warlike Elephants fo difordered his party, that had Abdul-chan 
or Derra-chan feconded him (as was appointed) Curroon had (tis thought) obtain'd 
the victory: But Abdul-chaniwelling with envy againft Radgee Rhiem ever {ince their at- 
tempt of E/abafs, notonly delayed to fecond him, but rather feemcd pleafed when Ma- 
bobet-chams company recovered, and Radgees Elephants (wounded and madded ‘with 
rage) execute their wrath upon their own party. In the end, Radgee (after as much 
proof of courage and skill as could be inman) was flain, and his whole body diforder- 
ed. Inthismiferable fort perifhed one of the beft Souldiers in all Jidiz, and Abdul-chan 
bafely acceflory to hisdeath. But revenge, or rather juftice purfues him: for finding it 
high time to give over looking on, he fees Perwees entring with Rælgee Ziffing, Radgce 
Ziand, Radgee Bertzing, and their whole Army. Curroon alfo falls on, doing what lay 
in the power of man, the battel now pcl-mel enduring for five hours, ,whercin was ex- 
prefled a great deal of bravery on both fides: Curroom was hurt in the Arni; Perweet 
(though upon his Elephant) by Derra-chan was wounded in the fide, and but for the ex4, 
cellency of his mayl had there breathed his lait. Inthe end, the Kings Army (bythe 
excellent conduct and ufual valour which Adzhober afrehh affords them) have the victory: 
the Rebels pufillanimoufly oppofing that new torrent of deftguction gazea while, and 
then remembring the injuftice of their fide make a flow retreat, and in the end flie amain, 
refolving not in hafte to re-undertake fuch a bufinefs. CGurrooz not able to altor his defti- 
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ny (ftrikingthe ground with his Lance) leaves the field, and with four thoufand Horfe 
flies away to the inexpugnable Caftle of Razra5, which was yielded by AZozbark , and 
whercintie had placed Radgee Gholam one of the Murderers ot Prince Gufhrooe ; leaving 
the rcfidue of his Army to fip the bitter Cup of Death, the Honour of the Field to his 
Brother and Adahobet chan, and the fpoil of his Camp to Radgee Bertfingh, who of Gold, 
Silver, precious Gems, Elephants, Camels, Horfes, and Slaves of botliS¢xes, found there 
great abundance. 

Sultan Curroom now in his {trong Caftle and at fuch a diftance has time to ruminate his 
mifery, and accordingly with a difContented mind fees how infenfibly he precipitates his 
hopes, atthatinítant fixed inthe center of melancholy , and asan aggravation hears of 
Mahobet-chans approach towards him - Hereupon he difparks his Scraglio, and flies 
thence to Poraz with Affaph-chawzs lovely Daughter only in his company (who had lately 
trought him a young Princefs,) and by a Zantel difpatches Letters to Darab-chaz (then 
in Bezgala) tolevie more force, and appoints therendevouz at Radeee-AMzbal, where he 
would expect him. 

Mahobet-chan and Prince Perwees in the mean time purfue Carroon, carrying falfe 
Gangannain company, but under a guard 3 fcarce refting day or night till they came to 
Rantas, where hearing which way he took, they chafe him to Partan; but there alfo 
they mifs of him, having fure tidings of his flightto Radgee Mahal. At Patan they breath 
awhile, and hearing of Darabs obfequioufnefs to Curroon, they prevail with his aged 
Father Gazgazza by Letters to diflwade him, and to promife him the Kings thanks fo he 
would join with them. Darab (incenfed by ALahobet-chan’s {everity to his Father, and 
fuppofing his perfwafions counterfeit) goes on to levie men for fupport of the Rebelli- 
on. Prince Perwees hereupon proclaims him Traitor, andallots four thoufand Roopees 
to any that would bring him to his Camp alive or dead. The time-ferving multitude 
(knowing that Currooz was fled) not only bring Darab-cham, but his Children, and his 
Kiniman Morad who was Son to Sha ZNabarkban; all whofe heads were immediately 
{truck off and fent to Perivees, and by Aabobet-cbaz's permiflion prefented to Gangannay, 
by that made a wretched Father, and thence (as a Trophie of their care, and to the ter- 
ror of others) difpatcht to Agra to be fetup on Poles. The report of which fad action 
was no fooner known to Curroon, but that it ftruck him into a fright; fo that bidding 
farewel to Mahal, he flies to Afedexpore, and thence to Odjea; but is quelted after by Ma- 
hobet to Afedempore, where mifling him he halts for Prince Perwees, and fends Baker-chan 
and eight thoufand Horfe in purfuit after Cwrreoz. At this Oudee or Oujea (a City in 
Bezgala watered by Ganges) are many antick Monuments ; efpecially memorable isthe 
old Caitle Razichand, built by a Bazzyaz Pagod of that name about 994500 years ago 
after their accompt, from which time to this the Bazzsyazs cuftomarily have repaired to 
offer and to walh away their fins in Ganges, each of which is recorded by the Bramyns, 
who (as they believe) acquaints this Pagod with their offerings. 

Daring thefe inteftine broils, Adelec Amber ( perceiving the feafon advantagious to 
recover what he had loft) levies an Army of fifty thoufand men, and fo unexpectedly 
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they render up thcir Forts, and fuffer the Decan to repoflefs his former Caftles and Gar- 
xifons; in which attempt 15000 ofthe Moguls men were flain, andas many expcelled*the 
JDecazs Country ; the three Umbraes alfo were fent Prifoners to Daulrebad to attend 
the pleafure of their Conqueror. Bacher-chan alfo having commiflion to profecute Car- 
roon procraftinatcs not, but in few weeks attains Odjez; where the Prince ( though he 
had five thoufand Horfe, and three hundred Elephants) durft not abide him battel ; fo 
poflefled was hc with fear, and fo terrified with his late bad fuccefs, as that hc flies into 
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Gulcundib, contrary to Bacber-cbazs advice, who rather defired battell. The King of flies into 
Gdlcizicas having notice of his ftrength, and the danger of his Diamond-mines, had fome Gulcurda 


caufc to remember what Tzgranes the great Armenian King faid, (going againft the Ro- 
mans with 400coo Men, andíceingthe Roman Army not above 14000, who for all that 
gotthe victory,) They be too many (quoth he) for am Ambaffie, and too few fer ficht - 
Curroon having alfo fureptitioufly got from him a Diamond as big as a Hens Egg (as 
credibly reported) weighing 98 Mangclines, every Mangelin being s Grains, (the 
weight was 440 Grains,) which the great Mogul foon after bought for a Mlillion of 
Roopees, Gonfiderations that made him to receive Cwrrooz with counterfeit kindnefs, 
and to attend him with twelve thoufand Horfe ; and for his further fecurity doubled 
his Guards in Cuzda-ver and Cunda-poly, two of his moft defenfive Caftles, whcrein he 
commonly put his Diamonds with much other Treafure; alfo knowing full well that 
Cwrrooz hot confidering the annual Tribute, i c.three pound weight being a Vife of 
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thc faireft Stones or Diamonds thence prefented the Mogul) had a vehement defirc to 
vifit and fcarch the intrintique of that precious piece of Earth which report had Ío fuffi- 
ciently blazoned, as he wasaffured would abundantly compenfate his pains and hazard. 
Diamond- This famous Diamond-mine is diftant from Mefilipatan about fourfcore and ten Exzlifh 
mine. Miles; the ncarcít Village is called Mercanda. ‘The Mine it felf is a large Rock under 
part of that Mountain which extends towards Bellaguate (the Alpes of thofe parts) at 
the foot whercof runsa quick itream our European Merchants name Chriftena, which af- 
ter forty miles flux increafes another River, and in the latitude of about eighteen de- 
grees North, in one Channel empty themfelves into the Gulph of Bezgala. The foil for 
many miles round (by rcaíon of the extrcam heat) is barren and íandy: but near the 
Mine the Earth appears to be of a ruddy colour, albeit the Vein it {elf is of a pale yel- 
low. No part of the World for fùch a {cope of ground affords greater plenty of Dia- 
monds than this, or of a better watcr, thofe ot Secodania in Berzco not excepted, ab- 
though many be yellow. The Quarry alfo has feveral other tranilucent ftoucs which 
want ncither beauty nor cftcem ; namely, Topazes, Amcthyíts, Spinels, Heliotropes and 
other forts of Agats, Garnats, Cryítals, and thelikc. The diftribution of the ground 
when the Mine is expofed rciembles a Lottery : fome for their adventure hapning, to 
find ftones much to their advantage, others to lofs. In digging, if a Diamond exceed 
twenty Caracts (a Caract is four Grains,) fuch by the Law of that place are referved 
for the King; but under that weight, forthe Adventurer. Whenthe Mine is open, as 
the number is great of thole that from molt parts refort thither, fo the Guard incrca- 
{es anfwcrably, thereby to givc the better fecurity: Howbeit, the danger is grcateft in 
travelling, the Mountainccrs fuppofing that few come or go empty; and therefore for 
the moft part Mercliants confort in Carravans, and for their Money are fufliciently 
guarded. — AMelec Amber with lets fufpicion but more fubtilty (heartily glad of this frefh 
Rebellion, the Moguls troubles bringing peace to his Empire) fends an Ambalflador to 
Curroon, well attended, with Letters of affection, and a large fun: of Moncey, and other 
neceflaries; with an invitation into Decan (if need were) where at all allays he fhould 
command his utmolt.. Hope oft fancies that to be facile in the attainment, which rea- 
fon inthe event fhews diflicile: fo as prudence we fee is of force, where force prevails 
not: For Curroon perceiving his defign about the Diamond-mince fruftrate, very hearti- 
ly accepts the invitation; but after three months ftay in that Country, weary of idle- 
nefs, projects the recovery of his old Eparchy of Brampore: and fo without long ad- 
vice bids Amber farewel; and with ten thoufand Horic divided amongft Abdulchany 
Mahomet "T ackbicck and Facup-chan, fhews him{clf again before Brampore, but was for- 
bad entrance by Radgee Ruftan (appointed Governour there by Sultan Perwces:) Which 
-fo enrages Curroon, that after hc had breathed out athoufand fruitlcfs threats, heaflaults 
the walls with violence; butby Az//az as churlifhly anfwered, and with great lofs com- 
pelled to retreat to Chanchanna’s curious Gardens, there to ruminate.  Howbeit, Abdul- 
chan is fo tranfported, that he mounts again and advances his Standard 5 yct was aifo 
forced to march away, being well beaten by Ruffang’, who filled the Ditch with the Car- 
calles of Abduls Followers. Mahomet Tackieck at twi-light tries hisdeftiny, charging fo 
furioufly, that in defpight he mounts the wall, and wasío bravcly tollowed, that in 
{mall time he enters the Citadel, and on many parts of the battlement flourifhed his 
Colours in fign of Victory, and asa call to.Abdul-chanto fecond him: but Abdul (poi- 
foned with envy to fce a Merchants Son poflcílor of fo much glory,) forbears to fuccour 
him; fo that this heroick Captain (toofar engaged) was affailed by Ruftan and Atfet- 
Ghan with fuch eagernefs that his Company were cut in pieces, and Mahomet {truck dan- 
geroufly in his eye, yea, (after as much proof of valour as was poflible) was taken and 
imprifoned. In this fort (the fecond time) has Abdul-chan fortcited Currooz the victo- 
ry, yet conceals the reafon in his brcaft, and goes unpunifhed. —Whiles Sultan Perwees 
and Aabobet-cbaz continue their qucft ; and receiving notice of the Siege of Brampore, 
hafte thither with Chan Alen, Radjea Stertfing and a great Army of Rafhpoots: but Cur- 
yoon (premonifhed) fecing no good likely to be done, arifes with his Army and falls to- 
wards Bellaguate, in the way attempting Hafer; but miffing it re-delivers Aazzr.« alfo in- 
to his cnemies hands, andonce more returns to Melec Amber then at Kerk in Dec»; which, 
now feems to be the receptacle of his misfortunes. 
Hafferde- laffer (five courfes from Brampore as you pafs to gray, the ftrongeft and in all ad- 
Jeribed. vantages the beft defended Caftle through Chazdis) is built upon the top of a pep 
ous Mountain, walled by Naturc, and by its largencís capable to fecd and lodge forty 
thoufand Horfe; for, within are Springs of wholefome Watcr 5*the Earth alfo fo fruit- 


ful in Herbs, Corn, and what clíc is requirable for defence or pleafure : and spen c 
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fides fix hundred great Ordnance of Brafs mounted, by the laft King of Guafurar, that it 
is as Röyal a Fort as any in Jzdia. Howbeit, one difcommodity it hath making all the 
other rclifh badly; Wornis engendring in the Legsand Thighs of fuch as drink the Wa- 
ter, oft proves mortal; and which only gave Ecbar the couqueft of this Caftle, which 
otherwiíc was accounted inexpugnable. 

gyaAngbeer further rcjoycing at the victories his Son Perwees and AMabobet-cbaz had ob- 
tained, to exprefs how wellhe took it, takes fpecial notice of the fprightly valour and 
loyalty of Ganza-zied-cawz, (lately made Viceroy of Kabul) and calls him to Court, 
and expreiles his good alfFection to him;, and more than fo, adds five thoufand Horfe to 
his command, and under his Seal by Commitlion makes him Governour of Bezgala, of all 
the Provinces of Induftan the moft rich and honourable, of late years reduced under the 
Moguls Diadem: of old named Baricura and Gandarida, into whofe Gulph the great 
aad noble River Gazges in two Oftiums falls under 23 deg. by Prolomy called Sinus Agari- 
cuss A Province for number of Inhabitants and Towns, and plenty of all things requi- 
fite, not inferiour to any other throughout the Orient. - 

Normal and Affaph-cawz both of them caft a {quint-eye upon the new Favourite Gaz- 
za-zicd-cawnm, and tor no other caufe than that he was Son to ZZzbober;  jcaloufic in {tate 
like that in love having a double paflion of love and hate, no other known reafon cau- 
fed it: And being no Idcots in the School of mifchief (Vertue ever being perfecuted by 
Envy) in the firft place tbc better to affront ZZabober (whofe vexations are now broach- 
ing) they prevail with the old Mogul to command ZZabober without delay to fend impri- 
foned Ganganna unto Azray. - Mirza-Arebdeftoa-cawn (one of Normals Creatures) is 
fent with this mcflage; and AZabebet (loth to {hew any example of difobedience, though 
hc] w azgbeer abufícd, and that this was a meer plot to work his confufion) lets him 
go: who forthwith beginsto chatter and fpit his utmoft malice again{t A@zhober, exhibi- 
ting many unjuft complaints, and incenfing as much as poflibly he could the old Mogul a- 
gainft his Champions; and principally, that he had put to death his Son, with others o£ 
his Kindred, yca, after he had voluntarily left Currooz to ferve in the Kings Army. It 
is a good obfervation that Reges maltos babezt oculos, multas aurcs: their hands are long, 
and their knowledge is inlightned by many, and their power excrcifed afar off. Accord- 
ingly, thefe accufations wrought fomewhat with the credulous Mogul; but more, when 
from thc feeds of diftruft fown by Gazgannain the heart of Perwees, in his Letter to Farg- 
beer he gives Mahobet the Character ota vain-glorious man, one that delighted to eclipie 
his fplendor, and that it was probable his ambition might have a dangerous influence 
inthe Army; with other fuch glances as quickly took impreffion in the Moguls weak fan- 
cy: that without further confideration or memory of Mahobets former fervices,Ganganna’s 
reports are efteemed no longer malicious 5 fo as without advifing with nis own Reafon 
or AZabobets Fricnds at Court, he unadvifedly condemns him unheard, difpofes of his 
command inthe Army to Cawn Jehan, (forgetful of his loytering at Féripore,) and 
having nulPd AZabobers Commiflion, revokes him home, where he fhould be better ac- 
quainted with the rcafon of this proceeding. Thus fraude perit virtus. Mahobet ad- 
mires the Villany of Gazgazza, and Normalsenvy 5 and thinks (by the candor ofhis own 
innocence) itis impoflible his Mafter fhould really believe fach imputations 5 till remem- 
bring his dotagc upon ZVoz»al and her inveterate fpleen, he grantsit: refolving never- 
thelefs to take another couríc, till time might better evince his innocency. Therefore 
asloveand duty bound him, hcfirft goes to Prince Perwees to bid him farewel: whom 
when he found foftrangely altered, fo coy and ftately, it ftruck him with amazement, 
Caneexcellent fympathy and union, till Gazgazza diflolved it, having been betwixt 
them:) fo that with a fad look he leaves the Camp, but carries along with him the 
hearts of all tho. Army. From Brampore he goes; many guefs, but none (no not him- 
fclf) knows whithcr Fortune led him: at length by the advice of {ome Friends (who 
affured him if hc went to Court he fhould at leait be branded with the name of Traitor) 
hc fecured himíclf in his Cattle of Rantampore 5; refolving firft to vindicate his honour 
by Letter to Jazzbcczr, or otherwife to fafeguard himfelf from imperious Normals fpight, 
and other his Court Enemies. 

This difcord *ewixt Perzwees,7Mabober, and Normal, founds fweetly in Curroozs Ears; hop- 
ing by their divitions to advafice hisown ambition : And perceiving his old Father fente- 
Icfly nuzzled in apparitions of love, rcfolves to exercife his craft, and in the Moguls 
weakncefs to fix the ftrength of his confpiracy. So that firft he prefents him by Godgee 
Fehan (Yutorto his two Sons) a Letter neatly penn’d, but dictating nothing fave Hy- 
pocrifie: He now aitothc Appetite of his Father after Gold and Rarities, and there- 
forc adds piihcafh of rare Coins, a = choice Elephants, and fome Pourtraits 
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which he borrowed or rathcr bought From the Portugals. The old King dcfirous of cafe, 
and asan indulgent Father glad even of his feeming fubmiffion, accepts his prefént and 
invites him home, afluring his pardon. Accordingly, -Affaph-cawa by the Moguls di- 
rections gives him notice: arid adds his fecret advice to return to Court whiles his Fa- 
therwas in this good humour. In the mean timc, ZZadoffer-cawz at Labore receives the 
Government or Provoftíhip of gray, Caffem-cawn being difplaced : He attained that 
command upon his marriage with Adoviffan_begem Sifter tothe Queen; and this difgrace 
was 10 impatiently digefted by that ambitious woman, that fhe ceafed not till fhe got him 
rc-cftabliihed. 

Six years paft, viz. 1618. and of thc Hegira 998. I told you how Fangheer at the re- 

ucft of df/aph-cawz took his cldeft Son Gufhroo from Anna-Rha-Rhadia aud Chan Fehan, 
delivoriüg him to Curroonz, who finding him a ftumbling-block to the Imperial Crown, 
by Radgee Bandor got him made away. At that fame time were committed to that Fra- 
tricide, Sha Hoffen and Et5ymore (Sons to Dhaen Shaw his Brother, who dicd throigh 
diftempered drinking at selon oin whom becaufe he faw towardly youug Princes and 
apt to,revenge their Fathers death, he wasthe more free to fend them through that 
bloody bath to deftruction ; butdurft not perpetrate fuch apparent butchery percciv- 
ing ail mens eyes and expectations upon them, and the death of their Father and Un- 
cle yet recent and not a little murmured at; fo thathehad no other way to anticipate 
their claim unto the Empire, but by having them inítructcd in the Faith of our bletitd 
Saviour Chrift, and to be baptized , by which profeflion he well knew they would be 
made incapable of that great earthly Monarchy, albeit heirs of a bctter; for, Virtus 
locum babet inter aftra. After this, he ever lcd them with him to keep them the ftrict- 
lier, till fuch time as being.vanquifhed at Elabas by Ruftan-cawn, Ethymore cíca; to 
Perwees and thence to Labore wherc his Uncle entertains and marries him to Z^ber B;:700— 
begem his Daughter : At Curroons next flight from Brampore, Huffen alfo cfcaped and icd. 
to Radzee Ruftamg, and thence to his Brother, where hclived with more fatcty. 

AMabober-cawnz at his Caitle of Razrampore Cpractifing to digcft his affront with pati- 
ence) reccivcsa peremptory command trom Jazugbeer. (Normal | might fay) to deliver 
up his Caftle tothe Quecn, who had given the keeping of it to Bzcber-cawz, (no Friend. 
to A@ahobet,) and that nc fhould forthwith remove into Orixa fix {mall days travel Weft 
from Satigaz to his Son who was the Kings Licutenant there. The meflage wastart; 
but being ient to onc impatient of affronts, and albeit divided in himíelf ?twixt the nce- 
ceflity of felt-prefervation and oftending his Mafter, at length refolves upon this an- 
{wer : That he was very ready to manifeit himfelf a dutiful fubject, and thercinto fpend 
life and goods to do him fcrvice ; but to ftoop to thc lure of his malicious adverfary 
could not condcícend: He was ready in perion to give him the reafon, provided he 
might repair fo Court, and return to ARaztampore in fafety. With this ill-digefted mef 
fage the Poft Teturns, with news alfo that 4bdul-cawa (either weary of his vagaries, or 
that he faw the wind of Curroozs good fortune ftill averfe, or doubting his former clafhes 
with Radgee Rhiem and Tackieck might undo him) for fome or all ofthefe he deferts Car- 
roon, and ilies to Chan Jehan at Brampore, where Prince Perwees then alfo was; by both 
whom Abdul was at leait fecmingly welcomed. 

Fangheer having reccived Adahobet-cawns Letter, as it is true Nemo amat quem metuit, 
he throws off his wonted love, and not a little wonders at his prefumption 5 but Maho- 
bet no lefs admires his mifapprehention: So that after the earncf{t perfwafion of his 
kindred and friends about him, he affumes frefh courage, and attended by five thoufand 
voluntary Rafhboots ZZabober iffucs from his Caftle, and through Raffamwer journeys to 
Lahore, atthat time refolving tomakc his defence in perfon to Fangheer, (who was then 
removing to Kabul) or was refolved to die in doing it.- The Queen and 4ffuph-cawa hav- 
ing notice of his intent, but fearing his force, and that (if he were admittcd any private 
ditcourfe with Fangheer) probably he would reingratiate himfelf, they prevail with 


the Mogultofct his feal to their dictate, the fubítance being, That ZZabober fhould 


come in perfon attended only with a few of his confidents, to anfwer what fhould be 
objected againft him. But Afabober (contrary to his forr:cr refolution) being not unex- 
perienced in Normals dcccits, rather than adventure his perfon chofe byhis Son-in-Law tQ 
prefent his excufe: which with a willing heart this Gallant undertakes. Who being 
arrived atthe Court, at his entrance into the Lefcar found it truc, that Noz eft ira fuper 
tram mulieris: And that injuftice armed with power is moft outragious. For he was 
no fooner difmounted from his Elephant, but by the Queens order was difrobed of his 
stavery, and being clad in rags was chabuck't upon the {oles of kis feet with rattans, and 
barc-headcd (the greateft fhame) fet backward upon a jade, with eH = 
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through the Army, and made a fcoff to all the multitude ; over-joyed fhe had this occa- 
tonto inanifeft her hate upon the Idea of Aabober, and withal to let him fee how much 
fhe defpifcd his intercft. Where honour is concerned, the grcater is the wound, and 
more highly refcnted by how much greater the Perfon is that gave it: and Seneca well 
obferves, quod fuit durum pati meminiffe dulce, as appeared foon atter: For Mahobet had 
quick intelligence what uncomely entertainment his Son-in-Law had for his fake recei- 
ved ; bat afluring himfelf it proceeded not from his Mafter, he the better digefted it; 
and the rather, being informed the whole Country blamed Normal and Ganganna for fuch 
barbarifin: Init he fees their hate, and his own mifery if he had rendred himfelf; {oas 
now (morcthan ever difcovering the Queens ambition to advance her Son, and Aj/aph- 
cawn Curroom, to that end guarding themifelves with an Army of thirty thoufand Horfe; 
violently feizing the publick Treafure, and in many tranfactions of State abufing the 
Moguls authority.; thefe things being duly pondered by AZabober, and convinced of his 
loyalty to his Maiter and zeal to Bullochy right heir unto the Crown) Afahobet puts on 
arefolution to bid Normal defiance; neverthelefs, cxprefling his zeal to his old Matter, 
in a bricf Manifcíto he enumerates Normals and Ganganna’s abufes to the Crown, and 
then pourtrays the late indignity offered his Son, which (as he alledged) was an un. 
parallel'd act of barbarity. This done, heacquaints his friends and fellow-fouldiers 
both what he had publithcd, and what he refolved to enterprize : Having their faithful 
aflurance to live and dyc with him, he forthwith furveys his Army, givesítrict command 
to offer no violence to Zazgbeer or his Tent; and with twenty thouíand valiant Rafhboots 
(his Countrymen) advances to find out Normals Army and the Lefcar at that time con- 
fifting of above hfty thoufand men. By accident, part of the Army at that inftant march- 
ed by, led by Eradet-cawn, therefidue being pafled over the River Phar, were conducted 
by Godgee Abdul Huffan, intending to beat up Mahobets quarters. That experienced 
Warriour had his Scouts abroad; and having the eyes of prevention always open, 
finding the advantage his, gives the Word unto his party, and with gallant refolution 
firft charges Eradet with fuch good order, that in lefs than two hours (ere Abdul 
Huffan could come unto his refcue) henot only difordercd, but flew above fix thoufand 
of them; filling the reit wita fuch fear, that each man fled away for hisownfafcty; but 
unluckily, for the tlood without mer 'fwallowed molit of them; both dangers equally 
fo affailing them, that with gaftly looks and loud out-cries fuch as efcaped made known 
the horror of this conflict: The otr part of Normals Army ítood ftill, till by 
Affaph-cawn, Abdul- Fluffen, and other Umbraes they were cheared up, and prepare 
to encounter the Rebels; who with AZ@abober their General were come in view, and 
with victory in thcir Fore-heads (regarding neither their greatnefs nor multitude ) 
fo couragioufly charge their adveríarics, that for five hours there was giving and re- 
ceiving blows, each fide equally heated with rage, and inflamed with defire of con- 
queft. The Queens Army were frefh and excellently armed, but by the overthrow of 
Erad.t not a little difheartned ; Aabobets men, though come from far, yet of a more 
warlike conftitution, were hopeful of booty: fo that in the end Normals party gave 
back, well beaten and unable any longer to abide theftrokes of their adverfaries. Af- 
Japb-cawz in the meantime rides up and down like a diftracted perfon, now upbraid- 
ing, then intreating, and ufing all means poflible to rally; but fear and the Rathboots 
Swords had flafhed too much terrour amongit them to fight again: So as with a fad 
heart upon an Arabian Courfer Affaph flies away with Mirza Abontila his Son to a Ca- 
{tle of good dctence not far diftant thence; but by accident efpied, are chafed by 
Mirfa Byrewer (Afzkobers third Son) and being taken are fhackled in Silver Fetters, and 
in that pofture brought to Artack, were there fafely guarded : Whiles Mabobet-caywz and 
his Army (galloping in the air of good fortune) beat down the Queens forces, at that 
timc more willing to dye than fight; fo that without more lettthey proclaim themfelves 
Lords of Izdia, and prey upon infinite riches of all forts which they found in the Lefcar. 
The aged Mogul was found fleeping lull’d in Adorpheus golden bed, till by Aabober cawn 
he was gently awakcd and allured of his welfare. Upon a ftately Elephant they conveyed 
him to 4rrack_ (a itrong Caftle to the Eaft of Indus) leaving Nain behind him twelve thou- 
fand men and many Umbraes of note, as Mirza, Caffem, Radgee Doola, Abdul-Gallee, Abdul 
Samet, Mirch., Goagee Shawarchan,and others; and taken prifoners Famgheer the great 
Mogul, Queen Normal, A Japh-cawn, Mirza Abontila his Son, Sultan Bullochy, Sultan Sberias y 
Sha Etbimore, Sha Hoffen, Eradet-cawn, Mokend.u-chan, Mocrib-cawn, and Molena Mahomet 5 
all which (tothe amazement of the World) are lcd Prifoners to Kaul to expect the 
pleafure of thcir Conqueror. Now is Mahobet elevated upon the Majeftick Chariot 
of commimd, refolving neverthelefsto detract as little as might be from the sprees 
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of his Mafter; his only aim being to clear his Honour from an unjuft imputation, and 
to retaliate his Enemies what in his Friends he had formerly iuffered. Nermal ‘(now 
clouded with fhame) was brought forth, and by the monfter multitude exclaimed upon; 
fo that by the advice of AZabobers Council of War the poor Queen was condemned to 
lofe her head. Not tillthen did fhe perceive the thorny path ine had walked in, nor 
meditated upon the mutability of Fortune; nor till then could fhe frame her ambitious 
heart to fear or fervitude: But feeing no remedy, arms herfelf with patience and craves 
a farewel of her Lord, to whom after much entreaty fhe is adinitted 5 where fhe pro- 
{trates her felf cloathed with fo much forrow, that Fangheer melts into compaflion and 
intrcats Mahobet for her freedome. AZazhober loth in any thing to difcontent his Mafter 
condefcends 5 {o that (contrary to the advice of his confederates) Normal was fet at 
liberty: But to fhew that none is more thirfty after revenge than that Sex, fhe becomes 
‘more enraged by this lenity, and fpeedily putsit in practice. The refidue of the Royal 
Prifoners were ufed with due refpect, Eradet and Molena Mahomet excepted, who by too 
much rigour were fo enraged that Molena died. Zadoc-cawn {ped belt, for before 
the fight (upon fome occafion jarring with his Brother Affaph-cawn) he fied to AZabober, 
and for that fervice was made Governour of Lahore, and Caffem-cawn» (by mediation of 
Mowefabegem his Wife, Sifter to the Queen) is reftored to his Government of Agr ay, 
and AZadaffor-cawz difplaced: {o that now Aabobet fways Induftan,till by viciflirude of time 
he falls from his Meridian,and as well as others experiments the mutability of Fortune. 
Curroon all this time was in Decan, lurking till he might efpy fome advantage to re- 
cover his loft credit, and once morc fhake off the Title of a Rebellious exile: But when 
news was brought him from 4//aph-cawz of the almoft incredible change the Empire had, 
and with whatadifmal vail it wasthen inveloped, his Father and Father-in-Law being in 
fubjection, Sultan Bulloch and prince Damicl’s Sons imprifoned, and his own two Sons 
with Godgee Fehbantheir Governour brought to Mahobet by timc-ferving ALadoffer-chan to 
abide his mercy; He difputes not what Mahobet meant, but whathad hapned. So that, 
exafperated with a thoufand fancies, he gives Melec Amber many thanks, and with 
Radgee Rhiems Son and twelve thoufand Horfe palles (under leave) through Rava’s Ter- 
ritories, and at lait comes to 4/meer, intending fuddenly to furprize Agre and pro. 
claim himfelf King. But his defign by Raves B dden death was preventcd, half his 
company upon that occafion forfaking him; whereat, doubting fome treachery in the 
Afmeecrians (into fuch hate his robbing and oth diforders had brought him) and that 
Mahebet-chan had fent fome force againft him, and Sultan Perwees allo had ambufht for 
him, he haftens to Tatra, hoping by conqueft thereof to command Jvdus and Cambaya : 
So as at his encamping before it he fends the Governour a fiimmons to deliver it; but 
the Captain Xerif-Melec fendshim word he had particular order to keep him out, and 
that if he attempted it he fhould receive the entertainment of an Enemy.  Cwrrooz re- 
turns him back again, That he wasSon unto the King: AZelec confelles it, but withal, a 
Rebel. Curroom re-greets him, That hc came to defie Afahobet-chan, and to bring. deli- 
verance to his Father: ZWe/ec anfwers, rather by all their confufionsto grafp thc Dia- 
dem.  Cwrrooz enraged by thefe retorts, and heightned in his hopes by Derra-chan, pre- 
parcs for an aflault ; and accordingly at one and the fame inftant ftorms the City wails 
in feveral places: but Melec the Governour fo well defends the out-works and walls, that 
the aflailants were forced to draw off with lofs5 thc befieged next day fallying out, and 
with fuch gallantry falling into Curroozs Camp, that in the skirmifh Derra-cbaz and 300 
of his men were killed, and Curroon himíelf forced (to his old fhift) to fly to Delly; 
whcre finding no welcome, he haftes with his chafed Troops to Bakar (a Fort ?twixt. La- 
bore and the Sea) to breathe a while. | 
Delly de- DELLY is the name of a City and Province which of late belonged to the Poraz 
Teriba. Kings, the originary Inhabitants , but at this day is reduced under the Crown of Indu- 
ftant. The City is ancient, large, and pretty beautiful; fuch appearing in the varicty of 
antick Monuments and Tombs of above twenty Kings and other gregt perfons who lye 
thercintombed: fo as it is a place not a little vifited by Travellers, and by infinite nuni- 
bers of Bazzyazs (who for {Òme fuperftitious end refort thither) little lefs than adored. 
Not a little famous alfo, by reafon of that Pyramid which is in old Delly (threc miles 
diftant) where lies buried King Homayon who was Grandfather to Fangheer) by frame 
and infcription fuppofed to bc rected. by Alexander at what time Delly was the Manufo- 
leum Of fundry Potentates. New Delly is walled about, watered by part of 7emzzy,over 
which we enter upon a twelve-arched Bridge of Stone, which River froma little Spring 
arifing in the Mountains of Tezba dxillsto Agra, and after a grcavincreafc of her Channel} 


at Prage flows into Ganges,and with her in two huge wide mouths (near «oo miles 
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afunder) cmpties her watry ftomach into the Bexgalan Gulph, in about twenty two de- 
grees of North latitudc,and then mixes with the falt Occean. Ganges by Cofmographers is 
reputed pne of the nobleft Rivers in the World: It arifes,fomc tay, out of Nigracut part 
of Cuucafus, others fay, from Syba, fuppofed Sepbar mentioned in Gen. chap. 10- verf. 
30. Sibe pop. [unt Indie qui cum Coriade pugnaverunt contra Bacchum, faith S tephanus, and 
after 1009 miles flux lofes it felf in the Gulph of Bezgala, as latcly fpoken: It has many 
Rivers ftrcaming into it which {wells her Channel, eipecially after Femin at Praije mixes 
with her. The Bannyaas cftecm it facred , and from the Cow they fo much reverence 
give outthat the Rock from whence it firit fprings has the refemblance of a Cows head: 
No new fancy; for Virgil in his Georgicks dcícribing the River Po in Ztaly, fays 
Golden Eridanus with a double hora, fac?d like a Bull, &c. 

AMclec Amber, Íofoon as Curroon was marched out of his Country, to procure affecti- 
on from Perwees alfo gave liberty without treaty or ranfome to Laskar-cawn, Ebrabim- 
Hiaffen, and Mirza Manout-fher, and with a {afe convoy fends them to Brampore. The 
fame month Mahobet-chan received 26 leck of Roopees from Channazeid-chan his Son 
(at that time Viceroy of Bezgala) which he extracted as an annual rent out of Pattana or 
Patenaw, Soughtar, Banaras, Sonargan, Tanda, Bucola, Seripore, and Chatigan, rich and well 
peopled Towns upon Ganges; as allo out of Sezdiva (an Mile twenty lcazucs from Catigan) 
than which is none more fruitful in Ivdia. Fangheer alfo removing his Court from Cha- 
bul to Labore (by Normals rah perfwafion) condefcends to the flaughter of fuch Rafh- 
boots as AZabober had mixed with his own Guard; and after that openly declared that 
fhe could not be fatished without the deftruction of Mahobet ere he received any fupply 
from his Kinfmen Chan-Alem, and Radgee Ruftang who were then advancing up towards 
him: And for her part, tolcave nothing unattempted that might conduce to the execu- 
tion thercof, fhe empties all her Husbands Coffers, and hires men from all places to ferve 
her; {fo that Ouripargan Viceroy of Baffowere brings her sooo Horíc, Godgee Tera 
3000, Madoffer-chan 12000, and of her own fhe had 19000 more; hoping alfo that 
Fedi-chan (fled from the battel at Arteck_ into the Defarts of T bombe! to Radgce Gboma- 
zoo) would aflociate her : but he was fo afraid of Aabobers good fortune, that he would 
notappedr againft him, but went to Prince Perwees (then at Brampore) to whom (by a 
commendatory Letter from Rajea Bertzingh) he was very welcome. A4ahobet-chan has 
notice of the Queens project and new preparation; but not any whit difcouraged, draws 
all his Horfe and Foot into a body, and prefently advances towards the Queens Army. 
In the way (at his Mafters requeft) he ufes Z4ffapb-cbaz and his Son with more refpeét 
than formerly. | ZVormalalfo haftens towards him, having fent her Son Sheryar to Labore 
with 8000 Horfe to fecure that Imperial City againft AZabober. In his palage, by good 
hap he chances upon Sultan viens, d and the two chriftned Princes, whom he refcued; 
with whom he got fo privately and with fuch hafte into Labore that without refiftance 
moft ot the Rafhboots were cut off, and the Caftle mann'd with the Queens Army. Fang- 
beer alfo rouzed out of his long fleep now plays his part; for being come to Rheed with- 
incight miles of Normal and her Army, (and having at all times the freedome of hunt- 
ing, hawking, and fuch like paftime, he makes ithis advantage) efcapes, and is joyfully 
welcomed by the Qucen, who (crying out 7Mombarack ) impales him in hcr arms, and 
criesfor joy; then (asone aflured of the victory) gives prefent order to. march on to 
affail the Traitors. 

Mahobet-chan (like all other motions, when at highcft, defcend) quickly knows of 
Fangheers flight, and is not fo grieved at his being gone, as at the manner, intending ne- 
ver to have with-held him longer than he fancied: yet the revolt of sooo of his men 
did trouble him. Howbcit, perceiving his enemies were approaching, and that it was 
no fit timc to difcover his difcontent, he apparels himfelf in a rich and tried Coat of 
mayl, and with his Shicld and Spear fpursup in the front of the Moguls Lefcar; where, 
by all figns he perceives the Moguls affection cftranged: He fighs at it, and returns; 
and after a fhort Oration to encourage his Men, ordershisForces. But e’rethe battel be- 
zun, Balant-chan brings him a peremptory Meflage from the King, to this eflect5 That if 
hc defired to be accounted loyal, he thould expreís it by releafing Affaph-chan and other 
Umbraes whom he kept imprifoned ; by whofe mediation probably he might obtain par- 
don.  A4abobcet-chan knows it was Normals device ; yet loth in any thing to difobey the 
King, fends hima proteft of his loyalty, and that fo foonashe came to the River Bebed 
his commands fhould be accomplifhed. So he arifcs,and at the place prefigned calls for 
Affaph-chan and his Son, fhews him he had power to deftroy him, but his vertue fwayed 
him to another end. Which faid, he not only pulls away his marks of fervitude, but 
vefts hita with Princely robes, mounts him upon his beft Courfer, girds him with a 
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precious Blade, and with a convoy of eight hundred Horfe fends him to Court, 
his farewel only appointing to remember him.  Jazgbeer reccives him with tears of 
love, but Normal with words of difdain; upbraiding him with cowardicc, hat durft 
not attend hertimeor depend upon her powcr to force him from a Rebel he both 
fcorned and hated. -Affapb-cbam lainents her lunacy, but is afraid to vex her; yet 
both in good will publickly and in private difcouríc at any time with the Kiug, he 
{peaks well of 7/abober, and as an honourable perfon labours his reconciliation .Where- 
by wec fee, that valour gains praifc even inan Enemy. 

The affairs of Induftane by this variety politfs all mens minds with aftonifhment: 
Whiles Fanghecr and his beloved Amazon with the Leicar país on to Lahore to advifc 
with Sultan 5beryar her Son how to reduce thc Kings powcr to his proper channel. But 
what plcafure can the contemplation of her reviving glory allord her, to long as Mahober 
lives unpuniíhed? She knows not why fhe is intituled fole Emprefs of thc beft parts 
of Afia, Commandrefs of fo much men andtreafure, fo long as AZabober an obicare 
Rafhboot (as fhe called him) dares eclipfe her fplendour, and travel to and fro unrc- 
fifted, guarded with fuch applaufe and popularity: fhe ruminates a thouland fevcral 
forts of revenge, but by toomuch choice knows not which to faften on: the fureft and 
moít honourable is by War, and thereupon calls Amet-chax ( Brabim-cbans coutin,) 
Zeffer-cban, INouradon-Cooly , Anna Rha Radia, Emyr-cban, AMercomyr, Immirza Ruftan, 
and other Nobles, detiring them to haften AZzbobers deftruction. Each man promifes 
his belt, and with fifteen thoufand Horie go jointly on to attemptit. Inthe firft place 
(hearing of fometreafure his son Zaed-chan had fent him out of Bengals) they ambulls 
near Cbcban-Co»cbaed (a Calftle of itrength) and brake out upon the Kafhboots that thc 
werc no more but ciglit hundred valiant men, who fold their moncy at a dvar rate, 
twothoufand of Normals mcn givingtheir lives for it and her ambition; but by thcir 
muititude were at lait defeated, and moft ofthem flaughtered, leaving twenty fix leck or 
2600000 Roopees totheir avarice ; wuich was brought to Lahore, and there iome part 
diitributed for pay, the rcít was colicred. 

Q AHJAHHA ( Cbancbanua {ome pronounce his name) bythis timc rccovercd, was not- 
withftanding his dotage made Gencral of Normals Forces.  Adahobet-chan was not tr ou-. 
bled at it; but the revolt of his wild Son Syrewer atHicts him fadly. This young Gal- 
lant had no feoner triumphed over Z4ffapb.cbaz whom he delivered to his Father, (as is 
fpoken) but with a Brigade of three thoufand Horfe (his Father had made him Com- 
mander of) being ordered to allail Radjea T zetterfingb at Nornon, not regarding his 
Fathers Inftructions, wheels by Bezgor (the contrary way) to force his Fathers Caftle 
albeitin vain; for Motzaib-chan thce Captain fufpecting him, fools him with 
fair words, and by like Art divides his Forces 5 fo that Beyrewer making an cícapc, flying 
thence by Ray Ruttang, at Bondy or Bando (asfome pronounce it) a place to the Welt of 
Agra was unexpectedly taken and imprifoncd. 

Fangheer finding his thoughts. frec and refrefhed by the new delights his youthful 
Quccn cach day invented for his recreation, labours only to forget the Rebellion of 
Curroon and his late adverfity ; yea, gives his lafcivious mind full fcope, covering him- 
felf with the effeminate robes of floth and wantonnefs: But inthe plenitude of thofe his 
joys, the glory of his eftate grows cloudy, and his motion whirls into a malignant Orb, 
by the difconfolate News he receives from Brampore of his beloved Sons uncxpccted 
death; at which report his Eyes grow dim, his heart fails, and all apprchentions of 
pleafure rclifh unfavory when thc iad departure of Perwees prefents it felf, and thofe 
hopes and comforts hc had, now ftem fanítatical: So that he recounts his lofs, fadly 
crying out, G»[broe and Sha Daniel are dead, Perweesis now no more 5 Sha Etbimore 
and Hufen my Grandchildrenturn’d Chriftians; Bullachy, is not he a Child? Sheriarea 
Fool? and Curroon the Eye-fore of my conceptions? a Rebel, wild, proud, greedy, 
treachcrous and deceitful? Can I deny that I am old ? and at my death (which can- 
not be avoided) how fnbject will my Empire be to innovation? In thefe and fuch like 
dolorous exclamations Fangheer fighs out the few remaining minutes of his life, Death 
(ultima pena as fome call it) fummoning him in few monthes after tothe refignation 
both of Life and Empire.  ZZwnanzarum rerum circulus codem rotatits, rn finit magnates 
femper effe fortunatos: the circle of humane affairs turus fo «onftantly round, as fuffers 
not great men to bc always happy, was Crefus faying unto Cyrus. Adahomer-cavwn in the 
mean time chaws thcafflicting news of Prince Perwees hisdcath. "?Twixt whom (forget- 
ting Ganganna’s treachery) an entire fricndihip was revived. He fees iin him) the 
privation ofall his joy, the hopes he had in his fucceflion annihilated, and the ambition of 
Normaland <Affaph-cawn (fufpected to have poyfoncd him) cngendring to a monftrous 
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height: {o that bidding farewcl to the world, he contra¢ts himfelf to privacy, fccding 
upon the contemplation of whet had paft, and the lubricity of terreftrial pleafures : 
For certain it is, That Life. and Death are but indificrent things, and of themfelves not 
to be fhunn’d or fought, fave for the good or ill that vither brings, as Sezcecz well obfervess 
Fortunam inter dubia, Virtutem inter certa numeraimius. AMCibobet alfo well knowing that 
there is no life indeed more fafe than the obfcure, and that a retired life albeit it hath 
lefs outward delight, hath neverthelefs lefs envy and danger, from thefe conliderations 
was after his cxaltation induced to forfake his ftrong and delightful Caftle at Raztam- 
pore, and through Zialor he wentuuto Radgee Zirmol, where he itayed and turn’d Ancho- 
rite. 

Howbeit, Curroons air {wells with Chimeracs, now more than ever affecting the Ein- 
pire, none but Children interpofing him: He knew his Fathers affection was cafily re- 
covered, and Affaph-chan reftlefs to {tate him in the Chair of Majefty. So that armed 
with confidence, and accompanied with forty Elephants and fifteen hundred Horfe , he 
leaves Babar , Chytor, Tutta, and through Tefel, Chobager 2nd Eccliffir, comes to Maffer- 
Thormet in Decan, where Adelec receives him with joy, and to his party adds four 
thoutfand Horfe, with promife of forty thoufand more to aflift him, if he had occa- 
lion. 

CHY TOR (in mid-way ’twixt Brampore and Adfmeer)+is a City upon a high rock, Chytor. 
claiming precedency for see pode amongft all the Cities of India: It was formerly 
called Taxila, and is fuppofed tobe that Metropolis whence King Porms iffued againft 
great Alexander. Rana Radjea AMfardont lincally deicended from him, of late years 
(and till by intreaty of Sutaz Curroon anno 1614. he came to Agra, and in flight fort did 
fome obeyfance) here foveraignized, and in Oodipore. The City in formes Ages was 
fogreat and nobly built, that it was termed the Umbrella of the world: But at this 
day is but meanly beautiful; and albcit about 3 miles in compafs, is not a third part 
of what it was formerly. Time, war, and weather have furrowed her: not only 
difrobing her of her bravery in buildings where men inhabited, but in Temples and 
Monuments of Antiquity: Forof this place it might be faid, Tot Templa Deum quot in 
Urbe fepiicbra Ieronim numerare licet ; fo many Temples here were built, and fo many 
Princes buried. The ruines neverthclefs of above an hundred to this~day remain of 
Stone, white and well polifhed, aibeit now inhabited by Storks, Owls, Batts, and 
like birds, of whom the fuperítitious people have an cftcecm little fhort of veneration. 

The North Pole is elevated in that place twenty five degrees. The Province is bounded 
by Cambaya onthe South, by Chazdys onthe North, by Berar on the Eaft, and on the 
Weft the Ocean. 

Ganganna not a little blown up by his late honour and ‘imployment again{t ALbobet- Gangan- 
cawn, whom he verily thought had left the focicty of men for fear of him, in the midft na dres. 
of his bravadoes is arrcfted by Death, and his Carcafs convcighed to Dci to be in- 
tombed amongfít his great Anceftors. At that time, Faconmt-cawz (an Umbrae of great 
wealth and experience) commanding cight thoufand Horfe under Curroon, by rcafon 
of iome affronts which -werc without caufe put upon him by Mirzaladin Atelecks Son, 
was fo exafperated, that without more ado he revolts from Cwrrooz, and flies to Chan 
Feban General of Prince Perwees his Army then at Brampore who receives him with jey 5 
and together with four hundred Elephants and forty thoufand Horfe-march in hafte to 
Bellagate, the Widow and Child of Sz/raz Perwees in the mean time being committed to 
the care of Lcefcar-cawz, where they practife allrhe extremities of War, as plundcring, 
buraing, and captivating all they hada mindunto: By rare chance intercepting fome 
Letters from Godzce Heffary, thcy difcover Abdul-cawn (whom fame call Abdulla- | 
carn, the weather-cock of thofc times) his intention to turn from the Kings party Abdui- 
and return to Cwrrooz ; for which hc is convicted, his eftatc confifcatéd, his honour Sawn 
reverfed, himfelf manacled, called the darling of inconftancy, and upon an Elephant aifera- 
in adifgraceful fart fent to Brampore, where by Lafcar-cawz he was imprifoned. This ced. 
done, they enter Decan, and picrce fortunately into the very midft of Azelce Amber’s 
Kingdom, doing what they pleafed without oppofition , To that after fix weeks hofti- 
lity, they return loaden with abundance of wealth, ovecr-joyesl with their cafic victory. 

But (when they thought themfelvesmoft furce) Meclec prcfents himfelfin an advantageous 
place with no lefs than cighty thoufand men, incircling them on the onc fide, asthe 
hills did on the other: fo that firroundedalfo with amazement they encamp, not dar- 
ing to hazard the fight, or force their paflagc, but in that nuicrable fort are blockt 
up; the Decaan at ro time offUnding them, till by famine ading no pleafure in their 
riches (vaicr2 no meor en fafe terms was to be purchafed) they were Codierqidee to 
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parley ; and the ifIue thereof (according to Articles) was, to march undifturbed with- 
out their Arms or Baggage, having only their Lives and fome unferviceable Horfe aL 
lowed to return upon. Adifgrace utterly defacing the memory of their paft triumphs 
in that Country. Nothing rides upon fwifter wings than Fame, which gave Fazeheer 
the great Mogul quick advertifement of this bad fuccefs, but knows not how to amend 
it5 nor cares he much, the memory of Prince Perwees Death fo afflictcth him. Never- 
thelefs, Normal ceafes not to purfue her revenge againít Mahobet, and finding him 
hard to be dealt with, fhe begins with Channa-zeid-cawn his valiant Son ; whom firft fhe 
recalls home, and places Afoecrib-cawn in his command *ovcr five thoufand Horfe and 
twelve thoufand Men: but A@erib had fmall joy in his advance; for in lefs than three 
weeks failing over Ganges, by accident the Boat was over-turned , whereby he was 
drowned, and Fedi-cawz (by Commiflion from Faugheer) made Viceroy, of Bengala and 
the Territories near Malacca in his place, during which (fFangheer being thenat Lahore) 
a Tartarian Ambaflador (Ziet Borka by name) ‘arrives with Prefents and conimends 
fromthe King of A@aurenabar (or A4anauwer) accompanied with the only Oracle and 
Wonder of his time ZZodgee Abdul-radgee (Brother to Chojea Callaun) onc admired by 
molt and reforted to by many forts of Tartars from Bochar, Tuz, Balek, Samerchand, 
Gaznebez and other parts, none of which came empty-handed, fo that in fmall time 
this Santoon became comparable in riches with moft Potentates in Afia. He was brought 
into Lahore with no finall joy and admiration, all the Umbraes of the.Court ( A ffuph- 
cawn excepted) attending him; and he was no fooner lodged, but that he was pre- 
fented-from the Queen with a Goblet of pure Gold, maflic and of curious work, 
with fp many Jewels as out-valued a leck of Roopees. . Thefe he accepts cheerfully 5 
but {corning tobe behind in courtefie, .returns her and her Lord five hundred Drome- 
daries fwift and beautiful, a thoufand Horfes of excellent fhape and breed, a great 
quantity of Porcellan and other Chiza rarities. The Ambaflador alfo prefents the Mo- 
gul a double of fuch, two thoufand Horfes, a thoufand Dromcdaries, fome precious 
Sword-blades, and other gifts of value; fo great, that the report went, never any 
Ambaflador came fo richly furnifhed, was better entertained, or went away more re- 
warded. Nor let any Ambaflador think himfelf welcome to any Afiatick Prince, that 
brings nothing for a prefent fave only Complement 5 for the very Natives feldomc make 
addrefles to any great one without a Prefent. 

Yet is not Normal fuited with content, fo long as Aabober makes. fruftrate her Vows 
to have him ruined: Her power feems fmall, her endeavoursidle, fceing (as fhe thought) 
his eafe was in contempt of her , fo that her thoughts project feveral ways for his de- 
itruction. The indignity offered his Son-in-Law gladded her in part, and much more 
to fee his Son Zeid-cawz by her means cafhiered from his employment, and at Court 
affronted 5 Howbeit, by Affaphs means Fangheer himfelf countenances him; yea, Npr- 
mal (had not the over-flowing hate fhe bore his Father hindred her) had doubticf be- 
come amorous of this accomplifhed young Gallant, and made him in Cupids Court 
JangheersCompetitor: For Succeffore novo vincitur omnis amor. But fpight fo o?re-fways 
her, that forthwith fhe calls unto her Amir-chan, Nouradin-Cooly, ` and Hemyr-beg (her 
Minions) to whom fhe difcovers her enmity, and intreats their diligence. “They obey, 
and accordingly with fifteen thoufand Horfe advance to fight with him (whiles Normal 
and the King journey to Caffimer, his Neplus ultra) and Affaph-cawn (mindful of Maho- 
bets kindnefsto him, loth fo brave a man fhould perifh through the malice of a woman, 
and efpecially by hiscivilitiesto cngage him to Curroon) by a fwift and trufty Meflenger 
fends him a Letter difcovering his Sifters refolution, and follicites young Rana Radgee to 
preferve him. 

Mahobet, upon receit of. Agaph-cawns Letter, after fome forrowful cxpreffions for- 
fakes his Cell in Zzrmol, flies to Geffimeer, and thence to Radgee Raza who ever loved 
him.  ZVormals Army has notice ot his flight, but dare not enter Rava’s Countrey in a 
hoftile way, and therefore they poft intell?Tgence to Normahal; who writes to Rana, 
mixing intreaties with threats, making Jazzbeer fign what after long and fwift running 
isdelivered him.  Radgee Raza at firit contemns her bravadocs ; but upon better con- 
fiderationaflures her, he isnot willing to give the Mogul or her any juft caufc of offence. 
Which anfwer being returned, he forthwith firft affures AZabober that his heart was truc 
towardshims; andthatif he would haveitío, was ready to engage in his dcfence againft 
all the power of India: yet in prudence he thought it more advifcablc for him to with- 
draw to exiled Currown, who.(as he was Normals antagonift) would witiiout doubt 
entertain him gladly — 7abobet-cbaz (by the circumftances of his ipeech judging him 
tearful) tells him hc intended not to be any occafion of lofs to him; and fo mounts de 
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be gone: but Rava willnot let him go, till he promife him a delivery of a pac- 
uet which he had written and directed to Cwrrooz. ~After much perfwafion he conde- 
cends , and with five hundred Rafhboots, and one thoufand other men led by Wazir- 
chan, hefpeeds into Decan; where at Gxyzeer upon the limits of AIVzfem(ba^s Kingdome 
he finds Cwrrooz; who was fo amazed at this his. füdden coming, thathe i antly 
founds an Alarm: But when he had read Rana Radjees Pacquet, after fome aftonifh- 
ment he embraces Mahobet with unfpeakable joy, by proteftation: firms a perpetual 
friendfhip with him, and gives him the command of that Caftle and his other For- 
ces. Jzdis admires at this agreement , and Normal (now too late) repents her folly. 
For,

g'angbeer alfo blames her inconfiderate wrath, and- grows fo afflicted at this conjuncti-. 
on, that in a deep melancholy he forfakes his pleafüres at Caffimeer, removes towards 
Lahore, and calls for the Chronicles for hisrecreation. Scarce any thing is done or faid 
by or concerning thefe Monarchs which is not regiftred : Noris it a new cuftome ;- for 
Plutarch Symp. 1. reports, that when Alexander chanced butto fleep at Table it was re- 
giftred. And Heft. 6. when Ahafuerus King of Perfia could not reft in- his bed, the Chro- 
nicles were called for and the Eunuchs Treaíon remembred that was difcovered by Mor- 
decazthe Jew. But to our Story. Upon the high mountains of Bymbery he falls fick, and at . 
three daysend, afterthreeand twenty years reign, (to the aitonifhment of the Les ar, 
Normals endlefs forrow, , and the grief ofthe whole Empire) Fangheer dies (fufpected of 
poyfon) the twelfth of October or Ardabebifh, inthe year of our accompt 1 627. and ofthe 
#Hlegira 1007. nominating apon his death-bed his Grandfon’ Bulloch (Sop of Sultan Gufhroo 
his eldeft Son». his Succeflor; having alfo fworn his Principal Llmbraes to fee him 
‘Crowned: alfo ordains, that Carrooz fhould have no portion nor favour, fave what 
he might merit from Bulloch by his fubmiffion. Accordingly they conveyed the old Mo. 
guls dead body to Lahore, where they prepared for hisFuneral, and after with all due fo. 
lemnity carry it to Tzecamder (three courfe from Agray) where they intombed him 
in King Bebas Monument; and at Dely they Crown Sultan Bullochy (aged thirteen 
years) King with all Royal accuftomed State, and unanimoufly cry out aloud, Pad(baw 
Salamant, i. e. God fave tbe King. | | ! 

Normal in Fangheers end fears the beginning of her miferies ; and now fees that às in 
Nature foin Government, nothing is permanent that is violent : but being of an active 
{pirit, fhe inftantly conceives and fwells with the ambition of that Empire. Her preg- 
nancy was bettered by having the whole Treafüre in her hands; alfo animated in that 
Bulloch was too young to nourifh oppofition, his Council carelefs, and Cwrrooz a great 
way abfent thence: fothat taking occafion by the forehead, fhe arms her felf with con- 
fidence and a pretended Title, and refolves to mount her Son Shersar, to the fupreme 
afcent of Majefty, or in the attempt to fet all ZzZia on Fire, and to confume her felfas 
a facrificein that great action. In this refolve fhe lets her Treafure fly, hires fifteen 
thoufand Horfe, and fends in poft-hafte to her Son in jezgapere (a pretty Town in 
Penjab, watered by Cahul) tolevy as many more: Which done, fhe intends to itrangle 
her Brother 24ffapb-cawz, and Bullochy the King, who at that time were advancing to- 
wards her. But ío foon as they had underftanding of her meaning, they leave Chotelex, 
and with thirty thoufand Horfe hafteto Lzboreto apprehend Sheryar, whom they heard 
was lately baffled by Godgee Abdul Huffan (once his ftipendiary) and then encamped - 
only with four thoufand Horfe: Butin the way (to prevent Normals purfuit after them) 
they block up the narrow palage that is upon the Mountains through which her Army 
needs muft país; foaserethe Queen could come to Joyn with Sheryar, -Affaph-chan, Era- 
det-chan and other Umbraes withthe young Mogul in company arrive at Lahore, where 
tney find Sheriar’s Army (by the expence of ninety thoufand leck of Roopees) trebled. 
They delay nor, but with extremity of rage aflail him ; and in two hours (by the villa- 
ny Of Amir-chan and Sheirgodgee two of his chief Captains who moft bafely betrayed him) 

get the victory, forcing him intothe Caftle ; which for two days was defended againft Sultan 
Sultan Bullochy and all his Army, but in the third was treacheroufly yielded, many of Sheryar

That done they again proclaim -Bulloch Emperour, and fend Erader- 
cawn with twenty thoufand Horfe againft the Virago Queen > Who (hearing how ill her 
Son had fped, and doubting Treafon in her Army,) lets fall the Majefty of hêr Spirit, 
fighs at the perfidy of her Brother, grieving that the flew him not when fhe had him in 
her power >. complains of her own weaknefs in continuing fo long fo needlefly enraged 
againft Afahobet, deplores her abnfing his valiant Son, and with a dejected eye behold- 
ing the fudden eclipfe of her glory and the inconftancy of her friends, wraps all up 
in difmifling her Guard, and thus difrobed of bravery fhe fubmits to Bxlloch’s mer- 
cy, who like a noble Prince forgives and comforts her , gives her his Oath for 
aey > and during his Reign affords her all refpect and frecdome becoming her qua- 

ity- 

Titis Noble Prince fhews himfelf in the Durbar and Jarneoto the people not fo oft as was 


expećted snor long enjoys his Sovereignty: for Affaph-chan feeing all as he delired,fpceds a- 


way a Poft with Letters to Curroon , which Zantel or Foot-poft made füch hafte,that in 14 
days(as they report) heran twothoufand five hundred of our miles,as far as Dira in De- 
cav, eight courfe from ZVecazpore, and from Brodera or Radjepore in Fefual 120 to the 
Fait ) which being receiv'd and opened, Curroom was over-joyed with the intelli- 
gence: And fending his excufe to Melec Amber the Decan King for mot taking leave in 
a more ceremonious manner he fets forward with Mahobet-chan, Zulpheckar-chan, an 
feven thoufand Rafhboots and Mancebdars , pafling through Gzzxrat to Amadavaay, 
where by Saffiz-cbaz heavas welcomed. There he flept not long; for making Agray the 
object of his race he bids farewel to Saffin-chan, and witha great recruit (feeding them 
with greater promifes when he had the Crown) after three weeks march he comes to 
Agra, where he claims the Imperial Title, and by the Kutwal and his Favourites was 
proclaimed King by name of Por-Sbaw-Tebaz. Then giving notice from the Guzal-chan 
to Affzph-chan how far and with what fuccefs he had travelled, as alfo that fo long as 
Sultan Bulloch was living his Greatnefs was but counterfeit; -4//zph-chan fieiht in former 
homicides, and not caring how, fo he could fixthe Diadem upon Cwrrooz at that time 
tottering, makes Radgee Bandor of his Counfel, who forthwith without examynation of 
right or wrong Pofítsto Labore, and with 4fzph<«<hans Keys enters the Hummum where 
the Innocent Princes were (fufpectlefs of danger,) and that execrable wretch with 
horrid fpeed and infernal cruelty ftrangles themall, to lead C#rrooz through a bloody path 
unto the Throne.

In fuch lamentable manner died young Balloch, after he had been but ‘three 
months Emperour. Others were forced to tafte of that bitter cup; for in that mafa- 
cre there accompanied him Sultan Sheryar, Sba-Etbimore and Sha-Hoffen (the ba ptized Sons 
of Prince Daniel,) the two Sons alfo of Sultan Perwees and the two Sons of Sultan Morad 
or Amurath, all whofe Carcafles were without ceremony buried in a Garden in Lahore 
near to the entrals of Fangheer; but their heads (as an undoubted Teftimony of their 
death) were fent to Cwrrooztherewith to glut his infernal ambition. | 

The murther of the Royal Blood of Induftan quickly fpreading it felf, affrights the 
whole Realm: and being known to Chan Fehan, Zied-chan, and other Umbraes, they 
were over-charged with fearful apprehenfions; for albeit they fee Affaph-chan was guil- 
ty, neverthelefs they want power to queftion him, efpecially-for that they knew very 
well it was acted by Curroons approbation (if not procuration : ) So as all the remedy 
that was left was only to heap a thoufand maledictions upon their heads, and to crave 
vengeance from above to recompence this villany. Cuwurroon fees thetEmpire ftorming 
at him, but his incantatioms quickly quiet them: fo es after long turmoil (having 
through the Ocean of inconftancy actived at the Port of greatnefs and cafe as he thought) 
with great Pomp he made His Intrado into Agra, and fortltwith gave order for his Cox 
ronation; which accordingly by a general aflembly of the Umbraes and Nobles of his 
Empire was performed. Then by a Proclamation he afhumes the Name of Ssltan-Sha- 
Bedyn-Mabumet: For albeit we give. him the name of Mogul, they call him Sha or Pad- 
Shaugh, i.e. Rex magnus. Concerning which word I have formerly given my apprehen- 
hon: andmayadd, That as Maghul in Arabick fignifies unknewn or a ftrangery tac fame 


probably was firft impofed by the Arab Stipendiaries, upon the 7 arrars fir: invafion 
Or 
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or when Tamerlanes Race made it the Principal Scat of their Empire: Upon the like 
occaftion the word Welch was here impofed by the Saxon. After which C4. D. 1628. 
A. FI. 1908.) he orders the affairs of his Monarchy, placing and difplacing at his plea- 
furc. HisFathers Scraglio was by his appointment fhut up 5 Q. Normabal and her three 
Joaughters confined ; Affaph-cham neverthelcífs made fecond in the Empire; next him 
AMabobet-cbaz was advanced, -Abdul-chan releatcd, and Chbazza-zied-cbaz xc-eítablifhed in 
the Viceroyfhip of Bezgala. Ambafladors from Perfia, Arabia, Tartaria, and Decan 
repair with Prefents to the Court, and congratulate his accefs to the Crown. Divers 
Rudgecs, as Radgee Keffing from Nagor, Chan-Azem from -Azimeer, the puiflant Radgees 
Afainfigh, 'I zettefingb, and Gheffingh trom Fettipore with fifty thoufand Horie move in fo- 
lemn itate to 4ra, whither (after fix wecks) repaired alfo Affaph-chan, Zadoch- 
chan, Eradet-cban, Ruftan-chan, Saffin-chan, Adirgomley and other Principal Umbraes, 
whom he affectionately received : remitting and putting in perpetual oblivion all offen- 
ces whatíocver committed during his rebellion. After which he proclaimsa Jubile, which 
was celebrated with all manner of {ports and pleafures imaginable. 

Curroon in this manner attained the higheft Dignity of the Eaftern World, guarded 
by a power (in his opinion) irrefiftable. Howbcit, thefe fins have apparently (even 
in thefe our times) drawn down the heavy Judgment of God Almighty 5 both, intaking 
his beloved Wife away, fince when he made his Daughter (by that dead Lady) his 
Wife ; inceft of io high a nature, as that year his Empire was fo wounded with Gods 
Arrows of Plague, Peftilence and Famine as this thoufand years before was never fo ter- 
rible. The Sword alfo feems to threaten him, the Perfians having fnatched from him 4.D.1634 
Kermaen and Candahar , the Tartar, Kabul, Sheuph -Almuck endangers Tutta and Loure 4-H.1914 
Bander ; Radgee Foogh with his Coolyes trouble Brampore, and two counterfeit Bullochyes 
have lately fown the feeds of an Univerfal Rebellion. The event is in the hand of 
God, who even in an Infidel hates the Sins of Blood, inceft, and diffimulation. We 
will clofe therefore with a caveat to Currooa from a Heathen, of more reafon and tem- 
perance.

And being that we are now leav- 
ing the Moguls Kingdome, acceptin good part that little gleaning I made of the Lan- 
guage there {poken, which (by commerce and fo near neighbourhood) I find hath mixt 
withit much of the Perfian. |

Not many leagues from Surrat and near the Cambayan gulph ( called Gedrofia of old ) is 
Diu or Dew, (informer times called De/rz,from a refemblance it has with that in -£gypr) 
Patala, Patalena, and Hidafpa, as Arrhian, Pliny and Strabo have pleafed to call it: feated 
at the entrance into the Perfian gulph, inthe latitude of twenty two degrees cighteen mi- 
nutes North, diftant from Ormus to the South fixty leagues; and from Cape Comryn two 
hundred: a ftream or arm of Indus encompatles her fo that fhe becomes a peninfule. The 
Haven before the Town is land-lockt, and fo good for anchorage, that than at Sway, 
Cbaul, Danda-Rajapuree, and other Havens thereabouts is no betterriding, whether you 
refpect the ground or Fort éafc-guarding them. Alexander« after his victory ever Po 
ras) returning, upon the banks of ZZyda(Pes (a branch of Indus) built Bucephala in memory 
of his Horfe killed in that grcatbattel; after which he fpent fix months in eafie marches; 
till coming to this place he took fhip and failed into Cam aya, which fome Authors called 
Pfitulcis. At Alexanders command Nearchus his Admiral from this place began his voy- 
age when he failed to Or», where he was neccflitated to repair his weatber-beaten 


Navy. The City it felf is large; yet by reafon of the Portugals. lofty difpofitioy p

mours; Chriftians (asis obferved) are lcís beloved here than in many other places. "Twas 
a Town of good trade when it afforded Opium, Affii_fetida, ( moft of which is from La- 
bore )Puchio, Cotten , Indico, Mirabolans, Sugar, Arack, Agats, Cornclians, Diafpries, 
Calcedons, Hematifts, Pearl, and Elcphants teeth in great quantities; but fince Sz- 
rat and Cambaya her neighbours have attracted the Ezglifh and Dutch thither, her traffick 
is become fmall, and her other allurements inconfiderable. What fhe now moft boafts 
of is a Caftle, which was built (after long fight and much blood-fhed) by Albuzuearg the 
famous Portugal, Anno 1515. through whofe coit and care it was fo much bettered, that 
at this day it may compare with any other, either Fort or Maritime Town in that part 
of the Orient. Nor could it ever have fucceeded, had not bribes, threats, and other 
devices drawn belief into the Pagans, that their defire to have fo many Caftles and Ma- 
ritime Forts was only to defend themíelves in parts where they were altogether ftran- 
gers: but it appeared afterwards, that avarice, rapine, and luft rather allured them, 
as Oforius their Bifhop in Vita Emanuelis x 1 libro fol.347. fpares not to fpeak concerning 
them, Etfi Lufitani imprimis arces cupiebant ad fe defendendos ; poftea tamen vifum eft, per-(pe- 
ciem federis € amicitie, dominationem quaeri €$ I yrannidem agitari, &c. Which caufed fuch 
turmoils, that in no other part of 7zd;z« they tound fo long or fuch confiderable refi- 
ftance; partly from their own valour, but chiefly by help of AZzrboce» and thofe Mama- 
lukes, which Campfon Gaurus then Sultan of &"rypr tent thither to quell their infolencies: 
Notwithftanding by the downfall of that great Sultan ( which was not long after by Selim 
the firit, about the year 15 16.) the Portugals by little and little grew victorious; though 
to obtain it, Laurentius Almeida Son to their Viceroy the moft excellent of all theirCaptains 
at that time in the atchievement perifhed. Upon the banks of Jzdzs, and in this Gedro- 
fian Territory it was where Alexander left the memorials of his Indian conquefts to amufe 
future ages,making his camp, cabbins, mangers, horfes bitts and armour of a morethan 
ordinary fize; a mean to make the truth of his conquefts fufpicable. 

The River Indus, by Plizy called Sazdzs3 Sinthus by Arrhiaz, is now named Scyzd or Sizde, 
whofe out-let or influx is in twenty three degrees fifteen minutes latitudc, (fome obferve 
twenty four degrees forty minutes) and weftern variation fixtcen degrces thirty minutes, 
and commixes in two great offzzms'1 bevet imagines fever, one of which is called Sazappa 
in Prolomy) with the Ocean; after three thoufand miles tlux from the Cafmiriay | Or as 
Adela in his third Bookthe Paropamifiam,and not as Sabclicus fancies from the Armenian) 
mountains part of Caucafus, fome call it Naucracot OY Nagracus (in the Scythian lan- 
guage the fame which Mofchici and Wyphatis are in the Armenian, viz. Mountains covered 
with fnow, like to the Alpes and our Szowdoz ) in her difcent receiving growth from many 
notable Rivers, which from that and other hills derive thcir origine, mellow India, and 
at laft exonerate themíelves into Jzdus, from whofe name the moft noble part of the Uni- 
verfe is termed, and hence it is that Indus, Fluviorum omnium maximus, is ciítcemed grcat- 
eft of all Rivers by ancient Geographers. The Rivers are Behat, Ravee, Damiadee, Ob- 
chan, Wiby, c-c. of old named ZZydzfpes, (from which ZZydafpes took his name who was 
King of Media) Acefines, Cophis Ctwixt which and ZZydajfpesisthe Kingdom of. Aria, now 
Chorazan, of old inhabited by the Affaceni, Maffiani, Piffei, cc.) Adris, Obitarmis, Coas, 
Suaftes, Bibafis, Melzidas, Hirotas, Zaradas, Hifbalis,ct-c. Let it not be improper to tell you, 
that Scaliger reports how that at the e/fuarium or mouth of Indas the new Moon increàfes 
the Sea, which at Calecut is not high water; butat the full Moon and at Socotora and other 
places is full Sea at the firft and laft quarters; fo various is that Planet in her operation. 

On the other tide the Gulph in Arabia the happy is Atufcar, Cor Mafcat-Saif ) not far 
from that Promontory which is now named Rozelgate formerly Corodamum and Maces 
in Amian. lib. 23. almoft Nadyr tothe Tropick of Cazcer. I dare not conclude this was 
that Raamah (which took name from Raama Son of Chufh Son of Cham) by Prolomy call- 
ed Rhaguma and Rhegma in Ezek. 27- 22. T be Merchants of Sheba (a City in South rabia, 
whence came the Queen of Sheba,and not from «£chiopia,Chufh being mif-interpreted,to 
vilit Solomon) and Raamah were thy Mlerchants,ec. Howbceit ’tis certain, it has bcen more 
populous and notcd than at this prefent, though now fhe begins ( fince Ormuz was loft) 
to revive being thc bcft Town, Port, Haven, and defence for Frigats, Juncks and other 
Veflels of War and Tradc belonging in thefe parts to thc Portugal, who firft conquered 
the Iíle Azzo Dom. 15307. and after the adjacent Towns Calajatte, Curiate, 40 miles from 
Afufcat, Soar, Orfaza, and other places, which till then were under the Ormufian Em- 
pire. About which time Zezfadiz was King, and (being in nonage) unhappily over- 
ruled by Atar a fpightful Eunuch ; who for no occafion that is known, but fromthe per- 
verfenels. of his nature, not only put this Town in flames, but had well-nigh ruined his 
Mafters whole Empire. 72r (the Kings Brother) after that commanded here with 
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Mammadee the Kings Son, who was poifoned by JVordino the fecond Officer in degree. 
After which it was betraycd to the Turks by Jack a Portugal, but foon after recovered: 
Howbeit, next year (by bribery) the Turks re-entred; and fo foon as Peribeg the Bafha 
had planted a Colony there, he returned; but ere he got home hears of its revolt and 
the flaughter of his men in Garrifon: which news fo amazed him, that he went to Afe- 
cba asa Pilgrim; but.by command of Solyman the Great (who would not pardon him 
that mif-hap) was forced thence, and tor a reward of his fifty years fervice, behead- 
ed, and his great Eftate forfeited: notwithftanding all which it now obeys the Portugal. 
The Town is feated in a Plain ’twixt two rifing Mountains; a ditch and parapet drawn 
from one hill to the other fo environing her, that to fome fhe feems inacceflible. The 
Caftle is large and well mann'd, and ftored with great Ordnance. 

The feventeenth of December we took fhip in the William for Gombroonin Perfta : the Ex- 
change, the Hart, and other gallant fhips went along with us, and above three hundred 
flaves were put aboard,whom the Perfians had bought in India, viz. Perfees, Jentews, Banna- 
yas and others, whereby it appears that fhips befidesthe tranfporting of riches and rarities 
from place to place, coníociate the moft remote Regions of the Earth by participation 
of commodities and other excellencies to each other: which betidesthe cafe we had(efpe- 
cially in hot Zones) by that kind of accommodation in travel; having coafted India and 
Arabia, wherethefweeteft Spices and Gums do grow, we found that the Spirits ifluing 
from their flowers fo perfume the air when gently blowing towards paflengers, as they 
have difcovered whereabouts they were even when no land was in fight of them; agrec- 
able to that report JVearchus made to Alexander after he had fail’d towards the bottom of 
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zdrabia (denominated from Arabus fon of Apollo and Babylonia) at this day is more ob- 
{cured than it was in ancient times, fuch time as it was the Scminary of fundry famous 
men: No part bred better Phyficians, Mathematicians or Philofophers; Galen, Hip- 
pocrates, Avicen, Algazales, Albumazar, -Abubecr, Alpharabius, Atahomet-ben-lfaac, Bee 
Addilla, Siet Jooh, ben Cazem, ben fid? Ally and others which were here born, or fprung 
from hence, or here educated and inftructed, the Arabick. Tongue fo enchanting thefe 
men, that it is a common hyperbole, that the Saints in Heaven and thofe in Paradife fpeak 
it- Howbcit, as in it the holy Decalogue was given, fo as an allay there was hatched the 
delufivc Alcoran: But if gums aromatick, fucculent fruits, fragrant flowers, and fuch 
fort of delicacies can captivate thy fenfe, fay Arabia is the Phoenix of the Eaft; with 
Daneus, the epitome o delight ; and with Saint Auguftine, Paradife. Propter aurum, thus 
& myrrham, by the Ancients it was termed Exdemonia; alfo Panchaya;Terra beatiffima; and 
with the Poet, As Jvdia fends Ivory, fo Sabea Gums. | 

Tis ufually divided into threc, Deferta, Petrofa and Felix. | Deferta, is alfo called bu- 
milis, profunda and afpera by Servius, Lucian and Ariftides. | Petrofa or rather Petrca, is 10 
named from Petra the Metropolis built by Petrufim the fifth fon of ALizraim the Egyp- 
tsan, Genef. 9- 14. For indeed this- part of Arabia is more fandy than ftony; fo as *tis 
morc propcrly called Inferior by Strabo, Nabothea by Prolomy, Bárrba by Cafftoldmus, Rathal 
Albaga by:the Inhabitants, and Zezgacalla by Zeiglerus. Felix hath like varixtion; by 
Pliny 
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Pliny it is called Sabea, Mamotta by Solinus, Ajaman and Giaman by bez Ally, comprehend- 
ing only the South part or ZZadramur; and Nabathea, fo named from Nabath the hirft-born 
fon of Zfbmael. This with the other two Arabia's were firit called Ethiopia, to which 
was added 4fatica to diftinguifh it from that in Africk: which hame it took from Cha 
i.e. crbzops, ab «iv ce aL, watered by Gzboz a branch of Euphrates which empties it felf 
with Pzfoz (that runs through part of Sufiana ) into the Perfiangulph. Herodotus diftin- 
guifhes thefe from the Africha «Ethiopians by their hair which may be comb’d, the other 
not; and accordingly were differenced in Xerxes Army, which was a world of men, not 
Icfs than five millions. In the firft is Kedar, oft named inthe Pfalmift: in the fecond the 
mounts ZZoreb and Szzaz, as alfo Fathrip and Afecca,. places of account among the Sara- 
cens.. The Happy called now Afamotra, is unhappy in Medina T. elnabz, but otherwife in 
being Fob’s birth-places it hath alfo Saba by Prolomy called Save, now named Samifcafhac; 
and many other Towns of note; as Adedi, Neopolis, Pbocidzs, Abija, Teredon, Areopo- 
lis, Acadra, Fathrib, Alata, Acyna, Müunicbiates, Ambe, and more near the Perfian gulph 
Ocetis and Caza, with others converted at this day into other names; as dex, Mocha, 
Zieth, Mecha, Zidim, Femina-bahrim, fiduguer, Medina, Zarval, Oran, Syzan, . Merbat, 
AMareb, Danchally, Maskat, Imbum, Zama, Moffa, Lazzach, Gubelcama, Maffad or Mo f- 
qued- Ally, Cufa Ot Cuface, Damarchana, Barag, Eltarch, fame of which places are by 
Authors placed in the ftony-Arabia,and many more now under the 4jamits or Saracens:but 
in old time thele were diftingui:hed into the Sakei, whence Guilandinus fays wasthe Queen 
that came to hear Solomon’s wifdom, and the three Magi who had the honour of prefent-— 
ing their o-terings unto CHRIST. And’tis not bou reafon that this part of Ara- 
bia abutting upon the Perf/az gulph from againft the Iland Babrim mentioned by Erato- 
fthenes where the City Calach wasl now called Obo/lacb as far as A7Mufcat,wasthe Sabean land, 
which from the abundance of Gold there found was reputed Opbyr,though indeed both Sa- 
beaand Opbyr are near Ganges: From the plenty of Myrrhe and Érankincenic it was called 
J burifera regio, molt abounding near the hilly Countrey of Merbat and Segar, ncighbour- 
ing the land of ZZ«dramat or Atramir, as Pliny. And Pomponius Afela lib.3.6.18. thus, Sabai 
Arabie felicis tenent partem oflio maris Perfici proximé Carmania, (meaning oppofite to it) zbz 
montes Afabi funt: albeit many contrarily fuppofe, that Saba or Sheba (which Strabo Izb.16. 
calls AZetroba ) was in the weftern part of Arabia near to the Red-fea, in regard AZocba is 
reputed to be portas Adramiticum Sachaliti co Z zari promontorio proximum, by fome called 
«dtomum. ï take leave to digrefs a little further. Aftertheconfufion of Tongues which. 
was about 120 years after the Flood, when fuch as were of one Language feparated 
from the reft and planted by themíelves, (the Earth being wafte before them) Nimrod 
fovereignizing at Babylon, his Brother Hiavilab feated his Colony in Sufiana; Seba, Ra- 
amah, Sabbataz and Sabbatheca (his other Brethren ) doing the like in Arabia; fo as "tis 
conjectured that Seba or Sheba fate down in that part which exterids from Ezion-geber in 
the {tony Arabia to Aden along the weítern banks of the Red-fea, where he builta 
City after his own name, from whence ('tis fuppofed ) the. Queen came that vifited Solo- 
mon. Sabbara planted the fouth of Arabia, and Raamahb or Rhegma that north part which 
neighbours Balfora, over againft the Kingdom of Lar, where they built Citics after their 
names, mentioned in the 27 of Ezechiel. Alfo I cannot but note how that the FIebrcew, 
Cfor Chaldee, Arabick and Syrzack drill from the Hebrew, the Mother-tongue to all others) 
Greek and Latine, which in their times were epidemick , are now not any where fpoken, 
fave by derivative: And that the Hcathen gods and goddefles, Jove, Saturn, Mars, Apollo, 
Juno, Diana, Venus and thirty thoufand moreas Varrelays, once idolized all the Earth o- 
ver, are now no where invocated ; fo as it may be faid, Delos ubi nunc Phebe tua eft ? ubi Del- 
phica Python? for indeed Oracles ceafed at the Paflion of our Saviour. The Arabick_ ne- 
verthelefs at this day is of as large extent, as where Mahomet is profefled ; fo as the habi- 
table part of the World being divided into three equal parts, hardly canany one be found 
witiour it: part of Europe, moftof Africk, and well-nigh whole Afaintheir Elfara's ac- 
cept ot it. Tora Afia A noftris littoribus per Antipodas ufque ad illam partem que in occidua no- 
firi Hemifpberii parte eft, bac utitur onc obferveth. Howbeit, ’tis no original, but a deri- 
vative trom thc Hebrew; Arabica, Hebraice lingue adeo eft affinis, ut fignis fit diligenter ver- 
fates in Hebreifino, poffit ante biennium, bonam partem illius lingue intelligere, faith Poftellus A 
A good Hebrician may in lefs than two years ftudy gain the Arabic language: and in- 
deed ail or moft of the Eaftern Tongucs vary no otherwife from thc Avcbrew than the 
Spanifh, Italie and French do from the Latine their Original. Omnes Orientales popali ab 
Hebraea lingu. orizinem tastant: faith our learned Courntrcyman Mr. Davis. Which is 
the caficrto bc attained, inthat (as one obferves) Uon idemgq; verbum ita variant, nt multa i 
pancis comprcbezdurt.

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Leaving Arabia, crofs wc the gulph of Perfia, which by Plutarch in the life of Lucullrs 
is called the Babylonian S-a, by the Syrians Yowmachana , At fendin and Deriob Farfiftan 
by the Perfians 5 Bohar el Naharim by the Arabians 5 and by the Turks Elcatiph. We 
failed alfo near to Cape Gwader ( Dendrobofa of old) within view of that other promon- 
tory we call Cape Goadel, which is in twenty five degrees North, where we tound the 
Compaís to vary feventeen degrees fifteen minutes. An infamous Port according to 
the report which that noble Knight Sir Robert Shcrley made thereof, as wc palit by : For 
he and his Lady travelling that way in the year 1613.tücy with one Newport their Cap- 
tain werc allured by the Towns People to go a fhore for refrefhment ; wherc but fortuc 
honcíty ofa Hodgee or Mahometan Prieft then in Town who gave Sir Robert timely no- 
tice, their lives as wellas goodshad been hazardcd ; fo perfidious and covctous were 
thoic wretches to poflefs that little they carried about with them 5 which is reniembred 
Only for caution. The next place of note wc faw upon the Carmanian Coalt was Fafjues, Fafenes. 
where the Artick Pole is elevated twenty five degrees fifty eight minutes, from Orms 
diftant about forty leagues. Pliny calls it Carpella, {0 docs Prolomy, but under twenty 
three degrees ; another Author Calls it Caffandra; and other fome judge it that Thap- 
facus where Alexander the great built Veilcls for the recruit of nis Navy. Neverthelcis 
the name it now bears "tis thought was impofed by Fezguird, Son to Sha-por Or Sapores 
once King of Carm.:nia, at this place buricd. Albuquerque having reduced this place 
under the Crown of Portugal, built a large Caftle here, and ftrengthencd it with ícvcn- 
tecn pieces of brafs Cannon, which when our Country-men took trom them in the year 
1623. (thereto provoked by the death of Captain Shilling who was unhappily 1lain 
therc) then was found befides the other, a Cannon-pedro, two whole Culverins, two 
Demi-Culverins, four Sakers of Braís, and one thoufand Mufqucts unadvifedly put in- 
to the hand of the Perfian foon after the deftruction of Ormus, both which hc now pollcfl- 
eth : Moy ufually fire as many Guns as they fcc Ships under fail, to give warning to Orsnzss 
and the adjacent Townsuponthat coaft. 

Curmaniais two-fold, major and deferta. The Defert, along the fhore extends from 
this place to Aria towards the N. E. The greater is confined by Gedrofia to the N. W. 
and tiie Parchoatranhills. Ncar this isa fmall Ifle, called Aphrodifia by the Greeks, in 
regard Verus had her Shrine there ercctcd 5 a Country in Alexanders time famouted for 
Sword-blades, fo excellently tempered that they were preferred before thofe of Da- 
mafcus: Memorable likewife in that fatal march the victorious Greek made (aftcr he 
had rigg'd and victualled his Navy) through the Country of the Orzyres into Gedrofra, aud 
Carmania; where albeit he buried a great part of his Army, hc neverthelefs folemnized 
the Orgics after the wildeft manner that was poflible. Here we centred the Ormuzian 
{trait, called the Umbilic of the gulph, which in length ftretches from Balforac to Cape 
Rozel-gate, Corodamum of old: This Fretum is about fifteen leagucs, from thence to that 
promontory Ptolomy calls Afaborum. Next day wc came in view of Kzfbmy, which by Kifemy. 
the latitude {rems to be Carpella above-named, where the Portugucz had another Fort; 
whence we heard the Pieces give warningto Larac (an Ille formerly called Arathos, and 7 rac. 
upon tae oppolite coait) of our approach that way, notabove four leagues from Ormas 5 | 
near which we paft, and then came to an anchor atore Gombrowz, the beft Port the Per- 
fian is Maiter or. 

OR M US isa Kingdom in that part of Carmania major which Prolomy calls Armuzum 
extremum [ub 23. dez. 30. min. unde Arabia confpicitur, where Arabia may be feen: Alfo 
an Ifle in the Perfian Gulph where the North Pole is clevatcd 27 degrecs: "Tis about 
one lcaguc from the Continent, and in compafs about fiftccn miles, fo as the diameter 
may bcitve. And, asthcen the City Ormus none was more flourifhing, fo alfo, than the 
Ille Or» none was more barren; thelfle which is compared to a Ring ferving as a Foil 
unto the Diamond, agreeable to the Poet,

Thoe tile hath two Havens, one in thc Eaft, the other in the Weft parts of the Ifland, 
Towards tiie middle of the Itle is a little Hill which gives very delightful proipect; on 
onc iide whercot there is {tore of Sulphur, and no leis ftorc of Salt uponthe other. And 
that there arc Mountains of Salt clf{ewhcre is reported by feveral Writers, I fhall only 
vouch Maria. Siculus who averrs that in fome part of Spaiz there are whole Hills of nd- 
turalSalt. To rcturn. Fromthe advantagious fcituarion of this lile and City of Ormus 
for Commerce, the laborious Portugal brought it to that perfcction as it became the 
Staple and Glory of the Eaftern World. Secured indeed by many natural props, 
on all fides commanding Ifles and Towns to furnifh her, as Baifora, Larac ( zizgillia 
of old) Kifhmy (by fome called Qucxome or Broiét ) Keys or Quceyslile (Gulfur in Prolo- 
By Ji Angen, Abron, Feber, Andreve, Cor de los pafharos) K arzh, Or Carichi, Babarem 
(Jcara in Pliny) Dozaro, Fafjues, Koffac*, and othcrs. Jn initio Perfice ore cft infula in 
Cj tied ginlt, c pretioft HZI0HC KLOHUAEIS in Prolomy called Ap phana. So as to thc Eye ob 
Manno place could be more offentive or defenfive, feveral garrifons of the Portugals 
bejng, conftantly maintained in thefe Ilands: Yet when the God of Nature had decreed 
a ruine, it could not be withftood, but was in fome degree miraculoufly cffcctcd, yca 
at fuch a time when they lcait of all fufpected it. The houfes within were exceeding ncat- 
ly turnifhed with gilded leather, and with Zzdiaz and China raritics; thc Buzzar was 
rich and beautitul; the Churches fplendid within, and both within and without the 
Caftle fo regularly built and fo well fortificd with deep trenches, counterícarp and 
great Ordnance commanding: both City and Haven, that nonc ex¢eeded it through all 
tiic Oricnt. 

And fortune name, albeit by that it now bears it has been knownthefe ooo years, nc- 
verthelefs I find it has had feveral other names well known to Antiquity ; as that of 
Organa and Geru to F'arrczin4, Of INecrobiz to Bez fona, Z amrbi to thc Tarta r, Ovyris to 
Thencts, aud Vorcit..to Nigèr: Yetthe prefent name witlont much var lation was known 
unto Jofeph, whoin his 1 lb. de Fud. calls it Ormizi; Oniza to Pliny 5 ande 41770 207 
to Prolomy, lor inthe degree of 24 he places the Town Armuza upon the continent.

his Sepulcher being fcen by Nearchis and Ortb.tzor.:s, upon a Hill planted with Trees ; 
a report confirnuxl by ZZyrbropafles a Perfiin Satrapa, who fled thither to avoid the 
Anger of King Darius. Which Eryrbrció wasa victorious Prince by land, and reputed the 
creat Maiter of Marine Artsand Navigation ; by the Greeks efpecially, by whom hc is 
tuppoted to be Farz and Saturzzs mentioned in Becrofus ; from whofe example Sefojtris firit 
tanant it the /Ezyptians, as Bacchus did the Lidii5. Notwithitanding which, we may 
not conclude that Eryrbrezs was the firit, fccing Noah was thc former practitioner in 
that Art, tor which we have the beft authority 5 and that it was long before the birth 
eitücr of Davarzsor Neptuze, who by rcafon thereof and of their antiquity neverthelefs 
werc ranked inthe catalogue of the Heathen Gods: And without controverfie, itwas 
from them the Phænicians derived their skill, and from them the /Egyptians, who in- 
ftructed the Greeks, (amongft whom the Crctans excelled even to a proverb, Cretenfis 
nefcit pelasus? Isthere a Cretan that cannot fail?) from whom thc Romans had their 
Sea-knowledge, and of whom Venice and Gevoa were the leaders. But to return to Ery- 
thress. For proof hcrcof obferve what Pliny l. 3 c. $0. records concerning him, zven- 
Pis vAiiQIS, ta marirubro inter infulas ab Erythrao rege ceptum eft navigare, Gc. Moreover, 
io intricate is what we find in reference to thefe two Guiphs the Arabian and Perfian, 
and fo equivocal is the word Erythreum, that I cannot refrain the giving you a glance 
thercof, to the end you may the better help in this dilemma. 1 Rez. 9, 26. we read 
that Airam King of Tyre furnifhed King Solomon with Ships and mariners for his vo, age 
to Opbyr. That Tyre was a City in Phenicia (part of Syria, and frequently mentioned 
in Holy Writ) is evident, albeit in the Original ’tis Zor, as we fce in the margent of 
1 Rez. o. 11. and having the cedars of Libanus at command, permitted Solomon to cut 

wnat he pleated towards the building of the lcniple : Soas’tis undeniable that Tyre was 

part of syre2, whofe chicf City was JDuzamafeus.  Novcerthelefs, fecing Airam furnifhed 
Selowiex with wood for his Ships that were bound for Zzdia, it could not otherwite be 
than thatthe place or dock to build wasat Ezion-gcber upon the Red-1ca; fo that if oaks 
Or other Wood fit for Ships was cut in Pbazicia or any part of Syria, then “tis probable 
that from Peluftis it was by fledge or camels brought thence to the Red-fea, albeit 
Solomons cxtent of Jurifdiction thence Ítrctching into that part of Arabia could as well 
command their wood às haven: But that he had the freedomic of thofe parts and coun- 
treys appcars both by his Flect that rode, and his perfonal being there; as in 2 Cbroz. 
3. 17. Solomon went to Ezion-geber and to Eloth (which was near it) upon the Sca fide 
intheLand of Edom, aud Hiram fent him Ships and Servants that were expert in fea- 
affairs, and they accompanied Selomons Servants to Ophyr, whence they brought four 
hundred and fifty TalentsofGold. Yet thatthere was a Tyrus alfo in this Sea, we learn 
from Prolomy and Strabo, who tcftific that Tyrvuseft infula in alto mari verfus auftrum, duobus 
mille ftadiis a Carmania diftans, in qua E rytbrear regis fepilchbrum oftenditur, ingens fane T umu- 
lus eft C fylveftribus palmis confitus 5 bic Erythrens his in locis regnavit. Concerning which 
Tyre, Stephanus de Urbibusagrecth $ Eff c Tyrus infila in mari Erythrao, quam Artimedo- 
rus Tylon vocat. By whichitis offome difficulty to find the direét place; fecing the one 
fays this Hlc of 7yzzs is within the Red-fea ; (which mare Erythreum fignifies ; ) the 
other, in the Periian Gulph, implied by its vicinity to Carmania. In Ptolomy's fixth 
Geosraphick Table of tfia major itis alfo termed 7 y/z, which, with the neighbouring 
land 2£;bos arc placed under the latitude of twenty five degrees. But how the Anci- 
ents clicinguifhed thefe two GuJphs the Arabian and Perfian is no Icís abftrufe, they 
fecin foconfufedly related to by Authors. For Nearchus (Alexanders Admiral in thefe 
Indian Seas) giving his Mafter an account of his Voyage, amongft other obiervations 
relates, that being by fform driven into the Red-fea (fo “tis tranflated, albeit in 
il origMal the words be Kawr@ IIéegzi&G- ) there he had thedight of King Erythrezs his 
Tomb; whothoush he lived in Carmania dicd in an Uland two thoufand furlongs from 
that main lard, (which iile Strabo called Tirzia) where he was buricd. Now albeit the 
Rid-fea be mentioned in this Story, we well know moft Writcrs agree that Nearchus 
Ruled oniy from Dinor tomcother part of the River Jvdus up to Bulfora which is atthe 
Lortom otlane Per iia Guiph: For, as conceruing Alexanders failing from Indes LO Soco- 
tera, Wheen: mir hie ptalter Arifietle, and at his perfwafon planted the Ifle witha 
P Colony 
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Colony of Greeks, little credit is given. Quintus Curtius acknowledges that the Red_-fea 
took its name from Erythrews the King. Nomen eft inditum ab Erythreo rege, propter guod 
iznari rubere aquas credebant , whence it was that the ignorant gave out that the (Vater was 
rcd. But Pomponivs Mela labours to falve it by this diitinction; Aare rubrum in dios fis 
uA dividitur, Arabicum Cc Perficum, in quos varii fluunt amnes. Pliny the likes Ze riu- 
brum in duos finas divifum eft: is qui ab oricute eff, Perftciss appellatur, ex adverfo unde cft A- 
yabi, vocatur Arabicws. From which amphibology it doubtlcís is that Suid.ts, Solizzssand 
others miírcport, that Técgr7s and Euphrates cmpty tlicmíclves at Balfora intothe Rced-fca ; 
being well known that they run into the Perfian gulph, called E/carzpb and Aefezdez 
by fomc, which to the Red-fea has Arabia felix and part of Petrea interpofing. So that 
by what I have faid it may appear thefe two great gulphs in their terms were conver- 
tible. Thefe two famous Rivers are in name the molt ancicnt we have inany ftory ; Di- 
vine Writ inftructs us that they ftreamed through Paradife, both of them rifing our of 
Taurus were called Periardo, Uno fonte fc vefoluunt, Boct. lib. 5. Uno fonte manare in Arme- 
zia, Salujft. in their flux through Ayr ioa C which towards Armenia was called Arrapa- 
cbita,) towards Sufiana Sittacene (from the City Sittace) and Adiabena ’twixt Apamea and 
the Altars of Hercules, near which Babylon was {cituate, conftituting that Region which 
by the Grecks was thence called Afefopotamia, Diarbec by the Perfiam, and after fix days 
paflage by Boat from Bagdat ( where the {trcam is not broader than the Thames at 
Gravefend,) mixing again at Gzrzzeb the Channel becomes four miles broad; whence in a 
friendly and uninterrupted courfe they flow to Afefguid- Ally, where, as it were by con- 
fent, the third and lait time dividing themiclves, they compafs that Ifle we now call 
Balfora ( Teredon in Prolomy, maftercd by the over-{fpreading Turk about an hundred 
years fince) at the cnd of which Ifle under 3o degrees 3o min. in two wide mouths they 
empty themíclves into the Perfian gulph, which Plutarch calls the Babylonian Sea, and 
under 2.. degrees endlefly wander by being fwallowed up in the vaft Indian Ocean. 

Havin» fufiiciently (tray’d, return we now to Ormus; whichalbcit by the Grecks it fig- 
nifies Porites a Laven, Unde nante dicantur bormuzeare, i.c. Navem anchoris inftrucre, 1 pre- 
funic was fo named by Sb ALtzomet Dramkian Arabian Dinaft, that 24. D. 752. crotfl2d 
over irom Koftac in AorefLan, ( ALergaftan of old) to J'afz es in Carmania, a place hatefull 
to Afirza Babadin the 14th King after, who for moit quiet removed zz. Dom. 1312. 
of thc Heg. 692. to this lile, and from that Harmiz (part of Maceta) which iS 12 leagues 
from Koffuck wherc his prcdccceflors dwelt, fo named it. From which time to this it has 
been diiturbed: firft, by 7oeez[ba, the Pertian King flain by Ufuran Caffiin, who for pearls 
broke through Zar, and forced Adelec Nozomadin into Arabia, and again it was recove- 
rcd by Mirza Codbadin fivc years after, viz. 1488.  Butlong fleptnot fo, for Alphonfie 
Albuguery fubjected it to Emanuel his Mafter,oncly fuffering Zedfadin the titularic Prince 
to enjoy the Title and a fmall penfion. . 

Yet to do her all the right 1 can, I fhall remember {fuch Princes as have ruled here. 
Sha Mahomet Dr.omkz is thc firit I find, who in the 3o year of the Heg. of Chrift 7co. left 
his Scat at Aman in Arabia, and fat down at Ca/ciat upon the fhore 5 but difliking it, re- 
moved to Coffac in Afogeflan (tix and twenty leagues from Fafgues) and there built a City 
which he called Oz»»-, from whence part of Arabia took name. To him fucceedcd So- 
liman, to him Jzachan, to whom ZVabober 2@ Sbawran-(b.w, (who bequeathed the Crown 
to his Nephew) Emer- fba-bedii.- Moloug,whofc Daughter and heir married S eyfadin-Aben- 
Ezer Son to Aly_fhaw Lord of Keys Mland. The Crown( they wanting Ilue) then came to 
Sha-Bedin Adahomet his Coufin 5 to whom followed Roczadiz Mamut Hamets Son, who dy- 
ing 244. Dom.1278. left the Rulcto his Infant Son Seidfadin Noccrat, who was flain by his 
Brother Morad or A4afad elegen years after, he being forced to fly into Kermaecz, not 
able to withftand his Brothers Servant Afir B.ibadiz: Mir Babedin Ayaz or Ben-Seifin Ben- 
Cabadin is in like manner forced to flie, unable to refift the Turks Morat brought againft 
him, fo that with many of his friends (fuch efpecially as hated the Tyrant) he removed to 
Kiflimy, but not well liking the place, he role thence and fits down af this Ifle Gernz (or 
wood) Yorsé.z iome name its fortificd and (from the other) named it Ormuz, inthe ycar 
13 12. of the Aez. 692.to whom fucceeds a Man of Noble extraction Emir. M adii-comrdan- 
fbaw; to him his Son Mabirezadin-balron_fha a brave Prince, yet fell by the AXc of tren 
chery which Air[ba- Bcdiz-Iffoff itrook him with ; who had like retaliation by the late 
Princes youngelt Brother Zzrza-Codbdiz, banifhed by his CoufinAc/ec Nozamedin, at 
whofe death Codbadiz returned and twayed the Ormufian Scepter, and at his death left 
all to Pacsz-Turanfha a victorious Prince, yet by death Axo I4 S. conquercd , to whon 
fuccecded Afozud-fh.t Redin, Sa!ger-[ba, Shawez, and laftly S.fadin or Zedfadlin. 1ubducd 
by Albuguerg An. i527. who caufed him to be ftraneled. “After which Nor buo, Cojea- 
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ture, and Delam-fha feverally attempted the fovereignty ; but AZsbomer the right Heir in 
defpigbt. of them was crowned King: To whom fucceeded hisSon Seyd-AMabomet-(ba, Ax. 
1522. fübdued by the Ezglifh and Perfians, whom at my being at Shyraz I faw prifoner, but 
honourably ufed at thc entertainment which the Duke of Shyraz gave our Embafladour, 
as we pafled towards the Court of Perfiz. The Perfian now commands there, thank the 
KEngli[h. 

n. particular acts and paflages in taking this famous City is thus in brief. 

By command of Shaw Abbas, Emangoly-cbaws (Governour of thofe Territoriesthat ex- 
tend from Shyraz unto the gulph of Perzf:a ) advances towards Gombxown with 9 thoufand 
Horfe and Foot, fuch a time as he expected to mcct the Ezglifh Fleet there. Being met, 
the Conditions betwixt them under hand and feal were thcie: 1. That the Caftle of Or- 
mis (in cafe it were won) with all the Ordnance and Ammunition Mould belong unto the 
E»glifh. 2. That the Perfiams might build another Caftle in the Ifle at their own coft, 
when and where they pleafed. 3. That the fpoil fhould be equally divided. 4. That 
the Chriftian prifoners be difpofed by the Englifh, the Pagans by the Perfiams. 5. That 
the Perfians fhould allow for half charge of victuals, wages, fhot, powder, ec. 6. That 
the Exglifh fhould be Cuftom-frec in Bander-gum-broon for ever. Thefe Articles being 
figned, each party prepare for fight. Captains of note in the Pagan Army under the 
Duke of Sbyra- were Alliculybeg, Pollotbeg, Shaculibeg, Sbareearee, Mahomet Sultan, and 
Alybeg King (Shaw-bander they call him) of the Port: The Army encamped before Bander- 
gom-broon, and two days after, viz- the twentieth of January 1622. with fmall difficulty 
became matters of the Port; for at that time it had in it but a fmall garrifon of Portugals 
in an inconfiderable Fort. After which fuccefs the Duke and Ezzlifh Captains play’d up- 
on the Caftle with a dozen pieces of Cannon for five hours, but to little purpofe. The 
ninth of February the Ezglifh tranfported three thoufand Perfiams in two Frigats which 
they had lately taken, and two hundred Perfian boats which were good for little other 
fervice: Thefe, fo foon as they landed, having formerly made Sconces for their Men, 
and raifed Bulwarks to plant great Ordnance upon, made towards Ormas 5 but the Por- 
tugal thowgh they let them land, ftopped the current of their fury, at firft encounter 
from their barricadoes defended with fhot and pike flaying above three hundred, and 
with their Ordnance beat them back with morc hafte and amazednefs than their ap- 
proach had courage. In this diforder a Flanker by mifchance ‘was blown up, but the 
fiege continued. Little hurt was done on either fide, till the 24 of February; whenthe 
Englifh advanced towards the Caftle,Cunder which was riding the Portugal Armado) and 
in defpight of the Caftle and Fleet (being then five Gallions and twenty Frigats) fet fire 
on their Admiral the Saint Pedro a fhip of one thoufand five hundred Tuns: Which mif 
chance obferved, the reft of the Spanifh Fleet to prevent danger cut her cables, and 
in that flaming pofture let her drive whither wind and tide would. The EzeZfb were 
well, pleafed with that fad fight; and though a Prizerich enough, neverthelefs thought 
it not fafe to adventure boarding: fo down fhe drove towards Larac, in the way a 
rabble of Arabians and Perfians boarding her, and like Jackalls with hunger-ftarved 
fury and avarice tearing her afunder. The feventeenth of March the Perfians (to fhew 
thcy were not idle) gave fire to a Mine ftuffed with forty barrels of powder, which blew 
up a great part of the wall, doing fome harm to the Enemy; through which breach the 
Portugals immediately fallied, and maintained a fightabove an hour againft the Perfians, 
who had drawn out all their Body; and when the Trumpets founded, the befiegzed went 
on fo couragioufly, that the hindmoft difcovered plainly a contempt of death. After 
nine hours the dcfendants were forced to retreat,and the heated Perfians begun to mount 
and enter the City in many quarters; at which the Portugals were glad; for they en- 
tertained them with fo many hand-granadoes, fire-balls, powder-pots, and fcalding- 
lead, that thc aflailants were forced to fall back, a thoufand of their men perifhing : 
Which when Shaculybeg had viewed, with a party of two hundred men he palt through 

thofe affrighting fires, and after a fhort ftorm fcaled one of their Flankers; which he 
held not above half an hour, they were fo tormented with {mall fhot, and flames of lead 
and fulphur; and in defcending were beaten off by fifty FIuydaleoes,who for three hours 
maintained their ground, ànd retreated gallantly. This éntertainment fo cooled the 
Perfians coyrage, that for five days they did nothing but ruminate upon the valour of 
their adverfaries. The three and twentieth day our Cannon from the fhore played fo 
hotly, and battered thcir Fortifications fo to purpofe, that at length making the fhips 
their object, they funk the Viceand Rear- Admiral of Ru-Fryero’s Fleet.  AZarcb the 28 
neceflity humbled them, ( plague, famine, and fluxes raging in the City) fo as five days 
after two Gentlemen in a fair equipage firft made towards the Enemies Camp; ufhered 
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by fome Coozelbafhes of Shaculybegs Regiment into his Tent, and after a fhort coraplc- 
ment moved for a ceflation of Arms, which if the Duke would agree to, they were 
ready to prefent him with two hundred thoufand Tomains in hand, and an annual tri- 
bute of an hundred and forty thoufand Ryals. Shaculybeg having difmiffed the Fidalgo, 
not till nextday acquaints thc General; who (wanting money) agrees both to a ceflation 
and lafting peace, ío veis! Dii depofite five hundred thouíand Tomains, ( amounting 
with us almoft to two millions of pounds, ) and pay as a tribute yearly to the King of 
Perfia two hundred thoufand more. The Portugals returned him this anfwer, They were 
in no fuch diftrefs as to purchafe peace at fo diihonourable a rate. After which à finall 
ceflation followed, for they began a Treaty with the .EzgZ[b, putting them in mind both 
where and what they were, and of the amity that had been betwixt thofe two Nations 
of old ; if they had injured them, they were ready to makc fatisfaction; their Kings 
were at that initant good friends,and how could hoítility ?twixt fuch Allies be defended 
either by the Law of Nations or Religion? Thefe and the like were fent: but whe- 
ther the behaviour of the Fidalgo difpleafed our men, or that they. underftood them- 
felves fo far engaged that with reputation they could not forfake the Perfian, I know 
not, but the meflenger departed not well fatisfied. Two days after a hideous noife of 
thunder amazed them, the Ezglifh giving fire to two feveral Mines, fo as the breach 
gave an open profpect into the City ; but the hearts of the aflailants durft not travel 
with their fight, their fenfes the laft time were fo confounded ; fothatthey onely became 
Ípectators, and gave new courage to the Portugals , moít of which were half dead with 
fluxes and thirft ( the three great Cifterns of the Ci being exhaufted) famine and pelfti- 
lence. The fourteenth day a fhip full of Molettoce from Kifhmy arrived at Ormus to help 
the Portugals, but perceiving it impoilible to approach with iafety, they turned back, 
thinking to land at fome better guarter: But the Perfian General aluring them they 
fhould receive no detriment from his Army, they foolifhly gave credit to it, till four- 
PO of their heads being ftruck off, and the reft in chains made the furvivers fee their 
olly. 

The Ormuzians languifhing thus under many afflictions, every hour hoped for Ra- 
Fryero to raife the fiege, but he failed their expectation. The feventeenth day another 
breach was made by giving fire to fixty Barrels of powder, which took fuch effect that 
the Moors entred in fwarms, who yet were beaten back by eighteen Gentlemen with- 
out the Bulwark; howbeit, next day the Infidels re-entred and poflefled it. The 18th 
of April two famifhed Renegadoes ftole into the Perfian Camp, and difcovered to the 
Duke thc fickly condition of the City, and the little defence the befieged were able to 
make: that gave the Perfian frefh encouragement upon the next opportunity to make a 
genéral ftorm. Which the Portugals wilely foreteeing, and well knowing the trea- 
cherous and faithlefs difpofition of the Infidels, cfpecially towards Chriftians, they 
without farther procraftination fent unto the Englifh Captains who were aboard, letting 
them know their willingnefs to render the Caftle unto them, and to fubmit themfelves 
and what they had to their mercy; which upon the three and twentieth day they per- 
formed; only craving that they might have their lives, and a fafe Convoy to Muskat in 
Arabia. The Exglifh according to promife tranfported three thoufand of them as they 
defifed, intending like favour to the reft: but the Perfiams intercepted above three hun- 
dred Arabs ( amongft which were many Portugals) whom cofitrary to Oath they barba- 
roufly flew, and fent their heads to Gombroon as a Trophy. Which done, the Magazines 
of Arms, Victuals, and Treafure were fealed up with the Signets of both Nations: the 
interim contrary to agreement was imployed by the Perfiaz in maflacring of more than 
half-dead men, violating women, polluting Temples and defacing houfes. During 
which an Exglifbman (contrary to order) breaks into a aftery , but in his return is 
defcried by the ratling of his burthenfome facriledge; at which the Perfians (judging 
the agreement broken) fall to plunder every thing that was valuable. The EzgZfb dream- 
ing oí no fuch accident, charge the Infidels with breach of Articles, But got no other 
anfwer than that the Ezglifh made the firft breach; fo that for all this fervice our men 
got no more than twenty thoufand pounds. The brafs Ordnance in the Gaftle and Ram- 
pires were divided betwixtthem. Some fay thcy were three hundred, others as many 
more: Howbeit, our men acknowledge but fifty three great brafs pieces which were 
mounted, four braís Cannon, fix brafs JOemi-cannon, fixteen Cannon-pedroes of brafs, 
thrce of iron, ten braís Bafes, feven brafs Baftels, fome Batilisks of two and twenty 
foot long, and ninety two braís pieces that were unmounted; which I the rather name, 
in that the Porruguez alledge they had fmall defence. Thofe belonging to the Perfraz 
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Seid Agabumet-[baw was made prifoner to the Perfian, being, at this day in Sbyra: under 
an allowance of five Marks per diem in licu of a former penfion, which (during his pro- 
Íperity) was paid him by the Portugal, amounting ycarly to an hundred and forty thou- 
fand Ryals. Sothat Or»: which'of late was the glory of the Ez/?,is now become the moft 
difconfolate ; and agrecable to her condition fhe well may change that name to Ormah, 
which fignifies IDeftruction. 

After the fack of this City, the Sea-men found enough tothrow away, by that little 
they got fhewing thcir luxury; nothing but Alea, Vina, Venus, appearing inthe afcen- 
dant.of their devotion. Captain Weedcocks lutk was beft and worft; for by chance 
he lighted upon a Frigat that was ftealing away laden with above a million of Ryals, 
(as fome fay if their multiplication deceive them not, ) the moft of which he prefumed 
came to his own fhare: But alas! what joy had he in that fading pelf? For whether 
Woodcock minded morc his Mammon than the itecrage of his thip,whocantell? but many 
by Tad experience found that the Whale funk clofe by Swa//ey-barr, the name neither of 
bird nor filh availis gainit that mercilefs element, a good fervant but a bad mafter, 
and then yielded neither fafety nor comfort. Such was the ext of this famous City, 
after the Portugals had been matters of it fixfcore ycars, or thercabout: And but for too 
much pride (the Porragals upon needlefs occations irritating the Exzzlifb ) probably Ormrss 
had ftood ; and but for too much avarice, who knows butthe W/nale might have fwam 
{till in its proper element the Ocean, which is apt to fnatch from travellers more than 
it gave. Such was the fad and miferable effect of avarice and animofity 5 the more to 
be lamented, fíecin5 fo confiderable a Place for trade and ftrength was thereby forced 
from one Chriftian by another to thc weakning both their interefts, and proftituted 
under the arbitrarinefs of a thanklefs Mahomctan; Yetthe canfe may not be concealed, 
in as much as the exceflive pride and luxury of the place no doubt haftened this fatal 
revolution and period.  Neverthelcís, that reciprocal and inordinate defirc of revenge 
and gain is juftly taxed, and not improperly made applicable to this place by an 
ancient Poct: 


Prey girds fierce Armies oft with trefull fivords, Prada feras acies cinxit difcordibus armis, 
Whence bleed, whence ffaugzbter bafty death affords 5 Hinc cruor, hinc cxdes, mors propiorq; venit. 
Prey doubles danger in tb? inconftant deep, Prada vago juflit geminare pericula ponto; 
Whiles warlike beaks dancger-fraught [hips do kecp- Bellica ccm dubiis noftra dedit raiibus, 


T He tenth of January 1627. Sir Robert Sberley at the defire of Sir Dodmore Cotten our 
Lord Embafladour went a fhore; and being in Gombroo7, acquainted'the Saltan 
and Shaw-Bander (the one the principal Officer in Military, thc other in Civil Affairs 
within the Town ) with the Ambafladours arrival, and according to the cuftom of Na- 
tions demanded füch civility and neceflaries as the Ambafladour fhould need for his ac- 
commodation and travel to the Perfian Court. At firft the meflage relifhed not fo well 
as Sir Robert expected: Neverthelefs producing his phirman, the Sultan diflembled his 
humour, protciting that he was tranfported with joy inthat he had fo good an oppor- 
tunity of exprefling himfelf an obedient flave to Shaw-Abbas his Mafter; and that the 
Town fhould be honoured by fo noble a ftranger: forry only he was fo furprized and 
badly provided, that his unexpected landing prevented the ceremony intended him. 
Sir Robert having returned his complement forthwith invited our Ambatladour afhore- 
At whoie iffuing from the flip, Captain Browz thundred out his Farewell in a hundred 
great fhot, whofe cccho not only made Gombreon tremble, but fecmcd to rend the 
higher Regions with their bellowings. Wrapped in fmoak and flame we landed fafely, 
though ZVeprzze made us firít dance upon his liquid billows, and with his falt breath 
featoned the Epzcizia. At his Lordfhips landing the Cannons alfo from the Caftle and 
Cittadel vomited out their choler, ten times roaring out their wrathful clamours, to 
our delight but, terrour of the Pagans, who of all noite moft hatc artificial thundcr. 
The Sultan and Shaw-bander handed him out of his Barge, and mounted him upon a ftatc- 
ly Arabian Horie, whole faddle ( being of the Morocco fort ) was richly embroidered 
with filwer and Seed-pearl, and the ftirrups of gold: Ail the Ambafladours Gentlemen 
and followers were alfo well mounted. In this Equipage, attended by his followers 
and fervants, the Sca-Captains, the Exglifh Agent Matter Burt, and two hundred Coozcl- 
bafhaws ; the Amibafladour moved flowly towards the S;d/r.:z/s Palace which was in the 
Bazzar, al the way palling between a double Guard oi Archers and Muíquetoons 5 
and being alighted were ufhcred into a delightful chamber,the i!'oor of which was {pread 
with arich Pertian Carpet altogether as large as the chamber it flf: And albcit the in- 

vitation

vitation was only to tafte his bread and falt, a complement very ancient, yet not foo'd 
as tnat of Bread and Water, obferved by Virgil in his e£neid. the Amballado rs never- 
thelcf{s found thofe words ofa larger comprehenfion; for they were entertained with 
avery ncatcollation of Swect-meats.and Pelo, choice Shyraz Wine, and mutick both of 
that Country and from our Ships; the whole refembling another old reception near this 
place, which had Lectus eburatos có auratos, Perfica perifiromata, vina, fidicina, tibicina, ct-c 
and which together with the Sultans often repeating the Perfians complement HHofhomody, 
Suffowardy, i.e. Welcome, heartily welcome, aflured us either we were welcome ind ocd, Or 
tnatit was to remove a complaint he feared would otherwife have been made unto his- 
Malter the great Duke of Shyraz tor neglecting that ceremony which fecundum jus centinm 
he well knew was duc to fucn eminent Perfons and paflingers. 

GOMBROW N which Oforius lib. 6 calls Hlacande by the Perfians Xa? $&29x 5&2. called 
Bander i. c. the Port-Town(and not unaptly, this being more valuable than all the relt the 
King of Pcrfia hath) is icituate upona level ground clofe by the Sca, the Country al:tiott 
round about riling for fome miles very infenfibly without any hill note fave to the 
North, wnich though feeming near is faid to be fifteen miles diftant. Near this 
place the Guiph is narrowelt, Arabia the happy oppofing it to the Weft towards ten 
leagues, but 1o vilible that it ícemcd to us no more than Dover docs from Calice. This Ci- 
ty itands in Carmania and not Gedrofia (as fome have faid) the Pezfrazs call it Kermoca, 
albeit tome crroncoufly fuppofe it Chufiftan. Some call this place Gamrosu and Gomroun, 
others Gomroon and Cummeroon, for io i find it variouily pronounced. And albeit the 
Town be but of imall antiquity, taking its rife from the fall of Ormus 5 nevertieicis one 
Newbury an Enjliin Mercnant reports, that at hisbeing here about the year 1581. it 
was then a Town, though I believe a very fmall onc: Since which, the Portugals have 
built two Caitviicts or Forts, the firft by Albuguerg, Anno 1513- under whoie power 
it reftcd, tiil the year 1612.at which time by Aly Recz it was wrcíted from them tothe 
Perfian ; but upon the deitruction of Ormuzs which was in the year 1622. by removal of 
moit of the inhabitants, this Village fo increafed the buildings, that for grandeur it 
is now rank- d wita Towns of beft note in Perfia, fo as through the accefs of Merchants 
from mo: arts, namely, Ezelifb, Dutch, Dane, Portuguex, Armenians »“Georgia:.$y, 
Mufcovire., a urks, Indians, 4rabians,Fews and Bannyans, this Gombrowz from a iimall Village 
is become a City of great Commerce, by rcafon of that notable concourfe which in the 
Winter fcaion ufually both by land and fea from the moft remote places of the world re- 
fort thic:cr; raw Silk, Carpets, Cotton, and other in-land commodities being thither 
brought by Carravan againft that timc; andbyShip, Merchandizes of all forts ; fo as 
Trade herc:during threc months appears quick, both to the enriching of the Natives and 
Exoticks, in tuch adegrec, asverificestliat Maxim of Plato his Reipubl. — Civitas vix poreft 
fubfificre fine commerciis.  Parallcl to which isthat out of Flores Hift. referring to Law- 
renzo de Adedicisthe great Thufcan Duke, Qui dicit, Adercaturam cffe caput, unde robar 
€^ servi manant in Rempub. Appearing alfo inthe Periian Exchequer, which acknow- 
ledgesthat ithas not the like cultome and other advantage from any other City within 
that Empire. Now albeit Gombrown be but newly advanced, neverthelefs I meet with 
anancient Author that fcems to point at it by this expreflion, Baraomats funzt populi qui 
Indum verfus accolunt, Gumbroto proximi. Which how applicable to this place, £ leaveto 
better judgment than my own; contenting my fclf with fuch other obfervationsas I made 
during our fourteen days Itay there. 

And firft, concerning the buildings; they are for the moft part of Brick not burnt 
with Fire but hardned by the Sun, which makes them fo hard that they appear no lefs 
folid and uictul than thofe the Fire obdures: They are low built, and molt with fmall 
Courts and Balconies, tarrafled or flat at top, pargetted with plaifter in hardnefs not 
inferiour tothat of Parzs5 for indced fuch is the diftemperature of hcat fomctimes that 
to live there is {carce tolerable: but when the air becomes more moderate (which is 
when the Sun is furtheit) to have more breath they ufe to {leep upon their tarrafles, to 
which end tney fprcad Carpets aloft for their better accommodation. This kind of build- 
1151s common in all thefe hot*places: That the Jews had their building fuch, appears by 
wnat we frequently read in Scripture, asin Deut.22.8- Tofb. 2.6. 1Sam.y.iG Jerem 
19. 14- dct 10.4. The Windows arc not glafed, but wooden trellizcd, made to fhut 
and operas they tee caufe, to welcome the brcez when it murmurs. The mountain 
Cwhicir ticy fay is fix leagues thence, but by its height feems not half f much) by an-

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is infuülícrablc, fo as fome (according to what was practifed in Ormus) ufe to lie naked 

in troughs filled with water, which neverthelefs fo perboils their flefh as makes it both 

excecdins fmooth and aptto take tlic Icaft cold when any winterly weather fuccecds the 

heat, which by that becomes little Icfs offenfivc. Now their Summer being no leís than 

nine months, during all that timc it is rarcif one cloud be viiible in the Skie, whercby 

theair (inthe day time cfpecially) is not to be endured; for by a reverberated heat 

which the Sun-beams {trike forcibly from the ground, both earth and air became into- 

lerable to man and bcaft by rcafon of the indlammation.  Howbcit of late they have 

raifed a Buzzar, which in fome places by reafon of its narrownefs, and moft by being 

arched and clofe at top, checks the Suns heat when the beams dart perpendicular, in 

the tides attracting what air there is to rcírcíh fuch as cither fit in fhops for fale of wares 

or thofe other that kcep Taverns: Here being plenty of Shyraz Wincs brought in long- 

necked glaíles and jarrs that contain fome gallons, the belt wine indeed jn all Perfia. 

Here be Coffe-houfes which alfo are much rcforted to, cfpecially inthe evening: The 

‘Coffe or Coho is a black drink or rather broth, fecing they lip it as hot as their mouth 

can well fuffer out of {mall Cbzzzcupss» "tis made ofthe fower of Bunny or Choava-berry, 

iteeped and well boiled in water; much drunk, though it pleafe neither the eyc nor talte, 

being black and fomewhat bitter, (or rather relifhed like burnt crufts) more wholcfome 

thantoothfome, yct Cif jtbetruc as they fay) comforts raw ftomachs, hclpsdigcftion, 

expels wind, and difpels drowfincfs, but of the greater repute from a tradition they 

have, that it was prepared by Gabriel as acordial for Muflelmen. Alfo Sherbet-hou Ícs, 

a drink that quenches thirft, and tafts dclicioufly : The compofition is cool water, into 

which they infufe tirrop of Lemonsand Rofe-water, in thefe torrid Countrcys the moft 

refrefhing fort of tiquor that can be invented; albeit the Wince there was fo good that 

we refufed not to drink it with moderation. Arack alfo or Ítrong-watcr here is plen- 

ty of, which qualified with Sugar is cordial, and much drunk at Sca and Land inthe 

hottcít fcatons, efpocially where the dict is courfe, and itomachs crude and weak through 

the diilufion of heat which in cold fcafons is contractcd. Howbcit, for our better cn- 
£ertainmciw we had varicty of fruits, foine growing here , but moft imported from 
places more remote, iome of which were Orenges, Lemons, Pomgranates, Ponici- 
trons, Figgs, Dates, Currans, Myrobalans, Apricocks, Almonds, Piltacho’s, Apples, 
Pears, Quinces, Sugar; alfo Flowers and Nuts in great quantity as well as varicty 5 
which, withthat plenty we had of Cabarito's and Mutton, Hens, Eggs, and Rice bount 
very cheap, made the place much more delcétable; and for Oyíters and many forts of 
fifh the fca being fo near furnifhesthem abundantly, and would do morc, wcrethe people 
more indultrious. The belt houfcs in the Town. are the Sultans, thc Siiaw-banders, the 
Englifh and Dutch Agents houfés : ours in memory of the good fervice they did the 
Perfianat the taking Ormis are priviledged to wear their Flags difplayed at the top ofthcir 
publigk houfc; and for fome time the Engliflvyhad halfthe imported cuftomes according 
to Articles. 

At thc North and South ends of the City are two Caftles in which are planted four- 
{core pieces of Drafs Ordnance, part of the fpoils or trophies of ranfacked Ormus 35 
two hundred others great and finall were fentto Larr, Shyraz, Spabawz, and other places. 
The Gunners here were not very expert 5 for, when they had occafion to give fire, I could 
perceive them to ftand on one tide of the piece, and in a fearful manner (though with 
a lin-ftock as long asa halt-pike which hada lighted match) to touch thc powder; which 
was a bad waytotake aim by. The Mofgues for the Mahomctans and Synagogucs for 
the ews here, are few and incontidcrable in their ftructure;3 but the Hummums or Stoves 
are morc conipicuous, no lefS reforted to, and with fmallexpence: the floors of which 
Hot-houfcs arc plailtered, and ufually fprinkled with water, which contracts thc vapours, 
condenfes the air, and preferves the heat with moderation. ‘The Strects are iarrow; 
the Town badly ferved with frefh water, and without wall or graff to make it dcfenfivc. 

Now albcit hcré we have abundance of Camels, Horfes from Arabia and Perfia of the 
beft fort, and Mules and Alinegocs in great numbers, whicb were worthy theview; yet 
were wegiot move pleated with them, than offended by thofc troops of Jackalls which 
Tere, more than clfewhere, nightly invaded the Town, and fo? prey violated the Graves 
by tearing ont the dead, allthe while ululazing in cffenfive noifes, and ccchoing, outtheir 
Íacrilcc z^. — Easy ave the Lions informers, and for reward have always fomething, of rhe 
prey Icitiuecni to pick, asatthe Capc of good Hope we obferved: Semefport we had in 
hunting them with Swoxds, Lances zud Dogs, but we found them too many to be con- 
quercd, tBo onri!y to be baniihcd, too daring to bc afirighted. Thefe animals the 
Greens caía zi opecide, on unnaterazlmixeurcoi Fox vid Biteha “ep? arrei, others; but La- 
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cornici Cunes (Greg. Naz. calls them) ex cane c vulpe generati, the Romas Crocite and 
Lycifex, according to that of the Poet, Arum latrante Lycifea, an cpithete frog the qua- 
lity rot improperly attributed to Afeffaline s wanton Chamber-maid: and if no: that 
which Zzcaz {peaks of,

and the fame that Hiftorians of old termed Cazes fepulehrales, with the unnatural Baétri- 
ans who ufed to throw unto them the bodies of their aged or impotent friends and 
parents, being one of their more than brutifh kinds of burial. Thefe wild dogs, either 
by diverfity of air or foil vary theirfpecies; as examplarily we fee in the Indian Ounce, 
which is the product of an European Cat; Wolves in new Spam from Caftilian dogs, 
and the like; or from what other mixture, Ifhall not cxaminc: But withthefc ’tis no 
grcat injury to couple thofe filthy proftitutes ancient tunes properly termed Wolves, that 
infect this Town when fcafonable weather (which isin November, December and Fanuary) 
makes it the rendezvouz for Merchants and Travellers from moft places; Women I 
mean who as to their bodies are comely, butas to their drefs and difpolition loathíome 
and abominable. Foralbeit their hair be neatly plaited and perfuined, andabouttheir 
checks are hung ropes of orient pearl, about their necks carcancts of ftones, in their 
cars many rings (fome of which are headed with ragged pearl) one by another, in their 
nofes a broach or piece of Gold three Inches or morc in length and half an Inch in breadth 
imbellifhed with Torquoifes, Rubics, Spinels, Saphiresand like {tones of value, which 
for all their luftre thwarting the face, makes that which is an ornament to them to us fecm 
very deformed; And as a fupplement to all the reft, want no fzczs for complexion 5 
which, fave forthe defire they have to pleafe white people, agrecs not with colours Oli- 
valter, and that their arms and legs are chained with manilio’sand armolets of filver, brafs, 
ivory, andthelike; the reft be vailed with a thin Shuddero of lawn; andupon thcir feet 


{fome wear fandals, though othcrs go bare-foot : 
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Yer this Morifco-drefs, together with their iuitolerab!o impudence, rendred then; 
(at lealt tomy view) no other than Ovids remedy oi love; fo as pity it is the Perfriazs 
have not luch as the Cyz«cocof»iz werc amongit the themians, whote care it was to fcc 
that Women in thcir attire and behaviour carricd themíclves modeitly : And albeit thele 
areasbadas bad can be, they make me call to mind a Rabbz's doctrine which maintains, 
That fuch as be deiperately naught do not fo corrupt good manners, or be fo great cnc- 
mies to good life, as thoic hypocrites who are but half cvilor corrupted in part, pcer- 
{wading others that they have jome feeming goodne{s iu them by a dillembled fanctity : 
No leis well obferved by 7ebz de Lery, That the naked American Women do net io 
much incite to wantoincis, or appear io libidinous as European Women do by the ma- 
gick of their cyes, mimick drefs, painting, patching and g2citures of feveral immodcit 
tafhions and loole inventions. Howbcit the better fort of that fcx here wear 


beafts aud vegetables ; and as the Lord Verulam notes, have this objection, That mans 


beafts, birds, Hih, herbs, fruits, grains, juice, and other things, which Cfay they) 


longeft liv’d and had molt experience, ?tis thought they lived upon the fame abftemi- 


{mail courage , yet well enough agrecing with their condition. And indecd, how 
univeriaily foever thc contrary is pra¢tifed, yet beflides Pythagoras, Empedocles, Lu- 
erctiz , and others who were carncft advocates for prefervation of the lives of irinocent 
creatures, give mc icave to prefent you with what Tibulls clegantly did unto his Miftrcfs, 
hinting thercin fomewhat of this perlfwalion.

About three miles from Gombroon I rode to fcc a Tree we commonly call the Z.zzyez The 
Tree: Yis not far fromthat Fort called the great Afoftango, oppofite to Ormrs. A ‘Tree Bariya 
weil worth the view : tor fprcading its boughs, which by their weight fall, root, and Tree 
wife asain, they fo circle the bole or trunk that it refembles an arch’d circumference ' 
affording mnbrage and refrtfhment to fome hundred men that without crowding may 

well tir uter ii: I meafured and found it tobe two hundred and nine paces. Thearch- 

ed Fiz-tvco tome, arbor de vays or Tree of roots others call it; other fome the Zydi. 

and de Cat, bw wetie faye, by reafon that they adorn it according to fancy ; fome-

For indeed, thefe boughs are fo neatly trimmed within, that without interruption once 
may tofs a pikein it. Within thefe is built a Pagotha,. in which (for I adventured in; 
Fbeheld (but not without amazement) three Images, whofe vifages were fo grim. 
lineaments of body fo diftorted and mií-fhapen, «nd poftures fo uncouth, that inven. 
tion could not well reprefent Deumos more deformed yet inmemory oftheir three 
forefathers Cattery, Sbuddery, and Wyfe, by thefe grofs Idolaters they are formally in- 
vocated. Ofthefe Pliny reports, that Fec fuere Numinum Templa, prifcoque rita etiam 
"unc, fimplicia rura Deo precellentem arborem dicant, ec. To which Iree-woríhip the 
Bannyans are not fingular 5 for the Perfiazs themfelves in old times adored the Tree they 
called Putulanga, under which (like thefe) were Idols erected whom they named Blome. 
And of what repute the Idol Oak has been, witnefS our Druide who derive their name 
from thence, and our neighbours the Ce/ze, who by it reprefented no lefs than Jupiter : 
In Ovid, Quercus Oracula primais acknowledged. Alfo Gildas our Countrey-man, the 
better to engage us to the Lord for his diftinguifhing mercy, fpares not to acquaint us 
with the ignorance of our fore-fathers the Britains, who attributed divine honour to 
Groves, Riversand Fountains: For indeed, fuch wasthe miferable blindnefs of thofean- 
Cient times, thatas every Tree had its peculiar genius (Groves being commonly confecrat- 
ed to fome Deity,) fo fcarce was there any Tree that by one or other was not dedicated to 
fome Numer or other, and little lefs than adored. Virgil. 7 Eccl. 


Populus Alcidz gratiffima, WitisIaccho, ` Herc’les the Poplar, Bacchus the Fine embraees, 
Formofg Myrtus Veneri, fua Laurea Phoebo Venus the Atyrtle, Phoebus the Laurel graces. 


Yea fo great was the fuperftitious cuftome of devoting Trees, that as Claudian obferves 
there wasícarce any Tree that had not its veneration, Lucofque vetufta Religione truces 
ce robora Numinis inflar. Alex ab Alex. alfo writes thatin his time Trees "were adored, 
and in opinion, little was the difference *twixt the Druide, the Magi, and the Brach- 
manni, all defending the immortality of the Soul, and the tranflocation from one into ano- 
ther after death was accounted good Philofophy,until it was difcountenanced by duguftus 
Cefar, fuch time astrue light coming intothe World difpelled errour and darknefs; and 
under Claudius was fo perfecuted, that it then feemed extinguifhed,as we find by Suergzius. 
Fourteen days we tarried in Bander-Gumbrown; which albeit the view and other ac- 
commodations the Sea and proximity to the happy Arabia contribute, fuch time efpecially 
as thetemperate months make it habitable, might have allured our longer ftay had plea- 
fure been our object ; our Ambafladors (thinking the time long) ufed the beft perfwa. 
fionsthey could with the Sultan.to haften their provifions for the journey. And albeit 
Horfes for our own riding and Camels for the Caravan were ready, neverthelefs fuch 
was his fuperftition, that go we muft not until upon his cafting the Dice the chance 
proved to his fatisfaction. The four and twentieth day (the Die itfeems hapning right) 
the Kettle-drums gave us warning to prepare to Horfe (for thofethere ferve inftead of 
Trumpets ;) and little time ferved to make us ready. The Ambafladors Caravan confifted 
of twelve Horfe and twenty nine Camels: the Horfe were fuchas were ‘not liable to ex- 
Camels. ception 5 the Camels ofthofe better fort they call coozel-bafh Camels; a beaft abound- 
ing in Perfia, and of great ufe, efteem and value in thofe oriental parts: Long-liv’d 
they are, oft-times exceeding threefcore years; of difpofition very gentle, patientin 
travel, and of great ftrength, well enduring a burthen of towards a thoufand pound 
weight; content with little. food and that of the meaneft fort, as tops of trees, thiftlgs, 
weeds, and the like , and lefs drink; in thofe dry Countreys ufually abftaining littlé 
lefs than four days; which is of extraordinary advantage, feeing that aft-times they 
are necefflitated to pafs through defart places. The firft day Mr. Burtthe Englith Agent,a 
civil and ingenious Merchant and of high report at the Perfian Court, with feveral other 
Englifh and Dutch Factorsthen in Town accompanied our Lord Ambaflador three miles 
upon his way: Until the Sultan, the Shaw-Bander and other of the Natives having fetcht 
acompa{s about; met us ; and (well pleafed with the pifhcafh or prefent the REDE 
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had gratified him with) returned his Lordihip an hundred Salars and Teffalemns, ele- 
vating his eyes to Heaven, his hands to his breait, and declining his head well-nigh 
aslow asthe Amballadors ttirrup, bad alfo the reft of his train farewel; and having 
ordered us a convoy and received fromus the complements of a Befolas manus, here- 
turmed with his troop of Coozcl-bafhes; all the way difporting themfelves with the 
Giochi de Canni,darting at one another fo dexteroutly as füfficiently expretlod their skill and. 
well decfzrved our commendation. Here our Ambafiador met with intelligence that Shaw 
Abbas wasat that time in Zdfbarapb a City upon the Catpian Sca-fhore, where he prefumed 
the King intended Audience. Therefore fctting forwards, our firit days journcy was to 

Bandally, molt part of the way being ncarthe Sca-fhorc : that Village was fixtcen miles 

from Gumbrowz or five pharfangs and a half. The word P/ifizz is ancient and to. 
this day continued over all the d iode Dominions: It is derived trom pef, and ap- 

prepriatedto the Dialect yet ufcd in Perfiz, or (which is more likely) from thc Æe- 

brew and Arabick, where the word perfa tignifies three miles, three of which the Jews 

might travel without breach of the Sabbath. Pliny calls it p.zrafzzgzs, and makesitto be 
four Italian miles; which iffo, it equals the German. JXezopboz phrafes it pharfanca, and 
computes it thirty furlongs or f/adia, cvcry furlong being 4o pole in length or tv renty five 
paces; {o that accounting cight furlongsto anEnylifhnuiile, a pharíang isthrce miles and 

a half Enzl!iih and two furlongs over. 

At Band- Ally our Tents (which the Ambaflador bought at Surat, and was advifed to 
carry along) aitorded us our belt accommodation.  Howbcit, to give that place its 
duc, we found there a very neat Carravans-raw, (a building refembling an empty 
Colledge :) Tne Greeks call them Pandochia, the Turks Imaretts s the Indians Serrays build- 
ings erected by well-minded Mahomctans as works of charity, andin which they expreís 
their magnificence more than in any other fort of building: Of great ufc, feeing thefe 
parts have no Inns for the reception of Travcllers , but here en-paffant they may reft 
iwcctly and fecurcly gratis , for they are fet apart for publick ufe, and preíerved from 
violence of Thicves, wild beafts, and intemperate weather : At the gate is fomctimes 
,abBuzzar Gr Tent, that (like Sutlersin Armics) for money furniíh paflengers with provitr- 
on; yet fcidomc is it butthat Travellers (not daring to depend upon uncertaintics) rather 
choofe to provide and carry their neccílarics alony, with them. à 

The people inhabiting hercabout fetch their water ufually from a great large Ciftern 
which they calla Tank,rather refemblinga vault or celler under ground more than a {pear 
deep; fomctimes made round,but for the moft part oval: Thearchthat covers it is well- 
nigh cqual tothe depth; and fo wecll plaiftered, that when filled by the beneficial rains, 
it preferves it {weetto the lait bucket ; which is ftrange, confidcring how long "tis kept 
and without motion, fave what it has when the water is drawn out by Hullinces or 
Bags of Leather, and other Veflels that are nof more clcanly than necds. The plaifter 
is white and hard, comparable to that of Paris, and (as I could gucfs) wasa compo- 
{ition of fand and lime, with fome unctuous matter that made the pargett fimooth and 
durable. ‘Thefe Tanksarc frequent in molt parts of Afia, where fprin £sarerarc, and 
tlic rain feldom falls; fo as were not this provilion made for Travellers and Carravans, 
it would neceflitate them to provide in great leather bags for common ufe, as they,are 
forced to do in travelling over dcfarts, efpecially thoite of Arabia. Now thefe tanks 
or confervatorics are fo ordered, that when any rains fall (which is but icldom, 
perhaps one month in twelve at molt, and whenit comes diftils not as with us, but 
falls or pours down in great drops, if {may properly fo call them) the ground is fo dif- 
pofed that it quickly fills their fpacious cifterns. Nor are rain waters to be defpis’d ; 
for by Phyficians thcy are held the molt wholcfome if kept fweet and. in cool places, 
fuch asthefctanks or caverns be wc meet with in moft parts of Afia. For otherwite they 
corrupt quickly, and by weakningtheretentive faculty excoriate the bowels and breed 
many bodily diltempers. Thefel fay, have the prefcrency, by being the moft cchcerial 
and belt purificd by the Sun. For firft, the matter by vertuc thereof and other the ce- 
leftial plancts isexhaled principally out of the S:a and rtioift places of the Earth, and 
by itslevity rif£s upwards towards the higher regions, were by the Moons influence 
and other watery conftellations it becomes more grofs, and defcending into the middle 
resion is éondonit through cold ; and as we read in Fob 36. 27. God maketh fiall the 
drops ofwarer, iotucic pour down rain according tothe vapour tircrcof, which the Clouds 
drop and diiil upon man abundantly. Neverthcelefs’tis obfervable, that the rain which 
drops oy of viick biac clouds isnot fo wholefome, nor unapt to pntrific, as what iflies 
from wite chi: clouds. Yea by commonexperience we fisid that {pring-watersand what 
wc have out o. clear Riversis belt for ordinary ufe and morc agreeing with feveral con. 


& 
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The fecond night we came to a fmall Village called Gacheen, five pharíangus frorn the 
laft ; next niyhtto Coureftam, feven pharíangs from Gacbecz 5 and next to 4 ancby- Dolon, 
i. c. a ftrait or narrow way 5 as indeed it was, being pent in betwixt two hills; where 
the Carravans-raw was very neatly built, adorned with coupolo'sat top; The water alfo 
was {iveet and plentitul; not {pringing there, but iiowing, from a high mountain that was 
three miles diitant thence, and by pipes conveyed thither through the bottom ofan in- 
cericcted hill near the Lodge, and jo ftrcaming into the Tank gave both detiznt to the cyc 
and refrclhment to weary and thirfty Travellers. From the hill top we beheld tae valley 
below, which was very level, large and marvellous plcafant, by reafon the {pring 
water Fons pereza; uns in meanders, and nicllows it in all places, fo that it brings forth 
grafs and fruitin abundance 5 and being compafied with hills of equal height gave ita 
more clegant fence than Art could have donc for the greater fecurity and fatisfaétion of 
the Villagers, who have but one common way for entrance; fo as it rcfembled that 
which tie Poct fpcaks of Tempe for delight, and no lcfs fortified by its fcituation. But 
what ict this Valethe better off, was the circumjacent Countrey, which for the moit 
part was barren and fandy, producing ncverthelefs plenty of Dates, a Tree more 
valuable for its fruit than fhadc. That days journey was four Pharfangs. Our next 
was cleven to Whormeoor, which inthe Perfian Tongue fignifics Dates. Lipon the way 
near tlic Town we patled by a fmall black Pavilion, in which upon the ground we could 
perccive iais crofs-Ica5'd three ancient gray-bearded Arabians, who out of the Alcoran 
ingcminated a dolelul zegzzez» to their brothers carcaís, intending (according to the 
Jewiih cuitome ol feptem ad luctum, mentioned in Ecclefiafticus c. 22. v. 12. where "tis 
{aid La&us mortui feptem dies, practifcd as we find in Gez. 50. 10. 2 Sam. 12. 18. and 
accultomed by many otier) full fcven days to perform that ceremonial farewcl, finging, 

üijhing, weeping; and not in vain, fceing tears are the Limbcck of the Heart, and that 








Eft quxdam flere voluptas» —— In tears we find content 5 
Exp'etur Lacrymis, egcriiurque dolor. For grief would brea^ tbe heart, without a vent. 





Without which exprcílion of love they imagine the Soul refts under an everlafting 
mourning. And, that want of fcpulture was a gricvous punifhment,ZZe»erin his Odyff- 
{peaking of '7/yffes and Elpenor his tcllow-travellér being dead, gives us this authority. 


Do not depart from hence, letting me be 
Unmoan’d, unburied, left negletling me, 
The offended Gods entail a curfe on Thee. 


Nigh 1Vhormoot are Duzgun, Laztan-de and other Towns, where is got the beft Afa- 
íætida through all the Orient: The tree exceeds not our briar in height, but the leaves 
refemble Rote-leaves, the root the Radifh; the vertue had need be much it finells fo 
iwcetly. But, though the favour be fo offentive to moft, the fapor is fo good, that 
no meat, no fauce, no veflcl pleafes fome of the Guzurats palates fave what relithes of 
it: „And how ingrate focvcer it may feem at firft, yet by ufe it becomes fufliciently plea- 
fiut; for what pleafes quickly, as quickly cloys the ftomach and fatiates. Next night 
Wwe otto Ourmangel, five pharfangs;s and nextto Larry, two miles {hort of which City 
the Cawzy, the Calantar with other of the prime Citizens welcomed us with wine and 
other adjuncts of complement. We had not rode above half a mile further, when loa 
Perfian antickly habited, out of a Poctick rapture (for the Perfiízss are for the moft 
part Pocts) iung our welcomes The Epilogue was rcfounded upon Kettle-drums, Tim- 
brels, and other barbarous jangling unmufical Inftruments; fome being thaped like to 
alarge gourd, having but three ftrings, (Terpander of Lacedemonia his being, puniihed 
for adding a {tring to his Harp without Ieave of the State, though more mulical, might 
probably be their example:) A homely Venns attired like a Bacchanal, attended by many 
Morif-dancers, begun to captr and frisk their beft Lavbltocs, {o as every limb ftrovcto 
exceed cach other 5 the Bells, Cymbals, Kettle-mufick and Whiltles, ‘Itormirg fucha 
Phryjsicdilcord, that to confort we might have fqueak’d outs | 


Ba: varaque horribili firidcbat tibia cantu; Tour risftick pipes do jar 
Vith notes, that horrid are. 


So that had it-becn night, it would have refembled an Orgy to Bacchus, for elafs-bortels 
emptied of wine tlaihing one againft another, the loud braying of above two —_— 
Allies 
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Alles and Mules (thc laft is à compound betwixt a Mare and an Afs, for Mu!cs do not 
gencrate)and continual fhoutii; and whooping of above two thoufand Plebcians all the 
way, fo amazed us, that albcit they no doubt thought the cntertainment was noble, we 
thought never any itrangers were bombaifted with tucha Triumph. But Ais guoque fi- 
zem ! with much ado we reached our lodging, infinitely wearied; for my Own part 
I was fomewhat deaf for three days after. 

After a little repofe, our Ambailador and Sir Robert Sherley were invited by Ebrahim 
the Magiltrate of the City to cat of his bread and falt, which he prefented them at his 
own houfc, with a better collation: The room they feafted in was large and beautifull; 
the floor was covered with a rich filk Carpet as large as the floor; the fides of the 
room were gilded and painted delightfully, the room was arched in Mofaick fort and 
imboficd with ftoncs of feveral colours; the light was at one end through a window that 
was large, the frame neatly carved, and the glafs no leis curioully painted with fuch 
knots and devices as the Jews ufually make for ornament: in a word, it was a very noble 
pn, fuch as I admircd to find in that CCountrcy. But what made it more dclectable, was 
the Garden that wcll-nigh encompaflzd it, which was ftorcd with as large, fucculent and 
fragrant Pomgranatc:, Pomcitrons, Orenges, Lemons and like fruit as any 1 ever faw 
elíewheres replenuilhed alfo with irees for ihade: Amongft which I obfervcd the Cy- 
prefs to be exceeding large; a treethe more valuable for that it is ever verdant, fwect 
and lafting. Some think the Gopher-wood of which the Ark was built was of this tim- 
ber. Perpetua nunquam moritura Cupreffizz, a Poct tells us. A word of Lar. 

LARR is both a City and Province fo called: within three days journey of fome part 
of the Perfiaa Gulph, and part of that we ftrictly call Pezfzz : It has K'eziozez to the Eaft, 
Chufiftan to the Welt, Ayrac or PbarfrflLa2 to the North, and to the South the Gulph of 
Perfia. The diameter ot this Province is about an hundred farfangs, or three hundred 
miles Ezglifh, by old Authors reported to be full of Springs, Grafs and Fruit; but 
length of time has it tecms much altered it: for in crofling the Countrcy we found the 
£rcatcít part barren, having only Date-trees or Palms, which grow where the carth is 
fandy , bit where Rivolets or Springs appear, there the People live, improve, and have 
Orcnges, Lemons, Pomegranates, Figsand Fruits, as alfo Grains in varicty. Yctthough 
the ground be bad, neverthelels *tis thought here are Mines of fundry forts, and Sul- 
phur, which makes fome amends, but for want of Art remain hid and undiicovercd. 

The City of Zar is in the center of the Province, clevates the Artick Pole 27 degrees 
4o minütes, and has about 9o degrees longitude from the meridian of Cape bona Spe- 
yanza,: A city that pleads antiquity, cfpecially if it be that which Prolomy calls Corrhas 
as fome think; albeit lam not of that opinion, fceing he places Corrha under 31 dce- 
recs. But Laodicea it was called by Autiochus, as Pynetzs gucfles; and ’tis no better 
than a gucís, fecing that Towns of the fame name are alfo built in Phrygia and Calofy- 
ria, as wc find in Prolomy. -Appran calls it Scleucia Elymaidis, Urbs Perfte, à Seleuco filio 
Antiochi conditas qui novem Civitates [ui nomizis flruxit. Pliny calls a Town in Arabia op- 
pofite to this by that namc; but wücther {fome ctranfplanted thence, and in memory of 
their former habitation gave it that name, is but conjectural. Heyliz calls it Lara, 
(which comes near the name it now bears) and ranks it with Spabawz, ( which he makes 
the fame with Csbyz) and others in Perfis: But how Perfis and Perfia arc different,though 
he makes them fo, I oppofe not fo learned a Geographer, though 1 meet not with his 
authority for that diftincetion 5 but furc, to make Zzifpz.;s2 ( for 1o he calls Spabzwz ) the 
fame with C.zbyz, is a great miftake, fecing they are two hundred miles atunder;, and 
no lefs erroncous in the polition, feeing that Larr is in Perfis, Spahawn in Parthia, and 
Casbyz in Media: So that to reduce them to Perfis is incongruous. His placing Sava 
alfo in Perfis is likewite milftaken; as is Crefrpboz, which he makes a City in Perthia, be- 
ing in Sufiana. Vicus max. prope Seleeiam, lay Strabo, nbi Reges Parthorum byemare folc- 
bant: For I prefyme he means Saway, which we travclicd through, and found to bc a 
great Town in Media. Gafper Balbz gives this its right name Lar; but his making it an 
Ile is mif-rcportcd. Paulus Venctus calls it Lear, which Ynay be granted, for | apprc- 
hend it was foufided or increafed by Laar-gcbeg Son of Phyreg, and Grandfon to Pylacs, 
who was fuccecded by Gordion Afelec, of whoin their Hi'!orics report wonders: After 
him followed cightcen Princes, Ebrabim-kawe being the lalt; who was fubjeed Arzo 
fleg. 053. 0! ours 1605- by Emarzoly-kawz Duke of Shyraz, to fatiate the avarice and 
ambition of zibb his great Malter; and (which is rare, contiicring tho penury of this 
Countrcyg for the Kings part oncly he loaded away with treafure icven huudred Camels. 
The captived King brahim had his lite, and a penton promiicd him; which he enjoyed 
but a wlfile, an maexpedled fword of death betraying his hopes, without which the 
Diadem (as was pretended ) could not fit right upon the head of Abbas the Perffax 
King- 
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Nine days we ftayed in Larr, fhame it were, if in fo long time we had gatheréd no- 
thing. Larr is from Gombroon feven {mall days riding, from Sbyraz fourteen, jrom Ba- 
bylon twenty: A Town which by being 100. miles from the Sea, (a good Neighbour)is 
but mcanly watered by a few Springs,which neverthelefs are of great ule for the refrefh- 
ing their Gardens; and having but little fhade from trees, fave in thofe Gardens, are 
in the hot feafons exceedingly parched with the Sun; to remedy which they have de- 
vices like Turrets upon the tops of their Chimneys to fuck in the air for retrefiment ; 
this place was defaced by rage of War, and overturned by many dreadful Earth- 
quakes. Anno Domini 1400 it fhook terribly when five hundred houfes tumbled down. 
Anno 1593 Of their account 9735. fhe boafted of five thoufand houfes ; but that very year 
the earth {welled with fuch a tympany, that inventing it felf all Larr was forced to 
quake, and would not be fupprefled but by the weight of three thoufand houfes turned 
topfie-turvy with the death of three thoufand of the Inhabitants: The old Cattle on 
the Eaft fide of the Town(which owes its foundation to Gorgeaz Melec )though built upan 
the top of a folid rock, groaned in a like affrighting downfall. And to me it Ícengg 
itrange a City fo ftrongly , fo furely founded fhould be fubject to fuch commotion:. 
Now whether it be (as Democritus dreamt) from the gaping Sun-torn Earth quaffing in 
too much water and (like a glutted drunkard ) over-charging her caverns vomits it up 
ina forcible and difcontentcd motion; or whcther(as 4riftetle teaches)it bc from vapours 
cngendred in the bowels of the Earth which/loth to be imprifoned in a wrong orb)rends 
its paflage by a viperous motion; or whether from fubterranean fire the air being in- 
flamed upon fulphur, or other like exuberances of Naturc, I leave the icrutiny thereof 
to thofe that ftudy the Caufes of Meteors : Howbeit, this being in Afia puts me in mind m 
That no part of the World is fo fubject to earth-quakes as Afia is, for in Tiberius Cafur’s 
time twelve Cities in one night were over-turned by earth-quakes; and in Trajan’s time 
the like in and near Antioch: And indeed this Countrey hath had many fad tryals of 
that kind, as in our travel we could both fce and hear of. 

Larr, tuc Metropolis of this Province, is now an unwalled Town, as moft Afiatick, 
Towns be, Art being needlefs, feeing the lofty rocks which are to the Eaft anel North fo 
naturally defend her: Fora brave and ftately.Caftle at the North quarter(mountced u pon 
an over-looking hill)not only threatens an enemy,but aws theTown ina frowning pofture; 
the afcent thereto is narrow and fteep; the Caftle it felf of good ftone; the walls welt 
furnifhed and beautified with battlements and plat-forms, whcereon are mounted twelve 
brafs Cannon-pedrocs and two Bafilisks (the {poils of Ormus:) Within the Fort are many 
{mall houfes or huts which lodge the Souldiers, who have fomctimes there an Armory 
fíufhicient to furnifh with Lance, Bow and Gun three thoufand Men. ^ Howbcit, tne walls 
are weak, not flanked, nor fo regularly built but that the fcituation and Art rather feenis 
to make it defenfive though large in compafs; ufually well victualled, armed and man- 
ned, as ferves not only to command the City but Countrey alfo, and to fecure them 
againft forreign invafion. The Bazzar is alfo a very elegant and noble fabrick , the 
material of good chalky ftone: The building is long and beautiful; a quadrant ’tis like, 
though I cannot call it fuch, the fides are fo unequal; ’tis covered at top, arched and 
conpled after the mode of thofe oriental Countreys; and within (Burfe-like) is furniíh- 
cd with fhops and trades of feveral forts: The Alley or Ifle which extends from North 
to South, is one hundred and feventy of my paces; from Eaft to Weft it is an hundred 
and fixty; the circumference of the oval in center is about one hundred and ninety: A 
building in fome hundreds of miles not to be parallePd. ^ Near this Buzzar the Larrees 
are coyned ; a famous fort of Money, being pure filver but fhaped like a Date-ftone, 
the King’s name or {ome fentence out of the A/coraz being ftamp'd upon it; in our Mo- 
ney it values ten pence. 

The A4of44cs here are not many; one more remarkable than the reft it has, which is 
round,‘cither fhadowing out Eternity or from that pattern of the Alcaba in Mecca, whofe 
fhape they fay Abraham had from Heaven, imitated by the Fews:) In fome part this is 
varnifhed with Z4rabick lcttcts, and upon the parget painted knots, bcautificd in other 
places with counterfeit AZofzick ; but low and without glafs, wooden trellizes ( artifi- 
cially cut after their invention) füpplying them. The entrance is through a brazen 
sate, near which is hung a Mirrour or ftccl-Glafs; divers lamps it alto has for ufc and 
ornament. Some of their Prophets reft their bones there: Emecr-Ally-~eddwty-amecr, 2 
loug-nam'd, long-bon’d ( if his grave be of right dimenfion ) long-fince-rotten Prophet 
is there enterrcd, the older Prophet thc frefher profit; zeal and charity oít.timcs che- 
tilling antiquity. But how can I credit what they report that he was a Adzhometan? 
hnce they fay thzc he died a thoufand five hundred years ago, which is fix hundYed ycars 
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before Mahomet, and yet a ALZuffuiman, Cut leaving that tradition, more certain ’tis that 
this place affords varicty of Fruits, as Dates ( Daétylos, from the finger-like fhape, the Re- 
mans called them; ) a Tree diftinguifhed into Male and Female; fothat unlefsthe Female 
have ycarly a flowrcd bougn of thc Male ingrafted or placed near, fhe pines away,and 
becomes lean and fruitlefs. Hereallo were Oranges, Lemons, Melons, Pomgranates and 
Pomcitrons moft excellent, and of Flowers, Jeflamins, Rofes, Tulips, July-tlowers, cc 

Here alfo at eafie rates we bought Goats, Heus, Rice, Barley, Rack and 4gua-vite. How- 
beit the Mauskittos or Gnats peftered us extreamly : but of more vexation was the Wa- 
ter we drank and in thefe torrid places thirft after, nay, were neceflitated to drefs our 
meat withal, and is thc beft thc Pcople have to drink out of the large Tancks they keep 
it in: they call it Ob-baroon, which in the language of Perfia fignifies rain-water ; but 
with far more reafon I may call it 4gua-martis, death feeming to bubble in it. A bafe 
qualified Water, whether in regard their Tancks here are ill made or naftily kept, wherc- 

by the Water corrupts, or whether the rain of it felf is infalubrious, or other hidden 

caufe in nature there be, I cannot tell; but this I can, that it is unfavory, fo ill to the 

guft as worfe Water for talte, and efpecially for properey can {carce be relifhed. As 

little of it came in my belly as could bc borrowc from extremity of thirft: arid with 

good reafon; for as experience teaches, it caufes catarrhs, breeds fore-eyes, ulcerates 
rhe guts, and (Ç which is more terrible than the rcít ) engenders fmall long worms in the 
legs; afort of nafty vermine not more loathiom to look upon than dangerous to the itch- 
ing.difeafe in them that brecd them, by no potion, no unguent to be remedied: Nor is 
there any. other way known. ta deftroy them, fave by rowling them about a pin, which 

if in fcrewing, the worm chance to break, it gives them very doleful mufick 5 -for it makes 
the leg apt to gangren, and but by lancing hardly curable. The water doubtlefs being 
the natural caufe of that malady, feems to mẹ to bring its venome from the Region 
where it is generated 5. cither for that thc Springs are vitiate, or that the rain-water is 
corrupt: For albcit clouds are feldom feen there, yet fometimes they are,but undigefted 
and unagitated by the wind ; nor do they at all times diftill their rain moderately in drops 
as is ufual àn colder climates, but in violent cruptiens, dangerous both in the fall, and 
‘no lefs noxious in the drinking. Now the rcafon (as I apprehend ) that they have but 
few clouds is becaufe the Countrey is defert and fandy, and wants Rivers and other 
mevíft places to occafion cxhalations, which beget rain. Howbeit, at our being here 
it rained a great fhower,. which made our Company the more aqceptable. And we 
could obferve that the foil (not only here, but in moft of this Province as we travelled) 
is cither ftony or 4 fleight fort of mould,. yielding little grafs or grain of any fort; or 
fruit, fave what was forced in gardens; unlefs it be Dates, which here are excéeding 
good and plentiful: But in Valleys and where Springs meliorate the earth, it produces 
Rice, Barley and like grain; as alfo fruits in grcat varicty. 

. The Inhabitants are a mixture of Fews and AZabometans : Mott of thofe I faw were blear- 
ey?d,totten-tooth'd,and mangic-legg’d; the violent heat and unwholfome waters doubtlefs 
caufing it. The habit of the greater part of them is only a wreath of Callico tied about 
their heads, their mid parts circled with a Zone of vari-coloured plad, with fandals up- 
on their feet, elíewhere naked. Some neverthelcfs (though but few) have Shafhes of filk 
and gold tulipanted about their heads, and robe themfelves in Cabbays of fatten, their 
fingers being adorned with rings of filver fet with Turqueifes (that being the {tone they - 
molt affect in Perfza) in which they have engraven.their Namc,or fome felected Pofie out 
of the Talmud or Alccran. The AMabometázs delight much in Archery, and ontheir thumb 
commonly wear a ring of horn, which makes the Arrow go off both ftrongly and cafily: 
their fwords afford them no finall delight, the blades being excceding good, and the hilts 
no Icfs valuable; for with the bgtter fort ufually they are of Gold. - Here are fome ne- 
verthelefs that are proficients in Philofophy and the Adathematicks, the principal delight 
they take being in -dfrology; For *tis granted that Major eff utilitas in Aftronomia quam in 
aliqua fcientia. Slam, fi contingat zz ea error, eft tolerabilior c> minus nocet, quani in cate- 
rss {cientits - Greater is the profit in Affroxomy that in any other fcience: For, if any 
error happen hercin, it is moit tolerable and lefs hurtful than in all the other fciences: fa- 
doze Alcabitii. But in the Mechanick and other curious Ars, it gives placc to few in 
Perfia. In this City fhould bea River, and that not a fmall'onc if our Geographick Maps 
were truc: "But therein they crr, for here could I fcc no River, nor any in ncàr an hun- 
dred miles travel further Northward 5 for both by enquiring of {fome Perfians and our 
own further travel, I could neither hear nor fcc any nearer than Tabb, a River fa- 
mous in parating Sufiana from Carmania, and from Larr Wcftward about five {mall 
dayes joarney 5 or that other of Char, over which we rode ’twixt Sbyziz and Perfepolis - 
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fome Brooks indced we pe over, fo fmall that they had no Name; but Rivers no Man 
calls them, fince none of them in breadth or depth exceed three foot; Rivolcts worth 
little more than the noting. | 
Welt of Larr is a Town called Faarown (Gaarom fome write it) about twenty farfangs 
(which is fixty Ezglifbh miles) from Lar. Molt of the Inhabitans are Fews; by fonie rc- 
puted little lefs than a thoufand: much lefs than what Bex Fonas numbred in the Year 
t 1G». for at his being in Faaria ( which is prefumcd to be this place) it had then twenty 
five thoufand Fews inhabitants. Some make this their road from Larr to Shyraz y: but 
the way we took was morc to the Eaft, and morc frequented, being neither fo hilly as 
the other, nor fo ftony. Concerning the Name whence it is derived, I füppofe it is ci- 
ther for that thefe are the defcendants of that Kirizth-jearim we find mentioned in the 
1 Chron, 2. So. Or from that in Fudea called Kzrzatb-jaarim, i. e. plenty of wood which 
grew there, as we find mentioned in 1 Sam. 7. 1. which probably the tranfplanted Sen's 
might.commemoratc. And this conjecture is further ftrengthened, by the analogy of 
the name Gaaron with the Hebrew words Geron and Garim, which fignifies S trangers, Or 
fuch as arc tranfplanted into a ftrange Countrey : fo asthe Name fitly agrees with the 
condition of the Inhabitants. Alfo when out of thefe Captives Cyrus gave leave for the 
rc-cdifying the Temple, we find in Ezr. 2. 7. and WNebhem. 7, 12. that from Elam and 
Kiriath-jaarim feveral of the Fews returned, where. in the 24 verfc, the other Elam is 
recordcd: orelfe from Fare or Faarah, Foktans fourth fon Gez. 15. 26. whofe Brethren 
Ophir and -Havilah travelling from Babel to plant about Gazges, ?tis likely left him by the 
way to incrcafe their Coulin Elams plantation. But feeing thefe are the off-fpring of 
thofe the Affyrian Prince Salmanaffar (called Ezemeffar in Tobit 1. 2. ) forced out of Sa- 
maria as we find recorded in 2 Kings 17. 6. A. M. 3220. the Name from them has the 
more probability: for in Scripture we read that he placed them in Avalab and Gbabor, 
(Mons Chaboras inter Mediam Affyriam, Ptol. 6.1. 1.) Median Cities near unto the Ri- 
ver Gozan: The finding of this Kiver hath been not a little controverted, and the 
queft continucs yet obfcure: For fome would have it to bea River in Baĉtria not far from 
Ox, and to have thc like vent into,the Caefa7 5; which being fo remote from A4Zedia, 
cannot beapproved of. Others place it near Araxis, which has the greater {emblance of 
truth, Araxıs Ítrcaming, through that part of the Medes Countrey which about Alexan- 
der’s time was new-named Atropatiay other fome "twixt the Mountain Chabor and the 
Cafpian Sca, emptying it {elf into the River Cyrus, which difcharges it fclf into the Ca- 
[pian. Notwithftanding which Bez Jonas in his Itinerary finds Gozam hereabouts, and 
reports that it empties its frcfh ftrcams into the Perfian Gulph. ‘Yet toclofe with the 
Zew in this his Cabala is not fafe, fecing he finds not onely infinite numbers of Fews all 
along from hence to Wifibor ( or rather Niftpore, i.c. Bacchi Civitas) in Sogdiaza, (which 
Prolomy places in Aria under 35 degrees 20 minutes) but feveral Gozans alfo; which 
brings it under fuch confufion as none indeed .can well tell where to find it. . And con- 
cerning that Gozazia, l find it in Ptolomy’s Tables to be in 40 degrces 40 minutes, and b 
being in Media it hath affinity with the Name, but in the Map not being taken notice of, 
cannot tell where properly to place it. Moreovcr,albcit the way thefe banifhed Tribes 
took from thcir own into the Median Territories was in probability the ufual or neareft 
waw,which was to pafs betwixt Babylonand Nineveh, yet their progrefs is fo myftcrioufly 
defcribed in the Apocrypha 1 Efdr. 13.40. that fome think they went through Palmerina 
in Syria and the South part of Armenia the Great into the Perfia; Dominions: For fpeak- 
ing of the Tranfmigration of thofc Tribes from Zfrael 5; T befe are tbe ten Tribes (faith he) 
which were carried captives by Salmanafler in tbe time of King Hofea beyozd tbe River Eu- 
phratcs , who refolving among ft themfelves to leave the multitude of the Heathen and to fe- 
gucfter themfelves into a Countrey "where never mankind dwel. they entred in at the narrow paf- 


fages of Axlarcth, the Springs being by miracle dryed up untill they bad paffed over, and after 


a year and a halfs journey from Arfareth they fat down, where they inhabited untill the later 
times. By whicn relation ( notwithftanding Paulus Venetus and others find this 4rfarer in 
the moft Eafterly part of Scythia extra Imaum) albcit fome think they pafled through tHe 
Arabian dcferts to Babylon; others neverthelefs fuppofe that their way was through thar 
part of Syria called Palmcrinz regio into Armenia, *t.wixt thok parts whcre Exphrates and 
Tigris have their Springs, and 1o through the Zberzaz {traits called Porte Cuncafie ftrook 
into Afozendrum, and thence into Baétriz. Butthat Battria wasthe Countrcy they refted 
in Cannot be imagined, feing that was not remote enough for eighteen months travel 
(rom Arur-:t, if we Mould grant that they were in motion, and Ararat ftrictly to be in 
elymeriiz, Deiling indeed not above 2 months journcy thence; but more efpecidily fecing 
that B.ifeés was fo far from being uninhabited asthe place mould be they defigned 
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withdraw themíelves unto, Baétria at that time flourifhing fo exceedingly that it hed no 
leis than a thoufand Cities. So as it may be rationally concluded, albeit in that de- 
jected and deplorable condition thefe exiled Fews were defirous to find out fuch a defert 
Countrcy as Efdr.zs fpcaks of, it was doubtlcís an enterprize very difficult, in cafe they 
had the liberty to be their own choofers, which too rarely happens unto captives. For 
in thofe days through ZVeab's originary and after by Sem’s poltcrity fucceffively the 
oriental Countreys were better planted than Faphets was, (for in Alexander’s time, af- 
ter fubverting the Perfizxz Monarchy, invading J/zdiaz and part of Scythia intra Imaum, he 
reported that there he found more People and confcqucntly more oppofition, and greater 
and wealthier Cities than he had done in his congueft of all other that were under the 
{troke of the Perfian Sceptcr,even from Zzd:z beyond the EK llefpoat 5) therefore into what 
part of the World thefe poor Fews were pent is not fo calily to be difcerned ; though I 
imagine they were not permitted to cohabit together; tor then their increafing ge- 
nerations would here as formerly in ~€gypt have rendred them formidable; but rather 
were feparated and.made to plant in feveral Colonics, as were the other Tribes, in 
like manner tranfplanted. Howbeit, the caufe of their Banifhment appears inthe Pro- 
hecy of Feremiah chap. 24. v. o. where ’tis recorded, that by rcafon of their propen- . 
ity to Idolatry they fhould be removed into all the Kingdoms of the Earth, and be- 
come a reproach aid a curfe in all places whither the Lord would drive them: Which 
was fulfiiled 5 for tran{fplanted we ice they were into the Eaft; and feeing the Scripture 
declares not the place, ’tis of no avail more than to their feparation afterwardsto make 
a more curious enquiry concerning it. Albeit Foviws Leunclavius in his Pandcéts to Ge- 
nebrard, and fome others from the word Tattar in the Hebrew and Syrzack importing a 
remnant, Giog-chan, Gioc-Elp, and other proper Names,there ufed, Circumcifion long 
before the publifhing of the -4/coraz and other Fewifh Rites there practifed, fancy to 
themfelves that into thofe then uninhabited parts the Jews withdrew: Which if fo, was 
in all likelihood to the N. E. of the Mare Cafpium, beyond Oxus and Faxartes Rivers now 
called ZVycapbtzc and Chefel, albeit Abulfeda and Rabbi Mfofes-bar-Nachma in his Para- 
phrafe upen the Pceztateuch conjecture that Gog and Magog ( Adefhecs potterity) is not fo- 
much a general as a particular name of Princes-and Perions of conunand in thofe Scy- 
thick Provinces; howbcit frequently mentioned in the Prophets and fpecially in Ezek. 
38, ec. fo as that fuppofition is but weakly founded, at ledit in my apprehenifion. For 
of equal force is that tradition the Fews here inhabiting as yet retain, That the OFF- 
fpring of Dan, Zebulon, Afher and Nephthali being planted near Damoan under mount 
Taurus, but themíclves the Ilue of Reuben, Gad, and half Aazaffes by Tiglarh-pilazar 
removed to this ¥2.1r007, and parts about Larr, the fame time the Inhabitants of Da- 
mafcus were by that Prince removed unto Kyr in ZMedza,2 Reg. 16. o. But that they fhould 
fequeiter themfelves from the reft of the World, was not without realon, for though 
the meaning thereof no doubt was to exprefs their forrow and defiretoavoid the tem- 
ptation of the Heathen; yet feeing-in thofe times of all forts of Men they were the leaft 
fociable as Ovid fays, having as 4 «cztus l. s. Hoftile odium contra omnes alios, and in re- 
quital thereof ftiled by the Heathen Men-haters, of all Nations the worft, and other . 
like Epithetes; yet doubtlefs have inherited that voluntary execration they intailed unto 
their Pofterity at the condemnation of our Saviour, living ever fince to our forrow we 
fee in an obdurate and wretched condition all the World over, and is thought will fo 
continue, untill by miracle they be converted, asthe Almighty fhall think fit; or atthe 
perfonal return of CHRIST to judgment; or of Elias, whichis thought will bea little 
before the World's confummation: albeit as that great Scholar Mr. Fulk obferves from 
Matth. 11.13- in Fobz the Baptift, Elias is already come. The tranflation of the Septua- 
gint which to Eliah adds thc Thisbire, being what doubtlefs in that Text mifled St. Chry- 
foftome. Moreover thefe Fews, notwithftanding their itch after Idol-worfhip is over, 
and that inthe Synagogucs they have a formal way of finging Service expreiling very 
little reverence, and differing from that which Ezra appointed ; yet have they no fa- 
crificing Prieft,holding no place proper fave Ferufalem, were the Chriffiams would op- 
pofe it as well as Turks. The five Books of Mofes they have agreable to ours: And al- 
though they have no Térfhatha or Civil Magiftratc of their own, or dare not break the 
peace where they live under Chriffian, Adahometan or Gentile Government; yet are not 
without feparation amongit themfelves, the five great Points controverted (in Azeufts 
Cefar’s time) betwixt the two great Families of Shammai and Hillel {till fpreading likea 
gangrene 1o irreconcileably that till the Tzfhb:ce comes ( as onc fays ) none clie will be 
able to agree them; not Rabb: Eli: who from the firft verfe of the firft chapter of Ge- 
zefis where the letter Aleph is fix times found, cabaliftically concludes that the World 
R 2 fhall 
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fhall endure juft fix thoufand ycars, Aleph in computation ftanding for a thoufand albeit 
he fhould enter the lifts to vanquifh either party. But to return. 

In or near this place is a precious liquor or Mummy growing, Mumna!y-klobas they 
call it, which none prefumes to take,it being carefully preferved for the King’s foleufe. 
In Fuze oncly it diftils from the top of thofc itupendious Mountains, every year about 
five ounces. A moift redolent gum it is,foveraignagainit poy(ons5 and (Çif we may be- 
licve them ) a Carholicon for all forts of wounds whatíocver: So as when other Princes 
fend Shaw-Abbas Gold, Pearl, or like coftly prefents, he returns them a little of this 
Balfame as a fuitable requital. | After Alexander had prey’d and facrificed in Sz: ( be- 
traycd by Abulites a timc-ferving Satrapa ) he Icd his wanton Army towards Perfepolis: 
his ncareft pailage was over thefe Hills of Faarowz (in thofe days by Authors called Pile 
Perfidis and Sufaide) where to his amazement he was fo well beaten by Ariobarzanes a 
valiant Perfiam and his little Army, that (contrary to the accultomed pace ofthe 
Worlds Monarch ) he was conftrained to retreat, and find.another way to avoid the 
Ítorm of ftones and arrows which that noble Perfiaz freely fent him. 

The eleventh of February we left Larr, Codgea-Obdruzy the Governour having furnifh- 
ed uis with Mules, emblemes of fobricty : Our Harbinger ( or ALiwnmandore as called in 
Perfia) was an old Cozelbafb who would be fure (hopeful of fome reward) at every place 
where we made our Manzcel to provide us good quarters, and fuch meat as the places 
could afford; by vertue neverthclefs or force rather of his authority domineering over 
the wretched Rufticks more than pleafed us; for he would profer them a little money 
for what he liked, which if they refuled, then zo/ezs volczs lic would havc it, and Alla 
Soldado paid them with big words and baftinadoes: So as we faw that inmiferable ilavery 
thefe Peafants live, contented to fubmit to the arbitrary will of the Souldier. The firft 
night we pitched our Tents not far from Larr, but were {topped next day by an immo- 
derate flood of rain; which though it was very welcome, yet made thc earth fo flippery 
as our Camels glib hoofs could not foot it. The rain falls feldom here, but when it 
comes, they both feel and hear it: Sometimes it raifes fuch a deluge as fweeps Men and 
Hloufes away; for (as we werc told) fix Years before Cin this very place) a Caravan of 
two thoufand Camels in part perifhed by the fury of it. The fourteenth day we rode’ 
to De-achow (or Techoo) which fignifies a Town under a Hill, where we faw many pretty 
Tombs, few without a Grave-ftone and an Arabick memorial. The 4lcoran commands 
that none be buried in Cities, for fear the Dead infect the Living. This Frs fepulchri 
was according to the Ancients, quo cavebatur, Ut nemo fepulturam baberet in codcm loto 
quem alius fepulchro prius occupaffet, Sil.l.1. That no grave fhould be made in the place where 
any other had formerly been buried. And by the Law of the twelve Tables Burials were 
prohibited and not permitted to be within any City; but rather in Cemetcrics without 
the City, or nigh the publick high-ways; that by viewing the Sepulchres of the Dead 
(according to the cuftom of the Romans and e£ eyptiazs who had them in their Banquet- 
ting-Houfes) they might the better contemplate their mortality. A mile fromthis'Town 
we viewed about threefcore long Pavilions; which were black without,but within they 
had female Beauties: The Perfiazs call them Uloches, the Arabs Kabilai; the Turg’ fians 
and Armenians Taiphe, the Tartars Hoords, the Ancicnts Nomades fromthe Numidians, 


coficerning whom the Poet fays truly, That 





Nulla domus, plauftris habitant, migrare per Arva Their Carts their Floufes arc, their fole delight 
Mos, atque errantes circumycctare Penates. To wander with their Houfe-Gods day and night, 

Suffer me to wander a little with fuch novel company. Sccing that Vertuc the Trophy: 
of a refined ambition is purchafed by embracing the wholfom notions of an humble Soul, 
of a well-tempercd Spirit, that heavenly radiance rcfpects no other object with delight 
fave vertue, from which pure ftrcam flows Moderation, to whoic excellency (next to 
Spiritual facrifice ) we may fafely devote our beft cndeavours. Howbeit, fo apr tocvery 
immodeft act is Man's corrupt difpofition, that to enjoy fenfuality he conccits vcrtue 
(though never fo gorgeoufly array’d ) foul and deformed; till modcration force him to 
a {trict account, and difcozer how much hc errcd in preferring intemperance before the. 
tranfcending qualities of a vertuous life: from whence, when we contcmplate thc con- 
tented life and poverty of thefe Uoches, nceds mult we condeniu our fcivesof loathiom 
riot. For, ow free from unfcafonable carc, pale Envy, aflrighting Tumult, and nafty 
Surfcit do thefe enjoy themfelves ? Happy Conquerors: how mutually do they accord, 
how joyfully fatiate Nature in what is requirable? Hear ZLwcan in its commendation: 
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O prodiga rerum 





Bafe Luxury! wherein fo much is {pent, Luxuries ! nunquam parvo contenta paratu, 
«Learn with bow little Nature is content. Difcite quam parvo liceat producere vitam

To return. So foon as Phebus had run thrice fifteen degrees in our Hemi/phere, we 
mounted our melancholy Mules, and made our next Manzzeel at Berry : Nothing obfer- 
vable in the way, fave a thick Wall of great length and heighth, cut by extraordinary 
toil out of the Rock as a boundary, and to fafeguard the Zarrians from the Shyrazians, 
the Kingdom of Larr in that place terminating. 

Berry is a Village which promifes much at a diftance,but when there,deludes the ex- 
pectation: Howbcit, nota little famous through the Pezfiaz Territories; both from the 
immunities that an ancient learned Syet endued it with, confirmed by fucceeding Prin- 
ces; and from an Arabick, School which is there kept and diftinguifhed into fcveral 
Claffes of the Civil Law, Aftrology, Phyfick, and what leads to Mecca : commendable | 
in their Pythagorean filence, practifing to difcourfe by winks, nods, and dumb figns ; for 
babling and noife in all Arabick Schools is deteftcd: They obferve two Rules cfpecially, 
Obedience and Moving the Body to and fro whiles they be reading. Adjoyning this 
School is a Fewma Machit (or Mefquit) of great veneration by being the Dormitory of 
that great Doctor Emawm-zeddey-a-mew-a-maddy-Ally, who was a Prophet’s fon and 
allied to their great Ally, in this grave enjoying (fay they ) eight hundred years reft: 
His Tomb raifed four toot from the pavement is longer and larger than the included. 
Carcafs, for it is eight foot long and covered with a white fine linnencloth; the Tomb- 
{tones are carved and painted with knots and poefies of Arabick, Near him are fixed 
two Lances to memorize his quondam profeflion, and fome Enfigns not of ordinary in- 
vention: Upon his Coffin lie a fct of Beads, which (if you will credit them) to this day 
retain their Mafters vertue in working miracles: Within the Coffin is his Body; a mum- 
my that has continucd long ; the brains and entrails are taken out (for they corrupt thc 
fooneft ) and the Carcafs (as they fay) is cmbalmed in wax or fuch gums as both {mell 
delicately and are of longeft continuance. Atthe top of the Chappel is a Steel-mirrour, 
wherein thefe Linx-eyed People view the deformity of their fins. They alfo fhewed us 
a fquare {tone which was pierced and hung near the wall; a rare ftone, arelique moft 
notorious ! for the Prophet ufed to burthen the backs of impenitents finners with it, 
telling them their impiety made it fcem heavy, a weight fo ponderous as made them 
take the right path to be quit of it. A little pot they alfo fhewed us, holding a fove- 
reign Unguent made eight hundred years fincc, oft ufed and (which is a miracle) never 
exhaufted; ’tis not oncly good to help fore eyes, but a Panacea (as they would have us be- 
lieve) againft all Difcafes. To crown all, a Book (no Alfurcan of Devotion) was laid 
upon his Coffin ; any body may be fuffered to fee it a far off, (but to touch it was prc- 
fümption) in ftorm and croffes (they fay) they find remedy with onely naming it: The 
Church was neatly matted; a Mofque of fo great veneration that none enters with 
boots or fhooes on. Such as want iifues, (in legs I mean not) health, wealth, friends, or 
the like, according as their Offering is, have fatisfaction. The Oracle (the Pref? ) they 
fay never deceives them: Sed on ego credulus illis: and with that I bid farewel to Berry, 
which fome make to be the firft Town in that which ftrictly may be called Perfiz,; how- 
beit, we ufually extend it South as far as the Gulph of Perfia;, having Media to the North, 
Eaft the two Carmania’s, and Welt Sufiana, according tg the $4 Book of Prolomy. i 

The next night we got to Bannarow. The laft Town feafted us with traditions, this 
with good chear, Mufick, Kettle-drums and fix dum Mufquets. The ruins of an an- 
cient Caftle ( demolifhed by the Perfian ) here fhews its ribs, through which the coolair 
blows, feldom failing from the top of that Mountain: One fide of the Caftle wall is 
anatomized to the Town, the other to the ftony Defert. Next night wc lay in Goyoome, 
bragging that it has a thoufand but ordinary Houfes. After we had repofed an hour; 
a Ziocus-pocus for the Ambafladors better repaft performed rare tricks of Activity, fome 
of them I remember: He trod upon two fharp egg'd Semiters with his bare feet, then 
laid his naked back upon them,füffering a heavy Anvil to be fct on his belly and 2 Mento 
hammer out four Horfe-fhooes upon itas forcibly as they could beat; that trick end. . 
ed, he thruft his arms and thighs thorow with many Arrows and Lances, then by mcer 
ftrength ef his head and agility of Body lift up (no lcfs than a yard from the gronnd ) 


a great 4tone weighing fix hundred pound; and then (as if he had done nothing ) me 
L 
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his hair to an old Goszts-hczd, and with a fcornful pull tore it afunder, crying ont AL 
lough whoddaw, i.c. God be tharked, the ftanders by with a loud yellapplauding him: This 
was notable. But what was he to {peak of Marinus Cone of the thirty Tyranfs ) who 
with one of his fingers could overthrow a loaded Wain? Or of Polydamas, who with 
one hand would hold a wild Bull by his hinder leg, as Cel. Rhod. and Treb. Pollo re- 
ort.. But in remembring thefe I had almoft forgot how that in Goyoom is intombed 
Aclec Mahomet, one who in thefe parts is not a little famous for fomenting the autho- 
rity of his Mafter Adabomer, when the Saracezs ( not liking thc innovation ) firft began 
to canvaís it. ; | 
Next night we loft one another bya carelefs aflociating, whercby we procured to our 
felves a miferable lodging in that folitary wilderneis, having neither grafs, nor trees, 
nor water; but {tones (which gave no refrefhment) and fand in abundance: nor be- 
held we other than Oftriches, Storks and Pelicans for companions. The Earth has 
heretofore worn Flora’s Livery; but, by the rage of War and continued ardor of the 
Sun, becomes miferably defert ; or rather from the wrath of Almighty God Who (as 
thc Kingly Prophet fings ) makes a fruitful Land barren for tbe ungodlineff of them that dwell 
therein. Next day we queíted in fearch of our Carravan, and after {ome pains reco- 
vered it. That night we again pitched in the Defcrt, and were entertained by fuch a 
fudden ftorm of rain,thunder and lightning, as made our chear very wretched, impri- 
foning us alfoin.our Tents. Next day we had the weather more comfortable, the ight 
of a few Date and Mafitick-trees exceedingly refrefhing us. Coriat’s report, that Ma- 
{tick is found no where but in Syo, was here confuted. By tlic. way we took notice of 
an old-conceited Tomb which inhumed a harmlefs Shepherd : Hung it was to and fro 
with threads tripartite Cperadventure fhadowing out a Trinity ) each thread being trim- 
med with parti-colourcd wool; at cach end of which was placed a puppet to prorect 
it, and fome Cyprefs-branches {tuck about, to revive (as I then apprehended ) an anti- 
quated Ceremony mentioned in Verg. lib.3. which then was to ereét

The next (being the two and twentieth of February) by the way we had fome fport 
in diflodging a wild Bore whom we purfued, but neither fhot nor dogs could reach him. 
That night we made Cwr-bobbo our Manzeel: ZWoback our next; in which are buried Ma- - 
bomet, Flodgee, Izmael and Ady, four Muffulmannifh Doctors, intombed here four hun- 
dred years ago, and reforted to with no fmall reverence. Next day to Coughton, where 
the People in few years before fuffered in an high meafure by Locufts, which thefe 
parts are fometimes infefted with: Yet not fo much as the more South and Eafterly 
parts of the World 5 where as God'srevengeful Armiesthey are obferved to fly in num- 
bers infinite and in order adfnirable, devouring the fruits of the Earth fo exceedingly, 
that famine commonly enfgeth. | Howbeit, in fome places the Inhabitants in requital 
devour them again, efteeming them both favoury meat, dud eafie of digeftion. The’ 
next day we got to Unghea; the day following to Z4ayecbaw ; the next to Pzlly-pot-[baw 
Cleaving Bobbaw-hodgee on our left hand) and next night pitched a farfangh fhort of Shy- 
raz. According to cuftom we expected a ceremonious entrance: But feeing none came 
out to that purpofe, our Ambatlàdor (who was ever fenfible o£ his Mafter’s Honour) 
fent his Mammandar to the Governour to demand frefh Horfes and fitting accommoda- 
tion. The Daraguad in perfon came to diffemble his neglect ; firft excufing the Duke’s 

abfence 
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abfente whofe difpleafure he feared for not acquainting him with this excellent ad.-. 
vantage to manifeft his love unto our Nation, in comparifon of whom, all other in 
that part of the World were contemptible. Ina word, ( perceiving our hafte) hc pray- 
ed his Lordfhip to cxerciífe but threc days patience till the Great Duke came pur- 
pofelv to honour his Entrance; a favour of a danble rcflex, in that it would infinitely 
content the Governour and Citizens, and accumulate an incomparable fplendor to his 
Entrance; clofing his Complement with an If not, he was then ready to ufher his Lord. 
fhip to his Lodging- The AmbaflIador though he wel! enough defcried his petty court- 
fhip, yet thought it beft to diflemble his difcontent, perceiving no remedy. We jogg'd 
leafurely on upon our Mules and Affinegoes, who (io foon as they winded the air of 
this great City) fpared the Perfians the labour of Kettle-drums, Timbrels, Hoboy,and 
fuch Phygic mufick , fometimes braying out, at other times ecchoing to one another 
in their Mymallonian Cornets as if fome Orgye to Liber Pater had been folemnizing: 
in fo much as- many ran out of doors, others fired their Flambeauxes to know the 
caufe and glut their wonder. After long circling we alighted at the houfe of Shock- 
Ally -Beg (the Dukes Deputy ) where our Ambafladour aftcr a prolix Apology from the 
Governour was entertain with a fhort Banquet, and then convoyed to Ally-chan a 
Houfe at the Eaft end of the City bclonging to the King, encompafled with as curious 
Gardens and as fpacious as moft in Perfiz.. And now we have overcome the trouble 
of our paflage into the City, albeit we entred not in the day time to fee and to be feen, 
do not think it novelty or that it was without reputation, or as if nocturnal Entries 
had not equal luftre with the day; íceing that. Holoferges chofe thc Night to make his 


triumphant Entrance into Damafcus : Antiochus alfo took the fame time to enter liern- 


falem, -Auguftulas Rome, and haughty Sapores into this cu 

SHER AZ (for fo they pronounce it ) the pleafanteft of Afiatick Cities, isremoved 
from the equator 29 degrees, 20 minutes North, its longitude is 88 degrees; by PL. 
Ferrarius and tome others fuppofed to be thie reliques Of Perfepolis: which I no ways 
allow of, .not only from the difference of fcituation and diftance of place from Chil- 
manor ,beirzg no lefs than thirty Eze//fb miles thence, but principally in regard many ri- 
fing and rough grounds and fome confiderable hills are interpofed. However, it is of 
great antiquity in the Name it bears: For Ben-Fonas a Few, travelling thefe parts about 
400 years ago, found Syapbaz hereabout, which doubtlefs was this City. By Cornelius 
de Fudeis "tis named Syra, a miftake probably inthe Tranfcript, fceing that Siv.zs an- 
other Author likewife mif-calls it. Don Garzzas calls it Xtrias; Panlus Venetus ZLyraz 
Sir Walter Raleigh Siras, Oforius Xiras Stepbanus Cirecatha and Cirec-batba, borrowed 
as I fuppofe from Cadins who docs the like from A4uflaedini-Saddqi the Philofopher and 
Traveller, whofe native place this, was and is by him called Cyropolss, alluding rather 
to its ancient Greek name than to the name it then bore, {feing Authors more ancient 
than himfelf call it by the name of Syras, as the Few I lately mentioned and others: This 
Saddy lived An. Dom. 1200. Heg. óoo. at which time ruled there Azfzffer Eddin Abubecr, 
Son to Saddy Son of Sezgus; as appears by that learned Treatife of Saddy called Rofa- 
zium Politicam in our time tranflated by Gentius. The name Cyropolis ( as the word im- 
ports) was we may fuppofc aflumed from Cyrus that noble River, which alfo gave Name 
ro that magnificent Prince Cyrus formerly called Agradatus ; albeit we have a more clear 
authority for it, fceing God by the Prophet Efay chap. 44 @ 4$. calls him by that 
Namc,above an hundred years before his birth, anointed and defigncd to'be the Deliverer 
of his People from the Babylonian bondage. The River, whether it be that which fpring- 
ing from the Coraxzaz Hills in thirty eight degrees empties it {elf into the Mare Ca[pium, 
and has neighbouring it the two other Rivers Cambyfes amd -draxis, (for that in Sogdi- 
ana near faxartes mentioned by Quintus Curtius and that other in India fpoken of by 
e#Elianus arc not it, is evident; ) or that it be this, which ftreams in the mid-way 
"twixt Sheraz and Chzhwanor, being unfatished my {elf I leave it unto others better to 
confider of, and fhall only give my further apprehenfion concerning the Etymd ogy- 

Sheraz then probably derives it {elf either from Sherab which in the Perfian Tongue 
fignifics a Grape, here abounding, and than which no part of thc Eaft has more genc- 
rous, nor any Climate more benevolent; or clfe from Sheer which in thc Per/7zz figni- 
fics Milk: And the rather feeing feveral other Towns have their denominations accor- 
dingly ; namely, Aleppo from Halip, i. e. Milk, albeit {fome would have it from 4lepius 
Julians Lieutenant, and fcveral Perfian Towns have the like ; as Whormoor, i. c. a Town 
of Dates ;- De-achow, a Town upon a Hill; De-gardoy, a Walnut-Town, Bazebuchav, 
Perifcow, Cut-bobbaw, and others: Or otherwife, pafling by the Greek, fynonymas, Eae 
Catena, Or Zm Ts THESS propter affum; and that of Sir.tbo 1, .2 Minerva, que ditta erat She- 
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raz; I may with equal authority affume the derivation from Shuraz which fignifies a 
Lion; or from the Syrafes, as the aborigines Ox incole of old hereabouts were termed and 
appears by Polyenus l. 8. de «S omiremsdz > or elfe à Schyris Arabia populis ( whd to give 
Pliny’s expreflion lb. 6. cap. 13.) Indorum vel potius Perfarum lingua loquentes," ibi funt re- 
meantes, €*c. Nor was.this City lefs ancient than great, if the report be true which the 
Inhabitants make, that Famfheat the fifth King of Perfia and predeceflor to Kedor- 
Laomer laid its firft foundation: For Boterws afhrms for.trutb, That Quando Syras erat 
Syras ( i. e. Civitas ) ture Cairus erat ejus pagus 5 which proverb notwithftanding he bor- 
rows from AZzfladin»Saddi, who hath this hyperbolizing queftion, Qui eff Cairum ? 
quid Damafcus?. quid terra? quid ipfum mare? Omnes enim Urbes pags funt, c& fola Schy- 
ras Urbs eff: rendring thereby Shyraz onely worthy to be named a City; in com- 
parifon of which Cairo, Damafcus and all others extant upon the Continent or Ifles 
were but Villages: Saddz alfo in this taking hispattern as I fuppofe from Rome, Qua fola 
per excellentiam Urbs vocabatur. But that it was a very great City long ago is indubi- 
table; and for proof I give you thefe few inftances. Wlughbeg Ca learned. Geogra- 
pher and Nephew to 7 amberlang ) in his time finds her to have fifteen miles compafs : 
Contarinus after him the like, and eighty thoufand houfes. Barbars eightícore years 
ago reports her to be twenty 5 Cluverzus the like: Teifhera after him to have fix and 
thirty miles circuit ; Skikard upon 7 aricb the like circumference; a circuit very jarge, 
but occafioned by the many and fpacious Gardens this as moft other Afian Cities 
have, rather than from the numerous Buildings.  Jobz of Perfra in his time numbred 
her ‘Inhabitants eighty thoufand 5; Ben-Aly three hundred thouífand: I dare not gain fa 
their.reports, becaufe no prefent enquiry can well difprove them; let ustherefore r 
contented in her Defcrintion as I could obferve her to be at prefent. 

i Shyraz is diftant from Ormas one hundred amd eight farfangs; or- three hundred and 

four and twenty miles ; from Larr onc hundred eighty fix 5 from Babylon three hundred, 
from ‘Spahawn two hundred and two and twenty; from the Ca/piaz Sea fix hundred; 
from Cazbyn four hundred and eighty fix, from Perifcow four hundred and forty ; from 
Candabor three hündrcd and fixty; from Yezd two hundred and nincteen; from Faza 
fixty miles Englifa, or thereabouts. The ancient Inhabitants were the 24rzzare, Tapiri, 
Cartii and Orebatii ; now converted into Parc, Furc, Fares and Farfiftan. 
. Sbyraz at this day is the fecond City for magnificence:in the Monarchy of Perfia5 
watercd by Bindamyr, (as Phil. Ferrarius in his Epit. Gentzum calls it, though indeed it is 
the Bridge, the water being called Kur) formerly either Orontis as in Ptol. L. 6. c. 3. and 
l. 6.-c- 23. another of the like name beingán Celofjyria, or elfe that Rhogomana in Ptolomy, 
a River that draws her defcent from the Tapirian, asíome fay from the Parcboatrzun 
Mountains, and after above two hundred miles circling in meanders commixing ‘with 
Chaafpes (now Tabb) and Ulay, not far from Valdac ( old Shufhan is now fo called) lofe 
themíelves in the Gulph, and promifcuoufly thence difgorge themfelves into. the Zz- 
dian Occan. 

" Some walls it fhews which were raifed by Xf» Caffan the famous Armenian Prince,who 
lived Az. 1470. but feem to fcorn a limited bondage ; for now it ftretches from the South- 
eaft to the North-wcít well near three miles, and is not much lefs the other way 5 the 
compafs being feven miles or thereabouts. It is very pleafantly feated at the North- 
weft end of a fpacious Plain, twenty miles long and fix broad; circumvolved with 
lofty Hills, under one of which this Town is feated ; defended by Nature, enriched 
by Trade, and by Art made lovely 5 the Vine-yards, -Gardens, Cyprefles, Sudatories 
ane Temps ravifhing the eye and fmell, fo as in every part fhe appears delightful and 

eaytiful. 

Here Art-magick was firft hatched: Here Nimrod for fome time lived : Here Cyrus 
(the moft excellent of Heathen Princes) was born; and here (all but his head, which 
was fent to Pifigard) intombed. Here the great Macedonian glutted his Avarice and 
Bacchifm. Here the firft Sibylle fung our Savioxur’s Incarnation.  Héuce the Magi are 
thought t have fet forth towards Bethlehem; and here a feries of two hundred Kings 
have fwaycd their Scepters. | 

The Houfes are of Sun-burnt bricks, hard and durable » the Buildings not very lofty, 
C feldom exceeding two ftories) flat and tarrafled above, having Balconics and Windows 
curioufly trellized: within they are fprcad with Carpets; little other furniture other- 
where is noted. Sultan Shock-Allybeg’s Houfe (where the firit night we were banquet- 
ted ) is infcriour to few; for his Dinning-room was high and pound and fpacious: The 
roof was arched, the walls imbofled with gold and wrought into Imagery, fts fhadowed 
that it was hard to judge whether imbofled, infculpt or painted: The windows were

of painted giafs, the floor fpread with curious Carpets. Few or nore here arc without 
their Gardens (Forefts rather ) of high Chenacrs, ( refembling our Elm ) and Cyprefles : 
So as indeed a more delightful object can hardly be, than what this City yields the eye 
from the neighbouring mountain. The Palaces rife foamiably,and the Mofques and Hum- 
mums with their cerulcan tyles and gild:d Vanes, amongft the Cypreíles fo glitter by 
reflecting the Sun- beams in a curious fplendor. 

Fifteen Mofques expreís their bravery here, which in fhape are round Cafter the AL 
kaha in Mecca) tiled with a piaiiter made of lime-ftone burnt, which fo foon as it is dry 
becomes fo exceeding hard that it rather refembles true ftone than mortar; with 
which they do not onely parget the outfide of. their Houfes and trim it with paint after 
the Morifco manner, but alfo fpread the floors and arches of their Rooms: But on the 
top and outfide thefe are pargetted with Azure ftone refembling Turquoifes, lincd 
moft part within with black well-polifhed Marble; and the tops are beautified by many 
double gilded crefcents or {pires which reverberate the Sun’s yellow flames moft de- 
lightfully. Two’are efpecially note-worthy in their fteeples, (fo fome call them) being 
ímall but excecding high Towers: The one is fquare above fifty foot high in the body, 
leaded in fome part, in other part difcoloured with gold and blue; the out fide var- 
nifhed and wrought with knots and poefies, vaft and unfurnifhed ( or rather unfinifhed ) 
within ; and above, fpiring in two flender but afpiring 4/cerazes of wood, being 
round and coupled at the top, garnifhed with great art and coft, very near as high as 
Pauls in London, from whofe tops the clear-voic'd Boys fing thrice every twenty four 
hours Exlogies to their Prophets Ally and Mahomet, for, Bells are no where tolerated in 
Mahometans Temples: The other ( rather refembling a royal Carravans-raw ) is qua- 
drangular; the fuperficies of it Arabick invention, imbofled with gold, painted with 
azure, flagg'd with Porphyre, garnifhed in feveral forms or mazes, and made refplen- 
dent at fome folemnities by many Lamps and Torches. 

Orher Mofques within this City are not fo remarkable, yet not fo mean as not to in- 
vite the obfervation; for what they wantin Architecture they fupply in Reliques vene- 
rably accounted of for entombing the Carcafles of fome Alchoranifh Doctors; whole fre- 
ming fanctity hath got fuch repute amongft thofe fuperititious People, their Tomb be- 
ing inricht by the fuperfinity of zeal, as no coft nor pains is thought too much to evi- 
dence the reality of their devotion. Some Sepulchres there are of well-polifhed Marble; 
others of Wood cut into an antick kind of carving; others expreís the Painters Art, 
and other fome the Sculptors skill in Brafs and other metal; fo that where Art is defe- 
€tive, Nature out of the treafures of darknefs has fupplied them. In one place Shaw- 
meer- Ally- Flamzy a prophetick Zabometaz reíts his bones, feven hundred years fince 
(fome merrily fay ) ferried Py Charon into Acheron for doting upon his Alcoran: The 
Mofque is fquare; for threefcore paces long I found the ftructure he is buried in to be, 
and in breadth juft fo many. In another fleeps Sazdazt-Emyramabow, contemporary (as 
tradition gives) with Mahomet, and many more, whofe duft refts till the Trumpet di- 
fpofe them to a refurrection. A little out of the Town is interred that learned Poet 
and Philofopher ALufladini Saddi, who wrote the Rofarium which is lately turned into 
Latin by Gentis : And near him his Brother Poet Hlodgee Haier, whofe Poems are of 
great eftecm in Perfía. And indeed Shyraz has a Colledge wherein is read Philofophy, 
Aftrology, Phyfick, Chymiftry and the Mathematicks 5 fo as ’tis the more famoufed 
through Perfjs. Upon many of thefe Mofques the travelling Storks have piled their 


nefts, a bird (as ot the -£gyptians, ío ) of thefe People divinely eftimated, termed Pie- 
tatis cultrzx by Petrozius. 
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The famous Stork, which buildetb in tbe Air, Aerio infignis pietate Ciconia nido 

Fofters ber naked young with tender care. Inveftes pullos pignora grata fovet. _ 

And by that love their duty doth engage Taliaq expectat fibi mutua munera rcddi 
When necd requires to help ber feeble age - Auxilio hoc quoties mater egebat anus. 

Nor fail ber hopes 5 for when fhe cannot ftir Nec pia fpem foboles fallit 5 nam feffa parentum 
The pious Brood both feed and carry ber. Corpora fert humeris, praftat & ore cibos. 


The Gardens are many, and both large and beautiful; fo as I may fay of this what 
the Syrians attribute to thofe of Damafcus, Operatiffimi [unt in bortis: Several of thei (as 
I paced ) are cight hundred paccs long and four hundred broad. But ZZezy-[baw ( which 
is the King’s ) challenges fuperiority over all the reft, being fquare every way 2000. 
paces. M5 t 0^ canon tafeguarded with walls fourteen foor high and four foot thick ; 
and which from their fpacionfncefs and plenty of Trees refemble groves or MURERE i 
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but by thatname (thc Perfraz word is Bawr Jare called; they abound in lofty pyramidical 
Cyprcfles, broad fprcading Chenawrs, tough Elm, ftraight Afh, knotty Pines, fragrant 
Maiticks, kingly Oaks, {weet Myrtles, ufcful Maples ; and of fruit-irces are Grapes 
(whole wood though little worth ( fomc fay ) never rots, ) Pomgranads, Pomcitrons, 
Oranges, Lemmons, Piftachocs, Apples, Pears, Peaches, Chefnuts, Cherrics,Quinces, 
Walnuts, Apricocks, Plums, Almonds, Figs, Dates, and Melons of both forts ceacced- 
ing, fair and of incomparable fwcetnefs ; alio Flowers rarg to the cyc, {wert to the imeil, 
and ufeful in Phyfick. Thc carth dry, but green; the air falubrious,rho.:5h fbarp a little 
while; yea, fuch as may make good Tzbzulbss his fancies of EZyfium : For,

So as I mutt acknowledge it a truth, that as the Eaft is more warm, fo morc refrefh- 
ing and plcafant than the Welt, and through the gentie influcnce of the Sun and Wind 
mikes both Flowers and Fruits much more delicious, fucculent aud fair than we find in 
the Occidental Regions. — Z7 Oriente (faith Wicomercatus lib. 2. in Arift. Meteor. ) omnia 
fuaviora quam in Occidente gignantur , Solis videlicet intezftore calore illic dominante : atque 
ctiam terris ex balitibus Oceani, cujus aque pingues fint, pinzucf.ittis, chc. Again, Orieztales 
partes funt calidiores, quia dextra pars fint Coli €x univerfi, Cc. And Albcrrus gives this 
rcafon for it: Sol triplicem vim Orientalibus infundit, fimplicem Occidentalibus : in Oriente 
enim radios qui caloris initium funt primum mittit, deinde paulatim ad cum Occidentis calorem 
auget. And in another place: Orientales illas partes negari non poteft, calidiores effe Occi- 
dent.ilibus, cum Aromata omnis generis C odores C delicias vcluti omnes in illis nafci videa- 
ai, quod fine calore validiori fieri non potefl, fiquidem in Occidente, qui eft frigidior, minime 
aafcuntr. And Olympiodorus gives us this reafon: Sol ezin: ab Occazo ad orzeztales Terras 
tendit, itacie omncs cas ftatim illuminat, C calore Juo fovet. So as it may be grantcd that 
the Eaft has preeminence over the Welt for fruits, plants, grain, fpices, drugs, herbs, 
Gems, Minerals, and other things. This onely contradicts that, uz Oriens nobis eft, 
aliis cfl Occidens c è contrario, qui Occidens Oricns, totque Orientes € Occidentes habeantur, 
quot in longitudinem funt habirationes, ec. Farther it is agrced (faith Bodiz) by joint con- 
ient of the ZZebrews, Greeks and Latines, that the Ealt is better tempered than the Welt; 
and that by the Prophets in Holy Writ the Eaft fcems to challenge a dignity and fupe- 
riority above the Weft : to which truth feveral Philofoplicrs and Hiftorians fubfcribe,as 
Ammianis, Strabo, Pliny and others, backt with the judgement of Hippocrates, Galen, 
and other grave Writers, who all averr that in Afia all ov moft things are much fairer 
and better than in Europe, and that the Oricnt produces flowers, fruits, fpices and 
other commodities, as alfo greater plenty of gold, filver, pearls and precious ffones, 
than the Occident. Which may fiflly evince an oppofite judgment; cípecially fecing 
Almighty God in the firft Creation of the World was plcafed to endow the Eaftern 
parts of the Earth with thc beft temper ; And from whence Cfaith Caurpemrcr ) all other 
parts derive their original. 

Amongjft other paftimes there ufed, I remember I faw ropes or cords ftrctched from 
tree to tree in fevcral gardens, Boys and Girls and fometime thoft of riper years fwing- 
ing upon them; the Turks efpecially during the Byram time ufing that recreation: a paf- 
time firft practifed by the 24drbeziazs. I may confine my commendations to a finall com- 
pafs, places morc remote being at this day fteril, mountainous and unable (if then as 
now ) to make Alexander an Epicure, the Wine excepted, which is indecd the moft-ge- 
nerous grape of Perfia, and famoufed all over the Oricnt. Nothing more complained 
of by the Inhabitants than want of water; yet a pretty íhallow Rivolet it has, and 
might have more were the Citizens more induftrious; a gallant River (Cyr of old ) 
Ítrcaming not fifteen miles thence in the way to old Perfepol:s, which by pipes like other 
Aquaduéts might bc drawn tlüther. 

The Cyreziazs and Fpicure:ns place their fummum bonum or chicf felicity in plcafurc, 
and make vertuc to be the Hand-maid; without which Felicity cannot be well at- 
tended. Diogenes Lacrtins tells us, That Felicity is oncly a fereniry and tranquiliity of the 
Mind free to delight, and void of all fadnefs or perturbation: whence 1 may conclude 
theft Shyr.:- fans of that Sect. For at the Nowronz or Spring, they nor oncly fend Veits, 
but other Prefents to one another 3 a ceremony no lefs ancient titan Cyres Açropho:: has 
it. Allo Plutarch ij vita Alexandri notes, That Artaxerxes the Great gave CUELA 
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(that unhappy Captain who fuficrcd a miferable dcath by the cruelty of Parifatis the 
Qucen-mother for vain-boaftiug that he flew Cyr; her Son when in rebellion ) a Gown 
or Veit of gold which he wore during a Royal banquet: Practifed alfo by Alexander,who 
having put upon his head the royal Diadem of Perfia,vefted divers of the Macedonian Of- 
ficers with Robes ot Gold; Lowgas vcfles anratas fumere jubet, faith Juft. l. 12. in ufe alfo 
amonglt thc.Ro»azs Of old. singuftus inter varia musufcula togas infuper C pallia diftribuit 
lege propofit.t, ut Romani Graco, Greci Romano babitu uterentur, Rofin. lib. s. Antig. Ron. 
Then alio the Gardens are opened for all to walk in. The Women likewife for four- 
tecen days have liberty to appear in publick 5 and when loofe (like birds enfranchifed ) 
Jefe themfclves in a labyrinth of wanton fports. The Men alfo, fome riding, fome fit- 
ting, fome walking, arc all in one tunc, drinking, finging, playing till the Bottles prove 
empty, fongs be fpent, or that /1Zerpbezs lay his Caduceus over them. In all my life I ne- 
ver faw People more jocund.and leis quarrelfoin. 





They revel all the night, and drink tbe round, Hic noctem ludo ducunt, & pocula læti 
Til Wine and (leep their giddy brains confound. Confundunt cerebris, fomno vinóq; fepultis 


And ’tis to be feared Chaftity is na vertue here, an unfeen martyrdom: For heat 
makes luft fo outragious that they make little defence againít it, thinking pleafure to be 
a delightful Conquerour. Now, how far fuch liberty coheres with that tenet of the Epi- 
cures mentioned by Cedrinus, Voluptatem effe finem [apientium € bonorum, I determine not ; 
fccing that .Epieurss his Summum bonum conftabat voluptate , non corporis fed animi. How- 
ever, "tis a certain Rule, That Ut Venus enervat vires, fic copia Bacchi T entabit ereffus, de- 
bilit.ítque pedes- To return. ‘This Feaft of the Nowronz was begun by King Shalelladyn 
Son of Ulp-Arflax, and is commonly celebrated when the Sun enters into Aries, for 
than this they celebrate no Feaft more folemnly. Somewhat of Emangoly-cawn the great 
Duke and his Banquet. 

This Man is a Georgian by dc{cent, a Adaffulman by profeffion, and one of thofe Te- 
trarchs that under Abbas rule the Empire. His Territories reach every way well-nigh 
four hundred miles 5 and afford him the Titles of Arch-Duke of Sbyraz, Sultan of Larr 
and J«arewz, Lord of Ormrus, Afagqneroos, Kermoen, Chufiflam, Sigeftan, and Farfiftan, 
Prince of the Gulph of Perfra and Iles there, the Great Beglerbeg, Commander of twelve 
Sultans, filty thoufand Horie, flave to Shaw-Abbas, Protector of ALuffulmen, Nutmeg, of 
comfort, and Rofe of delight. 

He is of an extraordinary descent for Nobility (as Honour goes in thefe parts)his Fa- 
ther and Grand-father having been Dukes afore him; but (which is no lefs itrange) pri- 
viledged from degradation by Abbas his Oath upon a good occafion: _Aliculican his Fa- 
ther having been victorious in fome cngagements againit both Tark and Tartar it added 
no {mall luitre to Mahomet Codobandaes Diadem : moft memorably when ( by command 
of dAmurath ) the fawcy Bafha of Rbyvan with fifteen hundred Mufquets breathed defi- 
ance again{t Morad the Chielfal Governour for prcfuming to take part with J/mae/ in that 
famous overthrow they gave the Turks on the Calderan Plain in the year 1514. as they 
arrogate to themfíelves; albeit the Turks acknowledg it not. Morad being thus unex- 
pectedly aflaulted, fends a timerous excufe; which rather enraged the Bafha, who,was 
not to bc pacilicd till Morad had glutted his appetite with a Prefent of two thoufand 
pound in gold, commanding him thence to ZVazffivaz (old Artaxata ) and by that timc 
hungry again. Alicolichan | Sbay-Mabomet's Licutcnant in Georgia )exprefling his difplca- 
fure againít Morad undertakes to make the 7 rk eat cold Iron, meat the Bafha cared not 
for, but by Ally-cilicaws fierce charge with fix thoufand Herfe made him return his 
bribe back; fo as alter a fmall difpute the Turk, was forced to a fpeedy retreat over 
Anti-T auris ( now Mezis-Taur) and gave the valiant Georgian the liberty to extract a 
treble Contribution trom Z4erad for -his compliance with the Turk: and then rcturn- 
ing victor to tig Court, Abb. knowing that reward isas powerful a fupport of State as 
punifhment, for that good fcrvice recompenced him with the Shyra~ Dukedom, and his 
Sonaíter him no lefs fortunate in Sha-Abbas his ficld-fervice, having quieted Georgia,fub- 
ducd Zsrr and Ormus, and made tributary part of Arabid gnd Diarbec. , 

Some days after our being here the Great Duke abfented himfelf meerly to pleafe 
his humous ; for albcit Sir Robert Sherley took the pains to ride unto him, and to tell 
how acceptable his being in Town would be at the Ambafladour’s Entrance, he ail- 
iwcr'd; le was no difionour for any Man (his Mafter excepted) to ftay his leifure: Not 
knowing or not «ontifcring Vhat the Perfons of Amballadours are facred, aud challenge 
high refpeet in ail places, according to the cuftom and confent of all Nations, both from 
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the reprefentation they make and the nature of their Imployment: So tliat this would 
not have been endured had our Ambafladour been provided with a Convoy and ne- 
cellary accommodations for travel ; which wanting, conitrained him to piaztife pa- 
ticnce. After fix days attendance, his Eminency made liis Entrance into Sheraz attend. 
ed with 2o00 Horfe, where he took his eafe two days without the leait notice of our 
Ambafladour. Atlength, finding that our Ambatladour would not makeapplicationto 
him, he fent a Gentleman to invite him to his Palace; who returned with this an- 
fwer; That he was weary, having come a grcat journey, and that his journcy was to 
icc his Mafter. The Duke not plcafed with that meflage thought it beft neverthelefs to 
diflemble it, (knowing the King had given expreis command that in his paflage he 
fhould every where receive honour and hearty welcome; ) fo after fome paufe, the 
Duke fent word hc purpofed next day to vifit him: yet failed in his promife; but his 
Son the Beglerbeg (eighteen years old) came in perfon to excufc him. Next day our Am- 
balladour tent word by Shoc-_Ally-beg to thé Duke’s Son, That his Vifit ihould be retafia- 
ted: 4Enazgoly-cawz the Father ícenis to be difpleafed that he had not the honour of 
the firit Vitit, and marvelled what kind of People we werc, fincé his own little lefs 
than adored him; neverthelefs made ufe of it to his own fatisfaction; for he was no 
fooner alighted near the Duke’s Palace, when by Shoc-_Ally-beg he was ufhered into a 
long gallery, rich in commun beauties, Plate, Carpets, and other furniture; where 
(contrary to expectation ) the Duke himfelf (like a ftatua) at the end of thc room fat 
crofs-legg’d, not moving one jot till the Ambafladour was almoft at him; and then (as 
one affrighted ) skipt up, imbraced and bad him welcome; vouchfafing alfo ( upon 
knowledg that his attendants were Gentlemen)to give us the Hofhomody foffowardy, and to 
entertain us with a Banquet. So after two hours merriment we departed, invited to 
return next day to a more folemn welcome. The entertainment our Ambafladour had 
was Wine and Sweet-meats, which were of variety; and then zztez pocula but according 
to the common mode of thcíe Eaftern parts the dancing Wenches went to work, agree- 
able to what Plutarch Symp. 1. relates in his time, Perfe zon cum Uxoribus, fed pellicibus fal- 
rant, ce inebriantur: for firft throwing off thcir loole garments or Vefts, the other was 
c!ofe to their body rcfembling troozes, but of feveral picces of Satten of fundry colours 
Cas there much ufed;) their hair was long and dangling in curls; about their faces 
were hung ropes of Pearl, Carquenets fet with itones about their necks, and about 
their wrifts and legs were wreathed golden Bracelets with bells, which with the Cym- 
bals and Timbrels in their hands made the beft coníort : Their dancing wasnot after the 
ufual manner; for each of them kept within a {mall circle and made as it were every 
limb dance inorder after each othcr, even to admiration. Thefe are they whom I may 
tay Convivia leta frequentant. Tibia demulcent fonitus € fiflula, ubique Cantus Có faltus eż- 
ata licentia vulgi Cale: effe folent epulis vinóq, madentes. l 

Next day being come, we werc conducted by a Sultan thorow two fair Courts,whence 
on foot wc werc ufhered into a ftatcly Banqueting-houfe, which was a large room open 
at the fides, fupported with twenty gilded pillars, the roof imbofled with gold, and fo 
exquifitcly painted as if Erfenge the Apelles Of Perfia had pencill’d it: the ground was 
fprcad with extraordinary rich Carpets of filk and gold ; a State at one end of crimfon 
Satten was creéted embroidered with Pearl and Gold, under which the Duke was to in- 
thronc himfclf. Upon one fide thercof was painted his Ormrzs Trophies > no coft, no 
Art being left out to do it to advantage. For it expreffed their encamping upon the 
fhore, their affaults, ftorms, batteries, entrance; plunder of the City, maftacre of the 
Ormufians 5 íome beheaded, fome chain’d, fome their heads ferving for girdles: as alfo 


the Exglifh fea-fights and the like > But fo to life

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And when the green and crimfon curtains or fcezes of filk were drawn, there was a 
lively profpect into a great {fgaare Court, which upon this occafion to aggrandize the 
invitation was round fct wish the prime Men of the City;3, as alfo into anotfier adja- 
cent Court, where I think I told near five hundred Plebeians, who ( Afofco like ) were 

invited to illuftrate the Duke’s magnificence. i 
Before this great Duke meant to difplay his radiance(for as yet he was not entred) Sir 
Dodmore Cotton was {cated on the left hand of the State; ( where note, that all 74/7: over 
the lett being the fword hand is moft honourable; ) upon the other fide iat the difcon- 
tentcd Prince of Tarrary: At the Ambafladours left hand was feated the Bee/egbeg as 
Duke:

Duke’s cldeft Son, and next to him the captive Kin» of Ormus. Next to the Tartar Prince 
lat T brebzs-cawn a ditconfolate Prince of Georgia, a gallant Perfon, expert in Arms, and 
a conitant Chriftian. Oppotite to the State Sir Robert Sherley icated himfelf: and in 
the fame room with fuch Gentlemen as attended the Ambatiadour were placed the two 
Princes of Orms, fome Sultans and other great Officers. The reft of the Banqueting- 
room was filled with Perfons of note, as Sultans, Merchants and Coofelbafbaes. During 
which entertainment young Ganymedes array?d in cloth of gold with long crifped locks of 
hairs, (refembling thofe Pueri calamiftrati pulchre indufiati mentioned in zipuleins his Ban- 
quct)went up and down bearing tlagons of gold filled with choice Wine which they prof- 
fered to all the Company one by one fo long as the Feaft endured. Upon the Carpets 
were ipread fine coloured pintado Table-cloths forty clls long at lcaft5 broad thin 
pan-cakes tix one upon another ferved for trenchers, near which were fcattercd wooden 
{poons whote handles were almoft a yard long, and the fpoons fo thick and wide as re- 
quired right fpacious mouths to render them ferviceable. The Fcaft was compounded 
of fevceral forts of pelo of various colours, and ftorc of candied dricd fruits and meats 5 
variety alfo of Dates, Pears, and Peaches curioufly conferved , fach I took notice of 
CI mean as pleated me beft) were Jaacks, Myrobalans, Duroyens, Piftachoes, Almonds, 
Apricocks, Quinces, Cherrics, and the like. The Duke is not yct taken noticc of; the 
truth is, his Eminency was not yetentred : Nor were we forry that when our bellies were 
full our cycs might have the better leifure to furvey his greatnefs. Howbeit, thc Fcaft 
was no fooner ended but the vulgar multitude ftrove to rend the sky with Yough Ally- 


Whoddaw-Bafhat, i. c. Allyand Ged be thankcd, exprefling by voice and mufick their joy, 
and then like that in Ovid,

the Eccho being as the fignal for that great Duke to center. His Entrance was ufhercd 
by thirty comely Youths who were vcfted in crimfon Satten Coats, their Tulipants wcre 
filk and filver wrcathed about with fmall links of gold; fome had alfo Pearl, Rubies, 
Turquoifes, and Emcralds, (for I do not remember that I faw one Diamond; ) they 
were guirded with rich hilted Swords in embroidered Scabbards ; they had Hawks up- 
on their fifts, each hood fct with itones of value. After them the Duke followed j; his 
Coat was of blew Satten very richly embroidered with filver; upon which, he wore a 
Robe of extraordinary length, glorious to the cyc, for it was fo thick powdered with 
Oriental Pearl and glittering Gems, as made the ground of it inperfpicable ; not lcfs 
rich (I thought) than the Emprefs _Aegrippiza, when cloathcd in a Robe of woven bur- 
nifhed gold : His Turbant or Mandil was of fineft white filk interwoven with gold, 
beftudded with Pearl and Carbuncles; his Scabbard was fet all over with Rubics,Pearls 
and Emeralds,fuch as that which Pompey found worn by Mithridates valued at four hundred 
Talents, Plt. Vita Pomp. mentions: His Sandals had the like embroidery; fo as he fcemed 
that day to rcfemble Artaxerxes, whofe Apparel was commonly valued at ten thoufand 
Talents, as Plutarch rclateth. To this glorious idol the People offered their devotion 
in many Teflalams, bowing and knocking thcir forehcads a la mode againftthe ground : 
Sir Robert Sherley conftantly wearing the Perfiaz habit, alfo fizedaed very formally; and 
after that in a Cup of pure gold drank his Eminences health, and then (knowing it would 
pleafe the Duke) put it in his pocket, with this merry complement, That after fo un- 
worthy a Perfon as himfclf had breathed init, it wasfome indignity to return it; which 
the Juke amiably accepts as good fatisfaction: but perceiymg our Ambafladour not 
very merry, darted him a fmile, then drank the King his Mafter’s health, and exceed- 
ing civilly bad him and his Company heartily welcome, and fo withdrew. The truth 
is, our Ambafladour was {carce well pleafed at the Duke’s long abfence and proud car- 
riage, yet prudently diflembled it: fo after reciprocal Saslams, fome Ceofclbafhaws at- 
tended him to his Horfe, and fo returned to his Lodging. 

Capable is this Arch-Dukc to purchafe his renown at thefe high rates, hisycarly Re- 
venue being bruited cxccfliwe great: For ( fay Merchants ) fic has towards four hundred 
thoufand Tomains per annum, (a Tomain is five Marks Sterling; ) out of which he pays 
fifty thoufand Ho: fe upon mufter : His Plate and Jewels are commonly cftimated | how 
certainly I cannot tell) at three hundred thoufand ALammodees,a Af,onmodecis our Shilling. 
A fcantling of his grcat wealth may bc taken by that memorable Prefent or New-Ycars- 
Gift he fent the King ( upon Z4Zoembreg the Filcals fecret advice) three Years fince, viz- 
Fifty flagons of gold, feventy two of tilver, and jn Sarece the valuc of four mune res 
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and fixty five thoufand Florins ; the whole being three hundred and fifty coz s 
mels load: A royal Prefent, befides Wines 5 and for which the King Cas a oe cor 
his acceptance ) remunerates the JOuke with fifty 4rabian Courfers, fix change of rich 
Garments, a fword he wore himfelf, and his word that he fhould continue in that Com- 
mand, ‘which to the Duke-was moft fignificant. 

This Duke here and in other Seraglio’s ( Harams the Perfians call them) has above three 
hundred Concubines: No furer way in thefe Pagaz Countrcys to diftinguifh one Mans 
grcatnefs from another than by exceeding in that fort of voluptuoufnefs : albeit he hunts 
elfewhere, other fports ferving but as a provocation. Nor do they refrain more manly 
exercifes; as chafing the Lion, hunting the Tygre, diflodging the Bore, unkennelling 
the Jackall and the like: At which fports he firft raifes whole Countreys, not leis than 
twenty thoufand Men ferving to rouze that kind of favage game; for when the whole 
herd are imbattelled upon fome mountain they impale it with a huge toyl of wyre,and 
cords fupported with ftakgs (C fix hundred Camels load ) and fo either dart them ^ € 
without the rail or venture in, and by ( by drawing a crofs line ) fingle what beaft they 
pleafe to combat with Sword and Lance; nor want they Hounds train’d for that ge- 
nerous fport: and having kill’d fome,fuffer the reft to efcape for further paftime. Pb;- 
lotas in all Alexander’s marches had ever ready. . 13000 fadom of net and toil to impale 
mountains the better to hunt wild Beafts, ecc. as Trogus Pomp. recordeth. So as it feems 
in that Countrey this is no new invention. 

Two days after this Feaft, the Duke with a Train or Cavalcade of thirty Su/rans 
and Coozelbafhaws came gallopping to Ally-cawn, Cfo the Houfe was called we lodged 
at; ) and albeit he endeavoured to furprize Sir Dodmore Cotton with a fudden Vifit, yet 
fuch was the feafonable intelligence he then had, that at his alighting he found a 
thoice fhade as the firit part of his entertainment, and then Chambers neatly fur- 
nifhed, from the Balcony looking into a pleafant Garden where large Cyprefles and 
other Trees appeared in their belt apparel for his better welcome. Here the facetious 
Duke encamped with all his Company, refolv’d to encounter the fury of his own wine 
and our Ezglifb Chymick-waters; for 'tis their belief, That 





Corpora magna Virorum 
Dulcia Vina levant, animiiy; & viribus augent. 


And give me leave to repeat, no part of the World has of Wine better than Sheraz: 
So that for three hours the skirmifh continued, charging one another with equal refolu- 
tion. Many bottles and flagons were emptied, but by ftratagem from the Duke’s quar- 
ters revived afrefh; thundring fuch an alarm in the Duke’s brains, that at his mount- 
ing his Horfe he fell back; and had not our Ambaffadour ( who as he was very abfte- 
nious fo was he moft civil) by chance upheld him, he had been difmounted. Mr. Sto- 
dart of Caernarvan and Mr. Emery (two Gentlemen attending the Ambafladour ån his 
Chamber ) helped them homewards. Next day the Duke fenfible of his civil Treatment 
returned his thanks in a Prefent of twelve good Horfícs, with bridles and rich faddles 
fuiting them; by which it appeared that all were pleafed, and the Ambafladour ( who 
wéthout füch an entertainment had never fatished them) acquired the Epithete of a ge- 
ncrous and well-bred Perfon. After other Ceremonies of welcome (in which pifcafhes 
and gifts were not left out ) we had leave to profecute our travel towards the Court: I 
call it leave, the Duke now feemed fo unwilling to part with us: The Ambafíladours 
Attendants alfo ( purfuant to thc Duke's directions ) were very well mounted and fur- 
nifhed with frefh Camelagand Afinegoes for our Sumpters; able Beafts, capable to en- 
dure the brunt of travel. Creat is the difference betwixt the Turks and Perfianms : For 
the Turks being by Law prohibited, abftain from Wine, yet drink it covertly ; but the 
Perfian now (as of old) drin with freedom openly and with excefS. It was fo of old; for 
Plutarch in the Life of Artaxerxes ii. jaa the Perfiams were liberal Wine-hibbers and 
lovers of Magick, Cyrus craftily endeavouring to fupplant his Brother Artaxerxes in 
the Crown before the Battehof Coozexa being his Lieutenant in the Iefler Afia, the bet- 
tcr to ingratiatc himfelf ith the Lacedemonians writ un:o them, and amohg other 
vertues boafted that he was fieter to rule than Artaxerxes: And the reafon he gave was 
Mtn i -o i morc Wine and better underftood Natural Magick than his Bro- 
E K n n venture the fame gems was in this great Duke we are now {peaking of. 
Six and twenty days we confumed in Sheraz, forced to fo Idne c 
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merry Duke; foas on Lady-day in Lent wc departed: thence Ponnh Sram this. Per- 
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fie Metropolis. But I cannot willingly part without firft celebrating our Vale dictum 
in this Chariltcry. | 


Why fhould our Wits difpute where Eden flood? 
Jf inthe Earth or Air, or if the Flood 
Did [poil tbe furface: thus we fell from thence! 
And too much kuowledg loft the refidence. 
Tet if tbat Place remain, for us to gue f$ 
By outward attributes of Happinef, 
Why flhould thy Plain, Shyraz, give place to thofe 
Where friuiful Nile and Ganges over-flows ?

Yet rec we go further, let me give you a brief Account of fuch Potentates (to let 
país Solomon whom they derive themf{clves from) as had their Seat-royalin Sheraz, begun 
feven hundred Years ago, and but lately ended. The firft of which was Abuzvez Dei- 
.Im[baw, by tome faid to defcend lincally from Adfher the lait King of Perfiz, and the 
hundredth in defCent from Adam as they pedegorizc ; and from his Name and the delight 
he took in Fifhing and Navigation is injurioufly termed a Fifher-man; no otherwife 
than Tamerlane was a Shepherd, fromthe manner of living moft ufal amongft Hoords 
or Septs in Tartary.  Detlam{haw firnamed Beza( or Adobeza rather,which fignifies a Filh) 
had three Sous; Ally, Hiufhan, and Achmet. Ally firnamed Aben-haffen had no Iffue: his 
Father and he were both buried in Sheraz An. Dom. 94.5. Heg. 320. FZuffan by the death 
of his clder Brother became Lord of Parc, Hery, Hierac and Cerazaz , and Achmet had 
affigned Kerman and Macron. To Auffan fucceeded a ftranger Zedda-AMobee by Name 
brought in by Muftupha the Babylonian Caliph; to whom fucceeded Eyxa-duddaul who had 
no Ipe. Rocmidaul ( Huffan’s Son) being pofleffed of his Father's Scigniories died peace- 
ably Auzo Dom. 986. Heg. 360. dividing firft his Territories amongft his three Sons, 
Sherfa-daiule, Shamfdaules and Bahao-daules: The cldeft had Shyraztan, Lareftan and Ker- 
man, the fccond, Zzer.:c and Diarbec, the youngeit had Gerioom and Tabriffan. Sher- 
fadaile diced Iiluclcfs Az. Dom. ooo. Heg. 370. fo as the fecond Brother inherited, who 
{oon aftcr his Coronation was difpatched by treafon, fo that the Seigniory defcended 
upon Bahao-daules youngcít Son of King Rocnadaule. Bahao-daule ruled 12 years, at 
his death commanding that his eldeft Son Sultandaule fhould fucceed him. This Prince 
being trained up in field exercifes from his cradle albeit by his valour he enlarged his 
Empire, yet could not defend himfelf from Hocem Afafharafdiule his rcftlefs Brother, 
tili by agreement the Kingdom was divided between them to Sultandanle was allotted 
Larfiftan and Aywa~ s to Hocen, Hicrakeyn. At that time Gelaladanl their Brother was 
inveitcd with rhe Caliph-thip of Bagdat An. Dom. 102 1. Ale . 401. and Sultandaul dying 
was 41. Dom. 1Q75- buricd in Shyraz with great folemnity Abdul-cawn his Son ruled 
after him: but percciving the Crown to totter by the unnatural practices of Syarfuddaul 
( called alfo slbul_-favr ) hiqtrayterous Uncle, he was forced to Hy to Gelaladaun! his other 
Uncle the late made Xa/7pb; who was glad of this occalio having long looked witha 
{quint-cye of ambition upon his Nephew’s Diadem: But diflembling it, with a great 
Avimy he defcends from Bazdir, with cafe expels Abul-fiwar, and then mounts himfclf 
into the Throne, to Abdul-c.avn’s amazement; who to fave his life flyes into Arabia : 
Whiles A£bemet Gazzeby fromZindoflast enters forccably into Hyrac and Shervaz,but was 
quickly ferced to retreat into S.:bleftua, Pare at that initant being miferably plundered by 
Aurcguemen and b<cliamans. Abul-favar by thartime got fo highly into the Cul:plrs favour, 
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that he was reftorcd tothe Crowa , but death cut off his hopes, leaving Abdul-.cawu the 
banifhed Prince his right, whe upon this advantage returns and is by his Subjects joy- 
fully welcomed : But hc alfo furfeiting of too much joy lived not longafterit; [or feeing 
no way but one, hc commends his Body to the Earth and bequeathed the Royalty to 
Aben-melec-Rahim (or the Merciful ) who dycd Az. Dom. 15$ 4. Heg. 434. without Ilue $ 
in whom (aiter a icries of fifteen King) took end the Moheyan Race or Family. 

To Afclec-Rabim fuccecded Abumanfor who pretended himfelf to be the legitimate Son 
of Geluladaul the above-mentioned Caliph. -Abumanfor took to Wife Danta Daughter 
of Tofhalbeg and after five years reign dyed in Kermoen, and lies buried at Flurkawn not 
far from Jaf44:z. He had five Sons by that Lady ; vic. Abumanfor-phulad_forun, Chozroe- 
pheruz, -Abu-becr, Abuzeddat, and Aboally-kay-kozrav. -Abumanfor enlarged Shyraz and 
{pared for no coft to make it beautiful: but while he butied his fancy at home,his am- 
bitious Brother Cofree-pherux unexpectedly took poiicilion of his Territories. Revenge 
purfues: for travelling to Bagdat to fee his fick Grand-fire Tofhalbeg, his cruclty to his 
Brother being there called in queftion and provcd, he was forthwith committed to'a 
loathfom prifon where famine and ftench quickiy made an end of-him. This fharpdi- 
fcipline could not terrifie Abszedday the foyrth wrotner from intruding into Abumanfor’s 
right: albeit his injured Brother having cicaped had gathered an Army,. who fo ftood 
to him that ghisa: in the Conflict was flain wita moft of his Affociates. _Abumanfor one 
would think was born to an Iron deftiny being unable at his fecond return to fafeguard 
himfelf from Fazele his Lieutenant who unawares fcizcd upon him, and fecured him in, 
a noifom prifon, adorning his bafe brows with his Mafter’s Princely Diadem. Which 
treachery Aboally the youngeft Brother could nor relent, for he taking a happy advan- 
tage palis it from Fazele and crowns him with one ( better becoming Traytors) of fiam- 
ing Iron.  -4boa/ after he had fovereigtiiz’d feven years was arrefted by death Arn. Dor. 
1100. Heg. 480. and for want of Ilue the Scepter falis to Adahumed Abutalip Togrulbeg, 
Son of AZicbael, Son of Salgucius, Son of Didacus a Turqueman. 

In the Salguctan Family it continued till ALahbumed Abul-cafan died An. Dom. 1220.Heg. 
600. without Iffue. For then a Race of Tartars :otlowed, fuccefsfully conducted by 
Cingis-cawn Lord of Keroa-kotan, Adaurenabar and Gaznebez. Almoftanfor-bila-Atanfor then: 
fitting Caliph of Afeccba and Bagdat. To Cingu-cawn who dyed An. Dom. 1228. tollow’d 
Tuki-cawnz and oe. From Chagatay defcciided Tamerlane whofe Iffue now rule 
India intra Gangem. fter the Tartar the Turks afrcih planted here, led by Chara Ma- 
bumed An. Dom. 14.15- Heg. 79§- original of the Karakula cufpan or black Sheep as they 
{tile themfelves, banifhed dz. Dom. 1470. Fleg-850. by Acen-bez (otherwife called Ufan- 
Cafan ) an Armenian, whofe Grand-fon Alvan was tne lait of the white Sheep or Acoria- 
gufpamn, Íhorn to the very bone by Jzmael-Sophy his ambitious Kinfman Azzo Dom. 1504. 
Hleg.884. Izmael was Great-Grandfather to Abbas the Perfraa2 King who now reigns, 
nud is of the Ben-Allyan or Sopbyaz {tem or pedigree- ! 

From Shyraz we travelled to Perfepolis which is thirty Ezg/zfb miles to the North-eaft 
of Sbyraz. Firft we pafled that noted Aquaduct refembiing that at 7 azgbe-doloz, the 
pipes by fupporters reaching from Mountain to Mountain; foasbythe bate "tis called 
Ecbar 1 angby, by the Perfians Tanghe-buzzurk, iignifying the fame thing, that is The great 
Strait; from whence the water is conveyed into molt pleafant Gardens full of Flowers 
and Fruit, on each fide vifible: It alfo ferves the Duke’s great Pond ftored with Fih and 
Fowl, fo as it affords him great delight, and no lefs pleafure unto weary Travellers. The 
reft of the way was fomewhat iandy, and about the mid-way hilly, from whence to 
Chilmanor are about ten miles, in which mid-way runs the River Cyr or Cyrus, over 
which is a well-built Bridge of {tone called Byzd-Emyr; i.c. the Prince’s Bridge. And 
being come to Perfepolis, t1,dt-fuffer mc to prefent you in little with the revival of the 
Palace as it ftood in perfection. MS. 

PERSEPOLIS was thi: Metropolis of the World fuch time as the Monarchick 
Scepter was fwayed by Cyrus: and the fucceeding Kings, untill the fubverfion of that - 
pire by great Alexander. B. that name it is ufually called in all Greek, and Latine Au- 
thors; for fo wc find in 2 M rccbab. 9. 2. which St. ZZicromc rcports was writ in Greek, 
where ’tis called Perfepolis ;, iut by the Perfians and other Criental Nations w&s Named., 
Elamis, as in the 1 Aaccbab. 6. which Book was writ in brew; thofe various Originals 
occafioning that difference of Names; but by comparing thofe two, the ftory or mattcr 
of fact appears to be the fame; fo asit is evident that Elamis and Perfcpolis were one 
fame City. Which being fo, that fuppofition which Poffe4us and others have that Shs- 
Jhan and Elamis was one, is of no more weight in my apprcehetrffion than that of Ferra- 
rins who in his Epitome "Urbium crroncoufly makes Shyraz to be fcicuated in that place. 
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Moreover, asthe Name Perfipolis is a derivative from Perfiz, fo was Elamis from Elam, 
by which laft that Countrey was denominate untill D.z/e/s time; albeit in Afts 2. v.g. 
we find the Pezfiazs caliod. Elamites by the Jews who then fpake the Syrian Tongue. 

Now albeit the firit Foander of this City is thought to be Sofsrmus third in fucceffion 
from 4Arbaces, v:o confpiring with Lelochus the Babylonian Governour againft Sardara- 
pates An. Afi 3150. put a period to the AJyrian Empire after it had continued under 
eight and thirty great Kings: Neverthceleís tne City was enlarged and beautiticd by Cy- 
riss and C.onbyfes his Son, and made the Royal Szat upwards ot two hundred years, dù- 
ring the reign of thirteen Kings, the laft of whom was Daris Ultimes, who unwillingly 
Save place unto the Greeks. In its Rourifhing condition it was ( faith Q. Certis and D. 
Siculis ) the vichcit, thie noblcit, and the lovelicit City under the Sun: So rich, as in- 
vitcd 24dutzochis Epiplutzcs for his fraatick huinour nick-named £pzmazes ) to march thi- 
ther with a confiderable Army in hope of maftcring the greatell Exchequer in the World 
With lite fucce!s he had at Zerufistem, whence he had but a little before facrilcgioufly 
raviined ten Tun of gold, but hence by the Citizens and Diaza's Pricfts that avaricious 
Syria was repulit with fhamoe. 7v/?zc lib. 11.calls it Capit Rezzi, rbemqs illuftrem maltis 
GUunmsyecfertamimerbis Terrarm foliis The capital Kingdom, ituffed with no lets than the 
ipoils oi thc Univerfe. So that Sir Wiker Raleigh well obicrves, There was no place 
ii tlic whole World which being laid in the ballance with Pezferols would have out- 
weighed it. For aithough Babylon aud Shufhan were very rich, the one furnifhing the 
Macedonis Victor viti itty thoufand Talents, the other with nine millions of gold and 
fifty thoufaad Talents ia bullion, in Perfepolis the main bulk of Davis his vaft Treafure 
lay as in a hoord, there being found upwards of a hundred and twenty thoufand Ta- 
lents; or according to Serrado, two and thirty millions teven hundred and fifty theufand 
pounds, all which came to 2ZIcex.zzidex^s own ihare after that he had allowed the Souldicrs 
three dayes tree plunder of the Town. So beautiful alfo and fo ftatcly in its itructure. 
the timber being mot of Cedar and Cyprefs wood, and the clegancy of building, fo cu- 
rious and regular, as in that Age it was accounted and {tiled the Glory of thc World, 
and may therefore juftly challenge this Infcription,

Now, albeit the City was fuch, yet it cannot be deny^d but that her greateft luftre was 
borrowed trom the lolty Palace of the Perfian Empcrours, which both for fcituation, 
profp.ct, ricinets in material, and curiofity of Art, rendred it incomparable. Plutarch 
37 vita Alexandri calls it The proud and itately Palace of the great King. Of that majefty 
as put thcZZaccdonmiazNVictor into amazement at his entrance thercinto: For,in the prefence 
was a Stat. of pure gold thick powdered with fparkling ftoncs, in which Alexander was 
inthro.icd 5. in the Bed-chamber (amongft other curiofitics) an artificial Vine (prefented 
by Pythers) the 1talk of which was burnifhed gokl, the clufters Orient Pearl mixt with 
Rubics of great prices and no lels rich the Bed: the bedftcad alfo was gold, and thick 
fet with z.m^; tac Boilter was cftimated worth five thoufand Talents, and thc Foot- 
{tool at three thoufand Talents of gold, (the Hebrew Talent is four thoufand five hui- 
dred pounds; ) fo that you may well wonder at the fum. 

Give me leave now to deferibe a part of this ftructurc, by which the whole may be 
imagined. It was built at the Eaft-cnd of a fpacious Vale, upon a Rock or riling ground 
four hundred paces trom the City, the plat containing fittv atres of ground or therc- 
abouts. The Walls on either fide were claborately cary 1 with figures of Men and 
Bcalts. The fccond ftory was of Porphyre mixed with Mar le of other feveral colours, 
imbcllifhed with coitly ftones in Motaick fort, butthearchit» ve, Freez, and mo't part or 
the Arches werc ftudded with gold, being tat and tarraiiid atthe top. Towards the Eaft 
it had a high and itatcly Tower or Keep, circled with agtriple wall cach higher than 
other, and at fuch a diltan-c as gave pleafanz walks betw en: The firfbavas 10 cubits 
high, the fecond was doubè as much; the lait threefcore: zllthrec of Marble well po- 
lifhed, battlemented above and below to be centred by feven gates of burniihed brats. 
From the fumiit of that Tower the Kings had not oneiy a ddi hinu prefpect ever all 
the City that fpread ic {elf below, but notithfítanding the Fils that furround the 
Plains asit weie an uplimited Horizon uncireumferibed fave by Tleaven ir felt. Ad- 
joyning this wa» a Mount which contained about four acres of round, and built after 


the nobleft manner. le was the ALiafoleron in which and in ile contb:uoss Pills were 
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intombed fevcral of the Perfizz Kings. The roof and cafements ( faycs an old Author ) 
were of Gold, Silver, Ambcr, and Ivory, and the walls were polithed Marbles of frc- 
veral colours.  Adjoyning that wasthe Temple dedicated to Araia, (io Diane is there 
called Anaia in Dod. Siculus, iNanca in the 2 ALacchab. 1. 13-) equal to that at Ecbartaz 
which in thofc times (as Fofephus and others write) was fo exquifitely built and with fuch 
extraordinary coft,that it c»cellcd any other then extant inthe World. For the mate- 
rials were of thc bcit fort of Marble of feveral colours intermixt with precious ftones: 
and no lefs admirable was the Art, of that kind the Arabs called AZarbztezy,but the Fews 
A4ofaich a compolition of many imail pieces of Marble varioufly coloured or other- 
wife gilt and difpofed agreeable to the figure or place they affume in the pavement or 
other part of the ftructure; which fet together look as if they were imbolled and re- 
prefent Men, Beafts, Flowers ox other fancies, cxhibiting an unexpreflibi. pleafure and 
itatclincís to the eye. A fort of work thofe of old much gloricd in. For the Temple 
at Delplos, Artemifia’s Tomb, and that erected by Alexander for his dear Epheftion were 
fiich 5 yca many rcliqucs and broken pieces of iuch we find as yct remaining in old 
Monuments through fevcral parts of Afia, and in Exrope alfo, as at Confianrineple the 
roof of Saxtta Sophia, at Rome the Temple of Bacchus now dedicated to St. Agues, in 
Siexa the Domo or Cathedral hath in thc pavement large and very rare figures of this 
work; in Fenice that to St. Mark, in Florence that to Cofmo the firft of the Aedices ; and 
towards the Eaft end of the Abbey in Wefiminfter the imitation of Mofaick may be ob- 








ferved in the pavement, and in Edward the Confeflor’s Tomb. Butif Mofaick be in wood 


"tis called Terfia: the feveral pieces of which arc boil'd and dyed into what colour the 
Workman fancies, and being inlayd reprefents to the life what figure they plcafc. Of 
this work much is icen in the Quire of St. Dominick Church in Bologze in Italy, where the 
{talls are all of this kind, expreíling the ftory of iome part of the Old and New Tefta- 
ments. An Art much admired by Travellers. l 

But alas! this rich and lovely City, yea thc Palace it fclf, albcit they forced admira- 
tion and dcferved commendation from the Greeks, ncvcrthclefs at a drunkcn fcaft, ina 
debauched humour by chc inftigation of Thais an infamous ftrumpet then following the 
Camp, to retaliate what Xerxes had in a hoftile way perpetrated whiles he was at Athens 
her native place, Alexander commanded nay helped to fet all on fire; an act fo unbe- 
coming that grcat Prince as when he more confiderately viewed the flame made him re- 
pent; yea fo repent, that if poflible he would have quenched it with his tears: For as 
Sir Walter Raleigh notes, Wine often ingendcrs fury, and fury matter for repentance : But 
preceeding miichiefs are not amended by fuccecding fhanic or lamentations. Never- 
thelefs, this {ad execution rendred that famous City 624 woars, as onc fays of another 
place; fo that nothing now remains fave what the mercilefs Fire could not devour, I 
mean the Walls and Pavements ; which being of Marble and by expert Mafons hewn 
out of the main Rock, and by rare Artiiicers carved into itory and grotef{co work, have 
hitherto rcfifted air and weather; fo as if not dcfaced by babarous hammers and hands, 
it probably will remain a monument to exp: cís the oid Perfraz magnifitence unto all fuc- 
ceeding Gencrations ; for without an hypc:»ole, Mole fita fluporem incutit fpettantibus. 

At this day ’tis called Chilmanor, or Chehel-minar as the Perfiams pronounce, which in 
tittir Tongue fignifics Forty Towers. The Palace “whofe ruines I fhall now dcífcribc) was 
(as I lately mentioned) built upon part of a Mountain of dark colourcd Marble,which the 
great Achitcct of Nature has placed at the North-caft end of that large Plain where the 
City of Perfepol/s once ftood 5 the middle of which was watered by the River Araxis (or 
rather Cho-Araxvis) which Q. Curtius lib. 5. and Strabo lib. 15.fay, ftreamed about twenty 
furlongs from Perfepolisswolthough others of cqual authority name it Cyrus, which I ra- 
ther approve, fceing the nieflern name it bears is Kur and Al-Chyr, as tome Perfiais call 
it, albcit others call it Pow,y Gourck, or Kurk as fome pronounce, a derivative from Kur 
Or Cyr, ż. e- Cyr:ts5 over whith is that notable ftone-Bridge built above two hundred years 
ago by E»myr-417.0n -c- Delam: xı: a Perfian Prince of the Salgucian Race, in whofe memory 
^tis Called Bizd-E»:yr, 2. e- the Princes Bridge. The circumference of the ‘Plain ( fur- 
rounded with riting Hills )..5 near forty Englifh miles. Aout threefGore acrcs of this 
Mount which Diodoras Sicuti 1.17. calls the Royal Hill, (but $y the modern Perfiazs, Shaw- 
«choo and Cboo-R.bmct, i.e. the Mountain of Mercy ) by extraordinary toil and Ast was 
diflected and deligned for the foundation and other accommodations of this marvellous 
Ítructurzc, which both for perpetuity and clegancy in fculpture was in feveral places 
funk and polifhed for lafting Walls and Pavenients. The afccegt into this Palace is at 
the Welt fide of the Hill by ninety five fteps, every ftep bcing twenty inches broad and 
tiree inches high one above another; the Stair-cafe (that is to fay from onc fde of the 
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Stair anto the other) is in breadth fix and thirty foot: but fo contrived that it givesa 
double paflaze leading two ícveral ways, O22 towardsthe North, the other South; cach 
ftair alfo in the half way having a paufe or half pace which is very large and iquare, 
flagg'd with Porphyre and lined at the fides with a brighter coioured Marble than the 
Rock which divides the double ftair, and above the hali-pace winds the COutrary way 
to what it is bclow 5; both being to calie that 1 very weil renieimber we faw a dozen Per- 
fans ride up a brealt without crowding. The other Part of the Hill adjoyniny this ftair 
is precipitious, in height being two and twenty foot as I gucfled (for 1 had no certain 
meature, ) fccming of old to have been fleightly damasked or wrought into crotcique s 
and runs due North and South above five hundred paces, as did the Palace ; wnich 
thercby gave it tvif a full profpect to the City below, not unlike the view we have of 
-Windfor Caitle from Earox. 

At the ftair-head there is fome remain of the Gate or place of entrance into the Court, 
being about twenty foot wide, fo well as my uncertain way of meafuring by paces would 
afcertain: but thc height of the Gatc and what fuperitructure it had is not now demon- 
ftrable. The profpect we have from thence towards the left hand is a large empty 
piece of ground, by gentle Hills bounded both to North and Eait, teeming to have been 
fome Garden-plat or like place of recreation. but Eafftwards more near the ftair are 
the figures oi four ftrange Bcafts carved in itone; not fuch Bcafts as are in Nature, ! u- 
rather as illuc from thc Poets or Fzc£ors brains: At firft view I thought they had fome 
refemblance with thote four mouifters the Prophet Daviel in his nocturnal Vition faw 
riling out of the Sea, alluding to the four fupreme Monarchics ; but by compariton found 
my felf miftaken. Thefe quadrupedes itand two and two; the firit two being about 20 
foot from cach other look towards the ftair, theother two have the tame diftance from 
one another in breadth, but are thrice that fpacc in length from the two former, and 
have their faces turned towards the Hill, which is the contrary way: So as it is pro- 
bable, thefe four beafts together with the four interpofing pillars, of which two are 
fallen and two remain, ferved Cas onc may imagine ) to fupport fome Gailecy or Tar- 
rals that had its protpcect North towards the Garden, under which a prazre 38 waere 
attendants might walk, and South towards the Palace. The main ttructure r2n<¢es al 
along towards the South froin the top of the itair, the profpect being moft part co the 
Welt, the Hill towards the Eaft interpofing. Onc of the tour beafts ( to Bive it tne 
nearcít refemblancc I can) is like an Elephant 5 and the fecond ( being neareit to it is 
fomewhat like his oppofite, a Rhinoceros, the third is like unto a Pcgafus, or rathcr 
that volant Gryffin Ariofto defcribcs in his Orlando furiofo, but the fourth is fo disfigured 
that it cannot be defcribed: Howbcit, herein theic bcafts differ, for two of them have 
vifazcs with beards and long hair like Men, agreeable to that fourth beait which Daniel 
chap —-. verf. 7. looked upon as the moft dreadful, prefiguring the Romaz Empire; their 
hcad: arc armed with helmets or caps of defence, upon thc necks of which are great 
round globes of like material: And the Pegafus is trapped with warlike mail, fo ilud- 
ded that it fcems a fort of Adofuick, work, and in fuch lively and permanent colours as 
if it had been imboficd or wrought but very lately. 

A few paces thence is a large fquare ftone Ciftern or Laver, twelve foot in diameter 
and twelve inches thick, fupportcd by ftones of a large iize: Near which till towards 
the South > are the fractures of fome pillars; but of what ufe, fccing they are demoli- 
fhed, cannot well be afcertained. Flanking this is a Wall that runs from Eaft to Weft, 
which I fuppote is part of the Mountain, and terminates that room to the Southward ; 
it is Marble, about nine foot thick and thirty foot high. Near the middle there is an- 
other double ftair of thirty or forty fteps; as alfo a half pec in the half way, flag2’d 
with large fquare Marbles and faced at the fides with figu¥es imbellifhed and carved by 
no rude hand. This brought us toa large fquare room which I fhall anon {peak of. In 
the firit place thercfore | return to the foot of this ftair, -o take a view of the Wall or 
Frontifpicce ; which on cither fide the ftair has engrave zz relievo feveral figures and 
in feveral rows over cach Sther, refembling fome memofable proceflion: The Images 
ox: cithci tide have their fac js towardsthe ftair, asif they w reto march that way. Thote. 
that be figured in the loweft rank, by their habit and polture frem to be of interiour 
quality; tos the Aljoba or garment moft of them wear reaches ttarce to the knoesand is 
fomewhat itrait near the waite where ‘tis girt about, but towards the skirt more largc 
and circular, according to that form we fe the Afoers wear at this day in Jvdufi.an: Some 
arc nakee@ downward, others have Calzoons reaching to the calf of the legs; tome be 
bare-foot, and others wear Sandals. Llowbeit, tiete feem to be of the Military pio- 
{Mfion, torin onc hand they hold a Sp:ar upright in rhe fame pofl nre æpike is ordi cd, 
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but in the other hand there is variety ; for one carries fomewhat that is of a circular 
form, otiicrs baskets with fruit, othcrs fome chefts with boxes not unlike the Sazaongbs 
now uted in Perfra wherein thcy carry Preferves and Dates, pots for perfume, and the 
like: Some alio lead a Hlorfe, others an Elephant, and fome a Camel; ocher fome a 
Mulc, and {ome lead Oxcn and Sheep with long cars, high nofes and horns very odly 
diftortcd. This folemnity induces foinc to think it is the reprefentation of fome remar- 
kable Sacriiice; and the rather, for that not far from thence and in like {culpture 
feveral figures of their Pricfts or Magi are carved, amongft which is an Arch-flamen.- 
Now whereas there is a Hoiíe lcd with the rcit; and peradventure for Sacrifice, Diod. 
Siculis, Xenophon in the Life of Cyrus, Herodotus lib. 7. and otier Hiftorians acquaint us, 
that in old time it was commonly practifed by the Perfiaws. And concerning the de- 
dicating a Horfe to the Son their Deity reprefented by the ZZyribz«, rcüccting upon the 
Sun's fwift motion, as Pzerizs obfícrves in his ZZieroelypbicks; we have fomething typificd 
in that fanious election of Darizs FZyfia[bis,; as alio in that memorable march of the 
laft Darizs againit Alexander before their engagement at Zffizs, where Quintus Curtius re- 
lates, how that the Horfe dedicated to the Sun followed the white Chariot of Jupiter, àf- 
tcr which went the Arch-flamen that carried the holy Fire as the Perfrazs cfteem’d it. The 
Romans after like manner in Pompa Circenfis led Horfes in honour of the Sun, a cuftome 
derived from the Perframs, whofe King in his greateft magnificence caufed his beft Horfe 
richly trapt to be led in ftate,and the Chariot alfo dedicated to the Sun, Cwel.RLod. Antig. 
l. 8- chap. 2. Horfes ufually of the ZVyfeaz breed, faith Philoffratws L. 14. c. i>. This grols 
Idolatry {pred it felf allo amongft the Kings of Fudah, who in 2 Reg. 23. 11. are rc- 
proved, in that after the manner of the Gentiles they likewife had devoted Horfícs to 
the Sun. Sundry other figures arc engravenherc in garb little differing from the former, 
but in their weapons thcy do; for fome are armed with Lance and Shield, and fome 
have fhort clubs with thick round bunches at the end like that I have feen ufed by the 
favage Floridams in war 5 others have them headed with {pikes, fuch as I cannot reprefent 
by comparifon ; and other {ome carry Borrico’s. Amongit the rcftthercisa Chariot which 
has two wheels, drawn by a jingle Horfe, the Charioter going by it; which fort cf Cha: 
riot is not unlike that the Roman Diétators and other Generals fat in in triumph,as repre- 
fented by Laurus, {o that this without doubt was cither appropriate to the Kings own 
ufe, according to the relation XXezopboz and others give concerning Darizs his March; 
or ( which is morc probable ) was tacred to the Sun. 

In the upper rank, the Images are more large and majeftical, by their habit and man- 
ner of Seflion feeming to reprefent fome fovereign Princes, as may be prefumed by 
the Tzare or high fharp-pointed Caps that are upon their heads,which nonc in thofe days 
durft cover with but Princes of the Blood, and they onely by permiffion: They have 
alfo chains of gold about their necks, as fome prime Satrape had thc privilcdg to wear. 
Thofe of the upper rank wear long Robes or Garments, the Perfiams tnacreby apptaring 
to be Gens togata before the Romans: And indeed we may obíerve that from Poland that 
garb continucs in ufe amongft all the Oriental Nations. But the greateft variety is in 
the attire or drefs of their heads: for befides the Tiara which was worn by Sezezz[fimo's, 
the Czdarz; was worn by fevcral fort, as King, Prieft and People. Now as I find cc- 
cafion, give me leave to make a few curfory obfervations. 

And firft concerning long hair. Albcit in thefe modern-times J find it is the common 
mode of the Eaftcrn People to fhave the head all fave a long lock which fuperftitioufly 
they leave at the very top, fuch efpecially as wear Turbans, Mandils, Duftars, and 
Puggarces: In ancient tnes neverthelefs it is apparent (witnefs their Images) That the 
nobler fort of Men wore tigjf hair very long. Herodotus lib. 6. and Athenes lib.4. afford 
us fome examples. Perfe A*prolixa C [peciofa coma qu. ceuptiLitz fnrt, Comatos dicuntur, 
(whence alfo part of Gaxlead its denomination, ) {nort hair in thofe days being ac- 
counted a mark of fervitude Likewife in that fharp and memorable conteft betwixt 
the two Brothers Cyrus and yrtaxerxes for the Crown, Cyrus being flain and {tripped a- 
niongft many other dead conhs, could not ( fave by his long hair) be diftovered. And 
as to Chains of gold, they vere accuftomed to be worn by Favourites and Perfons in 
principal truft amongf* thofe Nations, as recorded in facred Writ concerning Felcrh, 
Ger. 41+ 42. Dum $. 20. And in prophanc Stories many examples; as of Afyages the 
Afedian King C contemporary with Nabiuchadnezzar ) whofe exteriour Velt or Garment 
was long and richly embroidered, his hair alfo was of great length and crifped, his 
face was zlío faaguined with Vermilion; under his eyes was drawn a finall ftroke like that 
the Women now ufe to paint with in Turky, and about his neck a rope or carcanet of 


great Oriental Pearl, as Xezopbboz detcribes him. Over their heads an Officer holds a 
Mace 
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Mav. or other like Enlign cr Majefty 5 another an Umbrella. Inthe one hand the King 
hold, a«hort fpzar, Fajta Jumma armerum eft c£ imperii, iaith Rofinus lib. 5. which as I 
appicuended was the Seepter oi old, and by the Pezfrz2s had in veneration. Fezerartur Sco. 
pirin s (frith uff. lib. 5.) Etenim ab ovizi.e Reges FLift.ss pro Diademate babebant. And faith 
Spond-sitts. FL ift-: nihil alind eff o:1:m Se ptrim 5 ut Achilles flaftam tenens Jitrevit per Sceptzim:, 
Th-S,;:-ir wi: no other than a Sceprer ; as for example, Acehilles holding a Spear in his 
Land s..cie by that Scepter. AViiich neverthelef$ was foon after converted into gold ;

asire have aucnority tn lo. Heft. 5.2. where Abafucrius the Perftaz Wing held out the golden 
S.. prev in his hand for the Qusen to touch in iign of favour; and probably it was in- 
vic hed svith precios ftones, with which this great Prince was fo delighted that the 
Jewels he ufually wore were cftimated at 12500 Talents. Inthe other he holdsa Mound 
Or round Ball fignitying Sovereignty. Some others irem to be of principal note 5 for 
they have round foided Caps a {pan long and tat at the top, not unlike to Caps ot State 
or Maintenance = with long Veits in large plats and folds, and ample fleeves like unto 
the ancient Maunach or Surplice, and armed with fhort crooked Sc ciniters ftuck thwart 
their brzcalt into a girdle: And other fome (according to the mode now ufed there ) 
wear high peaked Caps, fuch as i iound worn in AZezczdrzam: and in the right hand 
they hokl a fhort Stafror Batoon fuch as ia picturcsarc given Gencralsor thofe that have 
eminent Comrinaicd in Armies. Others refemble Souldiers, and are armed with Sword 
and Dagger, Hali-pike and Bow with very large Arrows; but their quivers are of an 
antick fhape diliezent from thote which are at this day ufed. There are alfo the figures of 
Lions contending for prey, Tygrcs, Goats and other Beafts. And in vacant places be- 
twixt the Images the Wall is damasked 24 la gzotefco cr adorned with Trees and Land- 
skips; which though not drawn by Lyfippzs, neverthelefS for the great Antiquity they 
bear may worthily receive acceptation trom any Traveller. 

Adjoyning theic towards the Weit is a Jafper or Marble Table about twenty foot 
from the pavement, wherein are infcribed about twenty lines of Characters, every 
line being a yard and halt broad 07 thereabouts; all of them very perfect to the cyc, 
and the Itone io well polifhed that it referves its luftre. Tine Characters arc of a {trange 
aud unujual ínapes neither like Letters nor Hicroglyphicks; yea, fo far from our 
deciphering that wc could not fo much as make any potitive judgement whether they 
were words or Characters; albeit I rather incline to the firft, and that they compi c- 
hended words or tyllables, as in Brachyography or Short-writing we familiarly practife: 
Nor indced could we judge whether the Writing were from the right hand to the left, 
according to the Chu/dee and ufual manner of theirt Oricntal Countrcys; or from the lcfr 
hand to the right, as the Greeks, Romans and other Nations imitating thcir Alphabets 
have accuftomcd : Neverthelefs, by the pofture and tendency of fonie of the Chara- 
eters Ç which confilt of feveral magnitudes ) it may be fuppoted that this writiug was 
rather from the left hand to the right, as the Armenian and Indian do at this day. And 
couccrninz the Characters, albeit 1 have lince comparcd them with the twelve feveral 
Alphabets in Poffc/zs, and after that with thofc eight and fifty different Alphabets I find 
in Purch, molt of which are borrowcd from that learned Scholar Gromay which indeed 
comprehend all or molt of the various forms of Letters that cither now arc or ať any 
time have been in ufe through the grcatcit part of the Univerfe, I could not perccive 
that thcíc had the leaft refemblance or coherence with any of them: which is very 
itrange, and certainly renders it the greater curiofity 5 and thercfore well worthy the 
{crutiny of fome ingenious Perfons that delight themífelves in this dark and dithcult Art 
or Everciie of deciphering. For, how obfcure foever thefe éecmcd to us, without doubt 
they werc at fometimeundcrilood, and peradventureby ziel, who probably might be 
the furvey our and inftruct the Architcétor of this Palace, s he was of thoie memorable 
Buildings at Shufhav and Ecbatan, for it is very likely tha this itruéture was raifed by 
-dil'yascs ov his Grandion Cyri:s 3 and is acknowledged thz« this grcat Prophet Cwho like- 
wife was a Civil Officer in highcit truft and repute durmg thoit great revolutions of 
State under the mighty Monarchs Nebuckodovofor, Belfbimcar, Afiyages, Darius aud Cy- 
vis) had his myttcrious Characters: So as how incomiuiunicable toever theic Characters 
hc £o us, : for they bear the refemblauce of pyramids inverted or with bafes upwards, 
Trian, les ov JcIta’s, or (it. i may fo compare them) with the Lamed in the Samaritan 
Aipiaber, which isw zit the contrary way tothe fame Letter in the Chaldee and Licbrew:) 
yor doubilels inthe Age theft were cagraven they were bech legible and intelligible ; 
wad not to bo imastned that they were there placed either to amufe or to delude the 
tyctarors: foi it cannot be denied Lut that the Perfis in whofe primitive times had 
Peit rs peculiar to thomitives, which diizred trom all thofe of other Nations, according. 
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to the the teftimony of a learned Author, Perfe proprios babebant Charattercs, qui bodie 
in vefligiis antiquorum. 7Monumentorum vix inveniuntur. Xlowcver, I have thought fit to 
infert a few of thefe for better demonitration.

Which neverthelefs whiles they cannot be read, will in all probability like the Mene T. ckel 
without the help of a Daniel hardly be interpreted. 

Adjoyning thefe is a fpacious room, bcft refembling a Hall, albeit fome think it was 
a Fewma Mechit or Temple: the dimenfion by the ruinous walls that compafs it may very 
well be difcerned. In it there are nineteen columns or Pillars, moft of which are per- 
fect, albeit fome have their Capitals either broken or defaced, and upon thofe the Storks 
build their nefts, whom Winter weather offends more than do the Pcople who have 
them in little lefs than veneration. Thofethat remain entire are (contrary to ufual form) 
fharp towards thc fummit or top: fo that it is not cafic to gucfs what manner of arch or 
fuperftructure it fupportcd fave what I have defcribed concerning Perfepolis, or of what 
kind of ftructure the whole was, whether agreeing with the Zozie, Doric or Coriztbiac. In 
height thefe Pillars are about twenty cubits,which at the leaft make 30 foot; aid in com- 
pafs near three yards and a half,allowing for thc intervals betwixt every flute , for they 
are all round and fluted, every Pillar having forty flutes, and every flute three full inches 
as I meafured; and diftant from each other about nine yards. The capitals have their 
mouldings enriched 5 the pedeftals alfo wrought into Grotefque with figures, and both 
Pillars, Capitals and Pcdeftals all of the beft fort of white Marble; and ranked in per- 
fect order or rows, fuch as we fec.in Cathedrals, or in thc Halls of Illuftrious Princes. 
Now albeit there be but ninetecn Pillars at this day extant, yet the fractures and bafes 
of other one and twenty morc are perfpicable: from whence and from the refemblance 
they bear with the Alcoraves, i.e. high flender Turrets which the AZabometans ufually 
erect for ufc and ornament near their A¢efguits, they term thefe Adinars, 1.e. Towers: So 
as *tis probable, that forty of thcíc Pillars were {tanding fuch time as the Perfians gave 
this place that new dcnomination; but how long it has been impofed, thoie I asked 
the queftion of could not fatisfie,the precedent Name being utterly forgotten. Notwith- 
{tanding this limitation, it is evident there were in all an hundred Pillars when the 
place was in perfection, as appears by the vacant fpaces and alfo by the bafes or founda- 
tions of feveral rows of Columns which are yct vifible ; in the whole amounting to 
that number. 

Fence afcending a few Marble fteps we entred into another large fquarc Chamber; 
which might be a room of Prefence: 1 paced every fide Çan uncertain but the beft way of 
meafuring I could then make, and found them fourfcorc and ten paces, the 4 fides making 
three hundred and threefcorg paces. Into this large room are eight fevcral doors, but 
unequal places of entrance:. For, I found four of them have fix, the other two four 
paces. Each door ftead is cempoted of feven wcll-polifhed black Marble {tones cloíc 
laid one upon another ; every fone about twelve foot in length, and four foot in height; 
which, as alfo the walls and br#ken arches were wrought or *»ourtray’d with figures re- 
tembling fome great Perfons sn horfeback, after whom pro¢ced feveral otheis in fe 
cerdotal habits bearing branches in their hands, follow’d by fundry others that lead 
along with them Bcafts of feveral fpecies 3 but whether by way of Triumph or for så- 
etifice, I know not. 

,, Out of this we paflcd into another room contiguous to the former; which fome Per- 
(75 1n company perfwaded us had been a Nurícry ; other fome chat it was jart of a 
ocragtio. Yhoroomis large though unequal inthe fides; for I found two were threcicore, 
and the ether twa threefcore and ten of my largef{L paces: It had feven doors for en- 
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trance > probably typifying thcir ZZytbra or the Sun with feven gates which the Perfrans 
had in divine adoration, nryfteriouily reprefenting the feven Plancts.  Adjoyning this 
was another which in pacing I found how two fides thercof were twenty, the other two 
thirty of my larys,cit paces: The walls here (as of the reft ) were of black Marble; 
but fo incomparably poliihed and glazed, that we bchcld it with admiration: For fe- 
vcral parts of it were as bright and fplendent as 'Tuch or Stecl-mirrour, fo as we could 
very perfetti; fee the reflex of our faces and bodies when we ftood before it. in 
fcr fome places tus go d alfo that was laid upon the Freez and Cornifh, as alfo upon 
tne trii or Vefts, was alio in as perfcét luftrc as if it had been but newly done; which 
19 to be wondred at, the violence of weather to which ’tis expofed and length of ti me 
C being upw. ds of two thoufand years ) duly confidered : An Art of great valuc with 
tne Ancients and longeft prolbrmnd. amongit thc Monafticks as we find upon figures and 
capital Letters in old Vcllam Manufcripts and Bibles; but fince, well-nigh loft, or by 
Oo ntcrs now a days but ineanly imitatcd. The fculpture on both fides the wall has 
f. ornament varicty of figures fomewhat larger than the life, (unlefs that Men in thofc 
tanes were greater than now they arc; ) fome of which Images reprefent Sovereign 
Princes, as by their fitting, habit and ornaments may be imagined; for they are feated 
in 4ntique Chairs of State, the hair upon thcir heads being very long and crifp, and 
about it fome wear nigh-pcaked Tiara’s, which the Venetian Ducal Cap moft refembles 5 
and in little, the Tag or iharp point thc Mozendram Coola’s have that are lined with cu- 
rious wool; or that you fee worn by the old Inhabitants of Perfiz in my following De- 
Ícription of Spabawn. Others have Caps that be flat and round, and other fome more 
high and E like Caps of State, which together with the long Robes or upper Vefts 
thcy NC" * is refembled by thofe our Knights of the Garter ufe at St. George's Feaft, or 
inita:iation of the Knights of that moit honourable Order ; differing onely in the fleeve 
wich is more large and puridin.,iike thofe we fee worn by Bifhops, fave that thefe be 
wider ani looier at the hand. in their hand one holds a half-pike, another a Paftoral 
ita ff, other fhort thick Truncheons or Staffs of Command; a General’s weapon is his 
Trunch-on a Souldiers his Sword; the one ferving for Command, the other for Exe- 
Cutio;i 5; and in the other hand they hold round Balls or Mounds, fignifying (as I fup- 
pole ) Sovercign Dominion. Amongit other attendants, two Officers of State'are re- 
markable : for onc of them holds a Sumbricro over his hcad, which probably was not fo 
much for fhade as State, and gave rife to the Royal Canopics which in thofe primitive 
times and after were ufed: the other ercéts a Mace or likc Enfign of Honour crooking 
towards the end, in thofc days doubtlefs reckoned amongit the Regalia. 

Upon the Freez and Architrave over the heads of the Images are iome Characters in- 

cribed which differ from thofc I lately mentioned,bcaring(fo well as the diftance would 
fuffer me to judge) a little refemblance with the Letters anciently of ufc amongft the 
Georgians which were corrupted from the Greek: And if fo, it cannot be withitood, 
That as to molt Nations thc Syrians have given Language, fo unto the Greeks Arts and 
Sciences of molt forts owe their original; and concerning whom in Travcl( to fpeak 
thc truth ) we meet with more memorials of Antiquity than we find extant of fucceed- 
ing Romaans, Or indeed of any other Nation. In lcíler figures are reprefented the Sa- 
trape 9r Perfian Nobility ; who with their Arms {tand on the one fide of thofe Maje- 
{ticl figures, and on thc other the Magi or Arch-flamens, fome of which hold Lamps, 
oth ers Cenfers or perfuming-pots in thcir hands. I queftioned fome of the beft fort of 
Perfians then in company, whom they thought thofe Princes did reprefent? One faid, 
He fuppofed K (yomarras, another Famfheat or Shem-fheat INoe(bano, i.e. Shem filins Noe, 
quartus Rex Perfarum, as Saddi in his Rofarium wittily fancies a third Aaroa Or Sampfon; 
a fourth Aft-char, i.c. Ard-fhir the laft of the Perfzaz Ws in the hundredth deficent 
from Adam, though I think it means Abafhuerus( whonmfome make thc founder of 
this Palace; which I cannot think was a Temple, both from the varicty of Rooms and 
afcents, as alfo from thc nature of the Story pourtray'd àfculpture 5) and anothcr Zul- 
ziman as they call Solomon-- whereas I expected that in wicfc various conjectures Ruflan 
their famous Champion would have had mention, concurning, whom I have formerly 
&ivcn my apprehention. 

Now for as much as thc remaining figures or Images are many and different, a fo 
many, as in the two days ftay 1 was there it was impoflible I could take the full of what 
I am affurcd an expert Limner may very well fpend twice two months in e’re he can 
make a perfect draught; for to fay truth, this isa work much fitter for the Pencil than 
thc Pen: the rather, for that I obferve, how that Travellers taking a view of fome rare 


piece together, from the varicty of their fancy they ufually differ in their SIBCEYREIORES 
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fo that when they think their notes are exact, they jhall prcetci:nit fomething, trat a 
third will light upon; a defect the Painter can beit fupply. And fecing Ldiad noc take 
them in order as | went from place to place, I all nevertheleis from the //e aud mixt 
notes I then took, enumerate the particulars; fo as upon the whole 1 thall leave little 
unfpoken that is remarkable. . i 

Theft walls in their perfection doubtlefs expreflcd an unfpcakable majelty : Howbcit, 
through length of timc and barbaroutncís of People they arc in {ome parts broken and 
dcmolifhed, aithou:h the arches and fquare fragmeftts yct remain 5 fo asthe Story that. 
is cnzraven upon the Marble (which is high and thick ) continues to this day in many 
places unblemifhecd. _ l - l 

Upon the wall in fculpture ts fizured a Perfon oí quality (as his habit declares ) con- 
tending with a Lion, whom with his right hand he gra{ps by the leg to prevent his out- 
rage and thereby ítems to have the victory, ( the contelt with Lions being no unufual 
practice with the Perfrans.) Near them are two interiour or lervile Períons ; one of which 
holds as it were a flaming torch in his hand (than which Lions fear nothings more ) the 
other a basket full of provilon, but the basket for ihape diíters trom any i have feen 
in other Stories. : EA 

Near this is a fquare of five broken pieces rcfzmbling arches and windows, twixt 
which upon both fides are the figures of fome great Princes, moit of which as to their 
habits are little dilfering from tliofc 1 lately defcribcd, albeit their poitures vary , for 
fome of them are svraftling with Lions. Betwixt the arches are ilat pieces of walls 
lower than the arches, imbroidercd with feveral lorts of antick work with figures in- 
termixt, and Characters writ upon the top difficult to our undeirftandinp. Adjoyning 
that is the figure of a Monarch, whole right hand grafps a Scepter of unufual Jength, 
for part of it fecms to be under ground : and behind him ¢ but in lefs proportion) at- 
tend divers of his fervants: one of which advances tomething towards his head, which 
I took for fome kind of Mace, though much diticring Irom thole sreat Niaces we ule 
in Exgland, others bear lighted torciies or llambcauxes; for they are large. Nigh whom 
is an Image of monftrous fhape 5; for albcit the body be like a Man, he has Dragon’s 
claws inftcad of hands, and in other parts is deformed; fo that doubticf it was an 
Idol and not unlike fome P.izothas 1 have fecn among lt the Brachmuins in thc Afogil’s 
Countrcy, all which are of as ugly a fhape as can be imagined: There are alfo feveral 
armed Men which hold Pikes in their hands, erected. 

Thence afcending four catic fteps upon the walls, we fec cut the cfigies of feveral 
Períonsin Pontifical habits, molt of them following as ina file cach other: In thcir hands 
they carry feveral things, fome of which refemble Difhes and Cenfers. Near forty paces 
thence in another large fquare room is the pourtrait of fome great Perfon, for hc has 
thc Regal Robe upon his ihoulders and the 774»; upon his head, and is tollowed by 
fundry Pctitioners but in feveral habits, as Men oi feveral Nations 5 and may be pre- 
fumed fuch both by their different habits and for that they have ícripts in their hands 
which they feem to prefent the King, inthe nature of fuppliants. (n the rear march 
the Guard, fome armed with Spcars and Swords and tome with Bows, who alfo by the 
long crifped hair they wear feem to be of morc than ordinary quality, for cvenin thofe 
times that gave fome diftinction. Upon another part of the wall is the like figure of 
another great Man over whole head one Officer holds a Parafol, anothera Lamp: Near 
whoni ftands a Flamen(as by the vefture may be conjectured 3) and his tleeve is cither carc- 
lefly or modifhly thrown over his arm: Afterwhom toliowsa Marfhal, for in one hand 
he holds fetters and with the other leads a Prifoucr, as by the pofture of his body may 
be prefumed, who as in x» afflicted (tate fecnis to fupplicate. Aiter him proceed fc- 
veral others, all in order, ol which feads a Ran, and rvundry Fiamens tollow with 
Cenícrs in their hands,as in tote times was accustomed in prepara tory Sacrifices. 

Near this towards the cenyer of a large fquare room there is a hole which gives way 
uwo a Vault through an entry that is about irven foot high and Jive Soot broad, firft 
leading towards the North, a@*d alter bending towards the Fath. ? His Nagad atthe bot- 
tom with tquare Marble ftonc^ of extraordinary tize, arche above, and bread cnouals 
for three a breait ; leading iro a fair Room or Chappel vich is alfo arch. ci aud fup- : 
Ported with tour pillars four yardsabout, cight in heizht, and tour yards in diiiance from 
cach other; and through which is a pallage by another entry towards tie Nico;nr, upon 
the wall whereof is cngraven thcir grand Pod. Vine Edes of thefe two ci ics in like 
fculpture and matter cut, have bean carved wiin fissures oi fey eral icin, by vseir habit 
:cemin? to be Priefts, orderly following one anoiher with their bands dic hki vp and 
Joyned together, as in thole Oriental parts was ulvally acted when thov vos an peers 
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triumphs or other caufes of rcjoycing. The front is artificially engraven into the fimi. 
litude of Men and Beafts in various pofturcs ; as Men combating with Lions and other 
wild Beafts of fundry fhapes, and Beafts one againft another. Among the reft is the 
figure of a Horfe preparing to defend himfelf againft a Lion; but fo rarely fancied as 
gains the Sculptor praife fufhcient, the pofture is fo natural; füch as when that Art 
was more in perfection, would hardly have been bettered. Over and on each fide the 
door through which we entred, are carved in the Marble fome Men armed with Sword 
and Pike and fome with Targets; over whofe heads upon the Architrave are Chara- 
éters engraven which like the reft prov’d adverfe to our intellect. 

Near that is a fccond ftubterranean paflage into another fquare Chappel, ftrongly ar- 
ched and fupported with four white well-wrought Marble pillars,each about feven yards 
high; (for ’tis prefum’d that the greateft part of this pile was vaulted under ground.) 


Near which is a fair Arch of like ftone, whereupon is cngraven a Man of an extraor- 


dinary fize wearing his hair extraordinary long and curl’d both upon head and beard : 
the laft of which 1s cut dein after the mode of the aged devout Arabians = his head is 
covered with a flat round Cap, and at his feet (in fign of Eminency or Conqueft) a Lion 
couchant is placed. Another Man a few fteps thence holds a Crooking ftaff, Mace or 
other enfign of Magiftracy in one hand, and a Lamp in the other. Several Pike-men 
alfo feem to guard the place; who appear onely from the wafte upwards. Nigh thefe 
is another Sovereign Prince (in thefe particulars I repeat not; fecing they are feveral fi- 
gures ) royally feated in a Chair of State. In his right hand he holds along Scepter füch

as I have formerly mentioned. On the one fide an Officer of State advances his Mace > 


or fuch like Enfign towards the Prince’s head. A little higher a Man is placed upon 
one knee, and by his bowing poiture (albeit his face be turned towards the North-weft) 
feems to fupplicate fome Deity. On either fide the Prince in two feveral ranks ftand 
many Flamens whofe heads are filletted Ç for ’tis that gave them their Names) and in their 
facerdotal garments holding up their hands and joyning them together, dancing and re- 
joycing as in old times was uíed in Peazs to the Sun, their Apollo. Not far thence is 
the like Story; in this onely differing, here the Prifoner being upon his feet makes his 
profpect towards the Eaft, with his finger either faluting the rifing Sun, or feeming to 
contemplate Heaven. 

A few paces thence are figured two Giants who by pure force fubjeét two Lions whom 
they hold down by their hands faftned within their hair. Nigh them are placed another 
Guard of Foot armed with Spear and Sword, as it were fafeguarding fome notable 
Prifoner. Adjoyning that is the image of another Sovereign Prince, in habit and po- 
{ture little differing from the former, only the Scepter here rather refembles a Bifhops 
or Paftoral-ftaff, which he holds erect in his right hand. At firft view I imagined it 


was the Image of an Arch-flamen; but more deliberately, That it rather reprefents fome . 


Sovereign Prince. Now, albeit of late times Kings amongit the Infidels in fome parts 
imate our Exropeam Monarchs, not onely in ftate but alfo in their Regal Ornaments 
of Crown and Scepter , neverthelefs of old the variety was far more in thofe diftin- 
étions. For (that 1 may not exceed my bounds) in Perfia, the Diadem, the AZyrbra,the Ti- 
ara and the Cydaris, with the Wreath or Chaplet were the Regalia of old, as now the 
Mandil is with which the Shaugh, and with the Puzgaree the Moguls head is adosned. 
Amonglft thefe the A4thra, ( which fome make one with the Cydaris, as in Zech. 3. 5. 
where after the vulgar Latine, Cydaris is tranflated Afyter ) was not leaft in efteem with 
Kings, feeing it gave the agnomen to the Perfian King Chedor-Laomer; albeit the Priefts 
of Fupiter and the Sun were in folemnities and noted Sacrifices alfo permitted to wear 
it. The Diadem was a Royal Band, faith Plat. Vita Demetz ; and properly fignifies a 
Roll or wreathed Head-band: or a filk Ribbond wreag cd about the forehead, faith 
Drufius, which were firft attributed to the Heathen gods as were Crowns of gold. But 
in after Ages Diadems were worn by Kings and Soverzign Princes, who inítead of 
Crowns had Maces, which were in no lefs veneration, “laces by fome being worship- 
ped as gods; whence it is that the Imagesof the Heathe Deities ufually had Sccpters or 
Maces in their hand, Fuyinl.s. A Wreath of blew and white filk imbroidered with 
precious ftones, which tme Surena crown'd Cyrus with, and then invented. Diadema 
erat purpureum, Quint. Curt. lib. 6. Regis cognati Diademata geftabant, Xenoph. lib.z2. The 
Mythra in like fort was an ornament for the head: made of pure fine linnen, as we find 
recorded Exod. 28.39- and of like ufe as furr’d-Caps be with Kings and Princes, when 
they wear thcir Crowns. The A4yrer being put upon Aaron’s head, the holy Crown was 
put upon the AWrer Exod. 29. 6. and being an ornament for the head, was with little 
Variation worn by Women as well as Men: a a crAaAsnt Capitis ornamenta, jr 
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propria, faith Servius in his Comment upon the 9. lib. Virgil. Inter muliebria funt. Afy- 
thre, gue magis capitis tegendi quam ornandi caufa, comperta eft, qualis Vir fine vituperatione 
uti facile zon poteft, Rofinus lib. 5. Antig. Roman. The Tiara was little different, cing a 
round Wreath ot linnen wrapt about the head, worn by Noble Women as well as Men: 
By Pricíts al!o in Perfia, by the High-Pricfts among the Fews, and by the Caliphs of —#- 
egypt and Babylon. O Nobilem, magis quim felicem Parnum, {aid King Axtigonus, intima- 
ting: the cares folded within the Royal Tiara or Diadem. Tiara erat lana capiti cir- 
cumplicata, faith Plutarch. The Cydaruw (as I lately mentioned ) was worn by the Perfiaz 
Kings alfo, and by Princes in that Monarchy; and was the fame with the 7z«rxz. The 
Kings ref{embled a Cap of feveral pieces of filk of various colours fow’d together, rifing 
{traight up with a {harp top, not bending, as thofe which were worn by inferior Princes 
in token ot fubjection. Cydaris erat fafcia caerulea albo diftinita, Qu. Curt. lib. 3. Cydarim 
Rex € Regina folummodo geftabant, Xenoph. lib. 8$. So as we fee Authors vary in the de- 
{cription and ufe thercor ; and differing from the Diadem, Jd erat Tiara CA Cydaris ip- 
fits Regium diadema, Fdieronm. Epiftola ad Fabiolam, and was ufually fet upon the King's 
head by the Sarena or principal Magas at the Coronation: Which how to underftand 
is fubmitted to enquiry; and fhall conclude with that Enfign of Royalty the King of Cs- 
fco in America wore upon his head at the Entertainment made Pizarro the Spaniard: It 
was a red Roll or Wreath of wool finer than filk, which hung upon his forchcad as his 
Diadem, was preferred before gold or precious gems with which thole parts did fupera- 
bound, and which no Subject was permitted to wear, as Acoffa relates in his Svdian Hi- 
{tory. So that as that attire became diftinguifhable, in like fort was the Paftoral-ftaff, 
which albcit properly attributed to thc Flamen or principal ZLZ5gz55, Kings neverthelets 
fometimes ufcd to hold. Now, albeit they never were convertible terms, the Pontifex 
ufually deriving his Civil power from the Regal; yct in rcgard Kings (whofc charge it 
is both in Spirituals and Temporals to take care of the People) even amongft the Gen- 
tiles have oft-times exercifed the Sacerdotal function (which amongft the Fews after the 
Law was in {omc cafes fharply rcproved; as 1 Sam. 13. 13. C> 2 Chron. 26.1y.) Give 
me leave therefore to quote Virgil. lib. 3. eEneid. concerning e^Z£zezs who facrificed a- 
white Bull unto Fxpiter; upon which the Commentator obferves, Tune erat hic mos ut 
Reges effent Sacerdotes vel Poztifices: And La Cerdalikcwifc, That Princes in old times 
have fundry times executed the Pricltly Office: and concerning which I might inftance 
icverai examples befides that in facred Writ of Zelcbifedeck, who was both King and 
Pricit. But in prophane take that of Annius, who (Virgil. lib. 3.) was Rex idem Homi- 
suum Phabiq, Sacerdos. Whence probably it is that out of Cicero and others, our Rider 
in his Dictionary notes that Epifcopi aliquando Atonarche appellantur, which the Babylonian 
Caliph and Roman Pontifices by rcafon of their mixt power and ufurpation over the juft 
rights of Sovercign Kings and other Potentates according to my apprehenfion moft re- 
feinble. Culipha eft Vicarius, qui có divinis e~ humanis preeffet, Scalig.lib.3-Ifag. The Caliphs 
ol e£gypr and Babylon were Sovereigns and Regal in their Civil adminiftrations," and 
withal exercifed the Spiritual preeminence and dignity in Rites and Ceremonies, asthe 
Rex Sacrorum amongit the Romans ufed. Feneftel. de Sacerdot. Rom. Summus Portifix Fud. 
triplici Corona orzabatur, Fofephus lib. 3.c. 1 13. which thc Pope imitates. L.:cedemeorniis idem 
Sacerdos erat c» Rex, Xen. lib. de Repub. Imperatores etiam Summum Pontificatum ad fe tran- 
ftulerunt: And the Emperor of Azfcovy is attired both ina Regal and Pontifical Habit 
or Veftment, a Miter being upon his Head and a Crofier in his hand. For, faith Mr. 
Filler) Wings are lookt upon as mixt Perfons, wherein Church and State are blended 
together; the function of Royalty and Pricfthood united, having continued in fome 
Countrcys for many Gen: tions. Homer ftiles Agamemnon the Shepherd of his People. 
Fulius Cefar affected the High  riefthood, in regard 74/2 the Son of Afeanins exercited 
the Sacerdotal Office. — Rege/'ram apud Grecos quam Romanos Sacerdotes fuiffe manifcftifjimum 
cft, Rofin. lib. 3. Ant. Rom. Dwy lib. i. Such is Prcefler-Tobu the ~Ethivpian, Rex c Sa- 
cerdos, Acofta. To conclude his, the fews Common-wealth was called Regum S.ccrdo- 
tale. And albeit the Paftora ittafFin this figure ( as I fancy Y is Virga Regalis, Aiuhorita- 
tem babens imperantis; and as Tartial adds Qua ut Paftor baculc,Ovesregit. But enough up- 
on this criticifm. The Robe this great Prince wears is long and majettical: towards tlic 
skirt are folds as is ufually icen in large loofe garments , but towards the fhouifder fome- 
what itrait like the rich Copes ufed in Cathedrals, or thofe worn at tlic Reception of 
Ambafladours by the Magnificos in Fenice. Towards his head a Mace is railed, which was 
an infeparable adjunct it feems when Princes fat in State, and on either fide the King 
attcud feveral great Perfons: on one fide the Nobles or Perfian Satrupc,otherwite Ao- 
notimi, as Xenophon {tiles them, and onthe other the Afagi or Prict s. 1-0 Men alto 
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wait behind with great Lamps, aud fome with Rolls of parchments: oppofite to them 
is a Prifoner in chains brought as it were to Tryal by the Marfhal, who tormally leads 
the Capttve by onc hand; the Prifoner by the fubmifs bending of his body feeming to 
invite the Court to mercy. Under thefe is placed a Guard of tix ranks of pikes, both 
Men and Arms in full proportion. Upon the left fide of the Tnrone ftand feveral other 
Flamens who hold Rolls of parchment in their hands; and upon the right, the Nobles; 
who wear long hair, have antick garments upon their heads, Bows in their hands, qui- 
vers full of long arrows ñixt to their right fides, and fwords with plain guardsunto their 
left. A {elect number of Pricfts and Nobles feem to withdraw apart, and to expoftu- 
late or argue fomewhat concerning the Prifoncr ; who by this noble appearance and man- 
ner of proceeding may be conceived to bc fonic Perfon of Eninency: but who he was, 
the myiterious Characters there engravcir can beit difcover. And yet feeing fome ima- 
ging this Itructure was raifed by the direction of Cyrus the Magnificent, (who ruled circa 
A. AT. 3400. and whofe fupreme Officer the Prophet Daniel for fome time was) it may 
without offence be prefumed Daniel; who when he was the Prefident or Chief of the 
hundred and tweuty Princes mentioned in Daz. 6. 2. by the envy or rather confpi- 
racy of thole Ethnique Princes or Governours he was accufed for worfhipping God, 
contrary to that impious JOecree of Dariws, for which he was arraigned, condemned 
and cait into the Den of Lions. Otherwife it may reprefent Crafzs that unfortunate Ly- 
dian King ; who being deluded by the Oracles-amphibology engaging againft the Per (ian, 
became Cyrus his prifoner; and had fuftered, but by calling upon So/ex in that his lament- 
able condition: For feeing Belfhazzar the laft Afyriaz Mornarch (to whofe fubverfion 
Cyrus principally contributed) was flain, it cannot properly reprefent that great Con- 
quceft and Revolution. | 

About a large ftones caft thence over continued heaps of rubbiíh, wherein doubtlefs 
are buried many rare pieces of Art, is a void fpace, in which as my thoughts prom- 
pted that famous Temple {tood which was dedicated to Diaza there called Anaya, in its 
time reputed next to that at Epbefus the moft curious piece throughout the World. At 
the Eaft-end there rifes a Hill or Rock; upon part of which, about fifty foot from the 
ground in like Sculpture is the figure of a King, who with erccted hands feems to adore 
the rifing Sun. Near which, fo well as my fight would ferve at fuch a diftance, I fan- 
cied that I faw the Fire and a Serpent engraven: which being moft obvious to wind and 
weather, is moft worn and lecaft perfpicable. The lifting up of the hands in worfhip 
has of long time been a pofture alfo ‘amongit Heathens, Omnes bomines preces fatturz 
manus ad Calum tollant, faith Arviftotle libro de Atundo : Duplices ad fydera palmas, Ovidius: 
And Supinas ad Colum cum voce manus, Virgil. Moreover, that the Perfrzzs of old were 
Polythbeifis may be proved by thefe threeIdols. For albcit the grand Pagotha by being 
the tutclary Numen of the place was in moft repute; the Fire nevertheleís was their 
principal Deity, for with them it reprefcnted Omnipotency 5 as the Sun the Hicrogly- 
phick of Eternity; and the Serpent, Time's revolution and fagacity: Which laft was 
woríhipped by the Ophite ; and both that and Trees were had in Divine eftimation by 
the Izdians in honour of Liber Pater and ~£fculapius, as we are informed by Alex. ab 
Alexandria. The Serpent and Fire in like fort were adored by the Lithuanians of old, 
and Trecs alfo: Lithuani ab origine colebant INumina, Ignem, Sylvas, eo Serpentes, quos Ve- 
nzcerabantur, Munfter +- Lib. Cofmogr. Befides thefe, they had feveral Elementary gods; 
for as ZZerodotres in his firft Book relates, Soli, Lune, Igni, Telluri, Aque, có- Ventis, Perfe 
facrificant, éc- They worfhipped the Sun, Moon, Fire, Earth, Water and Winds; yet 
had neither Temples,images nor Altars,fo writes Herodotus in his firft Book; albeit Strabo 
and others fay the contrary 5 and by their Reliques it appear they had; yea, Plutarch 
Vita Artax. mentioned their invocating Fano, Pluto and € fer Grecian Deities for the 
health of his wite Aroffa, i. Efther. 

Scarce ten yards diitant: from thefe, but upon the famé dcclivity or front of the 
Mountain, in like fculpture is figured the Image of their g and Pagotha; a Demon of as 
uncouth and ugly a fhapeas well could be imagined; andif everenced by thofe wretches, 
fure it was not in love, bu rather witha Ne noceat, bafe, fear too oken drawing da- 
{tardly fpirits into vile tubjection. lt is of a gigantick fize or magnitude, ftanding as 
upright as his deformed polture will permit, difcovering a moft dreadful vifage ’twixt 
Mian and Beaft: Under his chin is a large maw or other thing like unto a fatcliel ; but 
for what ufe, "tis a queftion whether the Sculptor underftood it. This monfter hasíeven 
feveral arms on cither fide ( as if defcended from Sriareus, ) and inftead of hands he 
ftretcnes forth his vultures claws, his body being fomewhatdiftorted. What the mean- 
ing of thefe {even arms fhould bc, is hard to gucís: But according, to my fancy, they 
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may fignific on thc one fide the terrene power and dominion thole Kings had over 
fo many Kingdonis or Provinces; and the other, a myitcrious type of the feven great 
Planets which the Perfians had in adoration, Deos ezim illos effe feptem Plazctas guos Ani- 
matos credidit 2dutiquitas, faith Pofielizs. And albeit this Pazod as toftorm be molt ter- 
rible to bchold, yct in old times it fcenis they gave it reverence; and to quaiific the 
drcadiuluefís of the figure, thole more recent tell us that it reprefents tne £grcatcít Prince 
Perfr.: cvcr had, both in reference to extent of Empire and to the power he had ovcr In- 
ternal Spirits whom by magick tpells he uted to bind and loofe as he iiftod 5 fo;trcat a Ne- 
cromanccr do, they feign Famfheat to have been. According, to the couríc of their Storics 
he lived about aii hundred years after Keyomarraz whom loms imagine to be that A74or- 
Laomer( Kitter inthe Achrew, fo called irom thc &kiduris or Royal Cap he wore) van- 
quithed by the Patriarch Abraham. But having occai.on in fevtrai places to remember 
this Fan bor. here I fhall fay no more. e 

Upon the King’s lett fide are placed a ftand of pikes:-oppofite to which in a little 
lowcr itation is placed a Man who by his poiture and garb appears to be in a diitrciled 
condition; for albeit he be in the prcíence or the King, hc feems neverti.cic!s to expo- 
ituiate with iome-principal Officers; and either from guilt or clic upon vi.w of that 
deformed monfter to bc in fomc kind of altonifhment fo well as the Sculptor’s gr 2225 and 
hand could humour it. Below the guard are twenty Flamens placed; fome o: which 
with their hands point upwards towards the King, others towards the Sun, and thc vcit 
downwards towards the Temple of Avaya. Two ranks of other Flamens, fifteen in cach 
rank are placed on cach tide the Altar; who by tücir mimmick geftures and elevation 
and conjunction of hands exprets their Epzziciz by this mode and manner of rejoycin33 
unlcís it were an antique form of woríhip which probably they then ufcd unto their Pa- 
gods. Some of thefe haye thcir faces towards the King, who alfo had his ihare of ad- 
oration , but others turn their backs glancing fide-ways upon the Pagod, whom in this 
dance they half environ. Lower are figured cightcecii or twenty Lions ina row, every 
couple lookins towards one anothcr. In the lowcrmolt place oppotite under the Altar 
isa door, or rather mouth of a Cave, which gives entrance into the Chappel that is 
fupportcd by pillars. Mr. Skizwer ( who travelled thofe parts more lately 5) aflures me it 
is yct open and remaining in the fame condition I have deftribed. 

Near thefe are the remains of a large Sepulchre or Collin of ftonc, prefumed to be the 
dormitory of fome remarkable though unknown Perfon: for both the Villagers therc- 
abouts are filent in it; and ’tis the lefs inquirable, fecing that it was the cuiiom of the 
Monarchs of Perfis to have their Corps lct down into deep holes or pits purpolviy bored 
within the fides of Mountains ; as this day appear abundantly by the tignals upon the 
Hills about Perfepol:s, where the Bodies of the greateit number of thofe that preceded 
Alexander the Great were interred, asI!ball hercafter note. About a bow-fhoot hence 
to thc Southward upon the Plain or lower ground is a high Column in perfeétion; but 
of what ule at fuch a dittance I apprehend not. à 

To conclude, for Iz magnis volu:ffe fat eft, This is thc fum of what I have to fay rc- 
lating to this unparallcl'd Antiquity and ~when in perfection) incomparable Structure, 
which has fo far the precedency, that Doz Garcias de Sylva Figuroa ( AMmballador A. D. 
16/10. tO Shaw Abbas trom Philip the Third of Spaiz ) upon his view, not onely preters 
it betore all he faw at Rome, but concludes That it is undoubtedly the only Monument 
in the World at this-day extant without impolturc; yea, far exceeding ({aitn he ) all 
other Miracles of the Earth we can cithcr fee or hear of at this day. Give me leave therc- 
forc to add, That here ( where I may fay Materiam fiperabat Opus,the Materials are rich 
but much more cftimab the Workmanfhip ) Nature and Art feem to confpirc towards 
the creating amazement an pleafure both in Senfe and Intellect ; the prefent ruines re- 
raining fuch a majefty as nét only exprefs the Founder’s magnificence, but inthe behold- 
ing {trike a fentible impref¥on ( if not of veneration yct ) of admiration 3 in fuch cfpc- 
cially as have a duc efteem f Silvcr-hair'd Antiquity. Is it not theccefore great pity 
that {omc Illuftrious Prince: »r other Noble Perfon valuinr, rarities, has not cre this 
fent fome Painter or other kc Artilt to take a full and perfect draught of this iq an- 
cient Monument? the rather, fceing that the Inhabitants of Shbyraz, but principaily the 
Villagers at AMardafh and other People thereabouts put no value upon it; but cont»! 
(finding that albeit fometimes they gain, yet molt times they loic by free-quarter oi 
Soldats and others who out of mcer curiolity repair thither, ) in barbarous manner 
{pare not to deface and tear afünder what they can in fpight, and under pretence oi 
ferving their common occafions 5 albeit by the Dukes of Shyrazthey have at fundry times 
been punifhed for it; in fo much as thete rude Rufticks have barbarian-like donc it 
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morc Tpight, than either lengih of time, injury Of weather or hoitile razc ever could 
cilecbt. N62 tempns cd.iv rerivn, HOM terror, ncc boftiles tnjpurie tot fecilorim Jp-.c2o, fo- 
[ditatem ejus edificii convellere potucrart. Nam cx rupe folida vel ex guadratis »iarmoraur fa- 
wis ite compactum cfl, m ex uno Lapide videatur, C vix quntturas oftendir, aitan an Obter- 
ver. MNev.rthcelefs, L may here withthankfulnefs acknowledge,how that upon my propo- 
ling, it fome years lince unto that great 72ec.ez.:: of antiquity the late noble Lord Thomas 
Earl of Arundel, He was io fenmible thereof, as to that end he difpached a Youth thither 
whom Mr. Norgate recommended to his Lordthip for one he knew could both detign 
and copy weil: But I hear he died by the way at or near Surat, belote he could reach 
Perffa; 1o as that worthy endcavour became frultrate. To proceed. 

Little more than a mile hence is ZZazd.zflr, which in a Sp.wifh reporter I find writ 
AMarzateas, and in an SJralian Afehrchoafeon, very much diticrimg trom the risht proa.ne 
cia&ion. "Tis a Villae contifting of near two hundred Hloufcs, diuch as they bey the 
People of which place were fto trantcendently fuperftitious, that (upon notice we were 
Coriftins anèl not Arffitbez according to their Aleoraxz) what ground we trod or what 
places we centred, at our departure they tiftcd aines and ciui, appe isnmliung we had pol 
luted the carth by rcaton of our profeilion, which bein: done in ou: vent mn:ilo us tome 
paitime. This and the Neighbouring Villages fo- that ti:cy are wate «d by Aquaduéts 
forced from the River Aur or El-Chyr over whici upon the Binden:yr, a Bridge io caiicd, 
we rode inthe way from Shyraz to Perfepolzs) (ccm very delighttu: j-iaces; the Gardens 
and Fields by that retrefhment appearing at inoit icalons extraordinary pleafant and 
fruitful in variety of Fiowers and Fruits anl Corn. Neverticlefs by thote tluces ( the 
mode of thofc parts ) the main Channel is io ftraitned, that in icvcral places ?tis very 
hardly difcernable. | 

Northwards about three Ezelifh miles from Chyl-manor at the foot of that Mountain 
which verges towards Perfcpolis, in like fculpture is carved the figure of a Giant which 
the Perfians fay is the reprciontation of Ruffaz: which may the better bc credit.d fecing 
that in his memory the piace is calied ZVogdz, or as fome pronounce Wafci Ruftan, i. c. 
Riuftans Atonument. Tiis Ruftaz was ^ ovoce celcbrated in the old Annals of Perfia which 
thefe modern times preferve but b; wrau:cion: fo that uncertain it is what age he lived 
in; but as I gathered afterwards at Spabayx when I went to icc his Tomb, was in or 
about the reign of that great Artaxerxes or Ahafhucrus who took to Wite Mefter the 

cv, in whole Wars ’tis likely he was fome Eminent Commander ; concerning whofe 
{trength and acts, Romancc-like they report wonders. Nigh tiii: upon the fame Hill 
the images o. 1cveral Women and Maidens are carved , one of which they fay is the 
figure of Ruffan’s Earthly goddefs; of whote Amours and adventures which likea Knight 
Errant he performed for her fake, the Perffavs ixil many picaíant ftories: As a:io, how 
by tic corrivalíhip of Sha-gad his falte tricnd, Ruffaz was dcitroy’d by falling into a pit 
covered with boughs and Earth; whence neverthelefs with a dart he tlew his :dverfary, 
fuch time as he look’d down into thc pit to infult over Raffan by wa. of triumph. 

Nor far thence ( where the Mountain in like manner is made fmooti and even ) are 
two other large figures of Giants on horfeback. The onc has the Royal 7zarz upon his 
head with long critpcd hair dangling under it, and upon his fhould«:s uae royal Veft 
which the Sovercign Princes wear, as clícwhere defcribed: in his left hand is a Club 
with Iron ípikzs at the end, non unlike that which Painters ufually givcto Hercules. Op- 
polite to this is thc other Chevalier, who wears a like Veit upon his Body, with hair 
upon his head of equal length, but barc-hcaded. The horíes in theirpoftures face cach 
other, as do the Riders ; who with their right hands ftretched on high lay hold upon 
a round ring, fccming to contend about it; and cithcr ta £orcc it from cach other, or 
break it afundcr. This probably is a fymbol or cmblemc.;bt that great Empires, and re- 
prceftencs to ail Generations that great contcít for the Mo;;zarchy of the World, which 
happened betwixt Darius and Alexander, or otherwile thee ’twixt Cyrus and Artaxerxes. 

in another ptace upon che precipice of the Hill is thc^cfligies of another Gigantine 
perfon, little different infhabit; and mounted upon a Ifve Bicepo.ilizs. Within his right 
hand hs holds a Sword rot fo hooked as the Damafco, ‘sor fo clofc-guarded as ours: 
and with his left out-ftretghed he grafps a Foot-man that iccms to oppoic him ; backt 

: mnother Camcrade bare-hcaded, who by this conqueft over his Fellow, in fubmifs 
manner by the bowing of his body fecins to beg the Florfc-man's mercy. There are fe- 
veral other Images carved in that Mountain, which are lafting Monuincnts, and very 
well woyth a Travellers notice: but thefe ! lately named are the principal. Now whe 
ther thete ftuperdious Monuments may have been made by the dircétion of fome Per- 
fiw Patrentatc, or of Alexander the Great who had moit pleature ii nat kind of often. 
talion, 
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tation, and Z5fippzs the molt expert Sratuary in the World at that time marching, with 
his Army? Or whether they were formerly cut by the clircctions of that mighty Mo- 
narch ZWVabecLocdozofor the Hercules of the Ealt, or precedent to him by the appointment 
ot Seriramis, which lait as Diod. Siculis L. 2. Jofephus ex Berofo contra Appion, and other 
Hiftorioziaphers relate in Chaldea, Afedia and Perfr.: tocxprefs her greatneis, but cfpc 
cially to cternize her iame, planted Gardens, ditlccled Mountains, raittd Bridges, and 
upon high Places caufed her own Effigies and her Husband’s to be engraven 5. Laffizan 
Afons eft Moedig apud quem Semiriimis in petra feptendecem fladicrion, fitam c fig se ifculpfir, 
Cal. Rhod. 1l. 20. c+ 24- Vhere fhe made a Garden 12 furlongs in compais, and upon a 
Mountain 17 furlongs high caufed her figure to be cut, with rco others preícnting her 
with gifts; and upon a Marble Rock caufed it to be writ in Syrzzch letters tothis effect, 
A Semiramide fubditorum opere, iftud faxum excifum eff, Atunfter lib. 5. Cofmogr. At Chaona 
Or Coo» in Mediz upon a like high Mountain that railed it icli in the midit of a large 
Champagne ground, fhe caufed other very ttately Gardens and FIoufes of delight to be 
erected; and to the intent fhe might from thence havea pertect view of that great Army 
of Florile and Foot which fhe had raiicd and was marching with into Jvdia, being i as Suz- 
d.i reports ) three millions of Foot, onc million of Lorie, onc hundred thoufand Cha- 
riots and the like number of Camels for fight, and 2cocco more Camels that had the 
baggage of the Army, and carricd 3c 22co raw hides for watting her Army over the Ri- 
ver Jadus, refolving (but in vain) to make Sraurobates the Indian Kinga Vallal ot her Ba- 
bylor.ian Empire. lipon the Farcezan Mountains near Ecbataze s\:¢ Icft another Monument 
of her power, by cutting a patlagc through it for the Army, Diod. Siculis lib.s. cap.s. noc 
only to the wonder of thole times, but admiration of füccecding Ages: which partly out 
of base ilattery, but principally out of fcar the People firft reputed Idols, and then wor- 
fhipped, but whether I am not able to determine ; and theretore leave it to the fvr- 
ther fcrutiny of fome future Traveller,who in thefe things may have a better Cezzz:,con- 
tenting my fclf oncly with the profpect and relation. At Car.aimoonu-Sb.abooz a mountain 
near unto Pully-fba, in the way 'twixt Spabeawz aud Zagd.:£, the like curiotities are cut, 
and in all probability during the time thefe were eliccted. At Hamadan alte the like; 
and in fome other parts of Perfiay which being engraven upon the iolid itonc, at fo 
great height, and not uponthe declivity, but hollow’d within the precipice of thole 
Mountains, cndurcs the violence of wind and weather, and tis likely to continue as it 

is, while the Rock it felf laiteth. But to return. 
Upon cither tide of this Mountain near Chilmanor, cfpccially that which refpcéts the 
South, the Rock is cut finooth; and upwards above a hundred foot high in it arc cut 
or pierced teveral holes, tome being of larger fiz. than other: the lcalt is three foot 
iquarc: Alfo in the fide of the Hill tomc perfpcétives are engraven,or at leait dctigned. 
Now fccing that Diod. Siculus and other Writers of thofe times acquaint us, Thatwhen 
the Perfiaw Kings had the Sovereign command of the World, their Sepuichers or Burial- 
places were not in “cemeteries where Graves were ufually made; butindcecep holcs pur- 
potviy digged within the Rock or Marble Mountains abou. Perfepolisy whercinto the 
Corps ( attcr they were embalmed ) were let down by long co.ds or other engines fitted 
for that purpofc: So as for the pertorming that laft office, there was no afcending with- 
out a ladder, which was onely rcarcd upon fuch folemn occaiions. For proof whereof, 
that Story of Daris Hyfta[pis mentioned by C'iefrz in his Fliftory of Perfis is pertinent 
and remarkable 5 which King having, in his life time prepared in the Hill joyning Per 
fepolis his own Sepulchre, was very defirous to be let down to fee the place where his 
Body fhould be laid ; but.the Magi dillwadcd him, as being ominous: neverthelets the 
King’s Parents ( no Iefs curteus of the fight) were by the Priefts let down with ropes, but 
in the defcent fo terrified wit i hidcousapparitions, that letting go their hold they were 
killed by the fall, for whick difafter 4o of the Pricfts by the King’s tevere decree were 
put to death. The c£eyptio s of old had the like Sepulchres in deep Caves or Vaults 
thirty foot under ground, cu toully cut into the folid Rock, nnd at ihe bottoni: parted 
into leveral Chambers, where the embalmed Corps were laic,; as by the Mummics fre- 
quently found there isappareat. In Thebes alfo ( which Straro calls Drojolis i tne. Fevis 
civitas (not that near Foppe ) are like Graves, wherein are int;rred above 4^ 0f thc e£- 
gyptzaz Dynafts and Kings, whichthere have their Sepulchres; flor to bury the Dead t.-7 
accou.imed impious, but being imbalmed they laid them in fome private room within 
their houfe, faith Pompomius. Albeit it is not to be doubted how thar this cufl om conti- 
nucd not many Ages, nor was practifed ainongft all forts of Poople; but during the 
time thole Princes grafped the Scepter of the Llniverfo, and with thofo onch that were 
of higheft Qualis::: For, when the Crec ks fubverted this Monarchy, thisinacies was pel 
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and that People conformed to the Greeks cuftoms; as appears by that ftately Funeral Epbe- 
ftion had,and alfo that other of Alexander himfclt ; where the Corps were neither interred 
in thcfe deep holcs,nor burnt with fire ; but embalmed,coflined,and kept after the manner 
of the c&£rzyptiass. Nor doth it appear what manner of Funcral Sratzrathe Wife of Ale- 
xander and Daughter of thc laft Darius had, whether according to the manner of the 
Macedonians OY Perfians : For albeit Fuftin, Diodorus Siculus, Quintis Curtius, and fia 
make mention of her Burial, and of the Burial of Darius, yct in what manner, or in 
what place they were interred, (albeit neither pomp nor coft was fpared, nor thc pre- 
fence of the Conquerour himfclf wanting for the greater honour of the Obfequy) thofe 
Hiftorians arc altogether filent. 

Belides thefe upon the fame Mountains fome picces of Perfpective are elaborately and 
regularly cut, refembling the nobleft fort of ancient itructure. The loweft door or 
place of entrance is open, and as if it were to be afcended by fteps: on either fide the 
door are placed flat pilafters which fuftain the Architrave and other fuperftructure. 
Towards thc fummit are other doors fhut 5 and the whole imbellifhed with a few pour- 
traits of Men, which terve for ornament, fomething conform to that Templum Solis 
which long after by Aurelian the Emperour was crected upon Mount Quirinal in Rome, 
as exprclicd by Laurus. Upon the culmen has been a Pagod,which the Inhabitans there- 
abouts fay was Famjheat or Shem-phid he that fucceeded Oxuchang, and he Syamec the Son 
Of Keyomarraz who ruled Perfia circa A. M. 2000. and was contemporaneous with the 
Patriarch Facob, tix hundred years before the deftruction of Troy,than which (fome pre- 
fume to aver) no Monument in the World precedes in time 5° Nullum ante Trojana tem- 
pora Monumentum apud ullos literis mandatum vel fculptum fuerat: In which we ought not 
to be politive. 

About three hundred paces Southward from Chilmanor there is a fingle Column, entire 
from bafe to capital, but being fo low and without company, it is not eafie to conje- 
éture of what ufe it was. The pedeftals of two other Columns fquare in form are fcen 
at no great diftance thence; but uncertain what fort of Column they bore, feeing there 
is an empty holc in onc of them, which {fome think ferved as an Urn to keep the afhes 
of fome dead Bodies that were burned. 

Some fpace from the Mountain towards the Valley, are feveral Coffins or troughs of 
ftone; fome whole, but molt broken: in which one may prcfumc dead Corpfes have 
been laid. There arc morcover the reliques of fome Tanks or Confervatorics of water, 
towards which onc may difcern the Aqucduct or water-paflage was cut through from 
the top of the Mountain: fo as by a pipe what rain-watcr fell at any time from thc clouds 
was convcy'd down into the Cifterns. And with good rcaíon; for albeit the City Per- 
fepolis had the benefit of the River lately mentioned, yct the Building cxpatiated moft 
towards the North-caít, which was towards the Palace. Certain it is, io great a di- 
{tance needed thefe helps ( wanting Springs ) the better to feed their places of pleafure, 
as Orchards, Gardens, Grots,e~c-which the City had plenty of,and thofe very large ones. 
The onely ruin that remains of building in that part the City ftood, is a fpacious 
{quare, which had but one door for entrance. The walls are high and lafting5 for they 
arc of extraordinary large pieces of Marble. And albeit the cement of theic that joyns 
the ftones is vifible3- yet of what fubitance the fingle column is, 1 lately mentioned, I 
fomewhat doubs, feeing "tis fo high and differing from the colour of that quarry, and 
by the curiofity of the cement feeming as if it were one piece of ftone: fo that thc little 
time I ftaid there would not fuffer me to fatisfie my felt whether it was natural or arti- 
ficial. KHowbeit fince upon fecond thoughts I fuppofe it may be fuch plaifter as in old 
time was made of tlower with whites of eggs and the beft fort cà ftone beaten into pow- 
der, with which the outfides of fome fofter materials was tually finifhed or pargetted : 
And of fuch a compolition was that Pifciza mirabilis near Cama, which for colour and 
durablenefs even in thofe times gained admiration. To preceed now in our Travel. 

The cight and twentieth slay of March we put foot in ft rrop, and that night rode 
four and twenty miles to a A own called Afsy-own. In the mid-way ?twixt thofe 2 Towns 
I obferved a Hill, upon who.e top (as the ruins fhewed) hat. {tood a Caftle fo advantagi- 
oufly {cituated by Nature, as we judged was impregnable. A late rebellious Suran man- 
ps st avait Abb.ıs his Sovereign, who (to terrific others) came in perfon to reduce it. 
But fuch was the Saltas rcfolution, fuch the height where the Caftle ftood, fo narrow 
the entrance, aud fo defperately defended,that in fix months fiege he had but little hopes 
of taking jt. Loth he was to draw off; and what ftratagem to nfe could noc tuddenly 
devife : At length he goes this way to work; a reward was promifed to any would 
effect ic  WVhhac force could not do, Magick Cat leaft of Gold > perperrates: For an 
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old Wizard ‘covetous of gain) promifes his belt, and accordingly by ipells fo-perplex- 
cd the deiuded Srdraz, that upon the Witches ailurance of fair quarter he defcends; but 
the Block rewarded him. <bbas acknowledges tlic Enchanter merited his price: But 
while the Wizard dotes upon his gold, he ices not that danger was at hand; for the 
King grudging the lols, and ki:o.ving no better way to recover it but for being a Witch, 

ends him to Serzz without his head; making, that tne occation of his juftice, which-but 
a little before he held utctu!, though then diflixed it. To return. 

Adoyowz (a Town of nore upon the road betwixt Shyraz and Spalawz) is very delight- 
fully icated 5 enrichcd alfo with fwcct Water, excellent Wine, plenty of Wood, itore 
of Grafs, and diap.r^d with Nature's Carpets. It belongs to their highly honoured 
Prophet Izmael, whole Tomb ina well-built AZachit called Emoom Izmael is here feen; 
contiderably endow’d through the liberality of many Princes and Great Men: For to- 
wards its maintenance yearly twelve thoufand mawad-fiaw of Rice, and four thoufand 
of Barley is allowl. Next night we lodged (flept I cannot fay, wc were fo vexed with 
Afef uits) in O-jone, a Village contiting of thirty Familics ; molt of them Prophets or 
Prophets Children. We itill found leait profit, where tuch Prophets dwelt, fecing they 
drunk no Wine, nor were Grapes allow’d to grow amongít them: Nor that Wine 
there is held bad, but from fome Tradition, and probably that it is thc Blood of thofe 
Giants who warred againít the Heathex Deities. Nor was the Watcr in their Tancks fo 
wholcfom as might nierit commendation; albeit the Confervatory was as good as any 
we faw tiil then; being large, and plaiftered with a conipolition of lime and fand with 
fome glutinous matter (as 1 apprehended ) which made it both large and fmooth; fo 
that it {eemed to be no other than natural ftone, and better than what we call Plaifter 
of Paris. Suchwere the Cifterns or Tancks in old Rome as Pliny tells us: and of like Art 
were thote fi-nder Marbie Columns our fore-fathers have feen caft or made for Cathe- 
drals itructures; rcckon'd zzrez res perdits by Pancirollus. 

Next day we rode over fome craggy and iteep Hills, and at night made T artang Our 
Afanzeel: Afinall Town molt rcimarkable in a Mefchit, wherein we beheld a Monument or 
Tomb which was raiífcd a pretty height fromthe ground, and cover’d with viglet coloured 
Velvet; under which lies buried a Great-Lincle of the Kings. Next night wecameto Affë- 
pofec» a place obf: rvable onely in an old Caftle, which was fometimes a Garrifon: in 
aud about which inhabit (as we were told ) no fewer than forty thoufand Georgians and 
Sarcaffbes, who by profeflion are Chriftzans; albeit little better than captives, being for- 
cibly tranfplanted hither. They are a People have Saint George the Capp.udocian Bifhop 
in veneration, being their Patron. From ZZabometazs thcy differ(mot in habit nor mode, 
but) in their gray cycs, a great argument of heat, layes -Arrffotle, as black is of the 
contrary, the colour of molt Perfiams, and have long whitc hair which after the mode 
of thole antick Gallants recorded by Pliny and Lucian they wear tiflued with fillets of filk 
and gold or filver. if any of thefe ( which is too too often) turn ALibometan, they are 
ipfo fatto preferred beyond vulgar merit. Poor Souls! hearing that we were CU ifl ans, 
they not onely flocked about us, but wept to ice us: Nor wanted we bowels of com- 
patlion to behold Chriftian in fuch a miferable thraldom and condition, and under fuch 
temptations. Nor far diftant hence is Thymar, memorable (if Byzar crr not) inan an- 
G cnt monument,by fome Hebrew Characters fuppoled to be the burial-place of Barh{heba 
the Mother of King So/omoz - which probably may bc miftaken for Berhfhemefl which fig- 
nifies a Houfe dedicated to the Sun: Howbeit’tis called A chit-Zulcimen, t.e. Solomom's 
Chappel, a place (if truly ío) well worthy íceing. 

Next night we lay in Whomgefh, next in Cuzcszar next we came to Z.zzeba-cbow,and next 
to Degurdow : Eight leagues from which place (and near Yezdycaus )wc rode over a moun- 
tain of black Marble, (wheg: doubtlcfs are quarrics of Serpeztzze and Porphyre,if thc carth 
were cxamincd: ) the dei¢cnt was prccipitious; fothat iave by ragscd lieps, and thofe 
not a little dangerous, was no riding down. Out of this part of the Pcrchoatrian moun- 
tains the River Rhogomana Worings; which having watered Shyrac, runs into the Perfian 
Gulph. Howbcit, down w^ got, and that night rode to. Gumbazclello; a Village ta- 
mous for a Carrzav.uis-raw, nd for the belt Wheat-bread in Perfia. Next night we came 
to Tezdecawa, a Town which ftands pleafantly in a narrow Vally, the ground on cack 
lide declining gently, fo as no Hill appears near it, the countrey round about for lome 
miles boing even and Chanipain: it is hardly to be feen or found till very near the 
piace, Cid nor a Caltle point it out which was built by Tezdvyrda Perfian King, above the 
‘Vow lona fince, as this Name partly intimates. Here isa very flately Carravaiis r.nm» 
the boi: from thence to Baader on the Gulph of Perfra. i i 
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Next day ( pafling through De-Afoxalbeg) we got to Amno-baut, by fome called Boyall; 
a Villagc.of thirty Families, molt being Apoftate Georgiaws, inclofed (to exclude their 
fhame) by a high, {trong and round wall with Battlements, which makes it to refemble 
a Caftle, albeit a Village. It is commanded by Daut as they call Dzvia-Cbawz Crother 
to the Duke of Sheraz 5; who for his Apoftafic was made an Eparch, and honoured with 
three temporal Titles, but purchafed it may be with lofs of an eternal Happiu-fs. Here 
is a neat Carravans-raw and Banquctting-Houfes for his own delight: that i went into 
had five rooms upon a floor, which were well painted with Imagery, and embo(ffed with 
gold. The Gardens were formed into good order, and being theSpring which as y irg. 
2. lib. Georg. faith, makes all things fair ; amongit other flowers were Tulips and Rofes 
of feveral colours: So as of Houfe and Gardens I may fay, 








With various forms and curious fizures, there Varias ibi picta per artcs 
The Houfe and Gardens of Daut-Chawn appear. Gaudet humus, fuperintq; novis Daut- Chowna figuris. 
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From .4mno-baut we rode next day to Commefhaw, a Town boafting in a thoutanc 
Houfícs, and efpecially in its great Antiquity. The name it now bears varics not mich 
trom sonnefhaw ( Or Caunaxa, which tome make to be but three thoufand ap enne 
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furlongs from Babylon; where that memorable battel ’twixt Artaxerxes and his Grother 
Cyrus was fought, whofe death is attributcd to the Inhabitants of this City. itmav be 
C fome think ) cither that fame Town which Pliny called Pazozez.:z, or Gre batys in Prolo- 
my- Sir Robert Shcrley was once Commander of this place, under that wicked parricide 
and Apoítatc Prince Cozftandel-chawz but it fccms they bore fimall love to cither of their 
memorics; neither vouchíafing to bid him or us welcome (as moft Towns did we hi- 
therto paft through, although 1 have omitted to fpeak the Ceremonies, ) nor any ac- 
commodation there, though duc to fo noble a paffenger. At this place Perfia is bound- 
cd towards the North, for here viyrac or Parthia takes beginning. Coiracf, Cardon- 
acbow, ZNowbeusanm, Kazeron, Pherufhabad, Eftuche, INabasdioez, arc Towns in Furfiftan, 
which in this couric I can but name: Yct that you may the bitter go along, and ior that 
thc latcít Maps of Perfiz are crroneous, both in Rivers, fcituation of piaces, and true 
names of Towns (for to Ipeak truth, none that I have feen, either tiofe fct forth by 
ondis Ortelius or Alercator who writ by one Copy, have five right names,) i have 
therefore inferted this of the Pezfrzz Empire: in which, I pretiume, neither the pofition 
of places are much miltaken, nor the names of Towns in the Iceit fictitious. 

The next day we got to Moyeor, a confiderable Town, for ic coniifted of about a 
thoufand Eloufes: And aibeit their Houfes were neat, yer were tlicy in no wile compa- 
rable to their Dove-houfes for curious outiides. This rcafon they sive, fome of them 
Cas Tradition perfuades at leatt) are deftended (not «à Columba Noc, but) from thofe 
who being taught to feed at 7 abomer's car, not a little advanced his reputation, per- 
{wading thercby the fimple People they communicated to him intelligence trom fome An- 
cl. Yer I rather think ’tis in memory of Semiramis, who Cas Berofzs relates) was in 
her infancy nourifhed, and at her death transformed into a Dovey; for which caufe the 
Syrians and other Oriental Nations (the Jews excepted ) to tliis day nave that bird in 
more than ordinary citcem amongit them. ‘The ZZearbezs allo. believing that their god- 
defs Menus was hatcht by a Dove which fac on an Egg that tell from licaven into Ez- 
phrates, and by Fifhes rolled on Land,as fil. 427225525 hati it in his Fables) have it in equal 
cftimation. Next night we were brought to 5pabeawzcet by a Scrvant ef ALeclopembeg, the 
King’s Fifcai; who intreated thc Ambafladour to rcpofc' a day or two therc, till spa- 
hawa could fit it fclf for their more folemn Reception. Where in tliis zw#terim wc may 
remember, That molt of thofe Manzccls we have palt from Chehelminor to this place, 
are ’twixt twenty and thirty milesatunder. The whole diftance is fomcwhat above 200 
Exglifh miles, as I computed. i 

duc tenth of April we left Spahawnet a Village fix miles South from Spahayn: 
when we had gone a furfazg further, we were invited to a Coliation preparcd in one of 
the King’s Gardens that was by thc high-way, whither the EÆzglifh Azent and fuch other 
Exropean Merchants as were Refidentiarics in Spahaæawz came to cxprefs their civilities 
unto the Ambailadour. A mile nearer the City, thc Zzfrerz, the Sultan of Spahawn, Me- 
loyembeg and Hodge-nazar the Armenian Prince in a Cavalcade of about four thoufand 
Horíc and innumerable Foot, came out to meet us; The high-way for full 2 miles from 
the Town was full of Men, Wonien and Children: here alfo we found the Baznyans in 
great numbers; who all together all the way, ina vollcy of acclamations welcomed us 
witii ZZofbomody Seffowardy, the better fort with Hofhgaldom Soffogaldom: in our Lan- 
guagc, Welcome, welcome, Heartily welcome, which with the Kettilc-druims, Fifes, Ta- 
brets, Timbrels, dancing-\Wencines, Mocres-pocuss, and other anticks paft my remem- 
brance , but accordingto the cuftom of thofe Countreys, ennobled the entertainment. 
The Bridge alfo over which we paft into the City was in like manner full of Women on 
both fides; many of which equally coveting to fcc and to be fcen, in a fair dcportment 
unmafqucd their faces. The firft place we alighted at was Cozza-pot(bancb, a Houfe of 
the King’s at the Weft fide eot the Afydaz, where tome of the Noble-Men kneeled down 
and Teflalem’d, three times Killing the King’sthrefhold, and as oft knocked their heads 
inacuftomary obeifflance, agreeable to what Q. Curtis /.5.rorates was tlic mode of thole 
times, Perficos Rees adorantes ty primis genuficitebant, tune proni incumbentes in terram fronte 
bumum feriebant ac terram ofeurtbantur, they gave their Kings cxternal awioratron. Sir 
Robert Sherley (who was well acquainted with the formaliticg of thofe parts, and in all 

places habited like a Perfraz) lizcdacd alfo, which made him the morc to be refpet 
A. Cofclba(b conclided the Ceremony in a Panegyric, That the excellency of Shaw-Abbas 
had attraéted a Prince and other Gentlemen from the extromcit angle of the World to 
fee whether Fame had been partial in the report of his magnificence, but no«wondcr; 
fince his beams fprcad themtclves over all the Univerte! That donc, Bottles of pure 
\Vine were lavifhed out; after which, with a continued clamor of the Plebc:ans« hereby 
exprefjing 
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expreffing their joy, we were conducted to another Houfe of the King’s, which wasat 
the South-caft end of the City, through which a broad fluce of Water had its cour{t into 
the Zinderout, which made our lodging the more delightful. 

The tourth day after our being in Spabawn, Mr. Burt the Englifh Agent, and a very 
accomplithed Merchant teafted our Ambailador, expreffing a very noble entertain- 
ment and hearty welcome 5 where, according to the mode of Perfia,. there was ftore of 
odoriferous Flowers and {weet Water, agreeable to the old cuftom mentioned by Pla- 
tarch in the life of Artaxerxes, where the King entertaining Antalcidas the Lacedemo- 
ziaz, circled his brows with a Garland of Flowers wet with molt fweet and precious 
ovls, which perfumed the place. At nighta large Tanck of Water was furrounded with 
lighted Tapers, artificially uniting two contrary Elements 5 Squibs alfo and other Fire- 
works, for the more honour of the Feaft; fuch as made the Perfiams admire. Next day 
Flodge-nazar the Armenian Prince was vilited by the Ambafladour at his Houfe in Fel- 
phca: A Chriftian he profefles himfelf; but ( I muft be boid to fay) his Houfe was fur- 
nifhed with fuch beaitly Pictures, fuch ugly poftures as indeed are not fit to be remem- 
bred: For God calleth not unto unclcanneís, but to Holincís. Yet forafmuch as he 
profefled himtelt a Chrifftian, that golden faying in Sedulius lib. 2. is fit to be writ upon 
his Wall, Des femper adeft. As alío that which the Prophct Jeremiah declares ch. 44. 
ver. 4. in the odiwm of that infandum peccatum, It is abominable, for tbe Lord bateth it- Yea, 
Seneca a Heathen hath this excellent faying, Sz fezrem homines ignoraturos & dcos igzo[cit u- 
TOS, non peccarem tamen propter peccati vilitatem: lt I knew that Men could not ice, nor 
the gods punih, yet would I forbear finning for the loathfomenefs of Sin. Plato hath 
the like, That he would do nothing in iecret whereof he fhould be afhamed in publick. 
Ne (faith Cicero) fiquidem deos omnes celare poffumws: No, albeit it were poifible to conceal 
our fins from the gods. Pity then it is the{e Chriffiams living amongft Infidels are fo paft 
fhame, being a powerful reftraint to keep Men from fin; without which they abandon 
themíelves to all manner of debauchery. For, faith Pythagoras, Nihil turpe committas 
meque Corans alis, nec tecum maxime omnium verere teipfum, Do no fordid act that either 
others or thy felf mayeft know; and principally let thy own confcience be regarded. 
But to return: Amonglt other our cats, i took moft notice of a rofted Pig 5 in regard 
it was the firft we faw in Perjiay and is meat cqually offenfive to Few and A4ahomeran. 
The flagons and bowls in his Houfe were all of zold : Vials of fwect Watcr for perfume, 
and glafles of Shyraz Wine were emptied for our better entertainment. 

Thefe Georgians and Armenians are by fomc called Felphelyns, from a Suburb adjoyning 
this City, but rather in memory of their Metropolis which bears that name near Ararat, 
called Ariamnes by Tortelius. The Georgians are the ancicnt Inhabitants of that Coun- 
trey, and have a little intermixture with other Nations. ‘The foil is moft part moun- 
tainoys, much refembling Helvetia where the Swirzers live. Fromthetopsof fome Hills 
they can difcover (at leaft as they fuppofe ) the Exxine and Cafpian Scas. They derive 
their name either from St. George their Patron, or from the Gordieaa Hills on which 
they inhabite; albeit the Greeks derive them from the word xec, for that they are 
Husbandmen, but called Jberia formerly. And indeed the goodnefs of God is herein 
to be acknowledged, in as much as thefe Georgians with their. Neighbours the Carc.z{h 
and other Armenians continue their Chriftian profcílion, albeit they are fufhciently 
threatned in that refpoct by Turk, Tartar and Pezfiaz who environ them, and tell them 
that all ZVaro/a and thoíe other Countrcys that lic betwixt the Exxive and Mediterranean, 
albeit they were once altogether inhabited by Chriffiams, are now overfpread with thofe 
that embrace the Alecorax. They were interdicted Communion with the Orthodox by 
Diofcorus Patriarch of Conftantinople , neverthelefs under Sapores, added to the Army 
triumphant, 200900. Martyrs. At Albanopolis Saint Bartholomew was buried, faith So- 
pbromis. Some call them Zberi, and fuppofe that from them defcends the Spaniard. Cor. 
Porpbyriis (it rrBhtly infor, ned ) deduces thefe Georgians from David and Bathfheba; but 
that pedegree I fuppofe wal be but badly proved. By profefflion they arc now for the 
greateft part 7Mefforzazs and Tacobites; and more inclinabl to Arms than Trading, as 
their Neighbours the Armenians be: But for comelinefs of Body, height of Spirit, and 

.fulnets in truft are of that repute, efpecially with the Perfiam, that many of them 
are imploy’d in places of Command,cfpecially againft their turbulent adverfary the Turk. 
And as of old, the «4 gyptian Souldazs had their Mamalucks, fo at this day the Pezfraz 
King has the greatelt raimber of his Coofelbafhes from thence 5 it being fcldom heard that 
any of them is falfe, or having ferved the Perfian ever turned to the Turk, Notwith- 
itanding which the Pezfra2 King in our times, upon iome diftafte given by Conftandcl- 
chawz,made War againft that Nation: For (as one obferves) rhough Glory and Dominion 
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be two excellent things if well acquired; yet are they but bad motives to commence a 
War, or to invade the juft pofleflions of another. And I may not omit that Sir Robert 
Sherley one time when we were travelling together, gave us the enfuing relation. 

Scander a late Georgian Prince had by a Sarcaffian Lady three Sons, Scarder, Threbeg, 
and Conftandel. Threbeg inliftcd himfelf under the Turk, Conffandel did the like under the 
Perfian, but both for Preferment became Apoftates and turned Bofermen. Con/tandel 
was the moft active of Spirit, albeit in Body naturally deformed. Abbas taking, iome 
diftafte againft Scander for his compliance with the Turk; the Prince io fleigitly excu- 
fed the fact, as exafperates Abbas. —Ally-chan thereupon was ordered to march againft 
him with ten thoufand Horfe. In this expedition none was more forward than Coz- 
Standel (who with more credit might have mediated for his Countrey,) this adminiftring 
occalion to put in practice his ambitious dcfigns: yea, of fuch repute was he then at 
Court, that he was joyned in «Commiflion with 244/v-cbaz. Having entrcd Georgia, Con- 
ftandel-kawz under a pretence of duty gave his ag&.d Father a vifit, who received him 
affectionately ; but withal neglected not a friendly reproof for his Apoftafie; whereupon 
that night, after an invitation to a Banquet, he caufed his Father to be made away ; 
and then prevailed with the party he commanded, with whom tome tempo: izing Geor- 
£iazs complied, to falute him by the name of King. But fo odious both ro God and 
man was this Parricide, as he had little comfort in that forced greatneís: For, not long 
after conflicting with Cicala’s Son( who had entred Gbeylaz with a party of Turkifh Horfe) 
Coz[Lazdel received a prick in the Arm, and was conítrained to retreat 5 but which was 
worfe,fo fuddenly and fo unexpectedly was he affaulted in his Tent by his own Countrey- 
men, that albeit he himfelf made a fhift to efcape, they cut in pieces an accurfed Cata- 
mite who was his bed-fellow, and did him what further mifchicf they could. Conftandel 
being come unto the Perjiaz Court fo provoked the King, as he forthwith difpatched 
him back for Georgia in the head of a gallant Army, pretending to expel the Turk: But 
by his Van-courriers gave the Georgians notice of his cruel intent. The Queen (his 
late Brother’s Wife ) prevailing for an interview, Corftaydel was fhot by an Ambufcade, 
upon a fignal given by that 4mazon,who by that over-reached his ftratagem, having this 
or the like for excufe, 





Nec enim lex juftior ulla Nor can there be a punifhment more fit, 
Quam necis artifices arte perire fua, Than bc fhould die that firft invented st. 


But Abbas glad of the occafion to difcharge his promife, fends them word, That as 
they had treacheroufly flain his Subject and Servant, fo he would have ample fatisfacti- 
on. Neverthelefs, by the friendly interpofition or 24//y-cbaz ( who gricved not onc jot 
for the death of his Competitor, ) Abbas aiters his firft thoughts, and was content 
that young Temerisk by his appointment fhould be their King. Temeriskin the héad of 
fome thoufand Perfian Horfe was received into Georgia with joyful acclamations ; but 
long his alcyon dayes continued not: For the Turks Ambafladour then refident at Spa- 
hawz infufes jealoulic into Abbas, as if Temcrisk, was more the Grand Seignior’s fricnd 
than his; and with like artifice Temerisk was abufed. Whereupon the young King fear- 
ing to come to Court upon Abbas his invitation, Lalla-beg pxciently marched into Geor- 

ia with thirty thoufand Horfe,forraging the Countrcy with Fire and Sword. The young 
ing for his fafety firft retired to the Mountains; but there alfo being alarm’d, he was 
forced to flic unto the Tark; where he prevailed for fuch a force, as not onely rce- 
inftated him in his own, but fell into Sbervaz. Which fo incenfed thc Perfiam King, that 
drawing together what forc he could, he refolvcd with himfelf to make quick work, 
and not onely to harraís the Georgian Countrey, but (if poilible) to exterminate the 
Pcople from off the face of the Earth. To which end, in períon Abbas enters his 
Countrey, killing all that came in the way 5 firing Churches 2nd Townugsnoft lamentably, 
and cutting down all their Mi'!berry-Trccs ; and having in tuat fort fatisfied his paflion, 
returned, and gave way to T *merzsk to take a rc-vicw of his cruel execution. Morad, a 
Noble Georgian, not knowing any better way for retaliation, like another Zopyrus dif 
figures his face,and flics to Casbyz to imprecate the King’s révenge againft Temérisk for 
that wrong. Abbas giving bclicf,orders a confiderable force to fall into that late waited 
Countrcy. But fo foon as they were upon the Georgian confines, in the night when the 
Perfians dreamed of no enemy at hand, Morad with five hundred Confederates, and as 
notable rcfolution as ever appeared in Men fell into the Camp, cut in picces ieven hun- 
dred Men, and amongft others eleven Chans and Beglerbegs : the alarm ftriking fuch 
terrour into thc cft, that they could not be perfwadcd when the day appeared to run 
any 
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any further hazard among thofc defpcrate Men, who had nothing left but their lives, 

and for their Fortrefles inacccflible Hills. Since which, Abbas by the mediation of fe- 

veral Coozelba[baws that are Georgians has given them an aflurance of peace from thence; 

they on the other fide promifing to put a greater value upon the friendíhip o£the Perfian. 
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Now concerning Armenia, fome derive it from Armens a Theffalian, who was Fafon’s 
Kinfwan. It is divided into Major and Afizor. The leilér isin part of Attolia 5 the greater 
is confined by Tarrary to the North, Avedia and Affyri.ztothe South, Weft and Eaft with 
the Euxine and Cafpiazn: It includes Colchis, .Albania, Georgia, Iberia, Ge. Countreys 
which be now obicured in other recent Names, as Zuria, Goweriut, Moenerellia, Turg- 
mana, Cara-culit, Girgee, Ffaloen and Sarlochia; in which place (fome fay) the ten Tribes 
were featcd by Salmaraffer. In that latitude it was divided into four parts by the Emp. 
Fuftin. Epta being the beft peopled Provincc,and Baranis the Chief City ; inthe lefler Ar- 
menia Were Nicopolis, Ara, Cafarca, inthe greater drfamia, by Prolomy called Arfamifata 
Carcathioccrta, Cc. 


Subject » 1t ipread it telf like a leprofie or ill air well nigh over all rhe Oricnt. The 
Profelyre Gentiles Or Afabometans ticy fign in the fore- head with a burning, crof$ , others 
they 
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they baptize with two fingers and fign the Infant with the Crofs, as glorying inthat Hie- 
oglyphick which Fews and ZVxuffulmez eítecm fo ignominioully of. They are’grear lo 
vers of Tradition, pray not for the dead, imagining that till the general day of doom 
they are without either joy or torment. Five Sabbaths every year they abítain from 
fieh, fifh, cheefe and butter; in memory of thofe five Ages whercin thcir Gezrzle fore- 
fathers ufed to immolate their Children to the old rcd Dragon: Wednefdays and Fri- 
days (except ?twixt Eafter and Afcenfion ) they fait; and by what I have obferved, 1 
fuppofe that no other Cyriftzans are ftricter Lent-obfervers: For, they not onely refrain 
their Wives during that time, but abítain from ficih, fiM, milk, cggs and butter; thofe 
forty days feeding upon oyl, bread, hony, dates, cucumbers, melons, herbs, -and the 
like, and drink oncly water; but at other times cat flefh of all kinds; yea, can dif 
penfe with Hogs ficfh and account it a dainty. Howbeit, before the three great Fefti- 
vals they fait twelve days. They marry oft-times at nine or twelve years of age; the 
Laity twice, Ecclefiafticks but once, Trigamy to allis hateful. The Presbytery are ho. 
noured. Images in Churches they approve not of, condemning the Greekstherein; but 
in their Houfes can endure the pictures of Vezms and Priapws. ‘the Croís they regard, 
but worfhip not; nor do they believe there is a Purgatory. Their Temples are but mean. 
Obedience and refpect to the better and elder fort thcy practife: theft and adultery they 
unifh. In fome things they are but refined Idolaters: For, in Burials they have acu- 
om to lead about the Church an unfpotted Lamb, which they divide and diftribute tc 
each a bit; asafymbol obliging one another to love and charity: Peradventure this cu- 
ftom is derived from that of the Hebrews, who ufcd to divide a calf, as Mofes records 
in Gen. 15.9. and as Feremiah, chap- 34. v. 18, 19. On Good-Friday they reprefent the 
Paffion and Burial of our Saviour, during which they exprefs forrow in their faces. Or 
Eafter day they joyfully celebrate the Refurrection by a reprefentative body, ufing that 
morning ( as do the Greeks) the old Salvo, £zezsrifez indeed: an Angelical note they cal 
it. That day they celebrate as a great Feftival, the Mahometans nor Jews not daring (a: 
not being permitted)to mingle among them: the King allowsthemthat priviledge. They 
faft upon the Nativity. The 7efzires have been induftrious to knit them unto Rome, but 
in vain. They iniift much upon Antiquity, and have a Catalogue of two hundred Bi. 
fhops fince their firft converlion ; fome were noble Martyrs: but of late years, the re- 
port of an envious Doeg that they had fubmitted to Rome and acknowledged the Pope 
their Head, made Abbas cauflefly jealous of their loyalty, which- could receive nc 
qualification without the facrifice of fome of their lives, made an offering to his 
cruelty. llpon which the reft implore help from the Turk, which raifed a bloody 
{cene of enfuing troubles. Lodovic Grangier a Fefuit "tis reported lately croft the Black- 
Sea into ZMezgrellia, where Threbis-chawn entreated him civilly; and that by his inftru- 
ction they are much purged from 1upcrítition:. Which if fo, his Name fhould be of 
more fame aniongft them. Inthe year 1211. over-run they were by the favage 7 artar. 
Mengrellia (part of Armenia) was of old called Colchis, after that Lazorum Regio: Dia- 
feurzas was the Metropolis; once fo famous and confiderable, that Timoftbenes, and Plin. 
lib. 6. c.5- {pare not to report, how that three hundred feveral Languages were fpoken 
.rthtre 5 i5 as the Roman affairs in thofe parts were managed by nolefsthana hundred and 
thirty Interpreters: whence it probably came to pafs that Mithridates King of Pontus 
fpake twenty fix feveral Tongues, having had his education firft, aud after that a free 
commerce and alliance with that his neighbouring Countrey. Upon this confideration 
it was that the Romans in their Monarchick growth, endeavour’d to impofe the Latin 
Tongue upon all Nations. Ramani Linguam [uam toto orbi imponere conantur, ( faith Vives) 
€? rem profecto pulcherrimam meditantur. Nam (S. Auguft. in Civitate Dei lib. 19. c. 7. € 
Plin. lib. 7.) nihil eft quod bominem ita alienat ab bomine ut Linguarum varietas, C facilis 
Sibi animalia muta etiam diverfi generis quam bomines diverfarum Linguarum fociantur, etenim 
commercia, —À focietas, confiliorum communicatio inter d'ntes, con[frvantur, Ec. A 
very noble defign. For (as $t. Auguft. in his City of God, “Und Pliny in his Natural Hi- 
{tory fay) There is nothing more eftranges one Man from another than diflexing Lan- 
guages: It being eafier to difcourfe with brute Bcafts than Men of unknown tongucs. 
For by underftanding one another, not only commerce,but affairs, fociety, and commu 
nication of one Nation with another, is preferved. 

The Armenians at this day are the greateft travellers Eaft and Weft of any Afiaticks : 
defire of gain and affectation after novelties inducing them: * Albcit indeed the advan- 
tage they have in their fcituation, fo ncar neighbouring the Seas Cafpian, Euxine, Mce- 
Sen and the Falus Meotis, give them more than ordinary encouragement; and 
whence it comes, that at this day the generality morc incline to Merchandize thar 
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Afirss notwithitanding that the Turk, T.zrz and Perfian are olc cauflefly qua. . cling 
with them; and that the Turk, and Pezfr.z by turns domineer over them. For ina war 
*twixt “wo Potent Monarchs, "tis dangerous for a third to iland neuter, being, rncreby 
in peril to become a prey unto the Victor. Learning is noi now in that repute it was” 
formerly; thofe frequent interruptions probably being the caufc of it. Ilowbcii » schools 
they have, and Llniverfities. — David's Pfalms alfo, and foime other part of Holy Scri- 
pturc, which was trantlated into the Armacaian Tongue by St. Chryfoftome during his ba- 
nifhment into that Countrey from Coz/[Lantizople, faith Gre or. zz Vite St. Fob. Chryfajt. The 
Armeniins alto have in their Language the works of Greg. Nazianzenc and Cyri/, tranilated 
out of Greek. Their Alphabet confifts of 28 Letters; they write fiom the left hand to 
the right 5 but in their Charaéter nothing agrecing with the Greek, as do the Georgians, 
who have but 32. The Armenian Letters and Language is fo very ditlicult by rcaíon of 
the,harfh afpirations, that i had much ado to take thefe following words after their 
guttural pronunciation; excepting thofe they borrow from the Turk and Perfian, which 
be ealic and the greatcít mixture of their vulgar Language. As thc ancient Oriental 
Languages be all tlowing from the ZZebzew, whici being the onely Language '>7 ore the 
Flood, and continued in Ati ber’s Family was called Anumana Lingua: Of which Ebez Ezra 
fays, ZVonauaulle Fdebrcorum Litere tam dura fitit cf difficilis pronunctationis, nt nemo eas fa- 
cie promunciaverit, nifi, qui fiatim à tenerriniis annis earum pronnnciationi [fefe afueverit.

Then ufe thy Fortune fo, that none from thenae 
Alay wifh thy fall, or grudge thy Eminence. 


SPAHAWN has Artick elevation 32 degrees 39 minutes, and longitude 86 de- 
grces 30 minutes: differing a little from Don Garcias accompt, whofe height exceeded 
not 31 degrees 30 minutes. In whole defcription if i feem prolix, impute it to the de- 
iire I have to give what I found obfervable. And firft, In regard ‘ome fuppofe her (like 
Agra)an upftart Town, I willtrace her in her antiquity and variations fo far as my little 
reading will afford it us. 

That it was Ecbatan (as Niger thinks ) is ridiculous to imagine; Tabriz by fuffrage of 
moft Writers being taken for that City. Two thoufand three hundred years ago it was 
called Dara : But whether that which Polomy calls Deta, (not probable, fecing he pla- 
ces it in Sx#ftama,) or that Dara which was built by Arfuces the firit Parthian Emperour 
after his victory over Seleuchius, as Fuftin records in his 41 isook, I know not: But pro- 
bably this old name has mifled thofe that judge it to be Dura in that Province where the 
haughty Afyrian erected his golden Colof. Hecatompylos is the next name I find it had; 
recorded by Apollodorus, Polybius, Piclomy and Pliny lib. 6.c. 8. fo denomifated from 
her hundred Gates; albeit the name be alfo given to Thebes, que centum jacet obruta por- 
tis: In ZZyrcazia alío there was another of that name , and one in Libya which was built 
by Hercules as Diod. Siculus mentions; whercby we may imagine her in thofe days a 
great City. And though in Alexander’s conquefts Curtius name her not, it feems fhe 
was then varied into that Greckzfb denomination: For of this name goes a tradition, 
That Demetrius Nycanor ( Sotor's Son) thirfting after Syria and Ferufalem ( upon his trea- 
cherous killing Antiochus Alexander’s Son, to make the conqueft eafier) he was affronted 
by Trypeoz Lieutenant of Syria and forced to fly to Arbaces the Perfian King for fuccour; 
who bc:iag acquainted with his unnatural defign, not oncly deny’d him the Law of. ho- 
pany but fent him prifoner to ZZecarompyloz, where he was held in fetters, till upon 

ubmiflion he was releafed, and by Arbaces re-feated in his own Dominion. 

After that this City was called Nym amena, which fignifieth Half tbe world: ( alike 
hyperbole being given to Rome which fome call Epitomen Univerfi-) By Ben Jonas (here 
“An. Heg. 5 40- of our Lord 1160.) ’tis called Afhbazhan or AAc{pachan 5 who reports alfo, 
that then it had twelve miles compafs. By Cluverius "tis called Haviffan. By the Arabian 
Geographer Asbahawn,Etenim fub Alechal,(s.e. the mountainous part of ALedia) funt Urbes 
perilluftres 5 quarum maxime funt Hamadan, Asbahawn, Deinur C- Comm. _Asbadana after 
that and under the true latitude. By AZazdevil our Countrey-man (three hundred and 
40 years ago) Saphaon. Atthisday'tis called Spawhawx (or asthcy fibboleth Sphawhawr) 
but by Writers differently fpell'd, as Spaba, Spachen, Acbahan, _Afpachan, I=paan, Spa- 
han and Hifpaban, crrours Springing from length of iunc and diverfity of Idioms: but 
from whence the name Spawhawn derives it fclf is not known unto the Natives; I may 
neverthelefs venture a conjecture of the Erymoz, That it is cither that, old Town Spada 
where Exnuchs were firit guclded 3 or froma compound of .4/pa (which fignifics a Horfe) 
and Chawna (a Houfe or Stable, ) Spawhawn; asthe City Pafargad which fignifies a Horfc: 
and the rather, in that the Hippodrome ( the Body of the great Afydan ) was àn old.ac- 
cuftomicd place for viewing of Horfes. And not unlikely to be that Ajpadana which 
Prolomy in his fifth Table of Afia places amongft the Cities of Perfia and in thc famete 
gree of latitude, which gives it the greater probability : For Aa in Prolomy is thirty 
miles more towards the South than that which he calls Hecatompylon Regia.  ButIcan by 
no mcans clofc with thofc who arc confident that this Spawbawn was that old ity which 
was called Ficcatompylon- For albcit I deny not that fuch a place there was, “as called by 
our Greek Elifte-ians^ and that placed in this Countrey ; neverthelefs by comparing ian! 
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fevcral latitudes, it may be concluded that. Cazbynm or Cour was that Heca:ompyion which 


Ptolomy places in the latitude of 37 degrees s.» minutes. And both? Piolomy, Pliny aud 
Strabo all agree, That Apa ( as without pcradventurc Spab.nvza was'Eh^n called ) had no 
more Northern elevation than 36 dezrees, and withal is placed in Parthia. 

Give mc leave to fpcak what 1I find acted whiles called Sp«avbawz,and with that to couple 
our prefent Obtervation. It Lexceed, this may excute it, Preflat de Cartbasine tacere gu.im 
panca dicerc- A. D. 645. of thc #leg- 25. by command Of Omur then Calypb of Afecc.z, Sirt- 
ben -thivake~ with lomce troops of Arabian Horf{e invaded Perfiato plück violently away 
fiom Yezdgirds head the tottering Diadem; which at the third pull ( having twice ovci- 
thrown him) he cffected, the fplendour of that Kingdom then eclipting,: this done, 
Bezi- Abivakez lacked his two belt Towns, viz. Elmedin in Ch.ldea (built 247. Dom. 5 20. 
by Kozrrao Son to Kobodes; howbcit, the Alcoran lays it {pruny, out of Hell; ) and Sp.:- 
hawn in Parthia. An. Fleg. 400. Afahomet the Calypb of Bagdat atter his conqucft of C- 
jurat in Idia in his return homewards plundered Spabawz.1. angrolipix Commonly reputed 
Lord of the Ze/zneciaz Family and Anceftor of the Ottomans,in the year 1030. of the Flew. 
410.( Edward the Conteffor then ruling Exeland, Griffyth ap Llewellyn Wales )was intreatcd 
by Mahomei Prince of Perfia to aid himagaintt Pyfaftrisan cnc roaching Babylonian: which 
T angrolipix (Or Togriulbeg as iome call him) did, and profpered in; and atter that de- 
fended him againit the invading Zzdzaz. In recompence of which good ftervices, the 
Turkoncly detires leave to país through his Countrey, and over Arax/is(whicha Bridge 
doth fcorn, Portem indignatus Araxis, lib.8.Eneid.) to vifit his Countreymen who lived 
betwixt thc two Seas Cafpzaz and Exxiz: A requcft how rcafonable foever it feemed, 
neverthelefs rafhly deny’d by Mahomet, who indced thought the Turk had a worfe defign. 
But this denyal was fo unkindly refented by the Turk, that after fome paflionate expref= 
{ions he kept his party for fometime fecretly in the Caramanian defert, and toon brought 
under command all that Countrey which neighbours the Pezfzzz Gulph: And ( vexing 
to be fo confined, ) foon after he marches againft the King, and at Shyraz both Armics 
met; where albeit the Perfraws were twenty thoufand Horie and Foot and more nume- 
rous than the Turk, yet was hc vanquifhed. Mahomet rallying another Army of treble 
the number, neverthelefs could not refift his deftiny : For, after a fhort but hot difpute 
near thofe Plains, the Perfiaz Army was routed, and fo fiercely purfued by Tazgrolipix, 
that fome thoufands of the Perfiaws were flain, and many made prilonerss ALahomer Ía- 
ving himíclf in the Ficld by the fwiftnefs of his Horfe which brought him to Spabeaw ; 
where, in amazement falling from his beaft, he broke hisneck. The 7 urk:(btorces pur- 
fuing and withont refiftance centring Spabewn 5 which when it had acknowledged Tangro- 
diprx victor, with little oppofition he made an entire conqucft of Parthi.. 

Racbed-bila alfo Son of Almofter-fha was flain by Mazud Anno Dom. 1130. of the Heg. 
5 1o. and buried in Spakawz: Which few for many fhall {peak her Antiquity inthe name 
ihc is now triumphant in. 

I have told you how that in the Story of Bez- Abivakez a thoufand years fincc it intitles 
Spahavn a City, but gives us no further particulars concerning it.  Bez-Tonzas (who law 
it four hundred fcventy fix years ago ) affords her twelve miles compats, as fhe was at 
that time; faying further, That fhe was rich and populous. ALandevil An. Dom. 1300. 
( which is above three hundred years fince ) reports that in his time it wasa noble City. 
Anno Dom. 1.474. Fofeph Barbarzs was here in Ufan-Caffar’s Reign, and then by the name 
of Spabawr it was a City both great and famous,peopled with 1500000 Souls; the Town 
and Suburbs being ten miles in compafs. Rabbi Benjamin, and Contarini the Venetian Am- 
bailadour cighty years ago, relate that then fhe had twenty Italian miles in circuit. And 
Lemius the ‘Portuguez, tent by Albiquerg to Sba-Ifmael An. Dom. 1 5 13. reports her to be 
à very great City. 

Sufpending my judgement concerning thcir relations, I fhall give you the truth of 
what | obferved.  Spabawz Mctropolis of the Perfian Monarchy, is icatcd in the Par- 
tbi Territory. (now calle 24yzac ) and as umbilic to that {pacious body which at this 
day is awed by the Pezfra; Sccpicr. From the Perfian Gulph fhe is removed a hundred 
feventy nine farfangs, ( of Ezel:[b miles five hundred thirty feven; ) from the Cafpian 
Sca, three hundred and txty miles Exelifh, from Shyraz, two hundred twenty two; 
fu Babylon four hundred and hfty; trom Czzdabor cight hundred and feventy; and from 
CaLbys; two hundred and feventy. She is in compats at this day about nine Eze/7[b nules, 
inclading towards feventy thoufand Houfes, and of Souls (as may be conjectured ) 
Cont. unszttiout two hundred thoufand : for, befides Natives there are Merchants of fuv- 
dry Nations, as Fagh(h, Diteh, Portitzuc-, Pole, Afufeovite, Indien, Arablar, Are:-- 
"tag, Creorytity "nro, Tow, and others drawn thither by the magnctick power ol pain. 
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It hath feveral gooc Buildings ; but the moft obfervable are the Mydan, Mefguets, FZur- 
mums, and Palaces; as be the Gardens, Monuments and 7e/pbey a Suburb adjoyning. 

Spabawn is moft p eafant in its fcituation, elegant as to Building, populous for Inha- 
bitants, rich in Trade, and noble by being the ufíual refidence of the Court; emi. 
nent for all forts of Exercife, fufhciently watered by the Szzdery, fruitful in its foil; and 
for air fo pure and quick, that I very well remember we found it much warmer in more 
Northern Cities which had greater latitude. And feeing Quintus Curtius faith of Perfia,Re- 

io non alia in tota Afia falubrior babetur Y may in praife of this place add, Than the air. 
of Spabawn no part of Perfia is more healthy. Howbeit,the Town is of no great ftrength, 
yet has a mud-wall about it; and towards the outfide of the City, alarge Caítle unfian- 
ker’d but moated about; and feveral Houfes within,which guard the Treafure, Arms and 
Ice there ftored. 

Let me lead you into the Aydan; into which e’re I can bring you, we pafs over a 
well-built arched Bridge of hewn ftone, which is towards the South-weit end of the 
City. fupported by five and thirty pillars, through which the Szzdery (Or Zindarout) from 
the Mountains ftrcams gently; fpreading in rainy Seafons here wel-nigh fo broad as 
the Thames, but very fhallow : For in Summer her channel is contracted, and fo fhallow 
that Children ufually wade or pafs through it,for that the Citizens for the better water- 
ing of their Gardens by fluces drain and divide it into many Rivolcts, infomuch as the 
courfe of the River is fpoiled, and (which is ftrange ) loft in fome Valleys not many 
leagues diftant thence; where tis drunk up without ever emptying it felf (like other 
Ítreams ) into any Sea or Ocean: efpecially by the pipes which feed the two great and 
famous Gardens saa up s to the King, called ZVazar-jsréb and Cher-baugh, which for 
beauty contend with all other in Afia. 

The A£ydazis without doubt as {pacious,as pleafant and aromatick a Market as any in 
the Univerfe: It is a thoufand paces from North to South, and from Eaíft to Weft above 
two hundred; refembling our Exchange, or the Place-Rayal in Paris, but fix times lar- 

er: the Building is of Sun-dried brick; and an uninterrupted Building; the infide 
Bill of Shops, each Shop filled with wares of fündry forts; arched above (in Cupolo's) 
Tarras-wife framed at top, and with blew plaifter pargetted. And being the nobleft 
part,is placed as it were in the heart of this City: The King’s Palace,or C/zoza- Por (hauzb, 
conjoyns it upon the Weft fide, poflefling a large {pace of ground backwards, but juts 
not to the Street further than the other Buildings, which are uniform to the Street, fo 
as to paflengers it gives not any bravery, her greateft.gallantry being in the outward 
trim : for it is pargetted and painted with. blew and gold, imbroidered with pofies of 
Arabick, which after the grorefco manner makes it fhew very pleafant. Within, the 
rooms (according to the common form there) are arched, enlightened by trellizes: the 
rooms imbofled above and painted with red, white, blew and gold; the fidcs painted 
with fports and landskip ; the ground or floor fpread with carpets of filk and gold, 
without other furniture; tarrafled above, Lg di peg with a Pharoe over-topping 
many A4ofqgues, and the Garden or Wildernefs behind the Houfe made fragrant with 
Flowers, filled with airy Citizens priviledged from hurt or affrights, and for which 
they return their thankful notes in a more melodious confort and variety than if they 
were in the exacteft Vollyere inthe Univerfe. Within the ZZippodrome many of the Ca- 
valry ufe to ride, ( according to the ancient cuftom, as Xezopboz in the life of Cyrus in- 
Ítances ; ) fo do the Perfiams at this day, daily repairing to the Court-gate, mounted 
with lances in their hands, Shamfheers or Swords and Quivers by their fide; where af. 
ter they have praunced a while they depart,unlefs the King prepare to go abroad; for 
ur aey give baie due "IER ar s 

e North Ifle of the Zydaz hath eight or nine arched rooms, ufually hung with La 

and Latten Candlefticks, whith being lighted (as ’tis ufual, efpecially ar the Feflival o£ 
Lights which they call Ceragbaz) give a curious fplendor. “Thither the Potfhaugh and 
others frequently refort for paftime, as tumbling, fleight of hand, da cing girls and 
painted Catamites 5 that zefamdum peccatum being there tolerated. At thc furtheft end 
North is the Mint; where we faw one day Silver coyn’d, Gold the fecond, and next 
day Brafs. Not far thence are Cooks fhops, where Men ufe to feed the helpful belfy 
after the bufie eye and painful feet have fufficiently laboured. i 
" Toe — of D! cng Burfe has this form, fo well as my memory would ferve; 

or I muft acknowledge Orgot to take the drau i igo i f 
in which I am blame Worry. : &ht during my being upon the place, 
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Afore the King’s door are one and thirty demi-Cannons of brafs and twelve iron 
Culverins unmounted; brought thither (as I fuppofe, after fome overthrow they gave 
the Portugal or Turk) from Qrmus or Babylon. Oppofite to this Palace is a fair Temple 
Or Jewma Machit; but that at the South end is the moft noble. The outfide is ftone: not 
formed accordirg to the Crofs (the Hieroglyphick of our falvation ) as ours be; but 
round as were the Few’s; either from the Talmud figuring Eternity ; or from the Alcaba 
in Mecca the fhape whereof they fay wasrevealed*to Abraham out of Heaven, pattern'd 
{ghis boc credat )£rom that which Adam reared in Paradife : Within this here is diftingui- 
fbezi-nto Iles; the walls are fined fifteen foot high from the fole with white well-polifhed 
Marble; cupolo’d, compafled with walls, and open to the air, the Ifles excepted where 
the People refort to prayer and proftrations, which are covered: and without are 
fome feats to reft in» |n the center is a large Tank; and at the portal another, 
octangular, filled with pure water, which firft glides round the infide of the Medan 
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through a ftone cotiríc or channel fix foot deep and as many broad, which after a plea- 
fant murmur drills »ato this Tank, whence it is fuckt out by fubterranean paflages and 
diftributed into private Houfes and Gardens for ufe and retrefhment. | Within the A24y- 
daz the Shops be uniierm, Trades ufually having their Shops together: of which, fome 
be Mercers, Lapidaries fome, and (not the feweft) fuch as fell Gums, Drugs and Spi- 
ces; fhewing alfo greater variety of Simples and Ingredicnts of Medicines than ever I 
faw together in any one City of Europe, and fuch as may give encouragement to Phyfi- 
cians both to view and judge both of their nature and quality, as well as temperature of 
the climes they come from, which fuch as are ignorant cannot diftinguifh. And indeed 
the JOrugs and Spices here fo perfumed the place, that it made me fince give the better 
credit to that Monoftick of an old Poet,

Other AZofgues (here called Dear and ZZuze )arc orbicular for fhape, and part thereof 
have large cupolo’s for fight, but low and indifferently pleafant; a great part being 
open to the air; and fome have their A/coraza’s, high flender round Steeples or Towers, 
moít of which are terrafled near the top like the Standard in Cheap-fide but thrice the 
height, for the better conveniency of the Boys at the accuftomed hours to fing aloud, in 
and for placing lights at the Ceraghan or Feaft of Lights, which is annual. The mate- 
rials of thefe Avefguits are Sun-burnt bricks, varnifhed on the outfide and beautified 
with painted knots and fancies: Few are without their Tanks or Cifterns of water wherein 
Muffulmen wafh their hands, arms and eys,having formerly bathed their facc,ears,breaft 
and feet, as an operative work to purge away fin, if not to confer Holinefs : The Maho- 
metans herein imitating the Ethnique Romans, who at the entrance into their Temples had 
Tanks or like places to wafh in; Delubra they called them. Delubrum effe locum ante 
Templum ubi aqua currebat, a diluendo dictum, faith Servius. The Female fex during wor- 
fhip ufe to approach no nearer than the door of the AZefzzir. 

£4ummums in this City be many and beautiful; fome are four-fquare, but moft be glo- 
bous. The {tone of which they are built is for the molt part white, and wil polifhed; 
the windows large without, crofled and inwardly made narrow: the glafs (where glafs 
is) is thick annealed and dark; the top or outfide covering round, and tyl’d with a 
counterfeit Turquoife, which is perfect blew, very beautiful and lafting. The infides of 
thefe Hot-houfes are divided into many cells and concamerations, fome being for de- 
light, others for fweating in, all for ufe: For the truth is, Bathing with thefe is (asit 
was with the Greeks and Romans) no lefs familiar than eating and drinking; yet the ex- 
ceífs doubtlefs weakens the Body, by making it {oft and delicate, and fubject to colds. 
Howbeit, they may better there ufe it than we in Exrope, by reafon that they drink wa- 
tcr, eat much Rice, Pelo and like food of eafie digeition, which makes their Bodies 
folid and hard, fo as little fear is that Bathing will make them froathy: befides their 
much fitting and little exercife makes them fweat lefs and need more bathing. Thefe 
Bathes are of pure ftone, paved with black and checquered Marble : Men frequent them 
commonly in the morning, Women towards night: the price for bathing is very {mall, 
but fo much ufed as makes the gain the more abundant: "Tis accounted a Catholicon a- 
gainit moft difeafes, efpecially colds, catarrhs, phlegm, achs, agues, Lues J'ezerca and 
what not. The Womens being there is known by a linnen-cloth ufually difplayed afore 
the door, which ferves to forbid Men any approach during the time they ftay therc. 

The City is built upon a level ground, and of oval form; having many Streets, and 
{carce any Houfe but is accommodated with ens Gardens full of Cyprefs trees. The 
City wall is of no force againit Cannon; but of ufe againit Horíe, and fhock of any 
Lance: fome Parapets and Eulwarks it has of more ornament than ufe; the Perfian ma- 
gnanimity ever choofing to die rather than be befieged. It has a dozen Portrefles or 
Gates; of which, four are lately fhut up: Gouxideft, Chaly, Atergh, and Chérbaugh, which 
are lately made the entrance,into a Royal Garden: the other eight are Hazena-baut; 
which opens towards Shyraz and the,Gulphs; De-crideft to Babylon and Ardaveil 3 Teck- 
zy Or Tebriz-abaut to Cajban, Coom, Casbyn and d abryz 5 Kerroez to Yezd and Cawrefkin’ 
ee to Hamadan; Sbeydack , MAtadayan, to Candabor and India 5 Yowbarg and 

alwaet. 

Palaces here are few: the King’s Houfe is in the Aydan, that alfo where we lodged 
belonging to the King, but made ready for our Ambafladour ; Conna Melocymbeg, Alir- 
Abdula, Tamaf-coolibeg, and Haram Beguna were all I faw worth the remembring. The 
firft is low built, pargetted and painted without, but gilt within and fpread with Car- 

pets, 
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pets, the ufual furniture of this Countrcy ; all which havc large Sardens beautified with 
tlowers, being plentifully watered: The lalt which is the AKoya£& Seraglzio, is famous for 
che Treafure and Beauties it contains 5 of which (being dangcereus to enquirc,and much 
more to view) we will be filent. The Caitle is large, ítrengly walled and moated: 
made defenfive with fome picces of brafs, but morc by atroop of Ican-fac’d, beard. 
lefs; memberlets Euzzcbs 3 who (though Cyrus made fuch Efquires of his Body, now ) 
like fo malignant Sagittaries, have no othcr duty fave to guard the Ladies. The Battle- 
ments it has are pleafant to look upon ; but the horizontal Plain which is eafily difco- 
vered from thirty rifing Turrets there, yields moft plcafurc. 

Gardens here for grandeur and fragour are fuch as no City in Afia out-vics 5 which at 
à little diftance from the City you would judge a Foreft, icisfolarges; but withal fo fweert 
and verdant that you may call it another Paradife: And agreeable to the old report ZzZortz 
Perfarum erant ameniffim:, At the Welt end of Spahayz is that which is called iNacer-Farech; 
a Garden dcfervedly famous. From the Z4ydaz if you go to this Garden you pafs by 
Cherbangh, through an even Srect near two miles long, and as broad as Holborn in Lon- 
doz, a great part of the way being Garden-walls on cither fide the Street ; yet hcreand 
there beitrew’d with AZobols or Summcr-houfcs; all along planted with broad-fprcading 
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Chenaer trees, which belides fhade ferves for ule and ornament. Being come to the - 


Garden (or rather fruit-Foreft ) of ZVzzer-jareeb, you find it circled with a high wall 
which is about three miles in compafs, centred by three Gates that are wide and swell 
built. From North to South it was a thoufand of my paccs; from Eaft to Welt feven 
hundred; and the profpect from one end to the other eatily and fully difcovercd, by 
reafon thcre is a fair open Ile (like that in Fountaine-blean) which runs along, and is for- 
mcd into nine eafie afcents, each furmounting or rifing above the other about a foot, 
all being very fmooth and even. In tbe center or middle of the Garden is a fpacious 
Tank, forined into twelve equal fides, each fide being five foot fet round with pipes of 
lead, which fpout the liquid element in variety of conccits: and that fort of paítime 
continucs to the North Gate, whercisraifcd a pile for profpcct and other fort of plea- 
fure, antickly garnifhed without, and within divided into fix rooms: The lower part 
is adorned with Tanks of white Marble, which fumc out a cool breeze by quafhng fo 
much cryítalline water as makes it bubble there by a conítrained motion; the Aqua- 
duct being brought by extraordinary charge and toil thither from the Coronian 
Mountain. 

The higher roomsare beautified with variety of landskips which reprefent their man- 
ner of fport, hawking, fifhing, riding, fhooting, wraftling, courting, and other fan- 
cics. The roof upon the parget was gilt and painted with blew and other colours. In 
this Summer-houfe by fome Gentlemen who were Coozelbafhaws of the Georgiaz Nation 
I was invited to tafte fome Sbyraz Winc: They cexprefled very high civility, and gave 
me Icave to drink what I pleafed 5 neverthelefs I was forry to fcc them in that exer- 
cilc fo over liberal, which the cuftom of the place reproves not: But profefling them- 
{elves Chriftians, have for their inftruction that of the Pfalmift, Vinum letificat cor, In ju- 
cunditatem creatum eft non in ebrietatem,ec. Eccl.3 1.28. Neverthelefs it was worthy my ob- 
fervation and commendation, that being over-charged, they never quarrel, nor amidft 
their Cups lafh out in difcourfe to the juft offence of any 5 whereas in other Countreys 
exccis im Winc has too often contrary effects: According to that of the Poct,

But what feemed the moft bleafant, was the view we enjoy’d from her Tarras, that af- 
forded us a curious profpc*t into a great part of the City which (fave at Ruftan’s Tomb, 
upon a Hill two miles thence) clfewhere by rcafon of thc level cannot well be obtain'd. 
This Garden is replenifhed with trees of all forts, for Mcdicinc, fhadeand fruit; which 
arc all {o green, to {weet and pleafant, as may well be termed a comperdinm of fenfe- 
ravifhing delights, or Abbas his Paradife. 

_ Monuments of Antiquity I could find but few; Burial-places as in other Afratick Ci- 
rics, and agreeable to the Law of the twelve Tables being commonly without the 
Towns: Yet fome here are. As Ruftan’s Tomb we were directed to 3 which we found 
two miles From Spabanz behind the Garden we laft fpake of: A Tombe fearce to be dif- 


coin d by 1cafon of its ruin, but by the Gowers Cabala preferved from oblivion. To fec it. 
we 
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we foot it to the ver¥ top of a Hill not eafie to be afcended, where we found a hollow 
Cave, whether cut by Art or Nature fcarce difcernable. His grave is herc,as they fay; 
but his Image we found'at a place near Chil-mynar (from his gigantick fhape engrayen up- 
on the fide of a black Mxxble Mountain) now callcd Noéta or No. di Ruftan; a brave Cin- 
valier (as report makes him) fuch time as Artaxerxes ( Queen Heffer’s Husband) worc the 
Diadem 4. AZ 3500. Some diígufts happen’d ’twixt Ruffaz and his Brother Sbaw-gad ; 
who at a time when Ruffanm was hot in Chafe of fome Bcalt, it fcems he fell into a pic 
which Shaw-gad had digg’d and deceitfully cover'd with boughs as if it had hatched no 
danger: But in profecuting his hate, and looking into the pit the more to glut his un- 
brotherly revenge, he wasílain by a dart Ruffian flung up to retaliate him. Such was 
the end of Ruffaz and his Brother ; of whom the Gowers (thc old Pezfiazs ) fable no lefs 
than what we find others do of Be//Aiazz4, or Ogero the Dane. 

Nearer the City is Darius Cor rather Xerxes) his Mount; a rifing hillock which the 
Pcople fhewed us, whence Xerxes Cupon view of the innumerable Army he had in that 
large plain) wept, upon a meditation that in few years none of them ífhould be living. 
A notion true, and fooner than he predicted: for what by Themiffocles on fhore, and 
Leonidas at Sea, at Salamis, and Thermopyle, his huge Army melted away, and quickly 
became lefs numerous. Howbeit, {ome fay his fecond view of the Army was at «Jbydos 
near ZZelle[pozt. 

Not far from thence we rode to the Hills now callcd 
Demawend, (of like name with thofe of Epire known 
=- to Ptolomy, ) through which, Abbas (whothought no- 
esz thing impoflible or unfeafible for the accommodation 
of the Citizens) is forcing a paflage, though he cffect 
it not in lefs than twenty ycars time, by the inccflant 
toil of 40000 ( fometimes 100000 ) Men, to force a 
River to Spabawz, that runs contentedly to it felf fifty 
miles thence, and by this I fuppofc is effected : which 
Agueduct when accomplifhed, will appear of more 
ufe than pomp; and may compare with thac intended 
by vain-glorious Wero ’twixt Offia and Avernms, now 
called ZLicola: Or that other of Ficizas which Claudius 
cut three thoufand paces long by inceflant eleven years 
labour of 30000 Men to bring the water to Rome, 
cofting him 1400000 Crowns; and with better fuc- 
cefs than Xero had in his vain attempt to cut the 
Ifthmus in Achaia, or than Xerxes by what he did at 
Mount Athos. 

Within Spabawz I found that Column or Pillar of 
Heads of Men and Beaits which was crected as,a Sal- 
vo and expiation of the King’s Oath. At the bafe 
"tis twenty foot round, and threefcore high or 








thereabouts; for the truth is I forgot to meafure it. 
P es occafion of erectingthis dreadful Monument was 
— M this: 
a , Anno 1500. Heg. 880. fuch time as Shaw-Tamas . 
mt HAA Oe MU ruled Perfia and Guin-fhaw added to the luftre of that 
I" memi ads TEA ee, Diadem; this City (furfeiting with luxury, for Ubs 
—— uber ibi tuber) refuíed not onely to contribute a rea- 


fonable fum to the King (albeit at that time infefted 
with Turk and Tartar,) but audacioufly oppofed his 
entrance: A Rebellion fo infüfferable, as made him 
vow a futable revenge. With {peed therefore and 
fury he affaults and in rage enters, firing a great part 
of the City, and in hoftile feverity pillaging each 
Houfe: Toconclude, regarding neitner tlre out-cries 
young Children, intwo days he put to the Sword 30000 
Spabawzians, and iz terrorem aliorum erc&ted a Pillar of their Heads ; upon which might 
properly have been writ, Ex, quo difcordia Cives Perduxit miferos ! 
In like manner, Abbas by the hafty death of Father and elder Brother, impatient of 
corrival-fhip, far ’tis moft true, That

lops off {fuch branches as he thought might eclipfe his greatnefs; and fpeeding to Spa- 
hawn to juftifie his Title to the Crown, expecting at his entrance to be welcomed; the 
Citizens unadvifedly upbraid him with the death of Hemyr Hamze his Brother, and old 
Mahomet: A reproof unfit for Subjects to their King, who as Cicero admonifhes, are to 
{peak as reverently of him as of the Gods: Which had thefe here obferved, they had 
not fo highly incurr’d his high difpleafure. Abbas being fg inraged, that by his Father’s 
Soul, the feven Orbs, Zzfmiln and Mahomet, he vows revenge. For a Months fpace 
they held out, and defended the City againft the King: but in the end victuals grew 
fhort; and upon his diverting the River, (as Cyres when he took Babylon ) fo many as 
could did fteal away, chooting any hazard rather than to endure a famine. Abbas takes 
the advantage of it, and by ftorm enters, killing for two hours Men, Women and Chil- 
dren, fhewing no mercy; making good what a noble Poct of ours in his Monarchick 
Tragedy well Notes : 


What mifery more great can be devisd, 
Than is a City when by force furprisd ! 


For he commanded forthwith a Pillar to be reared of all the Rebels Heads, as a Me- 
morial of his juitice and their difloyalty : wherein probably he took for example thofe 
three Towers of Heads Tamerlane caufed to be erected of thofe he maflacred at Dama- 
fc». And doubtlefs the Tragedy had been acted, had not the AZzfri (imitating Axre- 
lian, who when he took 7 5byaza, having {worn the death of them all, by a merry equi- 
vocation made all the Dogs to be hang’d up ) in commiferation feigned a vifion £-óm his 
Prophet which declared that fo a Pillar were raifed of Heads, no matter though it were 
Beaits heads, and fo he interceded for pardon: to which, Abbas after fo fufficient laugh- 
ter condeicended , forthwith commanding a fpeedy deftruction of all kind of Beafts, 
(the innocent fuffcring for the nocent,) ot whofe heads and thofe Men already flain this 
Monument of mercilefs mercy was reared, out-braving for height many Aefauirs in Spa- 
hawn, though now grown ruinous. In this cafe Cicero pro Clu..fayes well: In great Re- 
bellions not all but fome few are to be punifht for example fake: Pana ad paucos eft 
terror ad omnes. Such another is in Sumachy ’twixt Erez and Derbent, upon the like oc- 
cafion; which fome would have to be dedicated to the Sun, like thofe four Obelisks 
each of which was forty cubits high, raifed by Sechis the ~£¢yprian King as an expreflion 
of his zeal to that Deity, as Pliz. lib. 36.c.8- 

The ícite of Felphey reícmbles Pera which is oppofite to Conftantinople, Qr as Southwarke 
is to ?Lozdoz, the River Sizderonut interpofing. — "Tis called a Suburb, as be thofe other of 
Gower-abaut, Abbis-abaut, Chanz-abaut, Azen-abaut, and Cheigh-Saban; though indeed 
they are moft peopled with Men of one perfwafion. felphey is governed by a pe- 
culiar Podeftate, an Armenian Chriftian Prince (as they itile him) Mlodge-Nazar by 
name, (though a Merchant by Profeflion) having fuperintendency over them: He and 
his enjoy freedom of con{cience 5 but for moncy-matters and publick taxes are at the fole 
difpofition of the King. In F¥elphez ( named fo from another of that name in Armenia) 
the Pcople inhabiting this Suburb are numbred tcn thoufand 5 and in Azenabaut 4000. 
Families. By fome ’tis written Golfa and Chiulfa, but I have better hit our Dialect. The 
Felphelyws are habitcd like the Perfzazs, but differ inafpect; moft of thefe and the Georgi- 
ans having brighter hair and grcyer eyes. They are for the moft part Merchants, many 
of them Factors for the King, who exacts an account ni ar at their death; and if 
of confiderable Eftatcs, declares himfclf heir, and difpofes of what he thinks beft, none 
daring to contradict him. They profefs Chriftianity, taught them erronioufly by Jaco- 
bus the Syrian Afonotbclite; and have two Protomifis, on@in Telpbey, the other fometimes 
at Sis ncar Tharfws, other times at Ecmeafin not far from Rivan, as with their Tenents I 
heave fpoken of. . 

Gawcr-abaut (another Suburb) takes its Name from the Gowers that inhabit it; nick- 
named from thcir Idolatry, being reliques of thc ancient Perfiams, fuch as at this day 
the Perfrazss be in India. The Perfians have them in fmall account; partly for that they 
are thc originary People of that Countrey 5 partly for that by their induftry they fhame 
the Pexframs in thcir idlencfs. Thefe (if we may credit Tradition) differ from all other 
Gentiles, 1n that they never built any Temple to the Sun, as molt Idolaters have — ; 

ut 
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(like that of the Veftals if we may believe them ) doth not extinguifh. . 





Their Marriages are fuch ag I have related among/ft the banifhed Perfees that live in 
India; but their Burials differ: For, in reverence to the Fire thefe not onely forbear to 
burn the Dead, fearing to offer itan unclean thing; but even hold it a crimeto fpit into 
the Fire, which yet they repute facred. Howbeit, inthe Oriental parts of India amongft 
the Brachmans, the Dead are expofed to the Fire, albeit in the Occid nt it came firft 
in requeft by Sylla the Dictatér ; who having abufed the dead Corps of Caius Marius, 
fearing like fauce ordered that his dead Body fhould be burned; which was done, and 
after practifed by the fucceeding Roman Princes. But whereas the e/£gyptiazs powder 
the Dead with Salt and Spices to preferve them from putreYaction, the Perfe in India 
expofe the Dead to the Sun’s rage till he have eatenthem. And thefe Gowers oft-times 
put them in the hollow of a Tree ftanding upright fupported by the bole, till obferva- 
tion releafe them: For if the Vultur pick out his right eye firft, then they conclude that 
he is in Paradife ; if the left, then a Cacodemon vexes him; and they feaft or faft by that 
obfervation, as joy or forrowis occafioned. Contrary to the Perfian Satrape who ee 

their 
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their graves fo deep in the tides of Rocks and Mountains, that they were ufually let 
down by cords or other like device many fathoms, the Corps bring firit embalmed. 
Thefe People are tor the moft part Mechanicks or Husband-men, few of them either 
Scholars, Soldats or Soldigurs, as they term their Merchants: Their habit varies but 
little from the common mode, fave that their head-picce is tafhioned to the garb of 
Hyrcania. Their Women fhew their faces Ca thing in thefe parts very rare: ) and their 
apparel and hair ts tinctured with ycllow ( refembling the burniihed embroidery of the 
Sun;) for a tame-coloured tcart hangs loofe behind them, of ufe amongit the Roman

And by the Perfe more cftecm*l of than other colours, from its refembling the Sun their 
Deity. Howbecit, many of them (either out of zeal or poverty ) go barc-foot 5 for 
they ufe neitner fliooes nor fandals. The Portuguez Friersalto have two Houfes here, and 
are of the Rules of Carmel and Auguftin : their Chappel is neatly gilt and adorned with 
ornaments, as Organs, Altars, Crucifixes, Images, Candles, ce. with which they cn- 
deavour to convert Men to the Papacy : but tor the Armenians, they are {pectators rather 
than auditors, and love no innovation 5 and the Perfians, tis their principle to contemn 
Images: neverthelefs they are of fonic ule, fecing they ufually ferve to fend Intelligence 
to Goa and other parts of Chriftendom. 

We entred Spahawz the tenth of April, and on Afay day departed thence towards the 
Court which was then at Afharaff in Afozendram,about four hundred miles diftant North- 
wards from Spahawz. 

Our firlt; nights journey was to Reegue ( or Rezg) an hours riding from Spab.nyz. 
Thence-ior waid ( by reaton of the incomparable heat ) we were forced to travel in the 
night, all day refreihing our felves in the Carravans-raws; good rcíting places when 
gnats forbad it not. From Reegze we travelled to Sardahbun (called Sarrac by Prolomy lib. 
6. cap. 2.) lixtcen Ezglzfb miles thence, and next night we made Whomg our Manzcil, 
being feven and tweury miles from Sardabazs. Next we came to Tawgebaut,a Houfe and 
Garden of the Kings, which for beauty and fwectnefs is comparable to any other in 
Partbii:; and the more obfervable for that it is feated in a barren fandy foil. 


The blufhing Rofe grows herce! the Violet Hic Rofa purpureo crefcit rubicunda colorc; 
And Parthian Myrtle in choice order fet ! Et Violz omne genus hic eft, & Parthica Myrtus, 


And for five hundred paces every way gives a pleafant profpect of moft forts of Trecs 
familiar to that climate 5 as alfo of Perfiaz fruits and flowers,vzz. Pomgranates,Peaches, 
Apricocks, Plums, Apples, Pears, Cherries, Chefnuts, Damask, red and white Rofes, 
Tulips and others flowers in great variety ; watered with ftreams, beautified with ar- 
ficial Grots, having alfo Hummums of {tone paved with white Marble: The AZobzl or 
Summer-lodge brags alfo of a dozen Chambers which were delightful to the view, rich 
in iniboiments of gold and paint of various colours, and proud in the Architect: foas 
it will catily be granted, That Architecture, Sculpture and Painting are in moft parts of 
the World now, and have been, and ever will be in cfteecm with Princes and People beft 
bred and molt ingenious. And all this coft is fafeguarded from fand and ftealth by a 
dctentive wall, 1o high as hinders ( fave in onc rifing artifitial hillock which is raifed in 
midit of the lix defcents ) the affrighting fight of a circumvolving Wildernefs. A Tra- 
veller is not to magine picafure his object; for pain and mifcry will entertain him 
oftneft: otherwife I couid have lull'd my felf in this Paraslife, and, (as Afroca the Ar.z- 
bias Viétor aitar a tcrious view leaving Corduba, )figh out thisFarewcl, Eken Tawgebauch ! 
eiit c grante tire funt delicig? But on we mult to try the difference. 

E.«n 7.arzcbazb next night we came to Baw, which was fix fariangs or eighteen Ezg- 
l5 gvales diliants nothing memorable, fave an old Caftle in the way, which by realon 
ov rhe darkacts of the night we could hardly difcover. From Zim we got by break of 
day to Obigaurmy = botiuthcefo are the King’s Houfes 5 who uling this road, has at every 
twelve miles end a Lodie berwixt Spab.avz and the Cp. Sea, wherein our Amballa- 
dour had tie honour to repote and fonnd reafonable pood accommodation. And now 
the danger is patt, let me tell you, moft parr of the lil night we colit over an inho- 

7. {puitabie à 
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{pitable fandy Deliart which was ten miles broad, and in length ( as they told us) little 
leífs than a hundred where here and there we beheld the*eround covered with a loofe 
and flying fand, which by the fury of the Winter-weathcr is accumulated into fuch heaps 
as upon any great wind the tract is loft, and paflengers (too oft) overwheimed and iti- 
fled by that impetuous Tyrant; yea Camels, Horíes, Mules and other Beafts, though 
ftrong, fwift and fteady in their going, yet fometimes are not able to fhift for them- 
{elves but perifh without recovery: thofe rowling {ands when agitated by the wind move 
and remove more like Sea than Land, and render the way very dreadful to paff engers. 
Howbeit, which was {fome amends, the drinefs of thefe parts caufed through the in- 
fluence of fome Conftellations, give lefs advantage to the Sun by exhalation to occafion 
winds, than in hotter places and near the Sea is obferved. Indeed, in this place I 
thought that curfe fulfilled which is mentioned in Deut. 28. 24. where the Lord by, Mo- 
fes threatens in ftead of rain to give them fhowers of duft: For, albeit the King (to do 
as much as may be for prevention of harm and prefervation of paflengers) has raifed at 
every three miles end a wall or Caftle, yet by the unftable foundation, in March and 
September in defpight of their beft props it is piece-meal torn afunder, that little or no 
remains appear of their late ftanding., This our laft nights travel was thirty miles. 

Next night we rode one and twenty miles to Suffedaw, an old weather-beaten Carra- 
vans-raw 5 well agreeing with the fcituation, being placed in an unfociable defart. Our 
next nights lodging was at Syacow, ten farfangs or thirty EzgL[b miles; a place that 
made amends for the laft; tnis being notable in her Carravans-raw which is built from 
the ground of good free-ftone, white and well-polifhed; yea to the beft of my remem- 
brance, unlefs at 7 azgbe- Doloz, this was the firit building of that material Í faw in eight 
hundred miles riding  moft of the building as we paít being of brick well hardned in 
the Sun, as is common in thefe hotter parts of Afia. A word of our laft nights jour- 
ney- The moft part of the night we rode upon a paved cawfey broad enough for ten 
Horfes to go a breaft, built by extraordinary labour and expence over a part of a great 
defart; which is fo even as that it affords a large Horifon: Howbeit, being of boggy 
loofe ground, upon the furface it is covered with white Salt in fome places a yard deep: 
a miferable paflage! for if either the wind drive the loofe Salt abroad which is like duit, 
or that by accident Heríe or Camel forfake the cawfey,the bogg is not ftrong enough to 
uphold them, but fuffers them to fink paft all recovery. This caufey has iome reíem- 
blance with thofe ancient Vte militares whofe foundations were laid with huge piles or 
{takes pitched into a bogg, and faftned together with branches or withes of wood, up- 
on which rubbifh was fpread, and gravel or ftones afterwards laid,to make the ground 
more firm and folid. That of Trajans was notable, but a dreadful paflage this was: 

. and the more to be feared becaufe fome forlorn hopes of highway-men many times pil- 

lage paflengers: God be blefled, we efcaped this, but not another which was little lefs 
formidable , for we had no fooner pafled the Salt defart but of ncceflity we wert con- 
{trained to climb over and about the Hills called Cartande of old, fo high were they 
and glomerating,; but for the eafier afcent formed as if Olympus had been cut out in- 
to labyrinths. : J i i 

From Syacow we rode next night two and twenty miles: moft part of the way was 
over another falt Defart, wherein (as we were told) thoufands have unhappily perifhed ; 
and would yet run like hazard did not a like large and well-made cawfey fecure the pal 
fage. Here we pitched: old Terminus in this place limiting Parthia from reaching fur- 
ther North: From whofe high tops look we back and.memorize her that was once for- 
midable to the Roman Emperors, and Miftrefsof the greateft part of Afia. In the Scy- 
thick tongue fhe fignifies an Exile or Stranger, as jJ4flizin his 41. Book. The Parthian 
Diadem was once garnifhed with twoand twenty Kingdoms, comprehending thc greateft 
part of Afia, from which magnificence fhe fell: yet after along eclipíe, by vertuc of 
the Sophian {tem recovered a great part of ber former brigl&nefs. °T now callcd zzy- 
erac, lirnanr'd Agemy to diftinguifh it from that including Babylon, Her old Provinces 
were Rhagea, Apamea, (not that near Seleucia in Affyria) T apira, Choama, Ar-iciaga, Semina 
and Mizia: her Mountains Orontes, Abicoronii, Adardorami_and Parchoatri, not mich 
above 8oo miles in circuit: And albeit moft part was hilly and fteril, it bred neverthe- 
Icífs Men in their time both wife and valiant: Yea, in fuch repute withthe Apoftles that 
inthe firft Epiftle of St. Fobz the dedication was ad Parthos as fome oid copies havc it. 

Next night (the Moon making our way the eaiicr) we rode to Ghezz, a preity Lodge 
belonging to the King, diftant from our laft Manzeil ei»htcen miles. Near this place 
we overtook fome of thofe Crears or wandring Herdi nnn, old Authors commonly call 
Nomades; cither« for that they defcend from thc Numidiens, or becaulíc they were i 
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mcd by the Greeks Sò 78 veucw, a pafcendo, Quafi in pafcuis inter armenta degentes. Fixed 
itations thefe kecp nonz, but for mixt profit and delight remove fom place to place as 
fancy and good pafturage invites with all their Family and fub&ance treafured up in 
long Waggons covered with Felt, and fo high as they admit af a divifion into two fto- 
ries: the lowcit ( thc place of ufual refidence ) is even with the ground 5 and they have 
fix wheels to draw with. Little is the difference at this day from what Strabo lib. 11. 
of old reports concerning them, Errant femper fine Lare vel Penate (fic ditta quia penes nos 
nari [unt ) fine fixis fedibus, fine legibus, €&c. A People albeit now of no accompt amongit 
the Perfiazs; yet time was when called Parai, by their courage as well as numbers they 
obtained for rbaces their Countrey-man the Parthian Empire. But having elfewhere 
{poken of this fort of People, I fhall give you a brief account of our laft nights tra- 
vel, which for the greateft part of the way was through the bottom of part of Taurus, 
level with the ground, though the top ordinarily moiftens it felf in the middle region. 
This is that itrait ( and not {traits in the plural, though the name be füch ) or narrow 
paflage which is fo much famouzed in Authors : by Pliny called Cafpie porte,whoalfo terms 
it Ingens Nature miraculum a great miracle of Nature, Bertins, Cafpiarum clauftra, Strabo 
and Prolomy, Pyle Cafpie; and others Medie, Zagriea, Zarzee, Diod. Siculus, Cafpie por- 
te; Prifcian, Ca[piadas tanzunt portas,ec.and fome, and not improperly Pyle Semiramide, 
albeit different from thofe we call Caucafie porte €? Iberia ( which are near Derbent) and 
wherein doubtlefs AZaginus is miftaken, in faying that the Ca/pie porte are in Turqueftan 
which he places in Zagathay or Altai as now called. This narrow ftrait is not more than 
forty yards broad and eight miles long; but the Mountain on either fide is precipi- 
tious; and fo high as it is much above what an arrow could reach at twice the fhooting, 
were it poflible to begin the fecond ‘where the firft fhot reacht, and is one.of three no- 
ted pallages through that great Mountain Taurus, which from Perfia and the South and 
Weltern parts lead to Armenia, Hyrcania and the Cafpian Sea,and which doubtiefs gave this 
the denomination. Through this it was the fair Amazonian came to Alexander, for that 
mentioncd in PZzy which ZVero threatned the Parthians to pierce through was in Arme- 
zia, and formerly fpoken of. : 

Now albeit {fome have attributed this pafs to the Spirit of Semiramis, who to ex- 
prefs her powcr and to eternize her memory to pofterity, effected wonders; For, Jn 
Jarceio Monte juxta Ecbathan, immortale fui monumentum reliquit, precipitia Montis C con- 
valles anfractus & loca concava ad planum deducens, magno fumpta iter reddidit, Diod. I. T 
This certainly is rather the work of Nature, God's handmaid; the height and har 
nefs of the Mountain rendring it an endeavour vainly to be attempted, if not impof- 
fible to be effected by Man. Albeitthe Perfiavs (merrily I thought till I perceived them 
difpleafed with my incredulity) afIured me that it was done by Mortis Allys Arm with 
the help of his Sufikar, which fay the Perfian Chronicles waseighteen cubits long, but by 
equal faith you are bound to believe 4/y’s Arm was proportionate: And not unlike that 
Fable mentioned by Vxb.Geogr.1. parte c. 1.4. Concerning the Mediterranean Sea,which at 
firft being furrounded with Hills like the Cajpian, the tamous Hercules cut that Moun- 
tain afunder with his fword, and made that ftrait we now call Gibralter, which gives 
the Water a large and free paflage into the 4tlamtick Ocean. Now to confirni this for 
a truth they tell us, That Ally being in purfuit of the Gowers, (fo then they called the 
Chriftians) unfheathing his Salfichar, for the quicker execution it parted in two, (at 


lcaft was double edg'd ) with which he fo hew?d his enemies on thc right hand and on 


the left, that at fome blows he beheaded hundreds ; which made the reft fly to pur- 
pofe: In the purfuit, the better to overtake his Enemics, he clove Rocks and Moun- 
tains in twain, and then (as they fuppofe ) made this fmooth paflage: To which I have 
but this for anfwer, Hanc fabulam longi temporis mendacia finxit: For would they give 
that credit unto Pliny he deferves, they might know how that long before 24/y's birth, 
{peaking of this paflage, Ite fays, Ruptura eff Montis longitudine otto mill. paff. anguftiffi- 
ma, &c. Adeicription rightly agreeing with what we found it; and Strabo faith, This 
{trait was made by a terrible Earth-quake that rent afunder feveral grcat Mountains, and 
this amofi»ft tne relit, Terre-motzbus (fays he) rupta fuerat Terra apud Cafpias portas, com- 
plaré(zgy Urbes € pagi, © varia mutationes fluviorum, &c. 

But of more certainty is what a Perfzzz then in our company told; how that a dozen 
years lince, a valiant Thief with five hundred Horfe and three hundred Mufquets defended 
this narrow road againft all paffengers; nonc pafling nor re-pafling without fome acknow- 
ledgement,albeit the King of Larry-Joon (whofe Dominion lay amongft thc Mountains ) 
frowned at his fawcinefs, and threatned him: but fuch ftorms rather made good mu- 
fick tothe Thicfs ears. Wowbeit, Abb. alfo upon affront grows cbolerick to be fo 


Z > bearded . 
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bearded, yet {corns to honour his overthrow by an Army; well knowihg he had many 

Chevaliers about hin» by whofe courage he little doubted to reduce him: bug fuch was 

thc fame that went of this Thiefs fortitude, that-by their demur Abbas apprehcnds their 

fear, and for anger grow paleatit. Neverthclefs, erelie could zivehisrage a vent, an 

Armenian undertakesthe work; whom the King embraces: and having breathed trefh 

courage into the hardy Chriftian, being excellently mounted as a Pailenger he fingles 

out the Thief who doubted not to mafter fofair a Beait withfmalloppoial. Such con- 

fidence had hein his valour, that it was his cuftome to give fair play; ulnally command- 

ing his Company to look on at a diftancc, albeit more than one entred the ftrait: So 

that in fhort ipace this pair met, and engaged cach other with Sword and Buckler; the 

Armenian followed his blows with fuch dexterity, that after fome bloodfhed, upon a 

clofe he gave Deatha free paflage: A Victory nobly attained ; yct fo irkfome to his 
men (whofe lives depended upon his fatety) that like robbed Bears they fell uport the 
Victor; who doubticf{s had then and there expired, had not fome Coofel-bafhaws that 

were fpectators relieved him; by whofe fudden falling on, the Thieves were quickly fa- 

crificed unto their Mafter.. The Chriftian thus returning to Court Crowned with Law- 
rel, Abbas adds to his luftre and gives him a Command, fo unfupportable to the weak 
foul of this Champion, that further to cajole thc King he denies his Faith, and turns In- 

fidel, though abundance of tears were fhed by his Countrymen as difTwatives from it. 
But fee the cnd of his Apoftafie: The King albcit he had caute to favour him by rcafon 
of his good fuccefs againft the Tartars; yet Jealoufic Cor rather Divine Vengeance) fo 
ftung old Abbas, that without any known occalion, or acquainting any man with hisrea- 
fon, he commands Lollabeg to cut off his Head fucn time as he was {inging a Lullaby to his 
good fortune. l 

Our next nights Manzcil was at Halvary, (cightcen miles from Gbezz,) a Village 

pretty well built, and delightfully fcatcd, and where the Earth was mellowcd by a {weet 
Rivolet that purls from thc tops of T anrs, alfothe ground was moft part of the year ap- 
parelled in green, rcquiting the painful Husbandman with a due acknowledgement of 
Olives, Walnuts, Wheat, Wood, and other things. Bidding an unwilling tarcwel to 
that pleafanut place, the next night we rode twenty miles, to Perifcow, z. e. a broken or 
divided Mountain; and by the pofition thereof may probably be the iflue of that which 
Prolomy calls Arfitis. Tne Town is fometimes honoured with the King’s retidencc : not 
that tne beauty of this Houfe (which is but ordinary) allures him, but for that there is 
choice hawking, Phefíants and other game more abounding there than in moft other parts 
of Parthia. The Pole is here elevated fix and thirty degrees. The Town is refrefhed 
with very fwcet water: thefcituation is upon the brow of a high well wooded but (a- 
greeable to its name) divided hill, having on each fide a ftcep acccís 5 whofe top has 
becn crowned with a large Caítle, which now by agc or war (the canker-worms of all 
temporaries) is moth-eaten ; her ribs only appcar,exprefling defolation. One Z4Zzbm- 
med then commanded the Towns; and albeit truited with the Sword and Scale, I fear he 
was Aftrea’s corrupted Servant: No marvel then if in a difcontented humour the left the 
Earth , for we can witnefs, that in Perfia (efpecially in Perifcow) Jultice was corruptly 
ballanced. Atour entrance into the Town, (to extort a bribe from our Embatladour) 
he hanged one Perfraz, (atlcaft we were fo made to believe,) cut off anothers Nofe, and 
mutilated athird, toíhew that his Laws (like Draco’s) were writ in blood: /77zfcera im- 
piorum (unt crudelia, their delinquency was for the felonious ftealing a trifle of two fhil- 
lings value from a Footman ferving the Exzlifh Agent. Another was ready to bc truiled 
up; but fecret notice was given our Ambalíladour, thatif he pleafed to beg his Life, up- 
on prefenting the Governour with fomcething, it fhould be granted him: This was the 
main defign, and though well cnough feen, our Ambafladour very gladly ranfomed him. 
Complaint was alfo then made againit a Farmer for thrafhing a Whore againft her wili: 
The Perfian Rhadamanth *twixt jeaft and earncft bids geld hinxand hang his Stones at her 
Ears as two Pendants, fuch as to him the Gulph of Perfia afforded none 10 precious. The 
poor wretch humbly befought him to fpare his ufeful parts, the like did his aftonifhcd 
Wife; fo asafter mediation of Friends, and thirty pound Fine, upon proniifc to griad 

in his own Mill ever after the execution of the fentence wag, remitted. But cach Man 

cried out, A {evere Cenfor is this Daraguod. Who never read, as i fuppofe, how that 

Nemo jure Nature cum detrimento alteris locupletior ficri debet or (which might be his 

own Leilon) that Avarus omnibus eft malus, fcd fibimer peffimus. The barbarous Gauls in- 

dced had fuch a ¢ cultome, Sz furaverit quod valet 40 denar. ant machabitur, vel caflFetur, cc. 

But here many times thefe Satrapa’s have fuch tricks to extort bribes that the fubject has 

good caufe toclamour out,

After two days repofe in Perifcow we continued our travel, the Court then being lit- 
tle more than a hundred miles diftant from us. Our firft nights journey from Perifcow 
to Gheer was four and twenty long miles, and tedious in the paflage; for fome part was 
over rugged hills, other part through whiftling dales ; in both which we were fo wea- 
ther-beaten with a ftorm of Wind and Hail bred in Turtary, and forced over the Cafpiaz 
Sea, (which from hence, if the feafon had permitted, we might have feen,) asfor iome 
time not only took away our fight and hearing, but threatned our brains; for in de- 
fpight of our beft skill to keep together, we loft one another ; infomuchas we had hard- 
ly recovered our company, had not the unmelodious noife of the braying Mules, and 
jingling of the Camels Bells (being to wind-ward ) brought us together, and helped us 
out of thefe Cajfpian or Zagrian Straits; through which, when neither Sun, Moon, nor 
Star befriends, whofoever hereafter travel, let them be fure to borrow Thefeus his thread, 
or be content to wander in fome kind of Labyrinth. From Gheer we rode next night four 
and twenty miles, to a {mall Village whofe name I have forgot; but remember very well 
thatthe Frogs (the Bull-bulls or philomels of this marifh place) aflembled in fuch num- 
bers, and chirped fuch loathíome tunes, that we wifhed Homer would have given them a- 
nother King: For asone writes, 


The pratling Frog (thinking his Language good ) Garrula limofis Rana coaxat aquis, 
Croaks frustfully am bis beloved Mud. 


Thcfe inthe Spring ingender of the flime that froaths from their own bodies, and in 
fhallow plafhes croak and ride one another outragioufly3 but towards Winter refolve 
into their firft matter. "Tis ftrange what fome report, that if their Heart and Liver be 
pull’d out, they will neverthelefs skip up and down: and no lefs certain it is that Frogs 
are of great vertue, if phyfically ufed; for there is no part of them but what is medici- 

nable, if Aldrovandus in his report be rightly informed. 
To Aliavarr, one and twenty miles from the Town of Frogs, we rode next night: ave- 
ry pleafant place for earth, water, and wood: and where we found flore of Phefants; 
a Bird abounding in thefe Hyrcanian Towns, but near the River Phafis in Mengrellia 
(emptying itfelf into the Exxim near Trepizond) originally breeding. And it is note-wor- 
thy, That this River Pbafis in fome part of the Hiftory writ by Quintus Curtius is miftaken 
for T zgrisfromPbafr,or Pafi-Tigris.No wonder then if Alexander at the firft fight of the Ca- 
fpian thought that Sea wasthe Fens of AMeottis; and that he was perfwaded from the River 
Indus hc might fail into the Nilus without interruption, Strabo l. 15.geogr. Phifon, (which isa 
branch of Tigris) apud Grecos Indus, apud Barbaros Gangesyvocatur. Epiphan. lib. de 1 2.gemmis, 
taking Pzfoz for Ganges, fo they miftook Gihon for Nilws, which made their Extent of the 
Garden of £Zezío over large, alfo Artemidorus makes Ganges fpring from the Median 
Mountains,and Zez.£4led finds Tigris near Zeilan: Thefe | inftance to note the little know- 
ledge they had in thofe times of Geography 5 which abfurdities are fince by Navigation and 
Commerce well corrected. Jafon and his Argonauts firft made thefe known to Greece, 
when theuce he forced their Sheep bearing Fleeces of Gold, or Gold-mcriting Flceces. 
Next night we got to Neca, five and twenty miles from Aliavar; obfervable only in the 
Kings Houfe, and for that their common Manfions and Churches differ not from ours of 
the ordinary fort in Ezglazd. Here (as in fome other parts of Hyrcania, it being Sum- 
mertime) we were exceedingly peftered with Flies and Gnats , whofe vexatious Stings 
made {omc of us, when we arofe, look as if we had the Meazles. And when we 
cami near the Sca we were nolefstroubled with Snakes; for if fo be we lett the Road, 
and rid through the green paftures, then they would wind about our horfes legs with- 
out other harm than affrighting, and ferving to 'perfwade us into thc common path a- 
gain. This is not ftrange, feeing that Pompey (after hc had fübducd Tigranes the Ar- 
menian) marching into this Countrey was conitrained to retreat, by realon of the infi- 
nite number of Snakes and Serpents that offended the Army, as Plat. Fita Pomp. writeth. 
And 
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And eÆ lianan lib. 5. Animalium reports, That Alexander marching hence into Izndia'faw a 
Serpent 70 cubits long, none fuch now in this Countrey 5 but that there arc Seypents of 
like prodigious bigne Petrus Crinitus relates, That one of so cubits length was nou- 
rifht by Ottavirs-Cefar at Pome. Strabo cxceeds thcíe, Dracones centum. cubitorum mag- 
mitudinis in e Ethiopia funt: in eA£rbiopiq are Serpents a hundred cubits long 5 Sed an vo- 
lantes velreptantes, queritur. 

. Next night we got into Afharaff, a City upon the Mare Cafpium. The Empcrour of 
Perfia was here at this time, expecting the Anibafladour ; unwilling to remove till he 
came; and (as we thought ) reiting there fo long both that wc might fee the extent of 
his Empire, and likewife have a profpect of the better parts of Perfia. The Sultan of 
the Town attendcd with fifty Coofelbafhaes, met the Ambailadour three miles from tlie 
Court; and having civilly brought us into Afbaraff, ufhered us to our lodging: I may 
fay Us, for the Ceremony was very much below the Quality of fo cmincnt a Perfor as 
an Ambaltiadour. up 

ASHAR AFF (or Abafburaff,and yet I dare not fay fo named from th.tfuerus) is di- 
ftant about two miles from the Ca/pian Sea: feated in a low ground, many ialt Marithes 
circumvolving, her, and but mcanly watered; no other but a fmall Spring ( 7Maxera in 
Prolomy) Ítrcaming from the Taurifian Mountains drills in two branches through it, the 
broader of which is not five yards over; yet in former times a River of good breadth. 
But no wonder we crolled over fo few that wc could call Rivers, fecing the People cut 
them into many finall fluces, and divert the ftrcam to ferve their occalions 5 {o that oft 
times the true Channel is not to be difcerned. This practice is no new thing, no lefs 
ancient than Cyrus the Great; who to retaliate the lois of his Men which were drowned 
in pafling the River Gyzdes (a branch of Euphrates in Affyria, ) divided it into above 
three hundred little Strcams, fo as the main Channel became loft. This was principall 
in revenge for the lofs of his white Palfrey, a Beaft which was of the ZVizfzasz breed, 
the bett Media (nay the World ) brought forth, as Sez. de ira lib. 3. €. 2.5. Howbcit, the 
ground here is reafonable fat, but incultivatcd ; the greater part of her Inhabitants 
ploughing zz Campo AZartio. I judge two thoufand Families live in this Towrt ; and no 
doubt incrcafe daily, the King Bene but of late affected this place. His Palace is 
pretty large, and but newly finifhed; albeit Farrabaut the ZZyrcaz Metropolis but 
tive miles Weft thence is the place where the Seat Royal in that Countrey has been kcpt 
for fome Generations. Abaffebaut alfo not above two miles thence furpalíles for a cu- 
rious Summcer-houfc, excelling all his other for propon Painting, Hummum, Water- 
works, and a Foreft which is ftored with game of feveral forts: {o as iz attracts the 
King, who where ever he ftays long makes Citics of fmall Villages. 

The Bazzar here is but ordinary ; and the AZachits not to be admired. The Palace is 
large, and looks into very pleafant Gardens 5 -albeit the Building it fclf be not very 
regular, but rather confufedly divides it fclf into four Mohols or Banqveting-houfes, 
which be gorgeoufly painted. Were thefe united, they might better delight the eye, 
and caufe the Architcct to be comniended : But morc of it atthe Ambafladour S Audi- 
ence. Abaffebaut fignifies Abbas bis Garden: and though I find a Town mentioncd in 
Ptolomy called Abafez.z in his time, 1 may not conclude it to be this, fecing he places

North from Spabawz, as we obferved in our ftar-light travel : 
the days are raging hot and not to be travelled in, ) dréturus was ever right before us. 
From thc Gulph as we travelled from Ormas to this place arc a thoufand £zzelfb miles: 
from Spab.avz three hundred amd fifty or thercabout, as we reckoned. P 
Before I give you a bricf furvey of ZZyrcazia, let me prefent a fhort narration o m 
Ambafladour’s Audience and Entertainment. After four days rcpofc, the King alligne 
him his day of audicnce. it was the five and twentieth of Alay, our Sabbath, and the 
fag-cnd of their Ramazan or J.cnt; advantageous to the Pot-fhangh, though 1 —— 
{ay it fpared him the charge of an entertainment. Sir Dodmore Cotton our Ambaila aL 
had Sir Robert Sherley in his company, with my felf and feven or cigi other Ez i 
Gentlemen his followers: Good reafon it was fome S;/iaz ox other fhould convoy T 
fhew him the way, “the Court being a quartcr of a mile diftant from our Houfe ; ) but 
whaz ill ofice was done at Court, 1 am not able to divine; for a finall Cavalcade t bii 
yct fo it happened that notice was given by a Courricr from Afabomer Ally-bex ue ra 
rite: So as to the Court his Lord;hip got, very few of the Towh having notice a Ee 
time of Audience; as appeared by thofe few that came out cither to fee him país, o 
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to view the manner of his reception; which without doubt was the product reda 
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vouritcs envy, occafioncd through thc fpight he cauíclefly bore unto our noble Countrey- 
man Sir Robert Sherley: For otherwife it might have been wondred at, feeing Abbi of 
all torts of honours counted to have Strangers at his Court, tke higheft | 

At our alighting an Officer bad us Afofh-galdom,and ufherec us into a little Houfe which 
ftood in the center of a large Court, wherein was no other furniture fave a few Perfian 
Carpets which were fpread about a white Marble Tank filled with water. Here we re- 
pofed, and for two hours were entertained with Pclo and Wine; nothing fo good as 
the matcrial they were ferved in; flagons, cups, difhes, plates and covers being all of 
gold. Thence we were condycted by fome Szl/razs thorow a fpacious Garden, which was 
curious to the eye and delicate to the fmell: whence we were: brought into another Sum- 
mer-horic, which was rich in gold emboflIcments and painting, but far more excellent 
in a free and noble profpect; tor from the tarrafle thercof we had a delightful horizon 
into thc Ca(pzazg Sea towards the North, and Southward at a great diftance could difcern 
the high Mountain Taurus. The Chambers were large and {quare; the roof arched and 
richly gilded: The ground was fpread with Carpets of {ilk and gold. Inthe midít were 
Tanks tull of fwect water, (an element of no mean account inthefe torrid Regions; ) 
and round about the Tanks were placed (pomparum fercula) Goblets, Flagons, Cifterns, 
and other ftandards of maflie gold; fome of which were filled with perfumes, other 
with Rofe-watcr, with Wine fome, and others with Flowers. And after we had refted 
fo long as we might at full feed our hungry eyes with that food of oftentation, we were 
conducted into another fquare large upper Chamber where the roof was formed into 
an artificial Element, many golden Planets attracting the wandring eye to help their mo- 
tion. Here the ground was covered with richer Carpets than the former, the Tank 
was larger, the material more rich, and purling ftreams by pipes forced up into an- 
other Region. This Sea was fo deep and fo capacious, that it feem'd a little Ocean 
where the {poils of fhipwracks were conjured out to pleafe the moft avaricious Mam- 
mon: for, ío much gold transformed into veflels for ufe and ornament were fet for us 
to look upon, that iome Merchants then prefent made an eftimate at an incredible va- 
luc. Another watry Magazine there was circled with a like wall of golden veflels: Moft 
of the Hagons, Cups and other plate were garnifhed with Rubies, Diamonds and like 
Stones; {uch as might compare with Cleoparra’s furniture in that great Fcaft made to 
Mar Anthony, In quo convivio (faith Cedrenus lib: 4.) omnia erant aurea, gemmis magnificé 
diftintta, arteq;, elaborata, &c. But the Chamber by the length it had was more rcfem- 
bling a Gallery than a room of State: the feeling was garnifhed with gold,and pencill’d 
with Story in lively colours; all which feem’d to ftrive whether Art or Nature to a 
judicious eye would be more acceptable. Onc Tebz a Durch-man (who had long ferved 
the King ) celebratcd his skill here to the admiration of the Perfians and his own advan- 
tage. The floors alfo in this room were over-laid with fuch large and rich Carpets as 
befitecd the Monarch of Perfia. Round aboutthe room were alfo feated feveral tacite 
Mirzaes, Chawns, Sultans, and Beglerbegs; who like fo many inanimate Statues were 
placed crofs-legg’d, -joyning their bums to the ground, their backs to the wall, and their 
eyes toa conftant object; to fpeak one to another, íneeze, cough, or {pit inthe Por- 
fhaugh’s prefence, being ever fince the time of Aftyages held no good breeding: mor 
may they offend the King, who by the fulgur of his eye can dart them dead as foon as 
{peak the word, as Cefar iaid unto Metellus. The Ganymed Boys in Vcftsof cloth of gold, 
rich befpangled Turbants and embroidered Sandals; curled hair dangling about their 
fhoulders, with rolling eyes and vermillion cheeks carried in their hands flagons of beft 
mettal, and went up and down, profcring the delight of Bacchus to fuch as were difpo- 
fed to taftc it. What Valerius reports to have been the cuftom here of old at Featts, 
Circum pateris it Bacchus e omnis Aula filet, Pueri tanguam furdis, quid fatto opus effet in- 
dicabait, C$ ferens poculum aedit pofcentibus, cc. was here the mode, and duly acted. 

At the upper end (furnrounting the reft fo much onely as two or three Maftuaba’s or 
white filken {hags would elevate)fat the Por-(baw ; beloved at home, famous abroad,and 
formidable to his Enemies. HisGrandeur wasthis: Circled with fuch a world of wealth s 
he cloatlted himítlf that‘day in a plain red Callico coat quilted with Cotten; as if he 
fhouid have faid, His dignity confifted rather in his parts and prudence, than fuartivis 
coloribis, having no nced to iteal refpect by borrowed colours or embroideries. Crofs- 
legg* the Por-(bzw fat ; his Shafh was white and large, his wafte was girded with a 
thong of leather; the hilt of his Sword was gold, the Blade formed like a {emi-circle, 


and doubtleis well tempered ; the fcabbard red: and the Courtiers Regis ad exem- 
plum were but mcanly attired. j 
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The Ambafladour by Dick Williams his Interpreter( Cal/fimacbee the Per(tazs call him ac- 
quaintcd the King, That by his Mafter’s command he had undertaken a very grcat jour- 
ucy to congratulate his Kıccefs againft thcir common Encmy the Turk as aito to pro- 
mote Trade, and fec Sir R»5err Sherley vindicate himíclf from ZNogdz- Aliy-beg his im- 
putations; and withal, to defire that a perpetual League of friendihip might be conti- 
nucd *twixt the two powerful Monarchs of Great Britain and Perfia. 

The Pot-fhaugh railing his Body,returned this anfwer: To the tirit, the Turks werca 
mean People, comparcd with the generous Perfrazs as appeared by feveral Battels he had 
given them ample proof of; and that than thc Turks no People inthe World were more in- 
confidcrablc. Neverthelefs he wifhed unity amongit Chriffian Princes,the Ortoman ground- 
ing his conqucft upon their difcord. Concerning Tradc, the King of Great Britain fhould 
if he pleated receive ten thoufand bales of tilk at Gombrooz every January, and for pay- 
ment, would by way of exchange accept of fo many thoufand Ezglifh Clothes as fhould 
bc adcquate in value: For, as he well knewthe filk was a greater quantity than he could 
ufo in his own Dominions, fo were the Clothes to him; but he would hazard thc vent- 
ing them by his Merchants to ferve his Neighbours, fo as neither we nor he fhould need 
to trafhque or hold correfpondency with Turky. It would infinitely be to his fatisfa- 
ction to difappoint the Grand Seignior of that ycarly Cuftom he was forced to when his 
Carravans go by the way of Aleppo Or Trepicozd to the Verxetian, Genoan, French, or 
other European Merchants, fo as the JFanifaries were maintained by thofe Cuftoms: What 
was this, but to fharpcn his Enemics Sword to his deítruction ? Concerning Sir Robert 
Sherley, he had been long of his acquaintance, and expreíled as many contiderable fa- 
vours towards him (though a ftranger anda Chriftian ) as to any of his born Subjccts. 
That if ZVozd;-beg had afperfed him unjuftly, he fhould have fatisfaction: It argued in- 
decd, ZVogd;-beg was guilty, in that he rather chofe to deftroy himfelf by the way,than 
adventure a purgation. In fome fort he prefaged my rigour ; for had he come, and 
bcen found faulty, By my head, (an Oath of no finall force) he fhould have been cut in 
as many picccs as there are days inthe Year, and burnt in the open Market with dogs- 
turds. Now touching a League of Frienfhip with the King your Matter, I chearfully 
embrace it: and concerning your felf, you are truly welcome. And fceing you have 
done me that Honour none of my Predeceflors ever had before 5 for you arc thc firft 
Ambafladour that cver came from Great Britain in that quality into my Countrey, you 
may defervedly challenge the more rcfpect. Yea, as I account your Mafter Chicf of 
the worfhippers of Fefus, fo do I of your felf in a fuperiour degree to any othcr Ambaf- 
fadour now prefent. : 

This faid, the King fat down again. And whereas all Mahbometans fizeda or knock 
thcir heads againft the ground and kifs his garment; in a friendly manner he pulled our 
Ambafladour near him, and feated him by his fide, fmiling that he could not fit crofs- 
Icgg'd: and after Audience, in another Apartment calling for a bowl of Winc, ‘here 
drunk his Maftcr?s health 5 at which the Ambafladour ftood up,and uncovered his head; 
which being noted by the Por-f[basgb, thc morc to oblige he lifted up his Turbant: and 
after an hours entertainment, difimiffed him with much fatisfaction. 

It isa real truth, that Aures atg, Oculi Regum funt multi, fo wc found (though not the 
occafion ) that the King’s good will became foon diverted: For, from that day till we 
arrived at Cazbyz (albeit no offence was given,) neither was the Ambafladour cajol’d 
at Court, nor faw he thc King, neither did any Sura» invite or vifit him: all which was 
imputed to the envy of Mahomet Ally-beg, who by bribery was made our enemy; one 
that for his faculty in diving into other Mens actions, and informing the Por-fhaugh with 
his obfervations, made a fhift to engrofs the Royal favour, inlomuch as moft bulinefs of 
State pafled through this impure conveyance: ío that it came to this at length, whom 
he loves the King honours, fuch as he hates the King crufhesyall to pieces. To have his 
good opinion cach great Man out-vies others; infomuchthat his annual comings in viis 
CZ modis was bruitcd to be fcvenfcore thoufand pounds frerling- And well might be, fince 
M1yrer-beg (the Ovcríccr of the King’s Harams) has a hundred thoufand pounds yearly, 
if it be true that fome there aflured me. " 

Sors noftra humilior ! Tamcr-beg’s Houfe at the North end o? the Town entertained us 
twelve long dayes and nights, ( fo long the Court ftay'd after we got thither; ) where 
the Sun darted his outragious beams fo oblique upon us, as made us bclicve we felt not 
more heat when we were within the burning Zove, than we did in Afharaff at that pre- 
ent: Nor did the Sun we thought more torment us in the day, than did thofe innu- 
mcrable fwarms of Gnats, Musqucto’s and like verminc in the night feafon, Howbeit, 
our comfort was thatif it were fo for any continuance, our fhort {tay there was — 
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fort of prevention. And yct, though our fuffcrings were great in one fenfe, the extrc- 
mity of the Pot-fhagh’s juftice, or rigour I may better call it, was more in another, as his 
miferable Subjects felt it ina higher degree. 1 fhall give but a few inftances; too 
many of fo brave a Prince, whofe Vertues ballance his infirmities. And feeing they 
arc thc reports of fome I met there who had been long in Perffa, 1 will with Q. Curtius 
fay, Piura [cribo quam credo, nec enim affirmare aufus fum, cc. l 
A poor diltreiled wretch beftowing a long and tedious pilgrimage from C.zbzl to this 
place upon iome little bufinefs, ere he knew what the fuccefs would be, unhappily re- 
ited his weary libs upon a ficld-carpet ; choofing to refrefh himfelf rather upon the cool 
graís than be tormented within the Town by the mercilefs vermine, poor Man! he fell 
a malo in pejus: ior fnorting in a climacterick hour, at fuch time as the King fct forth 
to hunt, his pamper’d jade ftartling, the King examines not the caufe, but fent an cter- 
nal arrow of fleep into the poor Man's heart; jeafting ( as Ipbicrates did when he tlew 
his fleepy Centinel ) I did the Man no wrong ; I found him fleeping, and allecp I lett 
him. Poor wretch!. happy only in this, c^£ze« mani dextra cecidit ! The Courticrsalfo 
Cas the Negroes in Afanicongo, who when their Captain receives a hurt by war or acci- 
dent fympathize by voluntary maiming themfelves in the like part )to applaud the fact, 
parafitically made him their common mark; killing hima hundred times over if fo many 
lives could have been forfeited. The Latiz Poct juftly reproving fuch tragick acts couid fay, 


Regia (crede mihi) res eft fuccurrere lafis. 


Mercy isthe trucft Conqueror. This is not unlike the practice of Artaxerxes his great 
Anceitor , who. riding to hunt the Lion, caufed AZeeabizze a noble Youth to be beheaded, 
for no other fault than darting a rowzed Lion that made at him before the King begun 
to throw, as Creftas relates. A punifhment far exceeding the offence undoubtedly. Nor 
like that other Artaxerxes who is no lefs famous for his mercy, by ordering the cutting 
off the T zaras or Turbants of feveral Men condemned to lofe their heads; the Law by 
this his ingenious and Prince-like conftruction being fatisficd, Am. Afercell.l. 30. But how 
highly focver they extol their King, 1 prefer that noble P.ezz before him, who had this 
excellent Maxim ot Fuvexal, Nulla unquam de morte bominis cunet atio longa eft; IDelay cannot 
be long where life’s concern'd. 

A. Soldat's Wife having fed too high, in a luftful bravado petitioned the King for na- 
tural help, her Good-nian proving impotent. A dangerous impudence! The King finds 
it to reflect upon himfíclf, ( old at that time and Maiter of four thoufand Concubines ) 
{o as he promifes her fpeedy juftice: calls his Phyficians, and when Phlebotomy was held 
too mean a remedy for her diftemper, they gave an Aflinego an Opiat potion, which 
fo enraged the Bcaft, as by force he bafely became her executioner. 

There are Adoliiffima fandi tempora, which are not alwayes light upon: as appeared in 
a needy Souldier, who drawing up a catalogue of his good fervices, clofing it in want, 
and humbly entreating fome ftipend from his god of War for fuch and fuch good Ser- 
vices: Noz bis peccatur, for, for his fawcinefs he was drubb'd ( with many baitinadoes 
on the foles of his fect ) well-nigh to death; and ( imitating Pyfo the Judge in Senega, 
lib. 1. cap. 16.) cxamincs who it was that writ it? The Clerk makcs his apologie: but 
the King fuflering Paflion to predominate over Reafon, that he fhould never write 
woríe, makes his hand to be cut off; giving the poor wretch juft caufe to ingcminate 
Ob! quam vellem uefcirem literas. Thus we fce the worft Tyranny is Law upon the Rack ; 
Summum Jus [fumma eft injuria. 

Two needy Wnaves were arraigned in the Divan, and* condemned for ftcaling,: ma. 
ny gricvous taunts the Pot-fhaw levelled, faying, They deferved death for daring only 
to come fo near his Cour? fo ragged. They confefs they therefore ftole, that they 
might wrap themfelves in better cloathing. Abb. not fatisfied with their excufe, com- 
mandstwo new Vefts to be brought: but Winding-fheets had been more proper; for 
the Executioner forthwith dragged them away, and upon two fticks ftak’d them up on 
their Fundaments. | An Exccution practifed of old in Perfia, as appears by that Decree 
OF Cyrus mentioned in the 6. of Ezra, v. 11. Elevatum Corprts ipfizatir fiiper lignum, asthe 
7o render t. 

Such, and {uch other was his inhumame paftime during our ftay at thc Cafpran Sea. Put 
cnough, or rather too much, upon fuch a Subject; efpecially relating to fo great and 
&encrous a Prince, as notwithf{tanding thefe miftakes is beloved as well as feared at homo, 
and abroad no lots highly honoured: Therefore to record rhe varicty of tortures here 
too muth ufed by men eating Hags of Hell, Canibal-hounds, Capili and their death- 
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twanging Bow-ftrings, ripping up Mens Guts, and the like; what could be the cffect, 
but an odious and unneceflary remembrance? Whofe Image do fuch as are cruel bear 
but his, whofe true Title is,the Deftroyer? Totake away Life is an eafie thing, not fo 
to ref{tore it. But, Soveraign Princes, by the duty of their place ufually proteét their 
Subjects from wrong, reprefs factions, reward the good, punifhthe bad, preferve the 
publick peace, conferve the Law, and encourage Sciences and Arts, by which they 
gain immortal honour to themfelves; yea, make their Dominions famous and wealthy : 
Thence it is the Poet fays, and that truly, 








Fallitur egregio quifquis fub principe credit 
Servitium : nunquam libertas gratior extat 


Quam fub Rege pio. 


For by thefe few fad Inftances we fee that ftrait is the fingle Path that leads to Life, 
but to Death many Road-wayes appear. And Life, albeit Calanus the Brachman ar- 
guing with Alexander, maintained that nothing is more defpicable than Life, and made 
it good upon himfelf, therein being Felo de fe, believing the immertality of the Soul, 
which he fancied was Spirit mixt of Fire and Air, and that this fpiritual Effence was 
but clogg’d with Clay, fo as he could with confidence aver, that Anguftus eff animus 
quem terrena delectant; yet St. Auguftine has a contrary opinion ; for hc put that value up- 
on Life as induced him to maintain that A¢ufca Soli preferenda eft, guia Sol caret vita, 
fed Mufta vitam habet, A Fly is to be preferred before the Sun which hath no Life, 
as the Fly hath. And albeit nothing be more commendable in Princes than Juftice, 
for it is that which makes them Gods; yct Clemency is of grcatcít exaltation by 
being moft honourable. Tully (though a Heathen) affirms as much in his Oration 
to Cefar forthe Life of Liguriuws 5 “Thy Clemency ( O Cefar) is moft excellent, yea 
< more honourable than thy other Vertues: - Fortune hath made thee great, but Na- 
* ture hath advanced thee higher, in thy inclination unto mercy. Nor can they well 
be feparated, fccing that a Prince, exalted above others in diguity, is tied to an im- 
partial way, neither hating nor fearing any, but rewarding and punifhing as caufe 
requireth , without which, contempt or confufion followeth. But to thcíc irregu- 
larities of Abbas Y may not give the Attribute of Juftice, fince, if the punifhment 
exceed the fault, juftice then degenerates into Cruelty: a Vice odious to God, who is 
the Father and Fountain of Mercy; and unto Men, who are too apt to imitate bad Ex- 
amples; conceiting any Act, though never fo unnatural, if moulded after fuch a pattern, 
commendable. Yea, we fec, that Heathen Potentates fwerving from the Divine Rule 
of Juitice, pamper the corrupt habit of their minds, out of a monftrous opinion that 
they may every way inebriate their luft without controul : asappcars by thoic inhumane 
Games exercifed in the Roman Amphitheaters ; by that barbarifm Xerxes (as Xenophon 
notes) practifcd on Mafiftes his Brother, and other Satrapa’s; fuch in Dejoces (Father to 
Phraartes) who laboured utterly to exterminate the Pezfraz generofity ; and may add the 
miferable Tragedy of hisSon, the memory whereof is recent through part of the grea- 
ter Afta. 

Abbas, by divers Wives, had feveral Children, for whofe education neither coft, nor 
care, wasipared: Of moft hope were Zfmael, Sopby-mirza, Codobanda-Sultan, and E- 
mangoly ; four brave young Princes; the two firft were begot on Gordina, Daughter of 
Simon-cawn, the latter two of Martha, Daughter of Scander-mirza, both Georgians, both 
Chriftians : the firft Lady was brought thence by Karchiki-cawn, theother by Shaw-Ta- 
mas-Coolibeg, both being Perfíazs, both Favourites: all of them fo dear to Abbas, that 
it feemed he then had got the Elixir of Earthly happinefs: His Wives were fo incompa- 
rably beautiful, his Favourites fo exactly faithful; and his Sons fo lively the Characters 
of his Perton, policy and courage; reciprocally joying the asicd King, and over-ioying 
the warlike Perfiams. But it is commonly obferved, that as the mott excellent things a!l- 
tcr fooncít, andthat noday is fo ferenc ehat is not íhadowcd with lome Cloud; {fo this 
candor and perfection in thefe youthful Princes quickly vanifhed. For Jfmacl {when by 
rcafon of his delight in Arms and quick figns of magnanimity, the Affarick world gazd 
and admired him) in an infernal cloud of poyfon went down to an untimely grave at 
nineteen, in the meridian of his fplendour. Soffy-myrz«, doggd by a like adverie dc- 
itiny, though elevated at firft for revealing a conipiracy, was in thc end at equal years 
thrown down and crufht to death, after the dumb Capzgi had got à hateful viétéry, meer 
Jealoutic 111 thc King commanding it. And Emangoly, erce his popular applaufe could 
hatch his ruinc, upon conference with a Witch that underitood the Almuten of«:his na- 
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tivity, perceiving that fhort life attended him, grows fearful of his Sires inconftancy, 
and in a deep and difconfolate melancholy evaporates his fad Spirits; lcaving the ex. 
pectation of hazard and Sovereignty to Codobanda Sulran, firnamed Soffee ; who ( made 
wife by his Brother’s miferies) io prudently behaved himfelf in duty to the King, 
and ina pleafing and fafe diftance to the People; that Abba dotes, the People cele- 
brate, and an uncontroulable good Fortune feems to dandlc him. Affability, bounty, 
loyalty, courage, and experience in Arms, at home and abroad ; the Perfian Monar- 
chy, Turk, Arab, Mogul and Tartar, admiring, fearing, and commending him in feveral 
Eulogies: fo as his own left nothing unfaid or un-invented that might honour him; and 
his enemies without giving their thoughts the lye, could not but idolize him. Who, for 
all that, ( not like our common Spirits, efflated by every vulgar breath upon every act 
deifie themfelves, and conceit all great additions of honour below their merits, ) itood 
immovable ; forry he gréw fo popular ; modeftly chiding them for flattery; and con- 
denined himTelf of hypocrifie by fuffering his victories to be fo gilded; fince what he 
had or did was but a reflex of his Father's vertue, which he doubted might fuffer an e- 
clipfe by his accumulation. Oh! how execrable is this marrow-fretting fcab of jea- 
loufie and envy ! it converts that reafon which only makes us Men, without any regard 
of juftice, into brutifhnefs; yea, to exceed in cruelty the moft unreafonable and moft 
violent Creatures! B Abbas a King, a Father? does clemency belong to any attribute 
more propcrly ? Is Soffee-Sultaz-mirza a Prince, his Son? On whom can he more juftly 
confer his love? in whom fbould Vertue rather dwell? where can there be a better cen- 
ter? Poor Prince! the path he treads to add luftre to his Father?s Diadem and to ob- 
lige his Countrey, betrays his fteps, and intices him to an affrighting precipice : For, 
the more he indulges his Father, it ferves as fuel to an unjuft jealoufie ; the more he 
dignifies his Countrey by his good fuccefs againft the 7 zrk,the more applaufe the People 
crown him with; but Abbas fears the more his popularity: Yea, fo tar fears, fo much 
degenerates from paternal piety, that without pity or regard of juftice C which makes 
Kings more beautiful than when circled with Diadems) he contrives his ruine. 

During thefe his Cabinct-machinations, the Prince brandifhes his fteel in proud Ara- 
bia, where after feveral conqucfts the Victor himfelf became captivated. Foran Ara. 
bian Princefs, of great beauty ( and in fuch Bodies ufually are impaled the faireft Souls J 
fettered him , but fuch was his bravery and worth as he quickly redeemed himfelf, and 
made her his prifoner ; fuch magick and interchanges are in love,füch magnetick power 
hath Princely vertue. By this Lady he had two Children,Soffy and Faryma*, a name given 
her (as I pipes ) in memory of Fatyma the Wife of Mortis Ally though not unlike both 
in Name and perfection to that lovely Phedima who was the Daughter of Otho a noble 
Perfiaz, mentioned in the 4. lib. of Herodotus. This young Princefs Fatyma was no lefs 
loved by Soffee-Atyrza the Sire, than doted on by the Grandfire Abbas. ^A itrange affe- 
ction, to diitinguifh fo unnaturally ! to feparate where Nature had fo ftrongly united ! 
to hate the graft, and to endear the fruit! But that his hate might flow more currant- 
ly and lefs fufpected, he looks one way and aims another; feeks to enrage by abuting 
him whom he loved moft dearly, Magar an Arab, the Princes Tutors, a faithful and pru- 
dent Servant. And indeed Vir bonus folus eft prudens, Ariftotle tells us in his Ethicks. Such 
was Magar, whom Abbas calls for, and in lieu of rewarding him for his Sons generqus 
Education, darts him a ftern frown, accufing him of pride, and charging him that he 
had bewitched thc Prince with a difloyal ambition. “Magar for all his prudence fees not 
the venome prepared; and therefore in an humble but confident innocence, excufes and 
endeavours toquiet him: Butthe more he vindicates himífelf. > and the clearer he made the 
Mfirza’s loyalty appear, the more he exafperates the King, fo as the higher was hisrage 
inflamed. At firit the King amazes him with a volley of defamations,and in that maze 
gives the fign: a dreadful fign! for forthwith the Blood-thirfty Capigies break in and 
itrangle him. .A barbarifm! an act fo unbecoming that famous King, that with the 
vulgar fort to this very day it will not be credited: Neverthelefs, Fames fhrill-mouth’d 
Trump founds it abroad, fo that the Prince (then in action againft the Tartar) has no- 
tice of it. Whereupon, asa Man void of fenfe, immediately he leaves the Camp; and 
being cdme to Court, after many fignals of forrow, befeeches the King that he may 
know the rcafon of AMazarY'sdcath: who flafhes him this thundring retort, For thy am- 
bition. Tbe Prince calls Heaven to witnefs his loyalty : but 24ób.s provokes him further, 
to have more colour to fatisfie the world in his defigned deítiruction. The Prince in- 
flamed with patlion,*inthat diftraétion imagines he {aw Magar a ftrangling,, and in that 
ecitaiie Gntheaths his Sword, vowing to refcuc him. -n the grcatcft, nay f may fay the 
wifeft of Men, Reaion hath not at all times the predominancy over Paflion; as we gud 
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exemplified in Sbaw- Abbas an illuftrious Prince, and at fometimes. reputed an indulgent 
Father: but now fo far from that, that he forrows not the leaft at his diftraction; but 
upon this miferable advantage ( by fome fair terms firft difarming him ) invites him into 
another room, and (pretending he was not very well) withdrawing himfelf, commanded 
feven big-bon’d villains, deaf and dumb, through a trap-door to iffue into the room 
armed with bloody minds and deadly bow-itrings; whofe very looks as well as habits and 
weapons quickly bewray their office and intention, which needed no other interprcters. 
The Prince innocently admires the caufe; and if Oratory or other way of intreaty could 
have wrought remoríe in thefe hell-hounds,onely till he knew the ground of this cruel com- 
mand, he had afforded it: But well knowing they were without reafon and inexorable, 
with an incomparable rage and vivacity he flew upon thofe monfters > now one, then an- 
other receiving fuch teftimonies of his courage,that Ce’re they could faften upon him their 
ghaftly twanging bow-ftrings ) he fent three of them to the Devil > and for fome time 
defended himíelf, offending thofe blood-hounds with admirable courage and dexterity ; 
infomuch that had he maftered but any weapon, he had doubtlefs faved himfelf, and 
fent them packing; but wanting it, his breath failed, and longer his valour could not 
nouriíh him, for Facile eff vincere nen repugnantem : (o at laft they faftncd their noozes 
on him, who now for want of breath was as a dead Man > and the villains had trium- 
phed in his further tortures, had not the King (who it feems was nt far off ) preventcd 
it, commanding them onely to pinion him, and Cbefore he could recover fenfe and 
Ítrength) by drawing a flaming ftecl before his eyes made him ftark blind , forbidding 
him the fight of what he moft loved, Wife, Babes, Friends and AMagar's Carcafs: By 
which impiety Af loft her faireft Jewel, Perfia her Crown of Honour, and Mars 
his Darling. : : 

The lofs of this brave Prince was quickly rumoured: All Perfia mourns, and in many 
Threnodies figh his Farewel: the Army alfo {wells with paffion, but feeing no remedy, by 
a forced filence murmur their imprecations. The Prince, when he perceived his own 
undoing, (the eye of Reafon lent him füch a fight, ) having curfed his birth, his fame, 
his loyalty, and (which is moft fad) his parent ; by many frantick threats vows his de- 
itruction: But Vana fine viribus ira, finds his revenge impoflible, yet at that conceit roars 
hideoufly, and not to be comforted, till Suliman-mirza, Curcbiki-cawz and other his Kinf- 
men and guozdam Favourites flocked about him, and by their miferable examples dictate 
patience : none of which but in fome meafure had fwoln big with the King’s infufion in 
their times, and through like jealoufies were made blind, or crufht and damned to per- 
petual Imprifonment. 

In thofe difcontented times Abbas kept his Orb, moving like another Saturn: for now 
he imagines his Crown fixt clofe to his head, nothing appearing that might difturb his 
quiet: and amongft his delights, nothing fo much pleafed him as young Fatyma; no Sy- 
ren was melodious in fong, no Creature delicate in feature, fave pretty Fatyma: If any 
{tood in fear, who could compofe his paflion but Fatyma? Court and Kingdom admired 


his love to this pretty Favourite, and no lefs rejoyced at it; for by this innocent Lady 
and how to pleafure him: The Prifoners 


they oft-times found the way to expel his rage, 
alfo by Fatyma got livelyhood, for want of which they were oft-times well-nigh famifhed, 
none but fhe daring to mediate; and thus by this good Infant gained they what former- 
ly they pined for,food and comfort. But what joy has the blinded Prince, fince he cannot 
participate? Revenge delights him more; that word as Mufick beft pleafes the infernal 
fancy of this melancholy Mirza, not caring how deteftable, fo Abbas fuffered. The 
Devil infpires new rage and blows the coals of ( more than cruel) affaflination: For al- 
beit he paflionately loved Fatyma, yet hearing how his Father doted on her, that afrefh 
begets hrs hate, yea hatches the Innocents confufion. Oh! in him behold the favage 
and tranfcendent cruelty of curfed Man: Revenge had plunged him headlong into a 
whirl-pool of unnatural barbarifin; infomuch, as when the “pious Child came (inan 
unlucky hour ) to bring him comfort, and by all fymptoms of duty to exprefs a lovely 
Obedience ; the wretch grafpsand in a lymphatick fury whirls her neck about, unable 
to untwift her felf from his wrathful hands, miferable Fatyma expiring by her Hellifh 
Father; and in her, the joy of Parents, delight of Abbas, candor of Perfza, and com- 
fort of the diftrefled, vanifhing. Theaftonifhed Princcís his-Wife cries out, His &ght 
deceived him, that it was Fatyma! little dreaming, that hc therefore martyred her bc- 
caufc Fatyma. And, as if that had not been cnough, (to prevent the King of a Suc- 
ccflor ) hearing young Soffee’s voice, doloroufly crying out for Fatyma, winged with 
rage he gropes for him; but by the Princefles interpofing the Chiíd efcaped, or elfe 
had loft ( what he now enjoys) the Perfian Diadem. 
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Abbas when he had notice of this Tragedy, grows fo outragiouíly paftionate that 
many feared he would become his own executioner: But when hc had drench: d iis Íor- 
row in a Sea of falt tears, he moderates hisfpleen, and revives upon hopss of additio- 
nal punifhment, vowing to retaliate his diftracted act in the height of crucity: Which 
being told the Prince, had fo terrible a reply, with a million of difmal curics added, 
that the King was as onc aftonifhed. To conclude, after he had tyrcd out a few more 
minutes with impaticnce, and confidered that Death onely fets Man free from the mi- 
fery of this World by breaking afunder the chains of bondage, the third day he put 
a period to his Life by quaffing up a cup of poyfon. Non malum eft mori, fed mori male, 
faith St. Chryfoftome : Neverthelefs, the King fhewed necdlefs Ceremony in his Obfeguies. 
The difconfolate Princefs fequeftred her felf from the fight of Man: but fince her Son’s 
coming to the Crown, whether he hath by his benign afpect banifhed her difcontent, 
and in fome meafure aflwaged her forrow, I could not learn; but for Abbas himfelf he 
bad the World tarewel a little after our departure. | Now after this digreflion, give me 
leave to give you a brief furvcy of the quality and condition we find fiyrctania at our 
being there. : 

HY RCANIA (naw under the Dominion of the Perfian King ) hath to the Eaft Ater- 
giana, to the South Mount Taurus, tothe Welt Armenia and part of Media Atropatia, 
and North the Cafpzaz Sca: Treble it is in length from Eaft to Weft,what it is in breadth 
from North to South; a Countrey known in feveral Ages by feveral Names. For ZZerz- 
cator names it Diurgament, -Augiobel, Strava, and ’tis alfo called Corca, Caffon, Steana 
and Cafþia by other Authors: but by the Hebrews it was called Hadorum: by the Tartars, 
Kabonchara, and by Pyzetus, Kyrizath, which laft gives fome occafion to imagine, that 
it was into this place the 24ffyriaz tranfplanted thofe Inhabitants of Damafceus that are men- 
tioned in the 2 Reg. 16.6. Jofephus alfo gives the like name, for he terms it Kyreze, but 
places it in Media, as in more due place will be remembred. WNeverthelefS, at this day 
not part as {ome would, but whole Hyrcania is by the Perfians named Afozendram. 

By the fcveral days journeys we rode within this Kingdom, I obferved that it is in 
moft placesof a good foil, through the benevolency of the Clime ; replenifhed with 
grafs, fruit, corn, flowers and the like, and hath cattel in great plehty: Moreover; 
for their manner of Husbandry, Buildings and civility, more refembling ours of Europe 
than any other we had hitherto obífcrved in Afie. And though the foil be good, the 
Earth no doubt is much bettered by thofe many Rivers and Rivolets that {pringing from 
T arias ftream abundantly and delightfully through the Countrey, and empty themfelves 
into the Mare Cafpzum : Such are Cyrus aud Cambyfes, which gave two great Kings their 
Names, and near which of old the Obareni and the Oleni inhabited, Araxis and Obfel : 
four Rivers that deduce their Springs near cach other in Mount Ararat , Cozzac, which 
divides Mediz from Hyrcania, AMazeras, Bundama, Hydero iffuing fome fuppofe out of 
the Deferts of Lop, -Aragus falfly faid to drill from the Moloffians 5 and others, which 
after a long trickling race having mellowed the Earth, difembogue themfelves into the 
Cafpian. Near the Mountains they have fometimes a diftempered Channel; for after 
great rains or mclting of inow, they commonly ovcr-flow the lower grounds: but the 
beit is, thofe Land-tloods meliorate the Earth, and are but of very fhort continuance. 
I could neither fee nor hear of that which Strabo in his 11. Zb. reports concerning fome 
Rivers here which fall fo violently from the Rocks, that Men may país under the Wa- 
ter as under an arch without wetting : fome Water-works indeed there be at Abiffebant 
that by Art have that very refemblance. But in old times it fo fuperabounded with Wood, 
as that the whole was called Sylva £Zyrcaza ; and whence in probability it was that the 
Scythians termed it ZZercoozn, i. c. A folitary place in their Language: which neverthelefs 
nourifhed offenfive Creatures of feveral Kinds, as Sfiakes, which we faw abundance of. 5 
but more efpecially Lions, Wolves, Foxes, Wild-Cats, Boars and Tygres, which laft, 
a Roman Poct mentions witk; an Emphafis, faying, 


Them with their duss Hyrcanian Tygres fed. Hyrcanæq; admorunt ubera Tvgres, 


Albeit fince the Woods have been dcftryo'd, Towns built and the Countrey inhabited, 
it is much altered: for Tygfes we {faw none; but Ç as a good exchange) found plenty of 
Cows, Buffols, Horícs, Camels, Sheep, Mules, Deer, red and fallow, Antilopes, 
Hogs, Goats and other like beafts; and of Birds, {tore of Hens, Phefants, Partridges, 
Nightingales, Pouts, Quail, Wood-cock, Thrufh, and other Birds; of Fih, efpecially 
near thc Cafpiaz, Sturgeon, Muller, Muflcl, Dog fifh, Eels, Tuncys and others: Grain 
alto of moft fort, and Fruits and Roots in great variety: But that Tree called Occhvzs, 

which 
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which is faid to diitil Honey, we found not; but one that had fweet fap or juice, which 
"tis likely gave the occation of that report: but of Oak, Elm, Aih, and molt in Mul- 
berry-trecs there is grcat plenty. 

In former times. Tambrace (that was in vain befieged by Selenchus Callizicus, ) Tel: brota, 
Saramanna, Adrapfa, Seconda or Soconaa, Sorba, Afmurna, Tapen, Carta and Ad. ica, 
were Towns of note; but now totally loft, unlefs they be revived in Farzabart, A ba- 
raf, Abbaffebaut, Perifcow, Omoal, Barfrufhdea, Chaccporo, Caban, Bildith, Baedz, Da- 
vabgicr, Gengee, Sumachy, Erez, and Bacha : Nigh which laft is a Spring of that rare 
kind of Oyl or clammy fubftance which {ome call Weft > but whether of that kind we 
find mentioned in the 2 AZaccbab. 1. 36. which Nehemiah fprinkled the Wood with that 
was laid upon the Altar, after it was exhaufted from the pit wherein the Pricits had 
concealed the holy Fire, at fuch time as they werc led Captive into Perfia, I cannot fay; 
fave that the Name ZVapbrar and Nephti there mentioned, as well as the quality, have 
{ome refemblance. This ZVepbra is an oyly or fat liquid fubftancc, in colour not unlike 
{oft white clay; of quality hot and dry, to as it is apt to inflame with the Sun-beams,or 
heat that iffues fromFirc: as wasmirthfully experimented upon onc of Alexandcr’s Pages, 
who being anointed, with much ado cfcaped burning. 

Many fuch ftrange Springs have been found: Ariftotlie mentionx one in Carthage; at 
Occhus in Theffaly another fuch was as Pliny reports; near Oxz5 as Curtius; and the like 
near Babylon : for that at Cardavas in Saxony near Brunfivick_is rather a fort of Bitumen, 
not unlike that is evaporated in the Mare mortuum. This ftrange Spring puts mc in mind 
of another memorable Water we faw and tafted of at Chacoporo a Town about twelve 
miles Weft from Farrabaut, both of them upon the brink of the Afare Ca/pinm: For ıı. 
Months it is {weet and potable; but one Month every Year fo brackifh, as renders it 
unfit to drink or to drefs meat with. Plutarch Vita Antonii relates, how that AZark. 
Anthony having marched through Media into Hyrcania, bcfieged Phraata the principal 
Town of that Provinces; but his battering-Engines being furprized in thc way by Phra 
artes the Parthian King, and wanting Victual,Z4z:rbozy was forced to retire, ( haftc to en- 
joy his Cleopatra adding to his fpecd ; ) fo as after fcven and twenty days hc pailed the 4- 
raxis, Over which he had built a Bridge which was broken by the Enemy: inthat march 
he loft 4000 Horfe and 20000 Foot, moft of which died of fluxes and thirft. The rcafon 
I make mention of this, is in regard the ftory fays he paft a River that to vicw appcar'd 
very clear; but the Souldiers thinking to affuage their thirft found it increafcd by the 
brackifhWater : for it gnawcd their guts,and put them into other diftempers. Now tccing 
{fome take Pharabaut for the reliques of Phraata above-named, it is very likely that this 
{falt Stream at Chacoporo was thc fame which Plutarch takes notice of inthat expcdition. 
And that there are Springs and Rivers of feveral taftes as well as colours, is in no wife 
tO be queftioned ; for thence it is that fome conclude a Spzrzrzs Mundi: Now concern- 
inz colours I have already inftanced ; and as to taftc, the Sca ( experience teaches ) is 
falt; not by Nature but by agitation partly, and partly through the power and efficacy 
of the Sun, which by his hcat and beams attracts the {mall pdrts that be in thc fuperf- 
cies of the falt Water. Philofopby allo as well as Experience acquaints us, that in Sum- 
mcr the Sca is falter than it is in Winter; and that the Eaft and South Seasare mof falt: 
yva, by common tryal it is fo obferved. Moreover, the Sea-Water is much thicker and 
itronger to bear (as we find by common experience ) than frefh ; whereby it comes to 
país, that Ships leak and {ink oftner in frefh Waters than they do inthe Ocean. — Bcíides, 
feeing falt has heat, we may perceive how that falt Water inflames rather than extin- 
guifhes Fire: and for proof thereof have fundry examples; as particularly in /é. 7. 
Adacrobii, and 10 Symp. Plutarchi: the reafon being evident, fecing drynefs is a quality 
that makes it a friend unto the Fire: For as Ariftotle ( Nature’s principal Secretary ) ob- 
lerves, falt W/atcr has a fort of fatnefs and oylinefs incorporated. And albeit Water 
in it fclf (like the pureft oyl) naturally is without cither {mell or tafte; neverthelefs 
per accidezs it may have both, according as it doth participate with thc quality of the 
Earth through whofe veins it floweth; and from thence arifes both colour, taite and 
fmcll as we ufually obferve in fuch things as derive heat and tincture from Sulphur, 
Steel, Vitriol, Juniper, and the like. Now that the fat or oylineis of the Sca Wate 
inilames, | could give many inftances; but fhall oncly what was proved in that mecmo- 
rable Sea-fight ^twixt Alark Ambony and Augufiis Cafi at Attium inthe Gulph of Lepo, 
as recorded by Plutarch and other Jiiftorians. Vo return. 

(he Natives for the molt part are exceding, Courteous to Strangers, and hofpitable ; 
and in fome parts no leis indnítrious in Husbandry: they fpcak Pez/74a7, yet have a peou- 
Dar Dialect oi their own which they the leis ufe Jince they became fubjcét to the P ; 
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who oft-times would be very merry with them, but we could perceive it was in a deri- 
ding way: either occafioned from their imperfect Speech (as the Parifiaw mocks the 
Norman and Gafcozgz,) or fimplicity of heart, or elfe from the report they mect with of 
the Womens courtefies: which though we faw little reafon for, yet Strabo lib. 12. 
writes, That here the 7 «pzrz inhabited of old ; who after they had three or four Chil- 
dren, commonly ufcd to lend their Wives to other Men to breed upon ; and to which 
the Women as willingly condefcended. A cuftom now abrogated, yet probably not 
wholly forgotten. For the Men, we found them ( as I have faid J of a very pleafant di- 
fpofition, and delighted with novelties. Of old, their Anceftors (as the Abbot of St. 
Albans did with the Norman Conqueror) thought to have prevented Alexanders defired 


entrance: but with the fame hand and inftrument the Gordian-kzot was cut, thefe ZZyrca- 
zians and their Wayes were maítercd. 
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Sca ' De prt eT CET 

A great part of the Countrey through which we palt was Champaign, and near the 
Town inclofed with quick-fet. One time]! left the road to ride through a plcafant green 
Ficld3 but many Snakes twined about my horfes legs, without further harm than putting 
us both into an affright, ard as it were advifing mc another time to keep the road. We 
alfo paft through great Woods: but of all the Trees I faw, none for number as well as 
ufe exceeded the Mulberry. Forthirty miles riding that Tree had the preeminence: and 
larger of that kind I never faw, nor bearing more fruit, albeit ’tis the leaves they moft 
value. Ttic Befry if white pleafed our belly beft, the colour our eye, the leaves our 
obfervation: For indeed, in moft Villages and Cottages we faw fheds filled with la- 
borious People minding their enriching Silk-worms: an Infect whercon Nature hath 
exprefled fo much Art as is fcarce comprchenfible. This Worm, as in quality, in di- 
verfity of fhape allo varies from other Worms: for her firft gcncration rifcs from a 
fmall rourxl {perm lcfs than Muftard-feed, which by laying in the Sun or other moderate 
heat increafes to an inch; the firit fhape it aflumes is like the Palmer-worm se 
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refemblance in fix months {pace it twice changes. The male after copulation dies ; whom 
the female {oon follows fo foon as fhe has laid her eggs or feed, which you pleafe to call 
it. Her food is ufually the leaves and boughs of Mulberry-trees, the white moft de- 
lighting her; ftrewed every day frefh over her fhed, which muft be kept fwect and 
warni. The Worm being fhut up eats greedily, frequently raifing her little head ; and 
being as'it were tired, fleeps two days together, during which fhe cafts her skin, and 
then eats with a frefh appetite: Soonafter that fhe four feveral times cafts her coat, and 
then having difcharged her belly falls to work ; in fhort fpace making her Lawn both 
winding-fheet and fepulcher. The Silk happens to be of fuch colours as are commonly 
laid before her, and is ufually either white, yellow, green or fand-coloured ; but being 
{hut up, fuch is the tranfparency of the excrement that the Fly is difcernable: The exte- 
riour part is in colour like pale Gold mixed with Lemon, the Silk rough and hairy; the 
interiour part more hard and of an oval form, the better to inhume the Fly: whofe 
task being done, fometimes fhe dies, other times fhe breaks forth, and then the Worm 
is metamorphofed into a Butter-Fly. Sometimes the filken-balls are expofed to the 
{corching Sun, through whofe ardour the poor Worm is broiled, to death; not unlike 
a Mifer that voluntarily facrificeth himfelf to death, fo it be tc. contemplate his rich 
Idolatry: but by this expanfion the Silk (they fay) becomes finer thom if futtered to break 
her habitacle. After this, the cods are thrown into a cauldron,the Water being mode- 
rately hot 5 then with a cane the People ftir them about, at once drawing the flimy Silk 
from as many as the Inftrument can conveniently lay hold upon, and with a wheel draw 
of the Silk, raw, which being dry is folded. During the Winter feafon the Silk-worms 
fleep without cating, fo as they feem. dead 5 but in the Spring being laid in the Sun, re- 
vive again: A perfect type of the Refurrettion. From the Seres or Regio Serica ( part of 
Scythia towards Induftant) this Worm firft came into Perfiz, not long, before Alexander's 
time: but until the Emperour 7zffzzizzs time ( which was about the Year of our Lord 
$30.) it was not known in Ezrope ; the firft being, prefented by the Perfiazs unto the Em- 
perour at Syzaztism asa rarity. That they afford honey, yield wax, build nefts, and are 
a fort of Spider, Ariftotle and Plizy fo think, but I think the Perfiam King frnds it moft, 
from hence extracting 7600 Batmans of raw Silk yearly. 

Upon Whitfon-Afonday we bade farewell to Afharaff, Shaw-Abbas the fame time remo- 
ving his Court to Casbyz. The reafon why he went one way and wè another, was (as I 
fuppofe ) that we might have the better profpect of his Countrey: for he went by Peri- 
fcow, we by Larry-foon. The firft night after we left Afbaraff, we lodged in Ferrabaur, 
which is five miles from Afharaff- | l 

FERRABAUT is a Town upon the South-calt fide of the Cafpiaz Sea, probably 
taking name from Ferrag-baut or Ferrag-zed, (Baut fignihes a Garden, Zed a Son,) who 
fucceeded Shezyr or Sbaw-zyr Son to Fazan-Zeddah, that was predeccilor to Yezdgird 
the Hyrcanian King flain by the Romazs about the Year of our Lord 595.five and t&venty 
Years before the era of the Aaboretazs took beginning. Some (how truly I know 
not ) take this for the remains of old Amarufa, but l rather imagine it the reliques of 
that Secanda I ind mentioned by Prolomy.s Neverthelefs, other fome there be that writ- 
ing this City Phraat-baur, fuppofe it to be that Phraata which Marcus Antonins befieged 
fuch time as he invaded Aedia, to be revenged for the death of Craffz5 that rich and 
powerful Roman General who with thirty thoufand of liis Mcn were flain but lately 
before by Pbhraartes the Parthian, returning re infecta with but half his Men, the 
Bridges being broken by the Parthians that gave him paflage over the River Araxis and 
Cyrus.  "Olsgbbeg calls it Strabat; and Tezxera, Effrabaut, Names borrow’d (as I ima- 
gine ) from the 6. Zib. of Pliny v. 16. where "tis faid, Stauri genres [fant circa Mare Cafpinm. 
The fcituation of this City is:upon a flat; the foil rich and beautified with Gardens full 
of fruit; watered- by a ftream of {weet water about forty paccs broad, which fpring- 
ing from Taurus (the Mother of a fruitful womb ) after a long and circling racc, at this 
Town incorporates with the briny Cafpzaz. The air neverthcleis is not fo pure here as 
we could find it was in moft other places higher up: But whether caufed from fome in- 
falubrious Marifhes that are there, or from the vapours that ufually arife from the Sea 
Ca little mile thence) I am not able to determine. In {tead af walls it hath a decp Moat 
or Graff; Willows and other Trees being planted upon the banks, which are broad 
enough to walk on, fo as it gives both fhade and ornament. The Houlfes diiler from 
thc common form of Pervfiz: for they arc not flat above, but like ours in Exgland in the 
roof, alfo tiled and glazed according to the Exglifh fafhion. 

This Town has aboutthree thoufand Families: the ftrects are broad enough; not re- 


gularly bnilt. The AZZefcbzr is not extraordinary ; and two Buzzars iv has, vct neither 
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of cthtm fingular. Few Houfes but have their Gardens contiguous, which together make 
a combined beauty though feeming feparate. Of moft note is the King’s Houfe at the 
North crid of the Town; from whofe Balconies we had a large and delightful profpceé& 
into the Sea as far as Talca or Tazata as the Ifle was then called; and iome of the Gar- 
dens extend to the brink of the Mare Cafpium : This Palace has two fquare large ¢.ourts 
railed about, and the ground by the elaborate Gardiner was formed into Grafs- plats and 
knots of feveral forts, and replenifhed with variety of Trees and Flowers, which makes 
the place feem excecding pleafant; and amongft others Tulips and Rofes were there fo 
plentiful, that what is faid of another is properly applicable to this, ZZ.c rofas nutrit 
nitidi[q; flores Veris ameni: And amongft other Trces the fpreading Chenores, Sycamores 
and Cheitnuts furround the place with fo much beauty, and every part of thc Houfe af- 
fords fo amiable a profpect,as makes the eye and fmell contend which hall furfeit fooneft 
of xaricty. The Mulberry of both colours at that time prefented us alfo with choice fruit, 
no lefs wholefome than pleafant: fo as by way of gratitude give me leave to tell you, 
the «£gyptiams make that Tree the bzeroglypbick of Wifedom, and upon this account, 
knowing that the fret is its deadly enemy, it feldom or never buds until the cald wea- 
ther be wholly gone,fand then as by inftinct it puts forth fpeedily,and as quickly ripens 
to maturity. 

This Houfe of the Kings, though it be fpacious yet is low; but the rooms are high 
enough, arched and of fufficient length, rather refembling Galleries than Rooms of 
State: Three of thofe Chambers were more richly furnifht than the reft; for the fides 
were adorned with Looking-glafles,which irradiated the feeling or roof arched and rich- 
ly painted and in fome part emboffed with gold , but no Baldacchino, no cloth of State was 
there, the King being abfent: the windows were of Aufcoviaa Glafs, cemented with 
gold or what refembled it: Glaís it was of large panes and very clear; which fort 
of glaís (if that be a proper Name) is taken out of a Rock called Slade in Corelia near 
to the River Dwina in Raffia, and by being {oft is eafily cut in pieces, fliced into thin 
flakes, and preferr'd before other glafs; both for that it is clearer and not fo brittle 
nor fo aprh to burn as glafs or horn. The floors we could not enter with our fhooes on; 
Accurrunt ferui, foleas detrabunt in Terence his Heaut. as then was now here obferved: but 
with good reafon,feeing they were fprcad fome with Velvet ftuft with Down or fine Bom- 
bahne 5 others with rich Carpets and Calzoons of Bodkin and cloth of Gold. Howb.it, 
in Winter-time the Por-fhaugh flecps in fheets of coftly Sables or rich fhort curled Mhag 
of the fheep of Cerazaz. In the Gallery where the Mirrours are, not only on the fides 
but on the arch over head in Story or Landskip is pencil'd feveral immodeft fports and 
gambols; fuch, as if Aretine had given the directions; ZLavoltoes, which fo much of- 
fended our eyes with fhame, that they are in no wife fit to be remembred: nor have 
I more concerning this, fave it is the opinion of fome, that Ferrabaut was the birth-place 
of that great Phyftician and Philofoper Alfarabius, who (as Bez-Cafem writes ) fo much 
admired 4Ariftotle’s Book of Phyfick that he read what is intitled De Andit# no lefs than 
forty times over; leaving this World in the Year of the egira 339. in his great 
Climacteriquc. 

The Ca/pian Sca is defervedly ranked amongft the Wonders of the World. Lacus to- 
tins Orbis maximus, faith Mercator in his Atlas, for greatnefs,tafte and colour,refemblITttg 
(albeit without any vifible mixture with) the Ocean: and which is admirable, never 
over-flows its bounds, albeit many great and notable Rivers,namely Volga,called Rha and 
Edel by fomc; Araxis which Claud. Cefar crronioufly fuppofed did empty it felf into Ex- 
phrates at his firft compafling Adefopotamia; Cyrus now named El-chur; Cambyfes now Con- 
zac, Coraxis now named Coddors; with Obfel, Rbodago, Soconda, Maz.eras, Zyoberis, FIy- 
dero, Stao, Aragus, Ilment, Syrto, Faxartes now called Ardoc and Chefil; Oxus now Obia 
and ZVycapbtac, Dynodore, Febun, FZabyn and feveral other which run perpetually into this 
Sea, thercby fwelling her concave womb; fo as a wonder it is, it keeps within its com- 
pafs, albeit the circumference be full 3000 miles. So that in all probability, it hath 
{ome fecret vent or in-let into the Exxiz or fome other Sea: For confidering how that 
thefe mighty Rivers are inceflantly vomiting their full gorg’d watery ftomachs into it, 
in rcafon it may be granted that it would over-flow its banks, did it not as well empty 
asrceecivc. For that is but a weak aflertion, That the Sun attracts equally by vapours 
to that exceis of water which is poured in. The fhape or figure of this Sca is oval. 
From North to South the diameter is about 600 miles: towards the fhore 'tis fhoal wa- 
ter and fall of Syrtes fo as Ships that ufually pafs Over, draw not above eight foot wa- 
ter when they are loaden; but being a few leagues off at Sea, "cis very deep and hard- 
ly fathomed. 54; T 
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It has feveral Names attributed, differing as the Nations differ. The Arabians call 
it (as they do all other great Lakes) Bohar Corfun; the Ruffe, Chualensca-more, the Geor- 
gians and Sarcaff name it Cunzar, Bachu and Sala, noted ports upon that Sea. The Ro- 
mans termed it Mare Hyrcanum, the Perfians Gbyloz, and Deriob Mozendram: by which 
Name moft of ZZyrcazia is called, albeit Afaginus in his Adjuncts to Prolomy’s Maps, pla- 
ces it C erronioutly as I apprehend ) upon the South-caft fide, where Afergiana ought to 
be: Uponthe North it has Tartaria,that part we call INagay ; on the Eaft Zagathai, Hyr- 
cania South 5 and part of Media and Armenia on the Weft, furrounded with tofty Hills, 
furnifht with Fifh, and upon thc fhore hath many Towns well pcopled and traded to 
by fundry Nations. . There is not any Author I know but confents that it is Land-lockt, 
and hath no commerce or intercourfc with the Sea by any vifible palage through the 
fuperficies of the Earth ; attcíted by Travellers, who in feveral progrefles by Land and 
Water, have found it fuch: Its yalt body (as I faid formerly) gains it the Name of Sea. 
A Name attributed to Lakes far lefs than this, as in the holy Land and other places, 
might be inftanced. This, as other Seas, is a gathering together of perpetual Waters 
nourifhed with Springs; which being in nature fo rare, and by Learned Mens conjectures 
fo obícurc, fuffer me to ftay a while in the difquifition. 

This Cas fome great Lakcs and noted Rivers I fhall hereafter mention) hath in all, pro- 
bability, as I lately faid, fome fecret courfe, which gives it an intercourfe with fome 
Sea, and molt likely with the Euxive, both becaufe of its Voifinage, no other Sca 
being fo near it as the Ezvzze, and for that the Exuxive hath a current or flux, which 
from its caíftern fhore towards the Affare Cafpinm runs along the e#/ffuarium ot the 
Talus Afeottis; which (as Coztareziss the Venetian obferved) hath a ftrong current towards 
the Thracian Bofphorus, and flows hence into the eZ£geaz and Medite: ranean Secas, prin- 
cipally occationcd, as fuppofed, by the Water which by fonie invifible patlage ftreams 
from the Cafþian. Plato in his Phedro fancies that there is a great abyis (Tartarus he 
calls it) which he makes the magazine or original Fountain of all Waters; into which 
the Sea by fubterrancan Cavervs,at all times empties its fuperfluities: a fuppofition Ari- 
ftorle diflikes, inalmuch as thg Sca is the fame at all Seafons; what it gcts by Rivers and 
fhowers, lofing:by exhalations and extcnuations through the exccflive heats that be 
ufual within the torrid Zone: In gua cavitate omnes fluvii confluunt Có cffiuumt talem 
Abyffiim dari probatur, ut una Volga tantam copiam a;uarum perpetuo effundit in Mare Ca- 
[pium, que totam terream obtigere poteft, unde luculenter conflat dari tales meatus {ubterrancos 
in Adare; alioguinifta immenfa copia aquarum qua cx Elis inflait in Alare, muiidim ommno 
isundarcet, faith that obferver. . 

Let it then be granted, That this Cafþian Sea by receiving Volga and thofe many noted 
Rivers {lately mentioncd,muft neceflarily by this furcharge of Water overflow its banks, 
had it not {ome fecret vent to empty it felf, and probably into fomc other Sea. For, as 
our ingenious Carpenter lib. 1. chap. 9. Geogr. obferves, we may demand, Whether thofe 
imaginary Caverns (which Plate and others fancy ) were ever filPd with Water, yea or 


no ? If fil'd;how are they capable of more ? But that they were never filUd.is not without 
an 
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an abfurdity to imagin: Asif any Cavern fhould be fo vaft and com rehenfible, as in 
upwards of sooo. Years continual pouring in fo much Water as thofe many great Ri- 
vers abundantly furnifh, could be capable of holding more Water. How can it then 
rationally be otherwiíe imagined but that this Cajpian hath fomé fecret meatus Or inter- 
courfe with fome Sea; either by fome unknown channel under ground, or River that 
clandeftinely iflues thereout. But that it hath a mixture with the Exxine, rather than 
with the Perfiaz Gulph or ir inr 4e Seas, may be gathered from its nearer voifinage to 
the Exxime by many hundred miles than any other Sea. It is nevertelefs obfervable what 
an ancient Author writes, Plutarchus, Dionyfius & alii Scriptores è Alari Scythico erumpere 
tradunt, unde Strabo, Patroclum nobilem Scriptorem in ea fuiffe fententia fcribit, ut ex India 
ad Flyrcanos navigari poffe crediderit: meaning (as I apprehend ) that either by the River 
Oxus Or Faxartes there is a paflage into the Cajpian Sea from that part of India which is 
about Labore. But thofe great Rivers emptying themfelves into the Mare Cafpium, give 
it an increafe or charge, but no difcharge, which is our fcrutiny. And albeit the pat- 
fage or Vent be but conjectural, yet will itthe fooner be believed by aralleling it with 
the like fubterrancan"peaflages obferved in feveral famous Rivers, of which I fhall in: 
ftance a few particulars. viz. Such is Eridanus or Po in Italy, Erafinus in Argolica, the 
Rhine in Germany, "Tegris through -drethufa, —— in Scythia, Ana in Spain, which rün- 
ning fiftcen' miles under ground is a Bridge whereon 10000 fheep grafe daily as the Spa- 
ziard boafteth; Zzyoberzs in ZZyrcazia, which after 40 miles courfe under the Earth, re- 
appears inthe River Rhodago, Alexander at Ariftotle’s requeit by putting in 2 Oxen, made 
good the report; Zicus in ZVatolia, our Mole in Surrey; but more remarkably the River 
Alphens that waters the City £/; in Morea, which after a large race through Achaia, is 
fwallowed up, and in {fome profound channel makes way through the Mediterranean Sea 
into the River 4rethufa that waters the City Syracufe in Sicily.

as Virgil lib. 3. e^£neid. Strabo lib. 6. Mela allo, Alphens dicitur fe non confociare Pelago; 
fed fubter Maria terrafq, depreffus, buc agere alveum, atq» hic fe rurfus extollere, cc. Scaliger 
likewife in his 37 Exercit. fuppofes the Cafþian to have a recourfe under ground into the 
Euxine. Moreover, that the Ca/piax hath fome po under ground and intercourfe 
with the Ocean, may be prefumed by its producing thofe kinds of Fifth whofe ordinar 
abode is in falt waters, namely Porpice, Conger, Gudgeon,Thornback,Turbut, Cackrei, 
Skate, Soles, Oyfters, Lobíters, Crabs, Sturgeons, the roe of which makes Caveare ; 
Cabirot the Frezcb call it, and Mullet, the roe of which makes Potargo ( with other Sea 
fifh I might mention) not delighting in frefh waters. Nor is this a néw opinion, feeing 
that great Geographer Strabo in his Difcourfe thereof, Sinum Oceani ad Boream-effe tra- 
dunt, &c. and Bafil.that great Scholiaft in his 4. Homil. Hexam. faith, Mare unum eft, ut 
tl: dicunt qui orbem perluftraverant, etiamfi enim Flyrcanum eb- Ca[pium mare per fe perforata 
funt, bec tamen duo maria in Pontum Euxinum fefe infinuant: poflible to him with whora 
nothing is impoflible; but in making the Hyrcanian or, Cafpzan Sca duo maria I know not 
his authority, teeing thofe two names make one Sea: Yet probably in that miftake ta- 
king Ariffotle for his guide, who indeed fo diftinguifhes them: An error obferved 
and excuied by Vicomercatus in his Comment. upon Arift. Meteors, In boc ( faith he) Ari- 
ffoteles eft condonandus, cujus temporibus nec Terra nec Mare plane perlufirata fuerant. And 
for the better cntercourfe of the Cafpzaz and Exuxine fonfe Monarchs of old, notwith- 
Ítanding that vaft diftance of place and furging grounds which interpofe, have attem- 
pted to cut fuch a fluce or channel as fhould be navigable for Veflels to pafs from each 
other. For example Seleuchus Nicanor with incredible labour and expence endeavoured 
what Art could erfect to make them communicable: but before his work was half done, 
hc was unhappily tlain by Prolomy Ceraunus the cgyptiaz King, as Erafinus relates, where- 
by his grent detzgn mifcarried. Some of the Perzfzzz Kings alfo, whofe immenfe power 
made them think nothing inrpoflfible, attempted the like, untill by fruitlefs cndeavours 
they were made to undcrítand their vanity. | 

Now, to know whcther this CzfPzaz have that property other falt Secas have, as to ebb 
and tood; to fatisfie my curiolity, onc day I ftood fome hours upon the ftrand pur- 
poícly to eébícrvc its motion; and albeit there was little or no wind ftirring at that 
time, yct thc water was fomewhat turbulent and rolling efpccially towards the fhorc, 
and not ynlike what wc obfervc in calm weather in our narrow Scas, and in its waves

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refembled a Aux and rcilux of the water ; and though not in 1uch a meafiire as with us 


upon the Ezg/zjb fhore, yet more than is within the Baltique Seas, and the water more 
falt; that in the Baltique being frefh by rcafon of the ftore of melted fnows which with the 
frefh water Hoods is inceflantly poured in; asinfome meafure ’tis in the Cafpian, which 
is the caufe that it abounds fo much with Ecls, Lamprcys, Trouts and fuch other Fifth 
as lovc to be inthe frefh waters; and withal to nianitcit its filcnefs is proved by the 
plenty of Mullet, Sturgeon, Lobítcrs, Oyfters, and thoit other Filh | lately mentioncd. 


So as to {peak pofitively, I mall with Scaliger in his Exercitat. agzainft Cardan fay, 7» O- 
ceanz littore del Zur Borcali, nullus eft eftis, cc 


. which may be the condition of the Mare 
Cafpium. 

But to aflign a reafon for the ebbing and flowing of the Sc 
feeing it hath puzzl'd great Scholars not a little: That of Euripus amazed Ariffotle, 
though Secretary of Nature , being indeed to be ranked zzrer occulta Nature. For abdcit 
nonc may circumícribce the powerful acts of the Almighty within the compafs of natural 
caufes, neverthelefs fome aicribe the proper caufe unto that valt flux of frefh Water, 
which in places infinite is perpetually poured in by Rivers; as alo from the clouds ina 
vaft proportion. Some likewife afcribc it to thc equilibrationo the Earth and Sea; 
but the moft plaufible opinion, cfpecially of the Platonifts, is trois the powerful iniiu- 
ence of the Sun and Moon (thc nobleft if not thc grcatcít of all the Planets ) as the prin- 
cipal caufcrs; efpecially the Moon, which undoubtedly hath a great intluence over all 
moift Bodies, of which the Sea is chief. So as at thc imll Moon, when the Sun gives 
her the greateit light and powcr, the Sea then flows highcít, and cbbs lowcít, as her 
light decreafes; and agrecable to her courfe we fee thc tides arc higherand lower: For 
as Azellws in his 14. lib. notes, The Sea is the Moon’s aflociate, cbbing and flowing as 
‘the Moon grows old and young; altering as the Moon alters, and palles the Ce; Cardi- 
zes, fuch and io powerful are the influence and operation of her beams. Others never- 
thelets afcribe this cbb and flood to the faltncfs of the Sea; which faltnef{s ( Ariftorle fays) 
is caufed by the Sun’s exhaling the thinner and freer parts thercout, leaving, behind 
what is thick and brinifh: or (as Scaliger ) by tome participation with iome (ulphu-. 
reous minerals which vapour amongit it: upon which account it is Ariffotle in his 
Problems aiterts, that the Sca is hot. Now that faltncís is thc efficient caufe may the ra- 
ther be granted, in that 'tis demonftrative that falt waters have much more hcat than 
frefh waters have. For, albeit fpirits are concealed in all forts of humids bodyes, yet 
do thcy appear moft in what is falt: whence fome obferve, That thofe vigorous fpirits 
which exift in the íalt humour, is, or at leaft caufes that tumour which we ordinarily 
in fair weather fce moving the furtace of the Sca which cbbs and flows in various mo- 
tion, which moves Czrpezter in his Geogr. to fay, That the Sca as a Terrcftria] Heaven, 
thercin imitates the cclcítial Orbs,from whence proceeds this turbulent motion. Howbeit, 
we may not imagine that this flux and re-tlux of the Sea is fo difcernab!e in the cean 
far from Land as ’tis in the narrow Seas near the fhorc, where we behold the Sca vio- 

lent and raging if difturb'd by wind, and fretting by li 


| aving bounds, but rathcr ftable 
and to thc cye without any perfpicable motion. Upon which contideration it is that 


Fiomer terms the Ocean A great {tanding Pool, and Sezeca refembles it to a dull maf 
or heap of matter, which Nature could not bring to perfection. Albeit, it cannot be 
deny'd that in calm weather ( when the Sky and Sca are alike ferene ) the water is paci- 
fique and without thc Icaft vifible curl or wrinkle; and yet near the fhore a fpirit difi- 
covers its fpontancous motion. For motion it doubtlcís hath from wind within, which 
as I have often obferved, makes it heave and rowl when there is not the leaft breath 
of air above ; by which and*by the appearing of fome Birds,and Fih playing, and frisk- 
ing above the water, Mariners have an infallible prefage of the weather, and prepare 
by that fair warning aceordingly againft an approaching ftorm,happily forc-told them 
by thefe watery Inhabitants from a 1enfe and initinct they have of thc cníuing altera- 
tion. So as it is not to bc diny’d, That winds arc generated in the wemb of the Sca, 
as well as bowcls of the Earth, and give an cqual difturbance for their better making 
way to their proper place or element. 

in eight days thips ufually crofs this Czfpza» Sca from 4 1c42to Derbent or Ferraberit. 
This patlage is when the winds arc favourable, for through adverte winds Sir 7 
Sherley was cighty days in his paflagc. The fhips here ave not uiilike our old Cu; Ya “ICS 
which Flirts Cefar mentions iu his Wars with Britai, and Lac «a the like, foi the, are 
onely fow'd or ftitch'd together with hemp and cord, and comparatively with ours 
have litcic ftrength through want of Iron. Many Canoos hew’d out of fome large Oak 
we ifaw, oi which provifion ZZyrcazis has plenty; cach fo large as capable ro: hold fix

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Men, who as Fifher-men would launch fome leagues into thc Se 
of danger But at Ferrabizue and other Sea Towns we {aw greaf Vcfílcls with mafts 
and fails, flat-bottom'd, unlcís they were fuch as traded from port to port, keeping in 
fight of Land, having little knowledge of the Compafs, or other help for Navigation, 
fave what the Polc-ftar and other Arctick Conftellations adminiftred. The greateft of 
thote Veficls I faw exceeded not 30 Tun; in which they neverthelef{$ adventure to crois 
Lo Aftracan or Cura-Karu,asthcey call it, a noted Town and Ifle in 447 degrees North la- 
titude : the Ifle is 12 miles long and 3 broad. The Town is feated upon a riling ground, 
about which isa Line for defence, and upon the works fome pieces of Cannon mounted; 
the Houfes are not many nor well built, but fufficiently peopled. And albeit the foil 
be barren and the air bad, yet füch is the attract of gain, that it is muchreforted to 
by Merchants of feveral Countreys who trade hither for Furs of Foxes,Sables,Woolverin, 
Ermyn, Lufern, Miniver, Beaver, Otter, Squirrel and the like, which Afia and the 
Dominions under the Mufcovite and Tartar abound with, as alfo for Fih, and more efpe- 
cially for Caveare,which being fauc't with fallct-oyl, vinegar and pepper is held a dainty, 
and Potargo, and principally for falt which they extract from falt Water, and vend in 
great quantity, to tht increafe of the Duke’s Cuftoms ; who fince lic wrefted it from the 
Negay Tartar in thesfcar of our Lord 1494. hath erected a Caltle of good defence 
there , as appeared when Fohannes Bafilius the Empcrour ( about fix years after ) gave 
Selymus the Grand Seignior two memorable defeats, at fuch time as he brought his Armies 
hither in behalf of the injur’d Tartar: And the like foon after by his Son Bafiliades ; 
which good fucccis gave the Ruffe a peaceful poflcflion and fubjection. 

Six leagues from Affracan runs the great River Volza, or Wolga as here pronounccd, 
which fprings out of a Mountain about 100 miles from Yeroflave in Ruffia in the latitude 
of 6o degr. where after a little fpace the channel is well-nigh expatiated fo broad as the 
Thames at London, and aftcr 2000 miles courfe inlargcs more, and near this Ie in feve- 
ral great Oftiums difgorges its watery ftomach into the Cafpian Seca. Were the depth 
of this great River anfwerable to its breadth and length, it would compare with any 
. other River, and better incourage Navigation; yea be much morc frequented by Euro- 

peans than itis; in regard it affords a much nearer and caficr parage into Perfra and the 
Indies, than we have by tlic way of Aleppo and Trepizond, and much more cxpcditious 
than by furrounding Afrique. For Experience teaches us, that fhips which fet out from 
Lomsdoz wich is ufually in April, do with a fair gale of wind arrive in two months {pace 
at Saint ZVicbol.s in Raffi4, where the North Pole is elevated 66 degrees 30 minutes; from 
which piace we pais upon the Divina by boat to Vologda in 7 days morc, and from thence 
in 2 days by Sled to Yeroflave upon the River Volga, whence by boat likewife we pafs 
down to -d/fracan in lefs than 30 days; fo as the whole from Saint Nichols to Aftracan 
( moft oi tnc way being by watcr ) is computed 26co Ezglifh miles at the utmoft 5 and 
from, Affracan to Ferrabaut (under the Perfraz) or Derbent, thc palage may with a fair 
wind in three days or little more be accomplifhed 5 taking great heed as thcy fail, thc 
water (by realon of fhoalds ) bcing very dangerous in fundry places. 

DERBENT is a Port Town upon the Cafþian fhore, of great ftrength and no lefs 
antiquity: bcing fuppofed that the foundation thercof was laid by "Alexander the Great, 
who alfo erected that great and ftrong Caftle called Kaffow adjoyning it; from whe..se 
he drew a running trench as far as Teflys; the greateft part whercof was countermur’d 
withathick wall of ftonc, the ruins whereof are yet apparent; through which was the 
oncly way or paflage from Z4ezgrellza and thofc parts, into Media and Alyrcania, called 
by Ccograpbers of old, C.rucafie vel Iberia porte; and though helpt by Art, is never- 
thelefs by Plizy termed Zzgezs opus Nature. So as thence is may be gathered, .it was 
no Icfs defenlive in its natural fcituation. That Hiftorian alfo gives us the dimenlion, 
Ibi tranfitus patet duntaxat 300 paffas, and worthily rcckon'd amongft thc Wonders of Afia. 
Belides that, from the Town unto the Sca more than a mile) two Walls are raifed,which 
be eight foot tilick and thirty foot high 5 the diftance fPetwixt the Walls being about 
eight hundred foot or cighticore paces. Morcover the Town it felf for Trade is not 
infcriour to any other upon that fea; moft of the noted places thereabouts as alfo from 
Trepizond and other Ports upon the Ezxvzze frequently repairing thither for comsnerce, 
which curjches the Town and makes it thc more populous.  Morcovcer, as it is 2 Garri- 
fon “tis made more defenfive by;rcgular Fortifications, which have been occafionally ad- 
ded to the old Wall that of it iclf is both large and itrong; altogether of thar account 
as by a food reporter it is called Urbs totius Oricntis mumitiffina. The circuit of the Wall 
is three miles, and affords a profpect into the Aree Cafpirm., 
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Derbent (which by tranípotition of fyllables is Bez-dar, z.e. the Port Town)? is fcitu- 
ate in that part of Armenia the great which is now called Zruria and Ayra/, but Alba- 
zia of old; and in fome Writers known by other Names, as Morcofa and Demyr-capz, i.c. 
Iro#-gates. From Samachy removed a hundred and twenty miles, and from Bildith a 
hundred and cighty. The North Pole is there raifed one and forty degrees and fifteen 
minutes: A place of that account as for many ycarshas been a bone of divifion betwixt 
the Turk and Perfian , for by being a fronticr Town and claimed by two mighty Princes, 
to which party focver it inclines, ’tis upon every chance of War in danger to become 
a prey unto the Conqueror. This Derbent being indecd the Key that gives entrance into 
Mozendram, Gheylan, Shervan and other contiderable Provinces, infomuch as it has 
made that part the {tage of War; and by the various fucccíles it endured, born no {mall 
fhare in eithers misfortuncs. More efpecially in the Year of our Lord 1568. Aeg. 948. 
at fuch time as Emyr-bamze-mirza with fmoak and flame unkennelUd Ofman Baffz With 
his Varlets: The Perfian Prince making the Inhabitants then feel the temper of his 
Sword, and the Houtes the fire of his Revenge, to this day fhewing fad figns of his 
difplcafure. 

°T wixt this City and Derbent is that noted Emporium fome call airafb (and not impro- 
perly,feeing it is watcred by a ftrcam flowing from the fwift River draxés,) but accord- 
ing to others Erez,and by other fome Seres: from which and from that abundance of raw 
Silk which is here vended, the Countrey thercabout is by fome miftaken for the Serica 
regio, albeit the truth is, Silk is extraordinarily plentiful here, and upou Camels in large 
quantities carried to Cafham, where the Manufactures of Carpetting and feveral forts of 
Silk-ftuffs are in perfection, nota little to the Town’s advantage. At this place alfo 
there is ftore of Cotten-wooll and Galls, which Merchants valuc: but of Piftachoes, 
Pomgranads, Grapes,’ Melons, Orenges, and like fruit which Travellers citcem of, 
here is abundance. From hence to Bacha (upon the Cafpzaz fhore ) are about eighteen 
‘Exglifh miles 5 a fimall Town, yet of fuch note with Geographers as they call the Sca ad- 
joyning it Mare de B:cbz, that which by moft is named Cafpianm: near Bachz is (as I have 
heard ) a Spring, whercout the Inhabitants have a kind of oyl of a dark colotir, which 
ferves for Lamps and other houfhold ufes, and without any favour that is offenfive. 
Thence to Bildith is fourteen more; the Countrey for the moft part level and fruitful, 
by being thorowly watered both by 4raxis and Cyrus. Returning to Ferrabant, 

We travelled along the Sea fide and came the firft night to Chbacoporo, which is about 
twelve Ezglifh miles Weft from Ferrabaut : the way we rode was clofe by the fhore. 
This Town lies open to the Sea, which beats oft fo outragioufly againít her banks that 
the Inhabitants are oft put to charge in maintainingthem. Here we crofIcd over a frcfh 
Water that was about a itones caft over, one month in the Year ’tis falt (as the Inha- 
bitants told us, but nor the reafon of it: ) This is that falt ftream I latcly mentioned in 
the march Marcus Antonius made from Phraata. Next night we rode to Zarfrz[kdca, 
a large Town pretty well built, and no lefs well peopled: but the Sea doth not fo much 
advantage them as the Land, by reafon of that plenty of Silk-Worms they nourifh: 
and indeed thc place appeared to us the pleafantcr by reafon of that plenty of Wood 
and Water it had, which was as good as plentiful. Here they would drink no Winc, 
tle Law prohibits it; but the ground of that Law we could not learn, though we did 
fuppofe it was from that ridiculous Tradition of the mifcarriage of Arott and Marot 
thetwo debaucht Angels. From Chacoporotothis place was twelve long miles: The Inha- 
bitants we could perceive delighted much in Archery ; an exercifcthefe Countrcys have 
even from the infancy of time bcen not a little famous for; and which gave thc bcft 
of the Latine Pocts the occalian to celebrate their Neighbours of Jrhyra in the fecond 


of his Georgicks. 





I:hyreos taxi curvantur in Arcus, The Yew into Ithyrian Bows zs forc’d to bow, 


The next Town of note we came to was Omoal, which fome takc for Zarama, others 
for that Zadracarta, where Alexander refrefhed his Army in the purfuit he made af 
ter Beffies that infamous Battriaz, though others there be think it the remains of that Va- 
barca, where the Oracle of Dreams was famoulfed. Howbeit, built it is under the 
North fide of the imperious Mountain Taars: and of fuch grandcur, that no lefs than 
three thoufand Families there inhabit: They were then a mixture of feveral Nations, 
Armenians, Scythians, Pecfians, Fews, Curds, Bannyans, Indsans and Adin fcoviars, who albcit 
they make a Babel of feveral Languages, yet live harmonioufly; and which is no Icfs 
remarkable being tolerated their own forms (for in matter of Conícience they qurftion 
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none where there is no breach of Peace, ) they obferve well-nigh feven feveral Sabbaths 
fucceflively cach after other, the Bannyans having Thurfday for their Sabbath ; Fri- 
day the Perfiazs; Saturday thc Fews; Sunday the Armenians ; Munday the Peguans ; 
Tucf{day the Gowers and Curds or Fzre-adorers, who are the ancient Parthians - fo that if 
any of the Scythians beyond Bochar wcre there, they would compleat the Week in that 
variety, cach obíerving a morality of the day: Luce facra requic{cit humus, requief{cit ara- 
tor, Sepofita ex animo C> corpore cura fait. But in this,what is beft worthy our obfervation 
is, That in the diftribution of Days, the feventh Day (upon which God reited in contem- 
plation of his fix days labour)hath defervedly the preeminence over all the reft of the 
Weck-days, in which, the ftructure of the Univeri2 was created > for the excellency of 
that Day we may perceive by this, is morally acknowledged by moift Nations, whether 
Civil or Barbarous. To proceed. 

The Town is built ina large level, but withala very p:eaíant and fruitful foil; happy 
in her preícnt proíperity and former greatnefs; her vilible ruins making good thc rc- 
port that once it was this Countrey’s Metropolis: nor are her Buildings of the meaner 
fort, or thc Caitle unve-thy notice, fecing it gives place to none I faw in all that Pro- 
vince for beauty or ft^ength 5 being fortified by a deep Moat or Trench it has that is 
full of water and cor.pafles the Caftle, fo as the oncly entrance is by a Bridge which 
they draw and let down at pleafure ; ferving as a place of good defence to fecure them- 
{elves againft the rodomontado’s of the neighbouring Taxurifians and other Montainecrs: 
and few Houfes but have their Gardens. Yet of beft note is the Cathedral or fewma Afa- 
chit,in which(as we were told )are intombed four hundred forty four Princes and Prophets; 
whofe Sepulchres though they be not fo magnificent as that which with 1000 Talents 
Alexander vaited tor his Friend Epheftioz near this place, yet fuch they are as raife ve- 
neration amongzit the People, if not admiration with paflengers ; cfpecially that of Meer 
Agowmadeen,to which they chiefly offer the myfteries oftheir Reli gion. When lI entred, I 
found about à {core of ancient grave Arabians or Zophilars fitting crofs-legg'd in a circle 
near the Prince'sdormitory, with each an Arabick Book laid before, out of which both 
modceitly and mufically they performed their Exercifes. This as | fuppofed was the Pa- 
rentalia vel facra funclta in bonorem mortuarum. After the Eaftcrn mode they wagg?d their 
Bodies, bowing thcir heads and battologizing the names Allough whoddaw and Adobumet 
very often: wherein they were fo ferioufly compofed, that albeit I entred unexpectediy 
amongfít them and in my Countrey habit ( which gave molt fafety in travel, and elfe- 
where was fufficiently admired, ) neverthclefs they continued their Service without di- 
{turbance or deviation , yet was no fooner ended but they arofe, very civilly bad me 
welcome, and{hewed me withal what antiquities the place afforded, and as they thought 
might be acceptable to a Stranger. 2 

Thence pafling to the River tide @over which upon a Bridge of ftone we rode the 


night before ) to refrefh my felf under fome Poplars; for, as fays a Poet of another like 
place, this had

feven or eight more beautiful than bafhful Damozels (like fo many Nymphs) Iprang out 
of the Water, as | fuppofe to admire my habit: But 1 no Iefs admiring their confi- 
dence, quickly left them, having this in thought, Quod non vetat Lex, boc vetat fieri pi- 
dor: For thc truth is I took them for Amorofæs and violators of the bounds of Mode- 
ity, until from better fatisfaction I was made to believe it was fimplicity and the op- 
portunity they took to fee a Stranger : for when the Sun mounts to his Meridian the 
Men commonly go to ileep, and the Women then have the benefit of the River where 
they ufe to fwim, and probably cool their heat, in both kinds ’tis to be feared too much 
there abounding. The habit of thefe Water-Nymphs was a fine Shuddcro or Lawn 
embroidered at the neck, wrift and skirt with a border of feveral coloured filks and 
threads of goid , but in publick they go veiled according to the common mode with a 
long fhect which from top to toc covers them. 

From Omeal wc travelled to Larry-Fohn or Too: as fome pronounce it, bcing proba- 
bly that. 70::c.: I tind mentioned in Prolomy. This place is from Omoa! thirty miles: And 
here the Kingdom of ZZyrc.izia is terminated by Mount T anrs, a Mountain reputed the 
sreate!? through all the World, both for length and height: For in one continued 
ledge of hilis it makes way trom the Iefler Afia unto the furtheft part of Eaff-Jndiz, not 
teis char? 3400 miles. And for proof of its grcatocfs. I vouch Arifforle who ges 

that 
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that Taurus mons omnium eft maximus. And Afaginus, that Afte totins longe maximus mons 
Taurus eff. And Dion. Alex. that Totius Orbis terrarum maximus eft Taurus. Sic dittus, 
quod inflar Tauri elato capite incedit, ec. fays another Author. For which reafon faith Eu- 
ftathius,Veteres omnia grandia c& robufta Tauros vocavere. And as another good Author ob- 
ferves, Tante altitudinis, ut ab eo Afira majora vifantur, ortifg, © occafns eorum facillime 
per/picantur. So that upon the whole I may fitly apply what Lucan hath done to one much 
interiour, the Appexine : 





: - Nullo rods vertice Tellus Than which no earthly part more high doth rifts 
Altius intuitur, propiórve accedit Olympo. Or whofe approach comes nearer to tbe Skzes. 


So high, as the labour we endured was very great inthe afcending. For albeit our 
travel in and over this Mountain was fometimes through narrow inhofpitablc ftraits, 
 other-whiles it was over extraordinary Hills; fuch Hills, as after two days winding and 
ainful climbing (for I may fo call it, feeing that oft-times we durft not ride, ) we got 
o high, that we could clearly fee the clouds hanging a great way below us, and obícu- 
ring the Earth, the higheft vapours feldom rifing above so milesifrom the Earth, if we 
credit the learned Eratofthenes; and by the fenfible alteration of the air might well per- 
ceive we were mounted a good way up into the middle Region: fo different was it from 
the weather we found below; and to our fad remembrance no lefs different in operation, 
than rationally could not otherwife be expected, afcending from ahot and defcending 
into a hotter Countrey: For a Gentleman of our Company and of our Country died 
foon after ; and my felf not minding to alter my thin habit, by the like cold I took 
upon the Mountain and in our defcent into a very hot foil, fell into fo violent a dyfen- 
tery, as in eleven days gave me a thoufand ftools, moft of blood. But whether it had 
any influence upon thofe honoured Perfons Sir Dodmore Cotten and Sir Robert Sherley, I 
cannot judge; albeit they both were in good health when we pafled thofe Hills, and left 
this World for a better within a month after. Plutarch writes concerning Lucullus, that 
purfuing Tigranes the Armenian King he had the like experience of the air here; differ- 
ing fo much from the air of the Countrey more remote, as put the Armie into a di- 
ftemper. ` But more efpecially this gives me occafion to call to mind what Acoftæ the 
Spaniard reports concerning thofe high Peruvian Mountains called Peria-Cace; which 
in paing over put him into a diftemper he could not better refemble than to a 
Sea-ficknefs, vomiting fo much that he thought he fhould have died ; caufed through the 
fübtilty of the air and the fublimity of thofe Hills, which he {ays furpafs the 24/ps and 
Pyreze Mountains no lefs than lofty Towers do ordinary Cottages. 

Now the afcending this Mountain Taurus was not more troublefom I thought than the 
defcending: for in fome places we had the path fo.uneven and fo unskilfully cut, that 
we were in danger of tumbling down a deep and dreadful precipice, atthe bottom of 
which we could hear what we could not fze, a hollow murmuring Water. But one part of 
that Mountain was a more frightful paflagethanthe reft ; agreeable to that in Ovid, Per 
compendia Montis precipita via; this for the {pace of three miles being cut or forced through 
the fide of a perpendicular Hill, the top and bottom of which was undifcernable, the 
wideft part not being much above a yard; infomuchas if two Horíe-men fhould chance 
to meet, I faw not how they could fafely pafs by one another ; unlefs they made like fhift 
the two Goats mentioned in Plizy did; who accidentally meeting in fuch a place, had no 
way to preferve themfelves, but by the couching of the one whiles the other paft over. 
That paflage at Pen-mun-maur ’twixt -Aber-Conway and Bew-marris in little refembles this; 
but for danger is not comparable. A very wretched país, and good caufe have I to 
remember it: For, whiles I was fometimes through a needlefs curiofity looking up; 
wondring at the great height above, and anon darting my fight down, no lefs marvel-. 
ling at the depth below; unawares a Rock that jetted ill-favouredly out of order, unex- 
pectedly ftruck me fuch a blow that 1 was fowewhat aftonied,and happily delivered from 
a fall into that abyfs. A Rock I may fay that demands an uncivil tribute of heedlefs Paf- 
fengers. Howbeit, out of that formidable path of death we got at length to che top of 
that imperious Mountain which by its evennefs for full fifty-miles ( fuch was its breadth 
from Omoal to Damoan) and incomparable profpect it affordcd, made fome amends for 
the danger we had latcly paffed : For from thence we raifed our profpect fo wcll as the 
interpoling mifts would fuffer, not onely over the breadth of ZZyrcazia, but far into 
the Ce[biaz Sca as we apprehended, (certain we could not be, {cting it was above a 100 
miles diftant; ) for the reflex of the Sun’s rays which are better combined in a plain 
fuperficies than where the profpect is over Hills and Dales, andthe air near the 
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by being intermixt with thick and watery vapours, the Sea alfo by a refracted fight 
prefenting it felf in a thicker medium, rendred the object lefs diftinguifhable: and fave 
tnat it was a delight to have an uninterrupted object, little other uíc could we make of 
what we faw at that diftance our fight was fo imperfect. But without doubt, from 
hence (for Taurus and Caucafus differ not) that ancient Aftronomer Prometheus Brother to 
Atlas firft obferved and inftructed the Afyriavs in the motion of the Firmament, the À- 
cronical riiing and fetting of the Stars and Bodies Ccleftial ; and found out the caufes 
of Meteors, Eclipfes and other occult caufes and curiofities in Nature: and whence it 
was that the fabulous Greeks report that by Mercury he was chained to a Rock and his 
heart continually gnaw’d by a Vulture at the command of Fupiter; the penalty being in- 
flicted for his felonious ftealing celeftial Fire from -4pollo’s Chariot-wheels to enliven his 
inanimate Statua; albeit Pallas was acceflory, by whofe perfwation Hercules fhot the 
Vulture at the Marriage of Thetis. | Howbcit, Gerald» finds out a contrary Mythology; 
defining him only for a melancholy perfon, overcharged with anxiety, griping care 
gnaw'd his heart as it were a Vulture. 

Wow from this higheft Tarrafs of the World look we towards the North-eaft, and fix 
our eyes upon that part of Tartary which this Mountain vifits where it falutes Z5. 
Tartaria is Ío large a Countrey as it contains not onely a third part of the continent of 
the greater Afia, but extends it felf a great way into the moft Eaftern part of Europe; 
comprehended in thefe three, Sarmatia Afiatica, Scythia and Catbaia : which fome di- 
vide into five, 1. viz. Tartaria antiqua, 2. Zacathai intra Imaum, 3. Catbai extra Imaum, 4- 
Deferta or Sarmatia Afiatica, s and Minor Tartaria, which includes the Precopenfe with 
thote that live *twixt Tanais and Berzfibezes. The Name as fome apprehend is from the 
FZebrcw, and fignifies a remnant or fcattered Generation. Others derive it from the 
River Tartar which runs through thofe Provinces they call AZongul, We Gog and 
Magog, altogether peopled by vagrants or fuch asare without certain Habitations ; their 
wealth wholly confiiting in their Cattel. Depaftis pafcuis alio commizrant Uxores fecum du- 
centes, Filios omnia, [fna bona, putantes gravem effe infelicitatem dia in uno loco morari, as 
one characterizeth thefe vagrants; who go to and fro they fcarce know whither, the 
Pole-ftar or the two Bears being their directors. Polygamy they allow: in Mar- 
riages refrain only their Mothers and Sifters. A fierce perfidious and crafty People they 
are, by continual practice made expert in riding, darting, and no lefs exercifed in 
footmanfhip; have little or no civility fave in Zagathai, where they aflociate in Town- 
fhip, and are taught it by the Commerce they have with their civilized Neighbours. 
Bread they eat very feldom; for Mares milk, flefh half boiled, fowr milk and herbs 
are their greateft dainties. About the Year of our Lord 1200 they firft embraced Ma- 
bomet: Neverthelefs many Jews are commorant amongit them, fo as both Sects now ufe 
Circumcifion. Among{t them are fome Hoords that profefs CHRIST, albeit infe- 
cted with the far-fpread Herefie of Weftorius; who being once the Conftantinopolitan Pa- 
triarch fell into that foul errour that in CHRIST were two Perfons as well as two Nä- 
tures: A Tenet bccaufe oppofed by the Emperor Heraclius fo forcibly impofed by Coz- 
rhoes the Apoitate upon the Chriffians within his Dominions, that formidize pane it was 
fubmitted to by too many, and like a gangrene hath fince fpread it felf through moft 
parts of the Orient. By the power of the AZzfcovite Image-woríhip is neverthelefs in-- 
troduced, at leaft for ornament, in paint but not in fculpture, which laft they think 
oncly violates the Commandment. The reft are Gentiles. The firft that fovereignized 
over them that we read of was Czzgzs-cbawz ; who by help of fome aflociated Hoords 
firft fubjected 'Uz-cbaz, by fome ftiled Preffer-Tobz ( diftinét from him in e-£rbzopia; ) 
after that Argon, and at length died in Ketoa-kotan A. D. 1228. In this more memorable, 
that hc was the immediate Anceftor of T amberlang, from whom the prefent Mogul is in 
a direct Linc defcended. | 

But fecing Mergiana is ncarcít us, for Zagathai ( which is but a new Name impofed by 
Zoa or rather Sha bataz,Father of Ogg Father of 7 amberlaze; thoughIrather apprehend 
the derivation from Saca, it being part of that the Per/razs call Scythia and adjoyning 
Cathaya takes the Name of Sacathay) comprchends Afergiana, Batiria and Sogdiana ( in 
vihich lait was the A4affagetes_Countrey 5 ) tothe North bcing terminated by the River 
Chefel, by the AZare Cafpzum «o the Weft, by Jmaus or rather Paropanifus to the South, 
and to the Batt by the Wildernceís called Lopp. Which ZZergiaza by Pyzetms is termed 
Tremighen, by Caftaldus Tefclba(b, by reafon of the green Turbants which they wear, 
as he was miíf-informed: for ’tis true, that in the Turkifh Tongue Bafh fignihes Head, 
yet Tefcl is not Green: fo as it rather feems to take the denomination from the River 
Chefel, a noted River called Faxartes of old which waters that Countrey and flows a 
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the Cafþian. . A Country fo fruitful in Corn and Wine, as gave Strabo the occafion to 
report how that one bunch of Grapes prefented Alexander filed a basket [wo cubits 
about; which incouraged him to found that City which after his own he named Alexan- 
dria, it was after called Antiochia and Seleucia, but {ince Indion. Fifty miles hence is 
Alaran, at which Town Shaw-Izmael the Perfian King gave a notable defeat to one of 
the great Chans of Tartary. But molít remark able is this Region, for that (as is be- 
lieved) the Patriarch Noah foon after he forfook the Ark here planted; and either he 
or fome other to his memory built the City of Niffz, fo called by Ptolomy in his feventieth- 
Table of Afia cap. 10. a Derivative queítionlefís from ZWVoey/fa, rather than Wifeus, as 
thofe write it who pretend Bacchus to be the founder of it, unlefs they were one. Hence 
alío Nimrod and the reft departing into the Vale Sbyzaar, through the confufion of 
fpeech occafioned by the impious defign they had in raifing Babel, difperfed themfelves, 
deed OM them in few years after the greateft part of the earth became more Gr lefs 
inhabited. 

_ Sogdianaadjoyns this Province, watered by the River Oxus or Nycaphtac: a fatal place 
to the Perfian and Affyrian Monarchs, by being a boundure totheir boundlefs ambition: 
But contrarily, from thence have iffued fuch fwarms of people as at feveral times have 
well-nigh over-fpread the Univerfe. This Province was fubjected to the Perfians: for 
here Cyrus built another Cyropol; to keep out the invading Tartar, Alexander another 
Alexandria Oxiana in 44 deg. as alfo Alexandria Ultima in41- And at this which was 
built by Cyrus it was where the victorious Greek received fuch a blow upon the head from 
the befieged, that for fome timethe was reputed dead: but being taken, for that churlifh 
entertainment it was levelled with the ground. 

Battria has Mergiana to the Weft, to the Eaft and North Sogdiana and the River Oxus, 
and to the South Aria and part of Paropamifz, now known by tlie name of Corazan; 
which too is part of Sagathat and under the Perfiaz2: but I rather take the Southern part 
to be fo called. In former Ages Samarchand which has 38 deg. (called Z4Zaracazda in 
Prolomy and Quint. Curtius, Samracana in Chalcondyles, and Paracazda in Strabo) was the 
moft noted Emporium or Oppidum nundinarium not only of Battria but of any thereabouts, 

ea, for fome Ages the Mart ’twixt India and the Roman fubjects. Famousalío for that 
"it was the place which gave both birth and burial (though fome fay at Azzar) unto Tarn- 
berlame that great Victor (who in eight years fubjeéted more Countreys than the Ro- 
man could in eight hundred :) Where alfo the Traitor Beffzs furprized by Spitamenes was 
delivered to Alexander, who rewarded him anfwerable to his demerit: But his raíh 
putting to death at this place CZyrzs that faved hislifeat the battel of Granvicus puts fuch 
a {tain upon Alexander then indrink, as all the tears he fhed when fober could not wipe 
off the blemifh: Itis now become a poor place, and gives precedency to Bochar, which 
elevates the Pole Artick forty degrees; called of old Battra, and before that Zoroaftes 
and Zoroafpa, probably from Zoroafter their firft King who was flain by ZVzzzs This 
Zoroafter was the greateft Aftronomer in his time, and Practitioner in Art Magick, in 
which and the Fire-worfhip he firít inftructed the Perfzazs: thofe Books he writ concern- 
ing Liberal Arts, and the Cataclifm in fourteen pillarshalf brafs, half brick (like thofe 
attributed to Ezocb before the Flood) Ninus defaced. No lefs famous is this by being 
the birth-place of that great Naturalift Avicenna (in the Eaftern World called Honain- 
Ally-ben-Sein) born Anno Dom. 880. Anno Heg. 370. thole 90 Books he writ concern- 
ing Phyfick, Chymick, and Philofophy, notalittle advancing Learning. Which Town 
alfo at this day fubmits to Chorazan that gives name to the whole Province, (called 
Coraxiain Pliny, Corzianain Procopius, Corafpby in Ptolomy, and Korafmiain Atheneus,) fubdi- 
vided into Heri, Farghan and Tochariftan. 

eri in former times was called Aria, whichfome miftake for Sablef?az that we now 
call Cazdabor ; included betwixt Hyrcania and Paropamifa, albeit Herodot. l. 7. places it 
in the North of Media by the Greeks fo called, but by the Arabs Algebal. ln our times 
had for its Governour Shaw- dbbas, during the life of his emulated elder Brother. Eri 
the principal Town within this Province is three miles about, and not thirtecn as fome 
report: but fo abounding in Rofes, that the fame thereof is fpread over a great part 
of the Orient; the Gule-ob (as they call Rofe-water) {6 plentiful that it ferves the 
neighbouring Provinces; fo exceeding fweet, as by much it excels what wc have diftilled 
in Europe. Rofe-water is madc ufe of in Sherbets, Banquets, and other entertainments, 
where guefts ufually fit upon Flowers, and have flat-fided glafics filled with water broke 
upon their heads, which falling down upon the herbs and flowers, perfumes the place 
delightfully : for indeed, the Rofe-water of Perfia is fo good, that better is not 


in the World; fo as much of it when Ships pafs from Gombroon to Sarar ( which 
is 
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i towards the Spring ) is vended in many part of India. Of Fergan I have elfewhere 
oken. 
E Tocbarzflan takes Name from Tochara, (Seres atq T ocbares gentes prope Indiam, Tzetza 
mentions :) the originary Seat it is of the 7orcs the pofterity of Togarmah Son of Gomer : 
a People confined or fhut up by Alexander, and not adventuring intothe World till rou- 
zed by Heraclius in his long and fierce War with Cozrboe the Perfiaz. ‘And about two 
hundred Years after, rufhing through the Cafþian Streight fome Hoords feated them- 
felves in that part of Armenia which was fince called Turcoman, where they ferved Ma- 
bomet Sultan of Perfia againit his enemy the Chalyph of Bagdat: and being abufed by Aa- 
bomet under T azgrolipix their Captain made themíelves mafters of Perfiz, as in a more 
proper place I have fpoken. Howbeit, as obfcure as they were, fome glimpfíe of them 
it may ieem appeared to Rabbi Bez-Tonzas, for that in his Itinerary he oft mentions the 
name Torc; and amongit other things obferves, That the captived 7ews tranfported by 
Salmanaffar aflociated themfelves with the Torcs of ZNz[ba-bor ( Nifibi in Prolomy) or ra- 
ther ZWzfia-pore, i1. €. Noe civitas; by Haython the Georgian and Ulubeghius the Battrian 
alfo frequently commemorated: But until the Year 1200 the Name was not heard of in 
Europe; and the foundation of that vaft Empire was not laid until the Year 1300. fuch 
time as Ottoman Chief of the Ogzzzaz Family by Conqueft of Pontus and Bithynia (now call’d 
Burfia from Prufathe Ottomans Scat before the Conqueft of Conftantinople) and other parts 
of Anatolia, left fo great an Army to Orcbaz his Son as gave him the firft deligntfull 
profpect into Exrope: fince which under three other Princes and eleven Emperours (a 
Title aflumed by Mahomet the Second in the Year 1450. upon his fubduing Conftantinople 
and Trepizond) within the {pace of three hundred Years they have enlarged their Do- 
minions over much in 4frickh, more of Ezrepe, and moft of Afia; thereby reducing 
many late flourifhing Kingdoms and States under the worft of tyranny; prophefied of 
(as {ome imagine) by Jeremy in the 6.Chap. 22 verf. and accomplifhing that prophecy of 
Ezekiel Chap. 36. verf. 39. under the name of Gog and Magog, to which the 20 Chapter 
of the -Apocalypfe has reference as fome imagine. Many confiderable Towns werethere 5 
but of belt note are Tazz, which is under 38 degrees, and the more famous by being 
the birth- place of ZVa-erradym that great Mathematician Tranflator and Commentator 
upon Exclide, whofe Works were lately printed at Rome in Arabick; Sarcbas,Gelack and 
others, terminated by ZVycapbtac, which fprings out of the Saripbean Hill, that is part 
of Imaus. There isa part of this Countrey fome call Maurenahar: which hath to the 
South the River Zebzz (called alfo Gzboz and Gychon i.e. Magnus Fluvius, and by the like- 
nefs of the Name fome fuppofe it may be Goz az; ) to the South-ealt Gazzebez; a large 
but defolate Countrey now 5 albeit otherwife when Exfebius lib. 6. Evang. prepar. repor- 
ted that it was fo well governed as murder, adultery and theft was puniíhed there, and 
unchafte Women difcountenanced; yea albeit environed with Gentiles, they dif-allowed 
Idol-worlhip : which difcrimination from the reft was either from the light they re- 
ceived by the exiled Fews, or elfe by the preaching of the Apoftles St. Thomas and St. 
Andrew, whofe labours were fuccefsful and manifefted through the greateft part of Tar- 
tary and the Indies. More North and North-eaíft the i ey beyond Zmans inhabite 5 
by fome faid to be under the great Cham’s Dominions: but Chams or Kawns rather, there 
are many. Of old it was called Regio Serica, by reafon of the abundance of Silk and the 
excellent Manufacture in Tapiftry and Carpetting there found, which fpread their fame 
into the mo(ít remote parts of the Univerfe. This Silk and delicate Wool gave Sydo- 
nius Apollinaris occafion for that Monoltick, Affyrius gemmas, Ser vellera, Gc. and to Ter- 
tulliaz Of Sere nerent, Babylonii intexerint, ec. and Tzetza of Seres texuras pulcherrimas 
lana operiantur, cc. The true pofition of which is not rightly underftood at this day, 
though moft take it for Cathey part of Sagathai, which alfo is derived fromthe Sace and 
what of old was Scyrbo-Sace, by which Name the Perfravs underftand all Scythians. A Name 
neverthelefs mentioned by Srrabo, whofe Oriental limit is the Ocean. And notwithitanding 
Geographers have filled their Maps and Globes with the names of Texduc, Tangutt, T am- 
fur, Cando, Camul and other hob-gobling words, obtruaed upon the World by thofe 
three errant Monks ZZaytboz, Marc Paul the Venetian, and Vertoman, who fearing no 
amputations make ftrange difcoveries as well as defcriptions of places ; and inter alia of 
Cambeln the Cham’s Metropolis watered by Polyfzzega which alfo waters Quinzay in China 
a» molt credit; No Armenian nor Few (who are doubtlefs the greateft Travcllers in the 
Vorld, as Merchants) was ever there, or knows fuch a City that evec yet I met with. I 
well know that Cambaly is taken notice of by Abulfada who gives it 35 degrees North: 
latitude, whicis ihould Be $3 the figures being inverted, whereas others place it in 6o- 
aud Pastozia the Tefzit in 40 degr. withal fuppofing ’tis the fame others call Pagziz in 
cc - China, 
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China, fancying withal that China is Cathaya, by which differing judgments we fce 
there is no certainty of the place, though by long tradition fo accepted. For my part, I 
conceive we are in a deep ignorance as to the truth of thofe places, as 1 have already 
hinted, thofe nearer Regions which interpofe ?twixt Zazarbaz and Lopp and the North 
part of Chima being tous, nay to the civilized Inhabitants about Kabul and Candahor, 
little known; other than that the Tartars neighbour the Chinefe to the North and North- 
ealt, as the Sea docs to the South, and to the Weft the Barman or Bracman: So as I may 
truly fay with Mercator in his Geogr. Table of Tartary, Quis enim vaftum illud c incogni- 
tum Reguum, vere defcribit? For that of Abulfeda the great Arabian Cofmographer is no 
new diícovery, but what we eafily believe, How that the Ocean runs tar beyond Crina 
from the Eaft towards the North 5 but that it circles Weit about the North coaft of 
Ruffia (as he fays,) and takes its courfe about Lapland, and that the Sca fitches a com- 
país about the Eaft and North-eaft parts of Afia and Europe, I know hc has it ono:y by 
ipeculation : Which neverthelefs may ferve as a fpur to encourage the further diíco. 
very of a North-eaft or North-wcft palage towards Cbzz« and the Eaft Zzdies. For thc 
fame Arabian borrowing his light from our Writers, calls the Inhabitants of that part 
of thc Afan Continent Cog and Magoz: Which with better confideration is conjectured 
by Strabo lib. 1. That by reafon of the vaft Defarts, the fiercenefs of People, noifome 
Beafts and deep fnows, efpecially near the Mountains Jmaus, which towards the North 
furge more and more to an incomprehenfible height; fo high, as one reports how that 
after 17 days mounting, he returned, defpairing to attain the top: the realon proba- 
bly being not onely from the height, but withal trom the difficulty he had to make way 
through thofe deep fnows, with which thofe Mountains are ever covered, Afontes, ano- 
rum altitudinem efje incredibilem, Mountains of an incredible hei ght, Arift.lib. 1.Aleteor. To 
penctrate the other Countreys with fccurity is held impoflible; the rather, for that (as 
he fays ) the People and Languages there are not to be numbred: and yet where known 
comprehends them under one denomination of Scythians: for, Omnes cognitas Regiones 
verfus Septentrionem uzo nomine vel Scythe vel Celto-S cytbe appellantur. But the Character of 
what we now found true concerning them, makes them of the fame piece wtch the other 
Tartarians, Vicinis inter fe nulli fines. Agrum non exercent domus nec tettum babent. Uxo- 
res liberofa, fecum in planfiris trahunt. Armenta € pecora femper pafcentibus c in percultas 
Solitudines vagare folitis 4, nullum fcelus furto gravius. Argentum fpernunts Latte có mclle ve- 
feuntur, cc. Which how ftrange foever it {eems now to us, in the infancy of timc it was 
doubtlefs the courfe or manner of life which moft Nations practifed ; but found incon- 
fiftent with Civil States in after-Ages, when Men afflumed their fcvcral properties, and 
incorporating thenifclves formed a Weal-publique, as we may obferve amongft the 
Romans aud Carthaginians. But fearing this fubjcét has made me wander too far, I fhall 
prefentthe Reader only with the habit of fome of them as I took it: And conclude with 
that of an ancient Writer, Hoe fcito certe itt Abafei c Alani, c> Sace c Dace, Rhos atq, So- 
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romate, C qui proprie Scythe, e quicung; finitima cens flatibits Boree, communiter denominantur 
Scythe, Scythariwum nomine, cc. 
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Now concerning Taurus, if we were to give that Mountain the feveral Names it bears 
in the different Countries it runs through, varying indced according to their fundry 
Idioms, it would be endlefs; I fhall therefore content my {elf in taking notice of that 
part thereof which came in our way, and by the Natives is called Albors; a Mountain 
of g*eat fame, if not infamous rather by reafon of that Pyree of Idol-fire, which 
Cif Tradition may be credited ) has continued un-extinguifhed for full fifty generations. 
Of which place Strabo {peaks in his Lib. 15. Procopius allo lib. 2. and Benjamin-ben-Fonas 
in his Journal. The Fane was round, typing out Eternity. In the midft an Altar 
was raifed five {teps from the ground, under which within a trench the Fire was 
placed. The {mall round top of this Pyree was open, the better to let in the Air which 
is the Soul of Fire. But this Fire (if they may be believed ) was not like our focalis ignis 
fed with Wood, Coal, Turf or like common combufbibles; but (as they gave out ) a 
flame fo pure and rarified as came neareft to thofe Celeftial Bodies which the Srozcks 
fay be real Fires. And as the Element of Fire is fuppofed to refemble thofe Zgzes eterni 
or VeftalFires which Virgil mentions in his 2 lib. e^ £z.íothefe have a Cabala that Zerrooft 
was their fifft inftructer in that Idolatry: But'tts probable that Zoroaffer is the fame, the 
name not varying much; for his opinion it was, That Fire was moit worthy Divine cfteem 
fecing that Oma ex uno Igne funt genita. The Sun and Moon are heavenly Fires, whence 
their Idol-Fire was by them term’d Mythra. And this their God has fingular proper- 
tics: for. Fire is a comfortable creaturc, diftributing both hcat and light, helping both 
aBgainft cold and darknefs, the two greateft enemies unto Senfe, a learned Man well ob- 
fervath ; Ignis congregat bemogenea €?- fegregat heterogenea : Fire gathers things that be of 
a like nattire, and cparates things of a different Nature. Fire ( faith Agathias ) Elemen- 
tum cft fitu altifimum, majeftate plenifimum, vifu pulcherrimum, natura potentiffimum. | SO 
powerfv] and fo infatiable, as all thc World, were fire Ict alone, would not be able 
to fuffice its appetite: that bathe it received by Canopus the e Egyptian Idol which extin- 
Buifhed it by the Water it held, was but a merry fleight ; as Kuffenfis lib. 2. Hij. pe 
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and S»idas in Cazopo acquaint us. Moreover, by Procopius lib. 2. de bello Perfico, the 
Pyree at this place is alio remembred. - Hic magnum Pyreum eff (faith he) quod Peja 
Deorum maxime venerantur, ubi Icnem perpetuum Magi cuftodiant. Thefe Magi or Flamens 
{ome call Magufi and Magufei (ironically from their inceftuous Marriages,) who lived 
in great repute until 4bdas a zealous Chriftian Bifhop of the primitive times prevailed 
with the Pcrfian King both to difcountenanee thofe Chemarims and to deftroy thcir Tem- 
ples. After which the Pyromantiques were maflacred by Waceck whoin fome call OUvaccck, 
the Saracen, as we learn trom Zzrcozds Tarich in his Story of Perfiz. From whence we 
may conclude, That as the Devil is reitle{s in his labours to form his Woríhip after the 
beit pattern, fo the original of this was probably either in allufion to the Types of the 
Ceremonial Law of the Jews as recorded in Levit. chap. o. verf. 24. or elfe in imitati- 
on of that fire which for a Divine end Mofes in Levit. chap. 6. verf. 13. commanded {hould 
neither be extinguifhed nor profaned: and for prefervation whcreof, when the Jews 
were led captives into Perfiz, the Priefts took fire from thc Altar and hid it privily in 
adry and holiow pit; wnicn many years after was by ZVcbemiab's direction at his- 
return from Perfiato the holy Land drawn out; and though at frit fight it appearcd like 
thick water, yet therewith iprinkling the Wood that was upon the Altar, and the 
Sun at that time reticcting his beams, it became a great fire quickly and coniumed the 
facrifice. 2 Macc. 1. 19-. So as by this word Fire, whercout Zoroaffer would have 
all things produced, God was qucttionl.fs intended according to Dent. 3. 24. and 
Heb. 12. 29. where God is calicd 4 confumiig fire. So as of Fire wc may fay what 
Plato (the Divine Philoiopber) doth of Light, Eft Umbra Dei: Deus vero eff Lumen luc 
mins. To whicn Imay add tnis truth, that Tetius rerum Natura Caufa ct Orizo eff Deus. 
In thefe Pyreæ fomctimes they not only immolated their Chi.dren, but men of more 

pes than difcretion. Tne Ceremony after the dedication ufually was firit to be anointed 

y the Jeíop, crowned with Garlands, and laftly to be attended by a multitude: then 
giving the iurvivors the fame rcafon for that fact Mandanis the Bracbman did Alexander 
upon the like farewcl,ZVfortem votis expetero, que me marcida fenio carne liberatum in puriorem 
melioremq, Vitam immuiaret, taen whiles the Mufick makes a noifc, throws hmnielf into 
the fire, witn whicnu he riinks that he incorporates. From which Gymnofophifts the 
Gowers and Perfees di:icr but little at this day concerning that Tenet. Furthermore, upon 
thishigh Mountain it is (fay the inhabitants) that Pzfcbyroz cldeft Son to Guft.fp (who 
in Jacobs days rukd Perfia) is in potentia non moriendi ex HTypotbefr) endowed with power 
of not dying, with thirty other immortal Chyrons who by Zerrooffs doom are to continue 
there till Doomf-day 5 {ío asif any could find the place,they may(in another fence)if thieves 
meet them be likewife made immortal. 

* Here alfo upon Quequits high hill are fome reliques of the furious Gyantefs Lamafague 
and of 24rzeoff her husband ; a Gyant of monftrous fhape and proportion: How many 
cubits he was high is incredible; but armed (as the Perfiams fabuloufly report) witktwo 
hornsas big asthe tusks oé an Elephant; his eyes alfo were proportionably big, and 
his tail was like to a Cows: butin fight he was as powerful as Hercules. This great Thief 
and his Wife were neverthelefs both {lain by Ham-fha-Honcoir, fuch another Souldicr as 
was Saint Roman at Rohan. But leaving thefe, let me draw your eyesto our enfuing 
journey. After many laborious fteps we gottoa Village called Ryza, twelve miles fhort 
of Damoan, where we beheld a Caitle, fo builtupon the beft advantages of Art aud Na- 
ture thatto us it feemed impregnable: For above, it wanted no ground either for peace or 
War; it had fweet gardens adorned with fruits aud flowers, made happy ina Rivolet of 
pure water which {pringsthere, and thence delightfully itreams in many meanders into the 
bottome ; but both by its {cituation and defcription may be that of which Procopizs writes, 
Cali €$- aquarum falubritate preftat. l 

In this place (asa Perfino quality travelling in our company told us) not above five 
and twenty years ago lived A7eleck, Bahaman, who commanded many hills and dalcs in 
Gel«c'*; and Taurus, a Prince albcit confined to the middle region, ncvt?rthelefs forced 
with coft and care to uphold his dignity both againlt Tartar and Perfiam his great and 
quarrelfome neighbours : whcrein fuch was his good fortunc, and fuch the miual love 
^Lwixt him and his fubjects, that though often invaded he ftood fecure 5 yea, livedto 
oLierve the ruine of many his cmulous neighbours; his aim only tending to prcferve 
^vhat his predeceflors had madc him heir unto, and that his gray hairs might go in peace 
unto an eternal dormitory. Thus thought Babamanz, who alfo added his endeavoursto 
compleat his thoughts- isut Abbas returning from the conqueft of Z4oz.ezdrap»r (having 
forced Shulley-mirza 50n OF Abdalla-cawn to become his penfioncr) unhappily looking up 


towards this part of Taurus which fcemed to threaten him, rcífolves to be seen 
bearde 
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bearded by that mountainous King; but according to that Motto of Tacitus, Id 2quins 
quod validius, pretends that from his lofty dwelling he ufually pried into his two King- 
domes Of Media and Afezendram, by that having the advantage to ranfack his Towns, 
rob his Carravans, illure his Worms, anticipate his progrefs to the Cafpian Sea, and 
to divert many Rivers into other fources, which fpringing from Taurus itreamed into 
Fiyrcaniaand Shervan, and without whofe fource thofe Provinces would become barren, 
if not ufclefs. Ateleck, Bahaman readily finds his drift; and comparing him with that 
fable of the Wolf, who drinking at the fpring-head, quarrelled with the Lamb for 
troubling his draught when he was quenching his thirft at the ftream below, premedi- 
tates what anfwer to return: Whiles 4bbas in an impatient delay refolves to try the 
chance of War, appointing Aéethiculibeg to profecute his defign, and not return with- 
out victory. | 

This conid not be fo fecretly intended but aged Bahaman had intelligence. At firft 
it troubled him, in that his gray hairs were more propenfe to eafe than War: Yet, left 
his fubjects from his example might be difcouraged he throws y Mae dull thoughts and 
asa common father provides for fafety ; with Arms and Victuals furnifhing his Cittadel 
for many years fiege, yea, omitting nothing that might intitle him a careful and expert 
Souldier. In each defenfive place he plants a Garrifon, and other parts lays naked 
where the enemy might come; that in nothing the Countrey might relieve the Perfian. 
That done, he mews himfelf, his Queen, his two Sons, and ten thoufnad feleét men in 
his Caitle ; inthat pofture not fearing any thing they could attempt. 

The Perfian General in the mean time with thirty thoufand men march againft him $ 
and at their firft afcent find the way dangerous by thofe many fhowers of Darts and ftones 
he thundred on them: they firft grumbled, and then would have tumbled down, had 
not Afethiculibeg by promifes and threats encouraged, expofing his own head in the front 
of danger; íoasafter fome skirmifhes he laid clofe fiege to the Caítle, where he was 
told the King and victory was included. Having well viewed this inacceflible Fortrefs, 
he defpaired oftaking it, fuch was the height thereof, and fuch the perpendicular af- 
cent, two excellent defences Art and Nature had enriched it with. Neverthelefs, fome 
attempts he made, but invalidable : to fhoot their Arrows at it, was one with aiming 
at the Moon: Smalt fhot they had, and Lances good ítore; but of fmall force to bat- 
ter Rocks. Sothat after many tedious aflaults and bravadoes (wherein the Perfian had 

{tones in requital,) the General well knowing, That what ftrength was not ableto do, 
m. med as the moit forcible Engine oft effects, he beat a parley, and with many pro- 
teftations affured them offriendíhip: Yea thathe might the better fhadow pretended 
truth, prefents the aged King with Tulipants, Shamfheers, Pearls, and other gilded baits, 
mean enough toangle for aKingdom ; intreating him withal to deicend and tafte a ban- 

uet; folemnly fwcaring by Mortis- Ally, the head of Shaw-Abbas, Paradife, the eight 

rbs, and other ufual proteftations, that he fhould come and go with fafety ; no other 
reafon inducing this invitation buta hearty good willhe bore him, and from the hopes 
he had of coming to fome agreement. The peaceful King, un-ufed to deceit and wars 
rotten itratagems, fwallows the tempting hook, and believes all for truth; albeit his 
Wife and Sons diffwade, giving him inftances of like diffimulation: Credulity is 
rather a fault than an offence, feeing it hurts none but it felf; yet here is proved othér- 
wife.  Ncither thofe, nor the tears his men fhed to beg his {tay vowing their conftancy 
to the laft, could avert his deftiny: Neceffity being governed neither by Law nor power 
So down he gocs without hoftages, where he finds the Crocodile ready to embrace him 
with tears of joy: but after a fhort banquet, gives him an iron bed 3 regarding neither 
vow, honour, nor ingagement: fo as Bahaman now too late repents his dotage. The 
Perfian General alfo thinks all his own, and therefore fends his Sons a meflage of in- 
treaty but upona fpears point, the fübftance being, That if they wifhed their Fathers 
fafety,they fhould come down and have his word engaged for their fafe return, otherwife, 
he would fhew the old man no mercy. . 

Nature inriches man with reafon, but Time with knowledge and experience. Hence, 
thc two gallant youths, regardiefs of the rodomontadocs of that treacherous Enemy, 
make this anfwer ; They would believe he was a man of honour and honefty, when ac- 
cording to promife he gave the King their Father his liberty; otherwife be might ac- 
count them Idcots, breach of faith to their Father being fo notorious - and that from 
cqual rcafon he might demand the Caftle and Crown, as them by whom thofe werc pre- 
ferved. Adding withal, That the King of Perfia’s ill-grounded ambition would Push 
profper: For, though hc had craftily avoided the Epithete of a Tyrant, this would ru 


afrcih his former injuftice, yea, anatomizc him fo as all Afia would efteem him eer 
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yea, the world would tax him of difhonourable avarice, who commanding ovcr many 
large and fruitful Provinces, could not reft contented without the fubjugating a Nation 
never wronging him, and vaffalling a King whofe predeceflors had in a larger feries 
and for more Ages governed Zarry-Tooz, then Izmacls poitcrity had done Perfta; being 
ieee e Country fo cold and barren, thatin the conqucft more than Title he could not 
boaft of. 

Sua retinere private Domus, de alienis certare regia laus eft, fays Tacitus, whiles private 
Men think their own enough, Great ones conccive all too little for their ambition ; ac- 
cordingly Abbas will not be circumfcribed : this being the ufual return great Spirits 
make, Jus mihi objettas accintto gladio ? So as without further Treaty he invites them 
from their confolidated cloud to view their Fathers head off. They imagining Innocence 
a fure guard refolutely bid him do if he durft: but withal call to mind how that murder 
is inexpiable even in their Alcoran. Adethiculibeg having torn his Foxes skin with over... 
{tretching, fees this device prove air, and knows no way now to blow them up, him- 
{elf being as it were undermined. Yet giving rage a vent, he ftormed it; but the be- 
ficged made fo good defence, that feveral Coozelbafhaws there breathed their lait; and 
fo many others were maimed that without more adoc thcy fell into a mutiny, refolving 
to return whiles they had a poflibility ; .upbraidingthe General, that he knew not how to 
ufe a Victory, fceing Bahaman was theirs, Mount Taarus theirs, and doubted not the 
bcfieged would do homage if the Shaw would acccpt of it, and that with more credit 
and lefs hazard they could oppofe the 7 zrk or Indian. The Gencral in fo great a ftrait 
knew not well what to do: tor on thc one fide, though lic could infufe patience and 
make them ftay, he knew not how to take the Fort, on the other, if he returned with- 
out conqueft, heas well knew his head fhould off, Ferrat-cawn, Oliverdi-cawn, Kurchichy- 
cawz and other Captains for like mifcarriage having that Year been fo rewarded. There- 
fore in conclufion he rcfolves upon this wicked device: He releafes Bahama, alluring 
him his confinement was only to try his temper 5 that leave was granted liim cither to 
go or ftay as pleafed him, Abbas his Malter having tent for him; and that he fhouid de- 
part with full fatisfaction, could he but ice his Sons, whom for thcir valour hc had in 
high eftccm: and that if Articles might he figned, it would fetter him in a thoufand 
engagements. 

Bahaman in no wife confidering his craft was over-joy’d at this propofition; for ne- 
ver did Mufick to dull cars found more medioufly 4 fo as tis thought fome {pell infatua- 
ted him: He believes the Perzfiíaz and dictates a pathetick Letter, and is permitted to 
fhew his joy to his Sons at a diftance. A Meflienger delivers it, and bewitches the 
Princes with füch Pifcafhes and Prefents of worth as were fent; which being accepted, 
( fearing to irritate fo potent a Neighbour, the Quccn alfo provoking them down con- 
trary to the Souldiers, who by many fubmiflive diflwafions prefaged their ruin, ) they 
figned the Articles, and relying on the General's words, dcícendcd and were ftraight 
conducted to their cndeared Father, ’twixt whom was exprcílcd as much love and 
obedience as was poilible; the General alfo fcems to bear a part and invites them to a 
Banquet, where death attended. For when thefe three were {miling in a mutual confent 
of love, the General gives the fign: fo as at one inftant three Coofe/bafbes with their fli- 
eting Scemiters whipt off their heads, all three at one inftant being made immortal: And 
e’re this villany was divulged they made themfelvcs mafters of the Caftle, tome recei- 
ving quarter, otherfome deftruction. By that wretched policy this late thought indo- 
mitable place and Nation was fubjeéted. Such was the miferable end of Avelec Babaman 
and his two hopeful Sons ; forgetful of Wars fubtilties ; and how Aladeule their neighbour 
King of the Black Mountain, for playing faft and loofe with Selim Arit Emperour of 
the Tzr4's by equal credulity gave a like ifluc to his Life and Kingdom. Oppolite to 
this Calítle is ereéted the Sep..icher of Babaman’s beloved Queen, in the high-way as we 
pailed : ’tis of four equilaterals raifed above cight yards high, the material {tone well 
{quarcd, and very apparent and comely. The land here was well wooded; forinold 
times hereabouts grew many lofty Trees, whicharerare now 1n theicligh places; fuch 
as induced the noble Poet Lucan in his 3. Lib. to remember them. 

Then Taurus lofiy Wood forfa’ xz was. 
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A long mile from this Sepulcher and higher up into the air is the high peak of D. 
moan, by Strabo in his 11. lib. called Fafonia, whotc top (fhaped ike a Pyramed ) iur- 
mounts as lome think all other parts of Taurs: up which defacigating Hill neverthelefs 
wc crambled but with difficulty, and from whence wc had an unlimited Horizon: For 

wc

we could ditcovcr thence the Ca/piaz Sea, albeit: cightícore miles diftant,and not fo mif: 
takenly as Alexander, who upon the profpcct judzed it to be fome out-brcakinz of Pa- 
lus Meotis, Above it is compotcd of 1ulphur, which caufes it to fparkle each night like 
eZ£tza, a pleafant object to the eye, but fo offenfive tothe fmcll that it requires a nofezay 
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of Garlick in the afccnding. Hence moft parts of Perfia and Chaldea has their Brim- 
ftone. The rcafon why we rode up, was out of curiolity to fce the Baths fo generally 
reforted to; the Springs in this Bath are fome hot fome cold, yet rifing out of the 
fame Mountain: Three of thera are more private than thc reft, being compafied with 
Walls of ftone; thc other two are open; the firft be for thofe of Quality, the other 
morc common: And hither in Azguf? difeafed People flock apace in very great muititudes, 
who rcccive notable cures from thofe Waters, which by their great Vertue and medi- 
cinal heatdefervedly draw thither that concourfe of Pcople, not from fevcral parts of 
Perfta oncly,but more remote Countreys. The Earth is by Philofophers called Elemevstiim 
frigidiffimum, cold and moift; albcit in {ome places by reafon of Minerals it be frcczffi- 
mum and of a combuttible quality. For, JVzpbra and others of a bituminous fubftance 
are without doubt the efhcient caufe of hot Springs ( fuch as thefe here be) and alfo of 
fubterrancan fires, as Experience teaches.  Thefe hot Baths queftionlefs receive their 
vertue from the Mineral vcins through which they pafs: but what fort of Minerals the 
Water has cither its heat or tincture from, (whether from Sulphur, Vitriol, Steel, or 
the like? ) our fhort ftay would not difcover; and I could learn little of the Pcoplc,for 
they were ignorant. The Earth (faith Ariffotle lib. de Afundo) hath within it not onely 
Fountains of Water, but alfo of Spirit and of Fire, fome of which flow like Water: 
whence it comes, that the Water it ejects is fometimes fcalding hot, and at other times 
lukewarm and tempcrate. But the caufes and eftects of this I leave to fuch as delight 
to fearch into Naturc’s Curiofities.

Now whcther this Mountain derive its Name from the adjacent Town called Damoan, 
or the Town from it, others may better determine than my felf: But from the etymon 
of the word in the original Language or Dialect of thefe parts, it fignifies a Second 
Plantation. Whence it is that the Jews who in great numbers inhabit hereabouts ( ha- 
ving as they report been feated there ever fince that memorable tranfplantation from 
Canaan by Salmanzaffer A. At. 3220. mentioned 2 Reg. 17.6.) fpare not to averr ( but 
from a Cabala or received Tradition from their Anceftors, ) that upon this Mountain 
of Damoan INoab's Ark rcítcd. About the place where the Ark recited hath been no 
finall conteft among Writers: fo as to my apprcheniion that high place has been fo 
clouded or dcpreflcd through varicty of conjectures, that it will be a labour of fome 
difliculty to difcover it. Bexz-Fonzs places it near the River 77g7/5, where it fprings not 
lar from the Corzdizz; Mountains: Izter Armenios ci Gordiaosinmonte Lubaro confcdrt Arce: 
Nahe, lays Epiphanisws. And in regard there is a Mountain called Arimathis in the leter 
Arnett, lome would fix itin that Region: Neverthelefs the molt reccived opinion 
iS, That the Ark aicer that univerfal Deluge rcfted in Armenia the greater, for in 6c. 
S. 4. we read that the Ark ftay'd upon the Mountains ot Ararat; which word iome iu- 
Lovpi et Areri: and running currant with moft,probably gave occasion to the Poct 24;.:- 
1:5 in his fourth Book to fay, fren celfis zU[Tab.ust morntibus Arc2z, Boceatires and HE. zyt hoz 
Luc Armeniaa arc no Iefs politivesthat Zz roto Orbe Terrarum non e(t mons altior qiia sirati 
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cjus in cacumine Arca Noe poft diluvium ftetit. But where this Ararat was has not a little 
been controverted by Divines and Geographers of the greateft rank. For by Ararat 
molt agree is underftood Caucafus and Taurus, which for length and height is reputed 
the greateft Mountain in the World , ftretching from the moft Northerly part of Ar- 
menia as far as India, until it be atfronted by Jmaus, which in a contrary courfe divides 
Scythia : all which tract or ledge of Hills is ufually comprehended under thefe three 
names Ararat, Taurus and Caucafus, which for the greater half feem to environ the 
Mare Cafpium, Neverthclefs, the names of thefe three imperious Hills are loft in many 
places through length of time and the feveral Idioms of fpeech, which vary according 
to the different Dialect of the fundry Kingdoms and Provinces they pierce through. As for 
example, where Ararat riles in Armenia,there the moft culminating pyco or top is common- 
ly called Baris and Subaris, which in the Coptigue fignifies a Ship: Ingens mons Baris eft fis- 
per Adiniadem, fays Damafcen. And is either a Province in Armenia neighbouring Ara- 
rat, as we find mentioned inthe 51 of Jeremy 27. or is -Ar-menia by leaving out the 
Ar, per Apherefin, as Hifpania for Spania, and as we might obferve in feveral other pla- 
ces, for example. This is part of that we properly call the Gordiean Hills which fom 
name Kardu. in Media Atropatia it multiplies into the Coraxi, out of which Araxis 
Íprings, Mofthici, Pariedri and Baronta. Where it crofles the moft Northerly part of 
Parthia neareft Media, Ca[pii, Fafonii, Zagrie, Gade. Pafling through ZZyrcazsa it bears 
the names of Saripbi, Coatrs famous for trees of marvellous height, ~&thera tangentes 
Sylvas lizuere Choatre, Plin.lib. 6. c. 7. Orontes, Coronii, -Acrocerauni, by which lait the 
Greeks fomctimes comprchend the whole Province. Through Aria and Paropamifa "tis 
called £Zeziocbi, Pharphariade, Bomarei, Mandradani, Gaffarii, Oxiatri, vicinating the Ri- 
vcr Oxus and then Caucafus,where the Scytbo-Sace live in view of Jmaus ; all which multipli- 
cations are comprized in the firft three: whence it is that the queft is fo obfcure 5 Tan- 
rus, Cancafus and Ararat being indeed one and the fame Hill: For Caucafus eft pars T anri; 
ES totus Taurus Caucaft nomine intelligi debet, faith Philoffratus in his 2. lib. With good con- 
fideratiom thercfore that glory of our Nation for Learning Sir Walter Raleigh in his Map 
placed fol. 198 gives thole names of Ararat, Taurus and Caucafes promifcuoufly to the 
whole Hill in its full extent from Armenia to Afergiana- So that albeit we rCad in Bere- 
fiss Hb. 2. That In vertice Gordiei montis Noe grievit poft. diluvium: Noem tamen Scythe 
omnium deorum majorum €: minorum Patrem appellaverunt, c9 humane Gentis autborem cC 
Chaos C femen mundi agnofcant. Tyteam vero Uxorem ejus Aretiam vocant, in quam femen 
Chaos pofuit, & ex quatanquam ex Terra cuntli bomines prodierant, ec. Yet Annius, Goro- 
pis and others fix the Ark in that part of Afergiana that joyns to Hyrcania where it views 
Scythia: Aud not without reafon, feeing fome of the icit learned in this fort of curio- 
fity judge that the firft feminary after ZVoab?s defcent from the Ark was in Mergiana, 
a luxuriant foil fitted for Grapes and what elfe might encourage his Plantation :. where 
as wc find in Prol. feptima Tabula Afie is the City Nyfea or ZNoyfea in 41 degrees either 
built by Woah or to his memory: and for the Clime, none fitter for Grapes 5 Amænita- 
tis adeo inclyte, ut in ea Vitem invenire ( inquit Strabo) cujus ftipitem duorum bominum vix Vine 
complettantur : racemum vero duorum cubitorum orbem implere. Which being fhewed Alexander 
the Great he admired, and thereupon there built Alexandria, and fo the Scythians 
branching from the firft feminary are properly called Gens femper. -Antiquiffima, and pre- 
ferred before the Phrygian and ~£gyprian in their claim concerning Antiquity. Befides, 
from the concinnity of Name and tradition that Bacchus here lived it had the name of 
ZINyfea, which fome neverthelefs füppofe to be Agra, a City built upon a branch of 
Ganges, and otherfome fay took its denomination from Nyja Bacchus his Nurfe which 
with Fupiters gave the name of JDiezyfe4s, to whofe memory a City alfo was built in 
Media of great efteem for breed of Horfe; and another in Mergiana near the River 
FIyda[pes a branch of Indus remembred by Zzcaz in his 6. lib. Er qua Nyfeus FIydafpes, cts. 
From that analogy or refembi;ance of ZVyfea and Noyfea, of Noacchus and Boacchus, and 
the delight both took in Vine-planting, it has induced Gorepi&s with others to fancy 
that they were one, and in Izda both of fame at this day: the rather in regard Woah 
made not his peregrination with Nimrod and his party who fetled in the Vale of Shi- 
maar at the confufion of Tongues: For Elam ( Sems Son) returned the way he came from, 
Noah, and fcated himfelf in Perfia; but Ophir and Havilal ( Sons of g'okraz ) trayelled 
further Ealt, firft to Lahore, and after into Bezgala, where, and at and absout Malacca 
"tis found they fixed their Plantation, the Places retaining their Names to many defcend- 
ing generations, as I fhall have occafion in due place to fpeak of more at large ; by 
which and much more I might obferve, ’tis apparent that Opinions differ concern- 
ing the place where the Ark refted;, give me leave therefore to offer my own 
upon 
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upon this report of the Fews innabiting at and about Damoar, that this was tlie 
lacc. 

! Firit,Goropices and othcrsare fo far from agreeing with ZZzyrboz, That Ararat is in Arme- 
wie rather than any other place where the Mountain uninterruptcdly runs as far as Mergi- 
ait, ( Ealiterly tothe Cafprzaz Sca as Strabo and moft Gcographers place it, albeit millak.n 
in making it part of Tartary, and yet Prolomy in his fifth Table of Afia placesit between 
Adcdia and Armeniz, which i marvel at;)and may properly bear that name, That he inclines 
rather to fix it in the molt Southerly part of Scythia , which 1 think too tar ftrcetcht; and 
rather agree with St. AHierome, That Ararat is not only a hill ftrictly focalled,but in a larger 
ftignihcation a champaign Country near which Z4rax;s runs, (over which, albcit izgi! 4e. 8. 
Eveid. faycs Araxis {cormsa Bridge, Alexander and Cefur built two: nor tas diltant !: om 
the foot of Tauras: which dcícription brines it very near Damoar.  Ehnacizs allo in his 
hrft Book rclateshow that the Emperour Heraclius puriuing Cbozxboc the Parthian King 
into ZZyrcauia was by fome then in the Army fhewed a high hill which they callcd Cedi, 
upon which thcy perfwadéd him the Ark reited, which Geudi fays the Author was usar 
urto a Villa at that time called Themain: a name differing not much tiom D.2.0..2, Tuc 
CD) and (Th, being fometimes alike pronounced. Geographus Nubicnfis hata aito tome 
concordance with it, faying Mons Femanin in qua requievit Navis Nohbe, legi diber 'I oc- 
maus: Which name upon this occafion fundry Greek Writers commemorate faith dy cesses, 
Furthermore, Vulcans in his 4 Zb- gives us this further teftimony, ‘L..at upon coc uagh 
Mountain Taman Noahs Ark rcftcd: a name little difcrepant from wliac o2 is now 
called, the various Dialects of Specch in many places occafioning a greater duf rence, aud 
for proof may note the different pronunciation of London, Tredagh, aud Antwerp, by our 

tranitmarine neighbours. 

_ Nor does that of Procopius upon Gezefrs weaken but rather fortificthis my conjecture 

in faying that Ararat excurrit in medium inter Armenian c P..rthiam verfus sAdiabern..m ad 
aquilonem, uonad orientem Babylon; {ecing that Damoazs {cituation is 'twixt 2 irmeni.z and 
Parthia. Being alfo morc itrenythened from that of the Commentator upon Bercfizs; who 
perfwades ais Reader that the Ark refted upon thofe Cafpiaz hills that icparate Armenia 
from Afedra: Which defcription as with a finger to my apprehenfion direc): unto this 
Mountain of Damoan. But having peradventure prefumed too far upon this fuppotition, 
I leave the difquitition to a more accurate obferver ; and onely take leave to acquainc 
you with what the Jews here-about inhabiting report ; How that part of the idolatrous 
Tribes of Dan, Zebulon, Afher, and Naphthali were by Salmanaffer commanded to abide 
inthcfe parts 5 Tiglathpillezar the Aflyrian Monarch having traniplanted the half Tribe 
of Afanaffes, Rbeubczz and Gad to Faaroon and other places within this Kingdom of Larr, 
as l have already obferved. The Inhabitants of Damafeus allo were removed by that 
great Prince to Ayr in Media, 2 Reg. 16-9-about the River Cyrus, which is fo pro- 
nounced, but the Chuthitcs were removed to Samaria inthe place of thofe Jews, + Reg. 17- 
which Chuthites (asl gather from Fofephus in his y 4b.) were inhabitants of this Region, 
at that time called by thc name of Chatha , by which word fome miftakenly have under- 
{tood whole Perfia albeit more likely to be Chuthifilanas Sufiana is oft-times called ; a 
Countrcy extending from Larr Weitward as far asthe Altars of Avercules, the utmoft 
Citics of which were Apamea and Crefiphon. And albeit Gibon bea general name for 
&reat Rivers, nothing indced has more puzzled Scholars than to find where Gozaz run : 

For although Prolomy make it (if it be that Gozava he mentiones in his 6 Zib. 16 cap-) a 

branch of Oxzs , yctforafmuch as at Hara which iome crronioufly take for Chara or Cha- 

ranın Acfopotamia where the Patriarch Abraham fomctimes dwelt, and 774/.; and Ghahor 

are Cities in Media as recorded in the 2 Reg. cap. 18. verf. 11. near the River Cozazz5 
It is not probable to be that Gozaz which mixes with Ox;z, fince no part of Aediz is 

within three hundred miles of it. Gozaz then either imuft be in Media, which may be 

Íccing that Araxis waters Armenia and runs into tlic Weil fide of the Cafptun Sca; orclfe 

this River here which is of a great breadth, ftrcaming from Taurus both into AZedzsand 

ffyreaniz, and cut in many finall Rivolctsby the People to draw her many ways to ferve 

their occafions. And the Jews inhabiting here confirm this conjecture, fayingalfo, That 

when they were brought hither captives they were difperfed into many feveral places, 

má He have refted unrcihoved during many overtures and changes of the Perfian Mo- 

archy. 

Morcover, albcitthe Zfraelites had for the extent of their Dominion what was from 
the Red-Sea or Wilderne{s of Syz to the River of Exphrares and the great Sea, as the 
Mediterr.tiuean is called Exod. 16. 1. and Fofh. 1. 4. which was accomplifhed in D.:wvids 
Reign: yet the Territory they inhabitcd Itrictly called Judah and the portion of the 
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twelve Tribes, was but fmall in coniparifon, fcarce amounting, tothe third part of France: 
So as wonderful it is to confider what increafe they had, both by what we read upon nun- 
bring the People by Foab, and the force they brought when _4/z out of the two Tribes of 
Jdab and Bexjamindrew into thc field againft Zezzb the Æ tbiopiaz $9oooo men. As 
alfo by what Fofephus writes were ailembled in Ferufaless when beticgcd by Zefpafrez and 
his Son.  Yctfíinccthey were banifhed their own Country they have not fince citncr had 
King, FHligh-Pricft, Countrey or Town they could call theirs : but like Vagabonds live 
fcattercd over the Face ofthe whole Earth: So asthey who once were thc chofen Pcople 
of God, and in contideration of whom all others were of no cftccm for fanctity, whofe 
drcad was to beupon all the Inhabitants under Heaven, whoie tame fhould make the 
Linivcríc to tremble whilcs they obeyed the Lord; fortheir Apoftatie and Idolatry arc 
now rejcéted, and that dreadful Prophecy of fcr. 24- o. purfuant to that curíc of 
Afofes pronounced Deut. chap. 23. vcrf. 37. and of Ezek, chap. s. verf. 15. whereGod 
threatens to deliver them to be removed into all the Kingdoms of the Earth to their 
hurt, to bca rcproach and a proverb, a by-word and a curfe'in all places whither he 
would drive them, tothe full extent we fce accomplifhed. For indccd, not only wKkat 
the Chriftians retort them for their hatred to Chrift, the Prophets and Apoftles; the very 
Heathen accufed them as Miey9poezw or enemies of Mankind, towards whom they bore an 
irreconcileable hatred fay Diod. Siculus and Tacitus |l. 5. being of all Nations the worft, 
Amian. de Marco Imp. and as people that of old time moved iedition, £Ezz.4. 15- info- 
much as they were termed Fetentes, c vel fortuito corum occur[um oculis herrcbant, animo 
perfequebantur, mcn avoiding the very fight of them if by chance ticy mct them. And 
though lam pcrfwadcd (by what I have feen) theyare at this day the moft numerous of 
any one People inthe world were they drawn together into a body; yet being difperft, 
they appear asifthey were but few. Further, albeit when they were inthe promifcd 
Land, of all others they were the moft prone to Idolatry, cven whenthey bad liglit and 
all che whole World betides fat clouded in darknecfs, yet being now under captivity.and 
fevere fubjection wherc-ever they inhabit, they keep ítrictly to the Tradition of their 
Anceftors, reading the Pentateuch, and abhorring idols. So that thougi: by reafon ofthe 
curfe afore-mentioned and their unbounded avarice they be themoit contemned people 
upon the carth 5 yet by usare to be pitied, being the off-{pring of Abraham the Fricnd 
ot God; and forafmuch as that in Jziab 14-3- “tis promifcd the Lord will in the end 
give them reft from their forrow,and from their fear, and from their hard bondage. For 
as Deut. 30. 4. albeit they fhould be caft out even to the ends of the earth, yct from 
thence will the Lord gather them, and bring them into their own Land, the Land which 
their forc-fathers poliicfled. With which agrees yer. 32. 37. That he will gather them 
out of all the Countreys whcrein hc hath fcattcred them in his indignation, and rcturn 
themtotheir own land, where he will caufe them to dwcellin fafety. Which fome think 
will be accomplifhed at their converfion and not before: according to that of Zcoba- 
zizchap- 12. veri. 10. They fhall look upon him whoin they have pierced, and _ fhall 
expreís their repentance by lamenting for him as one mourneti: for his onely fou; for 
in that day the Lord will oppofe himfelf againft all Nations that thall come againit Fe- 
zufalem. inthe mean time (with grief be it fpoken) we find theinevery where, in a molt 
ebdurate condition. Butto return. | 
Eait of Damoans high peak isa Town calledZVevas, in which were about a hundred 
Families. A young man Son to Hodge Snare or Afhuerus (tne Perjian Merchant that dicd 


-in London Anno Dom. 1625. and Brother to AZabomet whom we buricd at Sca) hearing 


of our palling by, came out accompanied with fcvcral of his friends and kindred 
to invite us tohis houfe whichewas about a mile thence: He was apparciled in arobe of 
Cloth of Gold, had upon his head a Tulipant of Silk, and was gailantiy mounted. His 
Mein was good, fo was his  ivility: prevailing with the Ambafíiadour to go a little 
out of his way to accept a Collation, iuch as the Countrey aud fmall warning could 
providc, it was with fuch chearfulnefS as gave his Lordfhip and reft of tht Company good 
fatisfaction. Thence wc hatted towards Damoan: where as wc deitended down a itecp 
hill, we pafied by a black Tent pitched ina pleafant place near the Road, Iriicd with abexe 
thirty Women and Men, whoatfirft I thought werc folemnizing their Zol: and Prrana- 
lia, but itproveda Wedding. Staying there awhile we fawthe Bride, abapeter years 
ofage, but the Groom was thirty. Many Bridc-maids came out to admire us, whom 
we no Iefs wondered at: fortheir faces, hands and feet were upon that folemn occafion 
painted in various forms with birds, beafts, caftles and flowers; their arms and legs 
chained with manilio’s or voluntary bracelets, or rather fetters of Brafs and Silver, which 
tn their Morifco made them appear not unlike the Arcadian Sheopherdctles as detczibed in 
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Romances. Having prcíentcd them with a finall offering we left them, that ni ht Ykinz 
Damoan our manzcil. 

Damoan, whether it bc the relict of Ghabor or Halab is uncertain: but by the Jews, 
in thefe parts called Fchuds, their long captivity and abode here, íccems to bc one or 
them. And thatthe 4ve and the Cuthei wers traufplantcd by order of thc Affyrian 
Monarch into Samaria from thefe parts isimagined : It isa Town of good repute amonzit 
the Perfiams: fome write it Damawan, but I took it according to their pronunciation. luc 
North Pole is there elevated fix and thirty degrees, twenty minutes; and longitude is 
eighty eight. It is included by a skirt of Taurus, in the Kaboncharion Province (part 
Of Gbelack ) and this was the limit of AZeZiato the North. In old times here liv ca the 
Parafitacene, mountaineers mentioned by Serabo in his wi. and Zzrodo:zs in his 1 Lb. 
A Town pretty well watered itis, for a branch of Gozaz rcfrcíhes her. Bez-Jozas Cwihote 
Travels Arias Montanus had a good opinion of) draws this Gozazall over the Perfian Do- 
minion, where-ever any Fews were planted: but erronioufly, for itisreitrictive. Da- 

oazis peopled moft part with fews, who in this place are two hundred Families. The 
buzzar is built aloft, and fcarce worththe climbing to, except it be to buy wine and 
fruit which is had herce in plenty and at eafie prices. Two days we ftaycd in Dumoaz to re- 
create our wearied bodies, but onthe thirteenth of Fuze we departed, and that day rode 
to Bomaheem five and twenty miles from Damoan. 

And now we arc in Media, a word of her. Media (faith Polybivs) is fcituated in 
the center of the greater Afia, accounted a rich and noble Countrey. The fictitious 
Greeks pcrfwade that it takes its name from Medaus Son of Tafoz and Medea, ~#ras un- 
fortunate Daughter. More certain it is thatthe name is derived from Madai Taphets third 
Son, Son of Noah, forthe Medes and Perfians before Cyrus his time in Scripture as well 
as profane Stories are ever called AZazdai or Medi and Elamita. By thc Grecks fometimes 
you find them called Hare from a City and River there; by the Arabs Algebul, by 
reafonit washilly. And note-worthy it is what ZVZe/a lib. 4. c. 3. Obferves concerning 
the defcent of the Medes fromthe Sarmatian, (from whence thc Saxozsalíos ) Madai 

. (faith he) u Sarmatis. Sarmate Medorum Juant foboles. Sermo enim his inter Scytbicum c& 
edum ex utroqs wiftts, crc. And from thence as Trogus Pomp. lib. 41- ‘the Sarmati 
are called Sarmedai: a pretty conjecture. It was anciently divided intotwo, viz. major 
C^ minor: the minor was Atropatia, ( Tropatena in Ptolomy, Atropatenain Pliny, trom A- 
tropatus one Of Alexanders Captains, ) and Media major Or Azarka, at this day Sheervan 
z-e. milky plain where Ecbataz the Metropolis once ftood. 

"Iis divided into Gheylaz (Gheyle in Ptolomy, Cadufia in Pliny,) Deylan, Vaaz-pra- 
caz and 75bezzcaz, thoie are Atropatia; in which we might include part of Armenia, 
Felphy or Chiulful being there feated, and Naffivanz (Artaxata of old.) Sheirvan has 
Aderbayon, Farran, Sultania, and Tabriztan, which arein Media minor. To the North 
it has Mount Taurus, Parthia to thc South, Baétriaz confines it Eaft, and onthe Welt it 
hasthe greater Armenia and part of Affyria. Paufanias errs in calling this Ariz. A rich 
and puillant Countrey it was in the worids infancy : but whether by the confuming hand 
of War, or Gods Julfticc in revenge of fo many holy Chriftians that Chozroe matlacred, 
I cannot iay ; but now it is a barren and miferable foil, compared with thc Phocnix of 
lfles great Britaiz, who all things confidered cquals the beit compacted plcaífures of 
thcíe Alfiatic Provinces: Neverthclefs, ithas been fruitful you may fay, if Pope Pzz« 
the fecond took his information right out of Strabo, as that an Hippobotos or Horfe- 
paiturc here fhould nourifh fifty thoufand breeders: of which the Nyfzan race was molt 
of price, fo called from thc City Nifa, one of Bacchus his Towns which Fiydafpes watcr- 
ed; and concernin: which ZLucaz lib. 6. has this remembrance, Qua rapidus Ganges C 
gua Nyfeus tlydafpes Accedunt pelago.. The Courfe of which River is much controvcrted, 
tome piacing icin ZZffyzz.;, others in Media, but Plutarch rightly in India, apud omnes fatis 
conftat FZydafpez, fluvium Indie non Medie, exc. being indeed a Branch of the River dvdr. 
Here alio Alexandropolis was founded by Alexander, of which at this day nothing re- 
mains. And albeit by the report of Writers this Country was then verdant and palitu- 
rable; yet little grais is to be found at this day, not only here, but over moft part of. 
the Perfiaz Monarchy, fave in Valleys and where Rivers are: But in fitcad thereot 
Caimeis abound, whomakea fhiftto live even in Sandy Defarts, and crop the boughs 
Of trees or Inrubs which rarely they meet with. The Dromedary and it are of one 
defcenr, but vary according to thc Countrey they breed in: In Baékria and Perf; they 
have buc one gib or bunch, the Arabian being oft-times double. In Cefzez's Hiltory ot 
Quad: spcdes the Cyrajf is allo mentioned. A fpottcd Bcaft with a neck much longer than 
aCamed¢, the fore-levs longer than thc hinder, bevot fays he by a Male Camel] on Ne 
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Femal ‘panther. But no fuch Beaít in Pezfís either could we íce or hcar of. The 
Males in rutting time burn with too much heat, and grow foaming frantick towards 
copulation ; yet as fome write, in that diftraction will by no means commit inccít, nor 
will they go willingly without their confort: They couple backward, go grcat tcn 
months, commonly have but one at a birth which they fuckle two Years apart from com- 
pany, not lofing their milk by a fecond conception: They live threcícorc Years, la- 
bour much,feed little ; refrain drink three days, but then quench their thirft immeafu- 
rably: Their milk is cordial; their flefh rank and lean, yet in Afia preferr’d before 
Beef, Veal or Pork, which I fuppofe is becaufe that Aabomerts Alcoran or rather Ozman’s 
Parady commends it. For albeit Camels flefh was of oid eaten by the Oriental Nations 
as Diodorus writes, yet Camels cibus eft infalubris, fayes Galen. From Bomaheem we tra- 
velled to Tyroazn. 

TYROAN by her continued greatnefs, antiquity and ftation, feems to bc that Rpa- 
zunda which Strabo mentions: Seated it is in the midft of.a large level or plain; and al- 
beit at a diftance it be environed with Hills, yet one way it affords a large horizon. 
The air is temperate in the morning and towards Sun-fet; but in the Sun’s meridian we 
found it very hot.. The Houfes are of white bricks hardned by the Sun. The City has 
about three thoufand Houfes; of which the Duke’s and the Bazzar are the faireit, yet 
neither to be admired. The Market is divided into two; fome part thereof is open, 
and other part arched: A Rivolet in two branches ftreams through the Town, ferving 
withal both Groves and Gardens,who for fuch a favour return a thankful tribute to the 
Gardiner. Adjoyning the City, the King hasa very large Garden fenced with a high 
Wall oi mud, no lefs in circuit than the City. The Houfe where we lodged over- 
topped all the reft; from whofe high Tarrafs (early one morning) I took a profpcét 
both of City and Countrey : I could perceive thence that moft of the Mafters of Fami- 
lies flept nightly with their Seraglzo’s upon the tops of their Houfes, which were fpread 
with Carpets; fome (i eafily perceived) had three,fome tix Women about them wrapp’d 
in Cambolines or fine linnen: but this curiofity (or rafhnefs rather) had like to have coft 
me dearly, the penalty being an Arrow into his brains that dares to do it; which but 
for the priviledge of the place and that I was in my own Countrey habit, had been exe- 
cuted. The Carravans-lodge here for elegancy far exceeds the Mefchit: the Inhabi- 
tants are pretty ftately, the Women lovely, and both curious im novelties; but the jca- 
loufie of the Men confines the temper of the weaker Sex; yet by that little they adven- 
tured at, we might fee Vetitis rebus glifcit voluntas. Zenal-chan was Sultan of this City, 
a Man of little worth in our apprehenfion: For albeit hc had been Ambafladour fiom 
Shaw- Abbas to Rodulph the fecond the German Empcrour, which no doubt inftructed him 
in fome punctilio's of good breeding and exprefling of civilities to Strangers ; ncver- 
thelefs, whether his late Employment, or his Favour with Abbas, or his Wealth or ra- 
ther his vexation for ZVogdi-beg his Coufin ; all or fome of thefe made him fo very dif- 
courteous, that albcit our Ambafladour in civility {ent to vifit him, he returned a fleight 
thanks without a re-vifit, which we thought barbarous. The Pole Arctic is elevated in 
d yroan thirty five degrees forty minutes; fourfcore in longitude. From Tyrozz we tra- 
welled to a Village called Charah, an inhofpitable place; for it afforded us inftcad of 
fuftenance, torment; fuch as the fcalding fand and frying Sun could operate: Never- 
thelefs in old times this has been of that repute as gave Name to the Countrey round 
about it, fuch time it was called Kyr or Chyr, but not that mentioned Amos 1.5. Fofe- 
phus places it in Media fuperior, and by him mif-{pell’d Cyrene or Kyrene, by which name 
the Perfians alfo call the River Cyrus, and by reafon that thither the Af/yrian Prince 7 zglatb- 
Philiizar tranfplanted the Inhabitants of Damafcus 2 Reg. 16. o. ( ünder-going the like 
deitiny their Neighbours the Fews tafted under Salmanaffer ) fometimes by fome it has 
been called Syro-Media, mentioned in Efay 22. 6. where ’tis faid, That Elam bare 
the Quiver and Kyr the Shield. This is more likely to be that Kyr than Karizarth, as 
fiyre.inta is called by fomc, as I lately obferved. But at this day fave this fmall glimpfe 
nothing remaineth. From hence to Tauris is two days riding. The Carravans-raw is 
thus fhaped. 


TAURIS, 
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TAUR IS, the late Median Metropolis is fcituate in that part of Media which of 
old from one of Alexander’s great Officers was called Airapatia. The Turk avd Perfian 
call it Taberyz and Tezeris: but in the World's adolef{cency ’twas known by other Nanics 
as of Achmetha which we find in Ezra, after that Ecbatana in the Apocrypha, Crefias in 
his Perficz calls it Achbatana, Amatha the LXXII. Interpreters, Cordzza others; and ‘ome 
dzgranoama*, who by analogy have mif-placed her in Syrza from a City thcre called £g- 
batana converted into Epiphania by Antiochus: by othcrfome called Arfacia (of which 
were divers ) and Ezropzss, which Prolomy mentions and places under thirty fever degr. 
North. The primicr Founder of this noble City is not agreed upon: ZLib. Fudirh it is 
faid, That Arphaxad built it, he that was flain in the Mountain Ragan by Nabuchodono- 
for the great Monarch of 74ffyrza ; who after he had deftroy’d that City returned to 
Nineveh. Otherífomc Diocles the Mede, and fome fay Dejoces An. Mundi 3296. Others 
that Seleuchus built it. But Diod. Siculzs attributes it to Semiramis, who with incredible 
toil brought the Water thither by a deep channel from the Mountain Oroztes. Howbeit, 
Jofephus allures‘us that it ( or rather a Royal Palace for the King) was built by the Pro- 
phet Daniel. c€dificivit Danıcl Regiam Ecbatanam Medie cous elegantiffimum € arte mi- 
rabili conftruttum. Ubi (faith Diod. Siculus) Sepulchra Regum ©- Templum Anaig maxime 
zobilitaruzt, A Temple dedicated to Diana whom thcy called Araya, whofe pillars were 
over-laid with gold, as was the roof, and the pavement was Mofaick Marble of various 
colours; {o excellent as gave occafion to Polybius.lib. 10. to fay, Urbes omnes alias Ecba- 
tans opibiest> magnificentia longe fuperaffet- inthat Temple the great Artaxerxes fcqueitred 
the fair A/paffaz whofe Beauty made him and his Son competitors, as Plutarch inthe Lite 
of Artaxcrxcs. To return: By the name of Ecbatan fhe was beft known, and had then 
her moft magnificence , for faith Srrabo, it was fifteen Italian miles about, having Walls 
ftrong and ftately, feventy cubits high and fifty broad, bcautificd with many lofty Tur- 
rets and Battlements; and the like wa have in adith: Within were numbred many noble 
Palaccs; but that which Danzel built (the AL:nfoleum afterwards of the Median Kings ) 
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was moft magnificent, which remained entire and undemolifht in Fofephus his time and 
{fome whiles after: That built by Darius was no lefs fplendid 5 for nioit part was of 
Cedar-wood, thc roof being ftudded and plaited with burnifhed gold; of both which 
nothing now remains fave memory 5 and 1! can hardly fay memory, tince fome: but fri- 
voloufly) make queftion whether 7zzryz be old £cézraz; and whether it be in Afedia 
or no. But if to be under Baronta, if to be 36 degr. so minutes, if to fhew the ruins 
of Tobias his Grave, if to be the Burial-place of Kings, if to be the Metropolis time 
out of mind, if to be the City from Ferufalem N. E. four hundred, farfangs can make it 
Ecbatana; or if the authority of Ananias, Petrus de la valle, Leunclavius, Teixnera and Or- 
telius will ferve,it will then appear to be £cbataz in Media, and the rather from this ad- 
ditional authority out of Polybius, Media fita in meditullio Afie Regio eft opulentiffima, cujus 
Capit cft Ecbatana: Upon whofe deitruction by the Affyrians, Rages’ mentioned Zib. Tobit 
and called Ara formerly ) became the head City of Mediz: but Ecbaraz afterwards re- 
covered its liberty though not former glory.  PZzy alfo hath this note, Ecbara ( mcan- 
ing Ecbatana) condita cft «a Seleuco Nicanor Reze diftans a Cafpiis portis 20000 paffus. So as 
Ptolomy's conccit of 7 abryz. (miftaken in the Tan, a Gamma being printed crroncouf)s 
for it ) to bc in Affyria, Of Cedrenus and Haithon in Armenia, of Chalcondyles in Perfia, 
of Niger in Perf-Armenia, and of Paulus Venetus in Parthia; what were thcfe conjectures 
but taking rife from the Monarchique Titles of Affyrian, Armenian, or Parthian as they 
fwayed then, and the reft madc Provinces; but chieily from the miftake how Armenia 
was divided ; part of Armenia cxtcnding South from Araxis into Arropatia, Artaxata 
being the Metropolis, and from whence the Name Perf Armciia was compounded : 
which is not above 36 degrees though Prolomy makcs it 40. for by bi:lfeda, Ulughbez and 
other Geographers of thofe parts, the latitude of T zzrzys beft agrees with the icituation 
of Echatan. 

- Tabriz then is a City both great and populous, famous for an in-land Trade; and fo 
well governed, that it is no terrour ro fuch as repair to buy and {ell there, for all it is 
a Garrifon. The fcituation is near thc Mountain Oroztes ov rather Burozta, which is 
a part of Taurus. it is compaficd with a mud-wall five miles about: the Floufes after 
the common mode are flat at top, thcir material Sun-dricd bricks. The Bazar large, 
the Gardens lovely: That to the South-caft was planted by King Tamas and much ipoken 
of; but the Turks Horífcs have latcly grazed there. It hath but a fmall fupply of freh 
Water; yet what it lacks in that, fire and flamc fupply; the Sun, Wars rage, and ci- 
vil broils having morc than fufliciently parched her. To pafsbythe revolutions of the 
Empire, the Turks firít paflage fix hundred Ycars fince, Tamberlazes rage and the like; 
remember we onely thotc irreconcileable Factions, the Exvicaydarlai and Namidlai that 
for three hundred Years fo perfecuted one another with implacable wrath, as they en- 
gaged in their quarrel nine other Provinces, who at length grew fo engaged amongft 
themfelves, that not onely this City but ZZedzz and Armenia became well-nigh Gepopu- 
lated : the Gzbelyns nor Rofes parties or factions out-matching them: fo as in finé they 
made an ealie entrance to any invader. Selym the Grand Scignior was the firft efpied 
it; and to become an cyc-forc to Tamas Son of Izmael their inveterate adverfary, fends 
a Bafbaw thither with an Army who ranfaked it dz. Dom.15 1.4. Weg. 89.4. without much 
refiftance. And Az. 1530. Solymaz feconded it with fo much fury that it flamed many 
dayes; the infatiate Turks pillaging without mercy, turning toplic-turvic all they met 
with, and into a Chaos thofe claborate Walks and Gardens which Shaw-T am. fo much 
delighted in. Reviving again, it again was made proftratc to Ebrahim Baffz’s luxury, 
fent by SoZymaz at the inftigation of Ulemus a Perfian Traytor, albcit Brother-in-law to 
the King: at which time 247.1534. MHeg- o 14. the Turks plundered it. But_4z.1585- Heg. 
oó6s. it groaned under the greateft füffering, when Ozman thc wrathful Bafa ilave to A- 
murat the third fubduing it~ perpetrated all manner of hoftile cruclty: tii thirty Years 
after by that incomparable Prince Emyr-hamze-myrza (clder Brother to Shaw-Abbas) it 
was rc-gaincd, re-built, and fortified againft the future infolence of thole Barbarians. 
For ?twixt this City and 4rdaveil he gave the Turks a notable defeat: and after that, 
Abbas himiclf Az. 1619. near the fame place did the like, which for tie, future has 
quicted it under the Pezfz: Government. Taxrzsis diftant from Cu: éyo feven days cane 
journey; irom thec Mare Cafpinm as many; from 4-22 ( a City of good Commerce in 
Silks, and through which 2Z4zzxvzsftrcams) fix 5 from'Derécezr cight, from “psh.nve2 feveu- 
teen; from Shyraz thirty, iiom Ormus filty; trom Feruflslem fifty trom wlespo thirty, 

and from B :byloz thirty or thercabouts. 
Three days journey from hence is Sz:zcby, which fomo pronounce Shamakie, a Town 
contifting of four thoufand Houfes or thereabouts; wel! pcorlcd aud of sood rcfort by 
Miercirants 
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Merchants from Raffia and Armenia, being thence thc road-way to Cazbyz. The North 
Pole is here elevated 39 degr. fcituate it is in chat part of Media called Atropatia by old 
Writers, and pretends that it had its foundation laid by Shamuc Zeddaule An. Dom. Qoo. 
#icg- 3770. from whom probabl it took its Name having fome coherence with it. The 
ground is good in which ’tis feated, and watered by a pretty River, foasit bears both 
Corn and Grapes in plenty: and though the place be level, it neverthelefs has a large 
and delightful profpect towards the North-weft; but of moft remark is a Fountain or 
Spring near the Town, which inftead of fweec Water fends forth a Stygian liquor, thick 
and clammy, both in colour and tafte refembling Tar; and not unlike that bituminous 
liquid fubftance at Zait upon Exphrates, in thc High-way as Travellers país from 
Bagdat to Aleppo: This onely is in much lefs quantity, and not put to like ufes. T auris 
was the Royal Seat of feveral Kings, the laft of which was Obdolo-chawn, who died and 

"was here buried Az. Dom. 1566. Fleg. 946. leaving behind him a Son called Syrvan-Sha 
who funding himfelf unable to fway a Scepter fo near to Abbas the Perfian King, pru- 
dentially fubmitted his Royalty, and enrolled himfelf a Tributary Prince under his Em- 
"ke. Now albeit the City is commonly reputed of good defence, yet it was unable to 
keep out the Turkifh Army at fuch time as that old fretful wretch Muftapba with fire 
and Sword invaded thofe parts and turned moft of the Towns and Villages into afhes; 
this place efpecially parching by the heat of his wrath, and the Inhabitants fuffering - 
under the edge of his mercilefs Sword, the heads of fo many of the befieged being up- 
on the furrender whipt off as raifeda Monumental-pillar, which ferved asa Trophy to 
exprefs his favage fancy. 

Next night we made our Manzeil at Sangurrabaut, a Town confifting of an hundred 
Cottages. In this place we buried a civil Gentleman Mr. Welflit our Camarade and 
Countrey-man under a broad-fprcading Chenoar-tree, and fixed a brazen icrole over 
him which fpake his Name and Nation. This was the utmoft we could do in that po- 
{ture we werc: Neverthclefs, Us Te poftremo donarem munere mortis, give me leave to add 
this Diftich to his memory. 
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We have deplor'd thy death : th’enfuing Years Mors tua non careat fletu ; linquamus Amicis 
Thy Kin will pay thee Tribute with their tears. Mcerorem ut celebrent funera cum lacbrymis. 


From Tabriz we travel through Sxlrany to Cazbyn, thc Hills Zagré and Coatri inter- 
pofing. And, 

Next night flept in the open Fields under a befpangled Canopy, the Firmament ; the 
next in Shaw-De, i.e. the King’s Town, his Purgatory rather; if a confpiracy of loofe 
and ífcalding fand, burning Sun, and mean Cottages could make one; for the Houfes 

there differ little in fhape or clofenefs from Ovens; fo as the People all day bake them- 
felves in them in ftead of Caves and Grots, which ferve well to abate the extreme ar- 
dour of the Sun: a People fo difcourtcous, that our mifery nothing afflicted them. Now, 
in regard that the heat derived fromthe Sun arifes from the reflexion of his beams 
darted upon the furface of the Earth, where the Sun cafts his beams perpendicular, 
Cwhich is onely within the torrid Zone ) the heat where the reflex is moit, muft by con- 
fequence be grcateft. But that the heat fhould fo exceed here at fuch a diftance from 
the Tropick, was doubtlcfs from the quality of the Earth and inflam’d air that render it 

| fo intempcrate to us,though better endure by the Natives,who fronitheir cradles are in- 
ured toit. Cuftom isa fccond Nature. In probability this was the Land of Nod, i.e. banifh- 
ment, into which Cazz wandered after he departed from the prefence of the-Lord ; for 
this Countrey is Eaft from Edez. And whereas he built Ezocb the City, albeit it has 
loft the Name, the Mountains Ezocbz neverthelefs are nos far diftant hence being part 
of Taurus and ncighbouring the Bactrians; albeit that name is found alfo near Pontus 
and Albania, as Íome have placed them. From that hate Town wc hafted,and next 
night got into Cazbyz. 

C A.Z B Y N (0f Kazvia after the lifp of Perfia) is that fame City which was known to 
ancient Topographers by the name of .4rfacia or Arfifaca which Strabo mentions; fo 
named from Arfjaces that valiant Perfiaz who ruled here Az. M. 3720. and from whom 
the enfuing Kings honoris gratia were ftiled Arfacide. This was two hundred and fifty 
Years clore the Incarnatión of our Saviour CHRIST; and isaccounted the firit thar 
made Media an Empirc in defpight of that Seleuehus who was Son to the great Monarch 
Of Syria Antiochus \irnaned Theos. By command of Nycanor it was afterwards called Es- 
ropus 3 but loft that Name when it bended under the next conqueít. It is likely this 
was that Rages ( 1 City in Afedit as appears in Tobit ) whither the Angel wor des 
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Ecbatan to rcceive the ten Talents (of our money about three thoufand pounds) Tobias 
was to receive from Gabaelfonto Gabrias hiskinfman. Their Talent of Silver contained 
3000 Shekels, z.£. 375 pounds 5 the Greek Talent being but 175 pounds {terling : 
bet a Talent of Gold was twelve times as much. I am not ignorant that fome make 
Edifa in Atefopotamiato be Rages: but that isunlikely 5 for then what bufinefs had they 
from ZVzziveb to go to Ecbatan? (in the way no doubt or not far deviate to Rages) a 
uw d way leading to Ediffz which wasícituated 'twixt Tigris and Euphrates : befides, 
it is {aid inthe Apocrypha that Rages was in Media, which Edifa is not; and whereas 
no part of Aedia is nearer than a thoufand miles from the holy City, Edifa is not above 
five hundred. In one Author I find it called ZZzfpiaz meaning ZZifpabaz:s and if fo, he is 
much miftaken, that City being two hundred and feventy miles from Casbyz. Whence 
thc Word Cz-byz is fetcht I could not learn: but I fuppoíe from Cowz-vaz z.e. a Vale of 
Barley 5 as Sbezr-vaz isa Vale of Milk, ecc. or elfe from King Cazvaz as they call Acem 
beg the Armenian: or May.: it not be the relict of Casbira an old City which Strabo place 
here ? forif I fhould deduce it from Chazbi as the feventy interpreters tranflate it j 
Cen. 38. 5- or from Cafiphia whence feveral of the Levites and Jews tranfplanted by &4- 
manaffar and by order of Artaxerxes were led back to build the Temple at Ferufalem, as 
in Ezra 8. 17.0r otherwife from Cafapa in Ayrcania, as fome have fancied, it would relifh 
of too much affectation. The fignification of Exile is unknown by interpretation or occafi- 
on tothe Inhabitants,except the broacher ofthat conceit had recourfe to the !diom ofthe 
Old Parthians. f#feylin in his Geography makes this City and Spabawz one, in which con- 
jecturc hc is miftaken. 

The North Pole is here elevated 36 degrees and 15 minutes, longitude 85 degrees 
30 minutes. By King Tamas (Son of Zfmael) it was made the Metropolis of this Mo- 
narchy the better to affront the Ottomans. The Kingdom it ftands in is Media, the Pro- 
vince Sheirvaz, that part wnicliis called Dey/az : removed from Taéryz a hundred and 
eighty miles Englifh: from Hamadan (the Sepulture of Queen Efter and Mordecai) a 
hundred andten. Now concerning the derivation of Hamadan, itis obfcure , fo that 
whether built or named inthe memory of Hamdan the fon of Difaz the fon of Sezrthe 
Fiorhite mentioned Gez. 36. I know not, but famousit isat this day, efpecially for bz- 
ing the burial-place of Avicenna (born at .Saemarcband) a man in his time of incompa- 
rable L-arning and Induftry as to Nature; asmay appear by near a hundred books he 
wrote concerning Phyfick and Philofophy, as alfo a Dictionary of Stones and Herbs, 
Pocms concerning the Soul, cc. From Sz/razy (the refidence of fix Sultans) ’tis ninety, 
tome fay fifty 5 trom -Ardavyl ( the Seigniory of the Abafianms) eighty, from Gheylan 
feventy from Ferrabaut two hundred ; from Samarchand five hundred ; from Ormus 
eight hundred; from Babylon five hundred 5; from Ferufalemathoufand; from Spabawz two 
hundred and feventy ; from Shyraz four hundred and ninety; from Kandahor five hun- 
dred and fifty miles Englifh, or thereupon. 

Cazbyn isat this day for multitude of buildings and inhabitants, the chief itt Media, 
and equal for Grandeur to any other City in the Perfiaz Empire, Spabawz excepted. 
It is featcd in a very large and fair even plain, no hill of note in thirty miles compafs 
over-looking her: a champaign it is yielding grain and grapes, but littl Wood {awi 
growing there. Here Epheftion ( Alexanders Favourite) was buried: but the Monumént 
upon which the Macedonian Conqueror expended twelve thoufand Talents is not now 
to bc feen, for Time has devoured it. lt hasa fmall ftream flowing from Abonda 
( Baronta of old) which givesthe thirfty drink and mellows the Gardens: from whence 
by its refrefhment and the Pcoples induftry they have abundance of fruits, rice, roots 
and flowers in variety. ` I think the reafon why we faw no great Rivers in any Place, is 
from their forcing it into Sluces and Channels under the Earth (as Cyrus did the deep 
River Gyzdes, which a great Scholiaft wrefts for Ganges inftead of Gyboz) to bring it 
by fubrerranean paflages to fuch Towns as have none but by that kind of Derivative: 
infomuch that if Z7z4Zrms, Euphrates and Ganges were amongft them I mean wherethe 
Countrey is moft peopled) “doubtlefs they would make them kifs the Sea in five hundred 
oitiums or branches. Such fruitsas I remember we fiw here were Grapes, Orenges, 
l.ymces, Lemons, Pomcitrons, Musk and water Melons, Plums, ‘Cherries, Peaches, 
Apricocks, Figs, Goofe-berrics, Pears, Apples, Piftachocs, Filbcrds, Hafelnuts, 
\Valnuts, Almonds and excellent Pomgranads , Dates there were alfo, but fuchas 
camc from Larifian. And feveral Gardens we faw here very pleafant; for being furnifhed 
with Trees of fcvcral forts and watered with frefh fprings, they become replenifhed with 
fruits and flowers of feveral kinds befides rhofe lately mentioned , which together with 
the warbling birds that arc numerous therc, render the place extraordinary ic E 
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Castyn is circled with a wall, but of little force againft anadverfary ; the compaís is 
about ieven miles, fanulicsarc towards twenty thouland, and the people not fewer than 
two hundred. thoufand that Jive there. The Buzzars are large and pleafant, but infe- 
riourto fome about her. The Mydan is uniform and beautiful, the Kings Palace and 
Haram are nigh the great Market , low it is, built of raw bricks, varnifhed after the 
mode of Paynim painting, in blew, redand yellow tinctures, mixed with Arabick knots 
and letters of azure and gold. The Windows are large, trellized and neatly carved. 
Within itis of ufual fplendor , moft ofthe rooms be arched, the roofs and fides neatly 
painted in grotefque: the ground was alfo richly fpread with Carpets of Silk and Gold, 
than which no Potentate in the world has more or better. And here ’tis worth tlie re- 
membring what Aortis-Ally (Omers General) took from Fezdeird the Perfian King when 
he was vanquilhed, a Carpet that was fixty cubits fquarc, very curioufly wrought with 
figures and precious {tones of feveral colours refembling tlowers: whofe border had the 
reprcfentation ofthe Earth, beautified with herbs and Howers as inthe fpring; and the 
materials with which it was woven were Silk, Silver, Go!d and Stones of incítimable 
valuc: By which it appears, that thiscxcellent Art of Carpct-making was ancicntly pra- 
ctifed in Perfta. | 

Near the Palace Gate is a great Tank or Magazin of water made at thc common 
charge, and almoft finiíhed at our being here. The Hummums (or fwcating- places) 
are many, andrefplendent in the azure pargetting and tiling wherewith thcy arc cerulca- 
ted : the vulgar buildings alfo content the Inhabitants, butto a difcerning eyc yicld lit- 
tleadmiration. The Gardens arc many and large; but with thofe in Spabewz 3nd Shyraz 
not to be compared. The Mefchits are nottwo thirds {o many as Foha of Perfia comput- 
ed long ago to be above óco; northofe fo faftidious in pyramidical afpirings,nor curious 
in architecture, nor in-fide glory, as in many lefler Towns. Soas I cannot cnlarge 
her praife, fave that in Spring and Autumn I believe it may bea temperate and inticing 
climate : but in Summer and Winter extreme in contraries ; the Sun frying them with 
his oblique aming glances, and ZZye»s a while no lefs benumming them with his icicles. 

Here we met the Pot-fhaw again who got into Casbyz two dayes before us: And at 
his entrance into thc Scat-royal inftcad of diftributing the accuftomed Royal Benevo- 
lence of giving, a crown picce to all the women at his return after a long progrefs, (which 
the Ancient Kings ‘of Perjia ever ufed and Alexander doubled to thole that were with 
Child, and for omitting which Ochs is taxed,) Abbas cxercifed his teverity. For it 
fecms that forty Camels entring loaden with Tobacco out of India, (the drivers bcing ig- 
norant of a late prohibition, the King fometimes commanding and reftraining as rcafon 
of State invitcd,) Mamet Ally-beg the Favourite (wanting his pifcafh) commanded the pe- 
nalty be executed, which wasto cropthceir cars and {nip their nofes; offering withal to 
his angry Juftice a difmal facrifice of forty load of Tobacco which was put into a deep 
hole that ferved asa pipe, and being inflamed, in a black vapour gave the Citizens gratis 
for two whole days and nights an unplcafing incenfe. 

After fome ftay, Sir Dodmore Cotton to quicken his difpatch vilited Mahomet Ally- 
beg, who according to his cducation entertained the Emballador with a fupercilious 
look, advifing him to truft hisfecrets to his Cabinct, wherein as he would have him to 
underftand the Myítcries of the whole State were locked ; the King by reafon of other 
great affairs expreflinga willingnefs that it fhould be fo. The Ambaflador in any other 
place than Perfra might have fleighted his propofition: but.perceiving no other remedy, 
and defiring to hafte home, imparted fo much as he faw neceflary. In anfwer to which, 
hc foon perceived that touching Sir Robert Sherley he was to expect no further fatisfacti- 
on, hisadverfary being dead and atthe Ca/pian Sea the King having fufficiently honoured 
him - butto {peak truly, the Pot-fhaugh had then no affection for him, when probably 
by rcafon of his old-age he was difabled to do him further fervicc; adding (but out of an 
enemicsmouth) thathis Ambaffies to the Princes of Chriftendom were but complements 
of ordinary moment. But when our Ambaflador objected, he was in períon therc 
to juftific his Commiffion , that he had the Kings Letter of credence, fign'd and itamp’d 
by the Shaugh himfelf; and that it had beena dangerous prefumption for Sir Robert 
Sha ley to look Shavy-Abb.s inthe face had he been an Impoftor; the Favourite was convin- 
ced wu thou.ht, for he had no further objeéticn, fave That fo our Ambafladour plcafed to 
lend him that Phirman Sir Robert Sherley brought for his juftification, he would return it 
him next day, with his Matters fence concerning it. 

It was no finall vexation to our Amballadour to treat in this fort by proxy: but Ne- 
cefftt es cogit adturpiais an old faying: and three daycs patled ere A£abomet Ally-bcg would 
either vouchfafe to return rhe Lerter or give that fatisfaction he promifed. Howbeit, 
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at length he came in perfon and told the Ambaflador, That the King had look’d upon it, 
denicd it to be his, arid in paffion burnt it, and that Sir Robert Sherley had liberty tode- 
part. Now albeit our Ambafladour very well knew this undue practice, yeteit was in 
vain to challenge the Pragmatick Pagan; nor knew he any recourfe by Juitice to cafe 
himfelf, fuch wasthe coníftitution of that time and place: aud by the enquiry then made, 
it was very well underftood, how that he never fhewed it the I&ing, nor had made 
further fcrutiny concerning it. Thetruth is, he was brib’d, but by whom is not necef- 
{ary to be mentioned: for Abbas by this got the worft, fceing in thistranfaction he was 
difhonoured , otherwife his juftice and prudence would have appeared more to Sir Roberr's 
Vindication: Befides, the difcontent he exprefled againít MNogdibeg (as noted) and 
Ebrahim-chan hisSon, who durft not appear at Court whiles Sir Robert Sberley was there, 
nor many months after till Syzal-chan had mediated his peace (albeit not he but his Fa- 
ther had offended) made it as apparent asthe Sun, that there wasjugling. The truth 
is, the wicked practice of theíe parts is fuch, that when any arc fuper-annuated, ac- 
cordingto the Proverb, feeing they can do no more Work they are toexpect no more, 
Wages; and accordingly Sir Robert Sberley through old-age being difabled toYervethe 
Perfians, that made them both fleight his perfon, and retrench his penfion ; even then 
when he moft expected fubfiftence and merited their beit acknowledgments. But this 
bad requital of good fervice is no new thing in Perfia: witnefs that which Plutarch in 
vita Artaxerx. relates concerning Antalcidas a noble Spartan; who whiles that State 
was paramount, no man in the Perfian Court was more regarded : but fuffering an eclipfe 
at the battel of Leuctra (attributed to the good conduct of Epaminondas) the Spartans di- 
{patched Antalcidas to the Perfian King for fupplies, whofe reception was then as fleight 
as formerly it was honourable. And hence came thofe difcontents, nay that Arrow of 
Death that arreftcd him: for upon the thirteenth of Faly (in lefs than a fortnight 
after our entring Casbyz) He gave this tranfitory world anultimum vale in his great cli- 
macterick. A Family of fo good antiquity, that the naming ferves toilluftrate it with- 
out any Hyperbole. This Gentleman made good the old Proverb, That ’tis better to 
die honourably thanto live with obloquy. And ¢ wanting a fitter place for, burial ) we 
laid him under the threfhold of his door without much noife or other ceremony. He 
was Brother to two gallant Gentlemen Sir Azthony and Sir Thomas Sberley ; defervedly 
ranked amongft the greateft Travellers of their times, and (by their great experience) 
ualified for moft eminent fervices both Civil and Martial. Soas inthe due Encomium of 
uch, give me leave to apply what learned Cafaubon has obferved upon Strabo, Etenim 
Poete prudentiffimos Heroum pronunciant eos, qui multis peregrinationibus ufi [unt & varialoca 
pervagati, Multorum vidiffe Hominum cum moribus Urbes. Together with that of Ecclefi- 
afticus 34. 9. where (in the old Tranflation) ’tis faid, 24 man that hath travelled under- 
ftandeth much, and be that hath good experience talketh of wifdom : but be that hath no experi- 
ence knoweth little. When I travelled to and fro, I fave many things, and my understanding was 
greater than I was able to expref{s; oft-times was I in danger of death, but by thofe things I 
bad deliverance. ln fome meafure verified in thefe Brethren, who in pafling through 
Ítrange Countreys efcaped many dangers, wherein neverthelefs they reaped much ho- 
nour, and in which variety this Gentleman had his fhare; and no lefs tafted of fundry 
Princes favours: For, by Rodolph the fecond he was created a Palatine of the Empire 5 
by Pope Paul. 3.an Earl of the Sacred Palace of Lateran from whence he was impowred 
to legitimate the Izdian Baftards ; and from the Perfian Monarch he received feve- 
ral honourable Commands, and for whom he performed fome memorable fervi- 
ces: but when he moft expected thanks, found lIeaft, in his old-age, even when 
he beft deferved. Yet in that not unlike Ze/Zfarizs. Which I fpcak not by report. 
And therefore feeing he wantsgilded Trophies to adorn his Sepulchre (albeit his Ver- 
tue can out-brave thofe bubbles of vanity) till fome will do it better, accept this Ultima 
amoris expre[ffio from him who fo long travelled in his company, and fo much honour- 


ed him.

Let it not feem impertinent if I add fomewhat to the dcferving nicmory of his Wife, 
that thrice worthy and heroick Lady, 7erefía. The Countrey fhe firit drew breath in 
was Cyrcafhia, that which Pomponius Mela calls Sargacia, near Palus Meot, adjoyning 
Georgia, and "twixt the Northerly parts of the Black and Cafpiaz Seas. She wasot Chri- 
fiiam Parentage, and honourable defcent. Her firft relation to the Court was by being 
fent up to attend the Sultana, and by that means became fequeftred to the Aram; where 
are many hundred Virginsadmitted whom the King feldom or never fees; and for ought 
I could hear, to the King fhe was no otherwiic related: He neverthelefs has power to 
difpofe of fuch of them as he pleafes to his Officers, who efteem it no fmall honour to 
reccive a Wife from his Royal Hands. According to which cuftom the Eniperour of 
Perfia prcfented her to Sir Robert Sherley as a teftimony of his refpect : which Lady was 
a conftant Companion to him in all his fortunes until death. 

Such time as her beloved Lord lay dead, and fhe half dead through a long dyfentery, 
to add to her affliction one Foha a Dutchman (rather a Few) a Painter, regarding neither 
her Sex, Profeflion nor difcon{folate condition, complots with Mamet-Ally-beg her Huf- 
bands enemy to ruine her , pretending an engagement her Husband was in to one Crole 
a Flemming , and knowing he was dead, refcrr'd himfelf to the teftimony of the defuuct 
to Witnels it,having no other evidence it fecms to prove the debt. She might have 
paid them by like Sophiftry, That if the dead Man would affirm it fhe would fatisfie it. 
But the pretended Creditors hafte to the Cawfec for a Warrant to attach her, goods. 
Howbeit, a faithful honeft Gentleman of our Campany Mr. Robert Hedges by name, hap- 
pily having notice, haftens to her Houfe and advites her to make quick convcyance of 
her goods, which the poor Lady readily hearkens to, and forthwith tears the Satten- 
guilt fhe lay upon, fhewing that vertuc a ftronger could not have bettered; and taking 
thence a Cabinet which containcd fome Jewels of value, being indeed the all was left her, 
intreatsthat worthy Gentleman to fafecguard them till the danger was over. He rcadily 
obeys : and was no fooner departed, ‘when Foha the Boor enters with his Catchpoles3 
who ( without any Apology for their rudenefs, or pity to her diftrefs ) broke-ope her 
Chefts, and plundered her of what was valuable: torfome rich Vefts, coítly Turbants 
and a Dagger of great price they took away; but finding no Jewels (fuch they had {cen 
him wear, and the rich Oftrich-feather alfo, which they had wooried in their Oftrich- 
appetite) they were madded at that difappointment, and made her Horfes, Camels and 
Aflcs, (being all the perfonal Eftate they could then corgc by) bear them company, not 
caring if the Lady ftarvcd. The Gentleman fo {oon as the ftorm was paft rcturncd,and 
befides words of comfort gladded her heart in delivering her her Jewels again; of 
double value by that efícape: without which I am perfwaded her other fortune reached 
not to fifty pounds. A ímall provifion for fo noble a Lady; cfpccially {ceing Moncy 
is fo ufctul in thofc uncharitable Regions. But God provided better for her and beyond 
expectarton: having as I hear fince placed her in Rome, where of late Years fhe lived 
with more frecdom and outward happincfs. | 

Otinia qua de Terra [fune ia Terram convertentur,we learn from Ecc/ef..45- 11. And in or- 
der thereto, like difcontents, long conilict with adverfe difpofitions, and fourteen days 
confuming of a iux, ( occafioned as I thought by cating too much fruit or fucking in too 
much chill air upon 3T zurrzz5 ) brought that Religious Gentleman Sir Dodmore Cotton our 
Ambaffadour to an immortal home: the 23 of Fely -cleven days after Sir Robert Sherley > 
death) he bade this World Adiez:. Our duty commanding us to fec him buried in the beft 


fort 
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fort we could, we obtained a Dormitory for him amongft the Armenian Graves 5° who 
alfo with their Priefts and People very civilly affifted the Ceremony. His Horfe (which 
was led before) had a Velvet Saddle and Cloth upon his back; his Coffin ^was co. 
vered with a crimíon Satten-quilt (black they account not of ) lined with purple Taffata ; 
upon his Coffin were laid his Bible,Sword,and Hat: Mr . Hedges, Mr. Stodart, Mr. Emmery, 
Mir. ZLfolam, Dick the Interpreter and fuch others of his followers as were healthy,attend- 
ed the Corps; and Doctor Goch his Lordfhip’s Chaplain buried him: where his Body 
refts in hope till the Refurrection. . 

Now, although his fingular Vertue and Memory will not perifh, feeing ’tis acknow- 
ledged that Evebit ad ~£thera Virtus, Y wifh neverthelefs with all my heart that he had 
a Monument more befitting him, as fome more eminent Memorial. For I may truly fay 
he was Vivam omnis Virtutis exemplar; and therefore wifh I could better exprefs that Sx 
premum officium Amoris Lowe than by decking his Herfe with thefe impolifhed Epicedia.

The Burialof our three Ambafladours ( you cannot otherwife imagine) was no {mall 
difcouragement to the progrefs of our Travel being as a Body without a head. For 
though the Pot-fhaugh feem’d to commiferate us as Perfons left defolate in a ftrange Coun- 
trey (as an aflurance of hisrefpect having fent each of us two Vefts of cloth of Gold) yet 
were we convinced, That he may well call himfelf a miferable Man, whofe welfare de- 
pends upon the {miles of Perfía. We prepared therefore to begone; but could not till 
Mahomet Ally-bezg gave his confent. Long attendance we danced e’re we could procure 
a Phirman for our fafe Travel, and that Letter we defired from Shaw-Abbas to our moft 
gracious Sovereign: but atlength importunity prevailed; fo as we got it wrapp'd mp in 
a piece of cloth of Gold, faftned with a filken-ftring, witha ftamp of Arabick Letters 
curioufly gilded upon paper very fleek and chamletted with red and blew, agreeable to 
the mode of Perfia.

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Mahomet Ally-beg defcribed. 


After thirty days {tay in Cazbyz, about the midft of Fuly we willingly bad farc-well 
to the Perfian Court. But ere we go far let me give Mahomet Ally-beg our {mall friend 
his reward, that othcrs may know him. His Birth-place was Parthia (trom Parah which 
fignifies to fructifie ; ) his Almuren calculated, the afpect was found happy: and in him 
the Machiavellian Motto verified, That a drachm of good Fortune is better than a pound 
of Vertue. In a happy minute Abbas by accident cafting his eye upon him, Magick in- 
fufion it. had it feems 5 for from a very mean condition he was called to Court, robcd 
in gold, and quickly made the Magnet of Perfia. So that we fee there is no Soul fo 
bafe, but is capable in fome degree of exalted Vertue; asa pears in this example: For by 
being a Favourite he quickly became Regis aures e& oculi : 2d of fuch reputation that he was 
ackowledged the Idol of the time, intrufted by the King, and ina fhort fpace acquaint- 
ed not onely with the Intrigues of State, but quickly learned to fteer the Helm of Per- 
fia. His yearly in-come at our being there by many was eftimated «iss eż modis upwards 
Of 100000 pounds Sterling = which may well be, feeing fcarce any Mirza, Cawn, Sulian 
or Beglerbeg that depended onthe Pot-fhaugh’s fmiles, but in an awful complement had no 
puer way to make him their Friend but by fome annual pifcafh or other. His Wealth and 

avour with the King made him vain-glorious, and with delight beheld himfelf in a faife 
glafs,which reprefented him much greater than he was : An humour (as one-well obferves) 
10 poyfonous, that it ufually {wells the bladder of Vanity with fo much wind of Ambi- 
Mey as makes Men conceive they fhall evermore be Fortune’s darling ; But Fortune not 
ag in fport, like the Eagle with the Tortoife, raifes them aloft, on purpofe to make 
their defcent the greater. A Favourite therefore in the height of his profperity, ought 
in prudence to contemplate his flippery ftanding; and.how that Fortune is in nothing 
{fo conftant asInconftancy. His prefence was comely; his countenance pleafant, made 
the moreamiable by many complemental fimiles: He was of a big full Body; large eyes 
and nofce he had, and muftachoes in exceís: at this time aged about forty, a third of 
ien he had been Fortune’s Minion. But no fooner was old Abbas by impartial Death 
ruck fromthe Helm of Perfia, and young Soffee made the Royal Stcer-man, when Maho- 
met’s fupercilious looks were humbled > yea, his fplendor (in the fetting of his Mafter) 
quickly darkned: fo as we fee that true which fayes, That ordinarily Advancement and 
Honour change Mens minds from better to worfe 5 ‘Selves Ve[baftanus ( {ayés the Hiftorian) 
mutatua in melins: For Mahomet-Ally-beg his imperious difpoiition and avarice heaped 
moft Mens contempt upon him, infomuch as any now darcs brand him with becoming 
Epithetes; and his Eftate being fo vait, the very mou threatned to preís him to ruin. 
In this wealfo fee, That Vertue is the beft bafis for Nobility : An ornament that 
E£ives Princes Courts the beft luftre; albeit Favourites and great Officers feldom trace 
her fteps, as if inglorious ; but fuch rather as fuit with their ambition, and have a 
tendency to delight and advantage. This makes the People figh, beholding the wicked in 
authority, Proverbs 20.2. Of all others the Shyrazian Dynaft mott affrighted him when 
he darted him frowns of death: But (zon femper ferset quodcunque minabitur) a black miit 
of unexpected deftrugtion fuming from young Soffees brows (of the right ftock ) fent 
Emangoly firft to an untimely grave,and foon after the Beglerbeg his Sonto bear him coni- 
pany: neither to be defcended of loyal and Princely Sires, to have Abbas his Oath of 





fafety, to be Protector of Perfia during the nonage of thc Infant-K ing, to have famou- , 


fed the Crown by many heroick fervices, nor to be Eman oly-cawz could repel the deadly 
fhaft of jealoufie; but in the meridian of his courfe and glory, in the extreme of his 
hopes, and when fo long a fare-well was leaft thought on, he and his are hewn down, 
making good that of the Satyric Poet, Ad generum Cereris fine cade € vulnere pauci Defcen- 


dunt Tyranni; His pride amongft the Natives, perfidy to the Ezglifh, his cruelty at Ormus » 


in Arabia, crying for revenge. In which examples we fee fulfilled, That as nothing 
is more proud, fo nothing is more miferablethan Man. Whiles Mahomet- Ally-beg fhakes 
xd his rags of difcontent, and afrefh ingratiates himfelf; at this day moving in a {phere 
of greatnefs. | 

ibas the Perfian Emperour was of ftature low, Of a quick afpect, his eyes fmall 
and flaming, without any palpebre or hair over them: he had a low forehead, but a 
high and hawked nofe, fharp chin, and after the mode of Perfia was upon. the chin 
beardleís; his muftachges were.exceeding long. and thick, and turned downwards. He 
was born in the Year of Aabomer 938. Kmg of Fery fifty Years, Emperour of Perfta,€?c. 
forty three, died aged {eventy in the Year of our account .1628. of their e-£rs 1008. 
in Cazheen. His Heart, Bowels and Carcaís were parted and buried in Ally-Mofched, in 
Cazbyn, in Ardaveil, or at Coom fome fay; foas few it fcems know the certainty of this 
aift ribution. | 


The 
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The Eaftern Monarchs at this day continue the cuftom of their Predeceflors ; who 
delight more in Epithetes of Vertue than in Titles of Kingdoms. .They accounttd it 
an effeminate vain-glory to ftuff their Letters or when they fent their Ambaffadors abroad 
to forreign States to guild their greatnefs by accumulation of Names of Provinces : In 
which refpect the German Emperour got little in the late Letter he fent Abbas, thebe- 
ginning of which was fo filled with Titles of his Empire, that after he had heard halfa 
dozen he had no patience to ftay the reading of the reft. Which alfo isthe reafon 
that the Mufcovite (unlefs neceflity enforce) feldome or never fends thither his Am- 
bafladors. Neverthelefs, the prolixity of Titles and Epithetes is no lefs redundant in 
another kind, adorning his Letters and Difpatches with Hyperboles of his refem- 
blance tothe Sun; hisafhnity tọ the Stars ; and agreement with the fweeteft and rareft 
forts of fruits, flowers, gems, ecc. As alfo with the Epithetes of wife, famous, fweet, 
victorious, merciful, juft, beautiful, couragious, ec. Howbeit, the Titles of the Perfian 
Monarch may be thefc.

And although tothe modeft Reader a great deal of oftentation appear in thefe blufter- 
ing Titles, yet will they fecm but fimall when we parallel them with Kings of o!d and at 
this day in other places. For {uch was the amplitude of Nebuchadnezzars Kingdom that 
in Dana. 2. 39- *tisrccorded, wherefoever the Children of Men dwelt, beaftsof the field 
or fowls oftheair, he gave under Websuchzdnezzuarshands. To Ahafhucras, Omzem Ter- 
vam, c omnes Maris In[ulas fecit tributarias, Heft. 15. To Cyrus the Lord God of Hea- 
ven gave all the Kingdomes of the Earth, Ezra 1. And by Monarchs of the then known 
world, Xerxes (as “Efchines writes) in his Letters proclaims Sc cffe Dominum omninm 
Hominum ab oriente Sole itfqute ad occidentem, Sovcraign Lord of all Men fromthe riling of 
the Sun to the going down thereof. Domitian (like Pharaoh, proudly fcoting, Wbo is 
the Lord ?) in his Proclamations thus, Your Lord God Domitian. And Caligula blafphe- 
moufly intituled himfelf Deus opt. max. €x Fupiter Latialiss Now if he could have iatis- 
ficd his Atheifm with the title of an earthly God or of Fove, Afezazder and Tzetza had 
defended him, faying from Homer, Rex eff viva Dei imago in terris, c Reges omaes olim vo- 
caverunt Foves, C* Reges pro Diss habebant, Gc.  Sapores Son to Adifdates the Perfian, Anno 
Dom.315- alfo began his Letter to Conftantinus the Emperour inthis fort (as lib. 17. Mar- 
cellini) Y Sapores King of Kings, equal to the Stars, and Brother to the Sun and Moon. 
Which kindred to the Sun was alfo claimed by AZrk, Anthony that noble Roman, who 
called the two Children he had by Cleopatra Sol & Luna: both which neverthelefs were 
led captive by Auguftw, and to the end it might thereby be inferred, that both Sun and 
Moon were his inferiours. Cozrhoes allo (Ormifda’s Son) in the year Of Grace 620. 
“(the firft of the Mahomctan Accompt) {corning thofe of Dens Terremtu or of Homo à 
Deo fecundus, blows himífelf upinthis blafpheming proeme to AZzzzitius the Emperour : 
Cozrhoe great King of Kings, Lord of Lords, Ruler of Nations, Prince of peace, Sal- 
vation of men ; among Gods, a man good and ever, among men, a God moft glori- 
ous: the great Conquerer, arifing with the Sun. giving eyes or luftre to the night, a Hcroe 
in defcent. From which affected pridc thofe idolatrous flaves were induced to worfhip and 
toclamour out, Tu es nofira Salus G inte credimus, And whence the Poet to illuftrate his

From which examples others in later times have arrogated to themfelves no Iefs fuper- 
eminency- For Solyman Tfaccus (that wrathful Turk) proclaim’d himfelf King of 
Kings, Lord of Lords, Emperour of Coxffantinople and Trepizond; Ruler of Europe, 
Africa, and Afia, Commander ofthe Ocean, and Conqucrour of Affyria, Arabia, &c. 
Alo Amurat his Grand-fon {tiled himfelf God of the Earth, Captain of the Univerfe, 
facred Angel, ALihomets beloved, ce. At length the homc-bred Cbyzoss but th’other 
day fending his Ambaflador to Abbas with an Epiitle directed, To his flave the Sophy of 
Perfiz, thc undaunted Empcrour of the World (a well read man) fends grecting: Nci- 
ther the Ambafladours brags that his Mafter had fix hundred great Cities, two thoufand 
walled Towns, athoufand Caftles, fixty millionsof Slaves, and a hundred and twenty 
thoufand millions of Crowns yearly revenue could make his King there to be admired, 
or priviledge his Ambafladour from dirty welcome: the haughty Pezfi:; fpurning him 
baek again, to &affure his Mafter they neither believed him to bethe Beauty of the Earth, 
nor (as he writes himíclf y Heir apparant to the Sun. His.next neighbour and hc 
being at odds for Title, tlic Tartar 1 mean (vulgarly the great Cham) A Cham indced in 
his miftaken genealogy : For as fome have writ, forgetting that his great Grandfire 
Cingis-Cham was a Black-fmith, he blafphemoufly proclaims himfelf Son tothe higheft 
God, and quinteffence of the pureft Spirits: whence (as fome Travellers merrily rc- 
port) isingendred that tanatick cuftome, fome dayes after dinner to have his Herald by 
foundoefTrumpet echo outtothcother Potentates of the World that he has diwd, fo 
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218 ‘Bubbles of oféentation. 
as then they havethe libeity to goto dinner. What. may we then think of the Pcpuan 
Monarch, of fini of Mattacala and Adanicongo, who nourifh fo higha conccit of their ra- 
diancy that Eivathen Amballadours and otücrs are required to creep like Wornis and 
hide their Face, leit their eyes fhould be blcar'd in gazing on fitch aiulirc? Or ofthat 
taflidious Mszomotaphan, who ícldom goes abroad or fhews himtelf, in compaffion to 
his people, Icit they fhould be ftruck blind in eying him, a curtain weakening tlic beams 
that otherwife would ifluc from his face; but are permitted to ufe thcir Ears to admire 
his champs when hce cats andthe gulps when hedrinks: but pay foundly for it, at every 
gulp and cough Che coughs fomctirics you may fuppote of purpoic, they fhout for joy, 
and Sreztez-likc make the place to ring again. Andíecing like pride appears in the Pa. 
pal Prince Boziface8. we find in Fafe. Temp. that not content with the Title of Univer- 
fal Bifhop, he intitled himfclf Lord of the whole World; but Sexries 4. his Succeilor 
foar’d a itrain above him in that Panegyrick upon the triumphal Arch as hcfirft emtred 
Rome being writ, Iz Terris, credcr:s effe Ders. Therefore we may lefs wonder that Prefler 
Fobx (NWezuzthey call him having never read Saint Cyprian ad Quir. Tn mito glorzandum 
eft, nam noftrum mbil eft) adorns his Myter with fifteen Provincal Titles, adding, That 
he is hcad of the Church, the Favourite of God, the Pillar of Faith . iff:ed from Solo- 
mon, David, Fudab, and Abraham; Sions prop, extract from tie Virgins hand, Sonof 
Saint Peter and Saint Panl by the Spirit, and of Nahu by the flcfh 5 In thefce, more vagrant 
than his othcr rcftlefs motions 5 in vain fecluding himftll from the view of man by a 
thin lawn, (ince in his {welling impofthumcs his Pourtraictisclifcoverzd : A Canker alfo 
Íprcading North as far the other way, to that other kind of Heathen Chi illian by mame 
Ivan Vafilowich a Tyrannick Mufcovite, whofe Coronation Anno Domini i 534 was celc- 
brated with wonderful magnificence, befides hisFurrs loading himfelf witi twoand thirty 
bubbles ofoltentation. All which confidered, we may fay, Wellfare Aurcliss, Sal.din, and 
d amberlane, Herocs as great, as victorious, and as terrible to the world as any of tiicle we 
have lately named; who fo dctefted tlattery that they blufhed at their deferved praifes; 
and {fome atthcir burials cauling their winding fhect to be difplayedas anepitome of all 
they merited; proclaimed aloud, P;/vis © Umbra fumus, cc. But to return; lect us now, 
procecd on in our journcy. 

We left Cuzbyz abouttcn at night, thereby avoiding the Suns too much warmth: and 
at his firft difcovery fromthe Antipodces got into Pezzffopbooz : a {niall Town, but memo- 
rable in the fweet cool water wc had there to quench our thirft with; an Element niore 
ufcful than Fircin Sun-burnt Afia. Our next Manzcil wasat Afaph. At Bcgun our next; 
Obfervable in a royal Carravans-raw or Holipital of Charity, crcéted atthe coft and 
Care of Tahamas latc King of Perfia: And, did the water (which is blackifh and un- 
healthy thcre) but correfpond with other delights it has, it might merit better commen- 
dation. To Saway we got next night; a Town both great and fruitful : Butthat it is the 
ruinc of old T ygranocerta i.c. "ID 1gvani civitas (as Bonacciolius gucíles) I cannot crcdit,*íccing 
moit place that City in Media fuperior or zdrtropatz nciglibouring Armenia. Butthat it was 
Meffabatha or Artacaza | more cafily belicve. The Pole is here raiicd 35 degrees, 7 minutes. 
ACity I may call it, plcafantly upon a rifing hill giving ground totwelve hundred houfes, 
a {weet Rivolct from the Mountain Zarozta rc{refhing it, from which and the peoples in- 
dultry, the thankfulearth retributésa Tribute in variety of choice fruits and grain, as 
Wheat,Ricce, 3arley, Figs, Pomgranads, Olives and Honey; the feven, the promifed Land 
in thc 8 Deut. 8. is commended for. Jam fureof this, no place I ever came in more 
delighted me for aerial Mulick; and of all the Quire, the Nightingale, twenty together 
Chere call’d Bulbuls} claiming the preheminence; rclrefliment very acceptable to weary 
Travellers: a Bird whofe cxcellency the fecoud beit of Roman Poets thus celebrates, 
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Scribere me voccs avium Philomela cecgit, T must falute tbe curiows Philomel, 
Que cantu cunctas exupcerat volucres, Which all tbe Birds in finging doth es:cel, 

Dulcis amica veni! noétisfolatia praftans, Come pretty frierd! my Jolace inthe nights

Our next nightstravel was over large plains, raited a little in many places by aries 
| mounts, 
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mounts, and here and there cut intotrenches: notable no doubt in many gallant encanip- 
ings ; and memorable in Luculles his captivating Mithridates that learned King of Pontus : 
But what that grand Epicure fortunately got, Marcus Craffis the covetous and richeft 
Roman loft, after his impious facriledge at Jerufalem, ravilhing thence the holy reliques 
and fo much treafure as out-valued fix Tun of Gold: puft up with fo much wealt.: and 
his victorics amongitthe jews, he refolves with fifty thoufand men to forrage Perfia; 
but ZZerodes (Son Of Mithridat the third) couragionfly oppofed him heareabouts, and 
following his Army into A4efopotamia near Charras the Romans were overthrown, and the 
avaricious Conful by Spzrziz the General made his prifoner; yea, to glut his thirft 
(divine vengeance foordering) as Tomyris did to Cyrus, the Parthian ferved Crajjs fo, 
forcing him to quaff a healthto Death in pouring down his throat molten Gold. Charras 
formerly was called Charran, AG. 7. and. Haran in Efa. 37.12. and wasfcituatc near unto 
Edez in which God planted that Famous Garden we call Paradife, the place where 
Abraham once dwelt before his remove from Ur in Chaldea, where Terab wasa Fire-ido- 
later: called Uréhe, and by fome Authors Orche and Orcbo, near the Defart Arabia. 
In Gez. chap. 1o.'tis called Calze, in Ezek, chap. 27. Carzeb: And after that Calanneb 
as Appian fuppofes , albeit fome think the great City Selexcia upon Tigris not far diftant 
thence to beit. The Countrey about it and part of Arabia was inhabited by the Schenites. 
But to return. By this overthrow given CraffíÉ5, the Roman power was exterminate in 
Parthia, fifty three years before the Death of Chrift. Yet long the Romans forrowced 
not; for Mark, Anthony five years after by his General affronted them with better fuccefs ; 
when the Parthians flight nor fight at that time helped, them, their Prince. Pacorus by his 
death difanimating them: affrighted in greater meafure when Phraartes ( Adezentius 
fome name the parricide) depofed the valiant Orodes from Crown and Life, treafon 
(the Devils vertue) perpetrating that the Romans could notdo by generous conflict. 
Yet Axuthonay attempts revenge, but adverfe Fortune fuffered him not to thrive, fuch was 
the refiftance he found by the Satrapené (inhabiting Media) andthe Armenian forces 
led by Tigranes a Captain that formerly worfted Lucullus.  Howbeit, Auguftus (in whofe 
Reign our blefled Saviour became flefh, and Fanus Temple was opened) by Trcaty eatily 
effected what his predeceflors could not do by force; prevailing with Phracartes to vail 
bonnet to the Roman Diadem. But two hundred and thirty years after, one Artaxerxes 
a native Perfian and royally defcended, fhakes off that fervitude 5 not Oncly out- 
braving the Roman, but by a three dayes fightand victory over Artabanus revived the 
Perfian name, which for full five hundred years had been fubjeét to Parthia. 

Alexander Severus (from Fulius Cefar the four and twenticth Emperour) fucceéding 
Heliogabalus the luftful receivesa pragmatick Letter from the new King to reftore what 
anciently adorned the Crown of Perfiz. This repugn’d the Roman Majeity, and there- 
upon marchesto give him an account: but incarelefs pafling over Euphrates, thc Army 
was fo fuddenly charged by Artaxerxes that the Roman Empcrour was routed totally : 
his bad luck not ending there; for Maximinus the Thracian foon after bereaved him 
of his Empire and the German aflaffinates of his life; his vertuous Mother A4ammed 
(Origens Profelyte) affociating the Emperour in his death as fhe had formerly in his glory. 
Licinius Valeriaies ficnamcd Colobus undertook then to rule the Empire, and took upon 
him to over-rulethe rifing Perfia2: but neither his eloquence which was notable, nor 
Army which was great, could do what a Supreme Judge had decreed otherwife ; for 
Sapores with an undaunted party denied him entrance, and in the trial the Romans were 
defeated 5 but which was worfe;7 zlerzaz himfelf being taken prifoncr was to his dying-day 
(and to the altonifhment of all Tyrants)made a foot-ftool for Sapores to tread upon when- 
focver he mounted: the Juftice of God herein being fingularly manifefted, by com- 
peníating the Emperour in this fingular abafement and odious fervitude for his cruelty and 
extreme rigour extended to the Orthodox Chrifítians, many thoufands of which he had 
martyr'd, and amongít the reft Saint Lawrence that noble witnefs, who upon a grid-iron 
was in a moft horrid and inhumane manner broiled to Death. But havc I not wandred too 
far in reviving the memory of Parthia? For by this weare cntrcd Coom: where having 
refrefhed our fcorched and wearied bodies three dayes, of {o noble a place I could 
not chufc but make this following obfervation. 

CQOM (inthe latitude of 34degrees 40 minutes) is a City at thisday of {pecial note 
in Parthia; placed inthe mid-way betwixt thofe two royal Cities Cazbyz and Spahr: 
A City which .if fame fay truc) for Antiquity and quondam greatnefs gives place to no 
other in Perfizy whether confidercd in the Name Garza (a name it once bore and by 
affimilation thought by fomc to be that Guriana which in old times was a Town of fingulac 
note; but crronioutly as L conceive, fecing that wasunder five degrees further kitimas 
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V be greateft Cities compared. 





and by Prolomy placed in Aergiaza: Or inthe name Arbata, fo called from _4rbaces the 
AMede.who in the year from the Creation 3146. laid the foundation or rather new-im- 
pofed the name foon after the deftruction of Nineveh, to whofe overthrow he moft contri- 
buted : Orin Coama, whichis a namc I find recorded in Prolomy and Diodore ; and being 
then of that eminency as gave the adjacent part of that province the name Cosma, c5 
Regio Cominfena, as Y find in Strabo lib. 11. and alfoin Pzo/o»y. Notwithftanding, tome 
there be and that of approved authority, who take this City rather than Spabawz to be 
that which by reafon of its hundred gates the Greciazs termed Flecatompulos; and may be 
granted feeing the latitude is the fame which Prolomy gives it. 

Nor was this place lefs confiderable for magnitude than antiquity : for xaT 20x48 b 
Arabian Geographers it is one of the four beft Cities that Empire had; and the Inha- 
bitants have a tradition; That for bulk it was once comparable unto Babylon. Friar 
Odoricus de Friuli alío reports it to have been full fifty miles in circumference, and that 
for greatnefs it gave not place to any other City in Afia. Howbeit, the circuit it then 
had cannot by any marks now extant be difcovered: but that it was a large Town is di- 
{cernable both by the rubbifh appearing in feveral places, the foundation of Temples, 
and other publick Structures. Now feeing fome Travellers have vouchíafed this City 
fo immenfe a body, it gives me the invitation to take a-retrofpect of other great and 
famous Cities; which if it be a vanity, I have no better excufe than by remembring 
that S. 4uguftin made it one of his three wifhes, To have feen Rome in its glory. 

The greateft Cities that ever were, without all peradventure were Babylon and Rome, 
C with which I might rank ZVzzeveb: ) Emperial during fuch times as thofe Monarchs 
{wayed their Scepters over the Univerfe. That hyperbole mentioned at Shyraz, which 
derifively term Cairo and Damafcus Villages, I willingly pretermit; for fince their fall, 
new Babylon and new Rome, that is to fay El-Cairo and Conftantinople, are by moft ranked 
amonglÍít the greateft Cities of the World. Concerning Babylon, being now fo near the 
place, I fhall here onely note her circuit: Solinus (who gives the largeft meafure ) re- 
ports it to be four hundred and eighty furlongs, which according to our admeafurement 
is about threefcore EzaZ(b miles. And Rome (in ZVero's time at full growth) had fifty : 
of which laft, the extent may beft be imagined by the number of thofe free Denizons 


enrolled into Ceníe that were able to bear Arms, which as JLzpfzws and others relate 


were 463000. and could not exceed one third of the whole, Women, Children and 
Servants comprehended. Andif we fhould allow old Rome in its flourifhing ftate to have 
been fifty Jtalzaz or Enzglifh miles about, which is a vaft circuit; yet cannot we grant that 
it was fo thick built, nor with Houfes fo large for habitation or fo high as are now in 
Par; and London, theirs feldom exceeding, 2 ftories, I mean the common fort of Build- 
ings; but granting that the Houfes in old Rome might exceed for number, yet werethey 
not fo filPd with Inhabitants.  Kofizzs in his Antiquit. Roma divides old Rome into 13 
Provinces, each Province contained a hundred Houfes, called Regions by Romulss at the 
foundation: Butthe greatnefs of Rome was principally increaft by the many publicR Stru- 
ctures and Temples it had. Quod magnitudinem Roma adauxit fuerant Templa c& multifaria 
facrorum locorum,ubi figna ce flatua deoram, bominum c& animalium, ponuntur. Thus enumera- 
ted: Hiippodromos, Equiria,Circos,T heatra, Amphitheatra ludorum có- INaumacbiorum fora,Cæ- 
nacula, Curia, Bafilicas, Regias, Obelifcos, Comitia, Septa, Caftra, c& alia publica e£ difi- 
cia, Nymphea, Therme, Lavacra, Maufolea, S epulchra, 1055 Lacus, feptem Campos, 
fiortos amplos && quamplurimos, iftos prefertim Domitii & Gete Imper. (as Strabo lib. s. ) Fon- 
tes, Vineta, & plurima vacua [þacia, € quidem late patentia, in quibus nulla «Edes confpi- 
ciebantur: which put together, muft needs take up a great part of the City. But that 
it was fifty miles about is to be queftioned : Quamvis ex Vopifci verbis depravatis potant 
ambitum Roma fuiffe quinquaginta milliaria, tamen ex Rufo c Vittore qui post Conftantinum 
Imperat. vixerunt, circuitum Rome non fuiffe ampliorem quam nunc antigua mania complectan- 
tur: Bozius de ftatu Italie fol. 284. Now whereas I named Cairo and Conftantinople as 
the greateft Cities of recent times, it was partly for their being adopted into the names 
of thofe two former 5 and {ome Travellers as yet continue that repute concerning them, 
although I am of another opinion: For, Cairo is well known to bea long and narrow 
{cattering piece, or rather pieces of Towns patcht together, and falls much fhort of that 
grandeur fome report it: Affeéties fum admiratione (faith Ludgvicus Rom. Patricius, being 
at Carro) reperta eft ifla Civitas fama longe inferior. Tanta enim non eft inventa, quanta erat 
rumor. Neque Urbe Roma ambitu major eft, licet multo frequentior ; longe plures babens indi- 
ZENAS, mici etiam quamplurimis difpergitur: albeit MV éllamont report it otherwife 5 and Al- 
bicius Stemmate Chriftianorum Principum, who have it by report onely, the other being an 
Eye-witnefs. And concerning Conftantinople, it is a great and populous City 5 yet ae 
no 
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not above twelve Ezglifh miles compafs, the Houfcs very mean and low built, and within 
the Walls are many Gardens and waft places: but were their circumvallations treble to 
what tliey are, they would fall fhort of what old Rome and Babylon are reported. Thofe 
alfo, when I confider the many and great Gardens and Orchards they then probably 
had, ( for without doubt that high raifed Garden which Nebuchadnezzar ereétcd uponar- 
ched pillars was for admiration and profpect over the City which was founded upon a le- 
vel ground, rather than that there wanted Garden-room in Babylon; ) as at this day Con- 
ftantinople and Carro have, and according to the recent mode of Spahawn, Agray, and other 
the greateft and nobleft Cities of the Orient, (for as to the greatnefs of thoic of China I 
give little credit, ) I am perfwaded that thofe vacant and pleafurable places took up well- 
nigh half the ground within thofe Cities. So as by what l have contidered and obfer- 
ved, I am not afraid to fay, That it is probable fome of our European Cities are not lefs 
numerous in Houfes and fixed Inhabitants, thanthofe I named. For albeit in Spain, Italy, 
Germany, and the Netherlands there are very many large and beautiful Citics; yet there 
find I none that for greatnefs and populoufnefs arc comparable to Paris and London; 
which two, like the reflex of the two great Luminaries, appear the greateft: and of 
thofe, to which the precedency fhould be given, is work for a more accurate obferver. 
Neverthelefs, though by the vogue of moít Travellers 1 well know that Paris has the 
firft place attributed 5 I grant it is fo increafed fince I was there, being upwards of 20 
Years, that I am not qualified to give a judgemnt: But on the other fide, London is 
alfo increafed fince then, even to admiration: {o that were the length of London drawn 
into a circle (the fhapethat Pars bears) taking in all that Building which is contiguous, 
it is believed the diameter would equal if not exceed Paris. And as to number of in- 
habitants, the addition it has from the Sea by Pcople from exotique places, gives it a 
capacity above Paris, and as by the Wecekly-bills of Mortality is prefüumed. Morcover, 
the number of Gardens, Cemeteries and like places adjoyning Religious Houfes and 
Churches, Colledges in the Univerfity, befides thofe belonging to the King, Princes 
and other of the Nobility there, with the great number of Tennis-Courts in Pari-, take 
up much morc {pare place than Zozdez doth, which efpccially within the Walls is moft 
compact and thronged with Houfes,with few Gardens or like vacant places interjecting. 
But tfuppoting tnat the narrow Lanes where Coaches, and Alleys where Men can hard- 
ly pats (which alfo are good Buildings) were expatiated and extended to an equal breadth 
with the broadeft Street, doubtlefs cither of thofe Cities would then fwell beyond the 
compafs either of Babylox or Rome, or any other; whichneverthelefS is fubmitted. This 
digreflion I have the rather adventured, obferving how that forreign Writers either out 
of ignorance or envy fpeak fparingly of our Metropolis; and in rank, place it amongft 
Cities that be but of a fecond or third magnitude. Therefore to return. 

The Name this City now bears has been varioufly pronounced, according to the dif- 
ferent Dialect of Nations: Some call it Com, others Kom, and Kome: Oderic calls it 
Como, but the Arabian Geographers Comm. The fcituation neverthelefs is unanimoufly 
agrced to be in a large and delightful Plain; the Countrey for fome miles about very 
fruitful in its foil, and the air exceeding fweet, feldom clouded with fogs or parched 
with heat, fave when the Sun pafles from the Vernal ~£quinox to the Northern Tropick : 
the breezes alfo feldom fail them which allays the heat; likewife abated by thofe fruit- 
ful Gardens they have, whofe Trees are their beft umbrella’s for refrefhment as well as 
fhade, bearing ftore of delicious fruits, namely Grapes, Pomgranates, Melons of all 
forts, Pomcitrons, Apricocks, Plums, Pears, Piftachio’s, Almonds, Apples, Quinces, 
Cherries, Figgs, Wall-nuts, Small-nuts, Berries, and the beft Wheat in Perfiz (Gumba- 
zellcllo excepted: ) the Peach or Mala Perfica is alfo here abounding; a fruit and leaf fo 
much refembling man's heart and tongue, that the eZ£eyprzck Priefts dedicated itto their 
Re lg Ifis as the hieroglyphick of affection: probably that which Virgil in his Georg: 
refers to, 


Media yields pleafant Apple of harfh juice 5 
"Gainft ftep-dames poyfom nothing more in nfe. 


The City has about two-thoufand Houfes, moft of them of more than common ftru- 
cturc; well built, well formed, weil furnifhed: the Streets are fpacious; the Bazzar 
beautiful; but the City is now unwalled, according to the ufual mode of Cities in Afiz. 
Lhe A4ofgue is famous and Venerable, having been richly and beautifully adorned by 
eníhrining the Body of once amiable Fatyma, Mortis- Ally's NVifc, Daughter and Heir 
to thcir Prophet Mabomet. The Adcf4nit is of cpirotiquc form; the Tomb raifed three

yards high covered with Velvet, and the afcent by three or four fteps of rcfined Sil- 
ver. And morc than this, there is Nullum memorabile nomen that 1 could lizht upons for 
Shaw-Soffee who fuccecded Abbas was here fince buried. ~ 

Such time as Tamberlang the Victorious Tartar ( fo I may well ftile him, fincc in cight 
Years he conquered more than the warlike Romans could in cight hundred, as his acts 
writ by Albacen the Arab and tranilated by 7obz de Bec Abbot of Alortimer tcit ific,) re. 
turned loaden with fpoils of war, having hammered the brazen face of the Tu~kifh 
infolence, Az. Dom. 1397-Heg.777- this poor Coo» (amongft others. parched inthe heat 
of his fury; not from any eye of rage or envy he darted, but from an imprudent pro- 
vocation and affront which Hoharo-mirza (called B’heder-cawn ) cauflefly jealous put up- 
on the triumphant Tartar, fo ill refented, that no lefs than the lois both of his Life 
and Crown would expiate, making alfo many Men and Towns fharers in his mifery ; this 
place efpccially, ( which but for the Ardaveilian Syet his requcfting mercy had been-le. 
velled with thc Earth, plough'd up and {falted: ) But in the fable weed fhe is now appa-. 
rclled: For great Coo» is now onely Magni nominis umbra. So as we fee Towns die as 
well as Men, and may figh with melancholy Statius, 





Quicquid habet ortus, finem timet, ibimus omnes, —— — Death is tbe common Friend ! 
TUG S e— —— For what ere bad beginmzing, [hall have end. 


From Coo» wc rode to Zezzez,of old Zoara, and thence to Cafbsz, Caffzim Cluverius 
mif-fpells it: a City from Coom removed fix and thirty miles ; the way calic and plain, 
albeit fandy. 

CASH AN, where thc Artick elevation is 34 degr. 7 minutes, longitude 86 degr. 
may worthily be reputed the fccond Town in Parthia for grandeur, wealth and beauty : 
diftant North from Spabawz fixty long Ezglifh miles:and from Czzbyz South two hundred 
and ten or thereabouts. Whence the Name derives it fclf, the illiterate Cafhanians 
could not tell; but my conjcéturc is that ’tis borrowd either from Cufhaxz, which in the 
Syriack lignifieth heat or blacknefs ; or from Caffan-Afirza Son to Hocex Son of Ally; or 
elfe from Shaw-Cafhan (Son to Axan, begot by Tangrolipix An. Heg.582.0f our account 
1202. ) fubjected by the Great Cham; or (which beft pleafes me, if ancient enough) from 
Ufhan- Cafhan the Armenian, (Acen ox Caff an-beg fome call him) who in the Year of our 
Lord 1470. of Mahomet’s flight from Mecca 850. vanquilhed Afalaoncres (whom fome call 
Abdulla-chawn) the lalt of Tamerlang’s progeny that ruled Perfia. 

At this day it is a City both great and lovely, and ancient too;- for Oderie intitles it 
a noble and renowned City in his timc: and as now it is well fcated, comcly built, and 
abundantly peopled, over-topt by no Hill, unfeafoncd by no Marithes, nor watered by 
any great Stream, which chiefly augments the heat when Sol approaches Cazcer: But 
which rages there in no lef{s violence is Scorpio; not that in the Zodiack, but real Scor- 
pions which in numbers engender here. A little Serpent of a finger long, (which makes 
me marvel at Cedrenus who fayes there are Scorpions 2 cubits long in the Brachmans Coun- 
trey, z.e.India,) like but lefs than our Cray-fifh; and is the oncly creature that ftings 
with his tail, fome flyes excepted: Of great terrour in the fting 5; and fo inHaming, as 
with their invenomed arrow fome die, few avoid madnefs, at leaft for a whole day; 
thc {ting proving moft dangerous when the fcafon is hotteft, which is when the Dog- 
Star rages. And as it was faid of another, Una eadémq, manus feit vulnus opémgue: 10 
in this malady is no fuch remedy as by applying the oyl of Scorpions. The Poet fo 


advifes, 
Quz nocuit ferpens, fertur caput illius apte The Serpent?s bead qjoym'd to tbe wounded part 
Vulneribus jungi, fanat quz fauciat ipfa. Fitly is faid to heal tb! infected [martr. 
Vt Lariffza curatus Telaphus halta, Like Tclaphus cur’d by Achilles Dart. 


The execration is, Afay a Scorpion of Cahan fiting thee. But which is more remarkable, 
and agrccable to what PZzy in his Natural Hiftory reports of the Scorpiors in #Zefopora- 
mia, they fay, and we found it truc; {ome of them crecprina into our our Rugs as wc 
fleprt, they feldom or never hurt a Stranger. Holler afhirims bow that one who ex€ced- 
ingly loved the fincll of Bafil, being dead had a Scorpion found in his brains: howbeit, 
the erhiops fay, That to cat Balil isan Antidote. But ALimontacs the Jearned Few in his 
Conn. Ethici, fayes, Contra ittum Scorpii urina fili cft propinauda qnadrsaciunta dierum, ad 
men[ir.im quatitor ovorum: the quantity Of + cgg-fIhells full of a Child's urinc drunk forty 
daycs cures the iting of a Scorpion: But what Pliny reports, That Crabs navani ia 
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claws broke off and buried in the Earth, will become Scorpions, fit fides pezes Autherem. 
The Africans report, That ’tis a prefent cure to anoint with garlick. And JPozrazuss 
writes, how that onc itung with a Scorpion was helped by drinking Frankincenfe with 
the fculpture of a Scorpion refolved into powder. Howbeit, the Perfians ufual remedy 
is to bleed and bathe the affcéted part with Scorpions oyl, or otherwilé to hold it over 
the head of the Scorpion, firft being foundly brurfed. 

This noble City is in compafs not leís than York or Norwich, about four thoufand Fa- 
milies being accounted in her. The Houfes arc fairly built, many of which are pargct- 
ted without and painted, the Mofques and Hummums are in their cupolocs curioutly 
ceruleated with a feigned Turquoiie: the Buzzar is fpaciousand uniform ; furniihed with 
Silks, Damasks and Carpets of filks, filk and gold, and of courfe thrumd-wool; no part 
of the World having better or better coloured. Here are alfo {tore of Spices and other 
Merchandize. Befides, the People here (the fruit of Induftry ) be more civil, no Icf& 
active, and as trim and rich in their attire as I could obferve in any other part: and 
by reafon they allow few to be idle, here are full Manufactures of Silks, Sattens and 
cloth of gold curiofly wrought and coloured, no better inthe World; and infuch plenty 
that one Cartwright an Ezglzf(b Merchant who wasthere about the Year 16co. fpares not 
to averr, That there was then morc Silk brought in one Year into Cafhan, than broad 
Cloaths are into Zozdoz. Here alfo they have a fingular Art in dying or colouring of 
Silks, and ftaining of Linnen-cloth like the Zzdzaz-Pazradoes. They alfo make very cu- 
rious lively flowcrs and knots, and in beautiful colours upon Leather which are very 
lafting and for feveral ufes. In a word, a more induftrious and civil Pcoplc, or a 
Town better governed Perfia celfewhere has not. Here is no want of pleafure neither, 
abounding in Gardens, Fruits, and Corn, by the elaborate Tymars madc to fructifie, 
which being cultivated, retribute a gainful acknowledgment. The Carravazs-raw in this 
City is very noble, nay I may fay anunparallePd Fabrick of that kind, by many degrecs 
preceding all other Carravans-raws we iaw in Perfia; this being both large enough and 
nt enough to lodge the Court of the greateft Potentate in Afia. A Royal foundation it 
is, being built by Abbas for Travellers to repofe in gratis, and to expreís his magnifi- 
cence as well as charity. The whole Building is grounded with Marble, rifing from thc 
ground tix foot; the rcfidue is brick arified in the Sun, pargetted and adorned with 
knots and fancics of Arabic Characters, in azure, red, and white colours laid in Oyl, 
after the mode of Perfiaz. It is aperfe¢ét quadrant; for each angle from onc another are 
two hundred paces, the whole cight hundred. Inthe umbilic of this Court is a fquare 
Tank filled (by an Aque-duct). with cryftallin water. This royal Inne has alfo adjo; n- 
ing it fuch Gardens as rather exceed than want to difplay the founders munificence. 
Herc is not any other memorable Antiquity that I could hear of, fave that Nycador-Og- 
lan the Ufurper who died frantick was buried here 24z7o Heg. 65 5- and he fcarce worth 
the Memory. More than which I have not tofay concerning this City, other than that 
fevcral.conjcétures by learned men have pafled; Whence the W'ifc-mcn came that pre- 
fented our bleffed Saviour with their offerings, who were without doubt the firft-fruits 
and called ofthe Gentiles; waiting the accomplifhment of Balaams Prophecie mentioned 
in Numb. 24. 17. There (ball come a Star out of jacob, and a Scepter [ball rife out of \{racl, 
and [ball {mite the corners of Moab, and deftroy the Children of Seth: which was gathered 
more from this of their Prophct than any other Aftrologic computation. Now that 
they were Gentiles is evident ; that they came from thè Eaft, undeniable: But from 
what City or Province nolefs difputablethan the place of their burial. The word AZzgzs 
is proper to Perfia, Perfia is Eait from Bethlehem; fo as fome. are of opinion they came 
from hence; others fay from Shufbaz where then flourifhed an Academy. Neverthe- 
Icfs, the people here havea Tradition, That thofe three Wife-men or Kings went hence; 
which fome fay were intombed in Cullen. Howbeit, Melchior per{wadcs us they came 
from Sbcba inSabea: and Ex orientali Arabia regione, Reges ad colendum Chrzifl um venerunt, 
faith Poffelus, Lhe Kings came fromthe Eaft part of Arabia to worlhip Chrift. Others 
labour no Icfsto bring them from the Omerits in ethiopia South. From Babylon other- 
fome thirr they came : from Ormus fome would have them 5 a conjectureas likely as it 
was Paradifc. Ceylooz and Taprobaz have been thought their Countrey: But if you 
pleafe to rruft Friar Odezzc of Friuli, Cafhan was it. And his conjecture is not amifs, 
feeing that Thecophylaé and other ancient writers, asalfo Saint Chryfofiom in his 6. Hom. 
upon Saint ALuwibew ailirms, that the Zagi who camc to worship Chrift, were. Pexfas 
Princes. But feeing this is a work of fuch difficulty, let me rather bufie my brains in 
queft of what a Magus was, fince Simon Magus through his black Art has in common 
acccpration rendred the name odious ; and under which Title, Witches, i aces Mic 
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chanters, Fortunc-tellers, or pretending Calculators of Nativitics , Hydromantiques, 
Pyromantiqucs, and other Diaboliques have cloaked their trumpcries; alrogerher un- 
worthy the namic of the Perfzzz; Magi which was an honourable Epithcte, and peculiar to 
Perfia. Such as exccll'd in Philofophy and Piety, Su¢d.zs terms them Philofophi c Philothei. 
Which neverthelefs has been attributed though under other names to iitch as amongit 
other Nations were ftudious in Philotophy and the Liberal Sciences; fuch as after the 
Dialect of their Countreys were called Gymzofopbzftz, Brachmanni, T. allapoy, Chaldaei, Drui- 
des, Bardhi, cc. whoin thcir times were contemplative and ftudious in the fecrets 
of Nature, which in the worít fence and vulgarly as commonly accepted is called Ma- 
gique; but Judicial and Natural Altrology in a morc favourable, and by the moft Icarn- 
cd: And in which, our moft ancient Philofophers the Druides (long before the S.zxozs 
entrancc) were excellent, as 1 might prove by many inftances; butthat onc out of Pliny’s 
Natural Hiftory Pliz. lib. 30. c. 1. may ferve, That the Britzizs were fo addicted wito 
Magick as in that Art they were the firft that inftructed the Perframs ; an Authority that 
ferves well to reprove Tully, who ralhly intitles the Britains barbarous; albeit I fuppofe 
he did it upon the general account as they ufually {tiled all thofc Nations, Quibus vec 
linguam nec legem Romani dcderint, who derived neither their Laws nor Language from 
the Romans. And in that the Greeks werc even with them, when they comprehended 
thc Romazs under that attribute. Now the difference “twixt the Magi and Pfeudo-Atugi 
are thefe. Common cuftom (faith S. 7Ziczom ) apprchends that Atagicians are no better 
than Evchanters; luch as impolftors now a days arc rightly termed, who ufually delude 
their cuftomers with fallacious words and fpccics, or otherwite practife an unlawful 
correfpondence with Saraz in his black Arts, like thofe Janzes and Fambres who retifted 
Mofes, andcither by a deceptio vifs or diabolical enchantments imitated Z4ofes, until by a 
fupreme vindictive hand upon themfelves by that plague of Lice they were conftrained 
to acknowledge the Omnipotency of God, and that digito Dezthofc wonders were per- 
formed by his Servant A4ofes, which they were not able to counterfeit, Exod, 8. 19. In 
which rank were Elymas, 1. c. the Perfian Sorcerer mentioned A. 13. 8. and Szmoz fire 
damed Mags his Con-difciple; both which ufed infernal Arts, and were atcordingly 
difctovered and punifhed by the Apoftles. Whereas contrarily, it may be prefumed by 
the character given the right 722g; ( füch as thofe were who come with their offerings to 
Cbrifl,)that theirs was lawful: For, faith Peter Martyr, By the word Aagi we underitand 
Wilt and Honeft Mens; and is the more credible, fccing that the definition of Magia, 
is no other than an elevated Wifdom and Science of the Harmony and concents of Uni- 
verfals in Nature, in which the Aagi took an uncexprceflible delight. Now it will not be 
denied that the pleafures of the Intellect do far exceed thofe of the Affections; for in 
pleafure there is faticty, which is not attained to in knowledge; Satisfaction and Ap- 
pctite (faith the Lord Verulam) being perpctually interchangeable. And Apileins with- 
all in his Apol. tellus, That Perfarum lingua AJfacss efl, gui noftra, Sacerdos: Which is 
probable, fecing that the Fews themf{elves had it in fuch cftimationas it wasa rule, how 

. that in Gemara-lege non adfcifci in Sanhedrim Magie non remtros, C FO linguarum peritos. 
With which agrees that of another; Js Adagus cft qui Divinorum crat cultor c znterprces. 
Aud Peuceris lib. de Divinit. Pra-erant Magi religioni Perfice ut im popilo Dei Levite, fiu- 
di:f3, vere Philofophie crant dediti; nec nfquam Rex Perfarum poterat effe, qui zon antet Ma- 
gorum difciplinam fcienti.imgq; percepiffete Which we may the better credit, fecing Cyrus 
in that memorable confpiracy he made againft his Brother Artaxerxes, perfwading the 
Greeks to confederate with him, amongit other praifes vainly arrogatcd to himfelf; 
onc was, That he was more capable of Rulc than his Brother for that hc was the grcater 
Magician, intending thereby Bonas Artes © Munera Lingue, Stellariimg; vias c magni 
Sydera Celi, his proficiency in the Liberal Arts, Languages and Aftrology. Plutarch 
alto in thc Life ot Themiftocles acquaints us, that of fo high eftecm were the AZigi with 
the Perfian Wings, as they frequently and delightfully heard their Le¢tures touching 
Philofophy and Art Magick. Aituan allo very rightly thus defines them, 


Ile penes Perfas Magus eft, qui Sydera novit, A Perfian Magus cald be zs, 
Qui feiat Herbarum vires, culiütq; Deorum, tho kzows dicrbs, Stars, and Detrices, 
Perizpolis tacit itta Magos, prudentia triples. AW tbroc lewd in Pcrícpolis. 


So as upon the whole it appcearsthat the ALzgi were fo called from their laborjous fcru- 
tiny into hiddencaufes; by their practice and experience in Altrouomy improving the 
theory as well as practique part. For by their careful obiervin: the celcitial motions, 
they comprehend their probable influences; and trom thence divined many ftiainze and 
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notable events in Nature, as Earthquakes, Inundations, Eclipfes, diftemperature in 
Weather, Revolutions of State and the like: but which was moft confiderable, by 
their consemplating the wonderful order, harmony and providence by which the Crea- 
ture is made and governed, they duly magnified and adinired the Creator; and from 
their cuitomary diving into occult caufesof Nature, were thence called Magical; albe- 
it no other than a connexion of Agents and Patients in Nature, rcípecting cach other ; 
and by learned men, difcovered to produce fuch effects, asto fuchas are ignorant of their 
caufes appear Itrange and wonderful. But after this digreflion, I proceed upon our Travel. 
The 23 of Auguft we came toa Village called Bizdebode, which was about eighteen miles 
from Cafhan: There we reíted but one day. The next night we got to Nataac, which 
fome call Taze, and in probability takes name from ZVzzez 5 for Diaza was there fo called 
and woríhipped. There goes a Tradition likewiíc, that the lalt unfortunate Darius 
there breathed his laft, through thetreachery ofthat perfiduous Baétrian Beffzs, A. AL. 
363§- Whichiffo, then I may make this obfervation, The Village and Lodge ahamed 
of fuch a barbarifm, fccms to hide it felf betwixt two lofty hills, fo as until near the 
place ’tis hardly to be difcerned. Neverthelefs from the top of cither of thofe hills we 
had a delightful profpect; for from thence we could fee feveral Countrey Villages; 
watered by {mall Rivolets. That Nights Travel was full thirty Miles. The next night 
we got to Reig: but more than that it was onc and twenty miles from Natave, not worth 
remembring; and that from Spabawz it is diftant three farfangs; but from Cazbyztwo 
hundred and fixty or thereabouts. Whenceto Bagdar, the firit day is to Corranda, and 
then fucceflively to Deacow, Mifcarroon, Corryn , Laccary, Corbet, Nazareil, Sabber- 
cawn, (near which is Pully-fhaw and Caromon-fhahoon formerly called Ceoz-(ba, where 
was decided that famous contcíft for the Perfiaz Crown ’twixt Artaxerxes and Cyrus re- 
corded by Xezepboz, and in memory whereof in the concave of the adjacent Mountain is 
engraven Pourtraits refembling thofe I mentioned of Ruffaz near the ruines of Perfcpolis 5 
onely here are added the figures of Elephants and other Beaíts, fuch as arc weil 
worth a Travellers obferving.) Bagdat is next to Sabbercawz, whence is but one days 
journey to Bagdat upon Tzgris, the total being a hundred and thirty farfangs. How- 
beit, trom Spabawz there is another road; firft travelling to Golpichan which is forty 
farlangs; thence to Toffarchan forty more; to Mando fifty, to ZZemoometzar icvcn, and 
then by Baroe to Bagdat ieven more ; inalla hundred forty fourfarfangs; the paflage more 
eafie, though of greater diftance and therefore moretravelled, efpeciaily by Carravan: Of 
which City old and new, fuffer me to give a brief defcription. And tirit of Babyloz. 
BABYLON was of old a City in that Countrey which in Gez. 11. 2. 13 named 
Shinaar, a Vale watered by the River Euphrates, onc of thofe that ftreamed through 
Paradife: The Countrey afterwards was called Caldea ( Keldaz and Arcalder by Berofis, 
but the Land of Nimrod in Mic. $. 6.) and after that Babylonia. To the Eaft it had Szfi- 
ana, to the Welt AZZefopotamia ; and to the South part of the Perfraz Gulph. Tic name 
was infpofed upon that memorable confufion of fpeech happening there about a hundred 
and twenty yearsaftcr the Flood, which defeated that delign the race of Cham (for Ae- 
bers Family would not joyn with Nimrod in that attempt) had hatclit to fecure themfelves 
from a fecond Deluge. The promoting which impious work isattributcd principally to 
that Nimrod who in Gez. 10. 9. isftiled The mighty Hunter, fuch, ashis Tyranny became 
aProverb: By Berofzs called Nimbroth 5 who with his confederates intended fucha pyle 
the top whercof fhould reach into Heaven, e£dificemus nobis Urbem có Turrim, cujus ca- 
put fic in Calis, Gen. 11. 4. Berofiss adds, ad altitudinem €& magnitudinem Montium. And 
accordingly multorum manibus (there being as good Authors report no lets than five 
hundred thoufand men) by full thirty ycars inceflant labour that ftupendious work 
whofe bafis was nine milcs about, had its fuperftruéture advanced to a proportionable 
height; five thoufand paces fay fome, which make 25730 foot: a hcight hardly tobe 
believed, when we confider how that wonder of the world the greatcft of the ceyprzaz 
Pyramids exceeds nota thoufand foot fayes Meylin; five hundred foot fave one iayes 
Greaves; whofereport is molt to be credited fecing he meafured it; which Pyramid if 
but five hurzlred foot, equals the height of Pauls when the Pyramidal Spire ftood upon 
tac Steeple. Yet Herodotus reports this Towcr was in height four thoufand paces; S. 
£1itroria cxceeds him making it fixtcen thoufand : but fccing the Stair or paflage to afcend 
by was circuzar, and of that breadth alfo (if we may credit Verfrega) as afforded {cope 
fufficient for Horfe and Carts to turn ’tis probable the paces mentioned by St. 7Z7zczo» and 
£icrodotus rather rclateta the compafs than to the perpendicular. Which contideration 
can beit qualifie that Jewith hyperbole we mect with in the 7«/cut, avcrring that it was 
Ícven and twenty miles high: Ancdifice (letthe height be whatit will) fo wonderful as 
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gave occafion to a Heathen Poet to feign his Gyganto-machia s montes montibus Superponcre, 
ut Jovem de fua fede detruderent. 


The Heavens look d pale with wonder, to behold 


Affeaffe ferunt regnum coclefte Gigantes, With what attempts and rage tbe Gyants bold 
Altáq, congeftos ftruxiffe ad fydera montes. Sought to affront the Gods, by raifir.g hich 


AMonunt upon Mount, to inhabit in the Skée. 


But he who from his fupreme feat beheld their arrogance, to check the progrefs of 
that impious defign confounds their Language, from one which was the Hebrew (Ex 
quo fonte Orientales G Meridionales lingue dimanant, faith Poffel/«s) unto feventy two {faith 
Goropius, by that caufe of feparation, Naturale idioma c primum à Parente verum.natura 
Deo munus conceffum, illic erat mutatum, difperiing them into fcveral parts, the bctter' to 
plant the World. 

Now albeit the Tower.was never finifhed (for it was as one faycs well Opus ultione divina 
incompletum (although Alexander by wonderful expence and labour of men many hun- 
dred years in vain attempted it, and before him Semiramis fay the Fabulous Greeks, or 
rather Nabuchadnezzar,) the City neverthelefs 1well'd into a vaít extent: For Nimrod 
living there fix and fifty ycars increafed its buildings, was thc firft that foveraignized 
over men and that taught them Idolatry, fo as dying they dcified him by the name of 
Sudormyn, which the Romans after converted into Saturz. Arphaxad (ScmsSon) planting 
Caldea and Elam his Brother Perfia, Belas firnamed Jupiter Bacyloziczs fuccecded-at Baby- 
lom An. Mundi 18300. By fome heis cailed Bzal and Bel, whote Son Nizas (called Am- 
raphel) having conquered Libya, Arabia, Media, and Battria, is accounted the firft 
Monarch of the Earth; and the more to exprefs his magnificence, built or ra- 
ther enlarged (for in Gez. 10. 11. Afhyr or Nimrod is faid to build) ZVzzeveb the great up- 
on Tigris formerly called Nyfib and Reubaboth, and fince Mofi, being indeed rather the 
ruines of Seleucia: by Nebuchadnezzar afterwards made tic Capital City of 24fyria, 
which yet gave the preheminence to Babylon. After two and fifty years rule over-ruled by 
that Virago Semiramis He was buried in the Temple he himfelt had built and dedicated 
to Belushis Father, J4zohis Mother, and Rhea his Grandmother 5 whofe Golden Statua’s 
he erected in the middle of the City to be worfhipped : agreeable to what we find men- 
tioned lib. Sapienztie cap. 14. V- X4« Acerbo enim luttu dolens pater, cito fibi rapté filii fecit 
imaginem, € illumquitunc quafi bomo mortuus fuerat, nunc tanquam Deum colere cepit e& 
conftituit inter fervos fuos facra cc facrificia. Deinde, interveniente tempore convalefcente ini- 
gua con[uetudine , bic Error tanquam lex cuftoditus eft ut Tyrannorun: imperio figmenta coleban- 
tur, When a Father mourned grievoufly for his Son that was fuddenly takcn away, he 
then made an Image for him that was a dead man, whom forthwith he worfhipped asa 
God, and amongit his fervants ordained ceremonies and facrifices : Soas in procefs of 
time, that wicked cuftome prevailed and was obferved as a Law 5 and Idols*by the 
Commandement of Tyrants became to be adored. Ert bos quos in palam homizes honorare 
non poterant propter boc quod lounge effent è longinguo, figura eorum allata evidentem imaginem 
Regus quem honorare volebant, fecerunt y ut illum qui aberat tanquam prefcntem fua follicitudine 
colerent, And for fuch as were fo remote that they could not worinip them prefently, 
they counterfeited the vifage, and made the gorgious Image of a King whom they ho- 
noured, flattering him that was abient, as if he had bcen prefent.. Omnes tamen non 
fuerant in pari bonore € antloritate , verum in certos ordines C cl.ffes diflributi. Alios 
majorum gentium, alios; minorum. WHowbeit the Heathen Gods were not all had in equal 
honour and powcr, but diftributed into certain orders or claíles, fome being accounted 
the greater and others lefler Gods of Nations. Varro, zz duas claffes, certos c incertos. 
And Cicero in 2 lib. Nomothefie, xanksthem into three diftinét ordcrs or degrees; Unum 
corum qui femper Celcftes bdbiti funt, ut Jupiter, Mars, Apollo, &c. Ti dii caleftes vel ma- 
jorum gentu:nmappellaztur? alterum eorum, quos in coelum merita vocarint, alcinidez C& dit ter- 
reftres, ut Flercules, Bacchus, Belus, Romulus, &C. nominantur y tertii proptcr quos detur 
bominibus afcen[musimColum. The firft was thofe who inhabited the Heavenly Places, call'd 
the greater Gods of Nations. The next, thofe Heroes whofe deferts transferred them 
thither 5 and the laft Zz infimi or mediaftini , fuch who for their cfteem amongft men, 
were by them canonized. Principes quia jufti erant (faith Fab. Pictor 1 part.) C religioni- 
bus dediti, Dei dicuntur, Princes alfo bccaufe they were iuft were termed Gods, but 
uot fo much for Juftice as Power was Wires idolized; and in adulation, by the. 4fyrians 
firnamed Fupirer, by others Amraphel; and imagined that fame King whom Abraham 
vanquiihed alter his departure from Ur (fo called becaufe there the Fire was worfhipred) 
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to Harantoavoid Idolatry ; which place was betwixt Babylon and ZVzzevyeb, wiiere betore 
the Flood was the terreftrial Paradife. Butby theCaldeans this Mies was callcd £ferce- 
les, for Hercules plures fuerant. Diod. Sic. l. 5- names 3. Cicero 6. and Varro 24. 

This active Princefs reigned forty ycars; during which; fhe enlarged the Empire 
from Ethiopiato India : Of that high courage as news being brought when fhe was dreiling 
her head how that Babyloz was revolted, fhe prefently vowed never to perfect her drefs 
till tne City was reduced. Semiramis as fhe enlarged the Empire by her forces, fo did 
fhe her fame by fundry great and memorable acts : For befides the elegant Gardens the 
madein Media, at Babylon likewife upon many high pillars of {tone fhe made a Garden 
which-f*er the manner and curiofity thereof was accounted one of the Wonders of the 
World, and by adeep channel brought Water thither fromthe River Oreztesto cxpreís 
her puiflance, faith Diod. Sic. l. 4. c. 7. or rather to Ecbathaz, after that cutting the Ca/pian- 
Strait; contracting Euphrates, and building over it the noblcft Bridge any {tory ever men- 
tioned; raifing twoObelisks in Babylon the leaft of which was a hundred and thirty foot high 
and five and twenty inthicknefs,hewn and brought thither down Tygrzs from Ararat, She 
alfo ereéted two incomparable Palaces on cither fide Euphrates, one towards the Eait, the 
other towards the Welt end of Babylon, the firft extending thirty,the other fixty furlongs 5 
and cach compafled with a ftately Wall. . Buctranfcendingthoíc, inthecenrer or middle 
of the City fhe raifed the nobleft building in the world: It was a fquarc Tower ot black 
poltfhed Marble, every fide being a thoufand paces (entred by four Gates of burnifhed 
Brafs,) the height of the firft was a quarter of a mile: Eight Towers rofe onc upon 
another, gradually diminifhing: nine turlongs high and ten broad faith Diod. in little 
imitated by that A4axufolenm Auguffi which was built many Ages after in Rome "twixt the 
Tyber and Via Flaminia, thought to refemble that which Arremifia dedicated to the Carzarnz 

ing. Atthe culmen or top was a Chappcl, whercin was a fumptuous Bed and Table 
of Gold, and in which were placed three Golden Images reprefenting Jupiter, Ops, and 
Juno, i. e. her Father-in-law Belus, her Husband Nizas and her felt: Statua’s twelve 
cubits high, of pure maflie Gold, continuing amongit thofe Idolaters for many fuccced- 
ing gencrations the moft reverenced Idols in the World: that of Fupiter weighed 1000 
Babylonian Talents, that of Ops the like, that of y4ze 800: there were alio placed 
two ftanding Cups weighing thirty Talents 5 two perfuming pots, and three other large 
Veflels all of pureGold,one of which weighed 1200 Talents: tliofc Pots were of ufe there, 
for (Cas faith Herodotus) inthat Temple was ycarly confumed in Fankincenfc to the value 
of 100000 Talents : a Tempte un-dcfaced, until about the year fromthe beginning of the 
World 3490 in a frantick fit it was demolifhed by Xerxes after his beating by Leonidas 
and Themiftocles the Grecian Land and Sga Generals. This Grand idol had for many 
Ages been had in divine veneration, fo as the Reformation had been commcndable had 
it proceeded from a better principle. From the top of the higheft Tower, and by reafon 
of the continual ferenity of the Sky, the Caldean Aftrologers (whofe skill in that Art 
they fay was practifed 3600 yearsbefore Alexanders conquefts, which if truc, reaches 
to Evxochs time) precifcly obferved the Planctary motions ; and though thcy could not 
hear their rowling harmony, yet thence they had the exact light and magnitude of the 
Stars, their heliacal acronical matutine and vefpertine motions, rife and tall, the 
progrefs of the Sun; the conftcllations, afpects and influence of the Plancts, ce. 
for in that Art during thofe times they had the grcateft Knowledge of any Altrolo- 

ers. 

= Now thoughtheheart of Semiramis was put into an orb of Gold above, yct her body 
was interred below. And as Xerxes ranfacking for treafure above, in licu thereof 
having opened the place where Belus (a great Aitrologer as well as King) wasinterred, 
hc onely found a large veficl of glafswhich contained his body in fwimming oyl which 
for 1600 ycars bad it fcems continued in that condition; fo Duarizs afterwards in like 
hopes of wealth, violating her tomb below, difcovered her Coffin, upon the opening 
of which, fuch a peftilential {mell vapourcd thereout as not oncly killed fome that were 
{pectators but infeéted the greatcit part of Afia. The like memorable example hap- 
‘pened Azzo Dom. 170. upon a mans forcing open a Shrine of Gold in the Temple ot 
ud polle 5 whence inftead of thetreafure that avaricious wretch expected, there Hiùed 
forth fuch an infectious breath as firft killed the man, then infected the whole City, and 
{foon after overfprcad fuch a vaft fpacc of the carth, as it is thought half mankind 
died of that peftilence, which ccafed not tillit had un-pcopled the greatest part of the 
Univerfe. Butconcerning this great Emprefs accept that fhort character Beroftss gives 
her, Hec Virago, militia, triumphis, divitiis, Vittoriis c Imperio, omncs mortales antcce [fit s 
Nemo etenim huic famine comparandus eft. And as to the City, albeit Nimrod begun, it was 
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exceedingly beautity'd and enlarged by Semiramis: concerning whom dicitur altam-— 
Coktilibres muris cinxiffe Semiram . Urbem. And another Poet; Perfarum ftatuit Babylona 
Seniiramis Urbem. Not onely compalling it with a Wall, but fuch a Wall as worthily was 
accounted principal of the World’s feven Wonders: for as Solinus reports, it was foyr 
hundred and fourfcore furlongs about,which make threcícorc of our miles. Diod. Siculus, 
three hundred fixty five; for each day one furlong. Qu. Curt. three hundred fifty eight ; 
the height and thicknefs holding proportion. The height fay the fame Authors wastwo 
hundred cubits (the common cubit is the length of the Arm from the elbow tothe longeft 
fingers end, which is half a Yard; the holy Cubit was a Yard; the Geometrical Cubit 
three ) Fifty Cubits of the largeft meafure, faith another; and the thicknefs was forty 
foot: fifty Cubits fay others; {o broad that fix Chariots could well drive together 
atthe top, and fo battlemented that they could not fall. A broad graff or trench it alfo 
had filled with Water that went round the Wall, which was entred by a hundred gates of 
Brafs. And what made this Wall no lefs beautiful than ftmong, was, thatit was arched, 
fo as under a Piazza Men might walk as in a fhade. Semiramis begun, but finifhed it 
was for the recreation of Amyrtis the Wife of Nabuchodoofor the Great, or as fome 
fay by ZWzrtoeerzs his Daughter, whoas Ve qn ex Bercfo Izb. 1. contra Appion. and Herodotus 
lib. 1. fay emulated Semiramis. Seconded by fuch a Palace, as gaining even his own ad- 
miration, extorted from him that impious boat, Ts not this Great Babel that I have built 2 
A City 1o ftrong, that albeit Cyrus by that fucceis obtained at Borfyppa had the oppor- 
tunity to wreath his brow with the Atedian Diadem, yet was he unabie to matter it un- 
till he turned Exphrates anothcr way ( as Semiramis had done when fhe built the Bridge ) 
by which he madc his happy approach,whilit Belfhazzer ( not perceiving danger fo near 
at hand ) was carouling amongit the Princes of his Empire and fell afleep; a perpetual 
feep as called in Feremiah 5 1. 57. being (after that dreadful apparition upon the Wall) 
that night flain by Durie, as recorded in Daziel 5-30. A City fo great, that (as Ari- 
ftotle reports) One part in three days ( hours fays one ) after it was taken knew not that 
the Enemy was entred: but that one Poft fhould run to meet another to fhew the King 
of Babyloz that his City was taken at one end, we read in the Prophet Jeremiab 5 1. 31. 
and that at the noife of the winning of Babel the Earth was moved, and the cry heard 
amongit the Nations, Fer- 50.46. A City fo Imperial, that for many generations it was 
the ufual place of refidence for the Monarchs of the whole World; honoured with the 
Court of nine and forty Emperours from Nimrod to Bel(bazzer for about -1600 Years; 
for the Empire terminating in that Prince, was transferred to Darius, and after to Cy- 
rzs by the Victory he obtained over Affyages his Grand-father 42.Af. 3400. A City io 
beautiful and fo ftately, as Paufanias in Affyr: avers, that Babylon, Omnium quas unquam 
Sol afpexit Urbium erat maxima c [plendidiffima; &c. Babylon was the greateft and the moft 
glorious of allthe Cities that ever the Sun beheld: For which caufe by way of excellency 
in the 14. Chap. of Efay 4. Verfe, it is called the Golden City. So that befides the fü- 
perlative praiics prophane Writers give, Holy Writ ftiles her the Princefs and glory 
of Kingdoms, Jfa. 47. and the praife of the whole Earth, Fer. 51.41- Now, where 
could the wit of Man find out a better to inhabit than that local place which Adam in his 
Innocency enjoy'd? in which Zabyloz was {cituated : fo rich that Alexander when he be- 
came matter of this Place found treafured there two hundred thoufand Talents of gold, 
every Talent being in ours 4500 /. and what fitter place could that great Monarch choofe 
to bid farewcl to the World than in what was Epitome Uxiverfi as one calls it: andat 
a time when Ambafladors from all parts of the Univerfe attended to acknowledge him 
Soverciznu; and where a Parliament of the whole World was aflembling to confult how 
to preferve what his victorious Arm had purchafed ? But to fhew the incertainty of this 
World's glory ( being indeed but a Mize ezy]acíz ) this great Victor in the meridian of 
his fplendor and ftrength, quaffing fome fay too great a draught of Ox blood (as the 
richcft Wines there were called ) to Hercules his emulated Progenitor, Geparts with this 
Epithete given by an envious Critique, Terrarum fatale malum c fydus inizuum Gentibus ; 
having difturbed the World about twelve Years; whofe Spirit how heroich focver it 
was, is neverthelefs cenfured by a Roman Hiitorian in thefe words: Nihil alind quam 
bere anfiss cfe vana contemuere. Now according to natural motion as all things when at 
the hixzheit deicend, fo this triumphant City by the revolution of fucceeding times un- 
able to retiit the uncontroulable decrec of Heaven fisnificd by the greater Prophets,had 
this judgement pronounced, The proud walls of 825y/cz {hall be utterly brokem,and her 
high gates be burnt with fire, fhe thall become a heap, a dwelling place for Dragons, 
and that it ihou'cl be faid, How is Babyloz become an ailonifhment ? a hiffing and a 
defolation amousit all Nations? Jer. S0. $ 1. And as in the Old, fo in the New; in 
Rev. 
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Kev. 17. the like judgment is denounced againft myftical Babylon ( for th » 
deftroy d ) Babylon the great is fallen, is fallen, and become the ires of Pa i gp 
that aftonifhment both to the Kings and Merchants of the Earth, that ftanding a Car off 
they weep and wail, faying, Alas! alas! for that great City; butthe Righteous do re- 
joyce, fecing that in her was found the Blood of the Prophets and of the Saints, and of 
all that were flain upon the Earth, which how far applicable unto this, I intermeddie 
not Nor concerning her have more to fay, than thatthe utter defolation of this Great 
City may well ferve as a Mirror for all others of that kind to view their deitiny: for 
a greateft Cities à and oe their periods. Give me leave therefore oncly in 
er pr-dent ruines to erect a Monumental Pillar to her m Cj j 
Letters I may affix this Elegiac Inícription, SGEN WESESOR SAGADA

Neverthelefs as was her rife, her fall was not at one time, but languifhed by degrees. 
The greateft blow given was by Seleuchus Nicanor A. 7M. 3645. who about 360 Years be- 
fore the Incarnation of our Saviour, in that very place where Coch once ftood built a 
City, at the place where Tzgris and Exphrates meet, for fome fpace making one Chan- 
nel, and after his own Name called it Seleucia: but before that was named Calanne and 
Chalne, one of thofe four Cities over which Nimrod ruled, mentioned in Gez. 10. 10. be- 
ing fifty miles to the North of Babylon, by the diminution of the one,the other increaf- 
ing: For,.partly by perfwafions, but principally by menaces,that great Prince forced fix 
hundred thoufand Souls out of Babylon to people Seleucia. Agreeable to the Prophecie 
of Jeremiah 51.45. which fays that the Peoplé fhould go out after her. Strabo alfo 

ib. x6. in brief remembers as much; Babylonis partem Perfe diruerunt, partem confumpfit 
Tempus, partem ee Macedonum, prafertim poftquam Seleucus Nicanor condidit Selen- 
ciam ad Tigrim, ftadiis tantum 300 4 Babylone diftans, ec. The Parthians afterwards did 
the like to Seleucia when they built Crefzpboz about a league further upon the River; and 
that new City in the like fort was made defolate upon the building of Vologocerta. by Vo- 
logefesthe Parthian King about a hundred Years after the firft Cefar; the ruines of which 
great Cities oft amufe and probably mifguide Travellers, when they view their ruines 
for the finding out old Babylon or Nimrod’s Tower: notwithítanding all the light held 
forth by ancient Writers, or the traditional reports of the prefent Inhabitants who {peak 
onely by hear-fay and pure ignorance: And by reafon of Voifinage Seleucia alfo is ( but 
erronéoufly) by fome taken for Babylon rather than Bagdath. That Babylon which is in 
Egypt was built by Cambyfes the Perfian King Son to Cyrus, but fince named El-Cairo by 
Geboar Lieutenant to El-Cair the Babylonian Chalyph, Caire in Syriack_and Brittifh fignify- 
ing a City. Where, note that Memphis and Latopolis ftood there or very near that place, 
as Leo in his Hiftory of Africk acquaints us. 

BAGDAT (raifed out of old Babels ruines ) is-in 36 degrees 20 minutes North; in 
82 of longitude: built in that part of Mefopotamia the Perfians call Yrakein, the Turks 
Dyarbec, the Arabs Fazirey, the Armenians Merediz;, albcit tome place it in Suffana about 
25 miles North of Babylon. The Name Bagdat (I fuppofe) is either from Bag-Deb, i.e. 
a Lordly City; or from Bawt-dat, 1. e. a Princely Garden; for Bagdaden, i. e. Hortus 
Eden, others fancy it. Howbeit, fome fay from Bugiafer the Babylonian Kalyph, who dif- 
burfed two millions of gold to re-edifie it after that devaitation which was made there 
by Almerick, King of Jewry. But long fhe enjoy’d not that f plendor; for Chyta a Tar- 
tarian Prince by erder from Alako his Brother,not onely fack’d it with a barbarous rage, 
but withal cruelly tortured the then Lord Chalyph Afuflaed-zem.  Howbeceit in the Year 
of our Lowl 752. of the Heg. 142. Almanfor ( or Abviaphcr as {ome name him `òthe three 
«ud twenticth Chalyph, by Art Magick obícrving a preciic time when by a good influcnce 
of the heavens it might in future times be fortunate begun to rear her up again; and 
as a peculiar act tcftifying his devotion builded the A@efgue in that place where onc Bagdet 
an Ercmit had made his Hermitage, and from whofe memory probably it took the dc- 
nominatien. _Almanfor neverthelefs (as ALircond the Perfian Hiftorian fayes ) gave itan- 
other name, viz. Medina Ifalem, i. e. the City of Peace: or according to Ben-Cafen, 
Deer-Affi:la, i. e. the Church of Peace. I fuppofe that great Almaxfor who every month 
to alte: his gray hairs to black, was at the charge of two thoufand drachms of Musk. 

An 
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An evil Spirit it feems predominated in this place: For fhe no fooner began to take 
breath and deck her felf in a Summer-livery, when another cold Northern blaft benum- 
med her; Tangrolipix Or Sadoc Lord of the Zelzuccian Family and Father of the Orro- 
mans, in defpight of the Arab and Perfian An. Dom. 103 I. Heg. 411. for fome time for- 
cing her to bow under the yoke of 7rkzfb bondage. Howbeit, once more an Arabi 
Chalyph INegmeddin-Fidal- Ally by name Son to Emyr-Elmummim, {et her at liberty. After 
whom 4ddae-daul and Siet Saife- Deddaul enlarged her; and to them (according to Acjsad- 
Abu beker ) followed _Almoftacer-bilab Son to Almottadibila, who ruled there A. D. roo. 
€ 480. Which feveral Chalyphs as they were exceflively rich, fo they {pared neither 
colt nor pains to redintegrate her memory. After which, Ifmael-Sophy congifred it 
from Bajazeth, but Solymaz his Succeflor regained it from Shaw-Tahamas his Son. From So- 
Iyman the Perfian King Mahomet (Son to Tabamas ) recovered it again An. Dom. 1 566. Fleg. 
946. entring unfufpected in the difguife of a Merchant, fifteen hundred of his Men in 
like habit driving into Bagdat, a Carravan of three thoufand Camels; and giving the 
Watch-word, immediately threw off their difguife and brandifhed their glittering blades 
in the eyes of the aftonifhed Garifon. The Perfians by that {tratagem kept it till the 
Year of our Lord 1605. Heg. 985.whenitagainreverted to T. urkz(b thraldom: Howbeit 
Shaw-Abbus the Perfian An. Dom. 1625. Heg. 1005. by pure force beat the Turks thence, 
as alfo their confederates the Tartars from Van in Armenia: Since which the T, urks by a 
like ftratagem have regained it, and at this prefent hold it: Such and fo many have been 
the viciflitudes of that important place. Let us now into the Town. 

Bazdat at this day fcarce equals Briffol either for bulk or beauty; albeit the circuit 
may be three miles, including about fifteen thoufand Families. Watered it is by Tzgris, 
which there is fomewhat broader than the Thames at London, but not fo navigable nor 
gentle. Scaliger fuppofes this to be Seleucia, but is miftaken, for Seleucia was 50 miles 
lower upon Tzgris- The greateft part of the Building was by Muttafer the 52th Cbalypb 
An. Heg. 520. removed to the Eaftern fide of theRiver. 

In the City is little more worthy of obfervation than the Bridge, the AZofgye, the Sul- 
tan’s Palace, the Coho-Houfe, the Buzzar and the Gardens. The Bridge refembles that 
at Rohan in Normandy, having paflage over thirty long Boats which are boarded and 
chained one to another and made to feparate at pleafure. The AZofgue builded in the 
Welt fide of the City is large, round, and pleafantly raifed of white rcc-ftone, brought 
down Tigris from Moful. The Sultan’s Houfe that adjoyns the Buzzar or great Market 
is large, but low; and near it are fome brafs Pieces which the Turks brought thither or 
from Ormas when it was taken by the Perfians. A little Chappel alfo Pancb- Ally by name 
is memorable by reafon of that impreflion of five fingers which A4orrzs- My (quis boc cre- 
dat) madc in the folid ftone there. Cobo-Houfes are Houfes of good-fellowfhip, where 
towards evening moft commonly many ZZx«ff4I»ez ordinarily aflemble to fip Coffee: 
a Stygian liquor, black, thick, and bitter ; brew’d out of Bunchie or Bunnu-berries 5 
more reputed of, if they hold to the old cuftom recorded by Herodotus, how that not 
a Woman here but once in her life time fat in Venus Temple: but moft efteem'd from 
a tradition they have that Mahomet fipt no other broth fave this which was invented by 
Gabriel: ln the Coho-houfe they alfo inebriate themfelves with Arac and Tobacco. ‘The 
Buzzar is pretty large and fquare, the Houfes comely, and the Gardens fweet: yet all 
put together, are no way comparable to many late upftart Towns about her. Never- 
thelefs by having the ftamp of great Babylon impreft upon her, is by Travellers very 
much honoured; and the memory of the old City gains this new one a due obfervance 
from all places of the Univerfe. : : 

Twelve miles lower towards Exphrates a confufed Mount is feen, which fome ima- 
gine the rubbifh of ZVzmrod's Tower , the rather bccaufe flimy bricks and mortar may be 
digged out of it. I rather imagine this to be the ruine of that great and memorable 
Temple lately mentioned erected by Semiramis in honour of Bel or Jupiter Belus. Ata 
diftance it is better perceived than when nearer hand; the infenfible rifing allthe way 
may occafioif it. What more or more properly can I apply than that of .«ufbwisus in one 
of his Epzg.

Bagdat is diftant from Aleppo forty dayes journey by Carravan, of which above 
two thirds of the way be through the Deferts: but by water it may be done in fewer. 
For in one day we país from thence to Felugia ; in fixtcen days more to Birrha; from 
whence in two days to Aleppo in Syria: From Aleppo by Carravan to T; ripoly (under 
mount Libanus) in feven dayes. Aleppo is twenty leagucs from Antioch. But to fee 
Onl Shufhan is neither unworthy our labour, nor out of our way; for it gave name to 
puis c which has 4fyria to the North, the Gulph South, Perfia Ealt, and to the Weft 

Flo. 

SIWUSH AN every where famoufed, was one ofthe three Royal Palaces the Median 
Montirchs fo much gloried and delighted in, viz. Babylon, Shufhanand Ecbatan. X. evophor 
thus Wéftributes the Court-motion, wiz. Three Spring-months in Safa, two Summer- 
-monthe: in Ecbataz, and feven Winter-monthes the King fpent in Babylon, meaning 
when the Sun was remoteft: fortheir Winter is equal to our Summer in heat, when the Sun 
rifes to his Meridian. This was built by Darius Son of Hyflafpzs Anno Mundi 34.44. as 
Pliny in his 6 Zib. c. 28. who rather beautified it with many Palaces, as Elian. 13 lib. 
Some fay Laomedon built it, fuch time as Thola judged Zfrael. Others make Cyrus firít 
Fourder of Pifogard (called fo from Pifoz a branch of ZZzddekel) to be the Architector 
in memory of his good fuccefs obtained in that very place againft Aftyages the Median. 
Itisfpoken of in the firít Chapter of Hefter, That there, Ahafhuerus Anno Mundi 3500. 
feaftcd his Lieutenants ovcr an hundred twenty and feven Pro*inccs, a hundred and 
eighty days. But Nehemiah and Daniel (whofe burial-place it is) call it Sufis caftrum in 
Elam regione, thereby making S»fraza part of Perfiaza, or rather a Province. And notwith- 
{tanding the many mutations and miferies it fuffered, yet was it able to fmile upon 
Alexander when he extracted thence to pay his Soldats and fill his Bags with fifty thou- 
fand Talents in Bullion and nine millions ofcoined Gold. And well may be, fince Caffio- 
dore in his 7. lib. 15-Epif?. rcports for truth, That Memnon (Son to Tithon, reckoned 
by Herodotus lib. 1. the ivit founder and to have called it Z/emzoziz) fo gloried in his work » 
that he cemented the ftones with Gold ; which made 4riftagoras proclaim unto his nien 
of War, Thatifthey could but mafterit, every Souldier there might then compare with 
Jove for wealth. 

The name Sbzs(bazismuch controverted. _Atheneus defines it from plently of Lilies; 
but whence fetcht I cannot apprehend, the Arabic or Perfian having no fuch etymon or 
fignihcation : As well I might fay from Suzan or Shuzan which in the Perfic Tongue fig- 
nifies a needle or a glafs-bottle: but rather believe it is derived from Chus (Noahs 
Grand-{on,) Sufiana from him being called Chafiana, and at this day not much difcrepant 
inthe name Cyrufifian, and not E/baraz as fome have fancied. More probable, in that Chus 
(Chams Son) planted a Colony here ere he removed into -€rhiopia (a miftake which made 
the Septuagints imagine ZVy/e one of thofe four ftreamings from Paradife,) his Sons alfo 
hereabouts inhabiting, viz. Nimrod in Chaldea, Seba in Arabia, Havilah in Sufiana, (the 
other ZZzvilab the Son of Joktan removed into Jzdia,) Raamab into Arabia firft and after 
that into Carmania, &c. 

At this day ’tiscalled Waldac, or Baldacb as Paulus Venetus, and not far from the Gulph, 
and watered by Chozes or Cboafpes ; which fome incongruoufly take for ZZyda[pes, and 
from this Chofes the Coff2i or Cutbez were which removed to Samaria. Whichariling from 
the Faaroonzan Mountains ftreams very pleafantly to this place, and not far from Balforac 
participates with the Gulph of Perfz£z ; where alfo Exphbrates (called Phrat and -Almalcher ) 
from Libanus {ome fay, from Mount bo in Armenia fay others ; and 7zezzs (now called 
Diglat, Tegil and Hiiddekel) from Taurus (Or ZVypbates, part of Taurus) imbowel them- 
felves: A River of fuch account with the Perfzaz Emperours, that no water but this of 
Choafpes, no bread but from Affos in Phrygia, no wine but the Chalybonian in Syria, no 
Salt but what thcy had from Memphis in egypt cotild pleafe their pallats. Daniel calls 
it Vlat; Pliny, Enuleus; now Tirtir ; ananti-ftream of which glides to Shyraz: in lacum 
quendam cenfiung Tigris, Euleus & Choafpes, atq; ex eo inde in mare exeunt, faith Strabo. Sunt 
etiam gui affirment omnia flumina que Sufiam pervadunt, in unum Tigridis alveum illabi, faith 
the fame Author, and by comparing the 8 of Daz. 2. with the 10. c. 4- v. may be fup- 
poled Tigris. 

Sbaíba» is under thirty degrees, Prolomy makes it four morc; in compafs an hundred 
and twenty ftades or furlongs; fo Strabo. Polycletus numbers two hundred, which is 
above twenty miles Englifh. The Wall about it was quadrangular. In building, walls, 
houies, and Temples in little it refembled great Zabyloez. The Royal Palacc here fome 
fay was built by Mordecai, and of that magnificence, that it-was not inferior to that 
other which Dezel formerly built at Ecbataz. The out-fide and the pavement of this 
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were IVIOfaick or imall pieces of checquer'd Marble; arched alío and fu rted b 

illars richly gilded and fet with ftones of luftre : The roof was painted nist che refém- 
blance of the Starry Eirmament ; and in all parts fo beautiful in the Art and {fo rieh in the 
material as fuficiently exprefIed the Founders greatnefs as well as the Architectors inge- 
nuity. By y hie it was made choice of for the delight of his moft beautiful Paythez ; aLady 
celebrated by Writers in thofetimes, and on whom Cyrus the great paflionately dora d. 
Xenophon alfo ennobles this City from the plenty it had ot Springs and pure water ftreamin 
into Choafpes; which for the delight the Perfian Monarchs took to drink of occafil,ne 
the Poet 7 sbullus to obferve that

for no Subject was permitted to drink thereof » being wholly appropriated to the Kings 
ufe and his Children, by the Law Of Perfia, Herodotus L. 1. Strabo I. 15. Geogr. ch. ult. 
in which regard it was called aurea Aqua, aqua Regia, &c. famoufed alfo for that Bitu-, 
men which fome call Waphta, onoylie liquid fub ce like clay 5 but fet on fire inflames 
the very air: fthewed Alexander near Ecbatane as one of the rarities of. Afia. The 
like is at Hfase a hundred fixty nine miles from Ba dat upon Exphrates in the way to Aleppo. 
From Babylon, Ecbatanand Shufhanit had equidiftancy. j 
_ Kaldac had form and beauty till Mofes firnamed Askar (Omars kinfman) Anno Dom. 64.1. 
Teg. 21. depopulated it. It has now a refemblance of Zefa or Niniveh; nothing but 
ruines covering her. Of which, and other fuch noble and now deíolate Cities I may ^ 
with King David, Píal. 46. Come and bebold tbe Works of the Lord, what defolations be bat 
made in allthe earth! And feeing we are fo near the old local place of Paradife, can I pafs 
by without a view and fome remembrance? ` | 


P 4R ADISE or the place of the terreftrial Garden of Eden ( Hogea-del-Holan the 
Indians name it, Gan-Eden the Hebrews, Geferta now, wherein God placed Adam) is 
much controverted; and where it was, no lefs doubted : fome making it an“Allegory, 
others a local place. Strange it isto confider the variety. . Some fay it was inthe mi 
dle Region ofthe Air, whencethey draw thofe four greatdtreams water Paradife =: 
Some place it in the Mountains ofthe Moon; otheríomein the circle of the Moon, and 
others under the circle ; fuppofing that thence the four Rivers flow under large and 
deep Seas into Paradife. Neverthelefs, fome there be that think the four Rivers ine 
four Cardinal Vertues, the word Paradife being a metaphor of delight; mans fall the 
banifhment ; and the torrid Zone the fiery Sword: fanatick fancies, fuch as made the 
brain-fick Hermians and Seleucians averr, therenever was a Paradife. But fome Cand 
thofe of the fobereft judgment) imagine that it was ten miles about, that the Province 
was Adefopotamia, the place Edeztothis day retaining both name and memory. St? Ax- 
uftine judges it wasin the happy Arabia: Among!tthe Tartars dreams C'oropiss (in Ffol- 
y Jn he might as well have faid 3) under the North Pole thinks Poflellus; in Syria Beroaldus, 
uponthe banks of Tygris Xenophon; Every where before Adam finned thinks Ortelius 
Some fay it comprehended efopotamia (that part called Padan or Padan-Aram and 
AMyam-Naharaim i. €. Syria fluvii) Armenia, Mount T asrus, incircling Shynaar. Others 
carry it further, asthat it included Nélws and prm > atoo great limit fora Garden! 
for Nile arifing from Zair in Afric empties it felf into the mid-land Sca; and Ganges’ 
from Syba near Imaye in Scythia into the Bengalan Gulph. The Inhabitants in Ceyloon iay. 
Paradife was there ; and ‘for proof fhew Adams foot-fteps, Eves tears, ec. Otherfome 
it wasin e£gypt, Syriaand Judlła: that thetree of knowledge grew on Mount Calvary, : 
the fecond jii furfering where the firit Adam offended. Some alfo dream that it is 
in a Mountain above the skie, where Ezocb and Elias are referved till this World be de- 
Ítroyed. | 
‘The molt probable is, That NSle nor Ganges had no being there: the Septuagints mif- 
take arifing from their fuppofition that Pzfoz was Ganges and Gibon Nile. Age fopotamia 
no doubt was Eaft from Arabia where Mofes (the firft that ever wrote Hiftory) about 
the year from the Creation 2430. compleated his Pentateuch. _ And as queftionlefS, the 
Garden of Eden was watered with Euphrates and Tigris; who in their feveral fiuxes, one 
from Periardo in Armenia, the other from Libanus divide themfelves into four branches ; 
Pifonone (flreaming through Pifo-gard in Perfia and cald Pifo-Tzezis 5) Gihon the other 
which after became a proper name for all great Rivers in Perfia (commixing with Cho- 
4[pes) both run into the Gulph at Ba/fora. For, whereas it is faid, Pifon ee cM 
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Land of Havilah we muft not imagine it to be that Havilah which is in India ; butthatra- 
ther in S¢fiana where Havilah Son of Chus planted before he removed into South Afric. 
Or if that will not content, make Mount Taurus a Wall unto it Eait and North 5 and 
Euphrates, Tigris, Araxis (Or Gozan if you pleafe, ) and Indus the four Rivers to water 
iL, will bea fufficient extendure and inthe adolefcency of the World (asthe name imports) 
mor delicious aad till Noahs Flood (moft think) un-defaced. 

C. nI choofe a better place to feat your patience than here? After the Death of fome 
Gent emen, my courfe came next, though not to die, yet to put my feetinto the Grave. 
Whetner through cold I got on Mount Taurus (where I wantonly fuck’d in too much 
coolax 3) or that I played the Epicure too largely upon fruit; or that diverfity of Meri- 
dians, or [o long quaffing variety of waters might bethecaufe, I cannot fay: but fome or 
all of thefe (by Gods Appointment) upon our d efcent into Media put me into a violent 
dyfentery ; fo as by continnance in that difeafe I waslike a Skeleton,and reduced to fuch 
weaknefs that I may be bold to fay fcarce could any man be more infeebled. I wanted not 
the advice and help of the Archi-ater,the Kings Doctor; who albeit he was doubtlefs a ve- 
ry skilful Phyfician, yet did me little good, fo malignant was my diftemper ; albeit I took 
what he prefcribed, (part of which I well remember were Pomgranad pills,Barberries;Sloes 
in broth, riceand fundry other things) and returned what he expected: fothatit was hard 
to judge whether my fpirits or Goid decayed fafter- In this fad condition and mifery I 
was forced totravel three hundred miles hanging upon the fide of a Camelina cage refem- 
bling a cradle. l 

Morod the e£ fculapis of Perfia feeingI would rather dye than part with more fees, 
(for when it was gone 1 knew not where to borrow, Merchants were ftrangers to me, 
and I had above thirteen thoufand miles home by the South-weft of _4fric,) limited my life 
tofive days exiftence : But he that fits on high, in comparifon of whofe wifdom all humane 
knowledge is meer folly, in four and twenty hours after (as it were by miracle) provw’d 
this Oraculizer miftaken in his crifis. For I had then attending me an Armenian called 
Magar and a Tartarian woman who (foreagainft my will) would for my recovery be of- 
ten invocacing her heathenifh Deities; but finding they had no power, whether to ac- 
celerate AZorods fentence or to poflefs my linnen and apparel (of which I had good ftore) 
I know not ; but no doubt well knowing that Wine was by the Doctor forbidden me, fhe 
neverthelefs in an agony of thirft prefents me with a Viol full of intoxicating Wine, 
which both looked and relifhed curioufly, and I poured down no lefs infenfibly without 
wit or meafure: but (as if Opium had been fteeped in it) it quickly banifhed my fenfes 
and put me for four and twenty hours intoa trance; foasin that time (had nota friend. 
and íervant refifted) I had been buried alive, they thinking I was dead, Nam nec calor, 
nec fanguis, nec fenfus, nec vox fupereffet, as was faid of another in like condition. But 
through Gods mercy, this defperate Potion recovered me: For after I had difgorged 
abundantly 1 fell into adead fleep, (Natures nurfe, andas one aptly terms it the paren- 
thefis of all our cares) not having done fo for a month before, the people admiring 
the operation; fothat by the benefit of that little reft, and binding quality of the Wine; 
but chiefly through Gods mercy towards me, that body which was reduced to fuch weaknefs 
and like a crazy rotten veflel leaky on all fides, was through mercy asit were new careened, 
launched out into the World again, and in few months become ftrong and perfectly re- 
covered. Howbeit, my defperate Doctrefs Cwhiles my other fervants wept) when 

fhe thought me dead, opened my trunks and robbed me. of my Linen and Moneys: 
For all which I would not purfue her, the Law is fo itrict there againft Felony, efípe- 
cially in behalf of ftrangers. I will therefore fay with David, Píalm 71. OQ! what 
troubles and adver fities haft thou fhewed me? and yet didst thou turn and refre(h me, yea 
and brougbte(t me from the decps of the Earth again: For which I render Praifes unto 
thee. And feeing thou haft delivered my Soul from death, wilt thou not alfo de- 


Md my Feet from falling ? Ob! that I might walk before thee in the light of the living-

Ow concerning the Kings and other Princes ruling over this Empire in the 
firft and fecond Monarchies of the World, it would require a volume to 
proceed in the method of an Hiftorian : but feeing the Chorography of thole 
parts is what I chiefly aimat, I will onely prefent the Reader with à Sumyza- 

ry oftheirSücceflions, inter-woven with fuch publick matters as I conceive may feci- 
ally relate untothe places obferved in our Travel; and in that I fhall trace it to tk= firft 
original. 

God perceiving that the wickednefs of Man was great in the Earth, and that all the 
imaginations of the thoughts of his heart were continually evil, repented that he had 
mademan, Gez. 6.5. fo as by the flood of waters he deftroyed every thing:in whofe 
Noitrils the Spirit of life did breath, whatfoever were in thedry Land: Noah nely find- 
ing grace in the Eyes ofthe Lord efcaped inthe Ark, together with his Wife, their three 
Sons and their Wives, being in all, eight perfons. -The face of the Earth was covered 
with water one hundred and fifty days, fifteen cubits above the higheft Mountains. In 
the feventh month the Ark refted upon the Mountain of Ararat. in the tenth month 
thetopsof the Mountains were difcovered. "oy days after, Noah opened the Win- 
dow of the Ark; after which, in the end of the fecond month, Woah and all that were 
there (preferved as feed to replenifhthe earth) iflued out; And in thankfulnefs to the 
Lord and as an evidence of his faith he built an Altar, and of every clean Beaft and Fowl 
oifered a burnt-offering thereon unto the Lord. God blefled Noah and his Sons, bad 
them bring forth fruit, multiply and replenifh the earth: the Sons of Woah were Sem; 
Flam, and Faphet ; jof whom the whole earth was over-fpread. Woah began to be an 
Fiusbandman, planted a Vineyard, and lived after the Flood 350. years, the whole 
couríe of his lite was oso. years and then dyed, A. AL 2006. Concerning Ararat, 
and the place of Noahs Plantation after he forfook the Ark, I have elfe-where Ípoken. 

In the {pace of a hundred and thirty Years after the Flood Noah, who is called Noacchus, 
and Shifuthrus in Abidenus, having peopled the Orient, to the end the middle and more 
VWeítern parts might be likewife planted and the World diftributed among# his Chil- 
dren, he gave feveral of them their miffion; who accordingly travelling from the Eaft 
came into the Vale of Sbyzaar (as far asthe great River Enpbrates,) where they refted : 
for they found that place fit for plantation. After which, as well to get themfíelves a 
Name as for their better aflociation, (or as fome imagine, for the better Íecuring them- 
{elves from a {fecond Cataclifm,) Nimrod by thirty Years inceflant labour of that great 

Company built a City and Tower whofe top they intended fhould reach Heaven, Gen. 
11.4. But the Higheft perceiving their impious defign, defcended, and by confound- 
ing their Language (for till then they were Populus unius labi; ) made them defift, and 
from thence fcattered them abroad upon the face of the whole Earth: By which multi- 
plication of that original Idiom of fpeech the place was called Babel, in Hebrew and 
moít other Tongues, fignifying Confufion. Now albeitthis was miraculous, it might 
be well worth our labour to confider, whether Speecb proceed from Art or Naturc. 
‘The moft Learned agree that Arte humana c non Natura loquela €& nomina rerum [unt im- 
pofita, but Ido not think that fubject fit for this place. Soon after the Creation, Adam 
and his Children planted the World from Eden, reputed the Navel or Center of the 
Earth, albeit Strabo by his ftory of the two Eagles which begun their flight from Eaft to 
Weit and met at Pytho in Phocis, would have that the Meditullinm; {fo Noah’s Children 
near the fame place commenced theirs, thence difperfing themfelves into the moft remote 
places. Sems pofterity chofe Afia the great; Chams Jfrick; and Faphets Europe : Al- 
beit the Fuchofin or Liber de generatione publifhed fcarce two hundred Years fince by Abra- 
ham Zacut a Fewifh Cabalift tells us ( but not his authority,) That the five Sons of Noah 
firít planted all that part of the greater Afia which is betwixt Euphrates and the Indian 
Sea, as far as Ganges. But of more certainty ’tis, that in Phalez’s time about three 
hundred Years after the Floo the World was fet out into partition: andastheir num- 
ber increafed, fo were Colonies difperfed for better and morc univerfal plantation. 

Nimrod, whether by reafon of his more than ordinary ftaturc and ftrerfgth or (for Berg- 
fs reports himto be ten common cubits high, which make 15. foot) from the eminency 
of his birth, or elfe by confent of his brethren, ufurpt a Soveraignty ovcr,.is diverfely 
conjectured, but as an Eminent Writer obferves, Js primus erat qui cepit regnare fuper 
bomines, ignem quoque adorare, the firft noted Idolater, and that prefumed to Lord it 
over his Brethren. Cyril neverthelefs comtra Fulian. l. 4. afcribes it to Bels or Ar belus 
his Son, Arbelus vir arrogans, primus dicitur a fubditis accepiffe nomen Deitatis; Howbeit 
infacred and prophane ftory he is acknowledged the firft Monarch ofthe earth For 
as 
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as tke firít Foundation of Babel is attributed to him, fo is thc firít Kingdome; asap- 
pears by Gez. 10. 1o. where ’tis faid, The beginning of his Kingdom was Babylon, Erech 
Accad and Calnehinthe Land of Sbinaar. And out of that Land Aue (Or as fome Tranfla- 
mons, Nimrod) went forth and builded Nineveh and Calab, which is a great City. This is 
he whofe name derived from the Hebrew ALarzd, renders him Rebcllis contra Denm cH 
INat».cam: He, who by reafon of his Tyranny became a Proverb, Quafi Nimrod rv obuftrs 
Venat coram Domino. By Berofus called Nymbroth, by others Saturns Babylonicus 5 
whole Father was Chufh or Fupiter Belus; and his Father Cham called Jupiter Cbamon ; 
agree ble to that of Tzetza, Reges omnes olim vocaverunt Joves, exc. And after five 
and twowrty ycars rule as King, died about the year of the World 1844. his body be- 
ing buried at Babylon fay molt, albeit one Author I meet with finds fome part of him at 
Perfepol . 

"fep Nimrod fucceeded Belus his Son, ftiled Jupiter Babylonicus, Baal, and Bel, which 
in Caldee fignifie the Son, or Soveraign Lord. This Prince at the age of threefcore 
years gave place to ZVizss 5 who imitating his great Anceftors, added to his Empire 
Arabia, Armenia, and thole Countrcys that verge upon Buaétria: andto deifie his Fa- 
ther Belus erected his Statua in Gold, which he commanded to be worfhipped. This is 
the firft Idolatny any Storie mentiens. After fifty years, Semiramis (the Daughter of 
Decreta an Afealonite, her Father not known in Hiftory) being made his Wife, fo cap- 
tivated his reafon, then in dotage, as prevailing that fhe might command the Empire 
five days, made fuch ufe of her powcr as within that time the King was {ent to his long 
home; {o as then fhefwayed the Scepter without control: and being ofa mafculine fpirit 
fo greatly enlarged the Afílyrian Empire that fhe not only added e£thiopia and Bactria, 
but alfo the Eaít-Indies, iuo preter ilam © Alexandrum nemo éztravit, faith an old 
Hiitorian: butofthat laft had little rcafon to boatit,feeing that fhe was (though unwilling- 
ly) forced toa retreat over Indus by Staurobates, in pafling which, all but twenty of 
that great body of thirty hundred thoufand Foot, and ten hundred thoufand Horfe, with 
near a hundred thoufand Chariots of War (as Crefias writes) miferably perifhed. Never- 
‘thelefs, to recount the wondcrtul things together with the memorable conquefts fhe ef- 
fected both at Babylez and other places, would be to repeat what is fpoken concerning this 
Virago in the latc defcription of Babyloz and other parts. Her Death (after forty two years 
rule) is varioufly reported ; fome affirming that fhe was flain by her Son Wirus in hisFa- 
thers vindication; others, that fhe died a natural death, or was metamorphofed into a 
Dove, which in her memory the Babylonian Princes bore afterwards intheir royal Banner 
or Enfign. 

Nine her Succeffor, by fome Writers called Ninias, and by otherfome Zanes, Mars 
and Amraphel, isfuppofed to bethat Prince whom Abraham overthrew with Chedorlaomer 
the Perfian King near Damafeus inthe refcue of his Nephew Lot, as recorded in Gen. 14. 1. 
Chedorlaomer King, of Elam, i.e. Perfia, whether that was his proper name or given 
him from the Regal Tire or Garment he were upon his head which was termed Chedar 
or Cydaris, or that he was called Kedar from his duskie complexion, is doubtful: But 
more certain, he is that fame whom the Tarich calls Cheyomarraz, Father to Szamecb; 
to whom in order fucceeded Owchang, Famfheat, Zoac, Freydhun, Adanuchber, INawder, 
Afraciab, (whom fome fuppofe Achemenes,) Bazab, Kaycobad, Shelomo, Chozrao, Loraz- 
Pess G@e- But being as yet in queft of the Aflyrian line, return we to Nizas, who begun 
his Reign 4. AZ. »oco. and finifhed it after thirty cight years Rulc, being fucceeded by 
Arius, by iome called Thuras, after whom followed ícvcn- and thirty Emperours, the 
laft of whom was Sardazapalus who begun his Reign over that great Monarchy A. AZ. 3 124. 
but by all Hiftorians faid to bc a Prince fo degenerating from the warlike Spirit of his 
great Anccftors, that he is fliled Vir, muliere corruptior ; and not without realon, feeing 
he was fo efleminatc, that he not onciy wholly fcqueftred himfelf from men, but gave 
himtelf up to the focicty of his Wivesand Concubines, both in habit and exercife imita- 
ting them: APrincethat wanted P/aro for his Tutor,who was fo far from Sardanapalus his 
opinion thze Gratias egit quod mas fuit non famina, thanked God that he was a man and 
zdt'a woman. So as it was not without difficulty that z£rb-££;s his Median Licutenant ob- 
tained admiffion into his Palace at Nineveh, where he found the Empcrour moft delicate- 
ly attired not with an Orxzamentum Virile butin a Ladies drefs befpangled with rich Jewels 
and {pinning of Silk amongft the females. NeverthelefSs, after due reverence faluting 
him with aSalve Doming Imperator, the Empereur returned him this puling anfwwer, Ne me 
dic Dominiunt precor, cgo enim fum Domina: At which, aftonifhed, the General withdrew 5; 
but fo diflatisticd, that 1o vait a Monarchy and fo many Sons of AZmrs fhould be fubjected 
under iœ pufillanimous a Prince, ashe immediately tounded the Trumpet of Rebellion, 
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and drew Seclochus the Babylonian Governour into his confpiracy. Whiles Sardazapalus 
was handling his Diftaff, the two Generals brandifhed their Swords and marched up 
with all their force againft ZVzzeveb the great ; fo called in Fonas chap: 3. verf. 11. a 
City of three dayes journey, 480 furlongsin compafs faith the Hiftorian, which if trp 
wasa hundred furlongs more than Babylon. Diod. Sic. places Nineveh upon Exuphyutes, 
contrary to all other Hiftorians: threefcore miles about faith Herodotus 5 and fo gakantly 
{eated upon Tigris, that by the Prophet Zephany chap. 2. verf. 15. fhe is {tiled glorjfa Ci- 
vitas, habitans sn confidentia,dicens iz corde fuo, Ego fum, © extra me non cft alia amplins t. a glo. 
rious City, fayinginher heart, Iam, and befides me there is none, (or none gréater:) 
but withal Civitas fanguinum, which haftened its deltruction. 

The Rebels quickened their march thinking to furprize the City, which; notwith- 
ftanding the Kings neglect) was {o well fore-feen, victualled and mani’d, but which was 
moft, commanded by fo faithfula Governour, that it not only bad defiance to the befieg- 
ers, but iffuing out at convenient times, forced them fundry times to retreat toa fur- 
ther diftance : The City by this means held out upwards of two yars, infomuch asthe 
confpirators defpaired of taking it; had nota fuperiour Power who fets periods to all 
Dominions fodifpofed, that by the over-flowing of Tigris (as foretold by the Prophet 
Nahum 1.8. and 2. 6.) near twenty furlongs ofthe Wall fell (a Wall that was a hundred 
foot high, and withal fo broad, that upon the Rampire three Chariots might pafs on 
breaft, adorned with 1500 Turrcts,) that great and unexpected breach giving the Enemy 
defired entrance. The miferable Emperour then in defpair, retired to his Palace, and 
inviting his Women into the place where his Jewels and Treafure lay fetsfire to it, where- 
by all was quickly confumed, himfelf for company. Such was the woful Ex;r of that 
great Prince, who as Fuffin obferves, Hoc folo imitatus eff Virum, in this onely Act expreft 
his manhood. The Coin then melted in that Flame is by confent of Writers computed 
One hundred millions of Talents in Gold, and one thouíand millions of Talents in Silver 5 
which in ours amounts unto Twenty thoufand and five hundred millions of pounds : a 
füm not parallePd in any ftory, and incredible, did not the greatnefs of that Empire, 
and the long time his frugal predeceflors had been amafling it, convince towards' 
it. 

Thus this great Monarchy which had continued glorioufly commanding the World 
about 1350 years, had its firft though not ultimate period in a fucceflion from Nim- 
rod: And being divided between the two great Captains, agreeable to their former Go- 
vernments Arbattus arrogated to himfelf Media and Perfia with the adjacent Provinces; 
(albeit fome give Perfia to -Achemenes Son of Perfes, who contributed a confiderable 
afliftance tothetwo other confpirators in this great enterprize, and from whofe loins 
Cyrus the great defcended, who afterwards fübjected the Aflyrian and Median Empires 
under that of Perfia:) but Belochus took for his fhare Babylon and the Eait of Affyria, Ni- 
zeveb included. 

Arbatus (who in fome Authors is alfo called Arbaces) by this fall of Sardanapalns 
raifed to himfelf the Sovereignty of Media, and dying, was fucceeded by ZWazdazes : 
but fome omitting him fay Sofarmas, who after thirty years gave place to Medidas; and 
he after five and twenty fays Heylin, forty fays Raleigh, did the like to Cafdicas > who 
after thirteen years rule bequeathed the Royal Sccpter to Diocles, as Sir Walter Raleigh 
calls him, Dejoces Heylin: the diiierence concerning the time of whofe Reign is no lefs, 
the one giving, him feventeen, the other fifty three years in Government. This «Dejoces 
firft founded Ecbatan, íayes Heylin, by Doctor Ufher the revcrend Primate reputed 
Arphaxad whom WNabuchodonofor flew in the Mountains of Ragas, lib. Judith c. 1. v. 15- 
Nevertbelefs, I find that the diitance of time between Dejoces and Nabuchodonofor to be 
upwards of eightycars: So that how to make Dejoces and Arphaxad one, is more difh- 
cult than to agree the Foundation of the Town, fceing Arphaxad is not faid to build 
the Town, but the Walls and Towers thereof, verf. 14. Now albcit the City was fadly 
plundered and defaced or demolifhed by the Affyrian Emperour; neverthclefs it was 
repaired in his timc if itbe true what good Authors report that Daniel thc Brophet re- 
cdificd a Royal Palace for the King, which for clegancy of ftructure and valuc of mate- 
rials was comparable to any other then extant. Dejoces dying A. AZ. 329 1- was fuc- 
ceeded by Phraartesa Prince of great courage and fuccefs, who died before the Walls of 
Nineveh, leaving the Median Crown unto Cyaxares his Son. Who during his forty 
years rule profecuted the Affyrian War, and laid clofe fiege to Nineveh, but was forced 
to with-'iaw, having notice that a great body of Scythian Horfe had invaded his Coun- 
trey, and thercrefted: This wasan un-expected chance of War, and as Herodotus lib. 1. 
reports, had noother way to rccover his right, than by inviting the moft alan an 
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Field-Ofhcers of the Scythians to a banquet, and picking a quarrel with fome in thcir 
cups, upon a fignal given by Cyaxares all their throats were cut 5 which was of that 
dread to the other Scyrbzzzs, that they willingly found thc way back again into their 
ayn Country, with this character from J3wffiz lib. 1. Scythe mazis ebrietate quam bello vin- 
curmur, Aftyazes his Sonupon his Fathers death was proclaimed, and with all due cerc- 
moiy crowned King. Ajlyages is mentioned in that Apocryphal itory of Bel and the 
Dran, and by fome fuppoicd to be that great Prince Ahafhuerus who marricd Fefter 
the 7..v, but the ground ofthat conjecture! neither find nor credit; fecing that by the 
belt ; uthors either Darius Fiyflapis, Or Artaxerxes by the Greeks called AMacrocbyr, one 
of them was undoubtedly that Prince : Befides, the diftance of time betwixt thofe two 
Kings ismot lefs than an hundred twenty nine years. Of this Afiyages little is recorded 
fave that for the richnefs of his Apparel none ever excelled him. ~ Kis Daughter Marda- 
me whom he had by drianahis Wife, he gave in marriage to Cambyfes the Perfiaz, Father 
of Cyrus the great. Astyazes firft dreamed, That his Daughter made fo much Water as 
drowned all Affa, and another time, that the Sun being under his feet, thrice he pro- 
fered to embrace it, but {till it avoided him: Which -upon the Aftrologers acquainting 
him that it related to his Grandfon Cyrzs which fignified the Sun, he endeavoured (but in 
vain) the Childsdeftruction. To him fucceeded Cyaxares by fome called Darius the Mede > 
whom Cyrus fucceeded 4: AZ. 3406. | 

To Belochus (now fettled in the Affyrian Empire about the year of the World 3 146.) 
fucceeded Pul Affur, called Z7zeglatb Pzlefar who in 2 Reg. 15.29. is recorded to have 
ruined Galilee, one of the three principal Provinces ot Canaan ; of which Province 
Samaria was the capital City; and carried all the inhabitants of Nephthali and Damafcus 
Captives into 4ffyria. After three and twenty years rule he gave place to Salmanaffer 
by fome called ZVaPozaffer, who profecuting his Fathers defign plundered Samaria: and 
inthe Reign of Hofhea King of Ifrael (who neglected the payment of his Tribute) after 
three years fige took Samaria, and the Almighty (being provoked by his people th rough 
their idolatry and conforming themfelves to the Heathen that were round about them) fo 
ordered that the ten Tribes were allo removed out of his fight, none being left but the 
Tribe of «dab onely, 2 Reg. 17. 18. thofe of the captivity were placed in Halab and Ha- 
bor by the River Gozaz, and inthe Cities of the Medes. 

This Aflyrian Prince after ten years rule was fucceeded by Sezzacberib + who goingto 
fight againit Tirhakah the —£:rhiopian King, in the way fent a blafphemous fummons to 
King H: zeki.b by nis Servant Rab[bekeb, for which, upon the Prayer of good Hezekiah 
and puriuant to the Prophecy of J/azah, one hundred tourfcore and five thoufand of the 
Affyrians were in one night flain by an Angel of the Lord; which made Sezzaebezrib haften 
bacs to Nineveh, where worfhipping in ZVzfrocb^s Temple he was flain by his Sans Z4dra- Mfe- 
lec and Sha-rezer who efcapcd into Armenia, and (after fevcn years rule) KEfar-Fiaddon 
his Son reigned in his ftcead5 2 Reg.19- 35- Efar-Haddon having taken revenge upon the 
parricides, by that confufion then happening between the two Brethren gave occalion to 
AMerodacb tnc Governour of Babylon to rebel,and fucceeding therein depofed the King, and 
thereupon retransferred the Seat-Royal from ZVrzzevebto Babylon. | Aferodacb or Berodac 
Balladan as called 2 Reg. 20.12. fwayed the Scepter,of whom littlc mention is made, albeit 
he raigned 40 years,andleft the Imperial Crown to Bez-Zerodacb his Son; who after 20 
years gave place toZVabopzllo- ar the Triumpher over Pbaraob-ZNecbo the«£ eyptzaz King, and 
at the end of 25 years was fucceeded by Nabuchodonofor,who by.reafon of his many Victories 
and triumphant Reign was called the Hercules ofthe Eaft. This great Prince was the Gold- 
en Head of that terrible Image mentioncd in Daz. 2. 32. - To whom the Higheft gave a 
Kingdom, powcr, ftrength aud glory; commanding not onely wherefoever the Chil- 
dren of Men dwelt, but alfo the Beafts of thc Field and the Fowls of the Heaven were 
given into his hand as Ruler over themall, Daz. 2. 38. fo as it willbe too great a labour 
in thisimall ciréeto enumerate his conquefts, his victorious arm fubduing wherc-cver 
it was extended : «Æ ypt he madea Province of his Empire; Jerufalem he deftroyed, 
and fired tte Temple 5 carrying Zedechizs and his people prifoners to a the laft 
of the four {Kings ot Fudzh, (viz. Manaffes, Febojakim, Fecontas and Zedec J£. ) who by 
tic zajyyrian Kings were led captive to Babyloz. Syria and Arabia were likewile fubject- 
cd u;der the itroke of his Scepter , and part of -£¢rhiopfa. The pride of Nizevels he 
apafid, azreeab:e tothe prophecie of Wahum 3.9. and Tob. 14. alr. flew Arphaxadand 
fpo.id Eeba:an. inaavord, the extentof his Dominion was not ftraitned within Icfs 
bounds than the confines of the then inhabited World. But to particularize his many 
ftir ptc ons and magnificent ftructures, efpecially that at Babylon, would be no lefs tedious : 
Fo. hc hot onely beautified old Babyloz but added to ir 2 Rew City upon the oppofite fidc 
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of thc River which he inclofed with a triple Wall of Brick; and for the delight of his 
C ucen (whom fome name Amyrtis, fuppofed to be the Daughter of Affyages the” Median 
King,) and for the recreation ofhis Daughter Nytocris (who in fpirit and noble build- 
ings fhe afterwards made feemed another Semiramis) by extraordinary coft and incredi - 
ble numbcr of hands raifed fuch ftately Arches of ftoneas for height and breadth feewed 
a Mountain, which gave a curious profpect not onely over that mighty City and Fyver 
but into the Country round about which was level, and the horizon uninterrupted b£ an 
hill; fo that befides the delightful walks it had, he planted it with all manner of fru(tand 
flowers, infomuch as it fcemed a Paradife. Which, with the rich and {tately Palace he drect.. 
cd for his Royal Seat (reputed one of the Wonders of Afia, and continuing p FIect to 
-Alexanderstime) begot fuch admiration in the King himfeltas occalioned that ex rcflion, 
Is not this great Babel which I bave built, ec. which boaft drew upon him the moít memo- 
rable Judgment any ftory mentions, for feven years {pending his time amongit favage 
beafts: yet through divine mercy reftored to fenfe and dignity, all the remainder of his 
life acknowledging Gods power moft Sovereign and Everlafting. 

This mighty Monarch after four and forty Ju rule paid Nature her laft debt and 
was buried in Babylon, having firft bequeathed his Crown and Scepter to Evil-Aterodach 
a Friend unto the captived fews, and in particular to King JTebojacbiz, as we find in Fer. 
52- 31. neverthelefs, a Sun very unlike the Father ; much of what the one by prudence 
and valour got, the other loft by want of judgment and too much pufillanimity : For, 
e Egypt under Amafis revolted from him; Media by the good conduct of 74/7yages,and Perfia 
by the lively Ípirit of Cyrus withdrew from under his fubjection; and marching with 
refolute Armiesagainft him, in the end deprived Evil-Aterodach both of life and reign 5 
whom neverthelefs Balthazar called Belfbaz.zar in Daniel facceeded, a Prince of that ty- 
raunical and dif-obliging nature as rendred him no lefs contemptible abroad than hate- 
fulat homc: íoas the period of that great 24ffyrian Empire which from Nimrod to this 
Prince had tourifhed upwards of 1600. years under a ferics of fifty Monarchs, had its 
ultimate period. For Belfhazzar too fecurely and impioufly feafting a thoufand of his 
Lords, (thofe Gold and Silver Veflels confecrated to the Lord, and by his Grandfather 
Nebuchadnezzar brought from the Temple at Ferufalem to Babylon being profanely ufed 
by the King, the Princes, their Wivesand Concubines) digito Dei, Judgment by Daniels 
interpretation was pronounced againft that miferable Prince, and execution immediate- 
ly followed; for, the AZedes and Perfians who then befieged the City entred forthwith 
and maftered Babylon, yea that night was Ze/[ba--ar King of the Caldeans flain, and 
Darius the Mede (then about fixty two years old) faluted King, Daz. $. 31. Where weare 
to note, thatthis Dariusthe Mede asthe Perfians call him, by the Greeks is called Cyaxares 
as wefind by Xezoepboz: He was Uncle to Cyrus the Perfian, and obtaining the Diadem 
when he was old held it but two years, and dying iflucleis, gave Cyrus an uninterrupted 
admiflion unto the whole : For as we readin Ezr. 1. 2. the Lord God of Hcaven gave un- 
to himall the Kingdoms of the Earth. And FHIeff. 1. 1. had his Empire extended from 
India to «Ethiopia , which comprehended 127 Provinces. The ficge of Babylon the Me- 
tropolis ofthe World may not be pretermitted without a little notice. Cyrus was Son of 
Cambyfes and 7Vfazdane daughter of Aftyages the Median Kings Camb fes was Son of Cyrus, 
Son Of Darius, Son of Achemenes, Son of Perfes, who Cfaith idee) gave Perfia its 
names; aPrinccof that Vertue and repute as gave that Racc for many years thc ufual 
firname of Achemenide. Cyrus (whofíc name being derived from Chyr Sherez in Hebr. 
which fignifiesthe Sun) fome years before calling to mind the mifchicf intended him at 
his birth by his jealous Grandfather, ambition predominating over parental re{pects, 
he marched againft him with a gallant Army of Perfiams under conduct of ZZarpagszs whom 
Afiyages had ordcercd to deftroy Cyrus, but abhorring that cruelty preferved the Infant 
who lived to recompence the fact, and were minifterial together in the fubduing Afty- 
ages (whomthey fent prifoner into Fiyrcaniain Evil-Aterodach’s timc, whsre inanguilh of 
mind he foon departed;) and afterthe death of Cyaxares his Son (old wisn he entred 
upon the Government) Cyrzs both by birth and conqueit claimed that Crewn. The Cal- 
dean Emperour not liking his fuccefs, proclaimed war againit Cyrus, and drew Crafus 
the rich and puiflant King of Lydizincto hisleague. Howbcit, Cyrus who well knew the 
Babylonians tempers, and the intended place of rendczvous, with a grcat body of Horfe 
quickiy gotinro Cappadoci3, and interpofed ?twixt the Babylonians and them, and foon 
enSaging the Lydians, though thc fight was fmart night compclledechem to retreat. Cyrus 
carly preparing to renew thc hght found nocnemy, but intelligence that Cræfus had 
withdrawn him{clt into Sardis his beft City and ftrongeft Hold, dilimifiing moit of the 
Army into quarters. Cyrus drew before the Garriíon and after fome aflaults not hip 








took the City but in it an incredible mafs of treafure, and which was moft confidcrable, 
the King himfelf, whom the Conquerer notwithitandiug his alliance fct upon a high 
pile of Wood, which when ready to be inflamed he lamentably cryed out, So/ez! Solon! 
which Cyrzs demanding the reafon of, was by thc relation fo convinced both as to his 
Owe mortality and the chance of war, as in princely prudence he noc only repealed the 
fentence, but reftored himthough not to the Kingdom yet to his good opinion. The 
peop! nevwerthelefs {foon after endeavouring their liberty were not only utterly difarm- 
ed, bit in policy fotrained up in cafe and licentioufneis that they who before werea 
redout:ted and warlike Nation became effeminate and amongit men of honour of no 
eftecms The Caldeans by this blow given their friends began to apprehend their ap- 
proachin, troubles, and that Cyrus would make their Countrey the {cat of war. So 
that in the firft place they victualled Zabylez with provitions of all forts fufficient for a 
twenty-ycars liege. But Cyrus prc-ordained for the conqueft of that City and Empire, 
not fo much from that prophetick acclamation of Wabuchodonefor which fome allude 
to, That a Mule fhould fubdue Lydia and fubvert the Affyrian Monarchy, the Mule fignify- 
ing his mixture of blood; as from that clection ot the Almighty, Z/z. 45. 1. above 
100 years afore his birth, That as bis Anointed he fhould fubdue Nations, loofe the loins of 
Kings, &c. and (which was his grcatceft truft) fulfil tbe pleafure of the Almizhty, faying to 
Ferufalem, Thos fhalt be built, and to tbe Temple, Thy Foundation [ball be laid, la. 1.4. 28. 
which accordingly he pioutly endeavoured inthe firft year of his Reign, making a De- 
cree to build Gods Houfe, reftoring the fanctified Veflels (which INabucbodozofor took 
thence,)to Sbef[bbaz zar one of the Princes of Fudah, Ezr. 1. 8. € sg. 14. which wasa Con- 
miflion very warrantable for this great entcrprize. The City was compailed with a Wall fo 
high and thick as defervedly made it one ofthe Wonders of the World. It was, faith Diod. 
Sic. 365 furlongsabout, in height 365 foot, and fo broad that fix Chariots could well pafs 
in front, the great River Exuptrates ran through the middle ofthe City, well-nigh double 
the breadth of thc 7 bames at London, which Semiramis nevertheleis made communicable 
by a Bridge, the like whercof was not in all the World: the Garrifon alfo was well 
mand, fo abundantly victualled and provided with neceflaries of all forts and barricadoed 
with brazen Gates fo ftrong that thc befieged held it impregnable. But God having 
decreed the end, dirccts the means ; for, as prophefied in Jeremy chap. sg 1. verf. 1 1. 
Sufcitavit Dominus (piritum Regum Medorum; c contra Babylonem mens c js eff ut perdat eum. 
Accordingly Darius the Mede and his Nephew Cyrus perceiving how impotliblc it wasto 
take the City by battery orftorm, and how well they within were furnifhed with victual, 
contrive another way, (probably taking their defign from the Princcfs Nytocris, who 
when the Bridge was built diverted the itream by fluce, (for a large decp {luce fhe cuta 
mile above the City, whichturnedthe Channel and gave it another courfe till they had 
laid their Foundation, and raited the fuperftructure fo high as necded.) Accordingly 
whiles Belfhazzar was lulling himtelt in his vain-confidence, Cyrus by fevcral fluces and 
trenches which the pionecrs and many hands cut and effeéted in that foft and eafie 
ground, fodrained the ufual channel that it became dry as forc-told by Feremy chap. s 1. 
v. 31- And whiles the befieging Prince was carroufing with his Satrapa’s, their Wives 
and Concubines, as formerly remcembred and. recorded by the Prophet Daziel chap. s- 
verf. 2. and by Feremy chap. s 1. verf. $7. the befiegers made the caficr entrance, 10 as 
the City wasfurprizcd, andthe befieged then found it their beft play to fave themfelves 
by flight, in which many fell by the Sword; others in the City; amongfít whom, 
Bel(ba-zar himfelf, whom wine and fleep had miferably prepared for it. By which fub- 
vertioa this great City that formerly knew no fubjection but fat as Emprefs of the World, 
now begun torclifh the mutability of Fortune and was forced to bow under the Perfiax 
Yoak$5 for the Victor not content with dif-robing her of her Imperial drefs gave her as 
a prey tothcinfulting Souldier. A fad judgment, but no doubt by divine difpenfation 
both to bring hertoaftrict account for her notorious Idolatry, and to compeniate the 
crucity and tawas upon fundry occafions exprelicd towards the captivated Fews, as we 
hndiparticulz1y denounced by the Prophet Feremy chap. 5 1. verf: 24. Sicreddidit Babyloni 
€x oiiclis habitatoribus Caldee omzie malum fium cuod fccerauzt in Sion, and alfo that the world 
by thc ruine of this mafterlefs piece might know, there is a fct time for the undoubted 
diilolution ofthe whole; and that mans linpicty isa forccablc attractive of Gods Indigna- 
tion and Vengeance. 

Tace Fainc of this great enterprize was fuch as with little trouble ferved to reduce the 
reit of jia: But unable to forbear giving the reyns to his boundlcfs delire, his great 
Ípirit would not be fatisficd whiles his Empire had any bounds; io tbat he marched with 
a numerous force againft the Scythians. Tomyris Qnccn of the AZaffagetes, Ca people 
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{fome reduce from Magog, but I rather think from / ag, i. €. mixtura in Hebrew) the 
Princefs (he formerly though in vain courted for his Wife) affronted him with, an A 

equal for number and not inferiour for refolution. So that both fides appearing deft. 
rous to engage, after a hot difpute the Queen became victorious; and having Cyrus iy 
her power, the death of her Son Spargapizes (to whom Cyrus refufed quarter not kong 
before) ce frefh in memory, fhe commanded his Héad fhould off. and then fhrew 
it into.a Veflel filled with blood, withthisexpreffion, Cyrus! now drink thy fill. Sogvrites 
Ficrodotus and Fuftin. WNeverthelefs, Val. Magnus and Strabo eport otherwife: ac. That 
at the age of feventy years, and the nine and twentieth of his Reign he died in ce, 
and was with all due ceremony buried at Pafzzgada a City in Sufiana which he had found- 
ed. With which agrees Xen. hb. 8. Inftit. So that how uncertain {oever the'place and 
manner of his death be, ’tis more certain, That his body was intombed at Pafargada, fee- 
ing that Alexander the great returning thither out of Jmdia inconfiderately put to death 
Orfin a Prince of the Blood-Royal of Perf;4 upon a fuggeftion of that malicious Eunuch 
Bagoas that he had violated Cyrus his Tomb, upon which was onely this plain Epi- 


taph, 
Heus! tu homo! Ego fum Cyrus, Cambyfis filius, Fio! man! ICyrusam, Cambyfes Som, 
Qui Perficum imperium conftitui, VV bo firft tbe Perfian Monarchy begun- 
Regnator fui totius Afiz. The Afiatic Empire I controll’d. 
Ne mihiergo Monumentum invideas. Envy not then that this {mall place I hold. 


To Cyrus the magnificent (for foheiscalled) fucceeded Cambyfes his Son ; a Prince in 
nothing refembling the magnanimity of his Father; being infamous for his cruelty and 
prodigions luft: But his Reign was fhort (not excceding nine years,) yet turbulent. 
Outrage as tis obferved is commonly attended with a fhort life. For, having fubdued 
cEgype and e€rhiopia as far as Elepbantina (whofe neighbour the Troglodites (never 
having beentributary to any) refufed fo much asto fend him of their Earth and Water 
(which lait they couldillfpare) in token of their fubjection ; fo well fcnced were they 
with rowling fands and heat intolerable) in a jealous humour by the hands of that villain 
Praxafpis he made away hisonely Brother Smerdis, and having no iflue of his own the 
anguiih thereof difpofed him fo to frenzy, that it increafed upon the tidings brought 
that fifty thoufand of his men (whom he had fent to burn the Temple of Fupster Ammon 
which ftood in Barca that confining part of Cyrene formerly called Marmorica) were bu- 
ried in thofe hideous waves of Sand, which Satan (who oft-times commands the air) had 
raifed for the prefervation of his Worfhip: A ftorm againft which there was no fhelter 
nor evafion, as Herodotus l. 2. albeit pre-cautioned by the P/f//;, who fuffered the like 
fate for that fimple challenge they gave the South-winds for tne injury they did them in 
drying uptheir few Rivolets. With which not being admonifhed, but rather hardned, in 
revenge he forthwith demolifhed the Femple of Anubis at Memphis, broke the neck of 
that beaftly Deity, of great veneration with the e-£gypriazs; who indeed were fo pro- 
digioufly Idolatrous, that Varro reports of them, Omnia animalia (excepto porco): tanquam 
JDeos colebant. And at Damafcus going about the like pranks (which had been good had 
the zeal been rightly grounded) he was cafually wounded by his own Sword, fo mortally 
that he could not be recovered, but inthat extremity died frantick and unpitied. 

The Deputy he had leftto fuperintend Pezfiía had a Son refembled Smerd:s: whom he 
vefted with the Imperial Robe and Crown which Cyrus left: and that device paft currant 
until the impofture wasdifcovered by a Lady of his own Seraglio who was Daughter to 
Ottanes a Satrapa of no mean a«count 5. who one time telling her Father what fhe obfcrved 
he acquainted the feven fubordinate Princes how thatthe pretended Smerdis wanted his 
ears. ies ef they found the means to give him his defert, after he had as an impofture 
wornthe Diadem eight years. | | 

The feven Princes who had the fuperintendency ofthe Realm not knowwig ofany right 
Heir to the Crown, found out no better expedient for an Election, than y agreeing, 
That he fhould Reign whofe Horfe neighed firft next morning after the rifing Sun: winch 
being pubtifhed, that night Dari his ingenious Groom made his mafters Horfe cover a 
Marein the placeappointed ; fo that he no fooner entred the field next morning, but 
the Horfe (mindful it fecms of his late entertainment) fell to neighing couragioufly 5 
which the reft of thc competitors (ignorant of that craft) accepted as an undoubted 
prefage of his merit, and with all due ceremony faluted him with the Regal Name; at 
Perfagard the Arch-flamen put upon his fhoulders the Veft and upon his head the Crown or 
Royal Tiara which the great Cyrushad on at his Coronation. Flowbeit, by sae nem y 
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defcended from 4rfamnes who was Grandíon unto Cyruzsthe great as faith Herodotus, he 
had a Title tothe Crown , albeit othersare of a different opinion, believing that defcent 
was invented after his acceflion to the Crown. -Neverthelefs, fecing he acquired his 
weatnefs by the favour of his Horfe, inafmuch asa Horfe inthe Perfian Tongue was then 
anayet is called -4/pand _4/pss, it hath induced me to think that his agnomen of Fy ft afpis 
was tuence derived. AN ! | 
Du: ing the ssterregnum, Babylon not yet well acquainted with the Yoke, revolted; 
but by the faithfulnefs of Zopyrwawas reduced. “Thisis that Prince, whom the captived 
Jews minded of Cyrus his great: Anceftors good intention to the holy City and Temple 
which Nebuchadnezzar had deftroyed, and ftirred up his heart to re-build both Inthe 
interim,h exprefled much kindnefs to the fews : whence it is,that fome of their Rabb s will 
needs have him to be that Ahafhuerm who upon the repudiating of Vafhti married Hefter, 
Mordecai’s Niece. After which, he profecuted the Grecian War, and extended his bounds 
beyond the Helle/pont : the war was upon this occafion.He difpatched Ambafladons to Amin- 
tas the Macedonian King, ut Aquam c- T erram traderent Dario: whiles his Council was deli- 
berating what anfwer to make, the King in Civility invited the Ambafladors to a ban- 
quet, where feveral Ladies were; to whom the Ambafíladours, either from their in- 
temperate drinking, or the haughtinefs of their. Mafters Empire, exprefled fuch rude 
behaviour that foonafter ata like collation the Ambafladours were {lain by fome of the 
Macedonian Youth who had difguifed themfelvesin womens habit. Arafh attempt. For, 
being known to Darius, albeit he exprefled his diflike of the Ambafladors mií-bchavi- 
our, he would have punifhed , yet looked uponitasa violation of the Law of, Nations; 
and confequently an affront towards his perfon : which he was fo fenfible of, that having 
hrft acquainted them with his apprehenfions, with all poflible fpecd (making this the 
colour ofthat War) he marched towards them with a Royal Army, and without much 
refiftance harrafled their Countrey as far as Marathon a Town near Athens, where the 
Athenians with afmall force encountred that great Army of Perfiazs, who by apparitions 
ere put into that pannick fear that they were fhamefally put to flight, not rallying till 
cher had palt the £ZeZ/e[pesmt. A Victory albeit attributed to the fingular courage and 
go conduct of Miltiades, yet by the ingrateful State of Athens, to their everlafting in- 
amy moítunworthily requited.. This great defeat, aggravated by the revolt of «£ £ypt» 
and the diffention amongft his Sons about their Title to the Crown, and fome add the 
grief he took for being difappointed of his hopes to enjoy Anthina-s lovely Daughter, were 
of that force. as they broke his great heart; after he had reigned fix and thirty 
years, having ordered that his body fhould be buried at Pevfepolis; and directing (notwith- 
Ítanding that Arta-Bafhanes was his firft-born Son) that Xerxes his fecond Son born after 
Darius had obtained the Crown, fhould fucceed in the Throne. | ; 
Xerxes the firft year of his Reign reduced ~£gypr, and the next made what preparati- 
on he tould to profecute. the War againft Greece ; the difgrace his Father received at 
Marathon was {o frefhinmemory. The Army he raifed was fo prodigioufly great, that 
men thought it was not only enough to over-run: Greece, but the whole Univerfe: no 
lefs (as moft Hiftorians fay) than eighteen hundred thoufand Foot; £A rodotus heightens 
them to five millions two hundred eighty three thouland two hundred and twenty men 5 
and alfo fourfcore thoufand Horfe; his Navy alfo were a thoufand Ships. which Fsjftin 
lib. 2. centuples, Naves quoque decies centum millia numero babwiffe dicitur. With that 
monitrous Heed this gteat Monarch marched undifturbed as far as the HeHefpont, with- 
out feeing the face of an Enemy: There he took the fecond mufter of his Army. _.It is re- 
rted, that from a fudden confideration of the mortality of his men, he-could not re-

frain weeping- Ominoustears/ for they prefaged wher happened fooner than perad- 


.venturehethenapprehended.  Tojoyn the two Worlds he forthwith caufed: above fix 
hundred great boats to be coupled and planked, and thereby made a Bridge over the 
Helle(bont "twixttpetwo Caftles Abydos which is on the Afian fhore and Seffos in. Ewrope; 
‘where the Sea «albeit a mile broad) is narroweft. Having thus paffed his Army, to 
expreís equer care for his Fleet and withal to leave fome fignal of ‘his. magnificence he 
eotiverted the Peninfula where Mount Athos ftood into an Ifland, the place he. cut being 
about two miles. "This great body of Horfe and Foot (whichas they fay drank the River 
Cyfusdry) devoured alfo fuch a world of Provifions that the Providers found it impofli- 


ble to fubfift long inthofe ruinous quarters; fo as it forced the Perfian Monarch to en-. 


faye the Grecian Army. fooner than otherwife was intended: which albéit they wifely 
delayed, neverthelefs waiting for an advantage, the Perfians were no fooner advanced 
LO 7 bermo-pyle (fò called from the hot Baths there, a ftrait or narrow paflage not exceed- 


ing halfan Acre of Ground, betwixt the Mountains that feparate Theffaly from ee 
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fometay five and twenty toot) but that Leonidas thc Spartan King with three hundred 
Lacedemonians (the remainder of five thoufand that firft appeared) defended the Pafs 
with fuch incomparable refolutionthat for two dayes they with{tood this World of Men 
An oppolition fo memorable, asalbcit Zeozid.s with his Men were flain, yet fo noble 
facrifice lives and will live in Fames honourable Roll to all pofterity, as not without 
caufe the Greeks in that placeraifcd him a Statua with this infcription, aliguando bic Kountra 
myriads, cum trecentis bominibus pugnavit Leonidas. Wowbcit, Xerxes after this fmart 
entertainment marched as far as Athens; which being, abandoned by the Inhabitants he 
cafily fired, by the way having plundered the Temple at Delphos, which was marvellous 
rich by the offerings of many Princes and people of preceding generations: Sacriledgc(for 
fo "tis called, feeing he acknowledged Apollo for one of his Gods) fo notoylious fayes 
#icrodotws and other Hiftorians ofthofe times, as occafioned many fatal calamities to pur- 
fuchim: albeit he framed this excufe, That it was irrational, nay impious, to confine 
the Celcitial Gods to Earthly Habitations, for thereby they immured them within Wood 
and Stone, but was othcrwite undcrítood by the Greeks who gave judgmentagainft him, 
by the bad fuccefs of his affaires, asfollowcth. For firft, his great Armado was íoon 
after beaten and funk by Themiftocles the _Athenian Admiral, with his four hundred fail 
near the lile of Salamis in the Gulph of ZVegropozt; and fuch havock made by the in- 
ccnícd Gree!^s, that Nor victi fed vincendo fatigati inter ingentes catervas firatorum hoftium 
ecciderizt, faithan Author ; alight or exccution fo dreadful to the Perfian King that his 
Spirits funk: io as he could not think himfelf fafe amidít his Royal Guard fo long as he 
*ontinucd on tu- wrong fide the ZZeZefpozt: And accordingly leaving ZMardoziss Chis 
Gencraland Uncle by marriage) three hundred and fifty thoufand fclcét men, he haiten- 
ed to Scf/os3 wiierc finding the Bridge difordered by alate ftorm, he was neceffitated 
to ferry over ina fimall Cock-boat; thence giving one Hiftorian occation to iay, He was 
primus in fuga, poftremuss iz prelio, and to anmthcr, and that very truly, Ejzzs 270Y Oitttó 172 
Greciam mor tam terribilis guam difceffzs firit turpis, œc. WNeverthelefs, to dilicmble his 
&ricr for that inftability of Fortune, he began-to play fuch mad pranks as rendred him 
morcand morc ridiculous: For, in the firft place to be revenged for the breaking his 
Bridze, and lofs fuftained at Sea, he commands a Sca-Captain to give the Water three 
hundred lathes ; and having the Images of Neptune, Boreas and Proteus brought as Delin- 
quents before him, to cxprefshis own grcatncefs (being Brother to thc Sun and Moon, 
as he ufually itiled himfclf ) and what low eftcem he had of thofe marine or inferiour 
Deities he committed them Prifoners tohis Provoft Maríhal who was ordered to mana- 
cle their hands and load their legs with fetters during pleafure; for which irrcvcrence 
and impiety as they imputed, the Greeks proclaimed him 2Deorion immortalium FJofl:s: but 
hein requital thereof, and to fhew that he loved to imitate Cambyfes his Anceítor, chain- 
ed the Palladium and fired the Temple of Mini yva, the rather, tor that fhe was thc Athe- 
nians Yutclary Goddeis ; and with like frenzy burnt the Temples of all other God§ inter- 
poling his return (that of Epbcfiz excepted: whence fo foon as he underftood how that 
the reit of his great Army was wholly broken by the overthrow given AtLardonius at Platea 
by Land, and 4rra-Iztes at AZicale by Sca in one fame day, he continued his flying march 
astar as Babylon; where to fhew that he put not his confidence in thote ftrong Walis, he 
cauíletly puiled down partthercof ; and then alfo without thc leaft provocation firit defa- 
cec and after that demolifhcd the nobleft ftructure and piece of Antiquity that wasatthat 
timc extant throughout the world, the Temple of Belus, which Semiram:s with charge 
incredible and Art incomparable had creéted and dedicated to the memory of her Hus- 
bands Grandlire Belws. it was a fquarc Pyramis faith Strabo lib. 13.c. 3. made of brick ; 
inthe midft rofe cight Towers, the firft of which was one furlong high, and the reft 
propo:;tionable: fohigh, and fo curious that it fupcradded to the other feven Wonders 
ofthe World. Healfo vavifhed thence the Statua of Beli, whichwastwelvecubits high 
and of maflic Gold; and as Arerodorzes lib. 1. flew diversof the Flameng that would have 
» s v = > : = - 
reícu«cd it: Alexander would have repaired this broken Pyramis, bumatter an eflay 
found it not practicable. WHowbeit this act of his, albeit Hiftorians rcprwgch him for 
it, ncverticleís items alluded to by that nicmorable prediction: oF Jeremiah ch^p. 3. 
verf. 13. where iavecighing againfl the grofs Idolatry oi the C/des»5; the Propner con- 
chides, Thac Vana funt oper.: CR vano dist, in tempore vifftatios c fire peribfzr. And 112 
Vert. 4. Vifitabofuner Belivn iz Babylone, nHIVHS quogiie Babylomiscorruet, Cc. "Y husbhaving 
fatiated his humour againit thole imaginary Gods, withlike barbarous ourragc hc exer- 
Cited his Tyranny again{t mens, molt inhumancly putting firit the Wife of zur: the 
Dacfers2 Licutcnanr, and after that himfelf and Children to Death 5 with feveral others, 
e| whom lic had conceived fome caufelels jealoufie: So as beconiing more [vA SG eT 
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"TI heraiftocles dies in Perfia. 


loved; -drtabazus his Uncle and Captain ofthe Guard, doubting he might havc his Mare 
in that {cene of blood; confpired with Mithridates an Eunuch his Chamberlain, and having 
found a wicked opportunity to execute their Treafon, they cut him off. A fact fully recom- 
penced by Artaxcrxes his San who fuccecded inthe Throne. 

Now notwithftanding thefe prodigious extravagancies of Xerxes, that he had fome 
Veitue and bravery intermixed, appears by Alexander the great, who at his entring 
Perfepolis perceiving. a Statua of Xerxes thrown under foot by the Souldiers, viewing it 
a while faid to fome Officers ftanding by, He was confidering with himtelf whether in 
refpect of his Vertuc he fhould fct it up again or Iet it lye upon confideration of that mif- 
chief he had done in Greece; which iaid, he ordered its itanding, as formerly. By this 
we fee the Cuftom of the Perfzaz and other Eaftern Princes was to ereét Statuas in memo- 
ry of the Dead rather than Sepulchers: So did thc Romans of old, Majores zoffri Statuas 
multis decreverunt, Sepulchra vcro paucis, Cicero o. Philip. Xerxes was buried at Perfe- 
polis. 

Artaxerxes began his Reign Anno Mundi 3500. and ruled the Empire moft honcurably 
full four and forty years. This Prince is ufually called Longimanus, quia dextra fuit lon- 
gior quam finiftra, ío long, that itanding upright he could touch his knee with his right- 
hand ; By the Arabians T amas-fharfhi; and by the Perfians Ardfhyr-Babaman. Affected 
with the lofs his predeceffors had fuftained by the Grecian War he difpatched his Am- 
bafladors inthe firft year of his Reign to conclude a peace with the Athenians, inclincd 
toit by Tzmageras who had received a bribe of ten thoufand Dariques or Sagittarics 
which with his giving adoration to the Perfzzz King, according to the cuftome here, at his 
return coft him his life; he-had thé better means to reduce czypr, which he effected 
inthecnd.  Duringthat, 7 bemzffocles the great Athenian Captain incurred the jealoufie of 
his own and the Spartan Democratical States,and had the fentencc of Ofítracifmi nflicted ; 
fo as forced by his ingrateful Country-men to fhift for himfelf he adventurcd to the 
Court of Pezfia in difguife, where he received as generous entertainment as could be de- 
vifed 5 of fuch high efteem was a noble Enemy with the Pevfian: But foon after being by 
the Perfian King defired to ferve under him in &^£gypr againft the Grecians, he being of a 
Hcroick Spirit chofc rather to bid farewclto the world in a cup of poyíon, tianengage 
againft his Countrcy, notwithitanding their cruelty. 

The reft of this great Monarchs Reign was peaceable and full of Honour. He was 
aPrince of great civility and a conftant well-wifher to the Fews ; in Ezra 7. and Nehe- 
miah 2. much fpoken of, and therefore by moft is taken to be that Ahafhuerzs who for 
the moft part kept.his Court in the Palace of Shufhan: and the rather, for that Artax- 
erxes by the Perfians is pronounced Z4rta-fbafbr, art is great, which fome make Ahafhue- 
xus. Butthat Nehemiah, Ezra, and Zorobabel were by this Rex Regum as he ítiles him- 
fclf permitted to return to build and: inhabit Ferufalem is by none Imect with fo much as 
gueitioned. He was contemporary with the High Prieft fojachim, which gives Krezt- 
zhemius and others occafion to affirm that Hefter, (or Atoffa i. e. amirtle, Formeffer and. 
Edifa, as by feveral Nations fhe was called) was the Wife of this Prince. He diedata 
ripe age and was buried at Perfepolis. | 

Darius the Baftard (by the death of Xerxes and Sogdianus Queen Heffers Children) for 
fome time eftablifhed the Empireto himfelf. egypt in histime rebelled, and contract- 
ing adcfenfive League with the Athenians utterly expelled the Perfians thence and pre- 
{erved thcir liberty during his and his Succeflor Artaxerxes Adnenons Reigns. Inthe 
interim, to his illegitimation he added inceft ; an unnatural and impious act, yet fami- 
liarly practifed by the Perfians. Perfe, Medi, Indi c- e"Etbiopes, cum matribus có aviis, cum 
filiabus c neptibus copulantur, fayes Hicr. ad Fovin.- and thence called AZagzffzi derifively by 
other Erbzi4ues. By that Lady he had Artaxerxes whom wc lately named, and Cyrvs his 
‘Brother, that for fome years governed Afia thelefs : aPrince of equal magnanimity to 
any in his time 5 but withal foambitious, that his Father {tll kept him atadiftance, bce- 
ng indced jealous ofhim 5 and the more, obferving that the Queen paflionatcly affected 

im. 

After ~fnetcen Years Reign Darius dicd, and his Son Artaxerxes was placed in his 
Throne. The greateft of this Princestroubles took rife from the rcftlcfs ambition and 
purfeit of his Brother Cyrus after the Crown ; heightned thereto by the partial favour of 
tnc Queen-morner and fecret infinuations of T: iffapherncs his prctcndcd Friend, who firit 
made him believe he had moft right to fway being born after his father was King; but 
finding that project nat likely to fucceed, faced about, informing the King of the Princes 
intent: Which occafioned a fummons to be fent him, and appearing, being fecured 
but in fettcrs of Gold, atthe importunity of his Mother Parifutis hc was foon fet. = li- 
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erty and reftorcd to his Lieutenancy of Lydia and the adjacent Provinces; at that di- 
{tance ruminating how to compafs his ambitious ends under colour of revenge forthe 
latc difgracc he fuffcred ; and having a confidcrable intereft in Greece they were willing 
to widen the difference thereby to make Perfzz thc lefs capable of offending them; fo as 
they readily furnifhed him with ten thoufand Auxiliaries expert in War. But the pre 
parations that Cyzzs made, made it appear he was in earneft, and that hcrefo!ved citner 
to winthc Crown or find a Grave: Accordingly withaconfiderable Army of IIorfeand 
Foot he paficd through Syria into Affyria, and without oppofition poflcflcd hinifelf of 
tuc two principal Seats of the Empire Babylon and Sufa, which made him bclicve the reft 
his own, and was no lefsthe opinion of moft. Howbeit, at length, intelligence being 
brought that Artaxerxes was advancing with nine hundred thoufand men, it fomewhat 
altered his former apprehenfion. lag genie prepared for fight, what he want- 
cd of number was iupplicd by skill. Both Armies being on their march, at or near 
Coozaxa (or asthe Perfrazs pronounce it Koom—-(haw, about 4000 furlongs from Babylon,) 
came firft in view of cach other. The Generals having difpofed their men into fuch or- 
cder as they thought beft, quickly engaged: for many hours Victory feemed doubtful. 
Cyr; ior his part exprefled as much refolution as man could do : for firft with his own 
hand he killed Artagerzes a Caddufian Prince, foon after made way into the thickeft of his 
Encmics, and perfonally charging Artaxerxes gave him fucha teftimony of his valour, 
that by the Enemy (who with a {hout applauded the Fact) it was thought he had been 
flain: But the King being rather enflamed thereby requited himfo with his Sword, that 
Cyrus had no further defire tocngagethe King. Infine, perceiving the Empcrial Enfign 
(which wasan Eagle of Gold) advance, Cyrus refolved to.put it to an iffue; fo as too 
eagerly expofing his own períon it happened that his Tiara or Regal Cap (which he wore 
as pretending right tothe Crown) fell from his head; which being obferved by Azrbrzdates 
a Perfian Youth, with a bold thruft he wounded the Prince in the Face, fo that he was 
forced for fome time to withdraw out of the fight and towards night was accidentally and 
miferably fain by fome Pioneers Inhabitants of Cooz-fha who by miftake fell into his 
naked quarter. In this expedition Xezopboz the Hiftorian had command: but fo foon 
asthe whole Army fell into a rout, in defpight of the Perfians he made'a fafe and 
memorable retreat through the Caddufians Country into Georgia and crofled the River 
Phafisto Trepizond where he embarqued for Byzantium and thence with honour brought 
his Countrcy-moen into Greece. In this great fight many thoufands were on both fides flain 5 
nevertheleís, Artaxerxes becoming mafter Sf the field taking a view of thofe that were 
íflain, amongfít others Cyrus was difcovered by the long hair he wore: His head was 
quickly fevered from his body and prefented the King; and A@ithridates to whom his 
death was imputed (albeit the King would have had the honour of it himfelf ) was high. 
ly rewarded ; but foon after by the craft and cruelty of Parifatis the Queen-mother in a 
nioft horrid manner put to death, as we find by Xezopboz and Plutarch in the life of Ar- 
taxcrxes5 who not fatished therewith alfo made Statira the Queen away by poifon, oniy for 

exprefling her deteftation of the fact. : 

Amidft the fpoiles it happened that Darius the young Prince light upon Afpafia a Lady 
of fuch extraordinary beauty that Cyrxs upon the firft fight became amorous, and after 
tome difcourfe fo paflionatcly affected that without her he could not live. The aged King 
uponthe report of her beauty would needs fce whether Fame fpake truth, and upon view 
became cqually captivated: fo as this unhappy competition occafioned a difference not 
tobe reconciled ’twixt Fathcr and Son. The King neverthelefs perceiving how extream- 
ly the Princes foul was endeared to her, and confidering that zzdecora funt intuta gave 
way to his Son,cndeavouring all he could to abate his own defire 5 which though fmother- 
eda while broke out at laft into fucha flame that he violently feized her from his company, 
and pretending that it wasinzcal, fcqueftred her within the Veftal Temple of Anaya as 
they call Dzzza4 at Ecbaran. Which enraged the Prince; and being further heightned 
in his jcaloufic by Tezebares an Eunuch in near relation tothe King, withont the leait con- 
fidcration (finding no other way how to recover Afpafia) he practifes sow he might 
affatlinatc the King his Father in his Clofct - A Treafon of an ugly dye, and according 
to its demerit no fooner known but that the Confpirators were flain in thc attempt, and 
the brincs himfgzlf (though Heir apparent) fecured, tricd by a Council of War, moft 
ol waich were Princes, condemned, and the fentence put in cxecution. Now albeit 
the King for his own prefervation approved thereof at firft, yet afterwards the lofs 
= fo hopeful a Prince fo overcharged his thoughts that in alanguifhing condition it 
at scngth bi oke hishcart. Suchwasthe end of this great Monarch after fix and thirty 
y een Reieus, being likewile buricd at Perfepolis in or about the ycar of the Oe 
- n E. Ocbres 
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Ochus his third Son was crowned King: who during his fix and twenty years rule 
acted as many tragique parts asthe worft of his predeceffors cver did: fo as of him ’tis 
faid Nulla non fanguinis, non fexus, non etatis mifericordia permotus eff. And for Example 
not content with the cruel perfecution he made abroad againft e^£eypr which hc reduce, 
and the blood he fpilt in the conqueft of India, Baétria, Syria, and Cyprus where hc gavo liitic 
quarter; at home he inconfiderately made away his two Brethren: and as ho was cc... 
triving more bloodfhed was himfelf cut fhort by Bagoas the Eunuch, who f acing it im- 
poflible to afcend the. Throne, mounted thc right Heir -Arfames thereon, whom neverthc- 
lefs he foon after flew fearing he would revenge his Fathers death. Inthisunha Ppy Pri-ice 
the Royal Race of Cyrus the great took end, having ruled the Perftaz Empire about two 
hundred and thirty years. ! 

Bagoas albeit of great power was neverthelefs fo hateful to the fubject by reafon of his 
treafonable practifes that he faw it was in vain in his own behalf to attempt tho Crown : 
fo that not knowing how to fecure himfelf better than by obliging his Friend hc pitched 
upon Codomanus who at that time was Lieutenant of Armenia by Commiflion from the 
late King. Codomanus neverthelefs was of the Blood of Kings, and of fuch noted v2- 
lour and courtefie that it was no fooner propofed than generally approved of. Having 
the Royal Scepter in his hand,according to cuftome he aflumed the name Darszs,the better 
to ingratiate himíelf with the people who had that namein veneration. This is he whom 
the Greeks call Ultimus Darius, the Perfians Parvus or Cowcheck, from his mif-fortune rather 

than want of prowefs, in which and other Princely Vertues he was equal to any of the 
greateft Monarchs preceeded him. But theSupream who from his higheft Throncs dif- 
pofes of Monarchies and States as to his Divine Wifdom fecms beft, fet a period unto 
this; as fore-told by the Prophet Dazze/ chap. 11. verf: 2. Andin order thcrcto, albeit 
Philip the Father of Alexander ío foon as he could prevail with the Gzeczzz States to be 
their Captain General had invaded part of the leler Afia by Parmezio his Lieutenant Ge- 
neral and _4tralus his Field-Marfhal, and laid a Foundation for Alexanders Profecutien 
ofthe Perfian War; neverthelefs, was fo oppofed by Memnon a Rhodian Officer under 
Darius that Philip made but little progrefs in that Work: for the defign was laid afide 
upon that unhappy death of Philip who was flain by Pazufazias a Macedonian Youth whom 
Attalus againft nature had abufed, and being complained on to Philip receiving buta 
fleight return provoked the young man in a treafonable way to vent his paflion upon the 
King. So that it appeared, the overthrow of the Perfiaz Monarchy was clearly defign- 
ed for Alexander. Who no fooner had compofed his domeftick broils at home which 
gained the Son the fame reputation with the Grecian Princes and States the Father had, 
to retaliate the Perfiaz for the many invafions and vexationsthey had given Greece, but 
principally to quench his ambitious thirft and to give the reinsto his boundlefs fpirit, 
he firft difpofed of his own Kingdom to Antipaters truft, and then diftributed moft of 
that he had amongit his Friends, giving this reafon to Parmenio, Spes fola G Afia mihi 
Juil czenzt. 

Po e erae was the number he raifed for fo great a task, not exceeding thirty 
thoufand Foot, fivethoufand Horfe, and one hundred and eighty Ships ; which never- 
thelefs exprefled the greatnefs of his mind : yet notwithftanding in this is not to be too 
much cenfured, feeing what his Army fell fhort for number and bravery was fupplicd by 
courage and skill, moft of them being Veterane Souldiers who had rcceived many ho- 
nourable fcars in the Wars under Philip his Victorious Father, Ut milites c militie Magifter 
fuerunt: Whereas on the contrary, albeit Darius infinitely exceedcd Alexander in num- 
bers and wealth, andthat through long peace and plenty moft of them were richly clad 
and delicately fed; yet withal were given over to luxury and grown effeminate. 

Alexander (whom the Perfsans call Scazder and Alcander) then crofling the ZZeZefpozt, 
gave defiance to the Pezfiazs by throwing a Dart. He landed without much oppofition, and 
had leifure to offer a folemn facrifice upon Achilles his Anceftors Tomb. The firft encounter 
he received was tear the River Gzaziczs which divides the Trojan Territorics from the 
Propnotis in t Adraflian Field: the more noted place this is,not onely from this firit battcl 
with the Perfza4zs, but for that Pompeythe great at Sre//a near this place defeated Zzrbzz- 
datesthe great King of Poztzs,and Tamberlane the like to Bajazet with his ive hundred thou- 
fand men, cf which,two hundred thoufand loft their lives that day inthe field. In this firft 
fight Spithridates the Pezfiaz General performed the part ofa gallant Commander; nevcr- 
thc!-í3 being flain the roit fled, Quos terrere Nominis magis quam mis icti. {Al Piriac i 
conccrning Alexander. The Victory was Alexanders ; who in that fisht expreitca io 
much skill as wcll as valour, that the glory of the day was wholly his. Oftic Pectus 

fell above twenty thoufand fays Quintus Curtis, Plutarch xcduccs tcm 19 two FEE 5 
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but of the Greeks not above thirty Horfe and Foot, to whofe memory Alexander forth- 
with cutee Statua’s of Brafsto be erected by Ly/ippus the beft Statuary at that time inthe 
world. 

This fuccefs gave him the command of moft parts of Afia the lefs, and not onely fur- 
ni:ned him with recruits, but what they moft wanted, provifion. Pafling through Phrygia 
towards the Exxin, at Gordis, with his Sword he diflolved that Knot upon which the 
conqucít of Afia by Oracle was faid to depend. Darius by this time found the Maxim 
truc, That the mcancft cnemy is not to be contemned,much more fo great a Souldier as the 
Atacedonian: fothatat length he rcfolvcd-in perfon to engage Alexander, and like him- 
felf advanced with an Army of three hundred thoufand' Foot and a hundred thoufand 
Horfe according to fuxftin, Plutarch doubles their number. Concerning the method of 
his march Curtius and others give us this memorable relation. Inthe Van of the Army 
the Arch-llamen carried the holy Fire, attended by the Pricfts and three hundred faty 
five Youths who were thcir relators all cloathed in rcd. Next followed the Chariot of 
Jupiter drawn by white Horfcs, the Riders being apparelled in Scarlet and holding Rods 
of Gold in their Hands. After them came the Chariot dedicated to the Sun, which was 
attended by ten other fumptuous Chariots richly wrought with Silver and Gold. The 
Van-guard of Horfe was forty thoufand, confifting of feveral Nations and Habits. The 
Kings own Regiment of Foot which the Perfians termed Immortal were adorned 
with chains of Gold, their Coats imbroidcred with Gold and Sleeves powdered 
with oriental Pearl. After which nrarched fifteen thoufand more fplendid than the 
former, apparellcd like Womens thefe were called the Kindred of the great King. Next 
whom rode his Life-guard excellently mounted and clad like the Servants of fo great a 
Monarch: and after them Dazvius himfelf, fitting in a triumphant Chariot which was of 
burniíhcd Gold embellifhed with glittering Stones and fupported by feveral Gods of his 
great Empire ; upon his own head was the Royal Tiara, and the head of the Chariot 
rclembled a Sumbrero de Sol, two Eagles fpreading their Wings ovcrhim 5 on either fide 
were too little Pagotha’s or Pillars, all bcing Gold fct with precious gems. Two hun- 
dred Satrapa’s or rather Princes of the Blood with rich Partizans went neareft his per- 
fon. In the laft place came Sifygambis the Quecn-mother, and the Wife of Darius, 
whofe attire was fo rich that it was not to be valued : they alfo were drawn in Chariots 
ofGold, with fiftecn Cajua’sin which fat the Kings Children and Nieces, a large train 
of Perfian Ladies, with an infinite number of Concubines, and their guard of Eunuchs as 
richly apparelled as the reft attended them. Near thefe marched the Treafürer at War 
with his chargc, which was fo greatas that it burthened two thoufand Camels and 
Mules. After which followed two hundred thoufand Foot and fifty thoufand Horfe 5 
but Sezcca well obfervcs, that muultitudo non babet vim fed pondus. An Army fonice in diet, 
fo rich in habit, fo different in language, and gencrally fo cffeminate, as without doubt 
it wasthcir very numbers they thought would amate that little force Alexander was in 
the hcad of; who though few, were little frighted with their enemies great body, and 
upon the deftription madc of their wealth their courages were fo inflamed they thought 
it longe’re they engaged. The fight was foon begun, and continued not long: for the 
Perfiars more mindcd to preferve what they had, than to run the uncertain hazard of 
War upon fuch unequal terms, or to adventure their Golden Robes and Jewels againft 
thofe courfe defpicable fellows that with Iron and Steeladvanced againft them. In this 
jhort fight or skirmifh rather the Perfians loft 109000 Foot and like number of Horfe faith 
Quintus Curtis, others fay 60000 Foot and 10000 Horfe, moft of which fell in the 
chaf- Darius himfelf was fo purfued, that fearing to be known inthat pofture, he 
throw the Crown from his hcat. The Treafure allo was all taken ; but which was of 
molt note, his Mother, Wife, Childrenand Kin were Alexanders prifoners, who ufed 
them likea noble Prince, foe albeit they were of incomparable beauty, yct commanded 
he his affection to as they had not the leaft violation or difrefpcct given by any 5 the 
Victor alfo ordering that what Jewels they loft fhould be forthwith re*or'd: yet the 
fpoils* were many and rich, even to admiration. Amongft which I onè” mention a 
Cabinet of Gold, thick fet with Diamonds and other precious Stones, which for mate- 
rials and Art was reputed the beft Jewel inthe World. -Alexander taking that in his hand 
and fhewing itto Perdiccas, pleafantly demanded what was fittef{t to put thercin ?' Some 
fayinz Gold, others Pearl and Stones of price ; No, fayshe, nothing but Homers iads- 
Pli digs Get: 39. 

Soon alter this conflict Parmenio routed Prince Z24e»xzorxs Brigade near Damafers: in 
which !li*hz the Prince was flain and the Daughter of Ochws thc former King, to- 
gether with the Wives and Daughters of moft of the Nobility of Perfrz taken 
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Alexander enters Jerufalem. 


Prifoners; as alfo a further mafs of Darius his Treafure,amounting to 6200 Talents of mo- 
ney coihed,and inBullion sooTalents,over and befides other wealth which was ineftiniable. 
Phenicia alo and moft of Syria proftrated themfelves to Alexander upon that Victory: wio 
likewifc after feven months fiege maftercd the City of Tyre, and for their ob{tinacy made 
the Inhabitants feel his wrathful temper. Gaza alfo made him fome refiftancé , but being, 
taken, Alexander advanced without further interruption to Tezafalem;out of which,to enter- 
tain the Conquerour iflued Ffaddus the High-prieft attired in his Pontifical Robe witha My- 
ter upon his head,and attended by the Pricfts and Levites in their Sacerdotal Habits,which 
faith Fofephus was {fo full of gravity and State that Alexander Rrit admired and then pro- 
itrated himfelf before the High Prieft for his benediétion; who for his better fatisfaction 
likewife entertained him amongft other things with the Prophecy of Daniel which in ex- 
prefs terms prefigured his Victories. 

Thence he marched into ~£gypt, which fubmitted. And having an ardent defire to 
vilit Fupiter-Ammons Temple, albeit the way was exceeding difficult, neverthelefs after 
five days treading the loofe and fcalding fands (in all that Defert feeing neither grafs 
nor tree, beaít nor bird) which comes to país, in regard it very feldom rains there, 
and that by reafon of the extreme heat all or moft of the Springs be dried up; {fo as ’tis 
apparent that Water is the Mother of all generations, if Paracelfus may be credited, 
no vegetable nor animal being procreated above, nor mineral beneath without it; 
€^ rerum omnium ex aque procreatione, veluti ex primo principio, faith Thales Milefins. But 
after fo great toyle being at length arrived at the place, he was faluted with the affected 
title of Fupiters Son, asthe Parafites interpreted the equivocal Greek word wherewith 
the Oracle entertained him. Returning to Memphis he quickened hig march towards the 
North part of Affyria called Adiabena, where he had notice that the chaft and beautiful Wife 
of Darius notwithftanding her princely ufage was fo overwhelmed with grief upon the 
thoughts of the declining condition of her Husband, that Death enly could give eafe 
to her affliction. 

Soon after this the Perfian King profered Alexander his fair Daughter with thirty thou-. 
fand Talents together with egypt and all Afia the lefs for portion. But Alexander 
who had thefc already in pofleflion and the Soveraignty of the whole world in his ldea, 
replied, That the Firmament could not endure two Suns. So that they prepared on 
either fide for another fight. Darius recruited his Army to five hundred thoufand Horfe 
and Foot, fome Authors make it much more; and Alexander his to fifty thoufand Foot 
and eight thoufand Horfc. Theile great Bodies {foon met and engaged each other. This 
Battel was much better fought thanthe former, moft of them having gained experience. 
Darius expreflcd fufhcient perfonal bravery that day and the Souldiers, the onc fide for 
liberty the other for conqueft, {tood fo well and fo equally to their charge that Victory 
{tood hovering a good while with doubtful wings, ere it appeared to which part fhe 
would incline: but Alexander who well knew that upon this the whole depended and 
would decide the quarrel, exprefled fuch extraordinary valour as well as experience in 
the fight as at length aibeit he loft three hundred of his beft men, and that Parmenio, Per- 
diccas, and Ephefiion were hurt inthe fight, he renewed the battel with {uch frefh courage 
that the Perfiaxz Army were conftrained to give ground, and then fled , Darius himfel£ 
in the laft place, who in the battel having given great proof of his courage, in this con- 
dition would have flain himfclf: In the purfuit more wereflain than in the fight, 30000 
fayes Arrianwts, 40000 fayes Quintus Curtius, but Diod. Siculus makes them double the 
number: how uncertain foever the number be, this days Victory over that part got 
him conqucít over thc whole. Guo prelio (fays Fuffin) Affe imperium rapuit Alexander 3 
Cujus tanta fuit felicitas, ut poft boc, memo rebellare anfus est. Perfe enim (poft imperium tot 
annorum) jugum fervitutis patienter acceperint. Which Words of the Hiftorian were true ; 
for the reputation of this battel quite broke the heart of the Pezfraz Nobility and fct the 
Imperial Crownmpon Alexanders head: Who purfued tho Victory,forcing the remains of 
the Perfian Azany to difperfethemfclves into divided quarters and fuch places where they 
could find seit fhelter. Invitations alfo came from Provinces and Cities in moft places 
thereabouts to Alexander, tó take what he had victorioufly acquired by right of War. 
4rbel& was the firit that rendred, nigh which place the Battel was. Arbela built by 
Beli a City under 37 degrees, by Prolomy called Arbelitis , by Mercellinns, Gangabela 5 
is about fifteen (fome fay fivc) lcagues North from ZVzzeveb, in that part of Affyriaz 
which was then called Arrapachita fcvercd from Armenia by the ZVypbates hills. Babylon 
was next in courfe to entertain the Conquerer in this kind of complement, which place 
fora long time had been the object of Alexanders defircs: fo that thither inthe beft equi- 
page hecould, hecheerfully marched withthe greateft part of his Army, having mig. ie 
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Alexander enters Babylon, Shufhan and Perfer of. 





_licenfed to kill and’ fpoilas they liited. This was the Metropolis, the Principal Seat 


fome Horfe after Darivs, who with a flying party was pafled the Mountain that divides 
‘thofe parts from Media, to preferve himfelf where he could find moft fafety. 

Alexander therefore marching through the Countrey called Adiabene the North part 
of Affyria "twixt the Arrapachites (corruptly fo from Arphafhite, that part of Affjria 
being the firft Plantation of ArphaxadSon of Sem) and the Gara-meni (before the Flood 
the fame where Eden or the Garden of Paradife ftcod,) at length the Victor came in jight 
of the high Walls of Babylon, which put him into an ecítafie of joy; for indeed, that was 
the celebrated place he coveted, having as it were from the beginning of Time ftruck 
terrour not into Greczz; alone, but all other Kingdomes and Provinces through the Uni- 
verfe. To welcome the Conquerour, Mazenus or AMazifies as fome call him a Perfian 
Satrapa at that timc Governour: of the place (who had faithfully promifed his Maiter 
Dariushe would keep it for him, not onely againft Alexander but all the world,) falfly 
iflued with the Captajn of the Caftle and the Treafurer who prefented Alexander with a 
particular of his charge being no lefs than fifty thoufand Talents of Silver in Bullion or 
as fome report two hundred tnoufand Talents in Gold; followed by the Alagi or Caldean 
Aítrologersas forward as the reft toadore this rifing Sun, accompanied with an infinite 
number of Horíe and Citizens all in their beft Livery, having ordered that the way all 


. along, fhould be ftrewed with fweet flowers and Altars erected fmioaking with Inceníe, 


with what other fymboels of joy and fubmiflion they could poflibly expre{s to make his 


.entrance more acceptable and magnificent; without the leait outward appearance of 


fear or terrour for their inevitable fubjection and lofs which they were fure wouid follow 
this new chance of War. Alexander rapt with admiration beheld the ftatelincís of the 
place, the height and ftrength of the Walls, the beauty of the Towers, the many no 
ble ftructures and places of plcafure all along the River Euphrates, eífpecially that incom- 

arable Garden which was fupported by Arches; the greatncís and curiofity of the Royal 
Palace, than which the World had not its fuperiour, that excepted of Pezfepo/z; ; and no 
lefs magnifying the Temple of Belus which Xenmes had defaced. Alexander gave immediate 
order for repair thercof: but having a little before fpoken more particularly of this place, 
Į may not repeat. Neverthclefs,fuch contentment Alexander found herc, that he {pent more 
than a months time in banquetting and other excefs which had well-nigh vitiated the fpirits 


of his Countrey-men who had been educated after another manner of diet ina ftrict but 


wholfome difcipline of War. T ! 

At length, leaving the fuperintendency of the place with 7zzezsthe former Gover- 
nour, the Conquerour marched directly towards Shufhan ; his way intó Szsfiaza was through 
Sittaceze and Satrapene, clofe by the Altars of Hercules which he viewed for the honour 
he bore that Heroe his emulated Anceftor. Into Shafhan he was received by -4buletes, 
according to his principle ftill adoring the rifing Sun, who exprcíled littic lefs ceremony 
in his entertainment than Mazens had formerly at Babylon. Hoere the Treaiurer prefented 
the Conquerour with an invoyce of his charge which was Nine millions of Gofd and 
fifty thoufand Talents of Silver not put unto the mint as fay moft Writers; albeit P/»- 
tarch mentions oncly four thoufand Talents, and in Purple-filk from Tyre to an equal 
value. | 

The pleafure of this noted place detained him Ionger than he intended at his firft com- 
ing: for indeed, thecuriofity of the Gardens and magnificence of the Palace were not to 
be parallel'd. Alexander at a Princely Banquet which he made his Favourite Epheftion and 
other prime Officers of the Army with feveral of the Perfian Lords, fitting in Darsus his 
State which was of pure Gold moft richly fet with precious Stones, could not forbear 
exulting; that what he had leng defired was now accomplifhed, viz. to be Mafter of 
Xerxes his magnificent. Palace. And having here as at Babylon placed a confiderable 
Guard, he halted towards Perfepolis, invited thither by Teredates tiie fearful Gover- 
nour. By the way (as I nóted in our paflage near “faaroon) he was to march through 
theftrait called Pyle Perfidis, yvhere Ariobarzanes (a noble Perfian) gallantly defended 
the país with a fmall party of well-refolved Perfians , fo that Alexander ater the lofs of 
more Captains than in the two firít Battels againft Darius, and many companies of Foot, 
was forced to find another way: At which the noble Perfiax haíting to Perfepolss in det 
fence of his Mafters right, was baícly refufcd entrance by Teredates 5 fo that wleceling 
about, he immediately fought the Macedonian Victor, in which attempt he found an ho- 
nourable Grave. . | 

Perfepolis, albeit the gates were opencd to give Alexander free leave to enter in a 
friendly and fubmiffive fort, neverthelefs, fuch was the Ipight they bore this galiant 
plage for the mifchicf Xerats had done in Greece, that the Souldiers were inconfiderately 
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Greatnef{s of tbe Perfian Exchequer. 


and Burial place of the Perfian Monarchs. No place inthe world being put into the 
balance with this City would have weighed it down ; for after the Souldiers had loaded 
themiclves with three dayes plunder ot Money, Plate, Jewels, Images of Gold, and Bullion 
in abundances, thc Conquerour for his {hare had a hundred and twenty thoufand Talents 
in coin: But not content therewith, he fet the City and Palace on fire, at the inftigati- 
on of an infamous itrumpct 5 not worth a naming the fccond time, Urbem ilam Regiam, 
tot Afonarcharum altricem, totius Orientis imperatricem, Grecia et ceterarum gentium terrorem, 
flammis miferrime incendit, faycs Munfter Cofmog. 
* And not finding any fitter place to take a furvey of the Perfian Exchequer, which 
clearly appears by the feveral vaft fums dlexander ícized inthis itinerant War to be pro- 
digious, fuffer mea little view, that it may evidence how properly the Perfizz Kings 
errogated tothemíclves the Title of Rex Regum, JDominofq; omnium bominum, cc. their. 
annual Revenue being anfwcrable to the amplitude of their Enipire, which extended one 
way from the North fide of the ZZce/lefpozt tothe River Gazges ;. and the other way to the 
ir e-Philenorum and Countrcey of the Garamants: fo as if onely from Izdia they extracted 
yearly three hundred and threefcore Talents of Gold; outofthe reft of the 127 Provin- 
ces how great muft be the reccipt? for no leífs was yearly brought into the Exchequer 
fay good Authors than 45500 Talents of Gold, every Talent according, to the Hebrew 
amounting unto 4500 pounds; {o asthe feveral vaft fums which Alexander difpoted out 
ot thefe feveral Treafuries may well be credited equalling (tis thought) the publick reve- 
nue ofthe Roman Exchequer,which in Auguftinus Cefar’s Raign;was 150 Millions of Crowns 
as by fome is reported. Lect it not then be loft labour to enumerate thofe fums as I find 
regiftred, and probably agreed with the Accomptthen given Alexander. 
Atthe battel of [fis Alexander took from the Treafurer at War 6200 Talents of coin 
defigned for the pay of Darius his Army, and s$4oo Talents more in Bullion, unminted. 
What the Silver Talent was, isdoubtful: For if it were the Zabyloziaz' Talent, that was 
218 pounds; if the Alexandrian, 375 pounds; if the e£Ægyptian, 250 pounds; (forl 
obferve that the Attique and Euboique with the Talents in ditferent Kingdoms were not 
rhe famc, no morc than wasthe Weight which had its equal variation; and fuch-as hath 
occafioned fundry miftakes amongft Hiftorians.) At Afemphis he found Soo. Talents; 
at Damafeous 2600. at Babylon 30009. at Ecbataz26000. at Shufhan sgoooo un-minted and 
nine millions of Gold; at Parfagard 6cooo. and in Perfepolis 120000 Talents 5 or as Strabo 
xeports (if he mean not rather the Total) thirty two millions fcven hundred and fifty thou- 
{and pounds: So that the 30900 Talents or eighteen millions of Crowns which Darzus prof- 
fered Alexander with his Daughter Statira in portion, and the 10000 Talents for ranfom- 
ing of prifoners, would eafily have been paid, {ceing that prodigious maís of treafure Alex- 
ander {ent thence into his native Kingdom was fo great as loaded five thoufand Camels, and 
ten thoufand Mules. . 

Morcover, feeing I am upon this fubject, füffer meto balance thefe with other ftu- 
pendious fums I meet with in authenic ftories. And firft, concerning that which Sarda- 
zapalus {acrificed with himfelf in flames when ZVzzeveb wastaken by Belochus: It is report- 
cd to bc no lcfsthan One hundred millions of Talents in Gold and a thoufand millions of 
TalentsinSilver, whichin our money amounts unto twenty thoufand and five hundred 
millions of pounds; fcarce credible, ifthe vaft extent of that Empire and arbitrary 
authority of thofe Kings were not contidered, and that it was foon after the golden age 5 
and compared with what King David amafled together out ofa far lefs Dominion: For 
David (as appears 1 Chron. 22. 14.) bequeathed Solomoz towards the building of the 
TempleOne hundred thoufand Talents of Gold and ten hundred thoufand Talents of Silver, 
which in eur money amounts to cight hundred fixty feven millions, three hundred cighty 
two thoufand and five hundred pounds fterling, or thereabouts. Marvellous itjislikewife to 
confíider where and in what manner Cyrzs {craped fo faft a fum together out of his Licute- 
nancy in the lefler Afia fuch time as he marched againft his Brother Arraxerxes, being as 
Xenophon reports One hundred aad five and twenty millions of pounds. 

Now as intbeenrít I gave but onc inftance out of the Tax that was yearly raifed from 
India, íoin the lalt I fhall onely mention egypt, which in Cleopatra’s timc brought 
etery year into the publique Treafury Twelve thoufand and five hundred Talents of Gold, 
which a€cording to our computation makes 7500002 Crowns; fums fo very great, as 
puts to filencc that mafs of plate which was offered Pyzarro a Spanifi Commander 
in America by Att-balipa the Peruvian King for his ranfome. Oh! how has our 
Mother Easth groaned through the violence that has been offered her bowels by extract- 
ing this Mammon of darknefs? How many millions of lives have been ipent in Mines pe 
the producing that which mifufed has helped to put the Univerfe into a COROT S 
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And feeing the very entrails of the Earth has been thus inceflantly torn i>. this precious 
Oar as the world efteemsit, ftrangeit is to confider what is become of this accumula- 
ted heap, appearing that the Exchequers of moft Potentates atthis day as in molt former 
timer are rather empty than full, and that all Nations complain for a fupply; and yetthofe 
many publick Treafuries would hardly amount to what was imbodied in one Exchequer in 
the Worlds adolefcency: infomuch as it may be prefumed that the greater part is loit 
and buried in the Sea, where itis irrecoverable, but not to be lamented, feeing Cove- 
toufncfs is but Idolatry,and ’tis not wealth but content that makes men happy. Neverthelefs, 
that great wealth the Perfrax Kings were mafters of made them {fo reputable with the Ro- 
mans that by them they were ftiled Reges beatzffimz ; asamongft others FIorace has an allufion 
in his Perfarum Rege beatior: Concluding this parenthefis with that invective again{t Ava- 
rice, Ullum eft officium vel locum tam [antium aut folenne, quod Avaritia violare noz audet? And 
drawing our Eyes fromthe profpect of thefe enchanting metals I have the more liberty to 
follow Alexander into India, withthis caution, Noz alienis Caftris tanquam explorator, fed 
Viator. 

Alexander then having intelligence brought him how perfidioufly Zeffz4 had.dealt with 
his declining Prince, and the deaths wounds given him by thofe trayterous hands, de- 
layed not to give order fora fpeedy march in queft of that infamous Regicide; the rather, 
for that it wasalfo told him, Darzzs at his death retained fo grateful a memory for the 
civility he expreffed to his neareft Relations that he heartily invocated all his Gods, 
Alexander might have his defires, as to an Univerfal Conqueft of the World, accomplifh- 
ed; Precatur Superum Inferumq, Numina co Regales Deos ut Alexandro Imperinm Orbis Ter- 
rarum omnium contingat > with which words he expired and with him the Perfian frecdom, 
Vitam pariter cum Perfarum Regno fic finivit, Fuftinlib. 10. Neverthelefs, tevenge quickned 
Alexanders march towards Baétfria, ferving withal to fpur on his defired entrance 
that way into the Z7zd;es: fo as felecting twenty thoufand Foot and three thoufand 

‘Horfe, ..^th thofe few he defigned the profecution of his Univerfal Conqueft towards the 
Eaft. 

Marching cherefore firft through Parthia, in fifteen dayes he paft through Tyr caniays 
which by the natural defence it hadin Woods and Faftnefles might‘eafily have obftruéts 
ed his palage had Beffus but endeavoured it: but felf-guilt fufüciently tortured him; for 
he was now become the reproach of men: and found it accordingly, for upon Alexan- 
ders coming into Mergiana not far fromthe City Cyropolis, built by Cyrus, he was appre- 
hended by his own party and brought bound to Alexander 5 who abhorring his fight, or- 
dered hc fhould be delivered to Oxatres the Brother of Darius to be difpofed of as he 
Íhould think fit. Jxultionem perfidie fratri Darii excruciandum tradidit, {faith Fuflin lib. 12. 
This done, the Conqucrour gave order for the Interrment ofthe enbalmed royal Corps; 
which was donc in military form and with as much ceremony and expreflions of forrow 
as was poflible : but Alexander being the principal mourner, by the tadnefs of his coun- 
tenance fufhciently difcovered the anguifh of his Spirit: a generous compatflion 5 
and fo well refented, yea having fo forcible an impreffion upon the Souls of the Per fian 
Princes then attending the obfequies, as albeit the Countrey was formerly íubdu- 
eo > nottill by thofe tears he fhed could he make an entire conqueít over thcir af. 

ections. | 

This great Funeral thus performed, Alexander then pafled his Army over the River 
Oxus, and afterwards the like over faxarres which Plutarch calls Orexartes, the Greeks it 
fecms not very expert in Geography took it for Tanais, Urbem Alexandriam Super amnem 
d anaim condidit and in feventcen days compafled it with a Wall fix milesabout: A great 
miftake, this emptying it fcl€ into the Cafpian Sca and that into Palus Afeotis or Mare di 
Tanna which in 48 degrees flows intothe Euxin, thc diftance 'twixt thofe two Rivers be- 
ing little lefs than two thoufand miles. Alexander {till thirfting after the Conqueít of 
India directs his courfe through the moft Southerly part of the Maffagetes Country leaving 
the Paropanifan hills and Arachofia on the right hand; during which he laid the foun- 
dation of twelve Cities: but falling into fome riot,in that diftemper flevwwyrzzs his old and 
trufty Servant. After which he intended to repofe a while at the City Nyfa beet by Bacchus 
upon thc banks ot ZZyz/pcs,now called Bodafpz and 7Zyrotzs branches of the River Tidiu sot 
great repute in thote dayes for the facred Mount and incomparable Vines thercxabound- 
ing , which from thence and the neighbourhood to Ararat in ZMergiasa and thename it bore 
givesfome good caufeto fancy that it was built by the Patriarch ZVozb and was his firft 
Plantation. Hereabouts it was,where they fhewed Alexander a*moft ancient Monument, 
the Tomb of Caizaz the fourth in defcent from Adam, who Ças inthe Fuchafin fol. 6.) 

‘reigned over the 724/4575; of thefe parts before the Deluge. Here hc conítitutcd his 
-dreyrajpides who had their Armour damasked and filletted with Silver. Porus 


Z£x1exander ovecomes Porus, the A4allians, czc. 
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#orus a valiant and powerful 7z4;4z Prince having notice that Alexander advanced 
towards his Countrey (which comprehended a great part of what the Mogul now holds 
in Induftan,) waited for him on thc banks of ZZyda[pes with a great body of Horfe and 
Foot and many Elephants of War; where they fought, and gave the Greeks fuch tefti- 
mony of their valour that albcit Alexander got the better of the day it gave the Greeks ne- 
verthelefs frefh caufe to reit fatisfied with fuch Victories as they had got, without fur- 
ther hazard into the Orient. To put which out of thought and for their refrefhment 
after fo hard labour, Alexander let loofe the reins to all manner of debauchery; for 
at the Mountain Zeros he celebrated the Bacchanalia, and for fifteen dayes glutted the 
Army with thofc myftic fopperies. After which he forced his way through Deddala 
and Acadera, took by affault a Fort fcituate upon an inacceffible hill which could nor 
bc fubjected by Hercules. After thàt Afazagaand Nora, principal places of ftrength in 
tho£e parts ; and with fome difficulty pafled his Army over 24cefizes another branch of 
Indus, and then fet Foot in 7zd;25 for faith the Hiftorian, Ad amnem Acefinem pergens per 
hunc in Oceanum devebitur : whichI note onely to fhew that Izdus and this River are one in 
thatftory, albeit indeed but a branch of Indus : all which he apprehended his own by that 
little polleffion. 

The confideration whereof made him acquaint his great Officers with his defign to 
penetrate as far as Ganges, which they feemed to approve of ; but being known unto the 
Army, the length ofthe way, the increaíe of heat, waited quarters, infinite numbers 
of Indians aílembled in their own defence, the difficulty of pafling over Ganges (which 
was reported to be thirty furlongs broad and an hundred fathoms deep,) thefe and the 
like had fo vive an impreflion in their fancies, that as one and all by a general murmur 
they expreffed their difcontent : fo as finding that neither by threats nor promifes he 
could allay the mutinous humour ofthe Camp, at prefent he diflembled his thoughts and 
feemed to reft fatished, albeit foon after he made feveral of them feel the weight of his 
difpleafure. The Horfe he marched through Patalena upon the Eaftern banks of the River 
Indus, the Foot in boats paft merrily down the ftream until they cameto that we now call 
Din formesly Patala near the Tropic and in view of the Ocean,: where drawing his Horfe 

‘and Foot into a body heítraightway invaded the Countrey of the OxsZracazs, ftormed 
the principal place of defence the ZZa//zazs had, and temerarioufly mounting the parapet 
and violently leaping into the Town to the amazement of the Barbarians, followed 
but by two officers, for a while fuftained the Darts and other Weapons thé Enemy lent; 
and by that inconfiderate act (if the Hiftorian fay true) had perifhed, had not the Army as 
men defperate in his refcue enforced their fpeedy entrance. 

After which he fubjected the Brachmans Countrey: and preparing for his march 
againíft the more remote Zzdiazs aflembled near the banks of Gauges the Camp broke out 
into a frefh murmur, fo that albeit he ufed all poflible means to perfwade their further 
march, vehemently declaring, That unlefs they oppofed their fortune againít the nu- 
merous but naked preparations about Gazzes which gave them a bold defiance, they 
would retreat with fhame and (faith Plat. vita Alexand.) allthey had thitherto -done was 
neither memorable nor thanks-worthy.  Notwithítanding which, the Army having the 
old Idea before their imagination, glutted with victory, overcharged with rich fpoils; 
and tired with travel, and unable to endure the extream heat of thofe parts, firft they 
fhewed him their white hairs and the many maims received in battels, and then with 
tears bcfought him to put a period to his conquefts and ambition: By which they gave 
him caufc fufficient to underftand their unwillingnefs to fcorch their bodies which 
already looked like Mummy, any longer in thofe fiery Regions ; fo that in fine, forced he 
was tocondefcend. | 

Nor was itill refolved 5 duly confidering the great way they fhould have marched ere 
they had arrived at Ganges, the intolerable heat they muft endure, the uncertainty of 
provifions, and lofs probably they might have undergone in an Enemies Countrey, who 
having no depengance upon the Perfian were notat all fhoak by the fall of that Empire but 
rather as onegman embodied upon the banks of Ganges, part of which , namely the 
Ggngaride and the Prefians were reputed two hundred thoufand Foot and fourfcore thou- 
fand Horíe, befides eight thoufand warlike Elephants, all bent in his oppofal : withal, 
finding, apona mufter, thatalbeit in the fight againft Porres and the Mallians his Army con- 
fifted of an hundred and twenty thoufand Foot and fifteen thoufand Horfe, full three 
parts of that number were fince dead, part being flain in fight, but moft dying of flux 
and fevers occalioned through excels ot grapes at ZVyfa and their other intemperance at 
the celebration of the trantique Orgyes. Alexander therefore feemingly fubmitted to a 

return into a more moderate clime 5 -— ius rather, that he might be recruited wat. 
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Occan. 

Now give me leave to paufe a while, and confider why Alexander had the Ocean in 
fuch admiration. The Ocean was defervedly the fubject of his wonder: fot PeAZz, the 
place of his birth, being {cituate near the Theflalonic gulph which neighbours the Archi- 
pelago without doubt gave him not only the profpect of that but in the courfe of his 
conqueft had the view of other Seas, as the Mare de la Tana now Zabache, the Enxize,the 
Mediterranean, and the Alare Ca[pium all which may well be termed Seas, although much 
inferiour to the Mare magnum or Main Sea, which is properly called the Occean. The 
Mediterranean we find called Mare magnum the great Sea in Exodi, and in gyo[b.1. 4. Pon- 
tus Euxizus alío hasthe name of Mare maggiore, and well deferves that attribute Íceing it 
is well-nigh three thoufand miles in compaífs; fo great, as warranted Ovid and other 
Roman Poets to denominate all other Seas by that, as Omnia pontus, Nil nifi pontus, eec. 
And for the Cajpian, though by reafon it isevery where encompaffed with Land it indeed 
rather refembles a great Lough or Pond than Sea, neverthelefs from its greatnefís and 
other properties is worthily ranked zzrer Dei magnalia, and by Cofmographers in the 
Catalogue of other Seas: For P/izyterms it ingens, and A4aginus, V aflum mare, a large 
and vaft Sea; albeit the circuit be ufually taken for little above a thoufand miles. And 
for the mare Tanais, or Palus Afeotis, tis alfo great ; fecing that from the middle part, 
Land can hardly bedifcerned. So that uponthe whole, I may conclude the Sea is great; 
for itis Congregatio multarum Aquarum c& Oceano conjunttum, a collection of many Waters, 
and joined unto the Ocean : but comparatively, the difproportion is great betwixt the 
Ocean andthe Sca: for,if I may fo refemble, fuch as Loughs are to the Sea, {fo may the 
Sea be compared with the Ocean; which is fo great, that in Gez. 1.2. "tis ftiled facies 
Abyfi,for then it was an over-fpreading Element, in extent and depth exceeding all 
other Seas: of which, four have moft properly the attribute, wiz. the Atlantick, the 
fEthiopick, the Jzdiaxz and South Ocean. Albeit the Hebrews of old immen[am vim g- 
congregationem aquarum. Oceanum vocant: But as in Verf. 10. when the Waters were ga- 
thered together unto one place, that collection was then called maria. Alfo the circum- 
fluent Ocean Uxiverfam circum-ambiens Terram on every fide furrounds the Earth, giving 
life both to all Springs and receiving into its Womb all Rivers, renders it inexhau- 
{tible ; from whence it is aptly termed Flaviorum fontiumqs Pater ; by Virgil, Patrem 
rerum, and by Homer and Orpheus, Patrem Deorum, Hominum, €f aliorum, the Father of 
Gods and Men, and all other things; for thatin the conftitution of all fublunary bodies 
moifture is neceflarily required. Mela alfo calls it Immenfum, Vaftiffimum, ac infinitum Pe- 
lagus; and Seneca that Nihil eft infinitum nec imperfcrutabile nifi Oceanus. Nothing is 
endlefs, or bottomlefs, fave the Ocean. 

Moreover, as it exceeds the Sea for magnitude, fo doth it in depth; for the Sea in 
moft places may be fathomed : yea, it is well known, that the deepnefs of the Sea ufually 
anfwers to the height of Mountains, which feldome exceed three miles perpendicular; 
but in our narrow Seas is fcarce found half fo much. So that albeit the Earth, as moft 
ponderous, be ordinarily afligned the loweit ftation; neverthelefs Solyzzs authoritative- 
ly maintains, that the Occan is deeper than the Earth : fo profound, that in a vulgar ac- 
ception, albeit erroncoufly,eit is ftiled bottomleís. For though in founding the nar- 
row Séas they feldome fail of ground, ?tis othcrwift in the Ocean: and I very well re- 
member, that in the grcat Ocean (inthe mid-way betwixt thetwo great Continents of 
Africand America) when we wereforfeveral dayes becalmed, the Captain of our Ship, 
to fatishe hiscuriofity, onc time let fall his Lead which had all the Log-lmc he could pof- 
fibly make or borrow, probably upwards of threethoufand fathom, and Meving veer’d it 
out to the very end could find no ground; {oas he would have períwadced us Ìt was abyís ; 
albeit that tryal gave no fuch conífequence. ; . id 

I may obferve this further difference: Albeit in our narrow Scas there is commonly 
a fluxus cf vefluxis maris an ebb and flood, the Euxiz and the /Vfediterrazeaz have but their 
flux in moft places difcernable: for the one ftrcams through the Thracian Bo/phorus and 
Pro-pontis into thc Archi-pelago, but both through the ftreight of Gibralter inte the great 
Atlantic Ocean, fic dittus ob velocitatem €& per interiora maria difcurrens,from its bellowing 
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lntudc: Neverchelefs, the Ocean where far from Land and when undifturbed by 
wind is placidus iz loco, in its own place ftill and pacifique 5 and yet it may not be ce- 

ny’d, That for thc prefervation of its purity and the Lite of its Inhabitants trom corru- 

ption it has both motion and internal xítivation. So having fpoken this little concern- 

ing thc grcatncís of the Sea, forafmuch as Sea and Land make but onc Sphere, pivc me 

leave.to contemplate the Earth with like admiration Alexander did the Ocean. 

That the Almighty created the firft Chaos out of nothing is evident, Gez. 1. 1. and 
Wifd.11i. 14. which fufficiently convinces Ariftorle’s fuppotcd mareriu prima, tor out of 
that mafs both the heavenly and other elementary Bodies were conftizutcd and formed. 
By the Fiae of the Almighty the fubter-celcitial Waters were feparated from thc fuper- 
celeitial, fo that the third day the Earth was vilible, and appeared firm and diftinzuithed 
from the Waters; yea, in fuch a beautiful and harmonious manner, that both Earth and 
Water had their bounds: fo as the Water which at firft over-fpread the Earth was ga- 
thered into onc place, limited, and not futfered to invade the Earth’s proportion; Oc- 
clufit Mare valu `, He {hut up the Seas with doors; dicens, Hnc ufq venics C non amplius, 
hitherto fhalt thou go and no further, fluétium tuorum Juperbie littvzs hic opponit, here fhall 
thy proud waves ftay, Tob 38. ". And both not as Ovid fancies poseleribis librata firs 
poiz’d or ballanced by their own weight , but by the direction of the Great Architect 
hung in the Air: Terram undigq, Calo diflautem, in equilibrio mazere, fays Parmenides OF 
as Fob Chap. 26. verf. 7. Terram fufpendit fuper nihilum, the Earth he hung upon nothing 5 
with which that of the Pfalmift differs not, Terram fundavit fuper Maria, He founded 
the Earth upon the Waters; the Waters compafling the Earth and mixing, with it in the 
moft intrintique places : whence probably it is Thales A4ilefizs was of opinion that the 
Earth floated and was aptly refemblable to a fhip fwimming in the Water. 

Now whereas Solyzus maintains That the Ocean is larger and deeper than the Earth asl 
lately mentioned with an experiment, we are to underitand that the terreftrial Sphere isa 
globe or round body comprehended within the fuperficies of the Earth and Water ; which 
though by fome fuppofed to be equally difpofed, nay by the Ancients who compriied 
the Earth within an hundred and cighty degrces of longitude, had attributed fcarcc one 
halt of the Sphere, that dimention is increafed very much {ince Land has been diftover’d 
within tic Polar circles, and by the addition of that vaft Terra firma in America. And 
albeit Scaliger in his 38 Exercit. is of opinion, That were it pollible to level the Earth 
by fprcadinj the lofty Mountains and making them even with the plain ground, the 
Water would be over-fpread and have no place: Yet he acknowledges That the Earth 
and Sea by thcir various windings mutually imbrace cach other ; the onc orderly and 
indiflerently fctting bounds unto the other. Which Rec. Cof. lib. 4. exceeds in avcrring 
that the Earth is ten thoufand times greater than the Sca ; anhypothefis very much dit- 
fering from molt Cofmographers ; and what authority he has 1 cannot apprehend, un- 
lefs be take that for his guide we find inthe 4. Zib. Efdr.u chap. 6. verí..447. where it is 
faid, Thar the Watters were gathered (at the Creation as 1 fuppofc) zzto a feventh part, fo 
that fix parts of the Earth were kept dry. Which for that it is apocryphal how far it may 
be fide dignus credited for truth, 1 leave to better judgments than my own, and in reve- 
rence to the Author forbear further to qucítion. 

But how difputable focver the difproportion be betwixt the Earth and Water as to 
magnitude, the profundity or depth is morc fatisfactorily demonftrated. For notwith- 
ftanding the Ocean be ufually {tiled bottomlcfs, and in the decpeft parts(which may be 
prefumcd where it is broadeft) albeit there arc rifing grounds and Mountains in thc O- 
cean where tlic plummet or lead may touch, yet in other places I believe it is not, or at 
Icaft ucver hitherto has been fathomed. Howbcit the judgment of molt is, the deepeft 
exceeds not thirty miles; an uncertain conjecture, but commonly taken from that {imile 
of anfwering to the height of Tezcriff or other the higheft Mountains: yea, grant- 
ing that the depth were an hundred nay a thoufand miles, yet will it not adequate the 
Craflitude or thknefs of the Earth, whofe diameter is acknowledged to be feven thoufand 
and two husared miles, allowing the circumference to be one and twenty thoufand and 
fix hundred: nay, it will fall hort of the femi-diamceter, fccing that from thc centcr 
to the fuperticies of the Earth are reckon’d three thoufand and fix hundred miles 3 which 
as to depth larly gives the Earth the fuperiority and in comparifon of which, depth 
in the narrow S»as is very inconfiderable ; being evident, that the log-line in moit hips 
when veeicd our, ulually finds ground as I have fomctimes obferved, and find likewile 
reported by Prifiria? concerning Fils Cefar, who for his private fatisfaction fathoming 
tne Seas, found ir net exceeding thirty rdi which make about three miles and a halt 
Enghjo, although SW; allows s+ ftades, whi: h alinoft doubles the former. "e 
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Now in this parallel though I have noted a feeming differenée in tho: IWO, they ne- 
verthclefs agree in one center; for Earth and Water are concentrical, the center be- 
ing an imaginary infenfible {mall point fixed in the mid-part of the Earth, from whence 
height is to bc meafured rather than from the fuperficies of the towring Earth or fphe- 
ricity of the fwelling Water, though both are practifed. But the more to admire this 
wondcrful Fabrick, and thereby to glorifie the Creator, fuch asthe center is tothe Sphere 
of the Earth, the great Terreitrial globe is no other when it is made the center of that 
vait immenfurable circle of thc ccleitial motions, comprehenfive onely by him who is 
infinite and incomprehentible : Cijus centrum eft ubique ex circumferentia nufguam> A circle 
whofe center is cvery where, and no where his circumference. Howbeit, Man,the moft 
exact and admirable piece of the Creation, is the AMicrocofm and Compendium of all God's 
Creatures, his rare itructure with the faculties and abilities of the Soul confidered, a 
miracle far furmounting not oncly the Earth and Ocean,but Heaven it felf with the reft 
of the Creation: Which confiderarion induced St. Aug. to fay, Omni miraculo quod fit 
per Hominem, majus miraculum eft ipfe bomo; Manisa greater miracle than any miracle 
done by Man, Zb.10. Civit. De c. 12. The Kingly Prophet alfo in the 8. Pf. 6. and 139. 
Pfal. and 14.verfe, fays, Man was fearfully and wonderfully made, Yea, tbe Lord bath given 
bz» dominion over the Works of bis bands, and fnbjetted all things under bim. Which abun- 
dantly obliges Man to praiie the Lord. 

Thefe and the like rightly weighed, Alexander (albeit a fcholar to Ariftotle) was not 
amifs in that his admiration, who for his further recreation would needs adventure 
upon that Element he admired: and accordingly went aboard his Admiral then riding 
near Din, and having a gentle gale quickly weighed anchor,hoift fail, and launched fo 
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far, That 
Nec jam ulla apparent Terre, Lands now no longer do appear, 
€celum undiq; & undig; Pontus. FJeaven and Sea being every where. 


pou eda leagues South-wcft into the Ocean: A great adventure for fach a Per- 
fon, and upon fuch an occafion, being meerly to fatisfie his curiofity: but the contra- 
riety of the Element having its utual effect, it foon became unpleafant to him: but more 
when the Sky threatned a ftorm and the Wind in aloud and churlifh tone feemed to pro- 
claim, That albcit he had triumphed over the Land and (as the Poet faid afterwards ) 
Pontus quoq; ferviet that over the Seas Kings may affert a Jurifdiction, ( yea, feeing eadem 
Tellus non parit omnia, that by their fhips they aflociate the remoteft Nations and commu- 
nicate to one another whatever Nature or Induftry hath provided,) the Winds never- 
thelefs are not under their fubjection, but referved to his folc difpofe, who, as he is Su- 
pream, governs all, which having acknowledged, he willingly returned afhore, find- 
ing that merry ironic Proverb true, Prope Aquas dulciffima eft ambulatio, Navigatio juxta 
Terr.u, cc. t | 
The boundure of Alex ander’s march into India being in the tract obfcure, I take leave 
alfo to offer my own apprchenfion in fhort concerning it. MHiftorians fome fix his We 
ples at the River Indus , others at the River Ganges: there is not any leads it further 
that I meet with. Now for his penctrating India as far as Ganges, if hc went fo far (as 
. no doubt he did in his defire,) ott-times faying, That Caucafus and the e£modian Moun-. 
tains(named fo from Elmodad Son of Fottan)fhould be the limits of his Dominion ; having 
likewife fundry times exprefled his emulation of Bacchus and Hercules whofe Pillars rai- 
fed near Gibralter and Babylon, he had heard were erected further upon the Eaftern banks 
of Ganges; and for Bacchus, that he pierced both intra c extra as far as China , where 
he erected two Pillars upon the Emodian Mountains as a Trophy in memory of his Eaftern 
Conqucíts: Thus taken notice of by Dionyfins, 


Hzc & Thebani Dionyfi terra columnas This Land, to which the furthbeft Ocea flowes, 
Monftrat, ad Oceanum atq; extremi littora Ponti The Columns of the Theban Bacchus Jh. 
Montibus Indorum, qua vafto gurgite Ganges On tb! Indian Mountains fet, where Ganges Sweeps. 
In mare fc volvit Nyflzimq; impulit undam. Nyfxan waves amidf? the fwallowing deeps. 


Which granted, I know not by what Authority a great Hiftorian writes, Preter Semi- 
ramim Cr Alexandrum nemo Indiam intravit. If Gaages was the boundure, then probably 
his march was foon after the Battel with Porws, and his neareft way as Men now travel 
was 'twixt Lavore and Azgray where the River Feminy at Praije Ítreams into Ganges: but 
if he paft down Inds as Arrian puts us out of doubt, then his way was to Cambaya by 
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Amadiavad, which made it near a thoufand miles ere he could attain the effuarium; 
which is not insprobable, that thereby he might have a view of his Navy,which as moft 
imagine failed little beyond Swa//ey road or Chonl, near which place is a vaft Cave cvt 
by great labour out of a Rock, which after Ages held facred: Under it is a Spring of 
frefh Water very deep. Some name this place’ Z4/;fazt, which as Balby relates is beau- 
tified with many Statuas, and fuppofed the work of Alexander, who (as Arrian in his 
Periplus obferves) made many great intrenchments, and erected fundry Temples, Altars, 
and other matters of admiration, meerly to preferve the memory of his Conquefts in 
thofe remote parts for future Generations: albeit the direction Alexander gave his Ad- 
miral feems to inferr that {ome of the Flect adventured as far as the Gulph of Bezgala; 
for he commanded him to fet a compafs about and to leave Ivdiaz upon the right hand, 
which he could not do without doubling the Promontory called Cape Comrhyn, as we read 
in Plut. Vita Alexandri. - And by the relation which Onefecritus gave may be thought 
that he difcovered Taprobane. So that if the Fleet onely coafted as far as Chau/, or Goz, 
Or Cocbeez, Or Callicut, in returning they muft confequently leave the Zzdaz coaíft upon 
the right; but the directions he gave to compafs about has a greater latitude, and feem- 
ingly a contrary figuification. | Befides, when ZVearcbis failed to the bottom of the Per 
fian Gulph (leaving his Flect ncar Balfora) he found Alexander difporting him{elf a little 
before his death upon the Exzphrates, and amongit other ftrange things which he then 
related, mention is made of an Iland that had plenty of gold which probably was Tapro- 
bane. But this inqueft being to difcover the extent of dlexander’s march, | fhall onely 
follow that. : 
Pliny writes that Hypafis India finvius Alex. fuit terminus. Now to find that River is 
mo lefs difhcult. I fuppofe it is the fame which Philoffratus vita Apoll. Thian. mentions 
in that memorable expedition Bacchus and Hercules made into thofe Oriental Countreys 
when they were. oppotcd by the Oxzdracazs, people inhabiting between the Rivers Fiy- 
phas (the fame no doubt with ZZypzfrs, though it want the afpiration) and Gazgcs, being 
by (artificial) thunder and lightning forced to retreat. This moft underftand to be Ord- 
nance, which the Eaftern world pretend to have had the knowledge of many hundred 
years before Swart the German Francifcan Fryar in his Chymick Experiments invented 
about the Year 1330. Hypafisin my opinion is no other than Ayda/pis now called Zzzy- 
rotis, and Bedafps the fame which Strabo calls ZZypazis, Ultra quam Alex. progredi non an- 
fies eff, beyond which Alexander marched not: but Prolomy in his 10 Tab. Afie calls it Biż- 
bafis, and from Jmaus makes it fiow into Indus fiib 35 degr. And the ignorance we are 
in concerning the Oxzdracazs Countrey makes the queit itill more dark; for that they 
were of India is evident: Albeit fome there be that place them amongft the Oxéani in 
Merziana, the Oxiatzi in Scythia, and the Oxidrance whom Ptolomy finds inhabiting near 
the Sogdian Mountains in the latitude of 46 degr. Therefore feeing in the Life of Ale- 
sander, that fighting againft the Oxdracams, trom the Parapet Alexander gavc a thun- 
dring leap (as Plutarch calls it) into the Town, and amongit the thickeft of the Enemy 
expofed his fingle Perfon for a little time, and notwithftanding the admiration the Bar- 
bariass were in of his attempt had perifhed, had not his Men ( fearlefs in that exigent 
of the greatcft danger) to refcue their General taken it by ftorm: though the Name dif- 
fer, the {tory does not from that already mentioned againft the Mallians. Now that the 
Mallians ox Malli are thofe we now call A@alua ( not much varying in the Name ) ’twixt 
Indus and Goujurat, is apparent: which granted, then it will follow that_Alexanuder was 
not fo far Ealt as Gazzes; albeit Craterus his Favourite and of great Cómmand in the 
Army, ina Letter which he writ unto his Mother /riffopatra then in Grecia concern- 
ing their march, reports that Alexander was advanced into Ivdia as far as Ganges: with 
which Lucan feems to agree; for having fpoken of Ganges in lib. 3. he fubjoyns, 
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Here Alexander -fropp d, being taught to find, Hic, ubi Pellxus poft Tytheos zquors Ducto» 
The Woidd wuts larger than his boundle fs miimnmd. Conftitit, & magno vinci fe fallus ab orbe cit, ` 


And inthc30o Jib. by like Poctical authority fpeaking of Alexander,

Notwithtanding whieh, obferving the courfe of Hiltory, it appears, how that after his 
fight with Pors hc palt down Indus, where he ftaid two Months to refrefh his Men, and 
withal to opferve the Ocean: But it is writ that in the other five he fubdued the Brach-

mans Countrey; now Barma is extra Gangem. I anfwer, ’Tis true at this day that 
. place is fo named 5 but of old fo was all that about Callicut and Narfinga, where the cu- 
itoms of the old Indians are as yet retained, yea, in Alexander’s time the Countr£y about 
Cambaya, Diu, Brampore, and all the Indian coaft from Indus to Cape Comrhy2 were 
Brachmans or Gentiles. So that Alexander in fubjecting the Countrey about Chou! and 
Baroch may properly be faid to fubjugate the Brachmans Countrey. Befides, upon the 
difcontent the Army exprefled when given out that Alexander intended for Ganges, we 
find that returning he’ was quickly in Gedrofia which Zzdzs wafhes. Sir Walter Raleigh 
alfo obferves, That the Indian Kings he had fubducd informing him that Agramanes was 
a moft puifIant Prince and commanded many Nations beyond Ganges, Alexander was in- 
flamed more than ever to undertake the conqueft of that great King; but for allthe art 
he could ufe was not able to perfwade his Army to march further Eaft or to adventure 
over thofe vaft deferts ’twixt Indus and Ganges: oncly prevailing with his Mento follow 
him Southward, the River Indus guiding them to the Ocean: and thence by Gedrofia re- 
turned towards Perfia in the way to Babyloz.. So that upon the whole, to me it is moft 
likely, his furtheft progrefs was not much beyond the River Indus: the melius ingui- 
rendum I leave to others, and return to Alexander. 

Alexander having given his Admiral inftructions to furround not onely Arabia but 
Africk, it fecms that rodomontade was more to exprefs the greatnefs of his mind than 
to expect the poflibility of fo great an adventure , and by the couríe Wearchus Íteered 
which was up the Perfiaz Gulph appears no lefs: For Alexander in the mean time conti- 
nuing his march came before a City which 24»bigez had mann’d againft him; and after 
an affault took without quarter to the defendants, for (to the great terror of the Greeks) 
they had their weapons envenomed fo as fuch as were wounded hardly efcaped, and a- 
mong{t others-Przolomy (after Alexander’s death King of egypt) miraculoutly cured by 
vertue of an herb Alexander dreamed he faw in the mouth ot a Serpent, There he laid 
the foundation of Barce, the laft of feventy he built in that his nine years Government: 
there alfo he paid his vows, and fupplicated his gods that no mortal Man might exceed 
the bounds of his conqucít: alfo as am everlafting monument of his fame, and to amufe 
fucceeding Generations, or rather to fhew he.was a Greek of whom "tis faid, Ex mufca 
foire faciunt Elephantem, he caufed Armour, Bits and Mangers to be made of an extraordi- 
nary fize and height ; by this artifice of reprefenting things greater than indeed they were 
albeit of admiration to fimple fpectators in after Ages,to the Ingenious neverthelefs they 
gave juft caufe to have the truth and reality of his great atchievements fufpected; a fit 
requital for {fuch a delufion. He alfo erected twelve great Altars as high as Towers, 
which he dedicated unto Hercules, fuch as not onely attracted thofe in after Ages to 
admire but to adore; and amongft others the Perfian Kings, who for fome Generations 
there prefented their accuftomed Oblations: which had they been upon the banks of 
Ganges would have been too fara progrefs, Indus being the terminus of their following 
Empire. So that poftquam parva manu innumerabiles cxercitus fudiffet atg; ultimas Oras 
quas vifere [upra (pem humanam peragraffet, cc. After he had (faith the Hiftorian) with 
a few Men overcome innumerable Armies and travelled to the utmoft parts of the Earth, 
to behold which was beyond the hopes of Man, and extended his Dominions from Zz- 
diato e4Erbiopia and Libya, from Danubius to the Indian Ocean, and from the Tonic Sea 
to Tanais, which foon after was fub-divided into thirty great Kingdoms, again witha 
figh bidding farewell to India and the Ocean he advanced into the Countrey of the Orytes 
where the penary hc firft encountred was compeníated with that plenty he {foon atter 
found in Gedrofia: whence alfo marching along the coaft, near the City Arbis under the 
Tropick of Cancer he met his recruits, nota little to the rejoycing his well-nigh fpent 
Army. But again forgetting the fad event of his former luxuriance he fell afrefh to the 
frantick folemnization of the Feaft of Bacchus, foon after at Thapfac#s viewed his new 
Ficet, and took fome recreation again at Sca; butthat Tradition of coaiting about the 
South of Arabia, and landing at Secotora, is of little crcdtt. ; 

Atter which he removed his Camp toa convenient place for pitching heich and glo- 
rious Tent whercin he intended to give Audience toanbundred Ambailadours who with 
noble Prefents were come from the remotcft parts of Idia on this and the other fide 
Gazges to congratulate his Victories and to crave his Alliance; by the Earth and Water 
fome ofthem brought, implying (atleaít as Alexander fancied) atotalfubjection. Theie 
itrangers he entertained, and after Audience fcafted moft magnificently upon an hun- 
dred Beds of burnifhed gold; at which time he allo prefented cach of them wih Piate 
fuitable to his greatnef$s, their aftonifhment. Which donc, he marched through Carma- 
nia tOo Lar, and thence to Perfagard (now Halgucra) where Orfines, a Prince ofthe se 
roya 
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royal of Perfia, was lamentably dcftroyed by Alex ander’s inconfiderate crediting B:zco..2s, 
an Eunuch that mortally hated him: Theaccufation was, That he had violated Cyrits his 
Tomb, in which was no wealth, as was informed, but a Sword and Bow. Howbeit, up- 
on further examination the fraud being difcovered the Eunuch had the like reward, and 
his rich Houfe and furniture were given Perdicas, cftimated at tix hundred thouíand 
Crowns. There Calanus the Brachman, in contcmpt of death, and to shew that life is but 
fomzium umbre breviffimum built his funeral pile, predicted Alexander’s death in Babylon; 
and taking a folemn farewel of his acquaintance in the Camp,’ according to the Indian 
mode, burnt himfelf to afhes. | 

Alexander after that retvrned to Sufhaa, and married Statira the Perfiaz Princefs, whofe 

Sifter he then gave to his dear Epbeffion; and other Perfian Ladies to as many great Oifi- 
cers ofhisArmy. Forthe greater magnificence of which marriages he prepared a moft 
ample and royal Feaft for nine thoufand Guelts, to each of which he gave a Cup of Gold 
toufein their Sacrifices ; and as a more abundant teftimony of his love to the Army, as 
well as to exprefs his own greatnefs, he difcharged out of his own Treafi ury the debt his 
Macedonian Souldiers had contracted, which amounted to nine thoufand and feventy Ta- 
lents, being in ours five hundred Millions and feven hundred thoufand Crowns: cafie 
for Alexander to {pare at his death, (which foon after happened) having found coffered 
up at Babylon an hundred thouíand Talents, as 74/7;iz reports, in ready coin, which fome 
others double; and his Revenue at that time being three hundred thoufand Talents pez 
annum.  Neverthelefs, having fome apprehenfions of fear in going to Babylon, (for fun- 
dry Prophecies were rumoured that he fhould dye there) he turned with his Army to- 
wards the North, and came to Ecbataz; where his Favourite Epbeftion,notwithftanding 
his.Phyficians utmoft care, dyed of a Feaver; whofe death Alexander {o pafiionately be- 
wailed, as 74/?:z taxes him that contra decus Regium din Inxit.  Bucfoc tne greater folem- 
nity, for fevcn dayesa general howling (in which the Prefice exprefled tneir Art fuffici- 
ently) was made ; all the Horfes in the Army alfo were fhorn, the battlements and 
walls of Houfes thrown down, Inftruments of Mufick put under filence, as not the lcaft 
noife appeared: yea, to complement the Conquerour, the facred Fires in each Pyrez 
“were by the S;zreze extinguifhed: a Monument laftly was erected, upon which was ex- 
pended twelvethoufand Talents, which is feven millions of Crowns: and having ofered 
up his afflicted Doctor asa Sacrifice (for which Alexander is worthily reproved) the Al- 
tars were made to fmoak with Incenfe and the dead Corps worfhipped as a Deity, the 
higheft Honour he could afcend unto. 

Now whiles thefe Obfequics were in hand, Alexander had notice that Ambafladours at- 
tended him at Babylon, not only from Carthage and other African parts, but alfo from fe- 
veral Kings and States in Enxrope; namely, Spain, Sicily, France, Sardinia, and molt parts 
of Italy, Rome excepted; which though but growing to what it afpired of Caput Mundi, 
yet being four hundred years old from the foundation laid by Romulus, was then fo great 
that, as Plutarch reports, it could fet out an hundred and thirty thoufand warlike Citi- 
zens- "Theíecame to congratulate his fuccefs inthe Eaft, to divert his journey Weft, and 
to cravchis Alliance: yea, Adeo Univerfum Terrarum Orbem Nominis ejus terror invaferat; 
ut omnes Gentes veluti deftinato fibi Regi adularentur, being become fo terrible tothe World, 
as all Nations courted and feemed to acknowledge him their Soveraign. Then was ac- 
complifhcd that Prodigy of thofe two Eagles obferved to fit upon the higheft Pinacle of 
the Court of Pella that whole day on which Alexander was born, Duplicis Imperii Europe & 
Afie omen praferentes: and as others, Uxiverfarum Terrarum Imperium Infantri portcudebants 
portending the infants conqueft of the Univerfe. 

The acceís of thofe extraordinary Ambaffadours fromthe furtheft occidental parts, 
(Imay fo fay, fecing the ALorini in Picardy are by Lucan called Extremi Hominum ) thefey 
or rather his inevitable fate accelerated Alex ander’s remove to Babylon, which being near, 
the Caldean Magicians interpofed and prevailed with him to turn afide for fome time to 
Birfa beyond Exmhbrates; whence, by Anaxarchus the Philofopher, who derided their Arts, 
he was indug-utoreturnto Babylon, though not without iome bad Omens at his entrance, 
which neve:thelefs was as fplendid and great as Art and coft could invent. After Audience 
*Siven,Surmimons ilTued for the holding a Parliament of no lefs than the whole World; and 

enterirainments as fumptuous as luxury in the higheft degree could {ct forth, took place: 
during which, this great Conquerour having delivered to Perdicas Darivs’s Ring, with 
which he fealed all his Commiflions and Difpatches, he dycd: Qui (as Fuftiz) cum nal- 
lo hoftium umquam  congfeffus efl, quem non vicerit nullam Urbem, quam non expugraverit; 
nullam gentem adiit, quam non calcaverit, Denig; flore —Etatis [ue ac Vitloriarum, non vir- 
tute hoftili fed [frande c [norum infidiis ereptus eft: Yis death was not without fi abs cul 
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Poifon given him by Czffzzder his Cup-bearer, and the trcafonable directions of his Fa- 
ther Artipater, who with the Son afterwards profecuted their cruelty cven' to the utter 
extirpation of all Alexandcr’s royal progeny. Such wasthe Exit of thisgrcat Prince, in 
the three and thirtieth year of his Agc,and twelfth of his Reign; whomliving,one World 
would not iuffice; zec Oriens nec Occidens fittiaverit, iaith Tacits, bein z dead, Sarcopbago 
contentus crat, a Grave contained: and inthis Mirrour behoid tiic narrow bounds of 
carthly glory.

For fo foon as his body was conveighed by Prolomy Soter to Alexandriain ~—£zypt, where 
with all duc folemnity it was interred, (the Corps bcing fowcll embalmed tnat the two 
firit Cefarsat their being there two hundred and fiity years after his dearth opening his 
Tomb found him perfect to view and incorrupt,) thc difpofition of his Empire to the 
Worthicit fecmed to revive the bones of Pyrzb.; afrefh: For ambition and icif-opinion 
fo enilamed thole great and emulous Captains, by that word cach fuppoling himfelf 
pointed at and principally concerned, that Virtus mihi Numen c Enfis quem gero was as 
may be thought cach Mans Motto: fo as albeitthe Crown was by iutlrage of the Army 
given to Aridens natural Brother to Alexander and Perdicas afligned his Governour, (both 
which were foon after flain, thefiritby Olympia, the lait by Profomy) the Empire never- 
thelefS was piecc-mcal rent aiunder, and albeit fufficient to fatiate their ambition, by 
the Sword all was nevertheleis in fhort time reduced under four, of which Seleuchus 
was one that grafped the Syrian Scepter and made Perfra a iubordinate Province of his 
new Empire.  Tairty years was Perfra held under that fubjection, norwithfbanding the 
difcoatcnt of the Perfiaz Nobility, until Theodatus Governour of Baéivia which then was 
intituled opideztzfJinium mille Urbinm imperium a Kingdom having athoufand Cities, by the 
advantage he had through diftance from Syria and the engagement that Crown was in 
againft the Icfler Afia, he revolted and took upon him the Supreme Title : by whofe exam- 
ple the reft ofthe Orient threw off the Macedonian Yoke and elected to themífelves Kings 
being Natives of their own Countrey. 

Amongít whom, 4rfaces, one ofan obfcure birth as his name partly implies, 24r-Sa- 
ces Or Sacaz or rather -irt-Sacesi. c. noble Scythian, fufhcientiy famous ior his active life 
though ill cemployed(for with a crew of profligate aflociates hc commanded tlic hills and ex- 
torted Tribute from Carravansand Pallengers, oebferving what 7 beodarus had done,and be- 
ing well inftruécted withthe difcontents Pezfríz was in, bur principally moved with ambi- 
tion, fuddenly enters thofe Countrceys in hoítile manner, defeats Z4zdragoer.: the Lieute- 
nant of that Province, Over-runs Hyrcania, and upon Thcoaates his death centers into 
confederacy with the young. King; fo as by that dupply he lent he dared to afiront Se- 
leuchus, firnamed Callimachus in the ficld, and having after a fore fight obtaincda clear 
Victory utterly abolifhed the Syrian Government in thofe parts; and thereupon arro- 
gated to liuntcit the name of Conquerour, yea in memory of that Victory commanded 
that day to bc annually ebfcrved with folemnity. By this acquititiorn which was Aano 
Mundi 3718. he invited the Seythiansto fnare in his good fortune, and by that elevation 
the Countrcy was new-named Parthia which tiznifics Exiles inthe Scythic tongue; Parthi 
fitere Exiles Scytharum, uam Scythico fermone Parthi Exules dicnntur, Fuft- lib. 41. people, 
who during the Monarchy of thc Z4ffyrians and Medes were the Icaft known as the Turks 
aiter them throughout the Orient: but by thischange the Perfrzzs were neverthelefs 
Kept under fubjection. 

Arfuces enlarged the bonnds of his Dominion well-nish from Euphrates to dzs, living 
fo highly honoured by his fubjects, that Cyrus was not in greater citecm with the Pzfzens, 
Prolomy with the ~#vypti.irws, nov Romules with the Romans, than this Arfizees with the 
Parthians. Zefaces was he that built Dara fince cali d Ajpadara, alitcr that Speab.nvz. 
The ninth from hun called Herodes had the honour to give tie Roman General Craffus a 
eG udin ape 2 piii ? ie Phracrtes his füccellor torce! Adascss Anteris (with 
Fr gen: Mad: Ads cat O^ et Aras fs INTO Syrez y albeit l^cut irs hts Licur epar: two years

man name by that defeat, that then and not till then they acknowledged fubordination 
to CefarsAugufius, who having dcpotcd the parricide clected another Phraorres in his 
room. Atthis time was echocd Pacem te pofcimus Omnes, the Prince of Peace our Saviour 
Chrift then taking ticl of the Virgin Alary, and for fome time dwelling amongit the 
Sons of finful men. | iad 

To Phraortes iuccceded Orodes whom fome call Doriders, him, Worneres, to whom, 
Teridates the laft ofthe Arfacide, flain by Arrabanis whom the Perfians call Ard-Bahamen, 

twelve of whofe blood fucceflively {wayed the Parthian Scepter after cach other, untilthe 
Jaft bearing the fame name with the firft was treachcroutly illain by Caracalla the Roman 
Emperour that was Septimius Severus his Son, who to the ignominy of the Roman Ma- 
jefty, after he had perfidioufly flain moft of the Alexandrian Youth, alfo under pre- 
tence of marriage with a Daughter of the Parthian King contra fidem datam aflacred the 
King and fuch of the Parthian Nobility as attended him for the confummation of the Wed. 
ding Union: which breach of faith fo highly incenfed the Parthians that they maintaineda 
gallant and defperatc fight againit the Romans; nor could be reconciled till they under- 
{tood how that Ad@acrinus the General had revenged their quarrel upon Caracalla’s per- 
fon: Neverthclefs, they were fo out of heart by thofe feveral lofles, that Artaxerxesan 
active and valiant Perfian obforving the opportunity to recover their freedom, (toall Do- 
minionsthe Almighty having fet a period, in order thereto, this Perfian iuddenly headed 
aconfiderable party by whofe courage abundantly expreíicd by three days fight; he 
broke their Yoak afunder and once more reftored freedome to the Perfian, Anno Dom. 230. 
aftey near fix hundred years fubjection under the Grecks and Parthians. 

Macrinus enjoying, the Purple Robe but one year was fucceeded by that monfter Helio- 
gabalus, who after three years more gave place to Alexander Severus that was buried at 
York, Artaxerxes (whom the Perfians call Ard! yr-Baha chan, i.e. Father and Lord in 
War) was no fooner invefted in the Perfian Throne, buttaking a retrofpcct of thc anci- 
ent greatncís of that Empire upon much of which the Romans had encroached, by his 
Ambafladour he demanded reftitution : to anfwer which,Severus with a confiderable Army 
advances tewards Perfia: and having divided his body into three, the part he led him- 
felf was fo weakned by that diftribution, that the Perfians by continual alarms having 
brokenthat which marched into Media the fecond was putintoa pannick fcar, fo as 
the Emperour re szfetta retreated. And though little blood was fpilt, yet helped it to 
heighten then the Pezfzzz Ípirit and reputation, fo as J/aleriazus about five and twenty 
years after (during which, {even Emperours interven’d) marched thitherward in hopes 
(hearing that Artaxerxes was dead) heíhould fucceed better than his predeceflor Severus 
had done; but fellout much worfe: For Sapores the Perfian King beat the Roman. Army 
and took Walersanfirnamed Colobus prifoner, whom to his dying day he made his Foot- 
{tool, agreater contempt having never formerly been exprefled tothe Roman Chief. But 
this judgment fome impute to his feverity againit the Chriftians whom he cruelly perfe- 
cuted, and for his inhumane broiling that blefled Martyr S. Laurence to death, which Erfe- 
bins in his Ecclefiaftical ftory at large mentions. 

Gallienus yucceeded Valerian: butío bad was the others entertainment, that albeit Sa- 
pores furvived four other of the Roman Emperours he had no further moleitation from 
any of them, which gave him the more leifure to exercife his tyranny at home: but 
A. Dom. 273- Death giving him a Superfedeas he bad the world an unwilling farewel, 
after twenty years rule ; during which, he had exceedingly difturbed the World, hav- 
ing with his Army wafted Syria, Cilicia, ALefopotamia, Cappadocia; and returning, amongft 
his Trophies had inter-mixed many curfes tor his cruelties: which too had been requited, 
had not the Roman General been treacherov"y made away by Philip an Arabian renegado 
during his fiege afore Crefzpboz once the Seat-Royal of the Arfacide. | Howbeit Trebellius 
in Gallicano affirms that Sapores was flain by Odenatus the Palmyrian King, Divine Juftice 
fo directing, in the fclf-fame place where Gordienus was murdered. 

Flormifda reizhed after Sapores : the Perfrzzs call him Kerman-fhaw, who ruled thirtcen 
months ; ana after him Vararanes three years. — ZNarfes (Yezd-gird fay the Perfians) fol- 
loved him, who after fixteen years Icft the Crown to his Son Vararaves 2. firnamed 
Secanenfe : the Perfiazs cal him Bafaran, He after a few months gave ZVarfes (albeit an 
alien» ]cavetofucceed. This Narfes with all poffible rage prefecuted the War againft 
the Armemansand Afefopo*smians; in whofe aid Galerins the Roman General fought with 
bad futcefs at firft5 yet trying the fccemd bout, was Victor; which fo difanimated 
Narfes, that inthe height ofdefpair and impatience he burnt himfelf, after cight years 
Government. Mizdates reigned feven years after him: after whom came Shapores or 
King Porus, by Teixera called S — hy: Schic.wdyus Mabel Xabulketapb (in Spanish s 
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X is founded as our Sh.) D hul Aktaf by others: to the Romans a rcítlcis adveriary; to 
the Perfiazs tyrannical; and to the Cnriítians moft maiicious. This is he thak was ac- 
knowicdged Sovereign before he was born, the Crown being at adventure fer upon his 


= Mothers Bciiy before fhe was delivered. Fulian the Apoliate raged not more agaimi 


the Chriitians in the lefler Afia tuan Saporcs did atthe fame time againft them inthe great ; 
trie eirs aggravating the King by periwadins him that the Chriftians were unalterable 
in their loyalty tothe Romans: ioas inten years, viz. from the year 337. to 347- hemaf- 
facred above thirty thoufand Chriitians as Metaphraftus reports; it being the pra- 
ctice of thole primitive Chriitians in all the time of their periccution, to oppote 
the Sword ot thofe under whofe jurifdiction they lived with Evan elical tortitudeand 
vanquifhing patience: the Churches Arms then being no other tanan Veces € L.czyma 
Prayers and tears, and of futhcient advantage againit the Encmy, reaching no lels way 
than into Heaven: yca graciouily iubmitring their caufe to the good pleature of «;od, 
albeitin his difpenfation and as a Symptom of hisdifpleafure his ttrokes are as to hu- 
mane apprchention towards allforts of men undiltinguifhable, as with an equal hand 
atHicting the innocent with the nocent; but with feveral operations. And albcit this 
Apoitate Fulian, Saporesand other Tyrants by the horrid Matiacres they made, thought 
to have deftroyed tne very memory of Chrift, and to obliterate every ieutence of holy 
writ, they found thatthe Martyrs Blood was verily the Seed of the Church; according 
tothat old Verie, Sancuine fundata eft Ecclefia, Sanguine crevit, Œc. lnthofe dayes the 
Orienta! parts for the greater part embraced Cnrift; in Sozomen you have the particulare. 

Fulian not onely out of cruelty to Chriits Hock, but in aimbition invading his Tzrri- 
tories, under the Walls of Crzefzpboz was mortally wounded by an invitible hand 5 a judg- 
ment of chat aftonifhment and conviction,that with horrour of mind throwing his blood in- 
to the air-he expired with this defpairing exclamation, T andem viciftz Galilee! and Fovinian 
who then commanded the field withthe joyful acclamation of Orzzes fumus Chriftiani, was 
faluted Empcrour in his place: for z//zs vero temporibus res fuit tenzgeniofa effe Chriftianum, in 
thoíe times it was an ingenious thing to bea Chriftian, iaith a good Author. Whofe 
attempts proving Of little force againft the Perfzazs, in his return towards Cof antinople ta, 
the unexprefflible forrow of the Army he wasarreitcd by grim death, after he had been but 
eight months Emperour, 

About this time Saporesalfo being at Mopficrive a Town under Mount Taxrus fighcd 
out his affrighted Ghoft at the age and reign of feventy one, Anno Mundi 4350. Anno 
Domini 380. leaving Artaxerxes his Brother to rule after him 5 who in the eleventh year 
of his Reign gave this world a farewel. Sapores after five years followed him in that 
inevitable path ; Waranes firnamed Cermizat him after ten, Yezdgird a conftant Friend 
unto the Romans fucceeding him; who (as Socrates Scbolaft. reports) was converted by 
Maruthas Bifhop of Zefopotamia, fent into Perfia to that end by Pope Zzzocezt. and Theo- 
dofis the Emperour, by whole perlwafion he deitroyed the Pyree or Idol-Temple, and 
extinguifhed that Fire which for many preceeding generations had by thofe Gentiles 
been neathenifhly woríhipped.. The Perfian ftories give out that he apoftatized ; who 
can tell the truth? However, this is certain, that in the twentieth year of his Reign 
em een 426 hedied ; and Varanes 4. (Or Babaraz as the Perfians term him) inherited 

is royalties. 

By fome.this Prince is taxed for perfidie and cruelty, efpecially againft the Chrifti- 
ans: in whofe defence Theodorus junior fends Artaburus with a gallant Army. Vararanes 
dithding in his own, requefts aid from Alamandurus an Arabian Saracen: whofe Armies 
when they met were fo numerous that they covered the Earth for many miles. At Babyloz 
was their rendezvous: butcie the battel began fuch a pannique fear ftruck the Pa- 
gans that they fled amazedly ; by Land {ome perifhcd, but more by Water, for Exphrates 
without pity ingulpht an hundred thoufand of thofe mifcreants; and by that lofs che Per- 
fian King was heart-broken fecing a hand of Divine vengeance out-ftrctched againft him 5 
fo that he made his Exit after he had tyrannized twenty years, and another Kar az the fifth 
of that name fuccecded in his ftead. This Prince madetruce with A4artiame thc Empc- 
rour, and died in the feventeenth year of his Reign. 

_ Perozcs fncceeded him, called Pheruz by the Perfi.ms; a Prince more rafh than valiant: 
inthe twentieth year of his Reign the Wars of Scythia made an end of him. Valens Cor 
Belax and Falas as {ome fay) was then chofen King ; he ruled four years. After him Ca- 
bades, (called alfo Chobad and Cazades) dethromd by Lambafes in the eleventh ysgar of his 
&reatnefs : which Lambafes(or Blafes) veas alfo depofed by the Nobles of Per f-a inthe fourth 
Year of lis Reign for that he had publiflied a brutifh Edict That women fhould bc ufed in 
common; and Cyrrades was re-eftabliflicd in the Throne again but at laft through his — 
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much lenity and indulgence to his Brother was uncxpectedly made blind, and the Tyrant 
re{tored again. 

At this time great Wars were commenced ?twixt the Romans and Perfians. Cabades 
the Terfian itorming extremely that by their means his potent neighbour and Ally Zarus 
(Son to Gurgenus King ofthe Lazars, a part of Colchos) had reccived Baptifm at Conftan- 
tt:79ple, the Emperour Fuftinian as Godtather witncíling for Zatus at the Font, and moit 
ot thc Nobility of Afia honouring thc folemnity : So that after this Perfian Tyrant had 
gorged himíelf with the flaughter of many thoufands of the Lazars and Armenians, 
Death fummoned him to an unwilling account after thirty years Reign; and Cozrhoe his 
Son (they call him Chezir-buzzurck or great; Ann- fhyron Teixera, and Nufir-avan the Arabs) 
was with accuftomed folemnity crowned King. About this time the Roman Monarchy in 
the Weit took end. 

Of allthe Tyrants that ever were in Perfiathis Cozzboe was the moft wicked: for firft, 
albcit he had concluded a Peace for an hundred and ten years with Fuftinian the Roman 
Emperour, he quickly broke ir, and to the utmoft exafperated him. °Twould be endlefs 
to {peak his reftic{s motion,his barbarifm, his hypocrifie: take a few for many. In meer 
malice he firft put to death his innocent Brother BSalax, and then Afpebides his aged 
Uncle; which tne People murmured at: but to provoke them the more he commands 
tiem to follow him into Syria, where he engaged them in a defperate War againft the 
Paimyriazs, by whom, under Zenobia’s conduct they were foundly beaten: In revenge 
whereof he plundered Barrhofa, Antioch, Seleucia, Apamea, and other parts therea- 
bouts. In Phænicia alfo he acts more miíchief: there he violently forced Exphemia a 
Chriftian Lady, and of her begot ZZermifd« who fucceeded him. He alfo compelled the 
chait Nymphs of Daphne to offer incenfe to him as a Deity, which they did, but with 
this excufe fearing he would have ravifhed them. He then confumed the ftately 
Temple dedicated to Saint Michael the Archangel, accounting it no facriledge to rob 
Churches. After this he befieged Sergéropolis, but being forced thence with difhonour 
he attempts the {poil of ferufalem: yet hearing that Bellizarius (in his time the moft rich, 
and after the pooreft of men) was approaching, to avoid that ftorm he renews his 
League with the Romans 3 never purpoling to keepit; for next year with a great force 
of Horfe he forrages Armenia, and then Phenicia, where he killed ZVWzar/es, Anno Dom. 
556. in requital whereof jii» the Roman Emperour enters Mengrellia, and by the 
death of Nachorages the Perfian General obtained a Victory.  Nevertheleís, reftlefs 
Cozrboe next year ailaults Ediffz, but fruitlefly 5 for at Sagarthon the Chriftians vanquifhed 
him. Anno Domini $47. he commands Artabanus (or Adaarmanes) with avery great Army 
to invade the lefler Afia: which accordingly they did ; fpoiling Syria, and unpeopling 
Antioch : into Iberia alfo and Armenia they entred with no lefs voracity ; but by the 
Armenians were forced to a fhameful retreat. 

, Ag this time the Armenians received the Chriftian Faith ; the Romans about the fame 
time received complaints from the Chriftians of Cozrboes cruelty. Fuffin the Emperour 
fends Tiberius (elected Cefar). to relieve them: His Army was great, and confifted of 
many feveral Nations, as Frezcb, Italians, Peozians, Illyrians, Myfians, IÍíawr tans, GC. _To- 
wards Armenia he marched to meet with Cozrhboe> who upon notice took the Field witha 
numerous Army befide Perfians, havingafupply out of Battria, India, Arabia, X. Cafarea 
(the Cappadocian Metropolis) was foon maftered by Tiberius, who atter a long march 
came in view of the Enemy. The two Armies with equal courage haftned to face each 
other; and being net, the fignal was given, and the Armies quickly engaged. Cozrhoe 
wanted neither skill, nor perfonal refolution; neverthelefs, perceiving that the num- 
ber of the Romas Army was great and orderly imbattelled, and having a iting in his Con- 
{cience that fet before him his many cruelties,efpecially againft the innocent Chriftians ; 
he could not but vent many fighs, and ‘apprehend his danger, fo foon as he perceived 
Curfe, a Scythian Commander, (who at that time led the right Wing of the Roman 
Horie)with gzod order firft charge and foon after rout the Enerhies left, and after that 
the ag oa > which after fome refiftancethey broke, leaving many Perfians dead up- 
on the place. : 

The chafe was purfued for many miles, in which more fell than inthe Field. This 
proved aVictory of extraordinary advantage to the Romans, and deliverance to the 
Chriftians, who in this Battel did good fervice. Cofrhoe himfelf efcaped narrowly, paí- 
fing the Euphrates uponan Elephant: with a fad heart he refents this lofs, which he fear- 
ed would draw along withit other prejudices: but what moft aggravated his trouble of 
ahd was the lofs of his Fire-God which fell into the Enemies hands who made them- 


lves {port with it; for recovery whereof he made fome attempts, but in vain: id m 
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finding himíelf fcorned by his Adverfaries, dif-affected by his Subjects, and foríaken, as 
he thought, of his God, his heart broke, and his body was buried at Crefipison a City in 
Suftana nor far trom the Altars of Hercules, after he had reigned forty eight ycars: leav- 
ing this report behind him, Thatto the Chriftians he was cruel; ro the Greeks pertidi- 
ous; andro the Perfiams tyrannical. 

In his place his Son Hformifda, named from Hor, i. e. Zgzi5 Fire COrmous by the Per- 
fians) was crowned King, Anno Dom. 580. of the World 4550.- His eight years rule 
was troublefome, for inhisthird year AZauritivs (Son ın Law, and Lieutenant, to Tibe- 
rizs, and alfo Empcrour afterwards) entered Perfia with an Army, forragcd where he 
pleafed, and perpetrated all manner of Hoftility: albeit to prevent it Tama-Cozrboe the 
Perfian, Adaarman the Mede, Alamandure the Scenite, and Theodoric the Scythian, did what 
they could to oppofe the torrent. Anno Dom.$589. Philippicus, with {ome Roman Legions, 
having pafled Amida entered Perfia, eipecially to comfort the poor Chriltians in thole 
parts, who were threatned by the Magicians to beílain that year, if not by Maflacre, yet 
by Miracle. Cardarigas the Perfian General fancies to himfelf that they were brought 
thither by fome uncontroulable deftiny to be deftroyed; but the event proved contrary 
tothe Magi's predictions, iníftead of the Chriftians above thirty thouland Perfians be- 
ing in fight lain by the valour and diligence of the three great Captains Philippicis, He- 
raclius (Father to the fucceeding Eraperour) and7Z'ztilzaz. : 

Barames, àa noble Baétrian, by hap efcaped from the Romans, but not a fecond difad- 
venture: for Hormifda grew fo diitracted, by reafon of this late overthrow, as in {corn 
he forces Baranes to put on Womens apparel; and with a Diftaff in his hand diíporc 
the infulting Multitude: which jearcoft him dear; for Barames returning into fuch parts 
as affeééed him, and prevailing with Ferra-chan and Byndots a Perfian Noble-man of ac- 
count whom the King had alfo difobliged, by this confederacy they fpeedily raife fo 
great a force and país to Shyraz fo privately, that e're many knew of their approach, 
they enter the City and feize upon the King 5 yca, that fame day they depofed him they 
crown his Son Chozroes inhis place, into whom the foul of his cruel Grandíire feemed to 
betranímigrated. The barbarous Traytors not content herewith, exccutetbeir wrath 
upon the innocent Queen and her innocent Children, whom moft cruelly they fawed afun- 
der: at which, ZZormzfída exprefles all the fymptoms of a diftracted man; his Son being 
not able to comfort him, becaufe his beloved Wife was irrecoverable. Cofrhoes fearing 
his paffion might make him accomptable for his ufurpation, commands fome Villains to 
aflaffinate the wretched King; whom the People had in that high efteem as they dcificd 
him, (Orofmades fuit Deus Perfarum faith Plutarch: ) an act fo infernal that all Perfia abo- 
minated him as an unnatural parricide. Thismakes him an abíolute Tyrant: but Bara- 
mies that had mounted him, with the fame hand thought to pull him down, howbcit the 
King having notice of his intent, gives order to raiíe fome force for his fecurity; butin- 
to fuch hate wasthis Cofrboe grown,that none would appear upon the fervice ; whereby 
to fave his Life he flies with Cefarca his Wife to Byzantium, his Parents creadful Ghoit 
every where haunting him: By the Chriftian Emperour ZZanmrzts45 and his Emprefs he is 
with his Queen and little ones courteoufly received. After he had repofed a while in Thrace 
and pretended a defire to become a Chriffian, he prevailed with the Emperour to aflift 
him with an Army commanded by Narfes and Commentiolus to rc-inveit him in his Em- 
pire; the Emperours Kinfman Domitian Bifhop of Malta and Gregory the Patriarch of 
tg bear Cofrboe company, the better to inftruct and confirm him to the Chriftians 

aitn. 

Into ZZzeropol;i; and Afartyropolis they entred without refiftance: at Daras the rebel Ba- 
rames affronted them with an Army of Scyrbick-Per(Tazs; but fuch was the conrage of the 
Chriftians that Barames was vanquifhed, Cofrboe returns the Emperour his thanks with 
tears of joy: and knowing nothing would better pleafe them than his conformity to Re- 
ligion, he firft prefented them with a rich CrofS of great value in gems and gold; and 
then returns that other (which S beodora Wife to Fuftinian had devoted ) brought from 
Antioch by Cofrboe the elder, and dedicates another made at his own charge circumícri- 
bed with Hane Crucem ego Cofrboes Rex Regum, €xc. mifi, Cc. Quoniam ope Santti Sergis. 
Martyris bonorabil < contra Baramum iniquiffimum adepti fumi, votum fecimus. Ge. Nos an- 
ream Crucem lapillis diflinttam ad ejus Templum miffuros, Cc. una cum Cruce quans Juftinian 
Imp. ad d emplum ejus mifit, c quam Cofrhoes Rex Regum, cc. filitts Cabadi noflri Proazi, ec. 
buc advehit, cc. ad cLdem Santli Sergii mittendum curavimus, © c. as at large is meniorized 
by Baronius. A Chalice of gold alfo he devoted, with this inícription, Ego Cofrboes Rex 
R egum filires inclyti Flormizdi, bec in Difco infcribenda curavimus, non ut Speétentur ab homini- 
bis, Cc. Nay, he went further yetinhishypocrifie; tor he gave out that'he would delay no 
longer to become a Chriftian, But 
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But how fubtil foever he was, his Queen Cefzrca knew him to bea diflembler: She 
( good Lady ) therefore to efpoufe Chrift, fled to Conftantinople, and there received Ba- 
ptiím, Cofrboes following her with 60000 Men; but when he {faw fhe was not to be reco- 

» vered by force or without he would become a Chriftian, he alfo was Baptized, and by 
his example fuch as followed him, to the admiration of the Perfiams and amazement of 
the Afiatick NVorld,as P. Diaconus in his 4- lib. 16. ch. in Vitor alfo, and in STobz Abbot 
of Biclar is extant in thefe words, In his ergo temporibus quibms Deus Omnipotens proftrato 
weternofe berefts veneno, pacem fue reftituit Ecclefie, Imperator Perfarum Chrifti fidem fufci- 
pienas, € pacem cum Imper. Adaurttio firmans,€*c. Neverthelefs if I fhould here relate his 
apofítafie, his cruelty again{t the Chriffiazzs, and thofe other barbarifms which he foon 
after perpetrated, it would require a volume. In brief, fo foon as he heard of the 
maílacre of Mauritius with his Wife and Children by Phocas a Captain of his Army ; and 
the arrogance of Boniface the Roemzfb Bifhop who about that time aflumed the Title of 
Univerfal Bifbop; he makes this the pretended ground of his new war. 

Accordingly firft he rejects Lilius the Roman Ambafladour, and then denies Chriff; 
but vowing to facrifice himfelf in AZazritizs his quarrel, and thenceforward re-aflium’d 
his Pagan Titles of Cofrhoes King of Kings, Lord of Lords, Ruler of Princes, Salvation of 
Afen, cfc. by fuch his blafphemy giving the Perfiaz Idolaters what aflurance he could 
that he was returned to his former Heathenifm, and, which was worfe, enforcing fuch 
as would continue Chriftzans to fuck in the Herefie of ZVefZerzes who held That in Chrift 
were two Perfons as well as two Natures, cc. a peftiferous errour that has well-nigh in- 
fected all the Orient. | : 

This done, Anno Dom. 603- with an Army of an xooooo Men he entred Syria, there, 
in Paleftina and Phænicia doing all the mifchicf imaginable. The lefler Afia parched 
alfo with his fury: the poor Chriftians he chafed as far as Chalcedon, after that took Ca- 
pefj4 and Edyffa, and to his fatisfaction An. Dom. 612. there hears of the untimely deaths 
of Warfes and Phocas his enemies who were b headed by ZZeraclizs4 the Emperour. That 
year alfo he fackt Apamea, Cefaria, Cappadocia, ec. At Antioch alfo was over-joy?d with 

.a Victory se obtained againft the Cbzzffzazs: which encouraged him to over-run Pale- 
ftine, and in hoftile manner to enter ferzfalem 5; where he derided Zacharias the ve- 
nerable Patriarch, the more to vex the poor Chriftians inhabiting that once holy City ; 
then he ravifhed the Crofs from thence, and brought it unto Shyraz, where for fome 
years it was forcibly detained. After that he fubjected ceypr and part of Libya, yeas 
made the black-fac'd -£¢hiopians admire his frenzie. 

The Roman Empire not without caufe were troubled, when they felt his wrath in Anza- 
tolia, chiefly in. Ancyra the Galatian Metropolis. ?Tis reported how that in this frantick 
out-breaking he maflacred not lefs than three hundred thoufand Chriftians; partly oc- 
cafioned by the Jews who followed the Camp and paid ready money for many, whom. 
(as ftery fays) without mercy they flaughtered. Heraclius having his hands full elfe- 
where, {fent feventy Roman Gentlemen to treat of peace: Saes the Perfian General 
puft up with fuccefs, accounting them no better than Spies, in favage fort made them 
return again, which ZZeraclz&s reiented as fo high an indignity that with a Choice number 
of Men he fought with Saes and had the Victory: Saes for his ill fuccefs was by C'ofrboes 
command flayed alive, and Sarbaras made General in his place. Heraclius in the interim 
wintered in the Pomtique Regions, whilft Sarbaras with a great Army of Horfe pafles 
through Cilicia and one Moon-fhine night aflailed the Romans whom he thought to have 
found unprepared in their Quarters; but by that hafte loft goooo of his Men, which 
gave as it were new life to the drooping Chriftians. 

Cofrhoe not content with this, next Year fent Sarzabaffa againft the Roman Army, but 
the Romans having other work nearer home, Heraclius defired a Ceflation: Cofrhoe not 
confidering that War is the effect of God’s offended Providence, but rather fuffering his 
Reafon to be inflaved by a revengeful paffion vows never to give himfelf reft until he 
had exercifed the utmoft of his power to exterminate the Chriftians, notwithftanding he 
had many thot lived inoffenfively under his Empire and Government: to that end he fends 
Sathyn into Trepizozd, but at Azotus Heraclius fought with him, and gained a feafonable 
Victory At Gazacot Cofrboe dares the Roman Emperour again with an Army of sooco 
Perfians, melt of which were Horfe: never was Battle better fought, nor more doubtfully, 
but at length the Perfians flee, and Cofrboe himfelf upon a fwift Arabian Courfer difdained 
not to pojt to Theobatman, hoping there if any where to find fafety. But fuch was the 
general hate he had plunged himfelf into, he durft not truft that Sanctuary. Heraclivs 
therefore rcfolving to ferret him purfues the Tyrant; but Cofrhoe hearing of his approach, 
thinks it more fafe to flee into Media than look for help from that helplefs Deity. vii 

vaclints 
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vaclius, whom the Perfians call Hercoll, when he had throughly fearched that Idolatrous 
place and could not findhim, was forry he mifs'd his aim, but rejoices again thar his Idois 
were there to execute his wrath upon, andin fome fort to expiate for the cruelty he had 
fhewed the Chriítians who were then under the Romaz fubjection: fo that of the people, 
iome he flew, the reft he banifhed; the Flamens, or Pyromantiques, he facrificed to their 
Idol; the Pyree he extinguifhed, and made other common fire to be commixt with that 
impofture; and together made it active to confume the whole City into Afhes: at Gaza- 
cot alfo he did thc like, where was another Pyree much reforted to, and worfhipped by, 
thofe Geztzles, as Cedrenus tells us: an abomination taught them by Zertoof?f in Gufta/p’s 
timc, and feems either that which Mofes forbad the Zfraelizes that they fhould not let their 
Seed (or Children) pafs through thc fire to Moloch (a brazen hollow heated Statua) or 
as the Sepbervites, of whom 'tis faid, that they burnt their Children in the fire to 24Zrame- 
lec and Anzammelec, Gods of Sephervaim, as in Levit. 18. 21. and in 2 King. 17. 17.«ànd 
31. Concerning, which, who defires further fatisfaction, let him read Lucian, Strabolib. 15 
Procopivs lib. 2. de bello Perfico, Agathias lib. 2. and others. 

Amongít other things which ZZeraclizms found in that Temple dedicated to the Sun, 
was a remarkable Image of Cofrhoe which the people fondly worfhipped: the frame was 
round, refembling Heaven; Cofrhoe’s head was wreathed withthe Sun, the rayes where- 

of fpread themfelves to the umbilique of the Image: upon the one fide was another Sun; 
on the other the Moon and Stars his Brother and Sifters painted, and under his feet, 
the Angels with Crowns and Scepters, as it were adoring him: now albeit the work 
was curious and the materials rich, bcing moft part refined Gold glittering with ftones 
of price, yet did the good Emperour throw all into the fire, to incorporate with that 
Deity. | Cofrboe not yet quite out of breath, by this had gathered a frefh Army out of 
Flyrcania, and gave order for Sha-Rablecca to forrage Albania: but having intelligence 
that they were in a good pofture of defence, Rablaca returned, till Sarbaras with new for- 
ces forc’t him back again; and much hurtéán all probability would they have done, had 
not ZZeraclizs {peedily interpofed and happily defeated both thofe Armies in one day, 
neither knowing of thc ethersloís. Mahomet the Pfeudo-Prophet was a Common Soul- 
dicr in Heraclius’s Army all this while, foon after which commences his Hegyra or flight 
from Mecca, whofe Inhabitants at firft threatned to kill him for his Innovation, Anne 
Dom. 622. and of the Emperour?s'reign 13.  Sarbaras the Perfian General by command 
of Cofrhoe his reftlefs Mafter takes the field again with a numerous Army, and without 
much rcfiftance marches over Euphrates, on purpofe totry the fortune of war once more 
Aagainft Heraclius: who fo foon as he wasacquainted with his advance gave him reafonto 
repent his confidence; the good Emperour himfelf difcharging his duty fo exccllently 
that day, and with fuch admirable perfonal valour and refolution, that it is reported 
how that Sarbaras upon view thereof cryed out to Cofma his Companion, O Cofma! 
Seeft thou with what courage the Emperour fights? certainly be alone is able to vanqus (b all our 
multitudes. And accordingly after a íhort, but hot, difpute the Romans had the victory. 
Many loft their lives that day, neverthelefs the Perfiaz General with fome Horfe made 
a fair retreat. That Winter the Emperour marched to Sebaftia, and crofling the River 
#Halys made Paphlagonia his Rendezvous.  Cefrboe yct {wells with paflion, and by diaboli- 
cal Witchcraft invents how he might vex the Chriftians againft whom he raged with all 
{orts of cruelty ; and e’re he made his laft exit once more adventuresa Battel with the 
incenfed Romans: 130000 men he mufters, marches, and divides in three: to Sayz he 
diftributes one part, to Serbaras another, to himfelf the third , imagining by fome, or 
all, of thefe to attain his end.  Sayz with his $0ooo haftensagainft the Emperour. Sar- 
bars with his sgoooo marcht to Corftantinople,; and Cofrboe ftayes upon the Frontiers 
withthereft. AMeraclius having intelligence of his force and drift, divides his alfo into 
three: the onc to haften into Thrace, -the other to beftow a Camifado upon Sayz's Quar- 
ter, and thc laft he led himfelf into the Lazic Territories; to which piace the Gazars 
Ca fort of Turk) came to ferve in the Roman Army: Theodore Lieutéeant General to 
FHteraclius haltned to meet the Enemy; and notwithftanding the Perfiaz bravery and cou- 
ragc of a Regiment of tlic Chryfoloce, whom Sayz had moit confidence én; the Perfian 
Army was routed; and no wonder, feeing the Chriftians (moft of the Romaa Army 
being then fad) had Heaven to Friend; fo terrible a fhower of Hail fo dreadfully thun- 
dering againít the Perfiaz Horfe, that it was vifible how that God appeared in their de- 
oe : in fine, the Perfians fled, and Sayn loft his life in the Ficld: the Perframs never- 
s ciel redcemed Say:?s Body with a confiderable fum, which being brought into their 
Quarters, initead of a decent Burial, the Perfian Tyrant commanded his Carcaís fhould

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the Cz/Pzaz {traits and did the Pezf/azs much mifchief; buttothe Roman Army expref no 
{mall fervice by that action: This was the firft appearance, or time the Turks were taken 
notice of, who from fo obfcurea beginning, in few years after made a conquceft of moft 
oF Afia, witha great part of Europe and Afrizue. Anno Dom. 626. Sarbaras with a vce- 
ry great force centred Thrace, pillaged Calcedon a Town built by Jafon and Argias, much 
traded to, being in view of Byzazth and the Bofphorus. After that they laid fiege to Conftan- 
tinople, and for tendays, morc or lefs,ftormed it: but fuch was the noble refolution of the 
Chriftians,and fuch her natural defence, that the Perfians could not enter, fo as upon no- 
tice that Heraclius was approaching they raifed their ficgc and made a fafe, though difho- 
nourable, retreat into their own Quarters. Aano 628. thc Emperour having rcíolvcd to 
retaliate the Pezfiazs for their former violence againft the Romans and their Friends, with a 
confiderable Army entred Armenia, and ina long feught Battel obtained a great victory 
Over she Perfiaz. After which hc purfued Cofrhoe and made a forcible entry into Ctcf'poon, 
which after he had foundly plundered, hc totally demolifht and fired: Crefzpboz was a Ci- 
ty in Sufiana, not far from Apamia and Babylon, but upon Tygris 5 nota little famoufed in 
Writers; built it was by Belochus, who by the death of Sardanapalus began the Aff}rian 
Empire, albeit Amianus lib. 23. writes Vardanes inftituit Crefiphon C rex Pacorus amplifica- 
vit: the Perfian Kings ufed to keep their Court, during the Winter feafon, there: Bafil, 
Cyril, Nazianzen, and other grave Authors are of opinion that at this City the Tower. 
of Babel wascrected. Howbeit moft are of another opinion, for othcr Writers place it 
in the Vale of Shyzaar, where Babylon upon Euphrates was built, being about two days 
journey from C'refrpboz: nor are there any remains Of Nimrods Tower at Ctefipboz. Yo 
return, Cofrboe when he heard that Sarbaras had fi ped but illin Thrace, and had re-delivered 
Calcedon to the Chriftians, inflamed with paflion fends an affaflinate to murther him: by 
itrange hap the Emperour’s Son having notice thereof, in honour acquaints the General 
therewith; who, by this ingratitude of Cofrhoe, raifed a very dangerous Rebellion. Cof- 
*boe when he faw things fucceed thus infortunately, fell into a Feaver firft, and then a Flux 
infeebled him fo, that upon his death-bed he nominated for his Succeflor his Son AZardefes 
pee of Syrx his beloved Wife: ‘but e’re he could fet the Crown upon his head, Marde- 
es was flain by Syroes lris'Brother, before his Father's face: an act fo horrid that Cofrhoe 
bitterly curfesthe fratricide; but Syroes (as bloody a Viper asever lived) heaps greater iins 
upon his Head, by commanding {ome Villains to fhoot Cofrhoe: atthatinftant, his loathed 
Soul calling to mind his like cruelty to ZZormzfda his Father, could not but acknowledge rhat 
God was juft in that retaliation, infomuch that in anguifh of Soul he breathed out his 
wretched Spirit, having reigned, or rather troubled the World, full fifty years. | 

So {oos as Heraclius heard of Cofrboes death he hoped the old quarrel was at an end 3 
that ycar therefore he travelled tothe Holy City and prefented Zachariasthen Patriarch 
with the Crofs of Chrift found by Helena (a Britifh Lady) Anno Dem. 326. Atay 3- 
ravifht.thence by Cofrboe, and refcued by Heraclius, as I lately remembred. His trium- 
phant entring there wasthe 17th. of September 628 : the fame year that Boniface publifhed 
pesa World his Catholick Supremacy, and in or near which time Mahomet divulged his 

coran. 

Syroes (by Teixera called Chobad-Xirvibe, in the Tarich or Annal of time Scyrviab) in 
the fixth year of his reign had the reward of a parricide, for he was cruelly murdered by 
Sarbaras. | Sarbaras by the Perfians called Shawryr 5 by Sbicard Sbaribar, the third month 
of his reign alfo flew Ardchyrben Xirviab right Heir to the Crown: but eight months 
after that, himfelf was flain by Foon-fha or Shyn-fhaw, Lord of that part of Taurus now 
called Larry-foon. The Succeffors to this Princeare incertainly delivered. Ine Roman 
Authors from him to the Conqueft of AZabomer, reckon three Kings of Perfia, the Arabs 
fix, the Perfiansfive, the Tarich four, Tezf[bera feven, the Armenians eleven, which will 
be difficult to reconcile ; Foon-fhaat the end of three months was banifht by Tuwan or 
Turan Doct natural Daughter to Cofrboe. | She had as bad a fate, for at the end of fixteen 
months fhe wasrfade away by poyfon, but died much lamented : to her followed Fazan- 
Zeddahs, by the Tarich called Taz-kn-kar-conzzab ; by Elmacyn, Gafcan-Zedda, whor uled 
nineinonths and:then dyed: to him fucceeded Azurmy Dott (Cofrboes youngeft Daughter) 
who after fixteen months Government dyed; and left Shezir (or Kezir;to fucceed her : 
He alfo at the end of fix weeks was flain by Phorog-Zeddah (Shyriar fome call him) who af- 
ter a like way died of poyfon; Tefdgyrd followed,who was forthwith made away by Borna- 
rym, heby ZZormifZas 5 Captivated, and the Kingdom conquered by Mahomet and his 
Arabians, being the laft of thofe twelve vanifhing Turrets which Cofrboe ina perplexed 
Vifion faw one night after he had been reading and admiring -4riffotle, as he noe re 
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lated. Nowasinall mally Bodics there appear certain trepidations and waverings be- 
fore they arc ableto fix or fettle, fo by thete various revolutions of State in this perplex- 
ed Perfiz, the Almighty feemed to decree the period of thafe that claimed a right by 
ficceflion, and to bring it under the ftroke of a forraign Authority. Such time as 
hs Beek: Flormi(da after five years rule (ten fome fay, others fix) was ílain by Omar the fecond 
am Caliph after AZzbomet this great change happened inthe ycar of our Lord 640. of the 
queredby WOrld 4610. and from the year of the Hegira 20. by whofe fall, Perfia after long glory 
the Arabi- Ícts in an Eclipitick Cloud, and becomes fettered and forced for a time under the Iron 
ans. Yoak of Saracenick bondage. For after an uninterrupted fucccflion of 25 Kings from 
Artaxerxes who ruled Perfia, Anno Dom.232. Anno Mun. 4.184. after Alexander tie great 
§ 40°. years and after 400. years obedience to thofe Peruan Kings, Mahom:t thin under the 
Roman Army, firft putting his Arabian Brigade intoa mutiny tor waut or pay, revolted, 
and being made their General quickly reduced Arabia, cgypr,;and Syria, of which Pro- 
phet ALzhomet I have formerly {poken fo much as was pertinent. 

To Mahomet “fucceeded Ebubochar, Abdalla Eubocbar iome name him. By Elmacin in 
his Saracenic Hiftory called Abubeer-juftus, and (aid to have warred againft thy Abaffines, 
Dybanes and Berzagaffees. In the great Climactcrick year he dyed 5 having iat as aiiph 
and King ofPerfia two years. Omar fucceeded him. He is called Hofhmar and Homer, 
Son to Kattah-Farujues, a wealthy Merchant. Ally Son-in-law to Mahomet tor pre- 
tending to.the Caliphihip was by this rcftlefs Caliph every where purfu.d. And having 
advanceda great Army, he fackt Bafbra an Arabian City, walled by Maflyn ; yea as an 
Over-Howiny torrent, rufhedas far as Gabata, tyrannizing over Syria and c£vypr ;» after 
that he forrages Pale ftine and Iberia, and as an unlucky comct blazes with fire and Sword 
into Afyria. 

At Bardat (which he made his Head-quarter) he refolves to repofe, and dedicates the 
{mall remainder of his time to exerciies of devotion: neverthelefs, ftudying Low to 
difturb the World, and to enlarge his Empire by an irretragable vow obligcd himfel£ 
per f- per nefas to endeavour tothe utmoft the extirpation of Chriftianity,which he judged 
the furcft way to propagate the Alcoram: Soas giving a Commiflion to Mavi, he fends 
him with a numerous Army of *4raés firft againitthe Syrzass ; and with fmall oppoftion 
took Damafcus, a City at that time wealthy, and fo full of delights as AZabomet acknow- 
ledges he durit not truft himfelf there for fear of temptation. For of all the Cities in 
the World Damafcus may worthily be placed in the firit rank both for antiquity, com- 
merce, and beauty. The Hebrews call it Damafec, Juliaa inhis Epiftles, Veram Jovis Ur- 
bem, all agrecthat it is totizs Orientis Oculum , the Turks Shani: and not a little famous 
from what Tradition commonly reports, That Adam and Eve arc buried there; there 
Cain flew Abel, the Tomb of Zachary, Father of yobz Bapiif?, is there fhewed 5; wath other 
antique rarities of that kind: but that Adam and Eve were rather buri d at ZZeéroz is 
agreed by moft. Iz Hebron < Olim Kiriath Arba. David re«-z.vit Annos 7. Ibi erat 
Spelunca ifl. duplex, in qua fepulti erant Adam & Eva, Abraham c Sarah, Ifaac & Rebecca, 
Faceb c Leah, juxta quam eft ager Damafcenus, Brocard Difer. Tir Jante, and again, Se- 
pultus eff Adam apnd Damafcenum in [pelunca duplici, Comeftor. in Com. 3. cap. Gen. by which 
Damafeen is intended AZacpelab ; but the analogy or iimilitade of the Name occafioncd 
the miftake doubtlefs, that Adam was buricd at Damafeus, the diftance being 100 miles 
and upwards, it being an ancient Tradition amongit the Syrians, that Noah knowing 
where Adam’s body (or bones) refted, took them into the Ark to be priferved, and 
afterwards diftributed them amongft his Children. tin like fort he fends fundry other 
Officers with confiderable Forces to reduce other Countrys withthe Sword, thebeft way 
he could devife for fprcading the Alcoran. Ruftan-beg accordingly, with fifteen thoufand 
Horic, enters Cyufiftan, butatethe fiege of Efcatr-At.cron was flain;, and in the Army 44o- 
fes, tiraimed Afbar, commanded atter him. This Arab forcibly entred the City, aud 
made Avayvar, Sabur, Arckgn, Cowreflan, Faarcwx and Larr acknowledge ALulomcr, and 
enrol themiclves Omars Tributaries. Mabu-Obed ben AMafudb allo, with thirteen t ou- 
fand Horie, fubj-ct.d Jac, walled Raffack,, of a poor Town niade it a City, and new- 
named it Kafa, or Kelufu-ophrat, i.e. the hoiy City upon Euphrates, fince which time it 
has bcen the place of Coronation for fcveral Kings of Perfiz. Forty miles from Babyle; 
iS Kufa, and coujoins Z4efaued- Ally, the burial-placc ot 2Z4errz-24/y, Saint, King, and 
Propnct of che Perfians. , | 

£14b5-Oo. d c.c next year fubdued Wzfir upon Pzlat5 a Town alterwards aggrandized 
by 24oci 1 ‘el gq » An. Dom.7905. of the Ace-S5. El[beer alfo he attempted ro take»; butin 
thet allo.. fiv thoutand Men,inthe ftorm Obed was flain himfelf,and the Sarzcevs Army 
forced to retreat. Omar re-animates his Men, aud perfwades them that the ElLeerians 
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overcame them by Magick, which he alfo knew how to practife. They dare not difobey 
their Prophet but return again to E/fheyr, where that fiege was renew’d under the con- 
duct of Siet ben-Abi-Vakez, who had {fuch luck through Omar’s skill that Elfbeyr was taken 
and forced to feel his tortures. At Elcadifiz ( a frontier Town ) in that angry mood he 
flew five and twenty thoufand Perfiams, and at Galula, Spa-bayz and Yezd at feveral times 
made Yezdgird the Perfiaz Gencral tly; who had no heat left him when he beheld how 
fortunately Omar fubjccted Cufiftaz, Pare, Carmaz, and Irazck; and in Adaqueroon, Fa- 
voor, —Edgan, Deacow, Larr, Shyraz, and Z45yooz, had made all Men there fubmit and 
{wear themfelves Muflulmen. 

Yezdgird dies, Hormifda heads his party and labours to repel the Saracezs, but in vain: 
an uncontrolable „decree haftening Perfia’s bondage: For fiftcen thoufand Men with 
himfelf he facrificed as a farewel to the Liberty of his Countrey. Omar fix months after 
this Battel was flain treacheroufly by a Varlct, and in the Alcaba in Mecca near to Ebu- 
becar-his predeceflor, buried. Ozman ( in defpight of Ally) fucceeded him. Ormar fat 
twelve years; this Man ten, and four months in the Pontificacy. By ZZzcba his Field- 
Marfhal, to whofe conduct he committed a great body of Horie, he fübjected divers 
parts of North 4frick, viz. Numidia, Mauritania, as far as Tunis or Cartbaze. Mavi 
Sultan of Damafco in the Caliph’s behalf alfo over-run Syria, eZ£ zypr, and in 1000 Galley- 
foifts transferred fuch a fwarm of Saracens into Cyprus, that upon their entry they feem’d 
enough to cover it There they fackt Conftantia (or Cerauniaa City built by Cyrus.) Thence 
they fell upon the Rhodes, where they perpetrated much favage cruelty; and amongft 
other {poils demolifhed that Coloflus which was built by Chares of Lyzdus ( Scholar to 
Lyfippus) in twelve years; and in regard 'tis faid the Sun fhines daily in that Ifland, was 
to the Sun dedicated. “his huge Image was of gilded brafs, and eighty cubits high; 
the thumb as big as a large Man, the legs ftood on either fide the River; fo wide, that 
there-under might pafs a large Veflel under fail: In the one hand it held a javelin which 
it pointed to the Ealt, on its breaft was a Mirrour wherein thofe that dwelt within the 
]fle might defcry fhips failing at a diftance. This Wonder of the World which coft 300 
Talents, 442v; fold to Emiffa a Few for two hundred pounds /Zez/ize; who demolifhed 
it, and with the brafs thereof loaded away nine hundred and thirty Camels. In that Ifle 
he alfo defaced an hundred other Coloflufes, and moft barbaroufly of coftly Monuments 
7occo. Heraclius the Roman Emperour dicd Aa. Dom. 640. after thirty Years reigg, 
and in his place Zzezacl. Conftantinus fucceeded ; who in the feventh month of his Empire 
was poyfoned by Martina his ftep-dame, the better to advance Heraclionas her Son: but 
unexpectedly were forthwith both of them exiled by the People, their nofes and tongues 
cut out, and Coz/7azs faluted Empcronr in his place. 

Ofman having by this time finifhed his Paraphrafe upon the 24/coraz, digefted it into 
feven fmall Tracts, which he fubdivided into an hundred and fourteen Chapters. It fo 
happened that by accident he loft a Ring of -gold which Afahomet as a Legacy bequeathed 
him, "but was to defcend unto the fucceeding Chaliphs: The vertue of it was fuppofed 
great, and probably not unlike that nlagick Ring mentioned by Philoffratus Vita Apollonii, 
{aid to be effected by a conítellation of Planets: fo as no means was unattempted to reco- 
verit. Which taking no good effect, he conceals the lofs, and counterfeits another like 
it of tilver, cmbowelling a Motto to this purpofe, O Pertinaces, 6 Penitentes! from which 
pattern molt AZabometazs to this day wear Rings of filver. 

Now forafmuch as AZabomet's per{wafion is with a naked Sword to embrace the Alco- 
ran, in the lecond and third. Azoara promifing the greateft fhare in Paradife to fuch as 
fhall deftroy moft Unbelievers , Ofmaz having done his Church-work , devifes with him- 
felf from that Doctrine how to enlarge his Empire, but yet under a pretext of charity to 
teach other Nations their way how to attain Paradifc. Z7z4d;z in thofe dayes was rich and 
well peopled : To any would undertake the Conqueft he promifes(befides other advantages) 
his Blefling,which is as a thoufand benedictions. Abdal-ben-Emyr, a Man both valiant and fu- 
perftitious, accepts the task, and with 300009 Horfe halles thitherwards; but by new In- 
ftructions froni Ofj,zz who had confidered how long a bufinefs ’twould be to fubdue fo re- 
mote a Countrey,directs his courfe firft towards Tartary. Aria he enters and eafily fubju- 
gates; after that C'orafaz,Manrenabar,G afnebez then with little oppofition took the Cities 
of Niszabur,Thalec.in and Tocbariflam; yea, all Dilemo to Ealk as far as Fehun and Arduve 
would give leave, Rivers beyond Ox;s. A wonderful progrets in War and enlargement 
of Empire thefe now ALzhometan-Popes made, no lefs to the terrour and amazement of the 
World than the fprcading of the /llceran, Satan about that time (as "tis thought ) being 
let loofe. Ozmanthe Caliph by thefe acquifitions of Conqueft made himfelf the molt pu’ © 
fant and redoubted Prince then living. Nevcrthclefs, how victorious {oever he was at, ue 
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he died miferably at home by poyfon, which he fuckt voluntarily rather than be flain, as 
{tory fays, by the enraged multitude, inthe eighty eighth year of his age, in the fifth 
year and eighth month of his Caliphfhip, Anno Dom. 655- of the Heg. 35-° In his 
place 24/y the right Heir attended with ten thoufand Perfians and twenty thoufand Arabi- 
ans was at Mecha íaluted Caliph: but his Reign was full of mifery; for Mavi the Syria; 
chief of the Ommian Race, ftorming at Ofman’s fall and thinking himfelf worthy to fuc- 
ceed, with an hundred thoufand Men enters. Arabia with a refolution to depofe Ally; but 
in the encounter was wll beaten and loft ten thoufand of his Men: Howbcit, at the fecond 
tryal, Ally loft not onely the day but his Life and Myter. Of the -£gypriams in this bloody 
fight were flain fifteen thoufand, of Saracezs twenty choufand ; by which Victory Mavi or 
Mnavias was faluted King. Mortis- Ally (fo called froin Fiilal, 1. €. Luvg, upon her defcent 
to evidence the Prophets Election ) died aged 63. and was buricd (near to Cufe upon Ex- 
phrates Jat Afofqued or Maffad- Ally, Karb- Ally fome mifcall it. He left a Ring with which the 
Perfian Kings wed their Kingdom: its Motto is to this purpofetfày theA4olai, ) Corde fincero 
Deum veneror- By the Perfians he is called Emyr-el-memumim, i.e. Prince of the Faithful. 

By Fatyma ( ATahomet’s fole Child ) he had Ocez ( or Hocem ) who after few months pre- 
tended rule died poyfoned, 2dzzo Dom. 666. of the Heg. 46. and was buried at Adefguit 
Ally; his Symbol (as fayes the Fuchafin) was Solus Deus Potens. Mavi ( Ally’s tormentor) 
foon after HYocen’s death flew eleven of his Children; the,twelfth efca d, Alufa Cherefim 
Or Mahomet Mab.:diz by name, from whom the Kings of Perfiaz at this ay fay they are de- 
{cended. This Mahomet Af4ahadinisthought ftill alive, and to return again; which caufes 
the King to have a Horfe ever ready for him; though I believe the Horfc is rather con- 
tinued from the o'd cuftom of that Horíe which was dedicated to the Sun, aslhave elfe- 
where related. Mavi Lord of the Ben-Humian or Ommian Family having itated himfelf 
in the Government, fent Szfizdus his Kinfman with a great force againít the Grecians, 
Accordingly Sufindus befieges S yracuse "F and after that Byzaztb: but by Conftantine the Em- 
perour fucceflor to Heraclius was flain with thirty thoufand other Saracens of his Army. 
“That fame year the Plague raged fo terribly in the Mabometan Empire that the like was 
never formerly known: amonglt the reft Mavi expired, aged feventy feven, and in his 
Reign over egypt, ec. twenty four; his Symbol this Cas is reported ) Ignofce precor. 
Which Mavi was fo implacably bent again{tAdorris-_Ally and his Race, that not content to 
have deftroy'd him and eleven of his Grand-Children, he caufed an Anathema to be daily 
ufed in their Common-Prayer againft him, continued by the Ommian Family for eight 
Defcents, till by Omar the fifteenth Caliph it was abolifhed - It was requitcd by Abdalla- 
Sophy (the Anceftor of Abbas now reigning ) who was the two and twentieth Caliph, and 
no fooner feated but that,after the flaughter of Mervan the one and twentieth Caliph,he 
extirpated Root and Branch the Ommian Race, A. £1eg. 1332. and that with fuch a barbarity 
as is not to be parallel'd: For, inviting all the Family to receive their fcalty, cighty of 
them being aílembled and fufpectlefs of harm, upon a Signal which Abdal gave they were 
all knockt down; and contrary to Nature which abhors cruelty, caufed them to bc laid 
together and a Carpet fpread over them, upon *whofe wretched Carcafles he feafted, 
infulting in the fad groans which many of them ( who were not quite dead ) made; and 
caufing this Dirge to be fung, For the day of Huflan ad bis eleven Sons, and nothing elfe: 
So that his Zgzofce precor was a IMctto very neceflary to be remembred. About this time 
there were terrible Earth-quakes in Afia which in one night overturn’d dix hundred Ci. 
ties and Villages. . ; . | 

To Mavi followed as Caliph Y bezid or Fezed ; memorable for his vein of Poetry: Heit 
wasthat put the 24/corzz into Rythme. His riot and venery fo exafperated Z4Zzrar-Afaevia- 
ben- Abdella as at the age of forty he made him away, having ruled but three years. Mu- 
tar was as quickly dethroned by Abdal-ben-Fezid a Ben-Hlumian: Some are of Opinion that 
Ocen and his eleven Sons were flain by this Caliph,and not by Mavi. Marvan (after he had 
fat nine months) difpoffefles him, ashe wasby Abdalla again, but both by _4bex or Abdal- 
melec were both of Life and Kingdom bereaved. -Didacus dethroned and forced Afelec 
to flight ; Oyledore, Didacus, and Selymaz by help of Fuffinian the Empcrour flew Oyle- 
dore: Atefec returns from Banifhment, expulfes Solyman, and tothe utmoft took revenge 
of Afutar’s murtherers. The Chriftians were the worfe for this eftabliíbment > for Melee 
forthwith forraged Syria, Armenia and Thrace, and in the fifteenth year of his Empire 
died, ordaining WVbyt ( calicd allo Ulituws and Evelya-Adtiralminis ) fucceffor in his itead. 
This Caliph dicd of grief for that the Armies hc had fent into Spain rebcllcd againft him. 
Zulzimyn fuccecded bim; him, Omer-bez- Abdemazed; dcpofcd by Yezid Son to Melec 
the late Caliph: Ebrahim marched oft after him, a Prince fool-hardy and unfortunate. 
After his death the Empire was divided ’twixt Gezid and Uvalid, who having ee 
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well in Afia and Africk, with all the Forces they could make they invade Europe: Into 
Spain marched Uvalid’s Army led by -Abdiramo, firit having in Veflcls crofíled the Strait : 
and Gézid’s Forces led by Sha-Rablan entred Frazce: the firft had better fortune than the 
fecond; for thofe under Vvalid landed and conquered Granada, and roored themfelves 
for feven hundred ycars in Spain till Ferdinand ot late expulfed, and kis fucceffor forced 
them back to Barbary. Thofe that entred France (albeit they werc invited thither by Exdo 
Duke of Aguitain who hated Charles Martel Grand-father of Charlemaine mortally) were 
refifted by AZartel and thirty thoufand £rezcb Gallants, (Endo. the W eit-Go:b upon better 
confideration fiding with the Chriftians,) fo as after a long and {mart fight in view of the 
City of Tours in Touraine in France, and notat Turin in Piedmont as fome have imagined, 
the Saracens were beaten, and of their numberlefs company three hundred thoufand flain, 
July 22. 726.as Beda and others at that time living, teftific. The two Caliphs diced mad 
when they heard of thefe mif-fortunes. | 

Marvan was placed in their ftead ; in whofe time ZZyb/;z his General purpofed to invade 
d artary with an hundred thoufand Men, but in the way was aflailed by Sophy Salya Saint 
Azmully’s Son,of defcent from Aly and Lamonit the Arachofian,in which contlictzzyb/iz was 
flain. Maruan in revenge, with three hundred thoufand Saracens enters Perfia, where 
Salyz encounters him, and near to Spabzwz vanquifhed the Arabiaa, an hundred thoufand 
of his Men being fain and fcattered. Marvan affrighted at this lofS flies from Babylon 
to Mecca, and tnence into egypt; but thither alfo Sz/yz purfues him; and by his Ba- 
nifhment or death put an end to the Race of his inveterate Enemies the Bex-Humians, 
begun by Mavi, by Afarvaz ended. 7 

The Family of Agortis- Ally or Ben-Abbas in this Man began again to recover the Sce- 
pter df Perfia Anno Dom. 750. of the Zeg. 130. For albeit Abuballa a while oppofed 
Saint Azmulli, Afmulli at Cafe was crown’d King and fat as Caliph alío. Authors here a 
little vary; fcr fome fay it was Azmalli who brought fo great a force out of Chorafan 
that made Marvan fly from Perfia to Egypt, and thence into Barbary, where he feated 
in Fezz and Morocco, and peopled divers parts of North 4frick, the -Alarbcs being from 
them deícended, diftinguilhed from the Zrebers or Mountaineers the old Inhabitants of 
thofe Countreys. And about this time it was that the Turks living thenin the moft Nor- 
therly parts of Zagathai made an ‘irruption through the Ca/pian Straits, and for fome 
time teated themfelves in Tarcomaniaa Province in Armenia the greater. This Azmuilli 
is he that revived AZzetraz?s Tenents to the honour of Ally and difgrace of the three Suc- 
ceflors of Mabomet, publifhed afterwards by Szet Gunet of Ardaveil. 

Saint Azmulli being dead, his son Salyz was faluted King, who after three years dy- 
ing, Abu-becr, called Bugiafer and Almanfor, fucceeded him Az. Dom. 758. of the Heg. 
138. This is he who repaired Bazdat. Mahadi- Abuballa followed him, by fome called 
Negmcdden-Phidul-Ally, to whom, Atofes or Eladi-mirza, Father of that Amarumlus of 
whom the Frezcb fpcak fo much. In his time viz 798. Charlemaigne flourifhed, and this 
our Mle under Edgar altered its Name from Bstain to England. ^Y wixt this Amarumlus 
Cor Aaron King of Perfia) and the Chriftian Emperour Charles was great amity; Am- 
baffadours and Prefents being reciprocally fent from each other, as we find recorded by 
£ ginardus his Secretary and e£milims 3.lib- Aaron fome fay died a Chriftian. In his 
time many Fanatick Scholars in the fight of thoufands undertook to fly, but in the tryal 
from one Rock to another notwithfítanding the height of the wind, perifhed. 

Aaron after three and twenty years rule died, and ZZzboemer his Son reigned 5 years 
after him: Abdalla after him; who when he had for fome time raged againit the Chri- 
{tians and troubled divers of the Iflands in thc Mediterranean Sea, died; and was ífíuc- 
ceeded by Malla-cawn, who equally vexed the Chriftians, difturbed /taly, and alarmed 
Rome: but he alfo in fhort fpace vanifhed, and was fucceeded by thefe Calzphs fucceflively, 
"vacech, Almota, AMtontacer, Abbas, Atuffaedzem, in whofe time happened the greateft 
Earth-quake that ever was felt in Afia, Almotez, Adottadi-Bila An. 87 5. of the Heg. 355- 
Almet-HHamed, AVfutazed, AMottafi-Byla, Adottader, Elbaker,. Rat(ba, Razzi-bila, Aduttacfi, 
Moriah, Tayaha, Kaderkamet and AMabomct-El-takert, i. e. God's Servant; in whom.end- 
ed the Caliphs of the Arabick or Perfian item. For then Az. 1030. of the Z77eg-4 10. came 
Yn the Turguemen led by T azzvolipix, who had his firft call into Perfia by Afahormet the then 
Sultar., to affift him again{t the Babyloniaw: but the Turk (after he had freed Afahomet 
from that danger which Pifafris threatned ) defiring leave to go into Armenia to vifit his 
Kindred who werc lately fcated therc, refents the denyal with fuch impatience that Afa- 
homer erè he could appeale the wrathful Turk, was bereaved both of Life and Kingdom. 
In his death the Family of Saint Afmxlly was cclipfed, till Sha-J/mael difpelled the inter- 
pofing cloud, and revived the fplendor of his Anuccftry. The Boyiean Kings who — 
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| Foon-fha, Sha-Afahomet, Abuzedda and Atirfa- Abfal, all which died untimely. OF

Anno Fleg. 3 19. ended Anno Heg- 480. Inthe Fuchafiz they are chronicled, as at Shy r-1z. 
I have fpoken in fhort concerning them. l 

The Succeflor of Tzzgrolipix was Ottoman Son of Ertrogul the Oguzian, wro in the year 
1300 of the ZZeg. 680. laid the foundation of the Turki(h Empire in Europe and Afia: and 
the Salchucian ( of the fame Extraction ) commanded Perfiz3 begun by Tocrul-beg Son of 
Salghucius, Son of Didacus a Turgqueman or Tartarian. Torul-bez {ome fay) was flain b 
treafon; his Succeflor was Phariuz-zed, AMafud's Son, flain by Olo-ben-~£folan Prince of 
Gaznehen. To him followed Ebraim-ben-Aafud, whole Son Aafud married the Dauzhter 
Of A4elec (ba King of Turqueftan. Adafud from Corofan entred Perfia with a great Army, 
and near to Tabryz flew Almoftarfhed-bila-Caliph, and in another fight Rafhed-bila his Son ac 
Spabawz. To AMafud in Gazzebez fucceeded Sba-c^E£folazn, flain by Baharon-fha his Bro- 
ther, Az. Hes. 499. to whom ruled Cofrbao his Son; who after he had forraged Indiz dicd 
An. Heg. 640. and in him took end the Saburaque Family. 

In thofe times as Caliphs af Babylon and part of Perfia were Ghaladud-daul, whofe *th. 
Succeflor AZuftaed-zem was flain by Cingis-chan _An. Fleg. 580. and Almoftanfor-bila-Alanfor 
in his place governed Caldea and Perfia. Of thofe Tartars I have fpoken; deitend we 
therefore to the year of our Lord 1415. of the Zzeg. 795. fuch time as Chara-Afabumed 


the Turk re-entred Perfia. He ruled three years and left Kara-Iff«4pb to fucceed him:

alfo after three years died at Cas5yz, and left fix Sons, viz. Pirbuda.cawz, Scander-mirza,

Joon-(ba was the laft; who alfo was flain with 4dcen- Ally his Son by Acem-beg: fo as ii 


that time the Family of the Gz[paz Curaculu or Black-fheep ended, and the Gufpan’ Acor li 
or White-fheep took beginning: The firft of thefe were Turks; the lalt Armenians. 

During this, the Ottoman Race fo enlarged their Conquefts in the leffer Afia, thatthe 
Grecian Princes (to ftop that impetuous torrent ) by their Ambafladors repreíented their 
fad condition unto Tamberlane, at that time highly fam'd for the Victories he had a little 
before obtain'd over Califha a Scytbick Prince, and fome in-roads he had made into Chyna, 
if Paulus Fovius in that be not miftaken: So as that Noble Prince in commiferation to 
thofe diftrefled Chriftians, but principally detefting the infolencies of the 7; 4rk from 
whom he had but lately received fome affronts near the River Borifthenes anf contempt 
done to his Ambafladors, witha willing heart and all the force he could make he marched 
againft Bajazet, who with equal numbers and more fpight advanced againft the Tartar. 
Near Mount Stella (the Plain where Pompey worfted Mithridates J was maintained a long 
and bloody Fight; but the Almighty being pleafed that a hook fhould pierce the jaws 
of that Turkifh Leviathan, the Spirits of the Chriftians were fo animated that the Victory 
refted with Tamberlame, who in the Fight flew many thoufand Turks; and the better to 
check the infolence of Bajacet put him into an Iron Cage as accuftomed to wild Beatits, 
and carried him in that ridiculous pofture through all his march: after which, without 
any confiderable refiftance he fubjected the reft of the Turkijh Provinces, and reccived 
acknowledgments of fübjection from all that part of ege and J4frick ; For, befides the 
lefler Afia and Armenia, al Affyria, Syria, Æ £ypt and other parts of Afick, Arabia, 
Perfia and the Dominions under that Crown, he added to his Empire all thofe Eaftern 
Countreys that ftretch as far as Ganges, in eight years fubduing more Kingdoms than 
the Romans could in eight hundred, as formerly inftanced: fo that for extent of Domi- 
nion and fpeedy Conqueit he is without parallel. | 

The Perfiaz Annals further acquaint us, That Tamberlane returning through Media 
towards Samarchand gave a friendly Vifit to Syet or Sheque Soffee a reputed Saint at that 
timc living in Ardaveil (a Town under 37 degr.30 minutes,about feventy Enlifb miles to 
the North-eaft of Casbyz and.balf that diftauce from Sultany, ) who perceiving that by 
Hoharo-mirza’s advice the Conquerour had deftined many thoufand Prifoners ( of which 
the moft were Perfiazs ) to perpetual flavery or death, the Santoon begg'd their Liberty ; 
which Tamberlane granting, the mercy was defervedly attributed to Soffee and highly in- 
creafed the opinion of his Holinefs. Soon after which, viz. An. Dom. 1407. of the Heg. 
737.the Tartarian Emperour died and was honourably buried at Anzar i Cathaya, and 
almoft three years after the Perfiaz Saint follow’d in that inevitable patn, being no lefs 
ceremonioufly intombed at 24rZeve;i/, albeit fome fay at Sumakey: Coricerning whom. 
give mce leave toapply that which Zzerace did not more aptly to another,

Soffee lett behind himn a Son called Sier Gunet: for of fuch efteem was his Fathers San- 
City, that as ex rraduce they held rt-requilite to give the like attribute of Siet, i. c. Saint 
unto Itis Son, who alfo at leaft by a pretended zeal feein’d meritorioufly to acquire that 
Epithete: For he delighted much in contemplation and feparation from the People, and 
not in vain ; Contemplation having a fpccial vigour to fharpen Wit; and feparation from 
vulgar Spirits both opening Nature’s Cabinet and by Meditation borrowing Angcls wings 
to fly into Heaven. And by thefe artifices it was Siet Gunet accommodated himfelt 
towards the pulling down the Black-Sheeps Race, of which Foox-fha Son of Chariffuph 
at that time onely remained, to which end he hatches this defign: Firít he invited Acem 
or "fem, otherwifc called Ufan-C.ffan the Armenian King, to the conqueft of Perfiz, 
which by the overthrow of Addaonercs and death of Foon-(ha An. Dom. 1470. of the tee 
850- he quickly effectcd, and thereby reduced under fubjcétion the Provinces of #dlyerac, 
4rakeyn, Aderbayon,Cabonchara,Afozendram, Sheirvan, Cherman and C hujiftan: During which 
there was that amity ’twixt the Victor and the Saint of rdaveil, that he was fo far from 
oppofing the new model of Church affairs Guvet had compiled and the better fancied 
perceiving the Szez's drift to make a perpetual Schifm or rent from the Turk in their per- 
{wafion, as he gave it all the countenance he could, and impoted that new Crrrawz as 
they term it upon the Perfiaz, who from the belief they had of the Siets Learning and 
Holincfs, without any difpute or further examination freely accepted of it: in no wile 
confidering that the introducing a Novel Doctrine is no other than an affectation of Ty- 
ranny over the Underftanding and Belief of Men: for albeit till then Ebubocr, Omar and 
Ozman the three fucceeding Kalyphs atter Mahomet were venerably eftccm'd of by the Per- 
fians and reputed Prophets; yet now being told by Siet G'4zer that thofe were no Pro- 
phets but impoftors and intruders into the Caliphíhip ( which Mortis- Ally the Perfian by 
matching with Fatima AMabomct?s fole Child had moft right unto, notwithftanding which 
Ally was not onely by their power and fubtle practices kept out of pofleffion during their 
Lives, but by their procuration flain by Mnavy the Syrzzz General,.and not therewith 
fatisfied his Race fo protecuted that Ocez Ally’s Son was likewile cut off; and his other Sons 
eleven in number, deftroy’d by Abdali the Bex-humian, the twelfth called AZrfz or Mirfa Ce- 
rifim by miracle oncly efcaping, of whom the crafty Stet Guner himfelf dcfcended) thofe 
and other like confiderations fo wrought, that it was thought fit thofe three pretended 
Prophets fhould be reputed rather Devils than Saints, expunged their Kalender, and in- 
{tead of invocating, the Perfiazs were inftructed to exccrate them a: Hercticks and abo- 
minable Varlets: a declenfion the Turks have never been able to reconcile to this very 
day; they neverthelefs vice verfa having as high an opinion of thofe three as they have 
of Mortis- Ally, or rather more, in regard Ally was a Perfían; upon which account, the 
Turks elteem the Perfiazs no better than Hercticks, and as is related, the Turkifh Adufti not 
many years fince upon {fome occafion declared it as an Article of his Faith that he held it 
a more meritorious work to deftroy one Perfiaz than a hundred Chriftians. Howbeit,; 
this great breach prudently defigned by Gazet the better to advance his own Tribeandto 
make his accefs the eafier to the Crown, was not fo fecretly contrived but that g2on-(ba 
had {ome whifpering of it; which fo foon as the Siet underftood he wifely withdrew him- 
felf into the Arabian Territories, where he took the opportunity to quicken Ufin-Caffan 
towards the invading Perfia, as lately mentioned. But the Armenians giving law unto 
the Perfian was ío badly refented that Gzzet perceived it contributed not a little towards 
the attaining his ambitious ends, which Ufan-Caffaz was altogether ignorant of; other- 
wife he would not fo eafily have condefcended to match his Daughter Martha ( whom the 
Perfians itile Kad.tyon-Kaiun, begot of Defpiza the Daughter of Calo-Tobanzzes or Foln the 
good Empcrour ot Trepizozd) with -Ayder-mirza his Son, whom P.Fovsus calls Hardnelles + 
By which high affinity he made his nearer approach untothe Throne: Nor wasthe match 
much to the young Lady’s difliking, for fhe had liberty granted her to continue the 
profeflion of that Retigion which her Chriftian Mother inftruéted her in; nor was it 
held an undervajJuing tecing Ayder’s Dcíccnt was ina djrect Line drawn from Afortis- 
Ally and F ttyma Dau: iter and Heir of Mahomet in an uninterrupted Stem of thirty five 
Princes ana Saints, iome of which are as follow, Abbas-AGirza had Aby-T aleb the Father

Ifmael firnamed Sophy. 
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27 L Ufan-Cafian’s happy Reign. 








Ufan-Caffan (Son of Tecritt-cawn expelled his Country by Bajazet,and re-invefted by Tam- 
berlane) happily kept what he had conquered, and fpent the remainder of his Reign in 
peace; maintaining a good correfpondence with Mahomet the great Turk, to wham by 
his AmbaflIadours among other things, if worth thc memory; he prefented a pair of play- 
ing Tables which were of Cryftal, the Dice and Men of Gold fet with precious Stones 5 
being part of the fpoils which Tamberlane left there after he had forraged Perfi4. To 
this great Prince many Chriítian Princes diipatched their IVÍcflengers ; and amongit 
others Zenus came Ambafladour from the Venetians to engage him againít the 7» for 
fome lofsthey had received, but upon pretenceto repoflefs his Wives Brother of Trepi- 
zona: in order whereunto he invaded the Txrk’s Dominions,and engaged at feveral times 
the two great Balas, Afaftapha and. Amurath, and had the better a while > butatlaft was 
over-powered,and worited by Afahomet, infomuch as his Son Zeynal-chan, who command- 
ed the Army, was forced to retreat to T. abriz, whither the Turks, at that time, feared to 
follow. At length either of grief for that bad fuccefs or age, in the year 1477. Ufan- 
Cafan dyed at Casbyz, where he was royally interred. 

Fie left feven Sons behind; namely, Ogorlu-mirza, Sultan Chalyl, Facob, Fofias, Iffuff, 
7Maczud, and Zenal-chawn, molt of which came to untimely ends: For Ogorluz was de- 
itroyed by Poifon; Chalyl was flain by Maczud-beg, Fofias,and Zenal-chawn,dyed in fight 
againft the Turk, Jacob was murdered by a Whore at Tabriz, and Zffuffdied of an Im- 
pofthume. Their Children alfo had little better deftiny , for Baifangorand Elwan-beg, 
Sons of Jacob, the third Son of Ufan-caffan, for fome time ftrove who fhould firft graip 
the Regal Scepter; and albeit Baifangor prevailed, long he enjoyea it not, being by 
Ruftan, Son of Afaczud-beg (Ufan’sfecond Son) forced to fly for fafety of his life, but rc- 
turning out of Armenia, next year with a confiderable party, dyed by the way 5 which 
made Raftaz think he fhould not meet with any further difturbance, yet it hapned other- 
wife: for Hamet-mirza, Son of Ogorlu, (the eldeft Son) having moft right, at length found 
friends who fettled him in the Thronc ; notwithitanding which, a few months after, he 
was de-throned by Kacem and FHayb-Sultan, two powerful Rebels, who were quickly dif- 
patched out of the World by Elwaz, Baifangor’s Brothér, and in Spabawz lie buried. Elvan 
by that mcans ftept into the Royal Sear and ruled peaceablyfull five years:but upon the fug- 
geftions of Tac«p who had a jealoufie of Ayder his Brother-in-Law (grown popular by 
his fanctity, but more by reafon of his match with their Sifter, and moft of all for his 
high defcent) could not think himfelf fafe fo long as Ayder lived; fo that very treache- 
roufly he caufed the Syet to be murdered; and not therewith fatisfied, gave order for 
the like to Zfhmael his Son: but he had fuch timely advertifement by a fecret friend, that 
withdrawing to Pyr-Ally the Governour of AZozezdram he {cap’d the danger, and found 
fecurity in a ftrange Land. 

J[bmael mean time, as his years increafed fo did his reputation, efpecially with his 
Countrey-men the Perfiazs; who perceiving in him an extraordinary ingenuity, as well 
as courage, wifhed forafit opportunity toadvancehim higher. The name Sophy, fome 
fay, was given by the Greeks, his Mothers Country-men, who were his inftructors and fol- 

lowers, albeit I find that fome of his Anceitors had that attribute or firname given, foas 
*tis dubious, yet I fhall fpeak further concerning it. Morad or Amurath (Elvan’s Brother) 
aiming at the Crown, was difappointed of hishopes by the rout of his party: neverthe- 
lefs; that competition gave Z[bmael opportunity to raife what force his Friend Pyr-Ally 
could upon the juft pretence of fecuring himfelf and revenging his Fathers untimely 
death; io that with fpeed he pofleffed himfelf of Sumachy, which he fortified. Elvan to 
fupprefs this Rebellion immediately advanced againft him with what Horfe and Foot he 
could; but the Taurifians mindful of fome late rigour he executed there failed his ex- 
pectation, which put him into that diforder as well-nigh diftracted him ; increafed by 
the intelligence he alfo had that his Brother Aforad had fo far iffinuated into Bajacet the 
great Turk’s favour as he not only gave him his Daughter to Wife, but commanded the 
Governour of Babylon to aílift him againft Elvan. Notwithftanding all which, fo happy 
was Elvan inthat frit expedition as ZZoerad was woríted and forced to fly for fafety into 
the ftony Arabia. WHowbeit, otherwife was his fuccefs with Zhmael who by the additional 
recruits he had from Tauris Ardaveil and other parts of Shervan, but principally out o£ 
Arzenion where the great Tribes or Hoords called the Auxurckiars, Romlu, Sufiah, Effaya- 
li, Kayridac, Shamlu, Zulcaderlu, &c. gave him afliftance, he firft flew Pharac-Iffuph 
his Fathers murderer, and then thought it advifable to ingage his Uncle Elvan fo foon 
as poffible ; and accordingly at or near Yefdicanz, the midway "twixt Spebawz and 
Shyraz the two Armies met, and after an hour’s fight Ifhmael had the better of the 
day: Elvan’s Army fled towards Sbyraz, himfelf being, by a private Souldier, jam

inthe chafe: fo as no other Claymant appearing, Zf»acl firnamed Sophy, both by right of 
Blood and Conqucft gat the Scepter into his hand, and then entred the City of Shyraz, 
where he was welcomed with fuch demonttrations of joy as is ufually afforded Conquer- 
ours: but what made this change the morc acceptable, wasthe long witht reitauration of 
the Diademto a Prince of the Blood of Perfia. 

In Perfia Y endeavoured to inform my felf concerning the genuine fignification of the 
word Sophy, a Name ufually attributed to thc Kings of Perfií:; but the Natives could 
give mc little fatisfaction: Some fay it fignifics elect. — Z4izadoi derives rt from Sophiti, i. 
a conquered People. Scaliger from 7 zepbz, an Arab. word, fignifying Orthodox. Others 
make it a Mendicant, or Beggar ; butI imagine it ad.rivative from Sha, ¢ Kinz, or S30 s 
and thence Shoff, or Soph,as now pro.ounced; a.beit 1 find it not more ancient than If- 
mael at his Coronation; cither (as . fuppof2) in memory of his Anceftor who bore that 
name; and indeed laid the firit foundation of Jfmael’s greatnefs, and whence hovoris gra- 
tia it might be attributed according to that ancient cuftome of the Oricntal, and other 
Nations; for,in egypr thc Pharaoh’s, and Ptolomy's: in Syria, the Antiochi, in Perfi-,the 
Achemenes, and Arficide, and the Cefars amonglt the Romans were in ufc, as now the Sophy 
with the Perfiams. Neverthelefs,it {ems to me, thar,cither the Agnomcn might be given by 
the Greeks upon Aydar his Fathers Marriage with Martha the Daughter of Defpina, Daugh- 
ter to Calo-Fohannes Zmperour of Trep:zondas lately mentioned, and by reafon of his 
prudence probably might merit that name, as Tobz did Calos, i.e. good, and according to 
the ancient ufual cuftome of the Kings of Ezz/az4, France and other places ; but if the 
Greek, derivation will not ferve, if 1 may criticize without offence, Ido oblerve that in the 
Armenian idiom Sophy fignifies Wool, of which the Salhes were made the Perfian Kings 
ufed to wear, in eiteem with them, as may be obferved by their diftinguifhing their race 
by the black and white Sheep; or otherwife may relate to the. word Shoff, as. find the 
Shafh in ancient times was termed, which differed from the Turbant now worn; for, it 
wasa high narrow pcakt Cap lined withthe rich Wool of Cboraz an refembling the Cyda- 
vis, which fome fay Cyrus firit invented : but in the Sclavonian it fignifieth ftudious, and by 
reafon hereof Bajazer was firnamed Sophy, hethat was Son to Solyman by Roxellanas as ap- 
pearsinthe T»rki(bHiftory Vita Solymanni: but though to me the word Shoff feems derived 
from Shaugh, i.e. King, yet iceing that in the Scyrhic tongue Soffey is famous, and that 
much of the Perfian language,as well as their extract, flows thence, the gr.atcer is the pro- 
bability that thence the name may be deduced > and the rather for that the word 742go/ is 
1impofed by the Turrars upon the race of Tamberlane ruling Induftam, which word in their 
fpcech imports great or illuitrious, though in the firft Original, laborious; but again, 
when [ contider that feveral or the intervening Kings fince 7f»ael have intermitted that 
word, namely Mahomet firnamed Codobanda, Tahamas, and Abbas, it may be granted 
that the word Sophy is a proper Name, and that the former is datum €^ non acceptum, gi- 
ven bythe Exropeans, but not taken by the Perfians: for the Prince that fucceeded Ab- 
bas having his name Sophy or Soffee as they pronounce, the prefent King fucceeding him 
is call:d Abbas, fo asit appearsto be a proper and alternate Name without any further 
relation. To return, 

The Crown was no fooner fet upon J/mael’s head but by Proclamation he ratified the 
Reformation his Grand-father had contrived, declaring thereupon the Turks to be Fere- 
ticks. This glorious rife continued fo to the Meridian : for to give the Turk fome better 
aflurance of his fitnefs to rule the Perfians, and animoftity to the Ottomans race, he torth- 
with entred Diarbee with a confiderable Army, moft Horíe, with which he reduced that, 
as ioon after Armenia, Albania, Iberia, and Sarca[bia, which he challenged as hisright by 
defcending from Ofun-Caffan, and quieted the policflion with his Sword, to the unex- 
preflible joy of the Perftans, but amazement of the Turks, and dread too, perceiving 
they fhoukl now have work cnough with the Perfiams. About this time, viz- 1 goo. it 
wasthat Techcllis Aydars Dilciple out of zeal to propagate thcíc new broacht opinions, 
and to force the *rroncous Turk to a conformity, with a-confiderable party of Horfe 
which Zf»:el gavc liberty toraife and to be equally divided betwixt him and Caffaz his 
con difciple by fome ironically called Kalpb, ior fome time gave a notable difturbance 
to the Tark and nort a little advantage to the European Chriftians, had they made right 
ule of ft. Strange it is to contider with what confidence thefe reputed Saints, with a 
{mall party, advanced againft a numerous, and the moft formidable Encmy at that time 
inthe Univerfe, which neverthelefs zeal, in thcir apprehentions, rendred eafic to be ef- 
fected: having therefore in the firft place adjudged the 777^: Hereticks, and proclann- 
ed them Enemies to the Muffelmanifh faith, worthy to be profecuted with Fire and Sword, 
in hoftile manner they entred Natolia with 20000 Horfe and Foot, at Iconium near Lyca- 
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oma ina pitcnt Battel gave Orcan who commanded thofe parts in chief under his Unckle 
Bajazet anotable defeat, and foonafter the like to Caragozes the Bafha of ANatolra, fo as 
without lett they entred and fackt the rich City of Cuthes; after which,hicaring that Ally 
Baffa was advanced againft them with a great body of Horfe and Foot, Souldicr-like 
they drew out and met the Turks in the Plains of Ancyra and woríted them by pure 
force, the General x4/y Baffa in that conflict being found dead in the Ficld+ a fuccefs 
that got Tekelleg fo high a reputation that even Bajazet himfelf was {tarti d as if Tamberlains 
Ghoít were revived, infomuch as if Z/mael had but furnifht his Captain with recruits, 
and given him that due countenance he deferved, ’tis thought he would have fucceeded 
better in that military progrefs, which failing, he was forced to maintain his Men upon 
free quarter , foas the pillage the Souldiers got made many fteal away to fecure their 
booty, which alfo alienated the affections of the Provinces where ever he came, who for- 
merly gave him an uninterrupted entrance amongft them, and good quarter, as the Ber fi- 
ans well perceived when they drove away their Cattel and withdrew themfelves into the 
Mountains without giving him either help by Men, Victual, or intelligence: an advantage 
the crafty Tark quickly efpyed; fothat he marcht towards him with a great Army which 
the Perfians by reafon of their unequal numbers feared; fo as they made what haíte they 
could to fecure themfelves in the high Mountains of zti-Taurus, whither the T. “rks pur- 
fuing the Perfians made a hafty retreat into Media, and by the way fome of them unadvi- 
{edly plundring a Carravan of raw Silk belonging tothe Merchants of Tabris and configned 
for Trepizond, Tekelles as foon as he came into Tauris was fecuredand by Ifmael’s appoint- 
ment feemingly to gratifie the7 #rk burnt or otherwife miferably put to death,with feveral of 
his Officers. "T hisftorm over-blown,Bajazet obferving neverthelefs Jf»zef^s prudence and 
good conduct apprehended that he would not only difappoint his aims of extending his 
Empire Eatt as far as Indus, but by his courage and reftleís motion prevent his Weftern 
Progrefs againft the Chriftians; fothat he thought it wifdomto firm a truce for fome time 
with the Perfiaz, that he might with more liberty profecute his other defign; for to under- 
take both at once would be too great an enterprize, and it was not without caufe he dread- 
ed J/mael, whofe vertue and martial fuccefs was fuch as he not only ftood his greund againft, 
the Trk, but made the Tartar and Mogol fenfible of his difcipline, which fo elevated his 
fame that AmbaflIadours from fundry Kings and Princes had been with him to congratu- 
late; and amongft other admirers the Jews were fo taken with him that they miftook him 
for their Meflias, but (by the jvft hand of God) had fo unexpected a return as quickly 
made them feel their errour, finding him rather a fecond Vefpafian: during this fhort peace, 
as Bajazet was one way active, fo was J/mael another ; for well knowing the ancient boun- 
dure of his territories he forthwith reduced all Sheirvan, and after that Gbylaz towards 
the North, asalfo what other Princes were not feudatory in ZZyerzc, Chufiftan, Kermoan, 
and Macron, but made Coo» his ufüal head quarter: and by Elias-beg he infefted the Oaz- 
beg-Tartar, having by the way forced part of AZozezdram to fübmit: howbeit near Boghar 
his fuccefs was otherwife by an ambufcade laid by Ocen-beg-Gheloley Lord of Chalat-Phe- 
*4-ky:; who albeit he had news that Zfmae! was perfonally advancing thitherward and 
found himfelf unable to keepthe Field, neverthe/efS fortified fome places of defence, in 
One of which he immured himfelf, having a great opinion of his Men and that the Ca- 
{tle was tenable; fo that at fome diftance being fummoned he refufed to yield: buta Roy- 
al Army drawing beforeit, *twas expected he would then refign 5 yet fuch was his great 
heart that he keptthe place until Flux and Famine conftrained him, whereupon fubmit- 
ting, his former confidence in defying his Army fo inflamed Zfmael, that Ocez and fifty 
others fuffered under his difpleafure, but the reft were pardoned. Duringthis, hearing 
of fome refolution the Prince^of AZozezdram had to prevent his recruits, he fell {peedily 
into their Country and did them no fmall mifchief; and having taken Hoftages for their 
future good behaviour returned to profecute his intended war againft the Zagarthay. With 
twenty thoufand Horíe he entred that Country in hoftile manner; and albeit he under- 
{ftood by good intelligence that the Tartars had got together neat three hundred 
thoufand Horfe and Foot led by Vlacuc-cawn, hedeclined not the fight, which the Tar- 
tar notwithítanding their odds did for fome time, fo that Zfmael tookeup his Wiates,- 
tcr Quarters in and about Taron, but with the firft opportunity of weather entred 
Tazz and enlarged his Quarters as far as Samarchand, which was formerly poilcd. 
That Summer he engaged Sha-beg-chan who commanded thirty thoufand Horfe and 
Foot felected from thofe under Ulacuc-cawn: For Sba-becg-cawz upon the death of Ocen- 
beg had it feems ufurped the Crown of Corazan; and Ocen’s Sons not bci ng ina 
condition to defend their right took the advantage of a prefence; fo as 
having declared the wrong they fuffered and voluntarily proffered fubjection to his ud 
peria 
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perial Crown he undertook their defence : arid accordingly entred Rhumeftam, where af- 
tcr a fharp but fhort difpute at Maran Sba-beg-cawz was ilain, and Acen- Ally 50n to Ocen- 
G beboly upon doing homage was placed in his Fathers ftead. 

Ifmael having thus enlarged his Dominion, with ali the force he could make dircéts 
his march towards Oxws, and having paíled the River, ina pitcht field lew Cham- 
Silba thé M.urenahar King 5 yea without much oppotition, harrafed far and wide thofe 
Scythic Provinces: By ftorm he alfo took the Itrong Caftle «Ælcam ; and after that 
Dargan, Fargbwanm, Azfuker with feveral other confiderable Forts in Tfogd, Ken- 
nauzb, Gaznehen, Maurenabar, Rhumefian and Turqueftan, and far beyond Balk the Ozz- 
beg Metro-polis; moft of which Garrifons he fleightecd. So that J/mael crowned 
with Victory, and his Army loaden with fpoils of war, upon notice fent him that Ba- 
j4-et at the importunity of the Tartars was drawing towards the confines of Per- 
fia with a great body of Horfe and Foot, retreated, but by the way fackt revoiting 
Tu~z, Sakalcand, Sykameft and fome other offenfive Towns that interpofcd. Thus ha- 
ving fufhciently retaliated the Tartar for the in-roads and difturbances they had feveral 
times given the Perfian to oblige the Turk, and for the depredations he had fuiltrcd 
from thofe vagrant Tribes which-take their namé from tne Caraculu or black-theep; 
he marched through AZezezdram to Perfia in triumph, the Countrey all the way hc 
pait fending in provifion and exprefling their rcjoycings by all. the merriments and 
modes they could, very much to Jfmaels fatisfaction : and in magnificent manner ma- 
king his t#trada into Coom, his reception was with all poflible demonftrations of 
love and joyful acclamations. 

In few dayes, intelligence was brought him how the Turks were drawing towards Ry- 
van : Íothat by way of diverfion, Zf»ae! with fifty thoufand Horfe fell into Dyarbec, 
which he harraíled to purpofe upon this occafion. The Mefopotamians under the Turk, 
fo foon as they had certain notice that the Perfiams were invading Tartary, through trea- 
chery got into Bagdat which they plundered, and ufed the Perfiams who were iouldicrs 
of that Garrifon, very barbaroutly : for not content to call them Raffadins which figni- 
fies Hercticks, they cut off the nofes and thumbs of feveral of them, and in that favage 
manner expulícd them the Town ; to revenge which, J/mael made that fpoil in the Turks 
quartcrs ; and engaging the Enemy near Caramit, had the better of them, inafmuch as 
he had the chafe to the very banks of Tigris. Which effected he returned to Coo» , where 
for the greater provocation of the Turk, he caufed a fwine to be nourifhed in the 
Court, and named it B jazet. But what immediately followed more perplexed the Turk: 
for Anno Dom. 1511- Heg. 891. Ifmael recovered Bagdat, into which, he was permitted 
to enter at a poftern, which Barriec-beg for a fum of money opened, fo unexpectedly to 
MMahomet-Baffa the Governour thereof, that without the leaft refiftance, he made what 
haft he could to Icave the Fort and fave himfelf, believing that the fouldicrs were all 
likwife corrupted. This year Lemius a Portugal Agent was civilly treated by [mael at 
Ca[baz,and by Atirza-Abucaca the Ficld-Marfhal fhewed the Army, as encamped; who at 
his. return to Goa, told Albuquerg ( at that time Vice-roy ) that he verily thought Zfmael 
had not fewer chan fifty thoufand Tents, in which were lodged a hundred and thirty 
thoufand men. ZR 

Bajazet was that year (as tis reported ) poyfoned by a Jew, and his Son Selym fuccee- 
ded. About which time it was that Morad or -AmurathSon.to Sultan Achmat, Bajacets 
eldeft Son whom Selym had put to death for felf-prefervation, fied to J/mael, his Brother 
Aladin doing the like to Campfon Gaurus the Egyptian Sultan, where both were welcom- 
ed, though foon after it coft them dear : for it was the occafion of the utter ruine of 
the one, and of a quick and fharp war with the other. Jfmael neverthelefs feemed glad 
of any good occafion to engage his adverfary ; and to obviate the invafion threatned by 
Selymus hearing that Ebrabim-Baffa was hafting towards Armeni, he put Morad in the head 
of ten thoufand Horfe, promiling that Ujfreff-Oglan with twenty thoufand more fhould 
fecond him. In confidence whereof Morad advanced as far as Erzirum: but there having 
intelligence that Selym was hafting that way, hethought it moít advifeable ( with leave ot 
a the Prifice of Anti-T anrus) to retreat, well knowing that his Uncle would hunt 
after hig. 

Ifmael upo the firft intelligence of Selyms approach in geod order marched againft him 
with thirty thoutand Horfe and threefcore thoufand Foot fay the Turk, albeit the Perfians 
allow not aove halt thas number. The Turkifh Army upwards of three hundred thou- 
fand Fioríc and Foot without oppofition paft as far as the River zfravz, and with help of 
their great guns, bein over, both Armies refolved to engage. The Emperours were both 
there in perfon and drew up ina large even place called the Calderan plain not far from 
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Coy and nearer unto ZVa[fivaz, wh«re for full fixteen hours a moft memorable field was 
fought with fuch fierceneis and cqual retolution that the Turkiin Annais call thft batte] 
the day of Doom: in which fight 1uch was the fingular pei fonal valour J/mae!l «xpr:fled, 
as the Turks them{clves {pare not to give their Enemy high commendations: alfo fo gal- 
lantly and in fo good order his Cavairy appeared, that had rot the no:fe of the Turks 
Artillery atrighted their Horfe morc than tacir numbers did th.ir Rid. rs ’tis thought the 
Perftazs had obtaincd a clearer Victory,for cvcry fingic Perfiam ten Turks bing found dead 
in the place. Now inafmuch as there was no chate, but racher that pa.t of cither Army 
kept in a body all night until next day they drew oif on cither fide leaving th» Countrey 
people to bury the dcad, the maltery of the field is not decided by irdiff.rcnt Writers, 
who yet agrce in this, That fifteen thouland men lay dcad upon thc ground. The Turki 
Hiftory neverthelefs {peaks partially in their own bchalf , but this is equally acknowled- 
ged, That Selym immediately after the fight ( probably dilliking his churiifh entertainment 
and fatisficd with the fight of Perfia ) retrcatcd with his whole body by the ski: ts of Arme- 
zia into Caramanta, by the way caufing Aladeules the Anti-Tauran King to be ftranglcd for 
his correfpondency with J/mael and his Nephew Morad. Soon after, with all the torce he 
could make invading egypt, by the treachery of Caer-beg the Sultan of Aleppo he van- 
quifhed Campfon Gaurus and reduced that Kingdome into a Province, which trom Sultan 
Saladin Anno Fleg. 680. had continued in that racc tothe year Aeg. 896. and albeit the 
recovery was in vain endeavoured by Toman-beg, the Turk holds the poficflion unto this 
day. While Zfmae! retiring to Cazbyz took care of his wounded fouldicrs, and having 
recruited his Army profecuted the fubjection of Mozendr..m : and that he might cxtend 
his Empire North and South unto both Scas 5 and withal, for the better prefervation of 
his Perfon and Honour,and in imitation of the Mamalukes who then guarded the perfon 
of the Egyptian King, inftituted a Life-guard called Couzel-bafha’s, which at firit con- 
fifted of an hundred Horfe, molt of them Georgians, but fince, the number is incrcafed 
to a thoufand : into which order none are admittcd until they are experienced in Arms 
and are of more than ordinary repute ; in the execution of which truit they according- 
ly have extraordinary pay, which they well deferve ; for I have been in the company of 
many of them, and at all times found them exceeding civil as well as fociable, and eipe- 
cially to ftrangers. P. Jovinus and fome others report That in memory of the twelve Sons 
Of Hocen Son of Adortzs- Ally ( from whole youngcít Son Atirza-Mahadin Ifmacl drew his 
deícent ) this order had its beginning, and that their Mandilsor Turbants were folded in 
twelve plaits and the tag or point like the end ofa Sugar-loaf picrcing the Turbant was 
red, and from that colour takes the name of Coozel-bafhes, z. e. Red-hcads. Howbeit, 
for feveral moneths I was converfant with thefe Coozcl-bafhaws in Perfia, and to the beft 
of my remembrance never obferved that the fafhion of their Mandil or Turbant was 
fuch, or to differ from that form you fce reprefented in this Narrative fol. 157. and 2 16. 
and if any difference be it is in the elevation ; but for the tag or point I am fure 1 never 
faw any ; nor any of that fhape worn, unlefs it be in the Coola or cap that is ufually by 
the morc inferiqur fort worn in Mozendram and other parts of Perírz, being cloth on 
the out-fide and fhag or finc and fhort curling fheeps-fleece on the in-fide, large towards 
the Head, fharp like the top of a fugar-loaf at the point, and rifing a fpan from thc head, 
as you may fee refembled fol. 183. But concerning the name I have the lefs fcruple,feeing 
that in Turkifh the word fignifies Red-head : albeit the truth is, when I demanded the fig- 
nification of the name from fome of them they pleaded ignorance as we underftand it, 

as alfo the ground of their inftitution. 

In that interval, Tabriz by a party from Dyarbec fuffered by Ebrahim chawn ( after- 
wards a Favourite to Solyman the magnificent ) upon the invitation of Ulem-beg a difcon- 
tended Perfiam ; who notwithftanding he had the honour to marry Zf»ac/s Sifter, yetupon 
fome fpecial favour exprefitd to Zzzal-cbawr-held a treafonable corrcfpondence with the 
Turk; and not content therewith, io corrupted ALithomet-Ally-be¢e then Governour of 
Bagdat that the place was treafonably delivered up to Solymaz, to the extreme vexation 
of the Perfian King and little comfort of Ally-beg, who foon after reccived the reward 
due unto fuch treachery. This ycar Sba-T amas was born at 4véd.tveil,and in the five iic- 
ceeding ycars after (but by feveral Wives ) Jf»mael had ZZe/ciyz;, Soi;inza, and sSacram- 
cawn otherwife named Elius-beg, Som-mirza, and Barhon-cawn. Arzo Dom. 1520. S: lym the 
great Turk died, fuccecd-d by So/ymaz : Five years after which Sh.av Zf».:cl dicd in the 
twenticth year of his Reign and forticth of his age, and was buvicd near uuto his Aacc- 
{tors at 4Ardaveil; in his place, Tamas ( Or Tahamas-Shaw as iome call him ) being crow- 
ned King. 


Babylon thus taken, it gave the Turk the eaficr reduction of Déarbec and part.of 5 
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; : j nt Countreysthat confine the North of Arabia: inafinuch as wila 
i (ioo hype relies they bccame Matters alto of the Itle and Town of Balforz, and con- 
(on y of the Rivers Tigri and Euphrates, wnich gave them a defirablz p: ofpceét into 
the gulph of Perfiaz, with iome further hopes of all thoíc Regions tnat extend as tar as 
Indus, and that they might have the opportunity of rcquiting Tamerlanes [uc for that 
memorable lofs they fuffered at Mount Ste#a under Bajazet. In order :hercunto the 
Grand Signior forthwith appointed a great quantity of timber to be cut in Cz/zcz« now 
called CATANIAN and fhipped it thence for Pelnfium and Cairo, whence by Came!: :c was 
drawn to Saez, where a Navy confifting of an hundred V -ífícls great and {mail was in :Lort 
fpace built and fitted for Sea. Which was no iooncr made ready, but he appoints Soly- 
man Baíla to put ten thoufand fouldiers aboard at the Port of Mcha, and coa:tiag, che 
South of Arabia to endeavour the furprize of Diu: thofe were his inftructions. VV lich 
great defign how fecretly foever it was managed was feafonably communicated to the 
Portugal in whofe hands the Caftle was, albeit they pretend they had no notice until the 
Fleet was difcovered near the place: fo that albeit tney could not io well prov:de again{t 
their landing as they would, yet the Turks being afhore and marching immediately towards 
the Fort which without a fummons they rudely íto:zmed, were ío gallant'y repuifed by 
the Portuzal that many Turks there brcath.d their iaít : and finding that the Caitle was 
neither fo weakly mann’d nor flanker’d as they were made believe, and tnat the Portugals 
were ina gallant pofture of defence but which moft amated them the Mahomctans tifere- 
abouts gave them little encouragement to ftay, the Frigats fro.n feve:ai parts aiío im- 
bodying threatned to intercept them in their return, thoíc and other con'‘iderations not 
onely haftened them aboard but made them hoife fail : for all which they were fo well bea- 
ten by the Portugal, that a great part of the Fleet was funk and difperfed, fo as few of 
them came fafe back to -ddex: thofe that got afhore near Azfcar and other parts of Ara- 
bia being alfo ( according to the ufual cuftom of War after ill fuccelS,) fo co»cicly enter- 
tained by the Natives, that not above one third of the number got back to Aden. A fuc- 
cefs fo grateful to the Perfian that he congratulated the Chriftians ; and the Mogul expref- 
fed the likè fence, altogether ditliking fuch a neighbourhood as the Turks. 

Solyman heartily vext, ncverthclefs thought fit to diilfumble this lofs the bcít he could, 
and therefore draws all the Horfe he had out of Dyarbec and Caramania, with which he 
fell fo unexpectedly into Media that he entred Tabria betore Tamas-jhaw could be in a 
pofture to refit. Moft miferably was that poor City ufed by the eurazed Turk, albeit 
no oppofition was made: for not content with plunder, they cut down their fruit-trees 
and trees for fhade, fpoil’d all their delightful Gardens, yea levelled with the ground 
the Kings Palace and {uch other Houfes of tne Nobility as might bett exp-efs their malice 5 
and then laden with {poil marched back to Caramit in Dyarbec, where for fome time they 
refted, and ruminating further mifchiefs, the Turkifh trade. 

Tamas and the Perfian Nobility fufhciently incenfed, were not idle in the mean time to 
find means to retaliate: For having ordered Delementhes ; one that had many times enga- 
ged the Turks) with fix thoufand Horfe to follow clofe in the rear, he fo galled them 
with continual alarms that Ebrahbim-Baffa not well enduring becaufe not formerly ac- 
quainted with fuch a bravado made a ftand, and near to Bethiis ( then a Perfian Garrifon) 
drew up with a refolution to fight; and well might, being upwards of two hundred 
thoufand Horfe and Foot: notwithftanding which inequality the Perfian Horfe taking the 
opportunity of the darknefs of night tell into their Enemics quarters with a mi hty noife 
as if they had been treble the number, feconding that with fuch courage and good or- 
der asthe "Turks by this unexpected alarm after a little refiftance fell into great confu- 
fion, inafmuch as at length they fied whither they apprehended they could beft fecure 
themfelves: In the purfuit five Sanziacks, eight hundred Janizaries, and twenty thou- 
{and private fouldicrs were flain, forty pieces of Cannon taken, Clem-be» the Pcrfian Re- 
bel and the two Balla’s narrowly efcaping; but what moil madded old Solyman, tite, took 
his Seraglio which was then mounted upon Camels backs and were  «outi.s he noc a 
little doated on. A Victory not more joyous to the-Perfiaz, : for ?tis annually c: lebrated 
apon the third and tenth of Oéteber ) than vexatious to thc Turk, and or tnat induence, 
as Ebrzhim the great Balla from thence-forward declined in his Maiters favour: for 
unwilling titat the balla fhould zz bello bis peccare ine firft remanded him to Couric, aad then 
fo ordered, that without fecing his face, he was immediately ftranvled by a Mute, who 
furprizcc him flecp:ng. By thar delinquency the vaft wealth he had heaped ros.t»er 
whiles he was a Favorite and in great command, was then alío feized by Solyziau. wao 
prefentcd a great part of it to his chief delight the fair Roxe//azz, who the truth is ) 
for his fiding with Maftapha againft her Son, had principally coatrived and after this 
manner cficctcd this late great Baflis deftruction. About 
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About this time, Bajacet (Solymans Son by Roxellana) was worited by his Brother Se- 
lym, {o that he fled for fafety to Tamas whom he found at Cazbzz, where he waé really 
welcomed : but Solyman imagining he would provoke the Perfian to an unwiíhed inva- 
fion having then bent his whole defign againft the Chriftians, peremptorily fent to de- 
mand his Son 5 which being denied, he feconds it with a comminatory Letter, yet withal 
affuring Tamas that he came defignedly to afflaflinate him: fo that contrary to his Faith 
and Honour he unadvifedly delivered up the poor Prince to fluffan-aga the Turks Am- 
baflador, who thereby had the opportunity not only to murder the Prince but alfo four 
of his children, namely Omar, Morad, Selym, and Mahomet, to the everlafting kame and re- 
proach of them that fo counfelled the King, and to the immoderate anguifh of Roxellana’s 
{pirit, though to the feeming fatisfaétion of an enraged Father whom Tamas thought 
would have been pacified with fuch a Victim, and that by this compliance he had puta 
laiting obligation upon the Turk; which he quickly found other w ifc : for Solyman upon a 
pretence of righting Ercas-mirza one of Zfmaels Sons and at that time Governour of Sbervan 
but retired to Derbent, with a confiderable party moft Horle enters Armenia, fürprized 
the City Yaz, and perfuading the Mirza to go to Bagdat, the Turks drew back: where- 
upon the Governour of Bagdat having received a large bribe delivered the poor Prince 
up to Shiw-Tamas, who after a moneths imprifonment caufcd him likewife to be ftrangled. 

Notwithitanding which, Solyman next year in the head of an hundred and fifty thou- 
fand.men re-enters Perfía. To oppofe whom Shaw-Tamas (having by fad experience 
found the advantage the Turks had by their great Ordnance ) prevailed with the Vice- 
roy of Goa to furnifh him with five thoufand Portugals good fire-men from Ormus, Din, 
and other their Garrifons, who were the more willing for the late invafion the Turk 
made againft Dix near Indus. The Portugals were all Foot, and brought along with them 
a Train of twenty pieces of Cannon, which in the fight was fo unexpected that it both 
amazed and mifchieved the Turks, inafmuch as the Perfiams had the better of that dayes 
conteft ; the fuccefs whereof they attributed and accordingly gave the Chriítians a due 
acknowledgment of their good fervice : and from that day forward the Perfians were 
acquainted with the ufe of Guns, and of fmall fhot they have attained thc maftery. 

Solyman by this mifchance was conítrained to draw back into Warelia: during which 
Mauftapba ( another of Roxellana’s Sons ) incurred his Fathers high difpleafure 5 and for- 
gettul of his Drother's tragick end fimply commits himfelf to the favour of the Perfian 
King, who having firft exclaimed upon the villanous Baffa Huffan, then gave the Prince 
affurance of his Life during his abode, Notwithftanding which, Solyman (who was prety 
well practifed in the road-way to Perfiaz )marchesthitherward with eighty thoufand Men, 
doing all the mifchief he could; albeit to prevent further fpoil, Tamas advanced with 
all the force hc had as far as Erez, where coming to an engagement;the Per fian Horfe not 
yet enduring the noife of Guns would not be ordered, fothat many of the Perfians were 
kill'd by fhot, and the reft forfook the Field, leaving poor Miuftazpka to fhift for him- 
felf,; who by fome finifter advice, flying to his Father’s Tent and proítrate at his feet 
in a lamentable manner „humbly befeeching pardon even for his Mother ARoxe//zza's fake, 
the cruel and inexorable Turk, (unworthy the name of Father) wanting bowels of com- 
paflion Turk:like forthwith commands him to be Ítranglcd , albeit he was the onely Son 
by that ventcr then living. But long he lived not after this favage cruclty, for that year 
1566. he fighed out his affrighted Ghoft at the Siege of Zizgeth in Hungary. Am- 
bailadours from moft parts (Ç according to cuftom ) congratulating his Succeílors accefs 
tothe Crown. Sha-Tamas alío difpatched Shaculy-chaz to Stambul: A Souldier both well 
known and feared amongft the Turks and Indians: and in his paflage to that Court gal- 
lantly attended, one time he Pave a vifit according to form to the Viffer Baffz, and was 
fhot at by a defperate Giomoglan, upon no other provocation than for that he was a 
Herctick: he narrowly efcaped 5 but the Jemoglaz being apprehended, his blind zeal 
could not prevent his immediate and vifible torture. 

The Turk in the interim too& Nicofa and Cyprus from the Venetians, which occafioned 
a perpetual League with Spaz and all the Princes of Italie ; yea, Vinc. Alexand. a Secre- 
tary to that Republique was difparched into Perfia to awaken that King. This Gentle 
man had the Sc avoman Tongue, infomuch as he paffed through Poland down the Danu- 
bius into thc Euwxin, and fo incognito and in diiguite to Trepizozd, whence by Erzirum (a 
Cappadocian lown upon the skirts of Armexi. ) he came fafe to Cazbyz > There having 
produced his Credentials he was civilly estertzinced : 


> and albeit no rhetorick wanted nor 

arguments to enforce the Perfians to fall {peedily into the Turkzfh quarters fccing he had 
icawn all his force againft the European Princes; yet füch was Sha-Tamas his propen- 
lity to eafe, or elfe the dread he had of thc T. 4rkz[b puiflance, that no pcríwafions would 
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at that time ferve to make a fatisfactory return unto the Venetians, ftill imagining that 
the Turk would gratific. Now the thanks he gave was this. -4murath no fooner put an 
end to the Cyprian War (Anno 1575-) and recruited himfelf after that great and memo- 
rable defeat given him at Lepanto, but he fell afrefh to quarrel with the Perfizz, upon 
no other pretence than the death of Zrczs-»:irzzhis late friend. Accordingly he prepares 
to renew the War: whiles the Perfzaz King ignorant of thofe preparations with what Force 
he could invades the Ozzbeg's Countrey, and happily took Kabul: but hearing that the 
7 4rk intended to profecute the Perfiaz War, he forthwith retreated to Ca_byz; where 
amidit his Martial confultations and provifions Death gave him his fuperfedeas and fum- 
moned him to another World (the 11th. of AZay 1576.) after fifty years Rule and 14 
dayes ficknefs, at the age of fixty eight giving up the Ghoft: A great age, the Pro- 
verb confidered, Rara in ZNobilitate fenettus; and at _Ardaveil with all due Ceremony was 
interred amongfít his Royal Anceftors. 

Sha-T amas left behind him twelve Sons and three Daughters: the Sons were AZabomet, 
Ifmael, Aydar, Sulyman, Emangoly, Atorad, Muftapba, Ally, Hamed, Ebrahim, Hamze, and 
Ifma-chan. AfLahbomerby right of primogeniture claimed but could not have the Crown; 
fo ftrong a faction was raifed by his virago Sifter Peria-Cozcozza in the behalf of Ifmael 
the fecond Brother,Sabamal-Chan joyning in the confpiracy, pretending that by reafon of 
AMabomet?s imperfection Tamas had nominated J/maelto fucceed; fo that Mahomet for the 
fafety of his Life was forced to flie into Georgia, the Confpirators in the sizrerim putting 
Aydar and eight others of the Sons of Tamas to untimely deaths.  Zfmae! nevertheiefs 
foon after was ferved with the fame fauce; for one night expecting the admittance of 
fome of his haram, Peria-Conconna with four young Sultans difguifed in Womens apparel 
entred his Chamber and took off his Head: By which we fee, That Luft and Ambition are 
two vices the molt odious of all other ; in regard they ufually are moft vigorous and 
powerful minifters to fordid actions; which this Princefs being ftained with, her cruelty 
was quickly requited by Mahomet ; for inforcing his way with 12000. Horfe the Geor- 
gians and Curdyes fupply'd him with, he was no fooner feated in the Throne of his Royal 
Auceftors hut command was given Salmas-Mfirza General of the Horfe to retaliate his 
Amazonian Sifter, and accordingly her head with her long curled hair dangling down 
was upon a Spears point prefented Mahomet, who in the beholding it was affrighted as if 
he had viewed Afedufaes head. 

Thefe inteftine broyles fo weakned the common intereft that the Terk who wants no 
forefight efpying his advantage prepared with all the force he could draw out of Afia the 
le{s, Diarbec and parts about Bagdat to make an entire conqueft, or at leaft to over-run 
the Perfiaz, which Countrey alone had fpent him more Men, Treafure and time than all 
Natolia and Morea had done by reafon of the inteftine divifions that happened in moft of 
thofe Provinces: and having the like hopes of Perfia by thefe diftractions A&ffapha the 
cruel and perfidious Baff« was ordered to undertake that task: which agreeable to nis na- 
ture was readily accepted: fo that albeit the hafte the T#rk made was great, yet the prepa- 
rations being fuch alío, Mahomet in that interval got himfelf quietly pofleft of the Crown; 
infomuch as upon firft noife of the Turks approach, Sultan Tocomac (who was at that time 
Governour of Xezvzz and famous for an expert Souldier, fo as he was both known and 
feared by the Turk) with a very gallant Body of Horfe encountred the Enemy upon the 
Frontiers of Armenia, andina quick engagement expreft fo much refolution that day as 
albeit A%:/taphba had treble his number, the Van led by Beyram-beg was routed, and pro- 
fecuting that.charge broke through the whole party, moit of which was cut off without 
giving the lcaft quarter : which bravery fo inraged the wrathful Bafa that immediately 
ordering his whole Body to advance, by their numbers they over-powered the Perf;275 
who albeit they fought moft defperately and in that charge flew above ten thoufand 
Turks were neverthelefs in fine forced to retreat and leave four thoufand of their com- 
pany dead in the place, with whofe heads and thofe of his own whom the Perfrazs had 
flain the favage Turk faced a great Bulkwark, inafmuch as nothing could be fecn but 
ghaftly Faces and Heads, which made it a terrible object ; and this be erected as a 
prophy of his Victory or rather barbarifm: But reprefented to his Mafter in the beít 

ence, as if the flaughter had been much more than really it was: for all which Mae- 
fizpba dilliking his late entertainment, and hearing that Salmas-mirza was advancing 
with a frcín party of Horfe, withal finding upon a Mufter he took that 40000 of his Men 
werc loft by Fluxes,his Enemies Sword,and the bad weather they indured pafling the Moun- 
tains in thre way to Teflis, thofe confiderations fwayed with him to retreat: but by the 
way being encouraged with a large recruit of Men conducted by ZMexucbar a Georgian 
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he now rcfolved to re-enter Serva. For more expedition and better fafety part of his 
Army marched through unfrcequ.nted paths fhewed them by the Apoitate Geor ian, and 
other part through Armenia which th. Perfiaws had made detolate to prevent the Turk 
of relief, and having notice that towaids Derbest a great part of the Cattel of the 
Countrcy was driven away, in the firit placc he ordered a party of Horie that way tor 
forrage , which Tocomac the Perfianm Gencral no fooner haz totice of, but that with the 
like fprightful party he beatuptie Turks quarters as they lay difperícd in a Vailoy which 
was well-nigh compaftfled with the River Cozac, a River that of it íclf is fuficicntly rapid 
but by fome late rains fo increaft that the Turk in flying from the Enemy loít by the 
Sword and Torrent 10500 of his Men, the Perfian by their precipitate purfuit lofing 
alfo a contiderable number in the Stream, which was io fierce that the Tarzifb General 
himfelf upon thc alarm making all the hafte he could to fuccour his Men is laid to lofe 
eight thoufand more in that R.ver and in Araxis, into which Covac and Cyrus run. 

Notwithitanding thefe alat. m.nts,ZWrftapba continucd his march as far asthe City Erez 
where he cxpeétcd tome OPPpoOr.t Ong Luctuc People were all fled, and had removed much 
of their Goods into the mountainous parts, fo that tl.c Town was left defolate and once 
ordered to be burnt, but upon fecond thoughts {pared and garifoned with $cco Men, 
moit of which were Geor tans, lO:iccd thither by the Sons of Leventhi-beg : this done, 
they took Sumacky witt.out reiftance, which they might well do the Governour being 
withdrawn. Atujtapha Overjoy’d with tuis fuccefs, firit conftitut.d O-man-beg Comman- 
der in chicf in thor: parts, and th.n with the greater part of his Army fell back to- 
wards Erzyrum bis u:ual lic ad-quarter, while Ozman in the mean time was pincht in Sher- 
van with w ant ard not a little dilheartncd by the running, away of many of his Men,whereby 
and by the *azzarzcs advice he fell back to Teffis, yet not fo fecretly but that in pafling 
through Geergia hc was to hotly alarm’d by the Country Feople who had abundantly 
fmarted by the infolence of the Turk, as with fufficient lois he continucd his march till 
he attaincd Erezyrum. There he took up his Winter-guartcrs, but difperft his Army into 
feveral Villages ther ^abouts,A47f?«pba being removed: during this the Precopence, the 
Turks left hand, und.r the command of Abdul-Chery marched through the Cizcafhan Ter- 
Xitorics with 3ocoo torie and toor, in al! their pailage along the Cafpian fhore as far as 
Derbent not mecing with the teaft interruption, which gave them the greater confidence 
to enter Siervaz. At and about C'ezge were quartered all the Perfian horfe under coni- 
mand of Emangely-Coan. Erex-Chan having notice drew all his horfe together, and refol- 
ved with the firit advantage he could fpy to welcome the uninvited Tartar: but Abdul 
by the good intelligence he had, prevented that defign, and contrarily began with the 
Perfiaz, and with tliat courage as moft of the Perfian Horle was routed, many Officers 
and Souldiers flain, and Ere--cbaz himfelf doing what he could to rally, was taken Pri- 
{oner and fent to O-»»az, who without any coníulting with a Council of War caufed 
him to be hanged up in that Garrifon. Such was Erez his fad exit > but in this alarm 
Emangoly-cawn, albeit he narrowly efcap’t a furprizal, yet could not hc prevent the ta- 
king of his Haram, which extrcamly troubled him, there being fome bcaurics which were 
prefented the Turkifh General. 

Atuhomer firnamcd Codobazda by the Turk for that he was purblind ( though as I ap- 
prchend it may be rather from Coegzabazda as the place was called where he had both 
birth and cducation ) by his firft wite had iveral Sons, namely Sfmacl, Atiuftapha, Ad4yr- 
CAWN, Gunet, and Soffee-mirza. Ifmael by ihe malice and power or Z4Zaffom-bcg the Kings 
Favourite at that time, was firft contincd, and at length famifht to death in the Caftle of 
C.iykabe near Tabriz, and the reft came to untinieiy ends. by Jeozcazza Princefs of Heri 
he had likewife four Sons, viz. Emerbam:e, Aydar, Abbas and 4 abamas , of which, ZJ- 
mael was reputed moít valiant and popular, but 4662s molt politique and ambitious. 

Emyr-hamze, Alahomet-Codcbhbandas cldcft Son during thefe broiles was practiting the 
rules of Mars; and having got fome experience in the Indian War, fo ill indured thefe 
continual bravadoes of the Tugks, that he never gave over foliciting the King until he 
Commiflioned him to raife what horie he could to oppofe the Turk. Inthe head of 
twenty thoufand Horfe this valiant Prince profecuted the enemy with fuch refolution and 
ipeed, and attended with fo good fuccefs, that through ail Afa his fame quickly fprcad; 
infomuch as thc Turks gave out that Caffrior was revived: for firft with twelve tlhouland 
Horfe this hopeful Princc( the Begum his Mother in company) fct out of Casbyz, follow- 
ed by Mirza Salmas with cight thoufand morc: In the firft place he dcfcáàted Caytas 
Balla and his party that were forraging thofe parts; he then took Erez by ftorme and 
caufed all the Cannon which 242z4fz:pb.: had planted for defence of that Garrifon, to bc 
drawn out and fent to Cwbyza a Royal prefent to thc King his Father, thc firft-fruits 
of his contcít with his inveterate adverfary the Turk. This 
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This done, without the leaft unneceflary delay, having intelligence where and in what 
manner the Tartars were quartered, he gave them füch a thundring alarm that the Preco- 
pence being amazed and in ditorder,gavc the Prince the opportunity with cafe to deftroy 
molt of his Men, the reit flying every way they could, confounded with fhame and fear, 

the Pezfzazs following the purfuit as far as the Cafpian Sca,where not being able to fly further 
they begged quarter, which was given them; but -4bdul-Cheray the Gencral could not 
efcape, the Prince taking him Prifoner and ufing him with good refpect: this profpcrous 
fuccefs gave him frefh courage to profecute the Turk. Accordingly: approaching with 
his victorious Army before Sumachy he fummoned the Garrifon to yield, but Ozman de- 
manding time to recturnananfwer, being in the interim certainly informed of the Tartars 
defeat, and finding no fence againit fear, that night ftolc fecretly but of thc ‘Town,{pur- 
ring all the way till he got into Derbezr. “The Garrifon next morning underftanding their 
condition offered to yield the place upon condition of mercy, but being exafperated by 
their late eafie fubmiffionto the Turk, the Prince bad them ftand to their Arms, which 
they refufing to do; thc Army entrcd without oppofition; and the Prince feleétcd fome to 
make examples of his rigour, thc reft he pardoned upon fine; but the Turks were 
made Prifoners of War: thus the Turks Army of feventy thoufand Men by the valour 
of this gallant Prince was broken in pieces, fo as for iome years after the Country 
had reft. 

The Terks in this fort being happily expulft, Emir-hamze loaden with fpoils as well 
as victory in triumphant manner returned into Casbyz, where he was itnbraced by the 
King, his Mother, and the Tartariam youthful Prince in company: the Tartar giving 
his parol to be a true Prifoner had what liberty he pleafed, and more than did him good: 
for being of a comely aípect and for courage of good report, his character took fo 
deep impreffion in the Queen, that albeit fhe-had purpofed a marriage ’twixt him and 
Emir-hamze-mirza’s Sifter, the better to make an allyance with the Crim to whom Abdul 
was Son, fhe neverthelefs. became amorous her felf and could not be {atisfied till fhe en- 
joyed him: To effect it, fhe found opportunity agreeable to her with; but in the dalli- 
ance {pent fo much time and took fo little care for fecrecy, that albeit A¢zhomer either 
could or would not fee, the Sz/rzzs neverthelefs took notice, and envying the repute a 
itranger had got they contrived his death. One evening obferving his palage to the 
Queens ufual place of retirement in the Gardens they fo fecured their way that before 
the Queen or Abdul had any warning the Szlrazs rufht in and finding them too familiar 
firft removed the Queen, then caftrated the Prince, and in avery barbarous manner dif- 
played them tô the People without; who inraged therewith quickly took away his life, 
which in {fome refpect was a mercy: howbeit that act fo difobliged the King and Prince, 
that the Confpirators rcceived other rewardsthan probably they expected: forthis diího- 
nour, and for the murder of that Prince, the Crim alío was fo provok’t that he foon 
after joined with the Turk tobe the more revenged. 

Amurath alfo upon the fad account he reccived from Ozman then in Derbent and how 
formidable the Perfiaz Prince was like to appear the enfuing Spring, gave Maftapha frefh 
ordersto levy a greater Army than he had before, and to profecute the War with Fire 
and Sword: but the Pezfiazs by their emmiflaries having timely intelligence of thofe 
preparations, accordingly provide for their defence. Emangoly-chan late Governour of 
Genge was conítituted General for the Perfian, whiles AZzffapba glad of the occafion to 
vindicate himfelf, drew together all the Cavalry the Turk, had either in Syria, Affyria; 
or Armenia, thc great and lefs, and of Foot a numerous body: and Haffan-aga (one of 
the Vifiers Sons) ia the Van marched towards Teffi, where he incampt , whither Oxz- 
man alfo repaired with all the Horfeand Foot he could make. 

In the Perfiaz Army commanded by Emangoly-chan, amongft other Noble perfonages 
was Syzom er Zenal-chawn an exiled Prince of Georgia, but feudatory to the Perfian: of 
known courage infight he was, and of approved affection to the Perfian and conitant to 
his Chriftian profeflion: but the contrary was his Brother Dant or David, who did what 
in him lay to oblige the 77k and offend the Pcrfian. | FJaffag again rifing with his party 
with an intent to fall into Sbervaz the Perfiaz General had fo good notice of his detign 
t^httaking the advantage of a país he fell upon the Turk, and fo feafonably divided their 
party, that aftcr a notable execution the reft filed towards thc Hills, Haffan by the fpecd 
of his Horfe very narrowly cfcaping. This fucccís perfwaded them to hunt thc Enemy in 
the Woods , where whilft they were too carclefly ranging fufpecting little danger, the 
fubtil Turk having ambuthed a thouíand Horfe inthofe uncouth paflages charged the Per- 
fians with fo great halb and out-cries that the unexpectednefs ftriking more terrour than 
needed into their Adverfaries hearts, they filed alter little oppofition, but much oma 
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albeit the Georziaz Prince with his party made a better retreat : but which was of moit 
import, the Perfraz General himfelf was taken Prifoner and under a Guard fent to Erzi- 
rum, andthe Turks refufing both ranfome and exchange fo continued tor three years, un- 
tillat length he madeaneicape, {uch time as Ferrar-Baffa invaded Ferfra. 

Haffin-aga being now Matter of the Field advanced to Tephiis for the feafonable re- 
lief ot many half itarved Men: whence, continuing his march towards Derbenr, the 
Georgian Prince with a fmart party of Horfe gave the Enemy fo uncxpected a charge in 
their Rear and with fuch admirable courage, as the Zzrk was firft difordered and then 
put to plain flight. Hafan and Ofman again making ufe of their Spurs, jeft tneir 
Men to the mercy of the Perfian Swords; but their Train and Treafure as a due unto 
their valour, and a feftimony of that memorable defeat. At Tepbizs old AZuftapba 
had taken up his quarter, intending to follow affanz with the reit of his force: but 
when Hafan himfíelf brought the Bafla the firft tidings of this lofs, fo great was the 
old Mans paflion that he had forthwith caufed him to be ftrangled had not his taking 
the Perfiaz General Prifoner, and no leís, his relation to the grand Vilier, been good 
arguments in his behalf. 

This difafter, and the approaching Winter,put Z2zf?apba upon new refolutions: fo that 
inftead of profecuting his Inftructions which were to fall upon Shervaz with Fire and 
Sword, he difpofed his whole Army into Winter-quarters; fo divided that it would re- 
quire fome time to rendezvous, the Perfiíazs by that gaining a breathing time and {pace to 
prepare againft the Spring. But 2£»zrarb the great Turk had no fooncr notice of the 
little effectual progreis his old Favourite had made (his Enemies at Court alfo repre- 
fenting every thing in the worit drefís) that albeit Haffan-aga by his Fathers intercft had a 
favour exprefled trom 4murath, who as an acknowledgment of the fignal fervice he had 
done in taking Prifoner the Perfian General had a Silver Battel-axe double gilded and fet 
wich Precious Stoncs fent unto him, with aShield of pure Gold embellifhed with Pearl, 
anda Veit of Cloath of Gold ; AZzftapba contrarily was not only difcharged from his 
command, but fummoned to Stambul to anfwer his mifcarriage : fo as notwithitanding 
his latc {pecial favour with Amurath with whom he was cducated from a Child, and the 
many coniiderable field-fervices he had done againft the poor Chriftians, 1o induftri- 
ous were his Enemies at Court, and fo powerful his old back-friend Sivaz-Baffz, that 
both his Life and Eitate had gone, had not the Sultana by the mediation of fome Ladies 
about her interceded in the old Mans behalf. Notwithf{fanding,he had a Sxzperfedeas and 
(which vexed him moft) his Antagonift Szzaz-Baffa for the proíccuting the Perfiaxz War 
was appointed Generalin Maftaphaæ’s place. 

During this, jealoufies and fears foincreafed in the Perfian Court through the different 
Interefts of the two Brothers Emir-bamze and Abbas, the latter of which was then Go- 
vernour of Herz or Aria and intrufted with the management of the War againft the Mo- 
gul, that the neceflary preparations to oppofe the more than threatned Invafion of the 
Turks was wholly laid afide 5 the Perfian King forgetting the late fuccefs he had, by the 
advice of S../mas-mirza Cwhofe Daughter Prince Emir-bamze had marricd) choofing ra- 
ther to difpatch A*4axat-chan Ambaíladour to 4Amurath with a rich Prefent, to ufher in 
his. propofitions for peace. The Perfian Ambafladour took his way through the skirts 
Of Armenia tOo Trepizunmd, where finding a fit Veffel heimbarqued, and by the benefit of a 
fair gale made a {hort and eafie paflage to Stambul 5 into which Port he was with due cere- 
mony received, and after four days repofe had audience and acceptance of his Prefent, 
which indeed was fuch aswell deferved the Grand Seigniors thanks. At this time Ma- 
ftapha-Baffa died, of age and grief, fay fomes; butotherfome rather think he was poy- 
foned: andthe Emperour by his death made himfelf Heir to his great perfonal Eftate. 

Afaxut-chan prefling the Vifier for a difpatch brought it to this Iffue, That peace 
would be granted for what time he would propofe, conditionally the Perfzzzs would de- 
liver Tabriz, Cazbyn, and all Sbeirvaz unto the Turk, to be for ever enrolled in the Lift 
of Provinces under that Crown. Butthe Ambafladour wifely defiring further Inítructi- 
ons from his Matter e're he could give anfwer, by his Courrier acquainted his Mafter 
with the unrcafonablenefs of the Turks demands, grounded upon the divifion of the 
two Perfia? Princes and the expectations he had of Sivan-Baffa’s fuccefs in profecutirme; 
that War. which being taken into confideration by Sbaw-Aabomet (who to that end 
had convened moft of the confiderable Oificers he had unto Casbyn) the refult was, 
That not one inch of Earth fhould be giventheir infolent Adverfary more than he could 
maíter with his Sword : To prevent which a great force fhould forthwith be erawn unto 
the Frontiers of Armenia, which the victorious Prince Emir-hbamze {liould command ; 
and that 4bbas-mirza with another Army fhould profecute the War againft the Mogul 
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towards Cabal. This being agreed in Council was put in fpeedy execution; and itbcing 
thought fit to re-call AZaxut chan, he made his return through the Enemies quartcrs pur- 
pofely to difcover their order and force : and being come to Cusbyz fo well fatished the 
King with his difcreet carriage in that truft as induced him to make him his Treafürer ; 
an Office not onely honourable but of great profit ; which neverthelefs acquired him 
great envy at Court, and amonglt others Emir-chan ( who never loved him; ) fo as making 
ufe of his favour with the King, he fo infinuated and fuggeited falfe apprehenfions into 
his weak brain, that the Treafurer perceiving the Kings kindnefs leffened and his coun- 
tenance changed, and that the craft of his adverfary was likely to take place, rather than 
fuffer further under their power he chofeto withdraw himfelf and his Family with fome 
portable goods into the Enemies quarters, where being friendly received by Sizan-Buffz, 
he had the liberty to live peaceably at Van. 

Emir-FHlamz.e-mirza during this drew towards the Turk: and having intrufted Simon- 
chawn the Georgian and d ocomac the Perfian with fix thoufand Horfe they difpofed part of 
that body into an ambufícade, and with thc reft fell into Szzazs quarters; whence being 
repulfed and counterfciting fome fear drew the Enemy to a looft purfuit, till being paft 
the place where their men were hid, breaking out upon their rear Tocomac faced about, 
fo that the Enemy was charged both wayes 5 who finding themíelves intrapped, rather 
fought how to efcape than adventure the fight: howbeit, above fix thoufand of the Turks 
were loft, the reft efcaping to Erzirum which the old Bafla had made his head-quarter 
at that feafon. Erzirum isa Town of great ftrength, both by fcituation and Art, and 
by reafon of its voicinage to the Perfian Dominions ufually made the place of rendez- 
vous when the Turks have any defign againft that Empire: a place of gréat import to 
them; in that befides the advantage it gives of recruits it affords portage of neceflaries 
both from the Mid-land Euxin and Cafpian Seas : The Countrey it ftands in is Cappado- 
cia, Leucofyria of old; divided by the River Exphrates from Armenia, and on the other 
hand hath Caramania, which comprehends thofe Provinces in former times called Lycia, 
Cilicia, Pamphylia and Caria, places now totally under the Mahometan, who have extin- 
guifhed the Chriftian light and intéreft as if it never had been, and in all their conquefts 
£ive Kingdoms, Provinces and great Towns new Names, beft pleafing their fancies ; but 
thereby rendring the gqueft obícure ; nay, in barbarifm burying in oblivion as much as 
in them lyes the very memory of thofe and other famous places. 

Amur ath Xeífolving to fall into ZZ4zgary and thofc parts thought fit to call home Szzaz- 
Baffa to advife concerning that War.. To which end he conftituted AZzbomet-Baffa ( Ne- 
phew to Atuftapha) General againít the Perfiazs. At Erzirum he took the mutter of all 
his Army, which was fo numerous and the fcafon fo good that he forthwith took the 
field and marched unrefifted as far as the River 4raxis (now called Arafh, ) burning 
and doing all the {poil he could. Emir-Hamze by his Scouts having notice of their num- 
bers and approach, ordered Tocomac with Symon the Georgian ( the Perfians approved 
friend.) to hinder the further entrance of the Turk fo well as they could, the General 
following with the reft of his Horfe and Dragoons. 

The Turks animated by the fuccefs they had; and by the running away of the people 
{till where they camc, fuppofing no force near, continued their march towards 7 2777; till 
upon a fudden the Perfian Horfe difcovered themfelves and engaged with fo great haíte 
and valour, that notwithftanding the inequality of numbers, the Perfian Horfe made 
good the ground until they were over-powered by fome referve of Horfe Mahomet orde- 
red to renew the charge: but by fome prifoners he took, underftanding that the Perfian 
Prince ( whofe Name was terrible to the Turk) was at hand, he thought it the beft way 
to retreat, and accordingly marched back with double the hafte he cameon 5 which the 
Perfian Prince no fooner knew, but that with unufual fpeed-he followed the Enemy in the 
rcar,and with fuch advantage that in their over-hafty paffing the Rivers many of the Turks 
were drowned and no lefs number killed in the field: a lofs fo difcouraging the youthfull 
Bafía, that after he had reproached the Apoftate Georgian Prince as if he had occafioned 
that mifchance, he ceafed not marching till he arrived az 7 epb/zs , not daring to ON 
his Enemy in the face until he had recruited. About this time .Ebrabim-cbawz Ambafia- 
dour from the Perfian King received an unufual affront at Conftantinople at the aon tie 
fion of Mahomet eldeft Son to Amuxrath, without any provocation given by the — 
fador ; the Ambafladour being contra jus Gentium made clofc prifoner for fome time, an 
his Attendants likewife confined in houfes infected with the Plague. The dengn ADI 
principallv to let the other AmbafIadours fee how little the Grand Signior vatue 1¢ 
Perfian King. . he Tark. 

Sha- Mahomet, albeit the mif-ufage of his fervant was ground fufhcient to defie the gh 
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yet feemed to take little notice of.that affront: fo unhappy was he inthe difference "'twixt 
his two Sons; which grew to that height as made it feem paít reconciliation, and at length 
threatned a civil War: For Abbas, albeit the younger Brother, having courage enough, 
and much more craft than £E»»ir-/Z7a»ze, was not afraid to proceed in his difloyal practi- 
ces to fupplant his Brother and vex his Father, whofe ageinclined him rather to purfue 
peace than war.  Notwithítanding which, perceiving Abbas reftlefs in his defigns, he was, 
by the advice of his great Officers, perfwaded to proclaim him Rebel; and with a confi- 
derable power to march towards ZZexzz to reduce himif he could. Abbas fo foon as heun- 
derítood his Fathers intent, prepared for fight; but through the advice of {ome friends 
he had about the King, wasat length prevailed with to fubmit, and by the King (upon 
promife of future obedience) embraced and pardoned, to the great diflike of Ermir- 
amze, and alfo of his Father-in-law Salmas Afirza: the laft of which, through the fubtil 
and falfe fuggeftions of Abbas to the King, wasíoon after made fhorter by the head; and 
but introductory to Emir-Hamze’s approaching ruine: for Abbas perceiving that hisBro- 
ther was not to be overcome by force, by fraud attempted it. In the mean time Ferrat- 
chan was made Commander in chief over the Turks againft Perfzs: and having prepared 
all things neceflary for an Invafion, a Mutiny unexpectedly hapned inthe Camp; which 
grew tothatheight as loft himthat Summers opportunity, and made him continue about 
Erzirum: but gave the greater advantage unto the Perfraz. 

Emir-chan, at that time Governour of T axris, falling Chow juítly is not known) into 
the King’s difpleafure had his Eyes thruft out; and being under clofe reftraint, in few 
months dyed, thereby having eaíe: but his command was given to A4iliculi-chan, who be- 
ing taken Prifoner by the Turks in their march through Georgia, made his efcape from 
Ferrat-chan: who having done as little as thofe before bim, was called home, and Ofman- 
Baffa facceeded in his place. “This Bafla was quick of refolution, and by nature fierce : 
from all thofe parts of Afia as far as Babylon he had power to draw together what force 
he pleafed: and refolving with himfelf to harraís the Perfzzz Territories with Fire and 
Sword, he imbodied atthe ufual. place of Rendezvous two hundred thoufand Horfe and 
Foot,and with a fuitable train of great Guns he drew from 7 repizozdthrough the Georgian 
Countrey pafs’d uninterruptedly into Media almoft in view of Tauris, deftroying the Ene 
mies Quarters all the way. Emir-hamze the Perfian General,formerly acquainted with 
the Turks manner of march, advanced againft them with ten thoufand good Horfe, the 
King following the Prince his Son with eighty thoufand Horfe and Foot more: fo that a 
more gallant Army was not feen, nor better commanded in Perfzz in the memory of Man. 

Five leagues to the Southwards of Tauris the Perfian Prince encamped, expecting the 
coming of Ofman ; who continued his march: and having the advantage both in numbers 
and a large train of Artillery which he heard the Perfiaz Horfe would not endure, refol- 
ved to try the fortune (as they call it) ofthe Field. The Perfiaz Prince defiring his Fa- 
ther to quicken his march, refolved the like: So as the City Taxrz interpofing and garri- 
fon'd by the Perfian, Alliculi-chan being Governour, Ofman thought it not fafe to have fo 
confiderable an enemy in hisrear, and therefore drawing beforethe place, e?re he could 
fummon it the Governour made fo brave a fally that above a thoufand 7»rks were flain, 
and the Perfiíazs made a fafe retreat with little lofs. This exafperated the Turk fo that 
haftning his approach and planting his battery he plaid fo furioufly upon the City Wall 
that a breach was made, and being refolved to ftorm, the befieged perceiving their dan- 

cr beat a parley and upon conditions to march out Souldier-like furrendred the Town, 
which had fair Quarter afforded, till fuch time as report was brought the General how 
that fome Janizaries going into a Stove were by fome of the Inhabitants fecretly made 
away, which fo incenfed the Txrk that he gave them free liberty to do what they lift; 
whereuponthe Town was plundered, unarmed Men killed by the Sword, Women abu- 
fed, andall fortsof violence exercifed, fome few Prifoners e{caping to the Perfianz Camp 
with the relation; which ferved to exafperate their minds, and fo inflamed the Prince 
Emir-Hamze that he immediately drew out a {mall party of Horfe with which he faced the 
City Walls, which Ofman could fo ill endure that albeit he himfelf was at that time un- 
der a fore diftemper of the Flux, he neverthelefs ordered ZWabemer-Baffa to beat him 
thence. The Bafla accordingly drew out forty thoufand Horfe and Foot with a final 
trainof Artillery; butthe Perfiam fceingthe number ío unequal held it prudential to re- 
tire, yet with fo moderate a pacc as exprefied their valour, and onely until he reacht 
fome part of his Army: {o that when he had twenty thoufand Horfe more added, he drew 
up with a refolution to fight the Enemy who had the fame defire- So that they foon met 
and skirmifhed, and after that engaged the whole Armies: but the Perfiams having the 
better, the Turks by the help of their train made a pretty good retreat, leaving towards 
fix thoufand Mento the mercy of the Enemies Sword. Upon 
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Upon this the Prince fent a defiance to the Txrkifh General; who accepting the Chal- 
lenge within five dayes drew out what force he had being upwards of an hundred thou- 
fand Horfe and Foot, the Perfiams {carce amounting to half that number: but feeing it 
falls out that in great Armies the far lefler part onely engage, the Perfiams had fo much 
the fuperiority in refolution that day as that after the Baf/z of Caramit was obferved to 
fall by Emir-Hamze’s fwordthe Turks gave ground, and in the confufed hafte they made 
loft more Men than had formerly been flain in the Field, and amongit others fell the 
Baffa of Trepizond, fix Sanziacks, and twenty thoufand common Men ; fo that had not 
their great Guns difordered now and then the Perfian Horfe, they had doubtlefs ob- 
tained a full Victory: the Perfians loft two thoufand. But Ofman was fo daunted with 
Emir-Hamze’s highcourage, that having conftituted Giaffer-chan ( who had been Gover- 
nour of Tripoly) the Governour of Tauris, and leaving there a great part of his Army, 
with the reft he marched back to Erzyrum the better to recover of the flux. 

“Now, albeit Ofman with a good Guard of Horfe paffed thither undifturbed, yet his 
Foot and Train that could not march above their ufual rate were interrupted by the 
Perfian Horfe, who by a nearer way got before and skirmifhed with them to fo good 
purpofe as near Sancazan they feiz’d upon their Carravan which had above 6ooo Ca- 
mels and Mules and valuable burthens, befides Afinegoes in abundance loaden with pro- 
vifions of all forts neceflary : and the reft of the Perfian Horfe being come up they en- 
gaged the whole Army; which was fo well commanded ( though Ofman was not there) 
asforíome hours a fiercer fight was not know than that in the memory of any then pre- 
fent: but Cas at other times) the Perfian Prince exprefled fo great perfonal courage 
and dexterity that by his example there was a general refolution in the Perfians to die 
or conquer: fo that in conclufion they had the Victory though with confiderable lofs ; 
yet requiting the Enemy by the lofs of twenty thoufand of his Men who then gaíped 
their laft, and had purfued the Turks had not night. and the continual firing their Can- 
non, prevented the Perfiam, and yet fome {tories report, That in the difcharging their 
Guns at random the Turks received the greateft lofs. "That part of the Army which 
e{caped made fo unpleafant a relation unto Ofman that it increafed his diftemper, info- 
much as within few dayes after he gave up the Ghoft; leaving the conduct of his fhat- 
tered Army to the Baffz Synan Cicala, a good Souldier and a wary, and whoin a re- 
treat he made towards Van gave the Perfian a notable blow , yet when he came to 
Erzyrum and took the mufters of his remaining Force, found that in this unhappy Expe- 
dition Ozman one way or other had loft a hundred thoufand of his Men. The Perfian 
Prince not thinking it advifable to follow the Enemy too far returned back to Casbyn, 
where he was imbraced by his aged Father, honoured by all the Officers, and little Iefs 
than adored by the vulgar fort; but after a little refrefhment, remembring that 7 zwrzs 
continued under the power of the Turk, he was reftlefs in his defires to reduce that con- 
fiderable place ; notwithftanding that by his fcouts he was cruly informed oftheir ftrength 
and good accommodation, moft of the Souldiers having Huts in a large Fort or 
Barbican Ofman with great labour and expence had raifed and fortified notably with 

great Ordnance, fo that Giaffer with his 15000 Foot having victualled the Forts fuppo- 
fed that he was able to defend the Place againft all the Force Perfia could bring. 

In this interim AMabomet-cbaz had the command of the Armenian Auxiliaries who were 
upwards of 10000 Men, with whom he marcht towards Tauris which he fummoned, but 
in vain 5 and being without order fromthe Perfian General knew it would be ill refented ; 
therefore as one in defpair and to increafe his account he proclaimed Mirza Thomas Ma- 
bomet's youngeft Son, King and with joyful acclamations directed their way towards Caz- 
byn. _ The old King marvailed at his infolence, and forthwith fent Emir-bamze againft this 
Conípirator ; who for fome time ftood his ground againft the Prince, but being worífted 
took him to his heels ; and being clofe purfued was apprehended near Cafbaz, and his 
head being cut off prefented to the King then at Casbyz- but the poor abufed Prince up- 
on the acknowledgment of his fault which he neither defigned nor well could help, was 
forgiven; albeit for fome time confined to his Houfe. 

‘Vhefe alternate out-breakings of the King’s Sons not onely difturbed the old King's 
ref&, but retarded the neceffary preparations to oppofe the Turks frefh Forces that were 
ready to march for reducing the City of Tauris: and withal perplext the Spirit of 
Emyr-bamze, whofe whole defign was the publique welfare of his Countrey and an ho- 
nourable defence againft the Turk: whereas his Brother Abbas had other devices in his 
head, which were by what means he might make his quickeft accefs to the Crown 5 and 
his unnatural wifh as wicked as it was wanted not inftruments to effect his defires,amongit 
whom was Alichuly-Chanz, who in meer envy bore a conítant ill will unto Face E. 
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bamze,and as occation fervcd was {till ready to eclipfe his fplendor and to lcílen him in 
his Father’s repute, which was the eafier to be done, the Emyr’s Victories and popular 
applaufe drawing moft Mens eyes and expectations upon that rifing Sun, which made 
him jealous of his own eftate and of the others fetting before his time. 

Ferrat Buffa in the ¿interim with a great Army, molt of which were drawn out of the 
Garrifons in Provinces round about, quickens his march for the feafonable relief of Taz- 
ris, which though not befieged was diftreft for Victual and by Fluxes and other Diftem- 
pers had loft many of its Men. The Perfizz King rouzed by this advance of the Ene- 
my, by the perfwafions of his Son Abbas commiflioned Aliculy-chan his friend to go Com- 
mander in chief of an Army diftinct from that his Brother Emyr-hamze commanded: for 
which end he drew what Horfe he could from his Government in Ary and Mozer- 
dram, having order alfo to joyn with Emangoli-chan who from his Government about Larr 
and Shyraz brought about 15000 Horfe, the Prince intending to follow with the main 
Body of Horfe and Foot which was about 40o0oo more. Emangoly-chan by the Princes 
directions haftened to difcover the Enemy, and in beating up the Quarters of Zeyzal-cban 
near Salmas made fonie execution, and with like good hap the Baffa of Revian; which 
accelerated Ferrat’s march: But fo foon as Alieuly chan faw the Turkifh Army, without 
the leaft reliftance he drew back, incouraging the Enemy to profecute their way, har- 
rafling the Countrey where ever they came, fuffering him to relieve Tauris and to walt 
the greateft part of Shervan. This treacherous act of _4/iculi-can was well worth punifh- 
ment; but the Enemy over-fprcading the Country with his Horfe hindred the Prince to 
give that oppofition he intended and would have becn enabled to do, had his Brother 
Abbas his Men been at his command: fo that inftead of looking towards the Enemy he 
marcht after Aliculi-chan, who fearing to encounter the Prince, kept on his way towards 
Kabul and marcht after fuch a rate that the Prince thought it not beft to profecute that 
wretch at that time, but rather to return and joyn with Emangoli-chan: which being 
done, and many Volunteers coming in beyond imagination to ierve the Prince againft 
the common adverfary, he was Ilo over-joy’d therewith that he was fully refolved fpee- 
dily to encounter Ferrar in thc open Field. But alas! when he was in the meridian of 
fair hopes and in a place thought moft free from any treafonable attempt, he was by a 
corrupted Euzuch murthered whilft he took fome reít upon a pallat in his Tent: fuppofed 
by the procuration of Aliculi-chan, and not without the füfpicion of Abbas his know- 
ledge, who by his Brothers death was undoubted Heir unto the Crown. An act fo villa- 
nous, and at fuch atime, as gave the Turks caufe to rejoyce; but Per//« became over- 
whelmed with amazement and grief. The King by the breaking of his ftaff found himfelf 
weakly fupported and ready to drop into the Earth, never having one joyful day more, 
but {pending the little remnant of his Life in continual forrow. The Army likcwife had 
fuch fad apprehenfions, as if in the Prince’s death they had all gone with him tothe grave, 
feeming carclcfs and hcartlefs to give any further refiftance to the Turk: fo large a fhare 
had this generous Prince in the hearts of the People: yea, the whole Nation by the fet- 
ting of this bright Star feem’d clouded and vail’d with everlafting night, their light be- 
ing thus miferably extinguifh’d by the bafenefs of a treacherous Varlet, imploy’d by bafe 
and cowardly Men: but the £zzzcb after ftrict examination was exquifitely tortured 5 
whiles the Body of.this great Prince was with all poflible demonftrations of love in Se- 
ptember 1586. convey’d to Ardavcil, where he was interred near the Dormitories of his 
Royal Anceftors. 

Ferrat-chan thc Turkifh General though as a noble Enemy, he could not refrain fome 
fhew of forrow for this Hero's death, yet let not flip his advantage; but in fhort time 
made tributary the whole Territory about Genge, and forced contribution from Sxmachy 
and all the Countrey "'twixt that and the Ca/pian Sca: Notwithftanding which good fer- 
vice, being called home and fucceeding worfe in the Tranfilvanian War,the next year he 
was fummoned by the Vizier of Stambul, and by a fecret order put to death. 

_Cicala Baffa Governour of Bagdat by order from the Royal port fucceeded Ferrat in 
his Chargc tor the Perfianz War. He wafted the Mcdianz Territories which lie upon the 
Fronticrs of Adcfopotamia called Diarbec, which were Qaarters that had not been fpoilcd 
of long time: but whilcs Adahomet was ordering Emangoly-chan to attend Crcala’s motron; 
Amur ath the better to proiccute his intended War in Europe, by his Ambaflador defircd a 
Ceflation of Arms with the Perfian, which the Perfiaw the better to inlarge his Domi- 
mon towards Cundahor and Chabul willingly condefcended unto; fo as Articles were 
agreed and figned, and Hoitages on each tide given accor«ling to form: and peace pro- 
claimed at Conftantinople and Czsbyz. Howbeit in lefs than three years the Perfias Ho- 
itage dying at Conftantinople, inafmuch as he was the King’s Nephew, his Body was in 
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balmed, and by S:a conveyed to Z7repizozd: and thence into his own Country , where 
lic was honourably buried amongit his friends. 


Shaw Mahomet to put a period to his difconfolate life died in the year of our Lord 
1507. and with all duc ceremony was Intombed by his princely Anceitors. In his place 
Abb.ıs his Son was proclaimed and foon after Crowned King. ^ Ambafladors from moft 
parts of the world were addreft to congratulate his accefs tothe Crown: amongit whom, 
one from th: great Turk, who was rather a Fecialis or Herald than an Ambaflador : for 
no fooncr was that Ceremony over, but in an intulting manner he menaced war, unlefs 
Abbas would fend his Son or fome other eminent Officer Hoftage in His place that was 
lately dead: which being done in the face of other Ambatladors, the manner of it was 
fo highly refented by 466.25, that to let him and the reft know how little he valued the 
Turk his Matters amity, he commanded him forthwith to be gone; which the Ambafla- 
dor fmiling at gave the King fo great offence, that in high paflion he commanded him to 
be flàin: but the great Officers of the Court difliking füch a prefident, and well know- 
ing it was in paflion the order was feemingly given, to fatistie the King and to be quit 
for {ome uncivil treatment a former Ambaflador from Perfia had at Stambul, with a Cane 
they onely chabucht him upon the foles of his feet, and then pofted him out of the Coun- 
try miferably difgraccd, an act very much below the report that went of Abbas for his 
prudence; and indeed to the violation of the Law of Nations, which holds the perfons 
of Ambalíiadors as inviolable and facred. For ’tis an Undoubted truth, there is nothing 
in civil affairs more facred and more cautioufly to be obferved than the priviledge and 
freedom of Amba(íladors; feeing that in their perfon they reprefent the honour and 
greatnefs of their mafter and are intrufted with the managery of his affairs. So as no 
Prince where.he is imploied ought by the Law of Nations to affront an Ambafladors per- 
fon by Arrefts or outrages, not being in open War, and ftaying after conge to depart, or 
practifing againft the State, or unleis the like Violation was firft offered to his own 
Ambatiador : for in doing otherwife, the Law of Armes, Nature and Nations is bro- 
ken, and an Example not of imitation but deteftation therein given. Nor was it other- 
wile refented by <murath,who upon the return of his Ambaflador, firft blafphemed, and 
then breathed defiance, vowing the utter extirpation of the Sophian race; which ne- 
verthelefs was a while deferred by reafon of his Wars in Hungary and fome inteftine 
troubles occationed through the revolt of a great part of his Forces in Natolia which is 
Afia the Iefs : fo that albeit he received additional and unwelcome tidings of the lofs of 
Tabriz, he was not then in a condition to make good the threats he thundered out againft 
Perfia, or to endeavour the recovery of the Town, foon after being arrefted by impar- 
tial Death in the year of our Lord 1604. Sultan Achmat fucceeding as Grand Signior in 
his place. 

pe i notwithitanding his being thus bearded by the Perfiaz, and that his predecef- 
for bequeathed unto him the taking revenge for the affront done his Ambaffadour, was 
fo intent upon the profecution of the entire conqueft of flungary to come the nearer unto 
Vienna thie Seat-Royal of the German Emperour, that Abbas had the more advantage to 
recruit and encompafs his dcfigns. In the firft place therefore underftanding how that by 
ordcr from the Imperial Port Cicala-Baffz the Governour of Babylon with all the force of 
Florfe and Foot he could make againft Zel- Ally. a famous Rebel formidable in his time, 
and by the Auxiliaries {fent him out of Perjia hearing of Cicala’s advance, was fo far from 
an affright that he -marched towards his adverfary, and in the Palmyriam territories en- 
gaged and routed Cicala, who was forced to leave the field and fome thoufands of his beft 
men dead in the place: Abbas taking the opportunity of the Governours abfence caufcd 
feveral of his Officers and Coozel-bafhaws to be difguized like Merchants, and under 
coiour of a Carravan centred Bagdat unfüfpected, and by that ftratagem quickly’ became 
Malter of the place. Cicala having a good intcreft at Court had this ill fuccefs inter- 
preted in the belt fence: and having received frefh orders to levy a powerfull Army to 
invade Perfiw, and, being malter of the field ) to lay clofe ficge to Bagdat, accordingly 
tac next Spring he rendezvouzed at Erzirum, and fell upon Obdolo-chan the V ice-roys quar- 
ters in Shezrvan, committing what fpoil he could : but young, Emir-Hamze-mirzua Abbas his 
*iicil Son (Ç inheriting his Uncles vertue as well as name) with'a itrong body of Horfe 
aud D-agoons confronting the Bafla ncar to Sultany gave him fuch a brufh that the Turk 
retreated asfar back as Vazn - where in a fecond encounter thc Perftan had much the better 
ot the lizht, many being flain upon the place on both fides; but by the flight of Cicala 
and the Baila of Trepizend the Perfians kept the field, had the fpoil of thofe that were 


naa and by that daycs fuccefS jn Little more time cleared all the Perfian Provinces of 
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P Sha-Asbas now moving prince-like in his own Orb, for the better fpreading of his 
ame and engaging againít his inveterate adverfary the Turk, difpatched Ambaffadours 
to feveral parts of the world: Zenal-chan was fent to Rodolph the Empcrour; Az. hicul;- 
beg to the King of Poland  Tusbaffa-Huf[an to Henry the Fourth of France, Philip the Fourth 
of Spain, and the Venetian Republique , with Initructions to treat with them about com- 
merce with Perfia, and a joint League againft their common Enemy the Turk ; and Ma- 
hbomet Rofarbeg to Shaw;Selym the great Mogul. Achmat having intelligence how active 
the Perfian was to difturb his progrefs abroad againit the Chriitians, to find him work 
at home commands Waffuph-Baffa to draw all the force of Horfe and Foot he could tothe 
ufual place of rendezvous in order to the profecuting the Perfian: -but thofe levies came 
to little effect by reafon of the peace that upon the Perfian Ambafladours repair to Coz- 
ftantinople was {oon after agreed betwixt thofe two great Mahomctans, contrary to the 
Perfians late propofition, and unhappily to the difappointing the Chriitian Princes defign. 
In the year 1613- Sha-Abbas for the better eftablifhing that Truce and more vigo- 
roufly to proceed in his begun War with the Mogul, fent 24Zy-cbaz his Ambafladour with 
an extraordinary Prefenttothe Imperial Port. The Ambafladour was treated with extra- 
ordinary refpect, and fo cajol’d by the Vifier, that as it is reported he was tempted to 
exceed his Inftructions 5 for he condefcended that his Mafter fhould as a feudatory pay 
into the Turks Exchequer an annual fum or acknowledgment for the Territories in and 
about Sheirvan and Gbylaz : which was denied by Abbas, and the Ambatfladour at his 
return ( none daring to intercede in his behalf ) was for that miflake put to death. So 
penal it is, we fee, to act contrary to inftructions; for an Ambaflador being limited by 
expreís terms, hath no liberty to be guided by his own reaíon or fight of advantage, 
uniefs his charge be unlimited 5 in which cafe, he ma warrantably act for his mafters 
good, as prudence fhall invite and circumftances in affairs of ftate adminifter occafion. 
Otherwife he may take Warning by thofe Athenian Ambafladors, who being fent into 
Arcadia and prefcribed their way, albeit they returned with good fuccefs, yet were put 
to death oncly for going another way. ~#/:an. 6. 5- 

The Turks foon after this, viz. Anno Dom. 1618. by the way ef Erzirum entred Afe- 
dia, the Army being commanded by Ally-baffa ; who taking the opportunity of the’ 
Kings abfence in Cazdabor pailed unoppoied as far as Ardaveil which he plundred, and 
harrafled the Countrey about, Cardagy-chan the Governour of Tabriz and at that time 
Prefident of thofe parts not doing any thing confiderable for prevention : upon the ad- 
vance of Emir-Hamze-mirza the Turks retreated to Van, and a Truce was prefently con- 
cluded. But the Turk ere long infifting upon the reftitution of the City 7 arz5, the War 
was frefhly profecuted. The command of the Perfian Army was given Emir-Hamze the 
Prince, who in the exprcilion of his courage, quicknefs of execution, and happy fuc- 
ccís, appeared to the Turk no other than as if his Uncle had revived ; and withal fo pru- 
dent in managing the War, that though he well knew it was attended with jealoufie and 
accidents of feveral kinds which rendred the event uncertain; neverthclefs fuch was the 
excellency of his fpirit,and fo juft and honourable the work he was upon; that to engage 
againft that infolent Enemy was his choiceft recreation: infomuch as the Turks albeit 
they could not but commend his courage, yet failed they not by fecret artifices at Court 
to deftroy this gallant perfon by an invifjible hand, amongft other engines fecretly infi- 
nuating into the heart of Abbas the danger he was in through the popular eftecm of his 
active Son: fo as what the Enemy could not effect by dint of fword, was compatled by 
bafe deceit; the Prince being firft made blind, ard Joon after away by the treachery of 
his Barber, as was commonly reported. However, his death was fudden, and without 
queftion by foul practice of fome who whiles the King was engaged in the wars of Cho- 
razan thought to have fcized the Crown : but more certain it is, that albeit (fe King was 
at firft worfted in Afozendram, nevcrthelefs by the fcafonable recruit brought him by 
Ferrat-chan he quickly recovered that lofs, quieted thofe parts about Larry-Joon, and 
returning, beat the Rebels near Casbym; where having made terrible flaughter, amidft his 
paflion Hemir-Hamze by the Kings command was made blind by a hot po.ifhcd fteel 
drawn aforc his eyes: which having formerly related nceds no rcpctition. 

Abbas not ftayiug for the Turk as the cuftome of his Anceftors had been, thought fit 
to begin with them: and taking the opportunity of thcir being engaged in Hang. ry with 
the entire conqueft whereof the Turk is reftlefs in defign) in the head of a royal Army 
he quickly cleared Sherwan, then expelled the Enemy out of Van and Tephlis, and foon 
after maítcred Balfora and Bagdat ; the laft of which through treachery was foon after 
retaken by the Turk. The Perfian King in this interval had good intelligence from Stam- 


bul concerning the diftractions of that place, which was welcome news to " a. 
of Perfia.

of Perfia. For indeed, fo infolent appeared the Famizaries there at that time, as upon 
fome fleight difguft given by De/avir the Grand-Vilier, they broke in upon the Bafa, 
and by violent hands put him to death; an outrage fo intolerable,that Ofman the Grand 
Seignior could not choofe but reprove them for fo ralh a fact : but to fuch a height of 

refumption were they foared, as they firft fecured the Empcrour under a Guard, and 
ios after murdered him; not without the fecret infinuations (as fome imagine) of his 
Uncle AZzfiapba, whom thereupon the mutinous Fanizaries firft mounted into the Throne 
and as quickly dethroned, having a better opinion of Achmat the Brother of Ozman, 
whom in that confufion they proclaimed King. 

This uproar at the Imperial Port gave the Chriftian Princes hopes that great Body 
would buríft through its own weight and inteftine diftemper: the rather for that the 
Balla of ZVatolia Abaffi-Baffa (or Apaphy as they pronounce) taking the advantage of that 
diforder thought fit to try what he could do to fet up for himíclf: Abbas alfo equally va- 
luing that opportunity, with a confiderable Body ot Horfe and Dragoons invaded Diar- 
bec, and having with a round fum corrupted one of the principal Officers in Bagdat, he 
not onely appeared but got entrance into the City before Achmat the Governour had 
any timely notice for prevention: fo that having maftered the Town, the Governour 
durft not truft unto the Cittadel and Barbican within, fo as he fecretly withdrew with a 
a imall party of Horfe into Karamania; which flight fo difcouraged thofe he left behind, 
as upon firft fummons the Forts were delivered up: Yea, fuch was the reputation of ma- 
{tering that important place, that not onely Mifdin and Merdim two other notable Forts 
yielded to Abbas, but the whole Province difpatched Perfons to acknowledge their fub- 
miflion; infomuch as all thofe People who inhabited thofe Countreys through which Tz- 
gris and Euphrates run, even from Armenia to Balforac upon the Perfz:z Gulph (terrified 
with this fudden and fuccefsful in-road) as one Man fubmitted to the Perfiax Crown; the 
reduction of thofe warm Countreys encouraging feveral Perfian Subjects to repair thither 
to jm > whiles the 7 »rks(füch as would not lift themfelves under the Perfian ) utterly 
deferted thofe parts, and in feveral Bodies retired fome into Syria, others into e£gypr: 
whereby thg Perffaz had the fole Dominion over thofe Provinces, both to the heightning 
the Perfian reputation abroad and confternation of the Turks that by this time were com- 
pofed at home, and 24//y- Baffa (who had the command of thofe revolting Countreys,) for 
his negligence in that atfair was made fhorter by the head. 

INatolia alfo was in a trembling motion at that time: for Abafi-Baffa ftood upon his 
guard. tío happened that the Perf/az judging he was really revolted doubted not but 
he would contribute what he could to efpoufe the Perfian in his defence; and for tryall 
sar tempted him to deliver Erzyrum into their hands: the crafty Baffa counterfeiting a 
willingnefs fo difpofed of his own Men that a thoufand (moft of them Georgians) of thc 
five thoufand that were fent to take poffeffion, were cut off. An act fo welcome 
to the Txrk as ingratiated him at Court; inafmuch as rich prefents were. fent him 
from Stambul, with folemn proteftations of oblivion for his Revolt, and an encreafe 
of force and continuance of Command ; all which fo well fatisfied the young Bafa, that 
after a return of thanks he immediately fell into Diarbec with all the force he could make. 
and near Moful happily gave a notable defeat to a confiderable party of Horfe and Foot 
which the Perfiaz had ordered for the better fecurity of that Garrifon and Countrey 
thereabouts. 

This lofs ftartled Abbas fomewhat, but more when he received news how about 
that time the Georgians who were in Alliance with the Turk had killed many of his 
Men near Van, andasafurther evidence of their hatred, fent their heads to the Impe- 
rial Port as a teftimony of their fervice: which complement was requited with thanks 
from thence y. but otherwife foon after by Abbas, who paid them in their own coyn for 
their future inftruction. „Abaffi-Baffa in this interim improved his time: for being ma- 
fter of the Field he both ranged and harrafled that miferable Ceuntrey without any mercy. 
45bas by thofe that fled had notice of the Turks ftrength, and of his drawing before Bag-- 
dat, which rcfolutely refufed his fummons: and for the better prefervation thereof in 
the head of thirty thoufand Horíe marched towards the Enemy notwithftanding they 
‘were double his number. The Turks neverthelefs rcfolved to continue the Siege. Ab- 
bas by an Herald challenged the Turks, but by the advice of a Council of War it was 
held advifcable rather to intrench themfelves and to ftreighten the Siege, than to 
draw off and fight. Howbeit, the Perfian Horft gave them continual alarms, and 
fo cut off provilions from abroad that in lefs than thirty dayes they were reduced to more 
want than they within the Town. Which fo perplexed the Turk, that to the amazement 
even of their own Camp taking the advantage of the night Abaffi drew off, and having 
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got the Tigre "'twixt him and nis advcrfary made the beft retreat he could with bag and 
baggage: but having a Train of Artillery withal to draw, could not make füch,hafte but 
that the Perfians got over Tigris at length, and had a nimble purfuit of the Turks for ten 
dayes, and with fuch effcct as very few of them cfcaped. A Victory fo remarkable and 
obtained with fo little lofs as in twenty years time a greater was not recorded ; fo asthe 
memory of it at this day lives trefh all over Perfia, as appeared by feveral Sonnets amongft 
them at my being in that Countrey about five ycars aftcr. 

Abbas having fufhciently fcoured thofe Weftern parts,was no lefs active and fuccefsful 
elfewhere: For the next year viz. 1627. by the good conduct Of Curchiki-cawn he totally ex- 
pulfed the Turk out of Shervanand Gheylan, and reduced the Natives to their allegiance ; 
and by Tamas-Cooli-beg likewife annexed Afozendram to his Empire; having done the 
like a little before by Lolla-bez and Emangoly-cawz in the conguelt of Larr, Karmaen, Or- 
mus, Chufiftin, Adacroz, and part of Ajaman and Faztrey - 10 as he extended his Terri- 
tories one way from Zzd»s to Euphrates, and the other from the Ca/pian Sca to Babylon and 
the Gulph of Perfra, which to this day they keep, to the elevation of the honour of that 
Crown, and confternation of the neighbouring Pontentates. 

In this fort, 4bbas,after he had attained to a higher exaltation of glory than any of his 
Race, the whole courfe of his command being full of fplendor, died in the year 1628. 
of the Aeg. 1008. after he had lived full fourfcore years, and ruled the Empire forty 
three. His Body was from Casbyz tranflated to Ardavcil, and buried near the Corps of 
his great Anceftors, and in his place Soffee his Grand-fon was proclaimed King, who 
after he had fwayed the Scepter about fifteen years being likewife fummoned by impar- 
tial Death was buried at Coom, and fucceeded by his Son Abbas, a Prince of great courage 
and prudence at this day, and likcly to preferve what his Royal Progenitors committed 
to his infpection and Government. 

Thus having run over the Series of the Kings; inthe next place I fhall offer my mixt 
Obfervations concerning that Kingdom: together with a littlc fupplement relating to 
their Religion; after which { fhall proceed in our Travels. But firit, fuffer me to take 
a farewel of Perfia, in this fhort Epidicticon,

In after-times thy Cozrhoe (Perfia) made 
A pond of Chriftian Blood: Nor here thou ftaid, 
But (in diflike of CHRIST ) the Arabian Thief 
Thou chofe to-be thy unlearned Fudge and Chief 
Hence, hence proceed thofe grof Impseties, 
Which fwallow’d, greedily delight thine eyes! 
Blood-fhed and buf tbe Foui out of Kind, 
Which my cbafte Mufe is fear’d to name: the rind 
Thou onely keeps of zealous awe: the Heart 
Is foul defil’d : for fo thou learn’ ft the Art 
Of Luft and Pride from thy curt Mahomet, 
Whofe thoughts unbounded all on Thrones was fet- 
Nor did his Succeffors as Prophets live, 
But one another murdered: All did grieve 
At Neighbours Diadems. The God of Peace, 
For shale thy fins, thy power will fure decreafe. 
And thou that oft haft felt a Forreign Power, 
Once more maift feel a Scythic Race fo fower, 
That all the World [hall know, bow greate]t Kings 
Are thrall to change as well as weaker Things. 


Aving given a brief memorial concerning their Kings and Revolutions of State, I 

fhall think it worth my labour to add fome mifcellaneous obfervations I made re- 

lating to the Men and manners of the Countrey. And firft concerning the Countrey 1t 
felf5 than which, no other, as I fuppofe, has had greater variation: For in Nimrod’s days it 
was called Chufaor Cuth, a name aflumed from the Son of Cham, who removed thence firft 
into Arabia, and after that into South 4frick : but in Chedor-laomer’s and till Daniels time 1t 
was named Elam,from Elam Son of Sem,Brother (if prophane Authors fay true)to Madai or 
Atlas Murus Sonsof Tapber5 and thence called Elamite and Elame: the next it changed to 
was Perfia, Perfe [unt vocati a Perfeo Rege, qui nomen ejus [nbatla genti impofuit, faith Zfidore : a 
Grecian Hero he was, Son to Jupiter by Danae the Daughter of Acrifivs: albeit others ra- 
ther think it is derived from Parafp, i.c. a Horfe in Perfian 5 or*Pere(b, which inthe Hebrew 
fignifies a Horfeman; howbcit in old Language of that Countrey it fignifics a Ram 
Cas typified in D.:ziel; ) and in the Chaldee a Horfes hoof, a hooked Note, or a di- 
Villian. The Greeks called it Panchaya, and Cepboeze, in memory of Cepheus, who was 
diicr King of part of ~£thiopia; Brother to Cadmus, -Agenor’s Children. This Ce- 
phens was Father to Andromeda, Wife to Perfews and Parent of Perfes the renowned 
Archer, who flouriihed in the World before the building of Rome, twelve hundred and 
feventy Years. Cag and Magog fome have named her, and A4agufea other-fome, but ironi- 
cally. Such timc as Achimaenes Son to -£gaus King Of Athens ruled, it had an Achementan 
denomination, as Adctafihenes the Perfiam Hiftorian, Lucan, Herodotus, Suidas, Cedrenus 
and others obícrvc. Atter which it was named 4;fuca, from Arfaces the Heroick Parthian. 
Pp 2 Artea 
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Artea after that by themfelves, importing a noble Countrey ; from whence many iliuftri- 
ous Perfons affumed their fore-names, as 4rta-xersxes, AArta-banus,- Arta-phrene-, Art- 
afpes, &c. But the Tarrars in their over-running this and a greater part of Afia named 
it Chorforia or rather Cor-face, for the Perfiams called them Sace as Strabo lib. 11. and So- 
linus note. The Arabians Ano Dom. $98. (fuchtime as Mahomet fubjected it) new named 
it Saracenia, MAzemia by the Turks, for that it was part of the Z//yrzaz Empire, by the 
fame reaíon the Scythians called them 4ramai by neighbouring the Syrizvs: but in envy to 
Siet Gunet the late Reformer of the Alcoran call’d rziz aria and Agamia: {ince when, they 
have added thofe of Sophiani, Fefel-baffi, Izmaelite, Shec-Ayderit, Curafania, and other 
names unworthy the notice, fave that Time herein feems to difport and pleafe it felf 
with this kind of variety. 

‘The Empire is terminated on Eaft Weft North and South, with 7zdia, Arabia, Aefo- 
potamia, the Cafpian and Perfian Seas. From Cazdabor to Babylon Eait and Weft it 
ftretches four hundred and forty farfangs, of Exglifh athoufand three hundred and twen- 
ty miles, infeventy days ufually travelled; and onm Giulphal or Telpby near Van in Geor- 
gia t@ Cape Gwader in twenty five degrees the furtheft part of Gedrofra. or Aacroz upon 
4ndus, North and South are four hundred ninety and fix farfangs, which are a thoufand 
four hundred eighty and eight Exglifs miles, in eighty days commonly journeyed: from 
whence we may compute, the circuit according to our miles is not lefs than four thoufand. 
The North and Eaft part of the Countrey is fruitful in Grafs, Corn, and Fruit; for 
there they have plenty of beneficial fhowers and a temperate feafon: the South and Weft 
(except where Rivolets are) appear to be fandy, mountainous and fterile: for the vehe- 
ment heat fcorches the Earth and makes it barren; and from whence, the foil yields no 
exhalations the Mother of Clouds, and confequently wahts Rain to moiften the Earth: 
but inftead thereof God vouchfafes them frequent breezes. All confidered, no part of 
Afia yields a more healthy Air: onely, as the Empire is large fo the temperature of pla- 
ces differs in heat and cold according to the variety of latitudes. 

Concerning the publique Revenue of this Kingdom, asthere isnot any thing amongft 
civil affairs more fubject to errour than a true and intrinfique valuation coneerning the 
wealth, power, policy, and force of an Eftate; fo in this conjectureI muft go upon un- 
certainty. The Kings publick revenue of old was 14560 Exboic Talents, which by tribute 
coming from feveral Provinces in different forts of Coin, was here made one, but firft 
melted and kept in Earthen Pots, and minted as there was occafion. But how ímall fo- 
ever it fcem now to others, the Perfzam neverthelefs makes many forts of Harvefts; filling 
every year his Coffers with above three hundred and fifty feven thoufand Tomans, (a To- 
man is five Marks Sterling,) in our Money about 1190000 Pound Sterling: a Revenue 
the more to be admired, fince he extracts it principally from raw Silk, Cuftoms and Cot- 
ton; albeit he thinks not any way difhonourable that brings in Money. Turpia gue non—- 
Auri fuadet Amor? So thought Abbas: and thence derived that cuitome ot [ending into 
the Market his daily Prefents of Fruits and Flowers: a kind of thrift ordinarily practi- 
fed by the greateft Potentatesin Afia, and of which he not only boafted (not as Agefi- 
laus did of his polt-foot) but feemed to complain of the micety of other Princes in that 
particular. Nor is he without example: for we read in 1 Chron. 17. King David not- 
withftanding his enlarged Empire and conquefts, thought parfimony a Revenue: and 
thence neglected not the increafe of his Exchequer, at home appointing Officers to 
overíee his Labourers that tilled the Ground, his Vineyards, Olives, Fields, Sheep, 
Camels, Affes, and the like ; which was a good Example to his Subjects, and not held 
difhonourable; for the profit of the Earth isfor all, and the King himfelf is ferved by 
the Field, faith Solomon, Ecckf. 5-9- Tney alfo had their Merchants. And no doubt, 
if allthe Potentates of the Earth were enquired after, none would exceed Abbas in fru- 
gality : for albeit having a merum imperium, he could command what he pleafed, never- 
thelefs was more delighted in his Artificers, by Letter confefling his admiration upon 
fight of fome matlie piece of Plate; which if he but commended,they knew the fignification : 
And in Gold having received a Prefent; if rich and heavy,then it was commendable work 
though never folumpifh: for he values more by weight than workmanfhip Ninety wall- 
ed 'Townsare under his command, and Villages above forty thoufand ; few of which, one 
way or other,efcape this kind of Courtíhip: for though they practife nothing lefs than 
Goldfmiths work and Imagery,yet upon an imaginary report,defiring to fee whether fame 
had not been niggardly in their commendation,they dare not but return him as an acknow- 
Icdgment of their thanks the beft fort of metal. Forgetting that turpe Regi, vinci bere fictis. 
Confidering which, that great Treafure which is commonly taken out for oftentation at the 
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travcls with other fancies: for he hath many Factors abroad, whom he difpatches through 
the Univerfe,fome of which return in three,in five fome,few pafs {even years without giving 
an account to his Commiflioners: if they return empty they are rarely fent abroad again,for 
he is a ftrict Auditor : but when they return full fraight and to his liking, he rewards 
them confidcrably 5 further gratifying them with a woman out of his Haram, a Horfe, a 
Sword, a Mandil, or the like. Under fuch hopes and promifes they live, and Polliticis 
dives quilibet effe poteft. 

Again, from Induftant, Tartary, and Arabia every year move towards Perfía many 
Carravans that import merchandize of feveral forts; as China warc, Sattens, Silks, 
Stones, Drugs, Tulipants, ec. of whofe approach he has early notice 5 and fometimes for 
realon of State prohibits his Subjects to trade with them as contrabanda 5 whereupon 
none dare traffique, but by that artifice bringing them to his own price: Or elle his Fa- 
étars meet them upon entring his Dominions with a report that the paflage is not onely 
long but dangerous, or that the late dearth makes the Countrey incapable to buy; by 
fuch devices fo ftartling them, that rather than run their refque or incur his difplcafure 
they oft-times condefcend to a reafonable mart, fometimes receiving money for goods, 
or by exchange for what the Perfian Emperour can beft fpare ; to his own fubjects and 
others his merchants, then difperfing thofe new merchandizes at good rates ; and having 
coin or bullion ( to prevent its pilgrimage into, other regions ) molds it into plate of 
large aflize, too heavy to go far, work, poor in fhew but not in value. Befides, by a 
cuftomary Law he makes himfelf heir to whom he pleafes; fo that few rich men die but 
he claims a propriety ; none daring to call his claim in queftion.  Forgctfull of the old 
Adagoe,Regium eft ditare non ditefcere more princely to inrich than to be rich, and it wasa 
noble ipecch of Cato well worth the remembring, Malim cum optimis de Virtute quam cum 
ditiffimis de pecunia certare, Y had rather contend with the beft for Vertue, than with the ri- 
che‘: for Silver. The covetous will never have enough, Avarus non implebitur pecunia. Eccl. 
$.9. He alfo according to the old mode expects annual prefents. One mans offering 
a year or two before our being in Perfia is remarkable: it was the Duke of Shyraz who 
prefented the King in Larrees the value of four hundred fixty and five thoufand florens, 
forty nine goblets of gold, feventy two of filver, and fuch other rarities, as in all bur- 
thened three hundred camels: a royal prefent from a fubject. Yet this might be tolera- 
ted were Affrea here adored: but contrarily, corruption oft renders this brave Prince 
too much diftempered. So as 


Where money over-rules, what good do Laws ? Quid faciant leges ubi fola pecunia regnat é 
Fer there tbe poor are crufht without a canfe. Aut ubi paupertas vincere nulla poteft. 


Nor do the Perfian Kings now refemble thofe their great Anceftors who were governed 
by the Statute Laws: for in Dan. 6. 7. it is recorded That the Prefidents of the Kingdome, 
the Governours, Princes, Councellours and Captains confulted together to ordain a roy- 
al Statute, eftablifhed by JDariz his figning, which exprefled the Royal aflent : but ra- 
ther what the fame Prephet told Belfhazzar that Nebuchadnezzar aflumed, Dan. 5- 19- 
Whom be would be flew, and whom he would be kept alive ; he fet up and pulled down as he 
lifted : and according to that pattern the Eaftern Princes whether Mahometans or Gen- 
tiles demean themfelves, ufurping an abfolute Dominion: againft which, the Civilians 
in defence-of the Law of Nature complain Quod Princip: placuit, Legis illic babet vigo- 
rem, ec. Law, made adequate to the will of the Ruler. A memorable prefident we 
have in that fearfull fhift or expofition the Magi gave one of the Perfian Kings when he 
defired to marry his Daughter, telling him There was no Law to warrant fuch a fact ; but 
a Law they found that the King might do what he lift : but ad libitum mutare Leges, quia 
Regnum datur propter Regem was no good Comment: for it is a maxim that Omnis Regni 
poteftas referri debet ad bonum Regni, whereas a Panbafilay levels Princes with Peafants. 
And indeed in ‘his glafs I wih we that live under Chriftian Kings and States could fee 
our own frecdome and happinefs : efpecially above thofe that live in unnatural bon- 
daze under fuch as acknowledge Mahomet : For not without due acknowledgment be it 
remembred, that in Exrope the Subjects under moit Chriftian Kings and States are govcr- 
ned by wholfome Laws, have lives and properties preferved, yea, befides municipals 
have the Fura naturalia which are held tmmutable, preferved , agreeable to that great 
Aphorifim of Nature, Quod fieri non vis, alteri non feceris : upon which Bafis, all our whol- 
fome Laws arc founded. Cicero alfo L. 4. de legibus, Lex eft fundamentum libertatis, Law 1s 
the fouadation of liberty. And again, Leges inventa funt ad falutem Civium Crvitatumqs 


incolumitatem, Vitag, Hominum ut effet quieta c beata, Laws faith he are enacted dd 
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the prefervation of Cities and Men; tothe end, they may enjoy a happy life: yca for 
that realon it is the Apoftle enjoyns us to pray for Kings and all that are in “‘uthority, that 
undcr them we may live a quiet and peaceable life, in all godlinefs and honefty : the true reach of 
the Law being oncly to maintain property, to iccuie the perfons and Eftates of men,and 
to ordcr all things fo as may conduce to publique good : 1uch is the happincí3 we enjoy. 
But in viewing tie reveríc fhall find that in Perfia, Turkie, and other Mahometan Countreys 
jc is otherwife: for there the Princes exercife a merum Imperium, not cnduring to be limi- 
ted or bounded by any Law: fo that the fencc being broken down, what defence is 
there for rhe poor fubject againft rapinc, luft, or what may othcrwifíe deftroy and 
render the outward man as to this life moit mifcrable ? Nay, the inward too 5 albeit 
there be a fecming toleration: for how many sfironts and maflacres acted upon tri- 
vial pretences are they that profefs Chrift fubjcct to ? How oft arc their children ra- 
vilhed from them and forcibly circumcifcd ? with other crucltics too many to be here 
remenibred. 

That therefore which the Perfian Kings of old fo much gloried in, Se effe Domizos om- 
nium Hominum, cc. is now their doctrine : for thcy have power of life and death; con- 
demn without h.a:iny ; difpote of mens perfons aud cflates when and asthey pleafe with- 
out any refpect of risht, cípecially at mens deaths;wherc there is any confiderable Eftate; 
the heir not prcíuming further than to inventory, feeing the King Hath the fole power 
of difpo[urc ; and fo, as in the dividend *tis well if a tenth come to the right inheritor, as 
we und.riiaud rigi:t. Such alas is the cuftome and conftitution of thofe Eaftern Coun- 
trejs- winre the beft reafon they have is That in all Ages they have been nuzzled under 
that forc of Government, and through long cuftome uted to adore their King: fo that 
as of old ctiicy are not content to reverence him as the Image of God who (as Plutarch in 
the life of 7 bemiffocles albeit a Gentile doth confefs ) by his infinite wifdome governs and 
preferves all things, with Orpbews account him Animata Dei imago in terris, aud with Hao- 
mer the belt beloved Son of 7ove ; but have a more tranfcendent eftecem and Opinion con- 
cerning him: For they retain the fame repute as in former times their Anceitors did of 
their clemental Deities: Perfas luco Deorum babere Reges, faith ~£fchilus, a Warfhip aflu- 
mcd firft by Cyrus upon his conqueft of Babylon, after which time proftrations were 
ordinarily made by the fubjects. Soas one in their excufe faith, Perfe ron pie folum fed etiam 
prudenter Reges fuos inter Daos colebant, proftrato corpore Regem venerantur, Plutarch in yita 
4 hemiftocl:s : with which kind of adoration, Heliogabalus was ferved, more Perfarum, faith 
the Hiftorian. But we may fuppofc this was a civil not a divine honour. Neverthelefs trom 
that reverential awc, they prcfumcd not either to fpit or cough in prefence of the King,a 
cuftome anciently practifed (as Xezephon obfervcs?or in publique ailemblies appear other 
than inanimate Statua's 5 and as of old, pu?! their hands within their fleeves in fign of fer- 
vitude, forbearing for thofc times in his prefence to fpeak to one another, or probably 
to think amiís ; tor iome of the fimpler fort fuppofe he knows their very thoughts: So 
as at the receipt of any Letter from him they firit give it a raomDarroc or folemn refpect 
by the bowing their bodies and kifling the paper before they read ; and fwear ufually by 
his head, as Sbaw-amba[by and Serry-(bw, than which they have not a more folemn atte- 
Íítation. But herein they imitate others of old 5 for in Gen. 42. 16. we find Fofcph fwear- 
ing by the life of Pharaoh. The Greeks alfo as Juvenal obferves jurare paratis per Caput 
alterins were ufed to {wear by one anothers head ; which the Romans themfelves likewife 
imitated as appears by Ovid in his Epiftles, Pergue tuum noffrumgq; Caput quod junximus una 
juro 5 and by Sil. lib. 10. Adjuro teque tuumque Caput : but the Perjians bcfides the head 
iwore by the Kings rigiit hand, for that was the Oath Darius gave Tereus the Eunuch 
when chofen to attend tl.e Prigceis Sratir.z, atcerwards married to Alcx nder: yea, they 
apprehend that the King feces in a:i places, as may be prcfumed by pointing their finger 
to the cyc and faying Chafh i. c. the King iles, and his words eítceemed Apophthegms 
arc Many t:m^s regilircd as well as deecs in Cedar Tabiets gumm?d with Cinnaber, his 
Name uíualiy; writ with gold upon paper of a curious glofs and finenefs varicd into fe- 
veral fancies, c/ccted by taking oyl’d colours and dropping them feverally upon water, 
whereby the papcr becomes fleck and chamletted or vein?d in fuch fort as if rcíemblcs.A- 
Bat or fo:phy:y. Ina word, thcy {pare not to parallel their King with Mahomet and 
Ally, and as accuítonicd of old, ingeminate 


D> noltris Annis tibi Jupiter augeat Annos, By lofs of ours the Gods preferve thy life. 
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Yea, the better to illuftrate his perfecétions, amongfít other his Provincial Titles thcy 
give him the Epithetes of Ambcr, Nutmeg, Rofes, and fuch fweet odours and Howers as 
molt delight the Senfíe5 which alfo is the form of molt Countreys inthe Orient. So that 
upon the whole, under moft miferable fervitude thefe wretched Mahometans do live; 
happy onely in not being fenfible, which they the better endure, not knowing what a 
free Subject means, and for that they are indulged to the height of corrupted appetite- 
And yet, although the King himfelf be incircum{criptible and have his Sic volo, fic ju- 
beo allowed him; neverthelcfs (well knowing that maxim true Sceptrorum vis tota perit 
cum perdere jufta Incepit, for "tis Juftice that fupports the Crown; -and that fine Lege 
quid [unt Regna nifi latrocinia? without law, what do Kingdoms differ from places of Rob- 
bery?) for the avoiding confufion and prefervation of the peace, Laws or rather Cu- 
{toms they have which are ftrictly executed : for the Souldicry they arc fubjccted under 
Ordinances of W/ar; the reft under a kind of Imperial Law, which ferves to diftinguifh 
meum and tuum betwixt the Subject: For which end in molt Cities and great Towns Caw- 
fees and other Magiftrates are appointed, who have power from the King to call per- 
fons, examine witneíles, and to hear and determinc bufinefs *twixt party and party, yea 
to award judgment in caufes civil and criminal, with little charge and fhort'attendance ; 
and in criminals, no place affords more fevere proceedings: which is the reafon that 
the Countrey is fo fecure, and Travellers can fcarce find a more quiet place than Per fta. 
But feeing the Cawfees have a latitude allowed them in Adjudications and accept of gifts, 
I fear they may be corrupted and biafled5 which too oft blinds the eyes and makes Inno- 
cence the Delinquent. 

Now concerning the Natives they are generally well-limb’d, and ftraight; the Zoeze 
they live in makesthem tawny; the Wine cheerful, Opium falacious. The Women paint; 
the Men love Arms, all affect Poetry: what the Grape inflames, the Law allays, and 
example bridles. The Perfians allow no part of their Body hair except the upper lip,which 
they wear long and thick and turning downwards, as alfo a lock upon the crown of the 
head, by which they are made to believe their Prophet will at the Refurrection lift them 
into Parade. A figment, whether proceeding from ZZabomer's own brain of the Apo- 
{tate Monk his Affociate, uncertain : but probable it is he had read the Scripture, and 
there in Ezecb. 8. 3. and in the Apocryphal ftory of Bel and tbe Dragon finds Abacuc fo 
traníported from Judea to Babylon, for elíéwhere their head is fhaven, or made inca- 
pable of hair by the oyl Dowae, being but thrice anointed. Tnis has been the mode 
of the Oriental People fince the promulgation of the Alcoraz, introduced and firft im- 
pofed by the Arabians. But that the wearing hair and covering the head was other- 
wife of old, appears in Hiftory very plainly. 

Hair was worn according to the humour of feveral Nations, agreeablU to the tempc- 
rature of the place and Natures dictate: for in Countreys more inclining to the Poles 
than the «€guinottial ufually Men fence their Heads from cold with long hair; but in 
more temperare climes hair is curt, and commonly cxpofed to the air for refrefhment: 
but within the torrid Zoze their head was kept warm to ward off the penetrating beams 
of the Sun,whofe ardour could not be endured. The Romans living in the mid-way ’twixt 
the Tropic and Polar Circle fhaved not their heads, yet wore their hair fhort according 
to the modern fathion of the Spazizrd, as may appear by Medals and other Antiquities, 
in which the Cefars for the firft two Centuries are fo reprefented; albeit the firit was 
fo called for having a bufh of hair upon his head at the Birth. Amongf{t the Zews alfo 
of old it was the cuftom to wear it thort, as may be gathered from 1 Cor. 1 1.1.4. where 
by way of interrogation the Apoftle faith, Doth not Nature it felf teach you, that if a Man 
have long hair, it ts a [hame unto bim? with confideration had-unto the Climate. Never- 
thelefs in fome cafes long hair was allow'd; as to the ZVazzrztes, who feparating from 
the World dedicated themíclves to the Lord, and by that Vow fuffered no rafour to come 
upon their heads, but permitted their locks to grow to full length, Num.6.5- as exem- 
plified in Sampfoz > Samuel, the Baptih and others: For albeit our Saviour in AZzrrb.2.2 3. 
is called a Nazarite, that was rather from the City Nazareth, fccing he refraincd not 
Wine, as my he fuppofed by the Marriage at Cava in Galilee and the Inftitution of the 
a&ucbarifl, and by that the Jews dctractingly imputed Luke 7.34. But that Princes and 
Perfons of Quality in thofc times wore long hair is evident by feveral prefidents: Ifhall 
inftance Avfalom, who.wore his hair fo long and fo large that cutting it once every 
ycar it is faid to weigh two hundred fhekels by the King’s weight,which made tix pound 
and four ofinces allowing the fhekel half an ounce: not mentioned by way of reproach, 
C albeit what he made his pride becamc his judgement, for it is laid, Thar zorze zz Mracl 
was fo praifed for beauty; as Abfalom, ) but rather an ornament. Nor can it bc deny s 
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but fhort hair at {ome time and in fome places was a fymbol of fervitude. Bcfides, it ap- 
pears by the effigies at Chil-mynar ( where I touched a little upon this fubject ) tkat moft 
of the Monarchs of old wore their hair very long and crifped, and as particularly inftan- 
ced by Plutarch in the defcription of Affyages. A comet with a bufh appearing in Vt {pa- 
fians reign, and by fome Aftronomers judged to portend his death, he wittily made this 
reply, That bufhy ftar points not at me who am bald, but rather at the comct-like locks 
of my brother the King of Parrbiaz. The Gauls alfo of old were denominated from their 
hair, C'omati , Neque enim fas erat Francorum regibus comam tondere, fed a pueritia intonft 
mancbant, adeo ut a tergo crines defluant ; nam a fronte difcriminati utrinqy feruntur. Car an- 
ciennement tous les Nobles portoiezt de longs cheveux, Cec. {ays a French hiftorian. Ina 
word, Cafaries fignum crat nobilitatis. And the Britains, our Anceftors, of old, as now, 
imitated their tranfmarine neighbours, as appears by antique Coins aud otherwife. So 
that albcit the Monks from a Tradition fhave the upper part of their head by way of 
diftinction from the Laity and for dedication, yet therein they differ from the Levitical 
Priefthood, who (except in lamentations, as in J7fz. 15. 2. ) were not fuffered to make 
bald parts upon their head, fhavetheir beards, or make incifions in their flefh, Levit. 2 1. 
s. which laftis now practifed amongit Mahomctans. 

But not to run into extrcams : as amongft the primitive Chriftians it was a reproach to 
wear long hair, fo was it to be bald ; therefore to avoid that contempt, fuch as had 
fhort hair wore railed caps, fuch as fhaved wreathed their heads with rolls of linnen not 
onely for ornament but to expel the Suns piercing raycs, and for defence againft an 
Enemy 5 for undoubtedly thofe large Turbants the Turks wcar over a flat-crown’d quil- 
tcd cap isa very ferviccable head-piece. Thofe in Perfiz are exccílive large and valuable, 
albeit commonly of Callico; for the fuperiour fort of people have them woven with 
Silk and Gold with a rich fringe or taflel of Gold and Silver at the end: but at feafts, 
entertainments and gaudy-dayes 1 have feen them wreath their Shaíties with ropes of 
orient Pearl and chains of Gold fet with precious ftones, of grcat valuc. That which 
the King himfelf has on differs not in fhape from others, unlets it exceed for magnitude: 
all the difference I could obferve was that he wore it the contrary way and «more crect 
than others. Which put me in mind of that which Plutarch mentions concerning Arta- 
Xerxes, who in his old age caufing his Son Cyrus to be proclaimed King, gave him the 
royal prerogative of wearing the pico or top of his Cydaris upright; not permitted any 
fubjcct- Some glimpfe of that head-tire or Tiara we have in Pint. vita Antonii, which 
noble Roman gave order for a high and rich Tribunal to be ercétcd in the moft publick 
place of Alexandria, where he and Cleopatra feated themielves in Chairs of burnifhed 
Gold: two of a lefler fize were fct for their two Sons ; the eldeft was called Alexander, 
to whom for hrs fhare of the world he affligned Parthia, Adedia, and Armenia, who that 
day wore upon his head a rich Tiara which refembled a high-crown’d Hat, and upon 
his fhouldcr a long Veft according to the royal Robe of Perfia : but Prolomy the younger 
(to whom he bequeathed Macedon and other parts of Greece) upon his head had a broad- 
brimm'd Hat, about which was a fillet or band richly fct with iloncs, upon his fhoulder 
a long Cloak after the Macedonian cut, and upon his fect were embroidered fandals. 

With theic Shafhes the Perfians go covered all day long, not excepting, the prefence 
of the King, nor thcir fct times of devotion : for to bare or uncover the head is held 
irreverent. Now as the Europeans in their falutes ufua!ly take off their Hats in prefence 
of their betters to bare their heads, the Mahometans fignific the fame oncly by a mode- 
rate dcilexion of the head and direéting their head towards thcir heart, by which tliey 
ufually exprcefs their complement, as noted by Q. Curt. But this cuftome came in with the 
Alcoran , before which, the Oriental people, Perframs and others wore a fort of Hat 
and Bonnet, as yet continued in Chiza, where unlefs by the late invafion of the Tzrrars, 
Mahomet is not acknowledged’: yea, both at falutations and in prefence of fupcriours 
they were uncovered. So fay Exfhathius and Diozyfits two credible witnefles : and Plutarch 
attcits the like; for faith he, Gozrrz FHlofles Caput tegimiuts, Amicis nic zmzrzs in fight we cover 
the head againft our Encmics, but faluting our Friends are uncovered. A practice not 
oncly commended but commanded by S. Panl, 1 Cor. 11. 4. where it is faid That at the 
exercife of Religious Duties to be covered the head thereby is difhonourcd 5 for, that a 
man ought not to cover his head at thofe times, appears by the feventh Verfe: but as to 
the otier fex, it is otherwifc. Now how rigid foever the Turk may frem in abhorring 
the moving his Turbant, cípcecially towards a Christian in fahivaxions 5 the Perfis ne- 
verthclefs have morc gencrolity : for withthem it isa Maxim, and might bc (o with others, 
That tingularity is difcommendable, as being an humour either flighting order and de- 
grecs of men (allowed Angels, ) or otherwife the civil cuftomes and geod manners of 
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Countrcys in things indifferent and meerly ceremonial, ferving onely to cement aff «tion. 
And albeit to one another they are flrict enough to that mode or cuítom of bcing covcr- 
ed; neverthelefs, at Afharaf after Sir Dodmore Cotton had his Audience, at which Sha- 
Abbas was prefent with the Ambafladour, the King his Mafter’s health being by Sir Robert 
Sherley remembred, the Ambafladour {tanding up uncovered, the Perfian King ( frolick at 
that time, or rather in civility) took off his Tulipant. Another time, asI heedieny crofled 
the Court where the King wasfitting in an open Tent hearing Petitions, 1, according to the 
European mode, made my due refpects, by uncovering my head and bowing reverently to- 
wards the King, who obferved it, and was fo well pleafed therewith that he raifed his Tur- 
bant a little from his brows, both to honour me the more and to exprefs his fatisfaction $ 
efpecially, as I was afterwards told, for that I appeared in my own Countrey Habit: other- 
wife it had been a prefumption punifhable, but as it proved, a grace that procured 
me the more refpect, efpecially with the better fort, where-ever I pafled. The King indeed 
took great delight and efteem’d it an addition of luftreto his Court to behold exotiques in 
their own Countrey Habit : fo that the greater the variety appeared, he would fay the more 
was his Court and Countrey honoured at home, and in eftimation abroad: infomuch,as up- 
on any affront done a Stranger, if in his own Habit, hc fhould be fure of reparation; butin 
cafe he went in the Habit of the Country wherchetravelled, undiftinguifhable when the 
injury was offer'd, it would be otherwifíe upon addrefs for vindication: the emphafis it 
feems wanting that inclined it- Such was then the rule of Court and populous places: 
albeit in travel Forreigners have their liberty to pleafe themfelves as to their Garb, and 
without caufe of exception to any. 

The Afraticks wear no bands, their Aljoba or out-fide Veft is ufually of Callico ftitcht with 
filk, or quilted-with Cotten: but the better fort have Veffes polymite Garments of party-co- 
floured filks, fome being fatten, fome gold and filver Chamlets, and fome of Bodkin and 
rich cloth of gold figured; for variety beft pleafesthem: no colour dif pleafes but black, 
which is not worn, becaufe they hold it difmaland unlucky. Their fleeves are ftrait and 
long ( varying from the Tzrk, who have them wide and fhort, ) their clofe coat ufually 
reaches to their calves, and bearsround. Their waitesare girt with finetowels of filk and 
‘gold about cight yards long; thofe and the Shafhes diftinguifh the quality of thofe that 
wear them: Dukes and other of the Noble fort have them woven with gold Merchants 
and Coofel-ba[bes with filver; of fiik and wool thofe of inferiour rank. 

Next their skin they wear fmocks or demi-fhirts of cotten, in colour refembling Scorch 
plad: their breeches like the Jrifh trooze have hofe and {tockings fowed together; the 
itocking falls not alwaysinto their fhooes, but from the ancle down gives to the eye two 
inches of theleg naked. Their fhooesare of leather well fow’d, but without latchets, and 
of what colour you can fancy, fharp at the toe and turning upwards, the heels high and fmall 
fhod with iron or nails ingrailed. Thisalfo I noted,they do not wed themfelves to thcfe iron 
hemi-cycles for thrift or eafe,(they fcldom journey far, or go fwiftly, exercife and fj pare diet 
never agreeing butto tread in a venerable path of antiquity. A cuítom alfo derived from 
their Fore-fathers,cither fymbolizing with Mahomet whofe Arms was a crcícent Diana, his 
Motto Crefco: elfe borrow'd fromthe Cygales of the Athenians or from the Romans who 
worecreícents(orHalf-moons)upon their fhooes as anEnfign of honour,or rather as Ifiderus 
Obíerves;,ZVotam centenarit numeri ftenificaffe 5 quia initio Patricii centum fuerant. By Martial and 
Pancirollus termed Lunati calcei; Lunatanufquam pelts - and by Statius in his Bofcages,Pzzm-4; 
patritiaclaufit veftigia Luna,e&c. In old times alfo ufed by the Fews, as may be gathercd from 
the 68 Pfal. 3o. verf: That tread under feet pieces of filver, i. e. garnifh their fhooes with filver 
plates, accordingtothe vulgar Tranílation. Over all,the Perfians (cfpecially fuch as travel) 
throw fhort Calzoons or coats of cloth C without fleeves ) furred with fable, foxes, mufh- 
whormaws, fquirrels, or fheep-skins which is a furr highly prized , in hottceit fcafons en- 
dure to wear fhort wide {tockings of Englifh cloth heel'd with leather, and ferve fome- 
times for boots: howbeit, they want not füch. 

CGlovesare of no efteem amongit them,nor Rings of gold; for filver Rings are moft worn: 
notthat gold is lefs valuable (for in other utenfils they have it,)but becaulfe Mahomet accord- 
ing to Tradition had one of filvcr which was left Ozman fora Legacy, and charmed with fin- 
gular properties: None have their Rings of iron, except thofe of bafer fort; a metal fome 
account a fymbol of flavery. They paint their nails and hands with Alcanna or Cnaa-powder 
into a red or'tawny colour, which befides the ornament it gives coolsthe liver, and in War 
he Si them (they fay) valiant. Their nails arc difcoloured with white and vermilion ; but 
Vidas died a he tell,unltfs it be in imitation of Cyris; who as an augmentation o£ honour 

ca nis great Officers to tincture their nails and faces with vermilion ; fcrving both 


ome. from the vulgar, and (as did our —€— ke Britains) in ighttoappear pa 
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In their Rings they wear Agats or Turquoifes,which {tones moft delight them: fom. have 
their Names or fome word out of the Z4/ceraz engraven init, with which they fam:times 
ftamp their Letter: for not one Sword-man amongft a thoufand knowsthe ule of Icticrs, 
the Adullayes and Clergy ingrofling that Science; who when they write, frequently do it 
kneeling ; either becaufe that pofture is eafier, or that what they dictate in that form is 
reputed holy. Goofe-quills they write not with,but recds or canes, in which thcy imitate 

e Ancients. Their paper is very gloflie, and by dropping oyl'd-colours chamlctt.d and 

veined like marble: the materials are not rags or skins but Bombafine or Cotton-wool, 
courfe and requiring much toil to perfect. 
. An washing they arc not lcís ceremonious than the Zews, whom they feem to imitatc, by 
joyning the tops of the fingers of both hands together with the thumb, which is parabo- 
lical : this they do, not onely afore and after meals but when they ufe nature 5 and to that 
end have Boys who carry an Ewer filled with Water, which in the open Streets thcy are 
not aíhamed to make ufe of. 

‘Their Swords ( Shamfheers they call them) are not ftraight as ours be, but more 
hooked and bending than our Faulchions ; of pure metal, broad and fharp as any 
rafour: nor do they value them, unlefs, if the arm be good, at one blow they can cut 
in two an Afinego. ‘The hilts are without wards, being of gold, filver, horn, ivory; 
ebony, iteel or wood ; fometimes of the Ribzuba or Morfes teeth ufually taken at Po- 
chora in Ruffia. “The Perfiaz Sccmiters were of that efteem in old times, that as erode- 
tus lib. 4. writes it became the Scythians God, being acccounted no lefs than fimulacrum 
AMéartis. Scythe Acinaci facrificant, faith Lucian in Jove Tracedo.. And Arnobius lib. 6. 
Ridetis prifcis temporibus, Perfas fluvios, Arabas informem L. pidem, Scythas Acinacem celisiffe. 
Their fcabbards are of Camels hide, on foiemn days covered with Velvét embroidered 
with gold and {tones of price. They feldom ride without bow and arrows: the quiver 
and cafe oft wrought and cut very artificially: the bow, fhort but ftrong; the arrows, 
long and well headed: and albeit fome think incomparable in execution to a Gun, yet 
time has been they have with that (as we in Fravce) in many parts of Afia obtaincd me- 
morable Victories: thofe moft remarkable wherein Craffis loft his, Fzlerzazeuid others; 
occafioning thofe Dirges of the Roman Pocts, Terga conmverft metuenda Parthi. And Lit 
caz: lib. 1.

By Lucan at the Battel with Craffus faid to be invenomed, 


Spicula nec folo fpergunt fidentia ferro, Nor were there trufly fhafts fteel’d at the head 
Stridula, fed multo faturantur Tela Veneno. Alone, but alfo deadly poyfoned. 


At this day of little repute in Archery unlefs they can in a full carreer cleave an O- 
range which is hung athwart the Hippo-dromce, and (when paft the mark) with an- 
other hit the reft, turning (in his fhort ftirrops and Morocco Sadle ) backwards. In this 
Weapon and their Sword they more delight than in great Ordnance, vehich neverthelefs 
they have mounted as we could perceive at Fafqgues, Ormus, and Gombrown, cc. moft of 
which were taken from thc vanquifhed Portugal. Some Cannon we faw mountcd at 477; 
fomc unmounted at. Shyraz, Spabawn and other places; but feldorh ufe them in a Tras 
upon Field-Services 5 which in fome late Battcls has given the Turk no {mall advan- 
tage over them, efpecially by difordering the Pcrfianz Horfc who with that terrible noife 
are not a little affrighted. The ufe of Mufquets they havc had onely fince the Porrugals 
affifted King 7 abamas with fome Chriftian Auxiliaries again{t the Turk, fo as new theyare 
become very good fhot. Howbeit, Cedrenus in his Hiftory rclates That Cofrbocs the Per- 


fian King ( who lived about the fixth Century ) invented an Engine which Gurras demitr iis 
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tangquam pluviam C$ tonitrui fonttus refonaret : but of what ufe,gives no relation. And Appa- 
rate ({aith another, referring to this place ) funt fulgurum imitationes, & fragores tonitruis 
fimiles 3, quibus terreri bomines ficut effet Deus, conatus eft. WWhichlapprehend were in imi- 
tation of thofe Claudiana tonitrua mentioned by Hieron. Magium l:b. 1. Mifcell. c. 1. and pro- 
bab!y may take their model from that Azacbiza Salmozei noted by Virgil, Homer, Valerius 
and others. | 

The Women here as of old in other parts of Afia veil their faces in publique. This 
veiling thc face is very ancient both amongfít the Fews and Romans. Rebecca when fhe ap- 
proached J/aae coxwcred her face Gez. 24. 56. Yea, amongít Men it was a note of re- 
verence, as we find by Elijah, and by the Apoftle intimated 1 Cor. 11. 10. yea, by the 
Romans uled, for the Bride was commonly prefented to her Husband with a yellow {carf 
thrown over her face.  Swmlpitzus Gallus (the firft that found out the Eclipfe) repudiated 
his Wife for fhewing her face when fhe went abroad. But to defcribe them: I obferved 
that gencrally they are low of ftature, yet ftreight and comely; more corpulent than 
lean, Wine and Mutick fattens them, the fpleen is curable, where paffion rules not: 
and as to complexion it is ufually pale, but made fanguine by adulterate fucus's. Their 
hair is black and curled, their fore-heads high, skin foft, eyes black, have high nofes, 
pretty large mouths, thick lips, and round checks. Honeft Women, when they take 
the liberty to go abroad, feldom fpeak to:any in the way or unvail their faces. When 
they travel or follow the Camp, the vulgar fort ride aftride upon Horícs; but thofe 
of better rank are mounted two and two upon Camels in Cages (or Cajuaes as chey call 
them) of wood, covered over with cloth, to forbid any Man the fight of them. 
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Nor is this a new cultome, for Plutarch in the life of Artaxerxes mentions the like, 
faying, Thatthe Perfiams were Ío jealous, that to fpeakto or touch any of the King’s Wo- 
men was no lcís than death; nay, to approach near their Coaches when they travelled : 
and inftanccs fome particulars, as in the Story of Dariws when he begged the fair Afa- 
fia for his Concubine, whofe perfections had Captivated the King alfo. And in that 
Story of Themiftocles the exiled Athenian he relates how that the Perfravs jealous of their 
Wives and Concubines, keep them ftriétly mewed up at home; but abroad carry them 
in clofe Cajuaes, which were fo covered that no Paflenger could fee them: nor werc they 
drawn with Horfes, but travelled hanging upon Camels. In one of thefc, Themiftocles 
difguifed ina Womans habit was fecretly conveyed out of Grecia to the Court of Z4rrax- 
erxes, where he found more fafety and better welcome than amonít his ungrateful 
Countrey-men. In one of thefe the laft Darius was conveyed into Afergiana by Beffus 
that had fhackled him with golden Fetters, 7»*f?. lib. 11. Agreeable to this, we oft-times 
had a profpect of the travelling Seraglio's, and could well pcrceive that their Guards 
were pale lean-faced Eunuchs, fo jealous of their charge, that as we travelled "*twas the 
hazard of our lives if we neglected to liaften out of the way fo foon as we faw them, 
or elfe by throwing our felvesupon the ground to cover us with fome veil or other, that 
the Eunuchs might be fatisfied we durft not, at leaft, were not willing to view them. In 
one of thefe, for eafe and warmth I my felf was forced to travel upon a Camel above three 
hundred miles, being fo infecbled by aFlux asI was not able to ride on Horfe-back, and 
to keep company with the Carravan was neceflitated to this kind of accommodation. How- 
beit, that the cuftome was otherwife, appears by that fumptuous entertainment Belfbac- 
zar made a thoufand of his Lords, (then coopt up in Babylon) where the King and his Prin- 
ces, his Wives and Concubines drank Wine in thofc golden Veflels ZVebucbadzez.z.ar 
brought thither from the Houfe of God which was at Jerufalem, Dan. 5. 3- andlikewife at 
that magnifick Feaft which zbafuerzs made for an hundred and eighty dayes to the Nobles 
and Princes of his Empire, Heft. 3. 11. whereitisíaid, The King fitting on his Throne 
at Shufhan the Palace, commanded the Eunuchs to bring Queen Zz[br; with the Crown 
royal to fhew the People and the Princesher beauty; which was excellent. Plutarch alfo 
inthe lite of Artaxerxes notes how that Statira the Queen ufually fate with the King at 
Meat in publick, and was placed near the King in an open Chariot when hetook the air 
abroad , the beholding of which (fays the Author) gave great content unto the people. 
But the Amorofa’s, or thofe of the order of Lais, like thofe Ambubaie of old amongft 
the Syrians bemore fociable, have moft freedome, and in this Region are hot worít 
efteemcd of: No queftion but (to free themfelves from jealous Husbands) many there 
would be of that order: thofe therefore that are fuch are not admitted without fuit and 
giving Money; after which toleration none dare abufe them; being company for the 
beít or greatcft : in which refpect they go no lefs richly habilimented than what is re- 
corded by Heliodorws in his ethiopian Hiftory upon 7 beag:zzes his ufhering Arfaca the 
Perfian Lady, Induebatur Cfaith he)- veflem Perficam, ornabaturg, anreis torquibus C mo- 
nilibus, diflintlis gemmis, &c. Their Hair curling, difhevels about thcir Shoulders, fome- 
times plaited in a Caul of Gold: round about their Face and Chin ufually they hang a 
Rope of Pearl: their Checks are of a delicate vermilion dye, Art (oftner than Nature) 
caufcs it. Their Eye-lids are coloured cole-black with a fine Pencil dipped in that mine- 
ral Alcohole which Xezopboz faith the Medes ufed to paint their Faces with: which was 
the old way of painting ; and fromthe Vulgar Trantlation of the Bible, where ’tis faid 
Jezebel depinxit Oculos fuos ftibio, 2 Kinz. c.9-v.30- may be prefumed that fhe was fo 
painted: With which Antimony the Greciaz Dames in old time coloured their Eye-brews, 
tumassyexgey their Poets call it; now alfo ufed in Turkey. They have alfo artificial Incifi- 
ons of various fhapes and forms, as have the Enamorado's likcwife. Their Nofes are 
fet with Jewels of Gold imbellifhed with rich Stones; and their Ears alfo have Rings of 
equalluftre. Ina word, to fhew they are Servants to Dame Flora, ‘they beautifie their 
Arms, Hands, Legs, and Feet with painted Flowers and Birds; and in a naked garb 
force every Limb about them to dance after each other, elaborately making their Bells 
and Timbrels anfwer thcir turnings.Short neverthelefs of the 774/272 Curtezans call’d Bogg- 
wars,who at ten years of age when their Bodies are tender and flexib‘e,will in their Dancés 
skrew themfelves into admirable poftures: for ftanding upon one Leg they will faife the 
other above thcir Heads, and Icifurely lay their Heels upon their Heads, all the while 
ftandingupon one Leg, asI have heard a Merchant relate he fw done at Golconda and 
other places inJvdia. Their habit (not unlikethemfelves) is Toofe and gaudic, reach- 
ing to thcir mid-leg ; under which they wear Drawers of Cloth of Gold, Satten, tiflued 
Stuffs or coftly Embroidery. This kind of Creature isof no Religion, fave that of ien: 
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laft Aflyrian Afonarch, whofe Doctrine was ede, bibe, lude: for thefe look temptingly, 
drink hotably, and covet Mens Souls and Money greedily. They fcorn, nay upbraidthe 
foberer fort with epithetes of flave, rejected, untociable, and unworthy their notice. 
So as, trucitisat this day what Trogus Pomp. obferved long ago, Parthi Uxoribus & fæ- 
minis nom Convivits tantum virorum, fed etiam con[pettn intcrdicebamt, &c. But that the Women 
had greater liberty, is obferved by an Author of good credit, Perfarum regibus in 
cana ac conviviis adfidet regina. Verum ubi Indendi c£ inebriandi inceffit voluntas, eas amar- 
dant, © muficas pellicc{g, advocant: The Queen is prefent with the Perfian Kings at 
Supper and Banquets, but withdraws when the King is difpofed to drink and be 
merry: for then they call for Mufique and Curtclins, rcé£? boc quidem, quod ebrietatis 
ec libidinis fue participes fiert Uxores nolunt, donein regard they would not have their 
Wives partakers in thofe intemperate and wanton Ehterprizes. Plutarchi moralia in 
conjugalia precepta. And yet Xezophon in the Inftitution Of Cyrus lib. 1. fayes; That the 
Perftazs cuftome was to kifs each other at mecting and parting. And inthe 15.ch. and 
IS. ue of the Apocryphal part of Hefter ’tis faid Tidit auream virgam pofuit fuper 
collum ejts C ofculatus eff cam. | Xlowbcit, that manner of fhlute is now very otitultve 
to the Perfian. 

Concerning the Arms of Perfia, Zonaras in his firft Book and nineteenth Chapter out 
of an ancient Monument obferveth, that in old times they bore Laza an Eagle crowned 
of the Suz, difplaycd Saturn; which continued for many defcents their Royal Enfign, 
till Cyrus (as in the Empire,in Efcutcheonalfo) made analteration. .Xezopboz gives us the 
view thereof; Erat Cyro fignum aurca Aquila in longa hafta fufpenfa , © nunc etiam id infigne 
Perfarum Regibus manet, &c. Born till Craffus perifhed by them, at which time a Sa- 
gittary was biazoned in their Royal Standard: A fit Emblem of that people, who for 
skillin Horfemaníhip and frequent riding might properly be refembled to a Sagittary: 
from whence alfo that Coin of Dariques came, a round piece of Gold (fifteen fhillings 
in our Money,) Darius being ftamped: onthe one fide, andaSagittary (his Coat-armour) 
on the other; memorized by Plutarch in the life of _Agefilaus, who complained that his 
defign of conquering Afia was prevented by thirty thoufand Sagittaries ; meaning a 
Bribe of fo many pieces of Gold bearing that ftamp, given to betray his Enterprize. 
But ZZabomet when hehad yoked their Necksunder atwo-fold bondage, the other were 
rejected, and a Symbol of greater myftery in their Banner difplayed, viz. Mercury, a 
Crcícent Lana, with this impreza, Totum dum impleat Orbem; alluding to an univerfal 
command: which fince was borrowed by the Frezcb, how properly I know not, but may 
appear to füch as go to Fountain-bleau, where that device I faw iterated. But ZZzbomet^s 
prediction failed when that Santoon of Ardaveil invented a new Enfign, viz. Venus, a Lion 
couchant Sol, the Sun orient in his Face, of the fame: minted alfo in their Brafs medals, 
and (asatie of amity) accepted of by the great Mogul and other neighbouring Princes 
inZzdiz But the Cawns, Beglerbegs, Sultans (the fame the Greeks called Homorim#, i. 
e. Perfian Nobles, Satrape the Romans,) Agaes, Soldagars, and Coofel-bafhes bear no 
Coat-Armour; not that they are intituled flaves, but from their ignorance in Heral- 
dry: for no honour there is.hereditary.  Neverthelefs, this I can fay in praife of the 
Perfian; They are very humane and noble in their natures 3 differing in their ingenuity 
aud civility to one another, but much more to ftrangers, very much from the Turks; 
who are rugged and barbarous. For the Perfzazs allow degrees amongit themfelves, and 
of other people have a due efteem according to their birth and quality, yea, give refpect 
agrecablc to merit. | 

In old times (commonly though corruptedly fo called, fteing as one fays well our 
Times are the ancient Times, ia that the World is now ancient, and not thofe we count 
fobyaretrograde computation) they wereIdolaters, fuch as the Gowers be now, the Caur- 
di in Syria,the Perfees in India, the Pegouans, cóc. but by converfe with Greeks and Romans 
abolifhed their Celeftial worfhip, and (as Strabo relates) 1eceived Demonomie, conti- 
nued till Zzbomet. TheFirmament they called jupiter the primum mobile of other Gods; 
him they feared: but Apollo (the Sun, or Mithra as they termed him) they moft affected, 
and to whomthey dedixatcd many Temples, attiring him with cpithetes of honour, health, 
and gentlonefs as yet ryemorifing his Image in the ftamp and Coat-Armour of their Em- 
perours. The Moonalf& had adoration amongft them, fuppofing her efpoufed to Apollo, 
and for her benevolent irflucnces towards production, Crefcente Luna frumenta grande- 
feunt, Plin. 18. as yet continucd: for upon thc firft view, they give ita Mombarrock- 
They alfo had Reward and Punifhment ranked in the Catalogue of their Deities. 
Venus had equal reverence: the Earth alfo, Watcr, Air, and Fire, wanted not the 


names of Deities, Fire and Water ecfpecially. Zerrooff charged them to keep a pen. 
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tinual Fire, not fed with common Fuel, nor to be kindled with profane Air; only fuch 
as fhould come from the Beams of that glorious Eye of Heaven the Sun, Lightning,-Flints 
or the like. The Water alfo was by no means to be corrupted with dead Carcafles, Dirt, 
Urine, Rags, or what exprefled fordidity or naítinefs. Images they efteemed but in- 
differently, ufually actuating their rites in Groves, Mountsand other places. 
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Their Marriages were commonly celebrated in the Spring, fuch time as the Sun makes 
the c-£4»uinottinm;, the Bridegroom the firft day junketting on nothing fave Apples and 
Camels marrow, a diet they thought proper for that dayes Feftival. Polygamy they 
liked of, the King giving the example, honouring them with moft applaufe who proved 
Fathers of moft Children. They feldome faw their Infants till paft four years of age 5 
from which to twenty, they learned to ride and fhoot , alfoto fare meanly, lodge hard, 
watch, till the Earth, and be content with fmall things. In the Inftitution of Cyrus 
lib. 3. mention is made of a Souldier that fheezing at a Court of War the whole 
company bowed and blefled the Gods; that fign ferving as a góod Omen to the 
bufinefs they were about: a cuftome continued amongfít the Prrfians. The Old Men 
went plain; but the young Mens habit was rich, their arms and legs fettered with 
voluntary chains of burnifhed Gold or Brafs, whofe fulgor;they delight<d in from its 
conformity to the Sun. In War their attire was either Seccl or Maile? ~ erk curi- 
oufly linked, and their Breaft-plates fcaled: their Targets were of Ox-hides, large 
and round,their Cap was Linen multiplicated: Bowes, S:vords, and Axes their Arms; 


all which in excellent good order, and through long practice they managed dextran T. 
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Parallel to thefe is what Xenophon fays, In Cyrzs his time their common Arms werc bow 
and arrows in quivers, {hort crooked fcemiters, battel-axes, light fhields, and two lances 
apiece. Their Arrowcs greater than now they are, for the bow they drew was not lefs 
than three cubits. Children from the fifth year of their age to the twentieth uled iittle 
other exercife ( faith Acrodorus) than thefe, viz. to ride the horfe, fhoor, and íp-ak truth. 
Cyrus was their firft inftructor , before whofe time it was rare to fee one ride; but after, 
as rare to fce a Perfian of any rank a foot. Howbcit Dionyfius reports otherwile of Par- 
thia : that is was Regio tota plaza, ob quam rem accommodata, Cc. which we found other- 
wife. And this cuitome was imitated by Arfaces when hc introduced the Parthiax : Eguis 
omni tempore vettantur 5 illis bella, convivia y illis publica & privata officia obeunt : fuper Equos 
tre, confiflere, mercari, collogui. Joc denique difcrimen inter fcrvos €& liberos; Quod fervi pedi- 
bus, liberi non nifi eguis incedunt : equitare C fagittare magna induftria docent, €$&c. juit. lib. 4 1. 

The great mens tables were fplendid in rich furniture and difhes of gold; but in meats 
very ordinary and fparing. Bacchus their Counrrey-man taught them the Art of drun- 
kennefs ( Noah fome imagine him, Omnia vero Baccbanalia eorumque ritus a Noe ebrietate 
originem babent, €^c.) infomuch as no matter of moment paít currant fave what relifhed 
of Bacchifm : their ordinary negotiations and bargains were feldome ratified unlcfs con- 
folidated in froth and drunkennefs. Neverthelefs, their complements were hearty; to 
equals affording embraces; to fupcriours the head and knee 5 which mode is to this hour 
continued without altcration. 

Superititious they are, as may be noted from our adverfe fortune as we travelled : for 
in fome places when we ftood at their mercy to provide us Mules, Caincls, or Hortes, 
how hafty foever we appearcd, thcy cared not to fet us forward except by throwing the 
Dice fuch a chance happened they thought fortunate: a ceremony deduced fiom the Ro- 
mans, who had their albi c atri or fafli & nefafti dies. In miichances alfo or in fickucfs 
{omc ufe forcery, prefcribing charms, crofs characters, letters, antiques, or thc like, ta- 
ken commonly out of the Alcoran. Necromantick ftudies they app'aud becaufe protoui-d, 
and tranicending yulgar capacities; fo as many in thofe parts make a living, of it : few 
Sicts therc.but can exorcize. Friday is their Sabbath; licentioufly kept 5 and may therc- 

‘fore be fuppofed fuch a Sabbath as Plutarch {peaks of; which is derived from zaCzéesv 
or Bacchanals: for, Sabafios is Bacchus. 

Amongit them four degrees are molt remarkable 3 Chawns, Coozcl-bafhes, Azacs, 
and Chcliby or Coridfchey. The Timars or Turqmarsare more defípicab!e. 

Perfra eft terra potens Armis. Upon muftcr the Perfian King can march ; as appears by 
roll and penfion ) three hundred thoufand Hor fe, and feventy thoufand Foot or Niufquc- 
toons : fuch force he can readily advance, but feldome excecds fifty thoufand 5 cnough 
to find forage or provant in fuch barren Countrcys. For example; Zrza-Ferta has in 
his Brigade fifty fub-Bafhaes of note, cach of them commanding three hundred. Horie- 
Officers are Emangoly-chan Duke of Sbyraz, who commands thirty thovfand Horfe;, Da- 
vid-chawn his Brother, Kaza-can Lord of Sumachy, Affur-chawn Lord of Ahreyvan, Zcdder 
Lord of the Kuaddies and Gufferoft, Afagar Sultan of Tabriz, cach command twelve thou- 
fand Horfe , Soffe-chan Sultan of Bagdat, _Akmet-cawn Lord of AMifcarroon, Guffirapb.cbawsz 
Sultan of Koom, Zezal cawn Lord ot d yroaz, cach hath a charge ot fifteen thoufand Horft, 
Jfaac-bez twenty four thoufand 3 Erbaman the Vizier feventeen thoufand ; Soff y- NK ooly- 
chan fixtcen thoufand ; Gofferat-chan Governour of Arabeftan, Pcrker-cayvn Lord or Gorge- 
fian, Fuffin-chawn Lord of Ery, Mamwezir-can, and Sinal-chawn Lord of Sigeftan ten thou- 
{fand each; ZW«bomer Governour of Genge eight thoufand 5 Ham-fha-cawn of Dara íeven 
thoufand 5 Aliculi of Perzfcow four thoufand 5 Mor.td of Afharaff iix thoufand ; Badur-can 
the Daraguod fix thoufand 5 and Dargagoly Son to Gange-_Allu-chan Sultan of Cazdabor four 
thoufand : three hundred and twenty thoufand Horfe or thereabout : wonderfull, when I 
confider the little pafturage and other provant the Countrey affords, for their horfes have 
but chopt ftraw and a little barley to ferve the turn ; yet that thin dict rendcrsthem leis 
apt to difeafes, znd keeps them in as good heart as ours, having better provifion. 

In peace they are not alwayes idle, folacing their active bodies in fundry forts of 
warlike exercifes. “They dance not, except as Pyrrbzstaught the Epirors: but love to 
funt and chate thc ‘gag, the Antilope, Gazal, T: ger, Bore, Goat, Hare, Fox, Jackal, 
Wolf, and the like : an which paftimes they exprcfs fingular courage and dexterity. They 
alfo know well how tosufe the Bow, Dart, Sccmiter, Gun and Javelin: Their Harquc- 
buy. ts longer than orrs® but thinner 5 they ufe chat very well, bur.deteft the trouble of 
Cannon auc fuch pieces as require carriage. They have Greyhounds large and not nn- 
like the Irifh, of courage to encounter a Lion: have Spaniels alfo, but not fo good as 
their Hawks may challenge. Eycries they have of Eagles, Lannars, Gofhawks, and dose

bies ; but their beft Falcons are out of Raffie and the Scythic Provinces: they fly com. 
monly at Hares, Jackals, Partridge, Pheatant, Hern, Pelican, Poot, Eftrich, cc. Their 
Lures and Hoods are fometimes embroidered or richly fet with ftones of price. The 
vulgar fort delight in Morrice-dancing, wraftling, aflaulting, bandying, {winging upon 
ropes, Ram and Cock-fighting 5 in which exerciles they fpend much time: Nor do they 
value their money to fee boys dance, or lavoltoes upon the rope 5 in which fleights they 
are excellent. Cats be in more requeft with them than dogs ; very large they are and tab- 
by-coloured, ftrcakt like thofe of Cyprus. They frcquently have them in their armes in 
imitation it may be of their Prophet ZZzabomer, who ufually carried a Cat in his fleeve, 
it may be likewife from the enmity the cat hath unto rats and mice, which as Plutarch ob- 
ferves in lib. De odio & invidia, were reputed enemies to fome deities the Perfians in old 
times worfíhipped. : ] 

Merchants here are in eftimation: they adventure into T; urkey, Ruffia, India, and other 
parts of Afra, and more feldome into Exzrope- Such Mechanicks as be amongit them are 
induítrious and ingenious 5 whether you confider thofe that labour in Silk and Bombafin, 
or that dye and weave Carpets, or other Arts, with which their Buzzars abound: Be- 
fides, they have a rare Art to print Flowers of all forts in Leather and in colours s o£ 
which they make buskins, fandals, faddles, and furniture for houfes : alfo they ftain lin- 
nen cloth, which we call Pantadoes. | 

Their Phyfiicans are great admirers of Nature, doting fo much thereon as they make 
that oft-times the firft caufer which indeed is but inftrumental or fecundarv : moral Men 
they be, humane in language and garb, both which beget efteem from all that converfe 
with them; and did not avarice (a vice predominating there, and by occafion of fick- 
nefs in me full dearly experimented) and Magic ftudies too far {way them, I could value 
them above the reft. They have degrees tranfcending one another in Title as their skill 
and feniority merits. So well as I could apprehend, thefe are learned in the Sciences, 
and few but are Philofophers: Neverthelefs, their Libraries are {mall, their Books ufu- 
ally Arabic, but choice and ufeful;5 wherein they agree with that rule in Seneca, INomre- 
fert quam multas fed quam bonas babent, commonly fuch as advance their practice and pro- 
feflion, andin their proper Art I perceived that they prefer Plantsand other vegetables 
before Minerals. Some Schools l vifited, and obferved (as I formerly mentioned near 
Larr) that according to the old Adage INeceffarium eft filentium ad ftudia > they affect 
filence, and fitting crofs legg'd wag their bodies, imagining that fuch motion advantages 
ftudy and {erves for exercife. Indeed Sezeca feems to be of that judgment, Abi zeceffa- 
rium eft concutere corpus, ut fi aliqua caufa [piritus denfior erat, extenuaret illum Jaétatio, quam 

rofuiffe mibi fenfit. "The Doctors are named ZZackeems (it may be radically from the He- 
xc word Hachajim, that is, a learned man 5 or Chachan, which in old Perfian fignifies 
great, or a Philofopher, or the fame that Alagus was, and a preferver of life 32 MMaulaii 
in the Arabic. But a Mountebank or Impoftor is nick-named Shiraz T. abib, i. e. the De- 
vils Chirurgion. They are Mafters of much knowledge, and not a little delighted with 
judicial Aftrologic, and not in vain, fecing that fiippocrates in 2. lib. Aeris, holds Scientia 
-Afirorum non eft modica pars fcientie medicine. Many Arabick Writers learned both in Na- 
tural philofophy and the Mathematicks have flourifhed in thofe parts, moft of whofe 
Books they read ; namcly Hippocrates to whom the great Artaxerxes wrote an invitato 
Letter, Galen, Averroes, Alfarabius, Avicenna, Ben-Ifaack , Abbu- Ally, Mahummed- Abdilla, 
Ben-Eladib, Abu becr, Rhazis, Al azzallys and Albumazar- ln Geography Abul-feda the 
great Arab Cofmographcr whoie Works they have, ( one of whofe Maps I faw at Gom- 
brown, and I thought differed from ours both in Lands and Seas ; it was to be fold, but 
what money I offered would. not be accepted ) as alfo Alpbraganus, from whom they 
better their difcourfe, and by fuch helps become admirable. Nor want they the know- 
ledge of herbs, drugs, and gums 5 witnefs the Mydan in Spabawz, than which, no place 
in the world I think fhews greater plenty of herbs and drugs: having alfo no lefs choice 
of fruits, gums and odours. I obferved, that to fuch of usas ha Ruxcs, they gave 
Sloes, Rice, Cinamon, Pomgranad, Barberries: to purge melancholy, Alocs, Senna, 
Rhubarb, for phlegm, Turbith ; for colds and Íweatings, oyls of .Beaycr, Leopards, 
Jackals, Herba maris, our Ladics Rofe, c^c. Befides which, the Covlhntrey affords plenty 
of Galbanum, Scammony, Armoniac, Manna, Piftacho’s, Dates, Iknubarb; Opdpanax, 
Sarcocolla, and Afla-foetida ; which laft is in grcatcít meafure fend about Lahore and 
other parts near the River Zzdie. Howbeit, fweating is thc cpi¢cmic Phyfick there, of 
leaft charge, and moft ufefull ; infomuch that fome Cities have above threcftore hum- 
mums or baths ; fome fay three hundred. By which freqvent bathing their skins become 
very foft and fine,and bya continued activity and tendernefs of thcir mufcles are a 
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more agile and flexible in their body than we in Exrope be, where bathing, is not fo much 
ufed. 

In antique paths of ignorance they chufe rather totrcad, than by any new invention to 
call in queition the reverend judgment of thcir Anccítors. Hence it is, that they continue 
their maimed Calculations, out of a blind conceit that Antiquity Commanded them: for 
they have ufed to compute their yearsrather by the Moon, than by the motionof the Sun; 
afirming, That thc Firmament or eighth Heaven finifhes its revolution in two and thirt 
years: which is falfc ; his diurnal motion from Eaft to Weft compleating it fclf in four 
and twenty hours ; his other from Weft to Eaft, but one degree inan hundred years ;fuch 
is the violence of the firft mover. Notwithftanding, it is probable they mean the Heaven 
of Saturn which adjoineth it, (whofe revolution comes near their timz) finifhing its jour- 
ney from Weft to Eaft in thirty years: Hence their Lunary account is become fubject to 
errour, reckoning from the Autumnal Æquinox twelve Moons, the number of days in 
a who:e year three hundred fifty three: fo that our Solar Computation exceeds theirs 
twelve days at leaft every year ; whereby it comes to país, that thirty of our years make 
onc and thirty of theirs; whence the difference ariíes2twi t us and them in their Hegy- 
rath, which by protract will doubtlcís occafion more confuftion. 

Thefe differences in Accompt were obfcrvcd of old: For, the Caldcan Aftrologers who 
kept the Rcgifters of Time, perfwaded Califthenes (_Ariftotle’s Nephew, and an Attendant 
upon Alexander at Babylon) that their Records afcended forty three thoufand years: 
which .Dzed. Siculws lib. 8. 1. by reducing to Months, found to reach precifzly unto the 
Creation, and no further. “The«€gyptians ufcd the like accompt, for they (as Solon re- 
ported) pretended Annals of nine thoufand years: which Plutarch by the like computati- 
on found to intend Months or Moons rather than years. But the Jberiams who boaited of 
the Antiquity of thcir knowledge in Letters, and of having prefidents of fix thoufand 
years, their year was found to confift of four months; which being likewife calculated was 
found to fall {hort of the time that Mofes lived. But whereas the Jews ever computed 
their times by 7zb:lees, the Chriftians by Zzdzétiozs, the Romans by Luffra’s, and the Grecks 
by O/ympiass; thefe that follow Mahomet have a different Epoche to accompt by; as the 

e Era Gelalina from Geladin, Era Fezdzirdina from Fezdgird, befides.the fegyra they 
have from Adahomet, which is their Epocha or accompt of ‘Time. 

Such as practife manufactures have an inferiour repute to the Souldiers: neverthelefs 
they live plentifully; and morc {ecure from the jealous eye of the King than do the great 
ones, who oft deceive their thoughts that they arc happier. The Peafantshere as elfe- 
where in Afia are flavcs ; they dare call nothing their own, fuch is the rapinc of the Begs 
of that Country; nay, every Coofel-bafh dares domineer, as we could perceive in our 
travel: yet upon complaint, the Caufee ordinarily yieldsthem reafonable juftice. 

The Perfiams had this Character of old, Cunttorum bominum funt mitiffimi, of all men the 
moft civil; which difpofition they referve unto this day, being generally of a very gentle 
and obliging Nature; facetious, harmlcfs in difcourfe, and little inquifitivc after exotique 
news; fcldom exceeding this demand, If fuch and fuch a Country have good wine, fair wo- 
men, ferviccable Horfes, and well tempered Swords. Few of them can read, yct honour 
fuch as can; that Science being monopolized by Church-men, Clerks, Santos, and Mler- 
chants. Some little skill they have in Mufick , that they have refembling the Doric and 
Phrygic, a foft and lofty fort of Confort. Above all Poetry lulls them, that Genius 
{ecming properly to delight it {elf amongit them. Howbeit, Mimographers I muft call 
them, their common Ballads refounding out the merry difports of Mars and his Miftrefs, 
to which Saints they dedicate their amorous devotion. _Abul-Cafcun who lived A. Heg. 
335. Elgazzuly, Ibunl-Farid, and Elfargani are their principal Poets in thofe fancies. 
Nor have I read that among{t the Romans, orin any other parts, Poctry has bcen better 
rewardcd ;. witncís Poct Z4exrvaz, who for thofe 7o Diftichs which he prefentcd Zabomet 
the great Alm.infor’sSon, received as a reward 70000 Staters. Taber alfo who was Gene- 
ral to King Abdcirhaymon, for three Verfes which a Poet gave him, rcquitcd him with 
302000 pieces of Gold: and Abdalla his Son, (he who for cure of a Goulignpeion fed on- 
Ig upon Lions ficfh beiled in rcd Vinegar, of which confcétion he took two drams daily,) 
was 10 Icfs liberal tc.ghat Art, and as I might initance in many other Princes of the So- 
phiza Pédesrec of lat® times, not a little to their repuration. And how Jame foever 
th. Vertes are, their omccfal fhaking their noces in cnanting, and guavcring (after the 
Frevsvar* gives it tot. car harmonious. Sothorin my opinion it was rigidly faid by a 
Fitil-, whenbe called Poets Piru Demon: for, iays the Lord Zezz;4.:2) Po-lic not on- 
ly reirethes tac Soul by chanting things rare anc! various, buc allo exalts the fpirits with 
higitraptures, and bcing joined with Mutick fwectly intinuates it feli, to as it has been 
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e{teemed of even in the rudeft Times, and amongft thofe Nations which were accounted 
barbarous. And albeit the Men affect not to dance themfcl$ces, (though ancier:tly dan- 
cing was inrequeft with men, as Storics tell us;) neverthelef{s, dancing is much eftcemed 
there: forthe Ganymedsand Layefians (wanton Eoys and Girls) foot it even to admi- 
ration. Mymallonian dances I may properly call them, feeing the Bells, Brafs Art::olcts, 
Silver Fetters, Timbrels, Cymbals, andthe like fo revive Bacchus : inthis kind of dance 
being fo claborate, that cach limb feems to emulate, yea, to contend which can exprefs 
the molt motion; their hands,eyes,and bums gefticulating fevcrally and after cach other, 
{wimming round, and now and then conforming themfelves to a Doric ftillneífs; the Gany- 
meds with incanting voices and diftorted bodies fympathizing, and poefie, mirth, and 
wine raifing the {port commonly to admiration. But were this all, "twere excufable - 
for though Perfons of Quality here have their feveral Seraglio’s, thefe dancers feldome 
go without their wages: and ina higher degree of bafenefs, the Pedcrafts affect thofe 
painted antiquc-robed Youths or Catamites (compleating the Roman Proverb, Perficos odi 
Pucr apparatus,) a vice fo deteftable, fo damnable, fo unnatural as forces Heli to fhew 
its uglinefs bcfore its feafon Hear S Chryfoftom: Cogitato, quim grave illud fit peccatum, 
ut quod ipfam Gekennam etiam ante tempus apparere coegerat. And for the detcliation where- 
Of, lexander is honourcd to all poiterity. 

The Art of painting the face has been a mode more ancient than commendable, and 
fufhciently blemifhed by Fezebel, aslately mentioned. Xenophon by an example he gives; 
makes it appear that Men likewifeufed it: for, in the defcription of Affyages the Median 
King, he tells us, That his Face was fanguincd with Vermilion, his Eyes {truck witha 
femicircle of Azure, and his Neck adorned with a Carcanet or Rope of Pearl, and fome- 
times with a Chain of Gold, in ufe then amongit fuch as were Favourites or Princes of 
thc Blood. An Ornament morc ancient than Affyages amongf{t other Nations; for Pha- 
xaob when he promotcd Fofeph to be fecond in the Kingdom of e£gypr, amongft other 
the regal attire was put about his Neck a Chain of Gold, Gez. 41.42. Daniel at Babylon 
had thc like by order of Be/fha- zar, Dan. $.29. Zorobabel by Darius, Efdr.3.6. and by like 
order of the Syrian King Alexander, there was fent unto Forxathan the High Pricít a Chain 
of Gold, as the cuftome was to fuch as were of the Kings blood, 1 Macchab. 10. 1$. 

Perfia Continues the ancient cuftome of emafculating youths; practifed to preferve 
the excellency of their voice, but principally for guarding the Seraglio’s of great Perfons : 
Which, though it fufficiently effeminate them, yet fome Eunuchs have neither wanted 
courage nor reputation, fceing that both in “Barbary and other Mahometan Countreys 
out of them they have clected Generals for the field: But in the execution of their ordi- 
nary truit about Women find them mifchicvous enough; for, being armed with Sword 
and Target, Bow and Arrows, they exprefs their jcaloufie too oft to the prejudice of ig- 
norant and carclefs Travellers. They are of moft ancient ftanding, for we read of them 
in Scripture in oldeft times, efpecially in this Empire. So that Donatus in Terence and 
Petronius Arbiter {parc not to aver, That Perfia made thcfirft Eunuchs. By which word 
is fomctimc undcritood, Chamberlains, or thofe great Officers whofe nearcít attendance 
was upon the King: but thofe other that wait upon the Harams have thcir Tcíticles cut 
off, which fo enervates Nature, or at lcaft the cxercifc, that they arc utterly difabled as 
to procreation. And yct it is the opiuion of fome, That when the Tefticles are forced 
away, there is fucha remainder of Seed ftored up in the Glandules of Generation which 
be fpermatique, thatit is poflible for Eunuchsto generate. | Notwithftanding which, un- 
til a jealous Turk obferved a Gelding to cover a Mare, the extreme now ufcd was not 
practifed. i 

Honcft Womenrarcly fhew their Faces toftrangers, cclipfing by a white Sheet (the 
note of innocence) thofe Beauties which are exquilite; no Man daring to praife any of 
thatSex, cfpecially anothers wife: fuch is their jealoufic. 

Now concerning Circumcifion, it ishere ufed, and accountcd fo neceflary, that with- 
out it none calls himíclí. a Muilulman. Men, and fomctimcs Women, Conform to it; the 
Men for Paradife, the Womicn for honours fake, or Ben-fidi- Ally Fables whofo pars- 
phrates: fiom nine to fiftcen the Females may; and in Cairo and tiie adjacent parts, 3t 
this day it is frequently practifed : nor is this a recent cuftomc, fo, Strabo lib. 16. m that 
cafe makes this phyfical obfervation, QRucmadmodum viri praputiung babent, mulieres habent 
eiia? qiiaidum lazeilofam Car€m itam INympb.1n UCCAIL, 7/072 IUS. fip AC cipiendo cud Ad 
Curcumcifion:s. The Males at Jzmacl’s age (whom they imagine was Abraha’ s bett 3e- 
loved) areecnjoined it; ¢’re twelve hoping he may be ableto fpcak his profcflion-. How- 
beit, the Arabs practifed it before Afzbomer’s time; yea, fome think he himfelf was 


not circunxiícd gj nor that he impofed, but fuflered it only to pleafe the alae 
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A fee is to be paid amid the ceremony, for want of which, the poorelt fort are fcldome 
cut. The ceremony is niore or. lefs according to the difference of their degree, acted 
either at home or in the Mcfchits : If fon to a Mirza, Chawn, Sultan, or Chelaby, it has 
more pomp ; for, his kindred and friends in thcir beft equipage allemble at the parents 
houfe, as a fymbol of their joy, prefenting him with gifts of 1lundry prices; and after 
{mall itay, mount the Boy upon a trapt Courfer, richly vcfted, holding in his right hand 
a {word,in his left his bridle : aflave goes on cither fidc,one holding a Lance, the otiera 
Flambcaux ; neither of which are without their Allegzorics. | Mufick is not wanting, for 
it goes firft, the Father nexc, and according as they are in bloud the rcít, others totlow 
promifcuoufly : the Hodgce attending at the entrance into the Mofqgue, helps him to 
alight, and hallows him. To work they ftraightway go: onc holds his knee, a fccond 
difrobes, a third holds his hands, and others by fome trivial conccit ftrive to win his 
thoughts to extenuate his enfuing torment. The Prieft (having muttered his oriíonps ) 
dilates the prepuce, ina trice with his Silver Sciflers circumcifes him, and then applics 
a healing Powder of Salt, Datc-ftones and Coton-wool, thc ftanders by to joy his in- 
itiation into Mahometry throwing down their Munera Natalitia falute him by the name 
of Afuffulman. But if the ceremony be at homc, they then provide a Banquet: before 
which, the Boy enters well attended, uncloathed before them all and circumcifed 5 and 
in commemoration of fuch a benefit (imitating therein Abraham when Ifaac was wean- 
ed) continue a Feaft for three dayes together : attheend whereof, the Child is led about 
in ftate, bath'dand purg'd, a Turbant of white Silk putupon his Head, and all the way 
as he returns, faluted with acclamations. 

But {uch as turn Apoftates to fwill in luxury the more, or to robe themfíclves with 
{fome title or advancement, (forgetting that for a baíè and momentany applaufe or plea- 
fure they difrobe their Soul of everlafting happinefs, fuch as run parallcl with the iines 
of Eternity) are brought before the Caddi, who upon this fignification leads him into the 
Moique and without much ceremony, onely by cutting the fore-skin, arc thereby Bclicv- 
ers. Which done, thole Devils incarnate to witnefs their new perfwafion, or rather to 
aggravate and indeed accelerate their damnation, fpurn with their accurfed Fect the 
Crofs, the hieroglyphic of our falvation: which in the primitive and pureft Age was 
of that honour amongft Chriftians as not onely they ufed it in Baptifin but upon their fore- 
heads to defpight the Jewsand Heathens, and to glory in that fame thing the more which 
the Enemies of Chrift upbraided the Chriftian with asa calumny. Superftition i deteft > 
but that it fhould become aderifion, is miferable and to be pitied. To return. 

The Renegado in token of defiance {pits thrice at it, having this mi€bclief, That Chrift 
never fuffered, but Fadas, and then exults in the ufual Battologie, La, la, la illah, Fiyl. 
lulla, Allough, aybyr, 7/Mabumed reful-Allough: God is firit, praife him, and next him, AZabo- 
bomet. Atter which imprecation the wretch holds up one Finger, thereby renouncing a 
Trinity : three Muflulmen then dart three ftaves three times towards Hcaven, and ere 
any touch ground his new name is impofed. Which done, he is led flowly upon an Afs, 
his emblem, about the City that every one may note him for a JOcnizon and Profelyte to 
Mahomet. But (praifed be God) I have not heard of any Europzan Chriftian, who in 
this Countrey of latetimes hath denied his Faith, which is caufe of rejoicing. 

Their Weddings have not much variety. Firft, obferve that Polygamy is tolerable ; 
for Mahomet to cxcufe his own infirmity (but borrowing it from the Romans) honours 
fuch moft as have feveral Wives and beget moft Children: whercin they agree with Sca- 
liger, That the plcafure of Gencration isa fixthfenfe: but their common excufc is, To fur- 
nifh the Emperour with Souldicrs for defence, Paradife with Saints; and to refound the 
meritorious praifes of their Mahomet: the Derviflc an order of begging Friar excepted, 
who from a tranf{cendant conceit of their own purity forbear Matrimony, but fuppofe 
Natures blackeit villany no fin, producing Mahomet for their prototype, who both by 
precept and example defended it. I have peradventure sicd your chalte cars too long 

to fo impure a fubject. Such therefore asdare wed provide a fum of moncy and buy her 
good-will, hez Parenrs being no further charged than to bath and purifie her. They chufe 
tci Wives more fr, m report of others than particular acquaintance, the friends of ci- 
ther party commeniyxecommending and concluding. The day bcinz come, thei ride is 
veiled with a lawn anesbravely mounted, atroop of friends accompany her to Church, 
inthe mid-way fheisme with an cqual numbcr of friends, all rogethcr aggrandize the cc- 
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remoiy. Entring the Mofque, the Mulay takes the proteft of their good liking, fhe 
d-;nands three things (fuch as the Jewith Women did of old) bed-right, food, and 
cloathing : Vheir Fathers having declared themttlycs content, the Pricft circles them 


Witiia cord, conjoins their hands, takes a icciproc:) oath, and calls ZZzbo»e:t to im 
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nefs. After which, the Caddi enrolls their names, the hour, day, month, and year of 
Nuptial, and with an Enge difmifles them. The firft day vapours away in Tabaco, 
Feaits, and other jovialty, Mcn and Women being fevered: at night, the Bride en- 
tersa Stove, where fhe is wafhed and perfumed, that her degree may the better appear 
and her Perfon be the better acceptedof. Next night they bathe together, and feven 
dayes after : during which, the fcafting holds in fome meafure, according to the old 
cuftome of feptem ad Conviv.um; in which time if he difcover her to be no Virgin fhe 
is returned toher Parents with difhonour; otherwife kepttill Death make the divorce. 
The Alcoran agreeable to the ancient practice of thofe Eaftern Countries allows ince- 
Íítuous marriages, pretending that thereby love. is better contracted and conferved. 
In cafe the Man be weary, or thatfhe bebarren, he acquaints the Mulay therewith, who 
(Jew-like) givesa bill of Divorce upon his allowing her a Dowry: after which, if he 
require heragain and fhe agrec, they are Íccondly married, yea, fivc, fix, feventimes 
rcjeceting and returning, as hate or love ftimulate: by that diforder, love vanifhing, 
jealoufie budding, rage advancing, clamours roaring; and by which confufion many 
times the Fathers neither know their own Children, rior they thcir Parents. They mar- 
ry noncof another Religion, butufefuch asSlaves, or Concubines; refrain them in their 
Difeafes: Four Wives the Law tolerates, Concubines are unlimited; never wed com- 
mon proftitutes; give fucktwo ycars; and permit not Widows to marry again, till an 
hundrcd and twenty dayes be expired. 





Their Burials revive fome ceremonies that of old were ufed amongft the 7ews and Gez- 
tiles: at his farewel to the World the next of Kin clofe the Eyes, as did 7ofepb in the 
46- Of Genefis, and Telemachus in Ovid, Ille meos oculos comprimat, ille tuos. “The nobler 
fort of People had their Sepulchres in the fides of Mountains or Hills about Perfepolss : 
Howbeit, fome ufed to embalm, the Brains being exhauited by a Silver Engine, the 
Belly (fo foonas difIccted and the Bowels extracted) cleanfed with Wine, farced with 
Caflia, Myrrhe and other Spices, was then clofed and buried in extraordinary deep Pits 
or Vaults; or in places bored in the fides of Mountains. But the poorer fort ufed onely 
Bitumen, or elfe the juice of Cedars, which refifts putrefaction. Hawbeit the moft ufual 
way of burial isthis: Firft, they wafh the Corps with clean Water, (as we find practi- 
fed to Tabitha in Att. 9.) they carry it orderly and with filence to the Grave; then lodge 
the Carcafs not in the Machits or Chutches but Church-yards, and where none lay for- 
merly , fuppofing it a vile part to difturb the dead, whom in the Grave they think fenfi- 
ble of torment: they place his Head towards ZZedyza, and (according to the old fep- 
tem ad [uttum) for feven dayes the next of Kin watch, to keep if poflible the evil An- 
gel from his Grave, inceflantly warbling out Elegiac Threnodies, as the laft expreflion 
of love they can fhew. But Vidienim lachrymas, c cft pars fraudis in illis. 


Othersthus: Inthe firft place go thofe of his Blood; next them his Varlcts naked to 
the waite, the reft in troozes; who to exprcfs their zeal burn or fcratch their Arms 
and Breaits,and cut and print circles in their Ficfíh,(a mode borrowed from the Fews,pro- 
hibited by A#@fes, Levit. 19. 28- and in Dest. 14- 1.) io that the blood oft trickles down 
in many places: next them are ranked youths whofe fhoulders bear fome Texts out of 
the Alcoran; mixing with them Eulogies of the defunct, which they ingeminate. Next 
thefe follow many Perfons of beft rank, cach putting, his hand to the cord that draws thc 
Hearfe: and on every fide throng the multitude, fome bearing in their hands Lawrcl or 
Cyprefs, others Garlands ef Flowers, Fruits, and what beft befits the feafon: fome femi- 
naked Horfe-men play along, and oft-times, to demonitrate their love, fpare not to wound 
their carcafles. Inthe laft place go the Prefice, or Women hired to weep and howl, who 
tear their falfe hair, probably {mell to Onions (hinc ille Lachrymae) and ufe fuch impo- 
{tures as did the antique Romazs noted in Livy, who made itan Art to mourn; and by their 
counterfeit tears ad fhricks to provoke othcrs to patlion and like lamentation. Thefe 
we find mentioned in Jerem. 9. 17. which cuftome the People of God borrowed from 
the Heathens. Prefice dicuntur mulicres conditte ad lncntazdus motns, que dant Q«etcfis 
modnm plangendiy as Nonitns Adarcclliuis alio nowd by Ovid in his/&. Art. amand,

In which decorum they march flowly and with a commendable filence; but at his Dormi- 
tory ululate Lala-Hiillulla, z. e. Let us praifé God. There they firft uncloath and then 
cleanfe the Carcafs, for his fins thereby as they fay vanifh: then they anoint him with 
Unguents, and fo wrapt in fine linnen bury him, placing his head towards Afccha, his 
face. towards Heaven, ( the rather noted, in that the other Sex are buried with thcir faces 
downwards,)and his arms {pread,as prepared to embrace his Prophet Mahomet. Upon the 
Grave they fix two ftones, at his hcad and feet, which in Arabick characters engraved 
and coloured, note his Name, Quality and time of Burial. There they leave him, 
but give not over twice every day to fing his Regaiem, befcecning Afabomet to fuccour 
him againft his bad Angcls: of whom, as part of their Crecd, they nourifn this 
Opinion : | 

‘So foon as any Auffalman is buried, forthwith AZzuezegar and Quarequar two ugly Devils 
aflail him; the one armed with an iron club, the other with a hook of flaming braís: in 
which frightful pofture they view the Carcafs, and in an imperious or rather infolent 
manner comimand him to lift up his head, to fall proftrate upon his knees, and beg his 
Soul, which it is fuppofed was till then departed: The dead Body rc-entertains his Soul, 
and together give an account of their paíled Life: Now upon confeflion if it appear 
that his Life was good, the Devils as Spirits flec away, and give way to two good An- 
gels Capparell'd in white filk ) to comfort him; to the day of doom not budging from 
him, nor feeming unwilling to protect him. But in cafe his Life upon examination or 
confeflion appear bad, then the black-fac'd Caco-dzmon with the iron club hits him fo 
pat on the head as thumps him ten yards deep into the ground ; where he flecps not long, 
tor immediately the other fpiteful Hcl-hound with the flaming hook pulls him up again: 
in that horrid fort tormenting, him till Z4Zzbomer calls a Parliament and gives deliverance. 
In onc place of his Alcoran hc promifes to fave them all, but in another ( forgetting his 
promife) appoints them to país over a narrow Bridge (he calls it the Bridge of Judge- 
ment ) each Man carrying his fins in a bag behind him; but in pafling over, with {uch as 
have heavy loads the Bridge breaks, and they fall into Hell; fuch as have Icfs weight, 
into Purgatory, cc. 

In former times they ufed to burn the Bodies, as did the Romans and moft Erbziques. 
The Carcafs was folded in linnen called Liza Vivum made of the ftone Asbeffos, which 
was both {pun and woven into linnen ; and being put into the fire would not confume, but 
preferved the afhes from mixture with other things, and fo was committed to the Sepul- 
chre. This precious fort of incombuftible-linnen at the firft was fold at a high rate,but atter- 
wards became more common: for fuch time as Sylla befieged Athens, it was obferved 
that what was anointed with that oyl became free from burning. Plizy alfo reports That 
hc iaw Napkins frequently ufed, which when dirty or foul, were cleanfed by Fire and not 
by Water. A rare kind of wafhing! Of this alfo were confected the famous cverlaft- 
ing Lanips and Tapers. The ftone is called Asbefton, i. e. Unextinguifhable; but the 
linnen or {tuff Amiaathus: fome of which Lamps have (as Hiftorians fay ) burnt 1500 
Years, clofed in glafles and placed in Caves and old Sepulchres: the aliment being this 
Asbefton mixt with ZVapbrba, or other like bituminous matter or fubftance. 

Concerning the Furniture of their Houfes, call him to mind who by the foot of Alci- 
dcs found out his other dimenfion: APan,a Platter anda Carpet is the Epitome. Their 
dict is toon dreit, readily eaten, and as quickly digefted as defcribcd. Their Table is 
ufually the Ground, covered with fome fleight fort of Carpet, over which -they 
[prezad a pintado c'oth, and fit crofs-legg`d as Taylors: But this manner of {fitting was 
not fo amonagit the Werfianms of old, nor io with other Nations, as appears Gen. 43. 33- 
where tis faid, lhamgofcpb fat at Table with his Brethren: And, Prifei fcdebant-ad menfiumy 
we find in ZZe»cr.. UGabcit, in after-times the Oriental Nations zoz federtes fed jacentes in 
lettl «y. rollis cortbame > alto practiled amongít the Fews in the time of the firit Cefars- 
Atorc cach Man they lay five or fix thin cakes of wheat, or pan-cakes, for other Bread 
they make nonc: this, fome tear afunder when they cat it, with their ten fingers, rc- 
prefenting (forfooth ; as tome imagine the Ten Commandmenrs 27^3-7-7- * Vy {cattering 
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many wooden fpoons, their handles being above half a yard long, and thc fpoon it felf 
fo large as my mouth could feldom matter. They have a meat re{embling the old Afaza, 
which was meal mixed with Water and oyl, with gobbcts of flefh. They have withal 
little pafties of haíht meats, not unlike the Turks Samboutes. They feldom go beyond 
Pelo 5 but in that difh exprefs they think a witty invention, ictting before you fomctimes 
forty difhes called by forty names, as Pelo, Chelo, Kifhmy-pelo, Cherry-pclo, ec. albeit 
indeed it differ but in the cookery; all are of rice, mutton and hens boilcd together ; 
{ome having butter, fome none; {ome having fruit, fome none; fome having turmerack 
and faffron,other-fome nonc ; fome onions ard garlick,fome none; fome having almonds 
and raifins, fome none: and {0 ad infinitum: making, us alfo belicve they make gallant 
chcar and great variety, though the ingredients be one, differing oncly in colour; fome 
coming to the Table as black as coal, fome as white as curd; others (that you may know 
their Cooks are witty) be yellow, green, blew, red, or in fuch a colour as they fancy. 
Wot you ( forfooth ) why Rice is fo generally catcn, and fo valuable? Not that it exceeds 
Wheat or other grain in goodnefs, fincnefs, roundnefs or the like, (C though I cannot 
deny but it is a folid grain, and in boiling {wells fo much, that a pint unboil’d: will in- 
creafe to near four pints in boiling 5) albeit fome and thofe not the leaft learned think that 
Manna which the Zfraelites had given them for Bread in the Wildernefs of Arabia ( being 
a {mall round thing ) was this grain; fo fuppofed both from its fhape and excellency ; 
but from a Tradition delivered by their grand Annalift ¥zcob-ben-Siet-Ally, it isaffirmed 
That on a time Mahomet being in prayer was convey’d into Paradife, where earneftly 
bcholding its varieties, at length he caft hiseyes upona glorious Throne, and fcaring he 
fhould be punifht for his prefumption, blufht for fhame and fweat for fear; but loth to 
have it difcovered, wipes from off his brow the fweat with his firft finges and threw it 
out of Paradife: It was not loit it feems by the ftory; for forthwith dividing it felf into 
fix drops, the firft was metamorphofed into a fragrant Rofe, ( and thence itis Rofe- 
watcr is fo much ufed, and in honour of the Rofe an annual Feaft yet folemnized:) the 
Ííccond was converted into a grain of Rice, (a holy grain: ) the other four became four 
Doctors, Acmet, Hamet, AdJelec-zed and Fafyz, who aflifted Atazhomet to pubtifh if not 
to compoíc his Z4/coraz. And forafmuch as Rice is the onely eftimable grain and com- 
mon ingredient at the ufual Entertainments in all Mahometan Dominions, give me leave 
to inlarge a little upon the JOcícriptior. 

Rice, is for the moft part fown about the time of the Ver- ax | | 
nal Equinox, ufually in watcrifh grounds; in four months or | "4 
lefs being ripe for gathering. Sometimes they fet it grain by e 
grain, not two inches decp in the Earth, which they clofe; p 
and in Harveft time gather car by ear. The flower it bears is 
purple, the leaves be long and flender like {edge or dogs- 
gralis 5, the car it puts forth is not like that of Corn, but 
hath a thin itraw 2 yards long, full of joynts 5 the tgp onely 
{welling, in which are many round knobs which contain fe- 
veral grains of Rice, and every knob hath a long beard like 
to our Barley: So toon as the firft-fown Rice appears they 
plant again, and after that the like, the feed being, under Wa- 
ter tome few daycs; fo as all the Year long (in fomc parts ) 
they have Rice in the Icaf, flower and cars, which puts the Huf- | 
bandman to a delightful though painful labour. And they 
have fallads, acharrs, and hard eggs, which ufually are vari- , 
oufly coloured; hard, thattheir ttomachs might not be delu- | 
ded in too quick a digeftion. Their Mutton is fwcet, but fat ———-—- cena: et 
principally inthe tail, the weight commonly twenty pounds; in 7 4rcomazia they weigh 
fixty pounds; Leo Afric. at Caire faw one whofe tail ( fupported by a þittle Cart with 
wheels ) wcighed 80 pounds, dnd fayes he heard of another weighing 100 pounds, and 
may wel) ballance the reft of the carcafs. Camel,Goat and Pheafant the Countrey yiclds, 
and the Law allows the cating; but not of Beef, Veal, Swines flefh, Hares and Buftolsy 
which are prohibited. Camels flefh they fell in the Buzzars roaited upon fcucts, er cut 
in mamniocks and carbonado’d ; three or four {pits are fold for Avo pence. Bad Pa- 
{ftry-men they are; for I have fren them put a Lamb whole into an * ven, and take it out as 
black as a coal; they fay ( I dare not fecond it ) it taftes the bettel: it may be fototncem, 
but i thought otherwite. | 

The poor are not fo voluptuous: they content themfelves with dry Rice, herbs, roots, 
fruit, lentils, and a meat refembling Thlummery: well fatisfied with that api ig 
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diet ; and calling to mind the Proverb, He that will eat much muft eat little, finds the bs- 
nefit Of a moderate dict: For it diminifhes crudities already bred, reduces the humours 
of the Body to a wholefome order of nature,allays fumes, yea cures moft infirmities which 
are commonly bred by full meals and other intemperance. Nature in no wift delighting 
in exceis or dclicates: a fimple dict and temperate Life are Nature's beft Phyficians. 
Yea, I have feen them alfo eat locufts, the Serpents enemy as wcllas theirs, in Ípccie 
refembling  grafhoppers. Dates alfo preferved in firrup mixed with buttermilk 
is precious food. But to memorize their Cheefe and Butter will either make your mouths 
water or turn; In good earneft, the worft any ever tafted of, both that it wants Art 
and material; for 'tis dry, blew and hard ; ill to the eye, bad to the tafte, and worfe for 
digeftion: the worft is towards the Gulph, the beft in A%zendram, but neither of them 
praife-worthy. Their butter ufually comes from the Gufpans tails, which faves them 
churning: howbeit, fome boil the cream in a raw skin, fo as it is commonly very fluttifh, 
full of hairs and unfalted: This fort will keep frefh ( fweet I do not fay ) fix months; but 
when we drew our knives thorow it, .a thoufand fluts hairs came along with it: they ne- 
verthelefs commend it. | 

Their liquour is fometimes fair Water, Sugar, Rofe-water, and juice of Lemmons 
mixt, and Sugar confected with Citrons, Violets or other fweet flowers; and for the 
more delicacy, fomctimes a mixture of Amber; this we call Sherbet. Wine they alfo 
drink, having (as they pretend ) a peculiar priviledge from ily, and from the indul- 
gence Siet Gunet in his Commentary afforded them, which the Turks are not worthy 
of; heartily laughing at the reafon the Turks give for their abftinence. The Turks indced 
forbear Wine, upon a Tradition that two Angels rot and Marot by Name bcing fent 
down to inftruct the Turks in Morality,and amongft other things to forbear drinking of 
Wine, it feenis fell under that temptation; for they themfelves having drunk above 
meafure, became enamoured of a beautiful Virgin, and follicited her to wantonneís: but 
the Damfel underftanding whence they came, diffembled her confent upon condition they 
would teach her the Elfat4 that would carry her to Heaven; which they no fooner did, 
but fhe insmediately afcended and informed againft the Angels, who were thereupon ex- 
cluded Heaven; but the Virgin was mctamorphofed into the Morning-ftar, or Lucifer- 
But this Fable of the two lapft Angels, was probably borrow'd from that Hiftory of the 
Angels mixing with beautiful Women before the Flood; miíf-underftanding that narra- 
tive of Mofes Gerz. 6. 2. That the Sons of God feeing the Daughters of Men were fair, 
they married them: Laétant.l.2.c. 1$- c& Enfeb. prep. Evang. l.5.c¢.4- Thole Sons of God 
being no Angels but the pofterity of Seth that took Wives of the Progeny of Cziz, which 
haftened the Deluge. However, it is from this Tradition that Wine is abhorred by moft 
Mahometans. The egyptian Kings of old did the like, faith Plutarch, till Pfammiricus 
his reign: nor held they it fit to be ufed in Sacrifices, from a Tradition it was the Giants 
blood that warred againft the gods; its property being ftill the fame, to make thofe heady 
and outragious that drink it exceflively, Wine is abhorred and refrained. Arac and Agua- 
vite they alfo diink,and Tabaco fuckt through water ( that it inebriate not ) by long canes 
iffuing from a round Veffel: and above the reft affect Cobo or Coffee, a drink black as foot, 
thick and ftrong fcented, diftrained from Bunchi, Bunnu, or Bay-berries beat into a 
powder and boiled in Water , wholefome, but not toorhfome, they fay; but if fipt hot, 
comforts the brain, expels melancholy and fleep, purges choler, alleviatesthe Spirits, 
and begets an excellent concoction; yea, however ingratc or infapory it feems at 
firít, it becomes grate and delicious enough by cuftom. But not regarded for thofe good 
properties io much, as from a Romance that it was invented and brew’d by Gabriel to 
reftore Afabomets decay’d moifture; who never drunk it, but made it a matter of nothing 
to unhorfe forty Men; and in 7ezzs Camp with more than an Herculean fortitude, amongit 
Women to effect wonders. Sure ’tis more ancient than Mahomet: For ftory fayes, The 
Lacedemonians were ftronger than their Neighbour Greeks by fhunning excefs, and keep- 
ing to their black broth; which when Diozyfius would have drunk, thc Cook told him hc 
muft alfo ule exercife. , EX 

Qpiism (the juice of Poppie) is of great ufe there alfo ; good, if taken moderately : 
bad, nay mortal, if ibeyond meafure: but by practice, thcy make that familiar, which 
would kill us ; fo thag their medicine is our poyfon. They chaw it much : for it hclps 
catarrhs, cowardize;sand the epilcptie; ítrcngthens (as they fay ) beens : and which 
is admirable, fome exweaordinary Foot-pofts they have who by continual chawing this, 
with fome other confeétion, are enabled to run day and night without intermiflion, fccm- 
ing to be ina conltant dream or giddincís, fecing, but not knowing whom they dida 
though well acquainted, and mifs not their intended places , by a ftrange cfhcacy expul- 
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Coffee. Opium. Foot-pofts. 


fing the tedious thoughts of travel, and rarely for fome dayes decciving the body of its 
{cafonable reft and lodging. Opium, Coffee, the root of Betcle, tears of Poppy, and 
Tabaco, condenfe the fpirits and make them ftrong and alegre ; which both make the 
Perftazs believe they expel fear, and enable them to run continually. In America their 
difpatches by foot-men differ not from our way of poftage by horíes from ftage to ftage ; 
for in Pern, the Indian Inguas or Kings fetled their itage 8 miles afurdcr, fo as a foot- 
man conveying letters from one ftage to another without intermifflion, in 24 hours 
would run so leagues or of our miles one hundred and fifty, Léipfiss $0. Epift. 3. Cent. 
And how ftyange focver this report of the Foot-pofts abftinence may feem, yet this out 
of Adizaldus cent. 2. 55-agrees with it 5 Avicenna refert quendam peregre profetturum, libram 
nnam olei violacei cum adipe mixti bibiffe, co inediam abfque ulla fame decem dierum fuftinuiffe. 
Olympiodorus Of Alexandria alfo writes That in his time a Certain man lived without fleep, 
having, nothing clfc to fuftain nature fave the air and light of the Sun. And Befides the 
foporifcrous pellets which the Foot-man chawcd, pedibus timor addidit alas. But however 
myiterions it bc, I perfwade not every man to imitate Ze//eizss the Epicure, who feared 
nothing fo much, as to doubt of any thing. Now thisrelation of their fhoutars or zan- 
tells, i. c. foot-poits peradventure may gain credit but with few, give me leave therefore 
to offer fome Examples of the like kind, Dzodorses Sic. |. 19. In rebus Eumenis ait, Cum ille 
milites €& arma expediret , quofdam Perfarum qui trizinta dierum [batio abeffent , illo eodem die 
cogzoviffe, cc. The march of his army was in onc day made known to fome Perfians 
who wcre then 3o dayes travel thencc. Intelligence probably given by fignes made by 
men purpofcly placed upon the tops of mountains (as our Beacons bc) or by voyces 
tranfmitted from place to place, and where conveniency was by trunks or hollow places 
in walls, as was ufual with the Romans in Sritaiz and-other Provinces. Perfis (faith the 
Hiftorian ) plerajue montana eft e? vallibus interrupta in montibus , opportunis locis funt [þecule, 
in guibits confiftunt bomines maxime vocales, (curfores Angarij in lib. 8. FJerodotz , [þ cule aun- 
tem ita divije, quantum vox ab una ad alteram venire Œ excipi poteft. Re igitur nunciarida, unus 
exclamat proximo , ille alteri , & fic deinceps per omnes Satrapias ad extrema Regni. Numero 
were trizinta dierum y cc. 
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But more agreeing with thefe Perfian foot-men are the Peichi amongít the Turks. Tar- 
carum Peichi in comitatu Principis œ antecity fores, cim opres effet, buc illuc nmItturtur, tente velo- 
citate currentes , cum fecuricula in manu Œ phiala azne odorate, ut adfirment cos à Bycanstio 
ad Adrianopolim una die c£ notte pervenire, quod intervallum eff circiter centum c féexazinta 
miliaria Romaza. Foot-men attending the Army and imployed to and fro, as occation 
requires, who arc fo exceeding fwift, as holding a finail hatchet in onc hard and a bottle 
of fweet water (for rcfrcfhment) in the other, thcy will in a day and a night run 
from Conftantinople to Adrianople being 160. Italian Cor Exglifh) miles afunder. 
Cerpris fuccingunt ne dolearit in curfu , they gird themíclves well fejt they fai] in thcir 
courfe. Nor is it impertinent to add what Suidas records of a Jew that was Tingular in 
this kind. Pofferiori evo fub Lco. Imp. Conftant. narrant quendam Fudaicum, qui in cundi con- 
[pectus Jubito cvanefcebat, fulguris inftar  »cc currenti MATIS guam volanti f2milzs s certe guod iter 
bomo mutatis eguis uno die conficere non poterat , boc ipfe fiis pedibus Cc fine moleftia cozficicbat, 
a JeW 1o fwift, as after his tctting out, hc was foon out of fight, vanifhing like Light- 
ning, and teeming rather to fly than go; in onc day running as it were with eafe, 
further than any one can poft it away with change of horfes. Too much, í fear, upon this 
fubject. 

The Perfiams for the molt part cat in Porcellanc or carth,not vaiuing Silver, (the King 
by fuch attracting it to his own Vable:) they have another rcafon, but ridiculous, That 
Mahomet at his dcícent into Hell fceing the Devils at dinner,obferved that they were fer- 
ved infilver. In feeding they ufe no knives, or imploy one finger or two, three or four 
being enjoin'd them from Tradition. Nor do they cut thcir Brcad, but break or rcnd it : 
equally fictitious; for Ozman in his Parody afluresthem the Devil CShitanx they call him) 
doth cut what he eats, which makes it no table, feeing he cats not. And for the mode 
of breaking Bread, Ozman borrowed it fromthe Jews who had that cuftome; practiied 
likewiic by the Gentiles, as we find in Xezopoz in his defcription of the Perfiais: Never- 
thelefs, ignorance makes them attribute all to Miracles. 

At mcais they are the merrieft Men alive: no people in the World have better {to- 
machs, drink more freely, or more affect voracity; yet are harmlcíly merry: a mix- 
ture of meat and mirth excellently becomingthem: For here,

Jovial in a high degree; efpecially when the Curtezans are in company; the Men ac- 
count that for good manners which we thought barbarous 5 whenin complement, or ra- 
ther fquallid wantonnefs, they would overcharge their mouths with Pelo, and by an af- 
fected laughter exonerate their chaps, throwing the overplus into the diíh again; and 
as a fymbol of good will (fir-reverence) offer others to eat what they had chcwed for- 
mcrly. To end, having foak’d their huflinees or water-bags, wine-bottles are then ufu- 
ally enzpticd : atthat exercife they fit long and drink foundly, condemning that precept 
in the Alcoran asan idle toy, invented by Ofman, That it is Giants blood, the blood of 
thofe Giants the Greeks Call Theo-machi, or the Devils gall as fome have refemblcd it > al- 
beit the Turks forbear to drink it partly from that perfwafion. Neverthelef the Perfians 
in this arc commendable, That they never quarrel in their cups; nor compel thcy any to 
fit longer, or drink more, than he pleafes: Perfe potabuntur potatione ligitima, nemine coger- 
te, Athenavs l. 4. a fobricty that held till the Greeks fubjected them; and then, aut brbar, 
ant abeat: Yet by that which Xezopboz relates, who was in Perfia 120 years before Alex- 
ander, it appears that the Perfians in his time had left off that vertue of temperance 
in drinking. Vetus lex erat ne ampbore ad convivia impertaregtur, XC. Wune vero tentum 
bibunt, ut non zmportent, fed ut ipfi tmportarentur, Xenoph. Nor drink they Healths, or one 
unto another, a civil cuftome, but too much abufed amongít Chriftians; AGwos, a Heca- 
then, itrictly forbad it the Cretazs, as Plato rehearfes in his Dialogues: But compared 
with thofe of old; are without refemblance; thefe being. -homely, thofe full of excefs. 
Dion aud Crefivs give fome inftances ; as that in old times the Perfiam Monarchs made 
many Feaits, and many times invited no !efs than fifteen thoufand Men 5 Rex Perfarum 
enn ŞOC Vir.rum enat, faith Atheners L4. c. 10.3 in every entertainment expending 
four hundred Talents; which amounts in our Money to two hundred and torty thouiand 
Crowns; ami ct prive&e Feafts where forty or fifty were entertained, as Ephipiis Olyz- 
tbi;s reports, a Supper ;*ood in a hundred Mynaes of Gold, each Myna, or Dvna,inour 
Moncey vateng fix and twenty fhillings and cight pence. A large allowance in that juve- 
nility of Time, for we fay plures opes nunc funt, cc. yet credible when thc vaft Revenue 
the Perfi:z Empire extracted from many Nations isconfidered , for, what accrucd ont es

thofc hundred twenty feven Provinces, was not lefs than fort thoufand and > 
Attic Talents, in our account forty hundred thoufand Crowns or hed cota Wee 
India alfo they yearly received three hundred and threefcore Talents of Go!d in duft

But at this day of fmalleftccm, the Natives either wanting skill or will to difcover 
them. 

Coins at this day ufed, arc the Abbaílce, in our Money fixteen pence, Larrce, ten 
ence, Mamoodee, eight pence; Shahee four pence; Saddee, two pence ; Biftce, two 
‘ence; double Cozbeg, a penny; fingle Cozbeg, a half-penny; Fluces (like the Turis 
\fpars) ten to a Cozbeg : But the Gold Coins are Sultanies, equal toa Venice Chequin 5 
2uracs, alike in name and valuc to the old Dariques, thirteen fhillings and four pence, 
^c. but few feen: All butthe Cozbegs and Fluces are of pure Silver, thefe are Brafs, 
utcurrantall over Ms Monarchy. Now’tisto beebferved, That no Mahomectarf Prince 
tamps his Coin with Images but Letters,purporting their Names or fome Text out of thc 
Acoran: howbcit,before the eightieth year of the Hegyra, certainit is they commonly 
ifed Images and not Lettcrs. 

I have elfewhere defcribed their buildings: Their Beds are Cots of two foot hcight, or 
our low pofts ftrengthencd with girth-web; a hag, or Yopangee,fprcadattop; of dou- 
le ufe, for it fervcs as an Umbrella abroad, and at home for a Coverlet: in Summer, 
heir Slaves attend about them: fome to waft and beget cool Air, othersto {care away the 
3nats and fuch like buzzing vermine,which during hot weather pefter them excecdingly- 

The Men account it a fhame to urine ftanding; their reafon is becaufe Dogs ufe that 
»ofture : they have flaves attendig with Ewers of Silver filled with Water, to cleanfe pol- 
ution; albeit not fo with all Mahometans in other Dominions: and to difference the 
iex Herodotus writes that in c£ gypr, famine flantes viri fedentes mingebant. The better fort 
ire fo oft on Horfeback, as [hey hate to fce Men walk; fuch they thipk diftempered in 
nind, a madder thing to fce them ride, though not half a itones-calt. 

_ Their Horfes efpecially for fervice, are of the Arabian breed,, bodied like Jennets, 
wifter and of more courage: they curb their mettle with {harp bit*, a ring of Iron'helg- 
ngthem: Their Bridles are long, and fometimes ftuddcd with Gold , of Gold e¢ft-times 
ire their pummels and flirrups. Saddles of the better fort are ufugfly of Velvet, highand 
zlote, like our great Saddle: the trees arecurioully painted.: That form they borrow 
romthe Tartar, is hard,tinall,and clofe, flire,but not cafic. Generally in goed liking are 
‘heir Horfes, albeit their fare be mean; alittle bag filled with barley and chopt {traw hung. 
bout their heads,is both livery and manger: they ftrictly tie them to a certain proportion.

Mules are no lefs valuable than their Horíe; of better fervice where the paflaze is fan 
Ormouatainous. Menuife Horfes, Women, Mules and Camels: every uoi wh all afd 
loaden with two Cajuaes, which holdstwo Women: the Cage isof Wood, covered with 
Cloath; fo low, as fuffers them not to ftand upright: but lefs grievous, in that for the 
moft part all forts fit, and endure not long ftanding. When any Haram travels, they 
are guarded with Eunuchs armed with bows and fwords, both for defence and offence, as 
formerly hinted. Their Alphabet is writ in their proper Character. j 
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To which, if I add fomewhat of their Language, it may both fhew the affinity it has 
with the Saxon,(who after their defcent from Ararat firft planted in Saca a part of Battria, 
and affer in Sarmatia, before their progrefs into the 'Cymbric Cherfoneie) from whom 


we borrow our Teutonic; and peradventure be of fome ufe tothe future Traveller.

Now concerning their Religion, af fuch I may term it, being as one fays rather a con- 
fufed hotch-potch or mafs of fuperftition) at this day it varics not from the Turks in any 
particle of the Alcoran; yet account they one the other Hereticks, being no lefs divi- 
ded in their profeflion than we and the Papalins. A Schifm begun Anno Domini 1400. bya 
Syet of 4rdaveil, the better to advance the Sophian Title derived from Mortis Ally who 
was both Kinfman and Son-in-law to their Prophet Mahomet : which Ally, albeit by thofe 
Relations he had right to fit as Kalyph at Meccha after Mahomet, yet three others {tept 
up before him, who during their lives excluded him. Thefe were Abuboker, Omer, and 
Ozman, by the Turks venerably accounted of, but by the Perfians (as appears by the 
Commination invented by Siete G4zet) reputed Hereticks : from whence arifes fuch ha- 
tred betwixt thefe two mighty Monarchs, that to Exrope’s good they dividé, and pro- 
{ecute each other as it were with hatred irreconcileable. 

A44 HIOAML EI (Son of Abdar a Pagan and Emmaa Jew) was born at Fathreb (or 
Itrarip, Fezrab Poflelliss calls it) in Arabia, the year fromthe Creation 4544. and of Chrift 
our bleficd Lord and Saviour $57.41. Fu#fiinéan at that time governing the Roman Empire, and 
Cozrxboes (Father to Hormifda) the Perfiaz. ! 

His Parents were poor, therefore as an Apprentice with much patience he ferved 
Zayed-ben-Hartah a rich Merchant; who dying, left his Scrvant a confiderable Legacy : 
but by rcafon of thofc broils 'twixt Cozrhoes and the Romans, Traffiick decayed, and moft 
mcn were compelled to dance after Belloza’s Mufick 5. fo as Mahomet amongft others en- 
lifted himfelf and ferved under ZZerac/zs, and after that the Perfiam; not caring who 
was vanquilhed, fo he gained. Nor did he crre in his imagination: for by the great 
Eftate Ictt him by Bex-Hartab and acquired in the Wars, he had the credit to command 
fo many 7 zztars and Arabians, asatdength he adventured to fet up for himfelf; and had 
the hap firft to beat the Chriftian Forces, and foon after the Pezfiaz, which got him more 
reputation: infomuch as having acquainted his Army with the difcord at that time hap- 
ning in the Romaz State, (for fo it was that Phocas having fain his Mafter Afauritius the 
Emperour,and allowed Zozzface the Title of LInivería! Bifhop,fo much to thc diflatisfacti- 
on of the Chriftians, that agreeable to the Character Gregory the Great gave Foha the 
Conftantinopolitan Patriarch they called them Antichrift ; and not without fome fhew 
of reafon, feeing that fixty fix good Bifhops of Rome trom Lizas Cfeven years after the 
Paflion) to that Pope, more mindcd to feed Chriits flock, than ro arrogate to them- 
{elves Lordíhip over mcns; aml much lefs an univerfal Supremacy) conceived himfelf 
that He was ordained from thc beginning of the Creation, not only to cclipfe the pride 
of that Pope, but withall to inftruct the world in a better way than cither Mofes did 
the Jews, or Chrift the Chriftians; moft blafphemoutly withal giving out That he was 
the Comforter promifed. (and yet fays hc came to give his Law by the Sword and not by 
Miracle) and to advance the 24,4574; name and dignity above all ether in the Univerfe. 
The Jews alfo fzeing his glorious rite, cryed him up for the Meah, till they perceived 
him to cat Camels fch, and then they abhorred him: but the illitérate Savages admire, 
and (though fome thought mcanly of him) moft part hoped he could effect his promi- 
fes, and accordingly credit his pretended Revelations. 

But 
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But c're he could finifh this new model by him called an Alcoran, or Laws more rcfem- 
bling Ordinances of War than Inftructions to conquer Luft, as one has noted; the Per- 
jiaz fuddenly broke in among them, and in memory of their latc hoftility and plunder 
retaliatesthem fo to purpofe,that Mahomet (to fave his life) made ufe of his Dromedary, 
leaving the reft of his company to the fury of the Perfian. 

With a fad heart Mahomet haftens back to Mecca (Afocuraand Munychiates of old, and 
then the ftony Arabian Metropolis:) but when he calls to mind his miferable cftatc, by 
this laft defeat being abridg'd both of money and men, yea fuch men whofe impulfe was 
prepared to propagate his Alcoran, confumes in the meditation, and by his fretfulncís 
and inceflant vexing had at that time like to have made death his Executioner. 

Some fafer way he therefore ruminates. And inthe firft place, to folace his unquiet 
piri and enrich himfelf, layes clofe fiege to Chodaige a Woman of great wealth and by 

ome thought Queen of Corafan, whom after an amorous afflault he won, and of her begot 
three Sons and three Daughters, namely Ebrahim, T. ajeb, and Tabor, which three died 
young; Fatyma and Zaynab (both married to Mortis-Ally) Om-Kalthom and Rachyay 
Wives to old Abuboker. But his ftomach growing weak, one fort of Meat beganto loath 
him; for Chodaige was ftale, and others better fancied him: In his Alcoran he therefore 
thought fit to allow carnal liberty, the better to excufe himfelf who was fo infatiately li- 
bidinous that he is not afhamed to become a prefident, and countenance his incontinency 
by a Law. Accordingly, and with folemnity (as Bex-Cafena Writer of his belief reports) 
he efpoufed Z4yfce the beloved Child of his Son-in-Law Abuboker. A Child (though Afa- 
bomet’s Wife) I well may call her, for at that time fhe exceeded not fix years; yet foonaf- 
ter fo acceptable to her Husband, that he calls her his beft beloved; diétates a whole 
Chapter in her commendations; and for her love to him, and civility to others; for her 
witty conceits and skill in Story and Languages, fhe is made fuperlative, and intituled 
Mother of the Faithful, and (contrary to a tenet in his Alcoran) defired to be buried in 
her Grave, as by old Albuboker his Survivor afterwards was performed.  Histhird Wife 
was Miriam (or AMamrya whichis AZzry) of whom he begat Ebrabim-Caffen who at the age 
of fix months by the arrow of death was directed the inevitable way. Zaynab (the repu- 
diate of Bez-7Zartab) was his fourth and laft Wife, (for of Concubines he had above an hun- 
dred, but in no Author any of their names recorded.) This was a Lady credulous of Vifi- 
ons, (and magnes mendacii credulitas,credulity isthe magnet of lies) for fhe verily believ- 
ed that his Epilepfie was occafioned by an Angels conferring with him, fo that amongit 
Mahometans fhe alfo is firnamied a Mother of Muflulmen or true Believers. 

But that his Doctrine might not want a confirmatiou by Miracles, fome of thofe his 
bofome friends and other familiars, taught Dovesto feed out of his ear, and Camels to 
expect thcir food from him, which blazoned his holinefs: (albeit ever fince Semiramis 
her timc, who was fed and educated amongft Doves, inthe Oriental parts Doves have a 
more than common eftimation.) However, bythis practife he not only eluded his fa- 
milidrs, but alfo put all Arabia into an expectation of {fome extraordinary confequence- 
So as having by the help of Sergivs an Italian, a neft of uncleannefs,a Monk, a Sabellian, a 
difcontented wretch for miffing the Bifhoprick of Byzanth, and of TYobz of Antioch an un- 
found and heretical Neftorian, two fubtil fpirits, (who as Laétantius faith, by mixing 
truth with falfhood and fowing the feeds of errour difturbed the tranquillity of alí things;) 
by fuch help, or rather by the help of fuch, he finifhed his Alcoran in the year of our blef- 
fed Lord God 620. at that time being aged forty fix. Itfo tranfported him, that from 
Methat to Atecca he goes tohave it credited; but therein his prediction failed him > for 
fo foonas the Arabs perceived his defign (being formerly acquainted with his birth and 
breeding) they banifh him, and (but for his Wives relations) there had crufhed him and 
his Cockatrice Egg, which was but then hatching. So that involved with more per- 
plexity now than ever, he was at his wits end, and once refolved to burn his Book and 
return to trading: but Sergius whofe Intereft was involved pacified him, telling him, 
fo great a Work could not but be attended with oppofitfon. “The difanimated Prophet 
revives uponthis, and VL pitt this affliction propitious to his memory: {o that to 
Fathreb he goes, where for two years he fecludes himíelf from company; thercin imi- 
Crafing other Law-givers; as Pythagoras, who concealed himfelf ten years, Zoroafter twcn- 
ty, aud Socrates for fome certain time: fo Mahomet having finifhed his plot, and com- 
manding the accompt or Æra fince obferved by his Scéctarics to commience from his late 
perfecution, he again adventures, and by gifts and other perfwafions attracted fo many 
follower$ that within feven years his Alcoran was received in Avecca: from this root 
branching out to many fects as in fhort timc infected all the Orient. 

Mahomet (whofe name Arabically fignifies ga es and many times Conveniunt rebus 
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nomina fepe fnis; affording alfo the number 666, the mark of Antichrift,) having ac- 
complifhed his defign, was fummoned to appear before the Lord of all flefh, the God 
Omnipotent, and Judge of all mens actions; at whofe Tribunal (no doubt) he hath re- 
ceived a juft judgment for his impiety.  Hedied in the year of his climacteric fixty three, 
of the Hegyra 17. and of our Saviour (fay fome) 637. others 666. ordaining Ally to 
fucceed him, andhis carcafs to be intombed in 4yfces grave in Fatkrip, which per Anto- 
nomafiam he new-named Medina Talnabiy itor Ateccha, from which it is dittant one 
hundred and feventy miles, bcing that AZunychiates mentioned in Pro/omy albeit Irather 
think it AZeccba, becaufe I read that Medina (or Fathrip) was built Anno Domini 364. by 
Aadhuddadaule then King of Babylon: by Ofman allegorically called ELbaramain, and by 
others De-A falem, i.e. aholy place or Town of mercy; none daring in the garb ofa 
Souldier tread Eaft, Weft, North, onSouth, nigher than fix one way, twelve, eighteen, 
and twenty four milesthe other, upon pain of death. | 

His Alcoran or Sunna, i.e. the Book of Truth ora Legend forthe Faithful, isftuffed 
with Philofophy moral and natural, and mixed with fo many fantafies and inventions 
as renders the whole full of abfurdities and contradictions; and farced with fuch trafhas 
may, powerfully provoke any fober Student toa height of laughter. “The Preface is, 
‘That the Book was fent from God by Gabriel to Mortis-Ally, Co fay the Perfianms;) but 
he, miftaking the right man, gave it Mahvmet, whom when God {aw replenifhed with 
equal vertue, the Angel was not blamed, but the gift confirmed. They report withal, 
That fo foon as he was born, an Angel brought him three Keys made óf three great Ori- 
ent Pearls which he fnatched fromthe Angel, and thereby gotatriplicite Dominion over 
Law; Victory, and Prophccy. 

To begin then : The Alcoran or Bible by them called Kurrawz, from Kara which fig- 
nifies Scripture as Scaliger and Drufius note, and 4lefalem, i.e. the Law of Pcacc, or 
Alcacan, i.e. Judgment, as it was digefted by Ozman fifteen years after the death of 
Mahomet, isa Volumetwice fo bigas the Pfalms of David; divided intoahundicd and 
fourteen Azoaraes or Chapters, put by Ozman intoa kind of rythme, and writ original- 
lyin Arabic, a Language fo magnified by Mahometans as they believe the Angas in Hea- 
ven fpeak it: albeit, ’tis well known that till ZZabomer?s time the Arabian Tongue was 
little different from the Cba/dee ; I might object, That the Hebrew has the preference, 
it being the opinion of a great Doctor, That iz Celo Hebrea lingua ufuri fumus. Nam Na- 
tura ibi redibit, que primitus banc linguam tenuit, confufto enim linguarum maledittior fiit, cc. 
This Alcoran then is not fo much a continued Tract of Devotion or direction to good 
life, asa Chaos or Mafs of his own acts, having intermixed the Art of War and Peace, 
Syftems of Rhetoric, Mathematicks and Ethicks borrowed out of Aplis (as they call Ari- 
ftotle) and other Philofophers, but grofly and confufedly handled. His Mother inftru- 
éted him inthe Jewifh Rites, and Sergiusin the Gofpcl: whence it is, that in the {eventy 
one Azoara of Nobhba, and in the tenth of 7»zys he records the Hiftory of Noah and Jo- 
nas and in other Chapters {peaks of Enoch, Abraham, Jofeph, Mofes, Elias and. David, whofe 
Songs called Zebur-Dahood or the Pfalms of David, and the Teurat ALoiffah or Pentateuch 
of Mofes he extols highly. The Izgil or Gofpel of S. Luke he quotes at large in the fourth 
Azoara of Anneza, and in the fifth of Almeyda names Chrift Rooth-noor Alloh and FZazret, 
i. e. Meflias the Spirit or word and light of God, holy Jefus: not omitting his bodily afí- 
cenfion into Heaven inthe fight of his twelve Apoftles,feventy Difciples, and five hundred 
others. Neverthelefs,does not confefs him to be the Son of God, but that tke Virgin conceiv- 
ed by {melling toa Rofe prefented her by Gabricl, andthat he was born out of her breafts. 
Alfo,it was not he that was crucified, but Fadas or fome other wicked thief; Chrift being 
withdrawn from them by acloud from Heaventhat covered him. Thence itis, the Crofs is 
fo ridiculous amongft them. They fay alfo,That he wasthe moft holy,chaft :jand powerful 
Saint that ever converfed upon Earth. And (inthe fecond Azoara of /bacara in the Alco- 
ran) it is declared, That Aes and Chrift fhall fave the Jewsand Chriftians at the day of 
Doom: yet inthe next Chapter af Amram (forgetting it fcems what hc had faid) avcrs, 
That no foul fhall be faved but by his Alcoran,he being fent into the world to modcrate the 
ftrictnefs of the Gofpel as Chrift the feverity of the Law ceremonial; varying alfo from 
whatinthctwelfth Affuratto he commands, that they fLould be held ii: equal repete with 
the Alcoran; running thus: The holy and merciful God hrft fent tho c^rciaionia Law, and 
then the Gofpel to direct all men in the right path, and laftly the Alcoren, a faithtul 
Book, for inftruction. No man therefore amongft them dares undervalue the old Law 
and the Gofpel, but practife it no Iefs than what is commanded in the Alco- 
ran. From whence it is, they reverence the holy Sepulchre, vifit Saints Tombs, 
honour the m.mory of ovr Saviour; and abhor the Jews. Saint Jobs ML 
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alfo he {peaks modcítly of, aud of the blefiid Virgin with fingular reverence; fa ying in 

the nineteenth Azoara to this purpote, ** Hail Adary thou art bicfled - yea, in purity and 
** holinefs excelling all other women: the meditation of Gods Laws was ever in thy heart 

* therefore he hath feic¢ted thee, refined thee, and made thce his happieft dwelling 5 thon 
€ art full of knowledge and mercy, frec from pollution, hatred or ambition : yca, thou 

i the Virgin Mother of the great Prophet Fefis, art only of woman-kind moft lovcly 
‘and pertect in the fight of the Almighty, cc. Which I name, not that his ook is any 
way morc valuable, (the end confidered, which was his plot for Apoftatic) but that the 
Devil and Sergius his Coadjutors could not derogate from thcir Majcfty ; and to whom 
we may fay inthe words of our Saviour to the Demoniack, hold thy peace; for as ano- 
ther fays, Ex ore tuo Lars fordct. 

Now albeitthe A/coran for its greater repute feigns, That three Angels flying with AZ- 
bomet isto ahign Mountain, onc ript up his breaft and wafhed his Guts with Snow - the íc- 
cond opened his heart, tacrcout picking a black kernel that was Satan’s part, which the 
lait An;zci clofed up and madc perfect: Then weighing him in a {cale, many mcn not bc- 
17 heavy enough tocounterpoize him, the Angel tct him upon the lower earth, faying,; 
No nuniocr fhall be able to weigh againit him. Now what thefe Angels were, appears by 
thc Book it fclf, which contiits of Herctiarchies againit our bleffed Saviour : for, with Ar- 
rius it dcnicsthe Divinity, with Sabe/czs the Trinity, with Atacedonius thc Holy Ghoft 
proceeding; with ALazicheus the death otf Chriit; and fuch like Errours as thofe wretches 
broached. In the 32. Azoara, hc politickly commands That no man be fo impious to 
queftion any particle of his Laws nor to difpute about it; yet in another Chapter con- 
felles that "tis {tuft with Untruths, Their Commandments are eight. 








1. Commandment. There is oze, and but one great God, and Mahomet is his Prophet. 


The Muyezins and Talifmanni every fourth hour fing aloud fromthe {tecple tops of eve- 
ry Mofgue, or Alcorancs as fome allufively call them, Quia è cacumine Turrium fragmenta 
Aleoranni pxeri plerum, vocifcrant. The utual words are Llala y-lala, Mohammed refullula ; 
but the Perfiaws < by Syet Guxets direction) to the honour of their Prophet .LZua y-lala 
Mfortys-Ally vel hilula iterated as a word of praife borrowed from the Hebrew Zz.elL- 
74, or as bythe oid Perzfrazs ufed in their Pxan or warlike Songs, which commonly began 
with Alala, as Xenophon c. 2. obferveth, or Ftilula Urania and Elulens a Song to Bacchus. 
The acknowledging one only God they borrow either from the IDccaloguc or fourth of 
Ezekiel. Upon which alfo our ancient Bards and Druides beat, in thofe dark times ma- 
king it an Article of their Faith. 


2-Command. ?Tzs zeitber Lood nor juft that any Muffulman live uimarried, left the Profcf- 
fors of tbe Alcoran be diminifhed.- 


Polygamy is from this Commandment tolerated , yea, fuch are thought met honoura- 
ble who tuper-abound in Wives and Concubines: Mahomet inthe Azoara of Bacara boaíts 
of his fingularity therein; and that he had ftrength at moft times to fatiate forty Wo- 
mcn. In that Chapter of Arrabrim he confcfles that he had violated his faith and troth 5 
but, that he had received pardon from Gods; and had to witnefs it, Rachel and Gabriel 
two Angcls. 

But who fccs not, that in this precept he had rcfpcct to the natural difpofition of the 
Arabians? better pleafed with freedom and voluptuoufncfs than vertuc: notcaring how; 
fo by any Magic hc could yoke them under obediencc. 


3. Command. 7r bcboves AMuffulmen to be charitable, aud to bate contention. 


Travellers fina fpecial advantage by this Commandmen?: for whereas Inns are not to 
be had in Heathen Countrics, there arc Buildings of purpofc for the accommodation of 
4racllers always open for entertainment, and clean kept; and near them is a large and 
Convenient Stable. In onc of thefe Inns, fiftcen thoufand pound fterling hath been dif- 
burfed upon:a charitable account: yea, fo remarkable is their charity, that they not on- 
ly erect Hofpitals for lame men and difeafed, but fomctimes for aged, itarved, or hurt 
birds, beafSs, and fuch Creatures. 


A. Comniand. de behaves Aduffiulmen to sevocate their Prophet every ety five times at leafs 
end te attend bis coming paticntly- 
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They accomplifh this with {fuch regard as when the Azyeziz is heard to cry aloud from 
the fteeple of the Mofque they fall to prayer, though bufied in prophane talb drink. 
ing, drabbing.or the like. Before they enter the Mofque they wath their fect, lay afide 
their fhooes, and being aflembled turn their faces all one way 5 and in their prayers fhut 
their eyes, fomctimes their cars, drop their beads, and with a fubmiís voice or murmur 
ingeminate their devotion, bending, proftrating, and kifling the ground or fome Re. 
lique of confecrated earth brought from the Haram or the Alcaba two Chappels in Afecca 
erected (fayes the Alcoran) by Absaham from the Idea or pattern of that which Adam 
built in that little time he ftay’d in Paradife, holding neverthelefs that he ftay’d there 
not above one day, and that it wastranflated by Angels into Hcaven at the Deluge. In 
every El-fata or prayer they fizeda or kifs the Earth at every epithete or name of God 
and AZabomet; and after they have battologized Lla y-lala, or Hilula, i.e. Praifes, they 
iterate another to this cect. * 

In tbe name of the good and holy God. | Praifed be tbe Sovereign of all Worlds, the ezcly mer- 
ciful God of Doom: Thee we ferve, thee we call upon:  (bev us tbe beft way that which thou 
b ft revealed to Mahomet 5 zot that whereby thou punifheft the Ungodly. This alfo they ufe, 
I have notcd amongit them, being a Tautologie of the Names of God and Afahomet - 
Bizmillah! raugh mawn, araugh-heam Allbundill-Ally: Etto byatto, almo barakatto, afful- 
watto, Atrayo batto, Leyla, beeffalem, Aleyka, I, Jaana, nebeen rough meet Wallouch heeweeber- 
catto. Effalimalena, Wallah Ebadulla, hefolaheem Efladdo. Awla- El-aha, El-Allaho, Efh- 
addai, Mahummed refull-Allogh. Lalla, Effalamalena Ebadulla Solaheem. Effalamaleekam 
Effalamalceza. Allybomma Sul-hbillulla. Alaw Mohummed don Wallaw, Waffaleem-chamma 
Salleata, Albumderalley, Whoddaw- Which form the Zabometazs in Arabia, Perfia, India, 
Java and other parts have, or moft part of it. 

Now though this be moft ufual, yet are they not without other fet forms of prayer, 
compiled by Ofmaz in his Parody, and more largely by that famous Almotannabby, who in 
his high-flown conceits endcavoured to exalt his Name and reputation above that of 
AM.;bomet. Their Elfatae’s are either for the fafety of their Kings a happy Ulue, welfare 
of their Countrey, Thanks that they are AZzuffulmez, Bofarmen, true Believerswr the like: 
five times in four and twenty hours exercifing prayer. The hours obferved canonically 
are about day-break, noon, three in the after-noon, fun-fet, and mid-night: called by 
them Afhera, Magreb, Adelefher, Kalamath and Erketb; Arabically Dahour, Lafhour, Ao- 

grub, Sallie and Sabaha L'bair. The firft hour is acted by four Teffalems and two prayers; 
the fecond by ten times kifling the earth with five E/fzrae^s; the third hour requires eight 
erovelings and four ejaculations 5 the fourth hath five fizedaes and three orations; and 
the laft hour hath fifteen Teffalems and eight repetitions: after that hour to day-break 
"tis held unneceflary to invocate. Howbeit the Perfian fince their reformation think it 
enough to pray thrice in four and twenty hours; at Sob, Dor and Atagareb, Arabick words 
which fignihe morning, noon and night. On the Gy#maa or Sabbath (by the Perfiars called 
l"owma and D'fisma, by Turks Zuma-g'iumy, Dumaad by the vulgar Arabs) they aflenible 
in the Afofques (which are without feats and Bclls;) firft wafhing their face, hands and 
arms to the clbow, then knecling with faces towards Afedina, {peak not one to another, 
Ípit nor cough if thcy can avoid it. 


s Command. See thou obferve yearly a month Lent, a Byram, cec. 


The Lezt or Ramdam (called alfo Ramadan, Ramazan and Ramulan) begins commonly 
at the Sun’s entrance into Aries, Libra other times, no time certain; and is irPimitation 
of our Lent, or rather the forty dayes Mofes was in Horeb, by fome faid in memory of 
Mahomet’s forty dayes obfcuring himfelf in the Defart when he fled from the rage of 
44ecc.?8 Inhabitants, and for that in this month he divulged his 24/coraz : but moft likely 
Cas in the 47 Azoara of himfclf, and 25, in which he treats of the excellency of the Z4/fzr- 
can) from his being fo long i£ the fixth Heaven called Alahal, where this Anthropomor- 
paite blafphemoufly reports, He had the honour to fhake hands with the Almighty( which 
he {ayes were feventy times colder than Ice 5) and that being upon the Earth,to make the 
People credit him the more, he commanded the Moon to dcícend ; half of which the 
Hocus put into his own flceve, and the other half ferved as a zone or girdle for nis Son- 
in-Law Zf.ztzs Ally; Howbcit, to others amazement, he afterwards picced it together and 
with a like flcight placed it inthe fame Orb whence firft he invited it- Borrow'd.( ?tis pro- 
bable) from 7ofepb's dream mentioned in Gez. 37-9- where the Moon made obeyíance to 
him: Serzizs the Apoftate Monk helping him with the Alluf:on. 


During 
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During this Ramdam, all day long' they abftain from all forts of viands or refe¢tion, 
he iscounted the verieft Heretick in the World that dare eat any thing in the day: yet 
the Sun is nofooner fet, but that then their Carnival begins, then they let loofe the reins 
of their appetite, Epicurifing in all kinds of licentioufnefs and pleafures imaginable. 
Profpers faying, That to faft from fin isthe beft Faft, is here no good Doctrinc. So foon 
as the nine and twentieth day is paft (for though the Alcoran commands forty, yet by 
thofe of the late reformation itis limited to one Moon) they begin thc Byram (as we do 
E fier) and continue their merriment till the third day be ended: the two dayes after 
the Byram are commonly called Chat{i-babram (or Byram.) The laft hour of the laft Fefti- 
val they ufually refolve upon a Pilgrimage to vifit their Prophets Sepulchre ; not magne- 
tically attracted, nor intombed if an Iron Coffin as fome report, but laid under a fair 
Marble, polifhed and engraven with Arabic fentences out of the Elefalem: and in the 
way (aswe have obferved) they wallow in all kind of turpitude; yet no where perfecu- 
ted, being palliated with a Pilgrims coat and hypocritic fanctity. 

The Buccarie they folemnize in November or Chodad-maw (by the Turks called Sz/cade, 
by the Arabs Rabiel-ow/,) aFeaft obferved in corhmemoration of the Ram which was ía- 
crificed by Abrabam at fuch time as Jzmael (they fay) fhould have been offered. 
^. Other Feftivals they celebrate: The Oud-Hiuffan, the Nowronz, Imamy, Caddyer-Ally, 
Fedt-Oufant, Auwtpatfian, the Sophyan, the Rofes, Daffadillies, the Isfend, the Ceragbaz, 
the Feait of Brother-hood, ec. 
` The Oud Huffan is from Hocem or Huffan Son of Ally who was flain with eleven of his 
Sons by Mavy the Chalyph of Damafcus Nephew to Ofman. A Feftival begun (they fay 
meee it, by Syet Gunet, followed by Aydar, and commanded by Sha-Izmael, as e tri- 
umph againft the Ben-Humians, who left no means un-attempted to have extirped 247y's 
Family root and branch; which neverthelefs was providentially preferved in one of 
that ftem named Z4irza Sherefin, (they call him Saint 24z;4/y,) who at his birth was 
fecretly conveyed into fome good hands that preferved him from the Ben-Humian in- 

uifition: from which Azmully (who lived near an hundred years after Mahomer’s flight 

rom Z4ecca) Syet Gunet Of Ardaveil (Son of that venerable Saint or Syet Sheque Sophy, 
of fo great efteem for fanctity in Tamberlane’s time, as gave him the invitation to vilit 
him in his march through Perfia againft the Turkifh Tyrant) islineally defcended: Which 
Syet not only inveighed againft the Turkifh Tenet concerning Mahomet’s three Succeflors 
Abubochar and the reft, but anathematize {fuch as honour them; yea, he fpared not 
thofe four other great Hodgees or Doctors who were contemporary with Mahomet; 
thofe four (if not deceived) whom ZZabomet in fear for his prefumption in Paradife 
wiped from the fweat of his brow, and by miracle were metamorphofed into four learn- 
ed men, by name Achmet Sembelyn, Abu-hamet, AMéelec-zeecldab, and Sbec-Faffaim. A 
new-broached Opinion, fo offenfive to the Turks, that of late the Muphti condemning an 
innocent Perfian {wore a great Oath he thought it a better act and a more meritorious to 
kill one, Perfian than feventy Chriftians. 

infan, moit agree, was {lain treacheroufly by Chufe,aSlave to Zzavi. Adnavi was ac- 
ceffory; the oo therefore punifh him yearly, though rotten a thoufand years fince. 
For, firft, they frame adeformed Image, whofe face is black, his nofe pierced thorow 
with aDart, and clad in Straw: which done, they hurry it through the ftreets in a hurly- 
burly of thoufands of credulous people; who when they have dragged it fufficiently 
through the City, draw itto fome rifing Hill where to all mens view they clevate this Cai- 
tiff: the Caddy bawls out a, pathetic Oration to this purpofe, That after ítrict fcarch, 
Ally had directed them where to apprehend the Traytor, unworthy the leaft fhew of 
mercy; this being that fame Villain who flew Auffan (ly’s Son) and his eleven Sons, 
Sherefiz only efcaping: fo that every good man is bound to curfe him, yea, to help to 
torment him in the vi!cft manner poflible. 

In token of joy, they unanimoufly fing their Epinicia, and cry aloud Yougl Ally; yea, 
Ítrive to rend she Clouds with clamours. Ata fet tinse they ceafe, when Fire is given 
toatrain of Gunpowder which fetting divers fquibs on fire,blow up the detefted Syraz ; 
and by a hideous noife make the Air echo at his Funeral. — ZZzff/azs Gholt they think 
now flceps quietly 5 each Perfiaz commends one anothers zeal, and fpends that night in 
merriment. 

The Fcdt-Oufant was obferved when we were in Spabawz. They have a Tradition that 
Fioufant (Ally’sSon) wasloft ina Wildernefs, where thirft or rather Afavi the Kalyph 
killed him. Nine daycs they wander up and down, all that while fhaving ncither head nor 
beard nor fceming joyful, but inceflantly beating their breafts, fome tear their garments, 
and crying out Asfan, Huffan, in amclancholy note, fo long, fo fiercely, that many He 
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neither howl longer, nor for a months fpace recover their voices. The Dervis and 
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other Sazroozs or Enthufiafticks being in the croud exprefs their zeal by turning round, 
fo long together, and with fuch fwiftnefs as will hardly be credited, which by cufLome is 
made inoffenfive: and others I have fcen in this vertiginous exercife at the Cavalcades 
when Ambafladors were met upon the way, a circumgyration we beheld with admirati- 
on. The tenth day they find an imaginary Huffan, the Mahometan Tetragrammaton, 
that Nunquamq; fatis quefttits Adonis, whom they echo forth in Stentorian clamours, till 
they bring him to his Grave, where they let him fleep quietly till the next years zeal fetch 
him out (Semper enim perdunt femper & inveniunt) and force him again to accompany their 
devotion. Parallelto which isthat in Ovid, 10. Metamorph. 


Luctus monumenta manebunt Our forrows Monument (ball ever laft - 
Semper Adoni mei, repctitaq3 mortis Imago Adonis! thy Deaths Image every year 
Annua plangoris pcraget Gmulamina noftri. Shall in our folemniz’d complaints appear. 


And may be in imitation of that annual cuftome which was obferved by the c4£eg»ptr- 
ans, howling in like manner for their loft Ofyzz, as the idolatrous Jews did for Tam- 
mtx mentioned by the Prophet Ezekiel chap. 8. & 14. and firft celebrated by the 
Pbaziciaas. 

The ZVewrozz is in imitation of our INew-years-day; butthey begin (after the old man- 
ner) in March, fuch timc as the Sun in his equal fhineto either Pole makes the Æquinoćti- 
um. A Feftival of jovialty this is; for one prayer, preying upon varicty of pleafures 
thc Talifmanni pipe now to Bacchus, Ceres, and Venus. 1 have obferved, that in many 
parts for eleven months in the year we could fee very few Women of any extraordinary 
quality, and thofe we faw were veiled; being offenfive in the {treets, or gardens to con- 
verfe with any: yet thefe twelve dayes of the Nowrouz thcy have liberty; 1o as all places 
were full of them, yea, their naked faces difcovered; frisking inamorous poftures, and 
drawing the cye by a forced magic. ' Gifts alfo and reciprocal prefents are retorted up 
aud down from oneto another, with Garments of filk and gold, horfes, fruits, and 
pifcafhes of other forts: nothing but riding the horfc, drinking, cock-fighting, fortune- 
telling, finging, fwinging in the air, courting, and the like being obferved to the laft 
minute of that Feftival. z 

The Imamy has fome dependance on the Buckaree: This takes its rife froma Camcl, 
that from a Ram ; that for Ifmael, this for Mahcmet. In November, thc Meccan Proto- 
mift fcndsa Camel by an adopted Son (fometime natural) who is welcomed to Spahawn 
by many thoufand Muflulmen, who fhew the extreme of joy for fo holy a Prefent. After 
they have tried and tired their voices, the Hodgee frem an exalted place acquaints them 
with thccaufc of his long journey, perfwades them to a thankful remembrance, and blefles 
them. The multitudc, without any refpecét of men or danger, throng about the Boaft ; 
whois no fooner inthe field where Death arrefts him, but that they fall upon him, and 
pluck off his thort hairs with an admirable dexterity, keeping them as fanctimonious re- 
liques, prevalent azainit fudden death, (though many dye in the affault, and thoufands 
return maimed) hunger, thirft, poverty, and what not?  Aftcr which, the tormented 
Camel is by the Hodgee again figned for facrifice. The Darraguod firft transfixes his 
Javelin. The Vifier bcheads him, and gives itthe King. The carcafs then is torn picce- 
meal by the fool-hardy multitude ; fo greedy to obtain thischarm of long life and plen- 
ty, that immortality and the place where meat and drink is needlcfs, oft in the eflay en- 
tertains them. : 

The Caddyer Ally is a Feaft in memory of Ally’s victory over the three old Caitiffs of 
Afccchba, by Death (not Ally) conquered: After fomcthrenodies many prayers are mut- 
tcrcd, fongschanted, and Alms beitowed : the King is at moft charge in this folemnity; 
the grcateft honour reflcéting on him, in regard of his anceflry. 

The Amvyptpatfion (or Owdt-baptfion) is in memory of ZZabomet^s baptifm by Sergirs. 
Many ofthe ordinary fort of Mahomctans aflemble, and (after thc Darraguod has put 
a pcriod to his Oration) promifcuoufly befprinkle with water one anothets faces, then 
foil thcir flcfh with dirt and filth, and thc great ones many times to plcafe the Kins act 
the like among them ; laílly, they cleanfe themfelves with water, fuppofing ah dcíoi mi- 
ty wail cd off; and their bodics cleanlicr ever after. ; 

The Sephaz:is a Solemuity of fafting, fcalting, and praying for the profpcrity of 
their King, and continuation of the Sophian pediercc. 

The Featl of Rofes and Daffitdillies 1s begun by a Proceffion of Santoons at the firft bud- 


ding of thofe Flowers, and tor thirty dayes celebrated with all manner of Sports a re- 
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Creations to be imagined. This annual Feaft feems to be continucd from the cuftom of 
thote memorable oncs which in old times were celebrated in Perfia, fuch time as the Kings 
thereof had thc Supreme Monarchy of the World ; as wc 1cad in the Book of fefier and 

elfewhcre: for, at the keeping of this Feaft we beheld an infinite number of Tents pit- 

ched, with fuch a flux of Men, W/omen, Boyes and Girls, with Arms, Mufick, Songs, 

and Dances, as would make one think that either the Games of Olyrmprzs ere revived, or 

Bucchus his Orgyes.

So well practifed in Perfiz, that what by rigour of the Laws, and what from this, one 
may travel in any place at any timc without danger: and although they be generally 
Martialifts and affect much Wine, yet. fcarce ever faw any quarreller or homicide a- 
mongít them. But to inlarge their Toc:ritoii-s and propagace their Faith, think it ne- 
verthelefs a meritorious a‘t to kill and flay without mixture of mercy: And, Zz:4za eft 
tfla Religio, que verberibus Fidem exigit, faith Greg. Naz. l. 2. Epift. $2.

From whence they are humane and courteous ; but that bribery hath lately crept a- 
mongit them, is eafily difcerned by fuch as have recourfe to them for Juftice. 

The lcoraz then being a ee d treats further in the 33, How that Dagial or Shy- 
tan, i.e. the Devil fhall at length be faved by Adzhomer’s means. And in the 72 Azoara, 
That Elgebenny or the infernal Gholts fhall after I know not how many Years be freed. 
How far Sergius in this made ufe of Orzeez, I know not. The 85 -Azoar tr ais of the 
Zodiac, the 91, 92, 93, of the Moon, Night, Morn; the 113, of the Firmament; but 
is Philofophy of fuch courfenefs, that 1 may well fay Difcnm potins quim Philofophum: “or 
how can it wcll be otherwife, fince in his feventecnth Azoara he confefles he cou’ i 1 ce 
ther read nor write, but hath this fa/vo, that all his learning, was fupernatural? 13 coo 
Chapter he is bold to fay, That Solomon was a great Magician, and that he lcarice it 
from Marot and Arot two bad Angels: With more reafon we may fay, That AZ:omcr vas 
skilled in that infernal wifdom, if halfofthofe miracles be true hc records of lumíclí: One 
is this: Being one time compaíled with a great aflembly of Arab:ars he pointed at the 
Moon (he oft courted) with his thumb and long finger; it feems it kne.v his mind; for 
the Moon in obeifance immediately clove afunder, and in two pieces fell upon thc Hill 
of Afesca upon which Mahomet at that time ftood , with a piece of his linfey-wolfey coat 
he patched and made it whole again; which after it had alio (fay the Perfians ) embraced 
Mortis-Ally in way of complement, it re-afcended, and from that day became the Badge 
or Coat-armour of Bofurmen. In another, He aflures his profelytes, That Z4eccz, Me- 
dina and Ferufalem be holy Cities, built by Adam in Paradife, but framed in Heaven : 
and thence it is that Jerzfzlez; is honoured by Turks as well as Chbrzffiazs. Four Cities 
{prung out of Hell at the Birth of Azbomer (at which time all Idols fell, and Lucifer was 
thrown into Hell, fo deep into that abyfs, as he was fome years e’re hc could get up 
again; ) the names of thofe Towns are (as pleafes Mahomet to fay ) Elmedin in Caldea, 
Antioch in Syrz4, Vaftat in —Lgypt, and Eb-beram in Armenia: places that have this black 
vizard put upon them, probably for that they refifted the progrefs of his Alcoran. 

In the 47 Azoara, he records his pilgrimage or afcent into Heaven; where he had 
a rare object, and thence brought a deftription of the feveral Spheres, Heavens, Hells, 
and Paradite : as alfo of Angels and Saints; Judgement, the Refurrection, joy and pain, cc. 
of which I fhall afford you a compendium out of their own Authors. One eve (as Ma- 
bomet was {porting privately in his Chamber at Mecca with Ayfce his young Wife ) Gabricl 
GSerapbicl the Perfiazs call him, the fame fay they that foftered ALzhbomer and Ally three 
years, fuch a Genius peradventure as haunted Brats) ina flafh of fire centring their Cham- 
ber, thus {alnted Mahomet - Hail thou, beloved Man! I come to fetch thee; the God 
whom thou fo 7caloufly worfhippeft defires to fce thee at his own habitation. ALihomer 
gom, to mount upon the Angel’s wings (of which he had feventy pair) being hindred, 
demai ds what way he fhould take to afcend ? Thereupon the Ansel ihews him an Afs, 
Abe n. by name, and bids him mount. — ZZ boret cflaying to zr up, could not, till he 
had piay'd fo; hım. From Afece.zhe pofted as twift asrhouzht, for Alb.: -ack_at p es de 
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brought him to Jerufalem: there difmounting the Angel took him into his protcétion. 
In few minutes Mahomet paft the feven Seas, and afcended Heaven, into which Ke was 
lct by Gabriel the Porter, who keeps feventy thoufand Kcys that open feveral divifions 
of Paradifc. From one Heaven to another ( according to his computation ) it is five 
hundred years travel, howbeit, Mahomet paft through the icven in a moment. In thoir 
Orbs he faw many íftrange things: but firit take notice what mettle the Orbs are of. £r 
vifum tencatis | 

The firft is of refined filver, wherein all the glittering Stars are fixed with chains of 
burnifhed braís: In this Heaven he faw a Cock fo great, that ftanding upon the Moon 
his comb reached into the Imperial Heaven: everytime this Cock crow’d, all other Chan- 
ticleers upon the Earth re-echoed him. The fecond Heaven isof gold, fuch as has been 
feven times tried inthe fire. The third of Pearl: In this Heaven he faw innumerable 
troops of Saints and Angels, each of which faluting him by his Name, he pray’d fer 
them. Amonglt the reft, he took notice of Adam, Ezocb, Abraham, Samuel, David,Solomoz, 
cc. all whom he knew by revelation; and of which, fome he taxcd, others he commended, 
as occafionferved. The tourth was of Smaragd; where he {aw infinite companies of other 
Angels, who made a mighty noife and inceflantly praifed God: every Angel there was a 
thoufand times bigger than the globe of the Earth; each had ten thoufand heads ; every head 
threefcore and ten thoufand tongues ; and every tongue praifed God in feven hundred thou- 
fand Languages. Amongft them, he noted one efpecially, Pbaryr or the Angel of Mercy 5 
a Creature of that vait framc, that every ftep he trod was twelve times more than 
the diftance is 'twixt both the Poles: Mahomet enquired of him why he wept fo; 
the Angelreply'd, It was in compaflion to fee the deplorable ftate of Man.  Thisis 
that Angel has the holy Pen in keeping; a Pen of Orient Pearl; folong,thatan Arabian 
Courfer in five hundred years galloping can hardly reach to the further end of it. With 
this Pen, God rcgifters all things paft, prefent, and to comc: the Ink he writes with, is 
pure Light, the Character fo myfterious, that nonc but he and Seraphael can read it. 
All the hundred and four Holy Books are written by this Quill, viz. thofe ten which 
Adam received, Seth had fifty, Edris (or Enoch) thirty, and Abraham had the reft: It 
alfo writ Mofes his Law, David’s Plalms, Chrif??s Gofpcl, and Atahomet’s Alcoran. The 
fifth Heaven was of Diamonds; where he faw a mighty Angel, of aH other the wifeft : 
lic had as many heads and tongues and voices as any two in the inferiour Orb; and had 
the kecping of that Book wherein all Men in the World have their Names written: he 
did nothing but turn over leaves, and blot out one Name or another; for by that ( as by 
thc arrow of death) they die fuddenly. The fixth was of Turquoife: The feventh of Ala- 
bal; {ome interpret it Fire, others pure Light or Breath congealed. All thefe circum- 
volve one another like Pearlsor Onions: they be tranflucent, and yct of metals! Above 
all is the Heaven of Heavens, full of Light and filence; immenfe, and within which all 
other Bodies are compriíed, but it incomprehcnded. There Mahomet faw or eather 
dreamt he faw the higheft Throne, rich beyond expreflion: very greatalfo; for it was 
fupported by feven Angels, each of them being fo great, that a Falcon if he were to fly a 
thoufand years could not go fo far as is the diftance of oneeye fromanother. Aboutthe 
Thronc hung 14 Candles everlaftingly burning : the length of every one of thofe Candles (as 
Mahomet conjectured ) was from one end to another as much fpace as a Horfe can ride in 
five hundred years. There this blafphemer fears not to fay he faw the Almighty, who (if 
it be lawful to mention) in fign of welcome, laid his hand upon ZZaberzet^s tace: his 
hands (Ç fayes this Anthropomorphite) were a thoufand times colder than Ice. For all 
which, Afahomet in acknowledgment of his own bafenefs blutht for fhame, and lweat for 
fear; and with his long finger {weeping the fweat from his brow, threw it into Para- 
dife: Rare Sweat! for cach drop (he notes them to be fix ) turned into fome rare thing: 
one drop became a Rolie; another turncd into-a grain of Rice; the other four into 
four Learned Men, Achmet-Sembelim, -Abuhbamed, AMelec-zed, and Seb-Faffz. After he 
had full inftructions he dcefcended with his 24/cozaz - What courfe he took to promote it, 
and being entertained how notorioufly it has over-fpread thc greateft part of Afra and 
Africk, is too vifible: Here oncly let us note his Qratuor noviffima contcrning Anges 
Judgement, Paradifc, and Hell. 

Angclsarc cither good or bad; both are fubject to death: the good becaufe they con- 
filt of flame, an Element; to fin becaule Lucifer an Angel for his ambition was cxpulfed 
Paradife. Bad Angelsare imprifoncd in Dogs, Swine, Toads, Wolves, Bears, Tygers,ce- 
After the day of Doom they fhall be tormented in Hell fome millions of Years, but in 
the end are to bc delivered. 


The Great and Gencral Judgement is as certain as the day of Death, and wi ppm 
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fuddenly fuch time as all the World is wrapt in a carelefs fccurity: the Angcls know not 
the tinie till Mahomet point it out by a great and fearful duel ’twixt Adrieland IDDcath whom 
in the end he vanquifhes ; thereby becoming fo enraged;that in this manner he deftroys all 
living Creatures in the World: new arming himfelf with flaming brafs, in each quarter of 
the World he founds his dreadful Trumpet, whofe affrighting clangor makes not only Men, 

Ecaíts, Fifhes, Birds and other Creatures die, but the Angels alfo give over living: laitly, 

Adricl himfelf whom God commanded to follow the reft in the inevitable path, by wrap- 

ing his iron wings about ftranglcs himfelf, with fuch a dreadful noife as isunexprcflible. 

After this enfues an univerial Earth-quake, attended by a fhowr of purling brimitone 
which devours all grafs, trees and vegetable Creatures; yea, the Palaces of the proudeft 
Tyrants: and turning topfie-turvie the Earth, Water, and other Elements reduces them 
into their original, a confufed lump. Forty dayes it refts in this new Chaos: during which 
Ged graífps it in his fift, and (beholding it) fpeaks to this effect: Where are now the hauzhty 
Princes, cruel Tyrants, lafctvious wantons, and greedy Earth-worms? Which faid, for orty 
dayes and nights fpace he inceflantly rains down a fhowr of mercy, and by a gracious 
and gentle breath reduces the World into a frefh and glorious eftate. Which done, he 
calls up Seraphiel, and bids him take his Trumpet in his hand: the Trumpet is of gold, 
and (ípcaking to common Underitanding ) above five hundred years travel from one 
end to another. At the firft found, enfues a re-vivification of Angels and Men: at the 
fecond, Angels re-aflume their glorious Robes, and Men their naked flefh again. Mi- 
chael the Arch-angel ( perceiving the Tribunal raifed upon a high Mount in Jebofapbat?s 
Vale) approaches with his Ballance, and poifes every Man's deeds in either fcale: Such 
whole good out-ballance their evil are put upon the right hand, the other on the left: 
After that, fuch as are loaden with their fins ( packt up in a fatchel and hung about their 
necks) país upon a narrow and weak Bridge towards Hell: fuch as have few fins, get 
over fafely; but thofe that be heavy laden break the Bridge, and fall into an abyfs. Upon 
the other fide {tands Mahomet transformed into a Ram, and in his deep fleece lodges his 
Sectaries,whom after long travel he bringsto fome gap which he finds in Paradife > where 
skipping rn, he dif-burthens himfelf and fhakes them out: at that inftant affuming new 
forms, more lovely, more ftrong, and every way more excellent 5 with eyes as big as the 
Earth, with cye-brows bigger and more beautiful than the Rain-bow. 

The -Alcoran further tells you what and where Hell is, and what is Paradife. Hell is 
the Umbilick of the Worlds; circled with a thick wall of Adamant; entred by feven: 
gates of flaming braís; divided into many cells, fome of which are more Ioathíom and 
fuller of torment than others. In it are divers holes or Caves; fome fo deep, that in 
a thoufand years a mil-ftone cannot find the bottom, in the defcent are fharp Swords 
and Pikes placed purpofely to torture Souls in their fallings: Some places be abyfs, full 
of oyl and brimítone ever-flaming; and fo terrible, that the Devils forbear not to howl. 
and fezriech, and rage there without meafiire. Other Prifons there be that are full of 
Toads, Serpents, and all other forts of noifom creatures imaginable: The damned eat 
nothing there fave the forbidden Fruit ; which being in their guts, inflames like ful- 
phur, and makes them roar continually. Some Rivers be full of Crocodiles; others fo 
cold as makes them gnafh and chatter. Howbeit, Thefe pains of Hell muft not abide 
for ever, fay their Doctors; for after each Soul hath fuffered fo many thoufand years 
as the fins amount unto they have committed, ZZabomet will deliver them (and the Devils 
alfo;) firft changing their affrighting fhapes into fhapes more tolerable, and then bring- 
ing them to Alcanzar, a Stream flowing out of Paradife; therc they are to cool thcir heat, 
and walh away their black-fcorched mummy, and then they wary into a moift fich whiter 
than the driven fnow, and thence-forth fing Lala-hillulaes, which is, Praife be to God and 
Aibomet. : 

Paradife is a place of as much delight as Mahomet’s carnal apprehenfion was able to 
imagine or his fancy contrive. Uncertain of the local p'ace; he fuppofes it will be upon 
the Earth after the day of Doom, when all deformity fhall be removed: fortillthen, the 
Souls and Bodies of Men (though they flcep in their Graves) be fenfible of joy and torment. 
Paradife ( fayes the Alcoran) is fo many miles about as there be motes or atoms in the 
Sun: it is inclofed with a wall of gold nincty times refined, ten thoufand miles high, and. 
in thicknefs about three thoufand ; has fevcn gates to enter at, (feven is a myftery 5) of 
Carbuncle or pureft Rubic is the firft gate; the other fix be of Pearl, Emerald, Turquoife, 
Hyacinth, Smaragd, and Amethyft; reflecting upon the Spheres: Divided into 7 fpa- 
cious Gardens, fub-dividcd into feventy times feven places of delights cach filled with 
Inhabirants, Mufick, Wine, and all fenfual pleafurcs imaginable: all have cool refrefhing, 
Rivolcts of Cryftal,drilling over pibblesof Amber. Summer-houfes it alfo has fhaded ptr 
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trees ever-fruitéul and verdant: In center of that Elyzium is a Tree higher than all the 
Mountains of the World were they heaped one upon another; fo broad, that Paradife 
becomes delightfully fhaded by it. The trunk of this Tree is of Diamond, the leaves of 
Gold, and the boughs of Jet; each leaf is wrought into an antique fhape; in this moit 
admirable, for that.on one fide in letters of light are the Name of God, on the rcverfe 
the Name of Mahomet. From feveral quarters 4 Streams gufh out of pureft Water,Milk, 
Coho and Honey; thefe empty themfelves into 24/ebazzar, whence this mixture of Ne- 
peztbe flows into other parts of Paradife. Aromatic flowers are there in abundance, fuch 
as ravifh both eye and fmell: Aiery Chorifters, the meaneft of which as far excel our 
Nightingales as they do Ravens. The air is a compound of fenfe-ravifhing odours. Mabo- 
metans there(for Chriftians, Jews nor Gentiles have not fuch glory)are ever young and fj pright- 
full, a hundred times bigger and more frolick than ever was Mahomet. The Women are fe. 
vered from the Men; not that they are kept from them (for Gabriel is never abfent «t 
averfe to let them in ) but that by fuch a {creen they may become more ardently amorous 
and affected to their Damozella’s, who have fuch vilages as fair Ayfce had ( Afabomet?^s beft 
beloved, ) their hairs being threads of gold, their eyes Diamonds as big as the Moon: 


‘their lips refemble Cherries, their teeth Pearl, their tongues Rubies, their cheeks Corral, 


their nofes Jafper, their forc-hcads Saphire: round-fac’d, courteous and merciful. In 
this Paradife is (fay they ) a Table of Diamond, feven hundred thoufand dayes journey 
long; about which are Chairs of gold and Pearl, for ufe and ornament. 

The Males are to be of Adahomet’s favour and complexion fuch as their Prophet had 
when Gabriel mounted him towards Heaven: none but will be much brightcr than the 
Sun, with fuch eyes, eye-brows and ears as are fcarce credible. To conclude, Gabriel 
the Porter of Paradife has feventy thoufand Keyes which pertain to his Office, every Key 
being feven thoufand miles long ; by which you may imagine the Doors are no Pygmie 
ones. Ina word, ’tis no lefs, ingenious than the reít that Mahomet confefled he writ three 
parts of four, Untruths in this his Legend or Romance rather: To confute them would 
then be a labour needlefs, though Aéelantthon hath done it; fo that | may well fay as Se- 
zeca did to Lucilius, Non vaco plufquam ad tantas ineptias. For indeed Perfidiam eorum re- 
citaffe, fuperaffe eft. 

Such are the tanatick Dogmata of the -Alcoran, credited by moft Afaticks, whofe 
JOifciples are of above feventy forts of Orders or Degrees: fome of which with heed I 


have obferved ; and'here (as the cover of their Legend) fhut up, ranking theminan Al- 


phabetick way, left I fhould any way injure their feniorities.

when they have found thac they have a dominion and foveraignty over the Faith and 
Coníciences of Men, as no perfecution nor torture can ever make them to rclinquifh it. 
Now fince this blafphemous Anthropomorphite perfwades his Sectaries Thatat his Afcent 
into Heaven the Almighty teuched him with his hand, it feems he was ignorant That God 
is infinite as well as Eternal, and without any compofition: fo as that Tenet of his isan 
Errour againft the very Eflence of God. A4aledittus eft ( fayes Auguftin) qui Deitatem ad 
Tomiris lincamenta refert. Deus enim non eft humane forme particeps, eq, corpus humanam 
Divine. Yca, Trifmegiftus could fay, Anima eft imago. Mentis, Mens imago Det, Deus enim 
menti preeft, mens anime, corpori anima: The Soul is the image of the Underitanding, Un- 
derftanding is the image of God; God rules over the l1nderftanding, Underftanding 
Over the Soul, as the Soul doth over the Body. TE 

Their Rulzsare various. The Afafti is chief in hearing and deciding cafes. of errour: 
which if he fail in, the Meccan Progomift determines. The Caddi- Cadalefhi and Afuftaedeni 
arc next in Ecclefiaftick Dignity. The Hodgei, Emeri and Malai the firft are Expofi- 
tors, the other Mendicants, eating their bread in idlenefs. “The Fylani converfe moft. 
The Deruifi are wandring Wolves in Shecps-cloathing : ( Derufici Oratores Perfici are men- 
tioned by /¥eredotus lib. 9.) The Talifmanni regard the hours of prayer, by turning, the four- 
hour'd glais. The A4Zzyezszi cry from the tops of Adofques, battologizing sa 
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The Calenderi, Abdalli, and Derviflari be Pedcrafts, and dangerous to meet in folitary 
places. The Terlaqui and Cobtiai arc of the Family of Love. The Lefhari and Papa, 
Fortune-icllers and Star-gazers. The Sunni, Naappi, and Tecnai vow filence, and ailam- 
nate. The Sictti and (mami foractimes pull out their eyes, having once fcen Medina-T alna- 
bi: others of thefe have pulled out their tongues. The Huquiemali fing amorous fonzs : 
{ome for penance go naked, other-fome are covered inathes.. The Dooanni are foo!s or 
mad-men, yez thoughtinfpired. The Mende afflict their bodies by thirit, lahing and 
wounding tnemfelves;, and, in charity, carry burthens or do any fervile labour grar:s: 
fome abjure ficfh,fifh,wine, and rofe-water; fome live Eremites;, and iome baui!d houfes 
to fafe-guard birds and beafts, feed them, and have mufick to prevent their melancholy: 
Other-fome build Hofpicals, Inns, Bathes, Mofques, andthe like. Some are Poctaftcrs or 
Mimographers: other-fome have feeds and charms to make Women fruitful. Some icorch 

èir skins inthe Sun: othcrs of more pity and picty oyl their naked bodics, and to allure 
the poor Flies to pafture roaft themfelves in the burning Sun-Thefe and many other paths 
they tread, directed by the Alcoranthe way to Acheron. Soas I fhall conclude witi. that 
of Saint ZZierome, Sinon placet non legas, ec. and take leave with another to fay, Quid ml- 
tra dicam inre tam cxulcerata ubi a capite ad pedem non eff fanitas. ee , 

This (more crafty than learned) Law-giver, perceiving his Divinity and Philofophy 
infufficient to abide the trial, has this Salve, by commanding, That none upon pain of 
damnation prefume to queftion afyllable of it. And with good reafon; for, Søfpecta eft 
Lex (ayes Tertullian) quefe probari nonaudet. From whence,few except they be Eccleti- 
afticks, trouble themfelves to read or {tudy it; hoping by a reverend ignorance, and the 
Colliers faith, to be faved. But by your favour I will anfwer you out of Martial. 


Decipies alios vcrbis, Orbers with words and pleafing looks 
vultuq; benigno ; thou may ft deceive, but me

Diffimuiator eris, a rant Flypocrite tobe. 


Howbeit, the Perfrazs (fince Guner’s reformation) have contracted the Alcoran into a 
leler Volume. Ozmans labours they fleight: the tour great Doctors who had their ori- 
ginal fromthe fivcat of Aabomer?'s brow, Gunet alfo exccrates. Thefe are the moft ma- 
terial difference ?twixt Turk and Perfian. And yet let none think that Syets was the firft 
{chifm: for Ozman was no fooner dead, but according to the Adage Pofthumi Here fit filiis 
Lbnul to intecble Ozman’s labours commented upon the Alcoran, and differed from his 
opinion. After him, Ibnu-Abel-hafen of Balfora, An. Heg. 88. by his aufterc life and elo- 
quence not only oppofed the Melchian, but in comparifon of whom Jbzul himfelf was 
counted erroneous. At his death they Sainted him: but trufting to Tradition (for ay 
could never prevail with ZZz/fez to commit any thing to writing) his difciples differed fo 
far amongft themíclves, that it came to blows, which was but courfe Logic, not agreeing 
in any point, Uzo tertio, till Elbaru-Ibnu-efed of Babylon did his beft in an claborate Para- 
phrate not only to reconcile but withal to make Canonical Elbefins expofitions. It fcem- 
ed calm weather a while: but e’re long a thunderclap was heard from Mecca’s Territo- 
rics, anathematizing Elbaru-Efed, períecuting himaadallhisfautors. Purfuantto which, 
by Zelec-(5&'s command they not only burn his papers, but excommunicate him fromthe 
converíe and fociety of Muflulmen. 

Neverthcelefs, King Cazel afterwards was induced to have a good opinion of Elbars 
and his Tenets: and atthat time being a Favourite to his Unkle rhe great Adelcc-fha (a 
Turk and late Victor over Babylon) makes ufe of his power, defiring fome favour for the 
late excommunicated men. Alec could not cafily be perfwaded: but Nydam Emul ano- 
ther Courtier of note and favourer of Elbari’s Doctrine, feconds Cazel, and prevails to 
have the Ancfian Scétarics called home again. Elgaz-zuli a nimble-witted man undcr- 
takes it, and by little Icfs than miracle clofes the late made breach: fo as now ALahomet 
fhines witbout interpalition, butanalteration quickly followed. For Saint Azmalli from 
thc Cafpian fhore defies all fuch as thought well of ZZzbomet's threc intruding Succcflors. 
This feemeda terrible Apofttafie at firft: but while all Afia were in admiration what the 
oe wou'd be, a crack of no lefs amazement comes from the Weft, where Abnorannab- 
nares evo ee picty and lear ning above Afahomet’s. This fcemcd intolerable , fothat 
Ror DER o ended, as a reward ot his Apoftafic and to prevent further Schifm that up- 

x -9ctOr was put to a miferable death. 
A it tiis, both the Clergy and Laity grev exceeding voluptuous: afoolifh thing 
4s taen to aifect learning, orto appear honcít.  Lafcivious Pocms was the only 
Vu 2 Opinion; 
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opinion, and Z4Zabomet^s Paradife feemed then in being. This corruption in good mai- 
ners was ncvcrthelefs inveighed againft by Effébraver Diffiraverd a Bactrian; whofe te- 
vere Satyrcs fo ftung thofe ranting Epicures that many began to examine their lives and 
convcríation; of which being convinc-d, made them afhamced > and being perceived by 
JIbzul-Pbaryd, one well learned in his time, he (as one well acquantcd with the humour 
of thc. Z'ezfíaz2) {wectned all by his amorous Poelie: which was {ecorided by Elfargany, 
whofe Lines were applauded by fome, but by otherfome exploded as a bufie Cabaliit. 
A Chaos fcemed then to cover that face of Perfia, till Elifurni a iob:r Hiltorian took 
upon himto fet right what was amifs: Seventy two Sects he reduced to two, the Lefhare 
and Imami: the firft of which Eulogically extols AL:bomcr, and is received through all 
4Morea, INatolia,e Egypt, Palcftine, and Syria, the other Ally, which is received all over 
the Perfiaz Monarchy, and beyond Jvdus. In the lait place, Syet G'wzet difplays his En- 
fign; to fuch effect as keeps its credit to this day in oppotition tothe Turk. It would hefte 
be tedious to rchearíe their brawls, wherein 1 have gone, I fear, too far already: I will 
therefore fhut up with that of the Paftoral, 
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Non noftrum inter nos tantas componere lites. 


P. this repofe let’s abroad again, and fee what obfervation we can make in other 

parts of 7zdi:: than which,the World, for pleafure and wealth, has none more con- 
fiderable. To cncompafs it we muft to Sea again; for, without fuch helps it cannot be 
accomplifhed. To which end, | 

April 12. We took Snip at Swalley; and being three or four leagues off at Sca, the 
wind came fair and made the liquid billows fwell fo advantagiov!ly as next day we had 
fight of fome notcd Towns, viz. Gundavee, Daman, S. Jobn de Vacas, Chon!, Dabul, cc. 
moft of which were fubjccted by Albuquerg tothe Crown of Portugal about the ycar 15 12. 
Dabul ( Dunga of old) excepted, which yielded to the mercy ot Avdrudiws Governour 
of Choul, trom whom ’twas foon rapt by the Deceances; but by that made a Bafis of grea- 
tcr mifery. For, Fr. Almeyda a few years after recovercd it by itratagem, and alter great, 
{laughter of the Inhabitants and rich fpoil, burnt the City and demoiiíbr the Fort, furren- 
dred by Sha-bez, who but a little before was put into that command by ZZe/cc-fba then 
Prince of thofe Countries: Howbeit, by command of'the Goan Vice-roy *twas again re- 
paired, and ftood in good condition till Captain Ha (if 1 mifake not his name) about 
the year 1620. took the Town, and made the daring Porrugal know their bravadoes to 
the Ezglifh were not terrible. 

The South point of DABUL asIobferved has Artic elevation 17 deg. 35 min. vari- 
ation W/cft 15 degrees 34minutes. Heretofore it obeyed the King of Decan, but at this 
day the Lufitanian, feated at the foot of a high, pleafant, and fruitful Mountain; whence 
itreams a rivolct of freh water, beyond meafure ufeful in that hot Climat. The Road 
g£ives reafonable good Anchorage, and the Town it felf (efpecially towards the Sca) ap- 
pears beautiful to fuch as view it: albeit the Houfes be but low, and tarrafled atthe top; 
a mode that beft ferves to qualifie the extremes of heat and cold. An old Cattle 
and afew Temples at this day are all fhe boafts of, for the Buzzar is but ordinary, and 
the Strects narrow: nor is her Mart now fo confidcrable as at firft, fceing that Sani and 
Cambaya to the North, Goa and Calicut to the South haveeclipfedher , fo as now she con- 
doles with other her difconfolatc Neighbours, and is to acknowledge there is a dcitiny 
and decay in Towns as well as other temporaries. : , ; 

CHOUL (in Prolomadayes called Conrane, if Caftaldus gucfs right) is.removed from 
the Æquinoćtial 18 degrees 30 minutes North : raviihed from the Diadem of Decaz by 
Almeyda in thc year of our redemption 1507. and in which (to perpetuatc his Congueit ) 
hc erected a Fort which he fortified with Cannon. Howbeit, Anno Dom. 1 $373. it was 
for fome months beficged by Mifamoluc the Decan Prince with a numerous Army of Horie 
aud Foot, befides Elephants: but by the gallant defence made by the Perti#z24/ were forced 
to rife withlofs and fhame. The Inhabitants arc a mixture Of Poerzival; and Bannyazs: it 
affords little elíe worth noting. , ^ t 

Here the Expedition bearing up to fpcak with us, both fell ioul onc anothers houifes, 
through which mifchance her boltiprit gave our mizen fhrouds a courtith falute, but oy 


a happy gale were parted without further damage. Aftcr five dayes fail we were 
again Nadyr to the Sun, his declination being fifteen degrees North: we weae then «ipse

by the Ile in which Goa is {cituated. E’re long we were becalmed, whereby the 
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air fuddenly became intlamcd, fo as we were forced to fweat and live like Salamanders 
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During which, v/e were likewife annoyed not a little by the biting of an Izd! uc P 
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they call Cacaroch, a‘name agreeable to its bad condition: for, living it vext our flzth 2 
and being kill'd, ii»clt as loathfomely as the Frezcb Punaife, whole fincll is odious. 
This extremity continued not abovea week: fortheén wc hada freh gale, by help where- 
of the three and twentieth day we came to an Anchor at Adangalore, a City that obeys the 
Mallabar. In theroad we found towards forty Mallabar Men of War riding, who not- 
withitanding thcir numbers and appetite to do us mifchief hoifed fail towards Goa, one 
onely mifcarrying, that fufferedthe Fozas’s Barge to come up with her: but after vari- 
able ftrife by rowing and making more fail got away, yet not without fomc fhotin her 
fide which fhe unwillingly received. That night we came to an Anchor in Mount Eil; or 
Delyns Bay, a Port under the vaflalage of the Mallabar: we rode in nine fathom notapove 
three being ntar the fhore, and gladly would have landed, but durft not be too prodigal 
of our belicf; for albeit the Natives feemed willing to have us come afhore,we knew thein to 
he treacherous: fecing we would not truft them, they came aboard our Ships, daring to 
truft us, andsin their Canoos brought us Cocoes, Mangoes, Jacks, -‘Erecn Pepper, Cara- 
vance, Buffols, Hens, Eggs, and other things which we were glad to buy though not at ve- 
ry eafie prices: but for every tun of Water leis than a Ryal would not content them, al- 
beit they had plenty; by that barbarifin infringing the very Law of Nature and Nations. 
Accordingly thc Poet brings in his GoddefS blaming the Rufticks for their iramanity.

Neverthelefs, what was wanting in Watcr was füpplied in Fruit and other raritics ; for 
here we had the Wood called Calambuco, a Tree much valued and ufed at Funerals: the 
richer fort have gunis and odours of Arabia put in Hames, wherein the dead body being 
laid isconfumed 5 but firft involved in Linen which is pure, white, fweet and tine; orin 
Taffataes of tranfparent finenefs. Ofallforts of Wood they moft affect that called Aqui- 
fa, and next that, Calambaor Calambuca, which fome think Lignum Alocs, much buint in 
thefe parts at Funerals, Trees very rare, growing but in few Regions. it is very fwect 
and delightful zo the {mell,grows high and even, and is found commonly in the lofty Moun- 
tain of Chemoys in Cochin-chyna, and being rare and hardly got, the people fell atexceflive 
rates; both in regard the Bannyans delight to have this wood intheir Obfequies,and that 
the Faponians Ío much value it for ornament in their Houfes. ‘They imagine no Pillow 
wholfomer, nothing more conducing, to health than that to fleep upon; extremely hating 
what isfoft, for they find that fuch both heats the blood and perturbs the fancy, efpeci- 
ally where the Countreys are torrid. Of old they ufcd to wrap thofe dead bodies that 
were to be burnt or purified in the fire in that kind of Linen called Lizum vivam or Asbe- 
ffos, of which I havc formerly fpoken: Ifhall but add the defcription out of Hierocles treat- 
ing de vefte Bracman. Indorum utuntur vefte linea ex lapidibus, quod quidem texunt s mollia 
funt lapidum [Lamina cà membrane ex quibus panni fiunt, qui neq; igne neg, aqua expurgantur, fed 
cum fordes C maculas contraxerunt iz flammisinjetti,albefcunt e& lucidi finat. 

Here wc had the faireft Lemons I eves faw. Itis anold faying, Omnis vita guftu ducitur 5 
Life is upheld by the tafte of fome fweetnefS: give mcelcavethercforc to name fome Fruit 
may be worth the notice. Pappaes, Cococs, Bananaes, and Plantains, all very fwect and 
delicious: Orenges we had alfo ftore of; which may well be remembred they were fo fuc- 
culent and dainty, and of fo curious arelifh as affectsthe cater beyond meafürc; the rind 
alfo was nolefs pleafant than the juice, fecming to have dulcity and acrimony mixed to- 
gether. The trce has not only. blofloms, but green and ripe Fruit all at once ; the root 
where the fap lics conftantly conveying vegetation to the tree in thofe warm Rcgions. 
The Bananacs were no lefs delightful: thetree is but low, yct fpreads graccfully; the 
fruit is not unlike a Soflage for fhape, but in tafte is moft plcafant : they ripen though 
you crop them immaturely ; and from a dark green,turn into a bright yellow: the rind peels 
off cafuly, and tht fruit being put into the mouth,diflolves «nd yields an incomparable relifh. 

The Jack grows upon a tree which is very low, yet not eafie to be afcended: for fhape 
it refembles a Pompion: without, ’tis of a yellow colour mixed with veins; but within 
full of goldcn colourcd cloves, each of them being full of kernels, not unlike the largeit 
fort of Frcach Bean, but fomewhat more globous: the fruit hath init a ftone, which be- 
ing boiled the Buifolseat. Tlie fruit is fomewhat unplcaíant at the firft guft, which as I 
fuppofe the heat and rarenefs caufes 5 aad "tis glutinous in the mouth, but of double 
benefit in the ftomach being reftorative and good for the back, of fingular ufe againft that 
French Diteafe was brought firft fromthe Wars at Naples, and in taftc has fome refem- 
blance with that the 245 ways call Cola. - 
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The Ananas is not inferiour to the Tack inbulk, albeit the plant it fpring from be no 
way equal: for it arifes not from feed, but a Root like that’of an Artichock: at ma. 
turity they rife not above two foot, whereby with lefs iabour they enrich the gathcrer: 
without, 'tis armed with a moijtlefs rind which is hard but pleafant within: and thoush 
a little feem to fatiate, yet experience teaches that the ftomach covets it and admits an 
eafic digeftion. The Duroyenrefembles the Fack; the fhape is round,and tie out-fiác beau- 
tiful, yet that beauty excceds not the inward vcrtuc; for albeit at firft opening it givca 
{mell not unlike a rotten Onion which to many fecms offenfive, the meat neverthclef is 
of a whitifh colour and divided irito a dozen cells or partitions which are filled with 
{tones as big as Cheftnuts, white and cordial. In Malacca and Fava they abound molt 
and are worth the enquiring after; fo- it is a fruit both nutritive and dainty, yea, with- 
out an hyperbole a» Epicome of the beft and rareft fruits throughout the Orient. Arec 
and Betele alfo are here much in ufe. The Arceca trec grows very high and refembles 
the Palmero: the wood is fuzzie and foft and hangs like fhaded grapes in clufters: the 
fruit is fhaped like a Wall-nut, and of like bans ; white within, ard not cafily penec- 
trated; butlike good oyl hath neither tafte nor ímell: for they cat it not alone, but wrap 
it. in a leaf of Betele or Betree which hath neither flower nor moifture, and chew it in 
morfels- Some (Cas I have noted ) mix with it a kind of Lime like that of Oyfters-fhells; 
which together ( if they fav true ) cures the cholick, removes melancholy, kills worms, 
purges the maw, preferves the teeth, prevents hunger, and ftupifies the fenfe: which 
laít vertue occafions the Zzdiazs Women to chew it when they go to burning with their 
dead Husbands. 

Mount Elly is in 12 degrees latitude,in 55 degrces 30 minutes longitude; variation 13 
degrees: A place as eminent in Hills as any other part we faw upon thecoaft of Indiz, 
and limits the two rich and populous Kingdoms Decaz and JZ4/aéar. It gave this re- 
femblance as we rode before it. 





An unhappy accident happened us here, before we weighed ancho;: For, on the five 
and twenticth day defcrying at the point of the Bay a Junk of ieventy Tuns fraught with 
merchandize and bound for Acheen, we could likewife perceive a Mallabar Pirat fculk 
near this Junk, which he doubted not to board being off at Sca and paft our help. As 
accordingly fell out: for being under fail, the Man of War gave her chafe: the Junk 
perceiving danger, chofe rather to put her feif under our protection than hazard the 
rapine of that Frigat. But her condition ( with gricf I fpeak it) was little better ; for 
the Jonas boarding her with her Barge, tow'd her to our Admiral, where (after fhort 
conífultation ) fhe was adjudged prize. For my part I could not reach the offence : but 
this i could, (as fomc repesied) that fhe had a Cargo of Cotten, Opium, Onions, and 
probably fomewhat undcr the Cotten of more value, which was her crime tt feems. 
But how the prize was diftributed concerns not me to enquire; Iwasa patlengcr,no Mer. 
chant nor Informer. The Sea-mcen itappeared were to make what advantage they could 
unto them{felves: for, they firft gave the Z7zdiazs that were aboard a churlifh welcome, 
by which they perceived they intended to make them flaves and fell them to the avans, 
who ufually give fifty Ryals for every Slave; which rather than fuffer, thrccfcorc of 
thofe poor wretches threw themfelves defperatcly into the Sca, choofing rather to ex- 
pote their Carcafles to the waves than the mercy of our Men, if I may fo call it: which 
feem’d {port to fome there, but not fo to me who had compaffion: nor could I be in- 
formed what provocation had been given our Mcn to make fich a proceeding. The 
Canoo's from the fhore fhew’d them more mercy, Tor they faved fome of them, but thofe 
our Boats took up refented our dealing fo paffionately as they fecm'd more willing to be 
drown'd. That night we had terrible weather, much rain mixed with thunder and 
lightning. This ftormy weather is ufual here when the Sun is neareft and i their 

Sumner; 
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Summer , for then upon this Zzdiaz coaft they have the greateft fign of Winter, from 
the Summer Solftice to the Autumnal /Equinox continuing wind and rain, which makes it 
exceeding boifterous and unfafe to travel. Thefe extraordinary rains are without doubt 
the caufes of the yearly over-flowing of the Menan in Syam, and Subaz in Pegu; asalfo of 
the two great African Rivers ZVyger and Nilas; feeing that like.weather at the fame Seafon 
is in the crbzopzaz Mountains. Howbeit, thofe months of Fune, July. and Auguft, albeit 
they be ftormy in Izadia arc the faireft months of the Year, and calmeft weather in the 
Mediterranean and thofe Countreys that are about that Climat. But 1 looked upon it 
then as a fign of God's difpleafure. And it is well worth our obfervation, That whereas 
all Alay, Tune, Fuly and Auguft our Summer, and the like with all or moft parts of Ex- 
rope from the Pole Arctick to 30 degr. and more towards the fEquator where it begins, 
the Sky is for the moft part fcrene and the Seafon warm and mild; it is Winter in the 
@riental Regions(in fome parts ftretching from the Tropick of Cancer to the /Equinoétial 
Line) during thofe four months. Inafmuch as their Summer begins in September, fuch 
time as the Sun enters into Libra. For, from the mouth of the River Indas in 23 degr. 
to Cape Comryz in 7 degr- North latitude, all along the Indian Coaít of C» urat, Decan 
and Mallabar, the Weather during thofc four months is exceeding ftormy and outragious 
through continued rain, wind, thunder and lightning, but is fair Sun-fhine weather all 
the other 8 months: Albcit it is not fo in the other Neighbouring parts of India. For 
whereas the mighty Mountain Bellazate (which I formerly refembled to the Apennyne) runs 
in a continued ledge of Hills crofs from mans to Cape Comrynz, the utmoft Cape or Pro- 
montory of India towards the Line, through the middle of the Continent; and, asit 
were, in an equidiftance between the 7zdiazz Ocean and Bengalan Gulph: It is ob{erved 
by feveral Traycllers, and by Linfcotiz amongft the reft, That in crofling the Countrey 
betwixt thofe Seas at the fame time,on the one fide that Hill they find'it Summer, and find 
it Winter on the other. So as when it rains and blows, with dreadful thunder and flafhes 
intermixt, all along the Coaft of AZz/abar as far as Din near Indus, (and all thofe four 
months I lately named ) no Sun appears: Contrarily on the Coaft of Chormandel, in which 
are the Kiagdoms of Gulcunda, INar(izga and Vifiapore, all along from the River Ganges to 
Cape Comryz, thofe Countreys on that fide Bellagute have then clear Sun-fhine weather, 
without mixture of rain, wind or ftormy weather; and yet from the Hill to either Sea 
is not above 100 miles: And vice verfa, the fcafon varies, which is very rare, the little 
diftance duely confidered. Such alfo as fail within the Gulph of Perfia find the like dif- 
ference for the moft part, when they weather ( or asSea-men phrafe, double ) Cape Ro- 
felgate: It being halcyon fair, mild and Suri-fhine weather on that fide of the Flappy Ara- 
bia which refpects Perfia, when on the other towards the Ocean, the wind arid rain 
blufter outragioufly during all that Seafon: Which evidences a great influence the Pla- 
nets have over the Air and Earth, and contrarieties that are in the Upper Regions. 

Thence we failed due South, and that evening paled by Czzazor, AMontingue, Onor and 
Batticala, which fome repute part of Canara or Decan, and then by Mangalor, Mandagar a 
of old, in which as the Fefuits report were feventy thoufand Chriftians, Calicut called 
Camanes, and Cocbyz Colchin in Ptolomy and the Bay Sinus Colchicus, Cranganore, Cowlam; 
and Brin yobz, as far as Cape Comryn the utmoft Promontory of India in feven degrees 
and a half North, variation 14. degrees: A Cape well known of old, for it is by Ptolomy 
lib. 7. calfed Cory, by Strabo Conomencina, by Pliny Calafea, and Comar by Arrhian in his 
Periplus, and Comara extrema by other Geographers; but by other Cofmographers Co- 
laicum, Calligicum and Calingou, where the AZavo-Calizgz are by Pliny feated: Howbeit at 
this day*by the Inhabitants ’tis called Tutran-Cory. here g'rc we pafs further, a little 
concerning the Cuftom, Habit and Superítition of the Malabars with fuch as mix among 
them: this fcrving for caution, 





To obferve tbe mode is fafe, by moving much, Obfervaré modum laus eft; nimitimq; movendo 
Religious faith oft gets a doubtful touch. In dubium trahicur rcligiofa Fides, 


M ALL AB AR isat this day a great and famous part of Ivdia ftretching along from 
Barticala a Port under 14 degr to Cape Con»xryz, which is about 7 degrees North from 
thc /Equine-lial: about four hundred miles in length , but in breadth no where above 
a hundred, which {omc reduce to fifty, that is, from that ridge of Hills we call BeZagate 
to the Weftcrn Ocean: fo populous, thatthe Saworyz of Calicut is able upon occafion to 
take the Field with 2oococ Men to oppofe the Nar tngan, the Decan, or Gulcundan Kings, 
his powerful Neighbours. His Countrey is moft of the Year verdant and abounding with 
Cattel, Corn, Cotton, Silk-worms, Pepper, Ginger, Tamarind, Caflia, Cardamome, 

Rice, 
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Rice, Myrobalans, Anana’s, Pappa's, Melons, Dates, Coco's and other Fruits; and 
boaits alfo of feveral defenfive Towns and Harbours as Coulam, Coch 2, Calicut, Aan- 
galore, ccc. and to fay truth, the Ocean it felf forty leagues into the Sca is all along the 
Indian {hore fo anchorable and fo fecurethatthe Roads it affords are comparable to Har- 


bours in {ome other places. But for the better underftanding fuch part of the Eft - Indies 
as is on this fide Ganges, this {mall Map will ferve to direct the eye to the molt remark- 
able places, efpecially fuch as I fhall have occafion to fpeak of. : 
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And firft of Afalabar: A well khown Region upon the Weftern part of that great 
Continent, and iubdivided into fundry petty Toparchies, which are fuberdinate to-the 
Great Samoreen: a naked ZVegro, but not a little puft up by being the Principal Brgcmans 
and no Iefs tyrannical than proud; and not fo much by provocation, as wicked practice : 
which the People are fo ufed to, that they are thc leis fenfible of that bondage. 

The ZVayroes are his Afagnates: They exercife no lefs Authority over thcir énferiours 
than the Samoreen doth over them; being freely tolerated an arbitrary liberty, Life ex- 
cepted; and withal are fo extreamly libidinous as no part in the World affords a more 
obícene Generation: their beaftly:appetite not fo much provoked by the heat as by Lt 
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Art and Diet they invent towards provocation. Amongft others, they have the Deutroa 
in fpecial requceít ; both for that it contributes towards the accomp:iibhing their corrupt 
ends, and with that fecurity and mode as heightens thcir recreation. An Herbor rug it 
is which being infufed or otherwife prepared and taken, has a marvellous force: For it 
is not fo much of a foporiferous quality to procure ílc« p» as to itupiiic and infatuate the 
Intellect , fincc the patient or rather abuífed party fomctimesappears meri y as if a Taran- 
tula had infcéted him, and hath liis cycs open, but fees no otherwifícthan if a anttia fcrena 
or heated Steel had deprived the optiquc; fo as during the operation the Nayro many 
times makes that his opportunity to vifit and agt his Amours, whilesthe good nian by that 
delufive {pell is rendred a ridiculous fpcctator, and feemingly anaflentor to their mcfchan- 
teries. lI conífcís I never faw it practifed, but is related by Zyzfcbotez and other fuch as 
rm be credited. 

A£fiffeusinhis belief That thefe Nayroes are of the caft of the Catteries one of the de- 
{cendants of Pourows and Parcouty in the foregoing difcourG more fully mentioned, isnot 
amifs; or in the report That they are gencrally proud and lazic, ufually go armed, and 
will not abate one jot of the common ornament of thofe Oriental parts, which is to beau- 
tifie or rather load their arms and necks with Silver bracelets, ropes of Pearl and other 
effeminate piccesof bravery: and fo ftatcly, that they expect more than ordinary refpet, 
as appears in pafling through a Crowd, only by ftriking his Sword upon his Target 
makes that voice ferve both to exprefs his Dignity and to obtain a fpeedy and clear paí- 
fage. T evcet Vertoman and Paulus Venetis go further, faying That an inferiour períon 
dare not look them in the face or appear within fifty paces. But this is more certain, 
That as the Sword awes theindcfenfivc Villager, fo cuftom has enflaved them in fuch fort, 
that in Peace the common pcople feem daitardly, but in War are found fpirited. Nor 
would one think otherwiíc," when he takes the profpect of their vifage and limbs, which 
exprefs both ingenuity and ftrength fufhicient. 

Of colour, they are rather black than olivafter: their hair crifps, but grows longer 
than the Africans. And albeit they wear their hair, yet conform they to the mode of 
Shafhes : for,about their Temples they wreatli a curious fort of linnen fomctinies wrought 
with Silk and Gold. Their walte is circled with a piece of Callico; but fromthe thigh 
downward, and from the middle upwards are naked. The vulgar wear about thcir wafte 
a party-coloured Plad, and pink their skin. The Women vail themfelves like other Jzdi- 
ans. Their grcateft pride is exprefled in the adorning their ears and nofes;g fuppofing 
them moft courtl dilacerate their ears wideft (which they effect by many ponderous 
baubles they hang tfféme,) and ring their fnouts with Jewels of Silver, Brafs, or Ivory ; their 
arms and lcgs alto are richly chaincd. | 

Concerning their Marriages, formerly it was the cuftom That the Bracmaz had the firft 
nights company with thc Bride, fuppofing the ground of better value by that holy feed, 
as they call it: a practife now wholly abrogated. And which was no lefs rare, the Samo- 
rcento make fure work ufcd to confer his Command upon his Sifters ifue, aflured it feems 
that fhe was of his blood and thcy of his by confequence. 

The men are more addicted to Arms than Arts. The Portugals at their firft intrenching 
on their fhore thought them a very fimple fort of people becaufe unlearned; and eafie to 
be overcome bccauífc molt were naked: but both deceived them; for Nature inftructed 
them in their own defence, and long contcft with the Portugals taught them experience, fo 
as in {hort time they learned how to uft their bow and arrow, darts and targets, and of 
late years have attained the Art of making Hand-granadoes and other Fire-works; where- 
in they are pregnant, and of which they have fuch {torc that trey’ proffered us as much and 
of what forts we would for moncy. Their Country abounds with Minerals and Stones of 
price, and no part is without plenty of fruit and other provifion : Howbeit, the Land £efpc- 
cially near the S-a-fhore) we could perceive was woody and mountainous. And in thofe 
which divide Aulabar fromthe Kingdom of Narfinga are * aany wild Beafts that make the 
way perillous; efpecially Serpents which have wings and feet, if report fpeak truth :

Moit of tac people in their dict abftain from Flefh; NV ine,;vca Winc-Vinegar,and Strong- 
water 5 not allowing themfelves the liberty of Radifh-roots,Onyons,Garlick,or other roots 
and herbs that havc a tincture of red, a refemblance of blood; fo very ftrict they be to 
rules deduced from the Shafter and the example of their precife Anceftors; contenting 
themtclves with Milk, Rice, Sugar, Herbs and Fruits of feveral forts and Spices: for they 
are of thc Bazzyaz por{wation, who havea deteftation againft any that for prefervation of 
their own will take away the life of another. Ovid 15 A£ctamorpb. has this in their Apo-

Palling from thence, we came afore 

CALLICUT (ten leagues fromthat place where our men took the prize foremen- 
tioned) thought by fome to be that Town Prolomy calls Caztbapzs,a City in 23 degrees, an 
errour broached by Niger and Bertins. Above a thoufand years ago it was called Callicaris s 
then of fome notc,but not fo well known as now; and had increafed her fame by more trade 
had fhe profpered better againft the continued differences it had with the Portugal: who 
when they could not conquer by force (as Seleuchus did with Babyloz) ruined her by policy; 
for they transferred their Mart and Staple to other Towns , by which removal in {mall time 
this City became poor and defolate. It declines from the /Equator towards the North-pole 
eleven degrees; and from its ftanding inthe burning Zone muft needs be at fome time of 
the year fulphureous. The earth is but meanly fruitful in graís; neverthelefs,her Gardens 
by induftry and help of fome Brooks are moft me ofthe year verdant and redundant iu 
variety of fruits and flowers. The City of it felf is large, but of {mall elegancy in building: 
for the houfes are low, thick and dark, and the ftreets narrow: The Harbour is a pre 
way diftant from the Town, and but indifferent to anchor iif: yet fhews the remains of 
twoítrong Forts which were raifed about the year 1515. by the Portuguez, in a fort demo- 
lifhed fince by the Mallabar. The Samoreen in this place has his ufual abiding: a Prince 
of great power and awe; andnot more black of colour than treacherous in difpofition. 

Many deformed Pagotha’s are here worfhipped ; having this ordinary evafion, 
they adore not idols, but the Deumo's they reprefent : moft of which at one time or 
other have been defaced and deftroyed by the Portugal. The Chappel wherethe grand 
Caco- Deumo ufed to fit, was uncovered, and about three yardshigh: the wooden entrance 
was engraven with hideous fhapes : within, their beloved Priapus was enthroned upor a 
mount; Oculis mirabile Afonftrum 5 for upon his head he wore a em, whence Hued 
four great Rams horns fuch as Fxpiter Ammon in memory of the R _ that conducted Bac- 
chus and his female Army through thofe Deferts wasreprefented, and being diftrefled for 
want of watcr had it given (uponhis prayer to Jupiter) by a ftroke of the Rams Foot up- 
ona Rock: and if not that, typing out fome other myftery. His eyes were fmall and 
fquint ; hismouth large and opening like a Port-cullice, from whence branched four great 
tusks; but his nofe was flat ; his beard fpread like therayes of the Sun , his hands refem- 
bled the clawsof a Vulture; histhighsand legs were ftrong and hairy , feet and tail moft 
like that of a Monkey : which puttogether, rendered the Devil not unlike himíelf, wick- 
edly deformed, and the Men beyond meafure grofs Idolaters. Other Temples they had, 
ftuffed with other Pagods of like prodigious deformity , uglyall, yetall differing as to in- 
vention: for fome of them were painted black, others red; fome devouring fouls; and 
ufually fuch as were in Hell were-white ones. Thefe are of the old ftamp; for they 
feem tothreaten or otherwife to exprefs fatisfaction inmens offerings: but what they 
could notdo, their Chemartms effected ; for, each morn thce Prieft (a Jogue) perfumes 
and waíhes them : It feems the Devil ever leaves a filthy {mell behind, being his manner 
of benediction. Every new Moontheir cuftom was to facrifice a live Cock, the fymbol 
of luft and courage which they found in themíelves predominating. At this ceremony 
the Prieft was pontifically attieed in Lawn, armed with a fharp filver I&tife, hisarmsand 
legs garnifhed after the Morifco mode with Bells or round filver plates which made a 
jingling: and after he had facrificed the yielding Cock, and filled his bands with Rice, 
goesretrograde, not daring to look upon any other object fave his Idol ; till being come 
near an Acheronticlake, fuddenly he turns about and embowcels his offering: after which, 
he advances his hands fome times above his head, and fo returns, fuppoling that his 
Holocauft was accepted. The Samoryn ufed not to eat till it were firit offercd, and ío 
acknowledged as food fent him from hisIDeumo : what he leaves, is not given the Foor, 
for it is the Crows pittance: good rcafon too, They think them his ferviteurs. The 
people to this day (as they fuppofe) retain fone incommendable cuftomes: for they 
exchange their Wives: nor feem the Women difpleafcd at it, Polygamy is fo telcrable 

Or 
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or rather acceptable: but in this they differ from other libidinous Law-zivers; asthe 
men haye many Wives, ío one woman here is allowed many husbands, and the iffue 
bequeathed asíhe nominates. The old cuftom of the World is here retained » inthe Sedge 
and Palmeto leaves they ufe for paper, the pen being then aftile of Iron, but now a har- 
dened piece of wood cut fharp. Thence we pafled by | 

CONWLA M a Town and Province called Sopatpa in Arrhyan, and Colay in Ptolomy 
who places it in 13 degrees, but we found it in o degrees North, included in the Travan- 
zorian Kingdom, Onceit obeyed the Narfingan Monarch, and once the Mallabar, but 
at this day neither. . About two hundred years ago, the Town was rich, and great and 
populous; tradedto by many Indians, enlarged by the Samoryn, and able to number a hun- 
dred thoufand Inhabitants, of fuch repute it then was for fcituation, trade, and fideli 
af the Cowlamites. But now, the period of her excellency is outrun; for Callicut firft, 
and then Goa have not only monopolized but attracted the trade of this as well as other 
partsthereabouts. 

Now albeit I have mentioned the Zazzyazs in fundry places as I meet with them; here 
alío all along this coaft I find they fwarm in multitudes, fucking in the fweetnefs of gain 
by an immeafurable thirft and induítry; but Sie vos zoz vobis, for itis ravifhed from 
them by Droncs, the Moorsand Gentiles lording it over them. Alas! theBannyan is no 
Íwaggerer, no royfter: he abhors domineering and fighting; yea, fuffers himfelf to be 
fleeced by any man, rather than refift or fhed blood by breach of peace or making the leaft 
oppofition ; they love no tumult, no innovation 5 are content to fubmit rather than go- 
vern, and wifh all were of their mind; thatis to fay, morally honeft, courteous in beha- 
viour, temperate in paífion, decent in apparel, abftemious in dyet, induftrious in their 
callings, charitable to the needy, humble, merciful, and fo innocent as not totakeaway 
the life of the fillieft vermin, and no marvel, feeing that if they fhould deftroy any living 
thing, thereby they might diflodge their friends of a peaceful Manfion, or devour the 
fouls of fuch as were dcareft to them: for as I have elfewhere noted, they verily credit 
the tranfanimation or paflage of fouls intobeaíts. A perfwafion how {trange foever it be 
to us, was not fo of old to our Countreymen the Druide; who not only believed the im- 
mortality of the fouls of men, but after feparation fromthe body that they pafled from 
one man unto another. Ovidfeemsto allude unto it, 





Leg s home, and in bruit beafts our bodies hide, inque ferinas 
Where happily our Parents may abide, Poffumus ire domos, Pecudumq; in corpora condi} 


s Corpora quæ poffunt animas habuiffe Parentum

But the Countrey is not wholly overfpread withthefe Gentiles; for amongft them here 
and there are fcattered Chriftians: yea, the Jefuits report, that Anno Dom. 1 $34. 
*twixt Cowlam and this Cape were then above twenty Villa’s of S. Thomas Chriftians. More 
certain itis, their Anceftors were converted by S. Thomas the Apoftle 5 for both here and 
moft other parts of the habitable World the Apoftles without all doubt divulged the glad 
tidings of falvation,as fore-told by the Prophet David, Pfal. 19. There is zo Speech nor Lan- 
guage where their voice is not heard: their found 25 gone into all Lands, and their words unto tbe 
ends of tbe World. Mantuan alfo gives this atteftation. 


As when tbe Flood o’refpread, old careful Noe Sicut aquis, quondam Noe fua mifit in orbeni 
LUF Sons difperft Prope the World, to [how Pignees"R Matis, ut Gens humana per omnes

and accordingly, Hiftory abundantly acquaints us that in both the A/a’s the Gofpel was 
throughly prcaehed : but for their ingratitude removed, and through the fubtilty of Sa- 
tan that carnal Law of AZzabomet hath fice infected thefe parts, fo as it hath fpread it felf 
almoft through all the Oriental lflands and Continent. Notwithitanding which,Chrift has 
his flock ; which though fcattercd, in due time willbe gathered. For in Perf/z are many 
thoufand; and in 7zdia a no lcfs multitude: ncverthelefs, compared with other Idola- 
ters, bur a handful: Which muft not Puce feeing ’tis better go to Heaven alons, 
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liapore, iNarfinga, Coolam, Cucurran, Curzgam, Bipur, Tanor, Bartacala, Onor, Cranganor, 
Coz aid other Places, Chriftianicy is own’d; yea, in many of the Z»;Zzaz ifles fome are 
found. And one realon is, for that among Zaboemetazs liberty of Conicience is allow'd : 
agreeable to an Azuara in the Aleoraz, which declares That none are to be diíIwaded 
from the Religion they fückt from their cradle : which gains Chriffians peaceful Habita- 
tions, and inclines them to live without difturbing thc publick. xl 
Now thcíe Indian Chriftians have fundry Ceremonics and Forms of long time practifed 
amongit themíclves, differing from thole the Papacy ufe, or the Reformed Churches of 
Europe. Their Churches are low and poorly furniihed j yet neat they are and fweet!- 
kept; matted, and without painted Images, which the Greek, Churches abound with. 
They affemble cheerfully, and ar their centring fhut their cyes, the better to contemplate 
the Exercife they come about, with their own unworthincís: knecling they look towards 
the Altar, near which the Pricít is fcatcd : Him they falute with humble revcrence ; who. 
returns his Blefling by the up-lifting of his hands and eyes: and ata {ct hour begins Prayers, 
feldom exceeding two hours in the whole Exercife. Firít, a brief confeflion is made, not 
unlike that in our Liturgic, andaflent too in an unanim Amen. After that, follows an Ex- 
pofition of fome part of Scripture: during which their attention, looks, and filence is 
commendable. They fing a Hymn, and at parting out of the Church re-falute the Mi- 
miftcr; who ceafes not to elevate his hands till all the People be departed. At home 
they ufually read a Chapter in cither Tcftament, both which they fuppofe they have in- 
corrupt after the Originals, tranflated for them by Saint Thomas the Patron of the Orient: 
Ihe Chaldee alfo is not unknown, but few fave the Clergy underftand what is writ in any 
other than their Mother-tonguc: for their Schools are few, and onely tcaches them to 
read; being without Academics or Inílructers in Philofophy or other like learning. 
Every firft Sunday in the month the Prieft reads a Homily, writ (as they fay ) by the A- 
poftle or fome of his Difciples. They baptize commonly at the fortieth day, if the Pa- 
rent defire it not fooner: they fign the fore-head with the Crofs, and then waífh all over 
with Water. The Lord’s Supper they adminifter in both kinds, and Communicants 
receive it kneeling: they obierve two daycs preparation, during which they cat no 
flefh, revel not, nor accompany with Women; and in the Church, if need be, mete: 
their Confeffion. The Clergy marry but once, the Laity twice; Widdows if they niarry 
before the year be expired are ill reported of. None fave in cafe of adultery have li- 
cence to divorce. In ficknefs the Prieft is ufually fent for, both to pray and give the 
Eucharift, it defired: Which donc, they take a long farewel of Wife, Children and o- 
thers; and fo rid themfelves of worldly diftractions, which too oft hinder that laft great 
work; fo as by a contemplation of the joyes of Heaven they ftrive to mitigate the grim 
afpect of approaching death. Bcing dead the furvivors rather joy than mourn , and having 
Orit wafhed the Corps they afterwards wrap it in clcan linnen. Fricnds accompany him 
to the Grave, and place the Body with the head Weft, either in refpcct of Ferufalem or 
the old local placc of Paradife: Five dayes after they vifit the Family. Feaft and faft as 
we accuitome: their Lent begins in the Spring, and is obferved forty dayes. Their 
Year is the Soli-gcnian. Our three chief Feftivals they celebrate ; the firft of Faly they 
alfo commemorate the Martyrdom of Saint Thomas. They have many Protomifts, the 
chicf of which ufed to refide at a Houfe built upon a Mountain nine miles from Cranga- 
zor: but fince the Pormrzats have planted Jnvdia fhave their heads. ` Laicks pay their De- 

cima, affect Jultice, profefs Truth, practife humility, and believe no Purgatory. 
ay 7. we had eight degrees ; e’re Sun-fct we were clofe by the high Mountain called 
Brin_fohn, z.e. the Mount of Foka, a Cambrian word; but when, or by whom impofed, 
Is pait my finding. Next day we had 7 degrees 30 minutes, variatien 14 degrecs: than 
which place that famous Promontory of Eaft-Indiaz called Cape Comryn (Tamiuss by Mela) 
extends no further South towards the Equator. The next we failed by the Afaldyveæ, 
Ifles memorized by Pyrard de Laval, who reports that the King ftiles himfelf Emperour 
of thirteen Provinces and twelve thoufand lílands, Ferome de Santto Stepkazo makes them 
cizht thoufand : the moit and leait any King inthe World (the Spaniurd excepted) 1s owner 
Ot : Several of them little other than Rocks and Mountains: according to the Poct, 77- 
numeri furgunt fcopuli omnoutéfz;: per altum. Near thefe are the Ifles of j}Candif, Nicubar and 
Sutiibrero, in vicw of Zcylooz and Sumatra: all of them abound with JOatc-t:ccs or Palms; 
of old fo celebrated that both Spiritual and Temporal Victors have it in their Triumpbs. 
Palma, Martyr ibis eft. fuavis ad cibum, Ambrofia ad requiem, honorabilis ad Trinmphum 77 bcr 
cmper

femper virens, femper veftita foliss, femper parata Vettorie faith Saint Ambrofe very clegantly 
in its "praifes. So excellent ( faith Sir Walter Raleigh) that wherein focver the Earth, Na- 
ture and Sun can moft vaunt that they have excelled, yet fhall this Palm be the greateft 
wonder of all their works. This Tree alone giving unto Man whatfoever his Life beg- 
geth at Nature's hand. I imagine he means the Coco-tree rather than the iDate, which 
moít take for the Palme. The Poet alfo notes it, in faying 
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The noble Palm which high doth rife,

ZEYLOON, one of thofe five Ifles Prolomy calls Baruffe, albeit Cluverius thinks the 

abillippize to be them, not unknown unto the Ancients if that which Ptolomy called Pani- 
beso p and fince him by Arabian Authors Sfkara, Tenarifis, Nanigeris and Sarandib. 

ut at this day "tis called Chżizgal by the Inhabitants: who are a very comely People, 
having good features, and nothing like the Africans fave in colour. Befides, they are in- 
genious, and excel in the Mechanick Arts. The better fort wear filks, but,the vulgar 
are naked from the wafte upwards. Now this place muft needs be hot, fecing ’tis fo 
near the /Equinoctial: fevered from the Afiatick Continent by a Sea which is not forty 
leagues over: limited from eight to eleven degrees North latitude; the length is about 
feventy leagues, breadth forty, and circuit two hundred and fifty or thereabout. Fa- 
moufed through fonie old erroneous conjectures, That this was Paradife; and that Solo- 
»on had hence his Gold of Opbyr: Butin regard all or moft fix the ruins of the one in 
A€M:Mefopotamia, and the other in AZa/acca or thereabouts, that Tradition is of little credit. 
But that Melec Pyramal King of this Ifland, was one of thofe Magi, Wife-men.or Kings 
(pre-monifhed by that Prophecie of Balaam the Edomite ) that as to a King, Prieft and Pro- 
phet, offer'd Gold, Frankincenfe and Myrrhe unto our Blefled Saviour; fore-told alfo by 
the Perfian Sibyl and by a new Star as by the finger of God miraculoufly directed, is the 
_ Traditior of this place; and alfo that at his return he madé known the myftery of 
God's Incarnation for Man's Redemption, and by his laborious teaching, many Pro- 
felytes: which fome to this very day maintain for truth. But more ctrtain it is, the feeds 
of Chriftian knowledge have there been fown, whence fprung Profeflors, though the 
greateft part are fince turned Apoftates. Howbeit, this is obvious in Hiftory, That 
Cuzdace's Eunuch baptized by Philip preached Chrift in many parts of Arabia and fündry 
Ifles thereabouts, and 7z4d;« alfo; as Socotora this, and Taprobane or Sumatra ; if Dorotheus 
Bifhop of Tyre who lived in the days of the great Conftantine had good Authority for 
the reporting it. i 

In Claudius Cefar’s time fome of the Natives of this Iland having made fome fhift to 

croís-over into Mallabar travelled through Perfia unto Rome,, where albeit they pretended 
{ome knowledge in Affronomy and the Sphere, bewray’d their ignorance by admiring to 
obferve the Sun contrary to what it was feen to be at Zeyloon, Solem leva oriri mirantur 
are the words of the Hiftorian: which by the Remans might equally be wondred at, fee- 
ing that thoíc Indians by being within the burning Zone have their Ihadows on both 
fides according, as the Sun makes his progrefs to either Tropick. Neverthelefs probable 
itis, what underftanding thefe Zeylomiazs had was borrow’d from the Gymnofopbif?s who 
had their light from Zoroafter the moft ancient and in his time the moft excc!lent Philofo- 
pher .- He lived full five hundred years before the Trojan War, faith Sidas, and was the 
firít that gave Name to the Magi of Perfia, Zoroafter, Perfo-Afedits Sapiens apud cos qui in 
Aftronomia excelluerunt, etiam qui primus dedit Nomen eis Magis que civilia trattarunt: 4. 
libros fcripfit de Natura: 5 de Aftrofcopeia, €& unum de pretiofis lapidibus, &c. And Picus 
AMirand. ad Ficinum de IDegmatis Chaldaice Theologie, Tum Perfarum, Grecorum c Chaldao- 
rum in ilam Divina c& locupletiffima enarravit, &c. And albeit at Cafhan I had occafion to 
fpeak more largely concerning thefe Oriental Philofophers, I fhall here but add that tefti- 
mony which Porphyyius gives concerning their definition and the nature of their Learn- 
ings Apud Perfas (faith he) qui circa Divina funt Sapientes,eorumq, Cultores, Mags appellantur. 
floc crim propria Dialetto ejus Regionis, Magus fignificat. Howbeit, the honour of the firft 
European ditcovery we owe to Laurentius the Son of Almeyda, who about the year 15co 
firit arrived here; but did not alter the Name from what the Natives called it. At prefent it 
is over-rua with ftinking weeds of ZZeatbezifm: For, asis faid of another place, 
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Flere, grow thofe heaps of Errours, which we fee Hic,errorum cumulus ; hic, omnis fpurcitia; 


Of all uncleannefs and Idolatry. 


Hic, infoclix populus gaudet Indolatria, 


So 


So great, that fcarce any Village or Mount without its inanimate Pagod, their fuppofed 
Deities or Mali Genii, íuch as Lattantius and Prudentius de{cribe, Cum portis, domibus, 
ther mis, ftabulis foleatis affignare [nos Genios perg, omnia membra Urbis perq, locos Geniorum mil- 
lia multa fingere: And are to obferve, that Genii locorum funt Demones.. Amonzit others, 
(which 1 mention only for the impoíture) was that infamous Hanimant Or Apes-tooth 
God which was highly efteemed and reforted to by millions of Indians, till Conftantine a 
late Goan Vice-roy landing five hundred men at Columbo firft forcibly took away that 
Apifh Idol; and albeit the idolaters proffered a vaft ranfome of three handed thoufand 
Duckets he burned it to afhes: his zeal againft that grofs impiety exprefling therein a fa- 
cred indignation. Notwithftanding, a crafty Bannyan fo well forged another counterfeit, 
as was believed by the Jogues to be the fame (willing to be deluded; ) thereby exceed- 
ingly enriching himfelf, and joying not a little thefe fimple Zeylonians. 

Another was that not far from Mattacala, confpicuous in its ftanding: concerning 
which, the Singales and Jogues report, That many years ago Yobza their King nourifh- 
ed a conceit, That this Diabolo was no better than a fenfelefs Idol: But lo, a Jogue (Vo- 
catis imperat arte Diis) bythe Devil’scraftfo wrought, that upon a time when Fobna en- 
tred he beheld (as be thoüght ) the Pagod breath out fire, his eyes Íceming to be co- 
Joured with rage and the Scimiter in his hand wrathfully bent againft him ; at which, 
the amazed King cries out for help, accuies his infidelity; and having fatisfied for his 
errour, ever after became a zealous idolater. The place where this grand Pagotha 
{tood was inveloped with a Cloud of Arms for its defence: And not without good 
reafon,. feeing it was their belief, That upon the fall of that Idol the final ruine of 
the Univerfe fhould inimediately follow by fire or otherwife. Now (without any 
countenancing that impofture) that the World fball be confumed, is credited; but 
not till he that made it fhall pleafe to order the diffolution. Lucretius hath that 
obfervation, Ing, brevi [patio mutantur Secla Animintum, @ec. And the like another Ro- 
man Poet, 





Effe quoq; in Fatis reminifcitur affore Tempus, The Time [hall come, when Seaywhen Land,when all 
Quo Mare, quo Tellus, correptaqs regia Coeli The Heavens vaft moving Regions burning {hall 
Ardeant, & Mundi meles operofa laboret, Confume, and to their ancient Chaos fall. 


-Certo die ç> bora à fato deviniti, nec bominibus tantum fed oppidis, terris, elementis, cf quic- 
quid bec nos fuftinet, magno illo die vertetur Cc peribit. And albeit of the ancient Heathefis 
we may fay, They had fome feeming dcvotion, drawn from the very dictates of Nature 
like thofe mentioned in Rom. 2. 14. who had a Law written in their hearts; fo as it was a 
Maxim, There was not any who had not fome fpark of civility to Men, and zeal to fome 
one or other Deity: that principle neverthelefs now feems extinguifhed amongft the Gen- 
tiles we mect with in thefe Regions. 

Upon Columbo’s high peak (a place dearly bought by the Portugal) was fhewed and cre- 
dited the foot-fteps of old Adam: born and buried here if we willbelievethem. Here al- 
fo they fhew a Lake of Salt water upon a high hill, faid to be no other but the tears af- 
flicted Eve fhed a hundred years together for the lofs of her righteous Son Abel. A Ca- 
bala, how ftrange foever it be, Friar Oderic of Friuli not only believes but vehemently per- 
{wades othersto give credittoit. The foilis good and abounds with fundry forts of Spi- 
ces; as Pepper, Ginger, and the like, but in moft plenty with Cinamon, which gave the 
occafion to Prolomy and Strabo to call it Cizamomifera regio. Cinamonisa precious bark ; 
the Tree is ftraight, and the branches are no way ruinous but grow in comely order. It 
rcfembles the Olive Treein height, but the leaves are more like the Bay or Orenge. The 
blofloms are exactly white; the fruit globous, hard, and dark coloured. It is apparelled 
with a thick rind, which in-Summer (when it may beft difcover its Virgin nakednefs ) 
'tis difrobed of, and by the churlifh Peafant cut in many pieces; and being hardned in 
the Sun, fo gathered. I might here prefent you many other rarities this noble I(le af- 
fords, as Orenges, Datcs, Coco’s, Anana's, Plantanes and Maftick (which Coriat er- 
roncoufly believed grew no where but in Syo,) Elephants, Buffoloes, Cows, Shecp, Hogs, 
€*c. Smaragd, Rubies, balafs Diamonds, Ambcr-gricfe, and the like; which gave rhe 
Danes afair invitation for commerce unto this place, their Ships ufually riding near the 
Port of Candy: and puttozcther fccmed foattractive to the victorious Lufitanian Almey- 
da,that in defpight of her united Heptarchy he landed Az. Dom. 1506, and for Emanuel his 
King cxacted an Annual Tax of two hundred and fifty thoufand pound weight of their beit 
Cinamon,which Sou/a begun to load away the third year after: But the King(more rich than 


crafty) to fhew how little he regarded the lofs of fo much ufelefs barks of Trecs,and to pec 
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better edge upon the appetite of the Portugal, one day he invited them to fee him walk 
upon a Tarraís arrayed in an imbroidered Coat thick powdered with Gold, Smaragds, 
Pearl and Diamond, all together darting out rayes of wonderful luftre : to which albeit 
the Sun wanted not to increafe the fplendor, yet as if that were not enough, inthe night 
feafon five hundred Flambeauxes or Torches were (as Story fays) put in flames to make this 
Prince {eem a greater object of aftonifhment: but it rather was asa Corpo Santo. For torth- 
with Silveira judging the coft and labour well worth his pains built a Cittadel there under 
pretence to aid them againft the Malabar Junks, but rather to be his Jewel-keeper: for in 
fhort time he fo purfued the King that he became a Ravither of what he ha ; and by a 
forced nakednefs learned him a future better way of politick bravery. 

Garcias ab FJorto Phyfician to the Goan Vice-Roy reports, That the King ufed to be fer- 
red in difhes of Loadítone; not onely for the rarity, but medicinable vertue thereof, as 
having a power to difcover poyfon and continue Youth. Store of Pearl-Oyfters have 
been taken ?twixt Cape Comryn and Zeylooz of good value: and here is no want of gold 5 
but the 8 thinks not that {o valuable as to be ferved in Porcellane difhes and other 
materials. 

From Zeyloon we hoife fail for fome eminent Ports and Maritime parts of India, Lorded 
by black but daring Pagans. The Mogul has incircled within his Diadem many of thofe 
noble Kingdoms or Provinces; the reit, the Decan, Samoreen, INarfingan, Peguan, Sya- 
mite and others: but the chiefeft Ifles neighbouring this we laít landed at are Sumatra, 
the Fave, Borneo, the Afanellie, the Celebes, Atoluccoes, Banda, Amboyna, Philippine or Bo- 
raje, Gc. which I fhall briefly fpeak of: and inorder thereunto, firit of the Coaft of 

CHORMANDEL ( Ptolomy calls it Cartagardamna ) which ftretches avove three 
hundred leagues from Cape Comryn under eight deron North towards the zítuarium of 
Ganges or the 4rgaric Gulph, which now we call the Gulph of Bengala, Magnum GAngis 
oftium in Ptolomy, as far as Chatighan under 22 degr. North. Upon that Coaíft are fundry 
Towns of note, viz. Negapatan, Meliapore C the Burial-place of Saint Thomas the Apoftle 
of India, and of Saint Bartholomew fay dne. but miftaken in that Tradition, fecing Eccle- 
fiaftical Story leaves him buried at Albanopolis in Armenia, ) Polycat, Armagun, Narfinca, 
Meflipatan, Bipilipatan and fundry more; in fome of which the Englifb, in others the 
Dutch have Factories. Here Strabo places the Affacani,fcom which fome fromthe congruity 
of Name derive the Afafini, whofe wicked Tenets have rendred them in more than 
ame not to be mentioned. Now concerning. Ganges, (which one (how truly I know not) 
dayes was called Chiiaros;, probably fome. River running into Ganges: or as it may be 
named in thofe or fome other obícure places) amongit Rivers is fecond to none: For, 
after a flux of three thoufand miles, having increafed her Channel by fifty other Rivers 
that run into her, which for above an hundred miles double the breadth that Euphrates 
bears at old Babylon, and thrice its depth, divides Izdia in two, branches it felf into fe- 
veral ftreams, and has many noted lowns built upon her banks, affording them Farth 


and Water as good as any, and by the Bannyans held facred, as Lucax I. 3. albeit miftaken 
in its courfe, takes notice. 


Sacred Ganges onely croff doth run Qua colitur Ganges toto qui 
Of any River to the Rifing Sun. folus in Orbe, &c 


At length under the fame Tropick with the River Iudus, in five great mouthes or Offia, 
of old called Cambyfum, Atagnum, Cambericum, Pfeudoftomum 2*«1 Antibolum, difembogues 
it {elf into the Bengalan Gulph, as I have a little before mentioned ; and then into the 
Indian Sea: the Sea being the ftore-houfe of all Rivers, J quo definimus, Gr in quo curri- 
mus omnes, Ovid. de Ponto. The Bazzyazs have the water of Ganges in that divine efteem, 
that in deadly fits they covet to have their mouths wet with it, imagining that the Rock 
whence it firít flows bears the figure or fhape of a horifed Cow, a creature with them 
of a fingular refpect; albeit a fancy others are alfo taken with, as appears by the River 
Pos according as Virgil lib. 4. Georg. mentions ; and as might be inftanced of other places : 
agreeable to what the ancient Poets feigned of the Ocean, which from the noife it makes 
they refembled to a Bulls head, and thence called it Tasriceps. 
NEGAPATAN (i.e. a Town upon the River Wega) has 12 degrees latitude North, 
odd minvres; isin a Climat hot and unwholefome, both in regard the wind and rains 
there are for fome part of the year high and unfeafonable. The Town neverthelefs has 
good water, fruits well relifhed and no lefs nutritive : notwithftanding the People are 
much vexed with Feavers, Fluxesand other diftempers; blockifh they be, and unapt for 
Study or Exercice: Heat indeed here predominates, probably debilitates their appetite, 
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and invites them too much to eafe,the mother of Luxury: A fmall thin but fine Shuddery 
or Veil of Lawn they draw afore their fecret parts; their head has a fmall wreath about 
it, the reft being expofed to view and all forts of weather. They want no g£old,ftones of 
value, nor {fuch things as the Merchant covets; for but few years fince they prized them 
little better than we do trifles. Here any Religion is tolerable; and Virgil'S Omnigen&mq; 
Deum Monftrafeems tranflated hither. . But the manner of their Marriages is extraordi- 
nary: For many times the Prieft with a Cow, and the Man and Woman gotogether tothe 

-Water fide; where the Bramyn firit mutters a fhort prayer, and then links their hands 
about the Cows tail, pours upon them all his hallowed Oyl,and laftly forces the beait in- 
to the River, whereinto fhe goes willingly fo far as till they be to the middle in Water: 
neither returns fhe nor do they dif-anite till the waves advife them: when being dn fhorc 
they untie, and hold that myfterioustie forcible and facred ever after. Mr. Fitch the Mer? 
chant in his travels through chefe parts makes the like obfervation. The Heathen are a: 
verfe to Law, and alfo to Morality; asif ina malignant fort they refifted the very liberty. 
of Nature for their prefervation, as Plat. iz Alexand. Et quod Natura remitrit Ie 
vida jura negant: as alfo may be obferved by Dendamys the Indian expoitulating with 
Alexander agmnit Pythagoras. Suitable to which the rop upon this allow the Bas. 
nyans Wives the liberty to burn with their dead Husbands: So that Death having, cut 
in two their Union, the relict conceits her fclf a loathed Carcaís; and refolv:ne to 
make her felf an Holocauft, robes her Body with a tranfparent Lawn; her arms, lk ~-~ and 
thighs alfo are fettered with chains exprefling love ; but her ears, nofe and fingers are ad- 
orned with Pearl and precious Stones: with one hand fhe holds a Mofe-gay of flowers, in 
the other a ball; both which are emblemes of Paradife. She isattended with a great num- 
ber, fome accompanying her for love, others for civility, but móft for her encouragement 
and honour of the Ceremony: the Prieft all the way fhe goes defcribes the joys fhe is to 
poflefs, and the affurance fhe has to enjoy her Husband fpeedily in £/yziu» : fhe returnsa 
modeft fmile,trips on,chawing fomething in her mouth that intoxicates her brain,and upon 
fight of the flame fcems tranfported with fatisfaCction. So foon as fhe fees the €Carcaís of 
her Husband laid upon a pile and the fire burn, like a mad Lover fhe whirls about thc pit, 
and having bid Farewel to Parents, Children, and'Friends, lwilingly incorporates with 
the fire; which quickly makes them one in a(hes: Mufick of fundry forts, and acciama- 
tions of Spectators yell aloud at the fame inftant,. both for the greater honour of thc Ob» 
fequy, and that the fcrieches of the poar Wretch may not be heard ,whereby others nay ber 

difcouraged. Itíeemsthe Roman Poets, though at a great diftance, had fome profpe«t of it, 
by this funeral Song they have warbled out in their memorial: 





Et certonen habent lethi, quae viva fequatur They ftrive to die, and who beft [peed (ball make > 
conjugium ; pudor eft non licuiffe mori, T bey blufh, grim Death fo flowly to o?retake. 


Ardent viétrices,(&c przbent pectora flammee 5 The na aig burn, their breafls yield to tbe fire, 
imponáüntqs; fuis ora perufta viris. And to their Husbands their burnt lips afpire. 


Now albeit fome Women of this perfwafion living under a Mahometan Prince being 
denied this liberty to burn their Bodies with their Husbarids Corps, have been known of 
late years to make themíclves away, yet others more wife and lefs valuing a place in 
the Catalogue of thofe fiery Zealots, dw refufeto burn: but in fuch cafes, b way of igno- 
miny they are commanded to fhave their heads, and to fequefter themfelves from company 5 
which is a punifhment. Hawbeit, this cuftom of burning is much more ancient with Men 
amongit the Braemans of thofe parts than with the other Sex: for with the later it came 
not in practice until feveral of their Husbands were made away by poyfon, which their 
laícivious Wives would frequently adminifter upon giving them diftafte, or other fleight 
provocation: for prevention whereof, this Draco’s Law was devifed and enjoin'd the Re- 
lict: And though in its inftitution it feem’d fevere, it was to deter them rromthat wicked 

ractice, which long cuftom hath made familiar and reputable. We find it fo recorded 
ts St. FTierome lib. 1. ad Yovinian. and c£liaz in his Var. Hift. lib. 2.c.8. But amongit Men 
much more old, as I might inftance from feveral Authoritics and Examples: one of whicn 
may be that of Afandan:s the Gymnofopbift , who as Strabo l. 15. reports, was courted Dy Ale- 
xander tbe Great to accept of a rich prefent he made the Philofopher; but contemning it 
and his giory, it (at leaft feemingly) fo incenfed the King,that the Bracman for hisarrogance 
was condemned to dcath : and being told he might be pardoned fo he would but defirc it, 
with no lefs morofity anfwer’d,He would indeed petition Alexander, not for Life,but liberty 
to burn himfelf 5 giving this reafon, That death was in no wife terrible where "tis only an in- 


lec unto immortality in exchange of his old perifhing flefh expecting a morc durable and ex- 
cellent condition. Bcfidcs 
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Befides this heathenifh cuftome, here are many other lewd practifes: fuch and fo ma- 
ny, tha Peccata funt in deliciis, for Satan fcems here to ercét his Throne, and imperi- 
oufly todifplay his Banner of Idolatry, and under various drefles to proclaim a tolerati- 
on for all manner of wickednefs. Such isthe miferable vaflalage with whichthis wretch- 
ed Generation are enflaved, and {o far from any fenfe of their mifery, that they have de- 
vifed fundry tragic fcenes to heighten the reputation of their Pagod, though with their 
ovwndeftruétion. And amongft other Attus Triumpbales a maflie Idol of auri-calk is pla- 
ced poa a Chariot with eight wheels richly gilded; the afcent is by feveral eafie fteps, 
upon which efpecially upon gawdy dayes the Jogues and many proftituting Girls were 
nic: Ob ignis infernalis luxuria!  Klellifh zeal! feeing Parents deftinate their pret- 
rv Chilárento inchaítity, meerlytoinrichthe Idol: Not unlike thofe Babylonian Vota- 
siès Ot Melytta (as Venus was there called,) who received their price with this excufe, 
$ uni tivi Deam AMelytte imploro, and by the Courtezans was offered to adorn her Tem- 
mis, Thus mounted, they go on in proceflion: a proceflion not unlike the Thenfa ufed 
Ly che fuperftitious Romans, or that Idolatry of the Danes recorded by Ditmarus and Do- 
do: for, happy is that man, be he rich or poor, great or bafe, that «an lend a hand to 
vaw the Chariot, yea, they account them happieft who out of a frantick zeal temera- 
vicvtly throw their naked bodies inthe way, to the end that by the ponderoufnefs of the 
Cn. icoz they may be crufhed, that thereby they may become the Devils Martyrs. Thus 
ri;icrjored by a Poet,

Whi: i; bad objects removed, we come to 
NIELIAPORE, a well known Townupon the coaft of Chormandel, and inthe King- 
Com of Bifzagar. The Artic Pole there has 13 degrees 20 minutes: It wasfirft called Sa- 
mm. 7.-, then Melange, but Aeliapore after that, and now S. Thomas, for that in this place 
ho tattered martyrdom: Diftant it is from Cape Comrbyz two hundred leagues or there- 
aO At this dayitis but {mall and poor, and under a Moorifh command: it yields 
ltr.. for Trade fave Cotton-ware and fuch common commodities; howbeit, is exalted 
in her memory, in regard that (according to Tradition) this was the place where that ho- 
ly Apoftle finifhed his labours after he had publifhed the glad tidings of Salvation through 
Perfia, Flyrcania, Battria, Sogdiana and many parts of India, and by Divine Grace ob- 
tained many Profelytes, and thofe converts not of the meaner fort; for Sygamus the Em- 
perour himfelf was baptized, and by his good example feveral other of the Nobles; who 
in teftimony oftheir change, converted the Heathen Temples (by fome faid tobe three 
hundred, into Houfes of Prayer and Preaching of the Gofpel. Howbeit, the Devil {o 
wrought, that fome Apoftates enraged the multitude, fo as i'..z blind zeal the Apoftle 
and ‘the King both fuffered, the one being fhot to death, th. other brained, but both 
crowned with glorious Martyrdom: This hapned about thirty years after our Saviours 
paffion3 and in memory thereof a commemorative Feaft is yearly celebrated the firft of 
Fuly by the Native Chriftians through Jzdia. And, however Abdias Babylonicus (who: 
writ, That after death they appeared and preached again their former Doctrine) may 
feem queftionable, this is more ccrtainly reported and credited, That in memory of their 
ingratitude, Divine Juftice hath markcd their pofterity (as fome Jews, how truly I know 
not, fay the Tribe of Benjamin arcto this day, who of all others were moft fierce againft 
our Saviour who was ofthe Tribe of Judab) thefe have one leg bigger in thc calf than 
the other: which ‘tis probable gave Pliny lib. 7. éap. 2. the occafion to feign them to be 
thc Z4ozofceli c Sciopedi, qui umbra pedis fe protegazt ; and as a falfe light mif-guided our 
Country-nein Sir Foha AMandcvile in his relation concerning them. The Cynocephals and 
ftonocilé boing alike credited by Solinus, Mela Pomponius, Strabo and others. Notwith- 
f*aading she peoples rage the two Martyrs had aul his Sepulchre there, honoured and 
reforted to by the Chriftians inhabiting Z7zdia5 till about fifty years fince, their skuils and. 
bones were brought away, and (as holy reliques) are at this day enfhrincd in the Vir- 
Sin ZZsy's Church in Ges according to the command of Joba 3. King of Por a , 
Yy v ho 
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who fent Emanuel Frias (directed by Aphonfus Soufa) to Meliapore for that purpofe. By 
an old Manufcript found at Crazgazor, wh ich Campanine the Jefuite tranflated out of Chal- 
dee into Latine, it appears alfo that Apoftle preached the Gofpel firft amongft the Indi- 
ans, Per D.Thomam error Idololatrie ab Indis evanuit: and after that unto the Chinefes, as 
by part of a Breviary in ufe amongft the Indians may be gathered, where it is faid that 
Per D. Thomam regnum Celorum volavit es afcendit ad Syms, cc. By the preaching of S. Tho- 
mas, the Indian Idolatry was difhipated, the crbiops and Cbizefes converted 5 fo as Indi- 
ans, Perfians, c Ethiopians, and Chynaes in commemoration of S. Thomas offer their adora- 
tions to the moft holy name of God, ee. as in that Manufcript, relating the Apoftles 
Acts, is at large exprefled ; and whofe Plantations were afterwards watered by Frwmeztsus 
in the days of CozfZaztine the Great by the encouragement of holy Arhanafius the Patriarch 
of Alexandria, who in recompence of his labours conftituted him the firft Bifhop of that 
great Diocefs. 

Many prrenen {tories might be added out of Spanifhb Reporters, but the moft warran- 
table is this. In the year of our Lord 88 3. as Afalmsbury Flor. Wigorn. and others allure, 
we Bilhop of Shirbornz in Dorfet-(bire encouraged by Alfred a pious Englifh King tra» 
velled to this place as a Pilgrim with Alms and O erings: and after nine years returned 
home with many rarities, yea gave fo good an account of his travel, as from that time 
this place was famoufed and had in veneration with molt in Exrope. 

_In the year of our Lord 1277- Atyrangee an Atheift cashed l f Narfinga and all the Re- 
gions about Afeliapore. This Princeis branded for extreme covetouíneís, and for being a 
fevere enemy to the Chriftians. Having one year abundance of Rice and other Grain, and 
room enough to hoord it in, to defpight the Chriftians the more, no place would ferve his 
turn to lay it in but the Chappel where Prayers were daily offered by thofe poor Chrifti- 
ans. With all fubmiffion they intreat him to refrain; but that ftimulates him to greater 
profanenefs: for, fuppofing himfelf fit to be worfhipped, he enjoins the people that ado- 
ration. But fee Gods vindictive hand: That night in an affrighting Vifion the Apoftle ap- 
proaches, both threatning and with an Iron Whip proffering to lafh the King ; who fud- 
denly awaking, relents and befeeches the Chriftiansto pray for him and acknowledges his 
Owninfirmity, himfelf putting to his hand to purge the Chappel and fatisfie for his facri- 
ledge. A Miracle not a little joying the mournful Chriftians, as the Tradition of that 
place reports fate verity. Near this are other noted Towns, viz. 

Polycat in 14. degrees, Armagun, Caleture, T. anaffery and Petipoly, all in our way to War- 


finga and Afeflipotan, fome being in the Kingdom of Bifnagar, other fome in Golcundgs 
and of late years made Englifh Factories. The Natives differ in cuftoms, colour and other 


things little from the Warfingans. 

|. NARSINGA is a noble part of India where fome would have Chormandel to termi- 
nate: famous it is all over Afia: confined by AZallabar, Giulcunda, Bengala (Baracura and 
Gandarida of old) and the Ocean. The King fo rich, that he defpifes his Neighbours; and 
fo powerful, as he values neither Mogul, Decan, Samoryn, nor Peguan. The Country fo 
full of all things requifite for ufe and pleafure, as fair Towns, ftrong Forts, pleafant 
Fields, and choice Minerals 5 alfo having Rivers which fo enrich the earth as it abundant- 
ly produces Corn, Cattel, Fruits, @c. that with good caufe he is reputed as confidera- 
ble a Monarch as any in India. This may appear by his Annual Revenue which fome com- 
pute to be no lefs than two millions of pounds; and by the Victory he obtained againft 
Idalcan the Decan, leading into the Field three hundred Elephants, thirty thoufand Horfe, 
and double that number of Foot; after which, Tarzefferi was by him fubjected. The Ban- 
nyans fwarm like Locufts here, and the Bramyns are no where more reputed of, having 
feveral Temples, albeit in rhe ftructure they boaft of no great bravery, being mott 
proud within by having many deformed Idols. ^ Near this is 

BISNAGAR (Modura of old, Arcati fays Caftaldus, Pentatramma one conjectures, 
but more likely to be that Bizagra Urbs Indie intra Gangem mentioned in Prolomy and once 
the Metropolis, but being about a hundred years ago fubjeéted by the King of Decan 
abated of its fplendour by the remove of the Court to Pengard five days travel thence) is 
now the fecond City for grandeur and Trade in that Kingdom: cireied with a wall of 
near four miles compafs, regularly fortified, well built, and no lefs wealthy. The Havcm 
alfo is good, and the City frequented by European fhips and Junks from Adfalgcca, Pega, 
Cambogia, Cochyn-Chyna, Chyna, Japan, Phillippine, the Atolucce, Borneo, Fava, Sumatra, 
Zeyloon, and many other parts of Jzdia, Arabia, Perfia, &c- 

The Cuftom heretofore was, That a Traveller when he came to the Court ufually 
had civil entertainment ; many times being invited by the King, the better to fhew 
his bravery ; for his Coat was thick fet with {tones and gems of luftre; which when d 
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with (for the refemblance they had with the Sun which they worfhi he was little lefs 
than adored: his Court was full of Majefty, andhis Guard contiftell o£ a Baba ar 
Polygamy he affects, and therefore wrote himfelf Husband of athouíand Women; many 
of which have him all his life in fuch efteem that at his death they voluntarily make his 
flaming Grave their Sepulchre. More Northward upon this coaft is 

MESULIPATAN, by contraction commonly pronounced Adefliparzaz: a Town 
removed from the /Equinoctial 16 degrees and a half, North; now und.rthe Gulcundan 
King, and in the skirt of the Bengalan Gulph. The Province admits a mixture of .dola- 
ters: the Gentiles are moft in number, but leaft in power, fince the Mogul fübj«ct.d them. 
Mahomet was firft blazoned amongft them by a Colony of Perfiams who were conduct.d 
thitherin the 28. year of the ZZegyra, of our account 64$. by "dodal-ben-FZemyr a man of 
no {mall comman undef Ozman then Calyph of Babylon: fince which invafion their otF- 
Ipring have here continued. The Town it felf neither for bulk nor beauty is.contid.ra- 
blc: one reafon may be, forthat fifty years ago by a raging mortality and famine it was 
almoft unpeopled and made defolate. The ftreets are but few, and thofe narrow; the 
houfes low, and the fields parched by the extremity of heat which here rages from AZarcb 
to Fuly, from whence to November wind and rain as inccllantly difturbs them: fo as of 
twelve months they have but four, that is to fay, from November to March, falubrious 
and moderate. Thefe rains neverthelefs prepare the Earth for feed, and requite the 
Labourer fo well,as of Rice,Caravances,and other Grain they ufually annually reap two 
Harvelts. Howbeit, the Town by reafon the Ezg/zfb refide there, and of late traffhique for 
Callicoes, Rice; and the like, begins to revive ; and will increafe, unlefs the deceitful dif 
pofition of the people occafion their remove thence unto Armagun and Polycat, Towns up- 
on the fame coaft neighbouring Meflipatan, where they may fit down with more cafe, 
lefs charge, and have as choice variety of Merchandize. Bezgala borders upon Gulcunz- 
da, Arracan upon that part of Bezgala which is watered by Chaberis, and well nigh the mid- 
way ’twixt Bengala and Pega, which borders upon Arracan, Siam, and 7 azaffezy upon Pe- 
£4, and upon Siam Cochyn-Chyna and Chyna; which fome make the boundure of Bacchus 
his Eaftern conquelts. Of thefe, the Szamires and Cochyn-Chyna’s, both from their per- 
fons, manners, way of worfhip, and identity of fpeech, are thought to be extracted from 
thofe of Chyna, as bethe Tapozites, and other Iflanders near that great Country, albeit 
from the long Wars they have had with them it will not be acknowledg-d. 

Hence remove your chaíte Eyes to an unchafte Town,though Cafta by name: a Town 
no lefs infamous for Idolatry. The Mofquesfhew Art in Sculpture, but are hatefulin the 
{trnk of their devotion: for here the fhapes the Pagods bear have fomes refemblance with 
Priapus and Paz,as deícribed by Servizs in the 2 Eclog. of Virgil, having great eyes, flat 
nofe, wide mouth, four great horns, a long beard fhaped like the radiance of the Sun, 
claws for hands, and crookegd-legg'd; fo, asitisall over deformed. 

Among other their folemn FeftivAls, the myftic fopperies dedicated to Bacchus, in thefe 
parts are not utterly extinguifhed: asmay appear by the drefs, mimique frisks, and night- 
ly paftimes the women practife. Therethey cover themfelves with skins,adorn their heads 
and treíles with Ivie,in one hand holding a leav’d Javelin,and Cymbals of brafs or Timbrels 
in the other, attended by many Boyes and Girls who ramble like diftracted people 
up and down,ftriving to rend the air with their continued clamours: Little differing from. 
that defcription we find in Avienus the Poet. |

So that it may well be admired, this licentious Feftival fhonld furviveall others celebrated 
in memory of thofe Ethnic Deities, which as arro enumerates were not lefs thanthir- 
ty thoufand. And albeit Bacchzs was the firft known Conquerour of the Eaft, the 
frft that circled his brows with a Diadem, and inan Ivory Chariot drawn fometimes with 
Elephaats, at other times with Lynxes rode in triumph, (feconded fome Ages after by 
"I arquinimus Prifcus at Rome as Plutarch records in the Life of Romulus, ) the great diftance 
of place and time (for he was, fome think, contemporary with A4Zefes) might have 
put this wich others in oblivion. But the vaít extent thefe Bacchanalia {pread, is no 
lefs obfervable ; either proceeding fromthe pleafure of the Grape, or toleration they 
gave to all manner of dcbauchery: infomuch, as under various names and attributes 
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alluding-to its feveral operations,through moit noted Kingdoms of the World this Wine. 
God has been acknowledged 5 as in part may be collected from Elba Venetus.

A fcw of many (were notthefe tóo many) might be enumerated. 

Some of thefe neverthelefs bid the World farewel when the. corps of their deceafed 
Husbands are incendiated: albeit fome Virago’s rather chufe to out-brave Death’é ter- 
rours by going quick withhimintothe Grave: A dreadful Exit! but fuch, as they fay, 
exprefles moft affection. Such, and fo many, fad delufions Satan practifes amongft hi 
deluded Votaries; and for his greater variety finds that Virgils mon{trous brood of Dei 
tics are here exceeded : for not only the Cow is equally adored with the old «^£ gyprzay; 
Apis or. pide Bull, but the Sun, Moon, and Starsasíouls celeftial; and very much refem- 
bling thote miferable Idolaters regiftred zz libro Sapientia cap. 13. Qui Ignem, Spiritum, aut 
citatum Aerem, aut gyrum Stellarum , vel nimiam Aquam, ant Solem ec Lunam, Rettores Orbi 
VJ errarumq; Daes putaverunt, Whoacknowledged the Fire, the Wind, the fwift Air, the 
courfe of the Stars, the great Waters, orthe Sun and Moon to be the Gods and Gover- 
mouss of the World. Not content with which, others there be who have Rivers and 
Xrees in like veneration, parallel with the Ce/ze our Neighbours defcribed by Tacitus, 
nubi multa Simulacra, multum peregrina fuperftitionis veftigium videre liceat: Weities, or ra- 
ther Demons of another nature than thofe the Heathen Romans adored, mentioned by 
Cicero |. 2. INomothefie, where amongft the clafles of thofe they worfhipped were mezs, 
virtus, pietas, fides, (pes, pudicitia, concordia, pax, quies, falus, felicitas, libertas, ec. Quo- 
xum taydibus (propter cue datur afcenfus in Calum) delubra furto, €&c. Scarce credible 
fome folemn Feftivalsthey keep: in one of them they had a lewd cuftome to faften fick 
Or needy men Citupid by too much zeal) toan Engine, which being hoifed elevates him 
equal with the Pagod : the blood trickling from his wounded fhoulders (it may be faid 
Exceffit medicina modum) at his defcent (as a meritorious facrifice) is dafhed againft a 
‘free, and after hc has imvocated the Dexmo to accept his offering, returns with, hope 
to thrive the better everafter. This bloody, or rather butcherly, facrifice is mentioned 
in 2 lib. Virg. e. Sanguine placaftis: and of old was ufed by the Rhodians,Cretans,and Car- 
thaginians, who when their City was befieged, caufed two hundred of their principal 
youths to beflain asa double Hecatomb: In Africa and America the like hellifh cuftome is 
tQtibis very day obferved, as we read in Acofta. They oft offer inthe night; but firft make 
the ftreets bright with lights, and then ftuff their hands with Rice, and glomerate in dan- 
ces, imevery corner (where a Poppet fits) throwing Riceor fruits; but being once out 
of the ring, hafte away, not daring to look back left the Devil tear them by way of grati- 
tude. To which poor wretches give me leave to apply that in Ecc/zs. 30. 19- Quid pro- 
derit libatio Idolo ? nec enfm manducabit nec odorabit. This, Tuledenfis and others witnefs: 
but many of thofe abominable practifes are prohibited and difcontinued fince the Maho- 
metans have born rule; who as bad asthey are have neverthelk.fs éxprefled their abhor- 
rency againft that cuftome. 

They havea different kind af Burial to what we find in moft other places: for here 
the Carcafs is placed cither in a deep Cave which is long and narrow, or elfe betwixt two 
Walls built on purpofé; whercin the fimplerelict voluntarily immures her felf, by zhat 
ícli-fcqueftration never after {peaking to any, but expecting death by that Arrow of Fa 
minc, which of all fortsof Deaths, as it isthe moft languifhing, is the moft fqrmidable.. 

Tiicir Habit is for the molt part nakednefs, the zonc by reafon of its diftemperate 
heat well excufing cloathing. ~ They delight in Sfhing, and to {port upon the Watcr in 
Coats or Curricurrics refembling the Venetian Gondaloes; thus fhapcd. 


But 
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But feeing we are now at Malacca, and in or near the Asnrea Cherfonefus, places fo ce- 
lebrated by reafon of that plenty of Gold has been brought thence, as induced feveral 
Geographers and Hiftorians to fix Opbyr there: Neverthelefs, finding the local place no 
lefs controverted, and according to various apprehenfions drawn into feveral contrary 
quarters of the World, albeit in that brief difcourfe I made concerning the Red fea and 
Carmania where I made mention of the Burial-place of £Eryrbrezs there are fome glan- 
ces at it; I fhall here neverthelefs (as in the moft proper place ) fpeak a little further 
upon that fubject. 

And firft concerning the Name: It is agreed by moft That it is derived from Ophar 
Son of Foktan, Son of Eber, the third in defcent from Shem the Son of Noah, mentioned 
in Gezefis,chap- 10. verf. 26. upon the fixing his plantation: which albeit the Scripture 
ctears, neverthelefs from analogy of the Name and from the abundance of Gold and Ivory 
found in feveral oppofite parts of the Earth, the place is tofled to and fro, whereby the 
difcovery of the true place is obícured and becomes more difficult; yea, not any Hifto- 
rical part of Scripture more controverted that I can meet with,than this Opbyr. Amongit 
many others I fhall inftance Rabanus Afaurus, and from his light Chr. Columbus, whofe Au-- 
thority Srepbaz:zs inclines to, and whofe joint opinion it is, .That a great Ifle that verges 
towards the Gulph of Afexico was Opbyr; to which conjecture they are led by no other 
reafon I can find than that the Spaniard has thence extracted a maís of Silver, Gold and 
precious Stones; but no Ivory: albeit what they have drawn thence is little, compared 
with what other parts of the Terra firma in South America efpecially about Potoft have af- 
forded; which Mines neverthelefs are far more uberous in Silver than Gold, the laft be- 
ing the emphatis of Opbyr: a metal we fee by daily experience much more “plentiful in 
-Africk and Afra than the new-found World that hath hitherto been difcovered. Howbeit, 
’tis prqbable that renroval of Ophyr into the Occident, but efpecially the fimilitude of the 
Name in like manner perf{wadecd Goropius to infer (and not witltout fome vehemency> that 
it was rather in Peru. Now the reafon he givesis, Becaufe Peruyam and Perz are har- 
monious in found; andJindeed it is not deny’d that Ophyr and Peruaym are terms conycr- 
tible, as may appear by comparing the 1 Kizgs o. 29. with the 2 Chroz. 3.6. Where for 
the better fortifying that conjecture, they wich like reafon perf{wade their Readers that 
Sepher is that mighty Mountain or rather chain of Hills now catied tie Ades which furge 
to a marvellous height and penetrate the heart of Pera, rot ccaiing their courfe until they 
coinc in fight of the Streights called AZazgcHane. Notwithftanding which Ortelius rejecting 
that oí thc 7:z*fozic perfwades that ne has made a more real difcovery of the place in L£- 
&ifynbae or South Arick: for in his Thefiisrus he mentions a Town and Province cailed 
Phuva a part of Seffal.z2 which was attainable by Solomos fhips from .Ezzoz-gcber without 
the help of any Compafs, and where there is fuch ftore of Gold, precious Stones, Ivory 
and Ebony (which fome take fer the Algwumimin wood ) as no other part of the World 
affords more plenty Yea, to itrengthen that imagination others fuppofe that by the 
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word Sophyra ( which is Opbyr anagrammatized ) mentioned in X ON i 
intended Ur meant Suffala c irem as to ser their ends, esu dt : bie er *s 
rome by that name intends Sepher. But which is more ftrange Pyzeda a learned Man ior 
the greater honour of his Countrey from the like Analogie of Name fancies That the 
Ifle of Cadiz was Opbyr : which Montanas diflikes, and therefore removes it into Afri k 
as far as Carthage: and fome others dif-approving his, into Guivea and the River deis 
bra, which for plenty of Gold gives not place to any part of the Univerfe. But Danie 
no Iefs takcn_with his conceit pretends that he has found it at Or»; upon no other ae 
count I can find, than the golden Trade it had in his time. So that we fee, mcerl to 
plcafe the imagination,feveral otherwife learned Men have laboured to difcover Oph d in 
ieveral quarters of the World oppofite to the opinions of Saint Ferome, Saint Aucun 
and other reverend and judicious Authors, who have more accurately fuffered their poston 
to be dirccted by the un-erring Rule which plainly inftructs, That Ophyr and Z7Zevilab with 
the reft of Foktan’s Sons had their dwelling from Azefha as thou goeft unto Sepher a Moun- 
tain of the Eaít, Gez. 10. 30. Eaft mult be underftood from Babel where the firft divi- 
fion was of the Sons of Noah, and Ealt alfo from Arabia, where ’tis prefumed was writ 
the Peztateucb: and that being infallible, convinces and puts to filence thofe Opinions I 
lately mentioned, none of the places they aflign being Eaft from thence, but zz diametro 
oppofite-and repugnant to that of Agfes his manuduction. 

But for the better manifeftation of the truc place we are therefore to confider, That 
Opbyr eft verbum profiuens, Obrizim and Opherizum being the fame: Quia ex infula Ophyr 
Aurum eft praflantiffimum, faith S. Ferom: albeit the word Obrizum or Obruzon fignifies An- 
xum fincerim vel igne purgatum, Gold well refined, as Pliny obífervcth. It is alfo called Op 
in 1 Kings 22. 48. but pb. and Opbaz. in Ferm.10. 9. Dan. 10. 5. Auphar by the Arabians, 
in whofe Countrey the Name is likewife placed, and in the Targum or Babylonian para- 
phrafe Opby: Yea, in fome other ancient Authors Mophaz, and Orphee by Eupolemus. 
Moreover, fometimes Opbyr is glanced at under the name of Tharfis. But that Ophyr’s 
Colony planted in Eafé-India, where Aefba and Sepher in their Veffzgia may yet be found 
I fhall in brief demonílrate; not only from the current of Authentick Writers, but alfo 
from the Names and memory of the Originary Planters: albeit rationally it cannot be 
imagined but that through length of time, revolutions of State and diverfity of Idioms, 
they as well as other things have been fubject to variations. In thefirft of Kizgs chap. o. 
vcrf. 26. alfo in 2 Chron. ch.8. verf. 18. it is recorded That King Solomon made a Navy of 
[bips in Ezion-geber which is befides Eloth and the brink, of tbe Red fea in the Land of Eda : 
and FIyrzm fent with the Navy his Servants who bad knowledge of the Sea with Solomons Sef- 
vants, and they came to OP HY R, and from thence brought four hundred and fifty Talents of 
Gold; in our money about three million and fix hundred thoufand Crowns. In the 2 Chr- 
o- 10. Hyram and Solomons Servants who brought Gold from Opbyr, brought alfo Algum- 
min wood. And in 1 Kings 10. 22. Solomon bad upon tbe Sea tbe Navy of 'I bar fis with Ia- 
rams Navy, and once in three years came the Navy of Tharfis, which brought Gold, Silvery. 
Ivory, Apes and Peacocks, @c- By which it appears the Port from whence that Fleet fet 
iail was Ezion-geber- Therefore to evince Ortelius, If the Navy failed from Ezion-geber 
to Soffala, the courfe they were then to {teer would have been Welt from Guardafu a 
Cape-land that gives the firft in-let into the Red-fea from the Ocean, which is the con- 
trary way or point of the Compafsto that part of the World the Scripture tells us Ophyr 
made his plantation. Befides, the Port that Fleet fet fail towards was certainly a much 
greater diftance than Soffala, which from Exion-geber with a fair wind might well be 
attained in a months time; whereas the voyage to Opbyr was triermial, or in lefs than 3 
years not to be accomplifhed: not that they fpent that time in providing the Cargo, which 
probably by Merchants and others was {till in preparation 5 but rather through diftance 
of place, and the long way they madee’re they could attaintheir port; for in regard they 
had no Compafs to direct their way, ’tis likely they feared to put to Sea without ken of 
Land, but crept along the Arabian and Indian Mhores,as at this day the Moggl’s great Shahce 
or Junk ufes to do when it fets fail from Swalley road to Aocha in the Red-fea, once in 
two or three years moft richly loaden. And albcit it cannot be deny’d, That King Solo- 
2507 Was the richeft Prince in his time, feeing that in Eccli 47. cis faid, Collegit Mu um. 
quafi Auricalcum, c Argentum ut Plumbum, He gathercd Gold as Tyn, and Silver as Lead, 
io was he the wifeft: for he was filled with Underftanding as with a flood, he furnifhcd 
the Earth with grave and wife Sentences by reafon of his Songs,‘ Proverbs, Similitudes 
and interpretations, hedifcourfed of Trees fromthe Cedar in Zebazoz to the Hyflop up- 
on thc Wall, and People from all the Kings of the Earth came to hear and to admire 
his Wifdome, 1 Kzgs 4. 32. whence it may be inferred; That his knowledge was admirable 
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in Nature's Secrets: Neverthelefs that he exprefltd his knowledge concerning the won- 
derful nature and ufe of the Magnet is not mentioned in any ef thofe of his that are ex- 
tant. For the ufc of the Magnet was found of late years by Fla-Malphi a Calabreez > Of 
{fuch vertue and uft faith Bodiz cap. 7. that Tota rerum Natura nibil admirabilis ufus enim 
ejus eft plane Divinus, Œc. So as had the ule of the Magnet been then known and practi- 
fed, the Voyage in all probability might have been overcome in fix months fpacc, as fhips 
at this day give frequent proof of. Navigation was then but in its infancy 5 ncither the 
ufe of Sea Chart nor Compats being in thofe daycs known, nor in probabiiity the Cclc- 
{tial obfervations, which by Sea-men now are commonly practifcd: fo as then to ad- 
venture into the Ocean out of fight of Land, would have been an act very daring if not 
defperate. But wedo not readthat the vertue of the Magnet was known or made ufe of 
in that Age or long after by the Pbeziciazs, who neverthcicis were the firft that perfected 
Navigation. For that the Polary Direction was altogether unknown unto the Ancients, 
is agreed by moít; notwithftanding that noted fpecch Plautzs writ two thoufand years 
fince, Vextus jam fecundus eft, cape modo Verforiam, ‘The wind being fair ftecr your courfe, 
feems applicable, for the molt judicious rather think the Tackling or Sail by which the 
Vcllel was to be turned is meant by that direction. Nevertheleis, that thofe parts abound 
with Load{tones is well known, iccing the King of Zey/looz uitd them as others do Por- 
cellane: being in fuch plenty, that tome have from thcir attractive property marvellcd 
how íhips could país with large Anchors and iron Sakers; and no lefs, that tnere is no 
greater increafe of variation, as Pliny and Serapion have imagined. For confutation of 
which we need no other example than that of Elba an Ifle in the Thufeuz Sca whire {tore 
of Magnets, and but little variation are found or obferved. But to return. 

Foraímuch as facred Writ initruct us That Ophyr and the reft of Fektan’s Sors (upon 
that memorable divifion of the Earth which happencd in the dayes of Pelez Broth_« of 
Foktan Sons of Eber) had their partition or lot afligncd them in the Oricri, viz. from 
Mefha unto Sepher, without further argument that ferves to confute thofe {pecuiations of 
Columbus, Maurus and Stephanus as to the pretended difcoveries of place incontrary quar- 
ters of the World. And in aníwer to Goropius alfo concerning Pers, by rcaíon o! the 
affinity it has with the word Perzaym, that criticifm will not avail, fecing therc arc Towns 
in Syam and the neighbourhood of Malacca now called Peru and Perua which bctter pre- 
ferve the memory of old Perzaym ; albeit, if I may be allow'd the like liberty, the iile Ta- 
probane feems moft to fhaddow it, being according to thc Tranflation of Fazius and Tre- 
mellins from the Original writ Taprouaym and 7 aperisaym,words that have very little cií- 
cordance with Peruaym by which is underftood Opbyr. But that Taprobane is an iland 
under or near the /Equinoctial is agreed by all, although fome difference there be whc- 
ther Sumatra Or Zeyloon be it, AMercator's judgement being for Sumatra, and Ortelius for 
Zeyloon: howbeit, moft incline to Samatra, both for that it is ncareft the Continent and 
coniequently the morc eafily difcovered by Oncfecritus Alexander’s Vice-Adiniral (who 
wanting the ufe of a Compafs doubtlefs crept as near the fhore as well he might ^ and for 
‘that ftorc of Gold has both of old and yet is obtained at Sumatra more than in Zeylooz 3 
whence it was called Aurea Infula by the Ancients. That great and learned Expofitor St. 
Hierom likewile in his Paraphrafe upon 1 Kzzgs 22. 48. where it is writ That Fchofhaphar 
made fhips of Tarfhifh to fail to Ophyr for Gold but broken in pieces at Ezioz-zcber, the 
Lord difapproving his defign; from the word Tarfhifh infers That Ophyr eff locus India, 
$72 quo Aurum optimum nafcitur, Opbyr is a place in Zzdiz wherc is the pureft Gold. And 
in another place,Ophyri Regio neceffario pofita eft in Orientali India, Opbyr is without all doubt 
in the E£/-Izdies. Of the fame judgement is Tzertza;

A Stouc of price, abounding in the Prafrazs Countrey faith Pliny lib. 6.c.1p. 18. from the 
name rélembled to a Leck though probably the Emerald, for it was of a grecnifh co- 
lour. But the Countrey it fclf is molt famoufed for that refiltance the Citizens ot Pa- 
libotr.: made againit Bacchus. And albcit by fome it be more ftrictly confined to Bengala 
and that parr, y ct Strabo gives Ir a greater extent 5 T otim mariti» tratti «ÙU Indo aa 
m Praftito: «ppellant, calling all that Coat Prafz a which lies betwixt Izas and Can- 
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ges. So as ajbcit the Zzfula Anrea be by Prolomy and others placed here, yet the dies 
crx: 
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Terra and the Aurea Cherfonefues is not fo well agreed upon: For Fofephus by Aurea Terra 
intends Ophyr; and by that general confequently comprehends all thoie Regions that verge 
Eafterly trom the River Jvdus; feeing all that Oriental part of the World even from 
Indus to Polifanga (if fuch a River be not feigned) and moft Iflands from the Maldive 
Infule to Japan more or lefs have Gold: Zzdia abundat Auro, Plina. lib.6. Which if fo, I 
do not know by what Authority Varrerivs confines that metal to Pegu and Sumatra, main- 
taining That no other place in the Eaft-Indies produces Gold on either fide the River 
Ganges: His words are thefe, Citra & ultra Gangem nulla pars Indie fit que Aurum gignat 
preter Pezuam c Sumatram. An Hypothefis found miftaken by fuch as drive a Trade for 
Gold in thofe maritime parts that verge towards Cocbzz-Cbzza : Upon which confideration 
it is (as I fuppofe) that Mercator {tretches Aurea Cherfonefus from Sumatra tO Fapan, both 
in reference to the Ifles and Coaft Maritimate: toogreatafpace doubtlefs and difagree- 
ing with a Pen-infule: therefore upon better grounds it may be reduced toa lefs, as of 
late fome have confined it to Za//abar, albeit Prolomy and Niger place it about Malacca, 
Foor and parts thereabouts. But Solinus converting the fpecies calls it Argyra, which 
Pompon. Mela lib. 3.cap.8- feemsto reconcile, Ad T amum enim Indie promontorium eft In- 
Sula Chryfe ad Gangem Argyre, @c. by that Promontory meaning either Cape Comryz or 
that other which ihoots into the Sea and becomes an equal boundary to the two Straits 
of Sunda and Malacca. And by Pliny lib.6. c. 221. Extra Oftium Indi Chryfe e$ Argyre fer- 
iilis metallis , fed quod aliqui tradunt Aurum e$: Argentum cum eis folum effe, baud facile credide- 
rim. By which that Author places it nearer Jzdus than Gazges. But that Opbyr was at and a- 
bout ZZz/acca, at leaft in fome contiguous maritime part of Eaft-India, and that Foktan 
withall, or moft of his Sons planted in the Eaft-Jndies rather than in Arabia,and that their 
Colonies though difperfed for better accommodation were in the voicinage of one ano- 
ther, will appear by the continuation of the Names of the principal Planters, as may be 
imagined, yea proved by what is this day extant notwithítanding the alteration of Names 
and change of Language that unavoidably hath hapned. 

And firft concerning Afefha and Mount Sepher: That their ftation was thereabout, has 
been the conftant opinion of moft; until of late a modern Writer finding Aefba.the Son 
of Aram Son of Shem in Adefopotamia, thence imagines thofe places are to be underftood 
to be in that Countrey: but that Countrey being neither Eaft from Shinaar nor the Ara- 
bian D efert, that conjectureis not forcible. Another finds it in Arabia Felix upon that 
old miftake in not diftinguifhing the Plantation of ZZ«vilab the defcendant of Cham from 
that other of ZZevz/ab who defcended from Shem: which errour alfo mif-led the Septua- 
gint, by the River Gzboz (a branch of Exphrates) underitanding Ganges. But Prolomy 
with better confideration finds it in Eaft-India, calls it Mons Mazins, and places it under 
36 dcgr. Nefas mons eft Indie, Pliz. l. 20. notwitbftanding all that large tract the fame Geo- 
grapher extends from the Promontory Manancomum to Sabanna being above 10a leagues 
is by Strabo termed Terra Maficani or 7Mefbicazi as fame write it. 

Nor is Sepber that noted Mountain in the Eaft at this day utterly forgotten; feeing 
fome there be who find Sopha there; as alfo Syba and Sypba, which differ but little from 
the ancient Name it bore, or.from the latitude allowed Alfons Mazenus or INifeus, where 
India begins and gives Paropa-Nyfz its Name as fome call it; but more truly Paropa-Atifa, 
from Mount Mazens, and out of which ( it is fuppofed) Gazges fprings: albeit in the 
Eafterly part of dria another Sypba is known of late to the Eaft of 74zews;5 whofe di- 
{tance may be falved by that of Caucafus which keeps its Name a vaft diftance and through 
feveral Regions: but Pof?e//«:s helps that fuppofition ; for he takes the great Mountain 
Bellagate ( which in that Dialcct fignifies a high Mountain) to be Sepher, albeit Be//agate 
branches from Jmaus, and in a continued ledge of fpiring Hills pierces through the heart 
of Induftan, Decan and the WNarfingan Countreys in the middle betwixt the Gulph of Bez- 
gala and the Indian Ocean uninterruptedly as far as Cape Comryx, not unlike the Z4ppez- 
"ine, which in a chain of Hills cuts quite through Italy. And concerning it Saint Jerome 
vouches That Saphyra (as he calls Sepher) Mons eft Orientis in India, juxtaquem, filii Fottan 
habitaverunt, Sepher is a Mountain in the Eaft-Indies, near which, the Sons of J'oktaz in- 
habited. Quos a Cophene fluvio c& Regione Indie ufq, ad ipfam Seriam occupaffent, (faith Fo- 
fephus) By which the Seres is underftood, and in which was Alons Sepher: -Arrhian calis 
it Pyrrhus, Ptolomy Bepirrbiss, and Afercator Sepirrhis. But this Copbeze or Sophene muit be 
diftinguifhed from that Sopheza which is in Cilicia upon the Armenian Confines that Ex- 
phrates waters. Sub Bafilifena, inter Antitaurum Cx Atifium montes, jacet Sophena in quadam 
co2valle, cujns Metropolis eft Carcathiocerta: an error that has mif-zuided tome Writers; 
for, Copbez Regio € fluvius eft India, faith Mela 32. lib.7.c&c. and Pliny l. 6. c. 23 .SO that 

tis vcr y itrange, any would have Sepher to be thc Z4zdes in America, as I latcly micntioncd. 
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Concerning their feveral Plantations, it may warrantably be fuppofcd That Foktaz the 
Father of thofe thirteen Sons mentioned in Gez. 10. 26. feared himtclf fomewhcre near 
the River Gages: the rather, for that it is granted by fomc and thofe not the leaft learn- 
ed, that Noah before Nimrod and his allociates removed W'eftward towards Fuphr.tes, 
fixed his Quarters fomewhere in Z4ezgiaza or upon the banks of 7z4;5, that being thc 
richett foil, and the firft choice was doubtlefs allow’d him, both in the relation he ftood,as 
upon the account of Seniority- Thence it is, in fomce- Authors we find that River called 
Joktan, and alternatcly Fokrax called by the name of Gazges. Now thc Father having made 
his Election, the Sons in all probability difperfed themfelves about in contiguous places 5 
io as to Continue a neighbourhood, both for their better aflociation and prefervation: 
and accordingly by an eafie inquifition we find the feveral Plantations of Ophyr, Havilah, 
tdadoram, Abimacl, Obal, Elmodad, Fcrah and Sheba, eight Of the Sons of Fekran Origi- 
nally icated on either fide Ganges: for thofe Nations the Ancients called the Orites per a- 
pherefin the Opbyrites and the Tapiri, which fome who take a-little liberty to plcafe their 
fancy without much torture of the word write Tophiri, were Inhabitants intra Gangem; 
and in good meafure preferve the memory of Ophyr their originary Planter, who either 
removed or extended his dwelling towards Malacca and that maritime Coaft which is ex- 
tra Gangem, may be acknowledged 5 {feeing it is the belief of fome, both in regard Ma- 
lacca is a Cberfozeff, and that it has its fcituation upon the Sea; but principally for that in 
all Ages there and in the neighbouring Ifles plenty of Gold, Ivory and Ebony (which was 
moft likcly to be the Almuggim wood, feeing it was ufed for the garnifhing and trimming 
the Stairs and Pillars of the Temple, and there was none fuch feen before in the Land of 
Judah, which excludes Cyprefs and Cedar wood of which there was plenty, but of Ebony 
no where but in Zzdza if we credit Virgil) and in regard that Apes,Peacocks and precious 
Stones, ce. havc at all times been had there, it is the more credible that Ophyr was in that 
part of the World placed. For the Name AZalacca is but new fay fome, being called Beitan 
when the Sates frit made their Plantation; and yct was Called AZdlacea in Strabo’s dayes, 
and Srraéeo lived in the reign of Tiberinus Cefar, for he reports in his Geogr. That Malacca 
ftf imentis alutndat, Cc. and varied from Tacola as I find mentioned in fome Authors; and 
more particularly by Plutarch vita Alex. where the People of that place are called Taxili or 
Tafhile, they, who with the Sabei were active for the defence of their libertics upon the 
Greeks threatned invalion. After which it was named Malaza, where Geographers of old 
placed the Aurea Cherfoncfus, and after that Matlecicola, which with little alteration was 
contracted to Malacca, in which Name it now refteth, and is the better demonftrated, 
for that the River which ferves that Town was called Gaza, a proper Name where Gold 
is hoarded, and holds the Name in part as yet; and upon thofe banks it was, that noted 
City Barigaza in feventcen degrees was built, whofe foundation was laid by the A- 
ratriz by iome thought the Oritz lately mentioned who firft inhabited the Gedrofraz Ter- 
ritory gear C.wnbaya upon the Eaftern banks of the River Indas. So that upon the 
whole matter, Malacca and the adjacent parts and Ifles may warrantably be conclu- 
tied the place which in old times was called Ophyr : the Gold had at that particular 
placc, and from the Neighbouring Iflands, came likewife under that „general deno- 

mination. i 
Morcovcr, to trace the foot-fteps of the other Sons of Joktan: In Peg» we find the 
memory Of ZZavrL:b ; fecing part of that Countrey now called Barma and Brama but of 
old Bracmanorum Regio, is at this day called Chava and Chavilah, thc People Evilei and 
Chainlei, and a contiguous Principality late a feudatory to the Crown of Pegu and 
fince to 7zzg; is called Ava 3 which apparently continue the memory of Zzzvi/ab Bro- 
ther of Opbyr. OF ZJadoram thc Aramei or Aramita in the Guzurat Province are de- 
fcended. OF Abimael, i.o. Pater Mallorum, thofc that planted the Coaft of Malla- 
bar, thofc alfo inhabiting Malua a Province in Industan, and the Malli noted by Plu- 
tarch to live thereabouts; for fo were thofe called of old: and at this day his Namoe is 
continucd by fome tonfidcrable Towns upon that Coaft,as A£s/iba and Maleta, all or fome 
of which in all likelihood from Abimael deduce their Original. Of Obalare the Obdlites 
and the Abelites: mentioned by Hiftorians and placed about G'azges. From Elmodam thc Emo- 
diaz: Mountain takes Name,may bc fuppofed without much ftraining. But concerning Ferah, 
albeit they of %c.:-0an near Larr pretended fome intereft in that Name, as I mentioned at 
that place; upon better view I may difcover his Veftiziancar ALslacca amongft his other Brce- 
thren, lecing the Townand Province of Jor or Fehor and Foor (as fome pronounce) preferves 
his Name in that part of Szem which confines AaLicea and affronts the Ifle Smatra to the 
Faft: tor [likewiie ‘ind that Countrcy called Feria of old, part of which was watered by 
the River Cepbez ; not that ofthe fame name which runs into the River Zydus: yea,by the 
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names of Seria and Siria (doubtlefs miftaken by the Amanuenfis or in the tranf.ri t) 
glanced at by Fofephus. And as to the laft of the Sons of Foktanm name Sheba, 
here are fufhicient remains both from the Sybe and the Sabet, who in confederacy withthe 
‘Tacole lately mentioned gave fome ftop to the Macedonian torrent: Sabai im India accole 
Dion. Perieg. alfofrom that River which ftreams not far from Foor through the Malaccan 
Territoriesintothe Ocean; and from that Promontory likewife which thrufts its head in. 
to the falt-water near Simcapura, Ptolomy and others of old called Afagnum. The Kingdom 
Of Syam withal was heretofore termed Sabanne. Regio, as attefted by Strabo in his defini- 
tion of the Terra Atduficani : and not many leagues from Malacca there is at this day a 
Town fo named. .D;ozyfiws alio in his Persegefis makes Sabalaffa onc of the Offza ofthe Ri- 
ver Ganges. | 

Now albeit this effay may ferve to point out Opbyr, yeétlccinE Tharfifh is an adjunct with 
Ophyr, anda word admittinga various fignification, it will not be loft labour to difcufs 
it a little, béing a term that by curious pens has been no lefs argued than eye 
But by a parenthefis firft accept the defcription of what has been the fubject of this dif- 
quifition, Gold; difcovered weed paren 5 for that the Auraria run not in Mines and 
Veins fo apparently and fo plentifully as Silver, and feldom (as Silver) wrought in the 
Myne, but fox the moft part hid and undifcovered till found in fhallow Brooks and Rivo- 
lets near unto Mountains, ufually after ftorms and rains, fometimes in duft and powder, 
but at other times in grains, which for bignefs and fhape refemble Melon-feeds; which 
fort is moft pure and needs leaitrefining. For the qeu or nature of itis fuch, asex- 
ceeds Silver twelve times in value : fo pure, as itis not fubject to ruft, and fo folid, as 
endures Age and Fire above other Metals yea, moft improveable in its product; for 
Pliny lib. 33. cap. 3. obferves, That one dunce may well be beaten with the Hammer irto 
feven hundred leaves, every leaf being four fingers broad and the length proportionable. 
In Africk and Afia is ftore of this precious Earth: fo much being imported by David 
and Solomon (as provilion for the Temple) that ’tis mentioned in 2 Cbroz. 9. 22. Solomon 
excelled all the Kings of the Earth in riches and wifdom : for Silver was there as plente- 
ous as Stones, and Cedars as the Fig-trees that grow abundantly in the plains. And 
from thofe two parts of the world much more Gold is brought into Europe (where the 
leait quantity is concocted) than from America; albeit of Silver-ore America yields more 
than Z4frick , Afia, and Europe püttogether. And yetI have not heard of any lump of Gold 
thence fo greatas Oviedo reports he faw in America, one of which was an entire grain or 
piece of Gold of feven pound weight, valuing feven hundred Pezo’s 5 a Pezo is thir- 
teen Ryals: the other.was five pound weight. Peter Martyr alfo faw an Ingot there that 
weighed 33 10 Pezoes entire of it {elf without any artificial addition. A rarity fit to be 
prefented the Portugal King; to whom it wasaccordingly carried in the Boadilla, but mif- 
carried by tempeft. 

Now concerning the word Tharfijfh, fo much criticiz’d, it is Verbum ambiguum and ad- 
mits a various fence: For,fometimesitfíignifiesa City; other-fome a Region: as alfotbe 
Chryfolite or Sea-Beryl.a precious ftone of the colour of the Sea: but at fome time tk 
Sea it felf,as may be gathered. That there was a City fo called in Cilicia appears by that of 
the Prophet Fonas, who being fent by theAlmighty to admonifh ZVzzzve took a contrary way, 
and at Foppa fhipped himfelf for Tarfhifh: of which City St. Paul the Apoftle wasa Natives 
Ats 22.3. The Name is probably deduced from Tharjis the Son of Favan, Gen. 10. 4. who 
in the dayes of Peleg planted in that part of the leler Afia which the Turks at this day call 
Fama. But whereas T arfhifk is mentioned in 1 Reg. 10.22. and in 2 Chroz.9.2 1.that Solomon’ s 
fhips went to 7 zr(bz(b with Hyram’sServants; every year once came the fhips of Tarfhifh 
brin ing Gold, and Silver,and Ivory,ec. feeing Gold inthe 10. verfe of that Chap. is called 
Gold of Opbyr,with fübmifflion, the word 'Tharfifh there may V qnin theSea. For it appears 
bythe i Reg.g.26- that King Solomon built his Navy at Ezzoz-geber which failed to Ophyr. So 
as albeit "tis {tiled the Navy af 7 barfifb and Hyrams Navy, ’tis probable thofe two neighbour 
Princes were concerned in the returns of that Voyage; the Phenicians at that time being more 
expert Sea-men than the Jews. Notwithftanding which, that thofethips were either riding 
in the ZZediterrazean or upon the Nile, unlefs brought over by fledge from Copros or Pelufinm 
as Cleopatra's was,is very improbable: For otherwife it will be faid thofe Navies wert to Ca- 
diz, which place at that time being called Tarrefhus, Pineda fancies were Véflels belonging 
thereunto: otherwife, pafling that Streight they failed throughthe Atlantic, and doubl- 
Ing Cape Bona Speranza made that their way into the Red fea, as fome -have con- 
ceited.But a vain conception it is,fecing the Scripture inexprefs terms acquaints us, That the 
Navies were built at Ézioz.geber near Elotb upon the fhorc ofthe Red fea: foas had Opbyr 
been in any part in or near the Mid-land Sea,or come from T ar fr[b in Cilicia, then the vor 
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might have been accomplifhed in far lefs time than three years, feeing that. Tarfifh was not 
above a weeks fail from Foppa a Port twenty miles Weft from Ferufalem, -and not above 
three dayes fail from Scandroon ( Alexandretta of old) the moft noted Syro-Phoenician 
Port atthe bottom of the Streights. But thofe that think by Tharfifh is meant Opbyr, or 
elfe that there was fome Countrey in Zzdia of that name, are more to be credited: 
Further, from 2 Chron. 20. 36. where it is written Thar Jchofhaphat bile (hips in Ezion- 
geber, which being broken were not able to go to Tharfhifh, {ome judge that Thar [bzfb there fig- 
nihes the Sea; and the rather, for that the word carries it in feveral other places, as 
noted by feveral learned Expofitors. Saint Hierom is one, who in his Paraphrafe lately 
mentioned fpeaking of Opbyr, Locus eff Indie (fayes he) zz quo Aurum optimum nafcitur : 
adds, Tharfhifh vel eft Regio Indie ut vult Fofephus 5, vel certe omne Pelagus Tharfhifh appellatur - 
Etenim, Hebrat Tharfis Mare dics generaliter autumant, fecundum illud, in S piritu vehementi 
confringat Naves Tharfifh, i.e. Maris. And in his Comment upon the fecond chap. of Efay, 
he alfo faith that 7 arfhzfh in Hebrew fignifiesthe Sea. In Efay alfo chap. 23. verf. 1. Ululate 
naves Ibarfi[b, is interpreted, Howl ye [bips of tbe Sea. And in the 6 verfe, Go over 
to T arfhifh in the Vulgar Latine it is Tranfite maria. in like fort the daughter of Tarfhifh is 
in the 10 verfe tranflated filia maris. And in Ezek, 27- 12525. The {hips of Tarfhifh is rendred 
Naves Maris in that Edition.But by being thus varioufly conftrued,thence it is that by Thar- 
fbifb fometimes is underftood a Chryfolite, for the colour of that ftone hath’a refemblance 
withthe Sea. Hoyvbeit, to ind it in an Indian Region, as that great Author I lately 
> Seg imagines, is paft my undertaking; nor am I willing to prefs thefe conjecturesany 
ther. 
Return we therefore to Malacca it felf, where the Pole Artic is elevated five degrees - 
a City within the Kingdom of Syam, to whofe Scepter it was fubject until about the year of 
our Lord 1508. when by the Portugal it was forced from Abdal at that time King5: whofe 
life they alfo very inconfiderately took away, as appeared by a dangerous mutiny foon 
after hapning inthe Town, which Albuquerg quieted and by Sequyra’s advice was convert- 
ed intoa Garrifon: It had-a fufBcient number of Ordnance planted to fortifie the place, 
feeing it is reported there was nolefsthan three thoufand. Alfo feifing the Kings Exche- 
quer into his hands, by Inventory. then taken fo much minted Coin came to the King of 
Portugals particular fhare, albeit but a fifth, as amounted unto.two hundred and fifty 
thouíand Ryals of eight. But the unexpected and undeferved death of the King was fo 
ill refented by the Syam King and the neighbouring Potentates, that by a general combi- 
netion taking the De ndi spi of Albuquerqs abíencethey fuddenly appeared in a very great 
body before the Town and by a detperace {ftorm maítered both City and Cittadel; the 
Syam King very generoufly giving the Portugals leave to fhip themfelves away, but withal 
commanding the Works they had made to be forthwith flighted. Howbeit,fome few years 
after it was reduced under the Crown of Portugal, and fo continued until lately it hath been 
wreíbed from them by the Hollander ; whofe Plantations are fcattered through thofe parts 
and Naval power foincreaft by the incouragment of that rich Indian commerce as hath ren- 
dred that induftrious Nation very formidable; and which indeed hath given them wel- 
nigh the dominion of thofe Seas, and the opportunity of ingrofling to themfelves not on- 
ly the A4o/ucco-7fles but in a fort the fole Trathck of the Orient, totheir exceeding great 
advantage, but prejudice of many others; yea more efpecially to the damage and dimi- 
nution of the Englifh trade and reputation in thofe parts; for which we are juftly to be 
reprehended ; and imputable to our want of equalinduftry, or neglect of appropriating 
to our felves fome convenient places for Plantation and increafe of Men as well as Mer- 
chandize, according to that example the Portugal and Dutch have both given ; who by 
that means have made themfelves Lords of alt or moft of the maritim parts of the Weft 
and South coaft of 4fric.and Afia the great, andin a manner now give Law to the great- 
eft part of thofe indefennve people, who though they wantno will, want power to ob- 
viate thoíc intrufions. Whereas the. EzgL[b by a joint {tock and felect Company content 
themfelves in managing their Factories under the fuperintendence and infpection of Pre- 
fidens and Agents, whoit cannot be denied live both in India and Perfia with fplendor and 
reptitation, ard make frequent and confiderable returns unto their Mafters: Neverthe- 
iels, by living wholly amongft Mahometans and Gentiles, they are doubtlefs under 
Ítrong temptations to wantonnefs with thofe black beauties ; and having their conftant 
refidence in places where men exercife Authority and Heathenifh Superftition and Idola- 
try,our mau arc under aconftant offence to feeGod difhonoured,and have not that protecti- 
on and induigence they expectand merit; feeing that many times they are fubjectea to the 
caufclefs bravadoes of the Military,as alfo to the craft ofthe Civil fort of Indians ;and upon 
fleight caufe and falie information have top often béen cxpofedto the rapine and een 
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trary difpofition of thofe Infidels, - who of late times ( if report fay true) have been 
known to caft our Merchants into prifon, where they have bcen fcttercd inchains, and 
not fct at liberty without confiderable fums extorted from them; and all this without 
any juft caufe or provocation: which affronts -would have been avoided had our Eaft. 
India Company fixed Plantations in fome fecure places either upon Ifles or Sea Coaft 
there, where Men might exercife their Religion with more freedom and purity, and 
with morc fccurity to their Perfons and Eftates than poflibly can be expected inthe moving 
Factorics they oncly for fome time are refident. The Portugal found it fo when they had 
Ormus, Goa and Callicut, and the Dutch no lefs by their commanding in Cocheen, Aa- 
lacca and Facatra, they now call Batavia, a molt confiderable Port and kept all along in 
defpight of the numerous and refolute Z4vazs. Upon which coniiderations I have fome- 
times thought That if but one half of thofe Eze/sfb which have removed into the Caribe 
Ifles and plantcd Colonies in Virginia, INew-England and other parts of Norumbega in the 
Weft Indies, had (if the Royal Authority held fit) been imploy’d upon Plantations in Eaft- 
India, Adadagafcar, Mauritius or other fit places, that delign in all probability would in 
far lefs time have made another kind of proradi, both as to command by Land, and 
power by Sea, enlargement of Trade, and propagation of the Gofpel: the Oriental 
Countrcys being fuperlative to the Occident in rcference to all forts of mechanick Arts, 
and alfo to a more valuable Commerce in Jewels, Gold, Silks, Spices and Drugs than 
America: In Oriente omnia fuaviora funt €& majora quim 222 Occidezte : Orieztales enim par- 
tes calidiores [unt Occidentalibus, quoniam Aromata finguli generis cá odores c£ delicias veluti o- 
mnes, in iliis nafci videamus: in Occidente qui frigidior eff minime nafcuntur: Vicomercat.in 
Adeteor. Ariftor. c Olympiodorus lib. 1. And thc Eaft being over-fpread with grofs Gen- 
tilifin gives no lefs invitation for the preaching of the Gofpel and refcuing thofe poor 
Wretches out of Satans tyranny than any part of the New-found-World ; which is and 
ought to be the chief end of all fuch generous and publick undertakings. And this in 
all likclihood might have been compailicd by fuch a numbcr (for as I apprehend, there 
are in our Weftern Plantations double the number of Portugal and Dutch now extant 
in the £.z/f?- L:dzes ) and by Perfons of fuch ingenuity and fo good a purfe as mignt advance 
the hofiour of our Nation, Growth of Trade and feveral other publique advantages. But 
to return. 

Afalacca is a Port of good account, whether we confider her ftrength or Trade; albeit 
by reafon the Land is low where ’tis fcituatc, it is not reputed healthy. The Town 
in fhape is rather long than round ; extending almoft two Ezglifh miles in length, but 
not half fo much in breadth: The Buildings are low and ordinary, and the Streets nar- 
row; the Buzzar being thc oncly place that has any thing either beautiful or pleafurable. 
It is watered by the Gaza (upon whofe banks Barigaza Ítood of old) formerly called Afa- 
zotus: fuficiently deep and broad three leagues near the Sea, yct admitting a Bridge 
here, which makes the Inhabitants on cither fide able without Boats to communicate 
with cach ether. For its better defence it has a Caftle well ftored with Cannon, and a. 
wall about reafonably flankered and better by a late Graff and Counterfcarp. The Szz- 
mites who were banifht from their own homes {cated themfelves herc, and being civil and 
induflrious, Merchants from moft parts of thc Eaft reforted to them for Trade: {fo as 
in fhoit time they became wealthy and confiderable ; after which they built the Town more 
large and beautiful than was intended at their firft Plantation. The Gardens and Fields 
abound with fruits; amongft which the Duroyen is principaland the Pine-apple; albeit 
they want not Corn or grain of fcvcral forts; for the Land bcing low and the foil fat, 
gives the Labourer fuflicicnt encouragement.  Neverthclcís, bcing fo ncar the /Equinox 
the air is ufually warm, and at fome time above meafure, fo that the Solis Offia are here 
placed. Here is frequent thunder, but qualificd by the long nights, and frequent fhowrs 
and breezes. They obícrve here that the Monzoones blow Wit and North-weft from 
Ancft to October about which month the wind vcers North, and continues fo, and to 
thc Ealtward ot the North until ZZzrcb be ended: at which time the wind turns South, 
and ho!ds there until the beginning of 244e4fj. The Z7»zdi:;;s are numerous hereabouts, 
the better fort wear rich Apparel, but the commoncrs go molt part naked: They are 

generally witty and hoipitable 5 love Mufick and noveities: civil in peace, fierce in war; 
deceitful if too much credited. Their Language is of great extent; no lcfs there thanin 

the World clfewhere are the Latinze and Arabick, — Szzcpitra divides this Continent from 

Sunt. being fcarce half a degr- tothe North ot the /Equinoctiai, and the mof Southerly 

Cape of the afit Continent: it was a Town of confiderable Trade with the Chincfes, Fa- 

vans, Sinatr.izs and People of other Ifles thereabouts, until AZalazcca drew the Commerce 

trom thence; by whofe growth Szzcapara became impoverifhed: The /reram fo narrow 
as 
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as a rgufquet will reach over, and by reafon of Rocks ver 
omy callsit Similta, but Sinticora Caftaldus. 

Hence to Patania is not above twelve hours travel. Ptolomy calls that place Potinza 
Caftaldus Balanga, others Perimula : butallagrce it is in the Gulph of Bezzala which of 
old was namec Sinus Argaricus extra Gangem. There the Artic Pole is elevated feven dc- 
grees : A Townit is fcituated betwixt Malacca and Siam, of good trade by reafon ofthe 
commoditiesit affords, which attracts Merchants: Under Regal Govcrament: for the 
Princes derive themfelves from one Gzzeee Son and Pro-rex to the King of Delly, here 
fubftituted when Patania was fubjected. The Mogul his great neighbour has oft threat- 
ned to dcthronc him, yet he keeps hisown being fafe-guarded by interpofing Gzzgesaud 
{ome {mall but ufcful Iflets where he advantagcoutly fortifies. The Town is by fcituation 
itrong, and by twelve pieces of great Brafs Ordnance better ftrengthencd; oncof which 
our men call a Bafilifco being twenty fix foot long and well proportioned both in borc 
and fquaring. Some Temples of Idolatry here as in Foor its ncighbour are fecn : but of 
better note are thofe ancient Monuments of fome of their Kings who are there buried. 

The people are black, and by reafon of the heat fhev; moft part of their body naked: 
Great delight they take in chawing Betele and Opium, Arac (or ftrong liquor) thcy alfo 
drink exceedingly : The better fort ufually cat in thin plates of Gold, others in Porcel- 
lane. The people ufually {peak three Languages, the Malai, the Syam and that of China: 
but their writing differs, for the Malai write from the right hand to the left as thc He- 
brews ufe , the Syam from the left unto the right as we; but the Chiza down-ri ght or per- 
pendicular: all three ufual, and nolefs ufeful to thofe that trafhque therc. 

Theyare a mixture of Mahometans and Gentiles: the onc fo worfhip God, asthe other 
do their Pa God 5 both erroneoufly.  Hofpitable they are to fuch as from defire of no- 
velty or gain refide amongft them, and enquire not much of their Country, bufinefs or 
Religion : but fo addict to Vice that Strangers who thither come as Travellers or Mer- 
chants, have extraordinary need to pray for grace to refift Female temptations; and to 
remember that truth the Poet mentions, 


y dangerous for paflengers. Ptole- 


Parva voluptatis quanquam fint gaudia, longa 
Penatamen fequitur, mifero permixta dolore. 


The French alío, who are as amorous as others, have experimentally given us this cau- 
tionary Ieilon: 


From Women light and liquorous, De Femme volage & friande, 
At all times God deliver us. En tout temps Dieu nous defende, 


For afluredly, the cuftom as well as the heat, in moft places of thefe etherique Regions, 
incline and allure men, efpecially Strangers, to lubricity and debauched courícs; Ob ! mi- 
ferum cui peccare liceat ; fuchas if grace does not reftrain have reafon to take heed of 
punifhment, fecing Adultery they neverthelefs punifh. Howbeit, the young Women 
are carelefly frolick and fearlefly merry , the married melancholy, bccaufc ítrictly ob. 
ferved.  Idlenefs and heat provokes them, {o as they wallow inall manner of turpitudc : 
The Grape moves them [Chey fay to wickednefs; for they delight their guft and pallat 
with choiceft Wines, Waters, Arac, Rice and fruits: but by this their intemperance 
abbreviate thcir dayes, fo as fixty years is accounted an old age, which if you contem- 
plate their excefs ( Deaths Harbinger ) and the Zone they f{wea¢ in, may well be grantcd 

Adjoining this is | - . 

S Y AM ( Sabanna ant Cortatha of old, a City and Kingdom fo named,declining North 
from the /7Equinoctial 14 degrees) a great and famous part of India, having Patania to 
the South, tothe Welt Pec; and part of the Peczgalaz Gulph 5 Foor, Atilicca, a great part 
Of Pegut, Brama and Cambogia were tributary to him, Patania alto; Famoluty, Odjea and 
other Territories watered by Gazzes acknowledge him: fo as his power is large, and well 
iown that within thc memory of Man he was able to bring into the Field five hundred 
Elephants and two hundred thoufand fighting Men armed with good Swords, Bows and 
Arrows, Shicld and Lance. The King pretends to a large Race of Kingly progenitors. 
The Zone is hot, which makes the Men black, and in fuch places little cloathing is re- 
quifite; fo that they content themfelves with a Cambolin of Lawn of a fad colour which 
is trebled about their fhoulders: Howbcit, {fome tic a leather skin about their neck; 
and as a badge of devotion gird their middles with a thong, and hold a Sumbrero in 
their hands to abate the heat, but wear no fandals; both that the icorchins fands m 
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mortifie their flcfh, and that the Tallapoi may be thought meritorious. Now albeit liberty 
be allow’d Chriítians, Moors and other fuperftitions, neverthelefs the Natives are tran. 
{€endent Idolaters, carving their Deities after the fhapes of Paz and Priapus with other 
goatifh fancies ; yca in poftures not fit to be remembred. They have Groves and Altars alfo 
whercorthey offer ficth,fruits,flowers; and many times when the Ta/apos tell them their 
Deumo is melancholy, they warble out harmonious mufick, and do what they canto make 
him chearful. Others by break of day run to their Pagods with a basket of Rice,hoping 
that day will be happier. The Kings of Arrachan, Tanaffery, Syan, Pegu, Auva and 
Tangu are all Gentiles, and have their Temples ftuffed with Pagods. 

The Tallapoi preach ufually every Monday (their Sabbath ) in the Market, and aflemble 
their Auditory by the found of a copper Bafon. "Thefe fcem Mendicants by profeflion: 
yet what by awe, for as fome fay the very infernal Spirits obey their incantations; and 
what by policy, for they contemplate humility externaly very much, the People have them 
in high eitimation: By their prediction of future events, and marvellots knowledge in 
things paft and prefent ; by magick and moral obfervation, refolving, diflwading, applaud- 
ing, directing and delighting fuch as credit them, and credit them molt of thole Erbyicks 
do, they are in great efteem, as believing them

Such be thcir Priefts. And for the People, as report goes, they have been deteftable 
Sodomites ; a fin fo hateful to Nature as not to-be named; for as an unnatural uncleannefs 
it abhorsit: now to deter thefe Catamites, alate Queen Rectrix prudently commanded 
that all the male-Children fhould have a Bell of gold in which was an Adders-tongue 
dried put through their prepuce; which by cuftom took away the contempt, and be- 
came their ornament; fo that at this day fome will exceed, and not unlike the Chori- 
bantes of old, have three or four of thofe Bells, pendent. But when they have a mind 
to marry, the Mid-wife prefents a foporiferous potion, during whofe operation the 
Bell is loofed from the flefh and faftened-to the Sore skin, and the unguent being ap- 
plied the cure is quickly perfected. This practice and other the uncomely habit and 
lafcivious practices of the Women there, Cefar Frederic obferves in his Travels; as alfo 
Mr. Fitch a London Merchant, Antonio Galoamo and others: and how incredible foever it 
feems to fome, I fuppofe there are both in London and other parts of Exrope Merchants 
and Sea-men who have been inthofe parts, and feen what I have here related. Here Sedge 
and: Palmeto-leaves are ufed for paper. 

The ufual place of refidence for the King is at Indy, a Town fcituated within an Ifle 
compaííed well-nigh with the Afenan: His Palace is large, pretty well built, and heki te- 
nable. Howbeit moft other Houfes are low and mean, the Streets narrow; but avail- 
able to keep out the extreme heat which at fome times rages. Thofe of the Coaft of 
Chormandel the one way, and-the Chynefes the other traffique hither with Sattens, Porcel- 
Janes and other rich Commodities, which makes.the place the more noted. The Boyes 
oft-times paint themfelves with a celeftial colour from top to toe, and as an augmenta- 
tion of beauty cut, gafh and pink their skins, which they apprehend to bea noble and in- 

cnious ornament: but to us rather bred horrour than affectation. The Menaffect per- 

umcs and practife complement. 
. The foil, notwithftanding the River Z4ezam,is but indifferent for Grafs; but uberous 
in rich Stones, as Dianionds, Chryfolites, Onyx, Magnets and Bezoars: it hath plenty 
of Lignum Aloes, Benjamin and Cotton: it hath alfo Mines of Iron and Copper; there 
is Gold and Silver alfo, which caufes Ptol. to call it aurea regio,and aurea continens, Ortelius. 
Silver is plentifully brought thither from Japan, but Vicbuals and like commodities they 
have abundantly from other parts; which isthe reafon that they are bought here cheaper 
than in many other places. Amongít Stones, moft memorable is the Cabriz or Blood- 
Ítonc here generated ; the marvellous vertue whereof is fuch as Oforius tells us, That when 
the Portuguex had War with the Sumatrans, onetime they defcried a Junk at Sea, which 
after fome refiftance was boarded by ZVabodabeg the Captain: butafter a long and {mart 
fight, the armed Portugnez entring among the naked Jndrans,cafily putto the Sword all that 
bcgg'd not quarter. Amongft others Nahodabeg himfelf, who bled not albeit they had 
flatht and wounded him in fundry places. They were amazed at the fight and thought it 
magical ; till having taken from his arma Bracelet of Gold wherein was fet the Cabriz- 
Itonc, the reafon then appeared: for that was no fooncr removed, but blood iffued soho 
Cantly 
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dantly from every wound he had. JOoubtlefs this is the beft Blood-ftone in the World ; 
and could it prevent wounding as well as ftaunch blood,might worthily be ranked amon 
Stones moft precious. The Beaft out of which this Cáabriz-ftone is taken is called Caball. 
The Chinefes refiding at Bantam are beft acquainted with him’: albeit fome fay that in Syam 
and the fave he isfeen the oftneft. Adjoining this is 

PEGU, Leftarum Regio in Ptolomy ; confined by Syam, Gazges, And the Ocean; a Mo: 
narchy of greater extent fifty years ago, and till the Syamite plucked forceably from that 
Crown feveral great and wealthy Seigniories: Howbeit, fhe is yet Commandrefs of 
nn large Territories and Iflands, as Monym, Barongo, Nogomallo, Duradura, Cocos, 
and others. 

By Caftaldus it is fuppofed to be that old Trigiipton or Trigliphon which is mentioned 
in Prolomy, and by him placed under 18 degrees: the Braman Metropolis, and has Artic 
elevation 16 degrees 40 minutes. The City is walled with Stone, beautified with Tur- 
rets, and to iffue out and in fhews four fair Gates, and thrice that number of Pofterns: 
but made moft defenfive by a deep Graff that compafles her: fo large and deep, and has 
fuch entercourfe with the Seathat Crocodiles are many times {feen to {wim there. The 
Ítreets are not many; but thofe that be are large and broad (which is rare in hot Coun- 
trys) and feldome crooking. Afore moft Doors grow Trees, whofe fruit and fhade make 
them ufeful and acceptable. It is divided into the new and old : the old is greateft, and 
beft inhabited. The Country is now very bare in Wood, albeitin old times it abounded 
with sen of great height, of which, 7;rgil in his 2.46. Georg. feems to have fome 
knowledge :

For near the River ZZyrot;i; (faith an Hiftorian) grew Trees fo exceeding high, as 
their meridional fhadows extend five furlongs, which exprefs:a due temperament of 
heat and moifture: But that thefé are aseterroreei is evident by their Varella’s, which are 
obfervable: for moft of their Varella’s are ftuffed with ugly Idols. That at Dogonnee, 
the moft remarkable for ftructure without and ornament within ,.outbraving any 
ether in the Orient: the Wildernefs or Garden about it and fuperftition there ufed are 
fo ftrange as might very well challengea large defcription. | 

This Kingdom abounds with rnoft forts of Natures bleflings; for hereis ftore of Gold, 
Silver, Lead, and Iron; alfo Smaragds, Topazes, Rubies, Saphyres, Garnats, Eme- 
ralds, Efpinels, and Cats-eyes: as alfo plenty of Rice, Garavances, long Pepper, Sugar; 
Berroyn, Musk, Lac, a Gum prepared in like fort as Bees do Wax, and of which our 
beit fealing Wax is made ; Bamboo, Cotton,and Callicoes: But all thefeif they were 
centüpled are not able to make them happy, wanting the trùe Pearl, that which the god- 
ly Merchant bought, though to obtain it he fold all his frail pofleffions: For albeit the 
holy Apoftle Saint Thomas brought them tidings of falvation; yet they love Darknefs 
more than Light, delighting at this day in obfcure and loathed fins, and the Kyacks are 
filled with filthy Idols: infomuch that Bomferrus an old Francifcan after four tedious years 
labour to reduce them to fome conformity with the Church of Rome, came home, profef- 
fing that he had rather with Saint Anthony preach among Figs than fuch a fwinifh Generati- 
on. The truth is, likethofe mentioned in the 4th of S. fohn 2a. they believe they know 
not what; and Quaenam eft ifta fimplicitas nefcire quod credas ? fayes Hierom to the Lucife- 
rians: yet fomewhat, ,Af all be true he tells, is worthy your notice. As, that they be- 
lieve the World (confifting of Heaven, Sea, and Earth) had four Creations, (which Tra- 
dition is fromthe Bannyan;) and thatfor impiety it was four times deftroyed, viz. by 
Fire, Wind, Water, and Earthquakes: Each Age was governed by a tutelary Numen; 
miferable in this, that he was trantitory and not immortal. “They reckon that the laft de- 
flruction of*the World and the death of their laft God was thirty thoufand years ag 
(in Rlato’s great year perhaps ;) and that all fhall once more fuffer a Chaos. They alio 
imagine, That a great Lord who is omnifCient and omnipotent lives and rules in Heaven: 
but they do not worfhip him, inthat Satan (who ever loves to cover Truth in dark mifts 
of ignorance) aflures them hedefiresit not, and doth them no hurt , howbeit they wor- 
fuipthat Eyar.left hedothem mifchicf. They believe a revivication of the body after 
death, co-union with the foul; and (as Bomferrus believes) confeís a three-fold recep- 
tacle of foulsdeparted, Nafhac, Nifhac, and Schua, z. e. Heaven, Hell, and alia lace Y : 
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by which, the Friar labours to convince us of equal ignorance with thefe Pagans. 

Their habit isa thinfine Lawn; fome call ita cambolyne, which differs little from that 
they wear in Zzdufiazt and Siam: but inthis they vary; they wear no beards; and had a 
fancy to dye their teeth black becaufe Dogs teeth are white, whom they hate to imitate. 
They alfo cut and pink their flefh to become no lefs modifh than their Neighbours. The 
Crows and Parats here are gray, as ufually in Afric. The Land is low in many parts, 
and fubject to inundation : but which trouble them moft be ravenous Bcafts, as Tygres, 
Wolves, and the like offenfive Creatures; to avoid which they raife their Houfes upon 
arches or poíts of Bamboos that be large Reeds, and they afcend ufually by eafie 
Ladders. 

About an hundred years ago the Peguan Monarch was far more formidable than he 
is at prefent: his Diadem then fparkled with the luftre of twelve wealthy Provinces 
which acknowledged Pegn their Soveraign: fome of thofe were Siam, Anva, Chavilan, 
Barmaw or Brama, Fangomer, Tangram, Cablan (where are found flore of Rubies, Sa- 
phires, Efpinels, and other precious Stones which are digged out of the Rocks) Lawran, 
Meliotalk, cc. out of which he yearly extracted two millions of Crowns and a million 
of Men to ferve him upon all occafions. This hardly could content him (for what will 
fatiatethe ambitious?) feeing that by a too lofty conceit of his greatnefs he had his neigh- 
bour Princesincontempt: Tyranny fucceeded his pride, and that begot deftruction. For. 
the Vice-roy of duva when he found no priviledge by being his Unkle, nor that he wil- 
lingly fubmitted under his Government, broke afunder his filver yoke of fervitude - 
Howbeit, e're he could ripen his defign, the Peguan having notice fuddenly arrefts him ; 
{o thatin amazement he acknowledges his fault and begs the others mercy: but the Pe- 
guan King notliking a reconciled Enemy, quickly made his Unkle fhorter by the head; 
and to terrifie others by that example, made Wife and Children,and forty others whom he 
moft fufpected, bear a part in that fad Tragedy. Itwas Juftice upon the Rack no doubt, 
and ferved rather to exafperate others than to fecure their Loyalty: as appcared by the 
Vice-roy of Siam, who perceiving his own uncertain ftanding,(the leaft caufe breeding jea- 
loufie;& the leaft jealoufie ufhering dcathyhe fuddenly rebels; and with all the force he could 
raife(e’re the Peg&az returned from Axva)enters Pegu ina hoftile way. But the King havin 
proclaimed him a Rebel and threatned terrible revenge, marchesagainft the Siamite wit 
an Army as fome report of nine hundred thoufand fighting men: That world of men 
could not contrary the Decree of the Almighty: . for fuch was the confufed hafte he made 
precipitated by fury, fuch the hate his cruelty had gained him, and fuch the affright his 
Unkles Malus Genius every where preiented, that after three hours fight his monftrous 
multitude turn tail and yield themíelves a prey to the enraged Axeof War, which was 
glutted with blood: fo as by thatdayes victory the Siamite advances in Triumph. How- 
beit, not willingto make more hafte than good fpeed, he returns and fortifies the moft 
confiderable places inhis own Kingdom: whiles the Papam King winged with ragg in 
the head of another numerous Army enters Siam witha refolution to purfue him to his ve- 
ry door: but the Siamite (arming himfelf with the Foxes skin) refufed to fight; not fo 
much out of fear as refolved upon an eafier way of conqueft. For whiles the Peguan 
darts many fiery defiances, and calls him Rebel, Coward, and what not ; the Siamite open- 
ed the Sluces and gave way to the fwift Rivers Suhan and Medon or Menon to break 
their banks, which flufhed fo violently into the Peguan Army that for want of Boats, 
which they call Paros, above feven hundred thoufand of the Peguan Army perifhed ; and 
the reft with fear, or faminc,totally were deftroyed. Nor was this ftrange, feeing that 
the Sahan and the Menan (like Nilus and Niger) overflow, and fupply their want of 
Rain; mellowing the Eafth fo asit compares with e£gypr for plenty, and with any other 
part of India for rarities. In folo tanta eft fiducia Mezo: And not only thefe but feve- 
ral other Rivers running in divers Countreys within the burnitg Zone overflow their 
banks, fuch time as the Sun isin or neartheir Zenith; the Sun being then ufually obícu- 
red by Clouds, which break and pour down Rain in abundance: by wLich continued 
ftorm of Wind and Rain Summer is turned into Winter; for when the Sun is furtheft 
from them, their fcafon is then ferene and pleafant. Now as the rcafon of the overflow- 
ing of the Wile, Niger and other Rivers in _4frick, is imagined to be from that influenco 
the Sun in his order hath uponthofe many fublimc Mountains, which being covered with 
Snow, melts not in Winter, by reafon of the intenfe coldnefs of the air, but at the Suns 
approach thaws, and by its violent courfe or flux of Water caufes thofe inundations : 
So about thefe Rivers in the greater Afia the Rains occafion the like, being very 
immodcratc and of fcveral months continuance, efpecially at fuch time as the Sun ap- 
proaches their Vertical point ; at thofe f{cafons attracting more Vapors than he 
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can well diflipate: which being drawn up into the middle Region, is by the coldncfs 
thereofcandenft and turned into Clouds: but within the temperate Zone 'tis othcrwife, 
unlefs where the Climate is near the Tropick. X Neverthcelefs, the King made inift 
to fave himfelf from that inundation: for notwithítanding that incredible number 
their Records fay were deftroyed by that accident, the enfuing year he ufed the means 
to raife another Army which entred Siam ; but with fo little fuccefs, as betides the 
rout of five hundred thoufand of his Men the deathof his Son was added: fo 







































that he made a forrowful retreat to Adactavan with lefs than one third of hisZ 
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262 Fegu. The Elephant adored. ] 


But which was worfc than that, through thefe continued brawls of War his Treafure im- 
paired, his Citics were impoverifhed by want of Trade, and his Kingdom in a fort dcpo- 
pulated through lofs of fo many men: Which proved not motives of pity with thc other 
fubjectcd Provinces, but provocatives rather to unfetter themfelves as Siam had done. 
Accordingly the Vice-Roys of Bramaw, Tangu and Rachan confederate: and whiles 
the King of Pegz was contriving new defigns at ZZartavaz enter Pegw with a defpcrate and 
numerous Army, forraging and dcftroying fuch as the late famine had fpared; where 
though they found few people and lefs food, yet got they riches ineftimable :59 For, out of 
thc City of Pegu they took nolefs treafure than loadcd twothoufand Camels: and asa pe- 
riod, not only made the wretched King crownlefs, but crowncd their conqucít with the lofs 
of his life, his Wifc and thrce Sons forrowfully accompanying him. 

This fucccis was attended with mif-fortune of another kind: for the Sovereign of Ar- 
rakan and the other two dif-agrecing about the dividing that great fpoil, were beaten 
home by thc Bramaan King 5 whoalfo enjoyed it but a while, the Siamite entring fo furi- 
oufly that thc Bremaan was content with aíaferetrcat leaving the Siamite victorious: 
who fincc, upon a marriage "twixt one of the Royal Family of Pegs and his Daughter has 
quit his claim and gives thc right Hcir leave to re-poffefs both City and Kingdom, which 
a fhort peace has recovered to little lefs trade and beauty than it had formerly.. But to fa- 
cilitate our travel, accept thepreceding Map tothatinfol. 336. This dcefcribing 7z4ia on 
the other fide Cazges. 

From Pegs to Bengala are nincty leagues: the fecond Town of note is ZLZzrtevaz un- 
der 15 degrees, which fome imagine to be Triglipton noted by Prolomy, rathcr than 
Pega as thinks Cuffaldus. The next good Road is ZVegraz-bar > nigh which is Cofmyny 
whence we pats to Pegs in Paroes or Boats by water. effels which are pretty large and 
fow’d together with Cairoas herecalled; a Cord made of the rind of Cocos, for they 
have no Iron: Inthefe they load their curious Quilts and Carpets, ftitcht and wrought 
with raw filk and thrcads of Gold and Silver, and the bark of a Tree thcy call Moga, Calli- 
cocs,Rice, Pepper,Ginger, Sugar,Hony,Butter, Lac, Wax, and other things Merchandable. 
Afedon is upon that River, from whence we goto Dela, to Cirioz, to Macao, and then come 
to Pegs. At Coplaz arc found ftones of price, as Merchants told us. To tell you what isre- 
ported ofthe vanity of this Monarch, both when hefhews himfelf in his Royal Paradrome, 
or whenhe is difpofed to load himfelf with Gems; his head, cars, arms, hands, legs, and 
feet refembling a befpangled Firmament; fuch as may amaze the fenfe, and dazle the eye - 
or of his deifying his Elephants becaufe milk-white and of greater bulk than ufüal, would 
be butrepetition: I will therefore content my felf in giving you the profpect of that^his 
Deity; notthat he is unknown in Exgland, but for other things than his fhape rendring 
him worth the obfervation. i : 

The Elephant (for growth and underftanding reputed the chicfeft of unreafonable 
Animals) has been the fubject of fundry learned Pens; as of Ariffotle, Plutarch, Pliny, 
Strabo, Anixanand others. They gotwo, fometimes three years with young, and have 
extreme torment in thcir labour; theteat is 'twixt their forc-legs, wnich the young cafily 
find and fuck with eagernefs. Atthree ycarsofagethey weanthemfelves and fall to other 
provant, ashcrbs, boughs of trees, fhrubs, and like vcgctables: but when in fervice have 
more dainty fare, as corn, fruits, roots, fugar-canes, milk, whey, and fuch as may increafe 
both ftrength and courage. They grow until they be fiftecn years old, and are ufually 
cightcen foot high, butiome of the higheft mount to four and twenty: Notwithftanding 
which marvcllous greatnefs they are not dull and unweildy but quick and fpirited. They 
can and ufvally do liedown and rife as other Bcafts contrary to the rcport of fome old 
Writers: foactive notw'ithítanding their cylindrical form of leg as at Rome in Nero and 
Calba's timc they were taught to dance upon a cable or great ropeas we find reported by 
Suetonius, and fo full of courage as no ftory gives more commeni#ation to any beaft than 
tothe Elephant that King Porzs fought upon againít Alexander. And albeit his Tusks 
and his Probotcis are his belt Weapons,yct can he frame his mighty body as occafioni ferves 
into offentive and defenfive poftures. In rutting time (which is commonly when the icafon 
is hotteitjthe males are mad, and hardly to be ruled without the femalès company Some 
confidently report Thattheir tclticlesarein or near their forc-hcad 5 which being a tcr 
der part isthe realon the Conductor fits upon his hcad, and with his Iron rod or hook 
there corrects him: Howbeit, friffotle places his ftones near his reins. His Trunk is 
long and compofed of fmall Nerveswhich be full of ftrength and very agile. His skinis 
rough and afh-coloured: his Teeth proportionable to his body; fome arc thirteen 
foot long and weigh upwards of a hundred and thirty pound. Muddy Rivers and 
voo] Shadowed places beft pleafe, but Swine, Serpents and Mice difpleafe them ; 

(Cock 
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Cock-crowing alfo doth offendthem. The Perfians cal him the Symbol of Fidelity ; 
pr m the Hieroglyphic of Juftice;, Indians of Piety, Stamites of memorie ; 
Arabs the Enfign of Magnanimity; Sumatrans the Embleme of Providence: PZzy in 8 
lib. Nat. Hifl. gathers them together , Intellectus illi Sermonis patris imperiorumq; obedi- 
entia, officiorumq; didicere memoria, amoris & glorie voluptas, imo vera Religioquog, Syderum 





Solifg; ac Lune veneratio, cc. Whence it is fays another That Elephanto Belluarum nulla 
eft peen ec. attributed tothe coldnefs of his Blood; for(as Ariftotle obfer ves)Beafts 
by how muchthey partake of cold, fo much are they adjudged to approach the Sagacity 
of Man.  Iíhall fum up all in that excellent defcription 4b. Fob. c. 40. as by Mr. Sandys is 


paraphrafed.

Musk Cats hereare alfo ftore of: fhe exceeds the Caftor for bignefs; her head is little, 
her eyes are clear, and has a long muzzle; but her teeth be fharp and offenfive: her hair 
parti-coloured, hard and briftly ; yellow above and white downwards. Her pocket is near 
the genitory, excerpt fometimes with a fpoon or ftick, but when out of fervitude of her 
own accord fhe parts with it, which by its fragor is oft difcovered by the carclefs paficn- 
ger. Come we now to the Indian Iflands, the chief of-which is 

SUMATRA that famous Ifle which Ariftotle lib. de Mundo and others of old called 
Taprobane, and from the plenty of Gold found there fuppofed to be Opbyr or Parvaym, and 
the Ifle thence called Taparvane,with which agree Funius and Tremeltius, as formerly notcd. 
Odoric calis it Symolta, Fofephus Samotra, others Aramis and Zamara; Symunda in Ptolomy 
by the Inhabiters Salycaor Salutra: and if Yapaz be not an Ifle may truly be reputed the third 
great Ifle throughout the Univerfe: fix hundred, fome fay nine hundred of our miles long 
it is, and in breadth fome were two hundred and forty: tradedto as fome fuppofe by Solo- 
mon; unknown to Alexander unlefs (as Afegafthenes thinks) by Oxefecritus his Vice-admiral 
difeovered. Fambulus an errant Greek was here two hundred years afore Chrifts nativity if 
D. Sic. had true information ; and if fo,may be reputed the firft difcoverer: but of a Chri- 
{tian Alvaro Telezzo is thought the firft, who Anno 1506. tofind out Gold failed whither 
wind and weather guided; {ince when,moft Merchants of the World have knowledge of it. 

Tis Nadyr to the /Equinoctial: fothatour Pole-ftar isnot in the Southerly part of the 
Ifland at all vifible but depreft under the Horrizon. Many petty Kings there advance 
their Scepters; but the richeft Crown incircles the ecliptic brow of that Tyrant of 
Acheen: WHowbeit, all ofthem are well ftored with Gold and Stones, but miferable in their 
Mawmetry and Superftition. Moft of them were not many yearsfince fo engulphed in the 
abyfs of Paganifm that they ufed to adore Cat; Rat, Dog or Devil; butfince the Alcoran 
has crowded in, the worfhip ofthefe elementary creatures is abolifhed. Both Sexes go moft 
part naked. The foil is good where Rivers are near, but barren where Gold is obtained. 

Several Towns of note here be. The mediterranean are A4anancabo formerly called Syz- 
docandawyhereis Gold: But of beft note are Acheenby them called 24fbey (not far from 
that Cape called Fours promontorium in Ptolomy,) Peder, Pacem, Daya, Tico, Priaman, Fam- 
bec, Tykoa (Ealt of Fambee,) Baruzee, Cattatinga, Menantabo, Gambar, Arn, Daru and 
(though laft not leaft in Gold) Paffzman. In the Strait 'twixt theIfland and the Continent 
againít for which the Kmg of -Acheen fubjected in the year 1613 are the Barelle and other 
fmall but very pleafant iflands. The Rivers flow with fifh and might prove more de- 
lightful for the Net and Angle, did not thofe hateful Cr6codiles (here more than in ZV;- 
Ius) fruftrate both. Natura fe potiffimum prodit im minimis has reference to Democritus 

his Atomes; dtherwife this might have challenged it, feeing thefe 4mphibii are obferved 
tobe neof the greateft wónders we meet with, in that from fo fmall a beginningas an 
Egg not muth bigger thanthat of a Turkie it increafes to eight or ten yards inlength: and 
whercas all other creatures have their growth unto a period and then decay, the 
Crocodile*only grows bigger and bigger until his death, Pliny Nat. FZiff.1. 3. cap: 25- 
Their bodics are not longer than their tail, a weapon of like ufe with them the Probofícis is 
tothe Elephant: Their mouth isvery wes one gulp being able to fwallow horfe or man; 
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their teeth are ingrailed ; have no tongue ; cannot move the upper jaw: and albeitthe 
belly be penetrable the back is hardly to be pierced. The brumal quartér they faft from 
food: butthe reft of the year devour all forts of prey,and that with voracity. No lefs no- 
table is the number of 6o in the Female; for fixty days pafs e’re fhe lay her eggs, which 
are ufually fixty in number; fixty days fhe conceals them; and when fhe fits, {pends fixty 
days inr the hatching , fhe has fixty teeth, and fixty joints 5 and fixty years is ufually the 
age of this detefted Amphibium, whether it be Beaft, Fifh, or Serpent. By Seamen called 
Alligator corruptly from —4Megardos a word compounded of Spanifh and Almaih: the 
name we give is 4 croceo colore, or pr Antiphrafin qwod crocum timeat. The moft noxious 
of all Sea-monfters it is, and rightly becomes the Diflemblers epithete, Jn quibus eft aftui- 
tia Flyene, & pietas Crocodili: the c Egyptians make it the Emblem or Hieroglyphic of 
Imptidence: and yet as daring as it is, we find them fearful of fuch as are bold, and bold 
onely towards the fearful: awed by none more than the Ichneumon, who oft-times fteals 
into his belly and gnaws his guts whiles he opens his chaps-to let the Trochil in to pick 
his teeth which gives it the ufual feeding; but the flefh is food fo good and fweet, as by 
many it is accounted a dainty. 

Hence we fail by fome {mall Iles called Marrah and Lampon in the Straits of Sundy, fo 
named by Prolomy, and from a point and Town in the next great Ifland. Of Polygundy 
we might better ipeak than land,fuch bad, lack by malevolent Venus or ill diet had our late 
intended Plantation there; where was fuch mortality of men that the name was ironical- 
ly changed into Kill-abundance. Sumatra is divided from Fava by the Straits of Sunda, fo 
called from the Iíles Syzde as Adaginus imagines, but Sazda is better known than the líles 
fo called. 

JAVA Major is an.Ifle declining 7 degrees 40 minutes towards the Antartic from the 
fEquinoctial, and placed in the 120 degree of longitude. Avery great and noble líle: 
for, from Eaft to Weft it ftretches one hundred and fifty leagues, or of miles four hun- 
dred and fifty ; and from North to South ninety leagues, or two hundred and feventy 
miles Englifh. The mid-land is for the. moft part mountainous, and meanly peopled; 
but the maritim low, and very populous: the firft is very fubject to wind, but healthy ; 
the latter marifh, and infalubrious. 7j. sepes d calls it a Compendium of the World; 
for it abounds with all things that be either ufeful or excellent. The coaft (by reafon of 
Trade for Pepper) has Towns beft built, and moft wealthy: upon' the North fide, and to 
the North-eait, are Bantam, Palamban, Fackatra (new-named Batavia by the Dutch but 
formerly Swzda-Calape by the Inhabitants; and not unlikely to be that City Syvda where 
the people ufed with a dead body to bury fo many live Fifh as in his life time he had flain 
Enemies,) Japarra, Tuban, Fortan, Grecy, Chyringin, Serebaya, &c. 

Bantam is under Antartic declination or latitude 6 degrees 20 minutes, and of Wefter- 
ly variation 3 degrees. Is is the biggeft City in the Ifland, owned by the Natives, and 

retched well-nigh two miles in length: the moft remarkable places being the Pengrans 
Palace, the Buzzar, a few irregular itreets; and at the furtheft end the Chyzefes there 
aflociate as do the Fews at Amfterdam, but nothing fo fplendid. The Town of its own 
growth affords little fave Rice, Pepper, and Cotton-wool:; albeit Pepper for the great- 
eft part is brought thither by the infinitely induftrious Cbyzefzs, who each Taz&ary come 
to an Anchor in multitudesat this Port, and unload their Junks or Praws from Jamby in 
Sumatra, Borneo, Malacca, and other places; making Bantam their Magazine; out of 
which for Rials, or by exchange for other Commodities they fupply the Ezg/rfb, Durch, 
and other Nations. The Cbyzefes are no quarrellers, albeit voluptuous, vencrcous, colt- 
ly in their fports, great Gamefters,. and in trading too fubtil for young Merchants: oft- 
times fo wedded to dicing, that after they have loit their whole Eftate, Wife and Chil- 
dren are ftaked; yetin little timc, Jew-like, by gleaning here and there are able to re- 
deem their lofs ; if not at the day, they are fold in the Markct for moft advantage. 

The Ifle has but onc Supreme or SoveraignPrince; they intitle him the Mattaran: He 
has four Tetrarchs or Deputies his Subordinates. Is of that power that (as reported) 
he can draw two hundred thoufhnd men into the Ficld upon occafion: igfiorant in Marti- 
al Difcipline, at leaft according to our form; but of approved courage and dexterity, 
and fufficiently ingenious both as to thc invention of thcir Arms and Execution. Ihcv 
commonly ufe Lances, Darts, Arrow, and Shiclds: but their grcatcfl bravery is in theis 
Crizes ; a Weaponthat is commonly two foot long and four inches broad, waved, fharp 
both in the edge and point; but contrary to the Law of Nature and Nations, inve- 
nomed: the handle is ufually of Wood or Horn, (howbcit fomc have them of Gold, or 
Silver or Ivory,) cut into the fhape of a mifhapcn Pagod: Yet were thcy a thoufand 


times more ugly theft Savages would dare to Idolize ; efpecially, in that they ask the 
Tein 
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Idol on their creft pardon after they have perpetrated an homicide. Not unlike what 
was practifed by Lewis the eleventh to the Crucifix in his Hat. But withal, thcíe Favans 
are drunk in Demonomy ; and the morc earneftly embrace it by how much their corrupt 
natures abhor honcfty : whence it happens, that they trade in murder, adultery, theft, ra- 
pine, deccit, and all other wickednefs. Magickalfoand Aitrology delight them; a it udy 
their Pricfts are excellent in, and in which Satan ’tis thought inftructs them, the bettcr to 
oblige thcir gratitude, and to worfhip him asthe Apollo of knowledge: which we may in- 
culcate with that of the Prophet Jfziab chap.44. Is there any God befides the Lord ( Fehovah ?) 
yea, there is no God, we know not - He maketh the Diviners mad, he turneth the wife-men 
backward, and maketh their knowledge foolifh, And in Jerem. 10. Let us not learn the way of 
the Heathen, they are altogether bruitifh-and foolifh, bis molten Image is falfhood, and there is no 
breath inthem:. they are vanity, aud in tbe day of account they fhallperifh.. But in the Lord (ball 
all true Believers be juftified, and (hall glory. And to convince thefe, I may likewile oppofe 
them witha Heathen informing them, that Etfi Dei popislares [unt multi, Unum tamen effe 
naturalem: albcit national Gods there are many, there is but one natural the God of Na- 
ture, Cic.1 1. de Natura Deorum , and much morc with that of the Apoftle; Zdolum ni- 
bil eft in Mundo. Etenim etfi funt qui dicantur Dii, five in celo five in terra (ficuti funt. Dii 
multi e$- Domini multi) tamen nobis unus Deus, Pater, ex quo omnia, C nos in ilum, C> unus 

Dominus, Fefus Chriftus, per quem omnia, C nos per ipfam. AnIdol is nothing inthe World; 
and there is none other God but one: For, though there be that are called Gods, whether 
in Heaven or Earth (as there be Gods many and Lords many) yct to usthere is but one 
God, the Father, of whom are all things, and we inhim; and oneLord Jefus Chrift, by 
whom are all things, and we by him, 1Cor.8.4. Toreturn, 

The Natives, till of late, were not acquainted with Navigation: butin the Art of fwim- 
ming (as moít Negroes) are very excellent. And feeing they are not (for want of Ships 
and marine knowledge) capable of affairs abroad, thofe that live fome diltance from 
theSca make hunting their chief recreation: .and fuch fport as tries their courage as well 
asagility ; thelfle having {tore of Tygres, Ounces, and fuch Beafts as give chafe and re- 
fiftancc. The Alcoran is known of late years in molt parts of the Ifle, and as an infecti- 
ous air fpread into the moft remote Iflands. Friendly thcy are towards the Englifh, cfpc- 
cially fince the Darch forced Facatra from them; betwixt whom is fuch variance, that fif- 
tcen Ryals have been given by either as a reward for a Prifoner dead or alive: nor isthere 
ever hope of truc amity with Barbarians. The Oran-kays are the prime fort of people; 
who are lazic and fociable, but deceitful. They repute themfelves defcended from Chy- 
va, and havea Tradition that they landed there out of a Junk which was feven hundred 

ears ago forced upon that Ifle by tempceft. They are a very proud race, wear their 

Bair pretty long, and about their heads fometimes wreath a valuable Shafh which none but 
themfelves dare touch, but go elfewhcre naked to the wafte,where they gird themfelves 
with a party-coloured Mantle which falls nodeeper than the knees. Their ordinary food 
(ancnotat calie rates) is Rice, Wheat, Pinange, Betele, Opium, Goats, Hens, Eggs, Co- 
cocs, Plantainsand Jacks; fordrinkthey have exccllent good Water; and for Wine, Rac- 
a-pec, which like the Zrifh Ufquebaugh drunk immoderately accelerates death; but tem- 
peratcly exhilaratesthehcart, cures fluxes, kills worms, and helpsdigeftion. Thefe parts 
are for the greater part of the year fubject to fuch loud thunders and flafhes of lightnings, 
as are very dreadful to ftrangers. , 

Whencc this noble Ifle is called Fava, I confcfs my ignorance. From Javan (Paphers 
Son) would be ridiculous to fuppofe, in that moft agree his Plantation was in the Icfler 
Afia: butin regard his Brocher Tharfis peopled thefe parts, might he not from his Bro- 
thers name, and to his memory, borrow the denomination ? Niger apprehends that it is 
the fame was called Zzfule fabadie, which founds like Java: fome call it Jamboli. Thereis 
another in Morga of thaı name: fome alfo takc it for Taprobane. 

"^ Nothing fave Pe pet and Cotton prefent themíclvcs imthis Ifle worthy our noting. 
Pepper is a feed firft fown, and inthe growth like Hops or Vines fupported by poles, till 
‘by maturity it gets the ftrength of a bufhy, round, and plcafant Tree: the Pepper hangs 
four inches in length and onc about in many clufters; cach yiclding fifty or iixty corns 
which be full, and round and fragrant: thc fmooth is beit accounted of. 

Cofton is no lefs obfervable. The Trecis flender but itreight, a yard high and likca 
Briar, pirgilin his 4b. 2. Georg. feemsto have notice of it; 
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Trees grow in Ethiopia white with Wool, Quid Nemora ZLrhiopum molli canentia lana. 
herc, from the leavesthe Natives fleeces pull. Vellesaq; ut foliis dcipectanr tenuia Seres ?

At the top it divides it felf into feveral branches, each of which is charged with many 
balls that contain the Bumbaft: the fhape thereof is round and equalto a Walnut Ar 
maturity the cod opens and difclofes her treafure; but being cropt, is in an entire heap 
with flails or fuch like ufeful though churlifh inftrument forced out, and by the enriched 
Owner cheerfully gathered. 

The Malayan like thofe of Induftant have twenty fix Letters in their Alphabet and write 
like the Arabick; The Language in thefe parts is no lefs epidemick than are the Latine, 
Arabick and Sclavonian elíewhere. Thefe few common words may be ufeful to a future

The Women 
there as yet continue the cuftom of burning at their Husbands F uneral more than in other 
places in India, efpecially where the A4ahomerans have dominion. 

Our courfe from Fava to the Celebes is North-eaft ; diftant from Bantam two hundred 
leagues or thereabouts. ' | 

CELEBES, Caffiteria of old, or that which Prolomy calls Solis Infulaor Que Nympha- 
rum rubens cubile dicitur, is now beft known by the Name of Makaffer from her beit City 
fo called: an Ifle for quantity and quality very confiderable, for it Ítretches from thc 
fequator fix degrees South: oval in form it is, and two hundred miles long at lcaft : 
weil peopled, but with bad People; no place engendring greater Demonomifts or till 
of late worfe Savages: agreeing with the old name Prolomy gave the Men which was An- 
thropophags ox Men eaters. Howbeit,Adahomer is now known amongthem; but by him z malo 
in pejus: for, though he teach them there is one and but one God; yet feeing ¥ESUS 
CHRIST is there unknown, at leaft unbelieved in, how little does that knowledge ad- 
vantage them? But the greateft part of the Inhabitants are Gentiles, who |

And yet Antonio Pavia a Lufitanian Prieft reports that he converted many here to Chrift; 
but at this day thofe foot-fteps are very rarely to be difcovered. From AMacaffer te Cam- 
byna W. N. W. are four and twenty leagues; and to Woffferes eighty are recknoned. 

An Ifle fruitful, though under the.moft frying part of the burning Zone. The Sun 
yields them day and heat enough; but Night their complexion. The habit they wear differs 
not from their Grand-Father Adam’s, a few Fig or Plantain leaves being tied about their 
middles, and elfewhere naked. The better fort to vary fromthe vulgar arc tulipanted 5 
and the better to fet off their coal-black Beauties fhirt their skin with a pure white Shud- 
dero which does not lenific the fcorching heat fo much as it fervcs for ornament. The 
Women have adulterated their firft ftamp, not oncly by deforming their Face and Body 
with paint, but by that vile lubricity their Souls are fpotted with. Impudence gocs 
here unmasked: for contrary to the practice of moft places, in the night thefe drink 
Rack which is their Wine, and then fcem amorous: but it were well Travellers would 
remember that ancient Ver{e very applicable to this place,

Pythagoras made the Wantons of Crotona modeft and the men moderate. To thefe 
let me add with the Poct, 74mqui corrigat, alter erit. This Artifice of thefe lewd ones may 
run parrallel with that Maid who by cuftomary eating of Wapellus (the moit dangerous 
Poifon,,fome fay, of all Vegetables) hurt not her felf, but poifoned fuch as had carnal 
knowledge of her.

2. named Bythie, que pupillas binas babent 
i2 fingulis oculis, in queis erat vis ita Naturalis ut vifu cffafcinant c interimant quos diutius intu- 
antur, oculis prefertim iratis,C&c. Nolefs lewd and cunning in this hellifh Art was Parifaris 
the Queen-mothér who poifoned Statyra Wife to Artaxerxes by carving her half a Bird 
with a Knife that wasinvenomed but upon one fide, as you read in Plutarch. And which 
is no lefs mifchievous, thc. men ufe long canes or trunks called Sempitans out of which 
they blow a little pricking quill, which if it draw the lcaft drop of blood, it deftroys im- 
mediately : Some venoms operate in an hour; others in a moment; thc veins and body 
(by the virulency of that poifon) corrupting and rotting prefently, even to terrour and 
amazement. You cannotchufe but think this a Hcll upon Earth, though at our firft ap- 


proach upon fight of fo goodly an Ifland, we thought it an Elifinm : but remembring 
That

wc haftened away for better places; the 446/sccocs | mean, which Prolomy calls Sysde: than 
which, no part of the Univerfe gives more delight or greater vwarietie of rcfrefhment. 
Bbb By 
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By the way we caft our eyes upon many Ifles, and (as we fail due Eaft) upon Baly in 
8 degrees 30 minutes; and Tymore in 10 degrees South 20 minutes Eafterly fom the 
laft : both, more rich in ftones and fpicesand white fanders much prized by the Bannyan 
than fome greater Iífles about them. Leave we alfo Conio and Serran gnfpoken of 5 noc 
that they are unworthy, but becaufe we hafte to the Molucce, in view now, and where we 
mean toreít a while. 

The A4lucco lles called Se/z; Infulein former Ages, confine Izdia, and are five in num- 
ber, Adolucco, Gillolo, Ternate, Tidore and Machan or Matan: in which laft, Magellan 
after his long voyage Anno 1520. ended hislife through the treachery of thofe Barbarians, 
to whofe Prince he had but a little before given aíliftance. The EzgZfb were the firft thar 
ever traded to thefe Ifles of any Chriftians: foas moft of them have ever fince acknowledg.- 
ed our King their Soveraign: but by the Dsarchit feems our men are now thruft out, as if 
all India were theirs by title from the Creation. 

Of theíe, Gillolo is greateft and Ternate the higheft: all of them afford Cloves, Mace, 
Nutmegs, Ginger, Pepper, Oyl, Aloes and Honey. Moftof them have the /Equinoctial 
for their Zenith, and by thofe diurnal fhowrs and breezes which fail them not with the Suns 
voicinage the fruits ripen fooner, the earth fmells more aromatical, and the air feems more 
nutritive there than obferved in molt other plares. 

The Clove-tree differs in proportion according to the place whence it receives its vi- 
gour: fome are comparable to the Bay which it refembles, the leaves only fomewhat nar- 
rower; othersto Box or fuch liketreesofh mbleftature: ’tis moft part of the year green, 
having leaves long and fmall,diftending inta many branches. It bloflomes early but becomes 
exceeding inconítant in complexion; from a virgin white varying into other colours: 
for, inthe morn it fhews a pale green, the meridian a diftempered red, and fetsin 
blacknefs. The Cloves manifeft themfelves at the utmoft end ofthe branches; and intheir 
growing evaporate fuch fenfe-ravifhing odours as if a Compendium of Natures fweeteft 
gums were there extracted and united. — They are — thrice every year, and gratefully . 
retort a treble vintage: yea, though but perfected in three years, yet counted an advan- 
tage: feeing Phyficians fay They arehotand dry in the third degree, corroborate the fto- 
mach, benefit concoction, and fuckup moifture fo exceedingly that no other plant will 
profper in its neighbourhood 

The Nutmeg like trees moft excellent is not very lofty in height, {carce rifing fo high 
asthe cherry: by fome itis refembled tothe Peach; but varies in form of leaf and grain 
and affects more compafís. “The Nut is cloathed with a defenfive husk like thofe of a bafer 
quality, and refembles the thick rind of a Walnut ; but at full ripenefs difcovers her na- 
ked purity, and the Mace chaíftly entwines (with a vermillion blufh) her endeared 
fruit and fifter, which hath a third. coat, and both of them breath out moft pleafing 
ímells. The Mace infew days (like choice beauties) by the Suns flames becomes tawny; 
yetin that complexion beft pleafes the ruftick gatherer. In thefe l|fles only are found 
thofe rare and beautiful Birds of the Sun which are commonly called Adanucaudiate or 
Birds of Paradife. WHeisof the bignefs of a Parrot; the feathers upon his head fo {mait 
as rather refemble hair than feathers; his Train thick and very long but curioufly coloureu, 
in fome parts of his body green,in others yellow, feet he has none: yet his Wings be large 
and ofa bright colour 5 in flying he mounts exceeding high and continues long in motion: 
a bird for its rarity much efteemed by Travellers, and not without fuperftition by 
the Natives. ! 

Several other Ifles of note there are, fome of which, namely 4mpoyva was in the quiet 
pofleflion of the Ezg/;fb until difIeifed by the treachery. and cruelty of {ome Dzc$7; who un- 
der a fhew of friendíhip invited our Factorsto a Feaft where mofít perfidroufly and to the 
perpetual reproach of their Chriftian Profeflion amongft Infidels, not content with the 
pofleffion ofthe place they entertained thofe innocent perfons with moft cruel and exqui- 
fite Tortures. Thefe Ifles are commonly called the A4o/zcco Iles or Ifles of Banda; thofetwo 
being accounted the principax. 

BANDA in 4 degrees 30 minutes, and from Amboyna twenty leagues: and Am- 
boyna almoft in the mid-way betwixt Banda and Molacco. Puloway is from Bandathree 
leagues. From Puloway W.N. NV. are Lantore, the greateft of the Ifles of Banda, Batan, 
Labatacka, Nero, Tycobaffa, Cumber, Salamo and others : all which, efpecially Paloway and 
Puloreen appear as if they were continued W ildernefics of Nutmegs and Clove-trces, Pep- 
per, Vines and Olives. lintil fome late violence was offered by our emulous neighbours, 
thetwo laft commerced firft with our Ezglifh Merchants and contracted a perper Amity 
with our King: but in affront to them and us they have forcibly expelled our Merchants 


thenccànd now intitle themfelves Lords of Bande , caring neither for our Intereft Dor 
; what 
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what right the Tarzatenfian nor Banda Kings have over them: albeit "tis well known ihe 
Dutch traded thither after the Ezg/fb, and that till the year 1598. they had no 1..5d«c in 
any part of the Indies , in which year three Ships and.a Pinace fet forti. rrom 4: frerdam, 
being their firft adventure into tlie Eaft-Indies ; which how they havc improved is under- 
Ítood tothe terrour and admiration of the Natives. WNearthcfeis 

BORNEO, (by fome fuppofed that Infisla bone Fortuna, and Porne.we find mention- 
ed in Prolomy) is an Ifle Nadyr to the Equator, in hape it refembles anova! £ ‘eld: the 
major part inclines towards the North 5; forher Antartic clevationis not above 3 degrees; 
whereas the Artic extends to 7 degrees odd minutes. The firit difcovery of any Chriftian 
European is attributed to de Breu, who in the year of our Lord 1523. accidentally came 
to an Anchor at this Iland. At this day it groans for the moft part under Spanith fervi- 
tude, who where treafure is to be had become ingenious and indefatigable: but what 
Artifices they ufeis well known, and that under pretence of facred an infatiate thirft af- 
ter Gold is too oft difcovered: albeit, they cannot well be ignorant that Calum nulla eft 
reparabile gaza. 

It has many Villages, and confequently much people 5 but the one, as to outward things, 
are poor, and the other wretched in their Idolatry: So as did not that plenty of Gold; 
Diamonds, and other Merchandife, as Bezar, Lignum Aloes, Musk, Civet, Benjamin, 
Amber, Sanguis Draconum, Wax, Rice and Rattans or Canes make her magnetical, the 
plaĉe would not be fo attractive as itis to Merchants and Travellers. Her beft maritim 
Towns and Ports are Socodania,whichis in 1 degree 35 minutes South, and from Bantam 
N. E. a hundred and fixty leagues or thereabouts; and Bemermaffiz: the reft be fcarce 
worth the regarding. 

Bezar, or asthe Perfians call it Pezar and Pa-zabar is of twoforts; found both in 2474 
and America: Of Afiathe beft is had in Perfia, Pegu and this Borneo, andis of more va- 
lue than what is had in the new-fonnd World. It is oft found in tie ftomach or maw of 
a Goat in Peg», and upon the Indian Mountains. Some nevertheleis, (how t-uly i know 
not) affirm it is no other than the congealed tears of a Stag; and that fuch as are taken 
from Bears feeding upon Theriacal Herbs are moft foveraign and of greateft vertue to 
expel poiion, and other noxious diftempers. The fhape alfo is various; for fome re- 
femble a Plum, fome a Date-ftone, others Doves-egs ; and fome are like Chefnuts and 
Goats Kidnies ; but all blunt-ended. Nolefs different are they in colour ; for fome are red, 

ale green fome, other-fome dark yellow, and fome skye-coloured: the laft are beft, con- 
ifting of many fcales which like Onyons circumvolve one another, and in which Nature 
has expreft far more curiofity than Artsbeft imitation: for, eachinferiour fcale (not un- 
like the Orbs) yields more fplendor than the other; and as it diminifhes its quantity in- 
creafes its vertue according asit isin tenuity orthicknefs. Many are counterfeit: but 
difcover the fraud, they ufe to pierce them with hot Bodkins; orafter they have weigh'd 
them fteeping them in cold water four hours, if they crack not they are held good ; and to 
know them for fuch,they firft wipe and ballance them; obferving, that if they weigh never 
fo little above the firft weight ’tis a fure fign they are bafe and of {mall value. It is alfo obfer- 
ved,that the Bezars of Borneo are not above half the value ofthofe which are had in Perfia. 

Lignum Aloes according to the Countrey where it grows has diverfity of names. The 
Javans and Malayans name it Garroo ; the Indians and Portuguezes, D’ Ajuillba; but the 
Cbynefes and Cocbiachymiles Calauba, It is framed of large round fticks of a clouded grain, 
mixed with veins of an afh-colour: pleafantto the eye, and ponderous in the hand ; but 
of a bitter relifh, and fitter for the fic than tafte: for, hot coals no fooner touch it, but 
to the honour of its own Funeral it expires and vapours out an odour fo aromatick and 
comfortable as no other is ufed by the Indians, Adalayans, Ssamites, Peguans, Cambogians 
or Borneans, when they burnthe Corps of their deceafed Parents, whic with them is the 
nobleft manner of buria:. 

Musk is bred in the navel of the Cat, and is either yellow, brown, or black: the firft 
is held the beft, the laft the bateft: the choiccít fhews a deep Amber colour not unlike 
Spikenard, and is «loathed with a moift skin which fweats out fome briftly hairs, with- 
out ftones, leaa or like adulterate mixture; but withal of fo ftrong a fmell that to many 
it feems offenfive ; and tafted, penetrates a ftrong brain by its fragor: fweet {pices 
takes away the {cent; and put into the mouth if it fuddenly iffolve, or in the hand if it 
be long a melting, thofe are the ufual wayesto difcover the quality. : 

Civet (a fort of Musk bred in a little bladder within the teftieles of a certain rene 
ture not unlike a Cat) is of different colours: deep yellow (as] have been told) is u es 
ally the.beft, and the worft is white, for that is greafie and fophifticate: neverthelefs 


when it is new it’s obferved to be pale, and i turns yellowifh. Benjamin 
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Benjamin by the Malayans called. Menyan and by other Indians Benyan, is either „white 
or yellow, but both areitreaked: the gum iffues from a tree which is high and ftnall and 
furnifhed with fruitlefs branches; the leaves are not unlikcthe Olive. „Arabia has good, 
but Pegs and Siam better, whereas that from Sumatra, Priaman and Barroxfe is courte and 
bad, and more approved of at fava than in England. 

Amber is of many forms, grey» brown, whiteand black: grey is reputed beft, the black 
is worft, the other two be indifferent. The beft fort of grey is pureand interlac’d with afhy 
veins and not fübject to fink; forthe moft part got in Sofala, Magadoxa, Mombaffa, Adofam- 
bi, ue, Madagafcar, Mohelia, Melinde and other parts of South 4frick, found there at incer- 
tain bazarda. Now concerning Gems, I will but name their proper places, for in thefe I 

borrow the report from Merchants ; Emrald, Chalcedon, Onyx, Sardonyx, Sardis, Bezar, 
Amber, Hematift and Turquoife for the moft part are had in Arabia, Indoffan and Perfia: 
Pearls, Berylls, Saphyres and Adamants at Zeyloon: Jafpcr, Cornelion, Chryfolite, Agat, 
Heliotrope,, Jacinth in Mallabar, Narfinga and Cochin-chyna (which Cochin-chyna extends 
from 1 ı to 17 degrees North lat. and is confined by Chyampa, Tunchin, Lays and the Ocean: a 
Countrey rich and pleafant, the People Idolaters, yet civil to Strangers,) Diamonds come 
from Borneo and Gulkunda, Bifnagar, Delly and the Ifles near the greater Fava: Gold, Silver, 
Rubics and Porcellan from Pegxz,Siam, iy one Sumatra, Yapan and Chyna; enough to make 
oor Men rich, and rich Men miferable. ow albeit the beft and moit Orient Pearl in the 
orld have for fome years been got near Babrim in the Gulph of Perfia, where in fome 
Oyífters have been found no fewer than 100 Pearls great and finall, generated (fome fay) 
of the morning dew of Heaven, which in ferenes falls into the gaping Shell-fifh, and there 
breeds no otherwife than as kernels doin Hogs and ftones in bladders or the kidneys:Never- 
thelefs ftore of {mall Pearl is had in Oyfters, Mufcles and other Shell-fifh all along the Coaft 
of India, as I could partly obferve in our paflage: for the Natives in feveral places would 
adventure to the fides of our Ships ione under fail with their fmall Canoos to chaffer 
with us; and I well remember, that amongft other things ftore of Sced-pearl was pro- 
fered. Howbeit, fometimcs great Pcarls are found, as may appear by the report of a 
Sea Captain, who not far from Borneo faw a Pearl was round an Orient and of thc bignefs 
ofa Doves egg, of great price and probably fuperior to that which Cleopatra diflolved 
valued at 2450000 Crowns, and drunk to aggrandize M. Antony’s Welcome. P. Mar 
Decad. 8. reports, That he faw a Pearl weighed 100 ounces which was offered to be fold 
the Duke of Medina Sidonia a Spanifb-Grandee : but the AMogw has Pearls of incredible big- 
nefsand value. To return. By a N. N. E. courfc in few hours we view A4indano, an Ifle (as 
big as Sicily ) branching from 6 to above 9 degrees North. North of which and neighbour- 
ing are the Philippine, {o named in honour of Philip Il, by Lopez de Lezafpi who firft difco- 
ested thofe 1fles and planted there 47. Dom. 156 p them arethe Manilie, by Prol. called 
Satyrorum Infula, Yes for the moft part namclefs becaufe numberlefs ; of which, the beft and 
greateft is L»conia under 14 deg. North lat. whence ina dircct azumoth Welt is Cambogia 
a rich part of the 4fiatick Continent; but Norch from Luconia are Shyma and Sbycoca, beft 
known to the Inhabitant of a and Fapan,as is Formofa which has 22 degr- an líle 150 miles 
inlength and 40 in breadth, firft inhabited by the Spaniards and Adulattos, who grew very 
numerous sud rich; but of late the Datch have thruit in by force amongft them, and there 
planted a Colony. TheScituation is very advantagious for Trade, fo near ncighbouring 
Cu and Fapan, with innumerable other Iflands, as is Corea, a long narrow Penin- 
fule, famous in the fcite, but infamous in her Inhabitants, who are a People that live by 
Ífpoil and doing mifchief to their Neighbours, morc fubtile than the Chynefgs or the 
gJaponefcs. 

ki AE AN, unlefs Azercator’s fancy be true that it was durea Cherfonefus, was unknown 
to old Geographers; albscit the Name ay be given it by Wier and Zspangri by M. P. 

Venetus : who rather than fo great an líflc fhould be without a Name, makes bold with his 
Invention: but certain it is we owe the {irit difcovery to Adotus, Pefhotus and Zeymorus, 
banifht Portugals, who in the Year 1542. wandring abroad to feck thefr fortunes were 
by ftorm fhipwrackt upon this Ifle, from which time it was wcll knqwn to them, but the 
Exelifh begun to trade here not till the Year 1613. and the Datch more latcly : but whe- 
ther it be an Ifle or no is difputable: albcit fomc pretend to know its dimenfions, and av- 
cordingly limit it *twixt the degrees 35 and 48, and by like fappofizion the¢length to be 
230 leagues and breadth 109. or thercabout; moft of which is barren and courfe, but 
fruitful in Minerals. Towns of beft note and Traffick are Afe.cro, Oxzacca, Tense, Fyrando, 
Fuccate or Falcate, Sacay, Cratex, Tenkeday, Oringaw, <imuiemigicyo, F-faguiz, Mach- 
ma, &c. of which Adeacco, a Mediterranean City is reputed the Metropolis, S,;zg« the 
next beft,and next that Ozacca honoured with the Court till about the, year 1615. a great 
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parg of the City was fired; and not onely this, but many other Towns in that Province. 
Adeaccb is as big as Florence, but not fo beautiful; and watered by a River of {weet wa- 
ter, the Buildings are but ordinary: of beft note are the Fotiquees which are filled with 
Manadas, to which the Faponians are exceedingly addicted: The Fefzires induftrie though 
great, produces little advantage, the People are fo miferably drawn away by the exam. 
ple of their idolatrovs Neighbours the Chynefes, whom in nothing elfe they feem to agtee 
with, and albeit at firft there wasa Íceming converfion to Chriftianity both in Xavier’s time 
and fince, yet have they oft apoftatized, and the greateft number of Inhabitants being Gen- 
tiles have made many maflacres and deftroy'd fuch as were real Profeflors ; infomuch as at 
this day there is little of Chrift there own’d > thefe Wretches rather inclining to the Alcoran 
which has of late years crept very near them, and beft agrees with their fenfual appetite; 
for it givesa large toleration to carnal Men,and has nothing of aufterity mixt with it,which 
beft pleafes. 

The Government is Monarchical; above threefcore petty Princes do homage and pro- 
ftrate their Coronets afore the Supreme Diadem. The Countrey is moft part mountai- 
nous but full of Rivolets, which makes it abound with Corn, Graís and Minerals: the 
North and Eaft parts are lefs peopled than the South and Weft. The old Roman execra- 
tion Abi in malam Crucem and manner of execution is here in ufe ; a punifhment not more 
full of torture than ignominy: The People are valiant and reafonable civil, affeétors of 
novelties, and beyond meafure jealous if occafioned, revengeful if injur?d, and devilifh 
if exafperated: They pretend much to Learning and efpecially to skill in Geography;how- 
beit are ignorant of the European and African in the greateft part, and totally concernin 
the American; neverthelefs have no {mall opinion of their Art in the divifion of the World, 
wherein they think themfelves fuperlative and all others miftaken; for they divide the 
Worid into three parts, that-is to fay into Chyna, Japan and Syam, which fufficiently ex- 
prefics their ability in that Science: but in Entertainments they.are better skilled, for 
they fit long and fare well, and in eating ufe fticks or forks, and fhift the Table as new 
Courfes are ferved: In riding they mount upon the right fide; their Alphabet ex- 
ceeds not twenty Letters, whereas the Malayan has 26. they as the Chynefes have alfo 
many Cbaracters, of which every one ftands for an entire word as we ufc in fhort Writ- 
ing. At Funerals they wear white. They would but cannot deny themfelves to be de- 
Ícended from Chiza; for certain it is they were banifht about fix hundred. years ago up- 
on iome infurrection; in confideration whereof they continue an implacable animofity 
to each other: thelílanders rob and prey upon the Chyzefes abroad onall advantages; yea, 
at home in their prayers abominate, and in all Complements and Ceremonies are oppo- 
fite to one another as much as may be; no lefsthanthe French and Spaniard. Upon any 
trivial accufation the Children are fo fenfible of their Reputation that without any paur 
to evince the truth, they will whip off a joint from their ger with this imprecation, If 
true, I wifh my hand may never heal again: Murder, theft, treafon, and adultery are pu- 
nifht fevercly, either by crucifying or beheading with a Cuttan. Ozacca is 80 leagues 
from Buzgo: a Port of good note, and in nothing more obférvable than the Caftle, which 
heretofore as reported was varnifhed, tyled and burnifht in fome places with thin plates 
of gold; a regular fortification and of excellent ftone; the walls whereof were every 
whcre twenty foot thick, and the hole work circled with a large deep trench full of 
water : the Caftle was entred by a dozen iron Gates and fome draw-Bridges: Of late 
years it was made the prifon of Coja-zamma Prince of T; anzey eldeft Son of Tiguazamma 
the late Emperour; whofe Father Faxiba-zamma fubjeéted all the other Princes of Fapa 
and made them by oath and pledge acknowledge him their Sovefeign : Coja-zammaupon 
his Father’s fudden death was unexpectedly feized by Ogofho-zamma who compelled him to 
marry his Daughter; after which, he was requited by confinement to that hateful Prifon. 
Over againít O zacca on*he other fide the River, Sacay a Town traded to by Chriftians is 
Ícituate 5 Edoo not far thence is a Town ftrongly walled and: well peopled: Fifteen 
leagues thence 1s Oringoo, a Town that affords good Anchorage: Fyrando is not lefs than 
300 leagues thence sf you coaft thither: It isa Cherfonefe and elevates the Arctick Pole 
33 degrees 30 minutes: var. Eaft 2 degrees 50 minutes: where and at Fuccate the Englifh 
had foy fome time a noted Factory. ` l 

Fucate Or Falcate as fome write, it is a pretty Town, watered with a Tweet River, 
and made d-íenfive by a Caftle; a Forreft of lofty Pines and fpreading Sycamores for 
three miles {pace wcll-nigh compafles the Town; of force againft the fcorching Sun, 
deiightful to the eye, yea more grateful than any other object, did not Idolatry render 
it ingrate, for under thoíc green Trecs where are many {mall but richly tyled Fotiques, 
they adore Pagorbas in fhape not unlike Paz and Priapws, yea, Satan himíelf in his a 
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refemblance : for wherethe Country is moft inhabited and garnifht with greateft rakiety 
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of Trees and Corn, ecc. as'twixt Edos and Surimga there are erected moft Fotiques, and 
there the people are the greateft Idolaters. .In Juze and Fuly they feldom fail of prodi- 
gious ftormes called Tuffons or Hurricanes that for 24 hours thunder inthe Air, and Tor: 
natho-likein that time veer round about all points of the Compafs; dreadful to thofe on 
Land, bit mofttoSca-men and Merchants, who for lucre value nothing in comparifon, 


. fecing they {mile at danger, trample upon hazard with difdain, force their paflage through

FReligiofa fibi fculpunt Simulacra, fuumque 

Faétorem fugiunt, & quz fecere verentur,

fcalding Sands, vaít Seas, Death’sShadow, climb the higheft Mountains and Rocks, not 
terrified with the atfrighting deferts 5 and allthis, in purfuit of the great Idol ZZammoz, 
with no lefs thirft panting after that duft of earth, than inflam'd creatures are greedy 
ofthe cool air to refrefh their fcorched entrails, fo as we fee animus eft infatiabilis e& inex- 
faturabilis. Neverthelefs, tho’ this mmoderate thirft after gain be difícommended, yet 
through this Womb of moifture the great pond ofthe World (as Bifhop Aall terms the 
Ocean, in moveable houfes they remove from one Country to another tranfporting and 
exchanging Commodities to publique advantage. 

In Afeacco are 6o Temples and Colledges, in which {fome have numbred 3333 Chamz- 
tire or little guilded Deumo’s of fundry fhapes which according to the cuftome of the 
Gentiles of old, part of whofe Litany was Diz Deaeque omnes, and in Plautus his Ciftellaria, 
Dii Deeue Superi Inferi cf Medioxumi, adjuvate, cc. thefe poor Heathens in like fort in- 
vocate: they call them Mannadaes 5 of which, Shaca and Amida fay the Bonzees have 
the higheft rank in their Calender. Neverthelefs, by 7yco-z amma a monftrous Image 
was erected there of Auricalk, fo large as albeit his pofture was fitting, the Chair was 
not lefs than 7o foot high and 80 broad: His Head was capable to hold fifteen men and 
the Thumb in compafs was 40 Inches, by which the reft may be conjectured. Near this 
grand Pagod isa Fotique, in the cloifter whereof a memorial isregiftred, how that the ears 
and nofes of 3000 of the captiv’d Coreans were there interred, ` 

At Dabys fuch another Colofs of concave Copper was raifed: an Idol'24 foot high, 
notwithítanding his pofture was fuch as his buttocks refted upon his legs after the ufual 
modc ofthe Orient: But in fuch remembrances how can I proceed without an exclamation ? 
Sedulius furnifhes me with one very proper for the occafion- 


Poor Wretched fouls! which doat on Vanities, 

and hallowing dumb Idols in your Heart, | 
Fear not your great Creator to defpife, 

by adoring Works of ‘your own band and Art ? 
What fury or what frenzy thus beguiles

But of moft remark was the Fotique at 7: encheday, where.if fame fpeak truth, Satan 
oft-times made an apparition. This Temple was of more than ordinary ftructure, and 
the Bonzees numerous,  Among/ít other facrifices or forms of Worfhip, one was, That 
a Damozel every New Moon was by the Bonzee brought into the Temple and placed 
right againft theldol. Theroom was forthwith illuminated by a preparation of Lignum 
Vite with other coftly perfumes put into Lamps of Gold: after a fmall fpace the lights 
(asit were by miracle) extinguifh, and then in grofs darkneís the Phafma having af- 
fumed a bodily fhape er other falfe reprefentation accompanies her, at leaft as fhe 
imagines , and the rather, becaufe certain fcales like thoíe of Fifhes are left behind 
as an argument to perfwade it was no phantafm: but unlefs the Bonzee fecond that 
Work uponthat imaginary familiarity, the moft is but a tympany or falfe conception. 
Neverthelefs for hcr applaufe, at her iffuing fhe is entertained with mxyfick and fongs, 
and the enthufiaitick Girle refolves them feveral queftions they propound, and is of 
more repute with them ever after. Now to this notable piece of impofture of Satan, who 
in this doubtlets niakes a deceptio vifus €f tatis, Yíhall make no other difquifition than by 
applying to tne credulous what the glofs upon the 77 Pozt:fici«m exprefleth in the lske cafe 
Oricrup!e, Credunt fed male credunt, quia funt Phant::fmata, Some believe, but they 
believe amifs, feeing they arc but Phantafmes ; and Vives in the like cafe, Eludit enim 
Diabolits aciem tum [pettantium tum etiam cozitautium , the Devil eludes the fenfe as well 
ofthe beholders, as.thofe that fo imagine: for, Jmazine falfa Vifibus humanis magicas 
tribuere figuras, faith Sedulius lib. 4. Car. St. Auguffine affirms that Satan can neither 
create nor really change the fhape of any creature God hath made: Which ‘omer 
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oppofes, ‘by that of Fannes and Fambres contending with ZZofes, which were meer illu- 
fions. Aquinas alfo is of opinion, That both good and evil Angels have power to vary 
fhapes: But that the good have aflumed human fhapes is recorded in facred Writ, and 
that there have been apparitions of bad, . we alfo read in prophane Stories. Merz pra- 
fligie a Demone confette, faith Exufiath. of Antioch. . But leaving this fubjećt to the learned, 
I proceed. Due Weft from Fapan is | 

CHIN A, themoft Eafterly part of the Continent of the greater Afia. AKmedom . 
no lefs great than wealthy, and as-famous as great, but not well difcovered ; their jea- 
loufie and difcourtefie to Strangers ( for they fuffer many to enter but few return ) chiefly 
caufes it. 

This is fubject to many feveral Names, fcarce any two ftrange People according in one 
denomination ; and no wonder, fince amongft themfelves they affect variety: yea, it is a 
cuftom for the King to new name both themfelves and the Kingdom at their Coronation; 
as they beft fancy. 

In Ptolemy it is called Sinarum Regio, Seres by other Geographers: the Mores in Indu- 
ftant call it Cathaya, the Arabians T’ fynin, the Syamites Cyn, the ZMalayans Tabenzo, the 
Faponites Than and T^ fyn, the Tartars Flam (from the Metropolis Quinzay which they call 
#Elam-ceu) Alhbacen Tagis, Paulus Venetus Mangi, the Inhabitants ( iay Perera, Riccius and 
Trigautius) Tamen, and themfelves 7 4megizes. But how various fo e’re that be, this is not 
fo uncertain that it is a fpacious Monarchy, and extends from 17 degrees to 47 of North 
Latitude, which to the South Czzram», and to the North Peguin, two Roal Citics feem 
to terminate: on the Eaft and South it has the Ocean; on. the Welt the Defarts of Iz- 
duftant : on the North the Tartars, and on the South-weft Cocbyz-cbyza and Pegu: Square; 
and from every oppofite fide not.much lefs than 1500 Exzglifh miles as fome have ima- 
gin'dj which granted, the whole compafs will be 4000 and upwards. The Countrey is. 
full of fweet and navigable Rivers; fome of which are nolefs inhabited than Cities, 
which are reported to be 600, befides the Fefzites report it has 2006 wall'd Towns, 4000 
unwall dj; 1000 Caftles, and Villages fcarce to be numbred: and many they had need to 
be, fince they lodge (as fome Fryars that inhabited there have undertaken to eftimate) 
above threefcore millions of Men, Women being uncounted: which if fo, it has four 
times more than all France is fuppofed to have; and well contidered excufes that 
conjecture Brearwood makes in his Enquiries, faying, That if the whole World were divi- 
ded into 30 equal parts, the Chriffiams will appear to be but S of the 35, the Mahume- 
tans 6, and the Gentiles 19 Of that diftribution. The whole Empire is divided into fifteen 
Provinces, governed by fo many Quon-fx and Laxfie who have their 7 4ozs and Chyans, as 
their Deputies are intituled. Each of thofe Provinces has a Metropolis; but every way: 
more excellent than the reft are Paquin by fome called Pafguin, Nanquin, or Nanton, Can- 
tam Or Canton, and Quinzay by them called Ham-cex: of which four, Paquin hath now the 
precedency; albeit Quinzay had formerly. | 

PAQUIN elevates the North Pole 41 degr. 15 minutes; and by late Geographers is 
accounted the fame City fome call Cambulu watered by Polifanga, differing from the lat. 
of Cambulu which is placed in 45 degrees, and Countrey in which ’tis placed: bueif Pan- 
toja and Dicanti fay right the’ Chyza Monarch is that fame great Cam with AZ P. Venernus 
and AMzzdeville, who doubtlefs were no further Eaft than JInduffant and Batiria, and front 
the reports thcre met of the more cafterly parts, by them made famous. The City Paguins 
as defcribed by fome ( which are without good authority ) is not onely the greateft and 
beft peopled City in all Afia but all the World: if asfome report it hath 30 Datch leagues 
circumference, in which are many ftately Buildings, and 24000 Mandarin Sepulchers, the 
meaneft of which are not without fome beauty; anda no lefs number of littlegilded Chap- 
pels, befide 3800 Temples devoted to Idolatry: it has fo many Gates and Pofterns as days 
in a Year; fixícore Buzzars and above a thoufand Bridges. This City is diftant about a 
hundred miles from that marvellous wall tome fay Chrifnagol others Zaintzon the 117 
King built 100a years {ince to keep out the Tartar; a wall 1200 miles long,-tweive 
yards thick, and fix fathoms in height, fuch as was feven and twenty years erecting, by. 
a continued labour of 7500900 Men; which neverthelefs could not hinder the Tartar of 
late, who not only forc't his paflage but with little oppofitioh hath over-run and fubje- 
cted tnis great Empire, as reported. | 

NAN QlliN(the fecond City for grandeur) was once the Metropolis. It elevates 
the Arctic Pole 35 degr. and is diftant from the Sea 8 leagues or thereabouts. The City 
is +2 leagues about; circled with three ftrong. walls and. ditches: The King’s Palace is 
vaít; the other Buildings many (for 200000 are reckoned ) but meanly beautiful: The 
Temples fucb asthey be,are above a thoufand ; the ftreets fair,and the People indui Clone 
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From Paquin it is removed Eaft fix hundred miles Ezglifh : mott part of thc way, na. 
vigable. 

ANTAM is at the moft Southerly end in 17 fome obferve 25 degr. lat. a Town 
rich and fpacious: our Ships ride commonly in vicw of it, from which to Pagxin is little 
lefs than two months travel. Here Merchants are permitted to come afhore ; but when 
they enter the City gate ufually inroll their Namcs in a Book, to the end that upon a pe- 
nalty tiey return aboard at night: but of latc have a little more liberty: In this place 
Merchants trade for Gold, Musk, Silks of all forts, Cabinets, Porcellane and fundry 
other rich Commodities. 

QUINZAY or Ham-cex borders Cecbiz-cbyza ; of old this City was the greateft ; at 
this day the moft remarkable for variety-of antick rarities of any City in the Orient. 

Theíe arethe moft noted: and what is moft notablein them are their Meani or Idol- 
Temples. The Country is champaign and exceeding fruitful: the Rivers abound with 
Fifh, which the Chyzefes not only banquet upon, but alfo upon Frogs, Snakes, Rats, Hogs, 
Dogs, and fuch.food as many other Nations abominate: and for their better difpatch 
they filh with Cormorants. 

The People are Olive-coloured: more black or white as they live in diftance from 
the /Equinoctial: they wear their hair long and filleted, but their beards very thin even 
to deformity: their eyes are commonly black and fimall; nofes little; nails well-nigh as 
long as their finger but ferving to diftinguifh their gericrofity. The better fort are ha- 
bited in filk and a fleight fort of fatten; the meaner in black cloth made of cotton: both 
wear their coats long and quilted, made totye under the left armafter the ufual garb of 
Afia: their fleeves are long and at the wrift very ftrait: their fhoes of fuch {tuffe as their 
coats. but fome have them richly imbroidered, the foale iscloth or calico. The greateft 
variety is in their head attire : for fome knit their hair in cawls of filk, of horfe-hair fome, 
but {ome with fillets of Gold or Silver: others wear high round caps made of fine twigs 
{titcht with filk of divers colours; but others fancy an aritick fort of hat which is high 
crown'd and round, butone half without any brim, and no colour fo much pleafes them 
astawney. The women aremodeft; and amongfít themfelves differ not in apparrcl; in 
that a cambolin or vail of white linnen covers them; fhewing nothing but their poit-fcet, 
which from their infancy areftraitned ; foas to make thema la mode, many of them vo- 
luntarily become lame and cripled. | 

They tolerate Polygamy and that odious fin of Sodómy; yea, what elfe their idle de- 
praved natures can imagine to pleafe their effeminacies, and are not afhamed to expofe 
them to publick viewin prints and painting. They arca proud, lazie, jealous and vo- 
luptuous fort of People. Mufick, Poetry, Painting, and Stage-playes delight them ex- 
ceedingly, and care not what they fpend in luxury and fire works: thcy eat in porcel- 
I> 1$ 5 which as Gozz.alo de Mendoza (a Gentleman fent thither by Philip 2 with a Prefent) 
reports, isnot carth of a hundred years preparation as commonly fpoken, but a chalky 
fubftance, whith digg'dorfoaktin water yields a kind of cream above; but below, the 
earth and fediment is courfe : out of that fine upper earth like cream, the pureft fort of 
Chyna-Ware is made ; and the ordinary fort out of the other Earth,which is Jefs fat or oylie: 
Ío foon as they be formed or bak’d in the Sun they paint and guild them very curioufly, 
and fo putthem into the Furnace. Howbeit, Pazcirolizs faith that proccllane isa compound 
of Egge-fhells, Lobfter-fhells‘and Gypfum, whichis treafur’d 80 years inthe bowels of 
the earth ere it be prepared. They have their dyetin many fmall difhes; love their meat 
minc't, which they take up with twofticks of bone or ivory ; but fome have their nails 
fo long as ferves for that exercife, for to touch either their mouths or meat with their 
fingers is abfurd. Their drink is commonly hot, and by its tafte and colour appears to 
be Coffee ; they drink oft and little. The Louthaya’s will be £ervcd onthe knee; fiton 
Stools and eat on Tables asthe Ewrepeazs. And albeit, no Nation in the World be more 
idle and voraginousthan they, yetare few or no beggers found 2mongit them: for if he 
be a young begger hehas the whip; if old,or lamc,or blind, he is providee for inthe Hof- 
pital. Murder they punifh with death,as alfo Theft; thc leaft punifhment is the ftrappado : 
yet what Laws they have moft refemble the Emperial, which they Vigoroufly execaute. 
Their Laws it feems are confiftent with the condition of the Country and difpoiition ef 
the People, but the extream rigour and execution thcrcof, may be rcícmbled to the 
&rapc, which being gently preft yiclds wholefome Wine, but too much fqucezing ren- 
ders it bad and unpleafant: ?Tis a difficult matter for man to cftablifh any one Law that 
will quadrate with the humour of all places. Their juftice is fevere, their prifons ftrong 
and their executions quick. “The Mandarins are honoured; the Chyaim’s reverenced 5 


the King little lefs than adored : no Subject has recouríc fave by Petition 5 a ieee 
ildren 
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Children and Eunuchs only have accefs to him: Ambafladors enter not without Prefents 
of vaiuz: They are curious in Novelties and love tq fee ftrange Arts; which they de. 
lightfully practife: few but has skill either intillage, making China-difhes, or can paint, 
fing, .play or do fomething that is ufeful and modeft ; the Mathematicks they affect: ufe 
not Letters but Characters; of which they have above 40000: they write neither to the 
right hand nor to the left but down-right ; not with pens but with pencils of hoffe hair; 
fuch as are in ufe with Painters: their language is molt part monofyliables; few but have 
avein in Poetry and Mufick, and are ftudious in all the liberal Sciences. Scholars and 
Merchants are more honoured than men of War: no people in the W orld more honour 
their King than they; for they fuppofe him too glorious to look upon - they obey his 
will in every thing;, fill his Exchequer yearly with abovea hundred millions of Crowns; 
call him the undaunted Emperour, Lord of the whole World ; Son of the Sun; and beau- 
ty ofthe whole Earth. Nor do any people in the World exprceís more filial reífpcct to 
Parents than they; for they obey them at all times, and in all places, marry not without 
their confent; leave their Childrens names to them; honour them be they never fo mean 5 
relieve them be they never fo poor , at their death exprefs all fymptoms poflible of duty ; 
and in white Linen, as did the Jews of old, feldom mourn lefs than two or three years; 
the longer they mourn, they think the better they exprefs a filial obfervance and affection: 
An obedience that hath a blefling withit; for as Homer well obíerves, Parentes non hono- 
rantes brevis evi funt  difhonourers of Parents are of fhort life, as in the Decalogue is 
inferred. They arrogate to themfelves the invention of all Arts and knowledge in the 
liberal Sciences ; and it cannot be denied but that fome of them they have, as Logick, 
Rhetorick, Mufick, Arithmetick and Aftronomy: they are, fay they, the moft ancient 
and immixt people inthe Univerfe, have all from their Minerva, and borrow nothing 
from others: they boaft how that they firft invented Characters, Guns, Painting, Tillage, 
and Navigation. Now give me leave tofay a word in our defence againft the Rodomon- 
tado’s of thefe Cbyzefrazs, who as I fuppofe, in none of thefe parallel Exrope. For their 
antiquity, I deny not but they have continued withont much mixture (yet admirable if fo; 
fince both- the Tarrars and Siamites have over-run their Country) fince the árít femina- 
ry, begun by Se» in thofe parts; butif granted, others in that may compare with them $ 
namely, the Brittains, Bifcayans and others: forI regard not their Legend of Kings or fuch 
Conquefts as they obtained long before the birth of Time, a hundred thoufand years ago 3 
unlefs we qualifie it by the Ephemeris of the Arcadians whofe year had but ninety daies ; 
the Spaniards but four months; the Maffagets fifteen , or of the eEgyptians who had twelve 
yearsin one of óurs; following the courfe of the Moon and not the revolution of the 
Sun, nor regarding the Dies intercalares: an error, moft of the Oriental Ethnicks are 
plunged in.. Very likely they imitate the Chaldee, who as Dio. Sicul. lib. 3. afhrmthe or 
gin of their Characters or Aftrologie, was three and forty thoufand years before the 
Overthrow of the laft Darivs; which did not Axnius of Viterbo help in his Paraphrafe 
upon Berofus would be laughed at: but Xezopboz and others fay, That the years they ac- 
counted by wereLunarie; upon which reduction it will appear that 43000 oftheir Lunar 
years make but 3634,ofour Solar: their Hieroglyphicks, though more antient than Let- 
ters, come {hort of the c£gyptriazs.. Their Guns (the ufe of which Bacchus taught them) are 
notabove a fpanlong; fothat they rather refemble Piftols than Guns, their bore and 
Íquaring being lefs than ours: and for their painting it cannot be denied but it isof good 
colours; but their defigns are fhort of our invention : they draw the poftures filthy and 
fhadow meanly; which doubtlefs in painting makes the perfection. Horologic knowledge 
they want, as may be fuppofed by that ftory of the King who upon, firít view of a Watch 
prefented by an Exropean was fo furprized that he verily believed it a living creature, til 
by winding it up he perceived the fpring the primum mobile. Their Husbandrie is without 
much Art: for albeit the grain be good, the {oyle rich, andthe Zone moderate, yet their 
corn is neither fo various nor fo good, nor fo certain asin our Harvefts. Their Navigati- 
onislame: theybuild many fhips, yet without beauty ordettnce; nor have they much skill 
in failing, having nogood Logarithms nor Mathematick inftruments to take the height of 
the Sun by: their Compafs alfo is defective ; forithath but eightor twelve points to di- 
{tinguifh by, noris the Magnet (till of late) known amongit them; having the Cynofure 
and Urfa minor for their beft directors: notwi thítanding they fay they fee with two eyes; 
thoíc ot Erzope but with one, and all other people are blind or at lcaft purblind likethem- 
{elves in thzir cenfures. | 
They dclight exceffively in all forts of game; and when they have loft, care not 
though thcy ftake Wives and Children, whom they willingly part with till they can redeem 
them. They are hofpitable one to another, and believe a Refurrection: for lamct Oea 
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they will lend money to be repayed them in the other World: Inter-ludes, Mafqu«'s, Fire- 
works and fuch devices wonderfully takethem: nor value they: what money they expend 
in fuch difport, fo their expectation be not fruftrate. Their Houfes are meanly built, and 
as badly furnifhed: Howbeit, their Meani have no fuch grandeur nor external beauty as 
in a Couxztry fo peaceful, fo rich, and amongft a people fo ftudious and füperftitious 
might be expected : yet though their outfides be but ordinary, they many times are lined 
with excellent good Porphyre, Serpentine and like Marble. Their Colledges and Tem- 
ples exprefs by fome invention or other their infernal Art and familiarity with the old 
Magician; to whom they devoteenthufiaftick Boyes who with their long fpread Hair pro- 
{trate themíclves afore the Mannada 5 and fuddenly as if fome Hag had terrificd them, 
{tart up and vibrate a Spear or other weapon, whiles the Spectators with dejected looks 
warble out a foft Dorig’ fort,of Mufick, departing not till the vaticinating Youths pro- 
nounce fomewhat that points at his Worfhip and their Obedience. 

They celebrate their Natalitia very folemnly,a fortnights time fpending the dayes in 
paftime, and tlie night with feafts: amongft the reft they have choice fruits and wines, in 
which they takca full liberty. ‘The new Year they begin in March, and is no lefs obfer- 
ved there: at that timeevery Man ftrives to exceed others in the fancy of their pageants 
and: adorning their doors refpectively with paper Arches and Images, and all the night 
long make them vifible by lights and lanthorns. 

Their Weddings have more or lefs Ceremony according to the quality of the Perfons. 
Their Funerals are after this fort ; when any dyesthey firft wafh,then perfume, and laft- 
ly apparel the Corps and put his beft cloathson; then coverhishead ; and having fet him 
in a Chair, his Wife entring the room firft gives him a refpect and then kifles him 5 after 
that fhe takes her farewel with as much forrow ascan be imagined : fhe is no fooner gone 
but his Children enter in order according to their feniorities; they firft kneel and then 
kifs the dead Mans hand, yea ftrive to out-vie each other in their ejaculations, expref- 
fing their love by forrowful countenances and geltures, as beating their breafts and pou- 
ring out tears in abundance:, being withdrawn, next his Kindred act their parts, and laftly 
his friends and other more remote acquaintance: the third day they lay him ina Coffin of 
precious wood which they cover with a filk cloath, and over it place his picture: for fif- 
teen daysinthat fort the Corps reft,and each day a Table isfpread with Meat, which night- 
ly the Priefts have liberty to eat ; for "tis they that burnthe Incenfe and offerSacrifice : when 
they carry it to the Grave, Women are hired to howl,the better to move others to compaflii- 
on: fometimes upon his Coffin they place the Image of a dead Man whom they expect 
fhould fhew him'the fureft and readieft way to Elyzium: that done, the Widow and Chil- 
dren for fome days feclude themíelves; and when abroad, go. doloroufly habited; for 

trey put courfe Sack-cloath next their skin; havetheir cloaths made long and: plain; and 
for three years fpace are not feen to laugh or joy inany thing; butto the utmoft of their 
power exercife their love by their continued lamentation, abitinence from feafts ard pa- 
ítimes; and in all their Letters fubfcribe themfelves, Such a ones difobedient and unwor- 
thy Widow, Child, or what may beft fet forth obfervance. 

Having launcht too far, bir ae m time to look homewards: yet not till we have bid fare- 
welto lovely Afia, into which when fome have adventured,this Motto may be remembred.

How delightful and how magical the excellencies of the Orient are to moft 5 yet Owid’s 
Nefcio qua natale folum, cc. was ftill the clofe of my obfervation: So that upon the fe- 
venth of Fune (after long fail, {ome ftorms, and much patiencé) we again defcried land: 
it bore IN. N. W. from us, but at the Suns frit blufh the enfuing morning,. we knew it 
was Digarroys, an Ifle above fifty miles about, and in 20 degrves South latitude: there 
we anchored not, knowing that Mauritius was but oo leagues diftant thence upon a W. 
N. W. courfe, a place where we doubted not of fome refrefhment. This Digarroys was 
firft difcovered by the Portuguife: but except fome Welchman gave it the name,I know not. 
whence called Digarroys, feeing that Digarrad in the britifh dialect fitly complys with it, 
the condition being a defolate Ifland: defolate in human inhabitants, for with other 
things 'tis repletifht, as with Wood, Tortoifes, Dodo's and like Fowl. To our view it 
gave it felf not very high at a league diftance: but thislalfo remember, thatet the South- 
Welt end arc fhoalds, which are long and dangerous. By benefit of a conftant wind 
we {oon arrived atthe Z4aurztzmus. 
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MAURITIUS is anIfle fcituate within the burning Zone under twenty degrces five 
minutes Antartic latitude, longitude from the Meridian of Cape Comryn twenty degrees 
and as many minutes, and variation four and twenty degrees and nineteen minutes. To 
what part of the World it belongs is queftionable, feeing that it partici pates both with 
America in refpect of the vaft South Ocean, and inclineth towards the Afiatic Sea, wafh- 
ing India, fava, and othcr Ifles5 and with Afrique alfo, to which moft roperly fhe z^, 
pertains; if you think fit to make her fubordinate to that Emprefs of Ifles AS id.z¢.-fear 
which feems to fhadow her, and from whofe Eaftern banks fhe is removed an hundred 
leagues or thereabouts: But however doubtful to which three it appertains, of this 
thereis no doubt ; that for variety of temporal bleffings fhe may compare with moft pla- 
ces inthe Univerfe. It wasfirft difcovered by the Portugal, whofe induftrious arm and 
ingenious fancy (e'rc America was difcovered by Columbus) gave us thc firft full know- 
ledge of the Eaft, and names to many places formerly innominate. And amongft others, 
the name Do-Cerve unto this ; but how properly I know not; if we fhould allude to that 
in Plia.l, 6- c- 3 1. that Cerze being placed ncar the Gulph of Perfiz; and of thc fame 
name we meet with fome clfewhere in old Authors amongft the Azores and other places. 
After that it varied into the names Roderigo and Cygnea, Or Cerge, z.c. Swans, forío 
the Datch reputed the Dodo's; laftly to Adauritius = which whether in memory. of Grave 
Maurice, or of a Ship fo named that by age or accident laid her ribs there I know not: 
but by equal authority I may deduce the name from fome Cambryan (the reliques or glim- 
mering of whofe fpeech vzerfound gafping in many of thefe remote quarters of the World) 
in thc word A44..7-Ynifus or bigger land fitly fo named, # compared with thofe other 
leler neighbouring Ifles, Dygarrois, Englands Forreft, Dozimo,; S. Apollonia, cc. and by a 
more cuphoniacal concifion Manr-ifins. But grant it be fo callcd by the Hollander, yetit 
fc'lows not that they have more right to itthan the Ezglifh; they themfelves knowing and 
acknowledging that the E»zglifh landed there a dozen years bcfore them; who no 
queftion had new-named it, but that they knew the Portugal had done it before. This 
alfo be remembred, that in the year isos. when Fruzeifcsus Almeyda, of all the Por- 
tuga!s the moit renowned for Eaftern Conqueft and difcovery, fabjecting many ma- 
ritim parts of c€¢i-fymba in Quiloz, Mombazza, Melinde, Mozambyc, &c. re- 
ports that there and in fome Mles (I fuppofe this one ) where he erected gie 
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and Caftles of defence he found Crofles and other fymbols of Chriftianity, whioh made 
him confident that Chrift had formerly been ferved there; and therefore in bafaility 
would not efteem himfelf the firft Chriftian difcoverer, Oforius lL. 4. But how 'uticertain 
that may be, it is without any doubt that it is an Ifle abounding with, and capable of, all 
things requifite for the neceflary ufe of man, and requirable for the Zone ’tis placed in: 
the Lang efpecially where it refpects the Sea is high, but elfewhere champaign and plain: 
the fhape rather ovalthan round, and the circuit, of Exglifh miles not much abovea hun- 
dred; the greateft extent being from the North-Eaft to the South-Weft. The Air ex- 
ceeding good; andthe foil though incultivated, fo full of vigour that it procreates with- 
out feed, withal, luxuriant in grafs and herbs, and fuch flowers as Nature ufually diapers 
the Earth with when dreft in her Summer Livery. Ambergriefe is oft found floating 
about this Ifland ; how generated, whether from the Whale, thence call'd Sperma Ceti, 
or otherwife, is not yet refolved ; but highly valued, agreeable to its virtue. Here alfo 
is Coralinabundance; the only Vegetable that has no leaves, ’tis a green fhrub or Plant 
in the Salt Sea at firft, and after hath white berries, which by force of the Sea and Air 
petrifie,; and when its colour turns red, is then moft valuable.

Upon the Mallabar Coaft it likewife grows, and in the Red Sea and fome other parts 
of the 4frican fhore, and alfo near the Philippine Infule: being in eftimation with all, 
and ferves equally for ufe and ornament. Theophrajftus in his Hiftor. Plant. l. 4. c. 8. ob- 
ferves, that in Mari Gedrofia (whichis at the entrance into the Perfian Gulph), plante na- 
Jfeuntur, c ex profundo pullulant 5 Ut olee, lanri, &c. Inthe Gedrofian Sea are Plants that 
grow and bud under-water, the Olive, Lawrel, cc. He might have made mention of 
the Coral alfo, which he omitteth. Norcan it be denied that by reafon of the tempera- 
ture of the Air, and thofe daily breezes and fhowers which fall, the Earth is meliorated 
and fitted for grain of moft forts; as alfo for plants, fruits, flowers and what elíe may 
be thought fit by the ingenious Planter. And feeing Heaven and Earth confípire and contri- 
bute to the action and advantage of the life of Man; how much more abundant caufe hath 
Man to magnifie his Maker,who is the liberal difpenfer of thofe rare trees and fruits which 
Tiaturally offer themfelves to what Mans appetite can rationally covet: for we find it re- 
plenifhed with Trees of feveral forts, fome of which are goood for Timber, others for 
Food, iun for ufe, amongit the reft, Lobferved ftore of Ebony: Virgil in his Georg. re- 
ports that |

Wood it is of different colour, and for ufe of 
no lefs variety ; what we found here was black and red, asaifowhite and yellow: black 
is moft valuable. The Tree is commonly high and very ftraight; the outfide covered with, 
afmooth bark; here found in great plenty till of late years dcftruction hath been made, 
efpecially by the Dutchand French who have imported fuch ftore thereof into Europe and 
other their Zz4;47 Plantations that it is much abated. Here alfo is that Phoenix in nature 
the Palmeto I mentioned but lately at the Ifles near Zey/az ; it is but one in the origin, 
we call it Dacrtyl or Date fecing that Palma tranílated is Date in Englifh : a Tree which 
both for quality, duration, and fruit is ufually attributed to Heroes and Conquerours: 
the trunk is flender but very high and round, not branching fave near the top, y 
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Toddy. Cocoes. 
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the Coto doth; and thofe rather refemble round fedge than boughs, which are 


ever green. Under the fedge appears a íoft pulp not unlike the Collifowcr 
which-eing cut and fod taftes very like it; but for Ear the vegetative vertue confifls 
in it, the Tree profpers not after thatis fevered, as Xezopboz alfo obferveth : but whiles 
that fubftance remains, it yields a liquor likethe Toddy; in colour and rclifh not unlike 
Muft or fweet Wine which iffues out ofthe pierced bark, foas inan hours {pace the quan- 
tity of a pottle may be gathered. In fome old Authors we read, there was Tret-honey 
as well as Bee-honey > or as they call it Tears or blood dropping from Trecs. By that 
defcription it fhould be the Palmeto Wine: which Wine’and Amber coloured Nuts, being 
polifhed,were by the Perfians ufually fet upon Tables or Cabincts amongft other curiofities, 
as Xenophon takes notice in his Travels: Seamen ufually have a cane or quill which 
they fuck with, fo as two or three Trees being pierced, in an hours {pace rc- 
pletiate the greedieft appetite though he bouze his belly full + todrink with moderation 
it comforts the {pirit, albeit cold in the digeftion: italío purges and helps obitruétions, 
and kills worms; butimmoderately taken intoxicates the brain and difpofes to fluxes 5 
howbeit, expofed twodayes in the Sun turns acid, in which quality it is binding. Here 
are alfo Coco-Trees, male and female, both which bear blofloms: the female is only 
fruitful; and not fo neither unlefs a flowring branch be inoculate, or planted near it 3 


for by that mixture of feed fhe fructifies: the fhape of which two Trees, according to my 
{mall skill, take thus refembled. 
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Their feveral vertues are thus fumm'd up by Silvefter.

Praifes it very well deferveth: and concerning the Palmeto, the relifh is fo perfectly 
good that none ofus who tafted of it thought it naufeous, but rather pleafant and dainty. 
Lucan in his Pharfalia had notice of it, Quigq;, bibunt tenera dulces ab arundine fuccos, 





And Varro thus in its commendation, 


Indica magnanimis non arbore crefcit arundo, 
Illius Có lentis premitur radicibus humor, 
Dulcia cui nequeunt fucco contendere mella. 


Wealfo took notice, that we were no fooner gonc, but that the Lyzards which fome from 
its refemblance call the Land Crocodile inlittle, but ofabetter nature, would make hafte 
to fuck this diftilling Nectar and were intoxicated with it: a creature fo exceedingly de- 
lighted with beholding mans Vifage,#nd what in them lyes expreffing fo much affection,that 
we would not injure them in that fenfelefs condition. Parratsand other Birds alío would 
be tafters, which made it of more repute with Paflengers. Several other forts of Trees 
there are which differ no lef$ inquality than form. One [I took fpecial notice of was above 
five yards about and ofa reafonable height, but umbriferous it wasnot ; for aibeit it 
had many branches, yet was it without leaf or flower : the bole fo foft, as witha knife I 
could almoft as eafily write-my name in it as with a ftick one may in fand: in curiofity 
I put fome ofthe wood into my mouth and chewed it; what the vertue may be I know 
not ; but for half an hour my mouth was inflamed as if [had taken fo much Vitriol. Near 
that was another which was low of growth, yet large fpread in its branches; upon it 
hung fruit or feed like afh-keyes, only thcfe were larger and thicker,refembling the Gynny 
Beans or Carravances, but fafe-guarded with fharp prickles; by fuch a defence one 
might have thought what was within fhould. have been confiderable, the fhell or codd 
was very hard, but being broke, foundin it fix or eight Nuts; each of which was lefs 
than a Doves-cgg 5 butin colour and fhape not unlike the Beazer; the kernell tafted like 
an Acorn; what the quality was I could not tell, favethat by fome experiment the Chi- 
rurgion made, it wasfound in operation to be little better than Poyfon. The Africans 
at Sierra Leon have füch a Tree asthis they call Ogou with which they invenom their Darts : 
this peradventure may be of that kind. Many other we faw here, fome of which were 
like Pines, others like Lymes and Sycamores; and do not remember that we faw any 
Oak, Cedar, Fig or Cypreís: nor was the fruit or feed they bore fuch as we knew, 
though we could refemble them to Pine apples, Artichoaks, Plums, Nuts, Cherries, 
and thelike; butasto their names or properties utterly ignorant; for the trutřľ. is, all 
or moft of the Trees, Birds and Bcalíts I faw in the oriental and fouthern parts of the 
World far remote vary or differ in fomc part of thcir fhape from the Trees, Beafts and 
Birds with us in Europe: neverthelefsin their feveralfpeciesand kinds may be known by 
that their refemblance.  Obíerve we could alfo that nothing was loft; for what was 
food for Birds, the Tortoifes would eat ; and what the Torrosfe* refufed, the Hogs did 
devour: foas by one or other all was taíted of. Again, this nwble Ile asit is prodigal 
in her water and wood, fo fhe correfponds in what elfe a fruitful Parent labours in: not 
only boafting in that varicty, but in feathered creatures alfo ; yea, in the rarenefs of 
that varicty: Iwill name but fome, and firft the Dodo, a Bird the Durch call Walgh- 
vozel or Dod Eerfen: her body is round and fat which occafions the flow pace or that her 
corpulencie ; and fo great as few of them weigh lefs than fifty pound: meat it is with 
foime, but better to the eye than ftomach , fiich as only a ftrong appetite can vanquilh: 
butotherwifc, through its oylinefs it cannot chufe bur quickly cloy. and naufcate the fto- 
mach, being indced more pleafurable to look than Feed upon. It is of a melancholy vi- 


fage, asícnfible of Natures injury in framing fo maflie a body to be directed by compio. 
menta 
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mental wings, fuch indeed as are unable to hoife her from the ground, ferving onl 
rank"h:r amongft Birds: her head is varioufly dreft; for onc Half is hooded with duh 
of a dark colour ; the other half, naked and of a white huc, as if Lawn were drawn o- 
ver it; her bill hooks and bends downwards, the thrill or breathing place is in the midft 5 
from which part tothe end, the colour is of a light green mixt with a pale yellow: her 
eyes are round and bright, and inftead of feathers has a moft fine down; her tra*Sa (like to 
a Chyna beard) is no more than three or four fhort feathers: her leggs are thick and black; 
her tallons great; her ftomach fiery, fo as fhe can eafily digeft ftones; in that and fhape 
not a little refembling the Oltrich: The Dodo, Cacato or Parrat and one of the Hens 
take fo well as in my Table-book I could draw them.

Here are alfo Ayeries of Hawks and fundry others Birds; as Gofhawks, Lannars,Hob- 
bies, Pafle-flemingoes, Geefe, Powts, Swallows, Kites, Black-birds, Sparrows, Robbins, 
Herons white and beautiful; in their flefh good, but in their feathers more valuable: 
Cacatoes, a fort of Parrat whofe nature may well take name from xexàv «ir, it is fo fierce 
and fo indomitable; Bitters; Hens and many other which I forbear to enumerate 2 La 
the.Parrats in their feathers were curious and more efteemed for their much prattle. Such 
their curious liveries and fuch their language, as they are not unaptly called AvSpemyaarjei, 
a right Epithcton. 


The Parrat humane language knows fo well, Pfittacus humanas depromit voce Ic [uelas 
That to bis Lord fayes, Save you and Farewel. Atque fuo domino K«/,s valéque { at,

Inthe Rivers here we found no lefs variety of Fifh; fuch as we took and tafted cf i no- 
ted: The Man-atce was the rareft; for both in tafte and hape it equally oppoíes fecder 
and beholder. This fifh doth ufe both Elements: thofe very fins which fteer them in the 
Sca, ferve as ftilts afhore to creep upon; in which exercice their paps alfo befriend tiem: 
aad though filh,differs little from Veal in tafte, but morc in fhew; for the ribs and entrails 
as alfo their face fome fay is like the Elephant when the probotcis is wanting, but ama 
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the Cow have their denomination :.for it is verily thought the Land has not tha Crea- 
ture which the watery Citizens refemple not. They affect fhoald waters, and to be near 
the fhore to graze upon: their eyes are very fmall; bulk about three yards long, and in 
breadth but half fo much: famoufed tor a gentle fifh, delighting to behold the vifage of 
Mans; molt valuable in a ftone that is confolidatcd in the head, which being pounded 
and put i Wine and drunk fafting is (as are the brains of Sharks or Tubcrons) foveraign 
again{t ene ftone and colick5 yea, of more prize than his other fix great tecth, which yet 
to him are far morc ufcful. Andrew Evans Captain of our Ship ftruck one of them with 
a fifgig, and for quicker difpatch leapt into the Sea, and fwimming towards it with a 
Stilleto wounded the fifh in feveral places; as Victor he would nceds get upon her back, 
but the triumph coft him dearly: for the Man-atee labouring under pangs circling his 
body fo crufht the Captain by that forceable imbrace as the bruife made him fpit blood 
to his dying day, whrch happencd foon after. 

Give me leave to name what fifh we took; Dolphins, Bonetaes, Albicores, Cavalloes, 
Porpice, Grampaflc, which Mr. Sazds thinks is the right Dolphin, none elte being of 
that opinion; this fome call the Suzf-marinus, Mullet, Bream, Tench, Trout, Sole, Floun- 
ders, Tortoife, Eel, Pike, Shark, Crab, Lobfíter, Oyfters, Crafifh, Cuttle-fifh, (which 
though its blood be as black as Ink caufed by a high concoction, is neverthelefs meat 
very delicious ) Rock-fifh, Limpits, and a fpeckl'd toadifh or poyfon fifh as the Seamen 
from experience named it; which albeit laft named came firit to nct and eaten too gree- 
dily by the heedlefs Sailors was an error coit fome no lefs than thcir lives, others for fome 
time their {enfes : in fhape it was not unlike a Tench, but morc black and deformedly

Other ftrange Fifh we had which met with as ftrange ftomachs 3‘who cither ont of ap- 
petite or curiofity would not be afraid to tafte: {fome had the fhape of Hedge-hogs, o- 
ther of Cats; fome were globous, others triangular, {fuch as Gerrezs calls Lepus Marinus. 

The Torpedo or Cramp-fifh alfo came to hand, a fifh (if Pliny writes truth) that by 
hiding it felf with mud and dirt catches lefler fifh very ftrangely: for by his frigidity he 
benums fuch fifh as fwim over or lodge near him, and fo preys upon them. Amazed (not 
knowing that fifh but by its quality) we were, when a fudden trembling feized us: a de- 
vice it has to beget liberty as well as to catch his prey ; for by evaporating a cold breath 
it ftupifies fuch as touch, nay which is more, as hold a thing that touches it. 
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Hear Oppian.

The Remora or Echeneis is by Fracaftorius faid to be of the fame nature: Remora ex na- 
tura Torpedinis eft: effundit è corpore fuo: humorem quendam vifcofiffimum c frieidiffim;um 
qui cam aquam que Cx cirea gubernaculum Navis vehit, congelat, ut ad motum reddatur inhabi 4 
lis, &c. qualities I leave to better inquiry. 
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Albeit ’tis frequently fo reported, and the Figure with a memorable {tory thereof paint- 
ted in the Vice-Roy’s Palace at Goa: which how far it may ferve for proof I fhall not here 
determine. But being dead has not this quality. Moreover, this Ifle affords Goats, 
Hogs, Beeves, and land Tortoifes: Tortoifes fo gréat, as fuffer two Men with eafe to 
fit; and fo ftrong, ascarry them: yea (as fome report) fifteen Men have at once ftood 
upon them. Ariffotle concerning this Animal writes, that no oviparous Creature which 
either layes eggs or {pawns do urine, the Tortoife excepted. Sailers affect to eat them 5 
but are better meat for Hogs in my opinien* they make pretty fport, but are courfe food ; 
fo are their Rats, Bats and Monkeys: moft of which ufeful and unufeful creatures were 
firft brought hither by the Portugal for refrefhment,in their return from Jzdza; but at this 
day the Exglifh and Dutch reap their Harvefts.. Birds had here at no charge and little la- 
bour are Hens, Bats, Herons, &c. The Hens flock together twenty and forty ina company; 
if you catch one you may catch-all: the fureft way is by fhewing them a red cloth,for it 
fecms that colourexafperates their fpleen, asappears by the aflaults they will make; for 
when one is {truck down the refidue budge not: they eat like parcht Pigs if you roaft them. 
The Herons through a long continued fecurity ( ignorant of the deceits of Men, and un- 
ufed to the fimell of powder) are as eaíily taken; for if one be fhot the other take not wing, 
neither knowing nor valuing danger, fuch is their care to condole their late aflociates : 
Bats are here in great numbers; but if my ftomach deceive me not, worfe meat cannot 
be tafted : a fierce ill-favour'd carrion, ever fqueeking, and in offenfive noife calling to 
one another, make bad melody. This is the onely four-footed Beaft that’s volant, and- 
therefore whether more properly to be rankt amongft Birds or Beafts, as yet undecided. 
And in this further obfervable, That no Bird but the Bat doth urine: a rare creature, 
but fo offenfive to the Orgyes, that (as Poets fay ) nothing more deftroyes it than thc 
fmoak of Ivy, dedicated to Bacchus. Bats, flying fifh and Seals be participles of nature 
and fpecies of a doubtful kind, participating both of Bird and Beaft: thefe vefpertilios 
a large foot in length hang in {warms upon the boughsof Trees, by claws two inches long 
fixed at the extream part of their wings which are above twenty inches in length, their 
monkcy faces in that pofture ever turning downwards; as I have delineated upon the 
Coqua-rree a little before mentioned, For, as Ovid. lib. 4. Met. upon the Meneides tranf- 
formation into Bats,

We took another fifh, an Eagle-fifli I imagined it: the eyes were five quarters afunder * 
from one fin end to the other were above four yards: its mouth fo wide and teeth fo long 
as it refembled a finall Port cullice: the tail alfo was very long and imail: a Fifh take

In this Ifle are feveral good places to anchor in: howbeit two are moft frcquented ; 
that at the North-wcft fide bears the form of a femi-circle and elevates the Pole Arctic 
19 degrees 30 minutes: the other at the South-eaft directly oppofiteto the other, hath 
20 degrees 15 minutes; and longitude from Cape Comryn 20 degrees 20 minutes; but 
from the Lizard 99: both which Bayes feem land-lockt and have oazy ground, fo as 
Ships ride fafe there in five, ten, fifteen or twenty fathoms, no where dangerous. The 
foil of it {elf is ftony towards the fhore; but at more diftance has rich mould, covered 
with grafs and herbs, and bearing wood in abundance: it has alfo fome Springs of 
good Water, and nothing wants that may either delight the eye or fatiate the tafte. 
And after fo long a Voyage, give me leave to recreate a little.

The fleep charming Streams indeed gently drill from the Rocks and delightfully trick- 
ling along the Valleys not only by thcir meanders mellow the ground, but by thcir har- 
monious murmur afford an irrefiftible magick to cafe and meditation; yea, focharm the 
fenfe by moving, a gentle attention in the fpirits, as without labour {tills the Soul’s na- 
tural and diícuflive faculty. To conclude; notwithftanding all thefe excellencies, this 
Infula Beata, this plcafanteft of Affatick Iles Terra fuis contenta bonis, was then?’ an-inha- 
bited fave by Bealts and Birds, in as much as it givesthe better invitation to mic iuit- 
able Inhabitants, witheut dread of Lion, Tyger, Wolf, Fox, Dog or fuch like offen- 
five creatures; but upon condition to pay a grateful tribute tp fuch as fcarcity or foul 
weather dircét thither for refrefhment. 

| have dwelt fomewhat long in the defcription of this Ifle; bt may be excufed by the 
delight | took there after long being at Sca and fome fickncis at L ind, fothat I could have 
been content we might have refted there fome longer time. xievcerthcelcefs fo foon as the 
wind came fair aboard away we went, and in three hours fail loft fight of the AZ 
tins.

where the heat as they imagined was intolerable. For anfwer: It is very true the Sun be- 
ing limited hiscourfe with the burning Zone, by reafon of that conftant refidence cmits 
his beams and fhines with utmoft ardour uponthofe parts and People, whether his glan- 
ces be oblique or perpendicular; and from thence it is the Continent is more efi pecially 
parcht through the extremity of heat and the inflammation of the Air. Neverthelcís, fuch 
is the wonderful wifdome and goodnefs of God, that in fome parts upon the Terra fir- 
ma, but principally in Iflands and places well-nigh compafled with water, the Earth is 
commonly fruitful and the Sun delightful and advantagious: In which confideration give 
me leave eulogically to enumerate a few of thofe many attributes have defervedly been 
given that giorious Planet : in Gez. 1. 14- it iscalled the great Luminary which the Almighty 
placed in the Firmament of Heaven to illuminate the Earth, and rule tht day as the Moon 
whofe light is borrow’d from the Sun, doth the night: Andin the 19.

made fruitful and flourifhing by the Sun. Now from thefe and other properties, the Gez- 
tiles have this excellent Creature in adoration, which Job wiíely reproves, faying, Jf J be- 
held the Sun when it [hined, &c. and my heart hath been fecretly enticed fo as my mouth kiffed my 
band, fhould I not thereby deny God who is above? imitated by the Jews, reproved in the

fortir*rer increafe, yet fo, as thofe and all other fubordinate caufes,.together with the Sun 
and Nature it {elf would be altogether ineffectual, were it not fOr that operative faculty 
wherewith the Almighty, hath endow'd thofe Creatures: for it is by his direction the 
Sun not only helps the generation of all fenfible bodies, but as St. Axguftin obferves,that 
nourifhes and brings it `. VVork unto perfection: therefore we muft acknowledge with 
Saint Ambrofe, Bonus qmdem Sol eft in Adinifterio non in Imgerio, The Sun certainly is good 
where it actuat2s as a St" mt, not a Sovcrcign. Moreover, albeit by its benign influ- 
ence ordained for the comfort of Man this Ifle and many other places within this Zone 
are obferved conftantly verdant and admirably fruitful, neverthelefs it has its fhaddow 5; 
for it tannot be deny?d but inthe Mediterranean parts of Africk by the Sun’s force and efh- 
cacy she Countrey is generally aduft, and the earth for want of moifture converted into 
fand, as Alex. obferved in his travel from ~£gyprto Libya upon a vit:t of the Temple dcdi- 
cated to Fup. Hammon; for five dayes neither Bird nor Beait, Tree nor grafs appearing, 
faith the Hiftorian: A fit place for Cham’s Poftcrity, and agreeable to that of the Pfalmiit 
where "tis faid, -A fruitful Land is made ania" seg Ow wickedzcff of tbefe that dwell hri 
2 n 
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in thofe Troglodit Regions the Earth for the moft part being faplefs and without fprings, 
which makes both earth and air fcorching andinfufferable: Fo — israin and fprings tat i» 
moiítning the fuperficies of the Earth produces Grafs and all other forts of Vegetables. 
And it isa troth alio that, per motitm folis fit generatio CG corruptio iz rebus inferioribus 5 C 
op::s cits plus apparet tz boc Mundo gram opis eliarum plasctavi:z. The Suniniiis Operations 
cxcclis Xi the other Planets 5 and by his influence upon inicriors, both generates and cor- 
rupts, as commonexperienceteaches. Albcit it istaid of the Sun and Rain, that neither 
of them pierces the Earth abovc ten foot, for faith Sezecz, when the Earth hath imbib'd 
whatisfullicient, it thutsits pores, thereby oppoling an unneceflary furplus. Howbcit, 
Czrdanus and fome others, allow the Rainto- fink teu paces deep, yea deeper fay lome, 
thereby furnifhing fprings with Watcr, which have three original caufes: tranfmutation 
of the air within the carth, percolation of the Sca, and Rain, Snow, Mifts, éc. This 
confideration gave fubject to a Poct for that Romance concerning the Pfr their challcng- 
ing the South wind, and to anothcr, how

\Vithal Ict usobferve here as l have upon occafion {pokenin other places, That the heat 
is more intenfe and violent under the Tropicks by reafon of the Solftice in Fuze and Decem- 
écr than under the 7Equinoctial in March or September, at which times the Sun only cuts 
their Zenith : for under the /Equinoctiall have been four feveral times and the like under 
both the Tropicks, and fo it was, whether per accidens or otherwife I know not, butI 
could perceive the heat wasmore extrcam under and near the Tropicks where the Sun for 
fome fhort fpace of time fcems to have its ftation: fo that both by what I then felt and 
ince heard from others of experience, the heat is greater at Ormas in the gulph of Perfia, 
Mocha inthe red Sca,and at Berenice and Syene ncar e£2ypt during the Summer Solltice, than 
we find it in moft Afiatic regions under or near the /Equinox, asthofe Merchants that are 
converfant in Zeylooz, Sumatra, Borneo,the Celebes and Afolucco Ifles, which are nadyr to the 
fEquinoctial, have rclated and by experience can beft witnefs. Now the Reafons may be 
thefe: Firft, that through thc like goodnefs of God the heat near the Tropick is very 
much allayed by thofe tempeftuous ftorms of wind and rain which during that feafon ufu- 
ally rage in that Climat ; not oniy for fix weeks ob{curing and confcquently aflwaging the 
beams of the Sun, but occafioning the overflowing of ZVz/e and ZVzger with feveral other 
Riversin Afric, as alfo of Ganges and 7Mebaz or Suhan and others in 7z4d;4 ; infomuch as 
they fccm to have moft Winter during the Summer fcafon,I mean when and where the Sun 
is nigheft: for otherwife the heat under the Tropick both by reafon of the commorance 
of the Sun for fome time, and that the dayes there are longer than under the /Equator, in 
reafon fhould be greateft. Whence wemaylikewife note, That the Sun whcn it returns 
to the vernal /£quinox, and for thofe following fix months comcs into our Hemi/phere af- 
tcr he has made the Artic Pole his Horizon; thofe Regions within the Polar circle 
(which have the fame diftance the Tropicks have from the /Equator) albeit more refem- 
bling night than day when the Sun is depreft and difappearing 5 yea by reafon of acon- 
tinued darknefs and extremity of cold are places by us not to be indured; Nevertl¥-l & by 
this re-appearing of the Sun and its conftant refidence for half the year above the horizon, 
the Earth reccives plenary amends and becomes habitable, albeit the heat be modcrate > 
yca, produces fruits proper for warm Countries, and fuch as will not maturate with us in 
England. Sccondly, feveral other accidents I may note which contribute to thc tem- 
perature of thofe torrid parts; for befides the Monzoones or Anniverfary winds which 
tor fix months blow conftantly one way and fix the other, rhc(" hot Co@ntrics hive frc- 
quent breezes which like the Erefre breath gently every morning and evening from the 
Eaft and South, which qualifies the Earth and Air exceedingly: fo as dumny tnat brecz, 
the extremity of heat is very little perceived. Morcover, by the interpoigon l 
the Earth, the Nights, cfpecially near the Sun, are equal or longer then the Jay, 
during which the Moonthat has powerto governthe Night as the Sun the Day,abunda nriy 
compenfates, andbcing commonly attended by milts, dews, fogs, andvap urs!cniies 
the air and moderates the ardour of rhe Sun, as that Diftick of the Poct {peaks very 
properly,

For tozcthor with the frequent fhowers of rain that fall through the rich mercy of the 
Crcato-, and under him attributed to the influence either of the Pra/zpe and Afel or fome 
other unknown Conftellation, asalfothe Springs and Rivers that abound there more and 
more, conícquently difpofc toa better temperature: yea, the like is from the delight as 
well asfhadethe Trees aiford, who by reafon their fap retires feldom or never to the Root 
are allthe year long attired in their gayeft livery, and the Fruits in great variety {fo juicy 
and cooling as retreíh very delightfully, agreeing with the defcription given by onc of 
another like place, Tore be infule frugibus ec arboribus abundant manfuetis, iti mague femper vi- 
rentibus, c~c. All which contidered, it will appear that thofe parts are not onely habi- 
table, but feeing Nature is no where more prodigal, no place is more luxuriant for 
pleafure in any other part of the Univerfe: aud Ovid’s Quorum que media cft non eft babi- 
tabilis eftu, a pofition not to be credited.  Neverthelefs, not to the Natives but to fuch 
as repair thither out of colder Climats let me give this advice, That they ftudy their 
prefervation both in the careful ordering their habit and diet; cfpecially till they be fca- 
ioned: for the air is very fubtle and pure,and enters the pores infenfibly; the fruits alfo 
are exceeding lufcious and tempt the appetite beyond meafure; fo as without due care 
and modcration, the ftrongeft and healthieft bodies, by Flux or Feaver, will probably 
become quickly indifpofed and indangered. l 

Bcing under fail, the fifth day we defcried Land which bore South-weft: by its height 
and pofition we imagincd it was that we call Exgland’s Foref?, which next day we afcer- 
taincd. This name was impofed Anno 1613. by Captain Caftleton Commander of the 
Pearl, but who made the firit difcovery is doubtful; feeing fome of late have given it 
Scigvior Mafearenss his Name, purporting he was the firft ; yet other-fome there be that 
call it Pulo prar, an Indian Names but by whom or when, fo darkly writ, as is not legi- 
ble. "This pleafant Ilc has above fifty Exglifh miles circuit: the Sóuth Pole is there ele- 
vated twenty degrees 55 minutes from the /Equator ; its longitude from Mauritius is not 
more than 1 degr. and a half, and diftant thence about feven and thirty leagues; but the 
variation of the Compafs 23 degrees: the ground is very high and raifeth it felf a good 
way into thc middle Region: the earth every where green, cfpecially in Trees which 
mount more than ordinarily to a fublimity. It had no creatures in it fave Birds till our 
Captain fcnt his long Boat with fome Hogs and Goats of both kinds afhore, that by a 
happy multiplication the future Paflengcr might be relieved. Here is alfo plenty of Fifth, 
of which the Eeles are notable; fome of them weighing thirty pounds, whereby we may 
judge them to be Congers; not odious in their corpulency, for to the tafte they render 
themíclves {weet and moift. Birds here are many and rare, but moft of them being fuch 
as are {poken of in Mauritius, need no repetition. 

In few dayes by the benefit of prppitious winds we launcht far into the Mare del Zur, 
where Magellanes cloud Srelle nebulofe {carce vifible without a glafs, and more refem- 
bling part ot the Gz/aétea than Stars they are of fo fmall a magnitude, with feveral other 
Antayré*ick Conftellations more and more difcovered themíelves unto us and approach- 
eï o Zenith. But long thofe happy £avoezii continued not: for the wind veering into 
a contrary quarter the Skie ovcer-fpread with clouds, fo as the Sea laboured with a dread- 
ful tumor. Seven whole dayes and nights this tempeft lafted, and forced us all that while 
to lic by thc Lce without more fail than the mizzen. Howbeit poft multas una ferena, {till 
launching through the Ocean the Skie cleared up, and fair weather infücd. For many 
hundred miles we were recreated with many fhoals of Fith that with delight play’d about 
our Ships, and amongfík others the Whale, fome of which feem’d longer than our Ship, 
although of great burden. In bignefs the Whale excceds any other Creature, for ufu- 
ally it is towards forty cubits long and a fourth part in thicknefs : Yea, ZVearcbzs told 
Alexamder he flaw one was so cubits: but Pliny in his Nat. Hiftory 32, that there are fome 
bc 600 foot long, which is well-nigh four Acres, 
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I have formerly faid fomewhat concerning this Sea Monfter, and therefore fhall only 
farther note, that by the greatnefs and force of this Leviathan the Almighty fetteth forth 
his Omnipotency in the marvellous works of the Creation: as we have molt elegantly 


pefcribed in Fob 41. and by Mr. Sands paraphrated. 


This wonder of the deep, his mighty force 
And goodly form, (ball furnifh our difcourfe. 
Who can deveft bim of his waves ? beftride

tion, had not the extraordinary height, but chiefly that Supreme providence which hath 
fet the Sea its bounds, fafe-guarded it. It hasno neighbouring Iles great orfmall; but 
feems cquidiitant fromthofe two noted Ports called Rio Grandi and Capo Nezro, in Bra- 
zeliathe one, the other in Congo; both in one clevation, and parallel with Saint Melena: 
from that in America diftant 4-— leagues; from the other in Afiic not much lefs,ifany, 
from that number. 

It had its name given by Fobra de nova, in, or about, the year after the incarnation of 
our Saviour 1502. fo called for that in his return from Jzdia to Lisbon it was dilvovered 
the 3. of Afay, aday confecratcd tothe memory of Alexa the Emprcís who firit found 
the Crofs, the moft religious of Ladies in her time, Mother to the firft Chriftian Ein- 
rour, Cozflantize , both of them gloriousintheir age, Zzirtazs both, both bright Gems 
of this our Nation. . 

‘This Ifle is removed South from the Equator fixteen degrees: from the utmoft Pro- 
montory of South 247;c hathtwoand twenty degrees of longitude, and where the Needle 
varics five degrecsand thirteen minutes, but from the lands end of Ezg/azd diftant 4500 
Exgh(b miles; from the Cape of Good hope 17405 AMadagafcar 30005 Surat 66505 and 


from Baxtam 6ycu or thereabouts. In that Bay, which takes name from the Chappel, 
the lile hasthis refemblance.

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But ro what part of the inhabited World it appertains may be queried, fceing the vaft 
*tnupscOccan fo largely circles it. To Afer I may imagine (becaufe it is ncarcít that 
Continent) rather than Zefpztziss. It is but fmall, not exceeding thirty Ezglifh miles Cir- 
cumference, yctexceflive high, for it vails its head often in the clouds, where opening a 
wide mouth it gulps down fuihicient moifture to cool its ardor, which by reafon of the 
Clime "tis in, cannot bit be fometimesintemperate; and but for that affinity it has with 
the middle Regjon whità invclopsit aswith a chil-cold Fulipant, and long nights it has, 
that extreme heat whicii vac Sun darts conítantly twice every ycar perpendicular upon 
this Ile, would doubtlcís make the entrails enflame Chad it Sulphur) like another Fc fit- 
vis. Neverthele(s the Land is not more eminent inits height than the ambient Sca pro- 
found"in the depth; fo deep that it admits ill anchoring fave at the N. W. from the 
Chappel, where is 20 fathoms ; to as that there arc Mountains in the Sea as inthe Earth 
isnor to be doubted, fceing that upon the cafting of the Lead, Log, or Plummet, upon 
thc oas fido of the Snip is fomctimes found. 30 fathom, and upon the other fide 62. hee 
vertindsis it is fo very deep here that the founding Line or Plummet will fcarce fin 

Mounis which is tne caufe that Marriners do femerimes carry their Anchors athore thar 
they imay uocor or ride the morcíccurcly. By rcafon of the depth I could Beugen YE 
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either flux or reflux near the fhore ;- feeming as if we were in the mid Ocean where nei- 
ther ebb nor flood is to be difcerncd. Howbeit, the falt water plafhes and froathsto fee 
it felf fo fuddenly refifted: but the moift breath ufually vaporing in orupon the Seas 
makes it fometimes turbulent. 


This ifle is hard to be afcended ; not that the paflage is eraggy, but that itis fo Preci- 
pitious. The Sailcrs have an lropnick Proverb, The way is fuch, as a man may chufe 
whether he will break his heart going up, or his neck coming down: but being once up, 
{carce any place can yield amore large or more delightful profpcét. The Land is very 
even and plain atthe top, and {wells no where toadetormed rifling: fome Springs above 
be fweet which below are brackifh: the reafon may be, for that in their drilling de- 
{cent they may relifh of the falt hills through which it cuts an ufual paflage, fo as they 
become falt both by their own compofition and the falt breath which the Sca eva- 
poratcs. ` Neverthelcís, there are but two noted Rivolets; one which bubbles down 
towards the Chappel, the other into the Lemmon Valley; fo called from a Lemmon 
"Tree and Chappel built at the bottom of the Ifle by the Spaniard _Anno I$71. and 
by the Dutch of late pull'd down; a place once intended for God's woríhip, but 
now difpofed of to common ufes. “There are alfo fome ruines ðf a little Town lately 
demolifht by the Spaniard, in that it became a Magazine of private trade in turning 
and returning out of both the Indies ; no othcr Monuments nor Antiquities are there 
found. You fce all if you look upon the ribs of a weather-beaten Carrique and fome 
broken pieces of great Ordnance which albeit left there againít the owners liking 
ferve fome inftead of Anchors. Human Inhabitants there are none; nor were of 
late, fave that in the year 1s91- Captain KXezda/ weighing Anchor fooner than was 
expected, one Segar a Marriner was accidentally left afhore: 18 months after,. Cap- 
tain Parker coming to an anchor found poor Segar alive, but fo amazed, or rather 
overjoycd at his arrival, that he dyed fuddenly 5 by which we fec that fudden joy is not 
eafily digefted. Howbcit of Hogs and Goats here are plenty, who agrce wellfavour- 
edly and multiply even to admiration; happy in their eafe and fafety till Ships arrive 
there for rcfrefhment. The Goats leap wildly from Rock toRock, and to avoid the 
reach of our {mall Guns keep their Centinels.

Here alfo with a little labour we got ftorc of Phefants, Powts, Quails, Hens, Par- 
tridgc; and which was no lefs acceptable, divers forts of Grafs and Roots, as Wod- 
Íorrel, Thrce-leav'd Grafs, Scurvy-grafs and like acid Herbs fovcraign againft the Scur- 
vy; thcufíunal Difeafe fromthe Sca, and moft predominating amongít Iflanders: we had 
alfo Bafil, Parfly, Mint, Spinage, Fennel, Annis, Radifh, Mutftard-fced, Tabaco, and fome 
others, which by a willing hand, directed by an ingenious eye, may foon be gathered, 
brought hither, and here fown, by Fernandus Lupins, a Portugal, in the year of our Lord 
1509. for the goad of his Country-men; who neverthcelefs at this day dare hardly land 
to over-fee their Seminary, or own their labours; the .Ezeglifb and Dutch in the churlifh 
language of a Cannon fomctime difputingthe propricty. | 24z7e 1588. Cazdifb, ou” posg- 
tryman, landed here in his circum-navigating the Globe; and found {torc of Lemons, 
Orengcs, Pomgranads, Pomcitrons, Figs and Dates, but how the alteration comes who 
knows: for none of thofe grow there now that Icouidcither ftc or hear of, one Lemon- 
tree excepted. To conclude: In the old Chappel here we buricd our Captain, Andrew 
Evans, whofe dcaths wound (as formerly told) was unhappily given him by a Mannatce 
at the A@zuritiss. He was an*expert Scaman, and ro Iefs vietiant than cxpert: fo as 
doubtlefs the Company had a great lofs of him. Cretenfis ncfeit Pel.igus? was an old 
Adage íctting forth the exccllency ot thofe Iflanders in Marine affairs: for it is wtth- 
out controverfie, That in thofe times they inftructed other Nations i: the Art ot Na- 
vigation;, but upon thc fubvertion of the Perfian Monarchy by the Greeks, asd of theirs 
by the Romans, thc perfection of that Art was transicrred nearcr our Quarters : quc- 
Itionlefs the Porrugals by their ingenious and induftrious diftovery of the S2a-paflage 
into the Eaft-Indies (fomewhat leis than two hundred years fince ) gave that Art Its 
£rcateft perfection: but who is now the molt excellent? let Reckesozz; decide the 
Qucilion ; which learned obfervator in his Treatife of tie Spazifb and Portugal di- 
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Stria c peritia Anglos effe mere Of all Nations the Ezeg/zfb for Sca affairs arc reputcd the 
moft excellent ; Poft Anglos, Belgas, e& inter bos Flandyos, FJollardos, Zelandos, &c. and 
next the Englifh the Dutch, amongfít which, the chiefeit in that Art are tne Flemings, 
Hollanders, Zelanders, &c. So as by the judgment of that indifferent and learned 
Writer it appears the Englifh have thefirft place tor Sea knowledge and NavigaNon attri- 
buted them. And amongft the beft Sea Commanders this late Captain of ours very 
well deferved with thereft to be ranked. .Butto return. That this is a very delight- 
ful Ifle cannot be denyed,. and-its admirable profpect and other pleafures were füf- 
ficient to induce our longer ftay; but su: we might not: So as after à Weeks re- 
frefhment we diícharged our reckoning ira hearty farewel, and by the invitation 
ofa profperous gale upon a N. W. courfe fwiftly cut our paflage through the 
yielding Ocean ; infomuch as on the fixteenth of Oc£obex we were once more Nadyr 
to the Sun, which -at that time was in its Antarctic progrefs. Our latitude by 
obfervation was 13 degrees i3 minutes. . The third day atter,: we had {ight of 
Afcenfion Ifle , fo named by Jebz de Nova in the year- 1502. becaufe upon that 
Feaft day it was he firft difcovered it. The Ifle is South froin the /7Equinoctiai about 
7 degrees, little more than thirty miles in circuit: not well wooded nor watcred, 
little elfe obfervable: from Sata Helena feven hundred and twenty miles Englifh or 
thereabouts. ee 

The feven and twentieth day we crofled the 7Equinoctial line the fourth time: the wea- 
ther was hot, but qualified by thc. Monzoon that continued blowing onc way fave when 
the Tornado's interpofed, which was more or lefs until we came into nine degrces North. 
Wewere miferably peftered with that variable weather, tillthen being frequently enter- 
tained with loud blafts of Wind, nafty fhowers of rain, with terrible thunder and light- 
ning: but Devs his quoque finem. The eleventh of November we were parallcl to Cape de 
Ferd and thofe ifles Poets call the Gorgades, who feign that thofe three Iflands were the 
habitations of the three Gorgons Medufa, Stenia and Urialewhomthey make Furies rather 
than beauties, illrequiting Pezfezshis report, thatthey were the much famoufzd Daugh- 
tersof P5erczsthe Sun of Weptuze, their ycllow hairs curling like fnakes and diíhevelling 
about their naked fhoulders fo much fet forth their beauty and gained fuch adrairation 
in the beholders as if they were transformed into Statua’se But leaving thefe upon a 
more Welterly courfe we coafed partofthe American Continent, viz. Guiana, Florida, 
Virgina, INew-England, and other parts of Nerumbega, which-with the fcveral adjacent 
Ifles we pait by, thall inthis place have no other obiervation than that the Sea inmany 
placesas wefaiicd was fo covered with green weeds and fmall berryes even where. the 
water was not to be fadomgd, that it rather feemed a field of Grafs than the Ocean. 
But what was moft to be noted, thofe Wecds or Branches like Nets were intangled and 
drawn along by thc Barnacles which in thofe long Voyages ufually breed upon the fides of 
Ships and cxcecdingly pefter and retard their way in failing : defiring rather inthis place 
to vindicate the Truth which of long time hath been either defamed or fo cclipft, as the 
reality of the firit difcovery is not well known, being neverthelefs attributed to Colum- 
bus. I fhall therefore in the firit place fee what either. by Proplictic pens or Reafon 
otherwife is upon Record that may point towards that great, nay greateft part of the 
World, which for upwards of sooo years and during thofe mighty contefts for an Uni- 
verfal Supremacy by the Monarchs of the Earth wasconcealed; foas until the only wife 
God thought fit to give more perfection to Navigation, it feemed totally unknown and un- 
dily tred. 

Plato who was contemporary with A'ex. the Great; and flourifhed about the 3 5830. year 
of the World, is oncof thcfirít. He in his Dialogue betwixt Timers and Critias difcourfes 
(but obfcurely) ofalarge Occidental Iland, which being without a Name, from the view 
he fcems to make into the Atlanic Seas gives it the name of r£ ; land in greatnels compa- 
rable to Afia and Africe, united. _Ariftotle his condifcipleapprovesof hisconjećture ; al- 
beit he takes it only as.a apsofition. Fheophraftus alfo in his Book of Rarities publifhed 
two thoufand years ago amongft other things relates how that fome Merchants failing 
through the Straits of Gybralrer were by ftorm driven further Weft than they. defired, by 
mun accident they defcrycd land, but found it unpeopled. It is the opinion of moft that

Extra, and by like evation Donatus undcrítands Solem pro Die and inum pro lNoéte, no 
Grammatical procedure. But Lod. de laCerda with better confidcration interprets Vir- 
gils meaning, that Aiguftus Cefar fhould extend hisScepter beyond 24:L:5, into the more 
mcridional parts of Libya or South Afric, into Lands without the Zodiac; and fo, 
the words Extra Sydera arc. to have Zodiaci adjoyned: but granting that, it makes no- 
thing for the difcovery of America. Aiter this, Sezcca the Philofopbcr in his Medea gives

. Dim lights to fhew the way into the Weftern World: fo that upon the whole it may be 
granted, the difcovery of that vaft Continent was referved for a fucceeding generation. 
The firft wee meet with is Madoc Son of Prince Owen Gwynedd, who for thirty years ruled 


Wales after his Father Gryffith ap Conan had at Saint Davids donc homage to William the 


Conquerour for Lands he held onthe other fide Severz. He vas ina direct line defcended 
from Roderic the Great, a Prince famoufed for his fuccef$ againit the invading German. 
efpecially at Berthen, Bangelu, Adonegid and Anglefey about the year 846. fuch time as 
Burchred ruled over the Mercians and Etbehyolfe the W. Saxons. “Lhe Annals of thofe 
times acquaint us, That Owez was no fooncr dead but that thc cuftom of Gavel-kind (which 
{ome think has ruined moft families in Wales) occafioned great diviiion amongft his Sons, 
of which Forwerth or Edward firnamcd Dwryndwxby realon ofhis broken note was cldeft, 
but with{tood by Howel and David the younger Sons by realon of that and othcr his imper- 
fections, Howel alfo was objected againft for that his Mother was of Irelaad, ?twixt which 
Countries War was proclaimed: {o David was bcfícapprovcd of though youngeft, both 
inrefpect of his comely perfonage and ingenuity, but principally for that he had gained 
the affection of the Lady Emma Plantaginet Silter to King H. 2. Howbcit this jidiecet. 
practice was foon alter queftioned by Llewellin ap Forwerth who by the afliftance of Howel 
ap Meredith and Conan ap Owen his popular Kiníman gavc battelto David, and having the 
better of the day pofleft himfelf of that Principality 74770 119§. and preferved it. Thefe 
inte{tin broylcs were no way pleating to Afadoc who by that difcord forcfaw their ruine 
(for what deftroycs a Nation fooner than divifion ?) and the AVormazs fpeedy conqueft. 
Thercforcto avoid that ftorm %nd provide for himfclf, he rcfol/cs upor a Sca-adventure 
hoping to find out fome place abroad where he might plant fccurcly and not be liable to 
Invafion. So Tz«dition; audit is not unlike that fo gencrousa Prince was not unacquamited. 
with thofe Authors lately cited, but todeviate a little, more certain it isthe Song penned’ 
by -dmbrofe Teleyffena Prophetic Bardh was thenaccomptilhed, writ Av. Dem. ioo. fuch 
time as Aurelius Anbrofixs brother to Uther pen-Dregon venaired hither irom Armoricz to 
command in chief againit the Saxon: in which, the ardh forcccls that at fuch tinteas 
they fell to difcord amopgft themitlves and to Idolatry, the Biri Splendor fhouid be 
cclipted.

Teleyfjex allo in the fame Song reproves the pride and avarice of the Clergy, w:o tu 
defpight the Weljh gave out that 244/272 the Monk was their firft Converter, who had cm- 
braced Chrift long before by the preaching of Fofeph of Arimathea and Simon Zelotes 2s 
Baronius and other Annales witncís: whence came that religious boait, That the Britains 
had preeminency by having the firft Chriftian King,Emperor and Monatitery inthe World ; 
made good in Luci, Conftuntine and Bangor. The Canzon was this:

But to-digrefs no further. — ZZ:doc having Ships, Men and provifion ready, with his 
Prince's licence put to Sca from. Abergwilly in the year 1170. Wind aud Sea favouring 
fo good a defign, after iome weeks fail duc. W'eft he defvcried Land, probably New- 
found Land , but whatever it was it ovcr-joy'd him. — A£adoec then ranging the Coaft, 
fo foon as he found a convenient place, fate down to plant; after he had fortified, ic 
left a hundred and twenty Men; and by Providence ( the beft Compafs) and bencfit of 
the Pole Star returned fatc]y to his own Countrey : where having recounted his Voy- 
age, the fruitfulnefs of the Soil, the fimplicity of the Savages, the wealth abounding 
there, and facility of inlargement, after {ome months refrefhment in ten Barques loaden 
with neceilary provifions they put to Sca again, and happily recovered their Plantation. 
The} found few of thote they left there, living; caufed cither by too much eating, no- 
velty of that Climat, (which though never fo good, yet caufes alteration in new Inha- 
bicants >or treachery ot the Natives, fo as AZzdoc (having thc afliftancc of Ezcoz and Edwall 
his Brethren’ quickly put it into good order; where they ftay?d fome time in expectation 
ofaí:cih fupply of Men, but their expectations proved vain: for in the ovcerturn of 
that Siate by tne indiícretion of that unhappy Prince Lluellyn ap Gryffith married to Ele- 
omer Laughter ol Simon Afonteford Earl of Leiceffer and Eleozer Daughter of King 3ebz, 
Crffyrb being, Main Anzo 1282 at Buclht, Afadoc and his Company returned no more; 
nes there any record that the FFelfb attempted to profecute their former adventure. 
Nevertheless, albeit Z2£zdoc and his Cambrian crew be dead and their memory moth-caten, 
yet cacir foor-Jteps are plainly traced; which the Language they left, the Religion the 
taunt the Reliques there foun:!do clearly evidence: otherwife how come thofe Britifl 
words (not much altered from the Dialect ufed at this day) amongft the Mexicans ?. whence 
had they thc ufe of Beads, Crucifixes, &c ? all which the Spaniards as we read in Zsopez. 
de Gomera and others foand amongít thofe of Acufano af Culhbuacan at their firft landing 
in America: Yea, whence comes that tradition amongit the Mexicans that a ftrange People 
carac thither in Corraughs who taught them the knowledge of God, and by who inftru- 
€aon they became civilized? as related by Columbus,’ Poftellus, Francifcus Lopez, Cortez. 
and other Gaftilians. That of Fernando Cortez who Anno Dom. 1 5 19- was Ambafladour 
and General for Ferdinand and Ifabel, is moft remarkable; in fome difcourfe ?twixt him 
and Atutewama the fecond Son of Antzol and Father of Quabutimee the laft King of Mc- 
xica the Ambaflador obferving the Zzdiazs to have many Ceremonies which the Spazzzrds 
uicd, demanded who firit inltructed them: The anfwer was, That many years before 
a itrange Nation landed there who were fuch a People as induced his anne:

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afford them civil reception, but how they were called or whence they came, could no 
fatisfic. Anothcr time ina Panegyrick which ZZzutezmnuza returned them, he had this ex 
preilion : One chief caufe of my affection to your Nation is, I have many times heard my 
Father fay how that he heard his Grandíire affirm, That fome Generations before, hi: 
Progenitors came thither as ftrangers, in company of a Nobleman who abode there : 
while fd then departed, but left many of his People behind: that upon his return mofi 
of thofe he left there, died: and that from him or fome of them they fuppofed them. 
felves to be defcended. By which narrative it may be prefumed, the People he meant 
were Welfh rather than Spaniards, and the Records of that Voyage writ by many Bardh. 
and Gencalogifts confirm as much, as may appear by the learned Poems of Cyzwric aj 
Grono, Guten Owen ( who lived in Edward the fourth's time,) and Sir Meredith ap Reefe, 
C which lait lived in the Year 1477.) of Madoc has this Eulogic.

By their Language alfo: Welfh Names being given Birds, Rivers, Rocks, Beafts, cc. 
as Cw'razdo, which fignihes to hearken; Pez-gwyz a Bird that has a white head, and Rocks 
of that refemblance: Ifles there are called Chorrhoefo, there is alfo Cape Britain, Gwyn- 
dowr white water ; Bara Bread, Mam Mother; Tate Father; Dowr Water , Pryd Time; 
Buch a Cow 5 Clugar a Heathcock, Liynog a Fox ; Wy an egg; Calaf a Quill 5 Trwyz a nofe; 
iVef Heaven, and others. Nor isita phanfie of ycíterday, fince Learned Men both of late 
and former times have taken notice; fuch are Cyzwric ap Grono, Meredith ap Ryce, Guten 
Owen, Lloyd, Powell, Pri, Hackluit, Broughton, Purchas, Davys and others, whofe learn- 
ing and integrity have credit, and abundantly convince the ingenious: fò as no doubt 
had it been known as merited, then had not Chréffopher Columbus, Americus Vefpufius, 
Magellan nor others carried away the honour of fo great a difcovery: nor had Zzdoc 
been defrauded of his memory, nor our Kings of their juft Title to the Weft Jvdies; at 
leaft to that part of it which a fecret Fate as it were renew’d their claim to by Columbus 
his profering the difcovery.to King Henry the Seventh. Nor then had his Holinefs nor 
his Catholick Majefty had that plea which they now ground upon the Gezoans difcovery, 
as the Fefzits and others have fo vehemently difputed. Rar be it from me in the leaft to 
detract from Columbus, albeit tis fuppofed that his confidence arofe from anothers 
direction who by ftrefS of weather was driven upon thofe parts, and to him com- 
municatcd; or elfe from Columbus his apprehenfion of the improbability that fo much 
of the 360 degrees fhould be Sea, as ordinarily Charts do make; and that he migk« 
as well difcover Weftward as the Portugals had done Eaftwards to the other Zz4es: Be Ìt 
therefore remembred, that this his Voyage was after the other of our Countrey-man 
three hundred and two and twenty years: So as poflcflion is the Spaziard's beft plea; fee- 
ing juftly hc cannot arrogate to himfelf a right upon pretence of the firft difcovery. 

Columbus was born at Cugureo or Nervi not far from Gezoa: a Man of a modcít na- 
turc, ftudious and well read in the Mathematicks, chicfly in Navigation: His firft encou- 
ragemoent was (fay the Spaniards) from perufing an Ephemeris writ by a Spanifh Mariner, 
who had been forced into the Weft Z»;dies by tempeft and died at Columbus his houfe 
after his arrival: this fome think was invented, to the end an Jralian fhould not oga er 
fo much glory. Whether Columbus had any light from Poets, or heard of Afadoc’s Voy- 
age who knows? for what Nation formerly knew not the acts of EzgZf[b men better than 
themfelves? otherwife Polydore Virgil had not undertook to our fhame and prejudice, 
the Exglifh Chronologie; nor Verftegan (alias Rowly) the confidence to render well-nigh 
ail the confiderable Gentry of this Land from the Etymology of their Names, Teutoniques. 
Coliembies well affured of this diftovery fent his Brother to King frenry the VII. to propofe 
the bufinefs fo he would accept the undertaking: but the improbability of the delign to- 
gether with the obfcure Quality of the Stranger, together with his too great frugality 
made the King give little credit to the propofition: for in his paflage he had been impm- 
foned by Pirates who ftript him before they fet him at liberty. Upon the Kings refufal 
he apply'd himfclf to the Zrezcb King, who in like manner hearing that King Henry had 
rcfufed, gave him the like difmifs: fo as he had refted under a final difcowragement, 
had not Ferdinand the Spanmi[b King accepted the motion, and given him the Command of 
two hundred Men in two fmall Ships at the requeft of Jobn Perez de Marchena at that 
time Rector of the Monaftery of Rabida, a great Z44£ecezas of Learning and Induftry: 

with 
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with which, after threefcore dayes fail, (in that time having no fmall ado to quict the 
mutinous Spaniards) Columbus defcried Land, an Ifland called Gzazabami, by Coloz new 
named Saint Salvador, a part of Mexico, and Southward to the place where Madoc for- 
merly landed: adifcovery no lefs joying them than if thereby they had got the Empire of 
the World: a prize fo worthy, that from the year 1492 to this they have brought 
home no lefs gold and filver than all Europe enjoy'd formerly. Columbus dicd Ann. 1 5OG6- 
in his fourth return out of the Jzdies. 

Anno Dom. 1497- Americus Vefpufins a Spaniard before his Voyage into the Orient alfo 
adventures South; where with imall toil he found more Land,but part of what was for- 
merly difcovered. Neverthelefs, as if Co/oz had donc but little, he’ arrogatcs to himfelf 
the honour of the difcovery by calling the whole Continent which ftretches almoft to ci- 
ther Pole; AMERICA: injurioufly, fecing others preceeded him in the difcovcery. 
Atagellan after that fails more Southerly than Vefpufius in the year 15 19 thorow that Fre- 
tum, which with better reafon is called Magellane. And fince that, many others have 
given their Names unto Ports, Hills, Rivers, Rocks, &c. only Madoc fleeps in oblivion. 
Howbeit, {uch as value Afadoc’s memory will not eafily pretermit thofc living Monu- 
ments without fome due acknowledgement: But I return. 

The beginning of December we had fight of the Azores or Flemifh Wands: which the 
Name feems to infer were firft found out by the Durch, for according to Tradition, a 
Merchant of Burges bound for Lisboz in the year 1440. was by ftrefS of weather driven 
fo far Welt as unexpectedly 'twixt the latitude of 38 and 40 deg-he defcried feveral fmall 
Iflands in view of one another, but atthat time without fhew of humane Inhabitants: 
Thefe he called Flemifh lands. Howbeit, coming foon after afhore in Avdeluzia and re- 
porting his adventure, the Portugals by his Compaífs eafily found the way,and quickly plan- 
ted them with Men and what elfe was neceflary: at which time they gave them the Names 
of Saint George, Saint Michael, Saint Mary, Fayall, Pyco, and the Tercera’s; comprchen- 
ded at firft under the Name Terceras, but a erward the Azores, fo called from the 
many Ayries of Hawks they found here: albeit Ortelius rather fuppofes the Name de- 
rived from the Spazifh word Efforer which fignifies to dry or wither: for the old Name 
given it by Geographers (if rightly apprehended and granted to be that which Theo- 
phraftus mentions in his Book of Rarities) was Uxiava and Caffitcride, but the new De- 
nominations impofed by the Lufitanianare not improper: for Tercærais fo called for that 
it refembles three Ifles, meaning the principal: Faya//has its Name from thé Becch-trees 
with which it then abounded ; Pyco trom the Pyramidal fhape it bears; Flora for that 
it was over-fprcad with flowers; the reft from Saints to whofe Patronage the Captain 
thought fit to recommend them. Of thefe, Tercera is greateft if not the fruitfulleft; for 
it abounds' with Wine and Oyl, Corn and Fruit, Oade, &c. Anara is her beft Town, and 


#«gzecl the ftrongeft Fort, which alfo commands the Haven; the beft that Ifland has, 
though not very good to anchor in. 
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T ercer.ris not famoufed for any thing more than for the defence it gave Prior Dog An- 
tomothetitulary King of Portugal againft the Spaniard, as may be read at large in C- 
xeftazie’s Treatiie concerning the Union of thofe two Crowns. Pyco is extraordinary high 
land and furges in a peak or fpire like Teneriffe, fo far above the Clouds as thoie that 
fail oy hinc it oft invelloped with foggs, infomuchasthe top is feldom to be difcerned, fo: 
as its Miotto may be, Caput inter zubila condo: one of the higheft Iflands in the World 
it is reputed ; fome fuppofing that it mounts full five miles into the middle Region. But 
of more certainty itis, the Circuit of the lfle is difproportionatc to its height 5 for it 
exceeds not ten miles compats. The higher Earth is for the moft part Sulphur, and fhews 
many concave places whercout evaporates fmoak and flame which now and then belch 
forth Brimftone. Notwithftanding, in the Valleys below thereare delightful fhades and 
chil-cold Rivolets,into which when the Fire is vomited, thofe contrary Elements echo their 
difcontent, nota little to the tcrror and amazement of fuch as are unacquainted with 
thole rancounters: from this contraricty it is l fuppofe, thefe Ifles are more fubject to 
drcadful Farth-qua kes than other places.  Moft memorable wasthat about the year 159 1- 
in Saint AZchael’s land Linfehor mentions, which endured fhaking from the 26 day of Fuly 
unto the 12 day of Auguft to the extream affrightment of the Inhabitants, efpecially when 
by force thercof they perccived the Earth remove from place to place and Willa Franca 
thc beft Town it had turn topfic turvy: the Ships alfo that then rode at anchor in the 
Bay trembled and quak’t; iníomuch asthe People verily thought Dooms-day was at hand, 
and that the Fabrick of the Univerie was disjointing. Earthquakes, fays Arifforle l. 2. 
c.7-Adeteor. proceed from watry vapors included within the bowels of the Earth, which 
in fecking a pailageto its proper element by making a tumultary motion fhakes the Earth, 
and 'tis obierved that thefe concuilions happen oftneft in places within the temperate 
Zone, in regard that in cold places exhalations are not fo much increaft as they be in 
hot, where the Vapors are {pent through excefS of heat ; chiefly where the Land is fandy, 
out of which exhalations evaporate with eafc : contrarily, as here, where the foyl is rocky 
and mountainous,many hollow Caves are found; which being fill’d with Vapors troubles 
the fuperficies, and gives not over until it make an irruption. Another Mirack the Spa- 
wards report fortruth, How that thce Ifle Corvo rofe out of the Sea, till then being far un- 
der watcr. That and Flores were difcovercd by the Spaniard. But morccertainitisthat 
inthe year 88. they had them in fübjection; fuch time as the Earl of Effex commanding 
her late Majefties Sca-force, to retaliate the Spaniard landed in defpight of the Inhabi- 
tants and cxcrcifed what holtile Acts he thought needful: So as Flores and Corio were 
fackt to pu rpoíec: S. Avichaclalfowas gBiventhe Souldier as free plunder,after the Admiral 
had for publick ufe firit fent thence aboard his Ship four hundred thoufand Ducates 
and upwards in Plate, befides Merchandize of great value: fo well recruited was that 
place, notwith{tanding the Noble Earl of Cumberland had examined it eight years before 
when moft of the Weftern Ifles fubmitted themfelves likewife to his mercy. Fayal/the year 
following teit the EzzZfb no lcis finart upon the Spanifb account, which made the Inhabi- 
tantscxecrate the Catholick ambition. Inthe year 1597. Pyco was in like fort fharcr in 
that quarrel, when Sir Walter Raleigh made the Ifle a prey unto the incenfed Ezelifh, the 
Sp-::.57d then not fo able asafterwardsto requite what provocation was added further at 
Orenoque inthe Wef?-Indies. 1 {hail but.give this further remembrance, that at S. Michaels 
the true Meridianis only found; for therethe Necdle fhews no variation cither Eaiterly 
or Wefterly, contrary to what is obferved in other places: the reafon is éuter Occulta 
Mature, gucit at by many, but by nonc certainly difcovered: albeit, (ome cenjectuxe 
it is occalioned. by the magnetick vertue of the Earth which makes the variation more 
or leis according to the different fcituatioónsof place or diftance from cither Continent: 
tor where there is an cquidiflancy, as in the mid-way ^rwixt Afiic and America, the 
Ncedle is oft-times found to vary leaft, the two Continents equally attracting all along 
that Meridian :, but undoubtedly it is a fallacious concletion, feceng the variation is fo 
{imall at the Cape of Good ficpe and other places contizueus «p the fican Continent. 
Howbcit,the ancient Accounts of the firit Mlcridiapn,trom whence Coémozraphers aflume 
their longitudc in former Ages, by Prolomy and others, were placed at the Fortunate 
Tlaonds, thole now called Cunarie, and Cape Ferde, wherc is véry little variation -: the 


rolit or the meridional lines are i195; and albeit drawn from N. to S. yet Sy the fame 
Poles are terminated. 


Leaving the Azores, the wind being fair and moderate we quickly entred the Canta- 

bria? Svas,where after a little time we vere Churlithly cutcrrSIned by loud winds that
